DEY  WINES : — Tliere  was  no  material  change  in  the 
market  during  the  month.  Exports  by  sea  were  of 
fairly  good  volume,  the  aggregate  being  315  cases,  847,297 
gallons,  valued  at  |333,083.  Reports  from  California  wine 
men  who  are  close  observers  and  who  have  recently  trav- 
elled throughout  the  East,  are  to  the  effect  that  there  is 
a  perceptible  increase  in  the  demand  for  wines  of  standard 
quality,  and  especially,  for  the  best  wines  we  can  make. 
These  observers  believe  that  with  persistent  and  proper 
exploitation  of  these  fields,  important  progress  can  be  made 
in  the  introduction  of  California's  representative  wines. 
One  of  the  greatest  drawbacks  at  the  present  time,  and 
which  it  will  be  difficult  to  remove,  is  the  fact  that  so  much 
of  the  good  wine  that  goes  to  the  Eastern  markets  in  bulk, 
reaches  the  consumer  under  a  foreign  label.  Relief  from 
this  evil  must  come  from  Congress.  If  the  industry  could 
be  protected  from  this  blight,  and  these  same  falsely  labeled 
wines  be  sold  for  what  they  are,  and  at  the  moderate  prices 
of  our  wines,  it  would  be  a  great  boon  and  go  far  toward 
the  solution  of  the  problem  of  intrducing  California's 
wines  to  the  American  people  successfully.  So  it  should  be 
the  aim  of  every  honest  wine  man  to  strive  to  bring  about 
such  national  legislation. 

Some  few  minor  transactions  in  new  Avines  have  taken 
place  during  the  month.  The  prices  were  practically  on 
the  basis  of  those  of  last  year,  ranging  from  fifteen  to  sev- 
enteen cents,  San  Francisco. 

A  feature  of  the  export  trade  was  the  shipment  by 
steamer  via  the  Horn  to  New  York,  of  more  than  six 
thousands  barrels  of  wine  in  one  cargo. 

Recepts  of  wine  from  interior  cellars  during  the  month 
were  very  heavy,  aggregating  1,687,475  gallons. 


SWEET  WINES  :— The  only  activity  displayed  is  in  pro- 
duction, the  market  being  sluggish.  October  was  the 
banner  month  in  the  output  of  sweets  in  the  history  of  the 
industry,  the  grand  total  in  the  two  districts  being  6,365,- 
525.36  gallons.  Of  this  quantity  4,448,687.26  gallons  were 
produced  in  the  First  District.  In  other  words  the  output 
in  October  was  more  than  twice  as  much  as  in  the  preceding 
month.  In  the  same  month  of  last  year  the  production  in 
the  First  District  was  3,778,007.71  gallons. 


BRANDIES : — The  market  is  featureless,  except  that  it 
is  entirely  without  animation.  The  principal  buyers 
are  holding  back,  and  as  a  result  there  have  been  no  trans- 
actions that  could  be  considered  a  criterion,  as  to  the  posi- 
tion of  young  brandies.  Prices  are  unchanged  from  last 
quotations.  Exports  were  nominal.  The  production  in 
the  two  districts  during  October,  was  very  heavy,  the 
total  being  200,530.7  tax  gallons.  Probably  the  bulk  of  this 
went  to  the  fortification  of  the  great  quantity  of  sweet 
wines  made  in  that  month. 


WHISKIES : — There  was  a  steady  and  marked  im- 
provement throughout  the  month,  some  of  the  big 
houses  finding  it  difficult  to  keep  pace  with  orders.  As  a 
consequence  there  was  a  long  absent  tone  of  cheerfulness 
among  the  trade.  The  concensus  of  opinion  was  that  a 
genuine  revival  had  set  in  and  that  the  era  of  good,  sound, 


business  had  come,  to  remain  for  a  long  time.  In  fact  con- 
ditions are  favorable  over  the  entire  Coast,  outside  of  San 
Francisco,  with  the  exception  of  Oregon,  where  the  new 
local  option  laAV  has  greatly  upset  business,  not  alone  in 
the  liquor  trade  but  in  other  lines.  However,  trade  is  ex- 
pected to  revive  there  to  a  considerable  extent,  when  the 
dealers  have  gotten  over  their  scare.  Among  the  retail 
trade  in  this  city,  there  was  a  slight  improvement  in  busi- 
ness, but  it  is  far  behind  what  it  ought  to  be.  Thus  far 
the  man  who  can  explain  why  this  local  dullness  exists 
at  this  time,  has  not  yet  appeared. 

Exports  were  of  good  volume,  the  figures  being  1,784  cases 
and  10,844  gallons,  valued  at  |21,949.  In  the  same  month 
last  year,  the  value  of  the  exports  was  |17,853.  Imports 
during  the  month  were  1,448  cases,  100  bbls.,  20  octs.,  and 
19  csks.  . 


IMPORTATIONS: — There  was  some  improvement  in 
business  during  the  month,  but  the  volume  of  trade  is 
far  from  what  it  ought  to  be.  It  is  particularly  quiet  in 
the  local  field,  but  hope  springs  eternal,  and  the  importers 
feel  assured  that  the  days  of  activity  are  not  far  distant. 
The  principal  items  of  importation  in  October  were;  Wine, 
576  cases,  31  bbls.,  133  casks;  brandy,  1,330  cases,  47  csks. 
and  35  pkgs. ;  whisky,  1,448  cases,  100  bbls.,  20  octs.,  and 
19  csks. ;  vermouth,  7,740  cases  and  beer,  ale,  etc.,  1,041 
cases  and  75  bbls. 


BEER: — The  malt  beverage  has  to  a  great  extent,  re- 
tired from  the  ring  in  favor  of  the  seasonal  winter 
drinks.  At  the  same  time  business  is  not  bad,  especially 
with  the  exporters,  as  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  movement 
by  sea,  alone,  aggregated  813  packages  bottled  and  2,000 
packages  bulk,  of  the  value  of  |21,537.  On  or  before  the 
first  of  the  year  the  local  field  for  bottled  beer  will  be  en- 
livened by  advent  of  two  large  bottling  concerns  which 
will  handle  beers  made  on  the  Sound  and  in  Los  Angeles. 
Imports  were  1,041  cases  and  75  bbls. 


New  York  Wine  flarket. 


THE  demand  for  both  sweet  and  dry  wines  as  well  as 
for  brandies  has  improved  quite  a  little  during  the 
past  week,  which  is  probably  due  both  to  the  fact  that  the 
reports  from  California  about  the  serious  injury  done  to 
the  grapes  by  storms  have  been  found  to  be  of  more  im- 
portance than  was  expected,  and  to  the  fact  that  tlie 
dealers,  having  bought  but  very  little  for  the  past  six 
months,  buy  to  replenish  their  winter  supply.  Prices  re- 
main firm  for  standard  goods  irrespective  of  what  is  olTered 
by  the  outsiders. — Bonfort's,  Nov.  10th. 


Wine  and  Brandy  Receipts. 


The  receipts  of  wine  and  brandy  from  interior  cellars 
during  the  month  of  November  were :  Wine,  1,687,475  gal- 
lons; brandy,  61,295  gallons.

The  quantity  of  American  whiskies  and  spirits  remain- 
ing in  bond  in  San  Francisco  on  October  31,  1904,  was 
171,418  gallons. 
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Would  Tax  Sweet  Wines, 


Want  Wine  in  Soldiers'  Rations. 


AS  the  Review  goes  to  press,  a  dispatch  from  Washing- 
ton announces  that  Commissioner  of  Internal  Rev- 
enue Yerkes,  in  his  annual  report,  recommends  the  impo- 
sition of  a  tax  on  the  brandy  used  in  the  fortification  of 
sweet  vt'ines.  When  Mr.  Yerkes  hears  the  "holler"  that 
the  wine  men  will  emit,  he  will  be  sorry  he  mentioned  the 
matter,  and  apologize.  The  Commissioner  makes  the  plea 
that  the  Government  relieves  the  distillers  and  wine-mak- 
ers from  the  tax  of  $1  10  per  gallon  on  the  grape  brandy 
used  to  fortify  sweet  wines  and  in  addition  pays  all  the  ex- 
penses incident  to  the  gauging  and  use  of  such  spirits.  In 
view  of  this  latter  fact  the  Commissioner  recommends 
that  a  moderate  tax,  if  not  the  full  tax,  be  imposed  upon 
wine  spirits  or  grape  brandy  produced  and  used  for  forti- 
fication. The  present  cost  to  the  Government  of  super- 
vising the  use  of  grape  brandy  for  this  purpose  is  estimated 
at  from  |25,000  to  $30,000  a  year. 

The  report  says  that  if  a  tax  of  only  25  cents  per  gal- 
lon was  assessed  as  against  the  brandy  withdrawn  and  used 
for  fortification  purposes  the  actual  cost  of  the  wine  would 
not  be  increased  more  thtan  5  cents  per  gallon  and  would 
have  produced  to  the  Government  during  the  fiscal  year 
1903  a  revenue  of  |1,042,591. 

We  protest  that  this  would  be  a  grave  imposition  upon 
a  branch  of  a  great  industry  that  has  been  fostered  to  large 
and  important  proportions  by  this  privilege  granted  by  the 
Government.  The  wine  men  of  California  had  too  hard  a 
fight  to  secure  the  enactment  of  the  present  law  to  submit 
tamely  to  its  being  knocked  out  at  the  instigation  of  one 
official.  The  adoption  of  Mr.  Yerkes'  suggestion  would  tend 
to  largely  decrease  the  consumption  of  sweet  wines,  at  tlie 
same  time  that  the  wine  men  are  doing  all  in  their  power 
to  encourage  larger  use  of  all  wines.  It  would  merely  at 
one  jump  advance  the  price  of  wine  five  or  more  cents  per 
gallon,  all  because  it  costs  the  Government  a  paltry  |25,000 
to  supervise  the  use  of  these  tax-free  brandies  for  forti- 
fication. 

We  do  not  believe  Congress  can  be  led  to  sandbag  a  young 
and  promising  industry  for  any  such  reasons  as  those  set 
forth  by  Commissioner  Yerkes.  At  the  same  time,  the  wine 
men  should  be  alive' to  the  fact  that  he  is  after  them,  and  is 
a  power. 


Big  Wine  Shipment  via  tlie  Horn. 


ANOTHER  large  shipment  of  wine  to  New  York,  via  the 
Horn,  went  on  the  steamer  California  on  November 
20th.  It  consisted  of  333,750  gallons,  or  more  than  6,000 
barrels.

ANDREA  SBARBORO,  Secretary  of  the  Italian-Swiss 
Colony  and  President  of  the  Manufactui'ers'  and  Pro- 
ducers' Association,  accompanied  by  Rufus  P.  Jennings, 
President  of  the  California  Promotion  Committee,  returned 
from  an  extended  Eastern  trip  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
month.  In  addition  to  taking  in  the  World's  Fair  and  the 
Irrigation  Convention,  the  gentlemen  went  to  Washington 
in  the  interest  of  the  prune,  raisin  and  wine  industries. 
They  visitetl  the  Secretaries  of  War  and  the  Navy,  and 
made  a  strong  plea  not  only  for  the  placing  of  prunes  and 
raisins  on  the  sailors'  and  soldiers'  rations,  but  of  light 
wine  also.  They  very  forcibly  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  in  the  continental  armies  wine  is  a  part  of  the  ration, 
while  with  the  British  troops  it  is  good,  wholesome  beer. 
Furthermore,  that  drunkenness  among  the  wine-drinking 
soldiers  was  wholly  unknown. 

The  officials  promised  to  give  the  matter  their  earnest 
attention,  which  was  all  they  could  do  under  the  circum- 
stances. There  is  an  indication  that  the  canteen  question 
will  not  only  be  reopened  at  the  coming  Congress,  but  that 
the  foolish  action  of  Congress,  incited  by  the  W.  C.  T.  U., 
will  be  rescinded  and  the  canteen  restored,  as  it  should  be. 


From  An  Outside  Viewpoint. 


IT  is  apparent  to  any  observer  in  the  wine  business  in 
this  State  that  the  turning  point  in  the  road  is  not  far 
distant,  if,  in  fact,  the  influence  in  the  new  direction  has 
not  already  set  in.  In  order  that  the  highest  grades  and 
best  of  vintages  shall  be  produced  in  any  quantity  it  is 
necessary  that  the  small,  independent,  home  winery  shall 
flourish.  The  choicest  of  wines  come  not  from  the  manu- 
facturer of  such  products  in  a  large  way,  but  from  the 
small  grower  who  manufactures  his  own  and  his  neigh- 
bor's product  according  to  his  own  personal  methods  and 
individually  and  personally  supervises  the  entire  process 
The  small  winery  must  return.  The  lower  grades  and 
cheaper  qualities  and  cargo  wines  can,  of  course,  be  more 
economically  manufactured  and  handled  in  a  large  com- 
mercial way.  The  fact,  however,  that  the  production  of 
30,000,000  to  40,000,000  gallons  of  wine  a  year  for  a  coun- 
try having  a  population  of  over  75,000,000,  will  produce, 
as  it  has  been  doing  in  this  State,  a  condition  of  so-called 
over  production,  and  the  inability  in  many  instances  of 
manufacturers  and  distributors  to  do  business  at  a  profit 
to  themselves  and  the  growers,  when  the  conditions  of 
competition  from  without  are  easily  overcome  as  in  this 
case,  would  naturally  lead  one  to  believe  that  there  is 
something  wrong  somewhere.  It  is  not  the  amount  of  the 
production  but  the  ridiculously  small  consumption  and 
the  exorbitantly  high  prices  that  the  consumer  has  to  pay 
for  ordinary  wines  that  make  up  the  marketing  problems 
that  are  to  be  solved,  and  it  is  along  these  lines  that  much 
of  labor  and  thought  can  be  profitably  expended  by  those 
interested  in  the  industry  from  either  the  producing  or 
commercial  side  of  the  business. — California  Fruit  Grower.

EDITOR  "Wine  and   Spirit  Review." — Dear   Sir:    I  have  purposely 
delayed  giving  you  any  report  regarding  tlie  result  of  the  Awards 
given  to  the  Vitlcultural  Department  of  California  by  the  International 
Jury  for  lack  of  official  confirmation.     I  do  not  think  that  I  am  mis- 
placing any  confidence  by  giving  you  the  semi-official  list  of  Awards, 
which   are  as  follows:

The  above  awards  have  yet  to  be  confirmed,  first  by  the  Superior 
Jury,  and  then  by  the  National  Commission,  and  as  there  has  been 
nearly  40,000  entries,  and  awards  made,  it  will  be  some  time  before  the 
awards  will  be  officially  confirmed  and  announced.  As  far  as  I  can 
learn  there  has  been  none  of  the  above  awards  reduced,  and  perhaps 
some  may  be  advanced  on  appeals. 

Without  desiring  to  obtain  press  notoriety  or  invite  a  discus- 
sion, I  am  forced  in  justice  to  myself  to  take  exception  to  Mr.  Wm.  H. 
McNiel's  report,  as  contained  in  your  valuable  Journal  of  Sept.  20th. 
In  the  first  place,  I  quote  from  his  report:  "I  found  that,  as  usual  at 
an  American  Exposition,  r.«  provision  had  been  made  for  proper 
storage  or  care  of  our  native  wines.  The  foreign  wines  being  in 
charge  of  the  Custom  officers,  were  stored  in  the  basement  of  the 
Horticulture  Building,  West  end,  and  were  in  fine  shape."  Allow  me 
to  correct  this  inaccuracy,  and  the  false  impression  that  may  be  en- 
gendered against  the  Vitlcultural  Department,  of  which  I  have  the 
honor  to  be  the  Manager. 

In  the  first  place,  in  the  original  plans  for  the  Golden  Wine  Temple, 
I  had  asked  for  a  cellar,  but  owing  to  the  peculiar  conditicn  of  the 
grounds  and  the  building,  a  cellar  would  have  been  not  only  very  ex- 
pensive, but  impracticable.  I  had  anticipated  t'lis  matter  as  you  will 
notice.  As  to  the  foreign  wires  being  stored  in  the  basement  of  the 
Horticulture  Building,  and  being  in  fine  shape,  t'.-.is  is  also  inaccurate, 
as  I  was  told  by  both  foreign  Commissioners,  French  ard  German, 
that  their  wines  suffered  terribly  in  this  so-called  "fire  storage,"  rot 
only  on  account  of  the  heat  and  humidity  but  on  accourt  of  the  foul 
odors  in  this  basement  or  cellar.  Although  our  California  wires,  es- 
pecially the  oldest  dry  wines,  might  have  suffered  somewhat  by  charge 
of  temperature,  they  were  in  as  good,  in  fact  better  condition  that  the 
average  foreign  wines,  ard  the  numerous  awards  that  we  have  re- 
;:eived  for  our  wines  speaks  volumes  as  to  their  quality  ard  condi- 
tion. I  also  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  another  glaring  inaccuracy 
in  Mr.  Wine  Juror  McNiel's  report,  and  quote  from  same:  "After  a 
short  delay  in  obtaining  a  few  necessary  articles  (what  he  me.ant  by 
this  I  don't  know),  the  work  of  the  day  began  In  earnest.    Owing  to 


the  lack  oi  proper  storage,  the  wines  did  not  present  their  usual  good 
appearance,  and  it  is  a  wonder  they  received  tae  recognition  accorded 
them." 

la  rebuttal  of  the  above  I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  certain  parts 
of  my  letter  addressed  to  Mr.  C.  Bundschu,  Chairman  of  the  Joint  Cal- 
ifornia Vitlcultural  exhibitors,  of  Sept.  30th,  from  which  I  now  quote: 
"Now,  regarding  the  jury.  I  intimated  to  you  as  far  back  as  August 
10th  that  I  had  been  informed  that  Mr.  Henry  Lachman  and  Dr.  Wiley 
were  appointed  upon  the  wine  jury.  On  August  20th  I  notified  Mr. 
Henry  Laci.man  and  Dr.  Wiley  of  their  appointments.  I  certainly  lost 
no  time  in  this  important  matter,  and  if  there  was  a  lack  of  official 
communication  the  blame  rests  not  upon  your  humble  servant,  but 
upon  either  F.  W.  Taylor,  Superintendent  of  the  Agriculture  Building, 
or  our  Commissioners.  As  it  is,  Mr.  Lachman  arrived  on  the  Sunday 
evening  preceding  the  last  day,  Sept.  13th,  that  the  jury  was  to  sit.  On 
the  arrival  of  Mr.  Lachman  I  was  at  the  depot  and  before  allowing  him 
to  go  to  his  hotel  I  had  arranged  with  Mr.  McNeil  to  meet  Messrs. 
Calvert  and  Guestier,  members  of  the  French  jury,  in'  order  to  out- 
line the  work  regarding  the  controversy  of  using  foreign  labels  and 
which  it  seemed  was  cut  and  dried  by  the  jury.  I  gave  Mr.  Lachman 
the  cue  and  requested  him  simply  to  listen  to  wjiat  the  gentlemen 
had  to  say  and  then  to  stand  firm  oij  our  claims.  Thi^  little  star- 
chamber  work  I  am  pleased  to  Say  resulted  in  the  settlement  of  this 
vexed  question  of  labels  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  concerned. 

J.  Calvert,  of  Messrs.  J.  Calvert  &  Son,  and  Mr.  Guestier,  of  Barton 
&  Guestier,  of  Bordeaux,  France,  representing  the  largest  shippers  of 
dry  wines  of  France  to  the  United  States,  represented  a  consensus  of 
opinion  of  the  French  wine  jury  who  formed  fully  75  per  cent  of  the 
International  wine  jury.  These  gentlemen  representing  the  very 
highest  type  of  honorable  merchants,  met  us  most  gracefully  on  this 
question  of  labels  and  it  was  then  decided  that  where  there  was  no 
attempt  to  deceive,  and  where  the  words  "California  and  types"  were 
used  on  labels,  they  would  pass  the  jury. 

"Now,  regarding  the  action  of  Mr.  McNeil  whose  appointment  on  the 
.iury  was  as  much  a  surprise  to  me  as  to  yourself,  he  had  no  right  to 
send  you  the  findings  of  the  jury  until  same  were  officially  promul- 
gated. It  was  a  breach  of  confidence,  and  had  he  acted  with  discretion 
it  would  have  saved  some  heart  burning  and  relieved  this  department 
of  supposed  lack  of  intelligence  and  protection  of  its  interests. 

"You  say  in  yours  of  the  21st  that  'I  consider  the  appointment  of 
Mr.  I  achman  as  Chairman  of  the  jury  somewhat  of  a  compliment  to 
California,  ard  on  the  other  side  I  almost  feel  as  if  this  concession 
had  been  made  to  pacify  us  on  the  unwarrantable  default  of  a  com- 
munication  when   the  work  of  the  jury  would   be  commenced.     You 
must  have   known   in   the  latter  part  of  August  when   Mr.  Wetmore 
arrived,  that  the  jury  would  progress  with  their  work.     We,  here  in 
California,  certainly  did  rot  krow  a  thing  about  it.'     Now,  as  to  that, 
Mr.  Bundschu,  I  tried  my  best  and  requested  my  Commissioners  to  let 
me  know  exactly  when  my  department  would  be  visited  by  the  jury. 
They  did  all  they  could  in  the  premises,  and  I  must  pay  a  tribute  to  Mr. 
Taylor,  Superintendent  of  this  building  and  head  of  this  department, 
for  his  efforts  to  delay  the  departure  of  a  majority  of  the  foreign  jury- 
men in  order  to  give  California  a  fair  show.     I  waited  from  day  to 
day  to  receive  rews  of  Mr.   Lachman's  departure.     The  members  of 
the  French  jury  protested  at  the  delay  and  demanded  an  immediate 
examination  of  our  wines  on  the  7th  of  September.     I  called  upon  Mr. 
Taylor  and  said  to  him,    'Mr.  Taylor,  we  have  not  a  single  representa- 
tive  man   on   this  jury  and   we  must  fight  for  delay.     I   expect  Mr. 
lachman  here  every   day,   and   ycu  must  assist  me,'  and   he  did  go 
so  far  as  to  refuse  to  give  the  key  to  the  warehouse  where  the  French 
wines  were  stored  on  some  excuse  in  order  to  delay  their  examination 
as  long  as  possible.    When  I  was  informed  that  the  13th  of  September 
was  the  last  day  that  the  complete  foreign  jury  would  be  on  hand,  I 
immediately  set  to  work,  and  after  three  of  the  hardest  davs'  work 
that  I  ever  did  in  my  life,  I  had  segregated  and  classified  every  one 
of   our   wires,   the   Zicfandels   in   one   group,   the   clarets   and   medoc 
types  in  another  group,  the  Burgundies  in  another  group,  etc.,  down 
the  lite.     All  our  white  wines  I  had  placed  on  ice,  also  our  sparkling 
wires,   and    the    other    wines    were    at   a   normal    temperature.      This 
work   took  up   Friday,   Saturday   and   all   of   Sunday.     On   Monday   at 
10   o'clock   I   had   my   tables   and   the   glasses   and    crackers   all   pre- 
pared  for   the  jury,   but  they   came   in   with   a  rush,   and   instead   of 
taVirg   the   wines   as   I   had   them   classified    they   demanded    all    the 
varieties    of   one   maker,    and    these    varieties    were    subdivided    into 
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four  groups.  There  was  no  regard  paid  to  classification  and  no 
allowances  made  for  me  to  hide  or  conceal  the  labels,  but  dry  and 
sweet  wines  were  sampled  heterogenously.  I  would  not  go  through 
such  a  two  and  a  half  days'  experience  again  not  for  a  dozen  expo- 
sitions as  it  nearly  put  me  back  in  the  same  nervous  and  broken 
down  condition  that  I  was  a  month  ago.  The  above  I  hope  will 
refute  Mr.  McNeil's  unwarranted  and  untruthful  charges  that  the 
wines  were  presented  in  a  bad  shape  and  there  was  no  system.  I 
beg  also  to  take  exception  at  Wine  Juror  McNeil's  remark  regarding 
the  award  made  to  Paul  Masson's  sparkling  wines,  and  quote  from 
his  remark,  as  follows:  "One  happy  incident  occurred  which  I  must 
not  omit  for  It  proved  a  credit  to  the  individual  and  to  California. 
The  jury  were  about  to  answer  a  call  of  Mr.  Taylor's,  when  Mr. 
Calvet,  Mr.  Guestier  and  others  of  our  foreign  colleagues  said,  'Wait 
a  moment,  we  wish  to  sample  one  wine/  which  was  Paul  Masson's 
Sparkling  Wine.  Had  the  word  champagne  been  on  the  bottle,  it 
would  have  been  rejected.  One  and  all  announced  it  a  Grand  Prix. 
It  was  served  warm."  If  my  memory  serves  me  right,  this  so-called 
"one  happy  incident,"  is  as  inaccurate  as  the  balance  of  Wine 
Juror  McNeil's  remarks,  for  Paul  Masson's  Champagre  was  served 
in  honor  of  the  visit  of  Monsieur  Picard,  Commissioner  General  of 
France,  and  representative  of  President  Loubet  of  the  French  Re- 
public. I  had  half  a  dozen  bottles  of  Paul  Masson's  Sparkling 
Wine  on  ice  at  the  proper  temperature,  and  had  also  a  number  of 
bottles  at  the  normal  temperature  of  the  room,  and  as  an  object  lesson 
to  Wine  Juror  McNeil  as  expert,  and  which  I  think  every  well 
known  true  expert  will  coincide  with  me  is,  that  the  only  way  to 
judge  as  to  the  quality  of  a  sparkling  wine  it  must  be  tasted  or 
sampled  at  the  normal  temperature,  and  not  cold,  for  it  is  well  known 
that  any  sparkling  wine,  whether  old  process  or  carbonated  will 
puzzle  the  average  man  or  even  an  expert  when  served  at  a  tempera- 
ture of  about  forty  degrees  Fahrenheit  or  iced.  Paul  Masson's  wine 
was  judged  on  Its  merits,  and  received  its  just  dues  in  a  Grand  Prix." 


My  dear  Mr.  Wood,  I  would  not  have  taken  the  time  and  place  in 
your  valuable  columns  to  answer  this  report  of  Wine  Juror  McNeil's, 
but  I  wished  to  relieve  myself  of  any  lack  of  attention  in  protecting 
the  interests  of  the  exhibitors  in  my  department.  I  am  gratified  that, 
not  only  has  the  Golden  Wine  Temple  of  California  been  one  of  the 
most  attractive  exhibits  in  this  vast  Agriculture  building,  but  I 
sincerely  believe  that  the  liberality  and  enterprise  of  its  exhibitors 
will  be  rewarded  by  practical  results  in  the  future.  I  have  dis- 
seminated the  gospel  of  the  grape  among  thousands  and  thousands 
of  people,  have  talked  to  them  of  the  freer  use  of  the  American 
wines,  under  American  names  and  labels  and  thus  far  have  sent 
in  orders  for  about  300  cases,  distributed  among  nearly  all  the  exhibi- 
tors who  desired  their  wines  placed  before  the  consumer.  I  have 
opened  and  sampled  nearly  8,000  bottles  of  wine,  distributed  the 
price  lists  of  same,  and  sung  their  praises  and  worth,  and  dwelt  on 
the  fact  that  our  wines  were  pure  and  that  no  adulteration  was 
practiced  in  our  State.  All  of  this  will  bring  its  results,  for  like 
planting  the  field,  you  must  wait  until  the  seed  germinates,  and 
raturo  rewards  with  growth  and   fruit. 

We  have  been  seriously  handicapped  by  the  favoritism  shown  the 
Austrian,  German  ard  Italian  Wire  Exhibitors,  who  had  a  Concession, 
not  orly  to  sell  by  the  bottle,  but  by  the  glass.  I  made  at  least  a  half  a 
dozen  attempts  and  protests,  and  demanded  (the  last  time),  with  the 
assistance  of  Mr.  Clarence  J.  Wetraore,  for  the  Concession,  on  the 
ground  that  this  was  an  American  Exposition  and  that  the  American 
exhibitors  were  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  as  the  foreign  exhibitor. 
Notwithstanding  that  the  Chief  of  Concessions  recommended  the  Con- 
cession to  the  California  Viticulture  Department  to  sell  by  the  bottle, 
on  a  plea  from  Mr.  Wetmore  and  myself,  our  demands  were  refused  by 
Mr.  Taylor,  Chief  of  the  Agriculture  Department,  who  admitted  our 
rights  and  the  unfairness  of  the  Foreign  Concession,  but  said  that  it 
was  impossible  to  give  California  this  Concession,  for  they  had  com- 
promised his  department  in  the  monopoly  to  the  foreign  exhibitors. 
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Had  I  been  able  to  secure  this  Concession,  it  would  have  made,  not 
only  quite  a  little  sum  to  the  credit  of  my  department,  but  would  have 
been  a  splendid  advertisement  for  our  wines. 

Now,  since  there  has  been  a  certain  amount  of  discussion  dissemin- 
ated through  our  beautiful  exhibit  regarding  our  wines,  what  we 
need  now  is  foreign  endorsement  and  recognition  and  a  splendid  oppor- 
tunity offers  itself  to  realize  this  much  devout  consummation,  to  wil: 
The  International  Exposition  at  Liege,  Belgium,  which  opens  May  15th, 
1905.  I  have  been  approached  a  number  of  times  by  the  Representative 
of  Belgium,  asking  for  California  to  make  a  display  not  only  of  its 
Viticultural  resources,  but  also  of  its  Agricultural  and  Horticultural 
products,  and  they  assure  me  that  this  exhibit  would  be  one  of  the 
greatest  attractions  at  their  exposition.  Belgium  has  already  taken 
very  kindly  to  our  wines  and  also  to  our  fruits,  which  they,  on  account 
of  the  lack  of  connections,  must  buy  in  the  Hamburg  market,  and  I 
feel  satisfied  that  if  California  will  take  kindly  to  this  new  field  to 
conquer,  that  we  will,  not  only  be  able  to  find  newer  and  greater  mar- 
kets for  our  Viticultural  and  Horticultural  products,  but  it  will  be  the 
means  of  advertising  the  resources  of  California,  resulting  in  a  very 
large  addition  to  our  industrial  population.  What  we  want  in  Cali- 
fornia is  not  only  producers  but  consumers.  It  is  well  krown  that  were 
it  not  for  our  very  large  foreign  population  in  the  United  States,  there 
would  be  but  little  consumption  of  our  wines,  for  the  American,  as  yet, 
as  a  class,  are  not  wine  drinkers. 

I  should  like  very  much,  my  dear  Mr.  Wood,  that  you  should  lake 
up  this  very  important  matter  of  the  Exposition  at  Liege.  I  thick  that 
an  editorial  from  your  able  pen  on  this  matter  would  result  in  erlist- 
ing  the  aid  of  our  press  in  creating  a  favorable  sertiment  fcr  this 
important  matter. 

As  to  the  Golden  Wine  Temple,  I  have  received  a  bid  from  one  of 
the  leading  contractors  of  Paris,  France,  who  cffers  to  take  down  and 
replace  in  perfect  condition  our  beautiful  exhibit,  for  a  very  modest 
sum,  but  my  idea  would  be  to  have  a  certain  amount  of  ground  in  this 
Exposition  at  Liege,  and  to  put  up  a  representative  California  building, 
wherein  our  resources  could  be  practically  installed  under  one  roof. 


and  make  it  not  only  an  attractive  but  a  business  feature. 

Hoping,  dear  sir,  that  I  have  not  trespassed  upon  your  good  nature 
and  your  valuable  columns,  I  remain.

MILWAUKEE,  Wis.,  Nov.  22.— The  best  thing  that  can 
be  said  of  the  wine  and  brewing  industries,  is  that 
they  are  thriving.  Fall  trade  is  on  in  fine  style,  and  busi- 
ness in  both  the  wholesale  and  retail  lines  is  f,uch  that  the 
year's  aggregate  sales  will  foot  up  considerable  more  than 
in  1903.  This  means  a  great  deal,  as  last  year  was  a 
bumper  year.  The  wines  and  brandies  Avhich  are  coming 
here  from  the  Coast  are  considered  better  quality  than  last 
year. 

Edmund  S.  Thatcher,  Avho  handles  a  large  quantity  of 
fine  wines,  brandies,  whiskies,  etc.,  and  who  is  a  chemist 
of  more  than  local  reputation,  speaking  of  the  California 
goods,  said  to  me : 

"I  must  say  for  the  California  people,  that  they  are  now 
making  the  choicest  port  wines  I  have  ever  seen.  The  last 
lot  I  received  is  a  better  color  and  has  a  better  fiavor  than 
any  port  I  have  tasted  during  all  the  time  I  have  handled 
wines.  This  holds  true,  though  in  a  lesser  degree  with 
other  products  of  the  Coast.  If  we  could  only  get  this 
same  standard  of  excellence  right  through  the  year,  and 
year  in  and  year  out,  it  would  not  be  long  until  there  Avould 
be  absolutely  no  business  in  any  other  kind  of  wines. 

"The  brandies  are  also  strictly  first  class  this  fall, 
though  I  had  considerable  trouble  last  year.  I  bought 
what  was  supposed  to  be  California  goods  through  a  Chi- 
cago 'barrel  house'  and  I  got  soaked  good  and  plenty.  It 
tasted  about  as  much  like  brandy  as  molasses  does  like 
skim  milk." 

There  has  been  an  enormous  quantity  of  grapes  grown 
throughout  the  East  this  year.  But  in  this  country,  or 
section,  they  are  grown  for  table  use  rather  tlian  from 
which  to  make  wine.  Of  course  a  great  deal  of  Avine  is 
made  from  the  Concord,  the  Delegare  and  the  'Wine' 
A'arieties,  but  this,  as  a  rule,  is  "home-made"  and  not  for 
sale.  It  is  usually  unfermented,  too,  and  is  known  in  this 
section  as  "baby  Avine."  One  of  the  farmer  papers  pub- 
lished in  this  State,  gave  the  folloAving  hint  on  Iioav  to  make 
wine,  and  it  need  hardly  be  said  that  the  trouble  connected 
Avith  folloAving  out  the  directions  would  be  greater  than  the 
cost  of  something  good: 

"There  is  no  kind  of  fruit  juice  that  is  so  easily  and 
cheaply  made  as  that  from  ripe  grapes.  If  the  l)est  (pmlity 
of  juice  is  to  be  made,  the  grapes  must  be  of  a  good  A'ariety 
and  Avell  ripened.  Put  the  clusters  in  a  tub  of  Avater  and 
rinse  them  off  if  they  are  at  all  dirty.  Then  pick  off  only 
those  that  are  good  and  put  them  in  a  coarse  sack  to  pres;--. 
Use  any  means  that  Avill  gently  s(iueeze  out  the  juice.  Do 
not  use  much  force,  or  the  juice  Avill  be  dark  and  murky. 
The  residue  in  the  bag  can  be  utilized  for  making  a  loAver 
grade  of  juice  or  put  into  soak  for  vinegar  after  it  is  fer- 
mented a  little. 

"Put  the  juice  on  to  heat  in  a  vessel  that  Avill  go  inside 
a  Avash  boiler,  and  tliat  is  set  inside  of  it  on  a  board  or  any 
otlier  thing  that  Avill  keep  it  from  coming  into  contact  with 
the  fire.  When  it  has  reached  180  degrees  by  the  thermo- 
meter, take  it  off  and  set  it  aAvay  to  settle  for  twenty-four 
hours.  Then  put  it  in  glass  jars  or  bottles  and  set  these  on 
a  board  on  the  bottom  of  the  Avashboiler,  Imving  Avnter 
about  them  nearly  to  the  tops.  When  the  Avater  lias  at- 
tained 180  degrees,  put  in  the  corks,  wax  them  or  other- 


Avise  seal  them.  Such  juice  Avill  be  far  better  than  that 
Avhich  has  been  boiled  or  treated  Avith  sugar  in  any  degree. 
It  Avill  keep  indefinitely." 


Contracts  Avere  let  at  ManitoAvoc,  Wis.,  yesterday,  for 
the  erection  of  a  large  brcAvery  for  Kunz  &  Bleser  to  cost 
1100,000.  The  plant  Avill  be  completed  April  1,  1905.  Ncav 
and  modern  nmchinery  for  the  process  of  beer  breAA'ing  Avill 
be  installed,  and  electricity  Avill  be  used  throughout  for 
motor  poAver. 


M.  C.  Blade  of  this  city,  Avho  looks  after  the  distribution 
of  Hunter's  Baltimore  Rye,  is  a  firm  belieA^er  in  advertis- 
ing, and  is  using  a  great  deal  of  space  in  the  ncAvspapers. 
His  "tower  of  strength"  ad  is  very  attractive. 


"Large  shipments  of  beer  are  being  taken  into  Mexico 
at  the  present  time,"  said  L.  M.  Martin,  of  St.  Louis,  Mo., 
who  happened  in  Mihvaukee  a  feAV  days  ago.  Mr.  J^Iartiil 
is  interested  in  brcAving  supplies  and  has  traveled  all  over 
the  country  and  in  many  foreign  lands. 

"They  are  increasing  e\'ery  year  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
revenue  duties  on  beer  are  very  high.  This  duty  lias  been 
levied  to  protect  the  brcAving  industries  in  Mexico,  of 
Avhich  there  are  several  at  the  present  time.  AA-ith  good 
prospects  of  many  more  in  the  near  future.  The  largest 
ones  are  situated  in  the  City  of  Mexico.  Hops  is  another 
thing  that  is  being  brought  into  the  country  rapidly,  per- 
haps more  so  in  the  last  couple  of  years  than  at  any  other 
time  in  the  history  of  Mexico.    Much  of  the  land  that  could

THE  Grand  Prize  and  Gold  Medal— the  highest  possible 
award — was  carrie<l  of¥  by  the  Sunny  Brook  Distillery 
Company  of  Louisville,  Kentucky.  Inasmuch  as  all  the 
leading  brands  of  whisky  were  entered  in  the  competition 


and  the  rivalry  was  very  keen,  the  distinction  conferred 
by  this  double  award  is  one  to  be  justly  proud  of.  It  speaks 
volumes  for  the  purity  and  quality  of  the  Sunny  Brook 
whisky. 

We  take  pleasure  in  reprotlucing  with  this  article  a 
picture  of  the  unique  exhibit  nuxde  by  the  Sunny  Brook 
Distillery  Company — a  model  distillery  in  full  operation— 


in  which  the  entire  process  of  making  high-class  whisky  is 
being  shown  daily  to  thousands  of  interested  visitors.  The 
whisky  distilled  in  this  plant  is  actually  barrelled  and 
stored  in  a  Special  Government  Bonded  Warehouse  in 
charge  of  a  Government  Storekeeper.  The  exhibit  is  one 
of  the  most  interesting  sights  of  the  Fair. 
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LOS  ANGELES,  Nov.  22d :— Southern  California  wine- 
makers  are  much  exercised  over  the  report  of  the 
medal  awards  at  the  World's  Fair  to  exhibitors  of  Califor- 
nia wines.  They  note  with  manifest  displeasure  the  fact 
that  two  of  the  three  gold  medals  awarded  are  given  to 
Los  Angeles  firms  that  do  not  make  wines  at  all,  and  get 
their  stocks  from  makers  who  were  not  eyen  represented 
in  the  roster  of  prize  winners.  Several  of  the  most  prom- 
inent wine-makers  of  the  South  are  outspoken  in  their  in- 
dignant protest  against  the  World's  Fair  judges  giving  a 
gold  medal  to  a  grocer  and  a  silver  medal  to  the  man  that 
made  the  wine  the  grocer  exhibited. 

In  Los  Angeles  the  report  of  the  awards  is  taken  to  in- 
dicate that  the  judges  awarded  the  prizes  for  the  labels 
and  not  for  the  contents  of  the  bottles.  H.  Jevne,  a  grocer, 
and  II.  J.  Woollacott,  a  wholesale  dealer,  got  gold  medals, 
but  neither  makes  the  wines  they  exhibit.  The  other  gold 
medal  winner  in  Los  Angeles  is  the  Sierra  Madre  Vintage 
Company.  The  silver  medal  winners  are  the  Italian  Vine- 
yard Company  and  the  Southern  California  Wine  Com- 
pany. These  awards  have  incited  much  hard  feeling  in 
the  local  wine  trade,  for  the  makers  claim  the  concerns 
that  are  merely  distributors  are  not  entitled  to  prizes  for 
the  excellence  of  the  goods  they  have  put  on  show. 


In  the  recent  election  several  changes  were  affected  in 
the  conditions  in  Los  Angeles  county.  Six  pi'ecincts  that 
went  "dry"  two  years  ago,  went  "wet"  this  time.  In  a 
summary  of  results  it  is  seen  that  by  the  votes  of  the 
electors,  twenty-two  saloons  throughout  the  county  are  put 
out  of  business.  These  twenty-seven  were  in  seven  pre- 
cincts. It  is  said  the  Anti-Saloon  League  is  far  from  satis- 
fied with  the  result  of  the  election. 


Wine-makers  of  the  South  are  disappointed  in  the  out- 
put of  the  season.  They  agree  the  loss  in  the  crop  has 
amounted  to  at  least  33  1-3  per  cent  and  in  certain  cases 
even  riioi'e.  The  Italian  Vineyard  Company  officers  admit 
the  crop  Avas  fully  one-third  less  than  they  counted  upon, 
but  the  quality  of  the  wines  is  up  to  the  standard.  Makers 
are  looking  for  40  cents  for  sweet  wines  this  year  and  thfey 
are  confident  of  getting  it. 


D.  B.  Jerrue,  who  has  bought  a  lot  at  Avalon,  Oatalina 
Island,  and  will  build  on  it  a  theater  to  be  run  in  connec- 
tion with  his  cafe,  expresses  the  greatest  confidence  in  the 
future  of  that  place  as  an  all-the-year-'round  resort. 


E.  S.  Green,  who  will  manage  the  bar  at  the  Ascot  Park 
races,  announces  that  an  innovation  will  be  introduced. 
He  says  that  the  only  whisky  that  will  be  dispensed  over 
the  race  track  bar  will  be  two  famous  straight  brands.  It 
is  agreed  that  this  is  a  radical  departure  for  race  track 
bars,  but  Mr.  Green  says  he  really  is  in  earnest  in  the  in- 
tention to  serve  straight  goods  to  the  race  track  patrons. 
M.  Lawrence  has  the  bar  concession  for  the  races  to  begin 
in  the  last  week  of  November.

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Compromise  in  Cases  of    Violations  of 
nal  Revenue  Laws.

The  right  to  compromise  Internal  Revenue  cases  conferred 
by  Section  3229,  Revised  Statutes,  embraces  the  crim- 
inal liability. 

Tkeasury  DepartmbnTj 

Office  of  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue^ 
Washington,  D.  C.  October  24,  1904. 

Gentlemen  :  Your  letter  of  the  20th  inst.  in  regard  to 
compromise  violations  of  the  Internal  Revenue  laws  has 
been  received. 

In  reply,  you  are  informed  that  the  law  provides  that  of- 
fenses may  be  compromised  by  the  Commissioner  with  the 
concurrent  action  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.    If 
suit  has  been  commenced,  the  recommendation  of  the  At 
torney  General  is  also  required. 

The  law,  Section  3229,  Revised  Statutes,  expressly  pro-i 
vides  that  any  criminal  case  arising  under  the  Internal 
Revenue  laws  may  be  compromised.  The  right  to  compro- 
mise conferred  by  this  section  has  always  been  understood 
to  embrace  the  criminal  liability  of  the  defendant  up  to  the 
time  the  sentence  is  imposed  (13  Op.  Attorney  General, 
479). 

The  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  United  States  versus 
Chouteau  (102  U.  S.  610),  recognized  the  right.  In  that 
case  Chouteau  had  been  indicted  and  the  prosecution  com- 
promised, and  it  was  held  that  the  compromise  was  a  bar 
to  a  suit  on  the  bond  for  penalties.    The  court  said : 

"Under  the  authority  of  an  act  of  Congress  a  compro- 
mise with  the  Government  was  effected,  by  which  a  specific 
sum  was  paid  by  him  and  received  by  the  Government,  'in 


full  satisfaction,  compromise  and  settlement  of  said  indict- 
iiients  and  prosecutions,'  which  were  accordingly  dis- 
missed and  abandoned.  That  compromise  necessarilj'  cov- 
ered the  causes  or  grounds  of  the  prosecutions,  and  conse- 
quently released  the  party  from  liability  for  the  offenses 
charged  and  any  further  punishment  for  them."

Rye  Prices  Jumping. 


NOT  since  1897  has  the  situation  in  the  rye  whisky 
market  been  duplicated  in  the  matter  of  prices,  etc. 
It  is  doubtful  if  any  of  the  Pennsylvania  and  Maryland  dis- 
tilleries will  operate  this  fall,  and  it  is  predicted  that  the 
same  condition  will  prevail  throughout  the  United  States. 
Those  who  will  manufacture  will  do  so  only  because  of 
certain  contracts  made  for  delivery  of  goods  prior  to  pres- 
ent developments.  This  shortage  in  production  has  already 
occasioned  its  natural  consequence — an  enhancement  of 
prices  all  along  the  line — and  trade  experts  prophesy  that 
within  sixty  days  there  will  be  even  greater  increase.  The 
result  will  be  that  younger  whisky  will  be  consumed.  The 
short  crop  of  1897-98,  coupled  with  present  conditions  and 
increasing  demand,  will  mean  that,  in  a  very  short  time 
there  will  be  less  than  a  four  years'  supply  of  rye  whisky 
in  -the  country,  whereas  there  should  be  an  eight  years' 
supply.

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Beat  This  Proposed  Law. 


Restaurants  Were  *'Dry." 


FOK  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  San  Francisco,  the 
restaurants  were  "dry"  on  election  day.  Last  year  the 
Police  Commission  ordered  the  saloons  to  close  np  tight 
during  the  polling  hours,  which  they  faithfully  did,  but  the 
Commission  overlooked  the  restaurants,  the  average  of 
which  is  as  much  a  bar  as  restaurant.  The  consequence  was 
that  while  the  retail  licpior  places  were  closed  all  day,  the 
eating  houses  did  the  biggest  drink-selling  business  in  their 
history.  All  of  which  Avas  a  shameful  hardship  upon  the 
saloon  men,  and  all  due  to  the  carelessness  of  the  Commis- 
sion. At  that  time  their  attention  was  called  to  the  im- 
position in  no  gentle  way,  and  the  result  was  seen  in  the 
election  of  the  8th  inst.  The  restaurants  were  open  for  the 
purpose  of  feeding  their  patrons,  but  their  bar  attachment 
was  not  working.  The  result  was  that  all  parties  got  fair 
play,  as  they  should.  This  policy  will  certainly  be  followed 
in  the  future. 


THE  few  sports  in  the  State  who  are  members  of  clubs 
that  own  preserves  for  duck-shooting  purposes,  and 
who  have  practically  driven  the  public  from  all  good  shoot- 
ing grounds,  are  proposing  to  finish  the  monopoly  combina- 
tion. In  short,  it  is  announced  that  at  the  next  session  of 
the  Legislature  they  will  endeavor  to  force  through  a  meas- 
ure which  will  make  it  a  serious  misdemeanor  to  sell  ducks 
in  the  nmrket  and  elsewhere.  This  means  only  that  these 
gentlemen  want  all  the  shooting  for  themselves  and  friends, 
and  that  the  enjoyment  of  a  good  roast  duck  will  be  impos- 
sible to  the  ordinary  citizen,  except  he  be  favored  by  soine 
one  of  these  monopolists  who  may  be  generous. 

This  is  preposterous.  The  same  law  might  as  well  be  aj)- 
plied  to  all  sorts  of  protected  game,  so  that  the  common  peo- 
ple could  by  no  legal  means  enjoy  a  taste  of  game  in  this 
country,  where  it  is  plentiful. 

Few  men  in  the  trade  are  or  can  become  members  of  such 
clubs,  but  they  like  their  sprig  or  "can,"  and  if  they  want  to 
sample  these  dainty  morsels  in  the  future,  they  must  get 
their  hammers  out  and  block  the  game  of  these  favored  few 
who  want  everything  in  sight  in  the  shape  of  a  duck.  It  is 
a  fight  worth  making.

The  Spoon   vs.    The  Shaker. 


IT  is  a  good  thing  for  tlie  busy  barkeeper  that  the  drink-

"The  spoon-blending  of  the  liquor  and  other  ingredi- 
ents,'' he  continued,  "brings  out  all  the  true  flavor  there  is 
in  the  liquor,  while,  on  the  contrary,  the  shaker  comes 
pretty  near  to  cutting  it  all  out,  by  the  action  of  the^  ice. 
Even  when  a  poor  grade  of  liquor  is  used,  the  spoon-madf 
beverage  will  be  found  far  and  away  the  best.  Again,  there 
is  nothing  fascinating  in  the  violent  efforts  of  the  man  be- 
hind the  bar,  especially  when  he  is  operating  a  shaker  on  a 
hot  day,  but  in  the  twirl  of  the  spoon  and  the  varying  colors 
of  the  mixture,  there  is  a  certain  charm,  and  there  is  much 
of  the  pleasure  of  anticipation  for  the  customer  while  he 
is  watching  the  construction  of  his  favorite  beverage 
While  the  making  of  the  drinks  in  this  old-style  way  takes 
much  more  time,  it  pays  in  the  long  run,  particularly  when 
you  are  dealing  with  a  class  of  patrons  who  can  appre- 
ciate good  things. 

"Of  course,"  concluded  he,  "there  are  some  who  prefer 
to  have  their  mixtures  shaken,  and  you  can  be  assured  that 
the  man  behind  the  bar  is  more  than  willing  to  accommo- 
date him.    It  is  a  vast  saving  of  work."

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Passing  of  the  City's  Oldest  Restaurant, 

THE  recently  demolished  Mint  Restaurant,  at  605  Com- 
mercial street,  which  will  in  a  few  days  be  succeeded  by 
the  new  establishment,  was  the  oldest  continuous  place  of 
the  kind  in  San  Francisco.  It  was  established  early  in  1853 
by  Hugh  J.  Clayton,  a  then  famous  caterer,  and  was  fami- 
liarly known  as  "Clayton's"  for  several  years.  Some  time 
after  the  United  States  Mint  (opposite  Clayton's)  had  been 
in  operation,  the  place  became  known  as  the  "Mint,"  a 
name  that  has  been  maintained  for  the  past  half-century. 
The  Annals  of  San  Francisco,  published  in  this  city  in  1854, 
has  this  to  say  (page  642)  of  Clayton's,  in  speaking  of  the 
various  eating  houses  and  restaurants  of  the  time.  "There 
was  still  another  and  far  better  class  of  establishments, 
the  habitual  visitors  to  which  were  people  of  the  very  best 
character.  Clayton's  well-known  saloon,  which  still  exists 
on  Commercial  street,  was  one  of  the  first  of  these.  Here 
the  most  respectable  citizens  repaired  to  take  their  glass  of 
punch,  glass  of  ale,  a  broiled  quail,  or  oyster  stew,  a  cup 
of  coffee,  or  whatever  delicacy  they  might  require.  Here 
they  would  meet,  undisturbed  by  anything  offensive  to  the 
most  refined  habits  and  taste,  to  talk  over  the  affairs  of  the 
times  and  spend  an  evening  in  a  quiet  and  rational  way." 

The  same  remarks  would  apply  to  the  place  right  along 
during  its  existence  under  the  various  gentlemanly  and 
ambitious  proprietors.  It  was  always  first  class,  respect- 
able and  eminently  satisfactory.  Drinks  from  the  start 
were  twenty-five  cents  by  the  glass  until  1875,  when  the 
prevailing  price,  twelve  and  a  half  cents,  or  a  "bit,"  ob- 
tained. The  last  drink  and  meal  were  served  in  the  place 
on  Saturday  evening,  August  6,  1904.  It  had  been  in  con- 
tinuous existence  for  more  than  fifty-one  years.  The  old 
building  was  then  torn  down  to  make  way  for  the  handsome 
structure  now  about  to  be  opened. 

Among  those  who  were  proprietors  of  the  Mint  during  its 
long  career  were,  in  1856,  Salvin  P.  Collins  and  Ezeikel 
Wilson,  who  formerly  kept  the  American  Exchange,  a  pop- 
ular hotel  on  the  northwest  corner  of  Sansome  and  Halleck 


streets.  The  Mint  was  kept  by  S.  P.  Collins  and  Horace 
Porter,  from  1857  to  1865.  Horace  Porter  kept  it  in  1866, 
Collins  having  retired  and  opened  the  famous  place  (still 
running)  at  the  southwest  corner  of  Montgomery  and  Cali- 
fornia streets.  The  Mint  was  kept  by  Samuel  Gardner  & 
Co.  from  1867  to  1874.  In  1875  D.  B.  Magee  kept  it,  and 
from  that  time  to  1880  it  was  in  the  hands  of  Jackson  Jor- 
dan, a  famous  colored  chef,  popularly  known  as  "Jackson." 
He  had  as  an  understudy  a  bright  young  native  of  the 
Flowery  Kingdom,  called  "Charlie,"  the  same  talented  cook 
who  has  tickled  the  palate  of  thousands  of  good  livers,  from 
1876  to  the  time  of  the  demolition  of  the  building — a  period 
of  more  than  twenty  years.  The  many  patrons  of  the  place 
will  be  glad  to  learn  that  Charlie  will  officiate  in  the 
cuisine  of  the  new  house.  The  success  of  the  Mint  is  due 
greatly  to  the  wonderful  talent  of  this  modest  Celestial. 

During  the  years  1881-2-3,  "Manuel"  Cota,  another  well- 
known  caterer,  conducted  the  restaurant.  "Ned"  Edwards, 
now  with  Haquette  at  the  Palace  of  Art  on  Post  street,  suc- 
ceeded A.  R.  Wescott  in  1895.  "Old  Tim"  Riordan  ran  the 
place  from  1897  until  May,  1903.  In  June,  1903,  three  well- 
known  gentlemen,  sons  of  pioneers,  and  old-time  patrons 
of  the  establishment,  under  the  name  of  the  North  Side 
Commercial  Company,  bought  out  "Old  Tim,"  and  they, 
with  Charlie  as  chef  and  a  competent  man  in  charge  of  the 
wet  goods  department,  under  the  direction  of  the  accom- 
plished caterer,  Mr.  Raymond  Riego,  kept  the  Mint  up  to 
its  long  famous  standard,  until  the  date  afore-mentioned. 

Thousands  of  San  Francisco  pioneers,  with  their  sons 
and  daughters,  with  their  lady  friends  and  relatives,  have 
patronized  this  old,  quiet  and  hospitable  inn.  Within  its 
walls  events  have  transpired  which  helped  materially  to 
make  the  social,  commercial  and  political  history  of  the 
city  and  State.  It  had  been  for  years  the  headquarters  of . 
the  better  class  of  politicians,  merchants,  doctors,  lawyers, ' 
artists,  miners  and  public  officials.  Governors,  Senators 
and  Congressmen  have  foregathered  here  in  the  good  olc 
Californian  way  and  been  royally  entertained.  Welcome 
to  the  old  Mint  redivivus.

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German  Vintage  Report,  1904. 


From  Deiuliard  &  Co.,  Coblenz. 


THE  German  wine  districts  being  situated  on  the  north- 
ern confines  of  viticulture  are  naturally  the  last  to 
render  their  account  of  the  year's  result.  Happily  it  coin- 
cides with  the  gratifying  reports  from  all  the  European 
centers  of  viticulture. 

Even  now  on  the  large  Estates  of  the  Rhinegau,  where 
the  system  of  picking  and  sorting  the  grapes  and  even  the 
single  berries  according  to  their  degree  of  "Edelreife"  has 
become  an  art,  the  slow  progress  of  the  vintage  is  still 
going  on  and  being  favored  by  very  fine  weather  some  very 
remarkable  Beeren  Auslesen  are  being  made,  which  will 
rank  with  the  finest  selected  wines  of  1893.  We  ourselves 
recorded  117  and  134  (Oechsle)  of  saccharine  in  our  Rude- 
sheim  Schlossberg  and  our  Oestrich  Doosberg  respectively 
and  even  higher  weights  are  reported  from  the  Steinberg. 

It  is  not,  however,  by  these  highest  class  wines  that  the 
general  character  of  a  vintage  is  decided,  but  happily  also 
the  "vino  minorum  gentium"  will  fully  deserve  the  grate- 
ful devotion  of  the  Hock  and  Moselle  worshippers.  How- 
ever the  course  of  a  good  vintage  like  that  of  true  love 
never  runs  smooth.  AVhilst  all  through  spring  and  sum- 
mer the  finest  climatic  conditions  had  prevailed  for  the 
growing  and  ripening  of  the  grapes,  just  before  the  gather- 
ing a  time  of  the  greatest  anxiety  and  apprehension  set  in. 
In  the  first  week  of  October  lieavy  rainfalls  caused  by  the 
sudden  influx  of  juice,  many  of  the  already  very  soft  and 
tender-skinned  berries  to  burst  and  to  empty  their  precious 
contents  to  the  ground.  Hundreds  of  valuable  casks  of 
wine  were  thus  lost  and  besides  there  arose  danger  of  a  gen- 
eral rotting  should  the  moisture  continue.  Happily  the 
danger  passed  away  and  after  few  days  fine  weather  set 
in  again.  All  other  considerations  were  now  put  aside,  the 
general  vintage  began  at  once  and  the  labours  of  picking 
and  pressing  were  carried  on  night  and  day  in  order  to  fin- 
ally secure  the  so  suddenly  endangered  crop.  This  object 
has  happily  been  attained,  but  if  1904  has  not  quite  ful- 
filled the  very  high  hopes  it  gave  rise  to  it  is  owing  to  the 
circumstances  mentioned.  Nevertheless,  1901  will  rank 
amongst  our  best  vintages  both  as  regards  quantity  and 
quality.  The  fermented  musts  are  very  clean,  show  very 
good  body  and  bouquet  and  that  nutty  flavor  prevalent 
in  young  wines  of  good  promise.  We  noticed  this  par- 
ticularly in  a  number  of  samples  from  the  Moselle  and 
Saar  and  we  have  no  doubt  that  the  produce  of  these  dis- 
tricts will  be  of  very  prominent  quality  and  likely  to  in- 
crease the  general  favor  in  which  these  light  natural  wines 
are  deservedly  held  at  home  and  abroad.     Fortunately 


Avith  the  continued  progress  in  the  demand  for  these  wines 
the  extension  of  the  territory  under  cultivation  has  kept 
pace,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  figures : 

Vineyards  under  cultivation  on  the  Moselle,  Saar  and 
Ruwer  (not  including  those  upwards  of  Trier)  : 

In  1893.  In  1903.  Increase. 

13,911  acres.  16,730  acres.  2,819  acres 

An  acre  yielding  quite  2000  litres  or  440  gallons  in  good 
years — this  means  an  increase  in  the  production  of 
1,240,360  gallons,  or  nearly  double  of  the  whole  importa- 
tion of  Moselle  and  Rhine  wines  into  U.  S.  America  (1903: 
648,188  gallons).  The  most  prominent  of  these  new  vine- 
yards are  those  of  the  Prussian  Government  at  Ockfen  and 
Serrig  on  Saar  and  at  Avelsbach  near  Trier,  which  will 
ultimately  cover  about  280  acres.  Many  of  the  new  planta- 
tions are  already  yielding  good  crops,  whilst  other  will 
yearly  follow  in  the  order  they  were  laid  down.  There  is 
therefore  no  fear  of  the  demand  outgrowing  the  supply 
or  the  prices  tightening  so  as  to  become  detrimental  to  the 
trade. 

In  all  the  musts  from  the  Moselle  and  Saar  the  propor- 
tionate amount  of  saccharine  and  acid  is  very  favorable, 
which  facts  promise  not  only  a  good  quality  but  also  a 
good  development  and  keeping  property.  In  our  Estate 
at  Berncastel  the  saccharine  varies  from  82°-108°  (Oechsle) 
and  the  acid  from  9-ll°/00,  which  is  also  in  accordance 
with  the  observations  at  other  first-class  vineyards. 

The  Palatinate  like  the  Rhinegau  has  produced  some 
very  fine  selected  wine  but  not  of  the  high  degree  as  those 
of  the  century-vintage  1900.  The  bulk  of  the  produce  of 
the  Palatinate  as  well  as  of  Rhinehessen  and  the  Nahe  dis- 
trict promises  to  be  most  like  tliat  of  1897,  justly  so  much 
appreciated  in  the  English  market. 

As  yet  there  has  been  little  business  done  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  Saar  and  Ruwer  where  the  whole  crop  of  the 
peasant-groA\ers  found  ready  buyers  at  good  prices.  In  the 
other  district  buyers  await  the  time  when  the  new  wine 
can  be  prox)erly  tasted  and  judged.  Prices  are  not  ex- 
pected to  rule  very  high,  as  large  quantities  of  1903  and 
1901  remain  unsold  with  the  growers. 

This  really  good  vintage  comes  at  the  time  to  supply 
followers  to  the  dwindling  stocks  of  1900,  1897  and  1895. 
It  is  to  be  expected  that  it  will  give  a  new  impetus  to  trade 
and  further  extend  the  already  large  circle  in  all  parts 
of  the  globe,  of  those,  who  admire  and  habitually  use  Rhine 
and  Mosel  wines  on  account  of  their  cheerful  influence, 
Avholesomeness  and  the  delight  they  afford  to  a  refined 
palate.

CONTINIOIS  WINE  PRESS 
CRISHERS  AND  STEMMERS 
MUST  PUMPS  AND 
EVERY  REOIISITE  FOR  THE  WINERY 
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iNcws  of  the  Northwest*  s 

SEATTLE,  Nov.  20 : — The  past  month  among  the  liquor 
and  wine  dealers  has  shown  an  improvement  over  the 
previous  month.  So  far  as  regards  the  city  trade  a  big 
gain  is  noted.  The  resumption  of  activity  among  the  lum- 
bering industries  is  beginning  to  be  felt,  both  in  the  city 
and  immediate  vicinity.  Of  course  the  trade  requires  time 
to  respond,  as  the  forces  employed  by  the  mills  have  not 
been  receiving  wages  long  enough  to  restore  the  usual 
tone  of  easy  spending  among  them.  It  will  take  two  or 
three  pay-days  to  bring  this  about.  But  an  improvement 
is  being  already  felt.  This  lumbering  is  a  factor  in  Seattle 
more  important  than  almost  any  other.  When  these 
mills  are  idle  every  merchant,  whether  he  be  retailer  or 
wholesaler,  and  irrespective  of  his  line,  is  bound  to  know 
it  by  a  shrinkage  in  his  trade.  To  some  extent  this  source 
of  shrinkage  is  counterbalanced  by  the  condition  of  the 
country  immediately  east  of  the  city,  and  in  especial  east 
of  the  Cascades.  Tlie  enormous  crops  there  and  the  general 
high  prices  received  for  all  products  have  induced  a  feeling 
of  plenty,  which  in  many  cases  keeps  shippers  busy  to  fill 
orders.  This  prosperity  among  the  farmers  has  been  an 
additional  grief  to  lumbering  men,  as  the  grain  has  taken 
up  more  cars  than  the  railroads  could  really  spare;  and 
as  most  of  the  grain  is  for  trans-continental  hauls,  and 
lumber  seldom  goes  east  of  the  Missouri  Eiver,  partiality 
has  been  shown  to  the  farmers,  to  the  detriment  of  the 
mill  men. 

This  shortage  of  cars  also  makes  for  slowness  in  collec- 
tions. Many  mill  men  have  immense  stocks  of  cut  mater- 
ial which  they  are  unable  to  get  to  market,  and  on  which 
consequently  they  are  unable  to  realize.  This  lack  of 
money  extends  from  the  mill  men  to  the  employes,  and 
through  them  to  the  liquor  dealers.  The  situation,  there- 
fore, is  peculiar  in  that  credits  are  perfectly  secure,  but 
collections  almost  impossible  to  make.  It  is  only  a  ques- 
tion of  time,  however,  before  this  condition  will  be  relieved, 
and  meanwhile  there  is  nothing  at  all  alarming  in  it. 
Thousands  of  bundles  of  shingles  and  great  amounts  of 
lumber  piled  around  saw-mills  are  an  asset  which  no  one 
need  be  afraid  of,  and  they  form  the  back-ground  of  the 
situation. 


The  wholesale  house  of  J.  J.  Haggerty  &  Co.  report  that 
in  the  western  part  of  the  State  trade  is  picking  up  in  a 
most  encouraging  manner.  Actual  shipments  so  far  have 
been  light,  but  the  prospects  for  early  improvement  are 
bright.  As  might  be  expected,  the  Alaska  trade  has  shown 
a  considerable  dropping  off.  Of  course  it  is  now  at  an 
end,  the  last  boat  of  the  season  having  made  its  trip  over 
two  weeks  ago,  except  in  the  southern  ports. 


Politics  has  cut  but  little  figure  in  trade  along  any 
lines,  but  most  dealers  breathe  easier  now  that  it  is  over, 
and  the  possibility  of  any  disturbing  factors  removed. 


The  Lithgow-Hill  Co.  have  enjoyed  a  good  trade  in  the 
last  month,  being  a  considerable  improvement  over  the 
same  period  in  September.  In  discussing  the  no-license 
elections  in  Oregon,  Mr.  Hill  said  that  the  new  bill  is  an 
exceedingly  unfair  one  toward  the  liquor  dealers.     He  re 


ferred  particularly  to  the  provision  that  any  precinct  in 
any  of  the  counties  which  went  for  license  could  be  voted 
no-license  at  any  time,  but  that  no  precinct  which  had 
voted  no-license  could  go  license  by  any  arrangement 
whatever  sooner  than  the  next  general  election,  tAvo  years 
hence.  Even  the  friends  of  the  bill  admit  that  this  feature 
of  it  is  not  altogether  just. 


The  Migliavacca  Company  report  business  as  having 
been  very  good  since  the  twenty-fifth  of  last  month.  Just 
why  it  should  have  picked  up  at  this  date  Mr.  Migliavacca 
could  not  say ;  but  since  that  time  his  business  has  been  in- 
creasing at  a  very  rapid  rate.  The  company  is  doing 
some  very  creditable  advertising  on  the  bill-boards  of  the 
city,  in  anticipation  of  the  holiday  demand. 


Levinson's  family  liquor  store  is  looking  for  a  big  holi- 
day trade  this  year.  Their  trade  consists  largely  of  family 
service,  and  extends  throughout  the  State.  The  company 
is  therefore  in  a  very  good  position  to  judge  of  the  pros- 
perity of  the  country.  Mr.  Levinson  says  that  he  never 
knew  the  country  to  be  in  so  good  a  buying  temper  as  it  is 
this  year.  Of  course,  the  eastern  part  of  the  State  is  in 
a  better  condition  than  the  western,  but  the  condition 
among  those  persons  in  the  community  who  do  not  have  to 
depend  on  the  lumbering  interests  is  most  satisfactoiy. 
Even  the  elections  did  not  disturb  this  family  trade  in 
any  way.  Levinson's  is  fortunate  to  have  so  constant  a 
list  of  customers. 


The  Keystone  Liquor  Co.,  whose  business  is  somewhat 
along  the  same  lines,  have  had  very  much  the  same  ex- 
perience,   They  look  for  a  most  prosperous  holiday  season. 


The  Continental  Distilling  Co.  have  just  made  heavy 
shipments  for  the  holiday  trade  in  Alaska.  They  report 
that  the  increase  in  trade  up  there  during  the  past  season 
has  been  something  phenomenal.  Without  a  doubt  the 
field  in  that  direction  is  practically  without  limit;  and  it 
is  equally  certain  that  Seattle  is  bound  to  get  the  lion's 
share  of  this  business.  Their  Old  Valley  brand,  in  square 
bottles,  has  been  principally  in  demand.  The  company 
has  recently  made  a  good-sized  shipment  to  a  point  near 
Unalaska.  Of  course,  shipments  further  north  of  this 
point  will  not  be  made  any  more  this  season. 


Jaffe  &  Co.  have  a  good  deal  to  say  about  California 
wines  in  this  market.  They  declare  that  the  demand  for 
such  wines  is  increasing  perceptibly  every  month.  And 
one  encouraging  feature  about  this  demand  is  that  the 
trend  is  decidedly  toward  the  higher  grades.  Port  and 
sherry  still  hold  the  place  of  chief  favorites.  As  regards 
California  wines  in  Alaska,  the  situation  is  full  of  promise, 
though  as  yet  the  demand  has  all  been  for  whiskies  and 
liquors.  Without  a  doubt  the  field  in  Alaska  will  gradu- 
ally extend  to  include  those  wines  more  and  more,  and 
then  the  California  wine-grower  can  look  upon  this  as  a 
most  profitable  field.  The  country  trade  in  the  agricul- 
tural regions  of  this  State  continues  good ;  but  as  yet  there 
seems  to  be  no  promise  of  any  demand  for  better  quality. 
This  is  bound  to  be  the  case  for  some  time  to  come.

Frank  Borgeson,  of  Bellinoliani,  one  of  tlie  pioneer 
saloon  men  on  the  Coast,  who  cleared  up  a  comfortable 
toi'tune  in  the  business  about  two  years  ago  and  retired, 
is  doing  a  very  nice  business  at  the  office  Buffet,  which 
lie  has  recently  opened,  making  a  specialty  of  high-grade 
w  ines  and  liquors. 


Morris  Rodgers  has  succeeded  Peck  &  Holmes  at  Ed- 
monds. Mr.  Rodgers  will  be  remembered  as  having  been 
ill  business  some  time  ago,  and  is  recognized  as  an  able 
and  successful  dealer. 


Mr.  F.  J.  Peck,  formerly  of  Peck  &  Holmes,  has  pur- 
chased E.  Olson's  old  stand  at  Aberdeen. 


Webster  &  Showen  have  opened  the  Badger  saloon  in 
Aberdeen.  This  place  was  recently  attached  by  Flicken- 
stein,  Mayer  &  Co.,  of  Portland,  who  closed  out  W.  J. 
Crosbie,  the  Aberdeen  Brewing  Co.,  having  the  place 
mortgaged,  denied  Flickensfein,  Mayer  &  Co.  the  right  to 
attach,  and  were  sustained  in  court,  a  judgment  having 
been  rendered  against  the  liquor  house  for  rent  and  ex- 
penses during  the  period  that  the  house  was  closed.  Mr. 
Webster  and  Mr.  Showen  are  both  old  saloon  men,  and  it 
is  predicted  that  their  present  venture  will  be  verv  success- 
ful. 


Rutschow  Bros,  who  recently  came  to  Aberdeen  from 
Seattle,  report  business  to  be  very  good. 


The  Claussen  BrcAving  Association  say  that  their  trade 
during  the  past  mouth  has  been  very  light  indeed,  but  the 
prospects  are  good  for  the  next  month.  During  November 
it  is  an  unusual  thing  for  trade  among  the  breweries  to 
show  much  activity,  so  that  Mr.  Claussen  does  not  regard 
the  slight  falling  off  as  at  all  significant. 


The  Seattle  Brewing  and  Malting  Co.  have  met  with  a 
very  unfortunate  experience.  Their  cashier,  ]\Ir.  Harry 
Walton,  was  found  to  be  in  default  of  |10,000,  for  which 
he  was  unable  to  account.  The  case  is  not  as  yet  thorough- 
ly understood  outside  of  the  company's  office,  but  it  is 
generally  considered  that  Walton  is  not  wholly  to  blame 
for  his  shortage.  It  is  pretty  plain  that  there  are  other 
employees  implicatetl,  upon  whom  the  blame  may  light 
more  heavily.  At  last  reports  it  was  announced  that  prac- 
tically all  the  missing  funds  will  be  returned,  and  it  is 
probable  that  the  company  will  carry  the  prosecution  no 
further.  C.  V.  W. 
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Carl  H.  Clark,  who  has  been  salesman  for  Sherwood  & 
Sherwood  in  the  city  and  bay  region  for  the  past  four  years, 
has  severed  his  connection  with  that  firm  and  accepted  a 
similar  billet  with  the  Olympia  Brewing  Co.,  of  Olympia, 
Washington.  The  company  has  entered  this  field  to  fight 
for  a  share  of  the  business,  and  Mr.  Clark  states  that  the 
Olympia  brew  has  all  the  qualities  that  go  to  make  a  great 
beer.

NEW  YORK,  November  19th:  Confirmation  of  the 
earlier  rumors  as  to  the  far-reaching  effects  of  the 
f^eptember  storms  in  California,  and  the  consequent 
limited  yield  for  ^  this  season,  has  had  what  might  be 
termed  a  tonic  effect  on  the  local  California  wine  situa- 
tion, although  the  debilitude  which  has  prevailed  for  some 
months  cannot  be  dispelled  in  a  night,  so  to  speak.  The 
rank  poison  of  pessimism  has  eaten  in  too  deeply  for  quick 
re-action,  although  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  evi- 
dences of  restoration  to  a  more  confident  tone  have  not 
been  wanting.  These  were  not  lacking  at  our  last  writing 
and  the  past  fortnight  has  witnessed  a  further  strengthen- 
ing of  the  situation. 


Locally  the  wine  and  spirit  business  for  the  past  month 
has  been  unusually  quiet.  Orders  from  out  of  town  sales- 
men have  been  all  to  the  good ;  shipments  have  been  fairly 
up  to  the  standard  for  this  season;  but  New  York  City 
has  been  very  chari-y  in  its  patronage  of  the  local  jobbers. 
Complaints  have  been  likewise  heard  from  the  retailei-s, 
and  it  has  been  suggested  that  the  recent  expose  in  the 
newspapers  regarding  the  wood-alcohol  poisoning  cases  on 
the  West  side,  had  caused  a  temporary  retreat  of  the 
drinking  forces  to  the  oft-quoted  "water-wagon." 


The  Eastern  Rye  market  continues  firm;  prices  strong, 
with  advancing  tendencies;  withdrawals,  in  most  in- 
stances reported,  well  up  and  beyond  last  year's  record 
for  the  same  months. 


Prices  have  been  firm,  and  buying  while  not  in  any 
sense  extraordinary,  has  been  most  encouraging.  The 
probability  of  the  re-establishment  of  prices  on  sweet 
wines  to  the  basis  prevailing  prior  to  the  recent  cut  of  2V2 
cents  has  not  been  discounted  to  any  appreciable  extent 


There  have  been  plenty  of  large  orders  placed  on  bran- 
dies, and  still — to  all  intent — large  quantities  being 
offered  at  competitive  prices. 


Is  it  not  about  time  that  Dr.  W^iley  got  after  the  manu- 
facturers of  corks?  It  is  true  that  they  do  not  form  an 
article  of  food;  but  as  they  are  used  in  bottles,  if  impure 
they  may  affect  the  contents. 

In  a  recent  issue  of  the  Western  Bretcer,  attention  is 
called  to  the  infection  of  cork  by  various  organisms  which 
create  certain  changes,  and  which,  unless  checked,  are. 
calculated  to  introduce  into  wines  or  beers,  bottled  with 
these  infected  corks,  substances  of  a  deleterious  nature. 
It  is  said  that  to  treat  the  cork  with  the  usual  cleansing 
or  bleaching  process  is  not  sufficient  to  destroy  these  or- 
ganisms; and  that  the  only  way  to  thoroughly  sterilize  is 
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to  heat  the  cork  to  120  c.  for  ten  minutes,  then  exhaust 
the  iuterstitite  air,  and  finally  to  expose  it  for  another  ten 
minutes  to  the  action  of  steam  at  130  c. 

The  learned  gentleman  who  contends  that  only  that  is 
pure  Which  is  in  its  virgin  state  will  doubtless  object  to 
the  addition  to  corks  of  so  monstrous  an  adulteration  as 
steaih  at  130  c.  Must  corks  so  treated  be  labelled?  They 
certainly  are  not  blended.  Must  they  be  styled  com- 
pounded? 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  in  its  natural  state  cork  has  been 
found  to  develop  mold  fungi.  Mycelia,  which  penetrates 
the  medullary  tissues  or  intercellular  spaces,  cannot  be 
destroyed  except  by  a  course  of  treatment  which  experi- 
ment has  fotmd  necessary.  After  treatment,  cork  is  found 
to  be  improved  and  as  cork  enters  largely  into  the  "Pure 
Food"  question,  may  not  the  learned  Dr.  Wiley  take  alarm 
at,  as  he  would  call  it,  "the  adulteration  of  any  port  of 
the  product?" 

In  his  diatribes"  on  the  subject  of  whisky,  which  for 
some  time  has  appeared  to  be  a  subject  which  acts  upon 
Dr.  Wiley  as  a  red  rag  upon  a  raging  bull,  he  maintains 
that  only  that  whisky  is  pure  to  which  nothing  has  been 
added.  Perhaps  in  its  strict  interpretation  there  is  some 
force  to  his  position;  but  in  the  many  newspaper  inter- 
views which  the  Doctor  so  readily  furnishes,  he  implies 
that  ONLY  such  whisky  is  pure;  and  he  further  by  impli- 
cation says,  that  all  other  whiskies,  by  which  he  means 
blends,  are  impure.  Will  any  sane  man  contend  that  the 
blending  of  various  articles,  such  as  whisky,  spirits, 
prune  juice,  sherry  and  sugar,  provided  all  in  themselves 
are  pure,  form  an  impure  adulterated  article?  Will  any 
sane  man  contend  that  cork  which  has  been  subjected  to 
a  cleansing  process  of  chlorine  gas  or  sulphur  dioxide  or 


hypo-chlorites  or  steani,  any  one  of  which  ti-eatment  may 
be  given  to  cork  for  the  purpose  of  killing  the  detrimental 
organisms,  is  because  of  this  rendi^ed  impure?  And  yet 
after  Dr.  Wiley's  ridiculous  claim,  such  a  decision  must 
be  arrived  at.    . 

Doctctrs  disagree  and  there  are  many  members  of  the 
medical  profession  who  regard  Dr.  Wiley's  interviews 
a&  top  sweeping  ih  thei^  assertions  and  too  radical  in  their 
decisions. 

The  Lancet,  the  leading  organ  of  the  medical  profession 
of  England,  recently,  in  an  article  published  in  the  paper 
on  "Wines,"  called  attention  to  the  peculiar  sweet  flavor 
which  sometimes  developed  with  age.  This  i«  not  an 
added  ingredient  an(J  is  merely  a  natural  development ;  j 
and  is  frequently  mistaken *; for  glycerine,  to  which  those* 
not  familji^f  with  the  subject  attribute  it. 

Producers  of  wine  an  Jthe  Old  Counti-yj  whose  experience 
is  based  upon  many  years'  knowledge  of  the  subject,  recog- 
nizing that  in  the  COjurse  of  iime  their  wanes  may  become 
too  sweet,  guard  against  this  in  the  manufacture  of  their 
product  by  adding  wiat,  in  their  opinion,  is  a  necessary 
corrective.  Whiskies  in  their  natural  state  are  not  con- 
sidered by  the  majority  of  the  consuming  public  to  be  so 
palatable;  a^ .  tjiose  whiskies  to;  which  has  been  added  a 
sweetteriing  or  flavoring;  and  each  part  of  the  country  has 
its  own  special  taste.  Straight  whisky,  by  which  is  meant 
whiskies  bottled  in  bond,  Avhich  Dr.  Wiley  is  so  ably 
ch'ampioning,  has  long  been  on  the  inarket.  Its  sale  has 
been  limited  because  it  has  not  met  with  the  approval  of 
the  taste  of  the  public,  who  have  preferred  a  heavier, 
SAveeter,  Iblended  whisky,  which  if  properly  blended,  as  it 
undoubtedly  is  in  the  majority  of  cases,  and  blended  with 
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nothing  but  wliat  is  pure,  is  as  pure  a  whisky  in  the  com- 
mon sense  meaning  of  the  term  as  straight  whisky. 


On  the  11th  inst.,  there  was  held  at  the  ofiQce  of  Ron 
fort's  Wine  and  SpiHt  Circular,  in  this  city,  a  called 
meeting  of  prominent  members  of  the  National  Wholesale 
Liquor  Dealers'  Association,  notably  those  interested  in 
blended  whiskies,  to  consider  ways  and  means  in  anticipa- 
tion of  the  passage  of  the  Pure  Food  Bills  in  the  next 
(Congress.  Nothing  definite  was  concluded,  and  the  meet- 
ing was  adjourned  to  some  future  date,  by  which  time, 
it  is  hoped,  some  definite  plan  of  action  will  be  formu- 
lated. 


Mr.  Chas.  Schlesinger,  of  the  firm  of  E.  Martin  &  Co.. 
of  San  Francisco,  arrived  in  this  city  a  few  days  since, 
after  a  most  momentous  trip  by  way  of  Panama.  After 
ii  most  delightful  voyage  of  some  days,  the  steamer  lost 
lier  rudder,  drifted  about  for  two  days  in  the  Atlantic 
(_)cean,  and  was  finally  towed  into  the  port  of  Savannah. 
The  experience  was  one  which  Mr.  Schlesinger  is  not 
anxious  to  repeat. 


It  is  said  that  there  is  sjtill  gnashing  of  teeth  and  loud 
weeping  and  wailing  in  the  valley  of  Champagnedom,  over 
the  action  of  Rear  Admiral  Frederick  Rogers,  Command- 
ant of  the  New  York  navy  yard,  in  refusing  all  offers  of  a 
bottle  of  wine  to  be  used  at  the  christening  of  the  battle- 
ship Connecticut.  Wine  was  used,  but  the  label  was 
washed  off,  and  there  is  hardly  any  probability  of  a  recur- 
rence of  the  trouble  which  attended  the  christening  of 
another  ship,  when  tAvo  rival  concerns  claimed  each  for 


themselvies  the  honor  of  having  had  their  wine  used,  by  spe- 
cial request  of  the  Kaiser.  The  name  of  the  brand  used  in 
this  instance  is  known  to  but  two  or  three  of  the  ofllcers, 
who  are  not  likely  to  tell  it.  In  these  days  of  American 
products  to  the  fore,  it  is  more  than  probable  that  an 
American  champagne  was  used  to  christen  an  American 
battleship.  

A  petition  in  bankruptcy  has  been  filed  against  Rudolph 
Luhrs,  doing  business  as  Adolph  Luhrs  &  Sons,  whole- 
sale and  retail  dealers  in  wines  and  liquors  at  No.  514 
Sixth  Ave.,  this  city,  by  a  number  of  creditors.  The  lia- 
bilities are  about  |27,000. 


With  the  death  of  Mr.  Edward  A.  Du  Vivier,  President 
of  the  firm  of  Du  Vivier  &  Co.,  this  well-known  house 
seems  fated  to  pass  into  ancient  history.  Mr.  Du  Vivier 
died  suddenly  on  October  15th,  and  although  at  the  time  it 
was  stated  that  the  business  would  be  continued  as  in 
the  past,  within  the  past  fortnight  a  petition  in  bank- 
ruptcy has  been  filed  against  them.  It  is  claimed  that  the 
liabilities  are  |166,687,  with  nominal  resources  of  |72,850. 

The  business  was  established  in  1856,  and  for  many 
years  was  one  of  the  foremost  representative  houses  in  the 
wine  business  here.

Ocntlcmen  :  Permit  us  to  make  use  of  your  valuable 
medium  for  the  purpose  of  stating  our  position  in  the  action 
recently  brought  against  us  in  the  Circuit  Court  by  Messrs. 
W.  A.  Taylor  &  Co.  of  New  York,  arising  out  of  the  im- 
portation and  sale  by  us  of  the  genuine  Martini  &  Rossi 
Italian  vermouth. 

Although  much  of  Messrs.  W.  A.  Taylor  &  Co.'s  bill  of 
complaint  is  taken  up  with  lamentations  that  we  have  been 
able  to  purchase  the  genuine  Martini  &  Rossi's  Italian 
vermouth  without  paying  tribute  to  them,  they  admit  that 
such  purchases  do  not  give  them  any  cause  of  action 
against  us,  and  allege  that  our  firm's  neck  labels  attached 
to  the  genuine  Martini  &  Rossi  vermouth  resemble 
the  neck  labels  of  Messrs.  AV.  A.  Taylor  &  Co.  No  intima- 
tion was  given  us  by  any  one  that  Messrs.  W.  A.  Taylor 
&  Co.  believed  that  any  similarity  existed  between  their 
neck  labels  and  ours  and  our  first  information  of  such  an 
alleged  similarity  was  the  suit  filed  by  Messrs.  W.  A. 
Taylor  &  Co. 

We  have  been  able  to  trace  every  case  we  have  sold  and 
will  show,  if  the  time  ever  comes  when  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  do  so,  that  not  a  single  purchaser  believed  that  he 
was  getting  vermouth  importetl  by  Messrs.  W.  A.  Taylor 
&  Co.,  or  by  anybody  other  than  ourselves. 

Over  two  months  have  elapsed  since  the  commencement 
of  this  action,  but  the  application  for  a  writ  of  preliminary 
injunction  has  not  been  heard,  and  when  heard,  we  are 
advised  by  our  attorney  that  there  will  be  no  likelihood 
of  its  being  granted,  but  that  it  Avill  be  denied  by  the  Cir- 
cuit Court. 

We  claim  that  no  such  similarity  exists  between  our 
labels,  which  were  designed  and  affixed  during  the  absence 
of  Mr.  Wolff  from  this  city  and  Avithout  his  knowledge, 
and  the  neck  labels  of  Messrs.  W.  A.  Taylor  &  Co.,  as  could 
cause  anyone  to  confound  one  with  the  other,  and  while. 


in  order  to  comply  strictly  with  the  law  and  with  the  most 
rigid  interpretation  of  trade  ethics,  we  have,  since  the 
commencement  of  this  suit,  studiously  refrained  from  sell- 
ing a  single  bottle  of  Martini  &  Rossi's  genuine  Italian  ver- 
mouth bearing  the  neck  labels  in  question.  We  could  le- 
gally have  sold  large  quantities  by  reason  of  the  delay  on 
the  part  of  Messrs.  Taylor  &  Co.  in  obtaining  a  preliminary 
injunction.  Such  sales  we  have  absolutely  refused  to  make, 
and  despite  the  fact  that  we  are  advised  that  the  applica- 
tion for  the  preliminary  injunction  will  be  denied,  we 
propose  to  maintain  in  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  our  policy 
of  respecting  the  rights  of  others,  and  do  not  intend  to  sell 
any  bottle  of  Martini  &  Rossi's  genuine  Italian  vermouth 
bearing  the  labels  in  question  until  the  final  determina- 
tion of  the  matter  of  the  Circuit  Court,  on  which  we  con- 
fidently rely  to  establish  the  correctness  of  our  position.

World's  Fair  Awards  Criticized. 


EDITOR  Wine  and  Spirit  Review: — Dear  Sir: — Some 
time  ago  I  learned  that  one  of  the  committee  acting 
under  the  Commissioner  of  the  World's  Fair  for  the  wine 
exhibit,  had  sent  on  his  jury  wines  at  the  last  moment  by 
express. 

At  the  time  this  seemed  very  strange  to  me,  for  we  were 
all  notified  that  our  wines  for  exhibition  purposes,  and  for 
the  Jury  were  all  to  go  at  one  time  with  the  rest  of  the 
exhibits. 

I  know  a  great  many  wine  men  sent  their  wines  with 
the  exhibit  goods,  and  these  wines  were  lying  under  the 
care  of  Mr.  Haber,  in  St.  Louis  all  the  time  during  the 
fitting  up  of  the  exhibit,  and  until  the  Jury  was  appointed 
to  consider  the  wines. 

None  of  us  know  under  what  conditions  the  wines  were 
kept  in  St.  Louis,  but  I  am  satisfied  that  the  conditions 
there  were  certainly  not  as  good  as  if  these  wines  had  been 
held  in  our  own  care  until  the  jury  Avas  ready  to  consider 
them. 

»The  result  of  this  was  that  the  jury  wines  of  several  of 
e  exhibiters  were  practically  unfit  for  consideration.  One 
t  of  these  wines  happened  to  belong  to  another  committee- 
an  acting  under  the  Commissioners.  His  wines  were  posi- 
^tively  in  such  a  spoiled  condition,  as  I  have  heard  that  he 
I^Kfused  to  allow  them  to  compete,  and  was  given  the  priv- 
^^uege  of  telegraphing  to  San  Francisco  for  a  new  supply. 
He  afterwards  received  a  gold  medal.    The  committeeman 


who  took  samples  with  him  at  the  last  moment  also  re- 
ceived a  gold  medal. 

Several  of  us  whose  wines  lay  in  St.  Louis  during  the 
sultry  months  received  silver  medals  and  bronze  medals, 
and  some  received  no  mention  at  all. 

It  would  seem  to  any  unprejudiced  party  that  there  is  a 
large  amount  of  injustice  here,  and  I  desire  the  columns  of 
your  paper  to  make  this  matter  more  public.  All  of  us 
wanted  a  "square  deal,"  and  I  guess  very  few  really  re- 
ceived it.  It  seems  impossible  to  run  any  Exposition  in  an 
impartial  manner.

The  Fruit-Growers'  Convention. 


THE  Thirtieth  California  State  Fruit  Growers'  Conven 
tion,  which  Avill  open  at  San  Jose  on  Tuesday,  Decem- 
ber 6,  and  continue  until  Friday,  the  9th,  will  be  one  of  the 
most  important  ever  held  in  the  State.  Arrangements  have 
been  made  with  the  railroads  to  issue  excursion  tickets  for 
one  and  one-third  fare  for  the  round  trip.  For  delegates 
to  avail  themselves  of  this  olfer,  it  will  be  necessary  to  ob 
tain  a  receipt  from  the  local  agent  upon  purchasing  the 
ticket.  He  will  collect  full  price,  and  upon  presentation  of 
the  receipt  to  the  secretary  of  the  convention,  the  latter  will 
attach  his  signature,  entitling  the  holder  of  the  ticket  to  a 
return  ticket  for  one-third  the  regular  rate. 

The  feature  of  the  convention  which  Avill  be  of  special 
interest  to  grape  and  wine  men  will  be  the  proceedings  of 
Friday,  December  9.  Two  papers  will  be  read  and  dis- 
cussed. One  will  be  "Native  Wines  and  Their  Future," 
by  Percy  T.  Morgan,  President  of  the  California  Wine  As- 
sociation; the  other,  "Wine  and  the  Growing  of  Wine 
Grapes  From  the  Producers'  Standpoint,"  by  W.  J.  Hotch- 
kiss. 

O.  E.  Bremmer  will  read  a  paper  on  "Observations  on 
Phylloxera,"  which  will  be  followed  by  discussion. 


Professor  Twight  Will  Stay. 

THE  many  friends  of  Professor  E.  H.  Twight  Avill  hear 
with  pleasure  the  announcement  that  he  is  to  retain 
his  position  in  the  faculty  of  the  University  of  California. 


The  matter  has  been  definitely  settled  by  the  following  offi 
cial  announcement : 

"A  report  that  Professor  E.  H.  Twight  is  to  leave  the 
University  of  California  is  incorrect.  Professor  Twight  is 
to  remain  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  the  University  of 
California  and  to  continue  his  valuable  work  in  investigat- 
ing vine  diseases,  viticultural  methods  and  vinification.  He 
will  continue  also  in  the  instruction  of  students  in  the 
principles  of  viticultural  science." 

We  are  glad  to  note  that  the  Regents  who  were  about 
to  accept  the  resignation  of  Professor  Twight  some  weeks 
ago,  have  given  heed  to  the  protests  of  the  Review  and 
other  papers  published  in  the  winegrowing  districts, 
against  the  action  of  the  Regents,  making  it  impossible  for 
Professor  Twight  to  remain.  It  is  evident  the  conditiona 
have  been  altered  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Professor.  The 
University  and  the  wine  and  vine  men  of  California  are  to 
be  congratulated. 


The  Election  was  All  Right. 


THE  election  of  a  solid  Republican  delegation  to  Con- 
gress, from  this  State,  was  good  fortune  for  the  Avine 
men  of  California  as  well  aaother  protected  industries.  So 
far  as  the  wine  men  are  concerned,  the  policy  of  protection 
is  the  only  one  they  can  consistently  support  and  the  same 
can  be  said  of  the  fruit  men  who  compete  with  foreign 
products.  The  result  of  the  election  goes  far  to  show  that 
the  State  can  be  depended  upon  in  the  future  to  stay  in 
the  Republican  column,  as  each  year  increases  its  Repub-- 
lican  voting  strength.  In  the  future,  with  a  solid  delega- 
tion of  eight  votes,  California  Avill  always  be  in  a  position 
to  put  up  a  good  fight  against  any  move  to  imperil  its 
industries  by  a  reduction  of  the  tariff.  The  wine  men 
should  be  thankful  that  the  result  Avas  not  different. 


A  Careless  Editor. 


THE  editor  of  Mida's  Criterion  is  getting  dangerously 
careless  in  giving  credits  for  articles  copied  from  his 
contemporaries.     This  remark  is  called  forth  by  the  fact 
that  in  the  November  16th  issue  of  that  journal,  page  78, 
the  Wine  and  Spirit  Review  was  credited  Avith  the  publi- 
cation of  a  scurrilous  article  directed  at  A\'illiam  Wolff  &j 
(Jo.,  a  respectable  and  prominent  importing  house  of  thisf 
city.    As  the  article  ncAer  appeared  in  tliese  columns,  but 
emanattnl  from  a  local  publication  given  to  the  utterance!

The  World's  Fair  Awards.

factory to  Avinners  as  Avell  as  losers.  There  can  never  bej 
a  satisfactory  explanation  of  the  mess  the  Exposition  au-j 
thorities  have  created.  This  being  a  fact,  Ave  think  the] 
less  said  about  the  matter  the  better  it  will  be  for  all  j 
l)arties  concerned.    Let  us  forget  it. 
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William  Wolff  &  Co.  Maligned. 


A  RECENT  article  iu  a  local  publication,  which  pro- 
tends to  represent  the  lifjuor  trade,  illustrates  the 
dangei-s  incurrtHl  by  reputable  firms  that  do  not  contribute 
their  ])atrona}?e  to  the  aforesaid  journal's  support. 

W.  A.  Taylor  &  Co.,  of  New  York,  American  a5i;ents  for 
Martini  &  Kossi's  Italian  vermouth,  filed  a  suit  in  the  Cir- 
cuit Court  last  September  ajjainst  William  AVolff  &  Co., 
of  this  city.  :Much  of  Taylor  &  Co's  complaint  was  de- 
voted to  empliasizing-  the  fact  that  William  Wolff  &  Co., 
had  been  able  to  purchase  and  import  the  <>;enuine  ilartini 
&  Rossi  vermouth  without  recourse  to  Taylor  &  Co.,  while 
the  balance  of  the  complaint  diarges  that  William  Wolff 
&  Co.  had  imitated  Taylor  &  Co'.'s  labels.  Immediately, 
without  ascertaininn;  wliether  William  Wolff"  &  Co.  ad- 
mitteil  the  facts  in  the  case  to  be  true,  or  whether  they 
had  an  adequate  defense,  and  despite  the  fact  that  there 
was  nothing  in  the  records  of  the  Circuit  Court  other  than 
the  complaint,  to  show  that  anyone  was  damage<l,  the 
aforesaid  publication,  iu  Avhich  ^Villiam  Wolff  &  Co.  had 
refused  to  advertise,  uttered  a  scurrilous  article  calculated 
to  forever  damn  the  reputation  of  the  company,  which  is 
one  of  the  most  reputable  and  esteemed  on  the  Pacific 
('oast.  In  its  eagerness  to  dTinuige  the  liouse,  the  paper  in 
question,  overlooked  the  fact  that  William  Wolff'  &  Co., 
a  corporation,  the  defendant  in. the  action  brought  by 
Taylor  &  Co.,  and  Mr.  William  Wolff,  the  firm's  president, 
were  two  different  individuals,  both  were  blackguarded 
alike.  Neither  were  advertisers  or  patrons  of  the  publica- 
tion. 

William  Wolff  &  Co.'s  letter  which  appears  in  another 
column,  in  this  issue,  puts  the  matter  iu  an  entirely  dif- 
ferent aspect.  Taylor  &  Co.  do  not  deny  that  Messrs.  Wolff 
&  Co.  have  the  legal  right  to  purchase  vermouth  in  Europe 
and  sell  it  here,  but  deplore  the  fact.  The  alleged  simula- 
tion of  labels  simmei-s  down  to  this :  Taylor  &  Co.  charge 
tliat  Wolff  &  Co.'s  labels  resemble  theirs  to  a  great  degree. 
Tills  similarity  Wolff'  &  Co.  deny,  but  in  order  that  no 
(juestion  may  arise  as  to  injury  by  Taylor  &  Co.,  Wolff  & 
C.'o.,  as  soon  as  the  matter  was  brought  to  their  notice 
which  was  by  suit  and  not  by  any  notice  or  remon- 
strance, have  refused  to  sell  a  single  bottle  bearing 
the  labels  in  (juestion  until  the  final  determination  by  the 
Circuit  Court.  More  than  two  months  have  elapsed  since 
the  filing  of  the  suit;  no  preliminary  injunction  has  been 
gran tetl,  yet  Wolff  &  ('o.  have  been  granting  to  Taylor  & 
Co.  a  protection  that  the  latter  have  not  yet  received  from 
any  court. 

It  seems  to  us  that  Messrs.  Wolff  &  Co.  have  acted  in  an 
honorable  way,  in  this  matter,  and  the  outcome  Avill  no 
doubt  prove  the  correctness  of  their  conduct.  As  to  the 
newspaper  assault  upon  the  house,  we  believe  that  the 
motives  of  the  attack  are  so  well  understood  by  the  trade 
as  to  require  no  further  attention. 


Stop  All  Controversy  in  the  Wine  Trade. 


EVERY  once  in  a  while  the  newspapers  print  articles  in 
which  a  wine  man  of  one  section  criticises  the  wines 
of  another  section.  One  or  two  such  articles  liSve  appeared 
recently. 

It  is  about  time  that  all  such  foolish  cpiticisms  were 
stopped.  "They  do  no  one  any  good,  but  on  the  contrary 
thev  mav  do  much  harm. 


The  American  Wine  Press  is  against  anyone  who 
"knocks"  some  one  else  in  the  wine  trade.  So  are  the  mem- 
bers of  the  American  Wine  (Jrowers'  Association,  for  at 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Association  the  members  all  agreed 
that  the  good  of  the  wine  industry  demanded  that  all  fur- 
ther controversy  should  cea.se.  This  is  as  it  should  be; 
anyone  who  now  tries  to  start  trouble  and  a  dispute  be- 
tween California  and  the  Eastern  people  is  an  enemy  of  the 
American  wine  trade. — American  Mine  Press. 

To  the  foregoing  sentiment,  we  say  amen;  furthermore 
that  we  have  a  club  handy  for  the  first  head  that  bobs  up 
looking  for  a  shindy  on  these  lines.     ( Ed.  Review  ) .

T.  L.  Orr  of  Occidental  has  sold  to  the  California  Wine 
Association  eighty  thousand  gallons  of  dry  wine  now 
stored  in  his  cellar  at  Occidental. 


SAN  MARTIN,  Nov.  26.— Charles  Rudsef  of  Ports- 
mouth N.  H.,  has  purchased  of  the  Santa  Clara  Valley 
Land  Company  and  is  preparing  to  have  his  25-acre  tract 
planted  in  vineyard. 


Grape  picking  is  about  finished  for  this  year,  and  the 
quality  of  the  fruit  was  rather  poor.  The  damage  done 
by  the  heat  and  rain  was  larger  than  at  first  estimated, 
and  some  of  the  growers  lost  half  of  their  crop.  The  qual- 
ity of  wine  manufactured  this  year  will  hardly  be  up  to 
the  standard.— St.  Helena  Star,  Oct.  28. 


Lawrence  Guiguis  is  building  an  addition  of  two 
rooms  to  his  house  near  Barro  Station,  Napa  County,  and 
is  making  many  other  improvements.  Mr.  Guiguis  has 
one  of  the  most  fertile  and  highly  cultivated  places  in  the 
valley.  Next  spring  he  will  plant  5,000  more  vines,  when 
his  whole  place  will  be  in  resistant  vineyard. 


It  is  understood  that  recent  plans  for  a  co-operative  win- 
ery near  the  railroad  at  San  Martin,  Santa  Clara  County, 
are  getting  into  definite  shape  and  it  is  almost  certain  it 
will  be  ready  for  next  year's  crop.  It  will  furnish  a  local 
market  for  the  many  vineyards  planted  on  the  ranch. — 
Mercury. 


C.  Parkinson  of  Upper  Dry  Creek  has  sold  his  vintage 
for  1904,  consisting  of  12,000  gallons,  to  a  San  Francisco 
firm.  The  price  paid  was  sixteen  cents,  delivered  in  the 
metropolis.  This  is  the  first  sale  of  wine  reported  from 
that  vicinity. — Santa  Rosa  Ecpuhlican,  Nov.  12th. 


ST.  LOUIS,  November  26.— The  California  Commission 
to-day  sold  all  of  the  wines  in  the  California  exhibit  in 
the  Palace  of  Agriculture  at  the  World's  Fair  to  the  Mis- 
souri Athletic  Club.  In  the  exhibit  are  100  cases  of  wines 
of  the  very  best  product  of  California  vintage.  There  are 
twenty-three  varieties,  the  exhibit  including  clarets,  sau- 
ternes,  ports  and  burgundies.  The  California  Commission 
willlikely  have  very  little  to  take  back  to  the  Golden  State. 


What  Fertilizer  Will  Do. 


A  VINE  16  feet  long,  from  the  vineyard  of  Mr.  Wal- 
ter Wright,  near  Heaklsburg,  which  is  being  exhibi- 
ted at  Sam  Meyer's  store,  is  one  of  the  many  demonstra- 
tions of  what  bone  superphosphate  fertilizers  can  do.  Mr. 
Wright's  vineyard  is  one  of  the  few  that  are  highly  thrifty 
and  produce  a  quality  of  grapes  that  will  go  above  the  re- 
quired 22  per  cent  of  saccharine  matter.  Any  retrograding 
tendency  of  our  vineyards  can  be  checked  if  growers  will 
follow  the  example  set  by  Mr.  Wright.  Booklets  on  the 
subject,  ably  edited  by  one  of  the  very  best  authorities,  are 
distributed  at  Sam  Meyer's  free  of  charge. 


A  WINERY  will  be  erected  at  Woodbridge  soon.  The 
Southern  Pacific  is  doing  a  large  amount  of  grading 
at  the  Dam  City  and  has  already  laid  a  switch  which  will 
be  for  the  use  of  the  winery.  George  West  &  Son,  Inc.,  will 
build  it,  as  be  knows  the  need  of  another  winery  in  this 
section.  There  has  been  considerable  talk  of  an  independ- 
ent Avinery  built  here  next  season,  and  among  those  who 
are  mentioned  as  likely  to  build  one  are :  A.  Chapdelaine, 
J.  Mettler  and  Wood  Bros. — Lodi  Sentinel. 


Sending  California  Wines  North. 


SEVERAL  months  ago  the  Lodi  Wine  Store  sent  out  a 
quantity  of  circular  letters  telling  about  the  wines  kept 
in  stock. 

There  is  evidently  a  demand  for  California  wines.  Or- 
ders are  coming  to  Mr.  Harris  from  various  portions  of 
the  country  and  it  keeps  the  store  busy  filling  them.  Fre- 
quently a  small  order  is  first  placed,  doubtless  as  a  trial, 
and  this  is  almost  invariably  followed  by  a  larger  one, 
proving  that  the  wines  gave  satisfaction.  This  week  the 
store"  sent  thirty  barrels  to  the  State  of  Washington,  and 
several  large  orders  to  South  Dakota.

The 
present  season  has  seen  important  additions  made  to  the 
vineyard  acreage  of  this  part  of  the  State,  particularly  in 
this  county,  much  of  the  planting  being  done  on  the  advice 
and  under  the  direction  of  European  specialists.  It  is 
known,  too,  that  agents  of  European  wine-makers  have 
been  in  the  valley  during  the  last  few  years  quietly  looking 
over  the  ground,  and  much  of  the  activity  in  vine  planting 
may  no  doubt  be  traced,  if  not  to  their  promotion,  certainly 
to  their  influence. 


Will  Pasteurize  Wine. 


HEALDSBUEG,  November  4.— Scatena  &  Co.,  the 
well-known  Avine-makers  of  this  city,  have  let  the 
contract  for  installing  a  refrigerating  plant  at  their  win- 
ery. The  plant  will  be  used  in  connection  with  an  appara- 
tus known  as  an  entermo  machine,  the  purpose  of  which 
is  to  age  wine,  about  two  years  being  gained  by  means  of 
this  process.  The  wine  is  heated  to  about  170  degrees  and 
then  forced  through  pipes  and  cooled  to  about  34  degrees. 
The  entermo  machine  is  manufactured  in  Italy,  and  a 
similar  process  is  in  use  at  the  Asti  colony  in  that  county. 
Crude  petroleum  will  be  used  for  fuel. 


Mr.  F.  A.  Haber,  the  viticultural  manager  of  the  joint 
exhibit  of  the  California  wines,  has  more  than  justified  the 
high  expectations  entertained  of  his  managerial  ability. 
He  has  won  plaudits  on  every  hand  for  the  intelligent  and 
effective  propaganda  he  has  made  among  the  host  of  visit- 
ors to  the  Golden  Temple.  No  better  man  could  have  been 
selected.  His  heart  was  in  his  work.  His  ehergy  and 
business  tact  are  well  attested  by  the  multitude  of  orders 
for  cased  wines  to  be  shipped  direct  to  purchasers.  It  is, 
we  believe,  the  first  instance  on  record  where  numerous 
orders  were  secured  at  an  Exposition,  and  demonstrates 
that  Mr.  Huber  was  the  right  man  in  the  right  place. — 
Criterion^  Nov.  16th. 
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Natoma  Vineyard  Not  Sold. 


More  Honors  at  St.  Louis. 


D.  Henshaw  Ward,  secretary,  says:  "There  is  no  truth 
in  the  report  that  the  Natoma  vineyard  property  lias  been 
sold  to  the  Guggenheinis  of  New  York  for  |2,000,000.  The 
Natoma  vineyard,  situated  16  miles  northeast  of  Sacra- 
mento, originally  contained  8,000  acres,  but  we  recently 
sold  0,000  acres  to  the  Folsom  Development  Co.  for  dredg- 
ing purposes.  The  land  is  rich  in  gold  and  is  being  worked 
along  that  line  of  mining.  It  was  the  Folsom  Co.  and  not 
the  Guggenheinis  that  bought  the  property.  I  do  not  care 
to  furnish  the  figures  involved  in  the  deal.  The  remain- 
ing 2,000  acres  is  in  vines  and  is  owned  by  the  Natoma 
Vineyard." 


T.  S.  QIaister. 


FROM  the  effects  of  terrible  injuries  resulting  from  his 
horse  taking  fright  at  an  automobile  near  Sonoma  sev- 
eral days  ago,  T.  S.  Glaister,  one  of  the  best-known  resi- 
dents of  Sonoma  and  a  pioneer  viticulturist,  passed  away 
at  his  home  near  Sonoma  on  Thursday  afternoon. 

For  forty  j^ears  Mr.  Glaister  had  resided  in  the  Sonoma 
Valley.  He  is  survived  by  ilrs.  AVagner,  his  only  daughter, 
his  son-in-law,  Rudolph  Wagner,  and  his  two  grandsons 
Skelton  C.  Glaister  and  Middleton  Glaister.  The  decoascd 
was  a  native  of  England  and  Avas  born  there  on  June  12, 
1822. 


Spectacular  Hawaiian  Governor. 


HONOLULU,  (H.  T.),  November  19.— The  hula  hula 
dancers'  days  of  Honolulu  seem  to  have  passed,  for 
to-morrow  Avill  see,  in  effect,  a  collection  of  statutes  that 
are  hardly  second  in  point  of  severity  to  the  Blue  Laws  of 
Connecticut.  Here  are  some  of  the  rules  of  conduct  that 
must  be  obsen^ed  henceforth,  according  to  the  orders 
issued  by  Governor  Carter : 

All  stores  and  markets  must  be  kept  closed  from  Satur- 
day night  to  Monday  morning. 

No  restaurant  will  be  permitted  to  remain  open  after 
7  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

Saloons  and  cigar  stores  will  not  be  permitted  to  open 
their  doors  at  any  time  on  Sunday. 

The  Territorial  band  must  suspend  its  course  of  Sun- 
day concerts  in  Honolulu. 

No  business  except  of  the  most  urgent  character  may  be 
transacted,  the  courts  to  determine  the  (luestion  of  urgency 
in  all  disputed  cases. 

Plantation  owners  must  not  permit  tlieir  employees  to 
perform  any  labor  on  Sunday  except  when  absolutely  nec- 
essary. 

Connecticut,  in  the  olden  times,  had  laws  against  the  use 
of  tobacco  and  against  Sunday  osculation  in  the  home. 


The  Italian-Swiss  Colony  report  business  fairly  good 
for  November.  President  Rossi  says  the  Eastern  people 
who  drink  wine  are  beginning  to  learn  to  discriminate  be- 
tween a  standard  wine  and  one  of  inferior  quality,  all  of 
which  is  of  advantage  to  those  houses  whose  goods  arc 
standard.  Mr.  Rossi  looks  forAvard  to  a  growing  and 
healthy  business,  now  that  national  politics  are  out  of  the 
way  of  commerce. 


IN  the  list  of  Grand  Prizes  of  different  articles,  the  Grand 
Prize  for  Scotch  Whisky  is  noted  as  having  been  ac- 
corded to  the  Dew  "s  of  Perth.  This  old  and  reputable 
Scotch  Whisky  Huuse  seems  to  get  first  honors  where- 
ever  exhibited,  liaving  received  over  fifty  prize  medals  in 
expositions  all  ov^^r  the  world.  Dewar's  Scotch  merits 
these  awards,  particularly  because  it  is  one  of  the  few 
Scotch  Whiskies  that  has  been  tested  by  the  Government 
Pure  Food  analyst  and  found  to  be  absolutely  pure.

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Tax  On  Fruit  Brandy  Not  Removed. 


Time  for  Assessing  Tax  on  Fruit  Brandy  Under  the  Pro- 
visions of  Internal  Eevenue  Circular  657. 
The  Commissioners  of  Internal  Kevenue, 
Washington,  D.  C,  October  22,  1904. 

Sir:  This  office  is  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  18th 
inst.,  in  reference  to  Department  circular  (Int.  Eev.  Ko. 
657),  relative  to  the  assessment  of  tax  due  on  fruit  brandy 
not  removed  for  the  fortification  of  pure  sweet  wine,  or 
for  deposit  in  special  bonded  warehouse,  as  provided  by 
law,  and  requesting  that  the  time  fixed  by  that  circular  for 
the  assessment  of  such  tax  be  extended  so  as  to  enable 
fruit  distillers  to  accumulate  a  sufficient  quantity  of 
brandy  to  make  carload  lots  before  shipment. 

In  reply,  you  are  advised  that  the  law  (Sec.  2,  Act 
March  3,  1877,  as  amended)  provides: 

That  every  distiller  of  brandy  .  .  .  upon  render- 
ing his  monthly  return  of  material  used  and  spirits  pro- 
duced by  him,  shall  immediately  pay  the  tax  on  such 
spirits,  or  may,  after  they  have  been  properly  gauged, 
marked,  and  branded  .  .  .  cause  them  to  be  removed 
in  bond  from  the  place  of  manufacture  to  a  special  bonded 
warehouse. 

Section  42,  Act  of  October  1,  1890,  also  provides  for 
the  removal  from  tlie  distillery  pren^ises,  free  of  tax,  grape 
brandy  to  be  used  by  the  distiller  in  the  fortification  of 
pure  sweet  wines  produced  by  him.  .  .  .  while  the 
provisions  of  this  circular,  if  strictly  enforced,  woiild  pre- 
clude the  removal  of  brandy  for  fortifying  wines,  or  for 
deposit  in  warehouse,  after  the  tax  is  jceported  for  assess- 
ment, in  case  of  hardship,  where  such  removal  could  not 
have  been  previously  made,  application  for  removal  will 
be  considered  if  filed  with  the  collector  before  the  receipt 
by  him  of  the  list  on  which  the  tax  has  been  assessed.

DRY  WINES  :— Business  with  the  w iue  men  during  tlie 
hist  month  of  the  year,  was  generally  classed  as  good. 
This  applies  particularly  to  the  local  and  Coast  trade. 
Established  brands  of  standard  wines  in  glass,  were  in 
full  denmnd,  some  houses  finding  it  almost  impossible  to 
handle  the  orders  with  sufficient  promptness.  The  East- 
ern call  for  this  class  of  wines  Avas  very  gratifying,  and 
points  to  their  much  wider  consumption  in  the  future.  Ex- 
ports by  sea  were  nominal,  the  aggregate  being  507,435 
gallons,  valued  at  |233,42G.  Of  this  quantity  393,336  gal- 
lons went  to  New  York.  Case  shipments  were  3(57  and  of 
these  Hawaii  took  30C.  Bulk  exports  to  the  Islands  Avere 
67,041  gallons.  Exports  of  miscellaneous  wines  and  liquors 
by  sea  aggi-egated  1,882  cases,  141  barrels  and  141  gallons. 

The  demand  for  ncAv  wines  of  good  quality  has  been  quite 
-lively,  many  of  the  desirable  cellars  having  changed  hands 
during  the  past  month.  We  hear  of  a  sale  of  red  wine  in 
upper  Sonoma  County,  at  fifteen  cents  f.  o.  b.  Geyserville. 
Another  from  the  same  section  is  reported  consisting  of 
35,000  gallons  at  sixteen  and  one-half  cents.  One  half  of 
this  wine,  however,  Avas  Avhite  and  of  a  superior  quality. 
Those  Avines  made  from  damaged  grapes  are  receiving  very 
little  attention  except  for  purposes  of  blending  Avith  heavy 
bodied  Avines.  Many  of  these  Avines  are  sound  but  of  very 
thin  body,  and  Avill  doubtless  find  their  Avay  to  the  still. 

Receipts  of  Avine  from  interior  cellars  during  the  month 
were  A-ery  heavy,  the  aggregate  being  1,888,590  gallons. 


of  the  preceding  year,  and  it  should  be  remembered  that 
there  Avere  no  tmisca  domcstica  on  the  volume  of  trade  in, 
that  tAveh'e  month.  In  conclusion  it  can  be  said  that  thej 
Avhisky  men  as  a  AA'hole  are  Avell  satisfied  Avith  the  present! 
situation  and  none  can  see  anything  but  a  grand  business] 
year  in  1905. 

Exports  by  sea  were  of  good  volume,  the  figures  bein§ 
1,424  cases  and  5,742  gallons,  of  the  value  of  |24,243. 

There  remained   of  American  Avhiskies  and  spirits   inj 
bond  in  San  Francisco  November  30,  1904,  157,756  gallons.! 


SWEET  WINES:— The  nmrket  is  in  a  decidedly  un- 
satisfactory condition,  and  the  immense  production 
Avhich  is  noAV  going  on,  is  not  calculated  to  better  it.  The 
output  in  the  tAvo  districts  in  November  aggregated  2,645,- 
721.46  gallons.  Of  this  2,070,570.98  gallons  Avere  produced 
in  the  First  District.  While  this  is  lai'ge,  it  is  one-and- 
three-quarter  million  gallons  behind  that  of  October,  1903. 
In  that  same  year  the  production  in  November  Avas  1,831,- 
468.20  gallons.  Of  the  output  in  the  First  District  last 
month,  1,240,468.61  gallons'  were  sherry.  In  the  Fourth 
District  the  product  was  590,900  gallons  of  the  same  Avine. 


BRANDY : — There  is  no  especial  feature  in  the  market 
except  that  the  figures  of  production  are  very  heavy, 
and  to  the  uninitiated  Avould  be  misleading.  It  must  be 
remembered  that  the  greater  proportion  of  this  output  goes 
into  the  manufacture  of  sweet  Avines.  In  the  Fourth  Dis- 
trict there  aabs  bonded  in  November,  40,617  tax  gallons,  and 
in  the  First  District  281,282.7  tax  gallons,  Avhich  Ave  be- 
lieve is  the  record  for  any  one  month. 

Exports  by  sea  Avere  larger  than  usual,  the  figures  being 
44  cases  and  5,038  gallons,  valued  at  |4,124. 

Receipts  of  brandy  from  interior  points  Avere  exception- 
ally large,  the  total  being  for  December,  112,750  tax  gallons. 


IMPORTATIONS : — The  importers  enjoyed  a  prosperous! 
business  during  December,  Avith  all  indications  point- j 
ing  to  a  continuation  thereof  in  the  ncAV  year.

More  Trouble  For  Wine  Men. 


Finds  It  Pays  to  Advertise  in  the  Review, 


WASHINGTON,  Dec.  20.— Tlu'  commission  wliich  has 
been  considei-ing  what  standards  should  be  adopted 
I'lir  food  i)roducts  to-day  submitted  its  report  to  Secretary 
Wilson,  A\  ho  immediatelj'  ai>proYed  it.  The  report  fixes  the 
wine  standard  as  containing  not  less  than  8  nor  more  than 
IG  per  cent  of  alcohol  by  volume  and  in  100  cubic  centi- 
nu^ters  not  more  than  one-tenth  gram  of  sodium  chloride 
nor  over  two-tenths  of  a  gram  of  potassium  sulphate;  red 
wine  not  over  14-100  of  a  graui  and  Avhite  Avine  not  over 
12-100  of  a  gram  of  volatile  acids  derived  from  fermenta- 
tion and  described  as  acetic  acid. 

Dry  wine  should  contain  in  100  cubic  centimeters  not  less 
than  one  gram  of  sugar  and  dry  red  wine  not  less  than 
16-100  gram  of  grape  ash  and  1  (5-10  grams  of  grape  solids ; 
dry  white  wine  not  less  than  13-100  gi*am  of  gi'ape  ash  and 
1  4-10  grams  of  grape  solids. 

Brandy  is  added  to  these  requirements  for  fortified  dry 
wines. 

Sweet  Avine  should  contain  in  100  cubic  centimeters  one 
gram  of  sugar,  sweet  red  wine  lG-100  of  a  gram  of  grape 
ash  and  sweet  white  wine  13-100  gram  of  grape  ash.  Wine 
spirits  are  added  for  fortified  sweet  wine. 

Sparkling  Avine  should  contain  in  100  cubic  centimeters 
not  less  than  12-100  gram  of  grape  ash.  Sugar  Avine  is  de- 
fined as  the  product  made  by  the  addition  of  sugar  to  the 
juice  of  sound  ripe  grapes  and  subse<[uent  alcoholic  fermen- 
tation, with  the  usual  cellar  treatment.  I{aisin  Avine  is  de- 
scribed as  the  product  made  by  alcoholic  fermentation  of  an 
infusion  of  dried  or  cA'aporated  grapes,  or  of  a  mixture  of 
such  an  infusion  or  raisins  Avith  grape  juice. 


American  Wine  Association  Elects  Officers. 


REPRESENTATIVES  from  all  of  the  grape  and  Avine 
districts  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  have  at- 
tended the  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Wine  GroAver's 
Association,  just  held  in  Ncav  York.  It  AA'as  estimated  that 
the  forty  nuMi  present  repitsented  invested  capital  of  not 
less  than  |100,000,000. 

The  association  passed  resolutions  for  the  marketing  of 
strictly  pure  Avines  and  using  only  American  labels.  It 
also  declared  in  favor  of  further  separating  the  Avines  from 
the  spirituous  liquors,  and  the  A^arions  States  Avill  be  in- 
vited to  pass  laAvs  alloAving  natiAe  Avines  to  be  sold  at  a 
moderate  license.  It  Avas  determined  to  inaugurate  at 
once  a  vigorous  campaign  to  proAC  the  quality  of  American 
wines.

Production  of  Fruit  Brandies. 


AMONG  the  items  in  the  report  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Internal  ReA^enue,  Avhich  Avill  particularly  interest 
California  Avine  and  brandy  men,  aside  from  the  proposed 
SAveet  Avine  tax,  are  figures  relating  to  the  production  of 
brandy,  sweet  Avine,  etc.  The  total  production  of  fruit 
brandies  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1904,  was 
1,054,885  8-10  gallons.  This  does  not  include  grape 
brandy,  of  Avhich  there  Avere  1,484,377  1-10  gallons  pro- 
duced. The  production  in  California  of  apple  brandy  Avas 
2,230  5-10  gallons;  peach,  40,050  2-10  gallons;  prune,  ap- 
ricot and  all  others  43,364  1-10  gallons. 

The  quantity  of  grape  brandy  used  in  fortifying  pure 
SA\eet  Avines  during  the  year  ended  June  30,  1903,  was 
4,170,365.3  taxable  gallons,  and  the  quantity  of  Avines  so 
fortified  Avas  16,927,860.09  Avine  gallons. 

In  California  the  AvithdraAvals  of  Avhisky  from  bond  were 
during  the  fiscal  year  387,325  3-10  gallons  Bourbon,  and 
93,884  1-10  gallons  Rye.  On  July  1st,  1903,  there  remained 
of  grape  brandy  in  bond  1,391,652  3-10 ;  of  apple  brandy, 
1,595  2-10  gallons;  peach  brandy,  47,500  3-10  gallons;  all 
others,  81,769  5-10  gallons.

He  knows  the  business  from  cellar  to 
garret,  and  is  fortunate  in  the  fact  that  his  associates  are 
all  experienced  and  active  men.  The  business  of  Melczer 
Bros.  Co.,  is  well  established  and  there  is  no  doubt  that 
its  future  career  Avill  be  eminently  successful.  Business 
during  December  was  good. 


Under  date  of  September  22,  1904,  United  States  Con- 
sul-General  Julius  G.  Lay,  Barcelona,  Spain,  reports  that 
Spanish  exporters  of  cut  corks  are  complaining  bitterly  of 
the  protection  given  to  the  cork-cutting  industry  in  other 
countries,  and  are  calling  for  legislative  measures  to  cur- 
tail the  exports  of  the  raw  material  and  to  aid  those  of  cut 
corks.  In  order  to  compete  in  foreign  markets  prices  of 
cut  corks  are  at  present  so  low  that  only  the  barest  profit 
is  left,  while  the  price  of  cork  in  sheets  is  kept  up  by  the 
heavy  demand  from  abroad.  Spain  and  Portugal  together 
produce  about  30,000  tons  annually.  The  shipment  of  cork 
in  sheets  from  Spain  is  stated  to  have  yielded  during  1902 
an  average  price  of  only  about  8.22  pesetas  ($1.17)  per  ton, 
whereas  at  the  same  time  cut  corks  represented  an  average 
value  of  15,000  pesetas  (|2,142)  per  ton.  This  shows  the 
loss  to  the  country  through  the  product  being  exported  in 
the  rough  state.  Rumors  are  current  of  attempts  to  form 
a  cork  trust  embracing  the  entire  production  in  both  Spain 
and  Portugal. 


When  asked  as  to  the  state  of  trade  in  the  last  month  of 
the  year,  Messrs.  Naber,  Alfs  &  Brune,  replied,  "anything 
good  you  can  say.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  business  has  been 
very  good — extraordinarily  so — and  we  see  no  reason  why 
it  should  not  continue  on  these  same  lines  in  the  coming 
year."  Phoenix,  Old  Bourbon,  Damiana  Bitters  and  the 
long  list  of  fine  imported  goods  carried  by  the  house,  are 
responsible  for  this  highly  satisfactory  condition  of  affairs.

DISASTER  THREATENS  SWEET  WINE  INDUSTRY 


THE  ANNOUNCEMENT  in  the  November  issue  of  the  REVIEW  that  Commissioner  Yerkes  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Department,  at  Wash- 
ington, had  recommended  a  tax  upon  the  brandy  used  in  the  fortification  of  svi/eet  wines,  caused  well-founded  consternation  among  all  en- 
gaged in  the  sweet  wine  branch  of  the  industry,  and  to  a  large  extent,  the  dry  wine  men.  It  is  the  consensus  of  opinion  of  the  best  posted 
men  in  the  industry  that  the  placing  of  such  an  impost  upon  sweet  wines  would  mean  ruination  to  a  very  prominent  and  promising  branch  of 
viticulture,  in  California  especially,  at  the  same  time  it  would  yield  the  Government  about  the  sum  of  $1,000,000  a  year.  The  fact  that  the  Gov- 
ernment, by  enacting  the  so-called  sweet  wine  law,  giving  wine  makers  the  right  to  use  brandy  for  fortification  of  sweet  wines  free  of  tax, 
fathered  and  fostered  the  sweet  wine  industry,  makes  the  proposition  of  Commissioner  Yerkes  outrageous,  and  the  consummation  of  his  plan 
would  be  iniquitous.  The  Government  has  led  its  citizens  to  invest  millions  of  dollars  in  establishing  vineyards  and  great  wineries,  and  it  hardly 
seems  possible  that  such  an  outrage  can  be  consummated.  However,  we  must  remember  this,  that  the  proposition  is  not  the  initiative  of  any  Con- 
gressman looking  for  notoriety  or  revenue  for  the  Government,  but  comes  from  the  head  of  one  of  the  most  powerful  departments  of  the  Govern- 
ment; and  furthermore,  it  should  be  remembered  that  in  the  history  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Department  it  seldom  happens  that  Congress  fails 
to  act  upon  the  suggesstion  of  a  commissioner  touching  the  question  of  revenues.  So  it  is  plain  that  the  sweet  wine  men  are  facing  a  grave 
danger,  and  they  must  combine  their  energies  and  use  every  possible  means  to  offset  the  power  behind  the  commissioner.  As  the  cost  to  the 
Government,  as  stated  by  Mr.  Yerkes,  comes  within  $30,000  a  year,  and  as  the  revenue  would  be  not  more  than  $1,000,000,  it  would  seem  that 
there  must  be  some  interest  behind  the  scenes  which  has  induced  the  commissioner  to  make  such  a  bold  step. 

The  industry  is  fortunate  in  having  an  organization  through  which  to  act,  in  the  California  Viticulture  Club.  This  organization  took  immedi- 
ate steps  to  counteract  the  recommendations  of  Commissioner  Yerkes.  Secretary  E.  H.  Twight,  as  soon  as  possible,  forwarded  printed  drafts 
of  resolutions  to  be  adopted  by  wine  makers  in  all  sections  of  the  State.  These  are  to  be  sent  to  Mr.  Twight,  and  by  him  forwarded  to  our 
representatives  in  Congress.  We  herewith  present  a  copy  of  the  resolution  which  has  been  adopted  in  all  wine  sections  of  the  State.  A  circular 
poster  was  also  forwarded  for  posting  in  public  places,  calling  attention  to  the  danger  which  threatens  the  industry,  and  for  action  within 
twenty-four  hours  after  its  receipt: 

MEMORIAL, 
To  the  Honorable  Senators  Geo.  C.  Perkins  and  T.  R.  Bard,  and  the  Honorable ,    representing   in   the   House 

of   Representatives    this    Congressional  District: — 
Honorable  Gentlemen: — • 

At  a  meeting  of  the  grape  growers  and  wine  makers  of held day     of > 

1904,  it  was  unanimously  agreed  the  recommendation  by  Internal  Revenue  Commissioner  Yerkes,  that  a  tax  be  levied  upon  brandy  used  in  the 
fortification  of  sweet  wines,  threatens  either  the  destruction  of  that  industry  or  a  very  serious  crippling  of  it,  to  defeat  which  your  active  co- 
operation was  requested  to  act  with  the  spirit  of  the  following  resolution,  passed  at  said  meeting: 

WHEREAS,  The  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  has  recommended  that  a  tax  be  placed  upon  brandy  used  in  the  fortification  of  sweet 
wines;   and, 

WHEREAS,  Relying  upon  the  continuance  of  Its  integrity  of  the  present  Sweet  Wine  Law,  an  enormous  acreage  of  sweet  wine  grapes  has 
been  planted,  representing  an  investment  of  many  millions  of  dollars,  which  will  be  jeopardized  by  the  increased  cost  in  the  manufacture  of  sweet 
wines,  so  limiting  the  market  as  to  preclude  the  possibility  of  providing  an  outlet  for  the  production  from  such  planting; 

RESOLVED,  That  the  grape  growers,  in  convention  assembled,  believing  that  the  benefits  to  the  revenue  of  the  General  Government  which 
would  be  derived  from  the  adoption  of  the  Commissioner's  recommendation  are  not  commensurate  with  the  distress  and  ruin  to  a  struggling  Cali- 
fornia industry  which  would  ensue  therefrom,  do  request  the  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress  of  the  Pacific  Coast  to  respectfully  Im- 
plore of  the  President  and  the  Administration  not  to  press  the  repeal  or  alteration  of  the  present  Sweet  Wine  Law. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  the  entire  industry,  aside  from  the  strictly  sweet  wine  producers,  are  very  properly  and  bitterly  opposed  to  the  in- 
creased burden,  and  we  can  depend  upon  the  support  of  the  Congressmen  from  the  Eastern  States,  where  the  production  of  sweet  wines  has  be- 
eome  a  recognized  industry.  These  resolutions  should  be  followed  up  by  a  general  mass  meeting,  which  should  be  attended  by  every  man  promi- 
nent in  the  trade  or  as  a  wine  maker,  and  in  that  way  it  can  be  made  plain  to  Congress  that  in  imposing  this  tax  they  would  simply  legislate  to 
1   confiscate  millions  of  dollars  worth  of  property  and  sound  the  death  knell  of  a  young  industry  with  a  splendid  future. 

At  the  present  time  all  it  wants  is  to  be  let  alone.  We  present  herewith  articles  on  the  subject  by  men  whose  knowledge  and  judgment  on 
matters  of  this  moment  are  entitled  to  the  utmost  consideration.

THE  MOST  generous  and  benevolent  consideration  of  Internal 
Revenue  Commissioner  Yerkes  to  rescue  the  United  States 
Treasury  from  its  present  impecunious  condition  by  taking 
about  one  million  dollars  from  the  pockets  of  the  struggling  hard- 
working vineyardists  of  California  (to  increase  the  prospective  pros- 
perity of  the  tax-eaters  generally),  hangs  like  a  threatening  cloud  over 
the  peaceful,  now  dormant,  vineyards  of  our  Golden  State.  What  action 
will  our  Legislators  decide  upon  when  this  proposition,  emanating 
from  one  so  high  in  oflSce  and  so  responsible  in  view  of  far-reaching 
influence,  is  laid  before  them?  Will  they  remember  that  the  future 
of  a  great  industry  is  in  the  balance,  and  that  the  enactment  of  such  a 
measure  will  virtually  prove  the  doom  of  that  important  branch  of 
California  viticulture,  the  outlet  of  which  has  brought  relief  to  it  after 
many  years  of  fatal  distress?  Will  they  realize  that  the  manufacturing 
of  sweet  wines  under  the  present  law  has  afforded  alleviating  succor 
in  periods  of  congestions,  caused  by  increasing  yields  or  overproduc- 
tion? 

The  winemaker  may  now  freely  decide  whether  to  turn  his  product 
into  dry  wines  or  (in  case  of  an  apprehended  surplus)  into  sweet 
wines,  which  latter  require,  by  virtue  of  their  natural  chemical  propen- 
sities, the  addition  of  sufficient  grape-spirit  to  secure  their  keeping 
qualities.  The  winemaker  then,  so  to  speak,  turns  two  gallons  of  dry 
wine  into  one  gallon  of  sweet  wine.  And  with  this  a  fair-minded 
legislative  government  should  find  fault  and  should  resolve  upon  an 
actual  punishment. 

The  proposed  tax  of  twenty-five  cents  per  proof  gallon  on  all 
grape-spirit  so  used  would  be  in  a  sense  a  prohibitory  tax.  Cali- 
fornia has  increased  her  output  steadily,  and  is  now  enabled  to  send 
her  sweet  wine  products  abroad  in  fair  competition  with  the  old  wine 
countries.  A  circular  letter  before  me,  dated  Fall,  1904,  issued  by  a 
Bremen  wine  corporation,  after  propounding  to  the  European  con- 
sumer the  merits  of  our  California  Burgundies,  continues  with  the 
statement:  "California  Ports,  Sherries,  Muscats  and  Tokays  are  ex- 
cellent full-bodied  wines  of  a  special  type  and  quality,  which  makes 
them  particularly  valuable  owing  to  their  recuperative  properties 
('als  Reconvalescenten  Weine  vorzueglich  geeignet')." 

They  have  hardly  begun  to  attract  the  attention  of  the  European 
importers,  and  the  price  quotations,  given  by  the  firm,  are  rather  rea- 
sonable when  compared  with  the  ruling  prices  in  California.  The  rail- 
road companies  are  treating  us  very  sensibly  when  it  comes  to  through 
freights  for  larger  shipments  to  Europe. 

We  trust  that  the  recommendation  of  Commissioner  Yerkes  will 
not  prevail;  we  hope  that  the  intended  blow  will  be  warded  off.  No  ne- 
cessity exists  for  the  measure,  and  many  plausible,  strong,  intelligent 
and  economical  reasons  can  be  cited  why  the  representation,  made  to 
Congress,  should  not  be  acted  upon.

{Extract  from  a  speech  delivered  to  the  recent  Horticultural  Convention.) 

IN  THE  newspapers  last  week  there  was  a  synopsis  of  the  report  ot 
the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  recommending  that  a  tax 

be  imposed  upon  the  brandies  used  in  the  fortification  of  sweet 
wines.  This  means  practically  the  repeal  of  the  sweet  wine  law  under 
which  the  vineyards  of  our  interior  counties  have  grown  up  and  flour- 
ished. Should  this  recommendation  be  adopted  by  Congress  a  large 
part  of  the  vineyards  might  as  well  be  uprooted,  for  the  consumption 
will  be  greatly  curtailed  by  the  added  cost  of  wines,  unless  vineyardists 
are  willing  and  able  to  take  even  less  than  hitherto  for  their  grapes — 
which  is,  ot  course,  out  of  the  question — and  the  cost  of  wine-making 
will  be  so  enhanced  that  all  plans  for  marketing  any  surplus  abroad 
will  immediately  be  frustrated. 

And,  still,  mark  you,  I  have  yet  to  see  a  single  protest  in  the  Cali- 
fornia papers  emanating  from  the  vineyard  interests.    The  imminence 


of  the  danger  to  their  interests  which  would  follow  a  practical  repeal 
of  the  sweet  wine  law  does  not  appear  to  have  been  realized  by  them. 
All  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  at  present  it  is  "everybody  for  himself, 
and  the  devil  take  the  hindmost." 

Can  the  vineyardists  afford  to  remain  in  such  a  condition  of  apathy? 
Should  not  this  California  Fruit  Growers'  Convention  adopt  stirring 
resolutions  to  our  Senators  and  Congressmen  and  embody  therein  an 
appeal  to  the  President  against  the  adoption  of  the  recommendation 
of  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  so  completely  destructive  to 
sweet  wine  vineyardists  of  the  State? 

The  large  handlers  and  distributers  have  already  sent  their  tele-; 
grams  to  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress,  but  they  are  only 
one  element  of  the  wine  industry.  The  vast  body  of  grape-growers  is 
far  more  interested  in  this  matter  than  the  wine  men,  and  yet  they 
have,  as  far  as  I  know,  remained  silent. 

Considering  the  difficulties  of  obtaining  the  passage  of  the  sweet, 
wine  law  and  the  benefits  which  California  has  derived  from  it,  one 
would  have  supposed  that  an  intimation,  even,  that  the  Commissioner 
of  Internal  Revenue  had  recommended  the  alteration  or  repeal  of  this 
beneficial  law,  would  have  caused  mass  meetings  to  immediately  as- 
semble to  protest  that  if  such  recommendation  was  adopted  it  might 
mean  annihilation  of  a  large  part  of  the  present  vineyards  of  the  State, 
for  under  such  conditions  only  the  heaviest  bearers  would  be  able  to 
survive.

THE  Hoster-Columbus  Brewing  Coiupaiiy,  a  merger  of 
the  properties  of  tlie  L.  Hester  Brewing  Company, 
Born  &  Co.,  N.  Schlee  &  Son,  and  the  Columbus  Brewing 
Company.  The  four  breweries  merged  have  an  annual  out- 
put of  500,000  barrels.  The  capital  stock  of  the  new  com- 
pany Avill  be  approximately  |6,000,000,  |3,000,000  in  pre- 
ferred and  13,000,000  in  common.  Bonds  in  the  sum  of

Estimated  annual  saving  by  reason  of  consolida- 
tion, 1300,000.  This  is  equal  to  a  five  per  cent  dividend 
on  16,000,000.  Saving  will  be  made  in  combining  city 
attencies.

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NATIVE  WINES  AND  THEIR  FITLRL 


(Address  by  Percy  J.  Morgan,  President  of  the  California  Wine  Association, 
before  the  Fruit  Growers'  Convention.) 


THE  future  of  the  California  Wine  Industry  is  largely  bound  up  in 
the  earnest  co-operation  of  the  various  elements,  growers,  -wine- 
makers  and  wine-dealers,  in  promoting  a  more  general  use  of  wine. 

Each  element  now  stands  aloof  on  its  own  ground  and  does  not  ap- 
pear to  have  any  interest  beyond  the  immediate  disposal  of  the  product 
from  hand  to  hand. 

There  is  no  "Promotion  Committee"  in  the  Wine  Industry  for  the 
extension  of  its  business.  The  grape-grower,  when  he  has  sold  his 
grapes,  lets  it  rest  there.  The  wine-maker,  when  he  has  made  dispo- 
sition of  his  wines  to  the  large  dealers  thinks  his  mission  has  then 
ceased;  and  the  large  dealer  in  his  turn,  when  he  has  turned  his  wines 
over  to  the  merchant  and  jobber  says  "Amen." 

Is  seems  to  be  forgotten  that  the  wholesale  liquor  dealer  deals  in 
other  products  than  wine.  Most  of  them  carry  wines  practically  as  a 
side  line.  Their  particular  interest  is  in  the  whiskies  and  other 
spirituous  liquors  which  they  distribute  more  largely  than  wine. 

In  this  country,  where  wine  drinking  is  only  incidental,  instead  of 
general  like  in  the  large  wine-producing  countries  of  Europe,  wine 
shops  where  only  light  wines  containing  naturally  fermented  alcohol 
are  offered  appear  to  be  a  commercial  impossibility,  because  there 
are  not  sufficient  patrons  who  are  exclusively  users  of  wine  to  make 
such  an  enterprise  profitable. 

The  native  wine  business,  therefore,  is  inextricably  mixed  up  with 
the  larger  whisky  interests  which  the  wholesale  liquor  dealer  is  com- 
pelled to  combine  in  order  to  render  his  capital  and  labor  remunera- 
tive. 

The  gallonage  consumption  of  whisky  in  this  country  per  capita  is 
three  times  as  much  as  the  wine  consumption.  This  appears  extra- 
ordinary when  it  is  considered  that  wine  is  a  beverage  while  whisky 
is  used  largely  as  a  stimulant.  When  a  man  takes  a  convivial  drink  it 
is  usually  whisky  or  beer. 

The  vital  question  to-day  in  the  wine  business  is,  "How  shall  we 
popularize  the  consumption  of  healthful  native  wines,  as  beer  and 
wriisky  have  been  popularized?" 

The  answer  wFich  first  comes  to  the  mind  is,  "To  advertise  the 
benefits  to  be  derived  from  wine  as  compared  with  whisky,  beer 
or  other  beverage." 

Among  the  largest  advertisers  in  the  country  are  the  beer  interests. 
They  have  made  it  pay,  else  they  could  not  continue  the  enormous 
expenditure  for  bringing  the  attention  of  the  public  to  their  product. 
The  whisky  men,  also,  are  large  advertisers.  We  can  hardly  turn  in 
a  street  car  or  to  a  board  fence,  or  take  up  the  daily  newspapers  with- 
out seeing  the  advertisements  of  this  and  that  brand  of  whisky.  The 
advertisements  are  got  up  tastily  to  catch  the  eye.  The  public  sees 
this  or  that  brand  of  whisky  or  beer  constantly  advertised  and  comes 
to  believe  largely  from  such  advertising  in  the  excellence  of  the  ad- 
vertised article. 

Patent  medicines  containing  alcohol  are  also  very  largely  consumed. 
They  would  not  be  consumed — they  could  not  reach  the  public — unless 
they  were  properly  advertised. 

The  question  which  arises,  therefore,  is,  "If  the  consumption  of  beer 
has  reached  eighteen  gallons  per  annum  per  capita,  and  of  whisky  one 
and  one-half  gallons  per  annum  per  capita,  while  wine  in  the  United 
States  is  only  credited  with  one-half  gallon  per  annum  per  capita, 
whether  the  low  consumption  of  wine  is  not  somewhat  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  public's  attention  is  not  properly  called  to  its  merits?" 

Then,  again,  the  question  arises,  "If  publicity  will  help  the  consump- 
tion of  native  wines,  who  shall  pay  for  this  publicity?" 

The  mere  advertising  of  California  Wines  as  California  Wines, 
without  attaching  any  particular  brand  to  them — and  this,  after  all, 
is  the  only  method  whereby  the  public  can,  through  articles  in  the 
newspapers,  be  educated  up  to  the  drinking  of  wine — would  not  benefit 
any  particular  house  or  firm  except  as  it  benefitted  the  industry  in 
general,  so  no  particular  concern  or  firm  could  afford  to  undertake  an 
advertising  campaign  for  the  benefit  of  California  Wines  in  general. 
It  must  be  done,  if  done  at  all,  by  the  industry  at  large,  each  con- 
tributing his  share  of  the  general  fund.  Then  if  some  firms  prefer 
to  advertise  their  individual  brands  as  being  better,  and  more  care- 
fully aged  and  matured  than  the  general  run  of  California  Wines, 
their  advertising  would  reach  an  already  educated  public  mind  and 
bear  such  fruit  as  no  individual  effort  could  otherwise  command. 

The  success  of  the  advertisement  of  individual  brands  would  be  re- 
flex action  also  benefit  the  general  industry,  because  the  higher  the 


price  obtained  for  the  individual  brand  the  greater  stimulus  and  im- 
petus would  be  given  to  the  growing  of  the  better  varieties  of  grapes, 
and  the  general  uplifting  of  the  tone  of  the  industry. 

The  general  comment  of  men  of  high  position  who  come  from  the 
East  and  taste  our  fine  wines  on  their  native  heath  is: 

"Why,  I  never  believed  that  such  wines  as  these  could  be  grown  in 
California.  Where  can  we  get  such  wines  in  the  East?  If  we  could  get 
them  as  uniformly  good  as  these  we  would  drink  nothing  else  but 
California  Wines,  because  they  suit  us  better  than  most  of  the  im- 
ported wines  which  we  have  been  accustomed  to  drink.  To  us  hitherto, 
the  name  of  California  associated  with  wines  has  been  synonymous 
with  cheapness.  We  only  hear  that  California  Wines  are  pure  and 
cheap,  to  be  drunk  only  by  foreigners  in  place  of  the  ordinary  wines, 
to  the  use  of  which  they  have  become  accustomed  in  their  own  coun- 
try; but  we  seldom  see  a  California  Wine  on  the  wine  list  of  the 
large  Eastern  hotels  and  restaurants,  and  if  we  do  and  try  them  they 
are  frequently  of  a  quality  which  would  not  induce  us  to  repeat  the 
experiment." 

In  other  words,  it  appears  to  be  a  surprise  rather  than  a  regularly 
acknowledged  fact  that  California  can  produce  and  does  produce  as 
good  wines  as  anywhere  in  the  world,  and  the  knowledge  of  this  fact 
seems  to  be  confined  to  the  few,  instead  of  to  the  multitude. 

Eastern  wine  men  are  finding  that  it  pays  to  advertise;  that  it  pays 
(o  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  individual  the  excellence  of  their 
product;  and  in  investigating  material  for  the  preparation  of  an  ad- 
dress which  I  lately  made  before  the  International  Pure  Food  Con- 
gress at  St.  Louis,  I  was  surprised  to  find  that  almost  one-third  of 
the  sparkling  wine,  or  so-called  champagne,  consumed  in  this  country 
was  of  native  origin.  More  than  a  dozen  brands  of  Eastern  cham- 
pagne are  being  regularly  advertised  and  largely  consumed.  The 
quality  of  the  product  is  being  improved  every  year.  The  cellars 
and  methods  of  handling  are  being  constantly  enlarged  upon. 

Some  brands  of  Eastern  Still  Wines  are  also  being  advertised,  and 
one  I  have  particularly  in  mind  appears  to  have  a  very  extended 
popularity. 

There  is  no  reason  why  California  Wines  should  not  also  have  a 
vogue  in  the  houses  of  the  wealthy,  for  there  are  inherent  qualities 
in  a  properly  made  and  matured  California  Wine  which  make  it  as 
good  as  any  wine  on  the  face  of  the  globe. 

There  is,  of  course,  in  California  a  large  amount  of  ordinary  wine 
made,  and  it  is  necessary  that  this  should  be  the  case,  for  the  man 
who  drinks  wine  habitually  at  his  meals  is  usually  a  foreigner  who 
has  acquired  the  habit  from  his  childhood  days,  and  in  order  to  con- 
tinue in  the  use  of  his  beverage  he  must  obtain  it  at  a"  reasonable 
figure. 

This  is  the  man  who  has  been  the  backbone  of  the  California  Wine 
Industry.  He  thoroughly  appreciates  that  nowhere  in  the  world  can 
he  get  as  pure  and  sound  and  generally  excellent  an  article  as  the 
California  Wine  which  is  made  readily  available  to  him  at  a  reason- 
able figure  all  over  the  United  States;  but  this  man,  as  I  have  said 
before,  must  get  his  beverage  reasonably.  It  must  be  so  available  and 
cheap  to  him  as  to  permit  him  to  make  it  an  article  as  usual  and 
necessary  on  his  table  as  is  bread  or  salt.  To  raise  the  price  to  this 
consumer  would  be  the  height  of  folly,  for  it  would  alienate  the  great- 
est friend  of  the  California  Wine  Industry  and  induce  him  to  turn  to 
other  channels  for  his  daily  beverage.  Consequently  we  must  look 
to  the  general  public  for  our  educational  field;  to  the  public  which 
is  willing  to  pay  a  fair  price  for  a  good  quality. 

The  bom  wine-drinker  does  not  need  to  be  educated;  he  is  already 
a  convert.  He  does  not  need  to  be  advertised  to  because  he  himself 
will  seek  the  beverage  he  has  always  been  accustomed  to,  and  if  it  is 
good  and  reasonable  in  price  will  continue  its  use.  It  is  to  those  who 
do  not  habitually  use  wine,  but  who,  by  reason  of  these  articles  con- 
tinually being  called  to  their  attention,  constantly  keep  whisky  or  beer 
in  their  houses  for  social  occasions.  A  campaign  of  education 
through  the  daily  newspapers  and  magazines  would  go  a  great  way  to 
accustom  such  people  to  call  instead  for  California  Wines. 

It  does  not  seem  impossible  that  an  annual  trade  of  one  million 
cases  of  high-grade  California  Wines  could  be  attained  in  the  United 
States,  when  you  come  to  consider  that  this  would  be  less  than  one- 
seventh  of  a  bottle  per  annum  per  capita  of  the  population,  but  the  sale 
of  such  a  quantity  of  fine-grade  wines  would  immensely  stimulate  the 
general  value  of  California  vineyards,  for  instead  of  the  merchant 
considering  a  profit  of  two,  or  three,  or  five  cents  per  gallon  as  a  satis- 
factory goal  to  be  reached,  he  would  look,  by  the  lessening  of  the 
unit  from  a  gallon  to  a  bottle,  to  five  or  six  times  this  profit  per  gallon. 

He  would  then  be  glad  to  pay  more  for  his  initial  grapes  or  wines, 
because  with  public  appreciation  assured  he  would  know  practically  to

a  cent  what  he  was  going  to  get  for  the  aged  and  matured  wines  in 
his  cellars. 

To-day  no  such  assurance  exists.  He  may,  believing  that  the  out- 
look justifies  it,  pay  in  one  vintage  a  large  price  for  grapes  and  wine 
only  to  find  that  succeeding  heavy  crops  have  so  depreciated  the  value 
of  the  stock  of  wines  in  his  cellars  as  to  bring  him  face  to  face  prac- 
tically with  bankruptcy.  He  is  not  willing  under  such  conditions  to 
take  these  chances.  It  is  not  a  commercial  proposition.  It  therefore 
resolves  itself  into  a  question  not  "  How  much  can  he  pay  for  wines 
tor  holding  and  maturing,"  but  "How  little  can  he  get  them  for  so  as  to 
minimize  his  chance  of  loss?" 

We  are  a  long  way,  however,  from  shipping  any  such  quantity  of 
cased  wines.  Statistics  of  railroad  and  steamer  shipments  show  that 
such  wines  sent  from  California  rarely  reach  in  any  year  fifty  thousand 
cases,  while  bulk  shipments  reach  nearly  eighteen  million  gallons. 

This  means  practically,  therefore,  that  the  reputation  of  California 
■Wines  is  left  solely  in  the  hands  of  the  Eastern  wholesale  handlers  in 
bulk,  who  may  or  may  not  bottle  it  with  the  care  and  attention  which 
all  fine  wines  need,  who  may  or  may  not  give  the  wines  the  necessary 
time  in  bottle  which  is  absolutely  requisite  to  the  development  of  the 
finer  qualities,  the  smoothness  and  the  bouquet  which  characterize 
the  better  brands  of  wine  from  abroad. 

In  a  word  nearly  all  this  is  left  to  the  commercialism  of  handlers 
who  do  not  depend  solely  upon  California  Wines  for  their  business 
success,  but  who  most  frequently  handle  also  foreign  and  Eastern 
wines  and  are  primarily  whisky  handlers. 

Should  not  the  reputation  of  the  finer  California  vintage  wines  be 
more  jealously  guarded  by  Califomians?  The  renowned  "Chateau" 
Wines  of  France  and  the  "Schloss"  Wines  of  Germany  would  never 
liave  attained  the  value  and  reputation  which  they  hold  in  the  public 
estimation  if  they  had  been  sent  out  in  bulk  and  bottled  by  strangers. 

California  is  yet  young,  but  to  gain  a  national  reputation  for  her 
wines  she  must  emerge  from  swaddling  clothes  and  take  on  the  garb 
of  a  man;  she  must  follow  In  the  footsteps  of  older  countries  and 
adopt  their  methods. 


There  are  magnificent  wines  to-day  in  the  cellars  of  California,  which 
have  been  carefully  selected  and  properly  aged  and  matured,  but  the 
great  consuming  public  in  the  East  will  not,  unsolicited,  reach  out  its 
arm  three  thousand  miles  to  obtain  them. 

"If  the  mountain  will  not  come  to  Mahomet,  Mahomet  must  go  to 
the  mountain."  And  so  must  we  carry  our  wares  in  the  most  attractive 
form  to  the  consumer  in  order  to  have  them  properly  appreciated. 

The  direct  marketing  of  these  finer  wines  should  not  and  will  not 
interfere  with  the  present  business  of  those  who  now  distribute  Cali- 
fornia Wines;  on  the  contrary,  the  sale  of  all  California  Wines,  of 
whatever  grade,  cannot  fail  to  be  benefited  by  a  public  appreciation  of 
fine  wines  properly  aged  and  matured  in  bottle  in  California  cellars. 
Por  such  wines  the  public  will,  when  properly  educated  regarding  their 
excellence,  be  perfectly  willing  to  pay  an  adequate  price. 

To  effect  all  this,  however,  concerted  action  is  necessary.  It  is  es- 
timated that  over  eighty  million  dollars  are  at  stake  in  the  grape- 
growing  and  wine  industry  in  the  State.  Cannot  this  eighty  million 
dollars  contribute  according  to  the  benefit  derived  by  each  element  in 
the  business?  It  must  do  so  if  it  is  desired  to  avoid  the  violent  fluctu- 
ations in  wine  and  grape  values  which  now  are  common. 

If  vineyardists  want  grapes  to  rule  high  in  price  they  must  co- 
operate with  the  distributers  to  obtain  a  staple  price  for  the  aged  and 
matured  article;  otherwise  a  hand-to-mouth  policy  must  continue  to 
permeate  the  industry.  No  longer  can  each  afford  to  stand  in  his  own 
corner  and  refuse  "to  play  in  the  other's  backyard."  It  is  only  by 
co-operation  of  all  the  elements  that  any  considerable  and  permanent 
success  can  be  attained. 

This  year  a  disastrous  slump  in  the  price  of  all  kinds  of  wines  was 
only  averted  by  an  accident  of  the  elements.  At  the  commencement 
of  the  vintage  everything  pointed  to  another  record  breaking  crop  of 
grapes  following .  two  years  of  abnormally  heavy  yields.  Eastern 
handlers  of  California  Wines  had  been  advised  that  a  drop  in  prices 
was  imminent,  and  therefore  were  pursuing  merely  a  hand-to-mouth 
policy  in  buying.  Weak  holders  of  wine  becoming  scared  commenced 
to  dump  their  wines  upon  the  open  market  at  ruinous  quotations,  and 
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had  It  not  been  for  the  firm  stand  taken  by  the  large  wine  handling 
interests  nothing  could  have  averted  a  panic  such  as  has  temporarily 
overwhelmed  the  raisin  business. 

The  unusually  hot  weather  in  August,  however,  shortened  the  crop 
to  some  extent  and  the  unprecedentedly  heavy  rains  also  did  their 
share  towards  causing  a  smaller  yield.  This  has  steadied  the  dry  wine 
market  but  the  sweet  wine  and  brandy  market,  due  to  the  efforts  of 
producers  themselves  to  market  unmatured  wines  and  brandies  direct 
to  the  Eastern  trade,  is  in  a  very  uncertain  and  demoralized  condition. 

The  price  of  old  and  matured  sweet  wines  and  brandies,  which  are 
principally  in  strong  hands,  is  being  maintained,  but  quotations  made 
by  vineyardists  who  are  also  wine-makers  and  by  the  so-called  co- 
operative wineries  have  precipitated  very  bad  conditions  for  sweet 
wines  and  brandies  of  the  new  vintage. 

Co-operation  is  also  needed  among  the  various  elements  in  the  wine 
Industry  for  keeping  in  touch  with  matters  at  the  National  Capital. 
These  matters  must  not  be  left  to  individual  attention,  but  should  be 
taken  up  closely  by  all  interested  in  the  industry.  We  have  splendid 
friends  at  Washington  in  the  administration.  President  Roosevelt 
himself  is  a  mighty  good  Westerner;  then  we  have  Secretary  Met- 
calf  of  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor  and  Secretary  Morton 
of  the  Navy,  all  of  whom  have  been  in  close  touch  with  Western  con- 
ditions and  who  may,  I  am  sure,  be  relied  upon  to  see  that  the  West 
is  fairly  treated. 

In  the  newspapers  last  week  there  was  a  synopsis  of  the  report  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  recommending  that  a  tax  be 
imposed  upon  the  brandies  used  in  the  fortification  of  sweet  wines. 
This  means  practically  the  repeal  of  the  Sweet  Wine  Law  under  which 
the  vineyards  of  our  interior  counties  have  grown  up  and  flourished. 
Should  this  recommendation  be  adopted  by  Congress  a  lai'ge  part  of 
the  vineyards  might  as  well  be  uprooted,  for  the  consumption  will 
be  greatly  curtailed  by  the  added  cost  of  wines  unless  vineyardists 
are  willing  and  able  to  take  even  less  than  hitherto  for  their  grapes — 
which  is  of  course  out  of  the  question — and  t'ae  cost  of  wine-making 
will  be  so  enhanced  that  all  plans  for  marketing  any  surplus  abroad 
will  immediately  be  frustrated. 

And  still,  mark  you,  I  have  yet  to  see  a  single  protest  in  the  Califor- 
nia papers  emanating  from  the  vineyard  Interests.  The  imminence  of 
the  danger  to  their  interests  which  would  follow  a  practical  repeal  of 
the  Sweet  Wine  Law  does  not  appear  to  have  been  realized  by  them. 
All  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  at  present  it  is  "everybody  for  himself 
and  the  devil  take  the  hindmost." 

Can  the  vineyardists  aiford  to  remain  in  such  a  condition  of  apathy? 
Should  not  this  California  Fruit  Growers'  Convention  adopt  stirring 
resolutions  to  our  Senators  and  Congressmen  and  embody  therein  an 
appeal  to  the  President  against  the  adoption  of  the  recommendation  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  so  completely  destructive  to 
sweet  wine  vineyardists  of  the  State? 

The  large  handlers  and  distributers  have  already  sent  their  tele- 
grams to  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress,  but  they  are  only 
one  element  of  the  wine  industry.  The  vast  body  of  grape-growers  is 
far  more  interested  in  this  matter  than  the  wine  men,  and  yet  they 
have,  so  far  as  I  know,  remained  silent. 

Considering  the  difficulties  of  obtaining  the  passage  of  the  Sweet 
Wine  Law  and  the  benefits  which  California  has  derived  from  it  one 
would  have  supposed  that  an  intimation,  even,  that  the  Commissioner 
of  Internal  Revenue  had  recommended  the  alteration  or  repeal  of  this 
beneficial  law,  would  have  caused  mass  meetings  to  immediately  as- 
semble to  protest  that  if  such  recommendation  was  adopted  it  might 
mean  annihilation  of  a  large  part  of  the  present  vineyards  of  the 
State,  for  under  such  conditions  only  the  heaviest  bearers  would  be 
able  to  survive. 

As  I  have  frequently  said  before  in  the  Annual  Conventions,  "God 
helps  those  who  help  themselves,"  and  if  the  vineyardists  of  California 
expect  prosperity  they  must  go  out  to  meet  it,  and  must  fight  for  it, 
and  not  wait  always  for  prosperity  to  knock  at  their  doors.

A  Qreat  New  Wine  Corporation. 


THE  California  Consolidated  Vineyard  Company  has 
placed  a  mortgage  for  $500,000  on  its  ijroperties  in  sev- 
eral counties  in  this  state.  The  mortgage  is  executed  in 
favor  of  the  Knickerbocker  Trust  Company  of  New  York 
and  is  for  the  purpose  of  securing  payment  on  a  bond  issue 
to  provide  funds  for  the  development  of  the  Brookside 
Vineyard  and  Mt.  Diablo  Wine  Company  in  Contra  Costa 
County;  the  Pixley  lands  and  Orosi  Vineyard  in  Ttilare 
County;  the  Janoritz,  Alma,  Gentry  lands  and  the  River- 
side Vineyard  in  Fresno  County;  and  the  Gait  lands  and 
vineyard  in  Sacramento  County.  The  total  acreage  is 
placed  at  3,1  GO,  of  which  917  acres  are  in  Sacramento 
County. 

Uncle  Sam's  Internal  Revenue  Receipts. 


WASHINGTON,  Nov.  30.— The  annual  report  of  Com- 
missioner Yerkes  of  the  internal  revenue  bureau  shows 
that  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1904,  the  receipts 
of  the  bureau  were'^|232,904,004,  an  increase  of  |2,163,079 
over  the  collections  for  the  next  year  preceding.  The  cost 
of  collection  was  1.98  per  cent  as  against  2.07  for  the  year 
1903,  and  2.83  per  cent,  the  average  cost  of  collection  since 
the  formation  of  the  bureau. 

The  estimated  receipts  from  all  sources  of  internal 
revenue  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1905,  are  |230,- 
000,000. 

In  1903  the  total  production  of  distilled  spirits  Avas 
148,246,485  gallons;  in  1904,  135,505,214  gallons;  in  1903 
in  round  numbers  114,000,000  gallons  of  tax  paid  spirits 
were  withdrawn ;  in  1904,  117,000,000.  There  has  been  a 
decrease  in  the  amount  of  tobacco  manufactured  and  an 
increase  in  snuff.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  produc- 
tion of  beer. 


A  decree  of  foreclosure  of  mortgage  has  been  rendered 
by  Judge  Rhodes  in  favor  of  the  Humboldt  Savings  Bank 
and  against  Mathilde  M.  Portal  et  al.  as  per  stipulation  of 
the  parties  for  |19,224.26.  The  property  to  be  sold  con- 
sists of  about  150  acres  of  land  with  costly  improvements 
on  the  Stevens  creek  road,  near  Cupertino,  known  as  "The 
Burgundy  Vineyard." 
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Carl  Gundlach,  vice-president  of  the  Guudlatli-Bund- 
schii  Wiue  Company,  of  this  city,  and  tlie  manager  of  the 
New  Yorlc  branch  of  the  house,  arrived  in  San  Francisco 
(tn  the  26th  inst.  Mr.  Gundlach  is  on  a  brief  pleasure  trip 
lo  meet  friends  and  shake  hands  with  old  actjuaintances. 
This  is  his  first  visit  to  San  Francisco  in  four  years  and 
liis  many  friends  will  be  more  than  pleased  to  greet  him. 
Mr.  Gundlach  has  been  very  successful  in  the  management 
of  the  business  of  his  house  in  the  Eastern  territorv. 


The  friends  of  A.  Kepsold,  the  well-known  wine 
merchant,  of  this  city,  will  deeply  sympathize  with  him  in 
his  recent  bereavement.  On  December  9th  his  beloved 
wife  expired  suddenly  from  heart  disease.  Mr.  Kepsold 
liad  a  remarkable  premonition  which  caused  him  to  return 
to  his  home  after  lie  had  started  for  his  place  of  business. 
At  first  he  thought  he  would  telephone  and  assure  himself 
that  nothing  had  happened  to  his  wife,  but  tiie  warning 
was  so  strong  that  he  boardetl  a  car  with  a  friend  and  rode 
out  to  the  house.

SEATTLE,  Dec.  22. — General  business  for  the  past 
month  in  the  Northwest  has  been  comparatively  quiet. 
The  Aveather  has  been  moderate,  but  for  some  reason  or 
other  the  small  town  trade  is  not  as  good  as  it  might  be. 

The  wine  merchants  of  the  Northwest  have  enjoyed  a 
splendid  trade  this  last  month — both  the  Thanksgiving 
and  Christmas  holidays  have  created  a  large  demand.  As 
the  towns  and  cities  become  home  towns,  the  consumption 
of  wine  and  liquor  increases,  and  in  the  Northwest  and 
especially  in  the  larger  cities,  California  wines  are  increas- 
ing in  popularity. 


The  local  points  of  amusement  are  prospering.  Such 
places  as  Hotel  Butler  and  Bismarck  in  Seattle  are  attract- 
ing an  unusual  amount  of  patronage  at  this  season  of  the 
year.  Several  years  ago  when  the  Bismarck  was  planned, 
most  people  were  skeptical  and  predicted  a  failure.  It  is 
a  well-known  fact  that  Mr.  Jenson  has  made  a  fortune  of  a 
fair  size  within  the  last  few  years.  The  strength  of  the 
Bismarck's  attraction  is  evidenced  by  the  fact,  althoiigh  the 
place  Avas  boycotted  by  the  labor  union  three  months  ago, 
that  there  are  larger  crowds  in  attendance  than  ever  be- 
fore. Seattle  is  a  particular  strong  union  town  and  there 
is  a  fine  of  |20  on  any  trade  union  man  who  enters  the 
place.  NotAvithstanding  all  this,  the  Bismarck  is  increas- 
ing in  popularity. 


Tom  Williams,  the  well-known  proprietor  of  billiard  and 
liquor  parlors  on  First  avenue,  Avill  start  a  Rathskellar  at 
Second  avenue  and  Pike  street  on  January  1,  and  Avill  be  in 
the  new  Eitle  Building  in  the  basement.  Tom  never  does 
anything  by  halves  and  it  is  predicted  that  this  will  be  one 
of  the  most  attractive  amusement  places  and  cafes  in  the 
Northwest.  Special  furniture  has .  been  ordered  and  in 
fittings  and  equipment  it  will  be  a  place  of  unusual  attrac- 
tion.   

Seattle  Brewing  &  Malting  Co.  sprung  a  surprise  on  a 
former  bookkeeper,  Harry  Walton,  who  is  at  present  in 
jail  charged  with  defalcations  amounting  to  |1G,000,  $10,- 
000  of  which  is  covered  by  a  bond.  Harry  Walton's 
father,  a  Avealthy  California  man,  succeeded  in  raising 
110,000.  This  was  in  the  hands  of  a  local  attorney  ready 
to  be  paid  to  the  bonding  company.  The  Seattle  Brewing 
&  Malting  Co.  succeeded  in  getting  this  money  to  apply  on 
the  balance  of  |6,000  not  covered  by  a  surety  bond.  It  was 
expected  by  Walton's  friends  that  the  matter  would  be 
straightened  out  within  a  week  or  ten  days,  but  this  new 
complication  makes  it  uncertain  as  to  when  Walton  will  be 
released.

Levinson  &  Co.  report  business  as  being  exceptionally 
good  even  for  Christmas.     As  the  holidays  approach  it  is 


rapidly  increasing.     They  are  hiring  more  help  both  inside 
and  in  delivering  and  have  added  more  wagons.

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The  Sweet  Wine  Industry. 


PORT,  sherry  and  similar  Avines  are  called  "sweet"  Avines 
because  fermentation  is  stopped  before  all  the  sngar  is 
changed  into  alcohol.  The  addition  of  alcohol  in  any  form 
will  check  the  fermentation,  but  brandy  is  commonly  em- 
ployed. Complete  fermentation  will  seldom,  if  ever,  pro- 
duce more  than  14  per  cent  of  alcohol  in  wine,  aiid  the 
chemical  requirements  of  sweet  wine  are  18  per  cent,  and 
the  usual  alcoholic  content  is  probably  about  24  per  cent. 
A  good  deal  more  than  half  the  alcohol  in  SAveet  wine  is, 
therefore,  derived  from  the  brandy  introduced.  About 
three-fourths  of  the  brandy  produced  in  this  state  is  used 
in  the  production  of  SAveet  Avine.  Brandy  is  taxed  at  the 
rate  of  |1.10  per  gallon  of  the  alcohol  contained  in  it.  For 
the  purpose,  hoAvever,  of  aiding  the  domestic  sweet  wine 
industry,  the  statute  remits  the  tax  on  brandy  used  in  for- 
tifying sweet  wine.  In  his  recent  report,  however,  the 
Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  recommends  the  re- 
imposition  of  the  tax  on  brandy  used  in  the  manufacture  of 
sweet  wines,  or  at  least  that  there  be  collected  a  minimum 
tax  of  tAventy-five  cents  per  proof  gallon  of  the  alcohol  in 
the  brandy. 

Our  wine  makers  state  that  this  Avould  result  in  a  tax  of 
$1,000,000  per  annum  on  the  sweet  Avine  industiy  in  this 
state,  at  its  present  volume,  and  that  the  trade  cannot  stand 
it.  We  must  pay  freight  on  our  cooperage  stock  from  the 
East,  and  freight  on  the  wine  and  cooperage  returned.  The 
result  would  be  that  we  could  no  longer  compete  in  the 
market,  and  the  wine  makers  would  be  compelled  either  to 
go  out  of  business  or  make  such  a  sweeping  reduction  in 
the  price  paid  for  grapes  that  they  Avould  be  forced  out  for 


lack  of  material.     Farmers  cannot  and  will  not  produce 
grapes  at  loAver  rates  than  are  now  paid. 

The  Commissioner's  motive  is  unquestionably  to  get 
more  revenue.  But  he  will  get  no  revenue  from  this  state 
if  the  industry  is  destroyed,  and  Avhether  he  Avould  or  not 
there  has  arisen  a  most  emphatic  protest  against  the  pro- 
posed breach  of  faith  on  the  part  of  the  Government.  By 
reason  of  the  inducements  offered  by  the  Government  in 
the  remission  of  the  tax  many  millions  of  dollars  have  been 
invested  in  California  in  the  sweet  wine  industry.  There 
Avas  every  reason  to  suppose  that  to  be  the  permanent  policy 
of  the  Government.  After  inviting  this  investment  it  is 
regarded  as  a  clear  breach  of  faith  to  wipe  out  the  value  of 
these  vineyards  and  plants  by  imposing  a  prohibitive  tax 
on  an  industry  still  struggling  with  phylloxera,  Anaheim 
disease,  heavy  competition,  small  consumption  and  an 
overloaded  market.  No  bill  for  this  purpose  seems  to  have 
been  introduced  in  Congress.  Very  likely  none  Avill  be. 
If  that,  however,  should  occur,  our  delegation  will  certainly 
be  able  to  defeat  it  by  explaining  the  situation  to  their 
colleagues,  and  appealing  to  their  sense  of  fair-minded 
dealing. — San  Francisco  Chronicle,  Dec.  22,  1904. 


Want  Free  Alcohol  in  the  Arts. 


THE  Louisville  Board  of  Trade  has  resolved  to  take  up 
the  matter  of  taking  the  tax  off  alcohol  used  in  the 
arts.  This  is  the  object  of  the  Boutelle  bill  now  pending 
in  Congress,  and  the  business  men  of  the  country  are 
heartily  in  favor  of  it.  This  alcohol  of  188  proof  uoav  has 
to  pay  a  tax  of  $2.07  per  gallon,  Avhich  is  prohibitory  in 
competition  with  the  German  manufacturers  who  use 
alcohol  that  is  not  taxed.

THE  X-MAS  BOTTLE  comes  back  after  two  years  of 
rightful  retirement;  it  has  returned  in  all  its  pre-emi- 
nence and  is  undoubtedly  here  to  stay.  Several  years  ago 
the  Keview  started  a  campaign  against  this  custom  of 
giving  away  by  the  retailers  of  bottles  of  liquor  to  their 
customers  during  the  holidays.  The  Review  was  enabled 
to  induce  the  daily  papers  to  take  up  the  question,  and  the 
abolition  of  the  Christmas  bottle  was  earnestly  urged  and 
the  trade  was  induced  to  set  aside  a  certain  amount  of 
money  to  be  devoted  to  a  charity  fund  which  was  equally 
distributed  among  the  charitable  institutions  of  the  city. 
This  was  in  place  of  the  bottle,  and  the  cost  to  the  dealers 
was  very  much  less.  However,  there  were  several  members 
of  the  trade  who  either  did  not  wish  to,  or  feared  to,  adopt 
the  innovation,  and  they  made  their  presents  as  usual, 
which  made  it  embarrassing  for  their  competitors. 

This  occurred  two  years  ago  when  the  California  Liquor 
Dealers  Association  took  up  the  matter  and  put  in  a  great 
deal  of  hard  work  in  gathering  the  funds  and  whipping 
recalcitrants  into  line.  Last  year  many  of  the  leading 
houses  attempted  to  continue  the  charity  fund  plan,  but 


there  were  so  many  back-sliders  that  most  of  the  others 
became  disgusted. 

The  result  of  all  this  is  that  the  interest  of  the  trade  in 
the  abolition  of  the  Christmas  bottle  will  hardly  be  aroused 
again  for  a  long  time  to  come.  This  is  to  be  regretted 
because  the  movement  was  a  worthy  one  and  calculated  to 
give  the  retail  liquor  trade  a  better  standing  with  their 
opponents,  the  anti-liquor  people.  We  know  as  a  fact  that 
in  large  Eastern  cities  such  as  Philadelphia,  this  move- 
ment has  been  thoroughly  successful.

Howell  Out. 


THE  retail  wine  and  liquor  trade  will  read  with  genuine 
pleasure  the  announcement  that  the  term  of  Police 
Commissioner  Howell  expired  on  December  31st,  and  that 
he  Avill  be  succeeded  by  "somebody  else."  By  reason  of 
Howell's  career  as  commissioner  it  will  make  little  dif- 
ference to  the  trade  who  succeeds  him,  as  long  as  he  is  given 
a  chance  to  retire  to  obscurity.  Howell  should  never  have 
occupied  such  a  position  because  he  was  almost  invariably 
biased  and  unjust.  It  will  be  remembered  that  he  was  re- 
ported in  the  daily  papers  to  have  stated  in  an  open  meet- 
ing of  the  Commissioners,  that  he  would  not  be  just  to  a 
saloon  keeper  unless  he  was  forced  to.  As  a  Police  Com- 
missioner he  was  an  unfair  man,  and  if  he  ever  comes  up 
for  public  elective  office,  the  trade  will  attend  to  his 
obsequies  politically. 


Chas.  Fisher,  of  the  well-known  firm  of  Rusconi  & 
Fisher,  of  "Kennel  Club"  fame,  has  been  in  a  bad  way  in 
the  matter  of  health  for  some  time.  Mr.  Fisher  was  ailing 
for  several  weeks,  but  rallied  temporarily,  and  then  had  a 
relapse  that  sent  him  to  bed  a  great  sufferer.  His  trouble 
is  a  peculiar  kind  of  rheumatism,  the  cause  and  cure  of 
which  the  best  physicians  in  the  city  are  unable  to  find. 
To  an  active  hustler  like  Charley  Fisher,  such  confinement, 
aside  from  the  physical  sufferings,  is  something  almost  un- 
bearable. His  many  friends  sincerely  hope  for  his  early 
recovery. 


Bartho  Hessel  has  sued  Ferdinand  Jung  for  a  dissolu- 
tion of  their  co-partnership  in  the  Standard  Bottling  Com- 
pany. Hessel  alleges  that  they  agreed  on  November  12  to 
go  into  business  together,  each  to  contribute  a  half  of  the 
capital.  When  the  contract  of  partnership  was  presented 
it  provided  that  Hessel  should  put  up  |5000  and  Jung 
|2500,  but  Hessel  says  he  was  induced  to  sign  upon  Jung's 
explanation  that  the  wording  of  the  contract  was  a  mere 
formality  and  the  original  agreement  would  hold.  On 
December  19,  when  they  were  ready  for  business,  says  the 
plaintiff,  Jung  told  him  that  he  (Jung)  would  have  to  have 
sole  management  of  the  concern  or  would  have  nothing  to 
do  with  it.     Hence,  Hessel  says,  they  cannot  agree. 


Gus  Massey,  who  was  for  years  located  at  O'Farrell  and 
Powell  streets,  and  who  went  to  Nevada  City  a  few  months 
ago  to  engage  in  the  hotel  business,  will  doubtless  soon  be 
seen  back  in  the  old  town.  We  are  informed  on  good 
authority  that  he  will  probably  retire  from  the  hotel  busi- 
ness in  January  and  come  to  San  Francisco  for  the  purpose 
of  again  going  into  the  retail  liquor  trade.  Mr.  Massey 
will  certainly  be  welcomed  by  a  long  line  of  friends.  It  is 
the  same  old  story;  it  is  almost  impossible  for  an  old-time 
San  Franciscan,  one  Avho  has  been  in  a  position  to  enjoy 
all  the  comforts  and  luxuries  afforded  here,  to  successfully 
tear  himself  away  and  settle  down  in  a  country  place  and 
be  contented.     They  will  come  back.

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They  Blame  the  Ponies. 


DURING  the  past  year  the  best  of  the  retail  houses 
have  had  to  confess  that  trade  was  anything  but  what 
it  should  be  and  not  to  be  compared  with  that  of  1903.  The 
latter  year  should  have  been  better,  and  there  have  been 
many  suggestions  offered  as  to  the  cause  of  this  slackness, 
particularly  in  this  line  of  business,  when  with  other 
branches  of  trade  things  have  been  prosperous.  Theorizing 
on  the  proposition  that  the  saloon  is  the  first  to  feel  the 
scarcity  of  money  in  the  pocket  of  the  regular  drinker,  the 
intelligent  men  in  the  business  have  finally  traced  the 
matter  to  the  conclusion  that  their  troubles  and  loss  of 
business  can  be  properly  laid  at  the  door  of  the  horse 
racing  association,  which  bleeds  the  public  for  about  180 
days  of  the  year. 

The  main  trouble  is  that  the  countless  small  bookmakers 
operate  books  in  the  back  room  of  nearly  every  cigar 
store  in  the  city,  and  in  addition  to  this  have  men  on  the 
outside,  traveling  among  the  working  men  and  mechanics, 


and  even  on  the  street  cars,  to  solicit  business  from  con- 
ductors and  motormen.  To  show  how  close  this  field  is 
worked,  bets  are  laid  for  these  men  as  low  as  twenty-five 
cents.  The  result  is  that  the  books  get  the  money  and  the 
man  who  thinks  he  can  beat  the  horse  game  gets  the  ex- 
perience and  is  always  broke.  It  is  necessary  for  him  to 
pay  the  butcher,  and  baker,  and  clothier,  but  he  is  not  com- 
pelled to  patronize  the  liquor  dealer;  the  consequence  is 
that  while  the  man  who  plays  the  ponies  travels  on  hard 
lines,  the  retailer  is  placed  in  the  same  position,  because 
he  has,  perforce,  lost  the  patronage  of  a  former  regular 
customer. 

There  is  no  doubt  of  the  correctness  of  this  conclusion, 
and  there  is  also  no  doubt  that  the  permission  to  run  the 
horses  for  one-half  of  the  year  is  an  imposition  on  the 
public.  When  the  trade  become  thoroughly  convinced  that 
they  owe  their  slack  business  to  the  operations  of  the 
racing  association,  they  will  be  able  to'  find  a  means  to 
force  the  Supervisors  to  cut  the  racing  season  down  to 
about  sixty  days,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  wise  men  in 
the  trade,  would  be  about  thirty  days  too  much.  The  less 
we  have  of  the  ponies  the  more  business  there  will  be.

"Business  with  us  has  been  extra  good,"  said  J.  F.  Mo- 
roney,  of  the  Jesse  Moore-Hunt  Co.  "Our  business  year 
begins  July  1st  and  notwithstanding  the  three  dull  months 
attributed  to  the  Presidential  campaign,  trade  during  the 
six  months  was  much  better  than  in  the  same  months  of 
1903.

As  for  the  big  deal- 
ers, they  have  fortunes  at  stake.  This  ought  not  to  be.  We 
know  that  the  local  wholesale  and  jobbing  houses  have  not 
always  treated  the  retail  liquor  dealers  right,  but  under 
the  present  circumstances  this  should  be  forgotten. 

The  trade  knows  what  it  would  mean  to  them  if  the 
Trust  secTired  control,  and  there  is  therefore  but  one  sen- 
sible coui*se  to  pursue,  for  self-protection,  and  tliat  is  to 
give  this  monster  combination  no  recognition  whatever. 
Support  your  friends  and  fellow  citizens  and  let  the 
monopoly  whistle  for  orders.  If  the  saloon  men  will  stand 
in  with  tlie  retail  and  wholesale  cigar  uien  (and  their  in- 
terests are  quite  mutual),  the  Trust  can  be  defeated  in 
their  scheme.  This  is  no  time  to  make  mistakes.  Be  loyal 
to  your  city.

Strongly  Favors  the  Canteen. 

THAT  the  canteen  is  of  great  moral  benefit  to  the  army 
is  tlie  claim  made  by  Brigadier  General  G.  H.  Burton, 
in  his  annual  rejiort  as  inspector  general  of  the  army  to 
the  Secretary  of  War,  made  public  to-day. 

"It  seems  to  be  ahuost  the  unanimous  sentiment  of  the 
army,"  he  says,  "that  the  one  thing  lacking  to  meet  the 
soldiers'  wants  and  tastes  is  the  canteen  feature.  The 
absence  of  this  leads  to  sickness,  the  commission  of  mili- 
tary offenses,  desertion  and  other  crimes,  as  well  as  im- 
paired discipline,  by  driving  men  to  resort  to  the  low  dives 
and  groggeries  that  have  sprung  up  like  mushrooms 
around  military  reservations  since  the  prohibition  law  was 
enacted." 


"Nort"  Hawkins,  the  well-known  and  active  traveller 
for  McDonald  &  Colin,  returned  from  the  north  the  latter 
part  of  the  month.  He  has  settled  his  family  in  Yreka, 
which  is  the  center  of  his  field  of  operations,  and  his  na- 
tive place.  Although  he  Avas  not  on  a  regular  trip,  he 
brought  back  a  good  lot  of  orders  for  the  celebrated  El  Key 
whisky,  of  Avhicli  his  house  are  controllers.  Mr.  McDon- 
ald states  that  December  business  was  not  quite  up  to 
that  of  the  same  month  of  1903,  but  very  satisfactory, 
considering  the  trade  conditions  following  the  campaign. 


THE  Whisky  Trust  announces  that  in  January,  190."), 
it  will  begin  the  sale  of  whisky  produced  by  two  of  its 
distilleries,  at  auction,  to  the  highest  bidder.  These  sales 
are  to  be  conducted  in  Cincinnati.  It  is  announced  th;it 
the  barrel  heads  will  be  plain  when  sold,  so  that  the  buyci' 
may  have  his  own  private  brand  stamped  thereon,  and 
there  are  further  inducements  offered  to  encourage  the 
wholesaler  to  go  into  the  scheme.  The  trade,  do  not  take 
kindly  to  the  proposition,  and  in  fact  there  has  been  a  great 
deal  of  opposition  aroused  by  the  mere  announcement  of 
the  intention  of  the  Trust  to  adopt  such  methods  to  dis- 
pose of  its  goods.  Mt 
Unless  the  Trust  is  on  its  last  legs  and  hopes  to  fore" 
sales  by  this  means,  it  is  a  dangerous  experiment,  and  if  i 
'is  folloA\ed  up  will  certainly  end  in  disaster  to  somebody.

(D)     FRUIT  JUICES. 

iii.       Fermented. 

Definitions. 

1.  Wine  is  the  product  obtained  by  the  alcoholic  fermentation  ot 
the  juice  of  the  grape,  followed  by  the  usual  cellar  treatment — namely, 
fining,  racking,  and,  in  the  case  of  certain  white  still  wines,  sulphur- 
ing, which  is  accomplished  solely  by  burning  sulphur  in  the  casks 
in  which  the  wine  is  to  be  kept,  in  such  quantity  as  not  to  exceed 
twenty  (20)  milligrams  of  total  sulphurous  acid  per  one  hundred 
(100)    cubic   centimetres   of   the   wine. 

2.  Red  wine  is  wine  containing  the  red  coloring  matters  of  the 
skin  of  the  grape. 

Standard. 
Standard  red  wine  is  red  wine  containing  not  less  than  eight  (8) 
nor  more  than  fourteen  (14)  per  cent  of  alcohol  by  volume,  and,  in 
one  hundred  (100)  cubic  centimetres  of  the  wine,  not  less  than  one 
and  six-tenths  (1.6)  grams  nor  more  than  four  (4)  grams  of  solids, 
not  less  than  twenty  one-hundredths  (0.20)  gram  of  ash,  not  more 
than  one-tenth  (0.1)  gram  of  sodium  chlorid,  nor  more  than  two- 
tenths   (0.2)   gram  of  potassium  sulphate. 

Definition. 
3..     White  wine  is  wine  from  which  the  red  coloring  matters  of  the 
skin  of  the  grape  are  excluded. 

Standard. 
Standard  white  wine  is  white  wine  containing  not  less  than  eight 
(8)  nor  more  than  fourteen  (14)  per  cent  of  alcohol  by  volume,  and,  in 
one  hundred  (100)  cubic  centimetres  of  the  wine,  not  less  than  one 
and  four-tenths  (1.4)  gram,  nor  more  than  four  (4)  grams  of  solids, 
not  less  than  fifteen  one-hundredths  (0.15)  gram  of  ash,  not  more 
than  one-tenth  (0.1)  gram  of  sodium  chlorid,  nor  more  than  two- 
fenths  (0.2)  gram  of  potassium  sulphate. 

Definition. 

4.  Sweet  wine  or  vin  liqueur  is  wine  in  which  the  fermentation 
is  arrested,  by  sulphuring  or  otherwise,  when  a  considerable  part  of 
the  sugar  is  still  unfermented. 

Standard. 
Standard  sweet  wine  is  sweet  wine  containing  not  more  than  four- 
teen (14)  per  cent  of  alcohol  by  volume,  and,  in  one  hundred  (100) 
cubic  centimetres  of  the  wine,  not  less  than  four  (4)  grams  of  solids, 
nor  less  than  fifteen  one-hundredths  (0.15)  gram  of  ash,  and  not  more 
than  forty   (40)   milligrams  of  sulphurous  acid. 

Definition. 

5.  Fortified  sweet  wine  is  sweet  wine  to  which  brandy*  has  been 
added.  By  act  of  Congress  of  August  15,  1894,  Section  68-|-,  "The  ad- 
dition of  pure  boiled  or  condensed  grape  must,  or  pure  c(h)rystalize(l 
cane  or  beet  sugar,  to  the  pure  grape  Juice  aforesaid,  or  the  fermented 
product  of  such  grape  juice,  prior  to  the  fortification  provided  by  this 
act,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  perfecting  sweet  wines  according  to  com- 
mercial standard  shall  not  be  excluded  by  the  definition  of  pure,  sweet 
wine  aforesaid;  provided  further,  that  the  cane  or  beet  sugar  so  used 
shall  not  be  in  excess  of  ten  (10)  per  cent  of  the  weight  of  wines  to  be 
fortified  under  this  act."

Standard  fortified  sweet  wine  is  fortified  sweet  wine  containing  not

hundred  (100)  cubic  centimetres  of  the  wine,  not  less  than  four  (4) 
grams  of  solids. 

Definition. 

6.  Sparliiing  wine  is  wine  in  which  the  after  part  of  the  fermenta- 
tion is  completed  in  the  bottle,  thus  charging  its  contents  with  the 
resulting  carbon  dioxld.  The  sediment  is  disgorged  and  replaced  by 
not  more  than  five  (5)  cubic  centimetres  of  sugar  liquor  to  one 
hundred  (100)  cubic  centimetres  of  the  wine. 

Standard. 

Standard  sparkling  wine  is  sparkling  wine  containing  not  more 
than  fourteen  (14)  per  cent  of  alcohol  by  volume,  and,  in  one  hundred 
(100)  cubic  centimetres  of  wine  not  less  than  twelve  one-hundredths 
(0.12)  gram  of  ash,  and  not  more  than  two-tenths  (0.2)  gram  of 
potassium  sulphate.  Standard  sweet  sparkling  wine  contains,  in  one 
hundred  (100)  cubic  centimetres,  not  more  than  six  (6)  grams  of 
solids;  standard  dry  sparkling  wine  not  more  than  two  (2)  grams  of 
solids. 

Definitions. 

7.  Raisin  wine  is  wine  obtained  wholly  or  in  part  from  dried  or 
evaporated  grapes. 

8.  Sugar  wine  is  wine  obtained  from  grape  juice  to  which  sugar 
has  been  added. 


The  liaiidlers  of  domestic  as  well  as  foreign  goods  should 
read  the  foregoing  standards  and  definitions  carefully,  for 
they  are  certainly  far  from  being  correct  and  if  allowed  to 
pass  into  law  will  work  hardships  on  all  concerned.  Criti- 
cisms may  be  forwarded  to  this  ofiice  or  to  Dr,  William 
Frear,  special  agent  of  the  Department,  State  College,  Pa.

New  York,  December  19,  1904. 

Editor  Review: — The  lioliday  business  dominates  the  situation, 
and  it  is  reported  to  be  an  exceedingly  lively  Christmas  trade,  most 
of  the  houses  declaring  results  much  better  than  for  the  same  time 
last  year.  The  only  falling  off  noticeable  is  in  the  unprofitable  de- 
partment known  as  Christmas  presents,  a  branch  of  the  business 
which  seems  to  be,  each  succeeding  year,  becoming  less  and  less. 

Wine,  spirit  and  whisky  houses  report  a  generally  dull  situation, 
buying  being  restricted  to  small  lots  needed  for  immediate  consump- 
tion. The  wholesale  trade  is  too  busy  at  this  time  of  the  year  to  give 
attention  to  any  but  the  retailer — nor  is  much  improvement  expected 
till  after  the  first  of  the  coming  year.  There  is  no  market  report  posslMe 
where  no  market  exists,  but  all  indications  go  to  show  that  prices  are 
to  be  well  maintained,  except,  perhaps,  for  spirits,  where  there  is  no 
basis — and  it  seems  to  be  a  free-for-all,  and  no  one  knows  if  he  has 
bought  at  the  right  price. 

The  co-operation  plan,  whereby  certain  dealers  combined  to  oper- 
ate and  use  the  product  of  a  distillery,  so  far  as  it  applies  to  spirits, 
is  a  success  d'estime.  Prices  have  been  so  low  for  some  time  and 
grain  so  high,  there  has  not  been  much  money  in  it  and  there  Is  not 
much  incentive  for  other  houses  to  form  combinations.  Several  were 
talked  about,  one  or  two  nearly  arranged,  but  no  longer  are  they 
heard  of. 

The  latest  proposition  of  the  Trust  to  sell  at  auction  the  product 
of  a  couple  of  its  distilleries  considerably  exercised  the  trade  here, 
but  to  much  less  extent  than  it  did  in  the  Western  and  Middle  States. 
Kentucky  whiskies  are  not  so  largely  a  feature  in  this  part  of  the 


country.  But  the  innovation  was  fraught  with  possibilities  that  might 
be  detrimental  to  the  trade,  as  a  whole,  and  appears  to  be  another  to 
add  to  the  plans  and  methods  which  have  rendered  the  Trust  obnox- 
ious to  the  dealers.  At  the  latest  reports,  it  looks  as  though  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  in  Cincinnati,  where  the  proposed  sales  were  to 
take  place,  would  not  be  available  and  the  combine  may  have  to  find 
some  other  place,  should  they  maintain  their  desire  to  dispose  of 
their  whiskies  as  they  decided.  They  may  do  this.  It  is  hard  saying 
what  they  will  do,  but  a  fairly  sure  gamble  that  it  will  not  be  any- 
thing tending  to  ingratiate  themselves  with  the  trade. 

Somewhat  in  line  with  this  proposed  policy  of  the  Trust  are  the 
"trade  sales"  of  California  wines  advertised  in  this  city.  The  first  of 
these  was  held  on  Erie  Pier,  No  20,  on  November  30th,  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  California  Fruit  Distributers  of  Sacramento,  Cal.,  and 
another  was  announced  for  December  21st,  but  has  now  been  post- 
poned until  Wednesday,  January  11th. 

According  to  Mr.  C.  E.  Thurston,  the  first  sale  was  very  satis- 
factory to  all  concerned,  the  following  goods  being  disposed  of:  Two  cars 
of  claret,  one  car  each  of  Zinfandel,  Riesling,  and  sherry,  and  owing 
to  the  delay  in  the  arrival,  one  car  each  of  sherry  and  claret  was  sold, 
"to  arrive." 

Mr.  Thurston  further  states  that  this  method  of  disposing  of 
wine  and  brandy  will  be  made  a  permanent  feature,  regular  semi- 
monthly offerings  being  made,  as  soon  as  they  can  get  the  busInesB 
properly  systematized. 


Business  In  California  wines  and  brandies  has  been  very  satisfac- 
tory during  the  past  month,  and  conditions  are  encouraging  for  a 
much  increased  trade  shortly  after  the  New  Year.  As  an  Indication 
of  the  more  favorable  aspect  of  this  branch  of  the  business,  we  quote 
the  report  of  California  wines  received  at  this  port  for  the  month  ot 
November,  474,100  gallons,  as  against  228,680  gallons  for  the  same 
month  last  year. 
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While  the  bottling  in  bond  branch  of  the  whisky  business  shows 
1  decided  increase — 368,955  gallons — between  the  twelve  months  end- 
ng  June  30th,  1903,  and  June  30th,  1904,  there  is  hardly  any  doubt 
lut  that  the  period  since  June  30th,  1904,  will  show  even  a  greater  in- 
•rease.  The  pure  food  agitations  have  acted  with  a  wonderful  impetus 
)n  the  bottled  in  bond  goods,  and  there  are  undenied  rumors  abroad 
liat  several  large  distilleries  are  seriously  considering  adding  a  bot- 
ling  establishment  to  their  plants,  with  a  view  to  meeting  the  demand 
or  the  "green  stamp"  goods  if  the  bills  now  before  Congress  should 
iocome  a  law. 


Ridley's  Wine  and  Spirit  Circular  of  December  8th  makes  favorable 
(imment  upon  the  immense  shipment  recently  made  by  Messrs.  Dein- 
lard  &  Co.  of  Coblenz,  Germany,  of  their  wines.  This  shipment  con- 
kisted  of  two  special  steamers  with  a  cargo  of  6,000  cwts.,  equal  to 
plxty  truck-loads,  representing  a  train  of  goodly  length,  and  stands 
ilone  in  the  annals  of  any  firm  on  the  Rhine.  Messrs.  Deinhard  & 
;i.  are  represented  in  this  city  by  G.  S.  Nicholas. 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Wine  Growers'  Association 

as  held  at  the  Aster  House  in  this  city  on  December  7th,  and  was 

U  attended  by  representatives  of  the  various  interests. 

The  real  business  of  the  meeting  was  summed  up  in  resolutions 

tdopted  to  the  purpose  of  preserving  the  purity  and  individuality  of 

kmerican   wines.

''ress  is  projected,  with  a  view  to  educating  the  consumer  as  to  the 

ill  merits  of  American  wines.

At  the  banquet  of  the  American  Wine  Growers'  Association  at 
he  Arkwright  Club,  on  December  6th,  only  American  wines  were  fea- 
ured,  and  the  menu  gave  prominence  to  the  wines  of  the  following 
irms:  Wetmore,  Bowen  &  Co.,  Gundlach,  Bundschu  Wine  Company, 
[talian-Swiss  Colony,  Italian  Vineyard  Company,  Chas.  Stern  &  Sons, 
Brotherhood  Wine  Company,  Brocton  Fruit  Juice  Company,  Monti- 
•ello  Wine  Company,  Pleasant  Valley  Wine  Company,  Urbana  Wine 
Company,  White  Top  Champagne,  New  Hammondsport  Wine  Company, 
Sweet  Valley  Wine  Company  and  Germania  Wine  Cellars. 


It  is  a  regrettable  fact  that  the  trade  journals,  while  devoting 
utire  columns  and  pages  of  their  mediums  to  reporting  banquets  and 
affairs  at  which  various  brands  of  imported  wines  have  been  part  of 
the  menu,  but  little  note  is  given  to  American-grown  wines.  With 
European  connoisseurs  granting  the  superior  qualities  of  many  of  the 
American  produced  wine,  it  is  lamentable  that  with  us  it  is  to  a  great 
extent  like  the  proverbial  prophet — without  honor  in  its  own  country. 
The  American  Wine  Growers'  Association,  in  their  planned  educational 
campaign,  will  find  a  broad  field  for  their  labors,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  their  efforts  will  be  effective. 


Of  the  1,714,875  gallons  of  brandy  produced  in  the  United  States 
during  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1904,  1,298,125  gallons  of  grape 
brandy  and  35,327  gallons  of  various  kinds,  were  produced  in  the  State 
of  California  alone. 


The  importations  of  champagne  to  New  York  for  November,  1904, 
were  33,703  cases,  a  decrease  of  about  1,600  cases,  as  compared  to 
the  same  month  in  1903.

Center  of  the  Sherry  Trade. 


Jp]RES  DE  LA  FRONTEBA  has  a  population  of  65,000 
and  is  the  center  of  the  sherry  wine  making  trade. 
There  are  many  rich  people  here,  worth  from  |500,000  to 
f5,000,000.  The  city  has  hundreds  of  very  old  and  large 
storehouses,  containing,  it  is  said,  enough  sherry  wine  to 
supply  the  world's  demand  for  twenty-five  years.  There 
are  fifty  large  firms  here  which  ship  wine  to  more  than  two 
hundred  importers  in  the  United  States.  Last  year  there 
was  sent  to  the  United  States  over  500,000  gallons  of  sherry 
ranging  in  value  from  |100  to  $3,000  for  each  shipment  and 
amounting  to  a  total  value  of  |500,000. 

All  the  money  transactions  of  this  business  are  through 
London  banks.  There  is  not  a  bank  in  Jeres  that  will  buy 
or  sell  a  draft  on  the  United  States.  A  branch  of  the 
Bank  of  Spain  and  two  private  banks  do  business  here,  but 
it  is  impossible  to  sell  a  draft  on  the  United  States  Treas- 
ury. This  is  an  anomalous  condition  not  to  be  found  else- 
w  here  and  offers  a  splendid  opening  for  a  discount  and  ex- 
( liange  bank,  and  bankers  in  the  United  States  ought  to 
know  it.  In  New  York  flOO  in  gold  buys  a  draft  on  Spain 
for  550  silver  pesetas,  but  in  Cadiz  it  requires  735  silver 
pesetas  to  buy  $100  on  New  York,  a  difference  of  185 

letas  for  exchange,  or  over  $26  dollars  difference  in  $100. 

There  are  no  wholesale  depots  here  for  any  kind  of  goods 
manufactures,  nor  factories  making  wagons,  carriages 


or  other  vehicles.  A  refrigerator  can  not  be  bought  in  this 
city.  There  are  no  factories  for  furniture  nor  for  any  kind 
of  hardware.  An  office  desk  or  a  revolving  chair  cannot 
be  found  at  any  store.  Only  a  very  few  of  the  many  and 
valuable  patent  medicines  for  sale  in  the  United  States 
can  be  found  here  in  any  of  the  drug  stores.

CJidiiipagiie — Reciprocity  with  France. 
Champagne  is  not  within  the  terms  of  the  French  re- 
ciprocity agreement  (30  U.  S.  Stat,  1774;  T.  D.  19405), 
providing  for  the  entry  into  tliis  country  of  various  articles 
at  reduced  rates  of  duty. 

United  States  General  Appraisers,  New  York,  December 

5,  1904. 

In  the  matter  of  protest  13340/t  of  B.  Bhunenthal  &  Co. 

against  the  assessment  of  duty  by  the  collector 

of  customs  at  the  port  of  New  York. 

Before  Board  3  (Waite,  Somerville  and  Hay,  General 
Appraisers). 

Somerville^  General  Appraiser:  The  importation  con- 
sists of  champagne  imported  from  France  in  cases  of  24 
and  36  bottles,  containing  2|  gallons  per  dozen  bottles, 
assessed  for  duty  at  |8  per  dozen  bottles  under  the  pro- 
visions of  paragraph  295,  tariff  act  of  July  24,  1897.  This 
paragraph  specifically  levies  this  rate  of  duty  on  "cham- 
pagne and  all  other  sparkling  wines,"  etc.  The  importers 
claim  that  the  goods,  being  the  product  or  manufacture  of 
France,  are  entitled  to  the  reduced  rate  of  duty — 11.75 
per  proof  gallon— provided  by  the  commercial  agreement 
between  the  United  States  and  the  French  Republic  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  reciprocal  and  equivalent  concessions 
in  the  trade  and  commerce  of  the  two  countries  (30  U.  S. 
Stat.  1774;  T.  D.  19405).  This  agreement  provides, 
among  other  things,  that  "brandies,  or  other  spirits  man- 
ufactured or  distilled  from  grain  or  other  materials,"  may 
be  admitted,  under  proper  conditions,  at  f  1.75  per  gallon. 
The  regular  duty  on  such  merchandise,  as  enumerated  in 
paragraph  289  of  the  tariff  act,  is  |2.25  per  gallon.  Sec- 
tion 3  of  said  act  provides  for  the  making  of  commercial 
agreements  with  foreign  countries  so  as  to  reduce  the  rate 
of  duty  on  various  articles,  including  "brandies,  or  other 
spirits  manufactured  or  distilled  from  grain  or  other 
materials."  It  further  provides  specifically  for  a  similar 
agreement  in  reference  to  "champagne  and  all  other 
sparkling  wines,  in  bottles,"  so  as  to  authorize  a  reduction 
of  duty  to  f6  per  dozen  on  champagne  in  bottles  contain- 
ing not  more  than  1  quart  and  more  than  1  pint.  The 
regular  duty  on  wines  of  this  character  is  fixed  at  |8  per 
dozen  in  paragraph  295  of  said  tariff  act,  under  which  the 
assessment  in  this  case  was  made. 

A  full  answer  to  the  claim  made  in  the  protest  is  that. 


while  said  section  3  authorizes  the  making  of  a  commer- 
cial agreement  covering  champagne  and  other  sparkling 
wines,  so  as  to  reduce  the  duty  as  above  stated,  no  such 
agreement  has  been  made  by  the  President.  In  other 
words,  the  commercial  agreement,  manifestly,  is  not  broad 
enough  to  cover  champagnes  or  wines  of  this  character. 
This  view  is  not  at  all  in  conflict  with  the  decision  of  the 
circuit  court  of  appeals  in  Wile's  case  (130  Fed.  Hep.,  331; 
T.  D.  25223),  where  it  was  held  that  the  commercial  agree- 
ment with  France  was  broad  enough  to  include  cordials, 
liqueurs,  and  other  spirituous  beverages  of  the  kind  enu- 
merated in  paragraph  292  of  the  present  tariff  act.  In  re 
Nicholas,  G.  A.  5722  (T.  D.  25425).  The  practice  of  the 
customs  authorities  at  ever}-  port  of  the  United  States,  so 
far  as  we  are  informed,  is  in  accordance  with  the  views 
we  have  expressed. 

The  protest  is  overruled  and  the  decision  of  the  collector 
is  affirmed. 


Where  Is  Oregon  Local  Option  Now  ? 


Did  anybody  deny  before  the  Prohibition  election,  No- 
vember 8,  that  the  purpose  of  the  "local  option"  law  was  to 
force  prohibition  on  towns  by  means  of  "dry"  country 
votes?  Yes,  very  many  intense  zealots  did  just  that  and 
were  ready  to  skin  alive  anybody  who  controverted  their 
utterance.  Now  they  are  themselves  belied.  Towns  that 
have  gone  "dry"  from  the  rural  vote  are  McSIinnville, 
Marshfield,  Arlington,  Hood  River,  and  Rosenburg  in  its 
saloon  precinct.  Medford  and  Ashland  barely  escaped  the 
same  fate,  since  the  majority  against  prohibition  in  Jackson 
County  was  but  a  hair's  breadth. 

The  soporific  dope,  injected  into  the  June  election  by 
Prohis,  is  beginning  to  wear  off,  and  the  bunco  game  is 
plain.  A  "dry"  majority  rules  a  county,  but  not  a  "wet" 
majority.  "Local  option"  is  accorded  to  every  precinct 
voting  "dry,"  but  not  every  precinct  voting  "wet."  A  "dry" 
majority  puts  off  another  election  two  years,  but  a  "wet" 
majority  only  one  year.  If  an  elector  would  expel  saloons 
from  his  home  precinct,  he  must  vote  for  prohibition  in  the 
whole  county.  It's  easy  to  see  the  prohibition  trick  in  all 
this,  but  Avhere's  the  "local  option?"  A  great  many  per- 
sons are  just  awakening  from  the  dream.  Let  them  beware 
of  prohibition  dope  hereafter. — Oregonian,  Portland,  Ore.

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Shortage  of  Wine. 


No.  3757— Protest  134693  of  Buffalo  Distilling  Com- 
pany against  the  assessment  of  duty  by  the  collector  of 
customs  at  the  port  of  Buffalo.  Before  Board  3  ( Waite, 
Somerville  and  Hay,  General  Appraisers;  Waite,  G.  A. 
absent),  November  17,  1904. 

SoMEKViLLE  General  Appraiser:  This  protest  comes  to 
lis  from  the  port  of  Buffalo  and  relates  to  an  importation 
from  Spain  of  a  cask  of  sherry  wine,  which  arrived  at  the 
port  of  New  York  on  or  about  May  13,  1904,  and  was 
transported  to  Buffalo  and  entered  for  consumption  on  or 
about  September  6,  1904.  The  return  of  the  United  States 
ganger  shows  that  at  the  time  of  entry  60  gallons  of  the 
wine  were  wanting  from  the  full  capacity  of  the  cask.  The 
evidence  shows  that  the  cask  was  probably  in  a  leaky  con- 
dition on  reaching  New  York,  and  that  the  hoops  were 
loose  when  it  reached  Buffalo.  From  the  time  of  its  im- 
portation into  New  York  till  it  reached  Buffalo,  and  was 
delivered  to  the  importer,  some  three  months  elapsed.  The 
record  does  not  disclose  where  it  was  during  this  period, 
but  it  is  to  be  presumed  that  it  was  in  bond,  either  in  a 
warehouse  or  in  transit  by  bonded  carrier.  In  either  event 
it  must  be  regarded  as  having  been  constructively  in  a 
bonded  warehouse,  under  Government  custody.  Sceber- 
ger  v.  Schiceyer  (153  U.  S.,  609;  14  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.,  881). 
This  being  so,  it  is  obvious  that  the  case  before  us  is  a 
question  of  allowance  for  leakage  of  wine  while  in  a  bonded 
war(>house.  Such  an  allowance  is  forbidden  by  section 
2983  of  the  United  States  Revised  Statutes.  See  In  re 
Buchert,  G.  A.  2794  (T.  D.  15400).  If  the  record  showed 
clearly  what  portion  of  the  wine  was  lost  while  in  transit 
on  the  ocean,  before  importation,  we  would  be  authorized 
in  ordering  an  allowance  for  that  quantity  as  never  having 
been  imported.  The  evidence  on  this  point,  however,  is  not 
satisfactory.  It  consists  of  a  statement  by  a  witness  for 
the  importers  that  their  insurance  company  reimbursed 
them  for  the  loss  of  54  gallons  on  the  ground  of  loss  while 
at  sea.    How  this  result  was  reached,  and  what  the  nature 


of  the  evidence  was  by  which  it  was  established,  and 
whether  the  insurance  policy  actually  extended  only  to 
marine  losses,  we  are  left  to  conjecture. 

AVe  are  not  in  a  position  to  make  a  finding  of  fact  in 
favor  of  the  importer,  and  the  protest  is  overruled,  the 
collector's  decision  being  affirmed.

An  average  gauge  of  2  5-32  gallons  per  case  of  12  bottles 

should  be  taken  as  a  basis  for  the  assessment  of  duty  on 

Hill  &  Underwood's  orange  bitters,  unless  such  average 

gauge  should  differ  materially  from  the  actual  gauge 

ascertained  in  any  particular  instance.

Sir  :  The  Department  is  in  receipt  of  two  letters  from 
Mr.  Harry  Hawley,  wherein  he  states  that  the  estimated 
duty  was  collected  on  5  cases  of  orange  bitters  put  up  by 
Messrs.  Hill  &  Underwood,  and  imported  per  steamship 
Cayo  Mono,  together  with  40  cases  of  gin,  entered  under 
consumption  entry  190,  in  accordance  with  T.  D.  22237 
of  May  21,  1900,  which  prescribes  the  gauge  of  Hill  & 
Underwood's  orange  bitters  as  6  gills  per  bottle,  or  2^  gal- 
lons per  case  of  12  bottles. 

The  Department  is  in  receipt  of  reports  from  the  col- 
lector and  appraiser  at  New  York,  from  which  it  appears 
that  as  the  result  of  recent  actual  measurements  of  im- 
portations of  Hill  &  Underwood's  orange  bitters  at  that 
port,  it  has  been  ascertained  that  the  average  gauge  of  such 
bitters  is  2  5-32  gallons  per  case  of  12  bottles. 

In  the  assessment  of  duty  on  merchandise  of  the  charac- 
ter referred  to  you  will  be  governed  accordingly,  unless 
it  shall  be  ascertained  in  any  particular  instance  that  such 
average  gauge  differs  materially  from  the  actual  gauge. 

T.  D.  22237  is  hereby  modified  accordingly.

22. — While  tlie  wholesalers 
are  complaining  somewhat  of  the  slack  business  done 
this  winter,  and  more  particularly  in  December,  the  retail 
dealers  are  well  satisfied  with  their  trade.  Those  stores 
which  make  a  specialty  of  package  goods  are  doing  a  very 
good  business.  Of  course  this  is  holiday  trade,  but  that  is 
better  than  the  regular,  every  day  trade,  as  it  brings  in 
more  money  to  the  dealer.  Fancy  packages  are  the  rule, 
and  many  a  pint  or  quart  of  wine  or  whisky  that  would 
ordinarily  bring  a  much  lower  price,  is  boosted  up  simply 
because  of  the  fancy  package.     Said  a  leading  retailer: 

"I  can  take  a  quart  of  wine  that  would  ordinarily  retail 
for  |1  and  put  it  in  a  fancy  labeled  bottle  and  get  $2.50 
for  it.  I  do  not  believe  in  soaking  the  buyer;  they  all 
know  that  the  package  sells  the  goods  in  many  cases.  This 
is  true  when  the  women  buy.  They  are  attracted  first  by 
the  style  of  the  bottle,  then  by  the  label.  They  do  not  give 
a  cuss  what  is  inside  the  package,  all  they  want  is  to  make 
a  good  show.  Those  wineries  and  distilleries,  or  for  that 
matter,  the  bottlers,  have  a  good  business  head  when  they 
select  an  attractive  package.     It  sells  best,  that's  all." 

This  statement  can  be  proved  true  in  most  any  retail 
establishment  in  the  city.  The  time  has  passed  when  an 
ordinary  bottle  will  attract  the  attention  of  a  customer, 


when  a  present  is  the  object.  If  a  man  wants  to  give  a 
bottle  of  whisky  to  a  friend,  he  of  course  looks  to  the 
goods  first.  But  even  the  men  will  want  a  good  looking 
bottle.  But  the  women,  and  they  are  getting  more  and 
more  used  to  supplying  the  wet  goods  for  their  husbands, 
want  the  finest  looking  package  out.     And  they  get  it. 

Now  that  the  great  World's  Fair  is  a  thing  of  the  past, 
the  exhibitors  who  won  prizes  there  are  advertising  that 
fact  far  and  wide.  I  was  talking  to  a  leading  wine  sales- 
man who  had  looked  in  at  the  California  exhibit,  and  he 
said  he  would  be  willing  to  go  on  the  road  for  nothing,  if 
he  could  take  along  a  couple  of  cases  of  the  fancy  stuff  that 
was  shown  at  the  fair.  The  exhibits  from  California 
made  a  lasting  impression  on  the  natives  of  this  section 
of  the  United  States,  and  what  expense  the  Westerners 
are  out,  will  more  than  be  made  up  within  the  next  year 
or  so.  Leading  wholesalers  who  visited  the  fair,  and 
who  saw  the  California  exhibit,  say  that  nothing  like  it 
was  ever  gotten  together.  That  the  combined  exhibit  at 
the  Chicago's  World's  Fair  was  in  comparison  as  a  half- 
pint  is  to  a  gallon.  That  the  per  cent  was  1  to  100  in  favor 
of  the  California  exhibit  at  St.  Louis. 

Some  of  the  manufacturers  who  did  not  feel  like  spend- 
ing the  money  for  a  display,  will  likely  feel  the  effects 
later  on.  The  registration  of  the  callers  at  the  various 
wine  booths  is  alone  worth  the  cost  of  the  exhibit.  The 
returns  will  be  coming  in  soon. 

Colonel  Gustave  Pabst,  head  of  the  Pabst  Brewing  Co., 
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of  this  city,  said  the  entire  cost  of  his  venture  into  St. 
Louis  the  season  of  the  fair,  while  very  heavy,  would  more 
than  be  made  up  within  the  next  year.  Colonel  Pabst  is 
exceedingly  liberal  in  his  outlay  of  cash  to  make  a  favor- 
able showing,  and  he  is  not  adverse  to  advertising  his 
goods  either. 


The  beer  business  here  the  past  month  has  not  been  as 
heavy  as  for  the  same  period  in  1903.  There  isn't  any  good 
explanation  for  this  either.  Up  until  a  week  ago,  there  was 
very  fair  weather,  witliout  snow.  Noav  there  is  a  heavy 
coating  of  snow  over  the  ground,  and  the  thermometer  is 
down  to  20  to  30  right  along.  Rye  and  other  liquors  which 
act  quicker  than  beer,  and  which  warm  one  up  to  a  better 
temperature,  are  most  called  for. 


The  William  Korth  Company  has  been  incorporated  to 
do  business  in  Milwaukee.  The  company  will  deal  in 
wholesale  liquors  and  wines.  It  is  intended  eventually  to 
open  a  retail  department.  The  incorporators  are  William 
and  Louise  Korb  and  Theodore  Kallebe. 


The  Eastern  Wisconsin  Brewers'  Association  held  its 
annual  meeting  at  Appleton,  Wis.,  December  15,  and  a 
large  number  of  prominent  up-state  brewers  attended. 
The  principal  act  of  the  association  was  to  abolish  the  prac- 
tice of  giving  away  beer  on  Christmas  and  New  Year's  and 
also  require  all  saloons  in  the  district  covered  by  the  asso- 
ciation to  make  a  deposit  of  50  cents  on  each  keg  received, 
to  insure  its  return.  The  breweries  rpresented  at  the  meet- 
ing were  those  located  in  Milwaukee,  Fond  Du  Lac,  Osh- 
kosh,  Appleton,  Green  Bay,  Manitowoc,  Sheboygan,  New 
London,  Antigo,  and  many  of  the  smaller  cities  and  towns. 


The  big  local  brewing  companies  are  getting  out  their 
annual  printed  matter  for  Christmas  and  New  Year's,  in 
the  shape  of  calendars,  memorandum  books,  cork-pullers, 
ribbons  and  a  dozen  other  things  which  are  attractive,  and 
which  the  wholesalers  and  retailers  like  to  get.  The 
money  spent  each  year  for  this  class  of  advertising  matter 
runs  into  the  thousands  of  dollars.  The  advertising  man- 
agers believe  this  sort  of  advertising  is  indispensable,  and 
so  do  the  dealers  and  retailers.  Each  year  the  calendars 
get  more  costly,  and  there  is  a  greater  demand  from  year 
to  year  for  these  presents.  There  is  little  doubt  but  wha:t 
it  pays,  or  these  great  sums  of  money  would  be  put  to  other 
uses. 


The  saloon  men  are  always  among  the  first  to  fix  up  for 
the  holidays,  and  even  as  early  at  December  17  many  of 
the  swell  bars  down  town  were  handsomely  decorated  with 
holly  wreaths,  tied  with  ribbon,  and  the  Yuletide  greetings 
placed  in  prominent  places  so  that  the  customers  and  the 
transients  might  understand  they  were  welcome. 

"It  always  struck  me  as  being  the  seasonable  thing  to 
do,"  remarked  one  retailer,  "as  men  are  as  particular 
about  being  welcome  as  are  the  women.  There  isn't  a 
woman  in  the  city  who  sees  a  sign  'Welcome'  but  what  she 
wants  to  enter.  The  large  stores  have  the  signs  hanging 
around  permiscuously,  and  trade  is  drawn  by  this  very 
scheme.  Men  like  to  see  holly,  red  ribbon,  welcome  cards 
and  the  like.  I  have  been  in  the  business  for  thirty  years, 
and  I  have  found  the  more  attention  you  pay  to  the  wants 
of  the  men  the  better  you  will  get  along.  So,  every  year 
about  this  time  I  get  the  Christmas   decorations   from   a 


store  and  get  busy.  Four  out  of  every  five  customers  will 
mention  it.  I  like  to  have  the  place  as  attractively  deco- 
rated as  any  of  the  other  places,  and  I  always  will  dish  up 
the  best  I  can  get." 


Much  interest  is  manifested  in  the  statements  soon  to  be 
issued  by  the  big  brewing  companies,  relative  to  the 
amount  of  business  done  in  the  past  year.  There  is  much 
speculation  as  to  whether  they  Avill  show  more  or  less  beer 
consumed  than  in  1903.  Some  of  the  months  are  known  to 
have  been  short,  while  others  were  normal,  and  August  was 
a  very  large  month  for  at  least  two  of  the  larger  concerns. 

Even  if  the  year  shows  fewer  barrels  of  beer  manufac- 
tured, the  year  on  the  whole  has  been  satisfactory  from  all 
standpoints,  and  next  year  is  looked  upon  as  likely  to  be 
the  banner  year  of  all. 

While  the  figures  are  not  yet  obtainable,  the  statement  is 
made  by  a  leading  wine  merchant  who  usually  has  a  pretty 
good  grasp  of  the  situation  that  more  California  wine  was 
sold  in  Milwaukee  this  past  year  than  in  any  other.  He 
said  that  the  people  were  also  getting  ediicated  into  de- 
manding the  better  grades  of  wines,  and  that  for  next  year 
the  Western  wine  manufacturers  and  jobbers  could  look  for 
a  splendid  increase  in  business  both  in  Milwaukee  and  in 
the  state.

Course  in  Viticulture  at  the  University. 

IN  the  coming  term  of  the  University  of  California  there 
will  be  a  special  course  in  Viticulture,  Enology  and 
Zymology.  The  scope  given  this  course  shows  that  the 
faculty  are  disposed  to  concede  these  subjects  much  more 
consideration  than  heretofore.  The  course  promised  af- 
fords an  opportunity  for  broad  study  of  these  subjects,  and 
would  be  valuable  to  any  one  intending  to  engage  in  that 
line  of  work.  These  courses  all  come  in  the  morning,  and 
a  student  taking  them  will  probably  be  able  to  accomplish 
some  work  in  the  afternoon  in  other  departments  which 
will  help  him  along  greatly  in  his  future  pursuits.  The 
schedule  of  the  course  is  herewith  annexed  for  the  term  of 
1904-05. 

Viticulture. — Assistant  Professor  Twight.  A  general 
course  in  the  methods  of  establishing  and  maintaining  a 
vineyard,  with  special  reference  to  conditions  existing  in 
California.  Two  hours  lecture,  M.  W.  8 :00.  Three  hours 
laboratory,  M.  9-12. 

Enology. — Assistant  Professor  Twight.  A  special 
course  in  the  vinification  and  the  manufacture  of  grape 
products;  unfermented  grape  juice,  sparkling  wines, 
raisins,  etc.    Two  hours,  Tu.  Th.  8 :00. 

Zymology.— Assistant  Professor  Twight.  Lectures  on 
the  micro  organisms  of  fermentation,  especially  the  mould, 
yeast,  bacteria  occurring  on  grapes,  fruits  and  fermented 
materials.  Laboratory  work  in  the  purifying  and  testing 
of  yeasts  and  microscope  examination  of  different  ma- 
terials. One  hour,  lecture,  P.  8:00.  Nine  hours  labora- 
tory, Tu.  W.  Th.  9-12.

large  portion  of  the  attention  of  the  wliolesale  wine 
d  whiskey  trade  and  the  distilling  industry,  is  Professor 
^\'iley,  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture,  Washington.  Mr.  Wiley  will  have  a  great 
deal  to  do  with  the  shaping  of  the  coming  pure  food  legisla- 
tion in  Congress,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  his  judgment 
will  be  largely  accepted  by  the  Congressional  committees 
as  practically  infallible  authority  on  the  difficult  subject 
under  consideration.  Naturally  all  branches  o^  the  trade 
will  be  curious  to  know  who  the  gentleman  is,  where  he 
came  from  and  how  he  advanced  to  the  high  position  he 
holds,  and  what  he  looks  like.

iR.  HARVEY  W.  WILEY  is  a  native  of  Indiana,  being 

born  at  Kent,  in  that  State,  some  fifty-seven  years 

After  graduation  at  Hanover  College  in  1867,  he 
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HARVEY  W.  WILEY,  Ph.  D.,  LL.  D. 


pent  to  Harvard,  from  which  he  received  the  degrees  of 
Ph.  D.  and  LL.  D.    He  was  professor  of  chemistry  at  Pur- 
due University  from  1874  to  1883,  and  during  the  last 
three  years  of  this  period  was  State  Chemist  of  Indiana. 
In  1883  he  was  appointed  Chief  of  the  Division  of  Chem- 
istry of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  a 
position  he  has  held  ever  since  with  great  profit  to  the 
country  and  honor  to  himself.    Since  1895  he  has  been  pro- 
fessor of  agricultural  chemistry  in  the  graduate  school  of 
Columbia  University.     He  was  a  member  of  the  Jury  of 
Awards  at  the  Paris  Exposition  of  1900,  and  in  the  same 
year  was  a  delegate  from  this  country  to  the  fourth  Inter- 
itional  Congress  of  Applied  Chemistry,  held  at  Paris.  He 
las  president  of  the  famous  Hundred  Year  Club,  of  New 
lork,  in  1899-1900.     He  is  the  author  of  a  three-volume 
Pork  on  "The  Principles   and    Practice   of   Agricultural 


Chemistry,"  and  of  innumerable  Government  bulletins  and 
papers  in  the  scientific  periodicals  on  the  same  line  of 
topics.  Dr.  Wiley  is  as  indefatigable  and  enthusiastic  in 
his  laboratory  researches  as  he  is  lucid  and  conservative  in 
the  statement  of  his  conclusions. 


Death  of  John  J.  Van  Bergen 


News  was  received  in  this  city  on  the  7th  inst.  of  the 
death  of  John  J.  Van  Bergen,  a  former  pioneer  of  this 
city,  who  for  many  years  had  been  living  in  Germany. 

Mr.  Van  Bergen  is  well  remembered  by  the  old-timers. 
He  came  around  the  Horn  in  his  own  ship  with  his  father  in 
1849  and  settled  in  San  Francisco.  Foreseeing  a  great 
future  for  the  village,  he  and  a  friend  started  in  the  liquor 
business  on  Washington  street  under  the  firm  name  of 
Schaefer  &  Van  Bergen.  Later  Van  Bergen  conducted  the 
business  alone.  He  was  also  interested  in  the  old  Bay 
Sugar  Refinery. 

Mr.  Van  Bergen  established  the  liquor  house  now  under 
the  name  of  N.  Van  Bergen  &  Co.  Originally  it  was  con- 
ducted under  his  own  name,  but  later  he  sold  out  to  his 
brother,  and  the  house  is  still  running  under  the  brother's 
name. 

In  1863  Mr.  Van  Bergen's  health  was  impaired  by  a  sun- 
stroke while  he  was  in  the  Sacramento  Valley,  and  he  went 
to  Germany.  Since  then  he  has  spent  much  of  his  time 
abroad.  He  made  his  last  trip  from  this  city  to  Germany 
in  1891. 

Mr.  Van  Bergen  was  86  years  of  age.  A  widow  and 
seven  children  survive  him.  One  son,  Henry,  resides  in 
this  city,  another  is  in  New  York  and  the  rest  of  the  family 
is  in  Germany.  He  leaves  an  estate  said  to  be  worth  |1,- 
000,000. 


Selling  Wines  at  Auction. 


THE  experiment  of  selling  California  wines  by  auction 
is  again  being  tried  in  New  York.  Some  years  ago 
the  result  was  a  rank  failure.  The  first  sale  was  well 
attended  and  a  dispatch  states  that  seven  carloads 
Avere  sold  at  the  following  average  prices :  K.  O.  Sherry,  34 
cents;  Riesling,  30  cents;  Zinfandel,  26  cents;  Claret,  24 
cents.    What  future  results  may  be,  remains  to  be  seen.

John  Fopiano  of  Healdsbuig  has  sold  60,000  gallons  of 
wine  to  the  California  Wine  Association,  the  output  of  the 
Riverside  Winery. 


Plowing  for  a  new  vineyard  at  the  Mt.  Diablo  Vineyard 
land  just  south  of  Clayton  is  still  going  on.  The  company 
will  put  out  between  si.xty  and  eighty  acres  of  vines  during 
the  coming  planting  season. 


Chatfield  &  Vincent  have  sold  the  property  of  P.  Priet 
to  H.  H.  Thierman,  consisting  of  92  acres  of  land  four 
miles  west  of  Napa,  on  the  Sonoma  road.  The  place  is  im- 
proved with  building  and  a  large  winery.  Mr.  Thierman 
intends  to  plant  the  entire  place  in  a  resistant  vineyard. 


Some  large  sales  of  high-class  wines  are  reported  from 
the  dry  wine  district.  T.  L.  Orr  of  Occidental,  near 
Healdsburg,  Cal.,  sold  80,000  gallons  of- dry  wine  to  the 
California  Wine  Association.  The  price  paid  is  not  given 
out,  but  it  is  understood  to  be  better  than  prices  hereto- 
fore offered.  C.  Parkinson,  also  of  the  Healdsburg  dis- 
trict, sold  12,000  gallons  at  16c. 


This  year  3135  tons  of  wine  grapes  were  sold  in  South- 
ern Santa  Clara  County.  Of  this  amount  1514  tons  were 
sold  to  the  California  Wine  Association,  as  follows :  Mil- 
ler &  Lux,  759  tons;  John  Mossi,  352;  T.  Learnard,  232; 
F.  Rizzuto,  145,  and  W.  Croig,  26  tons.  Other  wine  pro- 
ducei-s  used  grapes  grown  in  this  section  as  follows :  Solis 
Wine  and  Fruit  Co.,  250  tons;  John  Mainero,  110;  G.  Poll, 
76;  H.  Ginnochio,  100,  and  John  Eea,  85  tons. 


Big  Vineyard  Sold, 


Easton,  Eldridge  &  Co.  have  closed  a  deal  with  G.  H. 
Walter  and  the  Pacific  Vineyard  Co.  for  all  of  their  hold- 
ings in  Fresno  County  excei)ting  the  St.  George  vineyard. 
A  reported  consideration  is  |400,000,  and  includes  4000 
acres,  of  which  1500  is  a  full-bearing  vineyard.  The  land 
lies  about  two  miles  north  of  Sanger  on  the  main  canal 
of  the  Fresno  Canal  and  Irrigation  Co.  The  land  will  be 
subdivided  into  small  tracts  for  English  colonists. 


A  New  Seedless  Qrape. 

Mil.  HEFFLEBAR,  living  just  west  of  The  Palms,  has 
succeeded  in  propagating  a  seedless  grape  that  prom- 
ises to  add  materially  to  the  viticultural  wealth  of  Southern 
California,  says  the  Iam  Angeles  Times. 

The  fruit  he  has  developed  is  the  boon  for  which  horti- 
culturists have  for  years  been  searching  in  vain. 

The  grape,  Avhen  ripe,  is  large,  white,  sweet  and  juicy. 
In  shape  it  is  oblong.  The  fruit  grows  in  immense  bunches 
of  great  weight,  his  vine  this  season  having  produced  one 
bunch  of  fruit  fully  a  foot  in  length. 

One  advantage  possessed  by  this  fruit  is  that  the  skin 
is  very  tender.  The  vine  is  hardy  and  a  rapid  grower, 
Avliile  the  grapes  are  so  attractive  to  the  eye  that  they  will 
prove  ready  sellers. 


STOCKTON,  Dec.  9. — A  large  co-operative  association 
of  wine-growers,  backed  by  $200,000  capital  has  been  in- 
corporated by  the  viticulturists  of  Lodi  and  Woodbridge. 
Thirtythree  well-known  wine-growers  of  that  district  re- 
cently held  a  meeting  in  Woodbridge  and  decided  to  form 
a  co-operative  association  and  pool  issues.  A  large  winery 
Avill  be  erected  in  the  town  of  Woodbridge.  Already  the 
site  has  been  secured.  The  following  are  the  trustees  of 
the  association  for  the  first  year :  John  C.  Thompson,  C. 
L.  Newton,  Frank  Parrott,  F.  B.  Mills.  J.  Brock  Jr.,  Alexie 
Chapdelain  and  Amos  Boyce. 

Growers  representing  1050  acres  of  wine  grapes  have 
already  agreed  to  enter  the  association.  Each  subscribes 
for  one  share  of  stock  for  each  acre  of  wine  grapes  he  owns. 
The  stockholders  bind  themselves  to  sell  all  their  grapes 
to  the  association's  winery  for  the  next  seven  years.  The 
acreage  represented  all  lies  in  the  vicinity  of  Woodbridge 
and  Acampo. 


Fountaingrove  Entertains  a  Princei. 


On  Sunday  Prince  Kauai  Nagasawa  entertained  the 
members  of  the  Nippon  Club  at  beautiful  Fountaingrove 
near  this  city.  The  guests  included  the  Japanese  Consul 
and  Japanese  bankers,  lawyers,  business  men  and  diplo- 
mats, all  Avealthy  men  of  prominence.  The  guests  arrived 
from  San  Francisco  on  the  morning  train  and  returned  in 
the  evening.

All  well-informed  liquor  dealerp  un- 
derstand this,  but  there  has  been  an  effort  lately  by  some 
unscrupulous  dealers  to  discredit  this  established  system 
of  selling  fine  whiskies.

Lenk  Wine  Company,  of  Toledo,  Ohio,  are  sending  out  a 
striking  calendar,  the  main  feature  of  which  is  a  beautiful 
young  wonum  garlanded  with  grapes  and  vine  leaves.  The 
calendar  portion  occupies  one-half  of  the  space  and  will  be 
found  very  handy  for  office  reference. 
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LOS  ANGELES,  Dec.  22.— Threats  of  disgruntled  poli- 
ticians, to  make  Los  Angeles  a  "dry"  town  in  retalia- 
tion for  a  fancied  defection  of  the  liquor  interests  from  the 
candidacy  of  Mayor  Snyder,  may  not  become  effective,  but 
they  show  the  trade  the  danger  it  is  in.  The  Anti-Saloon 
League  disavows  all  connection  with  the  efforts  said  to  have 
been  set  under  way  by  Snyder  adherents  who  are  trying 
to  "get  even."  The  leader  of  that  movement  says  the 
League  is  working  on  different  lines  and  has  nothing  to  do 
with  the  movement  the  politicians  have  threatened  to  begin 
for  retaliation.  Published  information  on  this  subject 
should  convince  the  trade  of  the  truth  of  what  has  been  said 
often  in  this  column  that  concerted  action  must  be  taken 
to  offset  the  effects  of  these  two  influences  that  are  work- 
ing for  prohibition. 

It  would  be  singular  if  the  class  of  politicians  starting 
this  latest  prohibition  movement  could  be  in  a  remote  de- 
gree successful.  Their  motives  are  not  based  on  any  con- 
scientious views  and  they  cannot  even  pretend  to  believe 
that  prohibition  would  be  a  good  thing  for  Los  Angeles. 
All  they  want  is  to  get  even  with  the  Liquor  Dealers' 
Association.  It  will  be  strange  indeed  if  the  local  press 
were  to  take  up  a  matter  having  such  a  dubious  parentage. 
But  the  trade  must  consider  the  chances  and,  as  has  been 
pointed  out  in  this  journal,  there  must  be  organization  to 
combat  the  insidious  influences  of  the  League  and  the  sore 
heads. 

Inquiry  among  the  business  men  of  the  city  elicits  the 
fact  that  they  do  not  want  prohibition  any  mOre  than  they 
want  Los  Angeles  to  resemble  Pomona  or  Riverside.  But 
too  many  of  them,  in  a  pinch,  would  be  found  working  and 
voting  for  prohibition,  fearful  of  the  frown  of  the  "long 
hairs."  Among  the  better  class  of  liquor  men  it  is  realized 
that  certain  saloon  men  are  to  blame  for  much  of  the  public 
prejudice  against  saloons.  Being  restricted  in  the  terri- 
tory allowed  by  local  law  several  liquor  men  have  run 
counter  to  public  opinion  by  trying  rashly  to  extend  the 
limits.  They  did  not  gain  their  point,  but  by  their  brash- 
ness  they  succeeded  in  strengthening  the  enemy.  The  new 
city  administration  promises  to  be  fair  with  the  trade,  but 
only  time  will  tell. 


Local  wine  makers  are  much  perturbed  in  mind  because 
of  the  announced  intention  of  the  internal  revenue  commis- 
sion to  impose  a  tax  upon  sweet  wines  by  taxing  the 
brandy  used  for  fortification.  Representatives  of  the  in- 
dustry in  Southern  California  will  memorialize  the  Cali- 
fornia delegation  in  congress  to  do  what  may  be  possible 
to  prevent  the  threatened  imposition  which  would  do  so 
much  injury  to  the  .wine  trade.  Under  the  present  rule  of 
free  use  of  brandy  for  fortifying,  the  industry  of  making 
sweet  wines  has  attained  great  proportions  and  the  closing 
of  the  present  season  sees  the  product  amount  to  1,500,000 
gallons.  Under  the  stimulus  of  freedom  of  excise  the  sweet 
wine  industry  has  trebled  in  five  years  and  thousands  of 
acres  have  been  set  to  vineyards.  To  impose  a  tax  of 
twenty-five  cents  a  gallon  on  brandy  used  for  fortifying 
sweet  wines  would  work  a  hardship  and  do  damage  to  a 
growing  industry,  which  has  been  fostered  by  the  Govern- 
ment under  the  free  brandy  arrangement.  The  tax  would 
be  a  rank  imposition. 


Of  the  output  of  1,500,000  gallons  of  sweet  wines  made* 
in  this  region  this  season  the  bulk  was  produced  by  the 
Italian  Vineyard  Company,  Charles  Stern  &  Sons,  Sunset 
Winery  and  Distilling  Company,  Jacob  Rudell,  the  Sierra 
Madre  Vintage  Company  and  West  Glendale  Winery. 


Charles  Stern  &  Sons  at  Staldef  are  making  a  rusi 
order  of  100,000  gallons  of  brandy. 


Henry  S.  Baer,  of  the  West  Glendale  Wine  Company,  has 
made  several  big  and  important  sales  of  wines  to  Eastern 
and  Northern  concerns.  His  wines  are  gaining  a  great 
reputation.  He  has  started  in  to  make  25,000  gallons  of 
sherry. 


Once  again  an  agitation  is  started  for  the  removal  of  the 
200  limit  in  saloon  licenses  in  Los  Angeles.  It  is  urged  by 
opening  the  limit  again,  even  for  a  short  time,  the  monopoly 
held  by  the  breweries  would  be  broken.

Cafe  Bristol. 


NOT  in  all  the  West  is  there  an  establishment  of  the  kind 
to  compare  Avith  the  Cafe  Bristol,  in  the  basement  of 
the  Herman  W.  Hellman  building,  Los  Angeles.  Schneider 
&  Fieber,  the  proprietors  of  this  sumptuous  place  of  re- 
freshment, are  sure  that  no  amount  of  money,  no  artistic 
skill,  could  evolve  a  better  result.     The  opening  of  the 


Bristol  the  night  of  December  21,  Avas  a  society  event  and  a 
notable  one  in  the  history  of  local  gastronomies. 

This  ncAV  cafe  not  only  is  of  great  size  but  its  every  ap- 
pointment is  the  acme  of  elegance.  In  the  great  dining  room 
Avhich  is  finished  in  Avhite  marble,  Avhite  mahogany,  mirrors 
and  light  effects  in  frescoing,  are  nearly  1000  oak  arm- 
chairs for  patrons.  On  a  stage  at  the  east  side  of  the  big 
room  the  excellent  orchestra  discourses  music.  Across  a 
hall  is  the  men's  grill,  a  room  capable  of  seating  400.  In 
this  room  is  the  bar,  the  sideboard  for  Avhich  is  a  massive 
specimen  of  the  AvoodcarA'er's  art,  presenting  huge  griffin 
heads  over  the  mirrors.  Here  again  marble  and  mirrors 
predominate  in  the  finishing  but  the  woodAvork  is  of  darker 
tone.  Other  dining  rooms  of  various  sizes  are  provided  for 
all  purposes.  On  one  side  of  the  larger  room,  to  be  con- 
sidered the  ladies'  cafe,  are  six  private  rooms  for  dinner 
parties.  Besides,  there  are  alcoves  that  affort  a  sort  of 
seclusion  from  the  greater  crowd  but  are  not  so  private. 
There  are  dining  rooms  furnished  especially  for  the  use  of 
certain  clubs  and  secret  societies  and  these  are  adorned 
Avith  their  respectiA^e  emblems.  Each  room  is  characteris- 
tic and  all  are  luxurious.  The  banquet  hall,  having  a 
capacity  of  300,  is  finished  all  in  Avhite. 

Like  the  whole  of  the  great  building  in  Avhich  it  is  located, 
the  cafe  is  finished  not  alone  artistically  but  substantially. 
There  is  no  sham  about  the  three  marble  stairAvays  leading 
from  the  streets,  no  make-belicA'e  about  the  Avainscoting, 
the  glass  effects  or  the  furniture.  Everything  in  the 
interior  of  this  great  cafe  Avas  made  especially  for 
Schneider  &  Fieber  and  designed  by  Architect  Alfred  F. 
Rosenheim.

The  Wielaud 
lager  beer  on  draught  Avill  be  served  and  the  best  of  every- 
thing Avill  be  on  the  Avine  card. 

In  all  its  technical  arrangements  the  Bristol  possesses 
features  that  are  sure  to  be  taken  as  models  by  others  that 
may  come  after.  Of  all  the  many  notable  things  in  Los 
Angeles  not  one  Avill  claim  more  public  attention  and  come 
in  for  a  greater  share  of  admiration  than  the  cafe  that 
Schneider  &  Fieber  have  opened  for  the  public.  The  cost 
of  the  equipment  of  the  Cafe  Bristol  was  more  than  |125,- 
000.

Shipping  liquors  under  false  brands. 
Decision  of  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals 
in  the  case  of  United   i^tates  v.    Twenty  Boxes   of   Corn 
Whisk  I/. 

The  law  was  intended  to  prevent  the  removal  of  liquors 
under  a  false  brand.  It  does  not  forbid  a  shipment  with- 
out any  designation  whatever.  Bottled  whisky  shipped  in 
boxes  is  not  forfeited  on  account  of  being  labeled  "Glass; 
this  side  up,  Avith  care."  That  is  merely  a  caution  ad- 
dressed to  the  carrier  and  not  a  designation  of  the  contents 
of  the  packages.  The  statute  applies  only  to  distillers, 
rectifiers,  brewers,  manufacturers  of  wine,  and  wholesale 
dealers  in  spirituous  and  fermented  liquors  or  wines.

Whisky,  N.  Glenn  WiUiums,  claimant,  defend- 
ants in  error. 
In  error  to  the  District  Court  of  the  United  States  for  the 
western  district  of  Virginia,  Danville. 

In  Rem. 

[Submitted  May  24,  1904.     Decided  November  15,  1904.] 

Goff,  Circuit  Judge,  and  Brawley  and  Purnell,  District  Judges. 

Goff,  Circuit  Judge:  An  information  was  filed  in  the  court  below 
against  60  gallons  of  corn  whisky,  packed  in  20  boxes,  each  containing 
12  quart  bottles  thereof.  N.  Glenn  Williams  intervened  as  the  owner. 
Each  box  was  12%  inches  wide  and  16%  inches  long.  There  were  no 
marks  on  any  of  the  boxes  except  that  on  the  top  of  each  one  was 
written,  "Glass;  this  side  up,  with  care."  To  each  box  there  was  a 
tag  attached,  on  which  was  written,  "O,"  "Savannah,  Georgia." 

There  was  an  agreed  statement  of  facts,  and  the  case  was  submitted 
on  demurrer.  The  demurrer  was  sustained  and  the  information  dis- 
missed. The  United  States  sued  out  this  writ  of  error,  the  substance 
of  the  assignments  of  error  being  that  under  the  provisions  of  section 
3449  of  the  Revised  Statutes  it  was  necessary  to  have  had  printed  upon 
said  boxes  the  correct  name  of  the  contents  thereof,  and  that  this  not 
having  been  done,  the  same  was  forfeited  to  the  United  States,  and 
that  therefore  the  court  below  erred  in  not  so  deciding. 

Section  3449,  under  which  the  information  was  drawn,  reads  as 
follows: 

"Whenever  any  person  ships,  transports  or  removes  any  spirituous 


or  fermented  liquors  or  wines,  under  any  other  than  the  proper  name 
or  brand  known  to  the  trade  as  designating  the  kind  and  quality  of  the 
contents  of  the  casks  or  packages  containing  the  same,  or  causes  such 
act  to  be  done,  he  shall  forfeit  said  liquors  or  wines,  and  casks  or  pack- 
ages, and  be  subject  to  pay  a  fine  of  five  hundred  dollars." 

The  contention  of  the  United  States  is  in  substance  that  said  section 
3449  requires,  under  penalty  of  forfeiture,  the  shipper  of  spirituous 
or  fermented  liquors  or  wines  to  place  upon  the  casks  or  packages  in 
which  they  are  shipped  the  true  and  correct  name  of  the  contents, 
stating  its  kind  and  quality,  and  that  as  there  were  no  such  marks 
or  brands  upon  the  packages  described  in  the  information,  that  the 
same  were  liable  to  be  forfeited  to  the  United  States.  And,  further, 
that  said  section  prohibits  the  placing  upon  such  boxes  and  casks  any 
false  or  improper  name  or  brand,  and  that  the  words  "Glass;  this 
side  up,  with  care,"  was  a  false  and  improper  name  or  brand,  in  vio- 
lation of  said  section. 

In  order  to  sustain  this  contention  it  will  be  necessary  for  us  to 
construe  the  statute  as  applying  not  only  to  distillers,  brewers,  manu- 
facturers of  wine,  rectifiers,  and  wholesale  dealers,  but  also  to  all  other 
persons,  whether  they  be  employad  in  the  various  avocations  above 
mentioned  or  not,  and,  in  addition  thereto,  to  further  find  that  said 
marks  upon  the  boxes  were  intended  to  be  a  designation  of  the  con- 
tents of  t'ae  same,  and  that  as  such  they  were  false  and  misleading. 

We  do  not  think  the  words  "Glass;  this  side  up,  with  care,"  were 
intended  as  a  designation  of  the  contents  of  the  packages,  or  that  they 
had  any  relation  to  the  quality  or  quantity  of  the  same,  but  were,  as 
the  court  below  held,  intended  as  a  caution  to  the  carrier,  in  order  that 
lie  might  have  notice  of  the  necessity  existing  for  their  careful 
handling.  That  being  so,  it  follows  that  said  packages  were  shipped 
without  any  name  or  brand  being  placed  thereon. 

Is  it  required  under  the  provisions  of  the  statute  mentioned  that  the 
name  and  brand  should  be  placed  upon  packages  shipped  under  the 
circumstances  of  those  mentioned  in  the  information?  The  section 
quoted  does  not  in  words  say  so,  and  we  are  of  opinion  that  it  should 
not  be  implied.  We  think  said  section  was  intended  to  apply  to  the 
shipping  of  such  wines  and  liquors  under  some  name  other  than  the 
proper  name  or  brand — in  other  words,  that  it  was  intended  to  prevent 
the  removal  of  such  liquors  under  a  false  brand  or  designation.  If  It 
had  been  the  intention  of  the  lawmaking  power  to  forbid  the  ship- 
ment of  wines  and  spirits  so  packed,  unless  the  boxes  were  marked  so 
as  to  sTiow  the  true  kind  and  the  correct  name  of  their  contents,  the 
statute  would,  we  think,  have  been  so  written.  We  do  not  find  it 
proper  to  read  into  it  other  words  greatly  enlarging  its  meaning.  It 
is  highly  penal  in  character,  and  should  be  construed  strictly.  For 
opinion  of  court  below,  see  123  Federal  Reporter,  135;  also  see  United 
States  v.  Stege  et  al.  (87  Fed.  Rep.,  553). 

Reaching  the  conclusion  which  we  do,  that  the  packages  were 
shipped  without  any  name  or  brand  thereon,  and  that  they  were  not 
shipped  under  a  false  designation,  it  becomes  unnecessary  for  us  to 
further  consider  the  assignments  of  error.  The  information  is  drawn 
upon  the  theory  that  the  statute  applies  to  all  persons,  and  not  simply 
to  distillers,  brewers,  maniffacturers  of  wine,  rectifiers,  and  wholesale 
dealers  in  spirits  or  fermented  liquors  or  wines.  It  contains  no  allega- 
tion as  to  the  occupation  of  the  person  who  shipped  the  liquor,  that 
being  immaterial  under  the  construction  given  the  statute  by  the 
plaintiff  in  error.  In  that  construction  we  are  unable  to  concur.  We 
find  no  error  in  the  judgment  complained  of,  and  the  same  will  be 
affirmed.

DKY  WINES: — The  export  trade  by  sea  was  of  fair 
volume  during  the  month,  the  totals  being  392  cases 
and  789,438  gallons,  valued  at  |264,827.  'Of  this  quantity 
691,887  gallons  went  to  New  York  and  33,575  gallons  to 
Hawaii.  The  New  York  shipment  is  the  same  as  that  made 
in  January  of  last  year.  The  trade  outlook  is  fairly  satis- 
factory in  so  far  as  dry  wines  of  standard  quality  are  con- 
cerned. Such  vintages  are  in  good  demand  in  the  Eastern 
markets,  while  the  local  demand  for  merchantable  and 
high-grade  wines  in  first  hands  is  exceptionally  active. 
In  the  bay  counties  all  the  desirable  cellars  have  been  pur- 
chased by  the  leading  dealers  at  prices  that  should  be  con- 
sidered encouraging.  The  shortage  in  the  product  of  this 
class  of  wines  in  the  last  vintage,  accounts  for  the  lively 
condition  of  the  market  at  this  time.  In  short,  many  trans- 
actions have  taken  place  since  the  first  of  the  year  which 
will  tend  to  strengthen  the  situation. 

Imports  of  wines  during  the  month  were  of  nominal 
volume. 

Eeeeipts  of  wine  from  interior  cellars,  during  the  month, 
aggregated  1,671,426  gallons. 


SWEETS — The  unsettled  condition  that  has  dominated 
the  market  for  sweets  for  some  time  past,  by  reason  of 
the  action  of  certain  of  the  independent  houses  in  cutting 
prices,  led  to  a  mix-up  with  the  associated  dealers  on  the 
9th  instant,  that  promises  to  have  far-reaching  results.  The 
latter  houses  on  that  date  issued  a  circular  to  the  general 
trade  reciting  their  position  and  making  a  reduction  in 
prices  of  two  and  a  half  cents  on  finished  sweets  and.  five 
cents  a  gallon  on  new  wines,  naked  at  the  winery.  In  this 
connection  it  was  explained  that  the  move  was  only  in  the 
nature  of  self-protection  and  "  not  a  war  of  extermination  " 
against  the  independents.  The  latter  are  yet  to  be  heard 
from,  but  it  is  sincerely  to  be  hoped  that  the  present 
slaughter  of  values  will  cease  at  an  early  date.  It  is  easy 
to  cut  prices,  but  "  a  mighty  sight  "  different  when  it  is  pro- 
posed to  raise  them.  Production  in  December  was  quite 
heavy,  totalling  985,301.11  gallons.  Of  this  524,219.30  was 
sherry  and  407,593.57  port.  In  the  same  month  in  1903 
it  was  939,728.68  gallons. 


BRANDY — In  sympathy  with  the  sweet  wine  market 
and  for  the  same  reasons,  the  brandy  market  is  in  an 
unsettled  condition,  with  no  near  prospect  of  a  change 
for  the  better.  By  reason  of  the  statistical  situation  of 
old  brandies  the  market  is  quite  satisfactory,  values  be- 
ing firm  and  the  demand  good.  Production  in  the  State 
during  December  aggregated  325,396.4  tax  gallons,  of 
which  272,064.7  was  distilled  in  the  First  district.  Ship- 
ments in  bond  to  the  East  totalled  211,542.2  gallons ;  tax- 
paid,  42,355  gallons.  There  remained  in  bond  in  the  State 
on  January  1,  1905,  1,832,447.9  tax  gallons. 

Exports  by  sea  were  of  good  volume,  the  totals  being  28 
cases  and  6,709  gallons,  valued  at  $3,904. 


WHISKY — The  trade  were  largely     engaged   during 
January  in  taking  stocks  and  striking  balances  to 
learn  how  much  they  had  made  in  1904.    All  the  old-estab- 
lished houses  found  the  results  very  satisfactory,   not- 


withstanding the  handicap  of  a  Presidential  campaign. 
The  splendid  seasonal  rainfall,  which  to  date  is  the  great- 
est in  ten  years,  means  a  world  of  good  things  for  Califor- 
nia, which  has  long  suffered  by  reason  of  the  deficiency  in 
the  total  yearly  rainfall.  Everything  points  to  heavy  crops 
of  all  kinds,  the  market,  looks  good  and  all  conditions  pre- 
sage one  or  more  fine  business  years  for  our  Golden  State. 
Exports  by  sea  for  the  month  were  of  nominal  volume,  the 
totals  being  1,373  cases  and  6,201  gallons,  valued  at  |16,- 
817.  Imports  were  small,  only  502  cases.  The  movement 
of  miscellaneous  Avines  and  liquors  Avas  of  fine  volume, 
the  figures  being  12,082  cases,  198  packages  bottled  and  198 
gallons,  the  value  of  which  was  |12,789. 


T  MPORTATIONS— Business  with  the  importers  was  of  a 
1  seasonal  volume,  following  the  usual  conditions  after 
the  holidays.  They  have  every  reason  to  expect  good  treat- 
ment from  1905.     Imports  were: 

Wine,  230cs.,  52  oct.,  6  hf  csks,  1  hhd,  70  bbls ;  vermouth, 
1,200  cs ;  cognac,  95  cs. ;  gin  1,497  cs. ;  bitters,  178  cs. ;  beer, 
100  cs.,  bottled  60  bbls.,  bulk  60  kgs;  mineral  water,  144 
cs. ;  grape  juice,  15  cs. ;  whisky,  502  cs. ;  champagne,  4  cs. ; 
brandy,  22  cs. 


BEER — The  beer  market  in  exports  had  a  ba-' 
the  dumps  during  January,  the  output 
769  bbls.  bottled  and  28  bbls.,  bulk,  of  the  vahi  ,o.i7. 

Imports  were  100  cs.  bottled,  60  bbls,  bulk  and  uU  kegs. 


New  York  Wine  Market. 


BUSINESS  in  wine  is  never  vei'y  brisk  at  this  time  of 
the  year,  and  while  the  Eastern  buyers  are  always 
alive  to  make  the  best  of  any  opportunity  to  buy  cheap 
which  may  come  up,  as  was  the  case  at  the  recent  auction 
sales,  a  general  reduction  in  prices  is  not  likely  to  bring 
an  increased  demand.  New  sweet  wines  are  now  being 
offered  at  pretty  Ioav  figures,  but  to  their  present  cost  will 
have  to  be  added  the  carrying  charge  and  the  cost  of  caring 
for  the  wines,  racking  off,  etc.,  which  are  particularly 
heavy  during  the  first  year. 

For  dry  wines  and  brandies  the  prices  remain  firm. — 
Bonfort's,  January  25th. 


Cut  in  Sweet  Wine  Price. 


THE  California  Wine  Association,  the  Italian-Swiss 
Colony  and  other  co-operative  firms  of  organized 
dealers  have  issued  a  circular  making  another  reduction  of 
21/2  cents  on  matured  sweet  wines.  This  circular  has  been 
sent  to  the  trade  throughout  the  State.  The  cut  in  prices 
was  announced  in  the  East  at  the  same  time.  P.  C.  Rossi, 
President  of  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony,  in  commenting  upon 
the  situation,  said  that  the  cut  in  prices  was  brought  about 
by  ordinary  trade  conditions.  He  claims  that  the  move  was 
forced  partly  by  the  competition  of  the  wine  companies  in 
Southern  California.  It  is  declared  by  the  associated 
houses  that  the  fight  is  not  one  of  extermination,  but 
merely  to  meet  the  prices  of  independent  dealers. 


The  Able  Work  of  Carl  Schalitz.

The  Establishment  of  a  Brand. i 


M 


DUKING  the  past  teu  years  great  progress  lias  beeu 
made  iu  the  marketing  of  tlie  fine  wines  made  in 
California  due  to  tlie  energy  of  a  few  men  who  believed  in 
the  future  of  our  wines.  Ten  years  ago  it  was  almost  im- 
possible to  obtain  any  of  our  leading  brands  at  any  of  the 
first-class  hotels  and  restaurants  in  the  United  States, 
while  to-day  it  is  admitted  that  no  wine  list  is  complete 
without  at  least  one  brand  of  California  Avine.  To  iaccom- 
plish  this  result  a  great  deal  of  time,  energy  and  money  has 
been  expended.  Many  of  our  prominent  vineyardists  have 
spent  their  fortunes  in  putting  their  brands  upon  the  mar- 
ket, and  after  years  of  hard  work  have  withdrawn  them 
owing  to  the  great  expenses  necessary  to  reach  the  con- 
sumer. Those  who  have  had  perseverance  and  determina- 
tion and  have  been  honest  with  the  consumers  are  now  reap- 
ing the  benefit  of  their  labors. 

It  was  during  the  existence  of  the  State  Viticultural 
Commission  that  wine-makers  were  given  an  opportunity 
heir  best  wines  at  the  Viticultural  Cafe,  and 
ids  were  put  upon  the  market.    The  establishing 
e  did  more  to  popularize  California  wines  than 
^  ibined  work  of  the  wine-makers  in  the  preceding 
years.    When  the  Commission  was  forced  out  of  existence 
during  the  administration  of  Governor  Budd  a  death  blow 
was  struck  to  the  advancement  of  individual  brands,  and 
the  State  was  a  loser  of  many  millions  of  dollars.    A  cer- 
tain few  politicians  made  capital  out  of  the  abolishing  of 
the  Commission  and  paraded  the  fact  that  they  had  saved 
the  State  |1 5,000  a  year,  while  in  fact  they  were  stabbing 
to  the  heart  a  struggling  industry,  an  industry  in  which 
there  was  invested  at  least  |50,000,000.     It  is  interesting 
to  look  at  the  wine  list  of  that  Viticultural  Cafe  and  see 
the  many  brands  there  in  use.  Of  the  thirty  or  more  brands 
on  that  wine  list  only  four  are  now  in  existence,  the  rest 
having  fallen  by  the  wayside. 

The  popular  brands  of  California  wine  to-day  can  be 
counted  on  the  fingers  of  one  hand;  by  popular  I  mean 
those  that  are  found  on  the  wine  lists  of  the  principal  hotels 
and  restaurants  of  the  United  States.  Having  seen  the 
failures  of  so  many  brands  it  is  with  satisfaction  that  I 
look  upon  the  success  of  the  "Cresta  Blanca."  In  fifteen 
years  time  it  has  grown  from  a  mere  child  to  a  man,  and 
from  present  appearances  it  will  soon  grow  to  be  a  giant. 
Ten  years  ago  it  required  the  services  of  but  half  a  dozen 
men  to  make,  handle  and  sell  the  Cresta  Blanca  wines 
while  now  the  services  of  fifty  men  and  women  are  required. 
These  wines  are  found  on  the  wine  lists  of  nearly  every 
hotel,  restaurant  and  club  this  side  of  Denver,  and  we  are 
now  fast  educating  the  people  of  the  East  to  the  fact  that 
California  is  producing  a  wine  equal  to  the  imported.  Dur- 
ing the  past  year  we  have  filled  orders  for  Cresta  Blanca 
wines  for  Mexico,  Central  America,  South  America,  Japan, 
China,  Guam,  Hawaiian  Islands,  Australia,  British  Colum- 
bia, Canada,  Scotland,  England  and  all  the  principal  cities 
of  the  United  States.  After  sending  a  large  order  to  a  club 
in  London  the  report  came  back :  "  Your  sauternes  are 
well  liked,  and  your  sparkling  wines  are  excellent."  As 
Boon  as  the  New  Yorkers  find  out  that  there  is  a  demand  for 
our  wines  in  London  there  will  no  longer  be  any  difficulty 
in  selling  our  wines  in  the  East. 
We  are  well  pleased  with  the  business  done  in  Cresta 
j    Blanca  wines  during  1904,  and  as  the  first  month  of  1905 


shows  a  marked  increase  over  the  same  month  in  1904  we 
are  anticipating  another  very  prosperous  year. 

Let  us  all  work  together  for  the  advancement  of  Califor- 
nia wine,  and  be  sure  and  see  that  our  Eastern  friends  have 
an  opportunity  of  tasting  our  best  wines  when  they  come 
to  this  Coast.  A  few  months  ago  an  editor  of  a  New  York 
paper  was  given  a  lunch  at  one  of  the  clubs  in  San  Fran- 
cisco by  one  of  the  wine  dealers  of  this  State.  He  afterward 
told  me  that  he  was  surprised  to  see  that  the  wines  served 
were  foreign  wines.  He  was  the  more  surprised  when  he 
discovered  that  the  wines  of  this  dealer  were  on  the  wine 
list  of  the  club.  The  editor  made  this  truthful  remark: 
"In  serving  me  foreign  wines  the  dealer  condemned  his 
own  wines,  and  you  Californians  will  never  make  a  success 
of  your  industry  as  long  as  you  have  no  faith  in  your  own 
product."  Let  us  remember  this  lesson,  and  see  that  all  of 
our  Eastern  guests  are  served  with  California  wine.  No 
matter  what  brand  is  served  the  whole  industry  will  be 
benefitted  if  the  party  succeeds  in  finding  a  California  wine 
to  his  liking.

Fine  Wines  in  Demand. 


IT  appears  that  the  activity  manifested  early  in  the  sea- 
son in  the  wine  districts  of  the  bay  counties  has  not 
decreased.  Merchants  are  eagerly  scouring  the  interior 
cellars  for  merchantable  'and  high-grade  dry  wines  to  re- 
plenish their  stocks.  All  the  fine  and  selected  cellars  in 
Sonoma,  Napa,  Santa  Clara  and  Alameda  County  (Liver- 
more)  have  been  secured  by  the  leading  dealers  at  rather 
significant  prices.  We  understand  that  the  Gundlach- 
Bundschu  Wine  Company  has  again  purchased  the  Judge 
Stanly  cellar  in  Napa  County,  dividing  the  product  with 
the  Inglenook  Vineyard  Agency.  We  are  informed  that  the 
vintage  was  a  very  successful  one,  and  all  the  high-grade 
types  grown  on  the  Stanly  place  are  known  to  be  excep- 
tionally rare  quality.  The  cellar  contains  125,000  gallons. 
Another  cellar  of  high-grade  wines  of  67,000  gallons,  from 
the  Glaister  Estate,  Sonoma,  was  secured  at  a  very  high 
figure  by  the  Gundlach-Bundschu  W'ine  Company,  who  are 
also  purchasers  of  100,000  gallons  of  wine  made  by  F.  Sal- 
mina  &  Co.,  in  Larkmead.  Many  other  formidable  cellars 
are  reported  to  have  been  sold  to  other  large  wine  houses 
since  the  first  of  the  year. 


Wine  and  Brandy  Receipts. 


The  receipts  of  wine  and  brandy  from  interior  cellars 
during  the  month  of  January  were :  Wine,  1,671,426  gal- 
lons; brandy,  29,860  gallons. 


American  Whiskies  in  Bond. 


The  quantity  of  American  whiskies  and  spirits  remain- 
ing in  bond  in  San  Francisco  on  December  31,  1904,  was 
150,660  tax  gallons. 


,  The  Hanley  Mercantile  Company,  successors  to  Melczer 
Brothers,  report  trade  good  at  the  opening  of  the  year,  al- 
though city  sales  have  slightly  decreased.  They  regard  the 
outlook  for  the  ensuing  year  as  bright. 
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THE   TRADE    OF   1904 


WINES: — The  movement  of  California  wines  by  sea  during  the  year  1904  was  not  disappointing,  in  that  it  was 
apparent  that  the  volume  would  show  a  considerable  falling  off  from  that  of  1903.  The  figures  were  4,692 
cases  and  6,601 ,985  gallons,  valued  at  $2,393,384.  There  was  a  decrease  in  the  exports  of  wines  in  glass  of  408 
cases,  and  in  bulk  goods  316,812  gallons,  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year.  As  against  the  exports  of  1902  there  is 
a  difference  of  more  than  400  cases,  on  the  wrong  side  of  the  account.  The  bulk  goods  shipments,  however,  last  year,  were 
a  quarter  of  a  million  gallons  in  excess  of  the  exports  for  the  year  1902.  Hawaii  did  not  take  as  many  case  goods  as  in 
1903,  but  bought  one  hundred  thousand  gallons  more  in  bulk.  The  shipments  of  bulk  wines  via  Panama  and  the  Horn 
were  somewhat  in  excess  of  those  of  the  preceding  year.  There  was  also  an  increase  in  the  trade  with  Mexico,  Central 
America,  Japan,  China  and  those  shipments  designated  as  "  all  other."  Why  there  was  a  falling  off  of  exports  in  the  past 
year  is  something  that  has  not  yet  been  satisfactorily  explained. 


BRANDY: — Exportations  of  brandy  by  sea  for  the  year  were  disappointing  as  compared  with  1903,  but  encouraging  as 
against  those  of  1902.  There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  movement  of  goods  in  glass,  but  the  export  of  bulk  brandies 
was  about  one-half  the  preceding  twelvemonth.  This  is  acounted  for  by  the  fact  that  in  1903  there  were  heavy  exports  of 
brandy  to  Europe.  The  totals  were  694  cases  and  35,883  gallons,  valued  at  $33,890.  In  1902  the  shipments  were  474 
cases  and  10,189  gallons,  valued  at  $16,226. 


WHISKY: — The  whisky  exporters  had  a  good  year,  the  trade  showing  a  handsome  gain  over  the  two  preceding  y-^is. 
The  exports  totaled  19,  323  cases  and  63,037  gallons,  valued  at  $227,576.  In  1903  the  figures  were  18,480  cases 
and  45,457  gallons,  of  the  value  of  $191,632.  Exports  in  1902  were  valued  at  $179,816.  The  increase  in  trade  was 
with  Central  America  and  China — which  made  great  gains,  Mexico,  in  case  goods;  Philippines  and  South  America.  There 
was  a  decrease  in  the  exports  to  Japan  and  Hawaii 


BEER: — In  the  movement  of  beer  there  was  a  large  falling  of  from  the  figures  of  former  years,  but  the  causes  therefor 
are  not  satisfactorily  evident,  particularly  in  the  case  of  Hawaii,  where  the  loss  is  nearly  two-thirds.  The  total  ex- 
portations were  13,295  packages  bottled,  and  8,077  packages,  bulk,  valued  at  $152,306.  In  1903  the  figures  were  32,578 
packages  bottled,  and  1,529  packages  bulk,  of  the  value  of  $235,550.  Business  in  1902  was  still  better  than  that  of 
1903.

ISCELLANEOUS: — There  was  a  great  improvement  in  the  trade  in  miscellaneous  wines  and  liquors,  the  figures  being 
22,391  cases,  2,403  packages  bulk,  182,375  gallons,  valued  at  $158,799.     The  figures  for  the  preceding  year  were 


11,108  cases  and  1,962  packages  bulk,  valued  at  $121,773. 


IMPORTS: — There  was  a  material  increase  in  the  receipts  by  sea  of  ale,  beer  and  stout,  brandy,  gin,  absinthe,  liqueurs, 
mineral  water,  wine,  whisky  (in  glass)  and  vermouth.  A  marked  falling  off  is  noted  in  bitters  and  champagne.  We 
are  evidently  rapidly  becoming  drinkers  of  vermouth,  if  the  enormous  increase  in  the  imports  in  the  past  year  is  any  cri- 
terion.

Wine  riakers  Object  to  Tax  on  Brandy. 


THE  California  Viticultural  Club  held  a  called  meet- 
ing on  the  5th  instant,  for  the  purpose  of  discussing 
the  proposed  imposition  of  a  tax  of  25  cents  per  gallon  on 
brandy  used  in  the  fortification  of  sweet  wines.  The  meet- 
ing was  presided  over  by  President  John  Swett,  with  Pro- 
fessor E.  H.  Twight  as  secretary.  The  conference  was  a 
strictly  business  affair  and  brief  remarks  were  made  by 
a  number  of  those  present.  The  resolutions  opposing  the 
recommendation  of  Commissioner  Yerkes  with  reference, 
to  the  tax  on  brandy,  the  full  text  of  which  was  printed 
in  the  December  Review,  were  read  and  generally  dis- 
cussed. Percy  T.  Morgan,  President  of  the  California 
Wine  Association,  set  forth  the  reasons  why  the  tax  would 
be  disastrous  to  the  sweet  wine  branch  of  the  wine  indus- 
try, and  commented  to  some  extent  on  the  lack  of  interest 
the  growers  had  shown  with  respect  to  the  meeting.  He 
thought  they  should  have  been  there  in  large  numbers,  in- 
stead of  staying  at  home  and  letting  others  do  their  work. 
He  referred  to  the  fact  that  he  took  the  trouble  to  at- 
tend a  meeting  at  San  Jose  held  for  the  same  purpose,  and 
that  after  the  vital  subject  had  been  thoroughly  discussed 
and  resolutions  adopted  protesting  against  the  tax,  the 
resolutions  were  finally  left  out  of  the  official  report.  Mr. 
Morgan  closed  his  remarks  with  the  jocular  statement 
about  the  only  thing  that  would  bring  the  growers  to- 
gether would  be  a  big  bargain  sale,  at  which  there  was 
much  genuine  laughter. 

President  Swett  said  that  he  regretted  deeply  that  Mr. 
-Morgan's  strictures  were  deserved. 


M.  F.  Tarpey  told  what  dire  results  would  follow  the 
imposition  of  the  proposed  tax,  and  said  that  the  wine  men 
must  be  up  and  doing,  if  they  expected  to  defeat  the  propo- 
sition of  Commissioner  Yerkes.  The  resolutions  were 
adopted  unanimously. 

During  the  meeting  J.  A.  Filcher,  one  of  the  California 
Commissioners  to  the  St.  Louis  World's  Fair,  talked  of 
the  California  wine  display  at  the  Exposition,  describing 
its  classic  beautj^  and  expressing  his  full  belief  that  it 
would  be  of  great  value  to  the  wine  industry  in  the  future. 
F.  A.  Haber,  manager  of  the  exhibit,  told  of  his  work  and 
experience  at  the  Fair,  and  said  that  he  was  continually 
"  spieling "  for  bottled  wines.  He  truly  remarked  that 
every  bottle  of  good  wine  that  was  put  into  consumption 
was  the  best  kind  of  an  advertisement  for  the  California 
wine  industry.  On  the  motion  of  Charles  Bundschu,  one 
of  the  members  of  the  committee  that  selected  the  design 
for  the  exhibit  and  arranged  for  its  installation,  etc.,  a 
resolution  was  adopted  unanimously  thanking  Commis- 
sioners Filcher  and  Wiggins,  also  Manager  Haber,  for 
their  faithful  and.  good  work  done.  The  meeting  then 
adjourned.  Among  those  present  were:  Percy  T.  Mor- 
gan, George  W.  Peltier  and  M.  A.  Tarpey,  Charles  Bund- 
schu.

•^  The  Recent  Vintage  and  Its  Effect  on  the  Trade,  ^ 

i  in  California  Wines.  ^ 


THE  year  just  passed  may  be  said  to  have  been  one  of 
surprises  in  tiie  California  wine  industry.  Almost 
up  to  the  very  commencement  of  the  vintage  all  in- 
dications pointetl  to  a  third  heavy  crop  both  of  dry  and 
sweet  wines  in  succession  to  abnormal  yields  in  1902  and 
1903.  The  market  therefore  for  wines  in  first  hands  was 
weak  and  unsettled,  but  the  financial  strength  of  the 
holders  of  the  large  stocks  prevented  any  serious  break 
in  open  market  prices,  and  the  value  to  the  industry  of 
concentrated  capital  which  does  not  yield  to  sudden  panic 
or  break  prices  until  commercial  conditions  preclude  the 
possibility  of  further  maintaining  them  was  clearly  dem- 
onstrated. After  the  occurrence,  during  the  vintage,  of 
adverse  climatic  conditions,  which  seriously  affected  the 
yield  of  standard  quality  wines  in  the  dry-wine  districts, 
an  equilibrium  in  values  was  re-established.  Conse- 
quently, dry  red  and  white  wines,  especially  those  that 
are  sufliciently  matured  to  be  fit  for  the  market,  hold  a 
very  strong  statistical  position.  The  stocks  on  hand, 
which  previous  to  the  vintage  appeared  to  be  somewhat 
excessive,  will  not  more  than  suffice  to  fill  in  the  gap  due 
to  the  inferior  quality'  of  a  large  part  of  the  1904  crop 
which  will  prove  unfit  for  aging. 

The  situation  iu  brandy  and  sweet  wines  is  somewhat 
different.  The  great  damage  by  heavy  rains  to  raisins  and 
grapes  threw  to  the  distilleries  a  large  quantity  of  cheap 
damaged  stuff  to  be  converted  into  brandy,  which  caused 
a  great  drop  in  new  brandy  prices  in  the  open  market. 
Every  little  distillery  vicing  with  the  other  to  force  bi-andy 
upon  the  market  resulted  in  a  very  large  business  in  neAV 
brandy  at  low  prices.  The  value  of  older  inspections  and 
of  standard  brands,  however,  has  been  fully  maintained. 

In  sweet  wines  many  vineyardists  who  are  also  wine 
makers,  and  to  some  extent  dealers,  became  panicky  at  the 
prospect  of  a  large  vintage,  and  offered  their  wines  broad- 
cast at  absurdly  low  figures.  This  affected  the  price  of 
grapes  and  the  general  stability  of  prices  to  such  an  extent 
as  to  cause  a  considerable  drop  in  list  prices  of  sweet  wines. 

Dry  wines  to  be  available  for  the  open  market  must  be 
thoroughly  matured  for  use,  but  it  appears  that  a  certain 
section  of  the  trade  is  satisfied  with  sweet  wines  produced 
and  shipped  from  vintage  to  vintage,  and  this  has  been 
taken  advantage  of  by  some  holders  who  do  not  look  be- 
yond the  point  of  their  noses  to  empty  their  cellars  at 
prices  low  enough  to  affect  the  general  stability  of  the 
value  even  of  matured  stocks,  to  Avhich  the  costs  of  inter- 
est, taxes,  insurance,  evaporation  and  cellar  care  usually 
add  value  and  desirability. 

To  meet  this  condition  the  large  California  wine  houses 
have  added  to  their  offerings  comparatively  new  wines, 
f.  o.  b.  the  country,  at  a  price  covering  merely  a  manufac- 
turing profit,  without  the  usual  allowance  for  the  cost  of 
transportation  and  careful  cellarage  in  the  equable  climate 
of  San  Francisco,  which  is  so  beneficial  to  the  maturing 
and  improvement  of  all  wines. 

The  large  Eastern  dealer  who  has  standing  cooperage 
and  facilities  for  improving  wines  may  be  able  to  handle 
the  immature  goods  economically,  but  the  small  dealer 
who  depends  on  wines  properly  aged  and  ready  to  turn  out 
with  satisfaction  to  his  trade  will  doubtless  continue  to 


find  it  more  advantageous  to  handle  nothing  but  the  ma- 
tured and  guaranteed  article  from  San  Francisco,  on  which 
his  trade  has  been  firmly  established. 

The  necessity  for  «o-operation  by  all  concerned  in  the 
wine  industry,  whether  grower  or  trader,  in  promoting  a 
greater  consumption  of  native  wines,  is  dailj'  becoming 
more  apparent.  The  beer  men  and  the  Avhisky  men,  by  an 
intelligent  campaign  of  advertising,  are  continually  in- 
creasing the  consumption  per  capita  of  their  product, 
while  statistics  demonstrate  that  the  trade  in  California 
wines,  despite  the  larger  population  in  the  United  States, 
has  shown  but  little  increase  of  gallonage  in  the  past  fiv^ 
years. 

This  evidences  a  lack  of  enterprise  which  must  be  cor- 
rected if  the  yield  of  the  largely  increasing  acreage  in  the 
sweet-wine  districts  is  to  be  profitably  taken  care  of.  As 
the  position  is  to-day,  the  vineyardist  stands  apart  ana 
says,  "Let  the  handlers  do  the  advertising;  they  get  all 
the  benefit."  While  the  dealer  replies,  "If  you  want  high 
prices  for  grapes  you  must  either  allow  us  a  further  margin 
between  grapes  and  wine,  to  cover  the  costs  of  a  publicity 
campaign,  or  help  us,  by  yourselves  creating  a  greater  de- 
mand, to  so  increase  the  business  as  to  justify  us  in  paying 
high  prices  for  grapes." 

As  a  matter  of  fact  every  element  in  the  business  is 
equally  interested  in  its  prosperity  and  expansion. 

The  grower  who  contributes  to  a  publicity  fund  to  edu- 
cate the  great  mass  of  the  people  of  the  United  States  in 
the  merits  of  California  products  benefits  from  the  wider 
distribution  and  greater  demand  for  his  wares. 

The  dealer  in  competition  Avith  other  dealers  will  then 
find  himself,  in  order  to  keep  up  with  the  procession,  com- 
pelled to  inaugurate  a  campaign  of  publicity  for  the  par- 
ticular brands  or  kinds  of  California  products  which  he 
handles,  which  will  cost  in  the  aggregate  probably  five 
times  the  amount  which  the  growers  expend.  And  such 
combined  efforts  of  grower,  dealer,  handler  and  retailer 
in  the  competition  for  publicity  can  not  fail  to  attain  the 
object  all  are  striving  for,  namely,  freedom  from  the  ef- 
fects of  a  slight  and  often  only  temporary  over-produc- 
tion, which  under  existing  circvimstances  exercises  a  par- 
ah'zing  influence  over  all  enterprises  which  engage  in 
handling  the  natural  products  of  this  State.

says  Mr.  Kirkpatrick,  "  but  in  general  the  foreign  trade  is 
going  back  somewhat.  The  English  exporters  are  heading 
us  off  very  fast  in  the  export  trade,  and  it  is  my  opinion 
that  it  is  due  entirely  to  the  fact  that  our  first  shipments 
to  the  Philippines  and  the  Orient  were  far  below  the  Eng- 
lish standard.  Old  Kirk  whisky  is  steadily  gaining  ground 
and  makes  friends  wherever  it  goes.  Business  is  increas- 
ing all  the  time,  and  the  outlook  is  good  for  the  ensuing 
year.  '

EDITOR  Wine  and  Spirit  Review  : — In  compliance  with 
30UI'  request  for  a  statement  of  trade  conditions  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  and  future  prospects,  we  submit  the 
following :  A  few  years  ago,  with  the  exception  of  the  gen- 
uine Bohemians  and  people  of  educated  tastes,  there  was 
little  discrimination  in  drinking,  either  as  to  imported  or 
domestic  wines  and  liquors. 

Conditions  have  changed,  good  articles  are  receiving 
recognition.  In  importations  this  does  not  necessarily  ap- 
ply to  the  very  costly  wines  and  brandies  but  to  the  good 
old  reliable  Bordeaux,  Burgundy  and  Charente  products 
as  well  as  the  best  California  wines  and  brandies. 

It  is  also  true  in  reference  to  whiskies  both  Bourbon 
and  Rye. 

The  house  of  J.  F.  Plumel  Co.  was  founded  in  1870  and 
originally  located  at  18  Stockton  street.  From  the  very 
beginning  we  made  it  a  rule  to  dispense 'to  the  public  noth- 
ing but  straight  unadulterated  and  unblended  goods. 
Larger  quarters  being  necessary  from  our  constantly  in- 
creasing business  we  were  forced  to  move  to  our  present 
location,  31  Eddy  street,  where  with  the  immense  cellars 
in  connection  with  the  premises,  we  are  now  enabled  to 
conduct  our  operations  in  a  manner  commensurate  with 
I'ver  increasing  trade.  Besides  dealing  in  domestic  wines 
and  whiskies  we  make  a  specialty  of  and  are  direct  im- 
porters of  Bordeaux  wines,  fine  brandies  and  olive  oil.

THE  California  Fruit  Distillerj'  Association  are  getting 
well  settled  down  for  business.  They  have  a  distil- 
lery and  winery  on  Hayes  street,  between  Franklin  and 
Gough,  running  through  to  Linden  avenue;  also  a  new 
modern  warehouse,  with  a  capacity  of  165,000  gallons,  and 
have  also  erected  stables  and  office  buildings.  This  plant 
will  be  ready  for  business  on  June  10th.  At  the  present 
time  they  have  a  temporary  cordial  distillery  plant  which 
will  soon  be  succeeded  by  one  of  the  most  up-to-date  outfits 
in  the  world. 

The  association  recently  procured  a  tract  of  twenty-six 
acres  of  land  in  the  outskirts  of  San  Jose,  where  the  main 
distillery,  winery  and  Avarehouse  will  be  located.  It  was 
necessary  to  have  such  a  large  site  for  the  plant  in  order 
to  comply  with  the  Internal  Revenue  regulations.  The 
San  Jose  winery  and  distillery  will  be  thoroughly  up  to 
date  in  every  respect. 

Mr.  Kauders,  of  the  association,  states  that  while  they 
are  not  yet  fully  equipped  for  condiicting  their  business 
properl}^,  thej^  are  enjoying  a  good  trade  and  are  more  than 
satisfied  with  the  prospects.  They  bought  recently  150,000 
gallons  of  the  best  dry  wines  of  Sonoma  County,  and  made 
86,000  gallons  themselves.  They  buy  for  cash,  and  an- 
nounce that  they  will  be  in  a  position  to  meet  all  competi- 
tion, either  in  wines,  whiskys,  cordials,  etc.

EDITOR  Wine  and  Spirits  IIevij:w :  Dear  Sir — As  a 
great  many  Lenoir  vines  have  been,  and  probably  are 
being,  planted  in  California,  it  may  interest  your  readers  to 
know  Avliat  the  general  opinion  of  grape-growers  here  is 
regarding  that  variety.  The  Lenoir,  which  is  called  in 
France  the  Jacquez,  has  had  a  long  trial — about  twenty 
years — here,  where  the  climatic  and  to  some  extent  the 
soil  conditions  are  very  similar  to  those  of  our  California 
vineyards.  Now,  while  the  experience  of  Southern  France 
may  not  be  conclusive  for  California,  it  is  at  all  events 
highly  probable  that  the  results  will  be  similar,  and  there 
is  no  use  in  taking  unnecessary  risks. 

In  a  general  way,  it  may  be  said  that  the  conclusion  has 
been  definitely  reached  here  that  as  a  grafting  stock  the 
Lenoir  is  a  failure,  and  as  a  direct  producer  a  qualified 
success.  This  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  no  Lenoir  are  now 
being  grafted  or  being  planted  for  that  purpose,  but  that 
nearly  every  vineyard  contains  more  or  less  Lenoir  vines 
grown  as  direct  producers. 

There  are  vineyards  here  still  in  bearing  which  were 
grafted  on  Lenoir  stock  fifteen  years  ago,  but  all  these  are 
either  in  extremely  sandy  soil,  where  the  destructive  effects 
of  phylloxera  are  the  minimum,  or  are  vineyards  where 
the  insect  is  kept  within  limits  by  means  of  submersion 
or  the  application  of  bisulphide  of  carbon.  The  universal 
experience  has  been  that  while  vineyards  grafted  on  Lenoir 
may  remain  vigorous  for  several  years  or  even  many,  if 
the  crops  are  light,  two  or  three  heavy  crops  almost  ahvaj^s 
end  in  the  death  of  most  of  the  vines.  Moreover,  here  at 
least,  the  Lenoir  seems  to  have  no  advantage  over  a  large 
number  of  stocks  of  greater  resisting  powers.  It  is  much 
more  difficult  to  root  and  propagate  than  the  Riparias, 
Eupestris  and  the  hybrids  of  these  species.  It  has  no  bet- 
ter affinity  for  vinifera  varieties  than  the  Berlandieri  and 
its  hybrids,  while  the  range  of  its  adaptation  to  diverse  soil 
conditions  is  no  greater  than  that  of  such  hybrids  as  the 
Aramon  x  Rupestris  No.  1,  or  the  Mourvedre  x  Rupestris 
No.  1202.  If  we  must  have  a  general-purpose  stock  that 
can  be  planted  without  much  danger  in  any  location  we 
should  be  much  safer  in  choosing  a  variety  like  the  Ri- 
paria  x  Rupestris  No.  1309,  which  has  a  range  of  adapta- 
tion quite  equal  to  that  of  Lenoir,  with  the  addition  of 
practically  perfect  resistance.  However,  there  is  no  rea- 
son why  the  California  vine-grower  should  not  do  as  well 
as  the  French  "vigneron,"  and  choose  a  stock  especially 
suited  to  his  particular  soil  and  climatic  conditions.  It 
may  be  a  long  time  before  we  find  what  is  the  best  stock 
in  every  particular  case,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  with 
one  possible  exception  we  can  find  a  stock  more  suitable 
to  every  location  than  the  Lenoir. 

The  exception  referred  to  is  the  reputed  resistance  of 
Lenoir  to  the  anaheim  disease.  But  not  only  is  the  fact 
of  this  resistance  not  perfectly  established,  but  resistance 
to  anaheim  is  of  no  practical  utility  if  the  vines  are  to  be 
killed  by  phylloxera. 

As  a  "direct  producer,"  that  is,  as  a  variety  to  be  planted 
for  the  production  of  grapes  without  grafting,  the  Lenoir 
has  found  more  favor  here.  Probably  four-fifths  or  more 
of  the  vineyards  of  the  Herault  consist  principally  of  Ara- 
mon, a  variety  which  gives  very  large  crops  of  a  very  light 


wine,  which  is  often  deficient  even  as  a  "vin  ordinaire"  in. 
body  and  color.  For  the  purpose  of  remedying  these  difi- 
ciencies  the  Lenoir  has  been  found  very  useful.  In  nearly 
every  Aramon  vineyard  may  be  found  a  block  of  Lenoir, 
or  a  certain  number  of  vines  of  this  variety  interspersed 
singly  or  in  rows.  Under  these  conditions  the  Lenoir 
seems  quite  sufficiently  resistant  in  practically  all  soils. 
However,  even  for  this  purpose  it  is  not  found  altogether 
satisfactory.  While  its  wine  has  deep  color,  this  color  is 
inclined  to  become  yellowish  and  to  be  deposited,  in  this 
respect  being  inferior  to  the  Bouschets.  Moreover,  the 
flavor,  while  not  foxey,  lacks  the  freshness  and  cleanness 
of  a  vinifera  wine. 

For  these  reasons  the  grape-growers  here  have  been  look- 
ing for  a  substitute  for  the  Lenoir  even  as  a  direct  pro- 
ducer. This  many  believe  they  have  found  in  some  of  the 
innumerable  Vinifera  x  Rupestris  and  other  fertile  hy- 
brids which  have  been  produced  by  Seibel,  Condere  and 
others.  The  most  promising  of  these  at  present  seems  to 
be  the  Alicante  Gomzin,  which  I  was  fortunate  enough  to 
see  in  fruit  and  of  which  I  have  tasted  the  wine.  This 
variety  is  a  second  cross  of  Vinifera  and  Rupestris,  con- 
sisting of  three-fourths  of  the  former  and  one-fourth  of 
the  latter.  It  has  been  growing  and  bearing  for  several 
years  in  the  vineyard  of  the  School  of  Agriculture  of  Mont- 
pellier  in  soil  infested  with  phylloxera,  but  shows  no  sign 
of  diminishing  vigor,  and  it  is  considered  quite  as  re- 
sistant as  or  more  so  than  the  Lenoir;  that  is,  quite 
sufficiently  for  a  direct  producer.  The  crop  was  particu- 
larly large,  consisting  of  medium  to  large  bunches,  with 
grapes  about  the  size  or  a  little  smaller  than  Zinfandel. 
In  this  respect  it  was  a  pleasing  contrast  to  the  hybrid 
Franc  and  other  direct  producers  which  have  been  intro- 
duced into  California.  In  flavor  the  grapes  could  not  be 
distinguished  from  vinifera  varieties,  in  this  contrasting 
favorably  with  Lenoir.  The  coloring  matter  was  evidently 
very  abundant,  as  was  proved  later  on  seeing  the  wine. 
The  juice  was  as  deeply  colored  as  that  of  the  wild 
Rupestris. 

Only  a  few  gallons  of  the  wine  had  been  made,  but  quite 
sufficient  to  prove  the  intensity  of  the  color  and  the  ab- 
sence of  any  undesirable  flavor  or  aroma.  It  lacked  the 
full,  fresh  flavor  of  the  better  vinifera  grapes,  but  was  in 
every  way  superior  to  Lenoir  wine,  and  in  color  and  body 
to  the  Bouschets.  It  had  sufficient  acidity  but  seemed 
somewhat  deficient  in  astringency.  This  defect  was  doubt- 
less due,  to  some  extent,  to  the  coolness  of  the  fermenta- 
tion necessary  in  making  so  small  a  quantity.  The  depth 
of  color  was  remarkable,  and  gave  the  wine  the  appearance 
of  a  strong  infusion  of  log-wood  or  an  ink  made  with 
fuchsine.  It  was  certainly  several  times  as  deep  as  that 
of  Alicante  Bouschet  grown  under  the  most  favorable 
conditions;  that  is,  it  had  from  thirty  to  fifty  times  as 
much  color  as  is  needed  in  a  wine  for  the  table. 

Altogether,  my  Impression  of  this  variety  was  very  fa- 
vorable, and  it  is  certainly  worthy  of  thorough  trial  in 
parts  of  California  where  color  is  lacking.  Many  other 
direct  producers  were  seen  of  great  promise,  but  I  will  not 
burden  your  readers  with  any  more  new  names  or  numbers, 
as  none  of  them  seemed  to  have  as  many  points  of  excel- 
lence as  the  Alicante  Gomzin.

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I       AFTER  MANY  YEARS.        | 

AFTEII  inan3^  years  of  convulsive  struggles  it  seems 
that  the  California  Avine  industry  has  entered  into 
a  period  of  some  stability.  When  the  consequences  of  the 
commercial  crisis  of  1893  forced  the  seven  largest  wine 
houses  to  unite  and  form  the  California  Wine  Association, 
it  Avas  hoped  that  with  their  12,000,000  or  more  gallons  of 
wine  they  avouUI  have  the  power,  which,  propei'ly  used, 
should  regulate  the  market  and  give  the  Avhole  industry 
a  sound  and  firm  basis;  but  the  leading  men  in  that  cor- 
poration were  not  big  enough ;  their  energy  was  not  spent 
in  the  right  direction;  the  industry  did  not  find  in  it  the 
rock  against  which  it  might  lean.  Disappointed,  believing 
themselves  mislead,  the  grape  groAvers  looked  upon  the  as- 
sociation not  as  a  natural  aUy,  but  as  a  bitter  opponent. 

An  apparently  poAverful  grape  groAvers'  corporation  Avas 
formed,  Avhich  controlled  a  very  large  amount  of  this 
State's  grape  crop.  The  clash  Avas  short,  but  fierce.  As 
all  interests  siiffered  heavily,  a  compromising  arrange- 
ment Avas  soon  made,  but  the  phenomenally  large  crop  of 
1897  upset  all  agreements,  and  a  legal  fight  ensued,  Avhich 
involved  heaAy  losses  to  all  parties  concerned,  and  ended 
Avith  the  liquidation  of  the  corporation.  The  association 
did  not  gain  in  strength  during  these  continuous  struggles, 
nor  did  the  industry  prosper. 

The  largest  dealers  felt  again  the  necessity  to  unite  their 
interests,  and  a  syndicate  Aval^  formed,  Avhich  took  into  its 
fold  nearly  all  the  large  dealers  in  California  Avines.  Out- 
side capital  took  interest  in  the  new  combine,  Avhich  Avas 
noAv  better  able  to  give  firmness,  not  onl_y  to  the  Avine 
market,  but  also  to  grape  prices. 

I  believe  that  the  recent  break  in  the  SAveet  wine  market 
Avill  be  of  only  short  duration.  The  apparent  surplus  may 
injure  some  individual  interests  momentarily,  but  it  may, 
on  the  other  hand,  proA^e  a  blessing  in  disguise,  Avhen  Ave 
consider  that  Ave  ahvays  had  a  remarkable  scarcity  of  old 
SAveets.  Last  year  old  port  Avines  brought  75  cents  per 
gallon  in  carload  lots,  a  price  Avhich  certainly  justifies  the 
ageing  of  our  better  grades. 

The  dr-A'  Avine  prices  have  been  very  firm  during  the  last 
years.  The  large  stock  controlled  by  the  syndicate 
offers  some  guarantee  that  such  disastrous  fluctuations  as 
Ave  haA'e  had  in  former  years  Avill  not  occur  again.  The  syn- 
dicate, Avith  better  judgment  than  formerly  shoAvn,  has 
made  a  fair  cash  offer  for  a  number  of  years  for  the  grape 
crops,  and  as  its  recent  dealings  inspired  more  confidence, 
the  syndicate  found  the  grape  groAvers  more  willing  to  sign 
contracts.  This  protects  both  grape  growers  and  dealers 
and  gi\'es  firmness  to  the  market. 

NoAv,  that  the  grape  groAA'er  smarts  less  under  mort- 
gages, and  finds  a  ready  market  for  his  grapes  and  the 
wine  maker  has  no  trouble  in  marketing  his  wine,  let  us 
all  AA'ork  together  for  the  betterment  of  our  standard;  let 
us  strive  to  gain  a  reputation  AA^hich  will  be  favorably 
knoAvn  far  and  wide. 

It  AAas  Avell  said  by  Percy  T.  Morgan  before  the  Farmers' 
Convention,  "  The  future  of  the  California  wine  industry 
is  largely  bound  up  in  the  earnest  co-operation  of  the  vari- 
ous elements,  groAvers,  Avine  makers  and  Avine  dealers,  in 
promoting  a  more  general  use  of  wine." 

We  have  succeeded  in  dcA^eloping  the  home  market,  now 
let  us  try,  Avith  united  forces,  to  conquer  and  to  cultivate 
the  still  primeval  field  east  of  the  Rocky  mountains. 


We  can  not  do  it  Avith  cargo  Avines  and  through  the  liquor 
dealers;  it  can  only  be  done  by  quality  and  by  trying  to 
reach  the  consumer  direct. 

The  grape  groAvers  and  the  small  dealers,  Avho,  as  the 
St.  Louis  Exposition  has  shoAvn  again,  are  the  parties  who 
can  furnish  the  qualities  that  Avill  conquer.  The  only  two 
grand  prizes  Avere  given  to  tAvo  grape  growers,  Avho  have 
no  offices  in  San  Francisco,  and  most  of  the  golden  medals, 
and  the  highest  number  of  points  Avere  given  to  the  small 
dealers  and  grape  groAvers.  Hoav  could  it  be  other Avise? 
Chateaux  Avines  do  not  groAV  by  the  millions,  and  Lafittes 
and  Schloss'  Johannisbergs  are  not  matured  in  50,000- 
gallon  tanks. 

As  the  poAver  and  means  of  the  individual  vineyardist 
and  small  dealers  are  very  limited,  co-operation  is  abso- 
lutely necessary.  If  united  the  many  thousands  of  inter- 
ested parties  can  easily  secure  support  by  the  State,  as 
has  been  done  before. 

Only  when  well  organized  and  recognized  by  the  State 
a  successful  effort  can  be  made  to  do  aAvay  Avith  the  pro- 
hibitive high  freight  rate  to  the  East  for  small  shipments 
of  Avine,  at  present  nearly  three  times  the  rate  of  carload 
lots. 

The  Eastern  papers  and  magazines  Avould  open  their  col- 
umns for  articles  stating  the  facts  about  our  industry,  and 
demonstrate  our  possibilities  to  fill  the  cellars  of  the  con- 
noisseur Avith  wines  that  would  even  satisfy  the  epicures  of 
the  Old  AVorld. 

And  if  we  can,  by  establishing  depots  in  the  Eastern 
centers  of  the  American  continent,  place  our  fine  wines 
in  easy  reach  of  the  consumer,  no  doubt  an  increasing  de- 
mand Avill  appear  and  we  Avill  not  hear  any  more  the  often- 
repeated  complaint  that  such  wines  as  we  set  here  before 
our  Eastern  guests  can  not  be  bought  at  any  price,  any- 
Avhere  in  St.  Louis,  Chicago,  Boston  or  New  York.

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Anent  the  Brandy  Tax  Danger. 


WITHIN  the  past  few  weeks  all  kinds  of  protests  have 
been  forwarded  to  Washington  for  the  purpose  of 
heading  off  the  proposed  legislation  intended  to  place  a 
tax  upon  brandy  for  the  fortification  of  sweet  wines. 

Every  prominent  house  or  combination  identified  with 
the  California  wine  industry  has  sent  letters  and  dis- 
patches showing  the  injustice  and  impropriety  of  this  im- 
posed tax  suggested  by  the  Commissioner  of  Internal 
Revenue,  Mr.  Yerkes.  Throughout  the  entire  wine  dis- 
tricts of  the  State,  mass  meetings  have  been  held  at  which 
the  resolutions  were  adopted  condemning  the  proposition 
and  asserting  that  it  meant  ruin  to  this  great  branch  of 
the  industry. 

These  resolutions  were  forwarded  to  our  representa- 
tives at  Washington  by  the  Viticultural  Club,  and  this 
organization  finally  held  a  called  meeting  which  was  at- 
tended by  the  representative  men  in  the  business,  who 
adopted  similar  resolutions  denouncing  the  project. 

Now,  this  is  all  good  as  far  as  it  goes,  but  the  Review 
is  inclined  to  believe  that  it  does  not  go  far  enough. 

We  are  on  the  danger  line  now,  and  something  should 
be  done  to  more  fully  safeguard  the  interests  of  the  in- 
dustry than  have  so  far  been  done.  It  goes  without  say- 
ing that  Commissioner  Yerkes  is  having  a  bill  prepared 
which  will  provide  for  a  tax  on  brandy  used  in  the  fortifi- 
cation of  sweet  wines,  embodying  his  ideas  expressed  in 
his  last  annual  report.  This  bill  when  completed  will  be 
submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and  upon  his 


approval  will  be  promptly  introduced  in  the  House  of 
Representatives.  After  the  proposed  measure  has  reached 
this  stage,  having  been  recommended  and  drawn  by  one 
of  the  Government's  most  powerful  heads  of  department, 
and  sanctioned  by  the  chief  of  the  Treasury  Department, 
it  will  be  almost  impossible  for  the  wine  men  of  California 
and  the  East  combined  to  overcome  the  influence  behind 
the  bill. 

The  point  to  be  made  is  to  prevent  the  bill  from  going 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and  we  believe  this  can 
be  done  if  the  matter  is  taken  up  and  acted  upon  promptly. 
We  think  the  only  way  to  do  this  is  to  send  an  able  man, 
prominent  in  the  wine  industry,  to  Washington  to  show 
not  only  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  but  the 
proper  committee  in  Congress,  the  evils  and  injustices  of 
the  proposed  legislation. 

There  are  several  such  men  available,  but  we  believe  that 
by  reason  of  his  wide  experience  and  the  large  interests 
he  represents,  there  can  be  no  better  representative  chosen 
than  Mr.  Frank  West,  of  George  West  &  Son,  Incor- 
porated. Mr.  West  has  been  identified  with  the  sweet- 
wine  industry  from  boyhood,  his  father,  George  West,  hav- 
ing been  one  of  the  pioneers  in  the  business.  Further- 
more, Mr.  West  is  no  stranger  to  Washington  and  Con- 
gressional committees. 

We  add  to  this  that  he  is  a  level-headed  and  successful 
captain  of  industry,  who  has  the  power  of  briefly  making 
himself  understood  and  of  making  a  convincing  argument. 
Moreover,  he  has  vast  interests  at  stake,  and  by  reason  of 
all  these  facts  would  have  the  careful  attention  of  the  com- 
mittee as  well  as  of  the  men  behind  the  proposed  measure. 

As  this  is  an  open  meeting,  before  the  public,  the  Review 
moves  that  the  officials  of  the  Viticultural  Club  or  other 
representative  wine  men  induce  Mr.  West  to  take  up  this 
important  commission.  In  this  connection  delay  is  ex- 
tremely dangerous.

The  Bank  Exchange,  for  instance,  on 
Montgomery  and  Washington  streets,  which  to-day  re- 
mains the  same  as  in  the  days  its  marble  floor  Avas  trod  by 
many  a  sturdy  pioneer  in  the  early  50's.  There  is  to-day  a 
warmth  about  the  place  that  recalls  the  days  when  good 
fellowship  had  its  place  in  the  lives  of  men  ana  not  as  in 
these  days  of  "  frenzied  finance,"  when  all  the  mental  ener- 
gies are  bent  to  the  accumulation  of  wealth. 

A  few  of  the  old  boys  who  still  remain  on  this  side  of 
the  "  divide  "  make  their  daily  pilgrimage  to  the  "  Bank," 
and  many  a  penniless  oldtimer  has  received  a  hearty  recep- 
tion and  substantial  assistance  from  its  genial  proprietor, 
Duncan  Nicol,  for  the  sake  of  the  days  of  "Auld  Lang 
Svne."

Improvement  in  the  Retail  Downtown  Trade, 

EDITOR  Wine  and  Spirit  Review :  Your  request  to  give 
you  my  views  on  the  renewal  of  business  in  the  down- 
town district  is  certainly  a  subject  I  am  glad  to  discuss  in 
the  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit  Eevievs^. 

I  am  greatly  pleased  to  see  the  progress  which  has  been 
going  on  in  this  part  of  town  in  the  last  five  years.  It  is 
five  years  since  I  started  in  business  at  318  Montgomery 
street.  At  that  time  business  seemed  to  have  drifted  away 
from  here. 

When  I  first  went  into  business  the  affairs  of  the  retail 
liquor  merchants  were  far  from  being  at  the  best,  but  have 
been  on  the  increase  from  month  to  month.  I  had  to  take 
a  business  much  run  down,  but  hard  work  made  it  a  pay- 
ing enterprise,  notwithstanding  strong  competition.  I 
finally  was  forced  to  give  way  to  a  new  building,  now  the 
Security  Savings  Bank.  There  was  nothing  left  for  me 
to  do  but  to  find  another  location,  which  was  not  an  easy 
matter,  where  I  could  take  my  clientele. 

I  was  partly  lead  to  believe  that  below  California  street 
a  first-class  cafe  would  not  pay,  but  seeing  the  necessary 
enlargement  of  business  down  that  way,  I  did  not  hesitate 
long  to  secure  the  northwest  corner  of  Commercial  and 
Montgomery  streets.  When  I  told  my  friends  and  patrons 
that  I  had  secured  that  corner  many  of  them  thought  that 
I  had  made  a  grave  mistake,  but  I  saw  what  other  liquor 
merchants  had  done  under  the  same  circumstances,  and  I 
thought  I  would  take  the  chance. 


I  knew  that  by  courteous  treatment,  careful  attendance 
to  business  and  a  first-class  stock,  that  I  had  a  good  founda- 
tion for  a  paying  enterprise.  I  fitted  the  place  up  at  great 
expense.  I  have  occupied  it  since  April  1,  1904,  and  to  the 
surprise  of  many  besides  myself,  I  have  tripled  the  busi- 
ness of  my  former  place  and  still  look  for  a  steady  increase. 
I  understand,  also,  that  my  neighbors  in  the  trade  have  had 
a  similar  experience. 

Real  estate  is  becoming  more  valuable  every  day,  which 
will,  beyond  doubt,  bring  business  to  what  it  used  to  be  iu 
early  days  in  what  is  now  the  wholesale  district  and  also 
the  money  center.  It  makes  me  believe  that  Montgomery 
street  (the  Wall  street  of  San  Francisco)  will  continue 
to  remain  from  now  on  the  business  center.

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Commissioner  Hutton  Kicked  Out. 


THE  mills  of  the  gods  grind  slowly,' but  they  get  there 
after  a  while.  About  three  years  ago  Mayor  Schmitz 
presented  the  retail  liquor  trade  a  gold  brick  in  the  shape 
of  H.  W.  Hutton  for  Police  Commissioner.  When  Hutton 
went  into  office  it  was  claimed  by  his  sponsor  and  friends 
that  he  would  not  be  unfriendly  to  the  liquor  men.  That 
they  were  mistaken  was  proven  shortly  after  he  got  his 
official  chair  warmed.  He  immediately  antagonized  the 
whole  trade  and  was  even  spectacular  in  his  bias  against 
those  members  who  Avere  brought  up  before  the  Commis- 
sioners for  alleged  infractions  of  rules.  He  posed  as  a 
purist  and  proposed  to  reform  the  morals  of  San  Fi'ancisco, 
being  particularly  active  in  the  closing  of  side  entrances 
and  changing  the  boxes  in  the  various  restaurants.  He 
also  went  to  great  lengtlis  in  connection  with  such  houses 
as  the  Nymphia  and  other  places  of  that  class.  He  had 
been  the  bane  of  retail  liquor  dealers,  whether  they  were 
the  highest  class  men  in  the  trade  or  otherwise,  he  made  no 
distinction  between  the  two. 

Mayor  Schmitz  has,  during  these  three  years,  been  kepi 
in  hot  Avater  by  his  appointee,  but  lie  finally  found  just 
cause  for  his  removal  from  office.  On  the  25th  instant  he 
filed  charges  against  Hutton  with  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, removing  him  from  office  under  the  provisions  of 
the  charter.  This  was  very  much  a  surprise,  particularly 
by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  Mayor  charges  Hutton  with 

gross  immorality.     The  charges  were  in  part  as  follows: 

1.  Immorality  of  character  unfitting  said  H.  W.  Hutton  to  remain 
or  be  a  Police  Commissioner  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

2.  Grossly  immoral  conduct  unbecoming  a  Police  Commissioner  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

3.  Flagrant  and  open  adultery. 

4.  Open  and  notorious  cohabitation  in  violation  of  law. 

5.  Improper  practices  as  Police  Commissioner. 

And  more  specifically  I  specify  the  causes  as  follows:  Some  weeks 
ago  information  was  officially  brought  before  me,  and  charges  made 
that  in  taking  certain  official  action  and  in  making  cer- 
tain official  declarations,  ostensibly  in  the  interest  of  the 
good  morals  of  the  community.  Police  Commissioner  H.  W.  Hutton 
was  actuated  by  private  malice  and  personal  interest  and  not  by  a 
sincere  desire  for  a  betterment  of  the  city's  moral  condition.  That 
he  was  himself  personally  a  most  immoral  man,  and,  though  married, 
was  cohabiting  with  various  immoral  women  and  was  living  in  open 
adultery  with  a  young  woman  scarcely  eighteen  years  old,  with  whom 
he  had  been  in  intimate  and  illicit  relation  since  she  was  fifteen 
years  of  age. 

That  he  was  in  the  habit  of  visiting  established  houses  of  prostitu- 
tion with  female  companions  of  more  or  less  reputabillty,  whom  he 
took  there  for  "good  times,"  and  that  he  was  in  the  habit  of  accepting 
hospitality  and  of  drinking  wine  at  these  places  without  paying  there- 
for. 

Evidence  of  the  truth  of  these  charges,  with  times  and  places  of  oc- 
currence, was  submitted  to  me  at  the  time,  but  preferring  to  satisfy 
myself  absolutely  of  the  truth  of  these  heinous  charges  before ' taking 
any  action,  I  merely  stated  that  I  would  consider  the  matter  further. 
Since  then,  without  any  reference  whatever  to  the  original  sources 
of  information  and  on  evidence  independent  and  unconnected  there- 
with, the  facts  then  stated  have  not  only  been  confirmed  in  their  en- 
tirety, but  have  been  intensified,  and  I  now  have  no  hesitancy  what- 
ever in  revoking  the  commission  of  H.  W.  Hutton  and  removing  him 
from  office,  with  the  most  profound  regret  that  I  should  ever  have 
been  mislead  into  appointing  as  a  conservator  of  public  morals  of  this 
city  one  so  thoroughly  unworthy. 

The  Mayor  then  goes  on  to  give  dates,  times  and  places 


where  the  alleged  immoral  acts  of  the  Commissioner  were 
committed.  The  full  details  were  published  in  the  daily 
papers  and  we  do  not  care  to  give  them  space.  Mayor 
Schmitz,  in  explaining  his  action  aside  from  his  charges 

filed,  said : 

I  first  heard  these  stories  last  June,  but  was  not  satisfied  with  the 
evidence  then  adduced  in  support  of  them,  and  determined  to  inves- 
tigate for  myself.  I  did  so,  and  ascertained  that  every  word  was  true. 
In  fact,  I  may  say  that  there  Is  more  to  be  said  against  Hutton,  were 
any  purpose  to  be  served  by  piling  up  the  infamy.  I  learned  enough 
to  show  me  that  Hutton  was  a  man  wholly  unfit  for  public  office,  and 
I  am  more  sorry  that  I  can  say  that  I  did  not  gain  a  proper  knowledge 
of  his  character  before  appointing  him.  It  seems  to  me  only  proper 
now,  when  he  is  seeking  to  pose  in  the  light  of  a  great  purist,  to  make 
the  public  aware  of  the  result  of  my  investigations,  that  his  capacity 
for  harm  may  be  lessened. 

The  announcement  of  Hutton's  official  decapitation  was 
received  with  great  satisfaction  among  both  tlie  wliolesale 
and  retail  trade.  He  was  justly  regarded  as  biased  and 
prejudiced  and  as  haviug  no  care  whatever  for  the  rights  of 
others.  He  was  opinionated  and  obstinate  to  an  excep- 
tional degree. 

The  Review  has  for  these  latter  reasons  opposed  tlie 
Commissioner  from  the  first,  and  we  congratulate  the 
trade  on  the  fact  that  he  has  been  permanently  retired.  If 
he.  ever  Imd  any  political  aspirations  he  should  forget 
them,  for  should  he  seek  office  in  this  city  or  State,  the 
trade  would  swamp  him. 

Dr.  Poheim,  who  was  appointed  during  the  month  to 
succeed  Commissioner  Howell,  is  a  fair-minded  man,  and 
we  believe  will  be  just  in  his  dealings  with  retailers.

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Cafe  Tait,  the  flagnificent. 


SAN  FRANCISCO  has  long  been  the  mecca  of  the  gas- 
tronomer and  the  excellence  of  its  restaurants  has  con- 
tributed more  to  the  fame  of  the  city  than  any  other  single 
cause.  In  the  Avonderful  march  of  progress  that  has  char- 
acterized the  development  of  this  city,  the  temples  dedi- 
cated to  Epicurus  have  become  famous  for  the  grandeur  of 
their  appointments  and  the  excellence  of  their  cuisine.  Not- 
withstanding this,  the  public  are  on  the  eve  of  being 
treated  to  as  great  a  surprise  as  that  experienced  by  Al- 
addin upon  entering  the  cave  of  precious  stones. 

Beneath  the  street  level  of  the  ponderous  pile  of  stones 
and  steel  that  stands  as  a  fitting  monument  to  the  conflag- 
ration that  reduced  the  Baldwin  Hotel  to  a  mass  of  ruins, 
there  has  been  constructed  a  veritable  fairyland.  Tait's 
Cafe  has  already  become  a  byword,  but  the  public  beyond 
knowing  that  the  name  is  associated  with  a  restaurant  en- 
terprise to  be  located  in  the  basement  of  the  James  Flood 
building  are  entirely  in  ignorance  of  the  magnitude  of  the 
undertaking. 

Adjectives  fail  to  adequately  express  the  grandeur  of 
this  latest  acquisition  to  San  Francisco's  eating  palaces  to 
be  opened  March  1st.  The  Germans  when  confronted  Mith 
something  that  defies  description  make  use  of  the  term 
"colossal,"  and  this  in  a  word  is  Tait's  Cafe.  The  main 
entrance  is  located  on  Powell  street,  opposite  the  Columbia 
Theater.  The  visitor  enters  a  lofty  arched  vestibule  and 
descends  the  grand  marble  staircase  to  the  main  dining- 
room. 

The  dazzling  brilliance  of  the  scene  causes  a  feeling  of 
something  akin  to  awe.  Directly  facing  the'entrance  on  the 
east  side  of  the  room  is  located  the  crowning  feature — the 
electric  fountain.  It  is  modeled  after  one  of  the  fountains 
constructed  by  Louis  XIV  at  Versailles,  and  the  elec- 
tricians art  has  been  called  into  play  to  make  it  "a  thing 
of  beauty  and  a  joy  forever."  The  orchestra  is  located  im- 
mediately hack  of  this  in  a  shell  of  pink  and  gold.  The 
interchanging  lights,  the  splash  of  the  Avater  and  the  se- 
ductive strains  of  a  Strauss  waltz  will  suggest  "AVonder- 
land."  Two  thousand  incandescents,  so  arranged  as  to 
make  the  lighting  effect  brilliant,  but  soft,  greet  the  eye. 
The  decorative  scheme  is  of  the  French  Renaissance  style  in 
rose,  ivory  and  gold.  The  woodwork  is  of  carved  mahog- 
any, and  over  two  hundred  French  plate  mirrors  have  been 
placed  at  frequent  intervals  to  add  to  the  brilliant  effect. 

At  the  south  end  of  the  dining  room  is  the  bar,  sixty 
feet  in  length,  and  also  of  mahogany.  A  portion  of  the 
west  side  is  devoted  to  two  private  dining  rooms  and  the 
ladies  parlor  and  retiring  rooms.  At  the  north  end  and 
on  the  east  side  are  massive  tile  mantels  and  sideboards 
of  the  French  Renaissance  order.  The  main  dining  room 
occupies  an  area  of  20,000  square  feet,  and  the  floor  is  tiled 
throughout.  A  special  ventilating  and  heating  system  has 
been  installed  and  by  the  throwing  of  a  switch  the  entire 
basement  can  be  cooled  or  heated.  Accommodations  for 
1,000  persons  have  been  provided.  The  employees  will 
number  over  200. 


The  kitchen  js  the  marvel  of  the  entire  enterprise.  Every- 
thing mechanical  ingenuity  can  suggest  has  been  installed. 
The  main  range  is  36  feet  in  length  and  fuel  oil  will  be 
used  for  heating.  The  steam  cookers  are  at  the  nortli  end 
of  the  range  and  the  broilers  on  the  south.  Dishwashing 
will  be  done  entirely  by  machinery,  and  the  crockery 
after  going  through  the  device  will  be  thoroughly  sterile 
and  dry.  A  complete  refrigerating  plant  for  cooling  the 
six  refrigerating  rooms  and  the  meat  chests  is  a  valuable 
adjunct. 

Two  carloads  of  beer  can  be  stored  in  the  cold  storage 
room  for  that  purpose.  Facilities  for  carrying  five  days' 
meat  supply  have  been  provided.  A  special  ice  chest  for 
cooling  and  washing  oj'sters  has  been  constructed  from  the 
plans  of  Mr.  Tait.  Ice  cream  and  pastry  will  be  manufac-' 
tured  on  the  premises,  thereby  insuring  the  best  qiiality.' 
For  the  convenience  of  the  employees  a  locker  room  has 
been  provided  where  they  can  check  their  clothes,  and  a 
shower  bath  has  also  been  installed  for  their  benefit. 

The  expense  attendant  upon  the  construction  of  Tait's 
has  been  |150,000.  March  1  1ms  been  set  for  the  formal 
opening,  and  a  magnificent  souvenir  has  been  j)repared  for 
distribution.  The  officers  of  the  corporation  which  will 
operate  Tait's  Cafe  are  B.  D.  Pike,  president;  Jolin  Tait, 
vice  president  and  general  manager;  J.  H.  Jellett,  secre- 
tary. Charles  Carpy  and  Edmund  Godchaux  are  on  tlie 
directorate.  Alphonse  Seiller,  recently  chief  cook  at  the 
Palace  hotel,  will  preside  over  the  destinies  of  the  kitclien. 
Popular  prices  will  prevail  and  a  special  feature  will  be  the 
table  d'hote  dinner  at  .f  1.00.

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Are  Saloons  an  Evil? 


MAN  is  presumed  to  have  two  evils,  drinking  and  smok- 
ing. It  is  certain  that  man  became  addicted  to  the 
use  of  liquor,  long  before  he  acquired  that  of  smoking.  It 
is  claimed  that  man  indulges  in  smoking,  simply  to  facili- 
tate thought.  It  is  a  known  fact  that  some  of  our  ablest 
statesmen  have  been  inveterate  smokers.  Professional  men 
too,  are  generally  the  heaviest  smokers.  We  know  that  they 
smoke,  because  they  do  it  openly;  but  not  so  with  drink, 
because  they  seem  to  do  this  in  a  more  obscure  or  careful 
manner.  At  the  time  that  the  grape  and  apple  was  at 
first  used  by  man,  smoking  wa^  unknown. 

Presuming  that  smoking  does  give  the  brain  certain 
amount  of  relaxation,  it  is  but  natural  that  our  forefathers 
relied  upon  the  juices  of  the  fruits  to  produce  ease,  content- 
ment and  courage.  It  is  hard  also  to  imagine  that  the  cli- 
matic conditions  at  that  time  were  not  the  direct  cause. 
We  know  that  man  uses  liquor  as  a  stimulant  when  it  is 
cold,  and  that  he  uses  it  in  a  milder  form  as  a  sooth- 
ing and  refreshing  drink  when  the  weather  is  warm.  Some 
people  call  it  an  evil,  but  its  existence  originated  ages 
ago.  Man  has  imbibed  and  will  imbibe.  This  makes  the 
existence  of  saloons,  and  if  saloons  must  exist,  different 
views  regarding  their  operation  will  present  themselves. 
Man,  himself,  creates  this  business,  and  the  duty  involves 
upon  the  innkeeper  to  fcater  to  his  wants.  The  public  does 
not  know  how  essential  it  is  for  the  professional  or  labor- 
ing man  to  have  his  stimulant  or  refreshing  beverage.  Ex- 
cesses of  every  kind  are  bad,  and  the  man  of  ordinary 
intelligence  would  no  more  think  of  becoming  a  slave  to 
drink  than  he  would  of  doing  anything  else  injurious. 

In  New  York  City,  the  climatic  conditions  create  busi- 
ness. On  a  cold  winter's  night,  the  passer-by  drops  in  for 
a  hurried  stimulant,  and  on  an  exceedingly  warm  day,  he 
quenches  his  dried  and  parched  lips  with  some  cooling 
beverage.  Saloons  there  are  conducted  upon  a  cold  busi- 
ness principle  in  goods  given  for  coin.  No  greetings  are  ex- 
changed, no  discussions  entered  into.  The  hurried  pedes- 
trian simply  buys  what  nature  demands.  In  San  Fran- 
cisco, where  the  climatic  conditions  are  not  so  severe,  we 
conduct  saloons  entirely  different. 

Saloon  business  in  the  West  has  developed  itself  into  an 
art;  mixology  is  a  science.  The  chief  part  of, the  saloon 
business  in  the  West  is  serving  mixed  beverages.  It  is 
indeed  astonishing  how  perfectlj'^  harmless  it  is  for  man 
to  indulge  in  the  numerous  mixed  drinks  that  the  San 
Francisco  mixologist  is  able  to  serve.

Fleischmann  Estate  Settled. 


THE  final  settlement  of  the  estate  of  Maximillian

tion of  Henry  W.  Sackett,  guardian  of  scmie  of  the  infant 
heirs.  Under  the  settlement  Mrs.  Johanna  Fleischmann, 
the  widow,  will  receive  |2,500,000  for  the  share  owned  by 
her  husband  in  the  firm  of  Fleischmann  &  Co.,  and  |113,000 
besides.  The  settlement  was  brought  about  by  Julius 
Fleischmann,  Mayor  of  Cincinnati,  a  nephew  of  ^[aximil- 
lian  Fleischmann.  The  family  celebrated  the  termination 
of  the  litigation  hy  a  dinner  a  few  evenings  ago.  This  set- 
tlement, it  is  said,  will  necessitate  some  changes  in  the 
business  now  carried  on  by  Fleischmann  &  Co.,  of  New 
York  City,  and  Fleischmann  &  Co.,  of  Cincinnati.  Both 
firms  are  owned  by  the  same  interests,  but  were  operated 
under  separate  managements.  It  will  probably  take  tAvo 
months  to  adjust  the  business  to  the  terms  of  the  settle- 
ment just  effected.

T  T  WAS  formerly  the  custom  in  the  Collector's  office  to 
*  charge  storage  on  importations  which  were  detained  in 
Government  warehouses  for  examination  by  the  Bureau 
of  Chemistry  of  tlie  Internal  Revenue  Department.  This 
matter  was  referred  sometime  ago  to  the  attorney  of  the 
Wholesale  Liquor  Dealers'  Association,  and  he  now  an- 
nounces that  it  has  been  held  by  both  the  Board  of  General 
Appraisers  and  the  United  States  Court  for  the  Southern 
District  of  New  York  that  this  charge  was  not  a  proper 
charge  against  the  importer,  but  was  an  expense  which 
uld  be  borne  by  the  Government. 
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McDonald  &  Colm,  Pacific  Coast  distributers  of  the 
well-known  El  Key  whisky,  report  a  falling  off  in  the  busi- 
ness of  1904,  but  indications  for  1905  are  very  gratifying. 
The  enactment  of  the  pi'ohibition  law  in  Oregon,  with  its 
district  local  option,  Mr.  Cohn  regards  as  responsible  for 
the  slack  trade  in  the  Webfoot  State.  An  amendment  io 
the  law  has  been  proposed  in  the  Legislature,  but  up  to  iliis 
date  no  action  has  been  taken. 


Treadwell  &  Co.  of  111  Sacramento  street  state  that 
their  business  has  increased  100  per  cent  during  the  past 
year  and  their  country  trade  was  never  in  better  condition.

EDiTou  A\'iiNE  AND  Si'iKiT  Kevievv — Dear  Sir: — Tlie  past 
year,  in  as  far  as  we  liave  been  personally  concerned, 
was  certainly  not  one  to  boast  of.  The  Presidential  elec- 
tion may  have  interfered  to  a  certain  extent,  as  it  is  popu-

Seattle_,  January  22,  1905. 

THERE  has  been  comparatively  little  change  in  North- 
western conditions  during  the  last  month,  although 
considerable  promise  has  been  made  by  people  who  are  in 
position  to  know,  that  the  spring  and  summer  will  be  of 
the  best  in  the  history  of  the  Northwest. 

Business  conditions  generally,  while  a  little  strained 
around  the  first  of  the  year,  putting  out  of  busi- 
ness several  concerns  who  were  on  their  last  legs,  have 
considerably  improved  since  the  first  of  the  month. 

Mayor  Ballinger  of  Seattle  has  failed  to  make  any  radi- 
cal changes  in  regard  to  gambling  and  other  evils ;  the  only 
effect  being  that  these  things  are  carried  on  unlicensed 
where  before  they  were  under  police  supervision.  Tacoma 
is  wide  open,  and  even  Olympia,  the  State  capital  has 
its  gambling  halls.  There  is  a  strong  undercurrent  in  favor 
of  the  repeal  of  the  gambling  law.  Indications  point 
strongly  to  some  one  cutting  their  suspenders  before  the 
Legislature  adjourned. 

The  Migliavacca  Wine  Company,  one  of  the  largest  Cali- 
fornia wine  houses  in  Seattle,  report  healthy  business  for 
the  past  year  and  anticipate  even  a  better  year  in  1905. 

The  traveling  men  for  J.  J.  Haggerty  &  Co.  have  not  as 
yet  gone  on  their  spring  trip,  but  even  a  greater  trade  than 


the  last  year  is  anticipated.  Mr.  Haggerty  sold  his  inter- 
est the  first  of  the  month  and  went  to  California. 

Joe  Levinson,  the  pioneer  delicatessen  and  liquor  man, 
states  the  trade  has  been  a  trifle  dull  since  the  holidays, 
but  since  this  was  anticipated  he  claims  that  business  con- 
ditions are  a  little  better  than  normal  for  this  time  of  the 
year. 

The  traveling  men  for  Jaft'e  &  Co.  have  not  as  yet  left 
on  their  spring  trip.  Jaffe  &  Co.  carry  a  strong  line  of  Cali- 
fornia wines  and  find  a  ready  sale  for  them. 

Continental  Distributing  Co.,  northwestern  agents  for 
the  Mount  Vernon  whisky,  claim  that  the  retailers  are  in 
excellent  condition,  while  trade,  if  not  unusually  brisk,  is 
very  satisfactory. 

J.  E.  Fox  of  the  Fox  Bottling  Works  will  put  a  bottled 
beer  on  the  market  in  connection  with  his  soda  business 
this  coming  summer.  Mr.  Fox  was  formerly  connected 
with  the  Seattle  Brewing  and  Malting  Company  as  auditor 
and  manager  of  the  bottling  department,  and  consequently 
he  is  not  a  novice  in  the  bottled  beer  business. 

Lithgow,  Hill  &  Co.  are  doing  a  nice  business  and  seem 
quite  positive  that  this  will  be  the  biggest  year  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  Northwest.  W.  S.

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The  American  Wine=Drlnking  Public.

EDiTou  Wine  and  Spiuit  Review — Dear  Sir: — I  would 
like  to  say  a  few  words  in  regard  to  the  education  of 
the  American  Avine  drinking  public. 

It  has  long  Ikh^u  a  saying  among  those  who  know,  that 
the  "American  drinks  the  label"  and  not  the  wine.  This 
condition  is  due  primarily  to  the  cupidity  of  the  American 
Avine  producer  Avho  is  too  strenuous  a  business  man  to  have 
the  necessary  patience  of  the  European  producer,  and 
wishes  to  realize  a  profit  on  his  investments  in  the  short- 
est possible  time.  He  thinks  there  is  no  use  holding  wine 
three,  four,  five  or  ten  years,  if  he  can  turn  it  over  to  the 
consumer  in  one  or  two  years.  He  therefore  clarifies  it 
heavily,  "Pasteurizes"  it,  filters  and  "dopes"  it,  and  other- 
wise maltreats  it,  with  the  sole  idea  of  making  it  bright. 

At  the  end  of  the  second  year  at  the  outside,  he  has  a 
wine  which  will  probably  stay  bright  in  bottles,  and  can 
be  sold  to  the  uneducated  American  consumer  at  any  kind 
of  a  price,  and  under  almost  any  label. 

How  different  is  the  method  of  the  European  producer ! 
We  read  of  the  small  vineyards  of  50  to  200  acres  through 
France,  Germany,  Spain,  Italy  and  Austria,  celebrated 
for  generations  as  producing  something  fit  to  drink  exclu- 
sively by  the  wealthy  class.  Their  vines  are  cultivated  by 
hand,  pruned  scientifically,  heavily  manured,  and  nur- 
tured like  our  finest  floAver  gardens.  In  most  places  the 
small  bunches  are  picked  shortly  after  the  fruit  has  set, 
to  insure  the  maturing  of  the  few  larger  bunches  left  on 
the  vine.  When  they  are  ripened,  girls  and  women  with 
little  baskets  and  scissors  gather  the  individual  berries 
that  are  suitable  for  the  finest  vintages.  Afterward  the 
bunches  are  picked  to  make  a  second  quality  of  wine.  What 
we  get  from  them  on  this  side,  is  mostly  a  refermentation 
of  glucose  or  sugar  water  on  the  refuse  of  these  pressings. 

The  old  method  of  wine  making  still  obtains  in  these 
countries.  The  grapes  are  in  many  instances  crushed  by 
the  feet  or  hands  of  the  peasants.  The  wine  is  run  into 
barrels  after  fermenting,  and  nursed  and  cared  for  througli 
many  seasons,  until  each  individual  cask  is  ripe  and  ready 
for  the  bottle.  In  few  instances  is  it  clarified  by  other 
methods  than  aging.  These  wines  when  bottled  are  ripe 
and  clear,  but  not  necessarily  brilliant.  They  are  then 
stored  away  in  bins,  either  at  the  chateau  or  in  the  cellar 
of  the  customer,  and  allowed  to  deposit  their  sediments 
and  mellow  into  maturity,  by  the  man  Avho  knows  what  he 
has  bought. 

To  be  sure,  they  think  so  much  of  these  chateau  wines  in 
Europe  that  the  wines  rarely  go  out  of  the  country  in  which 
they  are  grown,  except  it  be  by  accident.  The  so-called 
genuine  imported  Chateau  wines  that  sell  in  this  country 
at  an  extravagant  figure  do  not  possess  the  sediment  which 
the  original  article  has,  and  in  90  jjer  cent  of  the  cases  are 
merely  frauds  as  to  label. 

The  American  consumer  in  a  first-class  hotel  would 
make  a  terrible  fuss  if  he  were  presented  with  a  bottle  car- 
rying sediment.  He  Avants  his  wine  in  such  a  condition 
that  he  can  grab  the  bottle  by  the  neck,  give  it  a  shake,  hold 
it  up  to  the  light,  and  if  there  is  the  least  particle  of  Avine 
stone  or  deposit,  the  bottle  is,  as  a  rule,  rejected  and  a  com- 
plaint lodged  Avith  the  proprietor.  The  result  is,  he  gets 
with  his  meals,  as  a  general  rule,  young  Avine  and  that 
which  has  been  bottled  but  a  short  time,  or  else  has  been 
preserved  with  some  chemical. 


The  time  is  indeed  ripe  for  all  of  the  Avine  producers  of 
^Vmerica  to  enter  upon  a  campaign  of  education  and  bring 
the  American  consumer  out  of  this  rut  in  Avhich  he  has 
been  traveling.  Wine  is  not  the  only  thing  Avith  which  he 
can  be  "humbugged."  He  prefers  to  buy  all  kinds  of  deli- 
cious fruits,  canned  meats  and  other  products  adulterated 
and  preserved  hy  chemicals,  so  long  as  they  are  cheap.  Any 
liouscAvife  knoAvs  Avhat  it  costs  to  put  up  fruit  in  such  a 
manner  that  it  will  keep,  and  not  be  harmful  to  the  human 
stomach. 

Wine  is  merely  fruit  juice,  transformed  by  nature's 
process.  It  is  just  as  liable  to  spoil  as  fruit,  and  Avhen  adul- 
terated with  chemicals  for  preserving,  it  is  as  much  a  cause 
for  the  rampant  dyspepsia  in  this  country  as  is  the  habit 
of  "bolting"  our  meals  in  the  shortest  time  possible.

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Bard  Properly  Defeated. 


THE  Review  takes  some  satisfaction  in  noting  the  de- 
feat of  United  States  Senator  Bard  for  re-election. 
Mr.  Bard  is  undoubtedly  an  able  man,  but  he  is  a  prohi- 
bitionist and  an  enemy  of  the  wine  industry  of  California. 
For  this  reason  this  journal  has  consistently  opposed  him 
throughout  his  term  of  office.  When  he  finally  announced 
himself  as  a  candidate  for  re-election  the  Review  called 
upon  all  those  interested  in  the  industry  to  use  their  best 
efforts  to  defeat  him,  namely,  by  influencing  their  repre- 
sentatives in  the  Legislature  to  choose  a  more  desirable 
candidate.  It  is  evident  that  we  were  right  in  our  esti- 
mates of  Mr.  Bard,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  he  was  read- 
ily shelved  by  a  man  who  was  probably  no  more  able,  but 
eminently  broad-gauged  and  who  will  most  certainly  be 
a  real  friend  of  the  struggling  wine  industry. 

Senator  Flint  has  none  of  these  biased  ideas  which  in- 
fluenced Mr.  Bard  in  his  attitude  toward  the  wine  industry 
and  the  liquor  traffic,  and  we  shall  look  to  him  to  do  much 
for  the  industry  should  the  opportunity  be  presented.

ASSEMBLYMAN  DREW  on  January  9th  introduced 
a  bill  at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Regents  and  the 
President  of  the  University  of  California,  providing  for 
an  appropriation  to  be  used  in  necessary  researches  con- 
nected in  viticulture  in  this  State.  The  proposed  meas- 
ure calls  for  an  appropriation  of  $10,000  and  provides  that 
it  shall  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of 
Regents  of  the  University.  The  Legislature  should  not 
hesitate  to  promptly  pass  this  bill,  and  so  far  as  Governor 
Pardee  is  concerned,  we  feel  sure  that  he  will  not  refuse 
to  attach  his  signature  to  it.  However,  it  is  not  known  yet 
what  temper  the  Legislature  is  in  as  to  the  propriety  of 
passing  a  bill  of  this  kind,  so  it  is  eminently  proper  for  all 
those  interested  in  the  wine  industry  or  the  trade,  to  urge 
their  representatives  and  the  Legislature  -to  support  this 
bill.  There  should  be  no  delay,  as  the  bill  is  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  Agricultural  Committee  and  ought  to  be  as- 
sured a  favorable  report. 

Now  is  the  time  to  act  and  every  man  should  lend  his 
voice  to  the  promotion  of  the  measure.  Herewith  we 
present  the  full  text  of  Mr.  Drew's  bill : 

Section  1.  The  Regents  and  the  President  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  California  are  hereby  directed  to  cause  to  be 
prosecuted  with  all  possible  diligence,  in  connection  with 
and  in  addition  to  the  work  heretofore  carried  on  by  the 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  experimental  and  re- 
search work  in  the  field  of  viticulture,  including  both  cul- 
tural and  industrial  processes.  They  are  directed  to  ascer- 
tain the  adaptation  of  the  various  kinds  of  vines  to  the  sev- 
eral climatic  and  soil  conditions  of  the  State,  with  the 
special  reference  to  those  stocks  for  propagating  purposes, 
resistant  to  the  phylloxera,  and  to  further  their  adaptabil- 
ity and  utility  as  grafting  stocks  for  producing  wine,  raisin 
and  table  grapes.  They  are  directed  to  ascertain  the  best 
methods  of  grafting  and  propagating  said  stocks  and  vines 
together  with  the  most  important  methods  of  viuification 
and  preparation,  manufacture  and  application  of  yeasts 
in  viniflcation  and  distillation.  They  are  further  directed 
to  report  upon  the  utilization  of  the  by-products  of  the 
vineyard  and  winery,  the  study  and  treatment  of  the  vine 
diseases,  and  all  matters  appertaining  to  the  viticultural 
industry  pertinent  to  the  successful  conduct  of  the  business 
and  that  may  be  of  general  public  interest,  use  and  profit. 
They  are  further  directed  to  publish  the  result  of  said  ex- 
periments and  investigations  in  form  of  bulletins  from 
time  to  time,  as  may  seem  advisable  and  not  less  than  two 
bulletins  showing  the  progress  and  result  of  the  work,  shall 
be  issued  in  any  fiscal  year. 

Sec.  2.  The  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  (|10,000)  is 
hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into 
effect  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  said  money  to  be  paid  to 
the  Regents  of  the  University  of  California,  to  be  expended 
by  them  through  the  Agricultural  Department  of  the  Uni- 
versity during  the  two  years  beginning  July  1,  1905.  The 
Controller  of  the  State  is  hereby  directed  to  draw  his  war- 
rant for  such  payments  as  requested  by  said  Regents  of 
the  University  of  California,  and  the"Treasurer  of  the  State 
is  hereby  directed  to  pay  the  same. 

Sec  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

Iowa  Prohibition  Gets  Hard  Blow. 


'HE  United  States  Supreme  Court  by  a  decision  ren- 
dered on  Tuesday,  January  3d,  has  reversed  the  de- 
cision of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Iowa  in  two  cases  involving 
the  construction  of  the  Iowa  prohibitory  liquor  law,  the 
opinion  in  each  case  being  handed  down  by  Justice  White. 
In  the  first  case,  that  of  the  American  Express  Company 
versus  the  State  of  Iowa,  the  State  authorities  seized  cer- 
tain packages  of  liquor  sent  C.  O.  D.  from  Rock  Island,  111., 
to  Tanm,  Iowa,  and  their  destruction  Avas  ordered.  The 
Supreme  Court  of  Iowa  sustained  this  proceeding,  but  tlie 
judgment  was  reversed  Tuesday  on  the  ground  that  it  is 
in  contravention  of  the  interstate  commerce  clause  of  the 
Federal  Constitution. 

Tliis  is  undoubtedly  a  great  victory  not  only  for  the  ex- 
l)ress  company,  which  has  fought  the  case  for  yeajs,  but 
means  everything  to  tlie  wine  and  liquor  trade,  as  it  finally 
opens  the  way  to  the  shipment  of  goods  into  the  State  by 
the  means  of  common  carriers.  Now  that  they  liave  been 
lu'aten  decisively  in  the  court  of  last  resort,  we  wonder 
\\iiat  the  fanatics  will  next  resort  to  iu  tlieir  frantic  efforts 
to  keep  alive  the  farce  known  as  Prohibition.

THE  Wine  and  Spirit  News  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  com- 
memorated the  completion  of  its  new  plant  on  Decem- 
ber 28th,  by  issuing  a  special  twenty-eight  page  illustrated 
number.  Among  the  views  were  those  showing  the  offices 
of  the  publication.  The  subject  matter  was  of  a  jpeneral 
interest.

In  the  House  of  Representatives  on  December  19th,  Mr. 
Tawney  introduced  the  following  bill  referring  to  the  out- 
age on  whiskeys: 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assem- 
bled. That  when  distilled  spirits  are  withdrawn  from  dis- 
tillery warehouses  or  special  or  general  bonded  warehouses 
for  tax  payment  in  conformity  with  law  the  tax  provided 
for  by  law  shall  be  collected  only  on  the  quantity  of  the 
distilled  spirits  actually  in  such  cask  or  package  at  the 
time  of  its  withdrawal:  Provided,  That  the  loss  of  dis- 
tilled spirits  from  such  cask  or  package  shall  have  occurred 
without  the  fault  or  negligence  of  the  distiller  or  owner 
thereof. 


A  Cellarman's  Protest. 


EDITOR  Wine  and  Spirit  Review  :  The  Los  Angeles  de- 
partment of  your  issue  of  November  30th  contained 
some  criticism  of  the  international  wine  jury  in  making 
awards.  Two  cases  were  cited  as  examples  of  unfairness, 
a  gold  medal  being  awarded  to  a  wholesale  liquor  dealer, 
and  another  to  a  grocer,  both  said  to  be  merely  distributers 
of  Avines  for  Avhich  the  producers  received  silver  medals 
only. 

This  contention  A\ould  evidently  be  correct  and  Avell 
founded,  provided  it  Avere  based  on  facts.  A  distinction 
must  be  made  among  all  wine  dealers,  classifying  them 
into  three  categories.  First,  there  is  the  producer,  Avho 
enters  the  market  directly,  either  selling  outright  to  the 
consumer,  or  indirectly  through  the  distributing  dealer. 
Second,  the  regular  merchant,  Avho  buys  the  neAV  and  raw 
Avines  from  the  vineyards  of  different  localities  and  pro- 
ducers. In  his  cellars  the  Avines  undergo  a  series  of 
manipulations,  such  as  blending,  racking,  etc.,  or,  as  it  is 
technically  called  "schooling,"  Avhich  process  requires 
time,  labor  and  skill.  The  aim  sought  after  is  to  attain 
a  uniform  palatable  product.  The  great  bulk  of  all  im- 
ported Avines,  Avith  the  exception  of  a  few  "grand  Avines," 
come  under  this  heading.  The  third  class- of  dealers  com- 
prise the  large  number  of  mere  distributers,  Avho  sell  from 
the  original  package,  as  long  as  there  is  a  drop  left,  no 
matter  how  muddy  or  acidified. 

Now,  referring  back  to  the  afore-mentioned  correspond- 
ence, the  writer  has  positive  knowledge  in  at  least  one  of 
the  cases  named  that  the  Avines  submitted,  each  and  all, 
must  be  classified  as  merchants,  and  not  as  distributers' 
wines,  having  been  treated  and  aged  in  that  special  cellar 
according  to  the  most  opproved  rules  and  methods.  The 
wines  entered  this  competition  on  their  "merits"  solely, 
and  were  not  judged  by  their  "labels"  as  suggested  in  that 
article.

A.  P.  Hotaling  &  Co.  and  "  Old  Kirk. 


IN  1852,  on  the  northeast  corner  of  Jackson  and  Sansome 
streets,  IMr.  A.  P.  Hotaling  began  business.  Through 
hard  work,  little  bj  little,  the  small  beginning  enlarged 
into  the  wholesale  Avine  and  liquor  firm  of  A.  P.  Hotaling 
&  Co.  In  its  present  location  at  431-437  Jackson  street. 

Till  within  several  years,  this  firm  did  mostlj'  a  dis- 
tributing and  jobbing  business,  using  but  little  endeavor 
to  put  forward  any  of  its  own  proprietary  brands  of  whisky. 
As  time  went  on,  and  at  the  retirement  of  Mr.  A.  P.  Hotal- 
ing, Sr.,  from  active  engagement  in  business  affairs,  and 
the  introduction  of  new  ideas  and  energy  into  the  manage- 
ment, it  became  more  and  more  apparent  that  the  position 
and  reputation  of  the  firm  demanded  that  it  place  upon  the 
market  its  OAvn  whisky,  which  should  exceed  in  quality  and 
general  excellence  any  other  whisky  before  the  public.  It 
was  most  apparent,  that,  as  dealers  or  jobbers  in  whiskies, 


its  manufacture — he  knew  the  proportions  and  how  best 
to  combine  these  various  products  so  as  to  form  a  blend, 
both  Bourbon  and  Eye,  that  unqualifiedly  would  be  their 


aim,  "The  Best  on  the  Market." 


With  great  care  and  deliberation  the  orders  were  placed 
with  distilleries  whose  whisky  was  made  according  to  cer- 
tain conditions.  With  great  patience  these  whiskies  were 
combined,  and  with  the  highest  standard  ever  in  mind,  A. 
P.  Hotaling  &  Co.  finally  achieved  its  purpose,  and  in 
honor  of  him  who  labored  so  earnestly  toward  it,  the  whisky 
is  called  "Old  Kirk." 

The  producing  of  the  whisky,  however,  was  not  all,  for 
there  was  yet  more  to  do.  It  must  be  stored  where  it  would 
be  ever  improving.  Then  came  the  work  of  installing  a 
steam-heating  apparatus  in  the  warehouse,  where  the  tem- 
perature would  always  be  high  and  uniform.  This  warmth 
keeps  the  whisky  in  the  barrels  always  moving,  thus  caus- 
ing it  to  contact  with  the  charred  side  of  the  staves,  purify- 
ing it  and  maturing  it.

For  many  years  this  firm's  name  had  been  identified  with 
a  blended  whisky  manufactured  in  Kentucky;  but  in  spite 
of  this  long  association  and  the  natural  hazards  that  might 
follow  a  radical  change,  nevertheless,  a  delay  only  multi- 
plied the  diflSculty  and  postponement  meant  delay  of  sound 
business  judgment.  They  believed  that  a  better  quality  of 
whisky  could  be  offered  to  customers  where  but'  one  profit 
was  taken,  and  there  was  but  one  way ;  therefore,  why  not 
do  it,  and  do  it  at  once? 

In  making  such  an  important  change,  great  care  must  be 
used,  for  a  false  step  Avould  be  fatal.  The  first  thing  was 
to  seek  and  obtain  the  wisest  counsel,  and  none  better  able 
to  assist  toward  this  end  than  Mr.  Thomas  Kirkpatrick.

^e  offering  of  the  importers,  and  have  then  held  the  goods

A  bill  providing  for  a  tax  of  90  cents  per  gallon  on-crude 
woofl  alcohol  was  introduced  in  the  Hous<^  of  Representa- 
tives on  December  21st  by  Mr.  Tawney : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assem- 
bled. That  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  July,1905,  there 
shall  be  levied  and  collected  on  all  crude  wood  alcohol 
which  shall  be  thereafter  produced  in  the  United  States  a 
tax  of  90  cents  on  each  proof  gallon,  or  wine  gallon  when 
below  proof,  and  a  proportionate  tax  at  a  like  rate  on  all 
fractional  parts  of  such  proof  or  wine  gallon;  and  when 
such  wood  alcohol  is  refined  the  tax  shall  be  at  the  rate  of 
50  cents  per  proof  gallon  or  wine  gallon  when  below  proof: 
Provided,  That  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  collection 
of  said  tax,  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  wood  alcohol  shall 
be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  the  internal  revenue  laws 
of  the  United  States  in  relation  to  distilled  spirits  pro- 
duced from  cereals,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  applicable, 
and  to  rules  and  regulations  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury. 

Ancient  Wine  flaker*'  Union. 


THERE  Avas  a  wine-makers'  union  in  Rome,  B.  C,  54. 
They  had  regular  meetings  at  which  they  discussed 
the  best  methods  of  concentrating  wine  so  as  to  reduce  it 
to  a  syrup  and  finally  to  a  solid  cake,  in  which  form  it 
was  often  preserved  for  many  years.

PACIFIC  WINE  AND  SPIRIT  REVIEW. 


LOS  ANGELES,  January  21.— As  might  have  been  ex- 
pected, the  various  forces  ostensibly  striving  to  bring 
about  an  era  of  prohibition  in  Los  Angeles  have  fallen  out 
among  themselves.  Now  the  various  factions  which  had 
hoped  to  be  alone  in  handling  a  campaign  fund  for  putting 
liquor  men  out  of  business,  are  charging  one  another  with 
attempted  grafting.  If  any  one  of  the  leaders  of  these  fac- 
tions can  be  believed  in  relation  to  the  others  the  prohi- 
bition movement  was  begun  with  the  object  of  selling  out. 

Liquor  men,  on  their  part,  while  enjoying  the  spectacle 
of  the  reformers  fighting  among  themselves,  have  no  in- 
tention of  paying  anything  to  buy  off  the  agitators.  Mean- 
time, the  trade  is  becoming  more  solidly  organized  to  with- 
stand any  assaults  that  may  be  made.  It  is  understood 
that  business  men  and  property  OAvners  not  directly  con- 
nected with  the  trade,  are  in  a  quiet  way  coming  together 
to  do  what  they  can  to  avert  the  possibility  of  the  town 
going  dry  and  thereby  ruining  many  lines  of  business  as 
well  as  killing  the  place  as  a  show  town  for  tourists. 

When  two  or  three  independent  movements  for  the 
eradication  of  the  liquor  trade  had  been  started  and  had 
fallen,  in  dissensions,  the  Anti-saloon  League  came  out 
with  its  pronunciamento  which  showed  the  folly  of  the  at- 
tempts of  the  others.  One  reformer  declared  in  a  meeting 
of  women  that  if  he  were  provided  with  a  campaign  fund 
of  12000  he  could  remove  the  entire  liquor  business  from 
the  city,  including  breweries,  wholesale  houses,  hotel  bars 
as  well  as  saloons,  by  April  1st.  Then  somebody  saw  the 
appropriateness  of  the  date  set  for  the  climax,  and  the 
city  laughed  at  the  man. 

And  yet,  the  business  men  of  this  city  who  are  con- 
vinced that  prohibition  would  be  a  calamity,  realize  that 
the  whole  subject  cannot  be  laughed  away.  They  are  de- 
vising means  to  avert  what  they  consider  would  be  a  seri- 
ous blow  to  the  city. 


If  the  new  police  commission  carries  out  the  policy  out- 
lined there  will  be  several  changes  in  the  local  retail  liquor 
houses,  and  not  a  first-class  place  is  going  to  object. 
For  one  thing  the  commission  proposes  to  abolish  the  free 
lunch  in  saloons.  "That  will  save  me  $1500  a  year,"  said 
Dan  Jerrue,  whose  place  is  famous  for  its  noon-time  roast 


beef.  Then  the  commission  will  prohibit  all  music,  all 
games  of  chance  and  various  other  features  of  saloons,  and. 
will  compel  closing  at  midnight.  Already  the  new  com- 
mission is  finding  itself  in  deep  water  in  trying  to  recon- 
cile its  policy  with  the  interest  of  its  members.  The  sweep- 
ing changes  that  were  to  have  come  early  in  the  new  ad- 
ministration have  not  yet  appeared.  The  commissioners 
realize  that  many  conflicting  interests  are  to  be  regarded. 


Wine  makers  and  vineyardists  of  the  South  have  put 
themselves  on  record  against  the  proposition  to  tax  sweet 
wines  and  put  the  industry  out  of  business.  All  interested 
in  the  great  subject  have  filed  their  protests,  and  the  com- 
mercial bodies  of  Los  Angeles  have  passed  resolutions  ask- 
ing the  California  delegation  in  Congress  to  work  against 
the  adoption  of  the  recommendation  of  the  Internal  Rev- 
enue Commissioner. 


Particularly  gratified  are  the  wine  men  and  vine- 
yardists over  the  election  of  Frank  P.  Flint  as  United 
States  Senator,  for  in  him  they  see  an  able  champion  of 
the  rights  of  the  great  and  growing  industry  of  this  sec- 
tion. Mr.  Flint  is  not  narrow  and  he  will  do  what  can  be 
done  for  the  preservation  of  the  sweet-wine  industry. 


Commenting  on  correspondence  that  appeared  in  this 
department  in  the  December  number,  wherein  it  was  re- 
ported that  several  of  the  most  prominent  wine  makers  of 
the  South  are  outspoken  in  their  indignant  protest  against 
the  World's  Fair  judges  giving  a  gold  medal  to  the  grocer 
and  a  silver  medal  to  the  man  that  made  the  wine  ex- 
hibited, the  American  Wine  Press  sayfe:  "The  Avine 
makers  should  have  the  preference  every  time.  Pei'haps 
the  California  wine  judges  can  explain  Avhy  the  wine  of 
the  grocer  Avas  better  than  the  wine  of  the  wine  maker." 


On  this  subject  a  local  wine  cellar  man  Avrites  to  the 
correspondent  to  take  issue  with  the  complaint  of  the  wine 
makers.  He  says  the  wines  that  suited  the  palates  of  the 
judges  at  St.  Louis  were  blends,  maybe  of  three  or  four 
Avines,  and  the  maker  had  no  claim  to  the  composition.

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This,  he  says,  is  done  scieutificilly  in  cellars  and  is  wholly 
k'fiitiiiiate,  and  the  wine  makers  have  no  reason  to  com- 
plain if  their  raw  product  is  improved  upon.

Accounts  placed  in  our  hands  for  presentation 
in  Southern  California  will  have  earnest  attention. 
We  have  travelers  on  the  country  trade 
and  attend  to  city  personally. 
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Impressions. 


AFTER  many  serious  obstacles  encountered  during 
the  ripening  season  of  the  grape  crop  of  1904,  con- 
sisting of  excessively  hot  spells  in  the  early  part  of 
September    and    heavy    and    continuous    rainstorms    in 
the  month  of  October,  it  is  surprising  to  find  so  many 
very  fair  and  even  choice  wines  in  the  various  cellars  of  the 
dry  wine  districts.     Of  course  under  such  conditions  the 
vintage  could  not  be  a  uniform  one.     Certain  localities 
with  late  ripening  varieties  (sufficiently  raised  from  the 
ground  to  throw  off  the  moisture)   have  produced  most 
excellent  wines  in  the  white  and  red  wine  line,  the  latter 
of  rich  deep  color  and  most  delicate  bouquet  and  body. 
Where  Zinfandel  and  Mataro  exclusively  predominate,  we 
find  less  body  and  a  lighter  color  than  is  generally  ac- 
cepted as  a  standard;  hence  considerable  quantities  of 
these  wines  will  only  be  serviceable  as  good  blending  wines, 
and  may  possibly  be  sold  according  to  the  value  they  may 
comparatively  represent.     This  condition  Avas  soon  made 
the  subject  of  observation  and  thorough  investigation  by 
brokers  and  merchants  alike,  and  seldom  so  early  after  a 
vintage  have  we  recorded  so  many  transactions  of  formid- 
able cellars  at  very  satisfactory  prices  and  under  very  gen- 
erous conditions.    These  selected  cellars  of  dry  wines  were 
readily  taken  up  at  18  to  20  cents,  naked  at  the  winery ;  in 
some  instances  higher  prices  were  paid,  while  fair  Zinfan- 
dels  are  also  bringing  as  high  as  15  to  16  cents.     White 
wines  are  not  very  plentiful  and  a  shortage  may  easily  be 
apprehended.    In  fact  the  condition  of  the  dry  wine  mar- 
ket appears  to  be  so  far  well  sustained,  because  many  in- 
dependent  purchasers   and   local    distributers   have   lent 
vigor  and  stimulation  to  the  market,  and  if  the  demand 
should  keep  up,  the  dreaded  summer  season,  that  always 
prognosticates  a  lull  in  the  market,  may  see  very  few  cel- 
lars unsold  in  first  hands.     If  our  vineyards,  after  three 
successful  big  harvests,  should  within  a  few  months  indi- 
cate a  short  crop  for  1905,  dry  Avines  will  continue  to  be 
valuable  assets. 

The  aspect  of  the  sweet  wine  market  is  not  (]uite  as 
favorable.  A  decline  has  taken  place  and  possibly  a  some- 
what keen  competition  may  perhaps  have  created  a  fric- 
tion, under  which  young  sweet  Avines  especially,  and  also 
matured  holdings,  have  suffered  a  set-back.  Why  this 
should  be  termed  a  wine-war,  Ave  fail  to  understand.  The 
laAV  of  supply  and  demand  appears  to  have  asserted  itself. 
While  the  production  of  sweet  Avines  (as  indicated  by  the 
official  reports)  will  not  reach  by  far  the  vast  proportion 
of  last  year's  output,  the  affiliated  firms  have  announced 
in  their  circulars  to  the  trade  throughout  the  countiy. 
that  "it  costs  money  to  hold  and  properly  age  Avines"  and 
that  in  consequence  thereof  they  are  ready  to  give  to  some 
of  the  Avine-dealers  at  large  an  opportunity  to  defray  these 
expenses.  They  offer  to  sell  them  the  crude  Avines  in  im- 
matured  condition  at  the  vineyard  at  a  comparatively  Ioav 
price.  This  cannot  exactly  be  termed  a  Avine-Avar.  It  is 
simply  a  line  of  policy,  under  which  these  affiliated  firms 
expect  to  accomplish  certain  purposes.  Whether  our  Avine 
industry  will  be  benefited  under  such  a  programme  only 
the  future  can  tell. 

It  evidently  appears  difficult  to  harmonize  or  control 
an  entire  vast  industry.  This  remark  does  not  emanate 
from  an  unkindly  spirit,  antagonizing  any  other  opinion, 
but  it  is  made  in  support  of  the  Avell-knoAvn  principle,  up- 
holding that  good  Avine  is  ahvays  the  product  of  individual 
intelligence,  pride  and  ambition,    Jf  the  vineyardist  should 


only  content  himself  to  groAV  grapes  and  then  should 
turn  over  the  result  of  his  labor  and  anxiety  to  large  win- 
eries, to  be  swallowed  up  in  giant  blends,  the  subtile  and 
distinctiA'e  features  of  a  noble  industry  Avill  be  lost  and 
progress  Avill  be  jeopardized.  Where  should  results  come 
from  if  not  from  individual  efforts — beginning  with  the  se- 
lection, propagation  and  culture  of  the  grape  and  ending 
with  the  careful  nursing,  maturing  and  ageing  of  the  pro- 
duct. And  if  therefore  the  independent  producers  and 
shippers,  for  reasons  best  knoAvn  to  themselves,  consult 
their  own  position  and  act  in  harmony  with  their  financial 
possibilities,  this  need  not  necessarily  be  announced  as  a 
declaration  of  "war." 

We  trust  that  reasonable  counsel  may  prevail ;  that  not 
every  step,  taken  by  one  or  the  other  factor  representing 
certain  interests,  should  be  measured  as  detrimental  to  the 
other.  Every  investment  means  a  certain  degree  of  re- 
sponsibility, and  if  we  cannot  all  be  influenced  to  look  at 
every  vital  point  in  the  same  light,  let  us  still  never  forget 
that  our  interests,  in  spite  of  all,  are  identical.  Alongside 
of  many  other  ethical  considerations  the  almighty  dollar 
rules  in  combinations  as  well  as  in  individual  efforts.

As  the  REVIEW  goes  to  press,  a  dispatch  from  Sacramento  an- 
nounces that  Governor  Pardee's  scheme  to  squeeze  everybody 
engaged  in  the  wine  and  liquor  business,  materialized  in  the 
shape  of  two  bills.  These  two  proposed  measures  embody  plans  for 
the  collection  of  a  State  tax  on  all  persons  engaged  in  the  liquor  busi- 
ness. Senator  Belshaw,  as  a  committee  of  one,  of  the  Joint  Committee 
on  Revenue  and  Taxation,  introduced  a  measure  providing  that  every 
wholesale  liquor  license  be  taxed  |100  and  every  retail  license  be 
taxed  $50  per  year,  payable  in  advance. 

The  bill  compels  every  person  or  corporation  desiring  to  sell  spirit- 
uous, intoxicating  or  malt  liquors,  or  wine  of  any  sort,  to  first  obtain 
from  the  city,  town  or  county  legislative  body  a  certificate  to  the 
effect  that  the  applicant  has  complied  with  all  the  conditions  of  such 
city,  town  or  county.  The  certificate  must  be  submitted  to  the  Con- 
troller of  the  State,  to  whom  ?50  must  be  paid  if  the  license  is  for  a 
retail  liquor  business  and  ?100  if  the  license  is  for  a  wholesale  liquor 
business.  The  Controller  shall  issue  to  the  applicant  a  receipt  tor 
his  money,  and,  upon  presentation  of  such  receipt  to  the  municipal 
authorities,  they  shall  issue  to  the  applicant  his  license. 

The  following  are  declared  to  be  sales  at  retail  within  the  mean- 
ing of  the  amended  sections:  A  sale  of  less  than  five  wine  gal- 
lons, a  sale  of  five  wine  gallons  or  more  of  liquor  in 
which  less  than  five  gallons  of  any  one  kind  and  qual- 
ity is  included;  a  sale  of  five  wine  gallons  or  more  of  liquor 
any  portion  of  which  is  intended  or  permitted  to  be  drunk  on  the 
premises  where  sold;  a  sale  of  five  wine  gallons  or  more  when  de- 
livered in  less  quantities  than  five  gallons  at  a  time.  The  distribu- 
tion of  liquor  between  members  of  a  co-partnership  in  quantities  of 
less  than  five  wine  gallons;  any  other  sales  are  defined  wholesale. 
Any  person  selling  liquor  without  having  obtained  a  license  in  the 
manner  above  set  forth  is  liable  to  imprisonment  for  not  less  than 
five  days  nor  more  than  ninety  days,  or  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $200 
nor  more   than   $300. 

The  second  measure  was  fathered  by  Hahn,  and  provides  for  heavier 
State  licenses  than  those  contemplated  by  Belshaw's  bill.  The  liquor 
business  is  divided  into  three  sub-sections,  for  which  the  tax  is  fixed 
as  follows:  First  subdivision,  distillers,  vintners,  brewers,  distribu- 
ters and  manufacturers,  $150  every  six  months;  second  subdivision, 
■wholesale  liquor  dealers,  $100  every  six  months;  retail  liquor  dealers, 
$50  every  six  months.  It  is  made  the  duty  of  the  County  Tax  Col- 
lector to  collect  the  State  tax,  and  the  county  is  permitted  to  retain 
2  per  cent  of  all  moneys  so  collected  to  reimburse  the  county  for  the 
expense. 

The  foregoing  measures  are  the  scheme  of  Governor  Pardee  to 
get  something  for  nothing,  that  is  to  largely  increase  the  revenues 
of  the  State  by  making  an  arbitrary  levy  upon  the  wine  and  liquor 
trade,  as  well  as  the  wine  and  brandy  industry. 

As  far  as  Senator  Hahn's  measure  is  concerned,  providing  as  it 
does  for  levying  a  special  tax  on  wine  makers,  there  is  no  probability 
of  its  passage.  The  country  members  will  smash  it.  Under  its  pro- 
vision it  appears  that  the  wine  maker  would  be  paying  double  taxes 
to  the  State,  and  further  injustice  is  found  in  the  fact  that  the  small- 
est producer  is  taxed  the  same  as  the  greatest.  As  to  the  other  bill 
mentioned  there  seems  to  be  a  diversity  of  opinion  as  to  whether 
it  was  offered  in  good  faith.  Some  of  the  brightest  men  in  the  busi- 
ness believe  it  is  a  case  of  graft.  If  it  is  not  a  matter  of  inviting 
a  sack,  it  is  mighty  poor  politics,  not  only  for  Governor  Pardee,  but 
for  the  men  who  may  further  these  bills.  Any  one  of  such  members 
of  the  Legislature,  as  well  as  His  Excellency,  who  undertakes  to  put  . 
either  one  of  these  measures  through,  will  dig  his  own  political  grave, 
because  the  trade  will  be  in  a  position  to  defeat  any  man  who  puts 
himself  in  such  a  position — an  enemy  to  the  traffic.  So  far  as  the  San 
Francisco  delegation  is  concerned  they  dare  not  get  behind  these 
measures  unless  they  want  to  commit  political  suicide. 

Aside  from  this,  the  saloon-man  in  particular  is  sufficiently  bur- 
dened. He  is  the  "  good  thing  "  for  everybody,  yet  while  he  is  sup- 
posed to  make  worlds  of  money,  you  seldom  find  a  retailer,  even  of 
the  highest  class,  who  can  retire  from  business  after  a  lifetime  of 
the  most  trying  work,  with  a  competency.  This  statement  can  not 
be  applied  to  any  other  line  of  trade. 

The  danger  line  is  in  the  first  measure  mentioned,  by  reason  of 
the  fact  that  it  will  appeal  to  the  country  members,  who  will  feel  far 


more  Independent  than  those  from  the  cities.  For  that  reason  it  be- 
hooves the  trade  to  adopt  every  possible  means  to  head  oft  this  pro- 
posed legislation. 

The  following  brief  interviews  from  prominent  retailers  will  give  an 
idea  of  the  sentiment  of  the  retail  trade  in  general: 

TOM  McLACHLAN — "  The  license  would  be  only  an  extra  burden 
on  the  saloon-man,  offering  him  no  protection  to  his  business.  If  the 
Legislature  is  so  hard  up  for  revenue,  why  not  tax  blacksmiths,  gen- 
eral merchants,  brokers,  etc.?  It  looks  to  me  like  class  legislation, 
and  our  State  Constitution  does  not  permit  such." 

ROME  HARRIS — "  I  don't  see  why  they  should  single  out  saloon- 
men  in  a  case  like  this.  We  certainly  have  trouble  enough  now,  and 
there  is  plenty  of  it  to  come.  I  do  not  believe  that  such  a  law,  If 
passed,  would  be  constitutional,  because  it  affects  only  one  class  of 
citizens  and  our  State  Constitution  says  that  there  should  be  no 
special  legislation." 

P.  W.  WOBBER — "No  more  tax  on  saloons;  we  are  milked  enough 
now.  Such  a  tax  would  be  nothing  but  an  imposition.  It  is  gener- 
ally thought  that  the  saloon-man  makes  easy  money,  but  if  a  saloon- 
man  succeeds  in  establishing  a  good  business  the  landlord  takes  the 
margin  by  raising  the  rent.  Aside  from  that  the  retailer  is  always 
handing  out  money  to  committees  who  are  begging  funds  for  cele- 
brations and  heavens  knows  what.  This  law  should  not  be  passed." 

ANDREW  DIBBLE — "The  scheme  is  an  imposition;  it  would  be 
the  same  as  a  plain  holdup.  The  liquor  dealer,  the  wholesaler  or 
retailer  is  exposed  to  the  worst  kinds  of  graft  and  has  practically 
no  protection.  If  this  proposed  State  law  were  a  Just  measure  It 
would  provide  a  liquor  tariff  with  proper  protection  of  the  trade  by 
reason  of  the  fact  that  the  taxing  of  that  branch  of  business  by  the 
State  would  give  it  recognition  as  a  legitimate  business." 

DUNCAN  NICOL — "  It  would  be  outrageous  to  pass  such  a  measure. 
The  saloon-man's  is  the  hardest  of  all  callings,  and  he  may  delve  at 
it  for  a  lifetime  and  die  poor.  In  a  rich  and  growing  State  like 
California,  It  seems  strange  that  at  this  late  date  a  Governor  should 
find  It  necessary  to  ask  for  the  passage  of  a  law  to  tax  the  liquor 
men,  as  well  as  the  wine  makers  and  wine  merchants.  Had  such 
a  measure  been  proposed  in  the  early  days  when  the  State  was  in  its 
infancy  it  might  have  been  justifiable,  but  under  the  present  condl-  . 
tions  it  is  not. 


State  License. 


IT  Is  proposed,  according  to  a  draft  of  a  bill,  to  impose  a  State 
license  tax  on  "distillers,  vintners,  brewers,  distributers  and  manu- 
facturers, $150  semi-annually;  wholesale  liquor  dealers,  $100  semi- 
annually; retail  liquor  dealers,  $50  semi-annually.'  '  A  further  section 
of  the  proposed  bill  reads:  "  A  payment  of  any  tax  imposed  by  the 
revenue  laws  of  this  State  *  *  shall  not  be  held  to  exempt  any 
person  from  any  penalty  or  punishment  *  *  or  any  one  who  au- 
thorizes the  commencement  or  continuance  of  such  business,  con- 
trary to  the  laws  of  any  place    *     *  " 

The  State  apparently  needs  additional  revenue.  Fearful  of  increas- 
ing the  tax  rate,  and  provoking  thereby  antagonisms  that  may  re- 
sult to  the  benefit  of  the  Democratic  party  and  against  the  Republican, 
some  of  our  Legislators  propose  following  the  rather  prevalent  method 
in  this  country  of  using  a  "  big  stick "  and  hitting  the  liquor  trade. 

Just  why  a  State  that  produces  more  wine  and  brandy  than  any 
State  in  the  Union  should  have  that  commodity  singled  out  and 
taxed,  as  against  any  other  particular  commodity  or  product  of  the 
State,  is  difficult  to  explain,  unless  it  is  that  wanting  revenue.  It  is 
assumed  that  there  is  less  danger  of  opposition  from  trade  Interests 
than  there  would  be  from  the  representatives  of  any  other  product  or 
commodity. 

The  irrational  tendency  of  the  American  people  to  radicalism,  that 
turns  at  times  to  prohibition,  makes  it  regard  the  wine  and  liquor 
trade  as  specially  vulnerable,  and  subjects  them  not  infrequently  to 
unfair  discrimination,  as  in  the  present  instance.  These  trades  pay 
to  the  United  States  Government  about  $180,000,000.  They  pay,  in 
their  respective  states,  at  least  a  due  proportion  of  taxes,  and  it 
is  manifestly  unjust  that  they  should  be  singled  out  for  a  discrimi- 
nating tax. 

If  the  State  needs  revenue,  let  each  product  pay  its  due  propor- 
tion, in  which  the  wine,  beer  and  liquor  interests  are  quite  ready,  as 
they  always  are,  to  pay  their  due  proportion.

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I  C.  M.  Maon  Tells  of  Expanding  Trade  | 

EDITOR  Wine  and  Spirit  Keview — Dear  Sir:  As  re- 
quested for  jour  annual  edition  I  shall  endeavor  to 
write  a  few  lines  regarding  our  wine  business  during  the 
last  year,  which  up  to  this  date  has  been  most  gratifying. 
The  consumption  of  our  cased  wines  is  increasing  con- 
tinually throughout  the  Pacific  Coast  States  and  Terri- 
tories, as  well  as  in  many  of  the  large  cities  in  the  East. 
There  is  hardly  a  hotel  or  restaurant  at  present  of  any 
note  where  you  Avill  not  find  the  celebrated  I  De  Turk 
wines  listed.  We  still  continue  to  make  every  effort  to 
place  on  the  market  the  choicest  vintages  that  California 
can  produce,  and  it  is  owing  to  this  fact  that  we  are  hold- 
ing our  trade  and  increasing  it  gradually,  and  little  by 
little  educating  the  people  Avho  drink  fine  wines,  to  the 
use  of  choice  California  vintages. 

Wherever  we  sell  our  bottled  wines,  Avithout  exception, 
they  have  given  the  greatest  amount  of  satisfaction  and 
our  orders  have  been  duplicated  many  times  and  continue 
to  be.  We  are  firm  believers  in  bottling -our  own  wines  under 
our  own  supervision  and  shipping  them  direct  from  our 
cellars  here,  and  then  we  know  exactly  what  each  bottle 
contains,  how  it  is  bottled,  wliat  corks  are  used  and  how 
each  case  is  packed.  Owing  to  this  fact  we  never  have  any 
difficulty  with  our  shipments  as  they  are  in  as  near  perfect 
condition  before  shipment  is  made,  as  experience  and  care 
can  make  them.  We  never  allow  anybody  else  to  bottle 
our  wines  under  our  own  labels,  as  that  would  ruin  our 
case  goods  trade,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  we  are  re- 


peatedly interrogated  for  our  label  which  we  invariably 
have  to  decline  to  give. 

It  is  strange,  but  nevertheless  the  fact,  that  if  you  go  to 
many  of  the  large  Eastern  cities  it  is  difficult  to  obtain 
choice  California  vintages  in  glass.  This  is  owing  to  the 
fact  that  such  large  quantities  of  California  Avines  are 
shipped  in  bulk  and  bottled  by  many  of  the  dealers  in  the 
different  cities  under  their  own  labels  and  a  very  large 
quantity  of  it  is  put  up  under  foreign  labels,  so  conse- 
quently California  cannot  derive  any  benefit  from  this 
class  of  trade,  as  the  wines  lose  their  identity  immediately. 

This  is  an  obstacle  which  is  difficult  to  overcome,  and 
the  only  absolute  certainty  of  getting  choice  California 
wines  in  glass  under  the  labels  of  any  of  the  principal 
wine  houses  here  on  the  Coast,  is  to  buy  them  in  the  origi- 
nal package,  label,  etc.,  and  then  of  course  there  is  no  du- 
plicity in  the  matter. 

During  my  recent  trip  through  England,  France,  Ger- 
many, Italy,  etc.,  I  did  not  find  any  wines  superior  to  the 
choice  vintages  that  we  turn  out  under  our  own  label,  ex- 
cept it  might  possibly  be  the  wines  that  had  been  held  for 
a  period  of  years  and  where  they  charge  all  the  way  from 
|24.to  |26  a  case,  but  the  average  wines  that  I  drank  at  the 
hotels,  both  red  and  white,  did  not  compare  with  ours  in 
any  particular. 

Formerly  Ave  Avere  shipping  hundreds  of  cases  of  Avine 
throughout  British  Columbia,  but  owing  to  the  arbitrary 
stand  the  Custom-house  authorities  take  regarding  ship- 
ments from  this  Coast  Ave  have  been  unable  as  many  others 
here  have,  to  continue  cultivating  trade  Avith  the  people  of 
that  section,  Avho  are  A'ery  fond  of  our  wines,  and  appreciate 
them  in  cA^ery  particular.    We  have  a  great  many  customers

We  have  instructed  our  salesmen,  and  we  have  also  inter- 
rogated our  broker  here  regarding  the  condition  of  affairs. 
i  The  people  are  perfectly  willing  to  take  our  goods  at  any 
'  figures  the  Customs  of  that  country  determine  on  and  I 
presume  the  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  our  wines  compete 
and  are  so  much  superior  to  the  cheap  imported  wines 
that  probably  it  creates  jealousy  with  the  foreign  houses 
there  who  naturally  want  to  keep  our  wines  out  of  the 
(■(mntry. 

I  think  it  might  be  a  good  suggestion  to  have  this  matter 
taken  up  by  the  Merchants'  Association  here,  as  well  as 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  see  what  can  be  done  to 
further  the  interest  of  the  shippers  here  as  well  as  ourselves, 
as  it  certainly  is  a  shame.  There  are  thousands  of  connois- 
seurs of  Avine  iu  British  Columbia  who  want  to  get  our 
vintages  but  who  are  unable  to  do  so  owing  to  the  pro- 
hibited duty  they  place  on  them.

"Seventeen  and  one-half  cents  per  gallon  has  been  paid 
for  47,000  gallons  of  wine  made  in  Soiioma  County,  the 
wine  to  be  placed  on  board  cars  at  Vineyard  station  on  the 
Southern  Pacific  tracks.  This  is  considered  the  top  price 
for  wine  and  sets  a  mark  for  the  wine  market. 

"The  Gundlach,  Bundschu  Wine  Company  is  the  pur- 
chaser, and  it  secured  the  beverage  from  the  estate  of  the 
late  Theodore  Skelton  Glaister.  The  news  becomes  known 
here  today  through  the  filing  of  an  account  of  her  steward- 
ship in  the  estate  by  Mrs.  Blanche  Elizabeth  Wagner,  a 
daughter  of  the  deceased  wine  man. 

"The  wine  market  is  looking  up  these  days.  Kecently 
several  sales  have  been  made  in  the  Dry  Creek  valley  and 
in  other  places  in  Northern  Sonoma  for  fifteen  and  one-half 
and  sixteen  cents,  but  so  far  as  known  this  is  the  first  in- 
stance in  years  where  seventeen  and  one-half  cents  has 
been  paid  for  wine. 

"This  is  encouraging  news  to  the  viticulturists  of  Im- 
perial Sonoma,  Avho  hope  that  the  increase  of  prices  will 
be  maintained  and  even  continue."

SACRAMENTO,  January  23.— There  are  but  few  meas- 
ures before  the  Legislature  at  this  time  that  are  of 
particular  interest  to  the  liquor  trade  or  to  viticulturists, 
but  it  is  probable  that  before  the  session  grows  many  days 
older  bills  of  moment  to  these  lines  Avill  be  introduced. 
The  committees  handling  such  legislation  in  the  two 
houses  have  held  but  one  meeting  each.  The  committees 
that  will  look  into  all  bills  of  interest  to  the  wine  industry 
are  as  follows:  Senate:  Fruit  and  vine  interests — 
Rambo  (chairman),  Rowell,  Rush,  Shortridge,  Wood- 
ward, Mattos,  Anderson,  Leeke  and  Diggs.  Assembly: 
Fruit  and  vine  interests — Cleveland  (chairman),  Stro- 
bridge,  Tripp,  Arnerich,  Chandler,  Cromwell,  Hawkins. 

Senator  Keane's  bill  prohibiting  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  within  1000  feet  of  any  military  reservation  of 
course  is  aimed  at  the  places  of  business  near  the  Presidio. 
It  has  not  the  full  support  of  the  San  Francisco  Senate 
delegation.  A  row  over  it  developed  at  the  meeting  of 
that  delegation  and  the  passage  of  the  measure  is  doubtful. 

Bills,  each  carrying  an  appropriation  of  |250,000,  have 
been  introduced  for  the  purchase  of  an  agricultural  farm 
under  the  direction  of  the  State  University  and  the  estab- 
lishment of  an  agricultural  college  at  the  University. 
Both  bills  have  been  reported  favorably  by  the  University 
Committee,  and  are  now  before  the  Ways  and  Means 
Committee,  but  it  is  not  thought  that  more  than  $200,000 
for  both  projects  will  be  granted  by  the  Legislature. 

Viticulture  in  every  form  of  benefit  to  the  wine  producer 
will  be  studied  and  experimented  with  at  both  the  farm 


and  the  agricultural  college,  if  they  are  established,  and 
much  that  is  of  value  to  wine  grower  and  wine  dealer  will 
be  promulgated.  An  opportunity  will  be  given  to  experi- 
ment on  a  scale  that  has  never  been  attempted  in  Cali- 
fornia before,  and  the  experiments  will  be  carried  on  by 
experts  of  the  foremost  rank. 

A  bill  has  been  introduced  appropriating  |10,000  with 
which  to  procure  insects  that  will  destroy  all  pests  that 
now  attack  trees  and  vines.  The  insects  that  are  to  prey 
upon  their  fellow  parasites  will  be  obtained  from  foreign 
countries. 

Impositions  that  are  sometimes  practiced  upon  grape 
growers  when  they  purchase  cuttings  will  be  made  a 
misdemeanor,  with  a  maximum  fine  of  $300,  under  a  bill 
now  before  the  Legislature.  There  are  many  instances 
where  grape  growers  have  planted  what  they  thought  a 
valuable  variety  only  to  find  when  bearing  time  came  that 
they  had  vines  of  practically  no  value. 

A  bill  providing  for  a  State  liquor  license  will  be  in- 
troduced into  the  present  Legislature.  The  joint  com- 
mittees on  Revenue  and  Taxation  at  a  meeting  held  Mon- 
day morning,  January  23d,  directed  Senator  Belshaw  to 
prepare  such  a  measure.  It  was  proposed  that  the  license 
should  be  fixed  at  flOO  a  year  at  the  start  for  wholesalers, 
and  $50  for  retailers. 

There  is  a  bill  before  the  Senate  providing  that  officers 
of  the  law  in  counties  and  cities  may  destroy  all  liquors 
taken  in  raids  upon  saloons  violating  the  law.

Ruinart   Brut   Champagne 
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Judiciary  Committee  on  Monday,  January  23d,  Senators 
Keane  and  Irish  made  a  light  to  have  the  portion  of  the 
bill  making  it  applicable  to  cities  stricken  out.  Keane 
said  the  bill  was  intended  to  reach  conditions  in  certain 
localities  where  prohibition  laws  existed,  and  that  if  it 
were  made  to  apply  to  cities  and  the  State  in  general  sa- 
loon keepers  would  be  in  danger  of  having  their  stocks 
destroyed  on  the  slightest  pretext.  The  committee  reached 
no  conclusion  at  the  meeting  mentioned. 

Drew's  measure  providing  for  an  appropriation  of  f  6000 
to  be  expended  under  the  supervision  of  the  University 
Regents  in  fighting  the  phylloxera  that  is  doing  so  much 
damage  to  vines  is  still  before  the  Committee  on  Agri- 
culture. Neither  that  nor  the  Committee  on  Fruit  Trees 
and  Vines  had  reported  a  single  bill  up  to  the  middle  of 
last  week. 

The  proposition  to  place  a  Government  tax  on  grape 
brandy  used  to  fortify  sweet  wines  met  with  prompt  ac- 
tion by  the  Legislature  and  action  thoroughly  satisfactory 
to  the  trade.  In  the  Senate  the  resolution  memorializing 
the  California  delegation  in  Congress  to  oppose  it  was 
adopted  unanimously.  In  the  lower  house  there  was  but 
one  vote  against  it— that  of  Goodrich  of  Pasadena. 

A  bill  that  will  meet  the  approval  of  retail  liquor  dealers 
has  been  introduced  by  Senator  Hahn.  It  provides  that 
any  minor  under  the  age  of  eighteen  who  shall  enter  a 
saloon  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.  Retail  dealers 
have  always  been  just  as  anxious  to  keep  minors  out  of 
rheir  places  as  have  been  any  other  persons,  but  hereto- 
fore all  the  responsibility  has  been  thrown  on  them. 


Frederick  Bioletti  Returns. 


THE  University  of  California  is  to  be  congratulated 
upon  the  return  of  Professor  Frederick  T.  Bioletti 
after  an  absence  of  three  years  in  Africa  and  Europe.  Pro- 
fessor Bioletti  is  without  doubt  one  of  the  greatest  viticul- 
turists  we  have  had  in  this  State,  and  he  has  been  an  im- 
portant factor  in  the  wine  industry.  All  the  experiments 
in  wine-making  and  grape  growing  will  be  under  his  direct 
supervision  at  the  Experiment  Station.  He  resigned  his 
position  at  Berkeley  three  years  ago  to  accept  a  sinecure 
as  instructor  in  viticulture  in  the  British  School  of  Viti- 
culture at  Eisenburg,  S.  A.  He  returns  to  Berkeley  under 
a  higher  salary  than  he  formerly  received.  The  learned 
gentleman  traveled  for  several  months  in  France  and 
Algeria  before  returning  to  the  United  States,  for  the 
purpose  of  studying  conditions  and  investigating  methods 
of  the  grape  industry  in  those  countries.

EDITOK  AV'iNE  AND  Spirit  Review:  In  so  far  as  busi- 
ness is  concerned,  the  New  Year  has  not  started  out 
with  any  great  flaring  of  trumpets.  All  the  trumpeting  has 
been  restricted  to  the  holiday  issues  of  trade  journals,  in 
which  the  annual  tribute  is  paid  to  those  magnanimous 
spirits  M'ho  have  contributed  their  "mites"  to  keep  the 
journals  in  circulation  for  the  year  past,  and  are  pretty 
sure  to  do  their  part  for  another  twelve  months.  Mr. 
Blank  de  Blank  finds  himself  pictured  a  few  degrees, 
and  only  a  very  few,  removed  from  an  Adonis  as  to  ap- 
pearance, and  nothing  short  of  a  Napoleon  of  finance,  as 
to  his  wonderful  abilities,  success,  etc.,  etc. 

Now,  please  do  not  set  us  down  as  wishing  to  disparage 
this  practice.  If  there  is  any  one  virtue  which  we  admire 
more  than  any  other,  it  is  gratitude,  and  if  you  will  insist 
upon  paying  us  handsomely  for  our  poor  efforts  to  furnish 
the  news  of  what  Jones  and  his  fellow-men  are  doing,  or 
propose  to  do,  it  is  but  meet  and  proper  that  for  at  least 
one  issue  of  the  year,  news  should  be  eliminated  entirely. 

Awfully  glad  are  we  that  custom  has  made  the  occasion 
for  this  right  after  January  1st,  or  rather  after  December 
25th,  when  all  the  wine  and  whisky  business  is  practically 
at  a  standstill,  and  the  poor,  penny-a-line  scribe  would 
find  it  difficult  to  write  enough  news  items  to  pay  for  more 
than  a  trip  to  Staten  Island. 

What  with  stock-taking  and  general  adjustment  of  busi- 
ness, January  is  never  accounted  a  month  of  great  doings, 
and  this  year  is  no  exception.  From  all  reports  the  past 
year  has  been  a  fairly  satisfactory  one  to  all  the  local 
trade,  so  far  as  profits  are  concerned,  and  the  New  Year 
bids  fair  to  be  productive  of  greater  business  volume  and, 
of  course,  incidentally,  more  profits. 

The  ])ercentage  of  failures  in  the  wine  and  whisky  trade 
during  the  past  year  was  trifling,  and  no  house  of  any 
real  imi>()rtance  has  "  gone  to  the  wall." 

The  circular  letter  of  the  California  Wine  Association, 
under  date  of  January  fi,  1905,  cutting  the  prices  on  sweet 
wines  to  25  cents,  is  looked  upon  in  some  circles  as  the 
tirst  shot  in  a  battle  between  the  association  and  inde- 
pendent wine  interests.  No  immediate  effects  of  this  cut 
have  been  noticed. 

The  second  auction  sale  of  California  wines  held  at 
Pier  20,  Erie  Railroad,  this  city,  on  January  11th,  is  re- 
ported as  productive  of  most  satisfactory  results.  The 
prices  obtained  were  much  better  tlian  at  the  first  sale. 
Port  from  38  to  40  cents ;  sherry  from  33  to  35  cents ; 
Riesling  from  30  to  32  cents,  and  claret,  21 Y^  to  29  cents. 

Messrs.  Wetmore,  Bowen  &  Co.  have  opened  up  hand- 
some offices  in  this  city  at  10  West  Thirty-third  street,  op- 
posite the  Waldorf-Astoria.  Mr.  Elmer  De  Pue  is  in 
charge  and  is  making  an  aggressive  campaign  on  "  Cresta 
Blanca"  wines. 

The  II.  Webster  Company,  whose  offices  at  45  Jay  street 
this  city,  were  recently  damaged  by  fire,  have  removed  to 
the  Irving  building,  I.Hudson  street.  As  a  result  of  the 
fire  1,000  cases  of  their  "Sunset"  wine  were  offered  at 
auction,  through  the  Fire  Insurance  ITnderwriters.  The 
prices  realized  were  very  low  in  comi)arison  to  the  values 
of  the  wines. 

The  Sweet  Valley  Wine  Company  of  Sandusky,  Ohio, 
have  withdrawn  from  the  American  Wine  Growers'  Asso- 
ciation. This  company  is  a  member  of  the  Ohio  Wine 
Association,  which  is  vigorously  opposing  the  measures  of 


the  proposed  pure  food  bill  in  so  far  as  they  affect  the 
manufacture  of  pomace  wines. 

Mr.  Moses  Samuel,  senior  member  of  the  Samuel  Bros. 
&  Company  of  San  Francisco,  and  a  well-known  figure 
in  the  California  wine  industry,  recently  returned  to  this  i 
city,  after  a  season  of  hai'd  work  at  his  various  wineries 
and  vineyards.  Mr.  Samuel,  as  usual,  is  sanguine  of  the 
California  wine  situation,  and  it  would  require  but  one 
or  two  more  such  as  he  to  soon  bring  California  and  "  its 
sun-kissed  peaks"  (with  due  apologies  to  Mr.  T.  M.  Gil- 
more)  into  proper  prominence  before  all  the  world.  Cali- 
fornia's wine  production  is  synonymous  with  its  glorious 
climate,  beautiful  country,  etc.,  etc.,  and  properly  en- 
thused over  the  country  itself,  it  is  but  one  short  step  to 
drinking  its  wines. 

As  an  echo  of  the  recent  meeting  of  the  American  Wiue 
Growers'  Association  in  this  city  comes  the  suggestion  that 
the  next  meeting  of  the  association  be  held  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  there  is  a  movement  on  foot  to  have  a  reunion 
of  the  members  of  the  association  at  the  "  Golden  Gate " 
some  time  during  the  spring  or  summer. 

There  is  no  question  but  that  such  a  meeting  Avould  be 
productive  of  great  good  for  the  American  wine  interests, 
and  go  far  toward  cementing  the  "  entente  cordial "  be- 
tAveen  the  Eastern  and  Western  members  of  the  associa- 
tion. "  In  union  there  is  strength,"  and  it  is  a  fact  to  be 
deplored  that  there  has  not  been  sufficient  centralization  of 
interests  in  the  past.  The  enforcement  of  the  pure  food 
regulations  as  applied  to  imported  food  products  and  par- 
ticularly to  wines,  affords  a  wonderful  opportunity  for  the 
domestic  wines  to  gain  the  proper  standing,  and  concen- 
trated effort  by  all  interested  would,  it  seems,  prove  most 
effective  just  now. 

In  reviewing  the  importations  for  1904  it  is  a  note- 
worthy fact  that  the  imports  of  wines  and  liquors  for  the 
year  were  $10,327,132.15  as  against  .fl0,527,790.99  in  1903. 
Officially  this  snmll  decrease  has  been  ascribed  to  the  grow- 
ing use  in  this  country  of  domestic  wines. 

While  the  learned  Dr.  Wiley,  Chief  Chemist  of  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  has  at  times  been  rather  scathing 
in  his  ci'iticisms  of  whisky,  he  has  redeemed  himself  to 
some  extent  by  his  remarks  before  the  American  Associa- 
tion for  the  Advancement  of  Science,  at  a  meeting  in  Phila- 
delphia recently.  Diet,  as  a  factor  in  prevention  and  cure 
of  consumption,  was  dwelt  upon  by  the  doctor,  and  in  the 
course  of  his  remarks  he  said  that  among  the  food  material 
which  has  justly  attained  a  high  place  as  nutriment  fCBF 
persons  troubled  with  tuberculosis  is  alcohol.  He  said 
tlmt  it  was  most  commonly  used  in  the  forms  of  beer,  wine, 
whisky  and  brandy,  and  had  apparently  been  used  to  great 
advantage  in  many  other  maladies  as  Avell  as  tuberculosis. 

Again  is  the  merry  fight  on  regarding  the  license  of  the 
St.  Regis  Hotel  in  this  city.  Just  about  the  time  this 
famous  hostelry  Avas  opened  there  was  considerable  agita- 
tion among  the  blue-blooded  residents  of  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  Fifth  avenue  and  Fifty-fifth  street,  and  it 
seemed  for  a  time  as  if  the  hotel  would  have  to  sacrifice 
the  privilege  of  supplying  "  brandy  and  soda,"  and  such 
like  decoctions  to  its  fashionable  guests.  The  storm  ap- 
parently blew  over,  but  it  is  again  raging,  and  it  is.  re- 
ported that  powerful  interests  are  at  work  in  Albany  to 
have  the  license  revoked.  The  request  is  made  by  tbfi 
United  States  Trust  Coinpany  and  other  interests,  on  the 
claim  that  the  main  hotel  entrance  is  within  197  feet  of 
the  Fifth-avenue  Presbyterian  Church,  and  the  consent  of 
the  church  authorities  was  not  secured  in  the  granting  of 
the  license.  Several  other  property  owners  claim  to  be 
within  the  limit  prescribed  by  the  law — 200  feet  of  the 
main  entrance  to  the  hotel,  but  their  consents  were  not 
secured.

Thus,  gentlemen,  you  will  perceive  that  our  Golden  Wine  Temple 
and  its  maintenance  from  the  opening  to  the  closing  of  the  Exposi- 
tion cost  our  thirty-three  exhibitors  the  sum  of  not  exceeding  $3,040.32, 
and  basing  the  sales  of  California  wines  per  annum  at  $6,000,000,  the 
cost  of  our  exhibit  to  the  viticulturists  and  wine  merchants  is  not 
more  than  one-half  of  one  per  cent  on   the  annual   output. 

Aside  from  the  sales  of  the  surplus  wines  donated  for  entertaining 
and  sampling,  I  have  sent  for  direct  shipment  orders  approximating 
300  cases  and  which  orders  have  been  distributed  among  all  of  those 
exhibitors  who  desire  their  wines  to  be  placed  before  the  consumer. 
These  orders  have  been  disseminated  in  every  state  of  the  Union, 
some  parts  of  France,  Germany,  Mexico,  New  South  Wales,  etc.,  thus 
giving  our  Californian  product  an  international  advertising  which  I 
am  sure  will  not  only  bring  duplicate  orders,  but  open  new  centers 
for  the  introduction  of  our  bottled  wines. 

My  conservative  sampling  may  be  open  to  criticism,  but  the  very 
poor  character  of  the  attendants  and  the  isolation  of  our  exhibit  from 
the  center  of  attraction  at  the  Exposition  must  plead  the  reason  for 
same;  never  in  the  history  of  an  international  exposition  has  so  poor 
and  illiterate  a  class  of  visitors  attended  and  as  it  would  have  been 
a  waste  of  good  wine  to  an  unappreciative  and  uneducated  crowd  of 
"  souvenir  hunters  "  I  could  not  prostitute  my  department  in  "  feed- 
ing pearls  to  swine."  This,  I  hope,  may  plead  my  seeming  lack  of 
California  hospitality  or  neglect  of  my  duties  as  manager  of  your 
exhibit,  for  in  this  regard  I  can  conscientiously  say  that  I  was  not 
absent  one  whole  day  during  the  eight  months  of  the  Exposition  and, 
having  no  assistant,  it  kept  me  busy  from  10  a.  m.  to  6  p.  m.  daily 
in  entertaining  and  educating  the  visitors  to  the  freer  uses  of  wine 
from  the  standpoint  of  health,  morality  and  temperance  and  to  the 
greater  consumption  of  American  and  particularly  our  Californian 
wines. 

My  eight  months'  experience  at  the  World's  Fair  and  contact  with 
representatives  of  every  part  of  the  world,  has  confirmed  the  fact  that 
an  industrial  and  international  exposition  is  the  most  practical  and 
most  economical  means  of  advertising  the  resources  of  any  country. 
California  has  been  vastly  benefited  by  the  advertisement  of  her  won- 
derful climate  and  resources  as  attested .  by  the  numerous  awards 
given  to  her  by  an  international  jury,  having  carried  off  in  propor- 
tion to  her  representation  more  grand  prizes  and  medals  of  the  first 
order  than  any  country  represented  at  the  World's  Fair,  and  an  in- 
crease already  perceptible  to  our  industrial  population  has  already 
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shown  the  benefits  of  advertising  our  State.  In  no  department  of  our 
exhibits  has  more  interest  been  elicited  than  in  our  viticultural  and 
vlnicultural  exhibit,  which  drew  the  reluctant  praise  and  admiration 
of  our  foreign  competitors,  who  have  at  last  acknowledged  California 
as  a  rival  and  strong  competitor  in  furnishing  a  pure  and  generous 
wine  to  the  world. 

With  every  foot  of  our  fertile  soil  and  unrivaled  climate  suscepti- 
ble of  vita  and  viniculture  it  requires  no  great  effort  of  the  imagina- 
tion that  California  will  be  in  the  future  the  vineyard  of  the  world. 
Nature  has  been  more  than  lavish  with  her  gifts  and  it  now  devolves 
upon  the  viticulturists  and  our  wine  merchants  to  realize  this  "  much 
devoutly    to    be    wished    consummation."      Sincere    and    unselfish    co- 
operation between  the  grower  and  the  distributer  is  one  of  the  most 
I  important   factors   in  accomplishing  this  end.     A  concentrated   effort 
to  increase  the  output  of  our  bottled  wines  and  a  campaign  of  educa- 
I  tlon  of  the  same  is,   I   believe,   the   best  medium  of  advertising   the 
I  merits  of  our  wines,  for  it  is  a  well-known  fact  that  the  old  world 
j  established   the  reputation  of  their  wines  not  by  their  bulk,   but  by 
!  their  bottled  vintages.     The  elimination  of  foreign  generic  names  and 
j  the  substitution  of  California  names  and  labels,  and  the  predominance 
j  of  the   word    "  California "   on   every   package,   the   proper   classifica- 
!  tlon   and    districting   of  our   varieties,   forms   also   a   most   important 
!  factor   and   above   all   a   strict   maintenance   of   the  uniformity  of  our 
'  standards  is  an  absolute  necessity  for  success. 

Now,  gentlemen,  in  order  to  obtain  as  speedily  as  possible  more 
tangible  results  from  the  practical  work  of  the  Department  of  Viti- 
i  culture  of  California,  as  demonstrated  at  the  World's  Fair  at  St. 
Louis,  and  especially  to  increase  consumption  of  Californian  wines 
in  our  own  country,  foreign  recognition  of  the  purity,  individuality 
and  merit  of  our  wines  must  be  obtained.  As  you  well  know,  the 
American  is  not  a  wine  but  a  beer  and  spirit  drinker,  and  he  must 
be  educated  in  these  lines.  He  is  lacking  in  the  appreciation  of  our 
American  products,  the  popular  belief  that  nothing  fit  to  eat,  drink 
or  wear  unless  the  product  bears  the  impress  of  a  foreign  make  or 
label,  is  a  crying  evil,  and  he  must  be  educated  to  appreciate  our 
own  products  by  proper  propaganda.  Once  our  wines,  fruits  and 
rther  alimentary  products  receive  the  stamp  of  foreign  recognition, 
it  will  be  then  fashionable  for  the  average  American  to  use  them  to 
the  exclusion  of  the  foreign. 
The  opportunity  for  this  much-coveted  result  offers  itself  at  the 
rthcoming  international  exposition  to  be  held  at  Liege,  Belgium. 
Our  wines,  fruits  of  all  kinds  and  other  alimentary  products  have 
already  found  a  strong  and  growing  market  in  England,  France,  Ger- 
many and  other  foreign  marts,  and  it  needs  but  a  co-operative  and 
liberal  support  of  an  exhibit  of  Californian  products  at  Liege  to 
realize  this  great  expectation.  To  illustrate  the  importance  of  the  city 
of  Liege  as  a  center  of  attraction  in  Europe  I  quote  from  a  prospectus 
of  its  coming  exposition. 

"  From  a  geographical  point  of  view  Liege  is  situated  at  the  doors 
of  Germany  and  Holland ;  it  is  only  five  hours  by  train  from  Paris  and 
is  reached  in  nine  hours  from  London;  all  express  trains  which  con- 
nect up  the  extreme  points  of  Europe  and  even  of  Asia,  stop  at  its 
station." 

Aside  from  the  great  possibilities  of  increased  marts  for  the  prod- 
ucts of  our  State,  the  more  important  benefit  of  attracting  a  large 
industrial  immigration "  to  our  State  presents  a  magnificent  oppor- 
tunity at  the  International  Exposition  at  Liege,  for  California  needs 
not  only  producers,  but  more  consumers  of  all  our  alimentary  products. 
Submitting  all  of  the  above  to  your  courteous  and  indulgent  con- 
sideration and  trusting  that  my  humble  efforts  in  forwarding  and 
guarding  the  interests  of  the  Department  of  Viticulture  of  California 
at  the  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition  meet  with  your  favorable 
endorsement,  and  that  increased  recognition  of  the  merit  of  our  wines 
and  further  output  of  same  will  materially  increase  in  the  near  fu-

The  report  shows  that  47,000 
gallons  of  Zinfandel  wine  has  been  sold  to  the  Gundlach, 
Bundschu  Wine  Company,  at  17^2  cents  per  gallon.  Tlie 
wine  is  to  be  delivered  f.  o.  b.  at  Vineyard  station.  This  is 
said  to  be  the  highest  price  paid  for  this  grade  of  wine  this 
season. — Santa  Rosa  Press-Democrat. 


President  Rossi  states  that  the  Italian- Swiss  Colony  is  in 
sympathy  with  the  California  Wine  Association  in  the  cut 
of  21/^  to  5  cents  per  gallon  in  sweet  wine  and  blames  the 
independent  concerns  for  bringing  on  the  wine  war.  The 
proposed  25-cent  tax  per  proof  gallon  on  the  native  brandy 
used  by  wine  manufackirers  to  fortify  their  sweet  Avine 
product,  is  a  factor  as  well  as  the  government  report  of  a 
big  surplus  in  the  output  of  wine  in  France.  Growers  need 
not  expect  better  prices  for  grapes  till  matters  are  ad- 
justed.— Sonoma  County  Farmer. 


With  the  closing  in  the  spring  of  1903  of  the  old  and  far- 
famed  monastery  of  La  Grande  Chartreuse  and  the  acquir- 
ing of  the  property  by  the  State,  tlie  making  and  the 
exporting  of  the  well-known  cordial  "Chartreuse"  to  the 
United  States  ceased.  The  monks  have  now  resumed  its 
manufacture  at  Tarragona,  in  Spain,  under  the  new  label, 
"Liqueur  fabriquee  a  Tarragona  par  les  Peres  Chartreux." 
The  original  label  and  trade-mark  were  appropriated  by 
the  French  Government,  and  it  has  recently  granted  to  a 
leading  firm  of  French  distillers  the  right  to  use  them. 
They  are  about  to  ship  to  America  a  liqueur  under  the 
name  of  "La  Grande  Chartreuse,"  purporting  to  be  iden- 
tical with  that  made  by  the  monks.  To  the  ordinary  palate 
discrimination  is  difficult.  But  the  monks  claim  chat  tliey 
alone  possess  the  secret  of  the  genuine  article  wrapped  up 
in  their  300-year-old  recipe. 

In  sharp  competition  with  the  original  "Chartreuse," 
there  has  been  made  for  a  number  of  years,  within  a  few 
miles  of  the  old  monastery,  another  liqueur  known  as  "La 
Raphaelle."  Its  maker  was  formerly  a  "brother"  in  the 
monastery,  and  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  its  cordial, 
but  for  some  reason  he  withdrew  from  the  brotherhood. 
His  business  has  grown  to  be  very  large  and  is  extending 
to  other  countries.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  han- 
dling it  in  the  United  States ;  some  shipments  have  'gone 
over  already.  It  is  put  up  in  the  same  form  as  the  "Char- 
treuse;" it  is  asserted  to  be  the  same  thing,  but  is  sold  at 
a  much  lower  price.

Bioletti  Describes  a  New  Grape.

FREDERICK  BIOLETTI,  who  has  been  in  France 
studying  in  connection  with  viticulture  and  vinicul- 
ture, has  written  a  highly  instructive  article  for  the  Re- 
viKW^  which  appears  in  this  issue.  It  deals  particularly 
with  Lenoir  and  a  new  grape  of  remarkable  qualities  which 
has  just  been  created  at  Montpellier,  France.  The  article 
should  be  carefully  read  by  every  viticulturalist  in  the 
State.  Now  that  Mr.  Bioletti  has  returned  to  his  old 
duties  in  the  University  of  California,  we  will  probably  be 
favored  with  further  information  as  to  the  results  of  his 
work  in  France. 


High  Art  in  Trade  Advertising

Distilled  Spirits. 


S})irits  produced  from  fruit  silbjeot  to  tax,  and  the  pro- 
ducer is  liable  as  a  distiller.  A  person  can  make  wine 
from  fruits  and  sell  the  sanie  at  the  place  where  made 
or  at  one  general  business  office  without  incurring 
liabilit}'. 

Treasury  Department, 
Office  of  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue^ 
Washimjton,  D.  C,  January  5,  1905. 
Sir  :    Your  letter  of  the  30th  ultimo,  addressed  to  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  has  been  referred  to  this  Depart- 
ment, wherein,  referring  to  grapes  and  other  fruits  grown 
on  your  farm,  which  you  have  been  compelled  to  throw 
away  because  they  are  not  marketable,  you  inquire  whether 
the  laws  forbid  you  to  "  buy  an  alembic  and  distill  these 
waste  apples,  pears  and  grapes  "  for  your  "  own  use." 

As  under  the  internal-revenue  laws  of  the  United  States 
a  tax  of  fl.lO  a  gallon  would  attach  to  the  spirits  pro- 
duced from  these  fruits,  even  though  they  were  not  pro- 
duced for  sale,  but  only  for  the  personal  use  of  the  dis- 
tiller, you  could  not  engage  in  such  distillation,  except 
after  having  given  bond  as  a  distiller  and  having  complied 
Avith  all  other  provisions  of  the  internal-revenue  laws  re- 
lating to  the  distillation  of  spirits  from  fruits,  without 
involving  yourself  in  heavy  penalties  under  these  laws. 

You  can,  however,  express  the  juice  from  these  fruits, 
and  b}'  fermentation  make  it  into  wine;  and  under  the  pro- 
visions of  section  3246,  Revised  Statutes,  sell  this  wine  in 
any  quantity,  small  as  well  as  large,  at  the  place  where 
you  made  it  or  at  one  "general  business  office"  (but  not 
at  any  other  place),  without  involving  yourself  in  any 
liability  under  the  internal-revenue  laws  of  the  United 
States.  Any  liability  in  which  you  might  become  involved 
on  this  account  would  be  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Michigan  or  under  the  local  ordinances.

Fruit  in  Spirits — Reciprocity. 

La  Manna  vs.  United  States*.  United  States  Circuit 
Court,  Southern  District  of  New  York.  December  22, 
1904.     Suit  3443. 

Fruits  in  Spirits — Reciprocity.  The  reduction  in  duty 
on  "  brandies  or  other  spirits  manufactured  or  distilled 
from  grain  or  other  materials,"  which  is  provided  in  the 
reciprocal  commercial  agreement  with  France  (30  Stat., 
1774;  T.  D.  19,405),  is  not  applicable  to  the  alcohol  found 
in  fruit  in  spirits,  which  under  paragraph  263,  tariff  act  of 
1897,  is  dutiable  at  the  rate  of  |2.50  per  proof  gallon  when 
exceeding  10  per  cent. 

On  application  for  review  of  a  decision  of  the  Board 
of  General  Appraisers.  - 

The  merchandise  in  question  consists  of  fruit  in  spirits 
imported  from  France  into  the  port  of  New  York  by  La 
Manna,  Azema  &  Farnan.  The  collector  imposed  thereon 
the  duty  of  35  per  cent  advalorem  and  in  addition  the  rate 
of  |2.50  per  proof  gallon  on  the  alcohol  in  excess  of  10  per 
cent,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  paragraph  263, 
tariff  act  of  1897,  relating  to  fruit  preserved  in  spirits. 


The  importers  claimed  that  this  additional  duty  on  the 
alcohol  should  be  but  |1.75  per  proof  gallon,  under  section 
3  of  said  act  and  the  reciprocal  commercial  agreement  with 
France  (30  Stat,  1774;  T.  D.  19,405),  wherein  that  rate  is 
provided  for  "  brandies,  or  other  spirits  manufactured  or 
distilled  from  grain  or  other  materials."  This  contention 
was  overruled  by  the  Board  in  an  unpublished  decision 
dated  October  19,  1903.    Before  Piatt,  District  Judge. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  argument  the  Court  affirmed  the 
decision  of  the  Board  of  General  Appraisers,  witliout 
opinion. 

*The  reversal  of  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  General 
Appraisers  in  this  case,  as  noted  in  T.  D.  25,901,  was  va- 
cated December  21,  1904,  on  motion  of  the  United  States 
Attorney,  the  case  being  restored  to  the  calendar. 


Special  Tax. 


A  manufacturer  of  wine  can  only  sell  at  the  place  of 
manufacturing,  or  at  one  business  office,  without  being  re- 
quired to  pay  special  tax. 

Treasury  Department^ 
Office  of  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue^ 
Washington,  D.  C,  December  27,  1904. 

Sir  :  Under  the  construction  now  given  by  this  office  to 
the  exempting  provision  of  section  3246,  Revised  Statutes, 
relating  to  manufacturers  of  Avine,  the  old  ruling  that  man- 
ufacturers are  entitled  to  sell  at  two  places,  namely,  the 
place  of  manufacture  of  the  wine,  and  one  general  business 
office,  and  it  is  held  that  a  manufacturer  of  wine  can  only 
sell  at  the  place  of  manufacture,  or  at  one  business  office, 
without  being  required  to  jjay  special  tax. 

If,  therefore,  the Company  sell  their  wines  at  their 

place  of  manufacture  in  California,  and  also  sell  througli 
their  agent  at  New  York  city,  they  must  make  sworn  re- 
turn in  the  corporate  name  and  pay  special  tax,  and  take 
out  the  requisite  special-tax  stamp  in  that  name.  It  is 
the  principal  and  not  the  agent  who  is  required  to  make 
such  return  and  take  out  the  requisite  stamp.  (See  Ruling 
No.  813  in  Treasury  Decisions,  August  4,  1904,  page 
37.)     *     *     *

SWEETS : — The  outlook  for  the  sweet  wine  market  is 
not  of  the  brightest  character.  Supply  and  demand 
are  the  important  factors  in  regulating  all  commodities. 
The  increased  acreage  coupled  with  the  already  heavy 
production  of  sweet  wines  will  not  have  a  tendency  of  rais- 
ing existing  prices.  The  war  that  has  existed  between  the 
association  and  the  independent  dealers  is  still  on,  and 
the  end  is  not  yet  in  sight. 


BEANDY : — In  common  with  all  lines  of  trade  there  is 
an  unusual  quietness  in  the  brandy  market  not  trace- 
able to  any  particular  cause.

WHISKY : — That  there  is  to  a  certain  extent  stagna- 
tion in  the  whisky  field  cannot  be. disputed,  yet  one 
grasps  about  for  a  reasonable  explanation  without  suc- 
cess. There  is  no  feeling  of  gloom  or  depression  but  just 
a  general  falling  off  in  sales.  Reports  from  the  interior 
give  promise  of  a  prosperous  year.  The  totals  of  the  ex- 
ports by  sea  show  an  increase  over  the  previous  month, 
aggregating  in  value  $22,407  and  consisting  of  2,695  cases 
and  4,407  gallons. 


BEER : — Exports  for  the  month  show  a  substantial  in- 
crease over  January,  and  future  prospects  are  en- 
couraging. All  of  the  "product  shipped  was  in  glass  and 
consisted  of  2,004  packages  of  bottled  goods  of  the  value 
of  114,197.

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Prohibition  Situation  in  Oregon. 


The  situation  of  the  liquor  trade  iu  Oregon  to-day  pre- 
nts  a  number  of  interesting  anomalies.    While  there  is  in 
ect  in  this  State  one  of  the  most  unfair  and  drastic  local 
tion  laws  which  it  is  possible  for  any  prohibitionist  to 
nceive,  the  outlook  for  the  trade  is,  nevertheless,  more 
.opeful  than  for  many  years. 
The  present  local  option  law  was  passed  last  June  by  a 
•ote  of  the  people.     By  dint  of  continuous  work  upon  the 
rt  of  the  Brewers'  and  Wholesale  Liquor  Dealers'  Asso- 
ation,  with  headquarters  in  Portland,  the  public  was 
•adually  brought  to  understand  that  they  had  been  gross- 
deceived  in  the  purposes  and  title  of  the  law,  which 
as  shown  to  be,  in  fact,  a  radical  and  cunning  prohibition 
easure.    As  a  result  of  this  work,  when  the  prohibition- 
ts  called  prohibition  elections  all  over  Oregon  in  October 
ey  were  crushingly  defeated. 

The  Brewers'  and  Wholesale  Liquor  Dealers'  Associa- 
tion then  proceeded  to  secure  a  reasonable  amendment  of 
the  local  option  law  in  the  Legislature  which  had  just 
closed  its  session.  After  many  months  of  continuous  con- 
sultation with  various  taxpaying  and  commercial  inter- 
ests a  law  was  modeled  upon  the  Brannock  local  option 
law  of  Ohio  and  was  introduced  in  the  Legislature,  where 
it  at  once  leaped  into  fame  as  the  Jayne  bill,  and  was  the 
subject  of  the  most  spectacular  fight  of  the  entire  session. 
Prohibitionists,  headed  by  the  Anti-saloon  League,  brought 
to  Salem  all  the  prominent  preachers  and  business  men  of 
their  peculiar  faith,  that  they  could  arouse.  The  halls  of 
the  capital  swarmed  with  influential  church  members,  who 
button-holed  and  threatened  every  member  of  the  Legisla- 
ture they  could  reach.  In  spite  of  this  great  influence 
exerted  by  the  prohibitionists,  the  Jayne  bill  passed  the 
House  by  a  vote  of  34  to  25  and  was  then  sent  to  the  Senate. 
In  the  Senate  the  Jayne  bill  had  relatively  even  more 
support  than  in  the  House.  Less  than  25  per  cent  of  the 
Senators  were  opposed  to  the  passage  of  the  Jayne  bill 
upon  its  merits.  Even  the  Prohibitionists  were  disposed 
to  concede  its  passage.  Before  it  came  up  for  its  second 
reading,  however,  a  bitter  war  broke  out  among  the  Sena- 
tors on  account  of  a  measure  introduced  to  create  a  new 
county.  This  bill,  known  as  the  Cascade  County  bill,  hap- 
ned  to  be  introduced  by  Mr.  Jayne,  the  same  member 
ho  had  introduced  the  bill  amending  the  local  option 
,w.  As  a  measure  of  retaliation,  a  number  of  Republicans 
sided  in  with  the  Democrats  to  vote  against  the  Jayne 
Itill,  not  because  they  were  opposed  to  this  measure,  but 
merely  as  a  matter  of  revenge  upon  some  of  its  supporters, 
notably  Mr.  Jayne. 
So  rapidly  was  this  deal  made  that  the  entire  complexion 
the  Senate  was  changed  from  a  vote  of  22  to  7  in  favor 
*f  the  Jayne  bill  to  a  vote  of  17  to  12  against  it,  and  the 
Jayne  bill  was  immediately  referred  to  a  hopelessly  hostile 
committee. 

I  Strenuous  work  upon  the  part  of  the  liquor  interests 
ain  changed  the  complexion  of  the  Senate  to  15  "for" 
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and  14  "against"  the  Jayne  bill,  and  thereupon  it  was 
immediately  withdrawn  from  the  hostile  committee  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary,  where  its  friends 
were  in  the  majority.  After  much  parliamentary  nmneu- 
vering  of  a  somewhat  spectacular  nature,  the  favorable 
report  of  the  Judiciary  Committee  was  adopted  by  the 
Senate  15  to  14,  but  16  votes. were  necessary  in  order  to 
carry  the  bill  upon  its  final  passage.  The  liquor  inter- 
ests lacked  one  vote  of  this  number,  and  as  but  six  hours 
remained  of  the  session,  it  was  found  impossible  to  secure 
the  missing  ballot.  The  Jayne  bill  was,  therefore,  in- 
definitely postponed  by  a  vote  of  16  to  13. 

Although  no  amendment  of  the  local  option  law  was  se- 
cured at  this  session  of  the  Legislature,  the  fight  has  had 
some  satisfactory  results.  It  has  demonstrated  for  one 
thing  that  a  majority  of  the  Legislature  were  in  favor  of 
amending  the  law.  It  has  been  proved  to  the  satisfaction 
of  every  one  except  the  prohibitionists  that  public  senti- 
ment demands  the  amendment.  The  fight  has  demon- 
strated, as  nothing  else  could  have  done,  the  fact  that  pub- 
lic sj'mpathy  is  with  the  liquor  interests  except  in  isolated 
cases  where  disorderly  conduct  upon  the  part  of  some  in- 
dividuals may  bring  temporary  discredit  upon  the  trade 
in  some  particular  locality.  A  year  of  battling  has  solidi- 
fied the  trade  all  over  Oregon  into  a  compact  political  body. 
Among  it  there  now  exist  several  powerful  associations 
whose  sole  object  is  the  betterment  of  the  trade  at  large, 
and  its  protection  from  fool  legislation  proposed  by  enthu- 
siastic but  uninformed  prohibitionists  and  cranks. 

While  no  definite  plans  for  the  future  have  been  made, 
it  is  certain  that  the  local  option  law  will  be  either  en- 
tirely repealed  or  properly  amended  by  popular  vote  at  the 
State  election  in  June,  1906,  and  in  the  meantime  th^  ex- 
cesses of  the  prohibitionists  are  causing  a  healthy  and 
gratifying  reaction  in  favor  of  decently  liberal  municipal 
and  State  policies. 

Oregon  has  for  the  last  year  been  engulfed  in  a  reform 
wave,  started  by  the  exposure  of  the  land  frauds,  and  the 
liquor  interests  have  been  made  the  innocent  scape-goat  of 
this  movement.  There  are  positive  signs,  however,  that 
this  wave  has  reached  high  tide  and  is  now  on  the  ebb. 


Governor  Urged  to  Sign  Bill. 


FRANK  W.  SWETT,  of  IMartinez,  Chairman  of  the  Leg- 
islative Committee  of  the  California  Viticultural 
Club,  has  addressed  a  communication  to  Governor  Par- 
dee, requesting  him  to  favorably  regard  the  bill  introduced 
in  the  Legislature  bearing  an  appropriation  of  $10,000  to 
be  used  in  investigating  diseases  of  grape  vineyards,  says 
the  Sacramento  Bee. 

In  his  letter  he  states  that  during  the  past  twenty  years 
vine  diseases  have  destroj^ed  over  $500,000  of  vineyards 
per  year  on  an  average-— 40,000  acres  in  Southern  Califor- 
nia, and  10,000  acres  in  the  Santa  Clara  Valley  and  5,000 
acres  in  the  upper  Sacramento  Valley.  This,  being  over 
f  1,000  per  day,  is  a  great  loss  to  the  commonwealth. 

He  points  out  that  |5,000  per  year  is  not  an  excessive 
appropriation  to  protect  vineyard  interests  worth  over 
$80,000,000  and  producing  a  crop  that  last  year  was 
valued  at  over  $13,000,000. 

The  investigating  work,  which  includes  the  finding  of  a 
remedy  for  the  Anaheim  disease,  which  is  very  destructive, 
is  to  be  done  by  the  State  University. 
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REVISED  DEFINITIONS  OF  PURE  FOOD  STANDARDS, 


1.  Wine  is  the  product  made  by  the  normal  alcoholic  fermentation  of  the  juice  of  sound,  ripe  grapes,  and  the  usual 
cellar  treatment,*  and  contains  not  less  than  seven  (7)  nor  more  than  sixteen  (16)  per  cent  of  alcohol,  by  volume,  and, 
in  one  hundred  (100)  cubic  centimeters,  not  more  than  one-tenth  (0.1)  gram  of  sodium  chlorid  nor  more  than  two- 
tenths  (0.2)  gram  of  potassium  sulphate;  and  for  red  wine  not  more  than  fourteen  hundredths  (0.14)  gram,  and  for 
white  wine  not  more  than  twelve  hundredths  (0.12)  gram  of  volatile  acids  derived  from  fermentation  and  calculated 
as  acetic  acid.  Bed  wine  is  wine  containing  the  red  coloring  matter  of  the  skins  of  grapes.  .  White  wine  is  wine  made 
from  white  grapes  or  the  expressed  fresh  jviice  of  other  grapes. 

2.  Dry  wine  is  wine  in  which  the  fermentation  of  the  sugars  is  practically  complete  and  which  contains,  in  one  hun- 
dred (100)  cubic  centimeters,  less  than  one  (1)  gram  of  sugars  and  for  dry  red  wine  not  less  than  sixteen  hun- 
dredths (0.16)  gram  of  grape  ash  and  not  less  than  one  and  six-tenths  (1.6)  grams  of  grape  solids,  and  for  dry  white 
wine  not  less  than  thirteen  hundredths  (0.13)  gram  of  grape  ash  and  not  less  than  one  and  four-tenths  (1.4)  grams  of 
grape  solids. 

3.  Fortified  dry  wine  is  dry  wine  to  which  brandy  has  been  added  but  which  conforms  in  all  other  particulars  to  the 
standard  of  dry  wine. 

4.  Sweet  wine  is  wine  in  which  the  alcoholic  fermentation  has  been  arrested,  and  which  contains,  in  one  hundred 
(100)  cubic  centimeters,  not  less  than  one  (1)  gram  of  sugars,  and  for  sweet  red  wine  not  less  than  sixteen  hun- 
dredths (0.16)  gram  of  grape  ash,  and  for  sweet  white  wine  not  less  than  thirteen  hundredths  (0.13)  gram  of  grape  ash. 

5.  Fortified  sweet  wine  is  sweet  wine  to  which  wine  spirits  have  been  added. 

By  act  of  Congress,  "sAveet  wine"  used  for  making  fortified  sweet  wine,  and  "wine  spirits"  used  for  such  fortification 
are  defined  as  follows  (sec.  43,  Act  of  October  1,  1890,  26  Stat.,  567,  as  amended  by  section  68,  Act  of  August  28,  1894, 
28  Stat.,  509)  :  That  the  wine  spirits  mentioned  in  section  fox*ty-two  of  this  act  is  the  prodiict  resulting  from  the  dis- 
tillation of  fermented  grape  juice  and  shall  be  held  to  include  the  product  commonly  known  as  grape  brandy;  and  the 
pure  sweet  wine  which  may  be  fortified  free  of  tax,  as  provided  in  said  section,  is  fermented  grape  juice  only,  and  shall 
contain  no  other  substance  of  any  kind  whatever  introduced  before,  at  the  time  of,  or  after  fermentation  and  such  sweet 
wine  shall  contain  not  less  than  four  per  centum  of  saccharine  matter,  which  saccharine  strength  may  be  determined 
by  testing  with  Balling's  saccharometer  or  must  scale,  such  sweet  wine,  after  the  evaporation  of  the  spirit  contained 
therein,  and  restoring  the  sample  tested  to  original  volume  by  addition  of  water:  Provided,  That  the  addition  of  pure 
boiled  or  condensed  grape  must,  or  pure  crystallized  cane  or  beet  sugar  to  the  grape  juice  aforesaid,  or  the  fermented 
product  of  such  grape  juice  prior  to  the  fortification  provided  for  by  this  Act  for  the  sole  purpose  of  perfecting  sweet 
wines  according  to  commercial  standard,  shall  not  be  excluded  by  the  definition  of  pure,  sweet  wine  aforesaid :  Pro- 
vided further,  That  the  cane  or  beet  sugar  so  used  shall  not  be  in  excess  of  ten  per  cent  of  the  weight  of  wines  to  be  for- 
tified under  this  Act. 

6.  Sparkling  wine  is  wine  in  which  the  after  part  of  the  fermentation  is  completed  in  the  bottle,  the  sediment  be- 
ing disgorged  and  its  place  supplied  by  wine  or  sugar  liquor  and  which  contains,  in  one  hundred  (100)  cubic  centi- 
meters, not  less  than  twelve  hundredths  (0.12)  gram  of  grape  ash. 

7.  Sugar  wine  is  the  product  made  by  the  addition  of  sugar  to  the  juice  of  sound  ripe  grapes  and  subsequent  alco- 
holic fermentation  with  the  usual  cellar  treatment. 

8.  Raisin  wine  is  the  product  made  by  the  alcoholic  fermentation  of  an  infusion  of  dried  or  evaporated  grapes, 
or  of  a  mixture  of  such  infusion  or  raisins  with  grape  juice. 

VINEGAR. 

1.  Vinegar,  cider  vinegar,  or  apple  vinegar  is  the  product  made  by  the  alcoholic  and  subsequent  acetous  fermenta- 
tions of  the  juice  of  apples,  is  laivo-rotatory,  and  contains  not  less  than  four  (4)  grams  of  acetic  acid,  not  less  than 
one  and  six-tenths  (1.6)  grams  of  apple  solids,  and  not  less  than  twenty-five  hundredths  (0.25)  gram  of  apple  ash  in 
one  hundred  (100)  cubic  centimeters.  The  water-soluble  ash  from  one  hundred  (100)  cubic  centimeters  of  the  vinegar 
requires  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  ctibic  centimeters  of  decinormal  acid  to  neutralize  the  acidity  and  contains  not 
less  than  ten  (10)  milligrams  of  phosphoric  acid  (P-0°). 

2.  Wine  vinegar  or  grape  vinegar  is  the  product  made  by  the  alcoholic  and  subsequent  acetous  fermentations  of  the 
juice  of  grapes  and  contains,  in  one  hundred  (100)  cubic  centimeters,  not  less  than  four  (4)  grams  of  acetic  acid,  not 
less  than  one  and  four-tenths  (1.4)  grams  of  grape  solids,  and  not  less  than  thirteen  hundredths  (0.13)  gram  of  grape 
ash. 

3.  Malt  vinegar  is  the  product  made  by  the  alcoholic  and  subsequent  acetous  fermentations,  without  distillation,  of  an 
infusion  of  barley  malt  or  cereals  whose  starch  has  been  converted  by  malt,  and  is  dextro-rotatory  and  contains,  in  one 
hundred  (100)  cubic  centimeters,  not  less  than  four  (4)  grams  of  acetic  acid,  not  less  than  two  (2)  grams  of  solids, 
and  not  less  than  two-tenths  (0.2)  gram  of  ash.  The  water-soluble  ash  from  one  hundred  (100)  cubic  centimeters  of 
the  vinegar  requires  not  less  than  four  (4)  cubic  centimeters  of  decinormal  acid  to  neutralize  its  alkalinity  and  con- 
tains not  less  than  nine  (9)  milligrams  of  phosphoric  acid  (P^0°). 

4.  Sugar  vinegar  is  the  product  made  by  the  alcoholic  and  subsequent  acetous  fermentations  of  solutions  of  a  sugar, 
syrup,  molasses,  or  refiners'  syrup,  find  contains,  in  one  hundred  (100)  cubic  centimeters,  not  less  than  four  (4)  grams 
of  acetic  acid. 

5.  Glucose  vinegar  is  the  prodiict  made  by  the  alcoholic  and  subsequent  acetous  fermentations  of  solutions  of 
starch  sugar,  glucose,  or  glucose  syrup,  is  dextro-rotatory,  and  contains,  in  one  hundred  (100)"  cubic  centimeters,  not 
less  than  four  (4)  grams  of  acetic  acid. 

6.  Spirit  vinegar,  distilled  vinegar,  grain  vinegar  is  the  product  made  by  the  acetous  fermentation  of  dilute  dis- 
tilled alcohol  and  contains,  in  one  hundred  (100)  cubic  centimeters,  not  less  than  four  (4)  grams  of  acetic  acid.

The  followinji  extract  from  the  annual  report  to  the 
shareholders  will  be  read  with  particular  interest : 

Durin«t  the  past  year  some  anxiety  was  caused  by  the 
exix'ctation  of  a  third  abnormally  heavy  wine  yield  in 
succession  to  that  of  1902  and  1003.  This,  however,  was 
averted,  particularly  in  dry  wines,  by  the  occurrence  of 
heavy  rains  durinj;  the  vintajje  which  reduced  the  output 
of  standard  (piality  wines.  There  was,  however,  inaugu- 
rated durinji;  the  year  what  might  fairly  be  characterized 
as  a  senseless  and  most  unnecessai-y  cutting  of  ])rices  in 
sweet  wines  and  brandies  by  so-called  independents,  prin- 
cipally vineyard  proprietors  and  Avine-makers  who,  ren- 
dered prosperous  by  the  sheltering  influence  of  your  asso- 
ciation's operations,  hoped  thereby  to  extend  their  rela- 
tions with  the  general  trade  to  the  detriment  of  the  large 
distributers,  little  realizing  that  while  it  is  easy  to  break 
prices  it  is  ditlicult  afterwards  to  re-establish  them. 

Your  association  refrained,  in  common  witli  other  large 
wine  houses,  feu*  several  months  from  lowering  their  price 
list  to  meet  this  competition,  until  inroads  into  their  sweet 
wine  business  bi'came  so  serious  that  they  Avere  forced 
to  act,  and  in  the  early  fall  tlie  breaking  of  minimum 
sweet  wine  and  brandy  prices  becanu^  (luite  general, 
though  your  asociation  has  been  able  to  maintain  the  list 
high  grade  wines  and  standard  brandies. 

The  upholding  of  c(mditions  for  all  concerned,  includ- 
rape  growers,  has  thus  bi'eu  rendered  difficult  by 
the  action  of  people  who,  having  much  at  stake  in  the 
maintenance  of  their  vineyard  vahu's,  should  have  been 
the  more  loth  to  jirecipilate  a  breaking  up  of  the  favorable 
auspices  for  all  concerned,  which  for  several  years  have 
been  created  and  umintained  through  the  influence  of  your 
association. 

Fortunately  your  directors,  through  a  settled  policy  of 
kee])ing  down  the  book  value  of  wines  to  low  figures,  have 
for  several  years  been  preparing  against  such  a  contin- 
gency and  now  find  matters  in  exceHent  shape  to  meet 
the  issue. 

The  results,  however,  to  vineyard  interests  can  hardly 

fail  to  be  injurious,  for  the  grape-grower,  with  a  pernui- 

nent  and  inflexible  investment  on  which  profits  or  losses 

re  directly  commensurate  with  the  price  of  grapes,  is  un- 

ible  to  adjust  himself  to  market  conditions  as  easily  as  the 

dealer  whose  elastic  investment  in  wine  stocks  rises  and 

I  alls  with  conditions  annually  presented. 
The  heavy  additional  grape  acreage  soon  coming  into 
(eariTig  in  the  sweet  wine  disti-icts,  extending  from  Te- 
lanui  to  Los  Angeles  and  8an  Bernardino  counties,  will 
>robably  tend  toward  a  continuing  low  range  of  sweet 
wine  ju'ices  and  this,  cou]>led  with  s])oradic  co-oi)erative 
niiiVements,  which  generally  unsettle  conditions,  c<md)ine 
to  render  unfavorable  th«  -i)utlook  for  sweet  wiiu;  vine- 
yards. 
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In  the  bay  counties  covering  the  dry  wine  district  con- 
ditions are  more  encouraging.  Your  association  has  for- 
tunately b(M'n  in  a  ])ositi(Ui  to  exercise  more  influence  in 
this  branch  of  the  business,  which,  after  all,  is  of  greater 
importance  than  the  sweet  wine  branch,  and  has  conse- 
(|uently  been  able  to  avert  any  serious  break  in  open  mar- 
ket prices. 

There  now  seems  little  danger  of  an  over-supply  of  good 
dry  wines,  and  you  association  has  materially  assisted  in 
restoring  confidence  among  dry  wine  vineyardists  by  en- 
tering into  long  time  contracts  which  guarantee  that  the 
minimum  price  of  grapes  shall  not  fall  below  a  given  satis- 
factory and  remunerative  figure. 

Grape-growers  quite  generally  in  the  dry  wine  district, 
realizing  that  any  prosperity  nuist  be  mutual  both  to  the 
great  wine  handling  interests  as  well  as  to  themselves, 
have  by  entrusting  us  with  contracts  for  their  grapes  ma- 
terially co-operated  in  maintaining  conditions.  The  out- 
look for  dry  wine  grapes  is  encouraging,  while  the  position 
of  dry  wine  stocks  is  statistically  good,  the  greater  por- 
tion of  the  maturing  wines  being  in  strong  hands  not  likely 
to  yield  to  unnecessary  panic,  though  of  course  prepared 
to  protect  their  own  trade  interests  should  the  occasion 
arise. 

The  profits  of  your  business,  in  common  with  others, 
were  affected  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  by  the 
lowering  of  prices  due  to  the  causes  before  mentioned; 
and  while  a  fair  margin  of  profit  on  the  entire  business 
for  the  year  has  been  nuiintained  it  has  not  been  suffi- 
ciently large,  after  paying  a  reasonable  return  in  dividends 
to  the  stockholders,  to  i)ermit  of  laying  by  the  ample  re- 
serves necessary  to  insure  the  stability  of  any  business 
connected  with  natural  products  of  the  soil,  which  of  nec- 
essity are  subject  to  fluctuations  in  value. 

By  drawing,  however,  on  the  contingent  reserve  funds 
held  for  such  purposes  your  directors  are  enabled  to  write 
down  the  book  values  of  wines  to  a  figure  below  which  any 
further  competition  by  adverse  interests  will  throw  upon 
the  latter  the  responsibility  for  rendering  unprofitable  a 
majority  of  the  sweet  wine  vinej'ards  in  the  State.  It  is 
therefore  to  be  hoped  that  a  returning  dawn  of  sense  may 
awaken  those  who  have  jjrecipitated  the  present  condi- 
tions to  a  realization  of  the  injury  they  are  doing  their 
fellow  growers  in  a  contest  from  which  they  can  event- 
ually only  come  out  second  best. 

While  your  association  is  interested  either  through 
lease  or  ownership  in  a  large  acreage,  its  vineyards  pro- 
vide but  a  small  proportion  of  the  grapes  crushed  an- 
nually under  its  control,  and  therefore  with  the  margin 
of  profit  in  its  trading  business,  which  by  reason  of  fifty 
years"  dealing  through  its  brands  with  the  general  trade 
it  does  now  and  always  should  be  able  to  command — it  can 
afford  to  depend  less  upon  the  results  of  its  vineyard  op- 
erations than  is  possible  with  the  grape-grower  who  relies 
for  his  profit  upon  a  satisfactory  price  for  grapes. 

Your  management,  however,  realizes  that  it  must  eii- 
deavor  to  minimize  such  fluctuations  in  the  amount  of  an- 
nual profits  by  the  firmer  cstablishmcTit  of  special  brands, 
and  to  this  end  plans  are  being  forwarded  to  bring  closer 
to  the  notice  of  the  i)ublic  the  excellence  of  California 
wines  by  bottling  and  distributing  the  better  varieties  in 
a  niannel'  which  has  hitlierto  not  been  exploited.  With  the 
prestige  wUicU  nuch  a  campaign  of  publicity  itbottW  g;ive, 
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the  wholesale  customers  of  your  association  will  doubt- 
less find  it  greatly  to  their  advantage  to  closely  patronize 
its  wines  instead  of  purchasing,  on  the  encouragement  t)f 
a  few  cents  less  per  gallon,  the  immature  and  roughly 
handled  wines  of  those  whose  ecjuipment  and  capital  limi- 
tations render  their  turning  out  of  a  finished  article  un- 
certain if  not  impossible.

The  Afterglow. 


The  great  Exposition  of  St.  Louis  is  at  an  end.  The 
luster  and  electrical  glory  of  this  eminent  achievement  of 
united  intelligence  and  civilization  now  centers  in  an  after- 
glow that  will  last  for  many  years  to  come.  The  spirit 
of  undoing  and  destruction  has  taken  hold  of  the  most 
magnificent  dis])lay  of  structural  architecture  ever  con- 
centrated for  similar  jturposes  and,  iooUing  backward,  we 
grieve  in  melancholy  reflections,  that  everything  has  its 
time  and  must  finally  yield  to  the  unavoidable  end. 

California,  as  a  State,  may  well  be  proud  of  the  gen- 
eral result  of  its  combined  efforts  to  worthily  represent 
the  magnificent  resources  of  its  soil  and  industries.  All 
the  exhibits  of  the  Golden  State  were  bold,  beautiful  and 
unique  in  their  conception  and  attracted  considerable  at- 
tention. The  State  Commissioners,  Messrs.  Filcher  and 
AViggins,  may  be  congratulated  by  their  own  people  as 
well  as  those  of  the  entire  United  States  upon  their  laud- 
able accomplishment.  American  viticulture  never  ten- 
dered a  worthier  and  nobler  tribute  to  its  achievements 
than  the  "  Golden  Temple  of  Viticulture,"  erected  and 
dedicated  as  a  joint  exhibit  by  the  vineyardists  of  Cali- 
fornia. And  what  are  the  lessons  we  may  justly  derive 
from  such  a  conscientious  effort  to  place  California  viti- 
cultural  products  prominently  before  the  world,  to  be 
fairly  judged  on  their  purity  and  merits  and  on  the  unde- 
niable progress,  made  by  them  during  tlie  last  decade? 
We  have  demonstrated  to  the  world  at  large  that  the  ad- 
vancement of  grape  culture  on  the  Pacific  Coast  can  not 
be  checked  by  untoward  circumstances;  that  the  energy, 
confidence  and  sustained  ambition  of  our  vineyardists  can 
not  be  curbed  b.y  unfortxinate  conditions,  arising  from 
temperance  movements,  injudicious  legislation  or  other 
shortsighted  interferences;  and,  ftirthermore,  that  their 
intelligent  influences  will  continue  to  be  directed  toward 
the  rational  amendment  of  former  shortcomings,  the  study, 
and  possibly  the  elimination  of  vine  diseases,  the  improve- 
ment of  methods,  and  toward  the  concentrated  support 
and  promotion  of  the  purity  of  American  wines  gen- 
erally. The  jjrophet  sometimes  finds  least  recognition  in 
his  own  country.  However,  thi>  unbiased  judgment  of 
foreign  wine  experts  has  cheerfully  yielded  to  California 
the  natural  supremacy  of  her  positiim  as  a  viticultural 
fact(tr  and  has  thus  confirmed  that  c()mmendnl)le  progress 
has  been  made  in  her  endeavors  toward  perfection.  This 
achievement  must  ultinmtely  lead  to  a  mor?  graceful  and 
a  more  reasonable  acknowledgement  on  the  part  of  our 
own  countrymen.  In  order  to  foster  an  industry  that 
has  given  evidences  of  immense  future  possibilities,  it 
should  have  the  good  will  and  encouragement  of  (mr  own 
people.    They  should  become  impartial  in  the  selectioa  of 


their  table  wines;  they  should  not  discriminate  against 
them  in  favor  of  foreign  label ;  they  should  direct  their 
moral  and  practical  influence  toward  popularizing  Amer- 
ican vintages — especially  where  merit  and  superiority  can 
justly  claim  recognition.  In  every  country  on  the  face 
of  the  globe  where  viticulture  can  be  profitably  estab- 
lished, the  national  governments  have  taken  it  under 
their  protective  wing.  No  vocation  aihls  a  more  aestheti- 
cal  and  financial  prestige  to  a  community  than  the  vintner 
and  vineyardist.  Fanums  families  pride  themselves  to  be 
the  owners  of  the  most  renowned  vineyard  estates  in  the 
world  and  are  envied  for  their  pi'iceless  possessions. 

We  trust  that  the  "(Jolden  Wine  Temple"  of  California 
at  the  St.  Louis  Exposition  has  directed  the  general  in- 
terest toward  the  growing  importance  of  a  noble  American 
industry  and  that  our  vineyardists  nmy  retain  their  cour- 
age and  pride  and  increase  their  ettorts  toward  continued 
success. — Charles  Pundschu  in  Mida's  Criterion.

Cape  Vineyards  and  Disease. 


IN  the  November  issue  of  our  paper  we  announced  that  a 
new  and  mysterious  disease  had  broken  out  in  the  Stel- 
lenbosoh  vineyards,  and  that  the  Government  liad  promptly 
appointed  a  commission  of  investigation.  Their  report 
now  to  hand  states  that  investigations  of  failure  of  the 
vines  on  some  sixty  farms  in  the  Constantia,  Stellenbosch, 
Somerset  West,  Paarl,  Frenchhoek,  Wellington  and  Gou- 
dini  districts  were  made,  but  they  failed  to  discover  a  new 
disease.  The  principal  causes  of  partial  failure  were: 
(1)  insufficient  drainage;  (2)  use  of  stock  unsuitable  to 
soil;  (3)  insufficient  initial  preparation  of  soil;  (4)  too 
heavy  bearing  in  connection  with  insufficient  manuring 
and  too  close  planting.  The  peculiar  weather  conditions 
this  season  had  doubtless  a  great  effect.  From  the  reports 
received  from  other  districts  than  those  visited,  it  ap- 
peared that  similar  unfavorable  conditions  were  expe- 
rienced, even  in  districts  in  other  parts  of  the  colony,  the 
fruit  trees  as  a  whole  having  behaved  in  almost  as  strange 
a  manner  as  the  vines,  as  there  has  been  an  extraordinary 
lack  of  uniformity  and  regularity  in  leafing  and  blossom- 
ing. The  Commissioners  say  that  most  of  the  vines  in 
the  oldest  reconstituted  vineyards  are  grafted  or  unse- 
I'ected  varieties  of  American  stocks  no  longer  used.  Spe- 
cial note  is  made  of  the  fact  that  they  nowhere  came  across 
any  root  fungus,  the  only  root-infecting  insect  other  than 
phylloxera  noticed  being  a  rare  scale  insect  found  in  one 
vfeery  alone.  The  Commissioners'  conclusion  is  that  the 
worst  to  be  feared  is  the  possibility  that  the  relations  of 


European  sci(ms  to  American  stocks,  in  one  or  two  com- 
binations hitherto  considered  above  criticism,  are  liable  to 
be  severely  strained  by  such  abnormal  climatic  conditions 
as  those  experienced  this  year. 

The  report  shows  that  the  failure  is  only  due  to  circum- 
stances which  can  be  easily  remedied,  and  with  the  able 
Government  expert,  Mr.  R.  Dubois,  to  advise,  we  hope 
prosperity  will  once  more  favor  the  wine  industry. — Wine 
and  Spirit  Journal,  Jjondon.

Tax. 


HIS  EXCELLENCY,  GEORGE  C.  PARDEE,  GOV- 
ERNOR :  I  liave  the  honor  to  i)resent,  for  your  con- 
sideration, reasons  why,  in  the  opinion  of  those  citizens. 
Who  have  requested  me  to  address  you.  Senate  Bill  No. 
709,  providing  for  license  taxes  upon  the  sale  of  spirits, 
liquors  or  wines,  should  not  become  a  law. 

In.  general  scope  it  provides  for  license  taxation  upon 
both  producers  and  dealers.  So  far  as  it  applies  to  the 
producers  of  native  products  it  manifestly  proposes  double 
taxation,  inasmuch  as  vineyards,  wineries,  distilleries  and 
products  stored  are  all  subject  to  direct  taxation  for  city, 
bounty  and  State  purposes,  under  existing  laws,  any  ad- 
ditional tax  for  State  purposes  upon  the  business  of  the 
producer  would  be  double  taxation  and  unfair,  because 
producers  in  other  industries  are  not  equallj^  taxed. 

In  respect  to  dealers,  whether  wholesale  or  retail,  the 
additional  burden  of  a  State  license  tax  is  most  unfair, 
because  all  such  business  is  now  heavily  taxed,  not  Only 
for  national,  but  also  for  city,  county  and  State  purposes. 
The  State  now  derives  all  the  revenue  that  can  be  fairly 
demanded  through  the  taxes  assessed  on  the  merchandise, 
appliances  and  real  property  connected  Avith  the  business 
involved,  while  for  municipal,  county  and  national  pur- 
poses, excessive  extra  demands  are  made.  Any  further 
taxation  could  only  be  justified  on  the  ground  tliat  the 
dealers  should  be  discouraged  by  law  as  a  matter  of  public 
morals. 

It  is  understood  that  the  vexed  question  of  public  mor- 
als, or  hostility  to  the  industries  involved,  is  not  taken  un- 
der consideration  by  the  friends  of  this  bill.  It  is  claimed 
that  the  measure  is  solely  one  of  public  revenue.  As  such, 
it  is  unfair  to  single  out  one  of  our  native  industries  as  a 
subject  for  double  taxation;  and  it  is  unfair  and  unjust 
to  single  out  a  certain  class  of  dealers,  already  paying 
more  than  their  share  of  revenue,  to  sustain  a  further 
burden. 

My  special  purpose  is  more  particularly  to  represent  the 
interests  of  vine  growers,  as  they  would  be  affected  by  this 
bill,  but  the  general  obj-ection  to  a  license  tax,  as  a  means 
of  raising  public  revenue,  applies  to  the  whole  scope  of  the 
bill.  A  license  tax  is,  by  reason  of  its  unequal  pressure,  a 
mode  of  restriction  and  a  restraint  of  competition  bearing 
more  heavily  upon  the  weak  than  upon  the  strong,  favor- 
ing large  producers  or  dealers  by  discouraging  competi- 
tion, and  giving  advantages  in  trade  to  the  rich  over  the 
poor.  It  is  justified  only  where  lightly  applied  for  muni- 
cipal purposes  by  custom  rather  than  justice,  or  in  case  it 
is  the  avowed  policy  of  the  law  to  limit  competition  and 
bring  certain  retail  establishments,  such  as  saloons,  within 
police  surveillance,  subject  to  regulations  in  the  interest  of 
public  morals. 

The  license  tax,  applied  to  producers,  who  must  dispose 
of  their  products,  as  farmers,  or  manufacturers,  in  order 
to  repay  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  the  properties  already 
taxed  by  the  State,  and  to  provide  the  funds  to  pay  the 
taxes  already  provided  for,  is  not  only  unfair,  as  already 
shown,  but  unequal  in  its  pressure,  favoring  large  pro- 
ducers by  suppressing,  more  or  less,  small  producers,  and 
thereby  discouraging  young  and  poor  men  from  making 
an  attempt  to  learn  or  start  a  new  business.  It  is  well 
known  how  much  an  influence  might  be  favored  by  men 
seeking  to  create  monopolies,  to  create  and  defend  trusts, 


or  to  limit  the  number  who  may  engage  in  any  kind  of  busi- 
ness. Those  well  established  in  profitable  trade  may  wish 
to  keep  others  from  engaging  in  their  line  of  business,  as 
nearly  all  must,  in  a  modest  way  in  the  beginning,  or  to 
drive  out  all  who  might  easily  be  oppressed  by  unequal 
taxation.  A  license  tax  upon  the  production  and  sale  of 
butter  might  possibly  be  favored  by  creameries,  but  would 
be  denounced  by  farmers  as  unjust  and  intolerable.  The 
business  of  wine-making,  in  this  respect,  is  similar  to  that 
of  butter-making,  both  being  similarly  related  to  the  occu- 
pations of  farming.  It  may  be  supposed  that  creameries 
and  large  wineries  would  welcome  the  imposition  of  a  sys- 
tem of  license  taxation,  while  they  Avould  resist  a  fair  in- 
come tax. 

Such  a  license  tax  as  is  proposed  in  the  bill  under  con- 
sideration is  framed  contrary  to  all  the  principles  hereto- 
fore followed  in  revenue  nmtters,  excepting  as  before  men- 
tioned. A  law  for  an  income  tax  invariably  exempts  small 
incomes.  Assessments  on  farms  exempt  non-bearing  vine- 
yards. Homesteads  and  certain  personal  property  essen- 
tial to  the  existence  of  the  artisan,  the  professional  man 
and  the  poor  are  exempt. 

This  proposed  law  might  haA-e  some  possible  justification 
if  it  exempted  from  license  tax  all  Avine  makers  Avho  pro- 
duce less  than  ten  or  tAventy  thousand  gallons.  It  does  not 
recpiire  much  knowledge  of  the  influences  now  struggling 
for  mastery  in  the  Avine  markets  to  predict  that  if  the  Leg- 
islature should  amend  this  bill  so  as  to  exempt  from  the 
proposed  tax  all  small  Avine  makers  Avho  have  been  not 
more  than  three  years  in  their  business,  and  al!  Avho  are 
making  their  first  experiments,  and  all  whose  annual  sales 
do  not  exceed  ten  tlumsand  gallons,  tliere  Avouid  immedi- 
ately come  up  a  strong  petition  for  your  executive  A'eto 
from  all  the  large  dealers  and  Avine  nmkers  Avho  are  noAV 
silent,  so  long  as  there  is  a  prospect  of  a  welcome  laAV  to 
practically  fine  any  ambitious  poor  man  for  trying  to  learn 
hoAV  to  make  wine  or  for  the  misdemeanor  of  being  ])(Kir 
and  enterprising.  ■ 

It  Avould  be  very  easy  for  the  ricli  Avine  makers  to  employ 
eloquent  attorneys  to  plead  their  cause  if  the  poor  were 
exempted,  but  it  is  very  diflicult  to  instruct  the  poor  Avhen 
their  rights  are  in  danger  of  sudden  attack,  and  more  diffi- 
cult for  them  to  gather  together  and  secure  representation 
as  imposing  as  the  big  men  in  corporations,  trusts  and 
palaces,  reputed  to  be  the  honorable  men  of  public  life. 

The  GoA^ernor  of  California,  hoAvever,  is  the  GoAcrnor 
of  the  Avhole  people,  and  is  trusted  to  protect  the  Aveak 
against  unfair  assaults,  and  to  advise  in  legislation,  Avhere 
Avell-intended  efforts  are  shoAvn  to  be  unfair  and  unjust  to 
the  Avhole  people.  The  GoA'ernor  is  also  the  President  of 
tlie  Board  of  Regents  of  the  State  University,  for  Avhose 
use  appropriations  are  expected  to  be  passed,  to  be  used  in 
instructing  young  men  Iioav  to  plant  and  cultivate  vine- 
yards and  hoAv  to  make  wine,  while  a  law  is  uoav  proposed 
to  discourage  all  such  industry  unless  backed  by  a  good 
big  bank  account.  The  groAvers  Avhom  I  represent  have 
faith  in  the  Governor  that  he  Avill  not  use  his  influences 
in  favor  of  unjust  and  unequal  taxation. 

That  the  license  tax  principle  Avill  operate  among  deal- 
ers to  a  great  extent,  as  'it  Avill  among  producers,  so  as  to 
favor  the  strong  against  the  Aveak,  and  thereby  reduce  the 
opportunities  of  producers  for  extending  their  markets,  is 
apparent.  I  knoAV  of  many  jobbers  Avho  say  they  are  Avill-- 
ing  to  pay  the  proposed  Avholesjile  tax  and  do  not  object  to 
such  legislation.    Why  and  Avhen  do  people  welcome  taxa- 
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Tion?     Obviously  it  is  where  its  pressure  is  light  upou 

iieiuselves  and  heavy  upon  their  competitors. 
The  bill  would  severely  restrict  the  number  of  places 
here  our  native  wines  may  be  sold  and  consumed  and 
ould  especially  affect  small  restaurants,  hotels  and  board- 
ig  houses.  Does  the  Legislature  desire  to  expend  public 
oney  to  foster  vine-growing  and  then  to  recover  the 
oney  through  licenses  which  will  limit  the  number  of 
men  who  may  make  and  sell  wine,  taxing  poor  vine  grow- 
ers to  support  pi"ofessors  wlio  nmy  hobnob  with  trust  mag- 
nates? 

Of  course,  the  Legislature  does  not  intend  to  commit 
any  such  wrong,  but  there  is  danger  that  the  respectability 
of  important  wineries  may  blind  the  eyes  of  some  men  to 
the  importance  of  the  seed  of  all  industry,  which  rests  in 
the  mind  of  the  young  and  industrious  man  who  is  making 
his  first  start  in  the  world  and  whose  hope  is  in  the  equality 
of  opportunities. 

The  immediate  effect  of  the  passage  of  this  bill  would  be 
to  close  up  thousands  of  small  wineries  which  are  passetl 
unnoticed  by  the  general  public,  to  lower  the  prices  of 
grapes  paid  to  small  farmers,  and  to  temporarily  increase 
the  profits  of  the  big  dealers.  The  ultinmte  result  would 
be  to  destroy  wine-making  as  a  popular  industry,  reduce 
the  consumption  of  wine  and  increase  the  consumption  of 
Ix'er  and  whisky,  and  to  render  valueless  all  the  appropria- 
lions  nuule  to  sustain  professore  in  teaching  the  public  how- 
to  do  what  is  rendered  unprofitable  excejjt  to  the  rich. 

What  country  sets  the  example  of  raising  revenue  by 
taxation  of  production, except  in  the  few  instances,  such  as 
s|>irits  and  tobacco.  And  if  production  is  taxed,  is  it  not 
always  in  just  proportion  to  the  amount  produced — so 
much  i)er  gallon,  so  much  per  pound? 

It  would  be  much  fairer  to  i^ut  a  license  tax  on  bakeries, 
because  the  burden  would  be  more  generally  distributed; 
but  the  license  system,  except  for  purposes  of  regulation, 

^js  vicious  in  principle. 

I^K-The  Supervisors  of  the  County  of  San  Joaquin  inad- 
vertently last  year  passed  a  license  ordinance  which  was 
formed  to  tax  wineries  as  this  Senate  bill  proposes  to  do. 
It  was  generally  supposed  that  there  Avas  only  one  big 
winery  and  two  or  three  small  ones  in  the  county.  What 
happened  to  the  Supervisors  is  what  will  happen  to  the 
State  Government  if  this  bill  passes.  A  swarm  of  small 
producers,  when  they  found  out  how  their  little  homes 
were  attacked,  buzzed  about  the  county  officers  until  they 
became  aware  what  a  big  institution  the  small  producers 
really  are.    The  ordinance  was  amended  by  the  passage  of 

;^^e  following  provisions : 

!^r  "Sec.  2.  Section  11  of  Ordinance  308  is  hereby  repealetl, 
and  there  is  hereby  substituted  in  its  stead  the  following : 
"It  is  not  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance  to  discourage 
production,  but,  on  the  contrary,  to  encourage  same ;  there- 
fore, no  license  is  imposed  upon  the  business  of  wine  or

Beer  Product  for  1904. 


THE  following  tables  are  taken  from  the  report  of  the 
Hon.  J.  W".  Yerkes,  Commissioner  of  Internal  Rev- 
enue, for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1904. 

The  total  quantity  of  fermented  licjuors  produced  dur- 
ing the  year,  accordingly,  was  48,205,108,  of  which  57,03.5 
barrels  was  exported,  leaving  a  total  on  which  stamp  tax 
was  paid  of  48,208,133.  In  1903  the  total  quantity  pro- 
duced was  46,720,179,  of  which  09,449  was  exported,  leav- 
ing a  total  on  which  stanq)  tax  Avas  paid  of  46,050,730. 
This  shows  an  increase  of  production  for  domestic  con- 
sumption of  1,557,403;  and  a  decrease  in  exports  of  12,414, 
making  an  increase  in  the  total  production,  including 
domestic  and  export,  of  1,544,989. 

Of  tliis  quantity  California  produced  1,044,163  barrels.

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Los  xVngelks,  Feb.  22— Ever  since  the  niew  Police  Cora- 
ini.ssion  came  into  ofltice  efforts  have  been  made  to  re- 
organize the  ]i(jnor  business  of  Los  xVngeles.  One  of  the 
first  things  was  to  i>ass  along  tlie  instructions  that  the 
liberties  enjoyed  under  the  restaurant  liquor  licenses  to 
salooils  Avould  be  much  abridged  and  then  about  a  dozen 
places  were  notified  they  must  cease  selling  drinks  with 
make-believe  meals.  This  caused  a  few  dry  Sundays. 
Most  of  the  first-class  houses  favor  the  enforcement  of  a 
rule  that  will  restrict  the  liberties  of  the  places  that  keep 
open  Sundays,  and  the  Police  Commission  is  supposetl  to 
be  influenced  largely  by  that  fact. 

In  their  efforts  to  reform  the  business  the  Police  Com- 
missioners adopted  a  resolution  reading:  "Proprietors  of 
saloons  shall  not  serve  women  or  girls  Avith  liquor,  nor 
permit  them  to  loiter  in  their  establishments."  This  does 
not  mean  exactly  what  it  says,  for  the  English  is  some- 
what vague.  It  does  not  mean  that  women  and  girls  shall 
not  be  served  with  liquor  as  readily  as  with  fried  oysters, 
but  the  trade  guessed  what  the  Commissioners  intended 
to  say.  Then  arose  a  mighty  protest,  for  the  strict  en- 
forcement of  the  rnle  would  bar  women  and  girls  from 
the  cafes  and  restaurants.  AVhen  the  Commissioners  real- 
ized that  they  must  recast  their  resolution  so  the  rule 
would  work  upon  certain  places  and  not  upon  others  they 
found  they  they  were  u])  against  a  tough  proposition. ' 

Another  thing  the  Commission  started  (mt  to  do  was  to 
a(h»i)t  a  policy  which  in  effect  Avould  break  the  market 
price  of  licenses.  Tliey  proposed  to  exercise  arbitrary  pow- 
ers to  revoke  licenses  for  any  cause,  regardless  of  the 
ownersliip,  and  confer  thenj  upon  applicants  deemed 
worthy.  This  sounded  as  though  the  Commission  was  de- 
termined to  close  certain  places  that  have  given  more  or 
less  cause  for  complaint,  but  the  ardor  of  tlie  Commission- 
ers has  cooled. 

It  is  declared  openly  by  many  representative  liquor 
men  who  conduct  their  i)laces  according  to  hvAV  and  who 
therefore  give  no  cause  for  offence,  that  if  certain  deal- 
ers were  put  out  of  the  business  the  principal  force  of  the 
Prohibitionists  Avould  be  removed.  Ketail  dealers  who 
think  they  can  gain  by  opposing  the  law  and  the  rules  of 
the  commission,  Avhich  are  as  absolute,  and  by  running 
counter  to  public  sentiment  by  trying  to  break  over  the 
boundaries  are  doing  the  whole  trade  a  great  injury. 

It  is  realized  by  the  licjuor  interests  that  organization 
and  a  due  regard  for  public  sentiment  will  be  necessary 
to  offset  the  threatened  campaign  having  for  its  object  the 
converting  of  Los  Angeles  into  a  dry  town.  The  Prohibi- 
tionists are  still  Avrangling  among  themselves  for  the  lead- 
ership of  the  movement,  and  the  business  men  who  were 
expected  to  contribute  the  sinews  of  war  are  backward 
about  paying  anything  toward  Avhat  they  consider  will 
cause  great  loss  to  themselves.  Landlords  and  prominent 
men  in  various  lines  of  business  agree  that  prohibition  in 
Ijos  Angeles  would  mean  loss  of  trade  for  the  city  as  a 
whole.  And  yet  those  same  men  will  not  feel  bold  enough 
to  refuse  to  sign  a  petition  asking  the  City  Council  to  call 
a  special  election  to  vote  on  the  proposition  of  prohibition. 

One  thing  already  realized  is  that  in  the  event  the  cam- 
I)aign  comes  to  an  issue  not  a  Los  Angeles  daily  paper 
may  be  found  allied  with  the  liquor  interests,  for  no  pub- 


lisher in  this  city  will  dare,  presumably,  to  commit  his 
paper  to  a  policy  opposed  to  the  "longhairs."  This  thing 
must  be  taken  into  consideration  by  the  litjuor  luen  in 
computing  the  chances  of  winning  a  victory  in  the  event 
of  the  movement  going  so  far  as  to  force  the  issue  at  the 
polls. 

Los  Angeles  Notes. 

When  the  manager  of  the  new  Lankershim  Hotel  set  out 
to  get  a  license  for  his  bar  he  was  asked  10,000  for  the 
privilege  of  selling  liqxior.  He  could  see  no  way  to  avoid 
paying  this  price  for  a  license  so  he  complained  to  the  Po- 
lice Commission.  The  limit  of  200  licenses  was  already 
full,  but  the  Commissioners  would  see  what  could  be  done 
to  save  the  hotel  man  from  being  gouged.  Then  they 
found  a  license  they  could  revoke,  and  after  giving  the 
hotel  man  a  privilege  to  sell  liquors  in  the  restaurant  they 
let  it  be  understood  a  full  bar  license  would  follow.  It 
is  asserted  that  when  Gus  Holmes  opened  the  Angelus 
Hotel  he  was  compelled  to  pay  |10,000  for  a  saloon  license.

Thomas  J.  Darmody,  one  of  the  best  known  saloon  men 
in  the  city,  has  l)ought  of  li.  A.  Prassey  the  Pullman  sa- 
loon at  417  South  Spring  stretit. 


W.  A.  Davis,  avIio  says  he  is  a  stranger  in  Los  Angeles, 
complains  l)ecause  the  Police  Commission  refuses  to  trans- 
fer for  him  a  saloon  license  from  KoAve's  place  on  San  Fer- 
nando stret»t,  to  318  South  Spring  street.  The  reason  for 
the  refusal  is  said  to  lie  in  the  fact  that  there  are  already 
too  many  saloons  in  that  block.

Their  princii)ai  efforts  are 
being  directed  with  reference  to  the  Oklahoma  statehood 
bill,  as  their  largest  interests  are  centered  in  that  Terri- 
tory. The  brewers  here  claim  they  have  invested  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  dollars  in  i)roperty  in  Oklahoma,  which 
would  be  rendered  valueless  should  a  prohibition  laAV  be 
enacted.  Besides  the  Milwaukee  breweries,  the  shipping 
brewers  of  large  cities  throughout  the  country  have  taken 
up  the  fight. 

Secretary  L.  L.  Caufy  of  the  Wisconsin  Brewers'  Asso- 
ciation has  sent  a  personal  telegram  to  every  member  of 
Congress,  and  the  United  States  Brewers'  Association  has 
sent  a  special  committee  to  Washington  to  Avatch  the 
statehood  k^gislation. 

Colonel  Gustav  G.  Pabst,  president-of  the  Pabst  Brew- 
ing Company,  made  the  following  statement  for  the 
AViNK  .VM)  SriuiT  Kevikw,  relative  to  the  loss  which  would 
follow  such  legislaticm: 

"  The  enactment  of  a  prohibition  law  for  Oklahoma 
would  mean  serious  loss  to  the  shipping  brewers  of  the 
country  who  have  established  agencies  and  bought  prop- 
erty there.  Our  company  has  invested  |400,000  in  real 
estate  and  other  property  in  Oklahoma  and  we  would 
lose  that. 

"  When  the  Territory  AAas  opened  up  for  settlement,  it 
was  with  the  express  provision  in  the  law  that  the  sale  of 
liquor  should  be  permitted  there,  and  Ave  Avent  into  it  be- 
caxise  Ave  believed  that  jirovision  would  not  be  abro- 
gated. It  certainly  Avonld  be  unjust  to  compel  the  breAvers, 
Avine  distillers  and  Avhisky  people  to  sacrifice  their  invest- 
ments, by  changing  the  laAv  at  this  late  date., 

"  We  are  using  all  the  influence  AA'e  can  bring  to  bear  on 
Congress  to  prcA^ent  the  enactment  of  a  prohibition  laAv  for 
the  Territory,  should  it  become  a  State.  If  the  matter 
A\*ere  left  to  the  people  of  Oklahoma,  I  knoAV  they  Avould 
vote  against  a  prohibition  statute.  I  do  not  think  it  just 
for  Congress  to  compel  the  people  to  accept  such  a  clause 
in  their  stptehood  bill." 

Colonel  Pabst  is  one  of  the  fairest  of  fair-minded  busi- 
ness men,  and, he  is  not  looking  out  alone  for  his  oavu  in- 
terests. He  says  the  Avine  trade  of  California  and  other 
states  Avould  be  as  lieaAy  losers,  and  that  a  combined  effort 
should  be  made  by  all  shii)])ers  of  Avine,  s])irits  and  beer  to 
preA'ent  seriims  injury  to  the  trjule.  Other  brcAvers  and 
wholesale  wine  and  Avhisky  merchants  feel  the  same  Avay. 


Wage  contracts,  affecting  about  5,000  inen  Avill  be  made 
March  1st.  At  that  time  agreements  A\'ith  the  coopers, 
breAvery  Avorkers,  bottlers,  engineers  and  firemen,  team- 
sters and  mechanics  Svill  expire.  These  contracts  Avere 
made  on  varying  dates  three  years  ago,  but  in  order  to 
simplify  matters,  all  Avere  made  to  expire  on  the  same  date. 

Three  years  ago  the  Building  Trades  Council  AAas  more 
of  a  poAA'er  than  it  is  to-day,  and  it  AA-^as  necessary  for  the 
Federated  Trades  Council  to  give  the  Building  Trades 
Council  backing  in  reaching  a  settlement  of  the  differences, 
before  the  brcAvery  workers  Avould  treat  Avith  the  building 
crafts. 


Another  (juestion  of  disagreement  three  years  ago  was 
finally  adjusted  by  the  I'uiployers  granting  employment  iu 
rotation  in  the  slack  period,  instead  of  laying  oft"  a  mini-, 
ber  of  men  in  a  body  for  the  entire  season.  And,  instead 
of  the  men  being  permitted  to  drink  all  the  beer  they 
wanted,  the  amount  Avas  limited  to  two  quarts  a  day  and 
the  boys  to  one  (pmrt,  to  be  partaken  of  outside  .of  working 
hours.  Both  sides  decline  to  say  whether  these  questions 
will  come  uj)  again  this  year  Or  not.  The  brewery  AVorkers 
came  into  conflict  with  llie  national  body  three  years  ago 
because?  they  sigiied  an  agreement  for  three  years,  and 
it  is  not  at  all  likely  that  they  will  sign  for  so  long  a 
time  again. 


I.  Delafield,  a  leading  Avhisky  salesman  of  Chicago,  Avas 
in  toAvn  the  other  day  and  to  the  Wixe  and  Spirit  Keview 
correspondent  said: 

".  I  have  been  much  interested  in  the  proposition  of 
Julius  Kessler,  the  distiller,  to  trade  Avhisky  to  the  cotton 
planters  for  the  surplus  cotton  Avliich  they  have  been 
threatening  to  kurn.  I  travel  for  Mr.  Kessleii's  distiller- 
ies, and  I  knoAV  that  the  proposition  Avas  made  in  good 
faith.  He  agreed  to  take  the  cotton  at  the  price  of  71/2 
cents  per  pound,  and, to  keep  it  until  the  present  large 
supply  Avas  nmrketed,  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  busi 
ness  of  the  planters  at  this  time.  His  idea  Avas  to  save 
this  A-ast  quantity  of  cotton  from  being  destroyed,  and  as 
he  could  aft'ord  to  hold  it  for  a  long  time,  he  made  the 
proj)Osition. 

"  There  is  no  business  in  the  Avorld  more  complicated 
than  the  distilling  and  handling  of  Avhisky.  The  GoA-ern- 
ment  regulations  are  strict  and  are  rigidly  enforced.  At 
ahj^  of  our  distilleries,  if  so  much  as  a  two-ounce  phial 
of  burnt  sugar  or  any  ingredient  not  called  for  in  receipts 
fcu'  manufacture  Avhich  are  filed  with  the  GoA'ernment  offi- 
cials, Avere  found,  the  entire  distillery  Avould  be  shut  doAA-n 
until  the  inspectors  ascertained  all  about  hoAV  and  Avhy 
that  phial  of  burnt  sugar  happened  to  be  on  the  premises. 

"  The  popular  belief  that  twenty-year-old  A\'hisky  is 
better  than  eight-year-old  Avhisky  is  a  fallacy.  After 
Avhisky  has  aged  for  eight  years  it  has  reached  maturity, 
and  is  as  good  as  it  eA'er  can  be.  The  Government  recog- 
nizes tliis  fact,  and  only  allows  Avhisky  to  remain  in  bonded 
Avarehouses  for  eight  years.  In  seven  years  the  evapora- 
tion amounts  to  about  IS'/s  gallons  to  the  barrel,  the  loss 
being  greatest  in  the  first  year." 


Every  indicatif)n  points  to  the  fact  that  more  business  is 
being  done  by  California  Avine  concerns  with  the  Avhole- 
salers  of  this  section, than  AAas  the  case  a  year  ago.  And  a* 
great  deal  of  this  new  business  is  undoubtedly  through  the 
medium  of  the  REVIEAA^  The  copies  of  this  paper  Avhich 
have  been  sent  to  prospective  buyers  have  undoubtedly 
brought  returns. 

Business  in  this  section  of  the  country  is  very  good. 
The  Avholesalers  and  retailers  alike  are  satisfied  Avith  the 
amoimt  of  trade,  and  they  all  feel  that  more  business  Avill 
be  done  this  year  than  eA-er  before.

C.  L.  D.  A.  Adopt  Label  Plan. 


At  the  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  California  Liquor 
Dealers'  Association  to  be  held  at  B'nai  B'rith  Hall  on 
Thursday  afternoon,  March  2,  the  nominations  for  officers 
will  be  made  and  other  business  of  importance  will  be 
transacted.  In  the  official  circular  issued  to  the  members 
of  the  Association  by  President  Tom  Lindsay  the  following 
important  announcement  appears: 

"The  'Label  Plan'  was  unanimously  adopted  at  the  last 
meeting,  and  the  wholesale  trade  has  been  duly  notified. 
The  labels  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary,  and  will  be 
supplied  to  the  wholesaler  in  quantities  to  suit.  It  is  now 
the  duty  of  every  retailer,  when  ordering  whisky  or  wine 
by  the  barrel  or  case,  to  insist  that  the  goods  to  be  deliv- 
ered shall  bear  the  label,  otherwise  the  goods  will  not  be 
received.  The  price  of  the  labels  to  the  wholesaler  is  so 
trivial  that  they  will  not  refuse  to  handle  them,  provided 
the  retailer  does  his  duty  by  asking  for  them.  It  is  con- 
fidently expected  that  this  simple  plan  will  raise  sufficient 
funds  to  be  placed  in  our  treasury  to  combat  the  organized 
efforts  of  fanatical  cranks,  who  are  at  all  times  working 
zealously  to  curtail  our  rights  as  business  men,  and  there- 
by avoid  the  necessity  in  the  future  of  assessing  the  mem- 
bers, most  of  whom,  desiring  the  most  protection,  are  least 
able  to  afford  it.  Eetailers  do  your  duty.  Attend  the  next 
meeting,  when  the  entire  matter  will  be  fully  explained. 

"The  Banquet  Committee  desires  to  announce  that  the 
Fourth  Annual  Banquet  of  the  Association  will  take  place 
at  the  Lick  House  on  Thursday  evening,  April  27th.  The 
Committee  has  put  the  price  of  tickets  at  $3.00,  in  order 
that  we  may  have  a  larger  attendance  than  hitherto,  and 
it  is  the  duty  of  all  members  who  can  'to  take  a  night  off,' 
and  join  in  the  festivities."

Preparing  to  Fight  High  License. 


Like  Banquo's  ghost  the  high  license  movement  in  San 
Francisco  will  not  down.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
the  petition  for  submission  of  this  much  mooted  question  to 
the  voters  at  the  last  general  election  was  thrown  out  by 
the  Election  Commissioners  on  the  ground  that  a  percent- 
age of  the  signatures  were  spurious,  the  question  keeps 
bobbing  up  serenely  on  the  least  provocation. 

We  quote  the  following  article  from  the  issue  of  the 
Chronicle  of  February  26th  : 

Profiting  by  the  defeat  of  the  high-license  movement  last  fall,  the 
High  License  Association,  recently  organized,  has  mapped  out  a  cam- 
paign that  covers  all  the  weak  points  of  the  former,  and  confidently 
expects  by  petition  to  secure  more  than  the  nimiber  of  signers  pre- 
scribed by  law  to  bring  the  matter  before  the  Board  of  Election  Com- 
missioners and  Board  of  Supervlsom. 

When  the  former  petition  was  presented  to  the  Commissioners  they 
claimed  that  it  contained  fraudulent  names  and  the  names  of  persons 
not  voting  in  the  precinct,  and,  by  shrewd  paring  down  of  the  signa- 
tures, the  number  was  so  reduced  that  it  fell  below  the  15  per  cent 
stipulated  in  the  charter  and  was  thrown  out. 

The  High  License  Association  has  a  membership  of  about  400  prom- 
inent business  men  of  this  city,  fully  officered  and  represented  by  a 
solicitor.  The  petitions  are  now  being  circulated  in  the  320  precincts 
of  the  city  calling  for  an  ordinance  to  be  drafted  and  presented  to  the 
voters  of  the  city  providing  that  the  retail  liquor  license  shall  be  raised 
from  $21  a  month  to  $125  a  quarter,  or  $500  per  annum. 

Charles  A,  Murdock  of  532  Clay  street,  president  of  the  High  License 
Association,  said: 

"This  association  was  formed  after  the  defeat  we  sustained  last  fall 
and  is  more  thoroughly  organized.  The  plan  is  to  get  a  great  many 
more  signers  than  we  legally  need  and  to  put  it  in  early  enough,  so 
that  if  there  is  any  funny  business  by  the  Election  Commissioners  we 
can  go  to  the  court  and  ask  it  to  put  it  on  the  ballot.  Every  signature 
on  the  petitions  will  be  verified,  so  that  there  will  be  no  chance  to 
throw  them  out  with  the  view  of  turning  down  the  petition. 

"We  don't  want  the  reputation  of  having  the  greatest  number  per 
capita  of  saloons  with  the  lowest  revenue  of  any  city  in  the  country." 

A.  S.  Baldwin  of  the  firm  of  Baldwin  &  Howell,  25  Post  street,  de- 
clared "That  saloons  are  responsible  for  more  than  50  per  cent  of 
the  arrests,  and  I  think  that  they  ought  to  pay  this  expense,  as  is  the 
case  in  other  cities.  On  the  basis  of  $500  a  year,  the  revenue  from 
license  would  just  about  meet  the  expenses  of  the  Police  Department. 
High  license  will  wipe  out  a  great  many  corner  grocery  saloons.  Many 
people  think  this  will  work  a  hardship  on  the  corner  grocery  saloon; 
hut  the  corner  grocery  saloon,  in  many  instances,  is  more  demoraliz- 
ing than  the  straight-out  saloon  would  be.  Increase  the  saloon  license 
to  $500  per  annum  and  $600,000  more  can  be  raised  annually  to  beau- 
tify and  purify  the  city." 

Following  the  publication  of  this  article  the  California 
Liquor  Dealers'  Association  and  the  Knights  of  the  Koyal 
Arch  took  preliminary  steps  toward  formulating  ways 
and  means  to  combat  the  aggressive  campaign  to  be  in- 
augurated by  the  high  license  advocates.  From  all  indi- 
cations a  fight  to  a  finish  will  be  waged  next  Fall  and 
what  the  result  will  be  cannot  be  foretold,  as  both  sides 
have  great  reserve  strength.

National  Cash  Register  Company,  and  asking  treble  dam- 
ages and  a  perpetual  injunction. 

The  outcome  of  this  suit  is  of  serious  importance  to  all 
users  and  purchasers  of  Hallwood  Cash  Registers  simi- 
lar to  those,  which,  it  is  claimed,  infringe  the  National 
Cash  Register  Company's  patents,  as,  under  the  law,  the 
user,  as  well  as  the  maker  and  seller  of  an  infringing 
article,  is  liable  for  damages.

The  assault  grew 
out  of  the  refusal  of  Dunow  to  furnish  Sands  with  more 
liquor  owing  to  the  drunken  condition  of  the  latter.

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SACRAMENTO^  Feb.  23.— The  measure  before  the  pres- 
ent Legislature  that  is  of  the  most  vital  interest  to  the 
liquor  trade  is  the  substitute  bill  introduced  by  the  Senate 
Committee  on  Revenue  and  Taxation  providing  for  the 
taxing  of  wholesalers  and  retailers  and  all  brewing,  vint- 
ing  and  distilling  interests.  The  measure,  though  said  to 
be  one  of  the  favored  ones  of  the  administration,  hasn't 
entirely  clear  sailing  before  it,  and  its  failure  to  pass  would 
not  be  at  all  surprising.  There  is  a  disposition  on  the  part 
of  the  legislators,  growing  stronger  every  day,  to  put  all 
radical  changes  in  the  liquor  taxation  laws  over  until  the 
next  session  of  the  Legislature,  with  the  understanding  that 
a  special  commission  be  appointed  to  investigate  in  the 
interim  and  report  such  laws  as  its  research  shows  advis- 
able. 

The  committee  bill  is  a  substitute  for  two  measures  cov- 
ering the  same  general  subjects  introduced  by  Senators 
Hahn  and  Belshaw. 

A  committee  representing  the  liquor  interests  appeared 
before  the  Governor  on  Friday,  the  17th,  to  discuss  the  pro- 
posed measure.  It  consisted  of  Theodore  Lunstedt,  repre- 
senting the  Knights  of  the  Royal  Arch ;  Hanrahan,  of  Oak- 
land ;  Theodore  Gier,  the  wine  man,  of  the  same  city,  and 
Thomas  H.  Lindsay,  president  of  the  Retail  Liquor  Deal- 
ers' Association.  Senators  Lukens  and  Keane  were  also 
priesent. 

The  Governor  said  he  was  not  hostile  to  the  liquor  in- 
terests and  waited  all  matters  in  regard  to  taxing  them 
adjusted  so  as  to  work  no  injustice. 

Senator  Keane,  who  has  watched  especially  during  this 
session  that  no  injustice  be  done  to  the  legitimate  dealers 
in  liquors,  and  whose  efforts  have  prevented  legislation 
that  might  have  worked  them  damage  without  any  particu- 
lar benefit  to  the  State  or  the  people,  said  the  practice  of 
placing  a  special  and  heavy  tax  on  liquor  interests  is 
against  the  correct  principle  of  the  diffusion  of  taxes  so  as 
to  distribute  the  burden  with  the  most  equability  possible. 
There  are  some  districts  where  there  are  hardly  any  liquor 
interests,  and  these  would  be  taxed  but  little,  while  some 
other  section,  where  these  interests  are  well  represented, 
would  be  mulcted  in  a  disproportionate  sum,  he  said. 

Lunstedt  said  the  liquor  men  are  not  unpatriotic  enough 
to  wish  to  escape  paying  their  just  proportion  of  the  taxes 
necessary  to  maintain  the  State,  but  they  asked  as  a  matter 
of  justice  that  all  the  burden  be  not  placed  on  them ;  that 
other  interests  be  made  to  bear  their  just  proportion. 

The  Governor  replied  that  other  interests  would  be  taxed 
and  made  to  contribute  a  just  share  of  the  State's  revenues. 

The  bill  has  reached  the  third  reading  file  in  the  Senate, 
but  has  been  returned  to  the  Revenue  and  Taxation  Com- 
mittee by  Senator  Ward,  Chairman,  that  a  further  hear- 
ing may  be  given  the  liquor  men  before  it  is  called  for 
final  passage. 

The  measure  is  one  that  it  is  alleged  works  injustice  and 
none  of  the  members  of  the  upper  house  are  extremely 
anxious  to  force  its  passage.  A  strong  fight  will  be  made 
against  it  when  it  is  called  for  the  final  vote. 

Two  provisions  of  the  bill  are  that  retailers  shall  pay 
a  State  license  of  |50  a  year  and  wholesalers  a  license  of 
$100.   The  total  revenue  that  it  is  claimed  can  be  raised 


from  this  source  is  |842,000,  of  which  amount  |200,000 
would  come  from  San  Francisco. 

The  Assembly  Committee  on  Revenue  and  Taxation  has 
introduced  an  identical  bill  in  the  lower  House,  and  it 
is  on  third  reading  or  final  passage  file.  The  measure  is 
being  rushed  as  fast  as  possible,  and  if  finally  passed  there 
is  no  doubt  that  the  Governor  will  sign  it. 

Keane  himself  has  a  liquor  interest  bill  before  the  Sen- 
ate. At  the  request  of  General  MacArthur  he  introduced 
a  measure  prohibiting  the  sale  of  liquor  within  1,000  feet 
of  the  main  entrance  of  any  military  reservation.  Its  aim 
is  to  kill  off  the  deadfalls  at  the  entrance  to  the  Presidio 
that  have  caused  so  much  trouble  and  tended  to  bring 
legitimate  businesses  into  disrepute.  The  bill  is  favored 
by  some  prominent  retailers.  Another  reform  looked  for 
through  it  is  that  of  forcing  the  soldier  trade  of  the  Pre- 
sidio into  regularly  established  places  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  reservation  or  downtown.  There  are  some  old  estab- 
lished places  quite  near  the  reservation,  and  Keane  himself 
may  amend  his  bill,  substituting  500  for  1,000  feet.  This 
bill  is  still  before  the  San  Francisco  delegation,  and  it  is 
just  possible  that  it  will  never  be  passed  at  all. 

Senator  Broughton's  apparently  proper  "Blind  Pig" 
bills,  numbers  4  and  66,  introduced  to  amend  Sections 
1536  and  1524  of  the  Penal  Code,  have  been  beaten  after 
a  fight  on  them  that  began  in  committee,  and  was  carried 
to  the  floor  of  the  House  where  the  measures  received  their 
quietus  on  the  final  vote.  Keane  conducted  the  fight 
against  the  bills  all  the  way.  They  were  introduced  for 
the  purpose  of  making  it  harder  to  sell  liquors  secretly  in 
districts  in  the  southern  part  of  the  State  where  temper- 
ance laws  prevail.  It  was  discovered  that  one  clause  would 
.  affect  the  liquor  interests  all  over  the  State  and  work  some 
deplorable  injustice  in  some  instances.  This  clause  was 
that  all  property  used  in  the  commission  of  a  public  offense 
should  be  seized  and  destroyed.  This  meant  that  all  liquors 
belonging  to  a  dealer  who  might  be  convicted  of  a  violation 
of  the  saloon  regulations,  no  matter  how  trivial,  should  be 
destroyed.  Stocks  worth  thousands  of  dollars  might 
through  this  be  destroyed  in  some  cases  where  the  offender 
was  not  an  intentional  offender,  but  might  be  guilty  of 
some  technical  offense  for  which  any  enemy  might  subject 
him  fo  prosecution. 

The  bills  included  liquors  sold  in  violation  of  State, 
county  or  municipal  laws.  Keane's  argument  against 
them  in  committee  was  that  they  were  intended  to  apply- 
only  to  peculiar  conditions  in  particular  localities,  but 
that  they  covered  the  whole  State  and  were  unconstitu- 
tional, as  they  provided  two  punishments  for  one  offense. 
The  committee,  however,  recommended  the  bills  for  pas- 
sage. Keane  then  tried  to  amend  on  the  floor  by  striking 
out  that  portions  of  them  referring  to  cities  and  counties. 
This  was  declared  to  be  equal  to  striking  out  the  enacting 
clauses.    The  final  vote  on  the  measures  was  20  to  9. 

Cleveland  of  Santa  Cruz  has  a  far-reaching  bill  in  the 
Assembly — one  that  would  produce  a  tremendous  commo- 
tion among  the  retailers  if  it  had  any  particular  chance  of 
passage,  but  it  is  similar  to  a  bill  introduced  at  the  last 
session  that  found  a  deep  grave  before  adjournment. 
Cleveland's  measure  provides  that  no  saloon  shall  exist 
within  1,000  feet  of  any  school  or  church.    It  would  close

hundreds  of  places  in  San  Francisco.  It  was  held  in  com- 
mittee for  a  long  time,  but  on  the  author's  demand  was 
reported  out  last  Monday.  The  Committee  on  Public 
Morals,  which  had  it  under  consideration,  reported,  how- 
ever, against  its  passage. 

Arnerich  of  Los  Gatos  has  introduced  a  most  radical 
bill  against  nickel-in-the-slot  machines.  It  is  made  a  felony 
under  the  bill  to  maintain  or  play  them.  The  author  says 
the  measure  is  intended  to  suppress  the  machines  in  his 
native  town,  his  constituents  being  very  much  opposed  to 
them. 

The  bill  of  Drew  providing  an  appropriation  for  the  use 
of  the  University  Regents  in  establishing  a  viticultural 
research  bureau,  and  that  of  Gans  providing  the  same  to 
be  used  in  extinguishing  the  pear  blight  and  other  fruit 
and  vine  ills  have  been  blended  into  one  by  the  Assembly 
Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  each  having  been  reported 
favorably  by  the  Committee  on  Fruit  and  Vine  Interests, 
and  the  substitute  measure  is  well  on  its  way  to  final  pas- 
sage. It  is  a  verj'  important  bill  to  the  wine  interests,  as 
under  its  provisions  experimental  vineyards  will  be 
planted,  tests  of  all  sorts  will  be  made  and  information 
of  immense  value  supplied  each  year  to  vine  growers  and 
wine-makers. 


Tis  reported  that  the  Ohio  Brewers'  Association  within 
a  year  suppressed  125  saloons  that  were  improperly  con- 
ducted, and  have  thirty  more  under  surveillance.  The 
method  of  accomplishing  this  result  Avas  to  refuse  to  sup- 
ply beer  to  such  places  as,  after  suflflcient  investigation, 
were  found  to  be  conducted  in  an  objectionable  manner. 

It  is  a  fair  question  to  ask,  whether  other  business  men 
would  voluntarily  take  upon  themselves  the  sacrifices  in- 
volved in  this  cutting  down  their  sales,  for  the  sake  of  an 
idea?  What  business  men  would  go  to  the  trouble  of  see- 
ing that  the  retailers  to  whom  they  sell,  would  make  no  im- 
proper or  unlawful  use  of  the  goods  sold  them? — Americwn 
Brewers'  Review. 


For  some  time  past,  says  the  Wme  and  Spirit  Gazette 
{Harper's  Weekly),  a  controversy  has  been  proceeding  as 
to  which  is  the  oldest  inn  in  Germany.  The  matter  seems 
noAV  to  be  finally  decided.  The  old  town  of  Mittenberg,  on 
the  Main,  is  the  possessor  of  an  inn  known  as  the  "  Eiesen,"; 
which  has  had  an  uninterrupted  existence  since  the  twclftlii 
century.  The  Emperor  Frederick  I  and  Ludwig  of  Ba-i 
varia  lodged  here,  according  to  perfectly  authentic  docu-j 
meuts  in  1158,  1168  and  131G.  Charles  IV  took  up  his 
quarters  in  the  Riesen  in  1368;  Luther  lodged  there  in 
1518,  on  his  journey  to  Heidelberg;  and  in  1621  General 
Tilly  made  it  his  headquarters  and  paid  a  bill  of  3,000 
gulden.  The  inn  has  been  in  the  possession  of  one  famil.T 
for  over  300  vears.

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The  Substitute  State  Tax  Bill. 


An  act  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  spirits,  liquors  or  wines 
without  a  State  license  to  provide  for  the  issuance  of 
such  a  license  and  for  the  collection  of  the  license  tax  to 
fix  a  penalty  for  the  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  and  prescribing  the  duties  of  certain  officers  in  con- 
nection therewith. 

Section  1.  No  person,  co-partnership,  association  or 
corporation  shall  sell  within  this  State  any  distilled  or 
rectified  spirits,  or  any  spirituous,  intoxicating  or  malt 
liquor,  or  wine  of  any  sort,  without  first  procuring  the 
State  license  provided  for  in  this  act,  which  license  shall 
be  and  remain  publicly  displayed  in  the  place  of  business. 
Sec.  2.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  each 
separate  place  of  business,  notwithstanding  the  person, 
co-partnership,  association  or  corporation  may  own  and 
conduct  two  or  more  such  places. 

Skc.  3.  Retail  dealers  in  spirits,  liquors  or  wines  shall  pay 
a  State  license  tax  semi-annually,  payable  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  January  and  July  of  each  year,  of  twenty-five 
dollars,  and  if  not  so  paid  fifty  per  centum  shall  be  added 
to  the  amount  thereof.  Those  engaging  in  business  after 
the  first  day  of  January  or  July  of  each  year  shall  pay  at 
a  proportionate  rate  for  the  fraction  of  the  half  year. 

Sec.  4.  Wholesale  dealers  in  spirits,  liquors  or  wines 
shall  pay  a  State  license  tax  semi-annually,  payable  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  January  and  July  of  each  year,  of 
fifty  dollars,  and  if  not  so  paid  fifty  per  centum  shall  be 
added  to  the  amount  thereof.  Those  engaging  in  business 
after  the  first  day  of  January  or  July  of  each  year  shall 
pay  at  a  proportionate  rate  for  the  fraction  of  the  half 
3  ear. 

Sec.  5.  Distillers,  brewers  and  manufacturers  whose 
total  annual  sales  of  spirits,  liquors  or  wines  do  not  exceed 
five  hundred  dollars  shall  pay  a  State  license  tax  semi- 
annually, payable  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January 
and  July  of  each  year,  of  ten  dollars,  and  if  not  so  paid 
fifty  per  centum  shall  be  added  to  the  amount  thereof, 
Those,  engaging  in  business  after  the  first  day  of  January 
or  July  of  each  year  shall  pay  at  a  proportionate  rate  for 
the  fraction  of  the  half  year. 

Sec.  6.  The  following  are  hereby  declared  to  be  sales  at 
retail  within  the  meaning  of  Section  3  of  this  act : 

1.  A  sale  of  less  than  five  wine  gallons. 

2.  A  sale  of  five  wine  gallons  or  more  of  liquor,  in 
which  less  than  five  gallons  of  any  one  kind  and  quality 
is  included;  or 

3.  A  sale  of  five  wine  gallons  or  more  of  liquor,  any 
portion  of  which  is  intended  or  permitted  to  be  drunk  on 
the  premises  where  sold;  or 

4.  A  sale  of  five  wine  gallons  or  more  of  liquor,  when 
the  liquor  so  sold  is  delivered  or  agreed  to  be  delivered, 
in  a  less  quantity  than  five  gallons  at  any  one  time ;  or 

5.  The  distribution  of  liquor  by,  between  or  on  behalf 
of  members  of  a  corporation,  association,  or  co-partner- 


ship, to  a  member  thereof  or  to  others,  in  quantities  less 
than  five  wine  gallons. 

6.  All  sales  other  than  those  mentioned  in  Section  5 
of  this  act  and  all  sales  not  described  as  wholesale  in  Sec- 
tion 7  of  this  act. 

Sec.  7.  Any  sale  of  such  spirits,  liquor  or  wines,  other 
than  those  sales  mentioned  in  Section  5  and  Section  6  of 
this  act,  which  sales  aggregate  two  thousand  dollars  a 
year  or  more,  are  defined  to  be  sales  at  wholesale,  within 
the  meaning  of  section  4  of  this  act. 

Sec.  8.  Any  person,  co-partnership,  association  or  cor- 
poration which  shall  engage  in,  carry  on  or  conduct  the 
business  of  selling  any  such  spirits,  liquors  or  wines,  or 
which  shall  sell,  or  make  any  sale  of  such  spirits,  liquors 
or  wines  without  having  obtained  a  State  license  so  to  do, 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  punishable 
by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  thirty 
days  nor  more  than  ninety  days,  or  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  three  hundred  dollars, 
or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment;  and  every  person, 
co-partnership,  association  or  corporation,  which,  having 
obtained  a  State  license,  shall,  after  the  expiration  of  the 
term  for  which  the  same  was  issued,  engage  in,  carry  on 
or  conduct  the  business  of  selling  such  spirits,  liquors  or 
wines,  or  sell  or  make  any  sale  of  such  spirits,  liquors  or 
wines,  without  first  obtaining  a  new  license,  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  punishable  by  imprisonment 
in  the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  thirty  days,  nor  more 
than  ninety  days,  or  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred 
dollars  nor  more  than  three  hundred  dollars,  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  license  col- 
lector to  collect  semi-annually  the  State  license  tax  herein 
imposed,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  and  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  July  of  each  year,  and  within  thirty 
days  thereafter  to  transmit  his  report  to  the  State  Con- 
troller, in  such  form  as  the  Controller  may  prescribe,  and 
at  the  same  time  forward  to  the  State  Treasurer  in  cash, 
after  deducting  the  percentage  provided  for  in  Section  10 
of  this  act,  the  amount  of  his  collections,  less  the  cost  of 
transportation. 

Sec.  10.  In  counties  and  cities  and  counties  of  the  first 
class  the  License  Collector  shall  retain  two  per  cent  of  all 
amounts  collected  by  him  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act.  In  counties  of  the  second  and  third  classes  the  License 
Collector  shall  retain  five  per  cent,  and  in  all  other  classes 
of  counties  ten  per  cent  of  all  amounts  collected  by  him 
under  the  provisions  of  this. act. 

Sec.  11.  The  State  Controller  shall,  every  six  months, 
prepare  suitable  licenses  of  the  classes  mentioned  in  this 
act,  which  shall  be  numbered  consecutively,  beginning 
with  number  one,  and  shall  contain  blank  spaces  for  the 
insertion  of  the  name  and  address  of  the  holder,  the  coun- 
ty, and  the  signature  of  the  County  License  Collector.  He 
shall  forward  to  the  License  Collector  of  each  county  a 
sufficient  number  of  State  licenses  for  the  use  of  the 
county,  which  shall  be  charged  to  the  License  Collector  on 
the  Controller's  books.  At  the  time  of  rendering  his  re- 
port of  coillections  to  the  Controller,  the  License  Col- 
lector shall  return  to  the  Controller  all  license  stubs  and 
unused  licenses.  The  Controller  shall  make  such  other 
regulations  regarding  reports  and  licenses  as  may  be  nec- 
essary.

Sec.  12.  The  amount  of  the  license  tax  due  for  any  less 
number  of  months  than  six  shall  be  forwarded  direct  to  the 
Controller,  who,  upon  receipt  thereof,  shall  issue  a  State 
license  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  from  the  first  day 
of  the  month  in  which  the  license  is  issued  to  the  end  of  the 
half  year. 

Sec.  13.  All  moneys  collected  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  less  the  cost  of  collection,  shall  be  paid  into  the 
general  fund  of  the  State  Treasurj'. 

Sec.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  District  Attorney, 
when  informed  of  the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  to  prosecute  the  offender  or  offenders  in  accord- 
ance herewtih. 

Sec.  15.  The  county  officers  herein  referred  to  are  re- 
quired to  perform  the  duties  herein  imposed  without  com- 
pensation other  than  that  provided  herein  or  \>y  the  county 
government  act. 

Sec.  16.  The  term  "association"  as  employed  in  this  act 
Includes  any  combination  of  two  or  more  pei"sons  not  in- 
corporated nor  constituting  a  co-partnership. 

Sec.  17.    This  act  shall  take  effect  July  1, 1905.

i 
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Wine  Drinking  as  It  Is  in  New  York. 


WHILE  native  Americans  of  native  parentage  are  not 
wine  drinkers,  the  foreign  population  of  tlie  United 
states,  especially  that  of  German  and  Southern  European 
origin,  is  a  wine-drinking  body.  Furthermore,  the  foreign 
residents  and  their  children  are  large  consumers  of  Amer- 
ican wines. 

All  over  the  German  quarter  there  are  "  Aveinstuben  "  in 
which  no  foreign  wines  are  sold ;  and  American  wines,  red 
and  white,  take  the  place  of  beer.  In  such  places  an  order 
for  really  strong  drink  is  unusual. 

A  big  tumbler  of  American  wine  is  sold  for  5  cents, 
and  the  sales  of  a  single  day  even  in  small  places  amount 
fo  several  barrels.  In  the  large  weinstuben  the  sales  of 
American  wines  equal  those  of  beer  in  many  saloons  out- 
ride the  German  quarter. 

.  The  Hungarians  and  other  Central  European  peoples 
in  New  York  are  drinking  American  wines  because  they 
a're  cheap  and  wholesome.  You  find  Hungarian  wines  on  a 
bill  in  the  eating  and  drinking  places  of  the  Hungarians, 
but  at  double,  treble  and  sometimes  more  than  quadruple 
the  price  of  American  Avines,  and  the  latter  are  used  by  all 
skve  the  Avell  to  do.  Along  with  the  table  d'hote  dinner  in 
some  of  these  places  a  huge  goblet  of  American  wine  Avith 
seltzer  is  served  free,  and  for  5  cents  the  goblet  is  replen- 
ished. 

Most  Italian  restaurants,  save  the  cheapest,  make  a 
point  of  excluding  American  Avines  from  their  list,  and 
profess  to  serve  almost  exclusively  Italian  Avines  and  for 
the  most  part  at  relatiA'ely  high  prices.  There  exists  in  New 
York  an  oflficial  arrangement  by  the  Italian  Government 
for  guaranteeing  the  purity  of  Italian  Avines  on  sale.  It 
is  suspected,  nevertheless,  that  a  good  deal  of  American 
Avine  is  quietly  sold  under  Italian  labels  and  at  the  price  of 
the  imported  Avine. 

In  the  cheap  restaurants  of  the  Italian  quarters,  where 
Italians  are  the  only  patrons,  American  Avines  are  sold  in 
Chianti  bottles  at  American  prices.  The  patrons,  often 
day  laborers,  buy  a  full  flask  between  three,  and  pass  it 
about  from  lip  to  lip  Avithout  the  interposition  of  a  glass. 


It  is  probably  better  Avine  than  the  Italian  peasant  drinks 
at  home. 

There  is  no  pretense  to  serve  as  the  ordinary  Avine  of  the 
thousand  and  one  cheap  French  tables  d'hote  all  over 
tOAvn  anything  but  American  wine,  and  that  of  the  cheap- 
est kind.  This  Aviue  is  drunk  by  natives  and  foreigners 
Avithout  complaint  or  grimace. 

Frenchmen  two  days  ashore  accept  it  in  good  faith.  It 
is  poorer  than  they  Avould  get  at  a  Parisian  restaurant  of 
like  character,  but  better  far  than  the  so-called  blue  Avine 
consumed  by  the  French  peasant. 

It  comes  to  this,  that  native  American  Avines  have  been 
fully  accepted  by  nine-tenths  of  the  foreign  residents  of 
the  city.  It  is  the  native  American,  and  mainly  the  poor 
man,  Avho  altogether  rejects  them. 

You  may  be  sure  of  a  palatable  glass  of  American  Avine 
for  5  cents  almost  anyAvhere  east  of  the  BoAvery,  but  Avhen. 
you  reach  that  thoroughfare,  and  in  most  places  on  the 
West  Side,  the  price  of  a  glass  of  Avine  is  10  cents.  It 
may  be  American,  but  it  is  almost  ahvays  represented  as 
foreign. 

if  you  ask  the  barkeeper  Avhy  he  does  not  keep  American- 
wine  and  sell  it  at  5  cents,  his  iuA^ariable  reply  is  that  he 
has  no  call  for  it.  What  he  means  is  that  his  customers, 
Avho  are  mainly  of  other  than  Central  or  Southern  Euro- 
pean origin,  prefer  strong  liquors  or  beer  to  Avine. 

When  the  latter  is  ordered  the  customer  expects  to  pay 
10  cents  for  a  small  glass,  because  he  knows  nothing  of 
Avine  and  its  value.  What  he  ordinarily  gets  is  probably 
an  American  Avine  Avith  a  foreign  label,  but  he  does  not 
know  that  he  is  being  cheated,  and  the  saloon-keeper  could 
not  AA'ell  afford  to  sell  CA'en  the  counterfeit  article  at  5 
cents  a  tumbler,  because  he  has  so  little  call  for  it  that 
he  can  not  sell  directly  from  the  wood,  but  must  open  a 
bottle  and  take  the  risk  of  it  spoiling  on  his  hands. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  to  a  large  part  of  the  native  Ameri- 
can population  of  NeAV  York  to  be  found  in  the  BoAvery 
saloons  a  bottle  of  Avine  still  means  some  form  of  cham- 
pagne.—  Neto  York  Sim. 


WHEN  the  statement  is  made  by  one  competent  to 
speak  intelligently  on  all  phases  of  the  liquor  ques- 
tion, that  the  prohibition  moA'ement  is  rapidly  gaining 
ground  all  OA^er  the  United  States,  it  furnishes  food  for  re- 
flection. When  this  same  authority  declares  that  the  re- 
tail liquor  dealer  is  in  a  measure  responsible  for  the  thou- 
sands of  new  converts  to  the  temperance  cause,  it  behooves 
the  saloonman  to  sit  up  and  take  notice.

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Spokane  Dealers  Would  Curtail  Saloons.

Spokane  (Wash.),  Jan.  10. — Saloon  men  who  think 
there  are  already  too  many  liquor  houses  here  are  dis- 
cussing a  plan  to  have  the  city  grant  no  more  licenses 
for  saloons  during  the  coming  five  years.  In  doing  this 
they  contend  that  the  only  ones  who  are  likely  to  object 
are  the  breweries,  and  that  the  general  condition  of  the 
liquor  business  would  be  improved  by  such  curtailment. 

Said  one  of  the  saloon  men  who  has  been  agitating  the 
new  plan: 

"  There  are  enough  sal.oons  in  Spokane  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  city  for  at  least  five  years  to  come.  The  only 
ones  who  want  more  saloons  are  the  breweries,  and  they 
never  have  too  many  saloons. 

"  The  five-jear  curtailment  of  licenses  is  in  vogue  in  San 
Francisco,  and  has  proven  a  success.  I  believe  it  would 
meet  the  approval  of  all  classes  in  Spokane. 

"  By  checking  the  number  of  saloons  there  would  be 
more  money  in  the  saloon  business  within  a  fcAV  months 
than  there  is  at  present,  and  the  value  of  a  license  would 
increase  proportionately.  With  these  higher  values  the 
saloon  man  would  be  more  careful  in  running  his  place 
and  would  not  run  an  establishment  where  the  police  were 
likely  to  recommend  the  canceling  of  the  license.  Addi- 
tional revenues  would  permit  the  dealer  to  have  a  neater 
place,  to  spend  more  money  on  the  appearance  of  his  estab- 
lishment and  would  permit  him  to  employ  better  help. 

"  As  to  the  breweries,  I  have  no  doubt  they  will  oppose 
a  plan  of  this  kind.  The  breweries  practically  have  a 
majority  of  the  saloons  in  their  hands  now,  and  they  seem 
to  go  on  the  motto,  '  The  more  saloons,  the  merrier.'  The 
more  saloons  there  are,  the  greater  will  be  the  effort  to  sell 
liquor.  So  ambitious  are  the  breweries  for  saloons  that  it 
is  a  well-known  fact  they  will  say  to  a  man  with  a  few  hun- 
dred dollars  desiring  to  go  into  the  saloon  business: 
*  Yes,  go  ahead.  Put  up  your  money  and  we  will  aid  you — 
you  to  sell  our  beer.'  It  takes  time  to  build  up  a  paying 
business,  and  as  a  rule  the  fcAv  hundred  dollars  of  the 
would-be  saloon  man  is  frittered  away.  Then  the  brewery 
steps  in,  takes  the  license — which  is  already  in  the  brew- 
ery's name — and  hands  the  business  over  to  the  next  man 
with  a  few  hundred  dollars.  Meanwhile  the  breweries 
have  been  gradually  getting  rid  of  their  goods  and  have 
lost  no  money,  while  the  neAv  saloon  is  establishing  itself."

Kanai  Nagasawa  of  Fountaingrove  was  in  town  on 
Saturday  and  while  here  it  was  learned  that  he  is  making 
a  number  of  improvements  on  the  place.  He  will  plant 
out  a  considerable  acreage  of  new  vineyard.— Santa  Rosa 
Press-Democrat. 


Roseville. — Charles  Paff  of  San  Francisco  contemplates 
the  erection  of  a  new  winery  here  to  cost  about  |35,000.

The  geueral  considerations  wliicli  have  guided  the  com- 
mittee in  preparing  the  standards  for  food  products  are 
the  following: 

1.  The  standards  are  expressed  in  the  form  of  defini- 
tions Avith  or  without  accompanying  speciiications  of  limit 
in  composition. 

2.  The  main  classes  of  food  articles  are  defined  before 
the  subordinate  classes  are  considered. 

3.  The  definitions  are  so  framed  as  to  exclude  from  the 
articles  defined  substances  not  included  in  the  definitions. 

i.  The  definitions  include,  where  possible,  those  quali- 
ties which  make  the  articles  described  wholesome  for  hu- 
man food. 

~).  A  term  defined  in  any  of  the  several  schedules  lias 
the  same  meaning  wherever  else  it  is  used  in  this  report. 

6.     Th<»  names  of  food  products  herein  defined  usually 

manufacturing 


agree  with  existing    American  trade  or 


usage,  but  where  such  usage  is  not  clearly  established 
or  where  trade  names  confuse  two  or  more  articles  for 
which  specific  designations  are  desirable,  preference  is 
given  to  one  of  the  several  trade  names  applied. 

7.  Standards  are  based  upon  data  representing  ma- 
terials produced  under  American  conditions  and  manu- 
factured by  American  processes  or  representing  such  va- 
rieties of  foreign  articles  as  are  chiefly  imported  for 
American  use. 

8.  The  standards  fixed  are  such  that  a  departure  of  the 
articles  to  which  they  apply,  above  the  maximum  or  below 
the  minimum  limit  prescribed,  is  evidence  that  such  ar- 
ticles are  of  inferior  or  abnormal  qualitj'. 

9.  The  limits  fixed  as  standard  are  not  necessarily  the 
extremes  authentically  recorded  for  the  article  in  (luestiou, 
because  such  extremes  are  commonly  due  to  abnormal  con- 
ditions of  production  and  are  usually  acccmipanied  by 
marks  of  inferiority  or  abnormality  readily  perceived  by 
the  producer  or  manufacturer.

An  Outrageous  Customs  Ruling. 


Ni:w  YoUK,  Feb.  23. — Importers  of  wines  and  liquors' 
must  pay  duty  on  the  full  quantity  shipped  froiri 
abroad  without  regard  to  leakage  or  breakage  "in  transit," 
under  a  decision  handed  down  to-day  by  the  Boar'd  of 
United  States  General  Appraisers.  The  decision  is  con- 
sidered of  great  importance,  as  then;  are  many  hundreds 
of  similar  cases  which  probably  will  be  settled  in  accord- 
ance with  the  principles  therein  laid  down. 

The  case  involves  the  construction  of  a  portion  of  the 
present  taritf  act  which  provides  that  there  shall  be  no 
constructive  or  other  allowance  for  breakage,  leakage  Or 
damage  on  wines,  licpiors,  cordials  or  distilled  spirits. 

The  board  says  that  the  phrase  "a  constructive  allow- 
ance" for  leakage  would  se(^m  to  imply  an  allowance 
for  a  leakage  Avhich  might  be  presumed  or  implied, 
or  which  existed  in  contemplation  of  law  rather  than  for 
an  actual  leakage  established  by  aifirmative  proofs.  There- 
fore, should  the  entire  contents  of  a  cask  of  licpior  leak  out 
"in  transit,"  before  the  arrival  in  the  United  States,  the 
case  would  be  one  of  non-importation  and  no  duty  would 
be  assessable. 

Where  liquors  or  wines  were  imported  in  bottles, 
packed  as  recpiired  by  law,  and  a  breakage  of  a  portion  of 
the  bottles  occurred  "in  transit,"  no  deduction  or  allow- 
ance could  be  made.

The  Wider  Use  of  Wine. 

Brj  Percy  T.  Morgan,, 
President  California  Wine  Association. 


THE  iiitiny  articles  whicli  have  appeared  in  lionf  art's 
(lurin<i  the  last  few  mouths  on  subjects  relating  to  pro- 
motion of  a  wider  use  for  wines  in  this  country  are  steps 
in  the  rij>ht  direction  toward  that  publicity  which  in  these 
modern  times  appears  necessary  to  promote  the  consump- 
tion of  auy  article  of  food  or  drink,  or,  in  fact,  any  article 
of  daily  use  or  consumption. 

The  limitations  of  the  wine  industry  and  the  manner  in 
which  it  is  split  up  into  various  elements,  each  having  its 
own  business  to  attend  to,  militates  against  a  concentrated 
campaign  for  the  wider  use  of  wines  as  a  daily  beverage  in 
American  families. 

The  confusion  in  the  minds  of  most  people  regarding 
wine  is  due  probably  more  than  anything  else  to  the  fact 
that  alcohol  with  its  etfects  upon  the  home  circle  and  the 
growing  family  is  classed  all  together,  whether  it  be  in 
the  form  of  distilled  liquors  or  fermented  beverages. 

Prohibitionists  who  deplore  the  ravages  of  the  "  Demon 
Kum,"  are  disinclined  to  make  any  distinction  as  to  the 
origin  or  percentage  of  alcohol  in  beverages.  The  conse- 
quence is  that  towns  or  communities  which  vote  for  prohi- 
bition or  local  option  are  educated  only  on  the  subject  of 
the  deleterious  effect  of  distilled  and  concentrated  alcohol. 
There  has  been  no  campaign  of  education  on  the  other  side 
on  the  part  of  those  who  are  interested  in  the  business 
of  producing  native  wines. 

One  way  to  induce  a  greater  consumption  of  wine  in 
families — and,  after  all,  this  is  the  place  where  pure,  whole- 


some, light  wines  should  find  their  greatest  field — woulA 
be  to  have  physicians  and  others  whose  influence  in  the 
family  is  little  less  than  that  of  the  clergy,  testify  to  the 
fact  that  the  use  of  pure  light  wines  in  dilute  form,  in? 
stead  of  being  dangerous  to  the  morals,  is  a  positive  ben^r 
fit  to  the  health  of  child  as  well  as  adult. 

It  is  an  unquestioned  fact  that  drunkenness  is  an  un- 
usual incident  in  great  wine-consuming  countries  like 
France  and  Italy,  rather  than  the  menace  to  the  morals 
and  well-being  of  the  community  which,  judging  from  the 
activity  of  prohibitionists  in  the  United  States,  it  is  popu- 
larly supposed  to  be  with  us;  and  yet  a  comparison  of 
the  consumption  shows  that,  per  capita  of  population, 
more  than  fifty  times  as  much  light  wine  is  drunk  in  these 
countries  as  in  the  United  ir^tates.  This  would  appear  to 
prove  that  the  drinking  of  pure  light  wines  is  conducive 
to  temperance  rather  than  to  inebriety,  and  therefore  that 
it  would  seem  more  reasonable  and  conducive  to  better  re- 
sults if  the  temperance  people  would  advocate  the  substi- 
tution of  light  wines  in  place  of  the  higher  alcoholic 
liquors. 

But  all  this  must  be  a  matter  of  education,  for  we  must 
admit  that  temperance  advocates  are  sincere  as  well  as 
energetic  in  their  work.  They  believe  what  they  preach, 
and  therefore  in  order  to  shake  their  convictions  the  go.spel 
of  pure  light  wines  must  be  brought  to  their  daily  notice 
through  those  great  public  educators,  the  newspapers  and 
magazines,  and  through  published  op.inions  of  great  men, 
whether  doctors  or  publicists,  whose  motives  can  not  be 
impugned. 

In  delivering  an  address  the  other  day  in  St.  Louis  on 
"  Purity  and  Adulteration  in  Native  AVines,"  I  quoted  a 
statement  attributed  to  the  great  Thonms  Jefferson : 


is 
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"  I  rej()i('<>,  as  a  moralist,  at  a  prospect  of  a  reduction  of 
the  duties  on  wine  by  our  national  Lejiislature.  It  is  an 
errcu'  to  view  a  tax  on  tliat  liquor  as  nu'rely  a  tax  on  the 
Tich.  It  is  prohibition  of  its  use  to  the  uiiddlihj^  classes  of 
our  citizens,  and  a  condemnation  of  tlieiu  to  the  poisons 
of  spirits,  which  is  desolating  their  homes.  No  nation  is 
drunken  where  wine  is  cheap,  and  none  sober  where  the 
dearn(>ss  of  wine  s\ibstitutes  ardent  spirits  as  its  c(unmon 
bevera}i,e,"  and  it  is  surprisiuj;  how  much  attention  this 
quotation  has  attracted  and  how  many  people  have  re- 
peated it. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  public  is  willinij;  to  be  edu- 
catetl  to  use  anythinji;  which  it  can  be  broui;ht  to  believe  is 
healthy  and  jj,()od. 

This  education  to  the  use  of  wine  at  meals,  mostly  in 
a  diluted  form  as  a  beverafte,  not  as  a  stimulant  or  intoxi- 
int,  must  be  undertaken  by  the  united  vineyard  and  wine 
Interests  at  larfjc,  if  it  is  expected  and  desired  to  disasso- 
ciate and  elevate  wine  drinking  as  such  from  the  ]>i(ture  of 
lie  family  ruined,  homeless  and  raiiijed  throujih  drunken- 
liess  and  debauchery. 

In  California  alone  it  is  estimated  that  over  ei<?hty  mil- 
Ions  of  dollars  are  invested  in  the  jjrowin<j;,  making  and 
listributiuf"  of  wiiu's  and  other  grape  ])roducts,  and  it 
rould  take  a  great  many  millions  more  to  tt>tal  the  entire 
ivestment  of  the  United  States,  East  and  South,  as  well 
Is  West  in  the  grape-growing  industry. 

If  the  intluence  behind  these  great  investments  could 
proi)erly  concentrated   and  directed   into  a   channel 
rhere  it  would  subscribe  its  proper  proportion  toward  the 


education  of  the  public  mind  to  the  real  truth  about  the 
])r()duct  of  the  grai)e  a  revulsion  of  ])id)lic  feeling  toward 
the  drinking  of  pure  light  wines  would  inevitably  result  in 
a  vast  prosperity  for  the  industry  and  a  vast  increase  in 
the  wealth  of  the  Unitcnl  States  through  its  wine-produc- 
ing sections. 

The  French  wine  industry,  that  has  fo\ir  and  a  quarter 
million  acres  of  ])ro(lucing  vines,  and  a  domestic  c(Misump- 
tiou  which  causes  its  imports  to  be  four  times  as  much 
as  its  export  of  wine,  is  the  backbone  of  the  prosperity  of 
the  French  nation.  Thousands  and  tens  of  thousaiuls  of 
happy  homes  are  founded  on  the  wine  industry.  ])r\uiken- 
ness,  instead  of  being  rampant,  is  an  unusual  spectacle. 

Instead  of  being  looked  down  upon  and  reviled  by  many 
people  who,  while  sincere  in  their  convictions,  are  mis 
guided  in  their  applicaticm,  the  native  wine  industry  of  the 
ITnited  States  should  take  rank  with  that  of  France,  Italy 
and  Spain  as  a  legitinmte,  u])right  and  beneficial  pursuit 
deserving  of  the  encouriigement  of  right-minded  jveople. 

One-half  of  one  per  cent  per  annum  of  the  anuuint  in- 
vested in  the  wine  industry  of  the  United  States  judici- 
ously expended  annually  in  the  proper  kind  of  publicity 
would  lay  the  foundation  for  the  expenditure  of  probably 
twice  that  anumnt  in  bringing  the  attention  of  the  public 
to  special  brands,  and  give  a  stimulus  to  the  production 
and  consumption  of  a  high  class  of  native  wines,  which 
would  ecjually  redound  to  the  benefit  of  consunu^'s  as  a 
deteri'ent  to  the  use  of  more  ardent  spirits,  to  the  pi'os- 
perity  of  the  producer  of  grapes  and  to  an  increase  in  the 
Avealth  of  the  United  States.

— Bernai-d  Iloclistadter  recently  stated 
that  plans  for  his  new  brewery  have  been  completed,  and 
work  is  to  begin  immediately.  The  cost  will  be  about 
$60,000. 

Fernie,  British  (\)hunbia — The  l-'ort  Steele  Brewing 
Company  is  adding  five  new  storage  tanks  to  its  brewei'v. 

Hollis'ter,  (California— Tiie  plant  of  the  Hollister  Brew- 
ing ('ompany  is  undergoing  material  alterations. 

Los  Angeles — The  Los  Angeles  Brewing  Company  is  re- 
ceiving a  2r)0-barrel  e<]uipment  for  tlie  new  brewhouse, 
which  is  being  furnished  by  the  Ooetz  &  Flodin  Manufac- 
turing Company  of  Chicago. 

The  new  plant  of  the  Mathie  Brewing  Company  com- 
prises the  bi'ewhouse,  three  stories  high  with  a  tower  in 
the  rear,  the  engine  and  stoi'age  room,  two  stories  high, 
and  the  stockhou.se,  three  stories.

It  is  the  intention  of  the  new  owners  to  incorporate  with 
ii  capital  stock  sufficient  to  carry  on  an  extensive  business. 

P.  Max  Kuehnrich,  president  and  treasurer  of  the  Los 
Angeles  Brewing  Company,  has  purchased  the  majority 
of  the  stock  of  the  Eureka  Brewing  Company  of  Eureka, 
<'al.  The  company  was  capitalized  at  $100,000.  A  new 
organization  has  been  formed,  in  which  the  purchaser,  A. 
Kressman  and  Jacob  Doerr  of  ilinneapolis,  A.  Palmtag  of 
Eureka  and  Miss  Flora  Schliebitz  of  Los  Angeles  are  direc- 
tors. It  is  Mr.  Kuehnrich's  intention  to  brew  a  special 
brand  of  beer  for  the  export  trade,  and  as  soon  as  the 
weather  permits  considerable  improvements,  including  a 
new  bottlery,  will  be  made.

Union  Distilling:  Company  Absorbed. 


THERE  was  filed  February  Tth  in  the  office  of  the 
County  Recorder  at  San  Jose  a  deed  of  trust  by  the 
Western  Distilleries  Company  to  the  ('entral  Trust  Com- 
pany of  California  for  the  purpose  of  insuring  the  issue 
of  bonds  to  the  extent  of  |I150,000. 

This  action  is  in  consequence  of  one  taken  two  Aveeks 
ago  but  only  now  made  public  by  which  the  Union  Dis- 
tilling Company,  Avhich  has  hitherto  operated  the  distillery 
at  Agnew,  became  absorbed  by  the  A^^estern  Distilleries 
Company  on  the  21st  ult. 

The  bonds  are  to  be  of  flOOO  each.  They  are  to  run  for 
ten  years  and  to  bear  (>  i)er  cent  interest.

EDITOR  AViNK  AND  SpiiUT  Keview  : — AVliat  was  said  in 
our  last  letter  regardiug  business  for  January  might 
be  repeated  for  this  month.  Business  is  dull — yea — even 
to  a  monotony.  Reports  received  here  from  other  centers 
tell  of  the  same  conditions  everywhere. 

Yet  with  all  there  is  a  hopeful  tone  in  affairs  and 
one  hears  but  few  fears  expressed  that  the  near  future 
will  not  bring  forth  more  satisfactory  business. 

Market  conditions  are  favorable.  No  marked  advances, 
but  at  the  same  time  no  recessions. 


The  auction  habit  seems  to  be  growing.  In  Cincinnati 
every  fortnight  there  is  a  sale  of  whiskies  manufactured 
by  the  Trust,  which  are  auctioned  off  to  the  highest  bid- 
der, and  although  it  was  feared  so  radical  a  step  and  so 
modern  a  method  of  marketing  whiskies  would  be  detri- 
mental to  the  best  interests  of  the  trade,  so  far,  they  have 
been  successful.  Nor  do  they  appear  to  have  any  material 
effect  upon  the  outside  distillers,  who  claim  to  find  no 
difficulty  in  placing  their  product.  Here — in  New  York — 
at  regular  intervals,  the  wines  of  California  are  auctioned. 
Although  prices  are  somewhat  under  the  regiilar  market, 
the  sales  do  not  appear  to  have  affected  the  situation,  and 
buyers  at  the  auction  .sales  have  expressed  theinselves  as 
quite  satisfied  M'ith  their  purchases. 

Ultimately,  however,  it  Avould  seem  that  the  auction 
habit  will  be  bound  to  create  some  disturbance  which 
will  militate  against  the  regular  channels  of  distribution. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  remarkable  changes  are  at  work  in 
the  Avine  and  spirit  business,  and  no  one  can  tell  how  they 
will  work  out.  In  addition  to  changes  within  the  trade  it- 
self, outside  influences,  in  all  directions,  are  aimed  against 
the  business.  Legislation,  National,  State  and  local,  rears 
Its  head  and  seeks  an  opening  by  which  it  may  either 
obtain  increased  revenue  or  still  further  tie  the  hands 
of  an  already  overburdened  trade. 

To  sxich  influences  is  largely  attributable  the  dullness 
of  business,  complaint  of  Avhich  is  heard  on  all  sides. 
While  on  the  whole,  the  volume  is  about  up  to  the  average, 
there  is  little  life  to  it.  Especially  is  this  the  case  in 
New  York  City,  and  no  one  appears  able  to  give  a  reason 
why  it  is  so  dull  here.  Perhaps  the  extremel.y  severe  win- 
ter is  at  the  bottom  of  it.  At  all  events,  it  is  probably  a 
contributary  cause.  But  there  is  no  (]uestion  that  it  is 
dull. 


A  short  time  ago  the  papers  stated  General  Lew  Wal- 
lace, the  Indiana  warrior,  poet  and  writer,  had  asked  the 
celebrated  Dr.  Wiley  advice  as  to  what  whiskj^.  he  should 
drink.  The  doctor  is  well  advertised  as  the  pleader  for 
and  advocate  of  bottled  in  bond  whiskies,  and  was  re- 
ported as  having  advised  the  General  that  the  only  pure, 
unadulterated  whiskies  Avere  those  bottled  under  Govern- 
ment supervision.  Whether  the  General  followed  the  ad- 
vice or  not  is  not  recorded — but  he  is  dead. 


Unquestionably  the  sale  of  bottled  in  bond  whiskies  is 
increasing,  particularly  in  the  Middle  West.  East,  it  has 
made  little  headwaj^  so  far.  The  distillers  making  a  spec- 
ialty of  this  branch  of  the  business  are  pushing  hard,  ad- 
vertising heavily,  and  claiming  everything.  But  after  all, 
it  doesn't  amount  to  much,  the  total  number  of  gallons 


for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30th,  1904,  showing  that 
a  little  over  one  per  cent  of  the  tax-payments  were  for 
bottled  in  bond  Avhiskies.  It  is  growing,  but  not  nearly 
so  much  as  the  claims  of  its  advocates  would  imply.  Still, 
if  their  efforts  meet  no  more  than  the  passive  attitude,  so 
far  adopted  by  the  blenders,  the  business  Avill  grow,  if  for 
no  other  reason  than  lack  of  opposition,  and  it  may  be  Avell 
for  the  blenders  to  adopt  some  of  the  strenuousness,  the 
green  stamp  advocates  are  noAv  monopolizing. 


Amongst  the  ncAV  excise  proposals  which  are  receiving 
considerable  attention  from  influential  members  of  the 
State  administration,  is  that  of  the  English  plan  of  licens- 
ing the  place  instead  of  the  individual.  It  is  urged  that 
if  piit  in  force  in  New  York  City  such  a  method  Avould 
to  a  large  extent,  do  aAvay  Avith  the  evils  Avhicli  noAV  make 
Eaines'laAV  hotels  objectionable  resorts  in  many  instances. 
It  is  asserted  that  if  the  place  is  licensed  the  OAVuer  of  the 
propertA'  becomes  an  agent  of  the  Excise  Department 
through  persona]  interest.  The  theory  is  advanced  that 
he  Avould  make  himself  responsible  for  the  proper  conduct 
of  the  liquor  establishment,  knowing  that  if  the  license 
should  be  revoked  the  place  could  no  longer  be  used  for 
the  business  which  brought  a  large  rental  than  its  use  for 
any  other  business  Avould. 

Another  measure  proposed  is  the  restriction  of  the  num- 
ber of  places  Avhere  liquor  may  be  sold  and  a  graduated 
tax.  Those  favoring  this  measure  say  that  it  has  great 
moral  adA'antages  over  the  system  in  force  at  present  in 
NcAv  York,  and  would  be  productive  of  much  more  reAenue 
than  is  noAV  derived  from  the  Excise.

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riie  pure  food  bill  seems  to  stand  little  chance  of  being 
(tiikcn  up  by  this  Congress  and  nia^'  be  considered  as  out 
)f  the  question  for  the  present.  There  have  been  some 
hints  dropped  by  seemingly  knowing  ones  that  at  the 
eleventh  hour,  thSre  would  be  some  special  efforts  made 
to  put  through  this  bill  with  a  rush.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  the  forces  back  of  the  bill  are  wide  awake  and  will 
not  lose  au  opportunity  of  getting  this  measure  through, 
but  at  the  same  time  the  opposition  are  not  any  less  astute 
and  just  as  keen  to  all  the  little  dodges  of  lobb^ism. 


A  circular  issued  by  the  War  Department  to  the  Army, 
under  date  of  February  14th,  gives  the  text  of  a  letter 
received  by  Secretary  of  War  Taft  from  Representative 
Littlefield  of  Maine  relative  to  the  anti-canteen  act  and 
the  Secretary's  repl}',  together  with  instructions  to  officers 
with  respect  to  their  reports  on  the  subject. 

In  his  letter  Mr.  Littlefield  states  that  he  is  the  author 
of  the  anti-canteen  amendment,  and  adds : 

Secretary  Taft  in  reply  says : 

"I  think  you  are  correct  in  assuming  that  a  great  ma- 
jority of  the  officers  of  the  Army  regard  the  anti-canteen 
law  as  ill-advised  and  as  likely  to  increase  rather  tiian  .le 
crease  drunkenness  in  the  ranks.  Indeed  I  must  admit 
to  you  that  as  at  present  advised  I  share  their  opinion." 


It  is  with  great  regret  we  note  the  death  of  Alexander 
Halliday,  senior  member  of  the  firm  of  A.  Halliday  &  Co., 
the  well-known  distillers  and  importers  of  Scotch  and 
Irish  whiskies.  Mr.  Halliday  died  on  the  ()th  inst.  at  Day- 
tona,  Florida,  whither  he  had  gone  to  recover  from  the 


effects  of  a  heavy  cold.  The  funeral  was  held  at  Yonkers, 
New  York,  on  the  11th  inst.,  and  was  largely  attended  by 
representative  members  ot  the  trade. 


Barrett  &  Co.  of  Unrivalle<l  Prune  Juice  and  Blending 
(Jordial  fame,  are  known  to  have  found  other  fields  than 
this  country  for  their  product  and  are  si)ii)])ing  to  South 
America,  Europe  and  Scotland.  Their  business,  particu- 
larly to  German}',  shows  a  remarkable  inci'ease.  It  seems 
like  carrying  coals  to  Newcastle  to  shij)  prune  juice  to 
Germany,  but  they  claim  to  have  already  tins  year  in- 
creased their  shipments  there  nearly  one  hundred  per 
cent.

for  them  should  so  decidedly  have  diminished.  The  fact 
is  that  nowadays  claret  is  not  understood  by  the  majority 
of  people,  and  it  must  be  admitted  that  unless  it  is  handled 
properly  claret  may  easily  be  an  unpleasant  and  uninter- 
esting beverage.  On  the  other  hand,  there  is  no  finer 
wine — no  wine  of  a  more  wholesome  character,  or  posses- 
sing more  delicacy  of  flavor — than  a  light,  sound,  relative- 
ly non-acid  claret  when  proper  care  is  devoted  to  it. 
Sound  claret  contains  but  little  free  acid,  and,  in  fact,  in 
this  respect  it  invariably  contains  the  least  proportion  of 
acid  of  all  wines.  Again,  I'ed  Bordeaux  wines  are  certain- 
ly less  acid  than  Avhite  wines,  while  they  contain  practi- 
cally no  sugar  compared  with  white  wines.  In  health  the 
individual  would  undoubtedly  be  better  for  drinking  a 
pleasant  little  claret  rather  than  a  glass  of  ardent  spirits 
and  water.  Good,  sound  claret  need  not  contain  more  al- 
cohol than  does  ale  or  stout,  while  it  is  free  from  the  ex- 
tractive matters  of  the  latter.  It  is  well  known  that  in 
countries  where  the  staple  beverage  is  vin  ordinaire  the 
people  Avho  are  content  Avith  such  a  simple  but  withal 
generous  drink  have  sober  inclinations,  show  a  good  bill 
of  health,  and  are  free  from  the  demoralizing  influences  of 
spirit  drinking.  Yet  in  this  country  the  same  advantages 
may  be  enjoyed,  so  good,  cheap  and  abundant  is  the  supply 
of  light  claret  imported  at  tlie  present  time.  The  decline 
in  the  consumption  of  light  wines  in  favor  of  heavy  wines 
or  the  drinking  of  ardent  spirits  would  appear  to  be  evi- 
dence that  a  demand  for  more  vigorous  and  rapidly  acting 
stimulants  has  arisen,  and  the  social  and  moral  aspects 
of  such  a  demand  are  worth  serious  reflection."— London 
Telegraph. 


Tis  aifact  upon  which  those  who  are  specially  interested 
have'  reason  to  congratulate  themselves  that  in  a  year 
in  which  the  consumption  of  wine  generally  was  on  a 
greatly  reduced  scale,  the  imports  from  Australia  showed 
an  appreciable  increase.  With  few  exceptions,  the  fig- 
ures advanced  from  month  to  month,  and  in  the  end  the 
gain  on  the  imports. was  70,507  gallons.  The  statistics  of 
imports  do  not  necessarily  constitute  a  reliable  guide  to 
the  state  of  trade  for  the  time  being,  but  in  this  instance 
the  conclusion  to  which  they  would  seem  to  point  is  con- 
firmed by  the  reports  from  the  principal  shipping  houses. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  the  trade  in  both  red  and  white 
wines  is  being  well  maintained,  and,  with  a  return  of  gen- 
eral prosperity  to  the  country,  we  shall  probably  see  a  fur- 
ther and  considerable  expansion  of  the  figures.  Twelve 
months  ago,  in  reviewing  the  business  of  1903,  we  found 
it  necessary  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  certain  grow- 
ers had  been  in  this  country,  and,  after  doing  business  with 
the  regular  importers,  had  endeavored  to  sell  „to  the  cus- 
tomers of  the  latter.  We  pointed  out  at  the  time  that  the 
growers  could  not  expect  to  receive  the  support  of  the 
leading  houses  if  this  kind  of  thing  were  continued,  and 
heed  seems  to  have  been  given  to  the  warning,  for  lately 
we  have  heard  no  comj)laints  of  the  practice  to  which  ob- 
jection was  taken. — JjoikJoh  W'iiic  Trade  Revietr. 


French  Claret  Is  Neglected. 


"It  is  curious,"  says  The  Lancet^  "that  when  Bordeaux 
wines  or  clarets  were  never  cheaper,  more  abundant,  and 
purer  than  they  are  in  the  present  day,  the  public  demand 
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ILWAUKEE,  Wis.,  Feb.  24.— Believing  that  labor- 
ers and  workmen  generally  will  be  sufferers 
if  the  plan  of  the  internal  revenue  department  to 
secure  legislation  putting  a  tax  on  domestic  wines  is  suc- 
cessful, and  that  the  laboring  classes  will  be  deprived  of  a 
favorite  beverage,  owing  to  the  enforced  increase  in  price, 
local  wholesale  liquor  men  are  vigorously  opposed  to  the 
lilan.  They  declare  that  the  imposing  of  the  tax  would 
cause  a  direct  increase  in  prices  which  the  retailers  and 
consumers  would  have  to  pa^^  and  that  the  consumption  of 
the  cheapest  grades  of  wines  would  be  the  result.  Emil 
Kiewett,  of  this  city,  who  is  qualified  to  speak  on  such  sub- 
jects, was  asked  for  a  statement  of  the  probable  effects  of 
such  a  plan,  and  he  said : 

"Such  a  plan  would  certainly  bring  a  reduction  in  the 
amount  of  domestic  wine  consumed.  Many  laboring  men 
are  regular  consumers  of  California  wines  which  they  can 
ijet  at  the  average  cost  of  5  cents  per  glass.  If  a  tax  is 
placed  on  this  grade  of  wine  as  there  is  now  on  whisky,  the 
price  would  certainly  increase  and  he  would  probably  have 
to  pay  10  cents  per  glass  for  his  wine.  The  end  of  the  mat- 
ter would  be,  hoAvever,  that  he  would  do  without  the  wine 
and  would  take  to  drinking  something  else  that  would  cost 
less,  and  which  would  most  likely  injure  his  health.  In 
case  a  tax  was  put  on  these  domestic  wines,  the  whole- 
saler could  not  afford  to  keep  prices  down  to  their  present 
levels,  as  he  has  to  make  his  profit.  I  hardly  believe  the 
plan  has  gone  far  or  we  would  have  heard  from  the  Na- 
tional Wholesale  Liquor  Dealers'  Association,  as  close 
track  is  kept  of  such  questions  and  the  officers  are  always 
(lu  the  lookout  for  them.  The  association  would  unques- 
tionably fight  any  such  a  proposition." 


It  now  looks  as  if  the  one-eighth  beer  package  would  soon 
he  a  thing  of  the  past.  Secretary  J.  J.  Coffey  of  the  Wis- 
consin Brewers'  Association  has  returned  from  Cincin- 
nati, Ohio,  where  he  attended  a  meeting  of  leading  brew- 
ers of  eight  States,  at  which  the  fate  of  the  eighth  keg 
was  settled.  The  States  represented  were  Ohio,  Kentucky, 
West  Virginia,  Tennessee,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Missouri  and 
Wisconsin.  The  plan  of  the  meeting  was  to  abolish  the 
small  package  as  soon  as  possible,  and  the  date  was  fixed 
for  February  1st  of  this  year.  The  vote  to  abolish  the 
eighth,  was  unanimous.  Giving  the  reasons  for  doing  so, 
Mr.  Coffey  said  the  principal  one  was  the  great  expense 
to  the  breweries.  The  cost  of  kegs  is  a  big  item.  Few 
saloons  nowadays  have  a  trade  so  snuiU  that  they  cannot 
sell  the  next  largest  package,  a  keg, 


As  everything  in  this  section  looks  prosperous  just  now, 
the  prospects  for  a  very  good  year  in  the  wine  and  liquor 
business  were  never  brighter.  Last  year  was  a  good  one, 
and  the  wholesale  and  retail  concerns  of  this  section 
largely  increased  their  business,  where  any  "get-up"  was 
shown.  There  were  more  California  goods  handled  in  this 
city  last  year  than  in  any  other  one  year,  according  to  the 
statement  of  a  leading  jobber,  and  it  may  be  added  that

Few  countries  are  more  lavishly  endowed  by  nature  than 
the  State  of  California.  Its  great  possibilities  are  mani- 
fested in  all  its  various  agricultural  products,  but  they  are 
particularly  demonstrated  in  its  viticultural  propensities 
when  compared  with  the  limited  demarcations  of  other 
countries.  In  its  vast  expanse  of  about  750  miles  along 
ttie  Pacific  Ocean,  with  an  average  width  of  200  miles; 
with  its  irregular  divisions  and  innumerable  valleys  and 
elevations;  with  isothermal  lines  inclining  contrary  to  the 
general  rule,  in  a  northerly  and  southerly  direction,  the 
geographical  and  topographical  exposition  of  California 
embraces  such  a  diversity  of  climatic  conditions  that  grape 
culture  may  be  successfully  directed  over  a  vast  area  with- 
in its  border  lines. 


In  a  general  way  California  has  already  demonstrated 
and  classified,  by  energetic  experiments  and  subsequent  ex- 
periences covering  half  a  century,  the  leading  characteris- 
tics and  some  of  the  preferable  locations  on  hillsides  and 
valleys.  Still  new  districts  are  being  continuously  dis- 
closed, and  the  immense  possibilities  of  California  as  a 
viticultural  miracle  are  bound  to  attract  the  attention  of 
the  entire  world.  The  long  stretch  of  the  coast  counties, 
from  Lake  down  to  San  Luis  Obispo  (embracing  Sonoma, 
Napa,  Yolo,  Solano,  Contra  Costa,  Alameda,  San  Mateo, 
Santa  Clara,  Santa  Cruz),  has  evidenced  for  years  its 
special  fitness  for  the  production  of  exquisite  types  of  dry 
table  wines.  Stimulated  by  cosmopolitan  experience  of 
some  of  the  foreign  bor-n  viticulturists,  the  selection  of  vine- 
stocks  includes  the  best  assortment  of  the  successful  wine 
districts  of  the  world.  Every  noted  variety  of  wine  grapes 
belonging  to  the  famous  order  of  the  Vitis  i'inifera  has 
been  propagated  in  California.  Remarkable  results  have 
been  attained  in  the  production  of  the  highest  types  of 
dry  wines  in  the  northern  district.  In  all  the  coast  and 
bay  counties  the  prevalence  of  sufficient  moisture  in  the 
atmosphere  during  the  summer  months  faAors  a  uniform 
ripening  process  of  the  grape.  The  management  of  vine- 
yard estates  in  the  Coast  Range  sections  is  rational  but 
more  expensive  than  in  the  valley  districts,  especially 
where  the  finest  varieties  of  Rhenish,  Burgundy,  Medoc 
and  Sauterne  types  require  high  staking  and  intelligent 
pruning. 

The  great  valleys  of  the  Sacramento  and  the  San  Joa- 
quin, and  south  of  Tehachapi,  reaching  out  in  almost  end- 
less stretches  between  the  Coast  Range  and  the  foothills  of 
the  Sierra  Nevada,  are  the  great  Sweet  Wine  and  Brandy 
and  Raisin  Emporium  of  the  Golden  State.  From  Tehama, 
Colusa,  Sacramento,  Yolo,  down  to  Merced,  Fresno,  Kings, 
Tulare,  Los  Angeles  and  San  Bernardino,  rich  and  full- 
bodied  wines  are  being  produced  with  remarkable  success, 
challenging  the  famous  types  of  the  Old  World  into  fair 
comparison.  Wines  Avith  the  full  characteristics  of  Port, 
Malaga,  Muscatel,  Madeira  and  even  Sherry  (this  most  dis- 


tinctive and  precious  variety),  are  ripened  here  and 
brought  to  a  high  degree  of  perfection. 

Nature  provides  the  foundation  for  magnificent  results. 
Assisted  by  irrigation  in  the  overheated  valley  districts, 
and  supplemented  by  judicious  fertilizing  where  the  soil 
has  been  overtaxed  and  exhausted,  she  readily  yields  to 
laudable  efforts  to  produce  "wine  that  maketh  glad  the 
heart  of  man,"  wine  that  promotes  and  develops  the  in- 
stinct of  true  temperance,  because  wine,  refinement;  so- 
briety and  good  cheer  always  stand  together  and  are 
affiliated  against  alcoholism. 

It  may  be  a  matter  of  regret  and  justifiable  criticism  that 
wine-producers  and  wine-merchants  in  California  have  not 
as  yet  successfully  developed  and  adapted  a  specific  no- 
menclature for  the  designation  of  their  products,  and  that 
they  still  cling  to  the  classification  of  California  Burgundy, 
Sauterne,  Riesling,  Chablis,  Port,  Sherry,  Malaga,  Ma- 
deira, etc.  The  reason  for  this  may  be  explained  prin- 
cipally by  commercial  usage  and  trade  conditions  estab- 
lished" all  over  the  world,  and  by  other  natural  circum- 
stances. This  may  change  somewhat  in  time.  More 
progress  will  be  made,  special  locations  and  proprietors 
will  become  better  known  and  their  products  more  in- 
dividually appreciated.  However,  it  will  be  difficult  to 
eradicate  the  once  established  designation  of  "California 
Burgundy,  Port,  Sherry  or  Sauterne,"  except,  perhaps,  by 
generally  substituting  the  local  appelations:  Sonoma  or 
Napa  Burgundy,  Fresno  or  Los  Angeles  Port,  Livermore 
Sauterne,  etc. 

The  vine  stock  for  red  wines  in  the  dry  wine  districts 
consists  principally  of  "Zinfandel,".  a  prolific,  full-bearing 
red  wine  grape  with  a  fruity  flavor  and  pronounced  acidity 
possibly  originating  from  the  Austrian  variety  "Zier- 
fahndler").  However,  all  progressive  vineyards  are  supple- 
mented by  Malvoisie,  Mataro,  Grenache,  Carignan,  Mon- 
deuse,  Malbec,  St.  Macaire,  Valdepenas,  various  specialties 
of  Burgundy  and  Pinot  Camay,  Trousseau,  Beclan,  Bou- 
chet,  Cabernet,  etc.  The  leading  white  wine  stock  includes 
the  Burger,  various  kinds  of  Chasselas,  Gutedel,  several 
species  of  Riesling,  Traminer,  Semillon,  Sauvignon,  Mar- 
sanne,  Colombar,  Feherzagos,Fo]le  Blanche,  some  varieties 
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©f  Muscatel,  Tokay,  and  many  others  whose  vocabulary  has 
Been  slightly  corrupted  into  dialectical  uncertainties.  Some 
of  these   white  Avine  varieties   are   extensively   used   for 
brandy.    The  old  Spanish  Mission  grape,  introduced  by  the 
.Mission   padres,   has  almost  entireh^  disappeared   in  the 
northern  part  of  the  State.    Its  great  value  for  brandy  and 
sweet  wine  production  has  been  recognized,  and  in  new 
phmtations  in  the  south  it  receives  adequate  attention. 
According  to  assessors'   returns   the  area  planted  to 
pes  in  the  year  1902  covered  118,209  acres  for  wine 
apes,  89,792  acres  for  raisin  grapes,  22,674  acres  for 
le  grapes;  a  total  of  230,675  acres,  to  which  now  an 
icrease  of  15  per  cent,  may  easily  be  added. 
The  investments  iu  the  State  of  California  in  vineyards, 
lars  and  plants,  cooperage,  general  installations,  and 
cks  of  wines  carried  for  trade  purposes,  may  fairly  be 
imated  to  cover  nearly  one  hundred  million  dollars. 
The  ravages  of  the  phylloxera  and  of  the  so-called  "Ana- 
im  vine-pest"  have  been  gradually  equalized  by  replant- 
on  I'esistant  stock  and  by  the  opening  and  planting  of 
w  districts.    The  vineyardists  hail  with  satisfaction  the 
interest  shown  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture in  fostering  expert  investigation  and  by  the  estab- 
lishment of  federal  experiment  stations  of  viticulture  in 
ralifornia. 

The  statistical  data  obtainable  as  to  the  total  wine  pro- 
duction of  the  State  are  not  always  fully  reliable.  How- 
I'ver,  the  following  figures  give  an  illustration  of  our  pro- 
i,a"essive  development.

Since  the  United  States  Government  concedes  and  con- 
trols the  free  use  of  grape  spirit  for  fortification  purposes, 
i  a  considerable  amount  of  the  grape  product  is  distilled  into 
brandy,  to  be  turned  back  again  into  sweet  wines.     No 
I  grain  spirits  can  be  utilized  for  this  process  of  vinification.

against  14,590,900  gallons  in  1902  and  8,503,900  gallons 
in  1901. 

Efforts  to  increase  home  consumption  of  the  pure  wine 
of  California  should  be  intelligently  extended.  Too  rigid 
concentration  and  control  of  the  product  may  curtail  the 
effectiveness  of  distribution.  Wise  and  judicioTis  national 
legislation,  protecting  the  absolute  purity  of  American 
wines,  checking  unwholesome  adulterations  of  our  domes- 
tic as  well  as  imported  wines,  providing  methods  of  brand- 
ing and  labeling  under  true  names  and  classifications, 
eliminating  imitation  of  brands — all  this  Avill  have  a  bene- 
ficial influence  toward  creating  public  confidence  and  in- 
creasing the  consumption. 

In  this  connection  nmy  be  mentioned  the  praiseworthy 
efforts  of  the  California  Grape  Acid  Association,  offering 
generous  co-operation  to  the  grape  growers  of  the  entire 
State  Avith  a  vicAV  to  the  possible  diversion  of  the  surplus  of 
an  extraordinary  grape  crop  into  new  channels  of  useful- 
ness, thus  curtailing  the  dangers  of  oA'erproduction.  Their 
generous  offer  of  |25,000  reward  for  a  simple  and  profit- 
able method  of  turning  grape  sugar  into  commercial  grape 
acid  has  attractwl  the  attention  of  many  scientists  in 
Europe  and  elicited  many  new  suggestions  on  the  value 
and  usefulness  of  the  grape  as  a  food  product. 

A  great  deal  of  good,  progressive  and  substantial  work 
has  already  been  accomplished  in  California.  The  installa- 
tion of  Avine-making  establishments  is  on  the  lines  of 
modern  technically  improved  systems,  facilitating  the 
handling  of  grapes,  musts  and  AA'ines  on  a  large  scale. 

San  Francisco,  the  greatest  distributing  and  shipping 
center  for  viticultural  products,  has  some  of  the  best 
appointed  Avine  storage  vaiilts  in  the  AAorld.  Some  of  the 
leading  plants  represent  many  million  gallons  under  one 
roof.  Receipts  from  interior  vineyards  and  cellars  during 
1903  amounted  to  16,262,000  gallons  of  Avine  and  514,000 
gallons  of  brandy,  Avhile  the  shipments  from  San  Francisco 
by  rail  and  sea  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  July,  1903,  aggre- 
gated 17,054,000  gallons  and  55,748  cases  of  wine  and 
brandy,  most  of  it  to  American  shipping  points,  although 
the  trade  of  Central  and  South  America,  Mexico,  the 
Orient  and  Europe  already  absorbs  2,500,000  gallons,  with 
a  continuous  advance.  Next  to  San  Francisco,  the  city  of 
Los  Angeles  is  an  important  shipping  point  for  SAveet  Avines 
and  brandies,  while  other  California  Avine  centers,  such  as 
Fresno,  Stockton,  Sacramento,  St.  Helena,  Sonoma,  Santa 
Rosa,  Asti,  Cloverdale,  etc.,  are  also  furnishing  their  pro- 
portionate shares  for  transcontinental  transportation  to 
eastern  distributing  points. 

In  conclusion,  it  might  be  stated  that  we  may  well  be 
satisfied  with  the  result  of  the  pioneer  Avork  of  the  first 
half  century  of  California  viticulture.  May  it  never  be 
forgotten  that  the  unquestioned  purity  of  the  juice  of  the 
grape,  the  honesty  and  integrity  of  wine  maker  and  wine 
merchant,  are  the  only  dominant  and  potent  factors  for 
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ultimate  success  in  this  one  of  California's  greatest  indus- 
tries. We  are  proud  to  proclaim  to  the  world  that  these 
conditions  exist  in  our  State,  and  Ave  are  glad  to  have  an 
opportunity  to  demonstrate  at  the  World's  Fair  in  St. 
Louis,  at  our  "Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition"  of  1904, 
in  the  concentrated  form  of  a  Joint  State  Exhibit,  the 
achievements  of  the  harmonious,  progressive  spirit  of  viti- 
culture in  California. 

Over  twenty-five  years  ago  Robert  Louis  Stevenson, 
during  his  stay  in  California,  wrote  in  prophetic  anticipa- 
tion : 

"Wine  in  California  is  still  in  the  experimental  stage, 
and  Avhen  you  taste  a  vintage,  grave  economical  problems 
are  involved.  The  beginning  of  vine  planting  is  like  the 
beginning  of  mining  for  the  precious  metals;  the  wine 
grower  always  'prospects.'  One  corner  of  land  after  an- 
other is  tried  with  one  kind  of  grape  after  another.  This 
is  a  failure;  that  is  better;  a  third  is  best.  So,  bit  by  bit, 
they  grope  about  for  their  Clos  Vougeot  and  Lafite.  Those 
lodes  and  pockets  of  earth,  more  precious  than  the  precious 
ores,  that  yield  inimitable  fragrance  and  soft  fire;  those 
virtuous  bonanzas,  where  the  soil  has  sublimated  under  sun 
and  stars  to  something  finer,  and  the  wine  is  bottled  poetry ; 
these  may  still  lie  undiscovered;  chapparal  conceals; 
thicket  emboAvers  them.  But  there  they  bide  their  hour, 
aAvaiting  their  Columbus ;  and  Nature  nurses  and  prepares 
them." 

His  prophecy  has  been  partly  fulfilled,  and  we  may  still 
bless  the  beautiful  State  of  which  Horace  Piatt  says  in  his 
happiest  vein : 

"On  gently  sloping  hills,  in  nestling  vales,  kissed  by  the 
sun,  begemmed  with  the  dew  and  cai'essed  by  the  rustling 
leaves,  grows  the  enpurpling  grape."

JOHN  B.  GARLAND,  late  publisher  of  our  contem- 
porary. The  Wholesalers'  and  Retailers'  Review,  died

MERCHANDISE  ENTITLED  TO  DEBENTURE. 

Merchandise  "entitled  to  debenture,"  within  the  meaning  of  that 
expression  as  used  in  section  3030,  Revised  Statutes,  is  merchan- 
dise in  a  public  bonded  warehouse  the  importer  of  which  Is  en- 
titled with  respect  thereto  to  a  certificate  that  he  has  paid  the 
duties  thereon  and  has  entered  it  at  the  custom-house  in  due 
form  for  exportation  to  some  foreign  country. 
SAME— PLEADING— STATEMENT   OF  LEGAL  CONCLUSION. 

A  statement  In  a  pleading  t'nat  merchandise  is  entitled  to  de- 
benture under  section  3030,  Revised  Statutes,  is  not  sufficient 
to  support  an  action  under  said  section,  being  only  the  statement 
of  a  legal  conclusion.  There  should  be  an  averment  of  the  vari- 
ous facts  the  existence  of  which  makes  it  so  entitled. 
SAME— WHISKY  IN  BOND— TRANSFER  TO  OTHER  PACK- 
AGES. 

Held  that  whisky  contained  In  unsafe  packages  may  not,  when 
in  bonded  warehouse,  be  transferred  into  other  packages,  except 
when  entitled  to  debenture  under  section  3030,  Revised  Statutes. 
The  only  remedy  Is  to  pay  the  duties  due  and  withdraw  the  mer- 
chandise from  warehouse. 

AT    LAW.      Action    for    damages.      On    demurrer    to    plaintiff's 
petition. 
This  action  was   brougat  by   W.   H.  Thomas   &   Co.   against   C.   M. 
Sarnett.  surveyor  of  customs  at  the  port  of  Louisville.     Note  T.   D. 
16270. 

EVANS,  District  Judge:  This  is  an  action  at  law  brought  in  the 
Jefferson  Circuit  Court  against  the  defendant,  the-  surveyor  of  cus- 
toms at  Louisville,  Ky.,  who  has  removed  It  into  this  court  under  a 
writ  of  certiorari  issued  pursuant  to  section  643  of  the  Revised  Stat- 
utes of  the  United  States. 

The  plaintiff.  In  its  petition,  alleges  that  certain  distilled  spirits 
manufactured  in  Kentucky  has  long  ago  been  exported  to  Europe; 
that  within  three  years  before  the  institution  of  this  action  plaintiff 
imported  said  distilled  spirits  into  tlie  United  States;  that  they  were 
merchandise  "entitled  to  debenture;"  that,  as  the  owner  thereof,  it 
desired  to  transfer  the  same  Into  packages  other  than  those  in  which 
they  were  imported;  that  on  November  16,  1903,  plaintiff  made  ap- 
plication in  writing  to  the  defendant  for  permission  to  transfer  the 
said  whisky  to  bottles;  that  said  whisky  Is  in  the  customs  bonded 
warehouse  in  Louisville,  Ky.;  that  for  ten  or  more  years  it  has  been 
In  the  barrels  in  which  it  was  originally  put  when  manufactured; 
that  the  barrels  are  old,  worn  and  decayed;  that  by  reason  of  age, 
much  handling,  rust  of  iron  hoops,  and  other  causes  the  packages 
have  all  become  imflt  for  holding  their  contents,  which  will  waste  . 
and  evaporate  and  otherwise  be  greatly  injured  or  lost  If  not  trans- 
ferred to  new  packages,  and  fnat  the  defendant,  at  the  time  of  the 
application  aforesaid,  knew  all  these  facts  to  be  true. 

The  petition  further  avers  that  the  plaintiff's  application  to  the 
defendant  was  denied  and  refused  by  that  officer,  ana  that  instead 
of  grantlcg  it  he  referred  it  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  who 
advised  and  instructed  the  defendant  that  there  was  no  law  to  au- 
thorize the  giving  of  such  permission  under  the  circumstances  of 
the  plaintiff's  case. 

The  plaintiff  sets  out  in  full  in  its  petition  section  3030  •  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  and  asserts  that  defendant 
has  refused  to  accord  to  plaintiff  the  rights  conferred  by  that  section, 
and  that  he  has  thereby  done  plaintiff  a  wrong  and  Injury,  for  which 
It  asks  damages  in  the  sum  of  $5,000;  and  it  also  prays  the  judgment 
of  the  court  ordering  the  defendant  to  permit  the  transfer  applied 
for.  There  is  no  averment  in  the  petition  or  any  indication  from 
any  thing  stated  therein  that  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  plaintiff  to  export 
the  whisky  or  any  part  of  it.  There  is  no  averment  that  the  whisky 
or  any  part  of  it  has  been  entered  at  the  customs  office  for  export  to 
any  foreign  country.  The  plaintiff  does  not  aver  that  it  has  paid  the 
duties  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States  upon  the  whlsky>  though 
we  may  assume  that  payment  of  the  duties  has  been  secured  to  the 
United  States  or  that  such  payment  can  not  be  evaded  by  re-export, 
because  the  whisky  is  still  in  the  bonded  warehouse.     Doubtless  the 


necessary  steps  provided  by  law  have  been  taken  In  order  to  permit 
the  whisky  to  remain  in  the  warehouse.  There  Is  no  averment  in 
the  petition  that  the  defendant  willfully  refused  to  permit  the  trans- 
fer, but  possibly  that  omission  may  not  be  material,  inasmuch  as  a 
positive  refusal  to  permit  the  transfer  is  alleged  by  the  plaintiff,  al- 
though the  petition  shows  that  the  refusal  was  based  upon  Instruc- 
tions from  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  the  superior  officer  of  the 
defendant,  and  which  instructions  the  defendant  was  probably  bound 
to  follow.  Certain  papers  are  referred  to  in  the  petition  as  being 
made  exhibits  therein,  but  they  have  not  been  filed  nor  shown  to  the 
court;  but  the  view  I  take  of  the  case  probably  renders  this  circum- 
stance immaterial. 

The  plaintiff's  petition  being  such  as  I  have  indicated,  the  defend- 
ant has  filed  a  general  demurrer  thereto,  and  thus  raises  a  very 
interesting  question,  which  depends  for  its  solution  upon  the  proper 
interpretation  of  section  3030  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  which  is  as 
follows: 

When  the  owner,  importer,  consignee,  or  agent,  of  any  merchandise 
entitled  to  debenture  may  wish  to  transfer  the  same  into  packages 
other  than  those  in  which  the  merchandise  was  originally  Imported, 
the  collector  of  the  port  where  the  same  may  be  shall  permit  the 
transfer  to  be  made  if  necessary  for  the  safety  or  preservation 
thereof. 

The  language  of  the  section  is  plain  enough  except  in  the  use  of 
the  phrase  "entitled  to  debenture."  That  phrase,  however,  is  the  one 
we  are  mcst  concerned  to  clearly  understand  and  interpret,  for  upon 
it  the  right  of  the  plaintiff  must  turn.  The  word  "debenture,"  as  used 
in  the  section,  is  a  somewhat  antiquated  and  possibly  abrormal  term — 
one  that  nowadays  conveys  no  accurate  meaning  at  first  blush  to  any 
but  the  initiated.  The  petition,  as  we  have  seen,  alleges  that  the 
distilled  spirits  were  "entitled  to  debenture,"  and  plaintiff's  counsel 
insists  that  that  Is  the  statement  of  a  fact  and  not  the  statement  of 
a  mere  legal  conclusion  by  the  pleader.  It  Is  the  only  statement  in 
the  petition  in  this  essential  connection,  and  plaintiff  argues  that  it  is 
equivalent  to  -an  assertion  of  the  general  right  everybody  has  to 
export  merchandise,  and  that  that  is  what  the  phrase  means,  and  that 
the  statute  intended  to  give  every  owner  of  property  in  its  nature 
exportable  the  right  while  in  Government  custody  to  transfer  it  out 
of  bad  packages  into  good  ones  if  necessary  for  its  preservation.  As 
we  have  seen,  however,  no  facts  (if  any  others  are  essential)  are  set 
out  or  stated  in  the  plaintiff's  pleading  as  a  basis  of  the  averment 
that  this  merchandise  was  "entitled  to  debenture."  The  pleading  in 
this  respect  follows  the  language  of  section  3030.  Revised  Statutes, 
literally.  Doubtless  there  are  cases  where  a  pleadlrg  Is  sufficient 
when  It  follows  the  statutory  language  on  which  it  Is  based,  but  to  be 
so  it  must  embrace  all  the  essential  parts  of  such  language.  Here 
there  are  several  statutory  provisions  besides  those  contained  In 
Section  3030,  which  show  that  the  phrase,  "entitled  to  debenture," 
used  In  that  section,  is  itself  there  used  as  a  sort  of  legal  conclusion 
based  upon  other  provisions,  and  in  order  to  be  sufficient  a  pleading 
founded  on  section  3030  should  show  that  the  antecedent  provisions 
have  also  been  met. 

Sections  3030  and  3031.  as  they  now  appear  in  the  Revised  Statutes 
of  the  United  States,  originally  made  up  section  32  of  the  act  of  March 
1,  1823  (3  Stats.,  738),  what  is  now  section  3031  being  there  a  proviso 
to  what  is  now  section  3030.  The  act  of  March  1,  1823,  was  an  amend- 
ment to  the  very  elaborate  customs  act  of  March  2,  1799  (1  Stats.,  627 
to  704).  What  remains  of  those  most  Important  enactments  respect- 
ing drawback  is  now  found  in  chapter  9,  title  34,  of  the  Revised  Stat- 
utes (sees.  3015  to  3057).  The  two  acts  referred  to,  many  of  the  es- 
sential features  of  which  are  still  In  force,  provide,  amcng  other 
things,  for  the  payment  of  drawbacks  to  all  persons  who  may  return 
to  a  foreign  country  merchandise  which  has  been  imported  into  this 
country.  They  provide  for  the  repayment  (less  1  per  cent)  of  all  the 
duties  paid  thereon,  where  the  duties  paid  exceeded  $50  In  amount, 
and  where  the  merchandise  is  returned  within  a  certain  time  (now 
three  years)  after  impcrtation.  But  the  duties  have  to  be  paid  before 
they  can  be  repaid  as  drawbacks,  and  the  legislation  polrts  out  how 
entries  at  the  custom-house  for  the  exportation  of  the  merchandise 
Intended  to  be  returned  to  the  foreign  country  shall  be  made.  At  a 
certain  point  in  the  process  a  certificate  is  to  be  given  to  tbe  owner 
of  the  goods  showing  the  amount  of  duties  paid,-  the  entry  of  the 
goods  for  exportation,  etc.,  and  the  amount  of  money  shown  by  the 
certificate  to  be  due  to  the  holder  therecf  is  paid  by  the  United 
States,  a  permanent  appropriation  having  been  made  for  that  pur- 
pose. This  certificate,  curiously  enough  and  for  some-  reasons  not 
easily  ascertainable,  is  called  a  "debenture,"  and  Eouvier,  la  his  law 
dictionary,  thus  defines  it:  ,        .  ,  .     ,

This  definition  seems  to  be  perfectly  accurate  under  sections  3038, 
3039,  and  3040  of  the  Revised   Statutes,  which  are  parts  of  the  act 


ty  is  in  customs  bonded  ware- 
houses, but  that  is  a  matter  entirely  for  the  consideration  of  Con- 
gress. The  court  has  only  to  determine  in  this  case  whether  the 
defendant  has  violated  any  right  given  by  law  to  the  plaintiff,  and 
that  question  depends  upon  whether  Congress  has  imposed  upon 
defendant  any  duty  which  can  be  enforced  for  the  plaintiffs  benefit.

It  may  not  be  improper  to  add  that  there  may  be  some  law  or  regu- 
lation which  may  authcrize  the  remission  of  99  per  cent  of  the  duties 
chargeable  against  merchandise  in  a  customs  horded  warehouse 
without  the  formality  of  actual  payment  of  the  duties  in  cases  where 
an  entry  is  made  of  the  merchandise  for  export  while  it  still  re-' 
mains  in  bond.  I  have  not,  nowever,  teen  able  to  find  any  such  law 
or  regulation;  and  it  is  not  very  essential  that  we  should  examine 
further  into  that  phase  of  the  case,  because  in  no  contingency  can  the 
indispensable  condition  precedent  of  due  entry  for  export  be  avoided 
before  any  merchandise  can  become  "entitled  to  debenture."  This 
condition  is  not  met  by  any  averment  in  the  plaintiff's  petition. 

From  what  has  been  said  it  is  entirely  clear  to  the  mind  of  the 
court  that  the  general  averment  in  the  plaintiff's  petition  that  the 
whisky  therein  described  was  "entitled  to  debenture"  when  the  appli- 
cation for  permission  to  transfer  it  to  new  packages  was  made  is  a 
mere  statement  by  the  pleader  of  a  legal  conclusion,  and  is,  therefore, 
wholly  insufficient  in  point  of  law.  As  the  petition  alleges  no  facts 
which  sufliciently  show .  that  the  plaintiff's  merchandise  was  ever 
entered  at  the  custom-house  for  exportation  after  its  importation  into 
the  United  States,  and  as  the  petition  alleges  no  other  state  of  facts 
which  show  the  plaintiff  to  be  entitled  to  the  certification  called 
a  "debenture,"  we  must  conclude  that  it  does  not  show  any  right  to 
any  part  of  the  relief  sought  against  the  defendant. 

The   demurrer  will,   therefore,   be   sustained,  and   the   plaintiff- may 
have  leave  to  amend  its  petition  within  twenty  days  if  so  advised.

This   is   the   "debenture,"   and   it   seems   clear  enough   that   to   this 
the  merchandise  must   become  "entitled"  in  order  to  bring  it  within 
section  3030. 

The  court  has  carefully  examined  tlie  act  of  March  2,  1799  (1  Stats., 
627  et  seq.)  and  also  the  act  of  March  1,  1823  (3  Stats.,  728),  and  by 
referring  to  sections  75  to  81  of  the  former  and  to  section  32  of  the 
latter,  it  can  plainly  be  seen  what  meaning  should  be  ascribed  to  the 
phrase  "entitled  to  debenture,"  in   what   is   now   section   3030  of  the 
Revised    Statutes.      That    phrase    refers    exclusively    to    merchandise, 
the  importer  of  which  is  entitled   in  respect  thereto  to  a  certificate 
that  he  has  paid  the  duties  thereon  and  has  entered  it  at  the  custom- 
house in  due  form  for  exportation  to  some  foreign  country.     No  mer- 
chandise, except  under  those  circumstances,  is  "entitled  to  debenture." 
When  the  importer  of  merchandise  becomes  entitled  to  such  a  certifi 
eate  respecting  them,  then,  but  not  till  then,  is  he  entitled  to  make 
an  application  under  section  3030,  and  in  that  contingency,  if  the  pro- 
visions of  section  3031  are  found  to  be  met.  he  is  entitled  to  have  the 
permission  granted— that  is  to  say,  if  the  owner  has  paid  the  duties 
and  has   manifested   his   intention   to   export   the   merchandise   by   an 
entry  thereof  to  that  effect  in  the  custom-house,  then  if  the  original 
packages  in  which  the  goods  are  stored  are  unfit  to  bear  the  expor- 
tation, it  is  the  duty  of  the  customs  officer  to  permit  the  owner  to 
transfer   the   goods   into   fit   packages.     This   is   necessary  also   from 
another  standpoint,  namely,  as  an  exception  to  the  general  rule  fixed 
by  section  3016  (also  a  part  of  the  act  of  1799),  which  requires  that  all 
exportations   of  imported   articles   shall   be  made   in   the   same   pack- 
ages in  which  they  were  imported.     In  short,  the  drawbacks  allowed 
nnder  section  3015  of  the  Revised  Statutes  are  ascertained  by  the  cus- 
tom  officers,   and   the   amount   thereof  certified   In   a   paper   called   a 
"debenture,"  it  all  being  a  process  by  which  the  Government  deter- 
mines and  certifies  the  amount  which  the  law  requires  it  to  refund 
of  certain  duties  paid  on  goods  imported  to  this  country,  but  which, 
before  going  into  consumption  here,  are  entered  for  export  to  be  taken 
out  of  the  country  again. 

We  have  now  reached  a  point  where  we  are  prepared  to  perfectly 
understand  the  meaning  of  the  phrase,  "entitled  to  debenture,"  and 
we   conclude   that   it   signifies    and    relates    to    merchandise,    the    im- 
porter or  owner  of  which  is  entitled  to  a  certificate  in  due  form  show- 
ing the  amount  of  duties  paid  thereon,  and  that  it  has  been  duly  en- 
tered for  export  back  to  a  foreign  country.     Where  it  is  the  intention 
of  the   owner  to   export   merchandise   to   a   foreign   country   after  he 
has  paid  the  duty  thereon,  and   when  he   has   made,  at   the  custom- 
house, a  proper  entry   for  its  exportation,  then  that   merchandise   is 
"entitled   to  debenture,"  within  the  meaning  of  section   3030,   and   if 
the  owner  should  discover  that  the  packages  which  contained  it  are 
unsafe  and  unfit  to  stand  the  voyage,  he  may  apply  for  permission 
to  transfer  It  to  other  packages,  and   in  that  contingency   it   is   the 
duty  of  the  collector  of  the  port,  under  section  3030,  to  permit  the 
transfer,  provided  (under  section  3031)  he  discovers,  after  inspection, 
that  the  original   packages  are  unfit.     But  the  collector  of  the  port 
is  under  no  obligation  whatever — indeed,  he  has  no  lawful  authority^ 
to  permit  the  transfer  unless  the  merchandise  is  "entitled  to  deben- 
ture" within  the  meaning  of  that  phrase  as  we  have  stated  it.     Unless 
he  enters  the  goods  for  exportation  apparently  his  only  remedy  Is  to 
pay  the  duties,  remove  the  merchandise  from  the  bonded  warehouse, 
and  thereafter  himself  treat  it  in  any  lawful  way  necessary  for  the 
yreservation  of  his  property.     It  may  be  true,  as  argued  by  counsel.

EAU  DE  MARASQUE  OR  MARASQUE  WATER. 

An  article  known  as  "eau  de  marasque"  or  "marasque  water," 
of  the  description  stated  in  Leerbtirger's  case,  G.  A.  5437   (T.  D. 
24715),  is  dutiable  as  a  nonenumerated  article  at  20  per  cent  ad 
valorem  under  section  6,  tariff  act  of  1897,  and  is  not  dutiable  at 
60  cents  per  gallon  under  paragraph  299  of  said  act. — Leerburger 
V.  United   States,  circuit  court  for  the  southern  district  of  New 
York,   not  yet  officially   reported    (T.   D.   25871),   reversing  In   re 
Leerburger   (G.  A.  5437),  followed. 
United  States  CJeneral  Appraisers,  New  York,  February  10,  1905. 
In   the  matter  of  protest   100832   of  Leerburger  Brothers   against  the 
assessment  of  duty  by  the  collector  of  customs  at 
port  of  New  York. 
Before   Board    3    (Waite,    Somerville,   and    Hay,   General    Appraisers.. 
SOMERVILLE,   General    Appraiser:      The   merchandise   is   invoiced 
and  entered  under  the  designation  of  cherry  water,  otherwise  known 
as  maraschino  water,  being  a  distillation  from  cherries,  and  contain- 
ing 8.2  per  cent  of  absolute  alcohol.     The  importation  was  assessed 
for  duty  by  the  collector  at  |2.25  per  gallon  under  paragraph  292  of 
the  tariff  act  of  1897,  as  a  spirituous  beverage  not  specially  provided 
for  in   said   act.     It  is   claimed   in   the   protest   to   be   dutiable,   first, 
under  paragraph  68  of  said  act,  at  25  per  cent  ad  valorem,  as  a  medic- 
inal  preparation   in   the   preparation  of   which   alcohol   Is   used;    sec- 
only,  under  paragraph  299  of  said  act,  as  fruit  juice,  at  60  per  cent 
ad  valorem;  thirdly,  under  section  6,  at  20  per  cent,  as  a  nonenumer- 
ated  manufactured   article. 

The  goods  are  of  the  same  character  as  the  so-called  "eau  de 
marasque,"  or  marasque  water,  which  was  the  subject  of  Board 
decision  In  re  Leerburger,  G.  A.  5437  (T.  D.  24715),  where  the  mer- 
chandise was  held  to  be  cherry  juice  diluted  with  water,  dutiable  at 
60  cents  per  gallon  under  said  paragraph  299  of  the  present  tariff  act 
of  1897,  either  directly  or  by  similitude,  as  cherry  juice.  An  appeal 
was  taken  from  this  decision  to  the  United  States  circuit  court  for 
the  southern  district  of  New  York,  and  in  the  case  of  Leerburger  v. 
United  States  (suit  3434)  the  court  reversed  the  decision  of  the 
Board,  and  held  that  the  article  was  dutiable  as  a  nonenumerated 
manufactured  article,  at  20  per  cent,  undej:  section  6,  no  opinion 
being  rendered  by  the  court  (T.  D.  25871).  From  said  decision  the 
Government  prosecuted  no  appeal. 

Following  said  ruling  of  the  court,  we  sustain  the  protest  claiming 
entry  at  20  per  cent  under  section  6,  and  reverse  the  decision  of  the 
collector,  instructing  him  to  reliquidate  the  entry  in  accordance  with 
this  claim.

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DRY  WINES:— So  far  as  the  average  export  trade  in 
California  wines  is  concerned,  there  is  no  special 
feature,  the  only  variation  in  the  ordinary  seasonal  trade 
being  the  falling  off,  particularly  in  rail  shipments.  This 
has  been  due  solely  to  adverse  weather  conditions.  It  has 
been  impossible  by  reason  of  washouts  and  other  handicaps 
of  the  railroad  transportation  facilities  to  handle  the  regu- 
lar volume  of  California  wines  going  east  by  rail.  Extreme 
cold  weather  and  storms  in  the  East  have  also  tended  to 
check  the  normal  demand  for  our  wines. 

The  abnormal  weather  conditions  in  California  have  put 
the  vines  forward  fully  a  half  month  and  they  are  therefore 
exposed  to  the  danger  of  killing  frost  that  much  longer. 
On  the  30th  inst.  there  was  a  severe  frost  in  some 
portions  of  the  dry  wine  districts,  which  must  neces- 
sarily have  done  considerable  damage.  The  outlook  for 
the  dry  wine  vintage  is  not  encouraging  as  to  quantity. 
It  is  believed  by  competent  observers  that  the  makers  and 
sellers  of  our  dry  wines  must  face  another  short  crop,  and 
it  is  believed  that  in  some  sections,  barring  unexpected 
favorable  conditions,  that  the  crop  will  not  be  far  from 
50  per  cent  of  the  average.  Of  course  with  the  sweet  wines 
the  dangers  are  greatly  limited  as  to  reduction  of  the  prod- 
uct, especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  new  vineyards  are 
coming  into  bearing  this  year. 

Taking  all  these  matters  into  consideration  the  fact  still 
remains  that  the  outlook  for  California  wines  is  very  en- 
couraging. This  statement  goes  notwithstanding  the  as- 
inine attitude  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  this  city  in  send- 
ing forth  to  the  Avorld  general  allegations  tending  to  lead 
the  public  to  believe  that  our  wines  are  impure,  Avhen  as  a 
matter  of  fact  the  wines  of  California  are  the  purest  on 
earth.  A  discussion  of  the  act  of  the  Board  of  Health  in 
stultifying  California  wines  will  be  found  elsewhere  in 
these  columns.  The  action  of  that  Board  is  one  that  is 
entirely  unwarranted,  and  the  future  history  of  this  situa- 
tion will  prove  this  statement. 

One  of  the  handicaps  of  the  industry  ih  'thie  markets  of 
the  East  at  the  present  time,  is  the  selling  by  auction  of 
California  wines  shipped  to  New  York  by"  rail  and  sold 
without  restriction.  We  find  that  the  returns  of  the  ship- 
pers are  meagre  and  in  some  cases  they  realize  a  net  loss 
of  eight  to  ten  cents  per  gallon.  These  sales  are  cer- 
tainly of  no  value  to  the  shippers  and  they  are  certainly 
detrimental  to  the  legitimate  market  for  our  wines  as  they 
unsettle  it  and  lead  unthinking  buyers  to  believe  that  the 
auctioneer's  price  represents  the  real  value  of  the  wines 
of  this  State.  These  sales  should  be  frowned  upon  and 
suppressed.  Years  ago  the  same  experiment  was  tried. 
The  result  was  profit  to  the  auctioneer  and  loss  and  experi- 
ence for  the  shipper. 


SWEET  WINES : — There  is  no  feature  of  the  sweet  wine 
situation  that  has  not  been  covered  in  previous  com- 
ments in  these  columns.  Prices  are  unchanged  and  compe- 
tition proceeds  on  the  old  cut  rate  lines.  We  regret  to  say 
that  thei'e  is  no  prospect  of  the  adjustment  of  the  present 
complications.  Wines  are  being  slaughtered,  and  nobody 
is  being  benefitted  thereby,  but  possibly  the  middleman 
in  the  East.    We  would  take  great  pleasure  in  announcing 


at  an  early  date  the  restoration  of  fair  prices  for  these 
goods.  The  production  in  the  first  district  in  the  month 
of  February  was  206,240.21,  of  this  amount  195,519.41  was 
port.  In  the  fourth  district  the  output  was  light,  being 
only  38,292.83. 


BRANDIES : — The  market  is  featureless  and  in  full  ac- 
cord with  the  season.  There  is  nothing  to  be  said 
concerning  the  situation  that  would  cover  any  conditions 
that  haye  not  existed  for  months  past.  Production  in  the 
tAvo  districts  during  February  aggregated  25,928.8  gal- 
lons. There  remained  in  bond  on  February  28th  1,852,- 
047.0  tax  gallons. 


WHISKIES :— While  the  retail  trade  in  the  city  con- 
tinues to  be  what  is  commonly  classed  in  majority 
of  places  as  "dull,"  the  interior  makes  a  fine  showing.  The 
volume  of  business  with  the  country  buyers  is  not  only  out 
of  the  ordinary,  but  is  more  than  satisfactory.  With  the 
representative  houses  orders  are  coming  in  rapidly,  pay- 
ments are  better  than  ever,  and  the  only  possible  check  to 
the  greatest  business  era  in  the  history  of  the  trade  in  San 
Francisco  and  California,  would  be  killing  frosts.  At  the 
present  time  the  country  is  in  a  magnificent  condition, 
gold  actually  is  growing  out  of  the  ground,  and  if  the 
Aveather  clerk  Avill  give  us  fairly  mild  spring  weather  we 
Avill  have  a  record  breaking  year. 

Exports  Avere  of  normal  value  aggregating  1,608  cases, 
3,310  gallons  A'alued  at  |16,295.    Miscellaneous  shipments 
of  Avines  and  liquors  Avere  unusually  small  aggregating 
only  |5,422  in  value.    Imports  Avere  normal,  the  total  being    ; 
only  1,808  cases. 


T  IMPORTATIONS :— Trade  has  been  of  pretty  good  vol- 
1  ume  such  as  not  to  leave  much  cause  for  complaint 
among  the  importers.  They  all  take  a  cheerful  vieAV  of  the 
future.  Barring  troubles  in  the  Avay  of  adverse  crop  con- 
ditions they  feel  assured  of  a  splendid  business  year.  The 
principal  importations  were:

Kirsch,  25  cases,  Kuemmel,  300  cs. ;  Vermouth,  3,375  cs. ; 
Liqueurs,  462  cs. ;  Champagne,  3  cs. ;  Cider,  5  bbls. ;  Fernet, 
500  cases. 


BEER: — The  BreAvers'  harvest  time  is  at  hand,  and 
there  is  every  indication  that  the  beer  men  Avill  enjoy 
along  with  other  branches  of  the  trade,  an  extremely  pros- 
perous year.  In  fact  the  outlook  could  not  be  more  en- 
couraging. There  will  be  jio  dearth  of  competition  and 
there  Avill  be  plenty  of  good  malt  beverage  for  all.  Ex- 
ports by  sea  made  a  fairly  good  showing,  the  figures  be- 
ing 2,262  packages  valued  at  |17,230.  Imports  were  only

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DEFAMERS  OF  CALIFORNIA  WINES, 


K.  JAMES  W.  WARD,  by  the  grace  of  Mayor 
Schniitz,  President  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  may  be  pos- 
ssed  of  certain  abilities  qualifying  him  for  the  medical 
rofessiou,  but  he  is  not  the  owner  of  a  quality  known  as 
lorse  sense."  At  a  recent  banquet  Dr.  Ward  in  an  after 
iner  speech  made  tlie  assertion  that  in  a  general  way 
ilifornia  wines  as  served  in  hotels  and  restaurants  were 
iulterated,  containing  arsenic,  salicylic  acid,  poisonous 
Sloring  matter,  etc.  The  gentleman  did  not  qualify  his 
statement,  and  while  the  affair  was  of  a  private  nature, 
somebody,  presumed  to  be  Dr.  Ward,  gave  the  informa- 
tion to  the  press.  The  dailies  with  their  usual  inanity 
gave  the  story  full  head  lines  and  published  the  statements 
of  this  official  without  having  secured  any  facts  proving 
the  truth  of  his  assertion. 

Having  rushed  into  print  Dr.  Ward  complicated  matters 
and  negatived  the  good  that  might  have  been  accomplished 
by  his  tactless  manner  of  handling  the  situation. 

It  is  a  rather  suggestive  fact  that  the  second  article 
which  appeared  in  the  daily  papers  announced  that  a  list  of 
those  wine  merchants,  restaurant  men,  etc.,  who  were  known 
to  be  handling  impure  Avines  would  be  published  at  the 
end  of  eight  days.  The  list  given  out  is  still  more  sugges- 
tive of  the  idea  that  the  eight  dajs  warning  was  for  a  cer- 
tain purpose.  At  any  rate  Dr.  Ward  and  his  colleagues 
of  the  Board  of  Health  rest  under  that  suspicion.  The 
claims  made  by  the  Board  of  Health  that  certain  wines 
contain  arsenic  do  not  go  into  details  and  there  appears 
to  be  no  special  reason  why  a  drug  of  this  quality  should 
be  used  to  adulterate  wines  that  are  nearly  as  cheap  as 
water,  and  need  no  quality  other  than  their  own  to  pro- 
duce all  the  desired  effects  for  people  who  consume  such 
stuff. 

A  great  parade  is  made  of  the  fact  that  coloring  matter 
is  used  in  Some  Avines;  in  short,  Dr.  Ward  gives  these  al- 
leged facts  unnecessary  importance.  It  would  be  well  for 
the  wine  industry,  and  better  still  for  men  Avho  occupy  such 
positions  as  does  the  Honorable  Dr.  Ward,  to  invest  a  cou- 
ple of  dollars  in  a  standard  publication  showing  the  rules 
that  are  followed  in  France,  where  the  art  of  wine  making 
has  reached  the  highest  standard,  and  in  which  would  be 
shown  the  acts  that  are  permissible  not  only  in  the  produc- 
tion, but  in  the  rectification  of  wine. 

Such  research  would  show  that  the  BOard  of  Health  have 
gone  off  at  half-cock,  and  they  have  not  had  the  sense  to 
make  a  distinction  between  what  is  wrong  and  Avhat  is 
justifiable.  Had  this  been  done,  this  crazy  roar  about  the 
impurity  of  California  wines  would  never  have  been  made. 
Dr.  Ward  has  done  incalculable  injury  to  the  State's  favor- 
ite industry,  and  it  goes  without  saying  that  those  who 
do  not  desire  to  see  this  industry  prosper,  will  make  every 
possible  use  of  the  statements  coming  from  Dr.  Ward  as

President  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  City  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. As  an  illustration  of  the  accuracy  of  the  proofs  of 
this  Board  of  Health  report  the  columns  of  the  daily  papers 
show  that  in  the  case  of  one  of  the  houses  in  particular,  the 
Board  officially  had  to  make  the  humiliating  statement  that 
the  classification  of  this  firm  as  a  vendor  of  adulterated 
wines  was  a  "mistake."  In  fact,  the  forms  filled  out  by  the 
chemist  showed  that  the  wine  was  listed  as  "pure,"  but 
through  the  incapacity  of  the  machinery  of  the  Board, 
the  house  is  listed  as  "adulterated." 

Whether  or  not  Dr.  Ward  and  his  fellow  members  of 
the  Board  will  be  called  upon  to  pay  for  the  damage  done 
to  the  reputation,  of  this  and  other  firms,  remains  to  be 
seen.  Another  peculiar  situation  develops  out  of  the  offi- 
cial averment  of  the  Board  of  Health.  The  morning 
Chronicle  of  this  city  published  the  first  list  of  names  given 
out,  and  in  this  list  was  included  a  house  Avhich  compelled 
the  Board  of  Health  to  retract.  The  Chronicle  having 
published  this  statement  to  the  Avorld,  and  having  done 
so  without  investigating  the  truth  or  falsity  of  the  allega- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Health,  becomes  directly 
liable  for  whatever  damage  it  may  have  done  to 
the  reputation  of  the  house  so  libelled.  Most  cer- 
tainly the  plea  of  carelessness  would  not  stand  with  a  jury, 
and  it  seems  as  though  these  people  Avho  have  stiffered 
through  that  publication  of  this  libel  ought  to  call  the 
publisher  into  Court  and  make  him  "show  cause." 

The  Review  most  emphatically  makes  no  excuse  or  plea 
for  those  Avho  deliberately  falsify  our  Avines.  The  Lord 
knoAvs  the  pure  unadulterated  article  is  cheap  enough  to 
AA'arrant  any  legitimate  house  in  putting  it  on  the  market 
in  a  shape  fit  for  human  consumption,  but  the  situation 
is  exasperating  ,  and  it  is  a  very  serious  one  for  the  whole 
industry.  Had  Dr.  Ward  possessed  executive  ability  and 
common  sense  that  should  go  Avith  his  standing  in  the 
community  and  his  official  position,  the  objects  Avhich  he 
pretends  he  desires  to  attain  Avould  have  been  accom- 
plished Avithout  any  detriment  to  the  Avine  industry  of 
California.  As  an  investigator  in  the  line  of  the  pure 
food  Avork,  having  found  Avines  containing  ingredients  for- 
eign to  them  he  should  have  gone  further  and  learned  the 
source  from  Avhence  these  Avines  were  obtained,  then  an- 
other analysis  AA-ould  have  proved  who  Avas  responsible  for 
the  adulteration.  This  fact  having  been  established,  it 
would  haA'e  been  proper  to  haA-e  "published"  these  particu- 
lar parties  and  have  given  the  detailed  proofs  of  the  allega- 
tion. 

Instead  of  doing  this  Dr.  Ward  takes  the  innocent  dis- 
tributer of  wines,  Avho  merely  bottles  his  wines  without 
any  special  handling  and  classes  him  with  the  responsible 
men  who  do  the  alleged  adulterating.  In  other  words 
many  men  who  buy  from  the  same  house  and  who  do  not 
tamper  with  their  wines  would  be  listed  as  adulteraters, 
but  Avho  in  this  case  have  all  purchased  from  the  same 
house.  This  is  shameful.  Dr.  Ward  should  curb  his  en- 
thusiasm to  get  into  press  and  be  a  second  Dr.  Wiley,  and 
carry  his  iuA'estigations  along  lines  that  will  bring  practi- 
cal and  valuable  results  to  the  public.    His  alleged  aim  to 
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protect  the  public  stomach  is  a  worthy  one,  and  will  be 
gladly  encouraged  by  the  reputable  men  in  the  business, 
but  he  has  gone  beyond  all  limits  and  made  a  mess  of  the 
whole  matter. 

When  the  rivals  of  California  wines  have  got  through 
with  the  literature  that  has  emanated  from  Dr.  Ward  the 
public  in  the  great  markets  in  which  our  wines  are  dis- 
tributed will  be  justified  in  believing  that  the  products  of 
the  vineyards  of  California  are  poisonous  and  unfit  for 
consumption. 

There  may  be  a  certain  redress  obtainable  in  the  courts, 
but  nothing  in  the  way  of  denials  or  retractions  will  offset 
the  lasting  injury  done  to  this  great  but  struggling  indus- 
try. One  knowing  the  situation  cannot  do  justice,  to  the 
gentleman  at  the  head  of  the  Board  of  Health,  for  his 
asininity,  without  using  fierce  language.  If  Mayor  Schmitz 
has  the  welfare  of  the  State's  most  important  industry  at 
heart  we  would  respectfully  suggest  that  he  find  a  way 
to  muzzle  his  man  Ward. 

The  end  is  not  yet,  and  we  understand  that  the  indi- 
vidual members  of  the  Board  of  Health  are  extremely 
nervous,  having  well  grounded  fears  that  they  avIU  be  held 
personally  responsible  for  libellous  publications  they  may 
have  issued  as  an  official  body. 


Can't  Enthuse  Over  Solidified  Wine. 


WE  learn  that  in  California  the  viticulturists  are  turn- 
ing their  attention  to  the  concentrating  of  wine  into 
a  solid  form.    The  chief  reasons  for  their  desire  to  see  the 


problem  settled  in  a  satisfactory  manner  are,  first,  the 
growing  scarcity  of  good  wood  suitable  for  casks;  and, 
secondly,  the  fact  that  the  freight  charges  on  wines  in 
bulk  prevent  the  growers  from  being  able  to  export  their 
surplus  stock  profitably.  It  is  reported  that  the  wine  is 
concentrated  down  to  a  substance  of  soapy  consistence, 
and  it  is  suggested  that  it  can  be  shippetl  in  sacks  to  any 
part  of  the  world.  We  confess  we  are  somewhat  sceptical 
about  the  advantages  of  this  treatment  of  wine.  In  the  first 
place  it  must  be  remembered  that  this  concrete  substance 
will  be  of  a  highly  saccharine  nature.  If  it  is  packed  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  be  exposed  to  the  contact  of  the  numer- 
ous yeasts  and  deleterious  ferments  with  which  the  atmos- 
phere abounds,  fermentation  is  bound  to  set  up,  with  the 
result  that  when  the  substance  reaches  its  destination  it 
will  not  be  of  much  use.  Again,  in  the  course  of  evapora- 
tion or  whatever  method  is  employed,  all  the  fine  ethers 
which  go  to  make  up  the  bouquet  of  the  wine  being  volatile 
will  disappear.  When  the  concentrated  wine  is  dissolved 
there  will  be  a  liquid  somewhat  sweet  but  absolutely  char- 
acterless. It  is  no  doubt  an  original  idea  in  a  way  to 
solve  a  difficulty,  but  we  do  not  foresee  much  prospect  of 
success.  Even  if  the  drawbacks  mentioned  are  surmounted 
— and  science  can  do  most  things  nowadays — wine  of  this 
kind  would  smack  too  much  of  the  laboratory  and  the 
chemist's  art  to  obtain  much  favor.  After  this  we  should 
have  wine  tabloids,  and  the  last  stage  will  have  been 
reached.  Perhaps  then  it  will  be  possible  to  be  a  wine 
merchant  and  .make  a  fortune,  as  expenses  will  be  reduced 
to  a  minimum. — London  Wine  and  Spirit  Journal. 
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OS  ANGELES,  March  21.— If  it  were  not  fraught  with 
so  much  importance  to  a  large  class  of  men  having 
leir  entire  fortunes  at  stake,  the  prevailing  condition  of 
le  anti-saloon  agitation  in  Los  Angeles  would  be  ludi- 
crous. It  is  of  a  verity  a  case  of  mixed  pickles.  While  the 
idical  anti-saloon  forces  ai'e  agitating  prohibition  and 
iring  to  upset  all  civic  conditions,  the  more  conservative 
litizens  are  seeking  a  plan  of  compromise  by  which  the 
pty  would  not  be  permitted  to  go  wholly  "dry."  This  sen- 
lent  has  been  manifested  in  a  variety  of  ways.  One 
ime  to  light  with  the  announcement  that  a  syndicate  of 
bcal  men  stood  ready  and  willing  to  assume  the  control 
a  monopoly  of  the  retail  liquor  business  if  the  city  au- 
lorities  would  but  annul  all  the  200  saloon  licenses  now 
itant  and  give  to  the  syndicate  permits  to  run  fifty  sa- 
lons, no  others  to  be  tolerated.  That  the  prominent  busi- 
ness men  who  devised  this  plan  to  avert  Avhat  they  know 
rould  be  a  calamity  following  total  prohibition  had  felt 
le  pulse  of  the  City  Council  is  shown  by  the  statement 
iat  they  would  Avillingly  divide  with  the  Council  the 
Profits  of  their  fifty  saloons  after  each  investor  had  earned 
6  per  cent  interest  on  his  money. 

Since  the  new  Police  Commission  has  come  into  office 
the  members  of  that  body  seem  to  have  been  in  the  throes 
of  thinking.  They  have  from  week  to  week  proposed  an 
outline  of  a  plan  for  upsetting  conditions.  For  one  thing, 
they  suggested  that  the  power  of  the  "brewery  license 
trust"  should  be  broken  by  removing  the  200  limit.  Then 
they  had  an  idea,  seeing  that  the  permits  were  so  coveted, 
that  licenses  should  be  sold  at  auction  to  the  highest  bid- 
der. This,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind,  was  to  remove  the 
saloon  licenses  from  the  control  of  the  breweries — just  as 
though  the  breweries,  if  they  please  to  do  so,  could  not  out- 
bid any  individual.  Certain  persons  assume  to  think  that 
the  auctioning  of  saloon  licenses  would  be  exactly  what  the 
brewers  would  like. 

Considering  that  the  Police  Commissioners  in  selling  a 
saloon  license  can  give  Avith  it  no  guaranty  of  the  length 
of  time  it  could  be  used  there  is  little  encouragement  for  a 
man  to  pay  a  few  thousand  dollars  for  the  privilege  of 
opening  a  business  he  might  at  any  moment  be  compelled 
to  abandon.  This  idea  of  auction  arose  from  the  fact  that 
A\'hen  a  license  was  desired  for  the  new  Lankershim  Hotel 
the  only  permit  offered  was  by  a  brewery  concern  that 


asked  |6000  for  it  and  would  demand,  in  addition,  a  pledge 
to  sell  no  beer  made  by  competitors.  The  manager  of  the 
Lankershim  demurred  and  with  only  a  restaurant  liquor 
license,  he  bided  his  time.  Colonel  Lankershim,  owner  of 
the  big  hotel,  sought  to  get  a  license  direct  from  the  Com- 
mission instead  of  buying  it  from  the  brewery,  and  in  a 
speech  before  that  body  he  showed  the  folly  of  withhold- 
ing such  a  permit  to  sell  liquor  in  a  hotel  like  his,"  or  of 
compelling  him  to  go  out  and  pay  the  fancy  price  de- 
manded. Although  the  Commissioners  found  a  way  to 
make  a  license  available  for  the  Lankershim,  they  con- 
cluded it  would  be  better  to  get  more  money  for  it  by  an 
auction  sale. 

One  thing  that  has  not  been  made  plain  by  the  anti-saloon 
agitators  is  how  is  the  city  to  make  up  for  the  loss  of 
.fl50,000  a  year  license  tax  that  would  be  lost  by  the 
closing  of  saloons.  It  is  true  the  anti-saloon  movement  at 
present  is  directed  only  toward  the  200  retail  places  and 
not  against  the  wholesalers,  restaurants  or  drugstores. 
But  the  closing  of  the  saloons  alone  would  involve  to  the 
city  a  great  loss  which  Avould  have  to  be  made  up  by  addi- 
tional taxation.  The  anti-saloon  campaigners  say  they 
hope  to  give  Los  Angeles  the  distinction  of  being  the  larg- 
est prohibition  city  in  the  world.  Business  men  and  heavy 
tax-payers  do  not  relish  the  prospect. 

Although  no  local  papers  have  yet  dared  openly  to  op- 
pose the  temperance  movement,  at  least  tAvo  of  them  have 
ventured  to  intimate  that  for  the  future  of  Los  Angeles  a 
high  license  system  would  be  preferable  to  prohibition. 
The  newspapers  know  that  prohibition  would  kill  the 
town,  but  they  do  not  dare  to  say  so  bluntly. 


NOTES. 

After  being  in  force  a  few  weeks,  the  boycott  against 
the  Maier  &  Zobelein  beer,  because  of  ditTerences  on  labor 
questions,  has  been  declared  off.  The  boycott  was  put  on 
because  non-union  men  worked  on  the  iron  used  in  the 
company's  big  new  bre^v  house. 


J.  W.  Judd,  proprietor  of  the  Ascot  Saloon,  616  South 
Spring  street,  bought  a  diamond  Avith  $350  he  had  won  on 
the  races,  and  was  shoAving  it  to  a  croAvd  of  admiring 
friends,  when  the  gem  suddenly  disappeared.  It  required 
tAvo  weeks'  time  of  the  police  detectives  to  find  the  spark- 
ler.   Hereafter  Judd  Avill  be  more  careful.

Sake  Neither  Wine  Nor  Beer,  Says  Court. 


HONOLTJLTJ,  March  16. — A  decision  just  rendered  by 
the  United  States  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  in  New 
York,  involving  the  duty  on  sake,  means  that  half  a  mil- 
lion dollars  must  be  refunded  to  Japanese  importers  in 
Honolulu. 

The  Collector  here  appraised  sake  as  a  wine  dutiable  at 
50  cents  a  gallon.  This  was  appealed  to  the  General  Ap- 
praisers in  New  York,  the  contention  of  the  importers  be- 
ing that  sake  was  a  beer  dutiable  at  20  cents  a  gallon.  A 
test  case,  prepared  in  New  York  as  a  matter  of  convenience, 
was  tried  in  the  Federal  District  Court  of  that  State.  There 
a  result  was  obtained  diiferent  from  the  contentions  of 
both  sides.  Sake  was  declared  to  be  neither  a  wine  nor  a 
beer,  but  a  manufactured  article,  unspecified  in  the  tariff 
schedules,  and  subject  to  a  duty  of  20  per  cent  ad  valorem. 
The  New  York  customs  authorities  then  carried  the  case 
to  the  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  and  have  lost

New  Trademark  Law. 


No  State  Liquor  Tax  This  Year. 


REGISTEATION  of  trademarks,  heretofore,  at  Wash- 
ington, applied  only  to  trademarks  ou  shipments  to 
be  sold  in  countries  with  which  we  had  reciprocal  treaties, 
there  being  no  legal  protection  on  interstate  commerce. 
In  a  suit  for  infringement,  the  plaintiff,  under  the  old  law, 
would  only  get  an  injunction  in  one  State,  and  in  the  in- 
fringement covered  a  section  of  the  country,  an  injunction 
was  necessary  in  each  State  covered,  which  was  an  expen- 
sive procedure. 

The  new  law  provides  for  a  Federal  injunction,  given 
in  a  Federal  court,  thereby  covering  all  the  States  in  the 
Union,  in  place  of  the  State  by  State  injunction  as  called 
for  by  the  old  law. 

A  second  feature,  which  covers  the  old  saying  "Posses- 
sion is  nine  points  of  the  law,"  is  the  fact  that  the  claim 
once  being  registered,  the  courts  go  on  the  assumption  that 
the  registering  party  is  the  true  owner  in  case  of  suit. 

The  registration  of  every  trademark  now  in  use,  pro- 
vided it  has  been  in  use  ten  years,  is  permitted,  irrespective 
>f  whether  it  complies  with  the  rulings  of  the  Patent 
Office.  Infringements  on  advertising  matter,  signs,  etc., 
are  provided  for  the  same  as  an  infringement  on  a  trade- 
mark. 

The  remedies  provided  are  damages  up  to  three  times  the 
amount  proven,  with  destruction  of  labels,  packages,  etc. 

The  Government  registration  fee  of  |10  does  not  cover  the 

Cmey's  fees  for  affidavits,  drawings,  etc. 
he  new  law  goes  into  effect- April  1,  1905. 


THE  lawmakers  and  those  behind  them  who  desired  to 
burden  the  retail  and  wholesale  liquor  dealers  and 
the  makers  of  domestic  wines  with  an  onerous  tax,  for  the 
simple  purpose  of  raising  a  revenue,  were  defeated  at  the 
session  of  the  Legislature  just  closed.  It  was  telegraphed 
to  San  Francisco  papers  that  the  Governor  had  signed  the 
bill,  but  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  special  corre- 
spondence of  The  Review^  which  appears  in  another  col- 
umn, the  proposed  measure  never  reached  the  Chief  Ex- 
ecutive. 

So  far  as  the  representative  men  in  the  retail  Liquor  trade 
are  concerned,  they  did  not  demur  particularly  to  being 
taxed  150.00  per  year,  if  along  with  this  tax  went  proper 
recognition  of  the  traffic  as  a  legitimate  business,  and 
proper  protection  of  such  business.  As  the  bill  simply 
proposed  to  recognize  the  trade  as  a  good  thing 
to  be  held  up,  the  trade  naturally  made  a  fight  against  the 
extortion  and  won.  It  is  probable  the  measure  is  barred 
for  some  years  to  come.  The  proposed  tax  upon  small  wine 
makers  met  with  no  encouragement  and  it  would  take 
a  nervy  Governor  to  attach  his  signature  to  such  a  measure 
and  fo  back  it  would  be  political  suicide.

It 
has  been  practically  demonstrated  that  Belgium  was  and  is 
a  good  market  for  our  fruits  and  wines,  and  in  an  able  ar- 
ticle from  the  pen  of  Professor  Van  der  Nailen  in  the 
Chronicle  of  March  12th,  written  under  the  auspices  of  the 
California  Promotion  Committee,  he  pleaded  that  our 
citizens  take  prompt  action  in  securing  representation  at 
this  important  exposition,  for  not  alone  expanding  the 
market  of  Belgium,  but  of  all  Europe,  for  our  fruit  and 
viticultural  products,  and  more  important  still,  to  demon- 
strate to  the  Old  World  the  wonderful  resources  of  our 
State  and  the  opportunity  to  increase  our  industrial  popu- 
lation by  a  class  of  consumers  as  well  as  producers  so  much 
needed  by  California.

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A  Straight  Whisky  Talk. 


JULIUS  KESSLER,  the  "king  of  whisky  salesmen," 
was  at  the  St.  Cliarles  Hotel,  mixing  with  the  cotton 
men,  and  telling  them  of  the  advantages  of  the  offer  which 
he  made  several  weeks  ago,  which  proved  a  great  adver- 
tisement. 

Mr.  Kessler  talked  in  an  interesting  manner  of  the 
^\hisky  trade  throughout  the  country  and  in  New  Orleans. 

*'Do  you  know,"  said  he  "that  there  has  been  a  decided 
change  in  the  whisky  business  in  New  Orleans  in  the  past 
six  months?  Up  to  that  time  it  was  an  up-hill  fight  to 
sell  a  barrel  of  straight  bourbon  or  rye  whisky  in  this  city. 
The  people  demanded  blended  and  adulterated  whiskies  be- 
cause they  tasted  good.  Now  the  demand  for  straight 
whiskies  is  groAving  steadily,  and  the  business  of  all  the 
distilleries  on  these  brands  is  growing  rapidly." 

Mr.  Kessler,  in  discussing  the  general  situation,  said 
that  he  believed  that  the  time  was  rapidly  coming  when  the 
people  of  the  United  States  would  demand  that  all  whiskies 
should  be  bottled  in  bond.  During  the  past  year,  he  said, 
the  amount  of  whisky  which  had  been  bottled  in  bond,  un- 
der the  supervision  of  Government  officers,  had  increased 
over  a  million  gallons. 

Mr.  Kessler  said  that  the  output  of  the  distilleries  of  the 
country  was  being  steadily  decreased.  In  1903  the  output 
in  Kentucky  alone  was  nearly  30,000,000  gallons,  and  last 
year  it  was  probable  that  the  output  in  that  State  would 
not  much  exceed  20,000,000  gallons.

Advertising  Whisky  Brands. 

THE  daily  papers  of  this  city  have  for  some  time  been 
publishing  the  display  advertisements  of  a  number  of 
whisky  brands.  There  is  a  funny  feature  to  this  way  of 
advertising  whisky.  Each  brand  thus  advertised  is  claimed 
to  be  absolutely  pure  and  superior  to  all  others.  On  one 
side  of  the  paper  you  find  that  "Gambler's  Special"  is  the 
real  thing,  absolutely  pure  and  should  be  preferred,  while 
on  the  other  side  of  the  same  issue  you  find  "Cockney  Rye" 
is  all  that  need  be  said  at  the  bar  of  a  restaurant,  cafe  or 
saloon,  if  you  want  to  get  "the  real  thing"  and  the  sinion 
pure  article.  Does  it  not  occur  to  the  owners  of  these 
brands  that,  if  they  all  advertise  their  special  brands  in 
the  daily  papers,  the  effect  of  the  advertising  is  largely 
neutralized. 

It  is  all  very  well  to  go  direct  to  the  consumer  with  the 
announcement  of  a  good  whisky,  but  the  manufacturers-  of 
these  whiskies  should  not  overlook  the  fact  that  they  have 
to  sell  their  products  through  the  dealer,  and  that  the 
dealer  is  likely  to  carry  such  brands  of  whisky  as  suit  him 
best,  and  if  he  has  not  what  his  customers  ask  for,  his 
patrons  will  generally  take  what  he  has.  A  shrewd  dis- 
tiller who  is  posted  on  his  business  will  advertise  to  the 
dealer  as  Avell  as  to  the  consumer.  He  reaches  the  dealers 
best  through  the  Trade  papers. — Xew  York  ^yine  and 
Spirit  Oazette.

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What  the  Lawmakers  Accomplished  at  Sacramento. 


(Special  Correspondence  Review.) 


SACEAMENTO,  March  21, 1905.— The  placing  of  a  State 
tax  on  the  liquor  interests  of  California  remains  for  a 
Legislature  less  fair  than  the  one  that  has  just  closed  its 
labors  at  Sacramento.  The  effort  to  impose  an  unjust 
burden  on  the  brewers,  distillers,  vintners,  wholesalers 
and  retailers,  and,  in  fact,  all  who  are  in  any  way  connected 
with  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  spirituous  liquors,  has 
failed,  and  the  three  bills  introduced  to  bring  about  that 
taxation  died  before  they  reached  the  Governor.  They  were 
Senate  bills  622  and  628,  by  Belshaw  and  Hahn,  respect- 
ively, and  the  substitute  bill  for  those  two,  No.  709,  framed 
by  the  Senate  Committee  on  Revenue  and  Taxation. 

An  erroneous  report  was  wired  from  Sacramento  that 
028  had  been  signed  by  the  Governor.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
it  never  reached  his  hands. 

Legislation  of  much  benefit  to  both  wholesale  and  retail 
liquor  dealers  was  effected  by  the  passage  and  the  subse- 
quent signing  by  the  Governor  of  what  is  known  as  the 
"Warehouse  Bill,"  introduced  in  the  Senate  by  Wolfe  and 
in  the  Lower  House  by  McGowan.  It  was  framed  by  some 
of  the  leading  wholesalers  of  this  city  to  correct  an  evil 
that  has  long  existed.  This  new  law  will  prevent  the  issu- 
ance of  "purchase  clause  warehouse  receipts"  where  the 
party  offering  them  is  not  the  true  owner  of  the  goods  and 
does  not  hold  the  actual  merchandise.  It  is  designed  to 
stop  the  trading  in  fraudulent  or  fictitious  warehouse  re- 
ceipts. Such  receipts -are  offered  i>y  irresponsible  sellers 
that  are  not  owners  of  the  merchandise  they  purport  to 
sell,  or  if  they  be  owners  the  goods  are  not  under  their  con- 
trol, being  in  fact  controlled  by  distillers  who  are  the  own- 
ers of  the  warehouses.  The  law  will  prevent  impositions 
on  retail  dealers  to  whom  has  been  sold  continuous  and 
inferior  whiskies  under  two  stamps  at  unreasonable  prices. 

Following  is  the  warehouse  bill  in  full: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  corporation, 
firm  or  person,  their  agents  or  employees,  to  issue,  sell, 
pledge,  assign  or  transfer  in  this  State,  any  receipt,  cer- 
tificate or  other  written  instrument  purporting  to  be  a 
warehouse  receipt,  or  in  the  similitude  of  a  warehouse  re- 
ceipt, or  designed  to  be  understood  as  a  warehouse  re- 
ceipt, for  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  stored  or  deposited, 
or  claimed  to  be  stored  or  deposited,  in  any  warehouse, 
public  or  private,  in  any  other  State,  unless  such  receipt, 
certificate  or  other  written  instrument  shall  have  been  is- 
sued by  the  warehousemen  operating  such  warehouse. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  unlaAvf ul  for  any  corporation,  firm  or 
person,  their  agents  or  employees,  to  issue,  sell,  pledge, 
assign  or  transfer  in  this  State,  any  receipt,  certificate  or 
other  written  instrument  for  goods,  wares  or  merchandise 
claimed  to  be  stored  or  deposited,  in  any  Avarehouse,  public 
or  private,  in  any  other  State,  knowing  that  there  is  no  such 
icarehouse  located  at  the  place  named  in  such  receipt,  cer- 
tificate or  other  written  instrument,  or  if  there  be  a  ware- 
.house  at  such  place,  knowing  that  there  are  no  goods, 
wares  or  merchandise  stored  or  deposited  therein  as  speci- 
fied in  such  report,  certificate  or  other  written  instrument. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  corporation,  firm  or 
person,  their  agents  or  employees,  to  issue,  sign,  sell, 
pledge,  assign  or  transfer,  in  this  State,  any  receipt,  certi- 


ficate or  other  written  instrument  evidencing,  or  purport- 
ing to  evidence,  the  sale,  pledge,  mortgage  or  bailment  of 
any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  stored  or  deposited,  or 
claimed  to  he  stored  or  deposited,  in  any  warehouse,  public 
or  private,  in  any  other  State,  unless  such  receipt,  certifi- 
cate or  other  written  instrument  shall  plainly  designate 
the  number  and  location  of  such  warehouse,  and  shall  also 
set  forth  therein  a  full,  true  and  complete  copy  of  the  re- 
ceipt issued  by  the  Avarehouseman  operating  such  ware- 
house wherein  such  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  are  stored 
or  deposited,  or  are  claimed  to  be  stored  or  deposited; 
provided,  that  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply 
to  the  issue,  signing,  sale,  pledge,  assignment  or  transfer 
of  bona  fide  warehouse  receipts  issued  by  the  warehouse- 
man operating  public  or  bonded  warehouses  in  other 
States,  according  to  the  laws  of  the  State  wherein  such 
warehouses  may  be  located. 

Sec.  4.  Every  corporation,  firm  or  person,  agent  or 
employee,  who  shall  knowingly  violate  any  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not 
less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  to 
which  may  be  added  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for 
any  period  not  exceeding  six  months. 

The  viticultural  interests  of  the  State  fared  well  at  the 
hands  of  the  Legislature.  The  University  farm  bill  was 
passed  and  signed  by  the  Governor.  In  the  wide  experi- 
mental work  that  will  be  carried  on  on  the  farm  there  will 
be  much  in  the  line  of  grape-growing  and  wine-producing. 
There  was  also  passed  and  signed  a  bill  providing  specially 
for  the  extermination  of  vine  pests  and  diseases  and  ex- 
perimenting with  wine  grapes  and  in  wine-making.  The 
wine-growers  of  the  State  are  expected  to  reap  great  bene- 
fit from  this  particular  bill,  as  it  will  cause  scientific  talent 
to  operate  directly  in  their  behalf. 

The  bill  making  any  parent,  guardian  or  employer  who 
shall  send  any  minor  under  18  years  of  age  in  their  charge 
into  any  immoral  place  or  any  saloon,  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, became  a  law,  and  will  help  saloon  men  in  the  ef- 
forts they  cheerfully  make  to  keep  such  minors  out  of  their 
places. 

Cleveland's  bill  prohibiting  the  sale  of  liquor  within 
1000  feet  of  any  church  or  schoolhouse  got  no  further  than 
it  deserved  to,  and  was  far  from  passage  at  the  time  of  ad- 
journment. 

The  Senate  bill  prohibiting  the  sale  of  liquors  within  a 
certain  distance  of  the  Presidio  gate  was  introduced  as  be- 
ing of  benefit  to  the  retail  trade  of  San  Francisco,  but  it 
Avas  afterwards  concluded  that  it  was  not,  and  the  San 
Francisco  delegation  in  tlie  Senate,  to  which  it  was  re- 
ferred, never  reported  it  out.  P.

T^HE  senseless  agitation  that  has  been  maintained  at 
•»  Oceanside,  a  western  boundary  of  this  city,  witli  refer- 
ence to  the  transfer  of  a  retail  liquor  dealer's  license  from 
one  section  of  the  Grand  Boulevard  to  another,  has  re- 
sulted in  a  well-deserved  rebuke  to  the  people  who  made 
all  the  noise.  The  Anti-Saloon  League,  who  do  not  repre- 
sent the  landed  interests  of  that  section,  pursued  unfair 
means  to  prevent  the  transfer  of  these  licenses.  A  favorite 
method  was  to  send  their  representatives  to  the  various 
car  stations  with  petitions  and  ask  everybody  to  sign,  with- 
out any  reference  as  to  whether  they  were  residents  of  the 
district  or  not.  Their  attitude  was  a  false  one,  and  they 
well  earned  their  defeat.  The  Police  Commissioners  are  to 
be  commended  for  taking  the  stand  they  did  in  this  matter. 


As  a  result  of  the  death  of  one  of  the  members  of  the 
£rm  of  Collins  &  Wheelan,  proprietors  of  the  famous 
pioneers  resort  at  California  and  Montgomery  streets,  a 
legal  appraisement  of  the  institution  has  been  made.  The 
appraisers  fixed  this  at  |35,000,  which  includes  the  good 
will,  fixtures,  stock,  etc.  This  valuation  is  certainly  con- 
servative. 


During  the  fore  part  of  the  month  Mr.  John  L.  Herget, 
who  is  Grand  Officer  of  the  Knights  of  Royal  Arch,  made 
an  extended  fraternity  trip  through  the  southern  part  of 
the  State.  Among  the  places  he  visited  in  the  interest  of 
the  Order  was  San  Luis  Obispo,  Los  Angeles,  Bakers- 
field,  Fresno  and  many  smaller  places  where  the  Royal 
Arch  has  lodges.  Mr.  Herget  reports  that  his  trip  was 
highly  satisfactory,  not  only  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
benefit  of  the  Order,  but  that  he  was  royally  treated 
Wherever  he  went.

LOS  ANGELES,  with  respect  to  the  liquor  trade  is,  in 
consideration  of  its  population,  the  freakiest  city  of 
the  land.  It  is  the  center  of  a  population  of  probably  175,- 
000  people,  surrounded  by  suburban  towns  where  the  resi- 
dents think  it  the  proper  caper  to  enforce  prohibition,  and 
go  to  Los  Angeles  to  get  their  liquor.  The  City  of  Angels 
restricts  the  location  of  saloons  to  what  is  called  the  busi- 
ness section  of  the  city  and  the  number  of  licenses  issued 
is  limited  to  200.  These  saloons  are  taxed  $75.00  a  month, 
which  gives  the  city  approximately  $150,000  a  year  reve- 
nue. Now  comes  a  new  scheme  which  grows  out  of  the 
present  agitation  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  to  make  the 
city  a  dry  one.  At  this  time,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference 
to  the  regular  correspondence  of  The  Review^  Avhich  ap- 
pears elsewhere  in  this  issue,  they  are  boasting  that  Los 
Angeles  will  be  the  largest  city  in  the  United  States  in 
AA^hich  prohibition  will  have  been  adopted. 

Within  the  past  month  a  syndicate  of  responsible  citizens 
of  Los  Angeles  have  offered  the  City  Government  $175,000 
a  year  for  the  exclusive  right  to  conduct  saloons  in  that 
city.  In  their  proposition  they  agree  to  reduce  the  number 
of  saloons  from  200  to  50.  They  go  further  than  this  and 
promise  to  devote  certain  amounts  of  money,  to  be  agreed 
upon,  for  the  purpose  of  improvements  in  the  city  for  the 
general  good.  We  understand  that  they  say  nothing  about 
what  method  is  to  be  adopted  through  which  the  two  hun- 
dred liquor  dealers  are  to  be  deprived  of  their  rights  as 
citizens  and  taxpayers,  as  well  as  to  be  subjected  to  con- 
fiscation of  their  property. 

Most  certainly  these  men  have  rights  under  the  con- 
stitution which  cannot  be  taken  from  them  by  such  means, 
but  at  the  same  time  the  charter  law  of  Los  Angeles,  as 
well  as  that  of  San  Francisco,  gives  the  Police  Commis- 
sioners such  autocratic  power  that  it  might  be  possible  to 
drive  the  retailers  out  of  business.  It  is  stated  that  the 
scheme  is  not  to  refuse  them  licenses,  but  to  increase  the 
licenses  to  such  a  figure  as  to  make  it  impossible  for  any  of 
them  to  continue  in  business.  Under  the  decision  of  the 
Appellate  Courts,  Police  Commissioners  have  such  abso- 
lute power. 

It  is  further  announced  that  these  men  who  are  offering 
the'  City  of  Los  Angeles  such  a  tempting  bait  and  which 
may  find  favor  with  the  "Long  Hairs,"  have  handed  out  the 
"defi"  that  if  their  proposition  is  not  accepted  they  will 
join  the  prohibition  forces  and  make  Los  Angeles  a  thor- 
oughly dry  town. 

This  proposition  is  certainly  in  line  with  the  other 
freaks  the  Orange  City  is  guilty  of,  but  it  seems  nonsensical 
that  men  of  any  intelligence  would  evolve  such  an  idea  or 
that  it  should  be  considered  by  the  city  government.  One 
thing  is  certain,  from  the  day  that  Los  Angeles  becomes 
dry  its  decline  will  begin,  and  we  are  fully  convinced  that 
it  will  not  take  the  property  owners  and  business  men  of 
the  city  long  to  find  out  their  mistake  in  permitting  the 
fanatics  to  use  them  for  such  suicidal  purposes. 


Mr.  F.  Lombardi,  of  the  firm  of  Ciocca  &  Lombardi,  510 
Jackson  street,  is  quite  ill  and  has  found  it  necessary  to 
go  to  a  sanitarium  for  treatment.  He  is  located  at  Burke's, 
at  Lytton  Springs,  near  Healdsburg.  He  is  reported  to  be 
improving  in  health  and  hopes  to  be  back  in  active  busi- 
ness in  a  short  time. 


The  New  Mint  Cafe,  on  Commercial  street,  opposite  the 
United  States  Sub-Treasury,  which  had  its  opening  the 
fore  part  of  the  month,  met  with  a  very  cordial  reception 
from  the  general  public.  The  opening  was  highly  success- 
ful and  the  midday  trade  has  really  been  larger  than  could 
be  comfortably  handled.  The  establishment  is  not  a  large 
one,  but  during  the  luncheon  hours  as  many  as  435  people 
have  been  served.  The  service  and  the  quality  of  the  food 
served  .are  better  than  ever,  and  this  is  not  saying  too 
much.

WE  kuow  of  110  better  way  to  make  it  plaiu  to' the  retail 
liquor  dealers  that  they  must  mix  their  fancy  bever- 
ages iu  the  presence  of  the  customer,  instead  of  preparing 
them  iu  advance,  or  serve  them  to  customers  iu  another 
apartiuent,  than  to  copy  the  following  clever  skit  from  the 
Examiner^  of  this  city.  It  appears  to  touch  all  sides  of  the 
question  in  an  instructive  way: 

When  you're  mixing  drinks  you  must  mix  with  care 
And  mix  in  the  presence  of  the  consumaire. 

For  the  Manhattan  dose  take  a  little  vermouth, 
And  keep  a  sharp  watch  for  the  Government  sleuth ; 
Of  the  bitters  you  may  use  just  the  merest  dash, 
But  always  in  the  presence  of  the  man  with  the  cash. 
With  the  iced  whisky  mix,  then  add  the  lemon  peel, 
And  be  sure  that  no  part  of  the  process  you  conceal. 

For  in  mixing  driuks  you  must  mix  with  care, 
And  mix  in  the'preseace  of  the  consumaire. 

If  a  Martini's  wanted,  mix  the  bitters  with  some  gin 
And  throw  the  lemon  peel  and  the  bottled  cherry  in ; 
But  the  most  essential  factor  in  the  mixture  you  will  find, 
Is  the  presence  of  the  party  who  to  drinking  feels  inclined. 
If  you're  mixing  other  drinks,  do  whatever  rules  direct, 
But  the  presence  of  the  buyer  you  must  carefully  detect. 

For  in  mixing  drinks,  you  must  mix  with  care, 
And  mix  in  the  presence  of  the  consumaire. 


else  have  them  conveyed  to  their  .rooms  for  subsequent  de- 
lectation. Here  are  what  the  hotel  men  and  others  di- 
rectly interested, say  about  the  problem: 

J.  e.  KIRKPATRieiv,  Palace  Hotel— Now  that  is  a 
most  unusual  position  to  put  a  hotel  man  in — that  is,  if 
he  has  not  got  the  required  rccliticr's  license.  We  have  one 
here,  so  those  of  our  guests  who  like  to  have  thir  drinks 
prepared  iind  sent  to  their  rooms  need  not  get  brain 
fatigue  by  worrying  over  tlie  matter. 

PKOPRIETOlf  (\  C.  OKANE,  California  Hotel— The 
order, cert{\inl3'. cannot  api)ertaiii  to  drinks  served  to  hotel 
guests  in  tlieii-  rooms'  from  tlie  hotel  bar,  unless  the  mixed 
drinks  are  bottled.  AVe  don't  ser\e  that  brand.  But  if 
Uncle  yam  «ays-the  order  is  sweeping,  we  will  hire  fifty 
or  a  hundred  barmen,  if  necessary,  so  as  not  to  have  our 
guests  walk  down  to  the  bar ;  that  is,  those  who  don't  want 
to  walk.    Some  like  to  walk. 

CHARLES  W'lLLIAMiS,  Iloffmau  Cafe— It  is  a  splen- 
did idea  and  will  do  away  with  the  habit  of  making  cock- 
tails out  of  "mistakes"  and  "leavings."  A  man  brave 
enough  to  drink  some  of  tlie  cocktails  I  have  seen  passed 
.  over  the  bar  certainlj^  ought  to  be  given  an  even  break. 

RUDOLPH  FISeHBEOK— I  think  the  law  an  excellent 
one.  When  a  man  pays  for  a  drink  he  ought  to  know  what 
he  is  getting.  There's  too  much  coal  and  hair  oil  in  the 
ready-made  cocktails. 

MANAGER  GEORGE  KINGSBUIIY,  Lick  House- 
People  who  serve  good  drinks  need  not  fear  this  internal 
revenue  order.  I  like  to  see  a  drink  mixed  when  I  order 
one;  so  do  most  other  people., 

PROPRIETOR  McNAMARA,  Turtle  Caft^-The  Wash- 
ington authorities  are  right.  Drinks  should  be  mixed  when 
ordered  and  in  full  view  of  the  men  a\"1io  are  to  drink  them. 

JAMES  TWOMEY,  Yellowstone  Cafe— The  order  cer- 
tainly is  a  campaign  by  the  authorities  against  bottled  de- 
coctions of  bad  liquors.  Hotel  or  saloon  men,  or  anybody 
^else  who  sells  liquors  that  are  as  represented,  need  not 
fear.  In  fact,  their  efforts  to  sell  tlie  public  wholesome 
goods  are  ably  seconded  by  such  an  order. 


Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  John  W.  Yerkes  at 
Washington  has  forwarded  to  the  local  office  his  interpre- 
tation of  ruling  118.  He  rules  that  hereafter  saloon  keep- 
ers and  others  cannot  mix  cocktails,  punches  or  any  other 
decoction  from  spiritual  liquors  except  in  the  presence  of 
the  purchaser  and  consumer.  To  do  otherwise  he  will  be 
required  to  take  out  a  rectifier's  license.  This  Aviil  do  away 
with  preparing  mixed  drinks  in  quantity  and  bottling  the 
same  for  future  use.  It  is  questioned  whether  a  drink  can 
be  inixed  in  the  bar  and  served  in  another  room,  particu- 
larly where  the  rooms  are  located  upstairs,  as  in  French 
restaurants  and  hotels. 

By  this  order  Uncle  Sam  most  emphatically  frowns  on 
all  bottled  mixed  drinks.  The  order  is  so  sweeping,  how- 
ever, that  until  Washington  makes  another  ruling  hotel 
and  restaurant  proprietors  and  owners  of  saloons  are  in 
doubt  as  to  whether  they  can  mix  a  drink  for  a  customer 
unless  the  latter  is  actually  ])resent.  Until  this  matter  is 
straightened  out  the  French  restaurants  and  the  hotels  iii 
particular  will  either  have  to  pay  .|70  or  |80  for  a  rectifier's 
license  or  face  these  two  horns  of  an  interesting  dilemma : 

Either  the  barmen  will  have  to  go  to  the  guests'  room 
and  mix  in  their  presence  the  drinks  they  have  ordered  or 
else  the  guests  will  have  to  appear  in  person  at  the  bar,  see 
their  drinks  mixed,  and  either  partake  of  them  there  or

Every  em- 
ployee was  on  his  mettle  and  the  affair  Avas  an  unqualified 
success.  For  over  two  hours  the  place  was  in  possession 
of  the  newspaper  men,  and  it  was  with  reluctance  that 
th^y  left.

Lanahan  &  Son,  proprietors  of| 
the  celebrated  Hunter  Baltimore  Eye,  to  protect  their  own 
property  and  to  prevent  any  further  infringement  on  their 
trade-mark,  brought  suit  against  the  defendants  for  illegal 
use  of  their  trade-mark.  The  attorneys  for  the  complain 
aots  Were  Wise  &  Lichtenstein.

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DITOR  WINE  AND  SPIRIT  REVIEW:     And  still  we  await  the 
rising  of  that  "Sun" — business  revival— which   shall  turn  this 
winter  of  discontent  to  a  glorious  summer — filled  with  golden 
promises  of  a  bountiful  harvest. 

The  first  of  March  brought  promise  of  spring,  only  to  be  followed 
up  by  snow  storms  and  the  month  so  far  has  been  alternately  budding 
spring  or  snow-bound  winter.  And  so  it  has  been  with  business, 
vacillating,  elusive,  tantalizing.  Just  enough  doing  to  keep  us  from 
lapsing  into  complete  pessimism,  and  still  not  enough  to  encourage 
us  to  throw  oft  that  feeling  of  doubt,  which  has  resulted  from  these 
several  months  of  "quiet"  business. 

Already  the  local  retailers  are  pleading  the  approach  of  license 
time,  May  1st,  as  an  excuse  for  curtailing  orders,  and  what  is  in 
many  instances  more  important,  delaying  payment  of  accounts. 


The  proposition  of  Secretary  R.  M.  Allen,  of  the  National  Pure  Food 
Association,  to  submit  to  a  commission  composed  of  the  Chief  Justice 
I  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture, 
j  and  one  other,  to  be  named  by  the  President,  the  controversy  which 
has  been  carried  on  for  some  time  between  the  National  Pure  Food 
Association  and  the  National  Wholesale  Liquor  Dealers'  Association 
as  to  the  application  of  the  proposed  pure  food  legislation  to  the 
liquor  business,  is  looked  upon  in  various  quarters  as  bordering  just 
a  little  on  the  ridiculous. 

While  Mr.  Allen's  suggestion  has  been  accepted  by  Mr.  S.  Grab- 
lelder,  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  National  Whole- 
sale Liquor  Dealers'  Association,  still  it  would  be  interesting  to  know 
just  what  points  at  issue  call  for  the  offices  of  the  Chief  Justice 
(if  the  United  States  Supreme  Court. 


Seems  almost  like  reading  ancient  history  to  note  the  general 
exodus  of  the  liquor  interests  from  the  State  of  Maine  on  the  17th 
and  18th  inst.  A  sort  of  reproduction  of  the  "Landing  of  the  Pilgrims," 
with  the  S.  S.  Calvin  Austin  of  the  Eastern  Steamship  Company  in 
lieu  of  the  "Mayflower,"  but  it  might  shock  the  dear  old  Pilgrim 
Fathers  to  note  the  cargo  of  the  latter  day  vessel.  On  the  16th  inst. 
the  Legislature  of  Maine  passed  the  Sturgis  Bill  which  authorizes 
the  Governor  to  appoint  a  commission  of  three  who  shall  have  the 
power  to  exercise  in  any  part  of  the  State  "All  the  common  law 
and  statutory  powers  of  Sheriffs  in  their  respective  counties  in 
the  enforcement  of  the  law  against  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  in- 
toxicating liquors."  The  Commission  will  have  power  to  appoint 
deputies  with  similar  powers  in  the  various  counties,  and  a  rigid 
enforcement  of  the  prohibition  laws  will  be  conducted.  All  internal 
revenue  certificates  have  been  called  in  and  retailers  were  obliged 
to  dispose  of  their  stocks  by  the  evening  of  the  17th,  while  the  whole- 
salers were  granted  until  the  evening  of  the  18th.  Accordingly, 
there  was  a  general  hurrying  and  scurrying  to  get  stocks  shipped 
out  of  the  State  within  the  time  limit.  While  a  large  portion  of 
the  goods  were  sent  across  the  border  line,  the  greater  percentage 
was  shipped  to  Boston. 


At  a  caucus  of  the  Republican  Senators,  at  Albany,  on  the  9th  Inst., 
Senator  Raines,  of  Raines  Law  fame,  proposed  that  inasmuch  as  the 
Senators  were  discussing  taxation  legislation,  it  might  be  well  to  not 
overlook  the  possibilities  on  the  liquor  tax  law.  He  then  suggested 
that  it  would  be  a  fine  thing  to  increase  the  tax  in  Buffalo,  Brooklyn, 
and  Richmond  $50,  and  in  certain  places  in  the  State  to  increase 
the  tax  to  $37.50,  "to  equalize"  the  distribution  of  the  tax.  Protests 
from  all  sides  were  heard  and  so  urgent  were  these  that  Senator 
Raines  was  glad  to  withdraw  his  suggestions  and  "forget  them." 


In  a  decision  written  by  Judge  Henderson  M.  Somerville  the  Board 
of  United  States  General  Appraisers  have  laid  down  certain  rules 
as  to  the  allowances  to  be  made  on  wines  and  liquors  for  loss  by 
leakage,  breakage,  etc.,  during  the  voyage.  The  protest  which  was 
under  consideration  was  In  the  name  of  B.  La  Montague  and  others, 
but  the  decision  disposes  of  more  than  200  protests  on  importations 
at  the  ports  of  New  York,  San  Francisco,  Chicago  and  Boston. 

The  protests  were  of  three  classes.  First,  cases  in  which  barrels 
and  casks  arrived  wholly  empty,  the  contents  having  escaped  by  leak- 
age; second,  cases  in  which  they  still  contained  a  substantial  pro- 
portion of  their  original  contents;  and  third,  cases  in  which  liquors 
in  bottles  have  been  lost  by  breakage.  In  each  case  the  Collectors 
assessed  duty  on  the  total  quantity  invoiced. 

Judge  Somerville  rules  that  in  the  cases  in  which  the  casks  arrive 
totally  empty  no  duty  can  be  collected,  as  this  is  constructively  a 
non-importation.  In  the  other  cases,  however,  the  full  duty  must  be 
paid.  ■     

Again  comes  up  the  question  of  taxing  the  wholesaler  and  importer, 
through  the  label  stamp,  for  the  benefit  of  the  National  Liquor  League. 
We  give  herewith  a  copy  of  the  letter  sent  out  from  the  local  offices 
of  that  Association  to  the  wholesale  trade  of  this  city: 

The   concluding   paragraph   is   specially   worthy   of   consideration 
with  Its  veiled  threat  of  black-lists. 

"No  answer  to  this  will  be  regarded  as  adverse  to  us.  A  list  will 
be  carefully  prepared  of  all  dealers  friendly  to  us,  and  the  members 
of  the  Retail  Liquor  Dealers'  Association  will  show  their  appreciation 
in  a  substantial  way,  we  want  to  see  your  name  on  this  list.  Another 
list  will  be  prepared  and  published  of  the  ones  unfriendly  to  us."

This  label  is  to  be  affixed  to  the  goods  by  the  wholesaler,  before 
being  shipped.  The  wholesaler  or  importer  can  obtain  any  informa- 
tion or  labels  from  any  of  their  customers,  who  are  members  of  our 
association  or  from  the  undersigned  committee.

adulterant.  The  Board  of  Healtli  hastens  to  acknowledge 
this  error  and  makes  this  official  statement  that  the  analy- 
ses of  your  wines  (three  samples)  showed  a  product  up 
to  standard  in  every  Avay  and  free  from  adulteration  in 
any  form.

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Viticultural  Investigations. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C. 


THIS  important  line  of  investigations  has  continued  un- 
der the  personal  direction  of  Mr.  George  C.  Husmann, 
viticulturist  in  charge.  As  noted  in  the  report  for  1903, 
the  condition  of  the  viticultural  industry  on  the  Pacific 
Slope,  as  stated  by  the  growers  and  verified  by  the  viticul- 
turist through  thorough  investigation  of  the  more  impor- 
tant viticultural  sections,- renders  imperative  the  prompt 
and  comprehensive  investigation  of  the  difficulties  that 
threaten  the  industry.  It  is  estimated  that  at  least  75,000 
acres  of  vineyard  have  .already .been  destroyed  by  vine  dis- 
eases, phylloxera  and  other  agencies  still  in  operation, 
causing  a  direct  loss  of  at  least  |50,000,000  to  the  indus- 
try. To  afford  relief  to  these  conditions  and  endeavor  to 
restore  the  industry  to  a  safe  and  profitable  basis,  the  fol- 
lowing specific  lines  of  work  are  under  way : 

(1)  A  comprehensive  test  of  the  resistant  stock  varie- 
ties of  vines,  to  determine  their  adaptability  to  the  different 
vineyard  soils  and  climatic  conditions  of  the  Pacific  Slope. 

(2)  The  determination  of  the  congeniality  of  the  lead- 
ing Vinifera  varieties  to  the  leading  resistant  stocks. 

(3)  The  determination  of  the  adaptability  of  varieties 
to  the  conditions  existing  in  different  vineyard  sections. 

(4)  A  comprehensive  test  of  all  classes  of  grapes  with 
reference  to  their  resistance  to  a  disease  which  has  been 
doing  serious  injury  to  the  vineyards,  and,  if  found  neces- 
sary, the  creation  of  an  entirely  new  class  of  grapes  better 
adapted  to  Pacific  Coast  conditions. 

In  co-operation  with  the  Office  of  Seed  and  Plant  Intro- 
duction and  Distribution,  two  experimental  vineyards 
were  established  last  year — one  at  Oakville,  Napa  County, 
Cal.,  in  one  of  the  leading  wine-producing  districts;  the 
other  near  Fresno,  Fresno  County,  Cal.,  in  the  leading 
raisin-producing  section.  At  each  of  these  points  about 
4%  acres  Avere  planted,  some  seventy  varieties  of  resistant 
stock  being  used.  During  the  present  year  these  vineyards 
have  been  enlarged,  so  that  the  one  at  Oakville  now  con- 
tains about  10  acres,  including  179  resistant  varieties  and 
57  Vinifera  varieties  on  resistant  stocks,  and  the  Fresno 
vineyard,  6  acres,  including  155  resistant  varieties.  In 
view  of  the  entirely  different  conditions  south  of  the  Te- 
hachapi  Pass,  especially  in  the  desert  region,  a  third  ex- 
perimental vineyard  of  like  importance  has  been  located  at 
Cucamonga,  San  Bernardino  County,  Cal.,  and  plantings 
of  8.4  acres,  comprising  about  400  varieties,  nearly  all  Vini- 
feras,  have  been  made.  As  phylloxera  is  not  troublesome 
there,  this  planting  consists  almost  entirely  of  non-resist- 
ant varieties. 

These  three  vineyards  are  intended  to  afford  facilities 
for  broad  viticultural  research,  involving  the  introduction 
of  vines  from  all  parts  of  tlie  globe,  and  are  to  serve  not 
only  as  practical  object  lessons  to  vineyardists,  but  also 
to  afford  standards  by  which  to  correct  the  nomenclature 
of  grape  varieties,  now  considerably  confused.  Some  in- 
teresting and  important  data  on  the  relative  varietal  en- 
durance of  excessive  irrigation  and  subirrigation  have  al- 
ready been  obtained  at  the  Fresno  vineyard. 

Smaller  outlying  experimental  vineyards  for  testing 
varieties  under  other  conditions  than  those  represented  in 
the  three  principal  vineyards — such  as  gravelly,  clayey, 
sandy,  shallow  and  hillside  soils,  higher  and  lower  alti- 
tudes, and  the  diverse  climatic  conditions  caused  by  near- 
ness to  and  distance  from  the  ocean  and  other  bodies  of 


water — were  located  and  plantings  made  in  them,  as  fol- 
lows: 

Concord,  Contra  Costa  County,  Cal.,  II/4  acres ;  84  varie- 
ties. 

Geyserville,  Sonoma  County,  Cal.,  "%  acre;  73  varieties. 

Livermore,  Alameda  County,  Cal.,  1  acre;  72  varieties. 

Lodi,  San  Joaquin  County,  Cal.,  1%  acres ;  68  varieties. 

Mountain  View,  Santa  Clara  County,  Cal.,  11-7  acres; 
79  varieties. 

Sonoma,  Sonoma  County,  Cal.,  1.1  acres ;  72  varieties. 

The  plantings  in  all  the  vineyards  are  limited  at  present 
to  resistant  vines  and  direct  producers. 

Considerable  distribution  of  Vinifera  and  resistant  vines 
and  cuttings  to  individual  experimenters  has  been  made, 
and  detailed  descriptions  of  the  fruit  of  numerous  grape 
varieties  have  been  added  to  the  office  files.    Additions  are 
being  made  from  time  to  time  to  the  ampelographical  in-  1 
dex.    Trips  of  investigation  have  been  made  during  the  year 
on  both  the  Pacific  and  Atlantic  slopes  with  a  view  to  deter-  1 
mine  the  exact  conditions  and  to  shape  future  systematic 
work.    Correspondence  with  persons  desiring  information  | 
on  different  phases  of  grape-growing  and  the  manipulation 
and  marketing  of  the  products  of  the  grape  is  increasing  1 
very  rapidly.  | 

On  the  Atlantic  Coast  the  Scuppernong  type  and  the 
commercial  possibilities  of  its  production  have  been  looked 
into  with  a  view  to  beginning  systematic  work  in  the  im- 1 
provement  of  this  promising  native  species  for  the  South. 
It  has  been  found  to  thrive  on  soils  of  little  value  for  other 
crops,  of  which  it  is  estimated  there  are  3,000,000  acres 
available  under  suitable  climatic  conditions.  Kot,  mildew 
and  anthracnose,  so  detrimental  to  other  vines  in  the 
South,  seem  to  injure  this  species  but  little,  and  some  of  the 
best  results  thus  far  have  been  attained  with  unpruned 
and  uncultivated  vines.  While  in  flavor  and  quality  thei 
Scuppernong  grape  is  not  equal  to  the  improved  varieties 
of  several  other  native  species  at  this  time,  those  who  are| 
accustomed  to  the  fruit  think  highly  of  it  for  dessert  use.! 
It  also  makes  excellent  pie  fruit,  and  superior  dry  and 
sparkling  wines  have  been  made  from  it. 

The  experimental  vineyards  at  Earleton,  Fla.,  and| 
Southern  Pines,  N.  C,  were  continued.  At  Earleton  wanui 
weather  continued  exceptionally  late  in  the  autumn  of| 
1903,  causing  the  vines  to  make  a  new  growth  in  November.; 
Late  in  the  month  a  sudden  cold  spell,  during  which  the 
thermometer  fell  to  26°  F.  on  November  26th,  20°  F.  onj 
the  27th,  and  26°  F.  on  the  28th,  so  chilled  the  vines  thati 
serious  injury  to  the  canes  resulted.  Heavy  cutting  backj 
of  young  wood  was  resorted  to,  and  the  vines  have  since; 
made  a  good  new  growth.  The  climatic  changes  in  Florida! 
make  it  necessary  to  employ  methods  of  pruning,  training! 
and  cultivating  which  are  different  from  those  practiced 
in  other  States.  At  Southern  Pines  the  conclusions  ol 
last  year  have  been  verified  that  certain  Vinifera  varieties 
grafted  on  resistant  stocks  when  given  the  same  treatmenli 
as  is  needed  for  American  varieties  will  produce  as; 
much  or  more  fruit  and  of  superior  quality.  j 

The  viticultural  investigations  previously  noted  as  un! 
der  way  in  California  will  be  continued  and  additional 
plantings  will  be  made.  At  Oakville  and  Fresno  the  ear 
lier  plantings  are  expected  to  make  sufficient  growth  tnii' 
season  to  permit  the  beginning  of  systematic  grafting  ex; 
periments  in  the  springs  of  1905  in  order  to  study  the  bej 
havior  of  the  stocks  when  grafted  and  the  congeniality  oi 
the  leading  commercial  varieties  of  grapes  grown  for  varij 
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purposes  to  the  different  resistant  stocks.     Observa- 

jns  on  the  relative  growth  and  merits  of  resistant  varie- 
les  on  different  soils  and  under  different  climatic  and 
jther  conditions,  as  well  as  studies  in  wood  and  bud  selec- 

)ns  and  in  the  pruning  of  a  number  of  varieties  will  be 

ide. 

A  nursery  test  of  the  relative  rooting  qualities  of  differ- 

it  resistant  varieties  to  test  their  commercial  value  as 

jcks  is  contemplated. 

Extensive  studies  in  the  commercial  vineyards  of  the 
facific  Coast  will  be  made.    As  much  field  investigation  as 

Bsible  of  vineyard  districts  in  different  parts  of  the 
United  States  will  be  undertaken  to  determine  their  needs 

id  to  aid  in  the  general  improvement  and  development  of 
lie  industry. 

A  special  investigation  of  the  Scuppernong  grape  ( Vitis 

itundifoUa) ,  the  character  and  value  of  its  products,  im- 

jvements  possible  in  its  cultui*e,  training  and  marketing, 
'and  a  systematic  search  for  choice  varieties  that  may  have 
hitherto  escaped  observation  are  contemplated. 

Studies  of  the  Vinifera  varieties  on  the  Atlantic  Coast 
will  be  continued. 

Practical  bulletins  on  viticultural  subjects,  to  meet  the 
constantly  increasing  requests  for  information  along  these 
lines,  are  contemplated.

UNDER  date  of  January  31,  1905,  United  States  Con- 
sul James  H.  Worman,  of  Three  Eivers,  Quebec, 
transmits  the  following  extract  from  a  report  to  the  Do- 
minion Government  by  its  comemrcial  agent  ( W.  A.  Mc- 
Kinnon)  for  Bristol,  England: 

The  demand  varies  with  the  price,  but  at  4  cents  a  pint, 
retail,  it  is  practically  unlimited.  American  cider  can  be 
imported  to  be  sold,  presumably  pure,  at  this  price,  a  local 
firm  having  landed  240,000  gallons  of  the  properly  fer- 
mented article  (as  distinguished  from  the  sterilized  apple 
juice)  between  January  and  the  end  of  April  last.  Of 
Canadian-made  cider  comparatively  little  is  imported, 
though  no  fault  is  found  with  its  quality,  and  some  place  it 
ahead  of  the  American  article.  Here  it  is  again  a  question 
of  price,  Canadian  cider  being  too  dear  at  ship's  side,  partly 
owing  to  the  inland  price  being  high  and  partly  owing  to 
transportation  charges.  I  understand  that  the  railways 
have  been  studying  the  situation  with  a  view,  no  doubt, 
of  doing  what  they  can  to  assist  in  establishing  such  an 
important  industry.  The  interests  of  apple-growers  are 
also  involved,  since  anything  which  will  provide  an  outlet 
for  the  lower  grades  of  apples,  relieving  home  arid  foreign 
markets  of  all  but  thoroughly  sound  stock,  will  greatly 
enhance  the  price  and  reputation  of  Canadian  fruit,  ft  is 
to  be  hoped  the  fruit-growers'  associations  will  co-operate 
actively  with  the  cider  exporters  and  the  railways  to  cap- 
ture this  important  trade.  ^.

The  Prospects  of  the  Viticultural  Industry. 


THE  prospects  of  the  viticultural  industry  are  brighter 
than  ever,  notwithstanding  some  false  reports  to  the 
contrary.  The  fact  that  the  rehabilitation  of  the  wine  grape 
in  the  dry  wine  districts  is  in  progress,  and  that  consider- 
able of  the  planting  is  being  done  by  those  who  are  well 
acquainted  with  the  conditions  of  the  wine  industry  and 
the  future  in  store  for  it,  fully  substantiates  the  assertion, 
for  it  is  not  logical  for  old  wine  firms  to  plant  largely  if  the 
prospects  are  not  good. 

But  it  is  to  the  owners  of  small  vineyards  that  the  situa- 
tion offers  the  most  attraction,  for  it  is  not  the  large  vine- 
yards, but  those  of  10  to  50  acres,  cultivated  by  their  own- 
ers, that  give  the  largest  and  best  crops,  and  therefore  the 
most  remunerative  results;  and  it  is  also  the  grape  grow- 
ers and  not  the  wine  maker  who  makes  the  most  profits. 

Besides,  such  a  thing  as  an  overproduction  of  dry  wine 
grapes  at  present  is  am  impossibility,  thanks  to  the  phyl- 
loxera and  the  California  vine  disease,  which  are  truly 
blessings  in  disguise.  The  phylloxera  has  played  havoc  in 
the  largest  wine  districts,  and  their  rehabilitation,  although 
progressing,  is  very  slow  on  account  of  the  several  costly 
experiments  made  with  foreign  grafting  stocks,  while 
cheaper  and  better  ones  could  be  got  at  home.  The  "Cali- 
fornia vine  disease,"  the  only  real  disease  that  we  have  in 
the  dry  wine  districts,  has  swept  out  Santa  Clara  County 
in  four  years,  and  is  now  infesting  Sonoma,  Napa,  Alameda 
and  San  Mateo  Counties,  and  exists  in  some  vineyards  of 
Santa  Cruz  County.  These  two  diseases — but  especially 
the  second  one — have  insured  a  stability  in  prices,  and  this 
condition  is  sure  to  continue  for  an  indefinite  future. 

This  personal  opinion  and  assertion  can  be  substantiated 
by  a  quotation  from  an  article  by  Mr.  Morgan,  president 
of  the  California  Wine  Association,  which  was  published 
in  January: 

"No  agricultural  pursuit  in  California  to-day  represents 
a  better  field  for  profitable  exploitation  than  the  plant- 
ing of  vineyards.  Especially  those  who  are  working  their 
own  vineyards  in  the  dry  wine  counties  should  not  delay 
in  putting  in  from  5  to  50  acres  of  resistant  vines,  for  they 
can  look  forward  with  absolute  certainty  to  remunerative 
returns  from  grape  culture  for  the  next  fifteen  years  at 
least." 

In  Santa  Cruz  County  there  are  only  2,000  acres  planted 
to  grapes,  and  less  than  20  wineries.  The  vines  are  from 
one  to  25  years  old,  most  of  them  very  vigorous  and 
healthy,  and  produce  very  fine  dry  wine  grapes;  the  win- 
eries, although  not  all  models,  are  turning  out  good  and 
superior  dry  wines.  The  climate,  the  soil,  the  locations 
and  elevations  are  of  the  best  and  better  for  viticulture 
than  for  any  other  industry.  Viticulture  and  viniculture 
have  passed  the  experimental  stage  long  ago.  In  view  of 
all  these  facts,  the  old  vineyardist  and  the  new  settler 
can  not  be  better  advised  than  to  plant  to  grapes  10  or 
more  acres,  according  to  the  size  of  the  farm  they  culti- 
vate. 

The  new  settler  will  find  that  thie  grape  is  the  safest 
fruit  to  cultivate,  and  that  it  will  always  produce  a  profit- 
able crop  in  Santa  Cruz  when  it  will  be  a  failure,  through 
frost  and  drouth,  in  other  dry  wine  countries. 

And,  as  we  know  now  a  good  deal  better  what  to  do 
than  10  or  even  5  years  ago,  the  new  settler,  if  he  follows 
the  advice  of  the  progressive  but  practical  vineyardists, 
is  bound  to  make  a  success  of  his  enterprise.     The  fact 


that  a  vine  is  resistant  to  the  phylloxera  and  is  well  adapt- 
ed to  the  soil  and  climate;  that  the  scion  is  vigorous  and 
that  its  aflinity  with  the  stock  is  good  and  permanent, 
is  not  enough  to  resist  the  California  vine  disease.  To 
resist  this  disease,  the  top  of  the  vine  must  be  as  resist- 
ant as  the  roots,  or  receive  its  resistance  from  the  roots  of 
the  vine  it  is  grafted  on.  In  other  words,  it  is  the  infiuence 
of  the  stock  on  the  graft  that  makes  the  latter  resist- 
ant to  the  California  vine  disease.  This  problem  has  been 
studied  by  a  few  viticulturists,  but  especially  by  Mr.  New- 
ton B.  Pierce,  special  agent  of  the  U.  S.  Government  at 
Santa  Ana,  Cal.,  by  Wm.  Pfeffer  of  Cupertino  and  the 
writer.  Mr.  Pfeffer  published  in  1902  the  conclusion  of 
his  experiments,  and  Mr.  Pierce  did  so  last  September. 

Of  all  the  stocks  largely  propagated,  the  Senvir,  intro- 
duced in  California  by  Prof.  Husmann,  in  1876,  has  proved 
well  adapted  to  any  fair  soil  of  all  the  dry  wine  districts 
by  its  capacity  to  root  deeply  and  to  stand  the  droutha 
It  resists  the  California  vine  disease  where,  in  company 
with  supposed  ironclads  from  France,  these  succumb 
quickly.  The  resistance  of  the  Lenoir  to  the  phylloxera  is 
good  in  any  fair  soil,  and  will  be  at  home  in  Santa  Cruz; 
its  affinity  with  the  scion  is  the  best,  and  probably  that 
is  the  cause  of  its  favorable  infiuence  on  the  scion  and 
the  practical  resistance  of  this  one  to  the  California  vine 
disease. 

Following  is  a  copy  of  Mr.  Pierce's  report : 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  has  so 
far  succeeded  in  its  experiments  for  the  control  of  the 
California  vine  disease  that  it  is  thought  desirable  to  place 
the  facts  before  the  public  at  an  earlier  date  than  would 
be  practicable  through  official  channels. 

Experiments  with  grafting  stock  have  been  in  progress 
in  the  center  of  a  badly  affected  district  for  over  eight 
years.  These  experiments  have  included  the  grafting  of 
some  four  hundred  acres  of  vines,  the  enterprise  being  con- 
ducted by  leading  viticulturists  of  California.  The  facts 
learned  are  in  effect  as  follows : 

1.  The  Lenior  vine,  when  growing  upon  its  own  roots, 
is  practically  resistant  to  the  named  disease,  having  been 
known  to  thrive  and  bear  heavily  for  fifteen  years  in  the 
midst  of  thousands  of  acres  of  dead  and  dying  vineyards. 

2.  The  Lenoir  vine,  as  a  top  graft,  has  been  known  to 
save  tender  Muscat  roots  for  several  years  after  all  Mus- 
cats upon  their  own  roots  had  been  killed  by  the  disease 
throughout  the  surrounding  region. 

3.  The  Lenoir  vine,  as  a  root  upon  which  to  graft  varie- 
ties of  grapes  very  subject  to  this  disease,  and  which  are 
fully  exposed  to  its  action,  has  saved  tens  of  thousands 
of  such  tender  tops  in  a  vigorous  and  normal  condition 
for  nearly  or  quite  five  years,  or  to  the  present  date  in  the 
midst  of  dying  vineyards,  and  hundreds  of  acres  of  younger 
vines  on  the  same  root  are  perfectly  thrifty  and  normal 
under  like  conditions. 

4.  New  varieties  of  grapes  which  have  received  Lenoir 
blood  through  hybridizing  have  shown  resistance  to  the 
same  disease. 

In  addition  to  the  above  facts,  it  may  be  stated  that 
the  writer  sees  no  reason  to  doubt  the  identity  of  the  vine 
disease  in  the  Santa  Clara  valley  with  the  California  vine 
disease. 

These  views  are  given  so  any  advantages  that  may  arise 
through  a  knowledge  of  the  hardiness  of  the  Lenoir  vine 
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,y  be  realized  by  the  growers  of  that  viticultural  dis- 
ct.    The  fact  that  phylloxera  also  exists  in  many  regions 
ould,  however,  always  be  taken  under  consideration.

As  Mr.  Pierce  is  the  best  pathologist  known  in  the 
nited  States,  and  is  the  only  one  who  has  incessantly 

'  studied  the  California  vine  diseose  since  1887,  his  report 
should  be  considered  as  of  great  value  by  all  the  vineyard- 
ists,  and  his  book  entitled  "The  California  Vine  Disease," 
1902,  should  be  in  the  hands  of  all  and  well  studied  by  all 

i  those  who  are  or  intend  to  be  engaged  in  viticulture. 

The  same  experiment  with  ungrafted  and  grafted  Lenoir 
has  been- made  in  Cupertino,  Palo  Alto  and  Rutherford, 
;iud  the  same  results  have  been  obtained;  but  a  fact  must 
be  added,  viz.,  that  at  Palo  Alto  some  grafts  on  Lenoir 

,  were  affected  from  the  first  season  ( 1901 )  and  are  yet  af- 

j  fected  with  the  California  vine  disease,  but  have  produced 
two  very  fine  crops,  while  the  same  varieties  grafted  the 
same  season  on  Rupestris,  St.  George,  Rup.  Martin  and 

I  Riparia  Gloirede  Montpellier  of  the  same  age  have  died, 
or  are  dying,  and  have  never  produced  even  a  partial  crop. 
Other  piire  American  varieties,  as  Champini,  Elvicana 
and  Doaniana,  have  been  tested  ever  since  1889  by  a  trio 
of  viticulturists,  but  especially  by  Mr.  Wm.  Pfeffer,  who 
is  an  old  veteran  of  Cupertino  district ;  and,  thanks  to  his 
courtesy  and  generosity,  the  vineyardists  of  the  named  dis- 
trict publicly  and  freely  received  in  February,  1902,  the 
fruits  of  his  experiments.  They  plainly  prove  that  the 
Champini  is  superior  to  the  Lenoir  and  is  the  best  variety 
for  California,  especially  in  dry  soil  and  hot  localities; 
that  the  Elvicand  and  Doaniana  come  next,  and  are  at 
home  in  adobe  and  clay  spoils.  These  varieties  are  not  af- 
fected in  the  least  either  by  phylloxera  or  the  California 
vine  disease  before  being  grafted,  and,  as  the  writer  has 
been  able  to  investigate  personally  several  times,  are  not 
after  being  grafted  to  Tanat,  Zinfandel  and  Pfeffer's  Cab- 
ernet ;  while  same  varieties  on  Rupestris  Raparias  and  So- 
lanis  have  died  long  ago. 

The  writer  has  also  made  experiments  with  Lenoir  and 
Champini  which  fully  corroborate  those  of  Messrs.  Pierce 
and  Pfeffer,  and  he  has  been  so  convinced  of  the  resistance 
and  value  of  these  two  species  and  is  so  much  opposed  to 
the  practice  of  grafting  that  he  has  produced  with  them 
(but  mostly  with  Lenoir)  over  30  varieties  of  hybrids, 
direct  bearers.  Consequently  we  know  what  the  founda- 
tion of  a  vineyard  should  be. 

The  only  drawback  for  the  present  is  that  these  three 
last  named  varieties  have  not  been  propagated  in  large 


quantities,  while  the  Lenoir  is  plentiful.  The  first  ones 
were  sent  to  California  by  Mr.  T.  V.  Munson  of  Denison, 
Texas,  who  is  their  originator,  and  the  greatest  collector 
and  hybridizer  in  the  United  States.  His  book  on  "Amer- 
can  Grapes,  Hybrids  and  Hybridization"  should  be  in  the 
possession  of  all  progressive  vineyardists,  for  it  can  be  got 
for  the  price  of  asking,  and  is  worth  its  weight  in  gold. 
Anyone  who  would  like  to  try  the  said  varieties  should 
apply  to  Mr.  Pfeffer  or  Mr.  Munson. 

Knowing  all  these  facts,  it  is  now  very  easy  for  a  new 
settler  to  engage  in  profitable  viticulture,  for  as  long  as  he 
has  to  protect  his  new  vineyard  against  the  ravages  of  the 
phylloxera,  he  might  just  as  well  plant  the  right  kind 
of  stock,  which  will  resist  at  the  same  time  the  phylloxera 
and  the  California  vine  disease.  But  before  planting  or 
even  coming  to  any  conclusion,  the  writer  strongly  advises 
him  to  investigate  as  much  as  possible,  to  listen  to  every- 
body and  everything  and  to  see  with  his  own  eyes  the 
proofs  of  the  assertions  made  to  him.  Then  his  judgment 
can  quickly  decide  the  course  he  must  pursue,  viz.,  to  hold 
fast  to  that  which  he  himself  finds  good.  For  instance,  he 
should  go  to  Cupertino  and  see  Mr.  Pfeffer's  vineyard,  then 
to  Mr.  C.  Thompson  of  Palo  Alto  Stock  Farm,  Palo  Alto, 
then  to  Mr.  Ewer  of  Rutherford,  Napa  County,  and  to  the 
writer  of  the  sanie  place,  and  if  he  does  not  mind  the  ex- 
pense of  a  trip  to  the  south,  he  should  go  to  Santa  Ana  and 
pay  a  visit  to  Mr.  Pierce,  who,  no  doubt,  would  be  only  too 
glad  to  help  as  much  as  possible  an  intelligent  and  investi- 
gating bona  fide  vineyardist. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  the  writer's  candid  opinion  that  Cali- 
fornia will  have  a  nobler  viticulture  in  the  future  than  ever 
in  the  past,  and  that,  if  famous  vintages  are  the  pride  and 
glory  of  all  countries,  if  restricted  are  the  regions  where  the 
true  wine  grape  vines  fiourish,  and  if  much  more  restricted 
in  area  and  fewer  in  number  are  the  favored  spots  where 
the  grand  results  are  obtained,  then  Santa  Cruz  County 
can  certainly  claim  a  well  marked  place  among  these  re- 
gions and  favored  spots. 

Unhappily,  it  is  asleep,  and  facts  tending  to  show  it  in 
its  true  light  have  never  been  pointed  out.  And  yet  it  is 
nothing  but  natural  that  the  advantage  which  nature  has 
bestowed  upon  it  should  be  made  known  to  those  who 
inquire. 

As  soon  as  this  is  rightly  done,  it  will  plainly  be  seen 
that  Santa  Cruz  County  possesses  natural  advantages  sec- 
ond to  none  to  the  homeseeker  and  to  anyone  who  desires 
to  engage  in  profitable  viticulture,  and  that  this  industry 
will  soon  become  the  leading  interest  of  this  county. —

JACOB  SCHRAM. 

ACOB  SCHRAM,  a  pioneer  and  a  noted  viticnlturist  of 
Napa  Valley,  passed  to  the  Great  Beyond,  at  his  beau- 
tiful country  home,  near  St.  Helena,  on  the  17th  inst.    De- 
ceased was  a  native  of  Pheddersheim,  Rliine  River,  Ger- 
'  many.    Coming  to  this  country  in  1840,  he  engaged  in  the 
barber  business  in  New  York,  and  after  a  number  of  years, 
I  started  for  California,  arriving  here  in  1854,  via  Panama, 
i  In  1862  he  purchased  the  picturesque  mountain  place  be- 
\  t^veen  St.  Helena  and  Calistoga,  where  he  resided  up  to 
'  the  time  of  his  death.    After  laying  out  his  hillside  farm 
in  vines,  he  became  known  as  the  producer  of  "Schrams- 
I  berger"  wines,  the  fame  of  which  has  traveled  to  the  East 


and  across  the  waters.  "Schramsberger"  wines  among 
other  good  qualities  were  f anions  for  their  dryness,  while 
Schram's  theories  of  making  wine  and  his  ideas  of  storing 
wine  in  tunnels  in  the  hillside,  will  leave  their  mark  on 
_^e  California  wine  industry  for  many  years  to  come.

IN  these  days  of  National  and  State  Pure  Food  agitation, 
which  includes,  of  course,  agitation  for  pure  wines,  no 
stronger  champion  of  pure  and  unadulterated  grape  juice 
lived  in  our  part  of  the  country  than  Jacob  Schram,  who 
died  at  Schramsberg  on  the  17th  of  March.  He  it  was  who 
some  years  ago,  found  that  many  so-called  "California 
Wine"  sellers  in  Atlantic  States  had  not  a  drop  of  pure 
California  wine  in  stock,  and  that  much  of  the  so-called 
"wine"  was  made  of  anything  biit  grape  juice.  He  raised 
his  voice  in  protest  at  the  time,  and  doubtless  much  good 
resulted.  He  and  hi^.Avife  believed  in  maturing  their 
wines  themselves  befof^  selling  them ;  and  as  their  vineyard 
is  on  the  hills  and  their  cellars  excavated  from  the  hillside, 
their  wines  have  always  been  highly  esteemed  by  those 
who  appreciate  light  delicate  wines.  Their  well-matured 
Burgundy  also  is  much  appreciated.  Their  vines  are  se- 
lected stock  from  France  and  from  the  Rhine  section,  of 
which  they  were  both  natives,  and  they  had  absorbed — 
before  leaving  their  native  land — the  wine  lore  of  the 
Rhine,  how  to  care  for  the  vines  and  wines  from  planting 
to  the  crushing  of  the  grapes  and  maturing  of  the  wines. 
Mr.  Schram  was  a  genial  and  intelligent  companion  of 
much  natural  wit  and  humor,  and  will  be  greatly  missed 
by  those  who  knew  him  best.  The  presiding  spirits  of 
Schramsberg  have  departed,  and  the  mantle  has  fallen  to 
the  second  and  third  generation  of  those  that  love  and 
honor  him.

Five  riillion  Hissionaries.  Death  of  L.  Jules  Qerhardt. 


COMMENTING  upon  the  fact  that  during  the  first  six 
months  of  the  present  fiscal  year  there  were  bottled 
in  bond  of  Kentucky  whiskies  413,251  gallons,  as  against 
only  278,477  gallons  during  the  corresponding  period  of 
the  previous  year,  Mida's  Vriterion  says : 

It  will  be  noted  that  whiskies  bottled  in  bond  again 
show  a  gain  in  sales  of  about  50  per  cent  over  those  for 
the  corresponding  first  six  months  of  the  preceding  year. 

This  is  truly  a  remarkable. increase,  which  has  continued 
uninterruptedly  for  the  past  three  years  and  will  probably 
at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  reach  the  1,000,000  gallon 
mark.  One  might  assume  that  a  million  gallons  is  not 
much  here  or  there  in  the  vast  aggregate  of  consumption, 
and  be  inclined  to  underestimate  the  importance  of  the 
movement.  The  fact  is,  however,  that  a  million  gallons 
of  bottled  in  bond  goods  is  equivalent  to  nearly  5,000,000 
bottles,  which  is  a  vast  number  and  a  very  important  factor 
in  popularizing  straight  whiskies  among  consumers,  for 
each  bottle  make  an  effective  propaganda. 

The  steadily  accelerating  rate  of  consumption  of  this 
class  of  goods  which  acquired  momentum  only  three  years 
ago  demonstrates  that  it  will  constantly  grow  until  it  may 
eventually  become  an  important  factor  in  the  aggregate 
consumption  of  straight  whiskies.  The  extension  of  local 
option  territory  largely  conduces  to  the  increase  of  cased 
goods  both  blended  and  bottled  in  bond. 


Rare  Old  Tokay  Wine. 


( i  T  VISITED  a  cellar  of  Tokay  last  week,"  said  a  hotel- 

1  keeper.  "Tokay  is  the  only  wine  that  keeps  on  improv- 
ing indefinitely.  There  was  wine  nearly  300  years  old  in 
the  cellar.  Its  price  on  the  market  would  be  easily  f30  a 
quart. 

"The  cellar  was  very  carefully  kept.  I  seemed  to  inhale 
cool,  velvety  whiffs  of  rich  fungus  at  every  step.  A  slight 
haze  hung  along  the  top  of  the  passages — a  haze  that 
seemed  to  be  made  of  the  visible  aroma  of  rare  wine. 

"I  was  surprised  to  see  that  the  bottles  were  kept  upright 
and  that  the  corks  were  very  loosely  inserted.  Old  Tokay 
must  be  kept  like  that  to  maintain  a  perfect  condition  for 
it,  and,  thanks  to  the  loose  corks,  a  sample,  even  of  the  old- 
est vintage,  may  be  taken  out  and  tasted  at  any  moment. 
A  bottle  of  Tokay  may  be  shaken  without  risk  of  its  turn- 
ing turbid. 

"Nobody  knows  why  old  Tokay  is  so  good.  It  is  no  longer 
made — just  as  genuine  Madeira  is  no  longer  made.  The 
secret  is  lost,  like  the  secrets  of  the  old  Persian  rug-mak- 
ers."— Washington  Post.

L.  Jules  Gerhardt,  a  prominent  retail  liquor  dealer,  died 
suddenly  on  March  21st  at  the  French  Hospital,  of  ai)peu- 
dicitis.  Deceased  had  conducted  for  many  years  a  liquor 
business  at  the  corner  of  O'Farrell  and  Stockton  streets, 
under  the  name  of  Ortion  &  Gerhardt,  the  style  of  which 
was  changed  three  years  ago  to  L.  J.  Gerhardt. 

Mr.  Gerhardt  was  born  at  Strassburg,  Alsace,  and  after 
coming  to  the  United  States,  lived  in  the  Eastern  States 
a  few  years.

Leakage. 
Leakage  of  Entire  Contents  of  a  Cask. 

Where   the   entire   contents   of   a   cask   of   liquor   leaks   out   in 
transitu  before  arrival  in  the  United   States,  the  case  is  one  of 
nonimportation,  and  no  duty  is  assessable. 
Partial  Leakage. 

Where  the  quantity  of  liquor  shipped  from  abroad  is  shown  by 
the  invoice,  entry,  or  otherwise,  as  required  by  section  2785  of  the 
Revised  Statutes,  duty  is  assessable  on  such  quantity,  less  the 
usual  outage  as  established  by  the  custom  of  trade,  in  view  of 
the  proviso  to  paragraph  296,  tariff  act  of  1897,  forbidding  an  al- 
lowance for  breakage,  leakage,  or  damage. 
Breakage  of  Bottles. 

Where  liquors  or  wines  are  imported  in  bottles,  packed  as  re- 
quired by  law,  and  a  breakage  of  a  portion  of  the  bottles  occurs 
in  transitu,  no  deduction  or  allowance  can  be  made. 
Constructive  Allowance. 

"A  "constructive  allowance"  for  leakage  would  seem  to  imply 
an  allowance  for  a  leakage  which  may  be  presumed  or  implied,  or 
which  exists  in  contemplation  of  law,  rather  than  for  an  actual 
leakage  established  by  affirmative  proof. 
United  States  General  Appraisers,  New  York,  February  21,  1905. 
the  matter  of  protests  136885,  etc.,  of  E.  La  Montague  &  Sons,  et 
al.,  against  the  assessment  of  duty  by  the  collectors  of  customs  at 
the  ports  of  New  York,  Chicago,  Boston  and  San  Francisco. 
Before  Board  3  (Waite,  Somerville,  and  Hay,  General  Appraisers). 
■^    Somerville,    General    Appraiser:     The    importations     embraced    in 
these  protests  consist  of  wines,  liquors,  cordials  and  distilled  spirits. 
All  of  the  goods  are  contained  m  casks  or  barrels,  except  the  cordials, 
which   are  imported   in  bottles   packed   in  cases   containing   not  less 
than  one  dozen  bottles  in  each  package.    The  questions  raised  involve 
the  construction  of  the  second  proviso  to  paragraph  296  of  Schedule 
H  of  the  present  tariff  act  of  1897,  which  reads  as  follows: 

296.     *     *     *     And  provided   further.   That  there   shall   be   no   con- 
structive  or   other   allowance   for   breakage,   leakage,   or   damage   on 
wines,  liquors,  cordials,  or  distilled  spirits. 
The  importations  fall  under  one  or  more  of  the  following  classes: 
1.     Where  the  liquor  is  imported  in  casks  or  barrels  or  other  like 
I    coverings,  and  has  entirely  leaked  out  in  transitu,  so  as  to  leave  the 
1     casks  totally  empty  on  arrival  in  this  country. 

■^K2.  Where  the  casks  have  arrived  at  the  port  of  entry  containing 
I^B  substantial  quantity  of  liquor  in  them,  and  not  entirely  empty,  and 
I^Bhere  an  invoice,  or  entry,  shows  the  quantity  originally  shipped. 
■H^  3.  Where  cordials,  brandies,  or  whisky  have  been  imported  in 
bottles,  packed  as  required  by  said  paragraph  296,  and  a  portion  of 
the  bottles  destroyed  by  breakage. 

In  the  case  of  all  the  liquors  and  wines  contained  in  casks,  the 
ganger  reported  certain  wantage  or  outage  "in  excess  of  normal," 
which,  as  stated  by  him,  "would  indicate  leakage."  Duty  was 
accordingly  assessed  upon  the  quantity  of  these  liquors  found  by  the 
ganger,  plus  the  wantage  in  excess  of  normal  outage.  This  assess- 
ment was  made  in  accordance  with  instructions  of  the  Treasury 
Department  based  on  the  opinion  of  the  Solicitor  of  the  Treasury, 
dated  May  7,  1904.  (See  T.  D.  25302,  and  also  T.  D.  25418.)  The 
collector  furthermore  made  no  allowance  or  deduction  for  the  break- 
age of  bottles  contained  in  the  different  cases,  and  in  the  case  of  the 
empty  casks  he  assessed  duty  upon  the  quantity  of  wine  stated  in 
Ihe  invoices  less  the  deduction  for  normal  outage. 


In  all  these  cases,  the  importers  claim  that  duty  should  have  been 
assessed  only  upon  the  quantity  of  liquors  and  wines  which  arrived 
in  this  country  as  shown  by  the  return  of  the  gauger,  and  that  no 
duty  could  be  lawfully  imposed  upon  cordials  or  other  liquors  im- 
ported in  bottles  that  were  broken  on  arrival. 

The  practice  of  the  Treasury  Department  in  assessing  duties  upon 
similar  importations  has  not  been  uniform,  and  has  varied  under 
different  statutes  that  have  prevailed  since  March  2,  1799,  all  of 
which,  down  to  and  including  the  tariff  act  of  March  3,  1883,  are 
reviewed  in  the  opinion  of  Attorney-General  Brewster,  rendered  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  on  October  26,  1883,  and  found  in 
volume  17  of  Opinions  of  Attorney-General,  at  page  613.  This  opinion 
construed  the  proviso  in  the  traiff  act  of  1883,  which  declared  that 
there  should  be  "no  allowance  for  breakage,  leakage,  or  damage  on 
wines,  liquors,  cordials,  or  distilled  spirits"  (see  par.  308  of  said 
act  of  1883).  The  Attorney-General  expressed  the  opinion  that  the 
effect  of  this  proviso  was  to  repeal  all  previous  provisions  in  force 
which  authorized  such  allowance,  but  that  nevertheless  it  permitted 
duties  to  be  assessed  only  on  the  quantity  of  merchandise  actually 
imported,  whether  in  casks  or  bottles,  upon  the  theory  that  the 
Supreme  Court  had  held  in  the  case  of  Marriott  v.  Brune  (9  How., 
619),  and  other  subsequent  decisions,  that  duty  could  be  assessed  on 
imported  merchandise  only  upon  the  quantity  which  arrives  in  this 
country,  the  portion  not  arriving,  though  described  on  the  invoice, 
not  being  dutiable.  Since  that  decision  was  rendered  the  phrase 
construed  by  the  Attorney-General  has  been  materially  modified,  as 
shown  by  the  opinion  of  this  Board,  reviewing  all  the  statutes  on  the 
subject,  in  the  case  of  In  re  Gilmore,  G.  A.  3692  (T.  D.  17644),  which 
arose  under  paragraph  243  of  the  tariff  act  of  1894.  The  language 
of  the  statute  has  been  amended  by  paragraph  336  of  the  tariff  act 
of  1890,  and  also  by  paragraph  244  of  the  tariff  act  of  1894,  and  again 
by  paragraph  296  of  the  present  tariff  act  of  1897,  which  reads  as 
above  set  out.  These  enactments  provide  that  there  shall  be  "no 
constructive  or  other  allowance  for  breakage,  leakage  or  damage  on 
wines,  liquors,  cordials  or  distilled  spirits."  The  words  "construct- 
ive allowance,"  thus  introduced  into  the  law,  would  seem  to  imply 
an  allowance  for  a  leakage  which  may  be  presumed  or  implied,  or 
which  would  exist  in  contemplation  of  law,  rather  than  an  allowance 
for  an  actual  leakage  established  by  affirmative  proof.  In  Gilmore's 
case,  just  cited,  the  Board  held  that  the  destruction  of  champagne  bot- 
tles by  breakage  and  leakage  could  not  be  allowed  for  as  deficiency 
or  nonimportation  because  the  statute  operated  as  a  modification  of 
the  general  rule  declared  in  Marriott  v.  Brune  (supra)  and  other  like 
cases.  Note  In  re  Saenz  &  Co.,  G.  A.  5891  (T.  D.  25965),  and  authori- 
ties cited.  In  Gilmore's  cases  the  following  language  was  used  by  the 
Board  In  answer  to  the  contention  of  the  importer: 

The  answer  to  this  contention  is,  that  deficiencies  and  shortages  of 
wines  and  liquors  imported  in  bottles  are  specially  provided  for,  so 
as  to  take  them  out  of  the  operation  of  section  2921  of  the  Revised 
Statutes.  Such  deficiencies  are  designated  as  "breakage,  leakage, 
or  damage  on  wines,  liquors,"  etc.  (par.  244,  tariff  act  of  1894).  In 
the  absence  of  this  special  provision,  the  destruction  of  a  case  of 
wine  by  breakage  would  clearly  come  within  the  provisions  of  said 
section  2921,  unless  it  could  be  construed  to  be  a  damage  allowance 
such  as  is  abolished  by  section  23  of  the  customs  administrative  act 
of  June  10,  1890.  But  the  effect  of  the  present  tariff  law,  as  con- 
tained in  said  paragraph  244,  is  to  bring  broken  bottles  of  wines  and 
liquors,  which  may  have  been  broken  on  the  voyage  of  importation, 
within  its  special  scope,  and  for  such  a  deficiency  of  this  kind  of  mer- 
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chandise  no  aliownnce:  Is  provided.     It  is,  in  fact,  expressly  prohibi- 
ted. • 

It  is  no  reasonable  objection  to  this  construction  of  the  law  that 
It  operates  to  assess  duty  arbitrarily  upon  goods  which  never  arrived 
in  this  country.  The  requirement  of  the  law  is  that  wines  and  other 
spirituous  liquors,  mentioned  in  Schedule  H,  and  imported  in  bottles 
or  jugs,  "shall  be  packed  in  packages  containing  not  less  than  one 
dozen  bottles  or  jugs  in  each  package,  or  duty  shall  be 
paid  as  if  such  package  contained  at  least  one  dozen  bot- 
tles or"  jugs."  One  bottle  in  a  package  would  thus  be  as- 
sessed as  if  it  were  a  dozen  bottles,  whether  the  deficiency  may 
have  occurred  by  accident  or  design.  The  validity  of  such  a  law  was 
sustained  over  twenty  years  ago  by  Judge  Shlpman  in  Bensusan  v. 
Murphy  (10  Blatch.,  530;  3  Fed.  Cas.,  239),  decided  by  the  Circuit 
Court  for  the  southern  district  of  New  York.  The  same  reasoning 
applies  in  favor  of  the  validity  of  a  law  which  arbitrarily  disallows  any 
reduction  of  duties  for  loss  by  breakage,  leakage,  or  other  damage. 

Normal  outage  or  wantage  may  be  defined  to  be  the  difference 
between  the  capacity  of  a  cask  or  bottle  and  the  quantity  of  wine 
or  liquor  which  is  usually  placed  in  it  according  to  the  custoi,-.  of 
trade,  a  certain  vacancy  being  allowed  for  the  expansion  of  such 
wines  and  liquors.  Such  practice  among  merchants  is  well  known, 
and  Is  a  matter  of  common  knowledge,  and  is  recognized  by  customs 
practice.  No  objection  can  be  made  by  the  importers  to  an  allow- 
ance for  such  normal  outage,  for  it  is  favorable  and  not  prejudicial 
to  their  interests. 

The  gist  of  the  objection  made  by  the  importers  Is  their  challenge 
of  the  collector's  assumption  that  the  difference  between  the  actual 
contents  (as  shown  by  the  return  of  the  gauger),  on  arrival  at  the 
port  of  entry,  and  the  quantity  shipped  from  the  foreign  port  was 
produced  by  leakage,  and  not  by  any  other  cause.  In  other  words,  they 
assert  that  the  collector  has  assumed  that  there  was  a  certain  amount 
of  leakage,  for  which  conclusion  he  had  no  justification.  His  deci- 
sion in  these  various  cases  seems  to  have  been  predicated  upon  the 
opinion  of  the  gauger  who  examined  the  casks,  and,  as  an  expert, 
made  his  return  to  the  effect  that  the  difference  in  the  quantity  of 
the  wine  or  liquor  was  probably  due  to  leakage. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that,  where  the  quantity  of  wine  or  liquor 
shipped  from  the  port  of  origin  is  described  on  the  invoice  as  so  many 
gallons  or  liters,  as  required  by  law,  the  collector  is  justified  in 
assuming  that  such  quantity  was  shipped.  Invoices  are  sworn  docu- 
ments and  presumably  are  correct.  Greely  v  .Thompson  (10  How., 
225,  239);  United  States  v.  May  (26  Fed.  Cas.,  1224);  One  Hundred 
and  Twenty-three  Packages  of  Glass  (18  Fed.  Cas.,  709,  711).  The 
rule  being  also  settled  that  there  is  a  presumption  in  favor  of  the 
correctness  of  a  collector's  decision  in  assessing  duties  on  imported 
merchandise,  unless  controverted  by  the  record  or  other  evidence, 
we  think  the  onus  was  on  the  importers  in  the  present  cases  to  furnish 
some  evidence  to  rebut  the  legitimate  assumption  that  the  reduction 
In  the  quantity  shipped  was  attributable  to  no  other  causes  than 
leakage.  The  disappearance  of  so  great  a  quantity  from  the  cask.= 
Is  not  easily  explainable  on  any  other  theory. 

We  decide  nothing  as  to  cases  where,  by  neglect  or  otherwise,  there 
is  nothing  in  the  invoice  or  entry  to  indicate  the  quantity  in  the  casks 
when  shipped  from  abroad,  and  where  there  is  no  other  evidence  to 
supplement  proof  of  this  fact.  No  case  of  this  kind  would  properly 
arise,  if  importers  are  required  by  the  collector,  as  generally  they  are, 
to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  section  2785  of  the  Revised  Stat- 
utes and  article  387  of  the  Customs  Regulations  of  1899,  having  refer- 
ence to  the  preparation  of  invoices  and  entries  of  imported  merchan- 
dise. It  is  as  much  the  duty  of  importers  to  state  the  quantity  of  im- 
ported merchandise  as  its  value.  Hoeninghaus  v.  United  States  (172 
U.  S.,  622;  19  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.,  305). 

So,  too,  in  the  first  class  of  cases  above  mentioned,  the  rule  would 
be  different,  the  cask  or  barrel  being  found  on  arrival  to  be  absolutely 
empty,  even  though  such  loss  or  destruction  of  the  liquor  occurred 
through  leakage  in  transitu.  Such  entire  leakage  operates  as  an 
absolute  destructioii  of  the'  merchandise,  and  not  as  a  mere  damage 
of  It,  and  cannot  fairly  be  construed  to  come  within  the  description 
of  "leakage"  as  used  in  said  paragraph  296,  which  would  imply  that 
a  portion,  at  least,  of  the  wine  or  liquor  had  arrived,  while  the 
remainder  had  disappeared  by  the  process  of  leakage.  This  view 
has  been  sustained  in  various  decisions  of  the  Board.  In  re  Serror, 
Abstract  1064  (T.  D.;  25218),  April  14,  1904.  Moreover,  it  would 
seem  to  fall  within  the  principle  laid  down  in  Marriott  v.  Brune 
(supra)  and  Lawrence  v.  Caswell  (13  How.,  489),  holding  that  duty 
can  be  assessed  only  on  the  quantity  of  merchandise  actually  arriving 
In  the  United  States,  the  court  observing  that  under  any  other  rule. 


"we  shall,  in  truth,  assess  here  what  does  not  exist  here."  The 
decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  Lawder  v.  Stone  (87  U.  S.,  281; 
23  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.,  79)  construed  section  23  of  the  customs  adminis- 
trative act,  and  would  seem  to  be  in  point  in  the  present  case.  Said 
section  23  abolishes  all  allowance  for  damage,  but  the  court  held 
nevertheless  that  it  did  not  prohibit  an  allowance,  on  the  ground  of 
nonimportation,  for  fruit  that  was  so  spoiled  and  rotten  as  to  be 
entirely  destroyed  and  worthless.  By  a  parity  of  reasoning,  we  hold 
that  the  entire  destruction  by  leakage  ol  wine  or  liquors  contained  in 
casks,  could  not  be  construed  to  come  within  the  purview  of  the 
prohibition  contained  in  said  paragraph  296.  It  can  scarcely  be 
assumed  that  where,  say,  100  gallons  of  whisky  or  brandy  are  ex- 
ported from  London  or  some  other  foreign  port,  and  the  cask  only 
arrives  in  this  country — worth  perhaps  50  cents — Congress  intended 
that  a  duty  of  $225  should  be  levied  upon  the  cask,  that  being  the 
amount  of  duty  that  would  properly  have  been  collectible  if  the 
entire  100  gallons  had  been  imported  from  abroad. 

It  may  be  admitted  that  the  rule  against  allowance  for  leakage  is 
a  severe  one  in  that  class  of  cases  where,  say,  50  gallons,  more  or 
less,  leak  out  of  a  full  cask  of  wine  or  liquor.  Unless,  however,  we 
bring  such  cases  within  the  purview  of  the  prohibition  in  said  para- 
graph 296  there  would  be  no  room  whatever  for  its  operation.  The 
well-settled  rule  is  that  a  construction  which  leaves  to  a  sentence  or 
c'ause  of  a  statute  no  field  of  operation  should  be  avoided.  Where 
a  substantial  quantity  of  the  wine  or  liquor  arrives  in  the  United 
States,  there  is  something  upon  which  duty  can  be  assessed;  and 
the  only  effect  of  disallowing  leakage  is  to  raise  the  amount  of  duty 
on  the  portion  of  liquor  actually  coming  into  the  country;  and  this 
has  been  held  to  be  within  the  power  of  Congress  in  Bensusan  v. 
Murphy  (3  Fed.  Cas.,  240;  10  Blach.,  530)  heretofore  mentioned.  In 
that  case  no  allowance  was  made  for  bottles  not  arriving  and  not 
packed  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  statute. 

The  construction  we  have  placed  upon  said  paragraph  296  is  in 
harmony  with  the  policy  of  section  2983  of  the  United  States  Revised 
Statutes,  providing  that  "in  no  case  shall  there  be  any  abatement  of 
the  duties  or  allowance  made  for  any  injury,  damage,  deterioration, 
loss,  or  leakage  sustained  by  any  merchandise,  while  deposited  in  any 
public  or  private  bonded  warehouse."  See  In  re  Buchert,  G.  A.  2794 
(T.  D.  15400).  The  paragraph  under  consideration  extends  this 
statute,  so  far  as  leakage  is  concerned,  to  goods  on  shipboard  prior 
to  arrival  in  the  United  States.  The  same  would  be  true  also  as  to 
any  leakage  on  shipboard,  after  arrival,  under  the  principle  decided 
by  the  Supreme  Court  in  Hartranft  v.  Oliver  (125  U.  S.,  525).  See, 
also,  Seeberger  v.  Schweyer  (153  U.  S.,  609;  14  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.,  881). 
Such  goods  are  constructively  in  a  bonded  warehouse  prior  to  delivery 
to  the  importer.  In  Seeberger  v.  Schweyer  the  same  doctrine  was 
laid  down  as  to  goods  in  the  hands  of  a  common  carrier  between  the 
port  of  arrival  and  the  port  of  ultimate  destination. 

It  is  not  necessary  for  us  to  justify  Congress  in  enacting  a  law  of 
this  character,  but  its  policy  was  no  doubt  suggested  by  the  practical 
difliculty  of  proving  whether  leakage  of  this  kind  occurred  In 
transitu,  before  arrival,  or  after  arrival  while  on  shipboard,  or  on 
the  wharf  before  delivery,  or  in  the  storehouse  of  the  importer  after 
he  received  his  goods,  or  while  in  a  bonded  warehouse.  If  any  other 
rule  existed  a  vast  multiplicity  of  suits  of  most  diflflicult  determina- 
tion would  arise  in  cases  of  this  kind. 

Following  the  views  above  expressed,  we  conclude  as  follows: 

1.  That  where  casks  or  barrels  formerly  containing  wines  or  liquors 
arrive  entirely  empty,  even  though  this  condition  has  been  brought 
about  by  leakage  in  transitu,  no  duty  can  be  assessed  upon  the  In- 
voice or  other  quantity. 

2.  Where  a  partial  leakage  has  occurred  in  transitu,  casks  arriv- 
ing with  a  substantial  quantity  of  liquor  in  them  duty  can  be  assessed 
upon  the  quantity  stated  in  the  invoice,  less  an  allowance  for  normal 
outage  or  wantage,  as  established  by  the  custom  of  trade  and  customs 
practice. 

3.  Where  liquors  or  wines  are  Imported  in  bottles,  packed  as 
required  by  said  paragraph  296,  and  a  breakage  of  the  bottles  occurs 
in  transitu,  by  accident  or  otherwise,  no  deduction  or  allowance  can 
be  made  for  the  contents  thus  lost  on  the  theory  that  it  is  a  non- 
importation. 

Some  of  the  importations  consist  of  alcohol  in  casks,  and  it  is  con- 
tended In  one  instance  that  alcohol  does  not  come  within  the  phrase 
"distilled  spirits,"  as  used  In  said  paragraph  296.  There  is  nothing 
in  this  contention,  this  phrase  being  synonymous  with  "spirituous 
liquors,"  which  are  produced  by  distillation  or  rectification,  as  dis- 
tinguished from  wine  and  malt  liquors.  Sarlls  v.  United  States  (152 
U.  S.,  570;  14  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.,  720). 
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he  result  of  the  principles  which  we  have  laid  down  may  best  be 
shown  by  the  following  schedules  in  which  the  different  classes  of 
cases  are  separated  according  to  the  conditions  under  which  the 
various  importations  have  been  made. 

In  the  following  cases  there  has  been  a  complete  destruction  of  t^e 
goods,  amounting   to   a   nonimportsCtion,  as   above   explained,   and   no 
'    duty  is  properly  collectible.     The  protests  are  therefore  sustained.

sir:  This  office  has  given  careful  consideration  to  the  following 
question  propounded  in  your  letter  of  the  16th  ultimo: 

A  taxpayer  is  assessed  $37.50  as  special  tax  as  retail  liquor  dealer, 
with  50  per  cent  penalty.  Does  5  per  cent  penalty  and  1  per  cent 
interest  accrue  upon  $25  assessed  as  tax  or  upon  $37.50  assessed  as 
tax  and  penalty?  In  other  words,  can  5  per  cent  penalty  and  1  per 
cent  interest  be  collected  upon  a  penalty? 

Section  3176,  Revised  Statutes,  provides  that  when  a  special  tax 
payer  fails  to  render  a  sworn  return  within  the  time  prescribed  by 
the  law,  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue^  "except  in  cases  of 
sickness  or  absence,  «  ♦  *  shall  add  fifty  per  centum  to  such 
tax." 

It  further  provides  that — 

The  amount  so  added  to  the  tax  shall  be  collected  at  the  same  time 
and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  tax  upless  the  neglect  or  falsity  is 
discovered  after  the  tax  has  been  paid,  in  which  case  the  amount  so 
added  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  the  tax. 

The  evident  meaning  of  this  is  that  in  such  a  case  the  tax  and 
penalty  together  become  one  sum  due  the  (Jovernment;  and  no  dis- 
tinction is  made  between  the  tax  and  penalty  in  the  matter  of  collec- 
tion. The  tax  and  penalty  at  once  merge  into  one,  at  least  for  the 
purpose  of  collection,  and  the  two  sums  are  very  evidently  considered 
as  the  amount  due  from  the  taxpayer. 

■Section  3184,  Revised  Statutes,  provides  that  when  any  list  of  taxes 
Is  received  from  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  the  collector 
shall  give  notice  that  such  taxes  are  due  and,  after  ten  days,  shall 
a4'l  5  per  cent  to  the  taxes  and  then  1  per  cent  per  mpath  interest 
n^til  paid.  This  section  specifically  provides  for  the  addltioa  of  the 
5  per  cent  penalty   to  the  tax  only;    and  if  that  section   were   con- 


sidered alone  there  would  be  no  authority  for  computing  the  5  per 
cent  penalty  upon  the  50  per  cent  penalty  theretofore  added  to  the 
tax. 

But  under  the  wording  of  section  3176;  requiring  the  collection  of 
the  50  per  cent  penalty  in  the  same  manner  as  the  tax,  section  3184 
should,  it  is  held,  also  be  applied  to  the  collection  cf  the  penalty; 
and  hence,  whether  the  tax  and  penalty  are  one  sum,  or  whetner  the 
penalty  is  assessed  at  a  later  period  so  as  to  make  it  a  separate  col- 
lection, the  same  manirtfr  of  collection  should  apply;  and  the  5' per 
cent  penalty  imposed  by  section  3184  would,  under  the  terms  of  sec- 
tion 3176,  be  applied  in  the  collection. 

The  one  per  cent  interest  is  likewise  to  be  calculated  upon  the  tax 
and  also  upon  the  50  per  cent  penalty. 

The  same  rule  applies  necessarily  when  100  per  cent  penalty  is 
added  to  the  tax. 

The  determination  of  this  question  is,  in  the  opinion  of  this  office, 
not  affected  in  any  manner  by  the  fact  that  the  50  per  cent  added  to 
t'ne  tax  is  in  the  nature  of  a  penalty.

The  district  Court  of  the  United  States  for  the  eastern 
division  of  the  eastern  district  of  Missouri  has  recently  ren- 
dered a  decision  adverse  to  the  position  taken  by  the  Gov- 
ernment in  the  case  of  United  States  vs.  Tliree  Packages 
of  Distilled  Spirits  (Graf,  claimant),  in  which  the  Court 
held  that  the  addition  of  caramel  or  burnt  sugar  to  the 
contents  of  a  double-stamped  package  is  not  a  cause  of 
forfeiture  of  the  package  under  section  3455,  Revised  Stat- 
utes, and  that  any  substance  can  be  added  to  such  package 
of  distilled  spirits  without  a  violation  of  law,  provided 
such  substance  is  not  an  article  taxable  under  the  internal 
revenue  laws. 

Directions  have  been  given  for  an  appeal  of  this  case 
to  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals;  and  pend- 
ing the  determination  of  this  proceeding  it  has  been  de- 
cided to  suspend  all  forfeiture  proceedings  instituted  be- 
cause of  the  addition  of  coloring  matter,  to  release  all 
seizures  that  have  heretofore  been  made  and  which  have 
not  been  settled,  and  to  make  no  further  seizures  based 
upon  this  ground.

It  has  been  found  tliut  the  general  terms  of  ruling  418 
in  Treasury  Decisions,  1901,  (vol.  4,  ]>.  208),  have  bc^^n 
understood  as  permitting  retail  licjuor  dcjilers  to  compound 
liquors  in  considerable  (luantities,  for  sale  in  small  quanti- 
ties, without  paying  special  tax  as  rectifiers. 

In  order  that  there  may  be  no  further  misapprehension 
on  this  subject,  the  terms  of  that  ruling  have  been  modified 
by  ruling  863,  dated  February  3,  1905  (Treasury  Decis- 
ions, February  9,  1905,  pp.  62  and  63),  and  it  is  now  held 
that  where  a  retail  liipior  dealer  compounds  any  quantity 
of  liquor  and  keeps  it  in  stock  in  atl,vance  of  orders  there- 
for he  should  be  reported  for  assessment  as  a  rectifier. 

Collectors  will  give  notice  accordingly  through  distribu- 
tion of  this  circular  among  retail  liquor  dealers  in  their 
districts.

DRY  WINES :  The  market  is  featureless  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  exasperating  condition  in  connection 
witli  transportation  to  NeAV  York  via  Panama.  Owing  to 
the  smallness  of  the  steamers  running  to  Mexico,  Central 
America  and  the  canal  zone,  and  the  preference  of  the 
oAvners  to  coastAA'ise  freight,  the  Avine  shippers  are  unable 
to  ship  full  orders  to  New  Y'ork  via  Panama.  Very  often 
they  received  notices  at  the  last  moment  that  they  will  be 
allowed  to  ship  only  a  limited  number  of  barrels  of  wine 
on  a  steamer. 

Exports  for  the  month,  by  sea,  were  of  unusual  small 
volume,  the  total  aggregating  but  284,349  gallons,  of  the 
value  of  .|97,053. 

The  outlook  for  crop  returns  is  very  favorable  through- 
out the  northern  and  central  part  of  the  State,  while  the 
frost  has  cut  the  early  grapes  about  one-half  throughout 
the  southern  belt.  Muscat  grapes  being  late  in  the  season 
were  not  harmed. 

There  was  some  damage  to  vines  in  the  Asti  vineyards 
of  the  Italian-SAviss  Colony  by  a  Avorm  that  Avorked  like  a 
safe-cracker,  only  at  night,  but  the  ravages  of  the  insect 
Avere  soon  stopped.  In  San  Bernai'dino  there  Avas  some 
alarm  over  the  advent  of  a  small  gray  beetle  that  did  some 
harm,  but  at  this  Avriting  is  considered  to  have  been  put 
"out  of  business." 


SWEET  WINES: — Same  old  unsatisfactory  situation 
Avith  respect  to  prices  and  demand,  and  no  signs  at 
present  to  indicate  a  change  in  the  near  future.  Produc- 
tion during  March  was  of  fair  volume  considering  the  time 
of  year.  The  figures  for  the  tAA^o  districts  totaled  54,395.29 
gallons.    Of  this  quantity,  about  three-quarters  Avas  port. 


BRANDY^: — The  market  is  featureless,  there  having 
been  nothing  in  the  Avay  of  a  change  for  several 
months  past.  Prices  are  firm  and  old  goods  in  strong  de- 
mand. Production  in  the  tAVO  districts  for  March  aggre- 
gated 31,055  gallons.  Shipments  in  bond  to  the  East  were 
only  980  gallons.  Tax  paid  4610  gallons.  There  remained 
in  bond  on  April  1st  1,795,684.4  gallons.  Exports  by  sea 
were  merely  nominal,  imports  ditto. 


WHISKY : — The  local  market  continues  to  be  dull, 
Avith  no  satisfactory  explanation  being  given  for  the 
lack  of  thirst  in  this  big  city.  HoAvever,  the  country  trade 
is  improving  throughout  the  Coast,  save  where  local  con- 
ditions make  the  demand  abnormally  small.  The  best  men 
in  the  business  look  for  an  excellent  year.  Everything 
considered,  mining  and  crop  conditions  at  this  season  of 
the  year  were  never  better,  and  the  outlook  for  jjrices  could 
hardly  be  expected  to  be  better.  Exports  by  sea  during  the 
month  Avere  of  good  volume,  the  totals  being  1,740  cases  and 
4,652  gallons,  of  the  value  of  |16,153.  Exports  by  sea  of 
miscellaneous  Avines  and  liquors  totaled  902  cases  and 
2,212  gallons,  valued  at  |2576. 


IMPORTATION : — Business  in  relation  to  the  season  was 
of  fair  volume,  although  the  general  slackness  in  trade 
had  an  unseasonable,  quieting  effect.  Imports  were  of 
extra  good  volume,  the  principal  items  for  the  month  be- 
ing:   20  barrels  mineral  Avater,  50  cases  117  barrels  26 


packages  Avine,  865  cases  1  barrel  3  casks  gin  420  barrels 
10  half  barrels  ginger  ale,  2177  cases  30  octaves  22  casks 
2  hogsheads  Avhisky,  480  barrels  beer,  120  cases  liquors, 
756  barrels  ale  and  stout,  20  cases  cider,  15  cases  3  octaves 
rum,  50  cases  10,  packages  1  cask  vermouth,  30  cases  3 
barrels  aquavit,  12  cases  brandy. 


BEER: — Trade  for  the  month  Avas  of  fair  volume,  the 
exports  aggregating  2129  packages,  A'alued  at  |13,525. 
Beer,  ale  and  stout  imports  Avere  1236  barrels.  The  out- 
look for  the  domestic  beer  trade  for  the  current  season  is 
excellent. 


New  York  Wine  Market. 


The  demand  for  dry  Avines  has  been  A'ery  good  during 
the  past  fortnight,  and  the  SAveet  Avines  contracted  for  last 
fall  are  being  delivered  very  freely,  which  Avould  indicate 
that  the  purchasers  have  use  for  them. 

The  supply  of  older  Avines  is  fast  diminishing. — Bon- 
forfs,  April  10th.

STATE  BOARD  OF  VITICULTURE  ORGANIZED 


TIJE  j'Tape-growers  and  wine-dealers  of  California  will 
read  with  <>reat  satisfaction  the  announcement  that  a 
State  Boai'd  of  Viticulture  has  been  organized  and  is  now 
ready  for  busin<>ss.  It  constitutes  an  auxiliary  of  the  State 
Board  of  Trade,  which  body  has  done  and  is  doing  a  vast 
^nount  of  good  for  California. 

For  some  time  past  a  plan  has  been  maturing  for  the 
creation  of  an  organization  of  this  kind,  and  in  the  early 
part  of  the  month  a  meeting  of  wine  men  with  the  State 
Board  of  Trade  was  held,  in  which  the  claims  of  the  men 
interested  in  the  wine  industry  were  set  forth,"  and  the 
plan  outlined  for  the  creation  of  such  an  auxiliary  of  the 
State  Board  of  Trade. 

Charles  A.  Wetmore,  formerly  President  of  the  State 
\iticultural  Commission,  Avhose  writings  on  wine  ques- 
tions, form  to-day  some  of  the  most  valuable  literature 
ou  the  California  wine  industry,  acted  as  spokesman  for 
the  wine  men,  and  introduced  Mr.  Percy  T.  Morgan,  Presi- 
dent of  the  California  Wine  Association,  who  made  such  a 
convincing  statement  of  facts  as  to  readily  induce  the  State 
Board  to  accede  to  the  proposition  to  form  an  auxiliary 
organization  to  be  known  as  the  State  Board  of  Viticulture. 
Colonel  John  P.  Irish  was  appointed  a  committee  of  one  to 
submit  the  names  of  those  to  be  appointed  officials  and  rep- 
resentatives of  the  various  viticultural  districts  of  this 
State.  Later  in  the  month  he  submitted  to  the  Board,  after 
a  conference  with  representative  grape-growers  and  wine 
merchants,  the  following  list  which  Avas  confirmed  by  the 
Board: 

UfPresident,  Colonel  John  P.  Irish,  ex-officio,  as  member 
of  the  State  Board  of  Trade;  Percy  T.  Morgan,  San  Fran- 
cisco District;  E.  H.  Rixford,  for  San  Mateo,  Santa  Clara 
and  Santa  Cruz  District;  C.  J.  Wetmore,  Livermore  Dis- 
trict; John  Swett,  Contra  Costa  District;  Hon.  Theodore 
Bell,  Napa  and  Sacramento  District;  Luther  Burbank, 
Sonoma  District;  M.  F.  Tarpey,  Fresno  District;  J.  D. 
Lankershim,  Los  Angeles  District;  William  Crane  Spen- 
cer, Placer  District;  C.  A.  Wetmore,  member  of  the  Viti- 
culture Club  of  San  Joaquin  County,  Stockton  District; 
Secretaries,  R.  M.  Wood,  Recording  Secretary;  F.  T. 
Swett,  Corresponding  Secretary. 

As  a  preliminary  organization  C.  J.  Wetmore  was  ap- 
pointed Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  Percy  T. 
Morgan,  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Legislation,  Internal 
Revenue,  etc. ;  John  Swett,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Pure  Food  Questions. 

iHphe  appointments  are  especially  good  in  all  respects. 

'^^lonel  John  P.  Irish  while  not  identified  with  the  Viti- 
cultural industry  is  thoroughly  well  known  through  the 

j    State  by  all  the  wine-growers  and  wine-dealers  as  an  earn- 
strong  friend  of  the  industry.    He  is  an  able,  aggressive 
standing  high  at  Washington,  and  in  a  position  to  do 


a  vast  amount  of  good  in  the  interests  of  our  struggling 
industry.  His  selection  as  head  of  the  board  must  cer- 
tainly be  satisfactory  to  everybody.  C.  J.  Wetmore,  who 
has  been  selected  Chairnuin  of  the  Executive  Committee,  is 
by  long  experience  thoroughly  e(iuipped  for  handling  all 
alfairs  which  may  com<^  within  his  province.  Frank  T. 
Swett,  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  is  one  of  the  ablest 
men  in  the  industry,  having  a  thorough  practical  and 
technical  knowledge  and  the  ability  to  concisely  and  in- 
telligently place  his  experience  upon  paper  for  the  benefit 
of  his  fellow  viticulturists.  R.  M.  Wood,  Recording  Sec- 
retary, publisher  of  The  Wixe  .\nd  Spirit  Review^  is  thor- 
ouglily  conversant  with  the  operations  of  the  original  Vi- 
ticultural Commission  and  will  naturally  be  able  to  render 
more  or  less  assistance  in  the  w^ork  of  promoting  California 
Viticulture. 

An  important  feature  in  connection  with  the  selection  of 
these  mend)ers  of  the  Board,  is  the  fact  that  all  are  avail- 
able, and  that  a  nuijority  of  them  could  be  called  into  a 
meeting  within  a  day's  notice.  Furthermore  they  are  ex- 
perienced, representative  and  able  men,  who  will  most 
certainly  give  a  good  account  of  themselves  in  the  work 
set  before  them.  In  this  connection,  we  would  say,  that 
William  Crane  Spencer,  is  an  educated  gentleman  of 
means,  possessing  not  only  technical,  but  practical  knowl- 
edge of  viticulture  and  viniculture,  Avhose  advice  and 
labors  will  be  of  great  value.  Ex-Congressman  Bell,  has 
valuable  knowledge  of  the  pure  food  question,  obtained 
during  the  discussion  of  the  pure  food  bill  in  Congress, 
and  also  by  personal  research.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to 
say  anything  about  Luther  Burbank,  "the  wizard  of  hor- 
ticulture," except,  that  he  has  been  appointed  on  the  Board 
of  Viticulture.  Mr.  Burbank  will  be  expected  to  make 
valuable  experiments  in  the  hybridizing  of  vines  and  the 
development  of  various  varieties  of  wine  grapes.  It  goes 
without  saying,  that  he  will  be  a  tower  of  strength 
to  the  industry.  Sonoma  County  should  be  right  proud 
of  his  selection. 

J.  B.  Lankershim,  who  represents  Southern  California, 
is  one  of  the  most  prominent  citizens  in  that  section  of  the 
State.  He  is  a  man  of  ample  means,  and  not  only  largely 
interested  in  the  Avelfare  of  the  State,  but  a  strong,  enthu- 
siastic supporter  of  the  viticultural  industry.  He  will 
most  certainly  do  good  work  for  his  section  of  the  State. 

Undoubtedly  the  visit  of  Commissioner  of  Internal  Rev- 
enue Yerkes  to  this  State,  is  of  considerable  moment  to  the 
wine  industry,  and  it  is  fortunate  that  at  this  particular 
time  there  is  a  representative  body  of  men  to  meet  and  con- 
fer Avith  him  on  all  nmtters  upon  which  he  may  be  seeking 
information.  For  years  the  industry  has  had  to  make 
its  contest  through  individuals  instead  of  through  organi- 
zation. NoAV  Ave  haA'e  an  organization  and  confidently 
look  for  highly  satisfactory  results  from  its  labors..

SEATTLE,  WASHING rON.— The  Chapman  meetings  have  been 
the  center  of  the  lime  light  in  Seattle  for  the  past  few  days,  and 
all  lesser  matters  have  had  to  take  a  back  seat.  First  came  the 
big  meeting  at  the  Grand  Opera  House,  when  half  of  the  downtown 
churches  had  to  be  used  for  overflow  meetings,  and  this  was  only  a 
starter.  In  the  midnight  parade  fully  fifteen  thousand  men,  women 
and  children  marched  through  the  streets  of  Seattle  to  the  music  of 
four  bands  and  sang  hymns,  prayed,  and  gave  short  talks  on  the  way. 
The  line  of  march  was  up  and  down  the  principal  business  streets,  and 
on  down  till  they  had  entirely  covered  the  red  light  district.  Whether 
they  succeeded  in  saving  any  souls  or  not,  it  was  a  splendid  opportu- 
nity for  a  lot  of  the  people  of  Seattle  to  visit  that  part  of  town  and 
still  not  have  their  conscience  trouble  them.  But  the  Chapman  edition 
of  the  "Seattle  Star"  was  the  real  thing.  Dr.  Chapman  and  his  assist- 
ants undertook  to  publish  an  ideal  newspaper  in  Seattle,  and  the 
newspaper  fraternity  is  still  holding  its  breath — "a  preacher  for  an 
editor" — even  the  newsboys  were  astonished.  Anyway,  the  "Star" 
made  its  usual  appearance  on  time  and  the  working  force  on  that 
paper  say  that  if  the  public  think  they  had  a  holiday  on  that  particular 
occasion  they  have  another  think  coming. 


The  opening  of  the  baseball  season  in  Seattle  will  help  to  keep  up 
the  interest  in  life  now  that  the  Chapman  aggregation  are  to  go,  and 
the  "fans"  will  once  more  sit  up  and  take  notice  and  tell  how  it  should 
be  done.  Pantown  turned  out  in  fine  style  to  see  the  boys  practice 
and  are  well  satisfied  with  the  preliminary  work  of  the  team.  Seattle 
is  occupying  the  cellar  position  on  the  percentage  table,  not  because 
they  have  played  bad  ball,  but  because  things  have  broken  bad,  and 
any  one  who  has  ever  taken  a  chance  in  the  world  of  sport  knows 
what  it  means  when  the  luck  is  breaking  for  the  other  fellow.

ern  pavilion,  with  an  arched  roof,  extending  out  over  the  water  116 
feet.  The  new  building  will  have  double-decked  verandas  extending 
clear  around  it  and  will  afford  a  splendid  view  of  Lake  Washington 
and  Mount  Rainier.

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Los  AxGKLES_,  April  20. — Certain  persons  profess  to  be 
surprised  that  retail  liquor  dealers  should  dare  to 
agree  among  themselves  to  make  a  tight  against  the  attempt 
to  put  them  out  of  business,  as  though  they  should  be  ex- 
pected to  give  up  tamely  and  see  their  business  destroyed 
aud  their  property  practically  confiscated.  It  has  dawned 
upon  the  liquor  men  that  the  advice  they  have  been  re- 
ceiving in  this  journal  was  good,  and  in  organization  is 
their  only  hope  of  opposing  the  movement  that  is  designed 
ostensibly  to  close  the  saloons,  but  which  is  intended  by 
tlie  agitators  to  extend  until  the  city  of  Los  Angeles  is  as 
dry — and  as  sleepy — as  Pomona.  The  anti-saloon  forces 
have  a  large  cami)aign  fund,  and  are  expected  to  make 
;i  strong  showing,  which  only  a  concerted  action  of  the 
licjuor  men  supported  surreptitiously  by  most  of  the  busi- 
ness men  in  various  lines,  can  overcome. 

If  the  petition  to  the  Council  asking  for  a  special  elec- 
tion to  vote  on  the  saloon  question  can  be  taken  as  a  cri- 
terion, no  prominent  business  men  of  Los  Angeles  are 
aligned  with  the  anti-saloon  forces.  The  signers  are  nearly 
all  unknown  persons,  and  the  City  Clerk  in  checking  up 
the  names  found  about  one-fifth  of  them  fictitious  or 
of  persons  not  registered  as  voters.  A  comedy  element  is 
injected  into  the  proceedings  by  the  discovery  that  several 
names  of  supposed  voters  were  signed  by  women  who  took 
liberties  with  the  signatures  of  their  respective  husbands. 
Now  the  husbands  are  protesting  and  demanding  the  eras- 
ure of  their  forged  names. 

Another  ray  of  humor  is  seen  in  the  exposed  fact  that 
not  until  Police  Commissioner  Johnson  had  been  in  office 
several  months  did  he  learn  that  he  was  a  law  breaker  in 
serving  liquors  without  a  license  in  his  hotel,  the  West- 
miustei'.  When,  during  April,  a  restaurant  liquor  license 
was  applied  for  in  the  name  of  the  Police  Commissioner's 
son  the  whole  town  learned  that  the  hotel  had  been  dealing 
in  liijuors  without  a  license  for  a  long  time. 

Under  the  new  rule  of  selling  liquor  licenses  at  auction 
lo  the  highest  bidder  the  Police  Commission  received  for 
a  permit  for  the  Lanker.shim  Hotel  #3,033.33.  Thfs  is  in 
addition  to  the  regular  license  fee,  and  does  not  carry  Avith 
it  any  assurance  of  -protection.  But  the  hotel  had  to  have 
it.  At  the  time  of  making  this  sale  the  commission  re- 
ceived one  bid  of  thirty  cents  from  "K.  U.  Onn,"  who  wrote 
«.  sarcastic  letter  on  the  license  situation  and  the  peculiar 
position  of  the  Commissioners. 


There  has  been  a  general  observance  of  the  new  rules 
adopted  by  the  Police  Commission  governing  saloons. 
Chairs  and  tables,  except  in  ''telephone  booths,"  have  dis- 
appeared, and  no  longer  is  heard  the  rattle  of  the  dice. 

F.  A.  Heim,  local  manager  for  the  Anheuser-Busch 
Brewing  Company,  says  on  the  subject  of  the  present  agi- 
tation: "I  would  advocate  the  creation  of  a  pure  food 
commission  by  the  Health  Department,  whose  duty  it 
should  be  regularly  to  inspect  all  liquors  passed  across 
the  bars  of  the  different  saloons.  This  idea  is  meeting  with 
success  in  Germany,  and  there  is  no  reason  why  it  shouldn't 
do  well  here.  Of  course  when  a  saloon  is  found  selling 
drinks  that  are  not  pure  it  should  be  subject  to  punish- 
ment." 

In  the  fear  that  the  anti-saloon  movement  will  succeed, 
Christopher  &  Levy  have  abandoned  their  plan  to  put  up 
an  elegant  building  for  a  cafe.  They  say  such  a  place  as 
they  proposed  to  open  could  not  be  operated  under  the 
strict  enforcement  of  a  no-bar  rule. 

Instances  like  this  are  arousing  landlords,  real  estate 
dealers  and  property-owners  in  general  to  consider  seri- 
ously what  would  be  the  effect  of  making  this  a  dry  town. 
They  are  beginning  to  realize  that  to  compare  Los  Ange- 
les with  certain  Eastern  cities  where  saloons  have  been 
abolished  is  not  fair,  inasmuch  as  this  city  is  unlike  any 
other  place  in  the  Avorld,  depending  so  much  upon  transient 
visitors  and  pleasure-seekers. 


Half  a  dozen  local  wholesale  dealers  are  made  defend- 
ants in  suits  brought  by  Julius  Kessler  &  Co.,  of  Chicago, 
and  the  Kentucky  Distilleries  Company  to  restrain  them 
from  using  the  "McBrayer"  "Cedar  Brook"  and  "Belle  of 
Nelson"  trade  marks. 


President  Kuehnrich,  of  the  Los  Angeles  Brewing  Com- 
pany, paid  to  Francis  Kern  |5,000  for  his  East  Fifth-street 
saloon,  and  license,  and  then  the  Police  Commission  re- 
fused to  grant  a  transfer  to  the  location  to  which  he  hoped 
to  move. 


By  a  narrow  margin  Santa  Ana  has  voted  to  remain 
'dry." 


Not  much  surprise  is  felt  because  the  desert  town  of 
Imperial  has  gone  "dry."  Imperial  always  was  dry 
enough,  even  with  open  saloons.  W.

It  Is  Up  to  thV  Board  of  Health. 


IN  connection  with  the  alleged  expose  of  the  hysterical 
Board  of  Health  with  reference  to  coloring  matter  in 
wines,  the  following  letter  and  analysis  forwarded  to  the 
President  of  the  Board  Avill  be  read  with  interest: 

April  6th,  1905. 
Dr.  James   IF.   Ward,  President  Board  of  Health,  Ban 
Francisco,  Cal: 

DI':ar  Sir  : — In  regard  to  the  recent  publication  of  a  re- 
port of  the  Health  Board  as  to  certain  injurious  and  dele- 
terious substances  in  California  wine,  and  in  Avhich  report 
it  was  stated  that  a  certain  wine  sold  under  ray  label  had 
been  colored  with  coal-tar  dye,  and  which  coloring  your 
chemist  also  stated  was  harmless,  I  beg  to  advise  you  of 
certain  facts. 

In  the  first  place,  a  short  time  ago,  while  you  were  pro- 
fessionally attending  upon  my  mother,  you  will  remember 
my  statement  to  you  that  my  wines  were  all  pure,  and 
that  I  was  willing  and  even  anxious  to  have  them  analyzed 
by  the  Chemist  of  the  Board  of  Health.  I  made  the  same 
statement  afterward  to  Dr.  Kagan  in  the  Cafe  of  the  Clar- 
endon Hotel.  I  thereupon  presented  you  personally  and 
Avith  my  compliments  an  assortment  of  my  Avines.  It  is 
needless  to  say  that  were  I  conscious  of  adulteration  in 
any  sense,  I  would  not  have  presented  such  wines  to  you. 

The  sample  analyzed  and  reported  upon  by  the  Chief 
Chemist  is  the  cheapest  grade  Avhich  is  sold  under  my 
label.  The  Dos  Mesas  Vineyard,  which  our  family  owns, 
does  not  produce  any  cheap  wines,  and  to  satisfy  the  de- 
mands of  the  public  for  a  cheaper  grade,  I  am  compelled 
to  purchase  from  other  producers  where  grapes  are 
cheaper.  The  wines  so  purchased  have  ahvays  come  from 
groAvers  Avhose  methods  are  above  reproach  and  their  prod- 
uct has  never  been  analyzed  by  me.  It  was  in  a  bottle 
of  this  blended  wine  that  your  Chief  Chemist  claims  to 
have  found  coal-tar  dye. 

It  may  be  added  in  passing  that  the  purchase  and  re- 
sale of  wines  under  private  labels  is  a  commercial  practice 
here,  as  elscAvhere  in  the  Avorld,  and  in  fact  most  dealers 
in  wines  are  dependent  upon  more  than  one  producer. 

It  is  also  Avell  known  among  dealers  that  rubber  hose, 
casks,  barrels,  or  puncheons  that  have  once  contained  col- 
ored Avine  Avill  affect  the  next  several  lots  of  wines  placed 
therein.  And  as  many  of  my  casks  and  puncheons  have 
been  purchased  from  prominent  dealers  here  in  San  Fra,n- 
cisco,  and  as  these  puncheons  have  passed  through  several 
owners  in  the  regular  course  of  business,  it  might  be  that 
some  of  them  may  have,  at  some  time,  contained  colored 
wine,  and  any  pure  Avine  thereafter  placed  in  such  casks 
or  puncheons  could  acquire  therein  sufflcient  color  to  be 
found  by  tests. 

I  desire  to  advise  you  that  the  sample  of  Avine  tested  by 
your  Chemist  AA-as  a  blend  of  two  wines,  one  of  which  came 
from  Napa  County,  and  the  other  from  a  well-known  pro- 
ducer in  the  Livermore  Valley. 

After  the  publication  of  your  Chemist's  report,  in  order 
to  satisfy  myself  as  to  Avliich  of  these  wines  contained  coal- 
tar  dye,  I  had  them  analyzed  by  J.  M.  Curtis  &  Son,  anal- 
ytical and  consulting  chemists  of  this  city,  who  report  that 
none  of  them  contained  any  trace  of  coal-tar  dye.  A  copy 
of  their  report  is  attached  hereto,  and  made  a  part  hereof. 

In  vicAv  of  the  aforesaid  report,  I  feel  that  a  further  and 
more  exhaustive  test  of  this  wine  should  be  made  by  your 
Department  of  Chemistry.    I  am  thoroughly  satisfied  that 


such  report  Avill  show  that  no  Avines  sold  by  me  contain 
any  artificial  coloring  matter  or  any  other  deleterious  sub- 
stance of  any  kind  or  character  Avhatsoever ;  and  since  the 
publication  broadcast  of  the  statement  that  my  Avines  do 
contain  eA^en  this  harmless  coloring  matter  has  done  me  a 
serious  and  grave  injury,  I  trust  that  upon  a  subsequent 
test  the  same  degree  of  publicity  may  be  given  in  justice 
to  me  and  in  correction  of  the  statement  complained  of.

It  is  also  their  intention  to  put  up  in  the  near  future  a 
much  larger  distillery ;  possibly  within  the  next  five  or  six 
months.  It  will  be  on  a  larger  scale  than  the  one  they  now 
have,  having  a  capacity  of  180  barrels  per  day. 

We  hope  that  our  home  industry  will  always  receive  the 
patronage  of  all  well-wishers  of  Pacific  Coast  industries 
as  it  means  a  great  deal  to  have  all  our  enterprises  patron- 
ized, thus  keeping  the  money  on  the  Pacific  Coast. 


Malt  Substitutes  in  Brewing. 

ACCORDING  to  a  Parliamentary  return,  only  2,414 
brewei's  in  the  United  Kingdom,  producing  3,199,000 
barrels  of  beer,  use  malt  and  hops  only,  whilst  2,939  firms, 
who  produce  38,855,000  barrels  annually,  use  malt  and 
malt  substitutes.  Altogether  1,387,000  CAvt.  of  rice,  maize, 
and  similar  preparations  were  used  last  year  in  the  manu- 
facture of  beer,  and  2,887,000  cwt.  of  sugar  or  glucose,  etc., 
with  37,191  lbs.  of  hop  substitutes.  The  extent  to  which 
the  brewing  trade  is  concentrated  in  a  few  hands  is  shown 
by  the  return.  Altogether  there  are  5,353  licensed  brewers 
or  firms  in  the  country,  but  twenty-five  firms  produce  one- 
third  of  the  total  quantity  of  beer  on  which  duty  is  paid.  In 
Birmingham  46,175  cwt.  of  rice,  maize,  etc.,  were  used, 
and  154,515  cwt.  of  sugar  or  sugar  substitutes.

WE  herewith  present  the  final  report  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  St.  Louis  Joint  Viticultural  Ex- 
hibitors of  California,  showing  the  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments of  moneys,  and  other  information  of  record.  The 
showing  is  very  satisfactory. 

The  undersigned  Executive  Committee  hereby  submit  to  the  ex- 
hibitors and  contributors  of  the  "Golden  Wine  Temple"  at  St.  Louis 
their  report  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  showing  that  of  the 

Original  subscriptions $4,280 .  00 

And  the  Additional  Subscriptions 237 .50 

Total    subscriptions    of    $4,517.50 

As  per  vouchers  and  detailed  statement  annexed,  the  amount 

of    4,375.40 

Has  been  expended,  leaving  a  balance  in  the  hands  of  your 

treasurer  of  142 . 10 

This  balance  emanates  .from  the  additional  subscriptions  of  $237.50, 
made  principally  on  our  appeal  in  support  of  Mr.  F.  A.  Haber.  There- 
fore, the  committee  will  use  its  prerogative  of  disposing  of  it  within 
the  lines  of  its  original  intention. 

Mr.  Haber  has  received  no  compensation  for  the  intelligent  labor 
performed  in  connection  with  the  disposal  of  the  wines  left  on  hand 
at  the  close  of  the  Exposition.  Never  before  has  such  a  satisfactory 
result  been  obtained.  These  wines  were  not  alone  sold  at  very  fair 
prices,  but  also  placed  into  channels  where  they  did  good  missionary 
work  for  our  brands  of  fine  bottled  specialties.  As  per  Mr.  Haber's  re- 
port, the  sum  of  $1659.68  was  realized  for  these  wines.  The  Hon- 
orable State  Commissioner  collected  the  funds  and  disbursed  out  of 
it,  according  to  their  statement,  of  which  copy  is  annexed,  the  amount 
of  $1402.95  to  the  parties  at  interest.  The  difference  ($256.73)  is 
very  likely  to  be  accounted  for  freight  and  other  contingencies. 

From  the  above  statement  it  appears  that  our  exhibitors  have  spent 
the  amount  of  $4375.40  for  the  St.  Louis  exhibit.  The  State  Com- 
missioners probably  spent  a  similar  amount  on  the  exhibit  and  its 
maintenance.  The  latter  figures  have  not  been  made  available  to  your 
committee. 

We  gratefully  appreciate  the  cheerful  co-operation  of  the  Honorable 
Commissioners,  J.  A.  Filcher  and  F.  Wiggins,  in  the  general  direction 
of  the  work.  In  its  classical  conception,  due  to  the  architects,  Messrs. 
Maybeck  and  White,  in  its  highly  artistic  execution,  in  Its  prominent 
location,  the  "Golden-  Temple,"  erected  by  California  Viticulture, 
formed  one  of  the  handsomest  and  most  unique  collective  exhibits  in 
St.   Louis. 

The  committee  expresses  sincerest  acknowledgment  for  the  loyal 
support  received  by  their  colleagues  and  other  parties  interested,  and 
also  wish  to  thank  Mr.  F.  A.  Haber  for  his  intelligent  representation 
as  manager  of  our  viticultural  exhibit.

Decanting  White  Wines. 


pathogenic  germs  which  are  liable  to  seriously  affect  it. 
By  decanting  in  December  these  germs,  which  will  be  found 
to  have  been  precipitated  by  the  first  cold  weather,  can  be 
got  rid  of,  it  having  been  ascertained  that  the  reason  so 
many  wines  are  spoiled  is  that  they  are  left  too  long  on 
the  lees.  It  is  therefore  advisable  to  rack  the  white  wines, 
decanting  them  into  other  carefully  prepared  casks  which 
have  been  sulphured  and,  if  possible,  sterilized  by  steam. 
This  should  not  be  done  until  uniform  cold  weather  has 
set  in,  so  as  to  insure  all  impurities  in  the  wine  having 
settled  at  the  bottom  of  the  casks. 

Care  must  also  be  taken  to  avoid  exposure  to  the  air, 
so  as  to  prevent  the  oxygen  in  the  atmosphere  from  devel- 
oping the  animalcules  in  the  lees.  The  racking  should  be 
done  as  gently  as  possible  by  means  of  pumps  or  siphons, 
care  being  taken  not  to  stir  up  the  liquor  and  render  it 
turbid.  As  soon  as  this  has  been  done  the  casks  or  vats 
should  be  well  covered  and  left  standing  during  the  whole 
winter  until  the  spring,  when  a  second  racking  should  take 
place.  In  the  interval  the  vats  should  be  repeatedly  filled 
up,  so  as  to  insure  the  white  wine  keeping  in  good  condi- 
tion. If  treated  in  this  manner  an  excellent  result  will  be 
obtained.

THE  decanting  of  white  wines  is  beginning  to  be  gen- 
erally regarded  in  Spain  and  France  as  almost  as 
necessary  a  process  as  the  decanting  of  red  wines.  This 
being  the  case,  the  following  may  be  of  interest  to  our 
California  wine-growers : 

In  some  parts  of  France  white  wines  are  decanted  in  the 
month  of  December  at  the  same  time  as  the  red  wines;  in 
other  districts,  however,  it  is  thought  better  to  allow  them 
to  remain  on  the  lees  during  the  winter  until  about  Feb- 

Iary  or  March. 
Although  it  is  true  that  wines  which  remain  in  contact 
;th  the  lees  acquire  a  marked  bouquet,  due  to  an  excess 
carbonic  acid  which,  by  drawing  the  volatile  oils,  pro- 
|Uces  an  agreeable  sensation  to  the  palate,  the  practice  of 
panting  in  spring  is  frequently  attended  with  serious 
■^1,  because  the  wine,  as  well  as  the  lees,  contains  certain

THE  Appellate  Court  of  Kentucky  lias  rendered  a  de- 
cision in  the  case  of  E.  H.  Taylor,  Jr.,  &  Sons  vs. 
Wright  &  Taylor.  The  decision  succinctly  amounts  to 
this:  Both  firms  can  use  the  name  "Taylor,"  but  to  dis- 
tinguish the  goods  of  one  from  the  other  those  put  up  by 
Wright  and  Taylor  are  required  to  be  labeled  "Blended 
Whisky." 

This  seems  to  be  an  arbitrary  decision.  If  Wright  & 
Taylor,  who  are  distillers,  should  decide  to  bottle  their 
goods  in  bond  they  could  defy  the  mandate  of  the  court, 
Avhich  would  in  that  case  require  them  to  state  an  untruth. 

On  the  other  hand,  should  the  stock  of  E.  H.  Taylor,  Jr., 
&  Sons'  four-year-old  whisky  be  exhausted,  and  that  firm 
decide  to  bottle  their  goods  under  four  years  old,  and  which 
may  have  attained  such  a  development  of  maturity  that 
they  would  be  ready  for  use,  why  should  they  not  on  the 
principle  of  even-handed  justice  be  required  to  label  the 
goods  blended,  for  the  reason  that  it  was  not  bottled  in 
bond?  Altogether  it  is  a  curious  decision.  We  under- 
stand that  Wright  &  Taylor  Avill  not  rest  their  case  here 
but  apply  for  a  rehearing. — Criterion.

more.  The  substance  commonly  known  as  cork  (a  corrup- 
tion or  contraction  of  the  Latin  word  "cortex")  is  the 
outer  bark  of  the  tree. 

A  careful  removal  of  the  outer  bark  does  not  in  any  way 
injure  the  tree,  as  it  is  an  outer  and  dead  bark ;  and  strip- 
ping renders  its  growth  more  vigorous,  and  it  lives  longer 
in  consequence  of  such  treatment.  The  bark  is  taken  off 
by  making  a  circular  cut  around  the  trunk  immediately 
under  the  main  branches,  and  another  a'  few  inches  above 
the  surface  of  the  ground.  The  portion  of  bark  intervening 
between  the  two  cuts  is  then  split  down  in  three  or  four 
places,  care  being  taken  not  to  penetrate  the  inner  bark  in 
making  any  of  the  cuts. 

The  operation  is  performed  in  the  months  of  July  and 
August,  whan  the  tree  is  about  fifteen  (15)  years  old;  it 
may  be  repeated  once  in  every  eight  or  ten  years. 

A  cork  tree  thus  periodically  barked  Avill  live  for  150 
years.  The  bark  is  beaten  to  detach  it  from  the  inner 
bark,  and  is  raised  up  and  removed  by  introducing  the 
wedged  handle  of  the  axe.  The  detached  pieces  are  soaked 
in  water,  and  when  nearly  dry  are  placed  over  a  fire  of 
coals,  which  blackens  the  surface,  makes  them  smooth,  and 
conceals  the  smaller  blemishes.  The  larger  holes  and 
cracks  are  in  some  cases  filled  up  with  soot  and  dirt. 

The  pieces  are  next  flattened  by  means  of  weights,  and 

then  dried  and  stacked  or  packed  in  bales  for  exportation. 

No  cork  has  been  discovered  in  Egyptian  antiquities, 

whence  it  may  be  inferred  that  the  Egyptians  were  not 

acquainted  with  it. 

The  Greeks'  principal  use  of  it  was  tliiat  of  making  floats 
for  fishing  nets.  The  practice  of  employing  cork  for  swim- 
ming is  mentioned  by  Plutarch  in  his  life  of  Camillus.  In 
1835  the  total  amount  of  cork  imported  into  England  was 
approximately  45  cwt.,  and  in  190i,  6,241  tons  of  bark  and 
about  112,000  gross  of  manufactured  or  ready-made  corks 
were  imported. 

The  earliest  receptacle  for  wines  and  liquids  was  most 
probably  the  skins  of  animals.  The  wine  vessels  and  drink- 
ing cups  preserved  in  the  British  Musuem  are  well  worth 
inspection. 

Goat-skins  as  liquid  receptacles  are  mentioned  in  Bibli- 
cal history,  and  both  the  Egyptians  and  Greeks  used  goat- 
skins for  such  purpose. 

In  the  "Assyrian  basement  room"  of  the  British  Museum^ 
may  be  seen  these  receptacles,  which  were  transported  on 
ithe  beasts  of  burden  of  that  ancient  period. 
':     A  resinous  or  bituminous  substance  was  used  for  water- 
proofing the  skin  vessels. 

The  next  receptacles  for  wine  appear  to  have  been  earth- 
enware jars  of  various  shapes  an*d  sizes.  There  are  two 
in  the  British  Museum  of  large  size,  and  pierced  with  holes 
here  and  there  in  their  lower  parts  apparently  for  spigot 
holes.  Pliny  (XIV.)  states  that  in  the  neighborhood  of  the 
Alps,  wines  were  stored  in  wooden  vessels,  which  were 
bound  with  hoops. 

In  some  parts  of  Spain  they  use  huge  clay  vessels,  hold- 
ing 800  gallons.  Cyprus  transports  largely  in  skins.  In 
ancient  times  vessels  were  closed  with  pitch,  clay,  gypsum,

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The  whole  of  Baker  County  is  considerably  worked  up 
over  the  liquor  situation  as  intensified  by  the  recent  Grand 
Jury  which  returned  about  150  indictments  against  retail 
and  wholesale  liquor  dealers  in  Baker  City,  Sumpter, 
Bourne,  Greenhorn,  Huntington,  and  Haines.  The  in- 
dictments charged  the  keeping  open  of  places  for  retail 
of  liquors  on  Sundays,  contrary  to  state  statute,  and  some 
of  the  dealers  are  also  indicted  for  selling  to  minors,  and 
for  running  gambling  places.

We  have  the  pleasure  to  wait  on  you  with  vintage  re- 
ports from  our  Jerez  and  Oporto  Houses.    Sherry — 

Our  Jerez  House  reports :  The  vintage  of  1904  in  this 
district  was  somewhat  larger  than  that  of  1903,  owing 
to  the  increased  production  from  the  new  vines,  and  the 
favorable  weather  throughout  the  year.  The  Mostos  in 
general  also  show  good  quality.  Other  districts  where  the 
Phylloxera  has  done  little  or  no  damage  have  produced 
abundantly,  and  of  fair  quality,  prices  of  the  cheaper  class 
of  wines  have,  in  consequence,  not  ruled  so  high  as  last 
year. 

Our  Oporto  House  writes:  Port — 

We  have  the  pleasure  of  reporting  to  you  upon  last  year's 
trade  and  the  vintage — The  weather  was  well  above  the 
average — winter  cold  and  frosty,  followed  by  sufficient 
rain  at  the  proper  season,  and  a  hot  summer.  The  quan- 
tity produced  was  very  large,  over  25  per  cent  above  the 
farmers'  calculations  even  in  August,  and  the  quality  ex- 
cellent. The  prices  of  wines  were  lower  than  in  1903, 
but  the  brandy  used  at  vintage  was  so  exceptionally  dear 
that  the  full  prices  (with  brandy  added)  figured  out  the 
same  as  in  1903.  Although  rather  early  to  decide,  many 
shippers  consider  that  1904  ports  will  develop  high  vintage 
character.  The  late  large  crop  of  common  wines  has  now 
reduced  the  price  of  brandy,  but  the  prospect  of  the  com- 
ing crop  is  not  hopeful.  Up  till  now  we  have  had  little  cold 
and  no  rains  at  proper  season,  so  that  we  cannot  expect 
either  a  large  or  a  good  crop,  in  which  case  prices  of 
both  brandy  and  wine  must  again  rise.

IN  the  present  time  of  high  license  scares,  etc.,  and  with 
prohibition  fanatics  howling  that  the  people  of  San 
Francisco  consume  more  liquor  per  head  than  any  city  in 
the  Union,  a  glance  at  the  imports  of  1853  will  show  that 
the  citizens  of  the  State  do  not  at  present  consume  a  quan- 
tity of  liquor  in  any  Avay  proportionate  to  that  used  by 
their  sires.  The  following  data  from  the  "Annals  of  San 
Francisco,"  covers  the  imports  of  liquors  during  1853 : 

20,000  barrels  of  whisky,  400  barrels  of  rum,  9,000  casks, 
hogsheads  and  pipes,  13,000  barrels,  2,600  kegs  and  6,000 
cases  of  brandy ;  31,000  baskets  of  champagne ;  9,150  hogs- 
heads and  casks,  2,500  bari'els,  1,800  kegs  and  156,000  cases 
of  other  wines.  In  addition  to  the  above  there  were  21,000 
hogsheads  and  casks,  13,000  barrels  and  23,000  cases  and 
boxes  of  beer.  Of  "unspecified  liquors,"  there  were  5,000 
pipes  and  casks,  6,000  barrels,  5,000  kegs,  8,000  cases  and 
1,600  packages.  These  importations  were  to  supply  the 
wants  of  fewer  than  four  hundred  thousand  persons  resid- 
ing in  California  and  Oregon,  and  some  in  the  Sandwich 
Islands. 

Here  is  something  for  our  prohibition  friends  to  ponder 
upon. 

We  note  that  contracts  were  let  during  the  month  by 
tlie  Crown  Distilleries  Co.  covering  a  three-story  and  base- 
ment brick  building,  situated  on  Minna  street,  near  First. 
This  building  is  to  be  used  as  a  bonded  warehouse,  the 
business  of  the  company  having  outgrown  the  capacity  of 
the  present  warehouse  on  Steuart  street.

An  Impossible  Proposition. 


Anti=Saloon  League  Petition  Again. 


THAT  the  Anti-Saloon  League  is  preparing  for  another 
attack  on  the  retail  liquor  dealers  of  San  Francisco, 
for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  license,  is  made  plain  by 
the  fact  that  they  are  now  circulating  petitions  energeti- 
cally in  the  southern  portion  of  the  city.  It  goes  without 
saying  that  they  will  secure  the  desired  number  of  signa- 
tures, and  that  this  time  they  will  probably  be  able  to  se- 
cure the  submission  of  the  issue  to  the  voters. 

In  their  anxiety  to  test  the  question  last  year,  they 
stuffed  their  petition  shamefully  and  were  caught  at  it, 
and  the  result  was  that  the  petition  was  denied,  owing 
to  the  insufficient  number  of  bona-fida  signatures  attached 
thereto.  It  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  in  their  second 
attempt  they  will  avoid  any  such  possible  complications. 
So  the  trade  may  prepare  for  the  contest  at  a  not  far  dis- 
tant date.  The  watchword  should  be,  "organization,"  to 
include  every  interest  identified  with  the  wine  and  liquor 
traffic.    Now  is  the  time  to  "get  a  move  on." 


THE  Board  of  Police  Commissoners  is  being  harassed 
by  a  faction  from  the  suburban  town  of  Oceanside, 
which  lies  along  the  Ocean  Boulevard  south  of  the  Park. 
These  people  are  composed  largely  of  women,  and  not 
largely  of  property-holders,  and  do  not  represent  the  sen- 
timent of  that  district.  Whether  or  not  they  do,  has  no  ref- 
erence to  the  proposition  they  make  to  the  Police  Com- 
missioners. Their  demand  is  preposterous.  How  can  they 
theorize  that  it  is  within  the  proper  power  of  the  Board 
of  Police  Commissioners  to  close  one  section  of  the  town 
at  midnight  and  allow  the  others  to  do  business  throughout 
the  twenty-four  hours,  is  more  than  we  can  conceive. 

At  this  rate  these  earnest  workers  could  take  the  city  by 
sections  and  by  properly  manipulating  the  Police  Com- 
missioners, bottle  up  the  entire  town  in  a  few  months.  We 
would  suggest  to  these  male  and  female  ladies  of  Ocean- 
side  that  they  need  have  no  fear  of  the  demoralization  of 
their  neighborhood  by  the  few  retail  liquor  places  licensed 
there,  and  that  they  would  better  devote  their  attention  to 
the  improvement  of  streets,  sidewalks  and  the  obtaining  of 
proper  sewerage,  to  say  nothing  of  gas,  electricity  and 
other  conveniences.  Or  in  other  words,  they  might  better 
be  practical  than  idiotic,  as  they  are  at  the  present  time.

OUR  friends  the  Prohibitionists  will  read  with  great 
pleasure  an  announcement  of  a  famous  German  phy- 
sician, in  reference  to  the  comparative  longevity  of  Ameri- 
cans and  Teutons.  Dr.  Laquer  on  April  19th,  read  a  paper 
to  the  International  Congress  of  Medicine,  in  Weisbaden 
on  social  hygiene  in  the  United  States.  Dr.  Laquer  said

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ROYAL    ARCH    CONVENTION, 


THE  Fourth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Royal  Arch  was 
held  In  Sacramento  beginning  on  April  17th,  and  last- 
ing three  days.  It  was  the  most  notable  gathering  of  the 
Order  since  its  inception  in  this  State,  there  being  nearly 
one  hundred  and  fifty  delegates  from  the  various  cities 
and  towns  of  California.  The  Convention  was  particu- 
larly notable  by  reason  of  its  attitude  in  respect  to  the 
regulation  of  the  traffic  from  the  standpoint  of  the  retail 
dealer.  The  Royal  Arch  has  through  its  officials  declared 
its  intention  to  make  a  great  effort  to  rid  the  liquor  traffic 
of  everything  that  is  undesirable  and  objectionable  from  a 
standpoint  of  public  morality  and  good  government. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  at  10  o'clock  by  Theo- 
dore Gier,  Grand  Lieutenant  Commander,  in  the  absence 
of  Grand  Valiant  Commander,  Theodore  Lundstedt.  There 
was  an  address  of  welcome  by  Mayor  Hassett  to  which 
the  presiding  officer  responded  fittingly,  promising  that 
the  delegates  would  prove  themselves  earnest  workers  and 
visitors  worthy  of  the  welcome  accorded  them  by  the 
Mayor. 

The  reports  of  the  Grand  Officers  showed  that  the  Royal 
Arch  was  in  a  flourishing  condition  financially,  and  that 
it  had  acquired  several  hundred  members  since  the  last 
annual  meeting. 

The  annual  report  of  Grand  Valiant  Commander  Lund- 
stedt, contained  some  very  interesting  matter  pertaining 
to  the  trade,  from  which  we  extract  the  following : 

"We  are  organized,  first,  to  place  the  liquor  business  on  a  legitimate 
basis,  where  it  rightfully  belongs ;  second,  to  oppose,  through  our  organ- 
ization, by  all  honorable  means  in  our  power,  any  attempt  to  pass  unfair 
legislation  directed  against  our  traffic  and  its  allied  interests;  third,  to 
unite  in  a  harmonious  body  all  who  are  legitimately  connected  with  our 
interests ;  to  foster  a  fraternal  brotherhood  which  will  care  for  the  needy 
and  distressed  and,  should  the  avenging  reaper  cross  the  threshold  of  our 
homes,  to  see  that  a  Christian  respect  be  paid  our  departed  brothers. 

"It  is  the  duty  of  our  members  to  see  that  our  friends  identified  with 
the  traffic  who  are  legitimately  in  the  traffic  become  members  of  our 
order.  This  organization  can  only  succeed  by  standing  for  that  which  is 
lawful  and  respectable,  and  condemning  that  which  is  unlawful  and  dis- 
reputable. 

"The  days  of  defying  the  law,  no  matter  how  obnoxious,  are  past,  and 
no  good  can  result  from  any  members  trying  to  evade  and  defy  the  law. 
No  good  can  result  from  an  organization  standing  sponsor  for  men  who 
do  defy  the  law.  Our  business  is,  looking  at  it  squarely  in  the  face,  a 
special  privilege,  and  as  conditions  confront  us,  there  may  be  certain 
reforms  that  we  must  countenance.  If  we  find  in  our  respective  commu- 
nities, laws  or  regulations  which  are  objectionable  or  unfair,  it  is  our  right 
and  our  duty  to  send  representatives  before  the  legislative  and  adminis- 
trative authorities  in  order  to  demonstrate  to  them  the  injustice  of  the 
measures  complained  of.  And  I  say  to  you  that  with  your  organization, 
at  the  numerical  and  respectable  strength  which  it  should  attain,  your  ap- 
peals for  fair  treatment  will  not  go  unheeded. 

"The  order  is  now  represented  all  over  the  coast,  having  numerous 
lodges  both  in  Oregon  and  Nevada,  with  new  lodges  forming  in  Arizona. 
With  the  objects  in  view  of  decency  and  cleanliness  in  conducting  the 
liquor  business,  its  success  is  unquestioned.  The  personnel  of  the  mem- 
bership is  of  the  very  best,  as  the  members  are  selected  and  only  those 
of  the  highest  standing  are  accepted." 

In  the  afternoon  after  the  adjournment  the  delegates 
were  taken  in  special  cars  over  the  lines  of  the  street  rail- 
way system,  while  their  wives  and  daughters  were  given  a 
Tally-Ho  drive  through  the  valley.  The  delegates  and  their 
families  were  guests  of  the  local  reception  committee  at 
the  Acme  Theater  in  the  evening.  There  was  also  a  recep- 
tion tended  them  in  the  Crocker  Art  Gallery.  Among  the 
notable  features  of  the  reception  was  a  speech  by  Superior 
Judge  E.  C.  Hart,  in  which  he  complimented  the  members 
of  the  order  for  their  efforts  to  elevate  the  business  in 


which  they  had  engaged.     In  the  course  of  his  remarks, 
Judge  Hart  said : 

"I  learned  from  the  limited  reading  of  the  principles  as  promulgated  that 
this  organization,  like  all  other  organizations,  has  been  brought  into  exist- 
ence for  the  purpose  not  only  of  protecting  the  interests  of  a  certain  line 
of  business,  but  that  it  has  been  organized  for  the  purpose  of  uplifting 
and  making  better  a  business  which  one  of  your  pamphlets  states  has  been 
abused  very  much,  because  a  certain  class  of  people  have  been  permitted  to 
engage  in  it  and  degrade  the  business  to  an  extent  that  people  have  become 
unduly  prejudiced  against  it. 

"Now,  we  are  living  in  a  country  that  is  governed  by  laws,  the  funda- 
mental principles  of  which  are  liberty,  freedom  and  the  right  to  do  what- 
ever one's  judgment  suggests  to  him,  within  the  limitations  of  our  conr 
stitution  and  laws.  I  believe  that  every  man  should  be  left  alone  to  enjoy 
the  rights  and  the  immunities  and  the  privileges  which  are  guaranteed  to 
him  by  the  organic  laws  of  this  country,  and  that  when  he  engages  in  a 
business  that  is  recognized  as  legitimate  by  the  Government,  so  long  as  he 
conducts  that  business  upon  sane  and  honest  and  decent  principles,  he 
should  have  the  protection  of  those  laws  which  protect  the  right  of  other 
people  engaged  in  other  businesses. 

"I  have  read  with  much  interest  and  pleasure  a  synopsis  of  a  speech 
which  was  delivered  by  one  of  the  leading  officials  of  this  organization 
a  few  evenings  ago — I  think  perhaps  last  night.  I  read  every  word  of  it  as 
it  w3s  reported  in  the  newspapers  in  this  city,  and  I  wish  to  say  that  I  have 
read  no  effort  in  that  line,  no  speech  upon  any  subject,  which  was  more 
.  dignified,  which  was  more  earnest,  apparently,  and  which  contained  the 
enunciation  of  more  honorable  and  decent  principles  than  that  speech.  If 
this  organization  carries  out  and  lives  up  to  the  principles  that  were  ex- 
pressed by  the  gentleman  to  whom  I  refer,  if  you  are  together  for  the  pur- 
pose of  protecting  your  own  interests,  and  you  raise  this  business  up  to  the 
standard  of  principles  which  the  (gentleman  outlined  in  his  speech,  then 
there  will  be  no  trouble  between  you  and  other  classes  of  citizens  in  this 
commonwealth.  There  is  no  reason  why  a  man  engaged  in  this  business , 
should  not  be  a  law-abiding,  reputable  citizen.  There  is  every  reason  why 
you  gentlemen  should  be  as  much  interested  in  the  maintenance  and  proper 
enforcement  of  all  the  laws,  local  and  otherwise,  as  any  other  class  of 
citizens. 

"If  it  be  the  purpose  of  your  organization,  as  I  understand  it  to  be,  to 
eliminate  and  destroy  those  elements  to  be  found  in  it  that  are  a  standing 
menace  to  the  welfare  and  decency  of  any  community  in  which  they  exist 
if  you  crystallize  into  actual  fact  the  enunciated  principles  of  your  order, 
and  join  hands  with  the  entire  community,  in  which  you  equally  are  in- 
terested with  the  rest  of  the  citizens,"  in  maintaining  and  upholding  the 
laws  upon  any  and  every  subject  of  public  concern;  in  other  words,  if  you 
but  keep  your  standard  where  this  organization  has  placed  it,  and  not 
deviate  from  it  in  the  least,  and  conduct  the  traffic  in  which  you  are  en- 
gaged, and  which,  as  I  have  said  before,  is  recognized  by  the  Government, 
because  the  Government  licenses  it,  upon  the  high  principles  upon  which  this 
order  is  founded,  you  will  have  done  much  toward  bettering  civic  conditions 
everywhere  and  toward  stopping,  at  least  to  some  extent,  the  bitter  conflict 
which  has  been  waged  against  the  interest  which  you  represent. 

"I  hope  that  you  will  enjoy  yourselves  here  this  evening  at  this  ban- 
quet and  entertainment  under  the  canopy  of  Sacramento's  magnificent  gal- 
lery of  art." 

Theodore  Lundstedt,  Grand  Valiant  Commander  of  the 
Knights  of  the  Royal  Arch,  made  a  fitting  response  to 
Judge  Hart's  address.  He  declared  many  abuses  which 
had  existed  in  the  liquor  business  had  been  corrected  by  the 
Order,  and  it  had  been  instrumental  in  defeating  measures 
before  the  Legislature  at  its  last  session  which  were  vic- 
ious. He  concluded  by  expressing  the  appreciation  of  the 
delegates  to  the  Convention  for  the  courtesies  shown  them 
during  their  short  stay  in  Sacramento.

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The  Northwest  Needs  Re-Adjustment. 


New  Liquor  Trade  Paper. 


WE  are  in  receipt  of  Volume  I,  No.  2,  of  theLiberal,  offi- 
cial organ  of  the  brewing  and  wholesale  liquor  deal- 
ers association  of  Oregon.  The  paper  is  what  it  reports  to 
be,  a  fact  which  is  made  plain  by  this  statement,  which  is 
published  on  the  editorial  page:  "This  publication  is  not 
a  money-making  enterprise.  Its  sole  object  is  the  advance- 
ment and  protection  of  legitimate  brewing  and  liquor  in- 
terests. All  money  received  in  excess  of  the  running  ex- 
penses of  the  magazine  will  be  devoted  to  its  betterment 
and  the  enlargement  of  its  field." 

The  paper  devotes  its  reading  columns  to  matters  per- 
taining purely  to  the  interests  of  the  trade  in  the  Web- 
Foot  State,  and  its  starts  off  with  an  advertising  patronage 
and  letter  press  matter  which  promise  well  for  its  future. 
There  is  a  splendid  fighting  field  in  the  territory  of  the 
Liberal,  and  we  shall  look  to  it  for  a  good  sample  of  its 
fighting  qualities. 


MR.  A.  L.  DOWLER,  Pacific  Coast  Manager  of  Clarke 
Bros.  &  Co.,  at  525  Sacramento  street,  returned  dur- 
ing the  month  from  an  extended  trip  throughout  the  North- 
west. Mr.  Dowler  states  that  while  he  did  a  good  business, 
his  orders  were  not  up  to  the  volume  they  should  have 
been,  all  of  which  is  due  to  various  conditions.  He  says 
that  on  the  Sound  business  is  dull,  and  that  there  will  be 
no  proper  improvement  in  the  liquor  business  until  there 
is  a  readjustment  of  conditions  there.  Rents  are  too  high, 
and  must  come  down  to  a  fair  basis,  licenses  extortionate, 
etc.  If  there  is  to  be  any  beneficial  improvement  these 
changes  must  be  made  promptly.  In  Oregon  the  hew  local 
option  law  has  unsettled  business  to  a  great  extent,  and 
dealers  are  not  disposed  to  buy,  except  in  hand-to-mouth 
quantities,  as  they  cannot  tell  what  time  they  may  be  put 
out  of  business. 

In  Montana,  for  some  unexplained  reason,  the  liquor 
traffic  is  suffering  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  laboring 
men  are  not  consuming  liquors  as  heretofore,  but  are  sav- 
ing their  money.  In  this  connection  the  theory  is  they  are 
preparing  for  either  a  strike,  or  laying  aside  funds  for  a 
possible  fight  with  their  employers  on  the  open  shop  propo- 
sition. At  any  rate,  the  liquor  trade  is  getting  the  worst 
of  it  there.  In  Colorado  he  found  that  the  continued 
strikes  and  political  foment  had  given  the  wine  and  whisky 
business  a  black  eye,  but  this  condition  will  readjust  itself 
eventually.

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The  Trade  at  the  Banquet  Table. 

THE  CALIFORNIA  LIQUOR  DEALERS  ASSOCIATION  had  its 
Fourth  Annual  Banquet  on  the  evening  of  April  27th.  It  was  the 
most  largely  attended  and  enjoyable  that  the  Association  has 
ever  given.  Aside  from  about  250  of  the  retail  and  wholesale  dealers 
and  brewers,  there  were  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  the  Police  Commission- 
ers and  nearly  all  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The 
event  was  in  the  grand  banquet  room  of  the  Lick  House,  and  the 
evening  was  given  over  to  not  only  satisfying  the  needs  of  the  inner 
man,  but  to  a  feast  of  reason.  It  is  too  late  for  "The  Review"  to  more 
than  mention  the  occasion  at  this  time,  and  it  can  only  be  stated  that

there  were  interesting  addresses  by  the  new  President,  Don  R.  Dun- 
bar, a  song  by  Mr.  Frank  W.  Thompson,  the  presentation  of  handsome 
souvenirs  to  Past  President  Lindsay  and  ex-Treasurer  Hon.  Oscar 
Hochs. 

The  feature  of  the  evening  was  the  speech  of  Mayor  E.  E.  Schmitz, 
his  theme  being  "The  Metropolis  of  the  West."  His  Honor  has  at- 
tended all  the  preceding  banquets,  but  never  before  did  he  come  out  so 
firmly  and  state  his  friendly  attitude  toward  the  liquor  traffic.  We  re- 
gret that  we  cannot  re^jroduce  his  speech  in  extenso.  It  must  suffice 
to  say  that  he  complimented  the  Association  for  the  class  of  its  mem- 
bership and  upon  the  manner  in  which  it  had  conducted  its  business 
with  officers  of  the  city  government  with  whom  they  had  dealings.  He 
spoke  for  the  high  standard  in  the  conduct  of  the  traffic,  declared  him- 
self its  friend,  and  stated  that  under  the  present  Board  of  Police 
Commissioners  there  was  no  friction  between  the  Board  and  the  retail 
liquor  dealers.  As  a  Native  Son,  the  Mayor  spoke  boldly  and  em- 
phatically in  favor  of  extreme  liberality  in  the  conduct  of  the  liquor 
business  in  this  city.  First,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  it  is  San  Fran- 
cisco   and  second,  that  it  is  one  of  the  greatest  seaport  cities  of  the 


Western  Hemisphere.  He  declared  as  far  as  he  was  personally  con- 
cerned that  when  the  time  came  that  San  Francisco  should  fall  into  the 
power  of  the  fanatics  and  become  a  Sunday-closing  and  early-closing 
city,  that  would  be  the  occasion  when  he  would  pull  up  his  tent  and  go 
to  some  place  where  liberality  ruled. 

The  Mayor  made  many  other  interesting  remarks,  among  which  the 
most  important  was  the  statement  that  beginning  immediately,  a  rule 
of  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  would  take  effect  that  makes 
it  unnecessary  for  the  proprietor  of  a  saloon  to  appear  in  person  before 
the  Board  every  ninety  days  to  ask  for  the  renewal  of  his  license. 
Henceforth  the  application  can  be  made  in  writing,  a  fact  which  will 
save  the  retailers  a  world  of  annoyance  and  a  lot  of  time. 

The  Mayor  said  the  license  ovight  to  be  granted  for  a  year  at  a  time 
to  parties  acceptable  to  the  Commissioners,  but  that  this  could  not  be 
done  until  there  was  an  amendment  to  the  Charter. 

The  toast  "Our  City  Fathers"  was  to  have  been  replied  to  by  Super- 
visor Charles  Boxton,  but  he  was  unavoidably  absent,  and  Supervisor 
Lunstedt  replied  and  delivered  a  speech  that  was  exceptionally  good, 
and  which  showed  the  liberal  sentiment  of  the  Board  towards  the 
liquor  traffic. 

Mr.  Ruef,  who  was  to  have  spoken  on  that  very  interesting  subject, 
"Organization,"  was  unavoidably  absent. 

Hon.  George  A.  McGowan  responded  to  the  toast  "State  of  Cali- 
fomia"  in  a  forcible  and  eloquent  speech  which  was  highly  creditable 
to  the  young  man.  He  is  a  born  orator,  has  a  splendid  delivery,  aside 
from  the  fact  that  when  he  talks  he  has  something  to  say.  There  were 
several  interesting  impromptu  speeches. 

The  Banquet  Committee  was  composed  of  Don  R.  Dunbar  (Chair- 
man), Chris  Stader  (Vice-Chairman),  E.  L.  Wagner  (Treasurer),  Wil- 
liam Clack  (Secretary),  P.  J.  Weniger,  John  Butler,  James  Cairns, 
Luke  Marisch,  J.  C.  O'Connor,  Gus  Hagedorn,  Otto  Hansen,  J.  L.  Her- 
get,  Thos.  H.  Lindsay,  H.  J.  Keeler,  P.  M.  McGushin,  C.  M.  Fisher,  J. 
W.  Larsen,  Charles  Mitchell,  J.  Bassity,  J.  J.  Griffin. 

To.  Hon.  Ed.  L.  Wagner  is  due  a  great  amount  of  credit  not  only 
for  the  preliminary  work  in  arranging  the  banquet,  but  for  its  success- 
ful conclusion.  He  is  most  certainly  entitled  to  special  credit  for  his 
disinterested  efforts.  The  menu  card  was  a  very  artistic  creation  in 
the  form  of  a  handsome  stein,  properly  inscribed  and  handsomely  illus- 
trated. The  Fourth  Annual  Banquet  of  the  Liquor  Dealers'  Associa- 
tion will  be  long  and  pleasantly  remembered. 

There  were  several  invited  guests,  the  most  prominent  of  whom 
was  Mr.  P.  G.  Keene,  who  has  recently  assumed  the  Pacific  Coast 
management  of  the  National  Cash  Register  Company,  with  head- 
quarters at  No.  14  Turk  street  in  this  city.  Mr.  Keene  will  be  per- 
manently located  here,  and  while  he  has  been  in  the  city  but  a  short 
time,  is  an  enthusiastic  admirer  of  San  Francisco,  which  he  rates  as 
the  most  delightful  city  in  America  in  which  to  be  located.  Mr.  Keene 
is  the  kind  of  citizen  that  San  Francisco  is  glad  to  gain. 

A  quartette  and  other  specialists  furnished  excellent  music  during 
the  evening. 


George  Hebert,  who  purchased  the  business  of  Gus  Mas- 
sey,  at  Powell  and  O'Farrell  streets  some  time  ago,  has 
disposed  of  the  place  to  Messrs.  Mulhall  &  Vignolo,  who  are 
well  known  in  the  business.

ONE  single  loophole  Avas  apparently  left  by  the  Pro- 
hibitionists when  they  framed  their  cunning  local 
option  law,  and  through  this  loophole  the  people  of  Hood 
River,  Oregon,  upon  whom  prohibition  was  settled  by  four 
votes  last  November,  are  preparing  to  crawl. 

The  general  impression  has  been  that  Hood  River  would 
have  to  stay  dry  for  two  years.  Business  men  and  taxpay- 
ers of  the  city  have  tried  in  every  conceivable  way  to  have 
the  result  of  the  election  set  aside  by  law.  The  short  ex- 
perience of  Hood  River  with  prohibition  has  been  suffi- 
cient, and  it  now  desires  vehemently  and  earnestly  to  re- 
turn to  the  license  system.  The  progress  of  the  suits 
against  the  local  option  law  in  the  courts  is  proving  more 
slow  than  was  expected. 

The  city  authorities  began  to  investigate  the  local  option 
law,  and  have  been  advised  by  competent  attorneys  that  if 
a  prohibition  election  is  called  for  the  entire  county  of 
Wasco  next  June,  and  the  entire  county  of  Wasco,  includ- 
ing Hood  River,  should  go  wet  at  that  time,  as  it  will,  the 
effect  of  the  previous  election  in  Hood  River  would  be 
void. 

There  is  no  question  that  the  movement  in  Hood  River 


will  be  a  rather  painful  shock  to  the  liquor  interests  in 
the  rest  of  Wasco  County,  who  imagined  that  they  would 
not  have  to  fight  any  prohibition  election  next  June,  but 
there  seems  to  be  very  little  doubt  that  they  will  stand  in 
with  their  brothers  in  Hood  River  and  carry  the  county 
wet  again  by  a  decisive  majority. 

Petitions  calling  for  the  county  election  in  Wasco  next 
June  are  already  in  circulation.  The  prohibitionists  are 
signing  them  eagerly,  as  they  are  always  glad  of  a  chance 
to  harass  the  liquor  interests  in  HoodRiver,  and  petitions 
are  being  signed  by  prohibitionists,  business  men,  tax- 
payers and  liquor  men  alike.  Everybody  in  Hood  River 
is  anxious  for  another  election.  The  liberal  element  hopes 
to  secure  Hood  River's  return  to  the  license  system,  under 
which  it  can  thrive  and  grow,  and  the  Prohibitionists,  on 
the  other  hand,  have  some  faint  hopes  of  being  able  to 
fasten  their  blighting  policy  upon  the  entire  county. — 
The  Liberal.

EDITOR  Wine  and  Spirit  Review — Dear  Sir  :  In  answer 
to  your  request  to  give  you  an  outline  of  the  future 
policy  and  object  of  the  California  Liquor  Dealers'  Asso- 
ciation, I  take  great  pleasure  in  making  the  following 
statement  of  the  future  policy  and  objects  of  the  associa- 
tion: 

First — To  secure  the  mutual  protection  of  its  members. 

Second— To  protect  its  members  from  all  liability  grow- 
ing out  of  their  relation  to  the  retail  liquor  business. 

Third — To  secure  to  its  members  and  the  retail  liquor 
business  a  fair  and  just  interpretation  of  all  statutes  and 
regulations  imposed  upon  the  retail  liquor  business. 

Fourth — To  secure  to  its  members  and  their  business 
the  equal  protection  of  all  laws,  regulations  and  statutes 
that  is  accorded  to  other  lines  of  business  and  to  the  per- 
sons engaged  therein. 

Fifth — To  provide  that  no  legislation  or  regulations  in- 
imical to  the  retail  liquor  business  or  to  the  persons  en- 
gaged therein  shall  be  enacted,  without  at  least  a  full  con- 
sideration, discussion  and  hearing  being  first  had  in  their 
behalf. 

Sixth — To  protect  and  secure  its  members  and  their 
business  against  unjust  discrimination,  unreasonable  legis- 
lation and  fanatic  and  unmerited  attacks. 

Seventh — To  protect,  promote,  improve  and  benefit  the 
retail  liquor  business  and  the  interests  of  the  persons  en- 
gaged therein,  and  also  to  secure  the  necessary  legislation 
for  such  purposes. 

Eighth — To  suggest,  provide  for  and  secure  any  needed 
reforms  in  the  manner  or  method  of  conducting  the  retail 
liquor  business. 

Ninth — To  affiliate  and  co-operate  with  like  or  similar 
organizations  throughout  the  United  States  for  the  pur- 
pose of  accomplishing  any  of  the  objects  herein  recited. 
The  association  has  an  Advisory  Board  of  five  members  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  w  hose  duty  it  is  to  direct  the  legal 
interests  of  its  members  through  its  attorney,  who  is  ap- 
pointed by  the  association.    All  male  citizens  of  the  State 


of  California  to  whom  has  been  issued  a  retail  liquor  li- 
cense by  any  municipal  government  of  said  State,  shall 
be  eligible  for  membership  in  the  association. 

We  have  initiated  in  the  past  year  over  two  hundred 
leading  men  of  the  trade,  and  the  organization  is  in  a 
prosperous  condition. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  note  that  our  fourth  annual  banquet 
on  Thursday  evening,  April  27th,  at  the  Lick  House,  was  a 
great  success.  One  hundred  more  than  in  any  previous 
year  have  signified  their  intention  to  attend,  as  well  as 
the  majority  of  the  leading  wholesalers  and  boss  brewers.

EDITOR  WINE  AND  SPIRIT  REVIEW:  There  has  been  a  great 
deal  of  complaint  this  month  as  to  the  condition  of  business 
generally  in  New  York,  and  nearly  everybody  seems  to  have  a 
different  opinion  upon  the  subject  as  to  the  cause.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  Lent,  license  and  backward  weather  have  had  much  to  do  with  it, 
but  these  causes  do  not  seem  to  be  sufficient  to  justify  the  result  to 
such  an  extent  as  has  existed.  It  really  looks  as  though  temperance 
was  continually  growing  here.  People  no  longer  consume  so  much  as 
erly. 
espite  this  general  dullness,  there  has  been  some  little  activity  In 
the  California  wine  market.  There  has  been  a  good  demand  for  dry 
wines,  more  firmness  in  the  prices  of  sweet  wines  and  generally  a 
healthier  tone  than  has  prevailed  for  a  while.  The  difficulty  in  secur- 
ing older  wines  has  caused  some  advance  in  prices,  and  still  further 
accessions  in  values  are  promised  in  the  near  future. 

The  auction  sales  of  California  wines  continue  to  bring  a  lot  of  in- 
different goods  into  this  market  under  the  cloak  of  pure  California 
wines.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  these  wines  are  not  handled  by  com- 
petent parties,  who  would  make  them  worthy  of  what  they  represent, 
both  by  age  and  treatment.

The  first  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  the  Consolidated 
California  Vineyard  Company  was  held  in  this  city  this  week.  The 
following  officers  were  elected:  President,  Max  Oberfelder;  Vice- 
President,  B.  C.  Samuel;  Secretary,  Adolph  Rahauser.  We  have  been 
authentically  informed  that  according  to  the  reports  made  to  the 
directors  and  stockholders  at  this  meeting,  this  institution  bids  fair 


to  be  the  coming  force  of  the  wine  business.  During  a  recent  visit 
to  the  headquarters  of  the  company  there  were  manifest  every  evi- 
dence of  progress.  Business  was  reported  as  eminently  satisfactory 
and  the  outlook  for  the  season  most  encouraging. 


Like  a  good  many  publicists,  Dr.  Wiley  has  had  it  a  good  deal  his 
own  way  in  the  newspapers,  so  many  of  which  have  contained  Inter- 
views with  him,  but  the  other  night,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Chemists' 
Club,  he  struck  a  snag.  The  learned  doctor  was  the  guest  of  the 
evening  and  because  of  that  a  certain  amount  of  courtesy  was  due  to 
him.  What  would  have  happened  to  him  had  he  been  present  on  a 
different  evening  It  Is  hard  to  say.  He  ventilated  his  Ideas  on  food 
adulteration  in  the  manner  that  the  people  have  now  become  accus- 
tomed to,  and  explained  the  results  of  the  experiments  he  has  been 
taking  with  the  "Poison  Squad."  One  of  those  present.  Professor 
Hoff,  very  sensibly  remarked  that  he  thought  there  was  little  doubt 
but  that  he  could  take  ten  men,  give  them  something  once  a  day 
for  fifty  days,  -and  tell  them  that  they  were  being  poisoned,  and  at 
the  end  of  that  time  they  would  all  have  lost  flesh.  The  only  antidote 
that  he  could  suggest  was  Christian  Science. 

Dr.  Edward  Gudeman,  a  chemist  and  food  expert  of  Chicago,  roasted 
Dr.  Wiley,  and  said  some  very  pertinent  things  which  have  often  been 
thought  by  many  interested,  but  for  political  reasons  were  not  ex- 
pressed. Said  Dr.  Gudeman:  "I  do  not  believe  Dr.  Wiley  believes 
everything  he  has  said.  The  great  trouble  is,  he  is  not  consistent. 
Some  of  the  circulars  being  issued  nowadays  from  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  seem  to  have  a  commercial  aspect.  If  we  put  down 
something  as  a  standard,  we  cannot  turn  around  and  say  that  some- 
thing not  up  to  that  standard  should  be  inspected.

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laws,  but  the  tendency  in  Dr.  Wiley  is  toward  yellow  journalism,  and 
he  is  creating  a  class  of  'yellow  chemistry.'  Dr.  Wiley  is  doing  the  best 
he  can  to  frighten  the  public." 

Dr.  Gudeman  was  here  called  to  order,  but  went  on  with  the  state- 
ment that  the  fact  that  a  whisky  had  the  Government  stamp  of  having 
been  bottled  in  bond  did  not  make  it  pure,  as  every  chemist  knew. 
"There  is  no  such  thing  as  pure  whisky,  and  why  say  so?  A  chemist 
in  an  official  position  must  be  consistent.  He  has  no  business  to  allow 
something  in  one  case  and  not  in  another." 

The  Doctor  sat  in  the  room  during  this  speech,  but  made  no  effort 
to  defend  himself.  The  next  speaker,  Professor  William  Hoff,  also 
assailed  Dr.  Wiley  for  the  Pure  Food  Bill  drawn  up  at  his  instigation, 
which,  he  said,  would  outlaw  99  per  cent  of  the  whisky  made  in  this 
country.

THE  Lexinj^ton  Herald  says :  One  of  the  largest  whisky 
deals  that  ever  took  place  in  Kentucky  has  been  com- 
pleted in  the  last  few  days.  By  it  Messrs.  Stoll  &  Co.,  of 
this  city,  purchased  the  Belle  of  Nelson  and  the  E.  L. 
Miles  &  Co.  distilleries  of  Nelson  County,  together  with  all 
the  present  stock  of  these  distilleries.  The  deal  involves 
a  half  million  dollars  and  makes  Messrs.  Stoll  &  Co.  the 
largest  producers  of  whisky  in  the  world.  It  also  gives 
them  control  of  six  famous  brands — the  Old  Elk,  Bond  & 
Lillard,  Ashland  and  Old  Tar,  which  they  previously  had, 
and  the  Belle  of  Nelson  and  Miles  brands,  which  they 
now  secure. 

It  also  gives  them  five  distilleries — the  Commonwealth, 
Old  Elk  and  Bond  &  Lillard,  as  well  as  the  two  involved 
in  this  purchase.

THE  new  three-story  cafe  which  Al  Levy  and  his  busi- 
ness associates  were  to  build  at  Third  and  Main  streets 
would  have  cost  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars.  Work  was 
to  have  started  this  week,  but  owing  to  the  anti-saloon  agi- 
tation a  halt  has  been  called  and  no  improvements  will  be 
made. 

"I  was  to  have  closed  the  contracts  for  this  big  under- 
taking Monday,"  said  Mr.  Levy.  "To  finish  the  first  floor 
as  planned  by  next  fall  it  would  have  been  necessary  to 
put  a  couple  of  hundred  men  to  work,  but  under  the  present 
conditions  we  do  not  feel  safe  in  expending  so  large  an 
amount  in  a  business  which  might  be  all  but  ruined. 

"In  this  part  of  the  country  it  is  impossible  to  operate 
a  high-class  restaurant  successfully  without  the  liquor 
privilege,  and  should  this  town  become  'dry,'  the  doors 
of  my  present  cafe  would  be  locked. 

"I  believe  that  a  city  the  size  of  Los  Angeles,  which  en- 
tertains so  many  people  from  other  parts  of  the  country, 
should  have  a  cafe  of  which  the  city  could  feel  proud.  We 
should  have  some  place  that  would  compare  favorably  with 
the  cafes  of  New  York  and  Paris.  In  Europe  I  studied  the 
cafes  in  the  great  resorts  and  gained  many  ideas  which 
were  to  have  been  used.  Nothing  to  equal  the  main  dining 
room  which  I  had  planned  is  on  the  Coast.    It  would  have 


been  75x100  feet,  with  an  arched  dome  in  the  center  ex- 
tending to  the  roof. 

"On  the  second  floor  would  have  been  the  private  dining 
rooms  and  on  the  third  banquet  halls.  One  of  my  features 
would  have  been  French,  German  and  Old  English  dining 
rooms,  which  I  had  planned  for  parties  of  twenty  and 
thirty.  Every  room  would  have  been  complete  with  its 
own  china  and  plate.  But  of  course  under  the  present  un- 
certain conditions  all  such  plans  must  be  abandoned. — Los 
Angeles  Examiner.

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Dr.  Wiley's  Unofficial  Views. 


In  a  recent  imofficial  statement  of  Avhat  he  considered  a 
standard  of  pnritv  in  wines  and  liquors,  Dr.  Wiley  of  tbe 
Bureau  of  Chemistry,  of  the  College  of  Agriculture,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  had  the  following  to  say : 

"  I  will  define  wine  as  being  the  fermented  juice  of  the 
grape.  Any  fermented  juice  of  the  grape  w'hich  has  been 
subjected  to  necessary  cellar  treatment  during  and  after 
the  fermentation,  for  the  removal  of  sediment,  etc.,  must  be 
regarded  as  a  pure  wine  whatever  its  potable  qualities  may 
be.  Then  there  would  exist  a  degree  of  difference  in  wines 
in  so  far  as  potability  is  concerned.  These  differences 
would  depend  upon  the  original  character  of  the  wine  and 
upon  the  length  of  time  it  lias  been  kept  in  storage  for  ma- 
turation. A  new  wine,  that  is,  one  just  made,  is  never  so 
good  for  potable  purposes  as  one  which  has  been  properly 
matured,  a  process  Avliich  lasts  all  the  way  from  two  to 
many  years. 

"In  regard  to  malt  liquors,  of  which  beer  or  ale  is  a  type, 
I  would  define  beer  as  a  malt  liquor  derived  from  the  fer- 
mentation of  a  cereal  grain,  the  starch  of  which  has  pre- 
A  iouslj'  been  converted  into  sugar  by  malt  or  diastase.  Thus 
It.  beer  made  from  pure  malt  Avoiild  be  a  xiure  beer  or  a  pure- 
Malt  beer.  A  beer  made  partly  of  malt  and  partly  or 
larley,  unmalted,  would  also  be  a  pure  beer,  but  could  not 
l-e  called  a  pure  malt  beer.  Again,  a  beer  beer  made  partly 
I  f  rice  and  partly  of  malt  would  be  a  pure  beer,  but  not  a 
J  lire  malt  beer.    A  beer  which  is  made  partly  of  Indian 


oru  and  malt  would  be  a  pure  beer,  etc.  This  would  be 
cue  of  all  the  cereals. 

"  From  the  above  definitions  I  do  not  regard  as  a  pure 
eer  one,  to  which  sugar  has  been  added  as  a  source  of  a 
art  of  the  alcohol.  I  certainly  would  not  advocate  the 
rohibition  of  beverages  made  in  this  way  from  consump- 
lon,  but  I  do  not  like  to  see  them  called  pure  beer. 

"  In  regard  to  spirits  it  seems  to  me  we  ought  to  find 
ome  common  ground  of  definition  for  purity.  It  is  evident 
liat  alcoliol  obtained  in  any  way  from  distillation  is  en- 
itled  to  bear  the  name  of  spirits,  but  it  is  a  rare  thing  for 
Jcohol,  pure  and  simple,  or  mixed  solely  with  water  to 
e  used  as  a  beverage.  Spirits  are  divided  into  a  number  of 
lasses  and  each  one  of  these  classes  should  have  a  distinct 
definition.  First,  I  would  define  brandy  as  a  spirit  ob- 
ained  by  distillation  of  sound  Avine.  A  pure  brandy, 
herefore,  would  be  the  product  only  of  distillation  of  a 
ound  wine.  It  may  vary  in  its  alcoholic  strength'  and  it 
ometimes  falls  as  low  as  40  per  cent  alcohol  and  rises  as 
dgli  as  GO  or  70  per  cent.  Much  confusion  would  be 
voided  if  some  standard  per  cent  of  alcohol  could  be  estab- 
slied  for  brandy,  for  instance,  not  less  than  45  per  cent 
or  more  than  55  per  cent  by  volume.  Brandy  would  nat- 
rally  have  in  it  the  aromatic  flavors  which  are  volatile  in 
haracter  and  are  produced  during  tlie  process  of  fermenta- 
ion  and  ripening  of  the  wine  from  which  the  brandy  is 
aade.  There  are  ethers  and  other  aromatic  bodies,  to- 
:ether  with  higher  alcohols.  A  brandy  when  it  is  first  dis- 
illed  is  evidently  a  pure  brandy,  but  it  is  not  suitable  for 
( onsumption.    In  order  to  become  potable  it  requires  stor- 
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;-ge,  ofteu  for  a  number  of  years  in  wood  casks,  during 
viiith  time  certain  aldeliydes  and  otlier  liodies  commonly 
Inowu  as  fusel  oil,  become  converted  into  aromatic  and 

«reeable  substances,  adding  additional  flavor  and  taste 
the  product.     Thus  a  pure  brandy  and  a  pure  potable 
andy  are  not  ahvays  the  same  substance.    In  my  opinion 
no  other  spirit  has  the  right  to  be  called  brandy  save  the 
l^be  produced  in  the  manner  described.     The  character 
^f  the  still  must  also  be  taken  into  consideration  in  the 
iroduction  of  brandy  and  other  forms  of  spirits.     There 
certain  forms  of  stills  which  produce  a  pure  alcohol 
d  it  is  evident  that  a  pure  brandy  could  not  be  produced 
ii  such  a  still.    A  still  which  practically  keeps  i}\e  Avhole 
I  f  the  product  of  distillation  in  the  distillate  should  be 
t  sed  only  in  the  production  of  brandy.     Perhaps  the  use 
1  f  a  second  still  for  concentrating  the  first  distillate,  that 
s  the  process  of  *  doubling,'  is  not  objectionable.     And 
i  ct  this  second  still  should  not  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
roduciug  a  spirit  approximating  pure  alcohol  in  composi- 
tion. 

"  AVhisky  I  would  define  as  the  distillate  obtained  from 
I  lie  fermented  mash  of  cereal  grains,  the  starch  of  which 
las  been  converted  into  sugar  by  the  action  of  malt  and 
diastase.  Evidently  there  would  be  many  kinds  of  whisky 
*s,  for  instance,  a  malt  ivhisky  made  solely  from  malt,  a 
ye  whisky  made  from  rye  and  malt,  Indian  corn  whisky 
or  bourbon  made  from  India'n  corn  and  malt.  In  the  same 
way  Avhisky  may  be  made  partly  from  wheat  or  oats  or 
)ther  cereals.  I  believe  that  practically  all  the  whisky  in 
the  world  is  made  from  barley,  rye  and  Indian  corn,  the 
other  cereals  only  being  used  to  a  limited  extent.  Now  it 
is  evident  that  a  whisky  made  in  this  way  the  moment  it  is 
distilled  is  whisky  and  might  be  called  a  pure  Avhisky,  but 
it  is  not  potable,  for  as  in  the  case  of  brandy  it  requires 
to  be  stored  in  wood  for  a  number  of  years  in  order  that 
the  aging  process  above  mentioned  may  be  secured.  It  is 
then  potable  whisky.  In  the  same  way  it  seems  to  me  that 
a  blend  would  be  the  mixture  of  two  or  more  pure  whiskies. 
"At  the  present  time  one  of  the  most  important  problems 
under  discussion  is  the  question  of  compounded  or  blended 
ivhiskies,  so-called,  made  by  the  rectifiers  under  existing 
Law.  I  am  hardly  able  to  speak  in  regard  to  this  class  of 
whiskies  because  so  many  different  kinds  are  made.  I  be- 
lieve there  is  scarcely  any  limit  to  the  number  of  combina- 
tions which  can  be  put  together  under  the  provision  of 
the  law  relative  to  rectification.  It  seems  to  me  that  recti- 
fication is  a  very  unfortunate  word  to  use  for  a  process  of 
mixing  and  compounding.  It  is  true  a  rectifier  may  use  a 
still,  but,  as  a  rule,  I  believe  he  prefers  to  purchase  his 
pure  alcohol  directly  out  of  bond  rather  than  make  it  him- 
self. In  so  far  as  the  process  of  rectification  enters  into 
the  mixing  of  two  or  more  pure  whiskies  nothing  is  to  be 
said.  This  is  certainly  a  process  which  is  not  open  to  ob- 
jection provided  whiskies  are  used  which  are  sufiiciently 
aged.  The  mixture  of  a  very  old  whisky  with  a  very  young 
whisky  is  objectionable  because  the  good  qualities  of  the 
old  whisky  are  sacrificed  to  mask  the  poor  properties  of 
the  young  whisky.  In  other  words,  the  consumer  ought  to 
know,  inasmuch  as  whisky  is  a  product  of  distillation,  the 
exact  time  at  which  the  distillation  took  place.  This  in- 
fcrmation  is  difficult  to  give  when  whiskies  of  a  number  of 
different  ages  are  mixed  together  in  one  beverage. 
^^■It  seems  to  me  there  can  be  no  reasonable  objection  made 
«o  the  compounding  of  beverages  under  the  rectifiers'  law 

iovided  the  ingredients  used  are  not  injurious  to  health, 
would  be  idle,  it  seems  to  me,  for  anyone  to  claim  that 


burnt  sugar,  prune  juice  and  sherry,  which  are  often  used 
in  compounding  whiskies,  are  injurious  to  health,  since 
from  the  ordinary  point  of  view  they  certainly  are  not. 
Nor  could  one  object,  reasonably,  to  the  addition  of  pure 
alsohol  as  a  substance  injtirious  to  health  because,  as  I 
have  said  above,  pure  alcohol  becomes  injurious  to  health 
only  when  used  in  excess.  At  least  that  it  is  the  general 
opinion,  for  which  I  give  for  what  it  is  worth.  Of  course 
I  know  that  a  good  many  eminent  physicians  and  compe- 
tent hygienists  claim  that  even  small  <iuantities  of  alcohol 
are  injurious,  but  this  is  not  the  general  opinion. 

ThQ  question  arises,  should  the  mixed  beverage  made  as 
above  mentioned  be  recognized  under  the  common  name 
of  the  various  other  whiskies  already  noted?  For  in- 
stance, is  it  proper  to  name  a  beverage  consisting  of  pure 
alcohol  made  from  Indian  corn,  coloring  matter  such  as 
burnt  sugar,  prune  juice  or  sherry,  and  certain  other 
articles  made  by  the  chemist,  rye  whisky?  It  is  claimed 
that  in  such  cases  some  pure  rye  whisky  is  used  in  the 
mixture.  However,  it  does  not  seem  to  me  that  the  mix- 
ture should  bear  the  name  of  rye  whisky,  and  it  is  not  fair 
to  the  pure  rye  whisky'  which  I  have  defined  above. 


Increase  of  Import  Duties  in  Colombia. 


A  DECREE  has  been  issued  by  the  Colombian  Govern- 
ment increasing  the  import  duties  under  the  Colom- 
bian tariff  by  70  per  cent.  The  tariff'  classification  of  arti- 
cles is  to  be  in  accordance  with  that  established  by  th<i 
tariff  of  1886.  The  decree  introducing  these  alterations 
was  to  come  into  force  at  once.

Burbank  Would  Create  Tartaric  Grape.

A  DISPATCH  from  Santa  Rosa  says:  For  years,  men 
everywhere  interested  in  the  grape  industry  have  been 
trying  to  solve  the  problem  to  find  the  best  method  of  re- 
moving cream  of  tartar  or  tartaric  acid  fi*om  the  grape.  The 
percentage  of  acid  was  so  small  and  the  process  of  separa- 
tion so  expensive  that  the  acid  has  almost  become  previous. 
A  day  of  two  ago,  some  scientific  men  came  here  from  one 
of  the  universities  to  see  Luther  Burbank  in  regard  to  this 
problem.  A  grand  prize  of  |25,000  for  the  best  and  most 
feasible  solution  was  offered  some  time  ago.  Burbank's 
opinion  was  not  asked  in  the  matter  of  the  prize,  however, 
Biirbank  told  his  interviewers  that  there  will  be  "no  rea- 
son why  grapes  cannot  be  bred  that  will  yield  tartaric  acid 
alone."  He  instanced  giving  to  the  world  the  famous  sugar 
prune,  and  how  it  had  been  possible  for  him  to  inject  into 
the  fruit  saccharine  matter  enough  so  that  when  the  prune 
is  dried  it  is  half  sugar.  So,  in  the  matter  of  grapes,  the 
sourest  variety,  as  well  as  the  sweetest,  can  be  produced  by 
the  breeding  of  varieties.

Penalty  for  Adulterating  Wine  in  Germany. 


THE  Frankfurter  Zeitung  of  January  21,  1905,  reports 
the  case  of  an  adulterator  of  wine  brought  for  his  sec- 
ond offense  before  a  judge  in  Landau.  Jacob  Kerth  had 
made  wine  from  grape  skins  and  sugar  and  put  part  of  it 
on  the  market.  At  at  official  examination  of  his  wine  cel- 
lar a  large  quantity  of  this  wine  had  been  sealed.  Kerth 
sold  about  5000  quarts  from  these  sealed  casks,  and  the 
penalty  imposed  by  the  court  was  five  months  in  jail  and 
confiscation  of  the  wine  (about  20,000  quarts). — Richard 
Guenther,  Consul-General,  Frankfort,  Germany^  January 
21,,  1905.

Andalusian  Sherries. 


THE  following  highly  interesting  article  on  the  sherries 
of  Spain  was  written  for  the  Journal  of  Agriculture  of 
West  Australia,  by  A.  Despeissis : 

Jerez  de  la  Frontera,  which  is  pronounced  "hereth," 
is  also  spelt  Xeres;  the  surname  Be  la  Frontera  it  owes 
to  the  fact  that  once  it  was  a  border  town  of  the  Moorish 
posessions  in  Spain.  The  town  is  a  populous  one  and  has 
about  60,000  people.  It  is  one  of  the  most  prosperous 
towns  of  Spain,  and  its  sherry  magnates  do  an  extensive 
trade  with  every  part  of  the  globe,  although  of  late  years 
they  complain  of  a  shrinkage  in  the  volume  of  their  busi- 
ness. It  is  Avith  the  neighboring  townships  of  La  Rota 
and  San  Lucar  de  Barrameda,  the  most  celebrated  center 
of  the  manufacture  of  the  crisp,  amber-colored,  dry,  aro- 
matic wine  known  under  the  name  of  Jerez  in  Spain,  Xeres 
in  France,  and  Sherry  in  England,  as  well  as  in  other  parts 
of  the  world. 

Other  districts  as  well  supply  in  a  small  measure  their 
quota  to  the  stock  of  the  sherry  manufacturers. 

Rising  early  in  the  morning,  a  stroll  about  Jerez  gives 
one  an  idea  of  how  the  catering  of  the  milk  supply  is  done 
in  Algeria  and  Spain.  Herds  of  the  small,  smooth-haired 
red  Spanish  goat  leisurely  parade  the  streets,  whilst  the 
herdsmen  cry  out  Leclie!  Leche!  in  a  high  note.  In  re- 
sponse to  this  shrill  call  people  come  out  of  houses  with 
jugs  and  pails,  a  nannie  goat  is  hooked  by  the  leg,  and 
the  foaming  milk  runs  into  the  vessel.  Milk  carts  and 
milk  shops  are  unknown  quantities  in  these  countries 
and  police  court  prosecutions  for  watering  milk  must  per- 
force be  a  rare  thing. 

Around  squares  and  along  some  of  the  broader  streets, 
date  palms  and  orange  trees  are  planted ;  the  latter  cutting 
a  sorry  figure  amongst  the  luxuriant  vegetation  around. 

Pressure  of  time  put  me  in  the  field  early  in  the  fore- 
noon, and  after  duly  presenting  my  credentials  to  some 
of  the  representative  sherry  magnates  at  their  Bodegas,  I 
was  given  an  opportunity  of  going  round  some  of  these 
extensive  establishments. 

The  country  about  Jerez  is  not  particularly  picturesque. 
It  is  made  up  of  sandy  ridges  ( arenas ), with  here  and  there 
patches  of  chalky  soil  (alvariza)  or  of  clayey  soil  (barros). 

The  "arenas"  or  sandy  vineyards  produce  a  very  dry  and 
crisp  wine.  The  "barros"  or  chalk  vineyards,  which  con- 
sist of  a  greyish  cement-loking  soil  like  mortar,  produce 
mostly  sweet  wines.  The  chalk  vineyards  produce  the  high 
class  sherries. 

The  first  two  average  260  gallons  to  the  acre,  whilst  the 
chalk  vineyards  only  yield  about  200  gallons.  Quality 
here  makes  up  for  quantity. 

Varieties  of  Gkapes. 

Amongst  the  varieties  of  vines  generally  planted  for  dry 
sherries  are  first  and  foremost  the  Palomino,  which  is  one 
of  the  first  to  ripen,  and  produces  some  of  the  choicest  dry 
Sherry,  the  Albillo  castillon,  the  Mantuo  de  Pilas,  the  Hol- 
lar (pron.  Moyar),  and  the  Perruno. 

For  sweet  wines  the  favorite  varieties  are  Pedro  Xim- 
enes,  Moscatel,  and  Tintilla  de  Rota. 

Pedro  Ximenes  is  a  favorite  alike  for  dry  or  for  sweet 
wines. 

All  these  kinds  are  planted  together,  without  any  ap- 
parent system ;  one  would  think  that  the  cuttings  had  been 
shuffled  previous  to  planting.  It  is  contended  that  a  more 
harmonious  wine  is  thus  produced. 

Vintage  generally  begins  early  in  September,  and  I  had 


an  opportunity  whilst  at  Jerez  to  see  grape-picking  on  some 
of  the  hillside  chalky  vineyards,  where  thePalo7nino  grape 
predominates. 

Picking. 

The  picking  is  made  with  great  care,  and  the  vineyards 
are  gone  over  several  times  as  the  grapes  ripen. 

Men  and  women  are  engaged  grape-picking,  and  only 
receive  one  peseta  (nominally  lOd. )  a  day. 

The  grapes  are  placed  in  wooden  boxes  Avider  at  top  than 
bottom,  and  carried  on  the  head.  When  filled  these  boxes 
are  carried  out  of  the  vineyards  to  the  drying-place  or 
almijar,  where  esparto-grass  mattings,  about  two  feet  six 
in  diameter,  are  laid  on  the  ground,  and  the  contents  of 
each  box  is  tipped  over  a  mat;  there  the  grapes  are  left  to 
wilt  for  a  period,  which  varies  with  the  state  of  maturity 
of  the  grapes  and  the  purpose  to  which  they  will  be  turned. 

For  dry  sherries  a  couple  of  days  suflBce,  whilst  for  sweet 
wines  made  of  Pedro  Ximenes,  of  Moscatel,  and  Tinto 
grape  they  are  exposed  to  the  sun  for  a  week  or  more. 
Treading  and  Fermenting. 

In  the  larger  and  more  up-to-date  wine  cellars,  modern 
machinery  is  beginning  to  be  introduced,  but  at  the  major- 
ity of  vineyards  these  Avilted  grapes,  after  their  period  of 
insolation,  are  even  now  trodden.  .  For  that  purpose,  a 
succession  of  lagars  or  treading  platforms  are  provided 
and  arranged  in  rows ;  they  have  a  raised  wall  all  round, 
and  are  like  those  in  use  at  Malaga  and  at  Oporto.  In  the 
center,  which  is  raised,  stands  a  screw  press,  generally  of 
antique  design.  On  each  "lagar"  are  placed  sufficient 
grapes  to  fill  a  butt  or  pipe  of  wine,  and  over  these  grapes 
four  or  five  pounds  of  powdered  gypsum  are  strcAvn;  or, 
better  still,  a  smaller  quantity  of  pure  sulphate  of  potash. 
Then  the  treaders  light  their  cigarettes  and  set  to  work. 
Tlie  strained  juice  runs  direct  into  the  fermenting  pipes 
or  butts  (botas)  which  hold  150  gallons,  and  these  in  turn 
are  conveyed  to  the  cellars  (bodegas),  where  fermentation 
proceeds.  These  butts  are  not  quite  filled,  and  one-sixth 
of  their  capacity  is  left  ullaged.  The  pressings,  as  well 
as  the  free  running  juice,  are  fermente<l  together.  The 
trodden  grapes  are  shovelled  up  around  the  screw  press, 
and  a  cake  formed,  which  is  wound  up  in  an  esparto  rope 
coiled  round  it. 

After  this  first  pressing  the  dry  cake  is  broken  up,  and 
the  lumps  rubbed  over  a  stemmer  set  in  an  oblong  frame 
and  the  stalks  are  separated.  The  skins  are  then  slightly 
moistened  and  pressed  again,  after  being  allowed  to  stand 
awhile.  The  liquid  which  comes  out  is  fermented  by  itself 
into  a  "piquette"  wine,  which  is  either  consumed  by  the 
vineyard  hands  or  is  distilled  into  spirits  of  wine  used 
for  fortifying  sherries  and  sweet  wines,  or  else  turned  into 
excellent  wine  vinegar,  which  is  reared  with  all  the  care 
of  sherry  itself. 

This  is  about  the  extent  of  the  small  vine-growers'  opera- 
tions at  their  "lagars,"  as  from  this  stage  art  and  experi- 
ence combined  step  in,  and  it  is  in  the  merchants'  bodegas 
that  the  requisite  attention  is  bestowed  upon  the  young 
wine. 

The  pressed  must  is  conveyed  to  the  town  bodegas  much 
after  the  style  favored  at  Malaga,  or  else  in  butts  placed  on 
long  tAvo-wheeled  carts  drawn  by  a  scratch  team  of  mules, 
horses,  and  donkeys,  promiscuously  hitched  in  a  string, 
one  in  front  of  the  other,  and  stretching  out  a  long  way. 

In  the  bodegas  the  young  wine  undergoes  the  usual  fer- 
mentation, which  is  foUoAved  by  a  more  or  less  lengthy, 
slow  fermentation,  and  when  quite  dry  it  is  fortified  with 
well-rectified  grape  spirit.     The    degree  of    fortification

iries  with  the  type  of  wine  it  is  soiight  to  obtain,  the

Towards  the  end  of  the  first  winter  and  a  few  months 

ter  making,  the   young  wine    undergoes  a    preliminary 

lassification,  and  is  syphoned  out  into  specially-seasoned 

isks,  which  are  steamed  and  waslied  with  care,  and  after- 
wards kept  filled  with  water,  which  is  renewed  every  now 

id  again  until  required  for  use. 

These  casks  are  generally  made  of  American  oak,  whilst 
at  Oporto,  Dalmatian  and  Dantzig  oak  is  preferred. 
The  American  oak  staves  are  said  to  impart  a  peculiar  de- 
gree of  bitterness  to  the  wine,  which,  if  anything,  improves 
sherries.

Liquor  flonopoly  in  Russia. 


(From  United  States  Commercial  Agent  Greener,  Vladi- 
vostok, Siberia.) 

The  St.  Petersburg  paper,  Rooskia  Vedomosti,  in  an 
article  on  the  results  of  the  Government  liquor  monopoly, 
states  that  this  monopoly,  conceived  and  introduced  by 
the  former  minister  of  finance,  S.  J.  Witte,  represents, 
together  with  the  reforms. -in  the  monetary  currency,  the 
most  important  measure  of  the  last  decade. 

At  the  introduction  of  the  bill  on  liquor  monopoly  in 
the  council  of  state,  Mr.  Witte's  speech  contained  the 
following  statement :  "Only  by  way  of  monopoly  can 
the  Government  derive  from  the  tax  on  alcohol  larger 
I'cvenue  than  at  present  with  the  fewest  inconveniences 
and  troubles;  and  at  the  same  time  the  monopoly  offers 
the  only  restraint,  in  the  interest  of  morality  and  the 
people's  health,  from  the  abuse  of  liquor  consumption." 
So  the  bill  had  two  objects  in  view — to  increase  the  Gov- 
ernment revenues  and  to  lessen  the  opportunities  for 
drunkenness. 

With  reference  to  the  decrease  of  drunkenness,  we  can 
not  state  anything  reliable,  for  we  still  possess  too  little 
information  on  the  matter,  but  with  regard  to  the  finan- 
cial part  of  the  reform  the  expectations  have  been  fully 
realized.  The  preparatory  work  for  the  introduction 
of  the  business,  from  1893  to  1901,  required  an  outlay  of 
over  $73,000,000;  the  income  during  this  same  period 
covered  not  only  all  these  outlays,  but  also  all  the  running 
expenses,  all  the  rebates  of  duty  (over  |17,000,000),  the 
sums  donated  to  the  temperance  associations  (about 
16,000,000),  and  still  left  a  surplus  of  .f 850,000.     The 


State  control  published  the  results  of  the  monopoly  busi- 
ness for  1901.  The  gross  income  was  |81,700,000;  the 
current  business  expenses  amounted  to  $62,500,000,  and 
the  net  profit  was  $19,200,000.  Besides,  the  excise  on 
liquor  yielded  $108,800,000. 

The  quantity  of  liquor  sold  from  the  Government  stores 
during  1901  was  133,600,000  gallons. 

Professor  Hodsky,  in  the  People's  Industries,  quotes  the 
following  figures  concerning  the  monopoly  during  the 
past  five  years: 

In  1899  the  Government  had  10,234  open  stores  for 
retailing  spirituous  beverages.  During  the  same  year 
9203  places  were  discovered  where  such  liquors  were 
secretly  and  illicitly  sold.  This  is  nearly  as  many  as  the 
number  of  open  Government  stores.  The  figures  are  im- 
pressive, and  tend  to  make  one  lose  faith  in  the  moral 
potency  of  the  Government's  liquor  monopoly. 

At  a  conference  of  the  agricultural  committee  of  the 
district  of  Saratoff,  the  peasant  members  were  asked  to 
give  their  opinion,  in  detail,  of  the  influence  of  the  liquor 
monopoly  on  the  lives  of  the  villagers.  Their  unanimous 
declaration  was  as  follows :  (a)  The  decrease  of  drunken- 
ness is  not  manifest;  (&) since  there  are  no  drinking  sa- 
loons, the  people  who  Avill  drink  get  drunk  openly  in  the 
streets;  (c)the  secret  and  illegal  sale  of  strong  liquors 
is  extending;  ((Z)the  rural  communities  have  lost  con- 
siderable revenue  which  they  formerly  had  from  licenses 
to  saloon  keepers. 

The  agricultural  committee  has  decided  to  petition  the 
Government  to  grant  the  village  communities  a  certain 
percentage  of  the  profits  derived  from  the  Government's 
sale  of  strong  liquors  for  school  and  other  public  purposes. 

The  Russian  Ministry  of  Finance  is  planning  to  increase 
the  price  of  monopoly  liquor  (brandy)  by  40  copecks  a 
vedro  (21  cents  per  2.7  gallons),  and  to  employ  the  addi- 
tional revenue  for  the  advancement  of  elementary  educa- 
tion among  the  people.

Creme 
de  menthe  is  sold  in  nearly  every  grocery  store  large  and 
small  in  San  Francisco,  and  it  is  also  dispensed  by  most 
bars;  yet  the  Board  of  Health  takes  pains  to  single  out 
half  a  dozen  concerns  from  which  to  procure  samples  and 
deliberately  gives  out  their  names  to  reporters  and  pillories 
them  as  though  they  were  the  offenders,  when  those  really 
to  blame  are  the  manufacturers.  The  method  works  an  in- 
justice, and  there  is  ground  for  the  suspicion  that  it  is 
resorted  to  for  a  sinister  purpose." 


THE  foregoing  from  the  Chronicle  of  April  22nd,  while 
it  is  a  statement  of  fact,  and  applies  to  previous  op- 
erations of  the  Board  of  Health  in  connection  with  native 
wines,  is  rather  amusing  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
Chronicle  was  the  only  paper  to  give  in  its  news  columns 
the  few  names  of  houses  who  were  published  as  dispensing 
bogus  Creme  de  Menthe.  It  is  outrageous  that  the  Board 
of  Health  has  the  authority  to  commit  such  acts  of  injus- 
tice, and  it  is  equally  unjust  that  the  daily  papers  use 
these  names — knowing  full  well  that  these  are  probably 
the  only  houses  that  will  be  mentioned  in  connection  with 
the  Creme  de  Menthe  investigation,  and  furthermore  know- 
ing that  the  names  given  are  apparently  those  of  houses 
that  are  picked  out  for  certain  reasons  best  known  to 
the  authorities. 

We  understand  that  the  whisky  men  are  next  in  line  for 
similar  queer  operations,  and  that  following  them  beers 
will  be  given  attention.  Those  who  are  "close  in"  intimate 
that  probably  it  will  be  found  that  the  only  beers  that 
are  not  pure,  are  not  made  in  California,  and  particu- 
larly in  San  Francisco.  The  reader  can  draw  his  own 
conclusion  as  to  why. 

We  wonder  why  it  is  that  with  the  endless  lines  of 
adulterated  foods  in  the  market,  foods  that  are  known  to 
be  impure  and  unfit  for  consumption,  do  not  receive  the 
attention  of  this  remarkable  Board  of  Health  of  ours.  It 
will  be  most  interesting  to  see  in  what  manner  this  branch 
of  investigation  will  be  handled.  At  any  rate,  it  could 
not  be  more  raw  than  what  has  been  done  to  the  liquor 
trade  up  to  date. 


THE  correspondence  of  the  Review  from  Los  Angeles 
in  this  issue  is  very  ominous — presaging  serious  con- 
ditions for  the  retail  liquor  trade  of  that  city.  That  sec- 
tion of  the  population  which  comes  from  the  hide-bound 
Eastern  States,  has  grown  to  such  proportions  as  to  be 
able  to  seriously  threaten  the  existence  of  the  retail  liquor 
store  in  Los  Angeles.  A  petition  has  been  presented  to 
the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  who  are  incidentally 
creatures  of  the  Anti-Saloon  element,  in  which  a  special 
election  is  called  to  determine  whether  or  not,  Los  An- 
geles shall  become  a  Prohibition  town. 

No  one  knows  the  real  strength  of  these  people  because 
there  has  been  no  voting  contest  which  would  show  their 
hand,  but  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  ablest  men  in  the  liquor 
trade,  that  unless  the  retailers  and  wholesalers,  the  busi- 
ness men  who  are  farseeing  enough  to  foresee  disaster,  the 
friends  of  the  retailer  and  of  the  restaurant,  make  desper- 
ate efforts  for  their  preservation  they  will  be  wiped  off 
the  map.  In  other  words  these  cantankerous  narrow-minded 
importations  from  the  freak  States  of  the  East,  propose 
to  wipe  out  property  values  representing  probably  |2,000,- 
000,  without  any  excuse,  save  that  the  traffic  is  obnoxious 
to  them.  They  pretend  that  they  use  liquor  in  no  form  'f- 
whatever,  but  they  are  not  satisfied  to  regulate  their  own 
habits  in  this  particular,  but  must  insist  upon  telling  other 
people  how  they  should  conduct  themselves.  Of  course  the  '^ 
fact  that  all  these  vast  investments  would  be  wiped  out 
wholly,  cuts  no  figure  with  these  fanatics.  If  they  had  the 
power  they  would  burn  the  saloon-keeper  at  the  stake,  and 
gloat  over  his  sufferings.  Los  Angeles  is  entitled  to  all 
kinds  of  sympathy. 

Prior  to  the  advent  of  the  present  Board  of  Police  Com- 
missioners, it  was  one  of  the  liveliest  and  most  prosperous 
cities  of  its  size  in  America — or  for  that  matter  in  the 
world.    Now,  under  the  iron  hand  of  this  Commission  it 
is  rated  as  dull  and  flat,  and  it  only  needs  the  victory  of  | 
the  Anti-Saloon  element  to  set  the  town  back  for  years  to  ' 
come.     It  will  take  about  six  months  for  the  merchants 
of  Los  Angeles  who  have  a  leaning  towards  Prohibition, 
to  discover  that  they  have  done  great  injury  to  their  purses. 
Then  will  come  the  great  scramble  to  try  and  get  back  to  . 
a  common  sense  business  situation. 

We  sincerely  hope  that  the  sensible  voters  of  Los  Angeles 
will  be  numerically  strong  enough  to  defeat  this  move- 
ment of  the  Anti-Saloon  League.  It  does  not  seem  pos- 
sible that  there  is  a  majority  of  voters  in  a  city  of  that  size 
who  would  be  so  idiotic  as  to  carry  through  such  a  meas- 
ure as  is  proposed.

R.  HENEY  E.  G.  LUYTIES,  of  Luyties  Bros.,  one 
of  the  best  known  men  of  the  importing  trade  in  this 
country,  passed  away  during  the  latter  part  of  last  month 
in  New  York.  Mr.  Luyties  was  a  native  of  Hanover,  and 
was  given  a  fine  education  in  Bremen.  He  came  to  New 
York  when  he  was  nineteen  years  of  age,  and  began  life 
with  Batjer  Bros.,  and  later  started  in  business  for  him- 
self. His  enterprise  was  a  success  from  the  beginning,  and 
at  the  time  of  his  demise  he  had  established  a  magnificent 
business,  dealing  both  in  foreign  and  domestic  wines,  etc. 
Mr.  Luyties  was  president  of  the  Federal  Distilling  Co.  of 
Baltimore,  and  a  director  and  member  of  many  organiza- 
tions, financial  and  social,  of  the  metropolis.  He  leaves 
a  widow,  two  sons  and  two  daughters.  In  Mr.  Luyties,  the 
trade  loses  an  exceptional  representative  and  high-minded 
man,  whose  loss  will  be  sincerely  felt.  The  business  will 
Ito  conducted  as  heretofore. 


Mr.  Charles  Townsend,  otie  of  the  best  known  and  best 
liked  among  the  whisky  salesmen  of  the  United  States, 
died  in  Omaha  a  few  days  ago,  following  an  operation  for 
appendicitis.  Mr.  Townsend  had  enjoyed  good  health,  and 
it  Avas  not  thought  probable  that  the  operation  would  be 
fatal.  He  was  best  known  as  the  representative  of  Yellow- 
stone whisky,  and  had  been  for  many  years  engaged  in  the 
promotion  of  that  brand.  He  had  a  host  of  friends 
throughout  the  country,  who  will  deeply  regret  his  sudden 
taking  off. 


What  Next? 


A  DISPATCH  from  Sacramento  under  date  of  the  18th 
inst.  states  that  the  Governor's  olfice  for  some  days 
past  has  been  flooded  with  protests  from  temperance  and 
religious  associations  "against  the  retailing  of  wines  and 
liquors  in  the  California  State  building  at  the  coming 
Portland  Exposition."  It  would  seem  that  these  people 
are  not  only  tireless  in  their  fanatical  efforts  but  are  sleep- 
less. No  one  but  a  pin-headed  citizen  would  think  of  mak- 
ing such  a  demand,  or  request  of  the  Chief  Executive  of 
the  State,  for  the  simple  reason  that  any  one  of  any  sense 
would  know  that  it  was  entirely  without  his  province  to 
dictate  in  matters  of  this  kind,  and  that  the  California 
wine  man  has  as  much  right  to  dispense  for  cash  or  gratu- 
itously his  products,  as  has  the  man  who  produces  the 
other  long  lines  of  food  products.  In  other  word.s,  he  has 
as  much  right  to  hand  out  a  glass  of  wine  as  his  next  door 
exhibitor  has  to  give  his  visitor  a  package  of  rausli. 

Governor  Pardee  in  replying  to  these  foolish  petitioners 
made  the  following  statement  for  publication,  in  order  that 
they  may  possibly  find  out  what  blankety-blank  fools  they 
are. 

"It  is  evident  that  somebody  has  been  misinformed  in 
this  matter;  they  appear  to  think  that  a  bar  is  to  be  set 
up  in  the  State  building  at  Portland  for  the  retailing  of 

«lifornia  wines  and  brandies.  That  is  all  a  mistake.  No 
:h  thing  is  going  to  happen.  In  placing  California's 
libit  in  the  State  building  at  Portland  the  law  will  be 


followed.  We  have  no  choice  in  the  matter.  The  law  says 
that  in  the  State  building  there  shall  be  a  display  or  ex- 
hibit of  the  products  of  the  State  of  California.  Now,  wine 
is  a  product  of  California,  just  as  much  as  grapes,  potatoes, 
threshing  machines,  oranges,  hops  or  potatoes  are  prod- 
ucts, and  therefore  wine  must  be  under  the  provisions  of 
the  law  exhibited  just  the  same  as  other  articles  produced 
in  the  State." 


THE  Industrial  Edition  of  the  San  Jose  Mercury-Her- 
ald issued  this  month,  was  one  of  the  best  numbers 
that  has  ever  come  from  that  office.  Aside  from  the  usual 
excellent  news  service,  and  the  regular  Sunday  matter, 
the  paper  contains  articles  descriptive  of  San  Jose,  the 
Santa  Clara  Valley  and  the  many  industries  of  that  sec- 
tion of  the  State,  including  agriculture,  manufacturing 
and  commercial.  The  editor  is  certainly  entitled  to  full 
praise  for  his  work. 


A  Wine  Bill  For  New  York. 


ASSEMBLYMAN  WADE  has  introduced  a  bill  for  the 
encouragement  of  wine-growing  and  the  sale  of  do- 
mestic wines  in  New  York  State.  The  bill  provides  for  the 
sale  of  wines  in  quantities  less  than  five  gallons,  at  an 
annual  tax  of  $150  in  New  York  City  and  other  cities  of 
the  first  class,  in  second  class  cities  at  a  tax  of  $75,  in  third 
class  cities  at  a  tax  of  $50,  and  in  all  other  places  in  the 
State  at  a  tax  of  f25.  This  measure  has  the  support  of 
the  American  Wine  Growers'  Association,  and  it  may  pass.

A  peculiar  feature  of  the  pest  is  that  it 
attacked  the  vines  at  night  and  seemingly  disappeared  in 
the  daytime. 


Admiral  Qrelet  at  Asti. 


ACCOMPANIED  by  Andrea  Sbarboro,  Secretary  of  the 
Italian-Swiss  Colony,  Admiral  Grelet  of  the  Italian 
Navy,  who  is  at  present  spending  a  few  days  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, spent  a  day  at  the  colony  and  was  greatly  pleased 
with  what  he  saw  of  the  wonders  of  that  picturesque  and 
noted  place.  He  inspected  the  large  wineries  and  the  wine 
tank,  and  will  remember  with  pleasure  the  day  he  spent 
in  Sonoma  County  as  Mr.  Sbarboro's  guest. 


Winery  at  Qilroy. 


GROUND  will  be  broken  in  a  few  days  in  the  Miller 
field  north  of  Gilroy  for  the  foundations  of  a  new 
winery.  After  the  excavation  a  good  foundation  will  be 
laid,  and  it  is  expected  that  work  on  the  buildings  will 
begin  early  in  May.  The  cooperage  has  been  bought  and 
everything  will  be  in  readiness  by  September  1st  to  handle 
this  season's  crop  of  grapes.  The  improvement  will  cost 
over  $25,000,  and  a  greater  portion  of  this  will  be  distrib- 
uted for  labor  and  material  in  Gilroy.  Surveyors  of  the 
railroad  company  are  surveying  the  new  switch  which  will 
connect  with  the  main  line  and  cross  the  Monterey  road  to 
the  proposed  site. 


Small  Vineyard  Brings  Big  Price. 

GEORGE  F.  COVELL  has  sold  his  vineyard  of  861/2 
acres  near  Woodbridge  for  |16,790,  or  |460  per  acre, 
says  the  Sentinel.  The  vines  are  of  the  Tokay  variety  and 
the  place  has  a  border  of  almond  trees.  There  is  a  small 
packing  house  on  the  land.  The  purchaser  is  the  Oppen- 
heim  Fruit  Company  of  Lodi,  Florin'  and  Woodbridge.  For 
the  years  1902,  1903  and  1904,  Covell  derived  aggregate 
net  profits  of  $657  per  acre  from  tliis  piece  of  property. 
Table  grapes,  particularly  Tokays  and  Emperors,  are  very 
much  in  demand  in  the  Eastern  market,  and  property  of 
this  description  has  been  very  profitable  for  some  years. 


T  RVINGTON,  April  13.— The  big  wine  cellar  near  here 
1  owned  by  the  Palmdale  Company  has  been  sold  to 
Lachman  &  Jacoby  of  San  Francisco.  It  is  said  that  the 
consideration  was  $35,000,  and  that  the  cellar  in  future 
will  be  used  by  its  new  owners  for  storing  wine.  The  cel- 
lar, which  is  one  of  the  finest  in  the  State,  was  built  about 
twenty  years  ago  by  Juan  Gallegos,  and  by  him  used  for 
several  years,  after  which  it  passed  into  other  hands. 


Illicit  Brandy  Man  Captured. 


DEPUTY  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue  Walter  F. 
Price  made  an  arrest  last  week  while  on  a  tour  of  in- 
spection. The  offender  was  Joseph  Oberte  of  Green  "Val- 
ley, near  Cordelia,  Solano  County,  and  three  separate  of- 
fenses agaiust  the  Federal  revenue  laws'  are  made  against 
him.  The  charges  are  having  illicit  brandy  in  his  posses- 
sion, rectifying  without  a  license  and  conducting  a  rectify- 
ing business  within  600  feet  of  his  distillery. 


Good  Crop  Outlook  in  San  Joaquin. 


IN  conversation  with  a  Sentinel  representative,  James 
Anderson  said  that  grapes  will  make  a  banner  crop 
this  year.  Continuing,  the  popular  fruit  shipper  said  that 
the  conditions  could  not  well  be  more  favorable  than  they 
had  been.  The  rain  had  come  in  proper  quantity  when 
most  needed,  and  there  had  been  no  heavy  wind  nor  killing 
frost.

Vountville  Will  Be  Very  Dry. 

IN  proportion  to  its  population,  Yountville  has  for  man]p 
years  been  the  wettest  town  in  Napa  County.  In  fac^ 
Yountville  saloons  seemed  to  thrive  like  thistles  in  the 
fields.  Biit  now  things  seem  about  to  change.  Senator 
Rush  introduced  a  bill  in  the  last  Legislature  to  prohibit 
the  sale  of  liquor  within  one  and  one-half  miles  of  the 
Veterans'  Home.  This  bill  was  passed  by  both  Houses 
and  was  signed  by  Governor  Pardee.  Six  months  are  given 
the  saloonkeepers  to  close  out  their  places  of  business.  The 
law  affects  all  the  saloons  in  and  about  Yountville.

Somerville^  General  Appraiser:  The  importations 
iescribed  on  the  invoices  under  consideration  consist  of 
Fernet  bitters.  The  goods  were  invoiced  at  and  shipped 
from  Italy  via  London,  England.  Each  of  the  importa- 
itions  was  assessed  for  duty  at  |2.25  per  proof  gallon 
under  paragraph  292  of  the  present  tariff  act  of  1897, 
which  enumerates,  among  other  things,  "beverages  or 
bitters  of  all  kinds  containing  spirits  and  not  specially 
provided  for  in  this  Act."  The  claim  made  in  the  pro- 
tests is  that  the  goods  are  liable  to  no  other  duty  than 
ihat  provided  for  spirits  under  section  3  of  the  tariff  act 
I  if  1897,  and  the  proclamation  of  the  President,  dated 
July  18,  1900,  which  refers  to  the  reciprocity  treaty  be- 
iween  the  United  States  and  Italy  (T.  D.  22373;  31  U.  S. 
Stat.,  1979).  This  convention  fixes  the  duty  on  brandy 
or  other  spirits  manufactured  or  distilled  from  grain  or 
other  materials  at  |1.75  per  proof  gallon. 

It  was  decided  in  the  case  of  Mouquin  Restaurant  and 
Wine  Company  v.  United  States,  Circuit  Court  for  the 
southern  district  of  New  York,  October  24,  1904,  in  suit 


3171  (reported  in  T.  D.  25868),  that  bitters  produced  in 
and  exported  from  Italy  fall  within  the  purview  of  this 
proclamation.  Note,  also.  United  States  i\  Wile  (130 
Fed.  Rep.,  331;  T.  D.  25223)  and  Abstract  4131  (T.  D. 
25894). 

.  We  find  that  the  merchandise  in  question  was  produced 
in  and  exported  from  Italy,  and  sustain  the  protest,  hold- 
ing that  the  goods  are  dutiable  as  claimed  at  fl.75  per 
proof  gallon.

of  the  case  by  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  on  writ 
of  certiorari.

Act,  or  shall  bear  a  name  or  mark  calculated  to  induce 
the  public  to  believe  that  the  article  is  manufactured  in 
the  United  States,  or  that  it  is  manufactured  in  any  for- 
eign country  or  locality  other  than  the  country  or  locality 
in  Avhich  it  is  in  fact  manufactured,  shall  be  admitted  to 
entry  at  any  custom-house  of  the  United  States;  and,  in 
order  to  aid  the  officers  of  the  customs  in  enforcing  this 
prohibition,,  any  domestic  manufacturer  or  trader,  and 
any  foreign  manufacturer  or  trader,  who  is  entitled  under 
the  provisions  of  a  treaty,  convention,  declaration,  or  agree- 
ment between  the  United  States  and  any  foreign  country 
to  the  advantages  afforded  by  law  to  citizens  of  the  United 
States  in  respect  to  trademarks  and  commercial  names, 
may  require  his  name  and  residence,  and  the  name  of  the 
locality  in  which  his  goods  are  manufactured,  and  a  copy 
of  the  certificate  of  registration  of  his  trade-mark,  issued  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  to  be  recorded 
in  books  which  shall  be  kept  for  this  purpose  in  the  De- 
partment of  the  Treasury,  under  such  regulations  as  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  prescribe,  and  may  furnish 
to  the  Department  facsimiles  of  his  name,  the  name  of  the 
locality  in  which  his  goods  are  manufactured,  or  of  his 
registered  trade-mark ;  and  thereupon  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  shall  cause  one  or  more  copies  of  the  same  to  be 
transmitted  to  each  collector  or  other  proper  officer  of 
customs. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  give  to  manufacturers 
and  traders  located  in  foreign  countries,  which,  by  treaty 
stipulations,  give  similar  privileges  to  the  United  States, 
the  same  advantages  as  are  given  to  domestic  manufactur- 
ers and  traders.  The  act  does  not  affect  names  or  trade- 
marks heretofore  recorded  in  the  Treasury  Department, 
and  as  to  them  the  protection  granted  so  far  as  concerns 
prohibition  of  importation  will  continue.  Nor  does  the 
act  appear  to  make  it  compulsory  on  the  part  of  domestic 
manufacturers  or  traders,  or  foreign  manufacturers  or 
traders,  to  register  names  (not  trade-marks)  with  the 
Commissioner  of  Patents,  in  order  to  prevent  illegal  im- 
portations. 

Domestic  manufacturers  and  traders,  and  foreign  manu- 
facturers and  traders,  to  avail  themselves  of  the  privileges 
of  the  act,  so  far  as  concerns  trade-marks,  are  required  to 
register  their  trade-marks  with  the  Commissioner  of  Pat- 
ents before  the  Treasury  Department  can  act. 

Applications  for  recording  the  names  and  trade-marks 
in  this  Department  under  section  27  will  state  the  name 
of  the  owner,  his  residence,  and  the  locality  in  which  his 
goods  are  manufactured,  and  in  the  case  of  trade-marks 
should  be  accompanied  with  a  certified  copy  of  the  certifi- 
cate of  registration  of  his  trade-mark,  issued  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  act,  and  the  names  of  the  ports 
to  which  facsimiles  should  be  sent.  In  the  case  of  the  name 
of  a  domestic  manufacture,  manufacturer  or  trader  (not 
registered  as  a  trade-mark  in  the  Patent  Office),  the  appli- 
cation must  be  accompanied  by  the  proper  proof  of  owner- 
ship and  proof  as  to  the  country  or  locality  in  which  his 
goods  are  manufactured,  which  must  consist  of  the  affida- 
vit of  the  owner,  or  one  of  the  owners,  certified  by  an 
officer  entitled  to  administer  oaths  and  having  a  seal. 

On  the  receipt  by  a  customs  officer  of  any  such  facsimiles, 
with  information  from  the  Department  that  they  have  been 


recorded  therein,  he  will  properly  record  and  file  them,    ! 
and  will  exercise  care  to  prevent  the  entry  at  the  custom-    i 
house  of  any  article  of  foreign  manufacture  copying  or 
simulating  such  mark. 

No  fees  are  charged  for  recording  trade-marks  in  the 
Treasury  Department  and  custom-houses. 

A  sufficient  number  of  facsimiles  should  be  forwarded 
to  enable  the  Department  to  send  one  copy  to  each  port 
named  in  the  application,  with  ten  additional  copies  for  the 
files  of  the  Department. 

Especial  attention  is  invited  to  the  provision  in  said 
section  prohibiting  the  entry  of  articles  "which  shall  bear 
a  name  or  mark  calculated  to  induce  the  public  to  believe 
that  the  article  is  manufactured  in  the  United  States,  or 
that  it  is  manufactured  in  any  foreign  country  or  locality 
other  than  the  country  or  locality  in  which  it  is  in  fact 
manufactured,"  and  collectors  and  other  officers  of  the  cus- 
toms are  instructed  to  use  due  diligence  to  prevent  viola- 
tions of  this  provision. 

The  provisions  of  the  act  also  apply  to  Porto  Rico,  the 
Philippine  Islands,  Hawaii,  and  any  other  territory  under 
the  jurisdiction  and  control  of  the  United  States.  :>

Care  to  be  exercised  in  filling  blank  spaces  in  tax-paid 

stamps.

To  Collectors  of  Internal  Revenue: 

It  is  observed  that  in  many  districts  carelessness  pre- 
vails in  filling  up  the  blanks  in  tax-paid  stamps. 

In  some  cases  the  name  of  the  distiller  or  person  by 
whom  the  tax  was  paid  is  omitted,  and  in  other  cases  the 
numbers  representing  the  taxable  gallons  or  the  serial 
number  of  the  cask  are  entered  at  random  on  the  face 
of  the  stamp.  This  carelessness  tends  to  make  the  stamps 
illegible,  and  in  many  cases  prevents  compliance  on  the 
part  of  gangers  and  wholesale  liquor  dealers  Avith  the 
terms  of  Circular  667. 

Collectors  will  please  see  that  reasonable  care  in  the 
issuance  of  tax-paid  stamps  is  exercised  in  future.

Sir:     This  office  is  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the 
7th  instant,  requesting  that  you  be  advised  whether  it 
would  be  permissible  for  a  distiller  bottling  spirits  im 
bond  "to  make  a  subdivision  of  the  packages,  placing] 
three  bottles  in  each  division,  and  placing  four  of  these 
small  packages  in  the  case,  which  case  would  be  branded 
and  put  up  as  required  by  article  19,  series  7,  No.  23." 

In  reply,  you  are  informed  that  if,  as  indicated  by 
your  letter,  the  bottles  containing  such  spirits  are  first 
packed  in  unstamped  cases  or  boxes  and  a  number  of

l^hesso  unstamped  cases  or  boxes  are  to  be  tbeu  packed  in 
[^U  outer  case,  beariug  the  required  marks,  l»rands,  etc., 
the  casiiif;  of  the  spirits  so  put  up  would  not,  in  the 
^opinion  of  tin's  ottice,  conform  to  the  re<iuirements  of  the 
,  bottling  act.  Section  1  of  the  act  provides  that  every 
jttle  when  tilled  and  properly  stamped,  "shall  be  packetl 
fin  cases  to  contain  six  bottles  or  iiiulti])les  thereof,  and 
tin  the  aj^firej^ate  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  five 
Igallons  in  each  case ;"  and  that  "each  such  case  shall  have 
laffixed  thereto  a  stamp  denotinjj;  the  number  of  gallons 
[therein  contained." 

Prom  the  language  used,  it  is  very  evident  that  the  act 

contemplates    that    each    case    containing    the    required

fmarks,  brands,  and  stamps  are  (miitted. 

In  the  case  of  distilled  spirits  drawn  from   receiving 
cisterns  into  original  packages,  the  law   (sec.  3287,  Rev. 
Igtat. ),  prior  to  the  amendatory  act  of  February  21,  1899, 
(required    all    such    spirits   to   be   drawn    "into   casks   or 
[packages,  each  of  not  less  capacity  than  ten  gallons  wine 
|measure,"  and  each  such  cask  or  package  was  uniformly 
leld  by  this  office  to  be  a  separate  cask  or  package  and 
not  a  combination  of  smaller  packages.     liy  the  amend- 
itory  act  of  1899,  such  spirits  may  now,  on  application 
)f  the  distiller,   "be  dra^vn  into  wooden  packages,   each 
containing  two  or  more  metallic  cans,  which  cans  sliall 
iave  <'ach  a  capacity  of  not  less  than  five  gallons  Avine 
leasure."     But,  it  will  be  noted,  this  privilege  required 
la  special  act  of  Congress,  and  until  like  privilege  of  sub- 
|)dividing  stamped   packages  containing  bottled  spirits  is 
granted   by   Congress,   this   office   must   insist   upon   the 
easing  of  such   bottled  spirits   in  the  )iianner  now  pre- 
scribed by   law.     No  objection,   however,   is  seen  to  the 
practice  of  placing  open  partitions,  of  thin  wood  or  paste- 
sard,  between  the  several  bottles  contained  in  each  case, 
to  insure  the  safe  packing  of  the  spirits.

The  testimony  befor('  tin-  Board,  which  is  not  refuted 
by  the  Government,  is  to  the  effect  that  such  "vino 
chinato  is  used  as  an  appetizer,  is  similar  to,  and  sold 
and  used  in  the  place  of  vermuth,  and  that  it  is  not  known 
in  the  trade  as  medicinal  bitters,  but  as  a  wine.  The 
report  of  the  appraiser  at  New  York,  to  whom  a  sample 
of  the  beverage  in  (juestion  was  submitted,  states  that 
"vino  chinato"  is  a  wine  put  up  in  Italy  similar  to  "qui- 
quina  donbonet,"  vermuth,  and  byrrh  wines. 

In  the  decision  of  the  Board  in  In  re  Bustanoby 
Brothers,  G.  A.  5227  (T.  D.  25868),  byrrh  wine,  to  which 
"vino  chinato"  is  shown  to  be  similar,  was  held  to  be  a

Sir  :  Your  letter  of  the  15th  instant  has  been  recei-^'ed, 
referring  to  circular  Mini.  385,  dated  the  9th  instant, 
directing  suspension  of  further  proceedings  in  cases  com- 
ing under  the  recent  decision  of  United  States  district 
court,  eastern  district  of  Missouri,  in  United  States  v. 
Three  Packages  of  Distilled  Spirits,  Graf  claimant,  pend- 
ing appeal  to  the  United  States  circuit  court  of  appeals 
from  that  decision,  which  held  that  the  addition  of  caramel 
or  burnt  sugar  to  the  contents  of  double-stamped  packages 
of  spirits  is  not  ground  for  forfeiture  of  the  packages 
under  section  3455,  Revised  Statutes. 

This  decision  is  not  to  be  regarded  as  changing  in  any 
manner  the  ruling  of  this  office,  that  such  additions  to 
distilled  spirits  by  liquor  dealers  involve  them  in  special- 
tax  liability  as  rectifiers. 

Where  such  compounding  is  done  hy  a  liquor  dealer 
who  has  not  filed  notice  of  intention  to  rectify,  he  be- 
comes liable  under  section  3317  a,  Revised  Statutes,  and 
consequently  subject  to  the  penalty  provided  by  section 
3456,  Revised  Statutes.

The  regulations  under  the  internal-revenue  laws  do  not 
contemplate  the  reduction  of  the  proof  of  whisky  in 
original  stamped  packages  in  the  presence  of  a  gauger 
by  dealers  who  are  not  authorized  wholesale  liquor 
dealers  or  rectifiers.

Sir:     In  reply  to  the  first  question  contained  in  your 
letter  of  the  27th  ultimo,  you  are  hereby  informed  that 
there  is  no  way  under  the  internal-revenue  laws  and  regu- 
lations by  which  a  jobbing  drug  house,  holding  neither  a 
special-tax  stamp  as  a  rectifier  nor  as  a  wholesale  liquor 
dealer,  can  have  whisky  in  original   stamped  packages 
reduced  in  proof  by  a  United  States  gauger. 

To  your  second  question,  the  reply  is  that  a  retail  liquor 
dealer  can  draw  whisky  from  a-  stamped  package  in  quan- 
tities less  than  5  gallons  at  a  time,  and  reduce  it  by  the 
addition  of  water  only  without  thereby  involving  him- 
self in  special-tax  liability  as  a  rectifier  or  in  any  other 
liability  under  the  internal-revenue  laws.

ultimo,  they  submit  the  question  of  special-tax  liability 
of  retail  liquor  dealers  as  rectifiers  upon  the  following 
statement  of  facts : 

First.  There  is  (niite  a  "cocktail"  trade  after  theater 
performance,  some  rt'staurants  serving  hundreds  of  cock- 
tails wthin  thirty  minutes.  These  cocktails  can  not  be 
made  in  this  short  time,  but  are  now  made  up  in  advance 
of  orders  between  the  hours  of  9  and  11,  when  there  is 
practically  no  l)usiness.  Is  it  necessary  for  these  re- 
tailers to  take  out  a  rectifier  license  so  that  tliey  can  mix 
these  cocktails  ahead  of  orders,  or  must  they  be  "ready- 
made"  cocktails  from  a  rectifier?  You  will  remember 
that  after  the  theater  people  have  not  much  time  and 
want  to  be  waited  on  in  a  rush. 

Second.  In  case  the  retailer  receives  an  order  fi*om  a 
customer  to  make  up  a  few  cocktails  for  him  for  a  special 
occasion,  after  the  goods  are  made  up,  the  customer  re- 
fuses to  accept  them,  or  the  goods  can  not  be  delivered 
for  some  unforeseen  reason,  is  the  retailer  in  such  a  case 
to  destroy  the  cocktails,  or  is  he  allowed  to  sell  them  to 
some  other  parties  when  called  for? 

In  neither  of  these  cases  is  the  retail  liquor  dealer  to 
be  held  liable  for  special  tax  as  a  rectifier  under  the  law, 
as  interpreted  by  ruling  No.  863  in  Treasury  Decisions, 
February  9,  1905  (pp.  62  and  63).  This  ruling  was  in- 
tended to  meet  the  attempts  made  by  some  retail  liquor 
dealers  to  encroach  upon  the  business  of  authorized  rec- 
tifiers through  a  perversion  of  the  former  liberal  ruling 
in  regard  to  tlie  compounding  of  liquors  by  dealers;  but 
it  is  not  to  be  carried  to  the  other  extreme,  and  some  lati- 
tude iinist  be  allowed  in  executing  the  later  ruling,  as  will 
be  seen  by  reference  to  T.  D.  881  in  Treasury  Decisions.

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LOS  ANGELES  CRISHES  PROHIBITION. 

(Special Correspondence  REVIEW) 

Los  Angeles,  June  2,  1905 : — The  open  saloon 
or  no  saloon  election,  held  here  today,  resulted 
in  the  overwhelming  defeat  of  the  anti-saloon 
forces.  The  vote  against  prohibition  was  prac- 
tically two  to  one.  R. 


DRY  WINES : — The  dry  wine  market  continues  steady, 
with  a  slight  increase  in  price  on  higher  grade  wines. 
The  wines  at  present  in  the  wineries  are  not  in  the  best 
marketable  condition,  having  been  made  after  the  rain, 
and  the  largest  portion  will  doubtless  be  sent  to  the  still. 

The  growth  of  the  grapes  has  been  considerably  retarded 
on  the  vineyards  of  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony,  and,  in  fact, 
in  all  the  vineyards  in  the  northern  part  of  the  State,  ow- 
ing to  the  cold  wet  weather.  This  will  tend  to  decrease 
the  eventual  yield  of  these  vineyards. 

Exports  by  sea  during  May  were  even  smaller  than  the 
exports  of  April,  amounting  in  total  to  502  cases  and  251,- 
075  gallons,  valued  at  $88,561. 


SWEET  WINES — While  there  are  no  large  offerings 
of  sweet  wines  on  the  market,  still  the  same  unsatisfac- 
tory, low  prices  prevail,  with  a  slight  trend  toward  the 
former  normal  prices,  during  the  last  part  of  the  month. 
Production  in  April  in  the  Fourth  District  was  7987.97 
gallons  port.  There  was  no  production  in  the  First  Dis- 
trict. 


BRANDY: — The  market  remains  unchanged  The  de- 
mand for  suitably  aged  goods  remains  strong.  The 
production  of  brandy  in  the  two  districts  for  April  was 
17,712.3  gallons.  There  remained  in  bond  on  April  30th 
1,760,072.7  gallons.  The  exports  amounted  to  19  cases, 
398  gallons,  valued  at  |810,  while  the  imports  totaled  63.^. 
cases. 


WHISKEY  :-The  local  market  shows  a  slight  inclina- 
tion to  mend,  but  business  is  still  far  iroin  satisfac- 
tory. The  country  trade  is  running  remarkably  strong  for 
this  season  of  the  year,  and  as  payments  are  good,  and  min- 
ing and  crop  conditions  favorable,  the  outlook  throughout 
the  interior  is  excellent.  As  the  summer  season  in  Alaska 
is  opening,  many  large  shipments  are  under  way  to  our 
Northern  possession  and  indications  point  to  an  excellent 
business  year  throughout  the  Territory.  Puget  Sound  is 
booming,  owing  to  the  opening  up  of  saw  and  shingle  mills 
and  with  the  Lewis  and  Clark  Fair  at  Portland  the  whis- 
key interests  should  enjoy  a  prosperous  year  on  the  Coast. 
Exports  by  sea  during  the  month  were  of  comparatively 
steady  volume,  amounting  to  1,630  cases  and  3,455  gallons 
bulk,  of  the  value  of  |13,485.  Exports  by  sea  of  miscella- 
neous liquors  amounted  to  714  cases,  six  kegs,  twelve  bar- 
rels, 1,091  gallons,  valued  at  |7,698,  being  considerably 
larger  than  April. 


BEER : — The  beer  market  was  a  trifle  unsettled  during 
the  month,  owing  to  labor  troubles  at  the  bottling 
plants  of  the  northern  brewers  in  this  city,  the  employees 
being  called  out  in  sympathy  with  the  strikers  of  the 
Northwest.  Their  places  were  promptly  filled,  and  at  the 
close  of  the  month  these  plants  were  running  full  blast 
and  having  no  trouble  to  fill  all  orders.  Local  brewers 
anticipate  an  excellent  season.  Exports  of  beer  by  sea 
fell  off  during  the  month,  amounting  to  only  628  packages, 
with  an  aggregate  value  of  |4,847.  Imports  of  beer,  ale 
and  stout  amounted  to  1,281  packages,  being  an  increase 
over  April  imports. 


T  MPORTATIONS :— Business  in  relation  to  the  season 
1  was  of  excellent  volume  being  an  increase  over  the 
imports  of  the  previous  month.  The  manifests  for  May 
show  imports  amounting  to  200  cases  cognac,  390  cases, 
ten  octaves  gin,  435  cases  brandy,  200  cases  absinthe,  590 
cases,  305  barrels,  fifty  quarter-barrels  and  thirty-five  half- 
barrels  beer,  fifty  barrels  ginger  ale,  1,315  cases,  ten  bar- 
els  vermouth,  204  cases  assorted  liquors,  301  cases  ale  and 
stout,  1,072  cases,  207  barrels  whiskey,  296  cases,  ninety- 
eight  barrels  wine,  315  cases  bitters,  967  cases  mineral 
water,  200  cases  Amer  Picon,  105  cases  cordials.  This 
shows  an  increase  over  last  month  in  almost  every  line. 


California  Wine  Market. 


THERE  has  been  quite  a  fair  demand  during  the  past 
two  weeks  for  good  sweet  wines  of  the  1903  vintage 
and  older,  but  at  the  prices  which  have  been  ruling  during 
the  past  six  months  they  have  become  rather  scarce,  and 
buyers  who  do  not  want  to  pay  an  advance  have  either  to 
be  satisfied  with  lower  grades  or  with  wines  of  the  last 
year's  vintage.  The  latter  are,  however,  scarcely  in  condi- 
tion to  be  marketed  at  present. 

Dry  Wines  have  also  been  in  good  demand  at  full  prices, 
and  brandies  continue  to  be  firm. — Bonforts,  May  25. 


Wine  and  Brandy  Receipts. 


The  receipts  of  wine  and  brandy  from  interior  cellars  dur- 
ing the  month  of  May  were:  Wine,  1,608,375  gallons;  brandy, 
9,000  gallons. 


American  Whiskies  in  Bond. 


The  quantity  of  American  whiskies  and  spirits  remaining 
in  bond  in  San  Francisco  April  30,  1905,  was  128,219  tax 
gallons. 


Mr,  P.  O.  Rossi  will  leave  on  June  4th  on  a  flying  trip 
through  the  San  Joaquin  valley,  to  inspect  the  sweet-wine 
vineyards  in  that  section  of  the  State. 


The  many  friends  of  Supervisor  Oscar  Hocks  will  regret 
to  hear  of  his  bad  luck  in  being  thrown  from  his  buggy  and 
very  severely  shaken  up,  through  the  carelessness  of  a 
driver  of  a  heavy  wagon.  Owing  to  his  exceptionally  great 
weight,  he  was  badly  injured.  However,  he  is  recovering 
nicely  and  will  probably  suffer  no  particularly  bad  effects. 
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Commissioner  Yerkes  Non-Committal. 


THE  State  of  California  in  general  and  the  wine-makers 
in  particular,  may  pride  themselves  on  being  honored 
by  a  visit  from  Internal  Revenue  Commissioner  Yerkes, 
^^vho  visited  various  sections  of  our  State,  notably  the  sweet 
•wine  producing  areas.  Mr.  Yerkes  came  to  the  State  to  get 
information  and  data  so  as  to  be  able  to  act  intelligently 
on  his  previous  recommendation  for  a  tax  on  brandy  used 
in  fortifying  sweet  wines. 

Mr.  Yerkes'  first  intention  on  coming  West  was  to  make 
a  two  or  three  weeks'  tour  of  the  wine-producing  areas  of 
California,  but  owing  to  developments  in  the  East  was  com- 
pelled to  limit  his  visit  to  a  few  days.  When  seen  at  the 
Palace  Hotel  by  a  representative  of  the  Review^  he  ex- 
pressed liimself  as  highly  pleased  with  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia and  the  appearance  of  prosperity  found  on  every 
hand,  and  regretted  that  owing  to  the  inclemency  of  the 
weather  during  his  visit  he  did  not  have  an  introduction  to 
our  glorious  climate.  In  reference  to  the  wine  industry 
and  his  visit,  Mr.  Yerkes  said : 

"I  have  no  general  statement  to  make  at  present,  as  I 
have  still  to  visit  the  producers  of  sweet  wines  in  the  south- 
em  part  of  the  State  who  are  vitally  interested  in  the 
cause  of  my  visit.  I  have  met  most  of  the  large  wine  men 
of  the  City  of  San  Francisco  and  find  that  some  of  them 
are  willing  to  pay  a  nominal  tax  on  the  brandy  used  in 
fortification — that  is,  a  tax  sufficient  to  reimburse  the  Gov- 
ernment for  the  cost  of  having  gangers,  etc. — while  on  the 
other  hand  I  find  other  wine  men  who  will  not  even  try  to 
think  of  any  kind  of  a  tax  whatever.  The  Department  does 
not  in  any  way  wish  to  harm  the  great  and  growing  indus- 
try of  wine-making  in  California,  and  until  I  have  visited 
the  sweet  wine  producers  of  the  southern  part  of  the  State 
I  will  be  unable  to  make  any  statement  of  the  probable 
course  to  be  pursued." 

This  is  the  first  time  that  the  Internal  Revenue  Com- 
missioner has  visited  the  wine-makers  of  California,  and 
the  fact  of  his  having  done  so  seems  to  indicate  that  the 
Department  is  showing  a  commendable  spirit  in  investigat- 
ing fully  before  acting. 


Commissioner  Yerkes  Banqueted. 


A  BANQUET  was  given  by  the  Sequoia  Club  of  Fresno 
to  U.  S.  Internal  Revenue  Commissioner  John  W. 
Yerkes  during  his  stay  in  Fresno,  and  in  the  course  of  in- 
formal remarks  made  around  the  festive  board  Mr.  Yerkes 
expressed  himself  as  delighted  with  California  and  aston- 
ished at  the  extent  of  its  wine  industry,  "which,"  he  said, 
"I  had  hitherto  known  only  in  gallons.  Now  I  have  seen 
your  vast  vineyards,  inspected  your  buildings  and  cellars, 
and  met  the  capable  and  hospitable  gentlemen  connected 
■with  the  industry,  and  I  have  found  that,  in  common  with 
all  Easterners,  I  had  many  misconceptions.  I  already  know 
that  you  were  good  fighters,  and  I  think  the  Lord  loveth 
a  good  fighter  as  well  as  a  cheerful  giver.  We  may  not  al- 
ways agree,  but  we  at  least  understand  each  other  better."

Viticultural  Club  Meets. 


THE  California  Viticultural  Club  met  in  the  Assembly 
Hall  of  the  Mechanics'  Library  on  Friday,  May  26th, 
meeting  being  called  to  order  at  1 :20  p.  m.,  with  President 
John  Swett  in  the  chair.  After  hearing  the  report  of  the 
Secretary,  Professor  F.  Bioletti  outlined  the  intentions  of 
the  State  University  on  the  |10,000  allowed  by  the  State 
Legislature,  stating  that  as  Mr.  Pierce  claims  to  have  the 
Anaheim  disease  under  control,  and  will  publish  a  bulletin 
on  his  work  shortly,  the  main  efforts  will  be  along  the  line 
of  resistant  stock  for  minor  diseases,  improvements  in  pres- 
ent methods  of  grafting,  and  methods  of  making  present 
stock  resistant  by  feeding,  or  other  means.  Professor 
Bioletti  had  a  paper  prepared,  but  owing  to  temporary 
indisposition  was  unable  to  read  it  before  the  meeting. 
This  paper  appears  elsewhere  in  the  Review.  On 
motion,  the  President  and  two  Vice  Presidents  were  ap- 
pointed to  act  as  an  auditing  committee.  On 
motion,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  meet  the  American 
Wine  Growers'  Association  upon  their  arrival  on  July  9th. 
The  committee  were  instructed  to  confer  with  the  Board 
of  Trade,  California  Promotion  Committee  and  the  Cali- 
fornia State  Board  of  Viticulture,  Messrs.  P.  T.  Morgan, 
P.  C.  Rossi,  C.  A.  Wetmore,  G.  Peletier,  Charles  Bundschu, 
Clarence  J.  Wetmore,  Colonel  J.  P.  Irish,  Rufus  P.  Jen- 
nings and  M.  F.  Tarpey  being  appointed  to  act  as  the 
above  committee. 

On  motion  the  Secretary  was  empowered  to  either  make 
arrangements  for  space  in  some  recognized  wine  paper  or 
to  prepare  a  monthly  bulletin  to  be  issued  by  the  Club. 

On  motion  the  Club  adjourned  to  meet  in  St.  Helena  on 
August  15th  next.

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Oidium  of  the  Vine. 


THE  Powdery  Mildew  of  the  vine,  commonly  called  in 
California  simple  "Mildew,"  or  more  correctly, 
"Oidium,"  is  the  only  serious  fungus  disease  of  the  grape, 
which  the  Californian  viticulturist  has  to  combat.  The 
disease  is  so  serious  that  if  neglected  it  will  not  only  de- 
stroy the  whole  crop,  but  may  even  kill  or  vitally  injure 
the  vine.  The  fungus  causing  the  disease  originated  in 
the  United  States,  and  a  few  years  after  its  introduction 
into  Europe,  completely  destroyed  in  large  vine-growing 
regions  and  diminished  the  crop  of  the  whole  of  Europe 
probably  50  per  cent.  The  discovery  of  the  elficacy  of 
sulphur  as  a  remedy  saved  the  grape  growers  of  Francre 
from  ruin. 

For  many  years  the  remedy  gave  full  satisfaction  in 
Europe,  Africa,  Australia  and  California.  Within  the 
last  five  years,  however,  there  has  been  much  com- 
plaint in  France  and  Cape  Colony,  that  sulphur  was  losing 
its  efficacy  as  a  remedy.  The  same  complaint  is  now  being 
made  frequently  in  California. 

Several  theories  are  advanced  to  account  for  the  increas- 
ing damage  suffered  by  the  vines  from  this  disease.  In 
France  many  claim  that  the  Oidium  was  at  first  only  im- 
perfectly acclimated  and  did  not  form  the  resistant,  hiber- 
nating spores  which  are  found  commonly  in  the  Eastern 
parts  of  the  United  States.  Under  these  conditions  the 
Spring  infection  was  slight  and  easily  controlled  by  ordi- 
nary sulfering.  Now,  it  is  claimed,  these  winter  spore* 
are  being  produced  abundantly  and  the  fungus  has  thereby 
acquired  an  increased  virulence  which  makes  it  much  more 
difficult  to  combat.  It  has  been  shown,  however,  that  a 
great  part,  if  not  the  main  part,  of  the  Spring  infection  is 
due  to  the  Summer  form  of  the  fungus  passing  the  Win- 
ter in  the  scales  of  the  dormant  buds  of  the  vine.  The 
theory  is  therefore  untenable,  especially  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  complaint  of  renewed  virulence  comes  from  Cali- 
fornia also,  where  the  fungus  has  always  produced  Winter 
spores  in  abundance,  and  from  Cape  Colony,  where  they 
are  still  absent,  or  very  rare. 

Another  theory  is  that  continued  sulphuring  has  suc- 
ceeded in  keeping  the  fungus  within  comparatively  innocu- 
ous limits,  without  exterminating  it,  and  that  while  the 
cells  or  spores  most  sensitive  to  the  sulphur  fumes  have 
been  killed,  some  of  the  least  sensitive  have  escaped  each 
year.  This  has  led,  according  to  the  theory,  to  the  gradual 
acquirement  of  resistance  to  sulphur  by  the  fungus, 
through  a  process  of  selection  or  survival  of  the  fittest. 
At  first  view  this  seems  a  plausible  theory,  but,  in  the  first 
place,  it  is  without  any  direct  evidence  in  its  favor,  and 
secondly,  when  we  consider  the  myriads  of  spores  produced 
by  an  untreated  vineyard  or  by  a  few  untreated  vines,  of 
which  there  are  always  some  in  every  neighborhood,  and 
of  the  great  ease  with  which  the  wind  and  other  agencies 
disperse  these  spores,  it  seems  hardly  probable  that  the 
few  spores  that  escape  in  the  treated  vineyards  can  have 
much  effect  in  developing  a  race  of  the  fungus,  immune 
to  sulphur  fumes. 

A  third  theory  is  that  the  grape  growers  have  gradually 
relaxed  the  extreme  care  and  vigilance  exercised  on  the 
discovex'y  of  the  remedy,  after  the  terrible  catastrophies 
caused  by  the  first  invasions  of  the  disease.  This  seems  to 
be  the  most  reasonable  theory  and  it  is  evident  that  the  ap- 
plication of  sulphur  is  not  being  made,  in  many  places,  with 


the  thoroughness  of  former  times.  Vineyards  which  wei 
formerly  sulphured  two  or  three  times  a  year  are  now 
sulphured  but  once  and  in  some  cases  once  only  in  two  or 
three  years. 

Whatever  the  reason,  it  is  evident  that  Oidium  is  caus- 
ing more  damage  now  than  it  did  ten  years  ago  and  this 
has  led  to  renewed  investigations  of  methods  of  control. 
These  investigations  have  been  principally  regarding  va- 
rious methods  of  applying  the  sulphur,  notably  in  the  form 
of  liquid  sprays.  These  sprays  are  either  simple  mixtures 
of  sulphur  and  water,  a  mixture  facilitated  by  the  addition 
of  some  alkali,  such  as  lime,  soda  or  ammonia,  or  various 
combinations  of  sulphur  with  the  common  fungicides,  such 
as  Bordeaux  mixture.  Other  lines  of  investigation  have 
been  in  regard  to  methods  of  destroying  the  hibernating 
forms  of  the  fungus,  either  the  Winter  spores  or  the  form 
remaining  in  the  scales  of  the  dormant  buds. 

Some  of  the  methods  tested  are  very  promising  both  for 
simplicity  and  effectiveness,  and  it  is  very  desirable  that 
they  should  be  given  a  very  thorough  trial  in  California. 

The  Viticultural  Department  at  Berkeley  is  planning  an 
investigation  of  these  and  other  problems  connected  with 
the  Oidium  of  the  vine,  and  would  be  very  glad  to  corre- 
spond with  any  vineyardist  interested. — Courtesy  Fruit 
World.

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IK  08  ANGELESj  May  20.— Los  Angeles  is  in  the  thfoes 
"^y  of  a  bitter  no-saloon  campaign.  Both  sides  afe  well 
ol^anilBcd,  and  money  is  plentiful  for  campaign  purposes. 
Two  leading  daily  newspapers,  the  Evening  Express  and 
tie  Morning  Times,  SLve  the  leaders  in  the  Struggle.  The 
Evening  Express,  under  strong  editorial  managementj  is 
dealing  hard  blows,  and  has  dared  to  undertake  what  no 
other  local  paper  would  think  of  seriously — a  criticism 
npon  the  attitude  of  the  retail  liquoir  men*s  chief  friend, 
the  Merchants'  and  Manufacturers'  Association.  That 
body,  composed  of  hundreds  of  business  men,  representing 
t5  pei*  cent  of  the  vested  wealth  of  the  city,  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  campaign,  held  a  meeting  to  discuss  the  ordi- 
nance proposed  by  the  Anti-Saloon  League.  A  committee 
was  appointed  with  discretionary  powers,  to  take  any  ac- 
tion deemed  necessary  to  protect  the  business  interests  of 
Los  Angeles.  Then  a  vote  wag  taken  among  the  member- 
ship to  determine  the  consensus  of  opinion.  The  result 
follows :,  For  licensed  saloons  and  present  conditions,  276 ; 
against  saloons,  57.  Eighty  per  cent  of  the  membership 
\  oted.  Then  the  Board  of  Directors,  after  the  ballots  were 
( ounted,  passed  a  resolution  as  follows : 

"W^HEUEAS.  The  question  of' the  sale  of  liquor  by  saloons, 
or  its  prohibition,  has  become  a  paramount  issue  in  this 
lity;  and 

"Whereas,  This  is  an  issue  of  vital  importance  to  the 
merchants  of  Los  Angeles,  regardless  of  their  affiliations, 
due  to  the  effect  it  may  have  on  business  in  general ;  and 

"Whereas,  The  i\Ierchants'  and  Manufacturers'  Asso- 
ciation, representing  the  commercial,  financial  and  indus- 
jtrlal  interests  of  this  city,  is  constrained  to  take  action  in 
■the  premises;  therefore  be  it  ,t  j 

.  "Resolved,  That  we,  as  an  association,  are  thoroughly  in 
ja^cord  with  the  proper  regulation  of  the  liquor  traffic 
'through  the  proper  authorities,  and  are  positively  opposed 
1*4  the  drastic  measuresas  outlined  by  the  advocates  of  anti- 
i^nunr  legislation,  believing  that  such  prohibition  will  be 
j(Jlsa?,trous  in  its  effects  to  the  commercial  interests  of  Los 
Aiigfeles  and  Southern  California,  and  we  therefore  urge 
)iir  members  to  vote  and  work  against  the  ordinance  to  be 
submitted  to  the  voters,  having  for  its  object  the  closing  of 
iB  saloons.     And  be  it  further    / 

;  '"Resolved,  That  tl\e Board  of  Directors  of  this  association 
lerebv  declare  that  whatever  action  mav  hereafter  be  taken 


in  the  pending  (luestion  will  be  in  the  interest  of  the  entire 
mercantile  community  and  not  in  interest  of  any  particular 
class  of  business." 

Dufing  the  session  of  the  directors  of  the  Merchants' 
and  Manufacturers'  Association  the  following  resolution, 
which  is  self-explanatory,  Avas  pi-esented  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  directors ; 

"Resolved,  That  we,  the  liquor  dealers  of  the  City  of  Los 
Angeles,  known  as  the  Knights  of  the  Royal  Arch,  in  meet- 
ing assembled  this  27tli  day  of  April,  1905,  beg  to  assure 
every  one  who  nmy  have  signed  the  petition  calling  for  an 
election  on  prohibition  in  this  city,  that  we  are  utterly  and 
unaltefably  opposed  to  blacklisting  or  boycotting  such 
men  of  the  firms  they  may  represent,  and  shall  most  sin- 
cerely deprecate  the  same  being  done  by  any  one  engaged 
in  the  liquor  business  in  this  city.  And  be  it  further 

"Resolved,  That  we  urge  every  one  engaged  in  the  busi- 
ness to  refrain  from  doing  so  in  any  way." 

It  is  one  of  the  hottest  campaigns  ever  waged  in  this 
city,  and  the  result  June  2  may  be  a  surprise.  Liquor  men 
expecting  a  majority  of  three  to  one  will  be  disappointed. 
Some  bets  have  been  placed  at  two  to  one.  Conservative 
business  men  consider  it  certain  that  saloons  and  the  pres- 
ent conditions  will  carry  by  a  safe  majority. 

Proyiinent  lawyers  have  picked  the  proposed  ordinance 
to  pieces,  and  others  equallj'  prominent  have  given  it  an 
opposite  interpi-etation.  Saloon  men  are  not  making  a  very 
vigorous  personal  campaign.  Meanwhile  all  of  the  saloons 
are  doing  a  land  office  business.  The  average  citizen 
voices  his  protest  against  the  campaign  after  the  manner 


of  the  man  who   said:    "What! 
Arkansas !  Great  good  God — "  etc.

Guy  B.  Barham,  internal  revenue  and  custom  house 
broker,  has  been  in  San  Francisco  for  several  days  on  offi- 
cial business. 


Most  of  the  cafes  and  saloons  have  complied  with  the  re- 
cent stringent  rulings  of  the  Board  of  Police  Commission- 
ers, and  have  constructed  partitions  between  the  restau- 
rants and  the  bars.  The  s^ats  and  wine  rooms,  which  were 
placed  under  the  ban,  are  retained  by  common  consent. 
The  Imperial  Cafe  has  built  an  unsightly  partition  from  the 
Spring-street  entrance  in  an  effort  to  conform  to  the  law. .

Business  Changes. 


Dan  Jerrue  remains  closely  at  his  Oatalina  Island  re- 
sort, far  from  the  maddening  campaign.

Under  the  proposed  ordinance  200  saloons  would  be 
closed  ninety  days  after  its  passage,  the  sale  of  liquors  to 
be  confined  thereafter  to  restaurants,  hotels  and  clubs.  The 
measure  is  so  cunninglj'  constructed,  however^  that  its  pro- 
visions, accoi*ding  to  some  of  the  best  lawyers,  might  be 
extended  to  cover  the  exceptions  and  so  harass  the  trade 
as  to  make  it  unprofitable. 


During  the  visit  recently  of  Salt  Lake  City's  Commercial 
Club  members,  a  prominent  realty  magnate  of  that  city 
stated  that  ovei^tures  would  soon  be  made  to  Schneider  & 
Fieber,  proprietors  of  Cafe  Bristol  and  the  Palace  Cafe,  to 
remove  to  Salt  Lake,  where  uninterrupted  prosperity  would 
be  assured. 


Quite  a  number  of  wholesale  liquor  licenses  have  been 
secured  lately  hj  grocers,  who  have  installed  a  stock  of 
bottled  goods  for  the  family  trade.  C.  E.  D. 


Brewing  Company  Sues  Labor  Organizations. 


THE  Seattle  Brewing  and  Malting  Company,  which  was 
incorporated  in  West  Virginia  and  which  has  its  prin- 
cipal place  of  business  in  Seattle,  brought  suit  in  the  Supe- 
rior Court  here  yesterday  against  Peter  Hanson,  the  San 
Francisco  Labor  Council  and  the  several  local  bodies  of  the 
International  Union  of  United  Brewery  Workmen  of  Amer- 
ica, including  the  bottlers,  drivers  and  brewers,  to  enjoin 
tkem  from  carrying  on  a  boycott  against  the  company's 
beer.  A  preliminary  injunction  was  granted  by  Judge 
Murasky  and  the  case  was  set  for  hearing  on  June  9th.  The 
suit  was  instituted  by  the  law  department  of  the  Citizens' 
Alliance. 

The  restraining  order  directs  all  of  the  defendants  to  re- 
frain from  threatening  or  attempting  to  threaten  the  com- 
pany's patrons  or  employees  or  the  public  at  large  by  circu- 
lars, cards,  printed  notices  or  other  means,  with  the  object 
of  deterring  persons  from  having  or  entering  into  business 
relations  with  the  company  or  its  San  Francisco  agents, 
John  Rapp  &  Son. 

The  complaint  states  the  alleged  coercive  measures  taken 
by  the  defendants  to  destroy  the  company's  trade  in  this 
city.  The  boycott  followed  the  disagreement  between  the 
company  and  its  employees  relative  to  wages.  Its  beer  is 
referred  to  in  printed  notices  sent  out  by  the  defendants  as 
"unfair  beer"  and  "scab  beer."  Peter  Hanson  is  said  to  be 
in  charge  of  the  boycott  operations  in  this  city.  The  threats 
which  have  been  made,  it  is  averred,  have  already  caused 
some  of  the  company's  patrons  here  to  cancel  their  orders. 


Ground  is  now  being  broken  at  Folsom  and  Eleventh 
streets  for  the  new  Jackson  Brewery.,  being  on  the  site: 
of  the  old  malthouse  destroyed  by  fire  last  year.     The 
brewery  will  be  one  of  the  most  modern  plants  of  its  kind 
on  the  Coast.

The  new  partner, 
Mr.  Edward  T.  Morris  is  a  thorough  mecdianic,  and 
one  of,  if  not  the  best  engineer  on  this  coast,  hav- 
ing been  for  years  with  the  Union  Iron  Works,  and  hav- 
ing been  Superintending  Engineer  of  the  Pacific  Mail 
Steamship  Company,  Fulton  Iron  Works,  and  up  to  now 
Superintending  Engineer  of  the  Oceanic  Steamship  Com- 
pany.

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PACIFIC  WINE  AND  SPIRIT  REVIEW. 

Viticultural  and  Oenological  Education  in  France. 

By  F.  T.  BIOLETTI,  Piofessor  of  Viticulture,  University  of  Californi*. 


GRAPE-GROWING  being  a  branch  of  Agriculture,  and  wine-mak- 
ing one  of  tlie  agricultural  industries,  the  teaching  of  viticulture 
and  oenology  is  confided,  in  France,  to  the  various  schools  and 
institutions  which  have  in  charge  the  general  subject  of  agricultural 
education.  In  the  regions  where  grapes  and  wine  constitute  an  impor- 
tant part  of  the  product  of  the  land,  these  subjects  are  given  a  pro- 
portionately large  part  of  the  time  and  means  available,  so  that,  while 
there  are  no  schools  or  Colleges  of  viticulture-  exclusively  devoted  to 
this  subject,  there  are  some  where  it  constitutes  the  most  important 
part  of  the  instruction  given.  On  the  other  hand,  there  are  agricultural 
schools  where  very  little  instruction  is  given  in  either  viticulture  or 
oenology,  and  in  the  north  of  France,  somewhere  these  subjects  are 
omitted  entirely.  It  is  necessary,  therefore,  to  discuss  these  special 
branches  of  agricultural  education  in  connection  with  the  system  as  a 
whole. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  five  different  and  mutually  independent 
channels  through  which  it  is  attempted  to  convey  a  knowledge  of  the 
principles  and  practice  of  agriculture.  These  are  all  under  the  control 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture.     They  are: 

1.  School  Farms. 

2.  Practical   Schools  of  Agriculture. 

3.  National  Schools  of  Agriculture. 

4.  The  Agronomic  Institute  of  Paris. 

5.  The  Departmental   Professors  of  Agriculture. 

The  first  four  constitute  an  ascending  series  where  the  grade  of 
instruction  varies  from  the  most  elementary  at  the  School  Farms  to 
the  most  advanced  at  the  Agronomic  Institute.  Each  member  of  the 
series  is,  however,  meant  to  supply  a  special  need  and  to  be  complete 
in  itself  and  r.ot  in  any  sense  primarily  as  a  preparation  for  the  grade 
above.  Though  students  do  pass  from  the  Practical  Schools  to  the 
National  Schools,  and  even  from  the  School  Farms  to  the  Practical 
Schools  the  cases  are  rare  and  exceptional.  Each  class  of  school 
is  meant  lor  a  particular  class  of  student.  A  diploma  from  a  school  of 
one  class  does  not  entitle  its  possessor  to  enter  the  school  in  the  class 
above.  It  does,  however,  entitle  him  to  a  certain  number  of  "points" 
or  marks,  which  makes  his  entrance  somewhat  easier;  but  this  is  an 
advantage  which  he  shares  with  the  graduates  of  schools  where  agri- 
culture is  not  in  the  curriculum.  The  work  of  the  departmental 
professors  consists  in  spreading  agricultural  education  and  a  knowl- 
edge of  the  progress  of  modern  agriculture  among  those  lor  whom 
a  echool  course  is  impossible— to  the  actual  tillers  and  explotters 
of  the  soil. 

The  work  of  each  of  these  groups  can  be  made  clearer  by  consider- 
ing each  separately. 

Farm  Schools.  These  schools  were  first  established  in  accordance 
with  the  report  of  Richard  du  Cantal  to  the  French  Government  over 
fifty  years  ago  in  response  to  the  growing  feeling  of  the  need  for 
special  irstruction  for  the  sons  of  farmers.  The  prejudice  of  French 
farmers  at  that  time  was  as  strong  against  "theoretical"  and  "book" 
farming  as  it  is  still  today  in  many  quarters.  The  farm  schools,  there- 
fore, were  given  as  much  the  character  of  farms  and  as  little  that 
of  schools  as  was  compatible  with  the  name.  The  specious  reasoning 
that  a  farm  is  the  best  place  to  learn  farming  was  the  guiding  prin- 
ciple of  the  founders.  Practically  the  whole  time  of  the  pupils  is 
takoto  up  In  doing  the(  actual  work  of  the  farm.  This  farm  is  one 
chosen  by  the  government,  among  those  offered  for  the  purpose,  as 
that  most  suited  for  instruction  in  the  kind  of  farming  generally  fol- 
lowed in  the  district.  The  owner  of  the  farm  received  a  small  sum 
from  the  government  for  each  pupil  and  is  supposed  Hb  be  paid  for 
his  other  expenses  by  the  work  done  by  the  pupils.  The  pupils  are 
supplied  with  lodging,  board,  clothing  and  instruction  gratis.  .^11 
instruction  other  than  actual  work  on  the  farm  is  given  in  the  even- 
ing. As  the  pupils  are  young  and  backward  in  general  education,  this 
evening  instruction  has  necessarily  to  be  confined,  almost  escluS'Vely, 
to  the  elements  of  primary  education. 

TOere  is,  therefore,  an  almost  complete  absence  of  "theory"  or 
"boek-farming."  The  pupil  learns  to  plough,  to  sow,  to  reap,  to  nar- 
ness  horses,  to  milk  cows  and  generally  to  do  all  the  manual  work 
required  on  the  particular  farm  where  the  school  is  situated.  The 
"farm-schools"  are  thus  ideal  "practical"  schools  if  the  word  practice 
is  meant  to  refer  simply  to  the  manual  dexterity  necessary  in  an 
agricultural  laborer.  _^_  


That  the  farmers  do  not  find  that  these  schools  give  satisfactory 
results  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  fifty  years  ago  there  were  about  75 
of  them  and  that  now  there  are  only  13  or  14  in  all  France  and 
Algeria.  Though  the  schooling  costs  the  farmer  nothing  and  his  son 
may  have  been  made  a  fairly  skillful  laborer,  he  is  beginning  to 
realize  that  the  same  result  may  be  attained  just  as  well,  or  better,  by 
keeping  his  son  at  home.  The  school  farm  may  differ  from  his  own 
in  soil,  crop  and  other  respects  so  that  much  of  the  manual  dexterity 
acquired  is  wasted  and  other  methods  and  the  use  of  other  implements 
have  to  be  learned  before  the  son  is  even  a  competent  laborer  for 
his  father's  farm.  The  son  has  learned  "how"  to  do  many  things,  some 
of  which  he  will  have  no  need  of  at  home,  but  he  has  not  learned 
"why"  to  do  anything,  so  that  a  great  part  of  his  acquirements  are 
useless  to  him,  and  in  the  meanwhile  his  father  has  lost  the  benefit 
of  his  labor  on  the  home  farm. 

The  farm-schools,  therefore,  are  gradually  disappearing  and  the  few 
which  remain  exist  principally  where  the  "metayer"  system  prevails. 
The  "metayer"  system  is  an  association  between  the  owner  of  the 
laiid  and  the  man  who  cultivates  the  land,  in  which  the  former  pro- 
vides the  capital  and  the  latter  the  labor,  each  receiving  a  share  of 
the  produce.  The  metayer  is  a  tenant  who  takes  little  risk  or  respon- 
sibility, and  therefore  does  not  feel  the  same  need  for  trained  judgment 
as  the  farmer  who  owns  or  rents  his  land. 

Practical.  Schools.  The  need  for  agricultural  schools,  which  would 
train  the  rniiid  as  well  as  the  hands,  was  met  in  1875,  by  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  "Practical  Schools  of  Agriculture."  These  are  inter- 
mediate between  the  "Farm-schools"  and  the  "National  Schools  of 
Agricultiure."  In  the  former  there  is  practically  no  instruction  in 
theory,  in  the  latter  practically  no  manual  training.  In  the  Practical 
Schools  ore-half  of  the  day  is  given  to  class-room  study  and  the  other 
half  to  actual  work  on  the  school  farm. 

To  give  a  clear  idea  of  the  establishment  of  these  schools  I  cannot 
do  better  than  quote  from  a  little  pamphlet  written  by  Mr.  Henry 
Orosjean,  Inspector-General  of  Agriculture  in  France: 

"The  Practical  Schools  are  not,  like  the  National  Schools,  the  prop- 
erty of  the  State:  they  belong  either  to  a  Department  or  to  a  private 
individual,  who  places  them,  subject  to  certain  conditions,  at  the  dis- 
■>  posal  of  the  State,  which  then  provides  the  agricultural  instruction. 
'.  In  short,  they  owe  their  existence  to  two  distinct  sources;  the  propri- 
'■  etor,  whoever  he  may  be  (a  landowner,  a  farmer  with  a  long  lease,  a 
■.  Commune  or  a  Department),  who  furnishes  the  land,  buildings  and 
i  equipment;  and  the  State,  which  provides  the  salaries  of  the  staff 
»   and  the  expenses  incidental  to  the  instruction." 

"p.  "Under  special  circumstances,  however — in  the  case,  for  instance, 
j  of  a  Department  with  limited  means— the  State  can  share  in  the 
\  expenses  of  establishment  and  equipment;  but  this  has  always  been 
;,  regarded  as  exceptional.  It  may  be  observed,  too,  that  the  proprietor 
i  who  allows  his  property  to  be  used  for  the  establishment  of  a  school 
(-  often  has  recourse  to  the  aid  of  the  Department  towards  the  erection 
,  or  equipment  of  the  buildings  and  the  purchase  of  the  teaching  mate- 
•  rial.  The  proprietor  advances  the  money,  and  the  Department  repays 
/him  by  annual  installments." 

?       "The    instruction    given    in    these    institutions    necessarily    varies 

according    to    the    special    requirements    of    different    districts.      The 

Practical    Schools,    therefore,    enjoy    considerable    flexibility    in    their 

procedure,  which  enables  them  to  specialize  and  to  adapt  themselves 

',  to  all  agricultural  needs.    They  are  thus  specially  directed,  according 

<  to  circumstances,  towards  viticulture,  horticulture,  dairying,  irrigation 

i^and  so  forth. 

S  "The  extent  of  the  estate  attached  to  the  school  varies  also  accord- 
ling  to  the  locality,  the  proximity  of  towns,  the  character  of  the  agri- 
;  cultural  industry  of  the  district,  etc.  This  explains  why  some  schools 
It- have  an  estate  of  from  450  acres  to  nearly  800  acres,  while  others 
'  have  only  from  about  7  to  25  acres.  Usually  a  fair  average  estate  will 
be  80  acres. 

'     "The  estate  ought,  of  course,  to  be  thoroughly  satisfactory  from 

the  polrt  of  view  of  health.     It  ought  to  be  within  easy  reach  of  a 

i    railway  station,  and  in  a  neighborhood  with  sufficient  resources  to 

enable  the  school  to  be  worked  efficiently.-  The  buildings  and  the  land 

!  under  cultivation  ought  to  be  in  accord  with  the  average  agricultural 
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conditions  of  the  district,  the  land  being,  as  far  as  possible,  comprised 
in  a  single  property  and  contiguous  to  the  school.  The  whole  school 
should  present  such  a  character  that  it  may  be  taken  as  a  model. 

"The  staff  may  vary  in  different  institutions,  but  it  generally  com- 
prises: 

"A  Director  (who  may  also  be  one  of  the  Professors.) 

"A  Professor  of  Agriculture. 

"A  Professor  of  Physics  and  Chemistry. 

"A  Professor  of  Natural  Science. 

"A  Teacher  who  superintends  and  is  responsible  for  the. supple- 
mentary primary  instruction. 

"A  Veterinary  Surgeon,  Professor  of  Zoolechny,  a  head  of  the  prac- 
tical agricultural  department,  and  another  of  the  practical  horticul- 
tural department. 

"A  Superintendent  Instructor  in  Military  Drill  (or  another  Superin- 
tendent Teacher  called  Assistant.) 

"The  Directors  and  Professors  of  these  schools  are  recruited  after 
a  competitive  examination  from  amongst  the  graduates  of  the  Na- 
tional Agronomic  Institute  or  the  National  Schools  of  Agriculture, 
and  fulfilling  certain  conditions. 

ORIGIN    OF    THE    PUPILS. 

"The  great  majority  of  the  pupils  who  attend  the  Practical  Schools 
come  from  families  connected  with  the  land.  It  should  be  mentioned, 
however,  that  when  a  school  is  first  started  one  finds  a  certain  pro- 
portion of  the  pupils  are  the  sons  of  clerks,  teachers,  commercial 
men,  etc.;  but  as'  soon  as  a  school  begins  to  work  regularly,  and  its 
success  is  assured,  there  is  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils 
of  the  agricultural  classes. 

ADMISSION. 

"Before  entering  the  Practical  School  candidates  for  admission  are 
examined  in  the  French  language,  _prithmetic,  the  history  and  geogra- 
phy of  France.  Their  preparation'  is  becoming  more  and  more  satis- 
factory, and  most  of  the  candidates  now  hold  the  certificate  of  primary 
instruction.-  A  certain  number  of  scholarships  are  placed  at  their  dis- 
posal by  the  State  (on  average  four  for  each  school  and  for  each  year 
of  instruction),  by  the  Departments  and  sometimes  by  the  towns. 

"The  Practical  Schools  are  generally  Boarding  Schools.  Those  close 
to  towns  occasionally  have  some  half-boarders  and  day  scholars. 

/    FEES. 

"The  fees  for  boarding  vary  according  to  the  locality,  from  $80.00 
to  $120.00  per  annum,  the  average  being  from  $90.00  to  $100.00  (fees 
which,  it  need  hardly  be  said,  are  extremely  low) ;  half-boarders  pay 
from  $40.00  to  $50.00  a  year;  day  scholars,  $10.00  usually.  The  Di- 
rector receives  these  fees:  in  addition,  he  has  a  salary  from  the  State, 
and  disposes  of  the  more  or  less  remunerative  work  of  the  pupils. 

"On  the  average,  the  pupils  enter  the  scho61  in  their  fifteenth  year. 
COURSE   OF  STUDIES. 

"['The  course  of  instruction  at  the  Practical  Schools  is  one  of  two  or 
three  years,  but  there  are  more  schools  with  a  two  years  than  a  three 
years  course.  Although  it  is  clear  that  more  thorough  instruction  can 
be  given  in  three  than  in  two  years,  it  is  no  less  certain  that  the  par- 
ents of  the  lads— who  are,  for  the  most,  of  a  humble  station  in  life — 
dislike  the  idea  of  losing  their  sons  for  three  years,  just  at  the  time 
when  they  can  be  of  great  assistance  to  them.  Hence  arises  the 
necessity  of  curtailing  the  duration  of  the  course.  Some  special 
schools  (the  dairy  schools,  for  instance,)  only  provide  instruction  for 
a  year;  on  the  other  hand,  three  schools  cover  two  and  a  half  years' 
study.  This  question  of  the  duration^r  the  cOflTse  "is,  before  every- 
thing, a  question  of  locality. 

PROGRAMME  OF  STUDIES. 

"The  proferammei  of  studies  varies  according  to  the  character  of 
the  schools,  but  it  comprises,  as  the  basis  of  the  instruction,  the  fol- 
lowing subjects,  which  can  be  more  or  less  developed  to  meet  the 
particular  requirements  of  each  school: 

"Moral  and  civic  instruction;  French  language,  arithmetic,  geometry, 
surveying,  land-measuring,  levelling  and  drawing  to  scale;  agricul- 
tural geography,  physics  and  meteorology,  chemistry  applied  to  agri- 
culture and  agricultural  technology,  natural  science  (hygiene,  zoology, 
entomology,  botany,  the  diseases  of  plants,  geology),  general  agricul- 
ture and  special  cultures,  agricultural  engineering,  rural  economy  and 
laws,  zootechny  and  sanitary  regulations,  horticulture  and  fruit  cul- 
uire,  farm  accounts,  military  drill. 

"The  instruction  in  class  Is  supplemented  by  very  frequent  practical 
exercises  on  the  farm,  in  the  demonstration  plots  and  laboratories,  as 
well  as  by  numerous  excursions.  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  more- 
over, takes  especial  care  that  the  class  teaching  is  rendered  as  ob- 
jective and  practical  as  possible. 


THE    "HALF-TIME    SYSTEM." 

"The  division  of  time  between  theoretical  lessons  and  practical  work 
is  the  essential  feature  of  the  Practical  School.    In  this  type  of  the  j 
school  the  "half-time  system"  is  in  use;  half  the  time  Is  devoted  to  i 
the  theoretical  lessons,  and  the  other  half  to  practical  work. 

COST  OF  ESTABLISHMENT  AND   MAINTENANCE. 

"The  cost  of  establishing  a  school  with  a  two  years'  course  (school 
buildings  and  equipment)  may  be  estimated,  according  to  circum- 
stances, at  from  $10,000.00  to  $20,000.00. 

"The  expenses  of  maintaining  a  school,  which  are  defrayed  by  the 
State,  include  the  salaries  of  the  Staff,  a  certain  number  of  scholarships 
or  bursaries,  and  a  fixed  sum  (from  $240.00  to  $300.00)  for  teaching 
material.  The  total  annual  cost  of  maintenance  varies  between 
$3,800.00  and  $5,000.00. 

TOTAL  ENROLLMENT  OF  PUPILS. 

"The  total  enrollment  of  pupils  in  these  Practical  Schools  (including 
those  with  a  course  Of  one  year)  amounts  to  about  1,500,  which  gives 
an  average  of  30  pupils  to  each  establishment.  The  highest  enroll- 
ment at  a  single  school  is  90  pupils,  and  the  lowest  (at  a  dairy  school 
of  one  year)  12  pupils. 

FUTURE  CAREER  OF  PUPILS. 

"The  great  majority  of  those  who  pass  through  the  Practical  Schools 
remain  faithful  to  an  agricultural  career.  A  certain  nuinber  of  them 
prolong  their  studies  and  enter  the  National  Schools,  but  most  of  theija 
accomplish  the  aim  of  the  legislator  by  returning  to  the  land,  and, 
either  at  their  own  houses  or  with  some  farmer  who  employs  them, 
put  into  practice  the  good  methods  which  have  been  taught  to  them 
at  the  school.  It  is  in  this  direction  that  the  influence  of  the  Practical 
School  is  principally  felt  far  more  than  in  the  Immediate  neighbor- 
hood of  the  school  since  no  one  is  a  prophet  in  his  own  country.  These 
establishments,  moreover,  are  of  too  recent  an  origin  to  be  well  known 
to  the  generality  of  cultivators,  and,  consequently,  to  be  appreciated 
by  them  as  they  deserve  to  be." 

On  the  whole,  these  Practical  Schools  of  Agriculture  may  be  con- 
sidered as  fairly  successful  and  immeasurably  superior  in  every  respect 
to  the  obsolescent  School  Farms.  There  is,  however,  constant  effort 
to  make  them  more  useful,  and  this  effort  results  in  a  gradual  tend- 
ency to  deciiease  the  amount  of  "practical  work"  and  increase  the 
amount  of  "theoretical  instruction."  This  theoretical  instruction,  is, 
however,  by  no  means  confined  to  class-room  or  book  work.  In  fact, 
laboratory  work  and  field  work  of  a  distinctly  instructive  character  is 
constantly  being  given  all  the  development  which  Its  necessarily 
costly  nature  admits. 

While  the  School  Farms  are  decreasing  in  number  every  year  the 
Practical  Schools  are  increasing,  and  now  there  are  over  50  of  the 
latter  scattered  over  every  department  of  France. 

VITICULTURAL  SCHOOL  AT  LYONS. 

One  of  the  best  of  these  schools  is  that  of  Ecully,  near  Lyons, 
directed  by  Mr.  Durand,  the  author  of  an  excellent  little  work,  entitled, 
"Manuel  de  Viticulture  Pratique."  Here  viticulture  is  given  especial 
attention  and  the  farm  connected  with  the  school  possesses  a  vineyard 
of  15  or  20  acres  and  a  small  wine-cellar.  In  the  former  there  is  an 
extensive  collection  of  varieties  of  vines  for  the  teaching  of  Ampe- 
lography,  and  enough  wine  grapes  to  supply  the  cellar  with  material. 
In  the  cellar  all  the  operations  of  wine-making  and  wine-handling  are 
demonstrated  On  a  small  but  practical  scale. 

The  farm  consists  of  65  acres  and  all  the  work  is  done  by  the  40 
pupils^  The  amount  of  manual  work  done  by  these  pupils  is,  therefore, 
very  considerable.  The  principal  improvement  needed  in  the  methods 
of  the  school  Is,  according  to  Mr.  Durand,  the  director,  the  reduction 
of  this  amount  of  manual  wcrk  and  giving  it  a  more  distinctly  educa- 
tional value.  In  order  to  do  this  it  would  be  necessary  to  employ 
workmen;  and  experience  has  proved  here,  as  elsewhere,  that  it  is 
Impracticable  to  have  regular  laborers  and  students  working  together. 
To  make  a  change  in  this  direction,  therefore,  would  necessitate  the 
employment  of  a  sufficient  number  of  laborers  to  do  all  the  regulair  . 
work  of  the  farm.  The  pupils  could  then  be  given  only  such  work  as 
was  actually  of  educational  value  to  them,  and  only  sufficient  to  illus- 
trate and  make  real  to  them  their  theoretical  instruction.  This  would 
involve  the  abandonirg  of  all  attempts  to  give  them  manual  skill  while 
at  the  school.  The  loss  in  this  direction  would,  however,  be  amply 
compersated  by  increased  efficiency  in  the  other  elements  of  a  sound 
agricultural  education  which  are  the  main  objects  of  a  course  In  an 
agricultural  school. 

This  is  the  opinion  expressed  by  Mr.  Durand ;  but  the  increased  cost  ~

The  Wine  Asso- 
ciation is  henceforth  to  pay  great  attention  to  the  bottling 
and  sale  of  matured  wines  of  the  best  quality  from  Califor- 
nia vineyards.  This  is  in  the  line  of  working  closer  to 
quality  than  (juautity,  and  is  undoubtedly  the  avenue 
through  which  the  wines  of  the  Golden  State  Avill  go  for- 
A\'ard  to  deserved  success.  In  short,  this  warehouse  will  be 
devoted  entirely  to  the  storage  of  wines  in  glass,  and  will 
have  a  capacity  of  a  million  bottles.  Building  operations 
will  begin  about  July  1st  and  the  warehouse  will  be  com- 
pleted by  tlie  first  of  December.  The  structure  will  be  very 
strongly  built,  having  a  capacity  of  300  pounds  strength  to 
the  square  foot,  and  will  be  provided  mth  an  overhead 
traction  system  for  the  moving  of  the  bottles.  The  struc- 
ture wil  cost  about  $60,000.

What  the  Nations  Drink. 


THE  Bureau  of  Statistics  has  prepared  tables  showing 
the  consumption  of  tea,  coffee,  and  alcoholic  beverages 
in  the  principal  countries  of  the  world.  The  figures  show 
that  the  United  Kingdom  is  first  in  consumption  of  tea,  the 
United  States  in  coffee,  (xermany  in  beer,  Russia  in  whisky 
and  other  distilled  spirits,  and  France  in  wines.  The 
statistics  embrace  the  United  States,  Great  Britain, 
France,  Germany,  Russia,  Spain,  Italy,  Austria-Hungary, 
Portugal,  Chile  and  Argentina. 

In  consumption  of  beer,  statistics  for  eight  countries  in 
1904,  with  a  total  of  5,753,000,000  gallons  annually.  Ger- 
many has  a  total  of  1,783,000,000  gallons;  the  United  King- 
dom, 1,501,000,000;  United  States,  1,494,000,000;  Austria, 
492,000,0110;  France,  289.000,000;  Hungary,  38,300,000; 
Italy,  6,750,000. 

tn  the  eight  countries  the  consumption  of  whisky  and 
o  her  distilled  spirits  in  1904  was  687,000,000  gallons.  Of 
this  Russia  consumed  174,000,000  gallons;  Germany,  124,- 
300,000;  United  States,  121,000,000;  Austria,  82,500,000; 
France,  72,300,000;  United  Kingdom,  58,350,000;  Hun- 
gary, 43,5C0,fl00,  and  Italy,  11,000,000. 

In  the  nine  countries  named  the  consumption  of  wine 
was  as  follows,  the  aggregate  for  the  year  being  3,090,000,- 
000  gallons :  France,  1,343,000,000  gallons ;  Italy,  928,500,- 
000;  Spain,  331,500,000;  Austria-Hungary,  231,000,000; 
Germany,  124,000,000;  Portugal,  72,000,000;  United 
States,  43,300,000;  United  Kingdom,  16,750,000. 

In  the  per  capita  consumption  of  coffee  the  relative  rank 


of  the  countries  named  is::?  Uiiited  States,  11.75  pounds 
per  capita;  Germany,  6.65;  France,  4.29;  Argentina,  3.81; 
Austria-Hungary,  2.33;  Chile,  1.72;  Spain,  1.18;  Italy, 
1.17;  United  Kingdom,  0.69>  and  Russia,  0.15. 

Of  beer  the  per  capita  consumption  was  as  followss 
United  Kingdom,  35.42  gallons  (thus  exceeding  Germany 
with  her  30.77  gallons)  ;  Austria-Hungary,  20.36;  United 
States,  18.28;  France,  7.41,  and  Russia,  1.08. 

The  per  capita  consumption  of  whisky  and  spirituous 
liquors  is  as  follows:  Austria,  3.09  gallons;  Hungary, 
2.19,  and  Germany,  2.11.  Italy,  0.34,  is  the  only  country 
to  fall  below  1  gallon  per  capita.  The  United  States,  1.48 
gallons;  United  Kingdom,  1.38  gallons;  France,  1.85  gal- 
lons, and  Russia,  1.26  gallons^per  capita  consumption  of 
distilled  spirits. 

In  wine  the  per  capita  consumption  varies  greatly  among 
the  various  countries,  from  a  minimum  of  0.39  gallon  in 
the  United  Kingdom  to  34.73  in  France,  while  the  other 
countries,  arranged  in  the  ascending  scale,  stand :  United 
States,  0.53;  Germany,  2.08;  Hungary,  3.75;  Austria,  5.85; 
Portugal,  14.12;  Spain,  17.82,  and  Italy,  28.06. 


A  Cleveland  syndicate  has,  it  is  announced,  secured' op- 
tions on  all  the  breweries  in  Portland,  Ore.,  and  will 
shortly  merge  them  under  one  management.  The  North- 
ern Brewery  Co.,  incorporated  at  Cohimbus,  Ohio,  will  take 
over  the  consolidated  properties  at  Portland.  The  com- 
pany was  incorporated  for  only  $10,000,  but  the  plan  is  to 
increase  the  capital  to  not  less  than  |1,000,000  when  the 
formal  transfer  takes  place.

FOK  the  beuetit  of  those  wlio  do  uot  clearly  understand 
the  big  test  case  of  the  local-option  law  now  before  the 
Supreme  Court,  the  following  explanation  is  made : 

The  Hood  River  saloon  case  is  submitted  to  the  Supreme 
Court  on  the  single  (luestion  of  tlie  constitutionality  of 
the  local-option  laAV.  The  Hood  River  case  arose  from  the 
fact  that  Hood  River  went  "  dry  "  at  the  November  elec- 
tion. A  saloon-keeper  named  Foots  demanded  the  return 
of  the  unearned  portion  of  his  license  fee,  and  the  city  re- 
fused to  pay  it,  alleging  that  the  local-option  law  was  un- 
constitutional, and  that  he  could  still  operate  under  his 
license.  He  then  brought  suit,  the  city  demurred  to  the 
complaint,  the  demurrer  was  overruled,  and  the  city  ap- 
pealed to  the  Supreme  Coiirt.  The  brief  for  the  city  of 
Hood  River  presents  some  very  interesting  matter.  It 
says  when  the  Oregon  Constitutional  Convention  was  in 
session  in  1857  there  Avere  presented  to  the  convention 
twelve  petitions  signed  by  about  1,000  prohibitionists,  ask- 
ing the  convention  to  place  in  the  Constitution  a  section 
authorizing  the  Legislature  to  enact  prohibitory  laws,  or 
to  submit  such  laws  with  the  provision  that  they  should 
take  effect  upon  the  approval  of  the  people.  Another  peti- 
tion was  presented  asking  the  convention  to  include  a  sec- 
tion in  the  Constitution  prohibting  the  Legislature  from 
enacting  license  laAvs.  There  Avas  also  a  resolution  intro- 
duced in  the  convention  jjroviding  that  the  liquor  question 
should  be  submitted  to  a  A'ote  of  the  people  the  same  as 


the  slavery  question.  The  petitions  Avere  denied,  and  the 
resolution  Avas  voted  doAvn.  Instead  of  granting  the  re- 
quests of  the  anti-liquor  people,  the  convention  placed  a 
clause  in  the  Constitution,  over  their  protests,  for  the 
purpose  of  preventing  the  enactment  of  local  option  liquor 
laAvs.  That  clause  is  contained  in  Section  21,  of  Article  I, 
of  the  Constitution.  As  this  section  was  originally  drafted, 
it  read : 

"  No  ex  post  facto  laAV,  or  law  impairing  the  obligation 
of  contracts,  shall  ever  be  passed." 

To  this  the  following  addition  aa^s  proposed : 

"  Nor  shall  any  laAV  be  passed,  the  taking  effect  of  Avliich 
shall  be  made  to  depend  upon  any  authority  except  as 
provided  in  this  Constitution.  Provided,  that  laAvs  locat- 
ing the  capital  of  the  State,  locating  county  seats  and  sub- 
mitting tOAvn  and  corporate  acts  and  other  local  and  spe- 
cial laws,  may  take  effect  or  not,  upon  a  vote  of  the  electors 
interested." 

This  clause  Avas  inserted  in  the  Constitution  for  the 
purpose  stated,  and  it  remains  effectiAC  for  that  purpose 
unless  tlie  initiative  and  referendum  amendment  changes 
it. — The  Liberal.

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A  Dangerous  Law  Joker. 

DURING  the  latter  part  of  the  month  the  law  govern- 
ing the  sale  of  liquor  in  the  vicinity  of  the  University 
of  California  went  into  effect.  The  Examiner,  which  is 
inconsistently  the  enemy  of  the  liquor  traffic,  made  a  great 
spread  over  the  fact  that  the  wording  of  the  measure  ap- 
peai'ed  to  contain  a  "  joker."  This  was  to  the  effect  that 
no  liquor  could  be  sold  within  a  radius  of  one  mile  of  any 
ground  or  grounds  owned  by  the  University  of  California. 
The  previous  law  contained  the  words  "  in  Alameda  coun- 
ty," which  confined  the  application  of  the  status  to  the 
University  proper.  The  article  in  the  Examiner,  judging 
from  the  uncalled-for  space  given  it,  was  evidently  in- 
tended to  incite  some  fanatical  Prohibitionists  to  bring 
suit  to  force  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  to  revoke 
all  licenses  within  the  territory  embraced  within  the  mile 
limits. 

Applying  this  Avording  of  the  law  to  San  Francisco,  it 
would  put  out  of  business  all  saloons  in  the  city  save  those 
immediately  adjoining  the  ocean,  from  the  Cliff  House 
south,  and  a  few  in  the  Potrero  and  South  San  Francisco. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  the  lawmakers  at  Sacramento 
had  no  intention  to  enact  such  destructive  legislation  di- 


rected at  the  trade  of  this  city,  and  in  such  cases  the  in- 
tent is  what  the  courts  would  take  first  cognizance  of.  It 
is  probable  that  in  a  codification  of  the  laws  enacted  by  the 
last  Legislature  the  measure  will  be  made  to  apply  as  it 
was  intended.  Otherwise  should  the  matter  be  brought  into 
the  courts  on  mandamus  to  compel  the  Police  Commis- 
sioners to  revoke  licenses  on  the  ground  that  the  Univer- 
sity of  California  and  penal  institutions  bring  San  Fran- 
cisco within  the  scope  of  the  law,  there  would  be  most  cer- 
tainly a  suit  for  injunction  to  prevent  any  such  act  by  the 
Commissioners,  and  in  the  interest  of  justice  it  is  probable 
that  no  definite  conclusion  would  be  reached  within  two 
years  in  the  Supreme  Court — by  which  time  a  proper 
amendment  of  the  law  would  be  made.  In  other  words 
the  wording  of  the  law  was  overlooked  by  the  lawmakers 
who  passed  it,  and  the  trade  of  this  great  city  should  not 
be  made  to  suffer  by  their  carelessness. 

It  is  assumed  that  there  was  somebody  in  Sacramento 
during  the  session  of  the  Legislature  watching  legislation 
adverse  to  the  wine  and  liquor  traffic.  It  seems  strange 
that  any  such  thing  as  this,  carrying  the  danger  it  does 
to  the  trade,  could  be  overlooked.  However,  we  do  not 
think  the  liquor  men  of  San  Francisco  need  lose  any  sleep 
over  the  law  in  question.

Sunday  Closing  An  Injustice. 


ON  the  (juestion  of  Sunday  closing  as  called  for  by  Gov- 
ernor Folk,  of  Missouri,  the  Chicago  Tribune  very 
sensibly  says : 

The  Chicago  daily  Tribune  speaking  of  the  arduous  at- 
tempt of  Governor  Folk  of  Missouri  to  close  the  saloons 
on  Sunday,  says: 

That  laws  ought  to  be  either  enforced  or  repealed 
sounds  well.  But  there  are  laws  Avhich  cannot  be  repealed 
arid  cannot  be  enforced.  The  Sunday  law  cannot  be  re- 
pealed. The  people  of  the  rural  districts  of  Missouri,  who 
are  the  majority,  will  not  permit  a  word  of  the  law  forbid- 
ding Sunday  labor  to  be  changed.  Most  of  them  are 
sincerely  in  favor  of  the  old  fashioned,  church  going  Sun- 
day. The  p;opIe  of  the  cities,  on  the  other  hand,  are  well 
nigh  a  unit  against  putting  in  operation  a  law  Avhich  if 
enforced,  as  its  framers  fifty  or  more  years  ago  intended 
it  should  be,  would  interfere  with  their  habits  and  comfort, 
and  they  cannot  be  made  to  obey  for  more  than  one  or 
two  Sundays. 

There  is  an  irrepressible  confiict  between  the  law  of  the 
State  and  the  public  sentiment  of  the  cities,  and  neither 
will  yield  to  the  other.  So  what  does  it  avail  for  Governor 
Folk  to  say  to  the  St.  Louis  police  commissioners  that 
they  should  enforce  to  tlie  letter,  without  discrimination, 
the  law  which  forbids  Sunday  work  "other  than  the  house- 
hold offices  of  daily  necessity  and  other  works  of  necessity 
and  mercy"  until  it  shall  have  been  repealed? 


Mixing  Cocktails  Not  Rectifying. 


THE  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  has  received 
the  following  inijuiries  from  Chicago,  111. : 

First.  There  is  quite  a  "cocktail"  trade  after  theater  per- 
formances, some  restaurants  serving  hundreds  of  cock- 
tails within  thirty  minutes.  These  cocktails  cannot  be 
made  in  this  short  time,  but  are  now  made  up  in  advance 
of  orders  between  the  hours  of  9  and  11,  when  there  is  prac- 
tically no.  business.  Is  it  necessary  for  these  retailers  to 
take  out  a  rectifier  license  so  that  they  can  mix  these  cock- 
tails ahead  of  orders,  or  must  they  be  "ready-made  cock- 
tails from  a  rectifier?"  You  will  remember  that  after  the 
theatre  people  have  not  much  time  and  want  to  be  waited 
on  in  a  rush. 

Second.  In  case  the  retailer  receives  an  order  from  a 
customer  to  make  up  a  few  cocktails  for  him  for  a  special 
occasion,  after  the  goods  are  made  up,  the  customer  refuses 
to  accept  them,  or  the  goods  cannot  be  delivered  for  some 
unforeseen  reason,  is  the  retailer  in  such  a  case  to  destroy 
the  cocktails,  or  is  he  allowed  to  sell  them  to  some  other 
parties  when  called  for?

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Sunday  Closing  a  Farce. 


THE  Sunday  closing  movement  in  St.  Louis,  like  all 
other  efforts  of  the  kind  in  large  cities,  developed  into 
a  farce.  Authentic  reports  from  the  land  where  people 
have  to  be  "shown"  show  that  not  a  saloon,  bar-room  or 
barber  shop  was  open  from  midnight  to  midnight — the 
Sabbath  being  the  deadest  and  dryest  in  the  history  of  that 
big  city.  The  legislation  resulting  in  this  untoward  con- 
dition was  intended  to  prevent  the  people  of  St.  Louis 
from  obtaining  any  beverage  whatever,  alcoholic  or  other- 
wise, during  the  twenty-four  hours  of  Sunday.  That  the 
measure  was  a  failure  was  shown  in  the  fact  that  a  large 
percentage  of  the  population  that  was  accustomed  to  a 
thirst-quencher  on  a  Sunday,  took  the  train  for  East  St. 
Louis,  across  the  Mississippi. 

As  an  indication  of  what  success  the  law  had,  it  has 
been  stated  that  during  the  hours  of  four  o'clock  in  the 
morning  and  ten  o'clock  at  night,  in  addition  to  those  who 
travelled  by  rail,  eight  thousand  persons  walked  across 
the  Eads  bridge  from  St.  Louis  to  the  east  side  in  order 


to  get  something  to  drink.  Added  to  these,  the  street 
cars  and  ferries  carried  twice  as  many  more.  Dozens  of 
people  visited  other  suburban  towns,  where  the  crazy 
prohibitionists  were  not  in  power. 

It  goes  without  saying,  that  under  these  conditions 
drinking  was  done  to  excess  and  drunkenness  was  more 
evident  than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  the  city,  young 
boys  and  young  women  being  seen  everywhere  in  various 
stages  of  intoxication.  The  law  is  considered  by  all 
classes  of  business  men  to  be  one  not  only  injurious,  but 
not  calculated  to  carry  out  the  theories  of  what  we  call 
in  California  the  "Long  Hairs."  In  other  words,  while 
Sunday  closing  law  might  be  urged  and  appreciated  in 
the  country  communities,  it  is  entirely  out  of  place  in  large 
urban  populations.  The  average  citizen  of  a  large  city,  un- 
like the  country  people,  does  not  find  his  or  her  pleasure  or 
recreation  in  church  attendance,  and  that  is  the  secret  of 
the  failure  of  Sunday  closing  in  all  growing  centers  of 
population. 


The  people  of  the  city  Mere  treated  during  the  month  to 
a  stereopticon  and  motion-picture  lecture  at  Lyric  Hall  by 
the  National  Cash  Kegister  Company,  of  Dayton,  Ohio. 
Many  magnificent  views,  illustrative  of  the  making  of 
modern  cash  registers,  and  an  excellent  lecture  were  given 
on  the  "  Welfare  Work  "  accomplished  by  this  great  insti- 
tution. Standing  room  Avas  at  a  premium  in  the  hall,  and 
to  say  that  this  instructive  lecture  was  appreciated  by  our 
people  is  putting  it  mildly.

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Free  Lunch  as  An  Agitator. 


IN  Rock  Island,  111.,  forty-six  saloon-keepers  have  peti- 
tioned the  city  council  to  pass  an  oi'dinance  to  abolish 
the  free  lunch  from  saloons.  This  number  represents  about 
one-half  of  the  retailers  of  that  city,  and  there  were  various 
arguments  for  and  against  the  proposition.  It  was  argued 
that  the  movement  was  in  the  interest  of  good  morals  and 
public  health,  and  that  the  retailers  were  seeking  to  elevate 
the  status  of  their  business,  claiming  that  their  license 
did  not  entitle  them  to  feed  the  public  free  of  charge.  Also 
that  in  so  doing  they  were  inflicting  a  gross  injury  to  the 
restaurants,  also  that  it  Avas  anything  but  a  business-like 
movement  to  attract  trade. 

Arguments  on  the  other  side  were  e(}ually  strong — num- 
ber one  being,  that  the  free  lunch  counter  was  the  boarding, 
house  for  the  poor — those  without  either  home  or  friends. 
The  advocators  of  the  free  lunch  found  no  harm  in  a  man's 
satisfying  his  craving  "for  food  with  such  as  was  found  on 
the  lunch  counters  of  that  city.  There  were  many  other 
contentions  against  the  proposition  to  abolish  free  lunches, 
"and  it  was  the  opinion  of  a  portion  of  the  council  that  it 
would  not  be  possible  to  prevent  saloon-keepers  from  giv- 


ing a  free  lunch,  any  more  than  it  would  be  to  stop  them 
from  presenting  a  piece  of  money  with  each  glass  of  beer 
sold. 

So  far  as  the  free  lunch  is  concerned,  it  is  an  institution 
for  which  we  have  no  regard,  as  we  do  not  consider  it 
within  the  legitimate  scojie  of  the  business  of  a  retail  liquor 
dealer.  IIoAvever,  in  a  city  like  San  Francisco,  where  the 
restaurants  are  more  saloon  than  restaurant,  and  where 
they  do  not  have  to  pay  the  regular  liquor  license,  the  free 
lunch  seems  to  have  been  found  an  absolute  necessity  to 
protect  saloons. 

If  the  saloons  were  properly  guarded  in  the  matter  of 
the  sale  of  short  drinks  in  restaurants,  we  have  little  doubt 
that  there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  eliminating  that  feature 
of  the  trade  which  is  now  so  inii)ortant  in  San  Francisco. 
This  changed  condition  of  affairs,  however,  is  to  be  little 
expected,  as  the  restaurants  on  the  average  make  more 
money  on  their  drinks  than  they  do  on  the  food  sold. 

While  considering  the  free  lunch  question  it  will  be  of 
interest  to  know  that  in  the  city  of  Pittsburg,  Penn., 
through  the  various  rulings  of  judges  Avho  handle  liquor 
license  matters,  the  free  lunch  in  the  city  of  smoke  and  Car- 
negie, has  been  carved  down  until  it  only  includes 
"crackers,  cheese  and  pretzels."  In  that  great  city,  the 
judges  have  also  ruled  that  no  person  holding  a  public 
office  will  be  allowed  a  license  unless  he  should  first  resign 
said  office.  Eleven  city  councilmen  and  several  borough 
officials  will  be  affected  hj  this  dictum,  as  they  are  all 
operating  saloons  under  conditional  licenses.

When  an  all-night  Souse,  with  his 
hat  on,  conies  in  and  beats  on  the  bar  and  announces  that 
he  is  a  gentleman,  the  Barkeep  must  admit  that  such  is 
the  case,  he  must  listen  by  the  hour  to  the  yammering  talk 
of  the  gabby  lightweights,  who  are  full  of  balloon  essence, 
and  stand  ready  to  corroborate  any  statement  made  by  reg- 
ular patrons.  If  he  is  asked  to  mark  something  on  the 
ice  he  must  decide  at  once  whether  he  is  to  say  'cert'  or  else 
run  for  the  seltzer.  He  must  cultivate  a  knowledge  of  hu- 
man nature,  so  that  he  can  tell  at  a  glance  whether  the 
fuzzy  bat  who  cuts  a  circle  before  he  gets  to  the  rail  is 
a  hobo  or  a  respected  citizen  who  is  out  on  a  periodical.

IOWA,  which  m  years  past  shone  for  a  time  as  the  "  hap- 
py home  of  the  Prohibitionist,  the  graveyard  of  brew- 
eries and  that  of  the  general  liquor  trade,"  has  produced  a 
new  kind  of  "  sky  pilot."

In  support  of  this  statement  \\e  quote  the  follow- 
ing declaration  made  by  him  in  the  course  of  his  remarks: 
"Tlie  majority  of  anti-saloon  associations  know  more  of 
politics  than  thej^  do  of  religion.  The  principle  underly- 
ing these  crusade  fads  is  worse  than  the  vice  itself.     No 


minister  can  retain  his  self-respect  as  a  member  of  such  an 
association." 

To  the  foregoing  sentiments  we  say  amen,  and  to  the 
gentleman  who  had  the  courage  to  give  them  to  the  world 
we  wish  more  power  and  a  long  life  to  be  devoted  to  edu- 
cating the  vast  majority  of  "  pinheads "  in  the  clerical 
calling  up  to  the  basis,  such  as  upon  which  this  gentleman 
stands.  He  spoke  the  naked  truth  and  the  men  who  are 
now  doing  clerical  politics  in  the  guise  of  preachers  of  the 
gospel,  to  further  the  interest  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League, 
should  take  these  words  and  paste  them  in  their  hats  where  I 
they  would  be  for  ready  reference.

San  Diego  Goes  Wrong. 


THE  trade  of  the  Coast  will  please  take  note  of  the  fact 
that  San  Diego  has  gone  into  .the  column  of  cranks. 
The  proposition  of  limiting  the  number  of  saloons  to  fifty- 
five,  doing  away  with  screens,  providing  that  bars  must  be 
at  right  angles  with  the  entrances,  the  end  nearest  the 
main  door  being  not  over  five  feet  distant,  with  nothing  to 
obstruct  the  view  of  the  interior  of  the  saloon  from  the 
sidewalk;  also  providing  for  Sunday  closing,  was  carried 
by  a  safe  majority.  This  is  an  object  lesson  showing  what 
can  be  accomplished  by  the  enemy  when  they  are  fighting 
a  disorganized  antagonist.  The  saloon-men  of  San  Diego 
are  a  sleepy  lot,  attaching  no  particular  value  to  organiza- 
tion as  a  safeguard.  They  have  learned  a  bitter  lesson 
and  one  that  the  trade  elsewhere  on  this  Coast  should 
profit  by.  Organization  is  the  only  protection  to  be  found 
against  such  adverse  regulations. 


Beauties  of  Local  Option. 


Tillamook  county  went  "dry"  last  November.  On  March 
28  the  Herald,  the  leading  newspaper  of  that  county, 
printed  the  following  article: 

Have  you  any  city  warrants?  They  are  not  worth  very 
much,  if  anything,  now.  Both  banks  refuse  to  cash  them 
at  any  figure.  The  city  treasurer  indorses  them.  "Not 
paid  for  want  of  funds,"  and  they  draw  6  per  cent  interest. 
How  long  will  a  warrant-holder  have  to  wait  for  his 
money?  If  the  saloons  were  running  there  would  be  money 
in  the  treasury  to  pay  warrants  and  to  carry  on  city  im- 
provements with,  but  as  it  is  the  city  is  going  in  debt  more 
and  more  every  month;  no  provision  was  made  for  an 
increase  of  the  2-mill  levy  and  the  city  at  present  has  very 
little  revenue  coming  in  outside  of  the  annual  tax.  These 
are  some  more  of  the  wonderful  beneficial  effects  of  pro- 
hibition which  was  plastered  on  the  county  last  November. 
— Liberal,  Portland,  Ore.

EDITOR  Wine  anu  Spirit  Kevikw :  Lent  and  license 
having  played  their  part  in  the  pi-olouged  drama  of 
business  dullness,  it  was  hoped  May  would  bring  a  new 
•  mise  en  seine,"  but  the  change  has  not  been  found  worthy 
jf  much  comment.  From  all  sections  we  hear  general 
•omplaints  from  the  jobbers  that  business  is  far  from  sat- 
isfactory. There  is  no  dearth  of  reasons  offered  for  this 
condition,  but  to  record  them  would  prove  a  hapless  task. 
All  the  reasons  we  might  suggest  would  hardly  tend  to 
change  conditions,  so  "  what's  the  use." 

''  Of  course,  the  weather  has  to  bear  some  part  of  the 
burden  of  blame,  and  granting  that  the  unsettled  condi- 
tions which  have  marked  this  month — we  having  run  the 
whole  gamut  of  changes  from  frost  to  sunstroke,  with  a 
few  deluges  to  vary  the  monotony — now  that  it  bids  fair 
to  become  more  settled  and  seasonable,  it  is  hoped  that 
rhere  will  be  shown  a  marked  improvement  in  the  con- 
sumption of  goods,  necessitating  the  replenishment  of 
stocks,  which  have  been  kept  at  their  minimum  for  sev- 
eral months. 

The  greater  apathy  has  prevailed  in  the  whiskey  market, 
as  California  wines  have  shown  considerable  increase  in 
demands.  As  to  whiskies,  withdrawals  have  been  good,  but 
in  most  instances  somewhat  behind  those  of  the  same 
l»eriod  last  year,  but  this  decrease  is  not  of  sufficient  vol- 
ume to  account  for  the  dullness  of  which  the  jobbers  com- 
plain.    In  fact,  the  volume  of  withdrawals  reported  for 
5   I  April  was  particularly  large  and  would  seemingly  indi- 
^   '  cate  a  most  healthy  condition  of  the  business.    It  is  very 
evident  that  somebody  is  doing  business,  for  the  whiskey 
j   1  fraternity  are  hardly  given  to  taxpaying  goods  for  the 
■   !  pleasure  of  paying  over  the  money  to  Uncle  Sam.    With- 
drawals invariably  mean  consumption,  and  consumption 
means  sales  from  the  jobber  to  the  retailer. 
J   ,      Prices  are  being  maintainel,  with  some  tendency  to  ad- 
vance on  those  inspections  old  enough  for  taxpayment.    In 
view  of  the  limited  purchases  which  are  made  by  wholesal- 
ers, who  are  confining  their  orders  to  actual  needs  for  the 
hour,  so  to  speak,  it  is  safe  to  conjecture  that  larger  sales 
would  quickly  enhance  values,  and  it  would  liot  need  much 
activity  to  send  some  of  the  leading  brands  soaring  up  the 
price  scale. 

As  before  stated,  California  wines  have  shown  an  in- 
crease in  demand,  which  has  been  most  evident  in  regard  to 
sweet  wines.  The  demand  for  dry  wines  continues  very 
limited.  Prices  are  stronger,  however,  and  the  general 
tone  of  the  market  is  healthy.  The  effects  of  the  recent 
cutting  of  prices  are  likely  to  be  felt  for  some  time,  as 
such  methods  of  seeking  business  always  leave  a  sort  of 
aftermath.  Confidence  is  weakened,  the  trade  looks  for  a 
renewal  of  the  tactics  and  necessarily  purchases  are  made 
on  a  limited  scale.  The  temporary  advantage  gained  by 
the  "  lowest  price  "  is  a  poor  one,  at  best,  as  the  buyer — 
once  given  an  advantage — is  prone  to  want  it  ever  after, 
as  shown  in  the  recent  war  of  the  spirit  factions. 


The  Jiui'eau  of  Statistics  at  Washington  has  prepared 
tables  showing  the  consumption  of  tea,  coffee  and  alcoholic 
beverages  in  the  principal  c(juntries  of  tye  world.  Thereby 
if  is  shown  that  the  United  Kingdom  is  first  in  consump- 
tion of  tea,  the  United  States  in  coffeej  Germany  in  beer, 
Kussia  in  whisky  and  other  distilled  liquors,  and  France 
in  wines. 

In  the  eight  countries  from  which  ntatistics  are  avail- 
able the  consumption  of  whisky  and  other  distilled  spirits 
in  1904  was  687,000,000  gallons,  of  which  Russia  consumed 
173,000,000  gallons;  Germany  124,300,000,  United  States 
121,000,000,  Austria  82,500,000,  France  72,300,000,  United 
Kingdom  58,350,000,  Hungary  43,500,000,  and  Italy  11,- 
000,000. 

The  aggregate  consumption  of  wines  in  the  nine  coun- 
tries hereinafter  named  was  3,090,000,000  gallons.  Of  this 
France  heads  the  list  with  1,343,000,000  gallons,  Italy  928,- 
500,000,  Spain  331,500,000,  Austria-Hungary  231,000,000, 
Germany  124,000,000,  Portugal  72,000,000,  United  States 
43,300,000,  United  Kingdom  16,750,000. 


The  statement  of  the  internal  revenue  receipts  for  the 
month  of  March  were  |19,347,302,  an  increase  of  $263,014, 
as  compared  with  March,  1904.  However,  the  receipts  for 
revenue  from  spirits  for  March,  1905,  show  a  decrease  of 
$422,582,  as  against  the  same  month  last  year.  The  re- 
ceipts on  tobacco  show  an  increase  of  f 473,764 ;  fermented 
liquors,  increase  |259,322. 


Up  to  and  including  May  10,  1905,  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Excise  issued  25,562  liquor  tax  certificates  for  the 
year  commencing  May  1,  1905,  and  collected  therefor  |16,- 
635,064.40.  This  is  an  increase  of  279  certificates  and 
$215,335.59  over  the  same  period  last  year,  and  a  gain  in 
two  years  of  $303,556.82.  The  department  estimates  that 
the  receipts  for  the  year  will  be  at  least  $225,000  in  excess 
of  those  of  last  year,  indicating  a  total  revenue  of  $18,100,- 
000.  Of  the  above  amount  received  to  May  10th,  more  than 
$5,500,000  is  New  York  city's  share.  The  aggregate  of  the 
gross  receipts  from  the  five  boroughs,  $11,149,885,  is  $99,- 
158  greater  than  for  the  corresponding  period  last  year. 
Of  the  individual  boroughs,  Brooklyn  shows  the  largest 
increase,  $49,668.  Manhattan  and  the  Bronx  together 
show  an  increase  of  $46,120  and  Queens,  $13,978. 


The  fight  in  the  spirit  market  has  seemingly  been  ended 
— and  there  are  evidences  of  some  sort  of  truce  between 
the  parties — since  the  signal  advance  of  4  cents  per  gal- 
lon, which  was  made  on  the  10th  instant.

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NATIVE  WITH'  assmiK's  greater  and  greater  commercial 
iiiil»ort^uKe  in  the  United  St.ates,  from  year  to  year, 
and  the  time  is  coming  wlien  tlie  man  who  "sticks  up  his 
nose"  at  a  wine,  still  or  sparkling,  simply  because  it  does 
not  bear  an  importation  brand,  will  write  himself  down  a 
snob  and  an  ass.  In  point  of  fact,  among  the  best-informed 
wine  consumers,  that  time  has  arrived.  It  has  been  here 
for  a  considerable  period  of  time. 

The  Kouth  is  a  great  uatni-al  wine  field,  and  as  soon  as 
we  can  get  rid  of  some  unwise  laws,  expresslj'  intended  to 
discourage  wine-making,  in  the  interest  of  fanatics,  the 
industry  will  commence  to  assume  important  proportions, 
and  another  signal  element  of  growth  and  prosperity  will 
be  added  to  the  very  many  which  are  so  rapidly  making  the 
Sonth  the  industrial  giant  of  the  world. 

It  is  not  the  purpose  of  this  article,  however,  to  go  into 
arguments  or  details  in  behalf  of  the  wine  interest,  but 
to  tell  of  a  few  minor  matters  that  have  come  and  chal- 
lenged him  to  a  test  of  strawberries  with  the  wine  that 
was  on  the  table.  It  was  a  good  quality  of  California  claret. 

"Wait  a  minute,"  said  my  friend,  with  a  twinkle  in  his 
eye,  and  as  soon  as  he  had  sprinkled  some  of  the  sugar 
over  his  berries  he  declined  the  proffered  cream,  and  askeil 
me  for  the  bottle  of  wine.     ,- 

Out  of  this  he  poured  about  as  much  of  the  contents  as 
one  would  wish  of  cream  or  milk,  Avaited  for  a  few  mo- 
ments, and  then  commenced  to  eat.  Ah !  that  was  another 
brand  new  idea  to  me. 

But  I  followed  suit,  as  soon  as  the  necessary  changes 
could  be  made,  and  am  here  and  now  prepared  to  testify 
that  it  was  a  most  delicious  dish  I  had  before  me — that 
simple  dish  of  strawberries,  sugar  and  claret.  Perliaps 
many  other  kinds  of  wine  would  answer  just  as  well.  Try  it. 


During  this  dinner  my  French  friend  told  me  something 
that  ought  to  be  very  encouraging  to  American  wine- 
growers. 

As  we  all  know,  France  is  par  excellence  a  wine  country. 
The  people  like  wine,  and  not  only  produce,  but  consume 
vast  (juantities  of  it,  albeit,  in  their  consumption,  they  are 
far  more  temperate  than  we.  They  do  not  think  of  drunk- 
enness as  a  result  of  drinking  their  own  light  wines.  They 
are  good  judges  of  wine.  This  faculty  is  handed  down, 
from  generation  to  generation,  as  a  natural  gift,  and  cul- 
tivated (luring  every  year  of  life  in  the  wine  sections  of 
the  country.  Many,  many  French  babies  receive  their  first 
washing  in  wine.  The  French  peasant  rises  at  4  o'clock 
in  the  morning,  eats  a  little  bread,  drinks  a  glass  of  wine, 
and  goes  about  his  work.  At  7  o'clock  he  partakes  of  a 
somewliat  more  substantial  repast,  including  wine.  At 
10  o'clock  he  refreshes  himself  with  food  and  drink,  wine 
b'ing  of  the  latter.  At  noon  he  has  soup,  perhaps  a  little 
meat,  bread  and  other  food,  with  an  accompaniment  of 
wine.  At  4  p.  m.  he  eats  and  drinks  again,  and  one  of  the 
things  he  drinks  is  wine.  At  night  he  goes  home  and  eats 
again,  and  while  be  eats  he  drinks  more  wine.  He  goes 
to  sleep,  and  sleeps  the  sleep  of  the  diligent,  the  frugal, 
the  just.  He  does  not  get  drunk  with  all  this  drinking. 
He  does  not  drink  to  excess.  He  works  hard  and  leads  a 
happy,  simple  life.  The  French  peasant  does  not  go  to  the 
devil  or  the  dogs  any  faster  than  the  American  temperance 
agitator  goes  to  the  one  or  the  other,  or  both. 


And  now  conies  an  incident  in  this  little  wine  story  that 
will  probably  surprise  you.  I'ertainly  it  will  please  you; 
if  you  believe  in  the  possibilities  of  American  wines, 
especially  if  you  be  an  American  viticulturist. 

My  Frjench  friend  was  in  New  York,  a  few  years  since, 
and  stopped  at  an  hotel  which  is  more  or  less  frequented 
by  the  French.  Immediately  upon  his  arrival  the  landlady 
informed  him  that  an  educated  Frenchman  had  just  arrived 
and  ordered  a  meal.  She  asked  my  friend  to  go  in  and 
entertain  him.  He  went,  and  found  a  countryman  of 
breeding,  who  received  him  graciously.  They  had  a  nice 
visit,  and  dined  together. 

It  is  not  the  custom  of  educated  Frenchmen  to  evince 
curiosity  as  to  one's  name,  residence,  errand  or  station, 
and  these  two  men  knew  nothing  more  of  each  other  than 
that  both  were  from  France,  and  had  taken  a  liking  each 
to  the  other,  until,  on  parting,  they  exchanged  cards. 

But  during  the  long  conversation  the  subject  of  wines 
had  been  discussed,  and  the  stranger  had  said  to  my  friend 
that  the  very  best  champagne  he  had  ever  drunk  was  on 
board  an  American  ship,  in  the  coast  service,  AND  IT 
WAS  CALIFORNIA  WINE. 

Yes,  the  best  that  he  had  ever  drunk!  Champagne,  of 
('alifornia  make  and  made  from  California  grapes! 

.My  friend  looked  at  the  stranger's  card,  when  it  was 
handed  to  him,  and  was  a  good  deal  staggered  when  he 
found  that  the  gentleman  Avith  whom  he  had  dined,  and 
who  had  made  that  startling  statement,  which  Imd  sounded 
to  him  almost  like  treason  to  France,  was  the  French 
Ambassador  at  Washington. 

You  would  recognize  his  name,  if  it  were  given,  as  that 
of  a  distinguished  diplomat  and  statesman,  Avhose  word 
upon  any  subject  had  something  of  the  force  of  law,  and 
who,  when  he  spoke  of  wine,  especially  of  champagne, 
spoke  as  if  r./-  catlicdra — spoke  "by  the  card;"  spoke  with 
indisputable  authority. 

So,  let  us  take  courage  in  American  wine-culture,  and 
ut^ver  feel  ashamed  to  drink  native  wines,  especially  when 
we  cannot  afford  to  indulge  in  the  foreign  brands,  or,  more 
likely,  those  which  i)urport  to  be  such,  but  are  not;  are 
"made  wines,"  not  half  so  good  as  the  genuine  native 
article. 

"A  bier  pocketl>ook  and  a  champagne  appetite"  has 
swamped  many  a  good  fellow.  Good  wine  can  be  had 
without  going  or  sending  abroad,  and  that  at  prices  which 
will  not  bankrupt  a  man  of  moderate  means. — Southern 
I J  iq  11  or  Journal. 


Another  Appeal  in  the  Saki  Case. 


W. 


B.  HO^^' ELL  of  the  United  States  Board  of  Gen- 
eral Appraisers  and  Benjamin  A.  Levett,  special 
counsel  for  the  Board,  are  visiting  this  city  for  the  purpose 
of  preparing  another  case  on  appeal  in  the  matter  of  the 
duty  on  the  Japanese  beverage  known  as  saki,  a  beer  made 
from  rice.  The  Government  officials  here  contend  that  a 
duty  of  40  cents  per  gallon  should  be  paid  on  saki,  while 
the  importers  insist  that  not  more  than  10  cents  per  gallon 
should  be  paid.  The  courts  have  decided  that  10  cents  is 
the  proper  charge. 

During  the  pendency  of  the  appeal  the  importers  of  saki 
paid  the  duty  at  the  rate  of  40  cents  per  gallon  under  pro- 
test, and  if  the  judgment  of  the  courts  shall  stand  the  Gov- 
ernment will  be  obliged  to  refund  to  the  importers  more 
than  a  million  dollars  for  excess  of  duty  paid  under  protest.

Dr.  H.  W.  Wiley  in  'IVine  Trade  Review,^'  Londm. 

IT  gives  me  pleasure  to  comply  with  your  request  to  con- 
tribute a  short  article  to  your  Review  in  regard  to  my 
opinions  respecting  the  labelling  of  distilled  spirits  and 
beverages.  I  beg  of  you,  however,  to  consider  that  this 
communication  is  not  in  any  sense  official.  You  understand, 
of  course,  without  further  illustration,  that  I  could  not 
express  my  official  opinions  except  through  the  regular 
channel.  In  fact,  you  ask  for  an  expression  of  my  views, 
and  this  I  gladly  give. 

By  the  word  "purity"  as  applied  to  distilled  spirits  and 
beverages,  I  mean  that  they  are  true  to  name  and  are 
exactly  what  they  are  represented  to  be  or  what  the  con- 
sumer believes  them  to  be.  As  an  illustration,  I  may  say 
that  the  word  "brandy,"  as  I  understand,  it,  should  be 
applied  solely  to  the  product  obtained  by  the  distillation 
of  sound  wine.  This  product  is  placed  in  wood  and  kept  in 
storage  a  sufficient  time  to  allow  the  ripening  process  to 
fully  develop.  Alcohol  which  comes  from  any  other  source 
tlian  from  the  distillation  of  wine  is  not  admitted  into  a 
substance  known  and  sold  as  brandy. 

In  like  manner,  "purity"  as  applied  to  whisky,  as  I 
un;lerstand  it,  means  a  product  obtained  by  the  fermenta- 
tion, of  cereals  the  starch  of  which  has  been  converted  into 
sugar  by  action  of  malt.  This  distillate  is  collected  and 
stored  as  in  the  case  of  brandy.  The  distillate  in  each  case 
should  contain  the  whole  of  the  volatile  matters,  whatever 
be  their  nature,  Avhich  are  converted  during  fermentation, 
except  possibly  some  of  those  which  come  over  at  the  very 
first  or  at  the  very  last  of  the  distillation.  In  other  words, 
the  still  must  not  be  a  chambered  still  nor  in  any  sense  a 
rectifying  still,  though  it  may  separate  sonu^  of  the  more 
objectionable  products  in  the  usual  metliod  of  preparation. 

While  I  should  have  no  objection  to  the  manufacture  of 
compounded  beverages  nor  to  their  sale  and  consumption 
provided  no  deleterious  substance  is  used  in  their  produc- 
tion, I  think  they  should  be  sold  under  distinct  names  so 
as  to  clearly  indicate  to  the  consumer  that  they  are  com- 
pounds. I  certainly  should  have  no  objection  to  the  manu- 
facture and  sale  of  a  blended  Avhisky,  meaning  by  a  blended 
whisky  one  which  is  made  from  mixtures  of  two  or  more 
whiskies.  If  these  mixtures  are  of  different  ages  the  age 
of  the  oldest  one  should  not  be  used  in  connection  with  the 
label.  Scotch  whisky,  from  the  best  evidence  which  I  can 
collect,  was  originally  made  by  the  fermentation  of  barley 
malt  without  the  addition  of  other  cereals,  and  the  whisky 
was  made  and  its  reputation  established  in  accordance  with 
this  method  of  manufacture.  In  this  case  Scotch  whisky 
is  a  name  which  should  be  applied  only  to  the  product 
obtained  by  the  distillation  of  the  fermented  mash  of  barley 
malt.  Moreover,  this  distillation  should  be  carried  on  in  a 
pot-still,  as  described  above,  and  the  product  stored  in  wood 
and  suitably  aged.  If  I  have  been  correctly  informed,  the 
so-called  "smoky  flavor"  of  Scotch  whisky  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  malt,  after  sprouting,  is  dried  over  burning  peat, 
which  imparts  the  empyreumatic  flavor  thereof.  If  this 
be  the  case,  the  addition  of  a  substance  known  as  "essence 
of  Scotch  whisky"  to  any  other  kind  or  kinds  of  alcohol 
or  to  any  other  whisky  or  mixture  could  not  possibly 
convert  such  a  product  into  Scotch  whisky.  Further  than 
this,  the  admixture  of  greater  or  less  quantities  of  high 
wines  or  pure  alcohol  Avith  genuine  Scotch  whisky  could 
not  make  a  mixture  which  should  be  called  by  the  name  of 
Scotch  whisky. 


These  views  of  mine  in  regard  to  the  correct  labelling 
of  whisky  are  based  on  the  information  which  I  have  at 
hand.  If  it  be  true  tliat  Scotch  whisky  has  never  been  made 
in  the  manner  which  I  first  described,  then  my  deductions 
would  to  that  extent  be  erroneous. 

Wine  I  define  as  the  product  produced  by  the  fermenta- 
tionof  the  juiceof  sound  ripe  grapes.  I  would  uot  admit  the 
name  "wine"  without  qualification  to  a  product  obtained 
by  the  fermentation  of  a  mixture  of  grape  juice  and  added 
sugar,  but  some  other  term  rather  than  wine  or  some 
qualifying  term  should  be  employed  to  designate  such  a 
product.  AMnes,  too,  should  not  bear  false  labels  as  to 
the  date  of  manufacture  or  the  locality  of  the  vineyards 
where  made. 

Beer  has  been  defined  in  various  ways.  In  Bavaria,  I 
believe,  it  is  tlie  product  produced  by  the  fermentation  of 
malt  with  an  infusion  of  hops.  In  this  country  beer  is 
made  sometimes  from  malt  alone,  with  an  infusion  of  hops, 
and  sometimes  partly  with  malt  and  partly  with  unmalted 
cereals.  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  the  word  "beer" 
might  cover  these  different  products.  I  do  not  think,  how- 
ever, the  term  "beer"  should  be  applied  without  qualifica- 
tion to  a  product  in  which  sugar  has  been  used  as  a  partial 
source  of  the  alcohol  which  the  beer  contains. 

The  above,  in  brief,  are  my  views  regarding  the  correct 
labelling  of  fermented  and  distilled  beverages.  Inasmuch 
as  our  law  forbids  the  importation  into  the  United  States 
of  misbranded  or  mislabelled  food  products,  it  is  of  the 
greatest  importance  to  us  to  secure  all  the  information 
possible  concerning  the  basic  principles  of  classification. 

Since  writing  the  above  I  have  read  with  much  interest 
the  February  number  of  the  Analyst,  containing  the  inter- 
esting paper  of  Mr.  Hehner,  and  the  illuminating  discus- 
sion thereon.  I  hope  the  day  may  never  come  in  Great 
Britain  when  "any  old  mixture"  of  spirits  and  artificial 
flavors  shall  be  deemed  worthy  to  bear  the  name  "whisky" 
or  "brandy."  We  have  in  this  country  one  infallible  method 
of  tracing  the  purity  of  a  distilled  beverage  by  means  of 
the  Excise  stamp.  That  method  should  be  adopted  every- 
where. Any  Englishman  who  wants  to  import  pure 
American  whisky  can  do  so  by  seeing  that  each  package  is 
properly  stamped  by  our  Internal  Revenue  Office.  Why 
should  not  we  be  able  to  assure  ourselves  of  the  purity  of 
a  British  whisky  by  the  stamp?  Yet  I  have  never  seen  a 
Government  stamp  on  any  package  of  British  liquor  im- 
ported into  this  country!  If  the  chemist  be  impotent,  as 
the  discussion  in  the  Analyst  seems  to  imply,  let  us  all  ask 
the  Excise  Departments  of  the  various  Governments  to 
come  to  our  rescue.  Then  our  Consuls  who  vise  the  invoices 
could  tell  us  when  each  consignment  of  Scotch  whisky  was 
distilled  and  what  it  was  made  of. 

I  may  add  that  our  statutes  relating  to  the  Internal 
Revenue  do  not  recognize  the  right  of  mixed  or  com- 
pounded liquors  to  bear  the  names  of  the  genuine  articles. 
Section  3,244  of  the  Revised  Statutes  contains  tlie  follow- 
ing provision : 

"Every  wholesale  or  retail  liquor-dealer  who  has  in  his 
possession  any  still  or  leach-tub,  or  who  keeps  any  other 
apparatus  for  the  purpose  of  refining  in  any  manner  dis- 
tilled spirits,  and  every  person  who,  without  rectifying, 
purifying,  or  refining  distilled  spirits,  shall,  by  mixing  such 
spirits,  wine,  or  other  liquor  with  any  materials,  manufac- 
ture any  spurions,  imitation,  or  compound  liquors  for  sale, 
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nder  the  name  of  whisky,  brandy,  gin,  rum,  wine,  spirits, 
cordials,  or  wine  bitters,  or  any  other  name,  shall  be 
regarded  as  a  rectifier,  and  as  being  engaged  in  the  business 

rectifying." 

Under  our  law,  therefore,  it  is  evident  that  a  distilled 
^irit  mixed  as  above  and  sold  as  whisky,  brandy,  &c.,  is  a 

urious  or  imitation  article..

Big  Prices  for  Table  Grapes. 


WRIGHT  COVELL  of  Woodbridge  has  been  offered  a 
price  of  $150  per  acre  for  the  grapes  on  his  seven- 
teen acre  vineyard.  The  price  is  quoted  with  the  under- 
standing that  the  buyer  will  harvest  the  grapes.  The 
owner  has  not  yet  accepted  the  offer,  but  he  is  considering 
it.  Table  grapes  will  command  a  large  figure  this  season. 
Northern  San  Joaquin  is  about  the  only  section  in  the  San 
Joa(iuin  Valley  which  will  have  a  large  crop  of  this  variety 
of  fruit. 

The  Fresno  district  will  not  send  many  cars  of  table 
grapes  to  the  Eastern  market,  due  to  the  Malagas — the 
chief  variety  in  that  section — being  almost  a  total  failure 
on  account  of  early  frosts. 

Other  districts  also  complttin  of  short  crops,  almost  total 
failures  in  some  places,  and  from  these  statements  it  can  be 
readily  seen  that  growers  in  Northern  San  Joaquin  will  re- 
ceive top-notch  prices  for  their  grapes.

Label  Scheme  Still  Squirming. 


WE  note  in  the  last  issue  of  theFrccPress  of  Louisville, 
a  journal  devoted  to  the  interest  of  Kentucky  retail 
liquor  dealers,  an  editorial  stating  that  the  executive  com- 
mittt  e  of  the  State  liquor  league  has  ordered  a  supply  of 
labels  for  the  use  of  the  wholesalers,  and  locals  over  the 
State  can  secure  them  from  the  State  secretary.  The  Free 
Press  urges  that  all  retailers  insist  that  these  stamps  or 
labels  be  placed  on  goods  that  they  buy. 

This  is  very  kind  of  the  retailers  to  prepare  labels  to  be 
sold  to  wholesalers  practically  under  the  penalty  of  a  boy- 
cott unless  they  do,  but  we  hardly  believe  that  the  whole- 
salers care  to  be  compelled  to  contribute  in  this  way.  They 
like  to  have  something  to  say  as  to  what  form  they  will 
contribute  money  and  will  resent  compulsion.  There  is 
no  use  in  trying  to  galvanize  the  label  scheme,  and  this 
attempt  in  Kentucky  is  but  an  expiring  kick  before  it  is 
consigned  by  its  sponsors  to  the  quietude  of  the  grave. — 
Criterion.

France. 

{Concluded.') 
of  the  school  Involved  in  the  change  stands  in  the  way  of  its  immediate 
adoption. 

National  Schools  of  Agriculture.  The  educational  institutions  of 
France  which  most  resemble  in  objects  and  equipment  the  Agricul- 
tural Colleges  of  the  United  States  are  the  National  Schools  of  Agri- 
culture, of  which  there  are  three.  One  of  these,  the  Ecole  de  Grand- 
jouan,  near  Rennes,  in  the  northwest,  specializes  in  dairying  and  stock- 
breedirg,  and  gives  no  attention  to  viticulture.  The  second,  at  Grignon, 
near  Paris,  is  more  general  in  its  scope,  but  until  recently,  gave  little 
attention  to  instruction  in  grape-growing  or  wine-making.  Two  years 
ago,  however,  a  very  complete  equipment  for  this  purpose  was  projected 
and  is  being  installed  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Pacottet,  the  author 
of  the  best  book  on  wine-making  yet  published.  The  third  is  the 
Agricultural  School  at  Montpellier,  which  gives  so  much  of  its  time 
and  funds  to  the  teaching  of  viticulture  and  oenology  that  it  might  be 
called  a  school  of  viticulture.  Besides  these  three  strictly  agricultural 
schools  there  are  two  which  are  worth  mentioning,  the  School  of 
Horticulture  at  Versailles,  and  the  School  of  Agriculture  at  Douai. 
At  neither  of  these  is  any  special  attention  given  to  viticulture,  though 
at  the  latter,  courses  are  given  in  brewing  and  distillation. 

the  School  of  Montpellier,  which  interests  us  more  particularly,  Is 
situated  in  the  center  of  the  Herault,  a  department  in  the  south  of 
France  which  produces  one-third  of  all  the  wine  made  in  France. 
For  many  years  after  its  establishment,  in  1872,  it  had  but  indifferent 
success.  The  number*  of  students  was  always  under  a  dozen,  and 
these  were  not  distinguished  by  much  assiduity  at  their  work.  Some 
years  the  graduating  class  consisted  of  one.  At  this  period  the  grape- 
growing  industry  was  at  the  height  of  its  prosperity.  The  vineyards 
were  producing  large  crops  and  the  price  of  grapes  was  good.  The 
modern  difficulties  introduced  by  phylloxera,  fungous  diseases  and  beet 
sugar  wine  had  not  yet  made  the  need  of  technical  education  felt. 
The  diminishing  profits  of  the  grape-growers  and  wine-makers  intro- 
duced by  these  complications  soon  led  them  to  look  for  means  of 
bettering  their  conditloh,  and  by  1893,  twenty-one  years  after  its 
establishment,  the  Agricultural  School  of  Montpellier  admitted  114 
students,  and  in  1896  the  total  number  of  students,  regular  and  special, 
enrolled  was  242.  Of  these  56  graduated  in  1896.  Since  this  date  the 
number  has  diminished  slightly,  owing  to  an  increase  in  the  entrance 
requirements  made  necessary  owing  to  the  overcrowding  of  the  class- 
rooms and  laboratories.  At  present  not  more  than  one-third  to  one- 
fourth  of  the  students  who  come  up  for  entrance  examinations  f ;  j 
admitted. 

The  students  of  Montpellier  are  of  three  classes:  First,  those  who 
come  from  the  Practical  Schools  of  Agriculture — a  very  small  class; 
second,  the  sons  of  large  land  owners  and  wine-makers — the  largest 
class,  and  third,  the  sons  of  the  owners  of  small  vineyards  and  cellars 
who  desire  to  prepare  themselves  for  the  management  of  large  estates. 
The  instructicn  given  is  both  practical  and  scientific.  Every  student 
is  required  to  work  for  a  few  hours  at  every  operation  on  the  farm 
and  vineyard  and  to  use  with  his  own  hands  every  agricultural  Imple- 
ment. No  time  is  wasted,  however,  in  trying  to  make  them  skilled 
workmen  at  any  of  these  operations;  for  to  spend  the  weeks  or  months 
at  field  work  which  would  be  necessary  to  give  tbem  the  skill  at 
ploughing  or  pruning  of  a  good  workman  is  considered  not  only  un- 
necessary, but  an  inadmissible  waste  of  time  and  opportunity. 

The  school  has  kept  a  record  of  the  careers  of  Us  graduates  and  it 
is  Interesting  to  note  the  various  occupations  which  have  attracted 
them: 

Owners  of  farms 53.0  per  cent 

Managers  of  farms 19 . 0  per  cent 

Teachers  of  Agriculture 15.5  per  cent 

Clerical  Positiors   7.0  per  cent 

Miscellaneous 5.5  per  cent 

This  shows  that  a  large  majority  of  the  graduates  make  their  studies 
the  basis  of  tlieir  life's  work,  and  the  reproach  which  is  sometimes 
made  regarding  institutions  of  this  kind,  that  they  do  rot  turn  out 
practical  farmers  but  teachers  of  agriculture,  is  not  deserved  in  this 
case,  where  on'y  15.5  per  cent  are  engaged  in  this  work.  In  one  sense 
they  are  all  in  a  very  practical  and  useful  way  teachers  of  agriculture, 
for  wherever  one  of  them  settles,  he  cannot  help  doing  a  great  deal  of 
good  in  spreading  the  knowledge  of  rational  farming  by  the  best  of 
methods,  object  teaching. 


THE  NATIONAL  AGRINOMIC  INSTITUTE  OF  PARIS. 


This  institution  was  established  on  its  present  basis  in  1876.  It  is 
the  highest  Institution  of  agricultural  education  in  France  and  gives 
great  attention  also  to  experiment  and  research  work  in  agriculture. 
The  main  buildings,  class-rooms  ar.d  laboratories  are  situated  in  Paris, 
but  it  possesses  a  large  domain  of  several  hundred  acres  in  the  en- 
virons and  numerous  experiment  stations  and  demonstration  plots 
scattered  over  France  and  Algeria. 

The  object  of  the  educational  part  of  the  institute  is  to  turn  out  in- 
vestigators and  agriculturists  of  the  highest  degree  of  efficiency.  To 
quote  the  words  of  Dr.  Paul  Regnard,  the  present  director:  "Those 
who  have  followed  the  courses  should  be  practical  agriculturists,  who 
by  the  extent  of  their  knowledge  ard  the  development  of  the  scien- 
tific spirit,  should  be  capable  of  scientific  original  investigations  and 
discoveries. 

The  students  receive,  besides  theoretical  instruction  of  a  very  high 
grade,  most  complete  practical  instruction  on  the  domain  and  at  farms 
and  stations  where  they  are  stationed  for  certain  periods  and  on  special 
missions. 

According  to  the  official  announcement  of  the  Institute  the  object 
Is  to  prepare  students  who  Intend  to  become: 

1.  Agriculturists  and  proprietors  possessing  the  scientific  and  prac- 
tical knowledge  necessary  for  the  most  perfect  exploitation  of  the  soil. 

2.  Professors  of  Agriculture  for  the  National  and  Practical  Schools 
of  Agriculture,  for  the  Normal  Schools  and  for  the  Departmental  Chairs. 

3.  Administrative  agents  for  th«  Government  forests. 

4.  Administrative  agents  for  the  Government  stock-breeding  estab- 
lishments. 

5.  Administrative  agents  for  various  other  Government  services 
connected  with  agriculture.  i 

6.  Directors  of  agricultural  , experiment  stations. 

7.  Chemists  and  directors  of  agricultural  industrial  establishments, 
sugar  and  starch  factories,  distilleries,  fertilizer  works,  etc. 

8.  Agricultural  engineers. 

In  order  to  enter  the  Institute,  students  must  pass  an  examination, 
which  requires  attainments  about  equal  to  those  of  the  graduates  of 
the  technical  colleges  of  our  best  universities.  The  work  is  all  dis- 
tinctly of  the  grade  known  as  post-graduate.  There  are  no  courses 
or  chairs  of  pure  science.  Before  entering,  a  student  must  have  a  thor- 
ough grounding  in  chemistry,  botany,  physics,  geology,  etc.  All  the 
courses  are  devoted  to  applied  science  or  to  agricultural  practice.  ■ 

The  course  of  instruction  comprehends  three  distinct  parts:  first, 
advanced  study  of  the  sciences  underlying  Agronomy — one  semester; 
second,  study  of  Agronomy;   third,  study  of  Agricultural  Practice. 

The  study  of  agricultural  practice  is  carried  out  at  the  domain 
attached  to  the  Institute  and  at  various  stations,  factoriei  and  large 
estates,  and  Is  continued  through  the  whole  course  and  the  vacations. 
The  courses  In  viticulture  are  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Viala,  Gen- 
eral Inspector  of  Viticulture  of  France,  assisted  by  Mr.  Pacottet.  They 
consist  of  a  general  course  by  Professor  Viala  and  lectures  and  demon- 
strations on  specia)  topics  by  Mr.  Pacottet.  Demonstrations  are 
given  in  vineyards  within  easy  reach  of  Paris,  and  each  year  a  special 
excursion  is  taken!  by  the  students  through  one  of  the  principal 
vineyard  districts  of  France  or  Germany. 

The  viticultural  department  possesses  also  a  laboratory  for  re- 
search and  a  number  of  experiment  stations  In  various  parts  of 
France  aitd  Algeria,  where  the  most  promising  of  the  third-year 
students  may  continue  their  studies  and  carry  out  special  investi- 
gations. 

No  course  In  wine-making  Is  given,  but  the  study  of  fermentation  is 
undertakpfl  at  a  special  laboratory  under  the  direction  of  M.  Kayser. 

The  arrangements  for  the  study  of  agricultural  practice  during  the 
summer  vacatlors  and  during  the  third  year  are  very  interesting. 
Every  student  is  required  during  the  vacation  between  his  first  and  his 
second  ye^r  to  spend  two  months  at  some  large  estate  or  farm.  His 
principal  work  during  this  two  months  Is  to  keep  an  accurate  diary 
pf  everything  that  Is  done  upon  the  farm;  the  number  of  mei  ard  ani- 
mals employed  at  each  operation,  the  time  ard  manner  of  doing  it,  and 
all  the  details  that  will  erab'e  him  to  estimate  the  cost  and  to  criticise 
t^e  manner.  Besides  this  he  must  make  a  complete  report  on  the 
farm,  its  soil,  climate,  situation,  and  in  general,  its  present  condition 
and  agricultural  possitilities. 

During  the  third  year,  which  is  optional,  the  student  is  placed  on 
some  farm  as  a  foreman  or  superinterdent,  without  pay,  but  completely 
under  the  orders  of  the  proprietor,  as  though  he  were  a  regular  em- 
ployee. He  corresi)onds  corstantly  with  the  Institute,  receives  advice 
and  makes  regular  reports.    In  this  way  he  is  prevented  from  making 
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the  mistakes  of  inexperience  which  a  student  fresh  from  college  is  apt 
to  fall  into,  and  at  the  end  of  t^e  year  be  has  gained  valuable  practical 
experience  which,  with  h's  previous  studies,  should  make  him  perfectly 
capable  of  ur.dertakii  g  the  management  of  a  large  estate. 

The  Departmental  Professors  of  Agriculture.  Soon  after  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Practical  Schools  of  Agriculture  a  law  was  passed,  in 
1879,  creating  a  post  cf  departmental  professor  of  agriculture  in  every 
department  of  France.  The  duties  of  these  professors,  as  defined  by 
the  law,  are  to  give  a  course  of  lectures  in  the  departmental  normal 
schools  for  teachers  and  in  other  institutions  of  public  instruction,  and 
to  give  a  certain  number  of  lectures  each  year  for  farmers  and  teachers 
in  each  commune  of  the  department. 

Some  ore  has  described  these  professors  as  "gentlemen  who  are  paid 
6,000  francs  a  year  to  dine  with  the  farmers  and  to  take  walks  about 
the  fields."  This  definition  is  undoubtedly  very  unjust  and  undeserved. 
A  more  appreciative  and  truer  definition  is  that  which  describes  them 
as  "agricultural  missionaries  and  councillors,  whose  work  it  is  to  visit 
every  farm  and  to  endeavor  to  spread  the  knowledge  and  practice  of 
the  best  methods  of  farming  in  their  department." 

The  work  of  these  men  has  developed  very  greatly  beyond  that  In- 
dicated by  the  wording  of  the  law.  Their  principal  and  most  useful 
work  consists  in  personal  visits  and  talks  to  individual  farmers.  In 
this  way  a  great  deal  of  good  is  done  in  the  vine-growing  districts  In 
diffusing  a  general  knowledge  of  the  best  methods  of  cultivating, 
pruning  and  fertilizing  the  vineyards,  in  establishing  vines  upon  re- 
sistant roots  and  in  the  treatment  of  vine  diseases.  The  same  diflScuity 
is  found  in  France  as  in  America  in  getting  the  farmers  together  to 
listen  to  occasional  and  desultory  talks  on  farming  topics,  but  the 
growers  are  nearly  all  glad  of  expert  and  disinterested  advice  when  it 
is  brought  home  to  them. 

The  Incumbents  of  these  chairs  of  agriculture  are  chosen  from  among 


those  who  pass  a  very  searching  competitive  examination  given  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Ministries  of  Agriculture  and  Public  Instruction, 
with  the  advice  of  certain  agricultural  associations  and  other  public 
bodies  of  the  department  in  which  they  are  to  do  their  work. 

The  successful  applicant  must  pass  a  written  examination  showing  a 
good  knowledge  of  general  agriculture,  animal  industry  and  rural  econ- 
omy. He  must  pass  a  practical  examination  in  chemical  analysis  and 
the  use  of  the  microscope;  in  the  management  of  agricultural  imple- 
ments, domestic  animals,  crops  and  farm  buildings,  and  in  the  valuation 
of  lands  and  farm  produce.  He  must  prove  himself  capable  of  giving  a 
lecture  to  farmers  on  a  subject  of  especial  interest  to  the  region  where 
he  is  to  do  his  work  and  of  giving  a  lesson  in  agricultura  suitable  to  the 
pupils  of  the  lower  schools. 

Most  of  the  professors  of  agriculture  have  been  students  of  the 
Agronomic  Institute  of  Paris  or  of  one  of  the  National  Schools  of  Agri- 
culture and  have  been  assistants  in  some  of  the  Government  labora- 
tories and  managed  one  or  two  farming  properties.  They  are  nearly 
all  educated,  practical  men,  well  fitted  for  the  work  they  are  called 
upon  to  do. 

Conclusion.  On  the  whole,  the  machinery  for  promoting  a  general 
diffusion  of  knowledge  of  the  best  agricultural  practices  In  France 
seems  very  complete  and  thorough,  and  as  far  as  can  be  judged  after  a 
short  visit  of  a  few  weeks,  the  results  seem  to  be  very  encouraging,  at 
least  in  the  grape-growing  and  wine-making  regions  of  the  south. 

A  knowledge  of  the  best  known  methods  of  establishing  a  vineyard 
on  resistant  stock,  of  treating  the  various  diseases  of  the  vine  and  of 
the  effective  and  economical  fertilization  of  the  soil  seems  to  be  very 
general.  The  improvements  and  changes  in  methods  of  wine-making 
made  necessary  by  modern  developments  in  the  industry  are  also  very 
generally  understood  in  Algeria  and  the  Midi.  In  other  districts,  where 
the  need  of  these  changes  is  at  present  less  acutely  felt,  the  work  of 
the  educational  influences  seems  to  have  been  less  successful. 
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be  lost  Avere  it  left  to  tlie  work  of  the  representative  comin.!.' 
from  AVasliiiigton  only  occasionally.  In  conclusion  T 
would  say  that  all  conditions  are  not  only  satisfactory 
up  to  date,  but  the  outlook  is  very  promising  for  the  accom- 
plishment of  highly  valuable  work  in  the  interest  of  Viti- 
culture in  California,  in  the  future.

Grape  Growers  Must  Aid  the  Government 

PROFESSOR  GEO.  C.  HUSMANN,  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  of  Washington,  who  has  charge  of  the 
Viticultural  Experimental  stations  and  Avork  throughout 
the  United  States,  reciuests  The  Review  to  call  the  par- 
ticular attention  of  the  Viticulturists  of  California  to  the 
necessity  of  their  co-operation  in  the  experimental  work. 
In  making  this  matter  plain  he  said:    "We  are  very  desir- 
ous of  getting  into  closer  touch  with  the  more  intelligent 
growers  on  the  Pacific  Coast.    In  order  to  make  our  work 
thoroughly  successful  we  must  have  their  assistance.    We 
want  theiii  to  work  with  us  to  test  minor  soil  conditions. 
The  wine  industry  of  California  has  not  been  making  the 
right  kind  of  progress  in  the  last  few  years,  it  has  been 
steadily  tending  to  quantity,  and  what  we  aim  to  do  is  to 
get  the  growers  working  back  tjjj^e  line  of  quality,  as  in 
earlier  days.    Given  the  properlfpperation  of  these  men, 
no  dcmbt  this  much  desired  object  may  be  attained:    Unless 
this  is  done  the  work  of  the  department  of  the  government 
Avill  proceed  only  on  br(M^pes  and  will  only  reach  gen- 
eral results,  whereas,  if  tHBiave  the  co-operation  of  the 
intelligent  growers  they  caWget  down  to  close  details  in 
this  important  w^ork— somethfiji^'  that  cannot  be  done  by 
the  experts  from  Washington,'  ai^they  cannot  devote  the 
necessary  time  thereto.     Therte  i§no  reason  in  the  world 
why  in  due  season  California  ■cannot  be  able  to  send  out 
to  the  world  wine  equal  in  quality  to  the  world-famed 
Schloss  Johannesburg,  which  is  invariably  purchased  by 
the  crowned  heads  of  Europe,  before  it  is  made.     That  is, 
the  product  of  the  vineyard  is  always  sold  in  advance. 
California  has  the  soil,  the  climate  and  all  the  conditions 
that  are  required  for  making  great  wines. 

"The  appointment  of  :Mr.  llecke  as  resident  representa- 
tive of  the  Department  of  California  is  a  great  practical 
help.  It  enables  us  to  he  at  the  work  every  day  in  the 
week,  and  by  this  fact  we  can  observe  conditions  that  would 
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R.  GEO.  C.  HUSMANN,  U.  S.  Viticulturist,  who  has 
)een  in  the  State  since  March  last  looking  after  the 
Viticultural  experimental  stations,  returned  to  Washing- 
ton the  latter  part  of  tlie  month.  Before  his  departure 
he  called  at  the  office  of  The  Review  and  gave  some  inter- 
esting information  as  to  Avhat  is  being  done  in  these  sta- 
tions, and  what  is  expected  from  them.  He  stated  that  at 
Chico,  in  the  experimental  station,  they  had  established  a 
Grape  Vineyard  for  testing  the  rooting  qualities  of  the 
various  resistant  vines  now  grown  in  this  State.  They  are 
also  establishing  a  collection  of  the  varieties  of  special 
commercial  value,  for  the  purpose  of  making  selection  and 
improvement. 

At  the  Oakville,  Napa  County,  station  an  important 
experiment  is  being  made  in  whicli  there  is  taking  place 
a  test  of  twenty  of  the  leading  varieties  of  resistants — 
both  white  and  red,  in  grafting,  in  order  to  ascertain  their 
congeniality;  also  to  find  which  produces  best  grapes  for 
wine-making  purposes.  1  hes(>  experiments  are  proceeding 
very  satisfactorily.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing  there 
have  been  grafted  136  individual  vines  at  the  same  place. 
There  is  also  a  collection  of  250  varieties  of  vinifera,  all 
on  resistant  stock.  All  the  plantings  at  these  experimental 
vinej'ards  have  been  increased  in  the  last  year. 

In  Fresno,  tests  are  being  made  in  the  interests  of  the 
growers  of  raisins,  grapes,  etc.  Ten  leading  varieties  for 
the  nmking  of  rtiisins  and  sAveet  wines,  have  been  grafted 
to  different  varieties  following  the  same  lines  adopted  at 
Oakville.  The  government  is  also  gathering  a  colU'ction 
of  the  fleshy  varieties  for  table  grape  purposes.  Quite  a 
considerable  addition  has  been  made  at  that  station  to  the 
resistant  and  direct  producing  collection. 

At  Cucamonga,  Southern  California,  an  addition  has 
been  made  to  the  Vinifera  collection.  While  the  Phyllox- 
era has  not  attacked  the  vineyards  of  that  section  of  the 
State,  as  yet,  Mr.  Husmann  deems  it  advisable  to  test 
various  varieties  of  resistant  vines  in  reference  to  their 
qualities  to  withstand  the  attacks  of  this  pest.  In  the 
event  that  the  insect  should  travel  south  of  the  Tehachapi 
i  is  deemed  advisable  to  be  able  to  tell  vineyardists  wliat 
varieties  have  the  best  resistant  strength. 

At  the  six  smaller  outl.ying  stations,  plantings  of  re- 
sistant and  direct  bearers  have  been  materially  increased. 
It  is  probable  that  an  additional  small  vineyard  of  this 
class  Avill  be  established  in  the  foothill  district  this  fall. 

Professor  Husmann  is  very  much  pleased  with  the  prog- 
ress being  made  in  this  important  work,  and  says  that  val- 
uable results  are  now  being  obtained  and  that  within  the 
next  year  or  two  some  of  our  hardest  problems  will  have 
been  solved.

Professor  Hilgard  Takes  a  Deserved  Rest. 

P150FESS0I1  E.  W.  HILGARD,  head  of  the  College  of 
Agriculture  of  the  University  of  California,  has  been 
given  a  year's  vacation  with  full  pay.  It  is  a  deserved  re- 
creation for  long  years  of  arduous  and  valuable  labor  per- 
foriiu'd  in  the  interest  of  our  famous  State  institution.  Mr. 
Hilgard  is  well  advanced  in  years,  but  it  is  hoped  that  on 
his  return  he  will  be  refreshed  for  further  efforts  in  the 
interest  of  scientific  agriculture. 


Expounds  New  Method  for  flaking  of  Wine. 


BERKELEY,  Alay  29.— Professor  Frederick  T.  Bioletti 
of  the  Viticultural  Department  of  the  University  of 
California  recently  returned  from  an  extended  stay  in 
Africa  and  Europe,  and  believes  he  has  found  a  new  method 
for  improving  the  quality  of  wine  in  this  State.  His  theo- 
ries are  laid  down  in  a  bulletin  soon  to  be  published  by  the 
Agricultural  Department,  called  "New  Alethods  of  Wine- 
making  in  Hot  Countries." 

Professor  Bioletti  believes  that  many  of  the  wine-making 
methods  practiced  in  Algeria  can  be  used  with  like  success 
in  this  State.  The  Algerians  have  a  process  which  they 
iise  in  fermentation.  It  consists  in  cooling  the  wine  at  a 
certain  stage  in  the  process,  this  cooling  keeping  out  the 
bacteria  which  would  otherwise  nuike  its  appearance  as  a 
result  of  the  heat  generated  during  the  fermenting.  Cali- 
fornia wine,  he  says,  would  be  greatly  improved  by  having 
this  cooling  process  used.

(Concluded.) 


At  the  time  of  this  first  racking,  two  to  two  and  a  half 
gallons  of  grape  brandy  is  added  to  each  pipe.  This  en- 
ables the  wine  to  stand  the  summer  without  any  accident. 
Early  in  the  autumn  it  is  racked  a  second  time  and  defi- 
nitely classified.  The  fortification  is  done  with  brandies 
of  proof  strength  for  young  wines,  and  spirits  60  deg.  o.  p. 
for  older  wines,  the  strength  of  matured  sherry  rising  by 
successive  additions  of  spirit  from  13  deg.  to  14  deg.  to  18 
deg.  or  19  deg.  of  alcohol  per  cent. 

Those  wines  that  are  thin  and  weak  are  further  fortified, 
and  those  which  are  not  clear  and  brilliant  are  fined.  The 
second  year  the  young  wines  are  again  racked  twice,  viz., 
in  the  spring  and  the  autumn,  after  which  they  are  allowed 
to  mature  in  the  soleras. 

These  soleras  are  mother  casks  of  the  finest  wines.  They 
are  generally  stacked  in  three  tiers,  one  above  the  other, 
in  above-ground  cellars.  The  casks  are  numbered;  they 
are  not  quite  filled,  one-ninth  to  one-tenth  of  the  contents 
of  the  casks  remaining  ullaged.  When  the  wine  is  two 
years  old,  and  has  been  finally  classified,  they  are  not  racked 
any  more,  in  order  not  to  interfere  with  the  growth  of  a 
whitish  fungus  which  soon  appears  on  the  surface.  That 
fungus  is  not  unlike  that  which  is  known  as  "fiowers  of 
wine,"  or  even  as  "mother  of  vinegar ;"  its  presence  is  more 
beneficial  than  injurious  to  the  wine. 

In  order  to  further  favor  its  growth,  the  bunghole  is  not 
hermetically  closed,  and  a  porcelain  cap  resting  over  it 
keeps  off  the  dust ;  that  cap  is  tied  up  by  a  string  to  save 
it  from  breaking. 

After  a  period  of  time,  which  varies  with  the  wine,  it 
becomes  sufiiciently  matured  to  sell. 

When  making  up  a  shipment  of  sherry  or  executing  an 
order,  individual  casks  are  not  sent  away,  but  a  measure 
of  wine  is  drawn  from  each  individual  soleras,  and  the 
number  of  casks  intended  for  shipment  are  then  fined  or 
clarified.  For  that  purpose  fresh  blood,  white  of  eggs,  or 
Spanish  clay  is  used. 

After  the  required  quantity  of  wine  has  been  withdrawn, 
an  equivalent  quantity  of  a  younger  wine  of  a  like  type  is 
put  back  into  the  mother  soleras.  In  a  few  months  the 
new  addition  is  as  good  as  the  original  wine,  the  growths 
present  in  the  casks  having  imparted  to  it  the  same  char- 
acteristics as  the  parent  possessed. 

It  does  not  matter  Avhether  these  soleras  casks  are  housed 
inside  costly  cellars  or  stacked  outside  under  shady  trees  or 
even  exposed  to  the  ardent  sun  of  Andalusia ;  the  process 
of  maturing  goes  on  just  the  same,  and  is  probably  accel- 
erated when  the  casks  are  exposed  to  the  full  action  of 
the  sun. 

Around  the  Jerez  bodegas  large  stacks  of  soleras  casks 
are  a  familiar  feature  of  the  landscape,  and  some  soleras 
I  was  shown  contained  etheral  wine  vinegar,  which  is 
costly  enough  to  be  only  consumed  by  wealthy  epicures. 
Within  a  stone  throw,  other  stacks  of  soleras  casks  are 
seen,  which  hold  aromatic  sherries  of  considerable  value; 
all  receive  the  same  kind  of  treatment,  without  apparently 
being  the  worse  for  it. 

Even  brandies  are  at  Jerez  reared  in  soleras  after  the 
fashion  of  sherries,  and  at  Gonzalez,  Byass,  &  Oo.'s  Ro- 
tunda Bodega,  I  had  occasion  to  sample  a  soleras  brandy 
that  has  left  the  most  pleasant  recollection. 

The  value  of  a  butt  of  sherry  is  an  elastic  quantity,  and 


varies  from  £15  to  £100  a  butt  of  110  gallons.  For  £20— 
about  4s.  a  gallon — a  very  ordinary  kind  of  sherry  is  ob- 
tained ;  but  for  a  good  wine  no  less  than  £30  must  be  given. 
It  is  easy  to  understand  that  by  following  with  method 
and  care  the  method  of  rearing  in  soleras  or  breeding  casks 
as  practised  at  Jerez,  the  same  standard  of  quality  of  a 
wine  sufficiently  spirituous  to  stand  that  peculiar  manipu- 
lation can  with  ease  be  kept  up.  Whenever  a  few  arohes  of 
sherry,  brandy,  or  vinegar  are  removed  from  soleras  butts, 
an  equivalent  of  a  newer  wine  of  the  same  type  is  restored 
to  these  same  soleras  butts,  and  in  the  course  of  a  few 
months  the  whole  contents  of  these  breeding  butts  is  as 
good  as  it  was  before,  and  fresh  abstractions,  accompanied 
by  corresponding  restorations,  can  be  made.  When  this 
is  done  with  judgment — and  here  experience  is  invalu- 
able— there  is  no  end  to  the  period  soleras  can  be  perpetu- 
ated, and  some  of  these  are  50  and  even  100  years  old.  In 
other  words,  the  original  mother  of  sherries  was  of  that 
age,  periodical  subtractions  and  additions  must  necessarily 
rejuvenate  it,  and  receive  froni  the  soleras  cask  the  same 
stamp  of  old  age  which  is  the  distinguishing  feature  of  the 
parent  wine. 

At  some  of  the  bodegas  I  visited  I  tasted  collections  of 
sherries  of  various  types,  and  was  explained  the  difference 
between  an  Amontillado,  Avhich  is  a  crisp,  dry,  and  spirit- 
uous and  ethereal  wine,  and  an  Oloroso  sherry,  which  is  not 
quite  so  dry  and  is  a  full-bodied,  nutty,  and  generous  wine; 
a  Manzanilla,  on  the  other  hand,  is  lighter  in  color  and  in 
body,  and  possesses  the  peculiar  aromatic  bitterness  of 
camomile.  The  best  Manzanilla  is  made  from  grapes 
grown  on  the  arenas,  or  sandy  vineyard  of  San  Lucar. 

So  varied  is  the  turn  which  several  casks  of  sherries 
made  from  the  same  grapes  take,  that  I  had  no  difficulty, 
after  fermentation,  in  picking  out  an  Amontillado  and  an 
Olorzo  sherry  made  from  like  grapes  grown  on  the  same 
ground  and  fermented  at  the  same  time,  but  in  different 
butts. 

An  inspection  of  some  of  the  larger  bodegas  of  Jerez  is 
almost  as  interesting  as  a  visit  to  a  picture  gallery,  and 
as  one  walks  along  the  long  lines  of  soleras  one  is  intro- 
duced in  turn  to  casks  named  after  Kings  or  infantas  of 
Spain.  One  huge  cask  at  one  of  these  bodegas  is  called 
Napoleon;  at  another  I  tested  sherries  from  E.  I.,  which 
stands  for  East  India,  the  contents  of  that  soleras  having 
once  made  the  voyage  across  the  line.  I  also  saAV,  but  with- 
out testing  any  more,  casks  reverently  known  as  Methu- 
salem,  the  Apostles,  and  last,  but  not  least,  "Christ."

^nP  HE  famous  Madrone  Vineyard,  owned  by  Mrs.  Phoebe 
^f  1      Hearet,  located  in  the  Sonoma  Valley,  between  Eld- 
ridge  and  Sonoma,  has  been  purchased  by  the  California 
AVine  Association.    The  sale  of  the  property  had  been  pend- 
ing for  several  days. 

The  Hearst  ranch  consists  of  over  1,200  acres,  and  on  it 
is  a  large  acreage  of  the  finest  vineyard  in  the  State,  con- 
taining many  good  varieties  of  grapes,  selected  expressly 
for  the  place.  There  is  also  a  fine  stone  winery,  residence 
and  buildings  on  the  place.  The  consideration  at  which  the 
place  was  sold  is  not  stated,  but  the  sum  was  a  very  large 
one.     The  equipment  is  very  complete. 

The  ranch  lias  a  historic  significance,  as  it  was  under  the 
spreading  trees  on  the  ranch  that  Generals  Joe  H(M)ker, 
CJrant,  Sherman  and  others  had  their  camp  one  time  in  the 
old  da.ys  of  the  Mexican  War  trouble.  The  ranch  is  a 
splendid  piece  of  property. 
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Wine  Association  Improvements. 


SUPERINTENDENT  D.  ('.  JIcNALLY  states  that  the 
California  Wine  Association  has  planned  improve- 
ments to  its  Livermore  plant,  among  which  is  a  new  press 
with  a  150-ton  daily  capacit,v,  a  20  liorsepower  gasoline  en- 
gine and  another  building,  which  will  be  used  as  a  ferment- 
ing room.  The  Association  expects  to  crush  at  least  1000 
tons  of  Lodi  grapes  here  this  season.  This  increase  in  capa- 
city has  been  necessitated  by  a  new  departure  of  the  Asso- 
ciation inaugurated  last  year.  Grapes  in  the  Lodi  district 
ripen  a  few  weeks  earlier  than  in  this  valley.  Several  hun- 
dred tons  were  shipped  last  year  which  had  been  crushed 
and  were  in  the  fermenting  tanks  when  the  hot  spell  of 
early  September  ripened  the  local  crop  all  at  once.  As  the 
fermentation  of  the  Lodi  grapes  was  slow  the  plant  was 
practically  at  a  standstill. 


IT  is  rumored  that  Dr.  H.  W.  Wiley,  head  of  the  Bureau 
of  Chemistry,  LTnited  States  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture, is  preparing  to  turn  his  attention  to  wines  and  cor- 
dials imporccd  into  this  country.  Dr.  AViley  announces 
that  he  intends  soon  to  make  a  tour  of  the  distilling  dis- 
tricts of  Scotland  and  the  Avine-producing  regions  of 
Southern  France,  with  a  view  to  looking  carefully  into 
the  methods  of  manufacture  of  wines,  Avhiskies  and  cor- 
dia's,  particularly  those  manufactured  for  exportation  to 
the  LTnited  States.  It  is  his  theory  that  there  is  much  im- 
proper labeling  in  connection  with  these  goods. 


MR.  GEORGE  C.  HUSMANN,  U.  S.  Viticulturist, 
from  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington, 
paid  a  flying  visit  to  the  office  of  The  Review  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  month,  on  his  way  to  Washington.  Mr. 
Husmann  has  been  here  since  March  last  industriously 
working  on  the  lines  coveretl  by  his  department.  Else- 
where in  these  columns  will  be  found  a  statement  with 
reference  to  Avhat  has  been  accomplished  in  the  experi- 
mental stations  located  in  this  State.  He  was  accompanied 
by  his  able  assistant,  Mr.  G.  H.  Hecke,  expert  in  viticul- 
ture, also  connected  with  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agri- 
culture. Mr.  Hecke  is  on  the  ground  all  the  time  watch- 
ing developments  in  order  that  he  may  give  accurate  re- 
ports to  his  superior,  whose  manifold  duties  call  him  all 
over  the  United  States.

The  absence  contemplated  by  section  3176,  Eevised 

Statutes,  as  relieving  a  special-tax  payer  from 

50  per  cent  penalty,  is  temporary  not 

continuous  absence.

Sir  :    Your  letter  of  the  18th  instant  has  been  received, 

concerning  the Breweries  Company  of  the  city  of 

,  Ohio,  who,  as  it  is  understood  from  your  letter. 


established  "business  houses"  in  your  district  for  the  sale 
of  bottled  beer  in  the  month  of  March  last,  but  failed  to 
make  sworn  returns  and  pay  the  special  taxes  therefor 
"until  after  the  1st  of  April,"  and  contend  that  under  the 
provisions  of  section  3176,  Eevised  Statutes,  relating  to 
"sickness  or  absence,"  they  are  entitled  to  be  relieved  of 
the  50  per  cent  penalty  on  the  ground  of  being  absent  from 
the  State  of  Virginia. 

As  this  company  has  its  main  establishment  in  the  city 

of ,  Ohio,  and  its  absence  from  the  State  of  Virginia 

appears  to  be  continuous  or  permanent,  it  is  held  by  this 
office  that  such  absence  is  not  that  contemplated  by  the 
terms  of  section  3176,  Eevised  Statutes,  on  which  they  rely, 
and  that  it  can  not  therefore  be  relieved  of  the  50  per  cent 
penalty  on  this  ground. 

The  views  of  this  office  coincide  with  yours  that  the  only 
reasonable  construction  of  this  section  is  that  the  word 
"absence,"  as  therein  used,  means  a  temporary  or  unavoid- 
able, but  not  a  permanent,  absence.

Fermented  liquor  made  from  malt  or  from  substitutes 

therefor. 
Tax  is  required  to  be  paid  on  every  fermented  liquor  made 
from  malt  or  from  any  substitute  therefor,  however  small 
the  quantity  of  alcohol  contained  therein,  if  the  per- 
centage of  alcohol  is  noticeable.  But  where  a  beverage, 
although  having  flavor  and  appearance  of  malt  liquor, 
does  not  contain  more  than  one-half  of  1  per  cent  of 
alcohol,  it  does  not  come  within  the  notice  of  internal- 
revenue  laws,  and  special  tax  is  not  required  to  be  paid 
for  its  manufacture  and  sale. 

Treasury  Department, 
Office  of  Commissioner  of  Internal  Eevenue, 

Washington,  D.  C,  April  26.  1905 
Gentlemen  :  Your  letter  of  the  19th  instant  has  been 
received,  relating  to  a  beverage  made  from  malt  or  from 
some  substitute  for  malt,  and  fermented,  and  stating  that 
"the  question  arises  frequently  among  brewers,  what  is  the 
limit  of  alcohol  content  that  makes  the  beverage  intoxi- 
cating— that  is  to  say,  from  the  legal  point  of  view." 

The  intoxicating  character  of  such  a  beverage  is  im- 
portant and  material  under  the  prohibitory  liquor  laws  of 
a  State  or  Territory,  but  is  not  material  under  the  internal- 
revenue  laws  of  the  United  States.  A  fermented  liquor 
made  from  malt — for  example,  w^eiss  beer — may  contain 
so  small  an  amount  of  alcohol  (say,  1%  or  1  per  cent,  or 
less)  as  to  entitle  it  to  be  regarded  as  "non-intoxicating" 


under  the  local  prohibitory  laws,  but  this  fact  does  not 
relieve  the  brewer  of  this  beverage  from  the  necessity  of 
giving  bond  and  paying  special  tax  as  a  brewer  under  the 
internal-revenue  laws  of  the  United  States,  as  well  as 
paying  tax  on  this  beer. 

As  to  the  alcoholic  limit  below  which  in  any  such  bever- 
age you  say  "there  is  a  widespread  impression  that  2  per 
cent  by  volume  constitu,tes  this  limit,"  there  is  no  basis 
for  this  impression,  unless  it  be  in  the  fact  that  the  act  of 
March  2,  1867,  exempted  small  beer  from  the  tax  on  fer- 
mented liquors  under  the  internal-revenue  laws  of  the 
United  States,  as  they  then  stood,  but  did  not  define  small 
beer,  thus  leaving  it  to  this  Department  to  lay  down  a  rule 
by  which  small  beer  should  be  distinguished  from  other 
beer  on  which  the  tax  was  imposed.  This  wtrs'tlorre  by 
special  No.  102,  issued  by  the  Commissioner  of  Internal 
Eevenue  May  17,  1871,  Avherein  the  exemption  as  to  small 
beer  was  "held  to  apply  only  to  such  fermented  liquors 
as  contain  not  to  exceed  21/0  per  cent  alcohol." 

The  later  provisions  of  the  internal-revenue  laws  of  the 
United  States  superseding  this  act  of  1867,  and  subse- 
quently incorporated  in  the  Eevised  Statutes  of  the  United 
States  in  1873,  omitted  this  exempting  provision,  and  since 
then  there  has  been  no  such  exemption  as  to  any  fermented 
liquor  made  from  malt  or  from  any  substitute  for  malt; 
and  now,  under  these  laws,  every  fermented  liquor,  the 
main  ingredient  of  which  is  malt  or  a  substitute  for  malt, 
such  as  rice  or  grain  of  any  kind,  or  sugar,  or  molasses, 
or  any  other  nmterial  that  may  be  found  to  take  the  place 
of  malt,  is  held  to  be  subject  to  the  tax  imposed  by  these 
laws  on  ale,  beer,  porter,  and  other  similar  fermented 
liquors,  and  the  manufacturers  thereof  are  required  to 
give  bond  and  pay  special  tax  as  brewers,  and  dealers 
therein  special  tax  as  malt  liquor  dealers. 

There  are,  however,  beverages  manufactured  and  sold 
which  consist  mainly  of  water  carbonated,  but,  by  the 
addition  of  a  small  quantity  of  an  "extract"  made  of  tax- 
paid  beer,  are  given  the  flavor,  taste,  and  appearance  of 
malt  liquor,  but  contain  not  more  than  one-half  of  1  per 
cent  of  alcohol.  The  settled  ruling  is  that  where  this 
quantity  of  alcohol  (one-half  of  1  per  cent)  is  not  exceeded 
in  any  such  imitation  beer,  it  does  not  come  within  the 
notice  of  the  internal-revenue  laws  of  the  United  States, 
and  therefore  special  tax  is  not  required  to  be  paid  for  its 
manufacture  and  sale.

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DRY  WINES : — The  dry  wine  market  continues  firm. 
The  outlook  for  the  dry  wine  yield  througliout  the 
State,  is  better  tlian  previous^  expected.  The  second  crop 
on  some  varieties,  notably  the  Zinfandel,  will  be  excellent. 
The  blooming  season  was  fairly  successful,  and  a  very 
satisfactory  feeling  seems  to  pervade  the  wine-makers.  Ex- 
ports by  sea  amounted  to  884  cases,  784,658  gallons  valued 
at  |303,172  which  shows  a  substantial  increase  over  May. 
New  York  was  an  excellent  market,  several  very  large  ship- 
ments having  gone  to  that  port. 


SWEET  WINES:— The  sweet  wine  market  while  trend- 
ing slightly  toward  a  more  satisfactory  price  condition, 
is  still  much  unsettled.  Now  that  the  blooming  season  is 
fairly  over,  and  an  intelligent  estimate  shows  that  the 
sweet  wine  crop  will  not  be  extra  large,  the  wine  men  are 
looking  for  a  rally  in  prices. 


BRANDY : — The  market  remains  unchanged,  and  as  no 
new  developments  are  expected  at  this  time  of  the 
year,  present  conditions  Avill  probably  prevail  for  a  time. 
Suitably  aged  goods  are  in  healthy  demand.  The  produc- 
tion of  brandy  in  the  two  districts  for  May,  was  2,958.4 
gallons.  There  remained  in  bond  May  31,  1,710,729.8  gal- 
lons. The  exports  by  sea  to  the  20th  inst.  were  146  cases, 
2,372  gallons,  valued  at  f6,064,  being  several  times  larger 
than  the  exports  of  the  previous  month. 

Exports  of  miscellaneous  liquors,  amounted  to  1,748 
cases,  4,480  gallons,  6  barrels,  3  casks,  valued  at  |19,608, 
being  slightly  more  than  double  the  miscellaneous  exports 
of  May. 


WHISKY : — The  local  market  is  still  far  from  satis- 
factory. Country  trade  keeps  running  remarkably 
strong,  even  stronger  than  could  be  reasonably  expected. 
A  satisfactory  feeling  seems  to  be  felt  by  all  dealers,  which 
speaks  well  for  the  future.  Crops  are  fairly  well  set,  the 
blooming  season  being  over,  and  as  the  general  crop  outlook 
is  good,  business  should  continue  in  proportion.  Alaska 
business  is  opening  up  magnificently,  and  the  whisky  and 
wine  interests  will  surely  enjoy  a  good  year  in  that  terri- 
tory. The  Northwest,  is  holding  steady,  keeping  up  the 
good  record  of  previous  months.  Oregon  is  improving, 
and  the  vigorous  campaign  carried  on  in  that  State  by  some 
of  the  local  liquor  interests,  should  bring  good  results 
later. 

Whisky  exports  up  to  the  20th  inst.  were  of  excellent  pro- 
portions, amounting  to  2,547  cases,  13,043  gallons,  valued 
at  $35,195,  being  almost  triple  those  of  last  month. 


IMPORTATIONS: — Business  is  nothing  more  than  ex- 
pected at  this  time  of  the  year.  The  total  receipts  to 
the  20th  was  200  cases  Amer  Picon,  25  cases  Champagne, 
250  cases  Bitters,  650  cases  Absinthe,  430  cases  Mineral 
Water,  247  cases  Kummel,  120  barrels  Beer,  250  cases  Fer- 
net, 7  cases  Liqxiors,  1  cask,  1651  cases  Gin,  10  casks  Rum, 
40  casks,  185  cases  Vinegar,  8  casks,  54  packages,  299  cases 
Wine,  35  casks,  527  cases  Brandy,  and  5  barrels  360  cases 
Whisky.  In  estimated  financial  value,  the  imports  of 
liquors  in  June,  should  about  equal  those  of  May. 


BEER : — The  beer  market  is  now  in  full  summer  swing. 
Business  throughout  the  State  is  brisk,  especially  in 
the  summer  resort  region.  One  large  local  plant  recogniz- 
ing the  passing  of  steam  beer,  is  building  a  lager  beer 
plant,  Avhich  will  represent  a  million  dollars.  The  bottling 
plants  of  the  Northwest  breweries  are  having  no  trouble  in 
filling  orders.  Several  large  shipments  of  beer  passed 
through  this  port  from  the  East,  en  route  to  the  Philip- 
pine Islands.  Exports  of  beer  for  the  month  show  a  healthy 
figure,  amounting  to  1,739  barrels  bottled,  and  10,555  gal- 
lons bulk,  valued  at  |15,089. 


New  York  Wine  Market. 


1""  HE  demand  for  sweet  wines  has  been  pretty  fair  during 
the  past  two  weeks,  which  is  rather  extraordinary  at 
this  time  of  the  year  and  which  may  be  an.  indication  that 
the  buyers  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  present 
prices  are  cheap.  The  crop  in  California  does  not  give  any 
indication  of  being  heavy,  the  new  raisin  corporation  ap- 
pears to  be  going  to  be  successful  to  a  certain  extent  at 
least,  and  the  likelihood  is  that  these  conditions  will  make 
prices  of  sweet  wine  grapes  considerably  higher  than  last 
year.  Dry  wines  are  also  in  good  demand  at  firm  prices, 
and  brandies  are  fully  holding  their  own^Bonforts. 


Wine  and  Brandy  Receipts. 


The  receipts  of  wine  and  brandy  from  interior  cellars 
during  the  month  up  to  June  24tli  were :  Wine,  1,043,400 
gallons;  brandy,  4,075  gallons. 


American  Whiskies  in  Bond. 


The  quantity  of  American  whiskies  and  spirits  remaining 
in  bond  in  San  Francisco  May  31,  1905,  was  116,169  tax 
gallons. 


Promotion  Committee  Makes  Hit. 


THE  CALIFORNIA  PROMOTION  COMMITTEE 
scored  a  great  hit  at  the  Portland  Exposition.  They 
made  it  plain  that  Californians  were  alive  to  their  duties 
and  the  promotion  of  the  welfare  of  their  State,  and  that 
promotion  was  not  for  individuals  but  for  the  common- 
wealth. They  certainly  did  a  world  of  good  for  their 
State,  and  convinced  the  Oregonians  they  were  not  there 
for  any  purpose  other  than  the  good  of  the  whole  Pacific 
Coast.  They  made  a  fine  impression  and  paved  the  way 
for  a  combination  of  the  California  Promotion  Committee, 
and  the  organization  in  Oregon  representing  the  Web- 
Foot  State,  calculated  to  result  in  a  great  good  to  both 
Oregon  and  California. 

The  wine  and  liquor  industry  was  well  represented 
at  the  fair  and  ought  to  be  congratulated  on  the  success 
of  its  efforts. 


Rainier  Beer  seems  to  be  as  popular  as  of  yore  in  the 
Hawaiian  Islands.  Several  large  sliipments  of  this  old 
reliable  brand  were  made  during  'the  month  through 
]\Iessrs.  John  Rapp  &  Son,  the  local  agents. 
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Dr.  Lyman  Abbott  On  the  Use  of  Wine. 


DR.  LYMAN  ABBOTT,  the  distinguished  divine  of 
New  York,  and  editor  of  the  Outlook — formerly  the 
Christian  Union, — spent  some  time  in  California  last  sea- 
son and  wrote  several  interesting  articles  concerning  his 
travels.  To  those  engaged  in  the  wine  industry,  his  letter 
to  the  Outlook,  under  the  caption  of  "Impressions  of  a 
Careless  Traveler — The  California  Netherlands — "  will  be 
found  highly  entertaining.  The  reverend  gentleman 
minces  no  words  in  denouncing  the  so-called  total  ab- 
stainer, who  decries  wines  and  liquors  and  gets  his  stimu- 
lants from  patent  medicines  which  are  largely  composed 
of  heavy  sweet  wines  or  corn  spirits.  He  acknowledges 
his  respect  for  the  man  who  uses  wine  in  moderation  at 
his  dinner  table,  as  well  as  for  the  individual  who  is  a 
genuine  abstainer.  The  entire  article  shows  the  stamp  of 
a  broad-minded  gentleman,  who  will  not  be  bound  by  the 
hypocritical  ethics  of  the  majority  of  his  fellows  in  the 
clerical  profession.     We  herewith  give  the  text  in  full : 

Impressions  of  a  Careless  Traveler. 
The  California  Netherlands. 

There  is  a  considerable  wine  industry  in  California.  It 
would  perhaps  be  greater  than  it  is  if  Americans  were  not 
still  ensnared  by  the  delusion  that  foreign  products  are 
presumably  better  than  home  products.  We  went  into  one 
of  the  wineries  in  the  vicinity  of  Stockton.  Even  if  I  re- 
membered the  figures  I  would  be  afraid  to  report  how 
many  were  the  wine  casks  among  which  our  conductor  led 
us.  Some  of  them  were  so  big  that  the  top  of  the  cask 
furnished  a  quite  adequate  space  for  dancing,  I  believe, 
though  of  that  I  am  not  quite  certain,  a  quadrille  had  been 
danced  upon  one.  From  the  best  information  I  could  ob- 
tain by  inquiries  in  different  quarters,  I  could  not  learn 
that  the  wine  trade  of  California  had  done  anything  to 
promote  intemperance;  in  fact,  most  of  my  informants 
were  of  the  opinion  that  its  effect  had  been  in  the  other 
direction ;  certainly  the  signs  of  drinking  and  drunkenness 
in  San  Francisco  are  less  than  they  are  in  New  York,  as 
they  are  less  in  New  York  than  they  are  in  London. 

A  little  of  the  wine  made  in  California  comes  East  and 
is  sold  as  California  wine ;  some  of  it  goes  across  the  sea 
and  is  sold  as  American  wine.  I  do  not  know  why  it  is, 
but  in  American  hotels  and  restaurants,  American  wines 
are  made  little  of,  and  often  it  is  impossible  to  get  those 
of  the  best  brand ;  but  when  two  or  three  years  ago  I  was 
in  southern  England,  I  found  in  almost  every  English 
hotel,  American  wines  advertised  as  a  speciality ;  evidently 
they  were  popular  and  in  demand.  A  good  deal  of  the 
wine  produced  in  California  goes  across  the  sea  and  then 
comes  back  from  France  as  French  or  German  wine,  and 
still  more  of  it  is  put  upon  our  table  with  French  or  Ger- 
man labels,  without  ever  having  gone  across  the  sea. 
Some  fifteen  years  ago,  a  well  known  chemist  in  New  York 
City,  obtained  an  analysis  for  the  Outlook  (then  the  Chris- 
tian Union),  of  twenty-five  bottles  of  wine.  In  only  two 
of  the  twenty-five  did  he  find  any  evidences  of  adulteration. 
Despite  the  general  impression,  in  times  past  apparently 
justified,  that  many  of  the  wines  of  commerce  were  manu- 


factured articles,  he  came  to  the  conclusion,  and  it  seemed 
to  me  a  just  one,  that  it  is  now  cheaper  for  the  dealer  to 
buy  a  cheap  American  wine,  to  add  to  it  some  alcohol,  and 
to  sell  it  iis  the  |)rodu(t  of  a  foreign  vineyard.  It  may  per- 
haps interest  those  temperance  reformers  who  are  very 
much  opposed  to  the  use  of  wine  upon  the  table,  but  who 
do  not  liesitate  to  give  their  approval  to  alcoholic  medi- 
cines of  A'arious  descriptions,  that  we  were  told  at  the 
winery  that  the  major  part  of  the  sherry  which  they  made 
was  sold  to  the  patent  medicine  venders  and  constitute  a 
chief  element  in  their  patent  medicines.  Personally,  I 
have  entire  respect  for  the  total  abstainer  who  really  does 
abstain,  and  also  respect  for  one  who  believes  that  it  is 
legitimate  to  use  wine  in  moderation  upon  the  dinner 
table ;  but  I  find  it  xerj  difficult  to  maintain  respect  for  the 
total  abstainer  who  banishes  wine  from  the  dinner  table 
and  then  drinks  it  out  of  a  bottle  from  the  closet  between 
meals  and  calls  it  medicine.  About  such  a  one  there  appears 
to  me  to  be  a  rather  serious  deficiency  which  it  is  charit- 
able to  hope  is  intellectual  rather  than  moral.  Such  im- 
bibers are  often  entirely  honest,  but  they  are  very  easily 
deluded.  L.  A.

PACIFIC   WINE  AND   SPIRIT  REVIEW. 


SEATTLE,  Wash.,  June  15. — The  fact  that  "blind  pigs" 
are  being  conducted  and  intoxicating  liquors  are  being 
sold  at  Lake  Washington  parks,  and  no  effort  is  being  made 
to  prevent  it,  is  the  subject  of  no  little  comment  in  Seattle 
at  the  present  time.  Crowds  throng  the  parks  during  the 
afternoons  and  more  especially  on  Sunday  afternoon,  at 
Madison  and  Leschi  Parks,  with  absolutely  no  police  pro- 
tection. The  nearest  officers  are  blocks  away  and  to  reach 
them  one  has  to  telephone  to  the  police. station. 

Proprietors  of  the  resorts  at  the  lake  make  no  effort 
to  conceal  the  fact  that  they  are  selling  drinks.  At  Madi- 
son Park  the  beverage  served  to  patrons  in  bottles  is 
labeled  "hop  tea."  However,  the  label  does  not  deteri- 
orate any  from  the  flavor  of  the  beer  that  the  boftles  con- 
tain. The  proprietors  claim  the  beverages  are  non-intoxi- 
cating, but  never  the  less  an  order  for  beer  from  a  patron 
sent  the  waiter  to  the  store  room  after  "hop  tea." 

Even  the  subterfuge  of  "hop  tea"  is  not  used  at  Leschi 
Park  and  beer  and  whisky  are  sold  with  absolutely 
no  respect  for  the  law.  There  are  no  questions  asked  if  the 
patron  looks  "good"  and  they  nearly  all  do  in  the  eyes  of 
the  proprietor. 

.For  years  the  Lake  Washington  resort  keepers  have 
fought,  for  licenses  and  have  always  been  unsuccessful  in 
obtaining  them.  Madison  Park  is  within  the  two-mile 
limit  of  the  University  of  Washington  and  a  license  cannot 
be  granted  there  and  Leschi  Park  is  out  of  the  liquor  license 
district  and  the  City  Council  has  steadfastly  refused  to 
grant  licenses  to  the  keepers  of  the  places. 

The  Mayor  says  no  licenses  have  been  issued  and  he 
does  not  think  there  will  be  and  in  the  meantime  owners 
of  Park  refreshment  resorts  are  indulging  in  the  liquor 
traffic  without  a  semblance  of  a  license.  A  reporter  for 
one  of  the  local  papers  visited  the  Madison  Park  pavilion, 
and  upon  calling  for  a  drink  of  beer  received  a  small,  nar- 
row necked  glass  of  amber  fluid  with  about  two  inches  of 
froth  on  the  top  and  it  was  really  and  truly  beer,  only  the 
bottle  from  wliich  it  was  taken  was  labled  "hop  tea."  At 
the  same  time  the  pavilion  was  crowded  with  Sunday  after- 
noon Park  frequenters  sitting  at  tables,  drinking  the  same 
brand. 

A  direct  request  for.  beer  elicited  the  half-hearted  reply 
from  the  waiter  that  "beer"  was  not  kept  on  sale.  How- 
ever, without  -waiting  for  a  reply  as  to  whether  soda  water 
would  do,  he  immediately  proceeded  to  serve  just  what  he 
had  said  they  did  not  keep  on  sale. 

The  Washington  Anti-Saloon  League  and  twenty-nine 
saloon-owners  on  or  near  Pike  street  are  w^orking  hand 
in  hand  in  the  most  unusual  harmony  to  prevent  the  pro- 
posed extension  of  the  saloon  limits  to  Second  and  Third 
avenues  north  to  Pine  street.  The  League  is  openly  op- 
posing the  movement  and  the  saloon-men  are  quietly  doing 
the  same  thing. 

With  the  saloon-men  it  is  a  matter  of  business  and  as 
their  position  is  a  selfish  one  they  naturally  have  little  to 
say  about  it,  besides  most  of  them  are  reluctant  to  raise 
a  hand  against  the  brewery  trust  or  to  show  opposition 
to  the  saloon  extension,  though  they  are  antagonistic  to  it 
in  the  present  instance. 

The  Anti-saloon  League  opposes  it  for  many  reasons. 
First  of  all,  they  think  Seattle  has  saloons  enough,  then 


they  think  it  a  bad  precedent  for  the  Council  to  extend 
the  saloon  limits  to  accommodate  one  man,  as  it  might 
necessitate  their  doing  so  for  some  one  else;  also,  it  is 
wrong  to  put  a  saloon  across  the  street  from  a  church  and 
in  a  district  that  must  be  the  retail  district  of  the  city, 
so  the  Anti-saloon  League  says,  and,  too,  it  is  not  be- 
lieved that  a  saloon  run  legitimately  can  pay  expenses  in 
this  particular  location. 

John  L.  Sullivan,  ex-champion  and  ring  general,  has 
been  an  interesting  visitor  in  these  parts  for  some  time. 
John  L.  has  many  old-time  friends  in  and  around  Seattle, 
and  is  quite  as  popular  as  in  his  palmiest  fighting  days.' 
Sullivan  acted  as  umpire  for  a  Northwestern  League  game 
between  Victoria  and  Everett,  played  in  the  latter  town 
and  drew  the  record  crowd  for  any  game  played  by  the 
league. 

The  racing  season  is  in  full  swing  at  the  Meadows,  and 
the  talent  is  exerting  itself  to  see  who  gives  up  their  good 
money  first.  The  track  is  in  fine  shape  now,  but  a  few 
days  last  week  a  mud  scow  would  have  been  more  in  the 
money  than  some  of  the  ponies.  The  meet,  as  a  whole,  has 
been  considered  very  successful  so  far. 

Business  has  been  especially  good  during  the  past 
month  and  local  dealers  are  very  sanguine  over  the  outlook 
for  the  summer  months.  W.  S. 
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LOS  ANGELES,  June  16. — So  decisive  was  tlie  defeat 
of  the  Auti-Saloou  League  iu  the  election  June  2  that 
all  thought  of  a  renewal  of  the  campaign,  with  a  serious 
intention  of  holding  anotlier  election  six  months  hence, 
.has  been  abandoned.  By  a  vote  of  almost  2  to  1  the  electors 
of  Los  Angeles  declared  the  majority  to  be  in  favor  of  pres- 
ent conservative  conditions.  The  total  vote  came  to  within 
a  few  hundred  of  tliat  cast  in  the  last  city  election  and  al- 
jnost  a  full  vote  was  polled  in  every  precinct.  In  the  even- 
ing of  June  1,  the  night  before  the  election,  for  the  first 
time  in  the  history  of  the  city  it  was  impossible  to  get  a 
drink  in  Los  Angeles.  By  common  consent  among  the 
liquor  sellers,  the  doors  of  all  saloons  were  closed  promptly 
at  8  o'clock.  The  object  lesson  was  valuable.  The  election 
passed  quietly,  and  those  who  had  forced  the  issue  upon 
the  unwilling  voters  accepted  the  rebuke  with  the  best  grace 
possible.  It  was  from  tlie  start  a  campaign  inaugurated 
and  conducted  largely  by  imported  managers.  R.  H. 
Young  of  San  Diego  was  first  assistant  to  Dr.  E.  S.  Chap- 
man of  the  League.  Upon  leaving  Los  Angeles  for  San 
Diego,  the  day  after  the  election,  ]Mr.  Young  sadly  re- 
marked, "Well,  I  know  mor^'now  than  I  did  before  I  came." 
There  is  some  talk  now  t)f  the  Gothenburg  system,  and  a 
proposition  is  being  seriously  discussed  by  certain  local 
business  men  to  ask  the  City  Council  to  establish  a  monop- 
oly, and  grant  it  all  retail  liquor  licenses  issued  by  the 
city,  the  company  to  reduce  the  number  of  saloons  to  75, 
to  guarantee  the  sale  of  only  the  best  liquors,  to  establish 
coffee  houses  instead  of  saloons  in  residence  districts,  and 
to  pay  for  these  privileges  the  present  total  revenue — • 
|180,000.  The  idea  is  to  adopt  a  system  modeled  after  the 
Gothenburg  plan,  but  it  is  safe  to  predict  that  the  Council 
will  repudiate  the  proposition. 


Mayor  McAleer  accurately  interpreted  the  wishes  of  the 
majority  of  the  people  last  week  by  asking  the  Council  to 
suspend  the  operation  of  the  ordinance  prohibiting  pool- 
selling  within  the  city  limits  during  the  race  meet  at 
Agricultural  Park,  to  begin  July  2  and  continue  one  week. 
The  Council  responded  by  passing  an  ordinance  permitting 
pool  selling  at  the  Park  during  the  meet,  and  also  issued 
a  permit,  for  a  consideration  of  |75,  to  sell  liquors  in  the 
Park  during  that  week.  Eight  of  the  Councilmen  voted 
for  the  ordinance,  one  against  it. 


(luy  B.  Barham,  representing  the  wine  men  in  tlie  In- 
ternal Revenue  Department,  has  secured  commodious  of- 
fices on  the  ground  floor  of  the  building  opoosite  the  United 
States  Custom  House,  226  P^ranklin  street. 


Al  Levy  has  announced  that  he  will,  in  the  near  future, 
begin  the  construction  of  a  |200,000  cafe  and  amusement 
building.  The  building  will  have  all  modern  conveniences 
and  will  be  one  of  the  best  equipped  cafes  and  clubhouses 
in  the  world.  The  cost  of  the  palatial  establishment  will 
be  far  in  excess  of  the  original  estimate.  The  plans  and 
specifications  for  the  building  alone  require  an  expenditure 
of  the  sum  named.  Mr.  Levy  desired  to  begin  the  construc- 
tion several  months  ago,  but  deferred  his  plans  until  after 
the  anti-saloon  election.  The  building  will  be  erected  upon 
the  site  occupied  by  his  present  establishment,  which  will 
be  removed. 


Mr.  Schneider,  of  the  Bristol  and  Imperial  cafes,  also 
contemplates  extensive  improvements.  His  plans  are  not 
yet  completed,  but  will  involve  the  expenditure  of  a  large 
amount  of  money. 


Isaias  W.  Hellman,  the  banker,  announced  some  time 
ago  that  he  contemplated  the  erection  of  an  amusement 
palace  in  Los  Angeles,  to  cost  upwards  of  half  a  million 
dollars.  If  his  plans  are  consummated,  the  establishment 
will  constitute  an  enduring  monument  to  the  genius  and 
enterprise  of  one  of  California's  greatest  citizens: 


Little  vineyards,  the  bone  and  sinew  of  the  wine  industry 
of  Southern  California,  will  soon  be  established  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Azusa.  The  alleged  prohibition  senti- 
ment in  that  vicinity  has  hitherto  retarded  development. 
Two  wineries  are  in  successful  operation  now,  and  several 
others  are  being  planned. 


The  prospect  of  the  development  of  an  immense  trade 
with  the  Orient  after  the  conclusion  of  the  Russo-Jananese 
war  is  encouraging  to  wine  men  here.  Their  constant 
prayer  is  for  co-operation  and  the  abatement  of  the  present 
"suicidal  policy  of  cutting  rates."  It  is  stated  by  wine 
merchants  that  the  cutting  of  rates  to  ridiculous  figures 
cannot  long  continue,  and  that  when  the  situation  has  been 
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relieved  the  wine  industry  will  attain  unexampled  propor- 
tions. Bate  cutting  has  not  increased  the  trade,  but  has 
unsettled  conditions  generally.  Some  merchants  complain 
of  a  loss  of  more  than  20  per  cent  of  their  former  trade, 
directly  due  to  rate  cutting.  Eastern  buyers  are  alleged 
to  be  holding  aloof  in  expectation  of  a  still  further  re- 
duction. 


Wine  and  brandy  interests  here  were  much  encouraged 
by  the  recent  visit  to  California  of  Internal  Revenue  Com- 
missioner Yerkes,  who  came  to  acquaint  himself  with 
actual  conditions,  so  as  to  be  in  touch  with  the  producers 
of  California.  He  is  regarded  as  a  broad-gauge  man  and 
his  visit  will  doubtless  be  of  vast  benefit  to  the  trade. 


One  of  the  largest  deals  made  here  within  the  last  month 
was  completed  last  week  in  the  sale,  at  an  excellent  price, 
to  Eastern  buyers  by  the  West  Glendale  Wine  Company 
of  several  hundred  barrels  of  brandy.  Bonded  goods  are 
receiving  the  attention  their  merit  deserves. 


Several  salesmen  for  San  Francisco  and  Eastern  houses 
were  in  the  city  during  the  month,  including  the  genial 
Murphy,  of  Shea,  Bocqueraz  Company,  San  Francisco, 
and  "Billy"  Christian,  representing  Julius  Kessler  &  Co. 
of  Chicago. 


Several  liceiises  were  issued  last  week  for  the  sale  of 
family  liquors.  "Blind  tigers"  are  continually  raided  by 
the  police.  Enough  bottled  goods  has  been  confiscated  to 
stock  an  extensive  establishment.  Retail  men  are  aiding 
all  they  can  in  suppressing  these  malefactors. 


Henry  S.  Baer,  of  the  Los  Angeles  Wine  Company,  went 
along  with  the  Los  Angeles  excursionists  to  Salt  Lake. 


Much  interest  is  felt  locally  in  the  recent  election  in  Dag- 
gett township.  By  a  well  conceived  trick  of  the  Anti- 
Saloon  League  the  real  issue  was  clouded  by  a  Supervis- 
orial contest  and  Daggett  unwittingly  voted  a  majority 
for  local  option,  although  the  voters  oppose  it  6  to  1.  Man- 
damus proceedings  have  been  begun  to  set  aside  the  result 
and  to  secure  another  count.  The  county  generally  was 
unaware  of  the  issue  and  the  real  sentiment  of  the  voters 
will  not  long  be  in  doubt.  Los  Angeles  and  San  Francisco 
houses  have  an  extensive  trade  in  that  section. 


Will  Salter  of  the  Magnolia  put  in  a  lively  week  with 
the  excursionists  who  went  to  Salt  Lake. 


John  J.  Shay,  a  well-known  liquor  dealer  of  the  city, 
died  at  his  home,  corner  of  Bunker  Hill  avenue  and  Temple 
street,  at  noon,  June  16.  The  deceased  was  a  native  of 
Cooperstown,  N.  Y.,  and  would  have  been  50  years  of  age 
in  October.  He  owned  the  Reception  in  North  Main  street 
and  was  preparing  to  retire  from  business  when  death 
overtook  him.  He  was  a  prominent  member  of  the  Young 
Men's  Institute  of  the  Catholic  Church,  of  the  Society  of 
St.  Vincent  de  Paul,  and  of  the  Hibernians.        C.  E.  D. 


At  a  Bohemian  dinner  given  to  the  Honorable  Mayor 
Dunne  of  Chicago,  at  Victor's  Restaurant,  on  May  27, 1905, 
Heidsieck  &  Co.  Dry  Monopole  and  Heidsieck  &  Co.  Mono- 
pole  Brut,  were  the  only  champagnes  served. 


San  Francisco  Leads. 

NEW  YORK  has  a  population  of  3,437,000  people,  and 
has  10,832  saloons;  Chicago,  1,698,000  people,  with 
6,460  saloons;  Philadelphia,  1,294,000  people  and  1,709 
saloons;  St.  Louis,  575,000  people  and  2,000  saloons;  Bos- 
ton, with  561,000  people,  has  799  saloons;  Baltimore, 
508,000  people  to  1,988  saloons;  Cleveland,  381,000  people 
and  1,888  saloons,  and  San  Francisco,  343,000  people  and 
3,007  saloons;  Washington,  278,000  people  and  513  saloons;- 
Manila,  229,000  people  and  129  saloons. 

In  Chicago  there  is  one  saloon  to  every  269  inhabitants. 
In  Philadelphia  the  number  of  saloons  is  one  for  750 
inhabitants,  and  a  saloon  license  was  recently  sold  for» 
140,000.    In  Portland  there  are  now  about  440  saloons,  in  f 
a  population  of  150,000.     In  Seattle  there  are  210  liquor 

dealers.  

Halifax  Finally  Goes  "Wet." 

FOR  the  first  time  in  many  years  it  will  be  legal  to  drink 
a  glass  of  beer  or  whisky  in  a  barroom  in  the  city  of 
Halifax.  A  liquor-license  bill  for  the  city,  proposed  by  the 
Halifax  aldermen,  has  been  passed  by  the  legislature.  It 
is  a  complete  reversion  of  the  provincial  license  law,  and 
was  bitterly  opposed  by  the  temperance  people.  Under  the 
new  amendments  a  scale  of  high-license  fees  is  adopted. 
The  hours  for  selling  are  extended  from  9  to  10  o'clock  at 
night,  except  on  Saturday,  when  the  time  is  extended  from 
6  o'clock  in  the  evening  till  9  o'clock,  and  selling  by  the 
glass  is  made  legal.  The  city  council  guaranteed  in  effect 
that  if  these  amendments  were  passed  the  law  would  be 
strictly  enforced,  including  the  prohibiton  of  Sunday  sell- 
ing.— W.  R.  Holloway,  Gonsul-Greneral,  Halifax,  Nova 
Scotia,  April  7,  1905.

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National  Wholesale  Liquor  Dealers  Meet  in 

Chicago. 


THE  Auditorium  Hotel,  Chicago,  was  the  scene  on  the 
middle  of  the  month,  of  the  10th  annual  meeting  of 
the  National  Wholesale  Liquor  Dealers'  Association.  It 
was  the  best  attended  convention  in  the  history  of  the 
Association.  President  A.  J.  Sunstein,  read  an  interesting 
report  showing  the  growth  of  the  organization.  In  part  he 
spoke  as  follows : 

"The  steady  growth  of  the  association  during  the  past 
five  years  is  a  source  of  satisfaction  and  congratulation. 
In  August  of  this  year  it  will  be  nine  years  since  the  or- 
ganization of  the  association.  The  first  four  years  were 
its  formative  period,  and  its  membership  ebbed  and  flowed, 
reaching  the  lowest  mark,  106,  in  1900.  With  the  broad- 
ening of  the  association,  each  year  has  witnessed  steady 
and  substantial  growth.  At  the  Cincinnati  convention  in 
1901,  this  was  evidenced  by  a  membership  of  258.  The 
membership  record  at  the  Pittsburg  convention  in  1902 
was  302,  in  1903  at  Baltimore  380,  in  1904  at  New  York 
566,  and  our  present  active  membership  695,  associate,  18, 
total,  713.  The  influence  of  the  association  has  grown  with 
its  membership.  It  can  be  said  without  boast  that  it  is 
now  one  of  the  strongest  and.  most  influential  trade  or- 
ganizations in  the  country. 

"The  loss  by  reason  of  resignations  and  firms  going  out 
of  business  this  year  was  41,  the  loss  of  mend^ership  from 
this  source  last  year  was  36.  Most  gratifying  is  the  fact 
that  out  of  the  number  who  resigned  last  year,  14  have  re- 
joined this  year.  The  secretary's  report  will  give  member- 
ship statistics  in  detail  for  this  year.  It  is  regretted  that 
there  is  a  divergence  of  purpose  among  members  of  the 
trade.  It  is  true  that  the  opposition  represents  but  a  small 
minority,  but  there  is  no  reason  why  we  should  not  all  be 
a  unit,  even  on  the  pure  food  proposition.  We  need  only 
go  back  a  few  years  to  remember  the  result  of  discord  and 
dissension  in  the  trade  and  the  contrary  result  when  we 
acted  as  one.  Its  influence  on  the  association  is  indicated 
by  the  low  fluctuating  membership  during  the  first  four 
years  and  the  steady  growing  membership  of  the  organiza- 
tion during  the  past  five  years. 

.  "No  branch  of  the  business  can  long  retain  an  advan- 
tage at  the  expense  of  any  other  branch  of  the  business. 
Competition  is  a  great  adjuster.  The  history  of  our  busi- 
ness is  full  of  examples.  There  is  more  promise  in  mutual- 
ity than  in  dissension.  There  is  nothing  to  be  gained  by 
abuse  and  misrepresentation  and  the  flaunting  of  extreme 
views  and  facts.  It  has  rarely  served  any  other  purpose 
than  to  arouse  feeling  and  prejudice.  We  can  rest  assured 
in  the  public  judging  us  at  our  worst.  The  aggressors 
should  pause  in  their  efl'drts  to  gain  advantage  to  tliem- 
selves  at  the  expense  of  the  balance  of  the  trade.  Nothing 
but  injury  can  come  from  it,  not  only  to  themselves,  but 
to  the  business  as  a  whole.  -Let  us  hope  that  reason  and 
common  sense  will  soon  prevail.  Conditions  demand  it." 
Mr.  Sunstein  urged  the  placing  of  a  prohibitory  tax  on 
wood  alcohol,  a  larger  executive  committee,  permanent 
headquarters,  that  steps  be  taken  to  eliminate  discrimina- 
tion in  freight  rates  to  the  Pacific  Coast,  and  to  urge  Con- 
gress to  allow  alcohol  used  in  the  arts  and  industries,  free 
of  tax.  He  also  referred  to  his  previous  remarks  on  laAvs 
concerning  the  sale  of  whisky  containing  deleterious  sub- 
stances.   The  statements  made  by  Mr.  Sunstein  Avith  ref- 


erence to  the  pure  food  question  will  be  mailed  to  members. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Frieberg,  of  Cincinnati,  read  the  report  of 
the  Protective  Bureau,  showing  that  2,700,000  pieces  of 
literature  had  been  distributed  during  the  past  year 
through  the  mails.  The  report  also  showed  the  bureau  to 
have  been  successful  in  80  per  cent  of  the  contests  in  which 
it  has  engaged,  while  54  per  cent  of  those  not  covered  by 
the  bureau  have  gone  against  the  liquor  interests.  The 
folloAviug  extract  should  be  of  interest  to  the  trade  in  gen- 
eral : 

"We  have  confidence  in  our  ability  to  educate  the  ignor- 
ant; force  intolerance  to  give  away  to  liberality,  and  con- 
found misrepresentation  by  facts.  It  is  unnecessary  for 
us  to  juggle  statistics,  pervert  the  truth,  or  falsify,  in  or- 
der to  present  our  side  of  the  case  with  convincing  force. 
All  we  need  is  the  opportunity,  and  we  can  convince  any 
mind  not  befogged  with  prejudice  and  misunderstanding 
or  crazed  by  fanaticism.  To-day  if  we  .had  the  absolute 
means  to  bring  the  absolute  truth  into  every  household, 
our  battle  would  be  fought  to  a  successful  issue.  We  have 
not  the  unlimited  means  that  our  enemies  have,  but  we 
believe  Ave  are  using  what  little  we  have  with  better  wis- 
dom than  they;  that  aa'o  are  answering  their  sophistries 
Avith  unansAverable  arguments,  and,  where  minds  are  open 
to.  conviction  we  are  forcing  people  to  appreciate  the  wis- 
dom and  justice  of  our  position."

tary, David  Stauber,  of  Pittsburg,  Pa. ;  Board  of  Control, 
(three  years),  L.  Gerstley,  of  Eosskham,  Gerstley  &  Co., 
Philadelphia;  George  B.  Benz,  of  Geo.  Benz  &  Sons,  St. 
Paul;  W.  N.  Hobart,  of  Diamond  Distilling  Co.,  Cincin- 
nati, O. ;  Jules  C.  Koenig,  of  St.  Louis ;  Charles  G.  Schenck, 
of  Lang,  Schenck  &  Co.,  Columbus,  O. ;  Clark  Hamilton, 
Jr.;  W.  A.  Boykin,  of  Ulman,  Boykin  &  Co.,  Baltimore;

Mr.  L.  Jockers  of  the  Napa  &  Sonoma  Wine  Co.,  returned 
on  the  20th  inst.,  from  a  trip  through  the  Northwest,  stop- 
ping at  Seattle,  Victoria,  B.  C,  and  the  Lewis  &  Clarke 
I'air  at  Portland.  Owing  to  the  rush  of  going  to  press 
we  have  found  it  impossible  to  interview  this  gentleman 
in  time  for  this  issue,  but  will  have  news  from  him  by  the 
•luly  issue.

mer resort  region  has  never  been  better.  This  firm  at  pres- 
ent is  actively'  engaged  in  taking  care  of  the  cherry  crop, 
and  as  only  the  best  cherries  are  used,  the  limited  crop  of 
good  cherries  produced  this  year,  is  barely  sufficient.  Pure 
Food  Cordials  and  Pure  California  Prune  Juice  put  up 
by  this  house,  are  having  an  exceptional  run  in  the  East. 
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California  Wine  Is  Carried  to  France. 


NEW  YORK,  June  11.— The  Anchor  Line  steamer  Pe- 
rugia sailed  this  morning  for  Marseilles,  Leghorn  and 
Naples.  The  Perugia  takes  out  a  shipment  that  appears 
to  be  unprecedented  in  the  history  of  the  Mediterranean 
trade.  It  consists  of  250  barrels  of  California  wine  des- 
tined for  Marseilles.  This  looks  a  good  deal  like  "carrying 
coal  to  Newcastle,"  or  bananas  to  Jamaica,  but  the  ship- 
ment is  there  just  the  same.  There  is  small  doubt  that 
this  wine  will  find  its  way  back  here  with  some  wonderful 
label  on  the  bottles.  Marseilles  has  the  reputation  of  being 
able  to  convert  goods  more  scientifically  than  any  other 
port  in  the  woi'ld. — San  Francisco  Examiner,  June  12, 
1905. 

The  foregoing  article  has  been  going  the  rounds  of  the 
press  throughout  the  United  States,  to  the  effect  that  250 
barrels  of  California  wine  were  shipped  to  Marseilles  with 
intention  on  the  part  of  shippers  to  blend  this  wine  with 
weaker  French  wine  and  reship  the  entire  lot  bottled  to 
the  United  States  with  the  name  of  a  prominent  French 
vintage  on  the  labels.  This  article  called  forth  the  usual 
lengthy  editorials,  etc.,  from  the  different  dailies  of  which 
the  following  extract  of  an  article  in  the  editorial  columns 
of  the  Evening  Post  is  a  fair  example:  "California  wines 
are  finding  a  good  market  in  France.  A  dispatch  from 
New  York  informs  us  that  the  Anchor  Line  steamer 
Perugia  has  sailed  for  Marseilles  with  a  shipment  of  250 
barrels  of  California  wine,  and  the  Avriter  of  the  dispatch 
.  remarks  that  it  looks  a  good  deal  like  "carrying  coals  to 
Newcastle,"  or  bananas  to  Jamaica.  It's  nothing  of  the 
kind.  This  wine  will  be  blended  with  some  of  the  thinnest 
cheapest  lees,  drippings  and  must  from  the  vats  of  the 
South  of  France;  it  will  then  be  labeled  and  sent  back  to 
America  to  be  consumed  in  the  swell  cafes  by  connois- 
seurs who  would  bitterly  resent  the  imputation  that  they 
choose  their  wine  by  the  name  on  the  bottle  instead  of  its 
flavor  and  "bouquet."  The  adulterators  of  France  can 
scarcely  clear  a  decent  profit  on  honest  wines  that  sell 
in  this  country  for  |3.00  a  bottle,  but  with  this  stuff  it  is  all 
profit;  the  labels  cost  something  to  be  sure,  but  the  wine- 
makers  contract  for  these  in  large  quantities  so  the  expense 
is  only  really  nominal.  Sometimes  a  shipment  of  adul- 
terated California  wine  is  mixed  with  a  cargo  of  good 
wine  honestly  labelled  and  the  profit  is  the  same.  The 
joke  of  this  transaction  lies  in  the  fact  that  nobody  ever 
complains;  the  Avine  is  received  without  suspicion  and 
drank  with  gusto  accompanied  by  learned  comments  and 
assertion  that  it  "will  be  a  long  time  before  this  country 
can  produce  anything  like  that  vintage,  sir." 

The  reason  of  course  why  California  cannot  produce 
anything  like  that  vintage,  is  because  in  France,  wine 
growing  and  making  is  a  hereditary  industry  in  which 
families  engage  from  generation  to  generation  transmitting 
the  secret  processes  from  father  to  son.  There  are  few  fools 
quite  so  foolish  as  the  fool  who  sets  himself  up  as  an 
amateur  expert  in  the  art  of  wine  tasting. 

Between  the  French  "blender"  and  the  local  sophisticator 
the  poor  wine  bibber  has  a  hard  time  of  it.  No  wonder 
he  frequently  agrees  with  the  proverbial  philosopher  who 
insists  that  wine  is  a  mocker  even  if  he  is  not  always 
prepared  to  endorse  the  more  strenuous  proposition  that 
strong  drink  is  raging.  Certainly  California  wine  that  mas- 
querades under  a  French  name  is  an  unblushing  mockery. 
There  are  many  things  tha,t  are  said  to  have  a  tendency  to 


drive  men  to  strong  drink,  but  it  would  seem  that  a  false 
label  and  diluted  coal  tar  dye  ought  to  drive  any  man 
away  from  this  sort  of  drink." — Evening  Post,  June  13, 
1905. 

Both  of  the  foregoing  articles,  the  news  item  and  the 
editorial  are  entirely  uncalled  for.  California  wine  never 
has  been  shipped  to  France  or  Germany  to  come  back  with 
a  "wonderful  label,"  as  California  wine  men  are  more 
than  satisfied  that  the  State  can  and  does  produce  wines 
of  superior  quality  to  imported  varieties,  and  as  soon  as 
the  public  themselves  become  aware  of  this  fact  and  when 
our  "wide-awake  dailies"  become  really  awake  as  far  as 
the  California  wine  situation  is  concerned,  the  wines  of 
this  State  will  take  their  proper  place  in  the  world's 
market. 

Both  papers  pride  themselves  on  the  publication  of  facts, 
and  if  ordinary  attention  had  been  given  this  matter  both 
by  the  New  York  informant,  and  the  local  parties,  the  fact 
of  the  matter  would  have  been  found  to  be  that  the  ship- 
ment is  not  going  to  Marseilles,  but  to  several  famous 
resorts  in  Switzerland,  being  shipped  overland  from  Mar- 
seilles. California  wine  is  becoming  more  in  demand  every 
year  at  resorts  in  Switzerland,  by  tourists.  The  fact  that 
wine  is  shipped  all  the  way  from  California  for  consump- 
tion in  the  district  nearest  the  wine-making  district  of 
Europe,  speaks  volumes  for  the  quality  of  our  native  prod- 
uct. This  shipment  of  250  barrels  was  made  by  the  Italian- 
Swiss  Colony,  whose  world-famed  vineyards  at  Asti,  and 
other  parts  of  the.  State  where  thousands  are  employed 
are  emblematic  of  California. 

This  jumping  at  conclusions  on  the  part  of  the  daily 
newspapers  who  at  the  mere  mention  of  the  wine  industry 
spread  lengthy  editorials  on  "coal  tar  dye,"  "false  labels," 
etc.,  tends  to  promote  distrust  among  the  trade  and  will 
eventually  work  great  harm  to  the  wine  industry  of 
California.

Failure  of  Resistant  Stocks  in  N.  S.  W. 


MP.  V.  R.  GOSCHE  writes:  The  news  published  in  the 
Sydney  daily  papers  of  March  23  must  come,  if  not 
as- a  surprise,  still  as  a  disapx><Jiiitmeut  to  the  viticultural 
community.  Thousands  of  pounds  were  uselessly  spent  over 
the  extinctive  policy  pursued  some  years  ago  by  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  in  the  Camden  district;  bettei" 
counsel  prevailed  at  last,  and  an  effort  was  made  to  intro- 
duce the  phylloxera  resistant  stocks  of  vines;  a  nursery 
was  established  at  Howlong  for  the  purpose  of  testing 
their  characteristics  and  suitability  to  local  conditions, 
aud  yet,  after  years  in  waiting,  and  more  spending  of 
public  money  we  are  to  write  once  more  "Failure"  upon 
the  wall.  Phylloxera  is  with  us,  and  threatens  to  iuvade 
our  vineyards  throughout  the  Commonwealth,  and  it  be- 
hooves all  interested  in  the  wane  industry  to  insist  upon  the 
authorities  adopting  such  measures  as  will  place  them 
beyond  the  baneful  influence  of  this  much,  and  .justly- 
dreaded  insect.  The  time  has  passed  for  a  tinkering  policy 
to  be  persisted  in,  but  vigorous  and  comprehensive  steps 
should  be  taken  to  ensure  the  success  of  the  phylloxera  re- 
sistant stocks.  The  resolution  "to  appoint  an  expert  to 
visit  the  district,  and  ascertain  the  cause  aud  cure,"  passed 
by  the  Chanley  Vale  Progress  Association,  is  a  wise  one, 
but  I  would  suggest  that  the  principle  be  extended, 
and  proposed  that  a  Phylloxera  Board  of  three  qualified 
gentlemen  be  appointed  to  enquire  into  the  whole  ques- 
tion, and  draw  up  a  policy  to  be  pursued  in  future. — Aus- 
tralian, IV.  (Sf.  and  T.  News.

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Field  For  California  Wines  In  China. 


UNITED  STATES  CONSUL  ANDERSON,  of  Aiiiov, 
China,  says  iii  a  recent  report: 

There  are  reasons  to  believe  that  American  liquor  in- 
terests, especially  the  wine  producers  of  California,  are  not 
paying  the  attention  to  the  trade  of  China  it  deserves. 
Generally  speaking,  imports  of  wine,  beer,  porter  and 
spirits  into  China  are  rapidly  increasing.  It  is  also  true, 
apparently,  that  American  trade  in  this  line  is  increasing, 
.  but  the  Americans  do  not  have  the  share  they  ought  to 
have.  American  beer  is  popular,  but  some  German  and 
considerable  Danish  beer  is  imported.  The  whiskies  are 
largely  of  English  and  Scotch  origin.  The  wines  represent 
almost  every  nation  that  produces  wine,  but  the  European 
brands  Yery  largely  predominate. 

I  believe  that  the  Americans  can  develop  a  good  trade 
here  in  whiskies,  can  increase  their  sales  of  beer  greatly, 
and  can  especially  better  their  trade  in  wines.  The  con- 
sumers include"  not  only  a  large  and  increasing  foreign 
population,  but  the  wealthier  classes  of  Chinese  also  are 
taking  to  foreign  beverages.  When  a  Chinese  official  gives 
a  dinner  now-a-days  his  table  will  show  an  array  of  foreign 
wines  which  speaks  volumes  with  respect  to  future  trade. 
The  Chinese  people  as  a  whole  are  becoming  more  prosper- 
ous every  year  and  their  ability  to  buy  such  products  is 
constantly  increasing. 

One  indication  of  this  is  apparent  in  their  trade  in  na- 
tive wines.     I  see  no  reason  why  foreign  goods  can  not

replace  such  native  products  to  an  indefinite  extent.  Cali- 
fornia wines,  particularly,  ought  to  have  the  cream  of  thi^ 
market  here,  and  I  believe  a  little  pushing  of  trade  l)y  ^ 
personal  representation  or  otherwise  would  have  imme- 
diate and  gratifying  results.  The  success  due  to  the  efforts 
of  agents  for  American  firms  so  far  indicates  the  great 
extent  of  the  field  untouched.  The  demand  for  wines  is 
for  sherry,  claret,  hock,  champagnes  and  port  in  the  order 
named.

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The  Canteen  a  Necessity. 


EXPEKIENCE  has  shown  during  recent  jears  that  the 
army  canteen  has  been  abolished,  that  the  act  of  Con- 
iii;i'ess  in  destroying  this  feature  of  tlie  army  camps  and 
posts  was  very  badly  advised.  In  short,  it  was  a  silly 
surrender  to  the  hysterical  demand  of  old  male  and  female 
women,  and  particularly  to  that  section  known  as  the 
"Women's  Christian  Temperance  Union." 

The  highest  officers  in  the  army  do  not  hesitate  to  de- 
clare that  the  abolition  of  the  canteen  was  a  grave  mistake 
and  was  followed  with  dire  results  to  the  health  and  morale 
of  the  army.  However,  when  these  allegations  were  made 
in  any  publication  representing  the  wine  and  liquor  traffic 
they  were  decried  as  biased  and  prejudiced,  etc. 

Be  that  as  it  may  we  feel  assured  that  not  even  the 
rabid  Women's  Christian  Temperance  Union  would  ven 
ture  to  say  that  a  great  metropolitan  journal  like  the 
San  Francisco  Gall  could  be  accused  of  any  such  bias,  prejii- 
dice  or  self-interest. 

We  therefore  reproduce  herewith  an  editorial  which 
appeared  in  that  journal  on  the  26th  instant. 

"  Again  the  fight  is  on  over  the  army  canteen.  Army 
officers  as  a  rule  favor  its  restoration.  It  was  the  service 
men's  club.  It  furnished  a  decent  place  of  resort,  built  up 
a  regimental  library,  afforded  a  comfortable  reading  room, 
and  gave  enlisted  men  an  opportunity  for  reasonable  pleas- 


ure and  amusement,  away  from  vicious  surroundings  and 
temptations.  But  all  this  was  denounced  by  outside  re- 
formers. The  use  of  light  beers  and  wines  in  the  cautecu 
was  decided  by  those  who  use  neither  as  creating  an  appe- 
tite for  the  fiery  and  rebellious  liquors  that  cause  murder 
and  riot,  and  the  canteen  went  down  before  the  onslauglit 
of  a  theory. 

"  Then  arose  again  the  fringe  of  low  deadfalls  around 
every  army  post.  The  wholesome  regimental  club,  books, 
reading  rooms  and  reasonable  pleasure  gave  way  to  the 
dirty  dive,  the  poison  liquor,  the  vicious  associations  of 
the  wickedest  form  of  drinking  place.  The  enlisted  men 
as  a  result  have  suffered  in  health,  morals  and  discipline. 
Under  these  circumstances  the  army  petitions  for  a  restora- 
tion of  the  canteen,  believing  that  if  restored  the  fringe 
of  deadfalls  will  disappear  as  it  did  before.  But  restora- 
tion is  actively  resisted.  Those  who  oppose  it  propose 
no  means  of  getting  rid  of  the  deadfalls,  except  as  part 
of  a  general  programme  for  total  prohibition.  This  means 
that  whole  generations  of  our  soldiers  are  to  be  the  victims 
of  vice,  while  the  army  waits  upon  the  success  of  an  im- 
possible policy. 

"The  spirit  of  reform  is  good,  and  deserving  of  all 
praise,and  even  those  who  dream  of  the  impossible  are  en- 
titled to  respect.  But  common  sense  and  the  philosophical 
estimate  of  human  nature  as  it  is  are  praiseworthy  also, 
and  their  use  in  discussing  this  question  will  be  found  quite 
valuable."

Situation  in  Los  Angeles. 


ADVICES  from  Los  Angeles,  which  appear  elsewhere 
in  this  issue,  show  that  the  prohibitionists  after  hav- 
ing been  overwhelmingly  defeated  at  the  polls,  propose  to 
do  as  much  damage  as  possible  to  the  men  in  the  liquor 
trade.  The  vote  showed  they  were  in  the  minority  nearly 
three  to  one.  Having  been  defeated  by  the  straight  verdict 
of  the  public,  they  propose  to  fall  back  on  their  vantage 
ground,  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  and  as  far  as 
possible  destroy  the  trade.  The  proposition  is  to  make  a 
trust  of  the  saloon  business,  reduce  the  number  from 
two  hundred  to  seventy-five  and  place  all  kinds  of  restrict- 
tions  upon  traffic.  This  is  something  in  the  line  of  a 
Gothenberg  system  which  cannot  well  be  operated  in  this 
country. 

The  people  of  Los  Angeles  who  cave  such  an  emphatic 
decision  on  the  question  of  "saloon  or  no  saloon,"  will 
certainly  not  permit  these  professional  agitators  to  do  any 
such  crazy  act  toward  this  traffic.  The  business  is  legiti- 
mized and  is  entitled  to  protection,  and  these  alleged  tee- 
totalers who  are  not  sincere  or  honest,  should  not  be  per- 
mitted to  interfere  with  established  business  of  this  kind.

The  American  Drinker  a  Mere  Tyro. 

THE  American  who  has  run  the  gamut  from  everything 
from  a  Tom  Collins  to  bourbon  sloe-gin  highballs  to 
poets'  dreams,  imbibed  with  a  dash  of  bitters,  is  merely  an 
amateur  drunkard  compared  with  the  array  of  drinks  that 
are  served  to  the  nations  of  the  world. 

There  are  listed  843  American  drinks,  whereas  there  are 
11,754  mixed  and  straight  drinks  that  have  never  been 
served  in  the  United  States.  Emil  Necaire,  compiler  of 
these  records,  has  spent  twenty-six  years  in  tlie  work. 

Every  one  of  the  drinks  he  describes  is  injurious  to  a 
greater  or  lesser  degree,  and  each  one  aids  in  the  degenera- 
tion of  the  people  who  use  them — except,  possibly,  a  fermen- 
tation of  goat's  milk  found  in  northern  Siberia  and  a  wild 
honey  fermentation  discovered  in  Central  Australia.  He 
records  seventeen  races  of  men  among  whom  alcoholic  bev- 
erages are  unknown,  and  proves,  to  his  own  satisfaction  at 
least,  that  these  peoples  are  the  happiest  and  healthiest  on 
earth. 

RUSSIANS  THE  GREATEST  DRUNKARDS. 

Necaire  awards  to  the  Eussians  the  doubtful  honor  of 
being  the  greatest  drunkards  and  the  most  cosmopolitan 
drunkards,  and  to  the  Swedes  the  distinction  of  having 
invented  the  most  drinks — and  the  best  tasting  drinks. 
He  declares  the  drinks  of  the  Germans  (that  is,  the  native 
drinks)  are  the  most  healtliful,  and  he  declares  brandy  the 
worst  drink,  outclassing  whisky,  beer  or  wine  in  extent 
of  evil  and  in  results. 

The  Gregorian  is  never  sober  from  birth  to  death,  and 
manages  to  keep  in  this  condition  on  wines.  Men  and 
women  are  always  befuddled,  caused  mainly  by  "a  mixture 
of  ether  with  light  wines." 

Iceland  follows  as  a  nation  of  drunkards.  Fermented 
vinegar,  sweetened  with  syrup,  with  a  dash  of  brandy,  is 
one  of  the  favorite  drinks.  The  Icelanders  have  a  drink 
concocted  from  the  glands  of  the  whale  that  is  terrific  in 
its  effect,  although  only  ten  drops  are  used  in  a  glass  of 
sweet  wine  or  sweetened  water. 


THE   MOST  DELICIOUS  DRINK. 

The  most  delicious  drink,  which  the  New  Orleans  "mix- 
ologist" awards  the  prize,  even  over  his  beloved  absinthe, 
was  sent  to  him  in  a  bottle  by  a  correspondent  who  found 
it  in  Central  Australia.  The  drink  is  made  of  wild  honey, 
mixed  with  peppermint  gum — "just  add  water  and  serve." 

"The  Dutch,"  declares  the  booze  historian,  "are,  per- 
haps, the  most  unhealthful  drinkers  in  the  world.  They 
drink  huge  quantities  of  rum  and  gin,  and  this,  on  top  of  a 
diet  of  smoked  eels,  hard-boiled  eggs  and  pickled  cucum- 
bers, Avith  much  smoking,  is  not  conducive  to  good  diges-  i  j 
tion. 

"Berbers,  in  Northern  Africa,"  he  writes,  "drink  great 
quantities  of  delicious  home-made  wine,  made  from  grapes.    I 
They  drink  a  mixture  of  sour  wine  with  fermented  goat's    n 
milk."  !' 

One  of  the  greatest  drinks  Necaire  found  was  among 
the  Uganda  natives,  in  Africa,  called  abaha  wine,  which  is 
good  only  for  a  few  days.    Bananas,  whole,  are  placed  in  a    , 
hole  in  the  ground  lined  with  green  leaves  and  tramped.    ;{ 
Then  water  is  added,  the  hole  covered  and  left  a  few  days,    ' 
when  hay  is  mixed  into  it.    Then  it  is  placed  in  a  wooden 
trough  and  Avater  is  added  and  the  mass  stirred.    The  liquid 
drips  into  pans  and,  for  twenty-four  hours  is  delicious,  then 
it  ferments  and  becomes  a  rival  of  the  famous  "dynamite" 
of  London  slums,  made  of  ether,  mixed  with  Avine  or  beer. 

Mubisi,  Avhich  is  the  Uganda  drink,  is  declared  worse 
than  the  bino  of  the  J*hilippines,  which  the  natives  have 
learned  to  mix  Avith  gin. 

""The  Bulgarians,"  says  he,  "drink  light  sour  wines, 
mixed  Avith  water. 

QUEEREST  DRUNKS  IN  THE  A\^ORLD. 

"The  queerest  drunks  in  the  world  are  participated  in 
by  the  Koriaks  and  the  Kamchatkans  of  Northeast  Siberia. 
Whole  tribes,  numbering  hundreds  of  men  and  Avomen,  get 
drunk  and  stay  drunk  Avecks  at  a  time  on  the  fly  mushroom. 
Either  to  eat  the  fungus  or  to  drink  the  water  in  Avhich  it 
may 'be  boiled  means  one  glorious  round  of  pleasure  for  a 
Aveek  or  more. 

"The  Buriats  of  Siberia  dtink  vodka,  fermented  goats' 
milk,  something  like  kuinyss,  which  they  mix  with  intoxi- 
cants. The  children  smoke  at  six  years  and  drink  before 
that. 

"One  drink,  Avhich  has  been  imported  into  England  as  a 
medicine,  is  the  famous  drink  from  the  root  of  the  pepper 
tree,  made  by  the  Fijians.  This  drink  is  hot  and  not  unlike 
red-pepper  and  celery  drinks  found  among  Spanish-Ameri- 
cans. The  Fijians  also  have  a  Avine  from  a  vegetable  like 
the  tomato,  and  a  bread-fruit  drink." 

NEW   KIND   OF  CORDIAL. 

The  cordials  open  a  ncAV  line.  The  most  delicious  is  the 
Yorkshire  violet,  made  from  the  crushed  flower,  home- 
brcAved.  The  Abyssinians  make  the  best  mead  in  the  world 
from  barley  and  Avild  honey. 

The  Apone  tribe,  in  French  Congo,  use  huge  quantities 
of  palm  wine.  The  palm  Avine  is  made  by  cutting  the  leaf 
stems  off  the  palm  trees  and  catching  the  drippings,  which 
are  alloAved  to  ferment.  The  natives  squeeze  lime  juice  into 
the  Avine,  making  a  kind  of  ricky. 

"The  tribes  of  India,"  Avrites  the  barkeep  historian,  "all 
drink.  There  are  172  different  drinks  giA-en  in  the  British 
report,  besides  those  imported.    -- 

"The  most  deadly  drink  on  earth  that  is  used  commonly 
as  a  beverage  is  isitishimiyana,  used  in  Natal.    It  is  sixty-

"The  Todas — the  supposed  Jews  of  upper  India — drink 
neat  brandy  out  of  mugs,  and  the  Samoyedes,  in  Siberia, 
swallow  brandy  by  half-pints.  The  Moors,  whose  national 
drink  is  tea,  make  a  brandy  from  figs  and  wines,  and  from 
grapes  and  dates.  Opium  is  added  to  some  of  the  drinks. 
The  natives  of  New  Guinea,  since  civilization  arrived,  liave 
learned  to  make  beverages  from  yams  and  sugar-cane  and 
mix  the  sugar-cane  drink  with  a  cordial  made  from  the 
flower  like  the  honeysuckle." 

CAMEL  MILK  COCKTAILS. 

The  Mongols  drink  grape  wines  and  brandy  made  from 
fruits  and  mix  the  brandy  with  fermented  camels'  milk. 

The  Moros,  in  the  Philippines,  drink  bino  and  palm  wine. 
There  are  fifty-three  different  kinds  of  millet  drinks  known 
in  Africa,  and  all,  or  most  of  them,  are  mixed  with  honey, 
palm  or  banana  fermentations. 

"The  best  use  of  drink  I  have  found,"  concludes  the 
bartender,  "is  of  the  eleusine,  made  by  the  Niam-Niams,  in 
equatorial  Africa.  This  is  malted  into  an  intoxicating 
beer,  and  used  to  drive  devils  and  goblins  away  from  the 
towns.  I  received  from  a  French  explorer  one  quart  of 
eleusine  and  can  guarantee  it  to  serve  the  purpose."

IN  the  current  number  of  the  Social  Democrat,  Mr.  H.

deleterious  'temperance'  drinks  for  these  wholesome  bev- 
erages. Socialism  doesn't  mean  aceticism,  any  more  than 
it  means  debauchery;  it  doesn't  mean  a  constant  mortifi- 
cation of  the  flesh  in  a  hermit's  cell  any  more  than  it  means 
drunken  squalor  in  a  city  slum.  It  means  sobriety  and  fru- 
gality ;  true  temperance,  in  the  free,  enlightened  use  of  all 


that  makes  for  comfort  and  happiness,  and  the  living  of  a 
full,  complete  and  joyous  life." 

And  now  we  have  the  teetotal  faddists — British  Women's 
Temperance  Association — passing  a  resolution  objecting  to 
the  community  being  responsible  for  the  sale  of  liquor. 
We  would  advise  the  Liberal  party  to  give  the  teetotal 
lunatics  a  wide  berth.  Every  Tory  who  is  a  member  of  the 
Afraid-to-be-tempted-to-drink  organization  invariably  votes 
Tory.

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Mixed  Drinks  Losing  Favor. 


AS  summer  has  approached  it  leads  us  to  fashion.  But 
do  not  let  us  forget  that  there  are  fashions  in  drinks 
as  in  everything  else,  and  a  new  drink  will  spread  as 
rapidly  as  a  new  style  in  dress. 

Heretofore  the  fashion  has  been  to  call  for  a  mixed 
drink,  but  alas  the  days  have  been  numbered  and  such 
fashion  relegated  to  the  rear.  We  hear  no  more  of  the  fa- 
mous rickey  and  all  carbonated  beverages  are  declining  in 
popularity. 

Barkeepers  watch  the  styles  of  drink  as  carefully  as 
the  tailor  watches  changes  in  costumes.  The  bartender 
who  does  his  best  to  learn  the  wishes  and  peculiarities  of 
his  customers  is  the  man  who  eventually  will  be  landlord 
of  his  castle  some  day.  But  it  is  to  be  regretted  that 
good  attentive  bartenders  are  scarce.  In  an  interview 
the  other  day  with  a  white-coated  automaton  it  was  dis- 
covered that  carbonated  drinks  of  all  kinds  had  fallen 
off.  He  admitted  that  he  was  only  using  about  one-third 
as  much  as  he  did  this  time  last  year,  as  customers  were 
calling  for  their  highball  using  plain  water  instead  of 


carbonated,  the  reason  for  this  being  that  the  doctors  were 
against  the  use  of  so  much  carbonated  gas.  Lots  of  men 
have  found  themselves  uncomfortable  after  two  or  three 
highballs  just  on  account  of  the  amount  of  gas  taken  into 
the  stomach.  The  father  of  the  highball  was  Scotch  whisky 
and  soda,  but  the  men  in  this  country  made  the  mistake  of 
indulging  too  freely  in  the  fashion  and  drinking  them  too 
fast. 

An  Englishman  will  spend  a  lot  of  time  in  the  con- 
sumption of  one  Scotch  and  soda  and  while  he  is  enjoying 
it  at  leisure  the  American,  built  in  a  hurry-up  fashion, 
will  consume  a  half-dozen.  Hence  we  Americans  have  some- 
thing to  learn  about  the  art  of  drinking.  The  Englishman 
knows  how  the  drink  should  be  taken,  and  it  does  him  no 
harm.  The  American  wants  to  get  his  drink,  and  get  it  out 
of  the  way,  and  so  he  hurries  through  it.  He  gets  all  the 
bad  effects  and  none  of  the  finer  effects,  and  so  he  doesn't 
get  so  much  enjoyment  out  of  his  liquor  as  his  country 
cousin  who  takes  his  time  and  sips  his  liquor  with  great 
satisfaction.  We  seldom  hear  of  a  rickey  or  cocktail  now, 
the  most  popular  drink  being  whisky,  either  Scotch  or 
American,  diluted  with  plain  iced  water. 


Seattle  capitalists  who  intend  to  incorporate  a  brewing 
company  under  British  Columbia  laws  with  a  capital  stock 
of  1200,000,  are  said  to  be  back  of  the  new  brewery  enter- 
prise in  North  Vancouver,  B.  C,  where  an  option  on  an. 
eligible  site  with  water  front  has  already  been  secured.

THE  liquor  saloon  question  is  always  in  focus  in  Ameri- 
can cities.  Where  prohibition  has  been  tried  the 
drinking  place  simply  ceases  to  be  an  open  saloon  and 
becomes  a  "blind  pig/'  or  li({uor  is  dispensed  by  the  "boot- 
legger," who  carries  his  stock  in  his  boot  legs  and  pays 
neither  local  nor  Federal  license.  The  stories  of  the  expe- 
dients adopted  to  evade  prohibitory  laws  would  make  a 
book  and  its  chapter  would  have  the  zest  of  a  serious  and 
a  comic  side. 

Colonel  Ingersoll  was  a  believer  in  freedom  of  the  liquor 
traflSc,  as  he  held  that  men  who  wanted  that  beverage  would 
get  it  anyway,  while  the  far  larger  number  who  do  not 
abuse  liquor  would  not  be  lured  by  its  accessibility.  He 
said  that  if  the  Mississippi  were  a  river  of  whisky,  running 
between  banks  of  sugar  with  mint  growing  on  them,  there 
would  be  no  more  drunkards  than  now.  No  one  disputes 
the  harm  that  is  done  by  the  abuse  of  liquor.  Self-control 
is  not  equal  in  all  men,  and  those  who  lack  it  will  surrender 
to  excesses  in  the  use  of  stimulants,  narcotics,  or  even  food. 

No  legislation  can  strengthen  the  will  or  man's  power  to 
resist  temptation.  That  must  come  from  within.  In  other 
countries  a  system  of  license  and  strict  supervision  seems 
to  produce  habits  that  are  fixed  in  the  majority  of  the 
people.  The  German  license  system  provides  a  high  rate 
for  the  privilege  of  selling  liquors,  and  also  provides  for- 
feiture forever  of  the  license  if  impure  liquors  are  sold,  or 
if  sale  is  made  to  a  drunkard  after  waiting  from  any  mem- 
ber of  his  family,  or  any  public  officer.  This  system  of 
license  is  a  limitation  on  the  number  of  drinking  places, 
and  it  makes  them  all  public,  because  the  licensed  sellers 
become  detectives  in  their  own  behalf,  and  for  the  sake  of 
their  profits  are  watchful  that  no  unlicensed  drink  is  sup- 
plied in  secret. 

The  license  also  provides  for  the  protection  of  minors. 
Perhaps  no  nation  makes  more  general  use  of  liquor  in 
some  form  than  the  Germans  and  yet  no  people  is  freer  of 
drunkenness  and  excesses.  It  is  claimed  that  this  is  due 
to  long  and  reasonable  indulgence  of  a  natural  appetite, 
and  to  the  use  of  the  fermented  beverages,  beer  and  wine, 


in  prferences  to  the  more  alcoholic  products  of  distillation. 
AVhatever  may  be  the  cause,  the  effect  deserves  the  study 
of  the  promoters  of  temperance. 

The  prohibitionists  in  California,  who  deserve  admira- 
tion because  they  have  the  courage  of  their  convictions,  are 
moving  in  an  active  way  to  use  the  right  of  local  option  in 
securing  absolute  and  total  prohibition  of  the  sale  and  use 
of  all  forms  of  alcoholic  beverage.  It  is  held  by  many  that 
to  do  this  would  probably  not  much  reduce  the  abuse  of 
liquor,  but  it  would  discredit  the  wine  industry  of  the  State  ' 
and  injure  the  very  large  investment  of  our  people  in  vine- 
yards and  the  vintage.  Such  as  these  argue,  therefore, 
that  there  would  be  no  gain  for  sobriety  to  offset  the  loss 
inflicted  upon  a  leading  California  product.  The  first 
combat  between  these  opposing  ideas  has  occurred  at  Los 
Angeles  and  the  prohibitionists  lacked  several  thousand 
votes.  But  men  who  are  impelled  by  conscientious  thi - 
ories  do  not  mind  defeat.  They  try  again  and  so  it  is  ex- 
pected that  the  issue  will  be  renewed  in  other  California 
cities.     *     *     * — San  Francisco  Call.

Webfooters  Tire  of  Local  Option. 


ALBANY,  May  28. — The  evils  of  a  closed  town  have 
become  too  heavy  to  bear  in  Lebanon  in  this  county, 
and  the  City  Council  is  planning  to  end  the  tieup  in  a 
manner  that  will  be  particularly  gratifying  to  the  people 
there. 

When  this  county  voted  on  local  option  last  fall,  Leba- 
non went  dry.  The  town  is  divided  into  two  precincts,  the 
main  street  being  the  line.  The  precinct  having  the  city's 
saloons  Avent  dry  at  that  time,  while  the  other  one,  contain- 
ing the  major  portion  of  the  residences,  went  wet.  The 
Council  refused  to  license  saloons  in  the  residence  dis- 
trict, and  the  result  was  a  dry  town. 

But  the  existing  conditions  were  unbearable.  Liquor 
was  shipped  in  and  sold  clandestinely,  and  it  was  soon 
found  that  instead  of  fostering  temperance,  the  "dry"  con- 
dition made  the  men,  and  especially  the  boys,  drunkards, 
and  the  Council  has  about  decided  to  again  license  a  saloon, 
this  time  in  the  district  where  formerly  they  were  not 
allowed  to  open. 

As  a  result,  a  saloon  is  expected  to  open  in  Lebanon  with 
the  sanction  of  the  Council  and  that  of  the  great  majority 
of  the  people  who  believe  in  a  regulated  saloon  rather  than 
in  illicit  dealing  in  liquor.

Trolley  Stopped  His  Thirst. 


THE  amount  of  beer  whicli  Louis  Gurber,  a  Philadei- 
pliia  musician,  is  able  to  drink  daily  figured  promi- 
nently in  a  suit  for  damages  against  the  Camden  and  Sul>- 
urban  Railway  Company,  tried  last  week  in  Camden  Cir- 
cuit Court.  Gurber  was  hurt  by  the  derailing  of  a  trolley 
car  at  Bethel  Hill. 

Everybody  in  court  sat  upright  when  Judge  Joseph  H. 
Gaskill,  as  counsel  for  the  railway  trolley  company  said: 

"Mr.  Gurber,  you  said  yesterday  that  since  the  accident 
you  have  not  been  able  to  drink  one-fourth  as  much  beer 
as  you  drank  prior  to  the  accident.  Now,  tell  me,  how 
many  glasses  of  beer  a  day  did  you  drink  prior  to  the  acci- 
dent?" 

"Oh,"  replied  Gurber,  "I  could  drink  eighty'  to  ninety 
glasses  a  day  before  I  was  hurt !" 

The  roar  of  laughter  which  followed  drowned  even  the 
pounding  of  the  gavel  by  Judge  Endicott,  who  was  presid- 
ing- 

"How  many  glasses  a  day  can  you  drink  now?"  next 
asked  Judge  Gaskill. 

"Not  more  than  15  or  18  without  getting  tight,"  replied 
Gurber  so  sorrowfully  that  his  hearers  were  sent  into  an- 
other spasm  of  laughter.    Judge  Endicott,  at  this  juncture, 


"I  think  it  should  be,"  put  in  Gurber's  counsel. 

After  due  deliberation,  the  jury  gave  Gurber  a  verdict 

of  |1,000.  

"Stormy"  Jordan  Is  No  More. 


^^QTORMY"  JORDAN,  who  once  gained  a  national  rep- 
O  utation  for  fighting  the  Iowa  temperance  law,  and 
whose  saloon  bore  over  its  grimy  door  the  astonishing  sign, 
"The  Road  to  Hell,"  died  recently  at  his  home  in  Ottum- 
wa,  Iowa.  He  was  73  years  old,  and  leaves  a  widow  and 
seven  children. 

The  proper  name  of  this  notorious  character  was  Kinsley. 
Jordan.  He  went  to  Ottumwa  in  1860,  and  for  a  time  was 
employed  in  a  packing  house.  The  saloon  business  at- 
tracted him,  however,  and  he  opened  a  little  "joint"  in  a 
basement.  It  was  during  his  occupancy  of  this  resort  that 
"Stormy"  became  a  national  celebrity,  through  open  and 
successful  defiance  of  the  prohibiton  statute.  His  char- 
acteristics were  sterling  honesty  and  marked  eccentricity. 
He  never  played  the  sj^cophant  and  he  feared  no  one. 

But  prosperity  smiled  on  "Stormy"  and  finally  he  built 
the  Corn  Exchange  saloon,  a  gorgeous  palace.  Here  Avas 
waged  his.  most  remarkable  fight  against  jirohibiton.  Fol- 
lowing in  the  steps  of  a  Kentucky  brewing  company,  he 
brought  suit  for  danuiges  against  Iowa  in  the  United  States 
court,  alk  ging  that  the  law  was  unconstitutional,  and  that 
his  business  was  being  ruined.  Meanwhile  Jordan  man- 
aged to  amass  a  large  amount  of  money,  until  a  decree  of 
the  United .  States  Supreme  Court  finally  compelled  him 
to  close  the  "joint."

Rich  Drink  Mixer— Strange,  but  True. 


HEIR  to  about  |250,000,  Herbert  Newman  says  he  is 
going  to  keep  on-  the  white  coat  and  apron  of  a  bar- 
tender and  mix  cocktails. 

"  I  like  this  business  and  I'm  going  to  stay  in  it,"  he 
said  last  night,  at  107  West  Forty-second  street,  where  he 
is  employed  as  a  bartender  in  Frank  Dwyer's  saloon,  ac- 
cording to  the  New  York  World. 

Newman  is  22  years  old.  Three  years  ago  he  came  East 
with  Frank  Dwyer  to  plunge  on  the  races.  From  making 
bets  he  became  a  grandstand  messenger  for  placing  other 
people's  bets.  Then  he  was  employed  as  a  bookmaker's 
cashier.  The  bookmaker  failed  and  Newman  became  one 
of  J.  B.  Haggan's  stable  hands. 

"  Not  a  cent  of  the  money  I  get  will  be  bet  on  the  horses," 
Newman  said  last  night,  polishing  the  glassware.  "  I'm 
going  into  the  saloon  business.  The  horses  can  run  for  the 
others." 

Newman  is  a  smooth-shaven,  dapper  young  man,  Avith 
black  hair  and  eyes  and  always  neatly  dressed. 

"  I  have  received  a  letter,"  he  said,  "  from  T.  C.  Coogan, 
an  attorney  in  San  Francisco,  saying  that  my  father, 
Henry  Newman,  a  retired  clothing  manufacturer,  died 
about  four  weeks  ago,  leaving  me  oiie-tliird  of  his  estate. 
I  believe  the  estate  is  worth  about  .f750,000. 

"  My  father  lived  at  1775  Broadway,  San  Francisco,  and 
my  mother  and  brother  are  still  there.  About  three  years 
ago  I  got  an  idea  I  could  beat  the  horses.  I  had  fairly  good 
luck  at  first,  but  it  did  not  last.  I  have  done  a  good  many 
stunts  about  the  race  tracks  from  the  entrance  to  the  exit." 

Newman  said  he  had  telegraphed  his  mother  and  his 
lawyer  and  expected  to  get  a  portion  of  his  fortune  soon. 

"  Maybe  I'll  buy  a  half-interest  in  :Mr.  Dwyer's  saloon," 
Newman  said.  "  If  he'll  have  me  for  a  partner  I'll  buy.  If 
he  M^on't  then  I'll  buy  a  share  in  some  other  saloon." 

He  is  a  graduate  of  the  Clement  Grammar  School  of  San 
Francisco,  and  was  a  student  in  the  High  School  for  two 
years.  He  said  he  expected  to  go  to  San  Francisco  as  soon 
as  he  heard  from  his  mother  and  lawyer. 

"Until  I  do  hear  from  tliem  I  shall  be  found  right  here 
mixing  drinks,"  he  added.

But  he  never  blamed  tlie  Booze. 

His  joints  were  full  of  rheumatics; 

His  appetite  was  slack; 
He  had  pains  between  the  shoulders; 

Cold  chills  ran  down  his  back; 
He  suffered  with  insomnia; 

At  night  he  couldn't  snooze; 
He  said  it  was  the  climate. 

But  he  never  blamed  the  Booze. 

His  constitution  was  run  down. 

At  least  that's  what  he  said; 
His  legs  were  swelled  each  morning. 

And  he  often  had  swelled  head. 
He  tackled  beer,  wine,  whiskey. 

And  if  they  didn't  fuse, 
He  blamed  it  on  dyspepsia, 

But  he  never  blamed  the  Booze. 

He  claimed  he  couldn't  sleep  at  night. 

And  always  had  bad  dreams; 
He  claimed  he  always  laid  awake. 

Till  early  morning  beams. 
He  thought  it  was  malaria; 

Alas!  'twas  but  a  ruse; 
He  blamed  it  onto  everything. 

But  he  never  blamed  the  Booze. 

His  liver  needed  scraping, 

And  his  kidneys  had  the  gout; 

He  swallowed  lots  of  bitters, 

Till  at  last  he  cleaned  them  out.

AN  analysis  of  a  Government  publication  giving  brewery 
statistics  for  the  United  Kingdom  shows  that  2939 
firms,  producing  38,855,000  barrels  of  beer  annually,  used, 
besides  malt  and  malt  substitutes,  very  large  quantities  of 
rice,  Indian  corn,  and  similar  preparations.  Only  2414 
brewers,  producing  3,199,000  barrels  of  beer,  used  malt  and 
hops  only.  Although  there  are  5353  licensed  brewers  iu 
Great  Britain,  twenty-five  firms  produce  one-third  of  the 
total  quantity  of  beer  on  which  duty  is  paid. — Marshal' 
Halstcad,  Consul,  Birmingham,  England,  April  3,  1905.

Mr.  P.  C.  llossi.  President  of  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony, 
in  talking  of  wine  crop  conditions  witli  a  representative  of 
the  Review,  said  in  part :  "The  dry  wine  ci*op  is  in  fair  con- 
dition at  present,  as  the  blooming  is  over,  and  grapes  ai-e 
fairly  well  set.  The  cold  damp  weather  conditions  durim^ 
blooming  caused  a  considerable  dropping  otf,  so  that  the 
eventual  yield  in  the  districts  affected  will  not  be  extra 
large.  The  sweet  wine  and  slierry  grapes  will  have  a  light 
crop,  as  they  were  affected  by  frost  and  do  not  ])roduce  u 
second  crop.  The  Zinfandel  varieties  have  recuperated 
renmrkably  well  and  there  will  be  an  abundant  second 
crop."

County  Winery  at  Roseville  Junction,  and  the  entire  plant 
Avill  be  in  readiness  to  take  care  of  the  grape  crop  toward 
the  close  of  the  summer.

provement since  leaving.  Mr.  Richard  A^'agner  reports  the 
shop  full  to  overflowing  Avith  work,  and  as  the  canning, 
and  preserving  season  has  ahout  opened  on  California 
fruits,  the  prospects  are  for  an  extremely  busy  season  in 
this  line  alone,  without  the  regular  work  done  for  a  num- 
ber of  the  local  wholesjalers  and  rectifiers,  which  with  or- 
ders for  the  Wagner  Continuous  Still,  and  brewery  work, 
are  keeping  the  house  more  than  busy  at  present. 


Mr.  Ernst  Schraubstadter,  of  the  firm  of  A.  Finke's 
Widow,  left  for  the  East  recently  with  a  delegation  of  the 
members  of  the  local  Mystic  Shrine.  AA'hile  East,  Mr. 
Schraubstadter  will  visit  Niagara  Falls,  St.  Louis,  and 
other  points  of  interest  and  that  he  will  take  good  care  of 
the  wines  of  A.  Finke's  Widow  while  at  these  places  goes 
without  saying.  Mr.  Schraubstadter  intends  returning 
by  way  of  Portland,  taking  in  the  Lewis   and  Clarke  Fair. 


The  Consolidated  California  Vineyard  Co.,  announce 
through  Mr.  Samuels  at  tlieir  city  office,  tlurt  they  have 
greatly  increased  the  size  of  the  plant  of  the  Mt.  Diablo 
Wine  Co.,  and  are  at  present  building  a  large  warehouse 
at  the  Sanford  Winery  &  Distillery  in  Fresno  county. 
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New  York  Correspondence. 


NEW  YORK,  June  15th,  1905.— The  usual  Sutamer 
dullness  has  set  in.  There  is  no  business  in  sight, 
nor  any  great  efforts  being  made  to  unearth  any.  The 
I  rade  in  general  seems  to  be  reconciled  to  accept  conditions 
as  they  are,  drifting  along  with  the  tide,  and  waiting  the 
(i])l)ortune  turn,  when  there  will  be  a  revival. 

Tiiere  was  a  great  hegira  of  the  trade  last  week  to  Chi- 
cago, where  New  York  was  nobly  represented,  not  alone  as 
to  niuiibers  but  the  representative  delegation  of  the  fore- 
most whisky  interests  here.  From  all  reports,  there  never 
was  such  a  Convention,  except  the  one  in  New  York  last 
year.  Of  course,  we  Gothamites  hold  as  one  for  the  su- 
premacy of  New  York  Avhen  it  comes  to  a  point  of  enter- 
taining. Chicago  is  great,  but  there  is  only  one  New  York 
in  all  the  world. 

The  same  fate  has  been  meted  out  to  the  California*Wine 
Aucticm  Sales  as  befell  the  auction  sales  of  whisky  in 
( Mncinnati,  and  the  idea  of  introducing  the  wine  feature 
to  the  auction  sales  in  that  city,  seems  to  have  died 
a'borning. 

With  these  disturbing  factors  removed,  the  business  has 
icturned  to  its  normal  conditions,  and  while  the  effects 
were  not  so  far  reaching,  as  might  be  expected,they  were 
certainly  not  to  the  general  promotion  of  the  interests  of 
cither  the  wine  or  whisky  element.  There  has  been  some 
talk  that  they  would  bo  revived  in  the  Fall,  but  most  of  the 
irade  look  Avise,  when  questioned  on  this  point,  and  ex- 
press themselves  to  the  effect  that  a  burnt  child  fights  shy 
of  tlu»  fire,  and  there  have  been  some  burnt  fingers  resultant 
from  efforts  to  draw  the  chestnuts  from  the  fire. 

The  decision  of  Justice  Greenbaum,  rendered  on  the 
13tli,  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State,  practically  up- 
holds the  contention  of  the  Excise  Commissioner  that  an 
extensively  advertised  malt  whisky  is  not  a  medicine  so 
far  as  the  law  regulating  the  sale  of  liquors  is  concerned. 
The  case  is  one  which  the  Excise  Department  has  been  fight- 
ing for  almost  two  years,  and  the  effects  of  the  decision  will 
he  felt  by  druggists  throughout  New  York  State. 

The  fight  of  the  Excise  Department  against  the  sale  of 
whisky  in  drug  stores  Avill  not  be  pushed  more  effectually. 
This  fight  was  begun  in  the  Fall  of  1903,  when  two  In- 
spectors of  the  Excise  Department  visited  a  local  Drug 
store  and  purchased  a  bottle  of  malt  whisky.  Upon  in- 
vestigation, they  found  that  the  druggist  had  only  a  $5.00 
license,  permitting  the  sale  of  alcohol  on  a  physician's 
jirescription.  The  druggist  contended  that  the  whisky 
sold  was  not  an  alcoholic  liquor,  but  the  Department  held 
that  it  was  and  brought  suit  against  the  druggist  and  the 
United  States  Guaranty  Company  to  recover  $500  penalty 
on  the  bond  furnished  by  the  Guaranty  Company.  Jus- 
tice Greenbaum's  verdict  was  in  favor  of  the  Excise  De- 
partment, but  the  Bonding  Company  and  the  druggist, 
hacked  by  the  manufacturers  of  the  whisky,  carried  the 
caso  on  appeal  to  the  Appellate  Division,  where  the  judg- 
ment of  the  lower  court  was  affirmed,  in  January  last. 
The  case  was  then  re-opened  on  the  ground  of  newly  dis- 
covered evidence.  Affidavits  were  submitted  setting  forth 
that  the  bottled  stuff  which  the  druggist  had  sold  was  not 
alcoholic  liquor.    There  were  also  affidavits  from  chemists 


giving  an  analysis  of  the  whisky  to  prove  that  it  was  a 
medicinal  compound  and  not  an  alcoholic  beverage.  Coun- 
sel for  the  Excise  Commissioner  submitted  an  affidavit 
from  Dr.  Lederle's  chief  chemist,  who  declared  that  he  had 
analysed  the  whisky  and  failed  to  find  any  traces  of  the 
ingi'edients  described  by  the  other  chemists. 

With  this  proof  before  him.  Justice  Greenabaum  de- 
cided in  favor  of  the  Excise  Department. 

■  Chas.  L.  Rowland  of  this  city  has  asked  the  Court  of 
Chancery  at  Trenton,  N.  J.,  to  enjoin  the  officers  of  the 
Standard  Distributing  and  Distilling  Company  from  filing 
with  the  Secretary  of  State  a  certificate  of  the  consent  of 
the  stockholders  to  the  dissolution  of  the  company.  Mr. 
Rowland  owns  fifty  shares  of  preferred  and  seventy-five  ' 
shares  of  common  stock  of  the  company.  In  his  bill  he 
avers  that  the  Directors  of  the  Company,  on  April  14th 
last,  decided  that  it  was  for  the  best  interests  of  the  com- 
pany to  dissolve,  and  at  a  meeting  on  May  13th  a  resolution 
in  favor  of  dissolution  was  adopted,  despite  the  protests  of 
himself  and  a  few  others.  As  showing  the  prosperous  con- 
dition of  the  company  and  the  undesirability  of  its  disso- 
lution, Mr.  Rowland  states  that  on  March  31  last,  after 
deducting  dividends  and  losses  for  nine  months,  the  com- 
pany had  a  balance  surplus  of  $1,477,565.18. 

The  liquor  dealers  of  this  city  are  united  and  firm  in  the 
belief  that  the  Raines  bill  and  Ambler  bill,  amending  the 
Liquor  Tax  Law,  may  be  amended  through  the  courts,  and 
there  will  be  tests  made  of  the  provisions  of  these  two  bills, 
The  Ambler  bill,  especially,  is  considered  unconstitutional 
on  account  of  its  retroactive  effects,  and  a  test  will  be  mad^ 
of  it  in  the  Court  of  Appeals. 

By  these  measures  all  hotels  may  be  forced  to  comply 
with  all  the  provisions  of  the  building,  health,  and  fire 
ordinances  of  the  city.  Any  citizen  may  apply  for  an  in- 
spection of  any  building,  wherein  liquor  is  sold  from  the 
bar  of  a  so-called  Raines-law  hotel,  and  the  superintend- 
ent of  buildings,  through  inspectors,  is  supposed  to  at 
once  inspect  the  place  and  decide  whether  it  conforms  to 
the  aforementioned  ordinances. 

It  is  contended  that,  under  such  a  law,  a  superintendent 
of  buildings  or  any  of  his  deputies  could  gratify  political 
or  personal  animosities,  by  refusing  to  certify  that  any 
hotel  under  inspection  did  not  comply  with  some  one  of 
the  provisions  of  the  three  ordinances.  Under  such  a  de- 
cision, the  place  would  be  closed. 

The  Raines  bill  or  Amendment,  while  seeking  the  same 
purpose  as  the  Ambler  bill,  would  not  have  effect  before 
May  1,  1906. 

There  has  been  a  marked  increase  recently  in  the  sale  of 
counterfeit  goods  in  this  market.  While  in  the  past,  this 
reproduction  of  labels  and  bottles  was  mainly  done  in 
imitating  the  imported  goods — it  has  reached  a  point  now 
where  there  is  hardly  a  brand  of  whisky,  wine,  or  liquors 
that  has  become  well  and  favorably  known  to  the  con- 
sumer, that  is  not  "faked"  by  unscrupulous  dealers.  The 
attention  of  the  local  office  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Bureau 
has  been  called  to  the  matter,  and  many  prosecutions  are 
expected  to  follow;  great  masses  of  evidence  have  been 
lodged  with  Chief  Agent  Sinsal. 

The  lower  east  side  of  this  city  is  claimed  to  be  the 
headquarters  for  some  of  the  most  fiagrant  and  persistent 
violators  of  the  National  Revenue  and  Trade  Mark  laws. 
In  raids  recently  made  in  that  section,  printing  and  litho- 
graphing plants  and  dies  for  the  manufacture  of  spurious 
labels  and  caps  were  discovered. 
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Since  September  1st,  1904,  thirty-six  convictions  and 
innumerable  injunctions  have  been  secured  in  the  Federal 
and  State  Courts  against  manufacturers  and  sellers  of 
spurious  wines,  liquors  and  cordials. 

The  recent  letter  of  the  California  Raisin  Growers  Com- 
pany on  the  question  of  seeded  raisins  versus  the  unseeded 
Muscatel  has  elicited  no  small  amount  of  adverse  criticism 
in  this  city.  The  consensus  of  opinion  was  pretty  well 
suuimed  up  in  the  remarks  made  by  the  head  of  one  of  the 
largest  commission  firms  in  this  market.  He  said  that  the 
pronouncement  of  the  California  Raisin  Growers  Company 
looked  to  him  very  much  as  if  they  were  in  a  bad  fix  from 
which  they  were  trying  to  extricate  themselves  by  con- 
vincing the  trade  that  unseeded  raisins  were  more  profit- 
able and  desirable  to  handle  than  the  seeded  articles.  "I 
look  upon  the  whole  proceeding  of  the  executive  commit- 
tee in  issuing  this  statement  as  childish  and  a  confession 
of  weakness.  The  fact  is  that  the  seeders  are  in  control 
and  as  the  people  beyond  question  do  want  raisins  seeded 
they  will  have  them  in  that  form.  I  sympathize  with  the 
growers  in  their  predicament,  but  they  have  nothing  to 
gain  by  such  methods.  So  far  from  there  being  any 
market  here  in  the  Bast  for  unseeded  raisins  for  cooking 
purposes  if  we  had  a  large  quantity  of  such  stock  on  hand 
to-day  we  would  not  know  where  to  look  for  buyers  for 
them  except  among  the  Eastern  seeders.  The  growers 
only  hurt  themselves  by  putting  out  such  ridiculous  non- 
sense."

Office  of  Commissioner  of  Internal.  Revenue^, 

Washington,  D.  C,  June  3,  1905. 

To  Collectors  of  internal  revenue: 

In  order  to  secure  a  close  and  effective  supervision  of 
the  operations  of  fruit  distilleries,  collectors  are  instructed 
to  give  prompt  attention  to  all  notices  and  bonds,  that 
distillers  may  suffer  no  delay  in  beginning  work,  nor  have 
pretext  for  commencing  work  before  they  are  notified  of 
the  approval  of  their  papers. 

The  notices  and  bonds  must  be  given  on  Forms  27 Vo 
and  301/2,  revised  April  22,  1901,  and  should  be  carefully 
scrutinized  to  see  that  they  are  prepared  and  executed  in 
strict  compliance  with  regulations  and  the  instructions 
printed  thereon.  The  former  must  give  the  location  of  the 
distillery  with  particularity  and  certainty  and  contain  a 
particular  description  of  the  room  or  building  on  the  dis- 
tillery premises  to  be  used  as  a  designated  place  of  deposit 
of  the  brandy  produced. 

In  the  bonds  the  location  of  the  distillery  must  be  cor- 
rectly and  accurately  given.  If  the  distillery  is  located 
in  a  village,  town,  or  city,  the  blank  should  be  filled  out  as 
printed ;  but  if  otherwise,  the  distillery  should  be  described 
as  near  the  nearest  village,  town,  or  city,  or  post-office. 

It  has  been  found  that  in  some  cases  the  actual  owners 
and  operators  of  a  distillery  have  procured  some  person  to 
give  the  notice  and  bond  who  is  in  no  way  interested  in  the 
operation  of  the  distillery.    The  deputy  collector  who  takes 
the  notice  and  bond  should  at  the  time  of  taking  the  same 
satisfy  himself  that  the  person  tendering  the  notice  and 
bond  is  the  sole  owner  and  proprietor  and  the  only  person 
interested  in  the  distillery.     The  affidavits  of  individual 
scrutinized  to  see  that  they  are  prepared  and  executed  in 
sureties  must  be  made  on  Form  33,  revised  March  1,  1905, 
on  which  an  additional  statement  should  also  be  made  that 
the  surety  is  in  no  way  interested  in  the  distillery  or  in 
the  operation  or  products  thereof,  and  that  he  believes  that 
the  principal  on  the  bond  is  the  real  owner  and  proprietor. 
Record  No.  251/2  must  be  written  up  daily  to  show  «11  the 
transactions,  opposite  the  appropriate  dates,  as  to  ma- 
terials purchased  or  received,  operations,  and  sales  or  re- 
movals of  brandy,  the  latter  to  be  made  even  though  the 
sales  or  removals  are  made  after  the  close  of  operations  at 
the  distillery.    The  hour  of  commencing  work,  when  boil- 
ing is  by  furnace  h€at,  is  the  hour  of  lighting  the  fire;  aiid 
when  boiling  is  by  steam,  the  hour  when  the  steam  is 
applied ;  and  the  hour  of  closing  work  in  either  case  is  the 
hour  when  brandy  or  singlings  cease  to  run;  and  the  time 
must  be  so  entered  on  the  record.     Supplemental  record 
No.  529  must  also  be  kept  in  accordance  with  instructions 
printed  thereon. 

Distillers  should  be  notified"  that  they  are  required  to 
make  a  return  to  the  collector  in  duplicate  on  Form  15  on 
or  before  the  10th  day  of  each  month,  and  that  they  will 
be  required  to  pay  the  tax  on  the  product  of  each  month 
unless  removed  for  the  fortification  of  sweet  wines  or  to 
a  special  bonded  warehouse;  and  that  all  singlings  must 
be  doubled  and  ready  for  gauging  by  or  before  the  end  of 


the  month ;  otherwise  singlings  will  be  liable  to  be  taxed  ais 
bra'ndy. 

Colledtoi's  Avill,  before  the  commencement  of  operations 
for  the  season,  direct  the  deputy  collectors  to  make  a  thor- 
ough canvass  of  the  fruit  distilleries  in  their  respective 
divisions,  with  instructions  that  they  take  an  accurate  ac- 
count of  all  fruit  brandy,  either  at  the  distillery  or  at  the 
distiller's  place  of  business,  as  wholesa,le  Or-  retail  liquor 
dealer,  if  he  carries  on  either  business.  ForuL  183  may 
be  adapted  for  the  purpose  of  this  inventory,  and  a  report 
thereon  should  be  made  to  the  collector  in  duplicate,  win 
will  file  one  in  his  office  and  forward  one  to  tlie  I'evenue 
agent  in  charge  of  the  division.  Each  package  should  be 
fully  described,  with,  its  location  and  original  and  actual 
contents. 

When  making  this  canvass  deputy  collectors  will  also 
ascertain  whether  or  not  the  distiller  has  in  his  possession 
any  stamps  for  fruit  brandy  issued  to  him  or  id  auy  otlicr 
distiller,  and  note  the  fact  on  the  report,  with  a  descriptism 
of*  the  stamps  if  any  are  found. 

■Collectors  will  also  instruct  their  deputies  when  making 
this  canvass  to  ascertain  whether  the  distillers  have  Ijeen 
supplied  with  copies  of  extracts  from  No.  7,  revised  April 
15,  1901,  and  circular  657,  and  if  not,  to  deliver  a  coj-y  of 
each  to  each  distiller  who  has  not  been  supplied,  taking  his 
receipt  therefor  in  duplicate  on  Form  163,  revised,  one  copy 
of  which  will  be  forwarded  to  the  collector  and  the  other 
to  the  Commissioner. 

Collectors  will  also  direct  the  officer  who  visits  the  distil- 
lery to  make  the  final  gauge  of  brandy  after  the  close  (f 
operations  to  make  a  careful  examination  of  the  distiller's 
records  and  ascertain  and  report  on  Form  192  whether  the 
distiller  has  distilled  all  the  materials  received  by  him 
during  the  season,  and  if  any  has  been  destroyed,  or  any 
remains  on  hand  at  the  timo  of  the  final  examination,  to 
note  the  kind  and  quantity,  and,  if  on  hand,  its  condition 
and  the  reason  why  it  has  not  been  distilled. 

To  effect  a  frequent  visitation  of  distilleries,  collectors 
will,  when  necessary,  lay  off  their  districts  into  suitable 
divisions,  and  arrange  for  a  force  of  competent  officers  suffi- 
cient to  thoroughly  effect  the  purpose  of  maintaining  such 
a  supervision  of  these  distilleries  as  shall  afford  the  dis- 
tiller evei'y  facility  for  compliance  with  law,  and  shall 
limit  the  oportunities  for  its  evasion.  The  visits  should 
be  at  least  four  in  number  in  each  month  during  the  period 
of  active  operations,  each  successive  visit  to  be  made,  so 
far  as  practicable,  by  a  different  officer,  and  not  less  than 
two  of  the  visits  to  be  made  by  a  ganger,  who  shall  gauge 
all  ungaugcd  brandy  found  at  the  distillery,  and  in  season 
to  facilitate  the  distiller's  monthly  report. 

Gaugers  should  not  be  employed  in  this  service  until  the 
distillers  have  actually  begun  operations. 

Form  192,  revised,  will  be  used  for  reporting  these  visits, 
and  the  statements  therein  should  be  made  with  care  and 
particularity,  afid  in  accordance  with  the  instructions 
printed  upon  the  form ;  as  also  should  be  the  inventory  of 
all  the  brandy  upon  the  premises,  which  must  be  made 
upon  Form  591/2  by  the  first  visiting  officer.  In  reporting 
materials  contained  in  fermenters  the  actual  contents  must 
be  reported,  and  not  the  cubic  contents  unless  the  vessel  is 
full  at  the  time  of  the  examination. 
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The  first  visiting  officer  will  ascertain  the  cubic  contents 
of  each  f(n-menter  and  mark  or  cut  thereon  a  serial  number 
l'c<;inniu«i;  witli  number  one,  and  cubic  contents,  and  the;-<e 
capacities  sliould  be  verified  from  time  to  time  by  other 
officei-s. 

The  officer  who  next  visits  the  distillery,  after  any  addi- 
tional formenters  have  been  brought  on  the  premises,  will 
ascertain  the  cubic  contents  of  eacli  of  sucii  additional  fer- 
menteis  and  mark  oneach  its  serial  number  and  cubic  con- 
tents. 

The  reports  on  Form  192,  should  immediately  upon  their 
receipt  by  the  collector  and  revenue  agent  be  examined, 
and  if  errors  or  omissions  are  found  in  the  statements 
tliey  should  be  returned  to  the  officers  who  made  the  ex- 
amination for  correction. 

To  facilitate  the  comparisons  between  Forms  192  and 
I    the  distillers'  returns,  if  collectors  so  desire,  they  may 
adopt  a  blankbook  for  the  entry  of  the  essential  facts  re- 
ported. 

^^'hen  pomace,  or  other  materials,  for  any  reason,  become 
unfit  for  distillation  and  the  distiller  desires  to  destroy 
the  same,  the  collector  will,  upon  his  application,  direct 
the  deputy  to  visit  the  distillery,  whenever  practicable, 
and  if  he  fiiids  the  materials  unfit  for  use  he  will  have  the 
same  destroyed  under  his  supervision  and  note  the  fact  on 
the  distiler's  record  and  aWb  certify  thereto  on  Form  192. 

In  like  manner  when  leakage  of  cider  is  claimed  the  vis- 
iting officer  should  verify  the  claim  by  an  examination  of 
the  tub  from  which  leakage  is  alleged  to  have  occurred,  and 
from  other  circumstances,  and  note  the  facts  on  the  dis- 
tiller's record  and  certify  thereto  on  Form  192. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  distiller's  return,  Form  15,  for  any 
mouth,  the  several  statements  on  Form  192  for  that  month 
should  be  carefully  examined  and  summarized  and  com- 
pared witli  the  distiller's  return,  and  if  then,  or  at  the 
close  of  the  season's  operations,  it  shall  be  found  that 
the  distiller  has  received  on  his  premises  materials  which 
have  not  been  acounted  for,  or  has  used  materials  which 
have  not  been  reported  as  used,  it  may  be  assumed  that 
brandy  has  been  produced  from  the  materials  used  and 
not  reported,  or  received  and  not  acounted  for,  and  that 
such  brandy  has  not  been  reported. 

The  quantity  of  brandy  produced  from  such  xxiaterials 
and  not  reported  should,  if  possible,  be  determined  from 
all  the  evidence  that  can  be  obtained.  If,  however,  the 
quantity  actually  produced  can  not  be  thus  determined, 
the  production  should  be  estimated  upon  the  basis  of  the 
survey  for  the  materials  found  to  have  been  so  received  or 
used.  This  estimate  of  production  from  the  materials 
fraudulently  used  should  be  at  the  rate  of  not  less  than  one 
gallon  of  brandy  from  the  number  of  gallons  of  such  ma- 
terials which  under  the  survey  will  produce  a  gallon  of 
brandy. 

If  it  is  found  that  all  the  materials  received  have  been 
accounted  for  and  all  the  materials  used  have  been  re- 
ported used,  but  that  the  distiller  has  not  accounted  for 


all  the  brandy  produced,  the  quantity  actually  produced 
should,  if  possible,  be  determined  from  all  the  evidence 
that  can  be  obtained.  If,  however,  the  actual  production 
can  not  be  thus  determined,  it  should  be  estimated  from 
the  entire  quantity  of  materials  reported  used  upon  the 
basis  of  the  survey  as  above  provided  in  case  of  materials 
fraudulently  used. 

The  facts  in  either  of  the  above  cases,  together  with  the 
estimates,  will  be  reported  to  this  office  with  a  view  of 
assessment. 

The  evidence  that  brandy  has  been  produced  from  ma- 
terials reported  used  and  has  not  been  acounted  for  by  the 
distiller  should  be  direct  and  positive,  and  a  fraudulent 
removal  of  brandy  can  not  be  assumed  from  the  mere  fact 
that  the  quantity  of  brandy  reported  is  not  equal  to  that 
number  of  gallons  which  the  materials  reported  by  the 
distiller  as  used  will  under  the  survey  produce. 

Collectors  will  not  report  for  assessment  on  Lists  Form 
23,  "stamp-tax  brandy,"  apparently  due  from  fruit  distil- 
lers on  reports  of  revenue  agents  or  special  examining 
officers  until  the  fruit  distiller  is  notified  of  such  proposed 
assessment,  nor  until  the  question  of  the  liability  of  the 
distiller  under  section  3309,  Revised  Statutes,  has  been, 
determined. 

If  after  the  determination  of  the  liability  under  section 
3309,  Revised  Statutes,  and  after  notifying  the  distiller, 
no  explanation  is  received  from  him  within  thirty  days 
thereafter,  the  collector  will  report  the  amount  found  due 
for  assessment  on  Form  23  with  note  in  column  7  thereof 
"No  explanation  received." 

If  the  distiller  can  by  affidavit  show  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  collector  that  such  assessment  ought  not  to  be  made, 
the  collector  will  forward  all  the  papers,  with  his  recom- 
mendation in  the  matter,  to  this  office,  with  Form  23,  and 
note  in  column  7  of  that  form  "Evidence  herewith." 

The  reports  showing  the  condition  of  fruit  distilleries 
will  be  made  in  duplicate  on  Form  192,  revised,  exclusively, 
and  one  copy  will  be  furnished  to  the  collector  and  one  to 
the  revenue  agent  in  charge  of  the  division. 

The  employment  of  special  officers,  including  gangers, 
should  cease  at  the  close  of  active  operations  in  each  dis- 
trict, and  not  later  than  December  1,  unless  specially 
authorized  for  a  further  period. 

Much  depends  on  the  efficiency  of  examining  officers, 
and  the  care  exercised  by  them  in  performing  their  work. 
If  it  should  appear  that  any  officer  has  failed  to  make  a 
thorough  and  complete  examination  of  any  distillery  and  a 
report  on  Form  192  in  accordance  with  the  instructions 
thereon,  such  dereliction  of  duty,  when  reported,  shall  be 
deemed  sufficient  cause  for  the  removal  of  such  officer. 

Collectors  will  be  held  responsible  for  a  prompt  and 
vigorous  execution  of  the  work  proposed.

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Rehabilitation  of  French  Vineyards, 

{From  United  States  Consul  Jackson,  La  Rochelle,  France.) 

TO  the  French  vineyardist  wine  represents  the  greatest 
material  good  he  knows  or  has  ever  Icnown.  The 
vineyard  is  the  result  of  the  labor  and  incessant  care  of  his 
ancestors.  The  grandfather  and  the  father  toiled  in  sweat 
and  suffering  to  improve  it,  and  he  who  inherits  it  is  to 
bequeath  it  as  a  precious  legacy  to  his  children,  who  al- 
ready are  beginning  to  have  a  knowledge  of  the  business. 
Wine  for  him  is  not  a  curse,  but  a  blessing.  He  under- 
stands its  use,  and  deplores  its  abuse.  He  knows  of  no 
detail  in  the  life  of  the  vine  which  he  has  not  followed.  Its 
diseases  and  the  remedies  which  cure  them  are  familiar. 
The  effects  of  the  weather  in  springtinu^  are  anticipated 
for  the  vintage.  From  daylight  to  dark,  through  the  long 
days,  he  labors  in  the  white  glare  until  the  vintage  song 
announces  that  the  earth,  watered  by  the  sweat  of  his  brow, 
has  again  yielded  its  fruits. 

In  the  "good  old  times,"  fifty  years  ago,  the  brandy 
merchant  shipped  entire  cargoes  to  the  United  States.  In 
those  days  his  vines  covered  the  hillsides  and  valleys  from 
Angouleme  to  the  sea.  In  1872  began  the  invasion  of  the 
phylloxera,  and  in  1877  desolation  reigned  from  one  end 
to  the  other  of  the  Cognac  region.  The  lifeless  vine  stumps 
protruded  from  the  earth,  reminders  of  fortunes  lost  and 
hopes  abandoned.  It  appears  that  some  enterprising 
grower  had  brought  from  the  United  States  a  few  vines  in 
order  to  try  them  in  Cognac  soil.  It  was  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  Cognac,  that  the  dcA'astation  began.  The  sum- 
mer of  1875,  being  very  dry,  was  particularly  favorable 
for  the  development  of  the  plague.  The  vines  in  the  Ioav- 
lying  country  were  less  affectetl,  and  in  rare  instances 
where  the  roots  were  under  water  in  winter  little  injury 
was  done.  Vast  sums  of  money  were  expended  in  various 
experiments,  which  were  without  practical  utility  until 
attempts  were  nuide  to  graft  the  French  vines  on  American 
roots.  Once  having  learned  that  such  vines  resisted  the 
phylloxera  successfully,  the  experiments  were  pursued 
zealously  and  logically. 

Finding  that  no  American  vine  known  to  the  French 
grower  would  live  in  the  shallow  chalky  soil  of  the  cham- 
pagne region,  Mr.  P.  Viala  was  sent  to  the  United  States 
to  find  such  a  vine.  After  long  and  studious  research  he 
found  in  Texas  soil  of  the  same  chemical  composition  as 
that  of  the  grande  champagne,  in  which  thrived  the  Bal- 
andieri.  This  discovery  was  of  stuj)endous  importance  to 
the  brandy  industry,  as  theretofore  not  only  had  it  been 
impossible  to  find  vines  which  would  grow  in  Cognac  soils, 
but  the  champagne  districts  produced  the  finest  brandies. 
Without  them,  for  blending  with  the  more  ordinary 
growths,  the  liquor  produced  from  the  fruit  of  the  other 
American  vines  lacked  finesse. 

This  was  but  one  of  the  discoveries  among  many  made 
in  the  United  States  which  benefited  this  region.  The 
other  American  vines  and  hybrids  of  greatest  utility  were: 
Berlandieri,  Riparia-Berlandieri,  Rupestris,  Berlaudieri, 
Riparia-Monticola,  and  Rupestris-Monticola. 

In  order  that  the  situation  might  be  studied  more  in- 
telligentl3^  and  the  experiments  carried  out  Avitli  greater 
exactitude,  a  station  of  viticulture  was  established  at 
Cognac,  for  which  special  buildings  were  constructed  in 
1893.  From  the  first  appearance  of  the  Phylloxera  until 
means  were  found  to  replant  the  ruined  vineyards,  the 
entire  question  was  studied  by  the  best  experts  in  France. 


Many  other  diseases,  among  them  black  rot  and  mildew, 
had  to  be  fought  meanwhile,  as  the  new  plants  growing 
under  new  conditions  seemed  particularly  susceptible  to 
external  influence.  Chlorosis  was  also  one  of  the  most  per- 
sistent maladies. 

It  may  be  said,  then,  that  the  reconstituted  vineyards  of 
Cognac  are  planted  with  American  vines  upon  which  have 
been  grafted  French  vines.  This  has  been  done  at  an  ex- 
pense of  $60,000,000.  The  area  under  vines  at  present  is 
very  much  less  than  it  Avas  before  the  phylloxera  came,  but 
the  yield  for  a  given  area  is  very  much  greater.  With  the 
replanting  of  the  vineyards  new  methods  were  adopted. 
The  vines  were  set  out  in  straight  rows,  carefully  trained 
to  wires  or  posts,  and  great  care  is  taken  with  the  trim- 
ming. Formerly  the  vines  were  planted  more  or  less  irreg- 
ularly and  very  close  together.  The  advantages  of  the  new 
system  are  in  the  great  facility  with  which  the  ground  can 
be  worked  and  the  increased  yield  of  grapes.  This  latter 
is  due  directly  to  the  American  root.  According  to  figures 
given  me  by  a  vineyardist  competent  to  judge,  the  old  vine- 
yards for  a  given  area  yielded  from  16  to  22  barrels,  while 
the  same  area  planted  with  American  vines  yields  from 
38  to  46  barrels.  According  to  the  present  increase  in  the 
number  of  vines  and  acres  planted,  it  will  not  be  many 
years  before  the  price  of  alcohol  from  wine  will  be  as  low 
as  that  of  alcohol  made  from  beets.

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Grape  Flea-Beetle  Found  To  Be  New  Pest. 


BEIIKP:LEY,  June  24.— The  viticulturists  of  the  a{|ri- 
cultural  department  of  the  University  of  California 
have  found  what  they  believe  to  be  the  cause  of  the  damage 
caused  annually  to  the  growers  of  the  frame  Tokay  grapes 
through  the  dropping  oflf  of  the  berries  before  the  fruit  can 
be  marketed.  After  several  Aveeks  of  investigation  and 
close  observation,  Professor  F.  T.  Rioletti,  associate  pro- 
fessor of  viticulture,  announced  to-day  that  undoubtedly 
the  importwl  grape  flea-beetle  (adoxis  vitis)  can  be 
blamed  for  the  harm  done  to  the  grapes. 

The  frame  Tokay  grape  is  the  principal  market  variety 
and  the  growers  of  this  variety  have  sutfere<l  thousands  of 
dollars  damages  each  year  because  the  berries  fall  from 
(he  bunches  before  the  grapes  are  ripe  and  also  after  they 
have  been  picked.  Although  the  flea-beetle  was  suspected 
of  the  harm,  it  was  never  positively  known  that  he  was 
the  real  cause. 

One  enterprising  grape  grower,  E.  P.  French  of  Florin, 
watched  the  actions  of  the  beetle  very  closely  for  many 
years,  and  recently  notified  the  department  here  that  he 
was  positive  the  flea-beetle  caused  the  dropping  of  the  ber- 
ries and  also  what  is  known  as  the  sunburn.  In  regard  to 
the  latter  trouble  laid  to  the  credit  of  the  beetle  pest,  Pro- 
fessor Bioletti  is  in  no  position  to  make  any  statement  at 
jn-esent,  not  having  investigated  the  matter  closely  him- 
self. If  the  beetle  is  the  cause  of  the  sunburn,  however, 
l'>ench's  discovery  will  be  very  valuable  to  the  vineyard- 
ists,  in  that  some  way  for  controlling  the  beetle  will  im- 
mediately be  looked  for. 

At  Santa  Clara  Professor  Bioletti  has  begun  some  tests 
relating  to  the  Anaheim  disease  which  has  defied  the  scien- 
tists for  nearly  twenty  years.  The  first  experiment  was 
made  at  Santa  Clara  with  the  Lenoir  grape,  which  is  sup- 
posed to  be  less  liable  to  the  attack  of  the  disease  than 
any  other  variety.  This  contention  was  found  to  be  en- 
tirely erroneous,  however,  the  Lenoir  not  only  proving  an 
(iasy  victim,  but  succumbing  when  the  Anaheim  seized  it. 

The  work  of  N.  B.  Pierce,  who  has  been  employed  by  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  in  the  southern 
part  of  this  State  for  nearly  twenty  years,  to  find  some 
way  of  controlling  this  terrible  grape  plague  has  so  far 
resulted  in  very  little  that  is  of  value  to  the  grape  growers 
and  in  practically  nothing  that  is  of  value  to  viticulturists. 
In  nearlv  twenty  years  of  continual  efforts  in  this  one 


direction,  Pierce  has  failed  to  find  the  cause  of  the  Ana- 
heim, how  to  control  it,  or  even  how  to  prevent  it.  In  re- 
cent years  he  has  experimented  with  hybrids  to  find  a 
variety  that  would  resist  the  disease.  In  a  letter  to  Profes- 
sor Bioletti  he  stated  that  he  believed  the  Lenoir  was  the 
best  result  of  his  efforts  in  that  direction. 

Professor  Bioletti  will  continue  his  research  in  the  hope 
of  getting  some  definite  knowledge  concerning  the  Ana- 
heim. Pierce  announced  positively  that  neither  the  cause 
of  the  disease  nor  a  cure  for  it  can  be  found. 


The  Cherry  Crop  of  1905-6. 

REPORTS  from  the  cherry  growing  sections  of  Califor- 
nia concerning  the  crop  of  this  year  are  extremely  un- 
favorable. From  every  indication  this  crop  will  be  so  short 
as  to  closely  approach  absolute  failure,  so  far  as  quantity 
is  concerned.  While  it  is  not  now,  and  has  never  been, 
our  policy  to  enlarge  upon  the  possibilities  of  an  increase 
in  the  price  of  preserved  cherries,,  we  feel  that  in  justice 
to  our  customers  they  should  be  made  aware  of  the  condi- 
tions, and  be  prepared  for  this  emergency,  should  it  event- 
uate. 

In  view  of  these  reports  we  would  especially  urge  those 
who  contemplate  contracting  for  this  class  of  goods  not 
to  delay  filling  out,  signing  and  forwarding  the  cherry 
contracts  which  have  been  sent  our  trade  in  blank  form. 
This  is  the  only  way  in  which  they  can  be  certain  of  secur- 
ing the  goods  at  the  prices  now  in  force,  as  the  prices  noted 
upon  the  contracts  are  contingent  upon  prompt  accept- 
ance. 

Our  pack  of  1904-5  was  of  a  specially  fine  quality  and 
the  heavy  demand  for  it  has  practically  exhausted  the  same. 
Taking  both  these  facts  into  consideration,  we  repeat  the 
suggestion  that  those  desirous  of  securing  our  cherries  at 
the  present  price  should  contract  for  them  at  once,  and  not 
put  off  sending  orders  in  until  the  goods  are  needed.  This 
is  another  case  of  where  a  delay  may  be  dangerous,  as  the 
consumption  of  our  cherries  is  on  the  increase  from  year 
to  year,  and  with  a  short  crop  the  supply  will  hardly  be 
sufficient  to  fill  this  demand. 

We  do  not  wish  to  appear  as  alarmists,  but  we  must  state 
that  the  prices  named  on  the  contract  can  not  be  guar- 
anteed for  any  given  length  of  time. — Eagle  Liqueur  Dis- 
tillers in  Eagle  Boole.

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Manufacture  of  Cognac  Brandy> 


[From  United  States  Consul  Jackson,  La  Rochelle,  France,'] 

PURE  cognac  brandies  are  distilled  from  wines  pro- 
duced in  the  cognac  region,  the  C^arente  and  Charente 
Inferieure,  and' are  classed  in  quality  by  the  section  from 
which  the  wine  comes.  We  have  the  "fine  champagne,"  the 
"petite  champagne,"  "borderies,"  "fins  bois,"  "bois  or- 
dinaires,"  and  "bois  communs." 

"The  "fine  champagne"  is  grown  in  a  section  of  the 
country  directly  to  the  south  of  Cognac,  comprising  half  a 
circle  of  which  Cognac  is  the  center.  The  "petite  cham- 
pagne" is  grown  in  a  section  which  Avould  be  enclosed  be- 
tween the  first  half  circle  and  a  larger  one  parallel  to  it  at 
a  distance  of  several  miles.  The  "borderie"  is  produced 
in  a  triangular  bit  of  territory  immediately  to  the  north 
and  slightly  to  the  west  of  Oognac.  Surrounding  these 
areas,  but  extending  a  greater  distance  to  the  west  and  to 
the  east,  is  the  region  in  which  is  produced  the  "bois  or- 
dinaire," while  the  "bois  commun"  is  produced  between 
the  last-named  section  and  the  coast  directly  to  the  west 
and  southwest.  The  "bois  commun"  is  also  produced  on 
the  islands  of  Re  and  Oleron. 

The  wines  «re  distilled  under  thi-ee  different  auspices : 
1.     By  the  "bouilleur  de  cru,"  a  vineyard  owTier  who  dis- 
tills his  OMTi  product  and  sells  it  to  the  manufactuner.    He 
usually  possesses  one  still ;'  sometimes  two. 

2.'  The  "proprietaire,"  who  distills  his  own  product 
and  that  of  his  neighbors,  from  whom  he  may  buy  the 
wine  or  for  whom  he  may  distill  for  remuneration  in  kind. 
TKfe  "proprietaire"  may.  possess  four  to  eight  stills'. 

3.  The  "merchant,",  who  owns  many  important  distil- 
leries wherein  are  reduced  to  brandy  the  wines  from  his 
own  vineyards  and  piirchased  wine8.^  When  the  wine  is 
bought  the  producer  is  paid  in: accordance  with  the  d^ree 
of  alcohol  contained.  The  merchant  may  have  sixteen  or 
even  twenty  stills  in  each  of  his  establishments,  with  a 
capacity  for  reducing  40,000  to  50,000  hectoliters  (1,056,680 
to  1,320,850  gallons)  of  wine  into  brandy  during  the  sea- 
son,. 

The  methods  of  distillation  vary  greatly  with  the  kind 
of  wine,'  the  district,' and'the  person  who  has  charge  of  the 
distillery.  It  may  be  said,  as  a  rule,  that  all  Cognac  wines 
are  distilled  with  the  lees.  The  stills  employed  in  the 
champagne  district  are  usually  simple  pot  stills,  with  or 
without  "chauflfe-vin."  The  simple  still  consists  of  the 
"chaudiere,"  or  boiler;  the  "chapiteau,"  which  connects 
the  boiler  with  the  third  part,  and  the  condenser,  with  its 
serpentines.  The  "chauffevin"  is- supposed  to ' bC' an  im- < 
provement  on  the  simple  still  by  which  several  hours  may 
be  saved  on  each  operation.  It  consists  of  a  reservoir  con- 
nected with  the  boiler,  through  which  passes  the  pipe  of 
the  "chapiteau"  containing  the  hot  vapors  of  the  wine, 
which  warm  the  wine  to  a  degree  just  under  that  necessary 
to  produce  vapors  in  sufficiemti quantity  to  be  condensed; 
consequently  when  the  boiler  is  emptied  it  can  be  refilled 
at  once  with  wine  at  a  temperature  high  enough  to  begin  to 
give  off  vapors  at  once  when  over  fire.  The  boiler  is  filled 
with  wine  by  means  of  a  pvimp,  if  the  still  has  no  "chauffe- 
vin," and  from  the  "chauffe-vin"  if  having  one.  The  boil- 
ers* contain  usually  about  500  liters  (132 .gallons),  and  the 
liquidis-evaporatedby.an  even  .but  mild  heat,  which  is 


continued  until  the  alcoholometer  indicates  that  the  dis- 
tillate contains  0  alcohol.  At  this  time  it  is  found  that 
from  one- fourth  to  one-third  of  the  quantity  of  wine  has 
passed  through  the  condenser,  and  that  this  distillate  con- 
tains from  25  to  35  per  cent  per  volume  of  alcohol.  It  is 
called  ^'brouillis." 

In  the  small  distilleries  a  still  is  filled  three  times  be- 
fore enough  brouillis  is  obtained  to  commence  its  redistil- 
lation. In  the  larger  distilleries  the  products  from  three 
stills  are  united  in  a  single  still,  and  another  or  second  dis- 
tillation commences,  by  which  the  brouillis  is  converted 
into  brandy.  This  is  called  "la  bonne  chauffe."  The 
"bonne  chauffe"  is  divided  into  three  or  four  sections,  as 
follows : 

Five  per  cent  of  liquor  which   leaves  the  still  pos- 
sesses a  highly  disagreeable  odor,  due  to  excessive  quan-' J 
titles  of  concentrated  aldehydes  and  acetic  ethers,  of  asi 
color  often  greenish  or  whitish,  called  "la  tete"  or  head-lj 
ing,  which  is  received  in  receptacle  and  kept  apart  from  a 
that  which  follows.    The  quantity  may  exceed  5  per  cent,"] 
depending  on  the  nature  or  quality  of  the  wine.     These- 
headings  are  later  mixed  with  another  brouillis,  or  with 
what  is  called  "seconds."    This  alcoholic  heading,  in  con- 
densing, has  washed  the  interior  of  the  serpentine  and  has  ■ 
removed  certain  oily  matters  which  remained  in  the  spiral 
from  the  preceding  distillation.    The  part  of  the  distillate 
which  follows,  known  as  the  "coeur"  or  heart  of  the  "bonne 
chauffe,"  is  clear,  and  consists  of  from  80  to  85  per  cent  of 
alcohol.     The  "coeur"   continues  td  'run  into  the  same 
receptacle  until  the  alcoholometer  indicates  that  the  liquor 
leaving  the  still  contains  50  per  cent  or  perhaps  55  per 
cent  of  alcohol,  according  to  the  wine.    When  properly  car- 
ried on,  this  process  lasts  about  eight  hours,  and  the  liquid 
contains  from  66  to  70  per  cent  of  alcohol.    This  product 
is  brandy.     The  distillation,  however,  is  continued  until 
again  the  alcoholometer  registers  0  alcohol.     The  product 
of  this  third  part  of  the  distillation  is  called  "queue"  or 
tailing,  and  is  generally  added  to  the  next  lot  of  wine 
placed  in  the  still.     It  contains  from  20  to  24  per  cent  of 
alcohol.     Sometimes,  however,  when  the  wine  is  very  rich 
in  alcohol,  a  fourth  is  produced,  which  is  known  as  "sec- 
onds," and' consists  of  that  part  of  the  operation  wherein 
the  distillate  reduces  its  strength  from  60  to  20  degrees. 
These  seconds  are  usually  added  to  the  next  brouillis,  while 
the  remainder  of  the  alcohol  obtained — that  is,  from  20 
degrees  to  0,  which  in  tliis  case  is  the  tailing — is  mixed 
with  the  next  batch  of  wine.     The  seconds  require  about 
four  hours  of  distillation,  which  makes  the  entire  process 
last  about  twelve  hours.     This  length  of  time  of  course 
applies  to  the  "bonne  chauffe." 

The  quality  of  the  brandy  protluced  may  depend  very 
largely  on  the  purity  of  the  copper  of  which  the  boiler, 
"chapiteau"  and  serpentine  is  composed,  as  it  has  often 
been  remarked  that  the  oily  acids  attack  the  metal  and 
bring  away  in  the  distillate  very  perceptible  quantities  of 
copper  compounds,  Avhich  are  disagreeable  to  the  taste  and 
are  probably  dangerous  to  health.  Length  of  time  taken 
may  also  mean  much.  Wine  distilled  too  rapidly  may  force 
its  fumes  too  quickly  through  the  serpentine  to  be  con- 
densed, and  consequently  some  of  the  elements  most  vola- 
tile may  escape.  Again,  the  point  where  the  heart  is  sepa- 
rated  from  the  tailing  during  the  "bonne  chauffe"  may  in- 
fluence the  taste  and  quality  of  the  distillate.  Certain  of 
the  superior  alcohols  p^ss  earlier  in  the  evaporation  and 
the  others  later. 
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There  are  also  What  may  be  described  as  compound 
stills.  These  were  invented  with  the  object  of  producing 
brandy  direct  from  wine  in  one  operation  or  distillation. 
The  principle  of  all  these  stills  is  that  of  a  "chauffe-vin" 
and  boiler  combined  in.  such  a  manner  as  to  obtain  the 
complete  condensation  of  vapors  which  leave  the  boiler, 
thus  producing  a  brouillis,  which  in  its  turn  is  redistilled. 
The  condensation  is  generally  effected  by  the  "chauffe- 
vin,"  and  the  brouillis  is  collected  in  another  or  secondary 
boiler  in  which  is  enclosed  the  larger  one.  The  heat,  which 
is  furnished  by  the  alcoholic  vapors  of  the  boiling  wine, 
produces  a  distillation  of  the  brouillis,  the  vapors  of  which 
in  their  turn  are  sent  into  the  serpentine  and  condensed 
into  brandy.  There  are  very  large  numbers  and  varieties 
of  these  compound  stills,  which  are  used  only  in  the  country 
of  the  "hois,"  where  wines  contain  very  much  less  aroma 
and  have  a  peculiar  taste  which  is  called  "terroir"  or  sdily. 
The  brandies  produced  from  the  bois  wines  are  usually 
mixed  or  blended  with  the  highly  aromatic  brandy  of  the 
"champagne"  or  of  the  "borderies"  districts.  A  volume 
could  be  written  describing  the  various  compound  stills 
which,  although  unchanging  in  principle,  become  more  and 
more  complicated  as  distance  increases  from  Cognac,  the 
center  of  the  brandy  business.  The  most  complicated  ones 
are  used  in  the  districts  of  "bois  communs,"  and  especially 
in  the  islands  of  Re  and  Oleron. 

In  one  of  the  larger  distilleries  I  visited  the  distillation 
was  carried  on  as  follows,  the  boilers  being  filled  twice  in 
twenty-four  hours:  (1)  In  the  morning  half  of  the  six- 
teen stills  were  filled  with  wine  and  had  produced  by  even- 
ing the  impure  alcohol  known  as  the  brouillis  or  "flegme" ; 
(2)  in  the  evening  all  the  boilers  were  filled  with  wine, 
and  the  next  morning  they  had  produced  the  brouillis;  (3) 
all  of  the  brouillis  collected  the  evening  before  and  the 
morning  following  from  twenty-four  different  stills  is 
divided  up  and  placed  in  eight  of  the  sixteen  stills  and  is 
submitted  to  a  redistillation  or  rectification  called  "dou- 
bling." The  other  sixteen  stills  are  filled  with  wine,  as  on 
the  morning  of  the  day  before,  in  order  to  combine  the 
,  process  regularly  and  without  interruption  in  the  same 
manner  during  the  entire  season. 

By  this  system  each  man  is  charged  in  the  morning  with 
the  filling  of  one  boiler  with  brouillis  and  one  with  wine ; 
(dn  the  evening,  two  boilers  with  wine.    This  idea  is  the  di- 
rect result  of  the  quantity  of  brouillis  produced  by  the 
distillation  of  wine,  i.  e.,  one-third,  so  that  three  boilers 
must  be  filled  with  wine  and  distilled  by  each  man  in  order 
to  have  sufficient  brouillis  to  fill  a  single  boiler  and  com- 
mence its  rectification.    Each  time  a  still  is  filled  and  each 
time  its  product  is  obtained,  whether  brouillis  or  brandy, 
ii&  declaration  is  made  upon  a  register  which  is  kept  con- 
'tinually  at  the  disposition  of  the  regie.     Each  barrel  of 
^  wine,  before  it  goes  to  the  still,  is  numbered,  and  the  still 
into  which  it  goes  must  be  known;  its  degree  of  alcohol 
is  also  inscribed  in  duplicate  on  a  register,  one  copy  of 
which  is  placed  in  a  box  of  which  only  the  officials  of  the 
regie  have  the  key",  the  other  copy  remains  as  a  stub  in  the 
register.    The  amount  of  brandy  produced  from  that  par- 
ticular barrel  of  wine  must  be  in  proportion  to  its  alcoholic 
strength,  and  a  register  of  the  quantity  obtained  in  brouil- 
lis is  kept  in  the  same  manner  as  for  the  wine.    When  the 


brouillis  in  its  turn  is  distilled  a  -corresponding  record  is 
kept  of  it  and  of  the  brandy  which  it  produces.  The  prod- 
ucts are  placed  in  casks,  each  of  which  is  numbered,  and 
the  quantity  and  strength  of  aleohol  therein  is  also  indi- 
cated on  the  barrel.  This,  alcohol  cannot  be  removed  from 
the  premises,  neither  can  any  alcohol  be  brought  to- the 
premises  or  carried  from  one  portion  of  a  town  or  city  to 
another  without  a  permit  from  the  regie,  of  which  permits 
careful  records  are  kept.  The  permits  indicate  by  their 
color,  white  or  pink,  whether  the  alcohol  represented  by 
them  is  of  wine  or  some  other  source  than  wine.  It  can  be 
readily  understood  that  this  system  renders  the  manipula- 
tion of  alcohol  exceedingly  difficult  to  persons  who  desire 
to  use  it  and  conceal  the  fact,  nevertheless  I  am  ready  to 
believe  that  permits  are  accorded  to  certain  Cognac  houses 
under  which  they  receive  other  alcohol  than  that  of  wine. 
But  this  is  a  fact  of  which  the  government  officials  always 
must  have  cognizance.  It  must  also  be  remembered  that  it 
is  not  forbidden  to  redistill  industrial  alcohol  with  wine 
or  lees  of  wine.  But  the  record  of  such  distillation  must 
be  kept,  and  is  known  to  the  government  officials. 

The  residues  of  the  wine  which  is  left  in  the  still  after  the 
brouillis  has  been  produced  may  be  used  for  the  manufac- 
ture of  fraudulent  liquors;  but  happily  at  Cognac  it  has 
been  found  recently  that  it  is  much  more  profitable  to 
denaturate  these  residues  with  lime  in  order  to  produce 
tartar  salts,  which  contain  from  48  to  52  per  cent  of  pure 
tartaric  acid.  From  recent  unexpected  visits  to  many  dis- 
tilleries, I  believe  that  I  am  in  a  position  to  declare  that 
several  of  the  most  important  Cognac  houses  cannot  redis- 
till the  lees  of  wine,  as  I  have  seen  them  being  mix6d  in  vats 
with  lime  and  have  knowledge  of  existing  contracts  with 
various  houses  to  dispose  of  all  these  lees,  which  must  be 
denaturated  at;  the  distillery  for  the  manufacture  of  tar- 
taric acid.  Formerly,  when  the  vintages  were  very  small, 
owing  to  the  ravages  of  the  phylloxera,  many  irresponsible 
persons  added  to  the  wine  they  distilled  rectified  spirit 
produced  from  beets.  The  large  quantities  of  wine  pro- 
duced in  the  last  four  years  make  this  proceeding  practi- 
cally useless  from  a. financial  point  of  view. 

It  is  further  rendered  exceedingly  difficult  by  the  new 
regulations  of  the  French  Government  represented  by  the 
regie.  It  must  be  remembered,  however,  that  the  regie  does 
not  exist  for  the  purpose  of  assuring  the  French  Govern- 
ment and  the  public  at  large  that  a  certain  distillation  is 
carried  on  in  such  a  manner  as  to  produce  the  best  brandy, 
but  to  assure  them  that  the  alcohol  contained  in  the  brandy 
is  pure  grape  alcohol.  To  this  end  the  wine  is  followed  by 
the  control  and  is  under  the  surveillance  of  these  officers 
from  the  time  it  is  put  in  barrels,  during  transport  to  the 
distillery,  while  being  distilled,  when  it  leaves  the  distillery 
as  brandy,  and  until  it  reaches  the  consumer  or  until  it 
leaves  the  country.  The  functions  of  the  regie  and  the  op- 
erations under  their  direct  surveillance  are :  (1)  Stamping 
or  branding  the  boilers  of  the  still  and  measuring  them 
to  know  exactly  their  capacity;  (2)  each  year  before  dis- 
tillation begins,  a  declaration  must  be  made  covering  the 
number,  kind,  and  capacity  of  the  various  apparatus  to  be 
used.  The  machinery  named  is  allowed  to  be  put  in  ser- 
vice only  under  the  surveillance  of  the  regie,  whj  have  the 
right  to  exact  information  regarding  it  each  time  it  is  con- 
sidered necessary.

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THE  wholesome  properties  of  wine  are  not  as-  well  under- 
stood or  appreciated  in  the  United  States  as  they  are 
in  European  countries.  The  consumption  of  wine  in 
Finance,  Italy,  Spain,  Portugal,  Austria  and  Germany  is 
enormous  as  compared  with  the  consumption  of  wine  in  this 
country.  These  six  nations  are  by  far  the  greatest  consum- 
ers of  wine  in  the  world. 

The  wines  produced  in  France,  Italy,  Spain,  Portugal, 
Austria  and  Germany  are  consumed  by  the  working  people 
of  those  countries.  To  them  wine  is  not  a  luxury  or  an 
occasional  indulgence,  but  a  part  of  their  daily  diet.  The 
people  of  the  European  countries  need  and  want  tea  and 
coffee.  The  great  mass  of  the  working  people,  whether 
in  Europe  or  in  the  United  States,  should  eat  and  drink  for 
health  and  strength. 

The  place  that  wine  takes  in  the  diet  of  the  European 
working  man  can  be  easily  understood.  The  working  man 
earns  his  bread  by  the  sweat  of  his  brow,  and  the  loss  of 
that  moisture  makes  him  dry.  In  addition  he  expends  a 
certain  amount  of  force ;  so  that  he  needs  to  put  back  in  his 
system  both  moisture  and  energy.  Ordinary  wine  drink- 
ing— the  vin  ordinaire  of  the  French  working  man — is 
about  90  per  cent,  water ^ — that  is  your  moisture,  and  6  or  8 
per  cent,  alcohol^ — there  is  your  energy.  Thus  the  average 
man  finds  that  wine  actually  fills  at  the  daily  meals  "a 
long-felt  want."  We  should  all  eat  and  drink  in  propor- 
tion to  our  work  and  our  needs. 


Wine  Convention  Postponed.

Owing  to  illness  in  the  families  of  several  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  party  of  Eastern  wine  growers  who  are  to  visit 
California,  the  intended  trip  has  been  postponed.  Doubt- 
less by  the  time  this  issue  reaches  the  trade  announcement 
of  the  new  date  will  have  been  given  to  the  public  tlirough 
the  columns  of  the  daily  press. 


A  Fine  Future  for  Our  Wines. 


MR.  NORBERT  BECKER,  an  old  time  California  wine 
man,  was  in  town  during  the  month,  and  made  his 
headquarters  with  The  Gundlach-Bundschu  Wine  Co.,  on 
Bryant  street.  Mr.  Becker,  who  laid  the  foundation  of 
his  knowledge  and  grasp  of  the  wine  industry  with  the  old 
firm  of  Kohler  &  Frohling,  has  for  many  years  been  man- 
ager for  the  Gundlach-Bundschu  Wine  Co.,  in  the  "Windy 
city  of  Chicago,"  his  present  visit  to  the  coast  being  one 
of  a  number  of  such  yearly  trips  to  the  Coast.  Mr.  Becker 
is  very  enthusiastic  over  California  wines  and  their  future 
in  the  East  and  while  talking  with  a  representative  of  the 
Review  on  this  subject,  said:  "As  long  as  the  present 
purity  and  quality  are  kept  up  in  California  wines,  their 
sales  in  the  East  will  surely  advance  both  steadily  and 
firmly."  These  words  from  a  gentleman  who  certainly 
should  know,  jbeing  on  the  ground,  should  be  valuable  to 
the  trade.  Mr.  Becker  in  company  with  Mr.  Bundschu 
will  visit  vineyards  in  the  interior  of  the  State,  leaving 
for  Chicago,  by  way  of  Portland  and  Seattle.  He  intends 
to  spend  a  week  in  the  southern  part  of  Alaska. 


A  Washington,  D.  C,  man,  who  dines  out  frequently, 
has  observed  that  whisky  is  gradually  taking  the  place 
of  wine  as  a  beverage  at  formal  dinners.  Now  the  majority 
of  gentlemen  take  whisky  and  soda  where  they  once  took 
wine,  as  one  of  the  noted  epicures  of  the  capital  has  made 
the  discovery  that  whisky  is  much  less  productive  6f  gout 
than  wines. 

The  diner  out  referred  to  is  authority  for  the  statement 
that  one  can  dine  out  now  without  seeing  a  bottle  of  Ber- 
gundy,  and  but  little  claret,  the  latter  having  given  place 
to  light  white  German  wines.  Champagne  is  still  served 
toward  the  close  of  a  dinner,  but  the  quantity  has  been  re- 
duced by  half  within  a  few  years.  Where  once  the  measure  i 
of  wine  was  one  bottle  for  three  guests,  it  is  now  one  bottle  \ 
for  six  guests.  A  similar  change  is  noted,  it  is  said,  in  New 
England. 


THERE  are  many  stories  of  the  wine  taster ;  but  here  is 
another :  The  usual  bet  had  been  made  that  a  certain 
man  with  a  wonderful  palate  would  identify  twenty-five 
different  sorts  of  wine  by  tasting  them,  one  after  another, 
with  his  eyes  shut.  Up  to  tlie  twenty-fourth  he  men- 
tioned each  one  correctly.  Being  puzzled  what  to  give  him 
for  the  twenty-fifth,  Ids  judges  were  driven  to  give  him 
water.  He  turned  it  over  and  over  with  his  tongue,  asked 
for  a  second  mouthful,  considered  it  with  a  perplexed  ex- 
pression, at  last  had  an  inspiration.  "Of  course,"  he  ex- 
claimed, "it's  the  stuff — I  don't  know  what  it's  called — 
it's  the  stuff  you  clean  your  teeth  with."

'HE  news  of  Ihe  death  of  Ludwig  H.  Ilartman,  better 
known  as  "Toots"  Hartman,  on  the  17th  inst.  at  San

p.  Hartman  was  born  in  San  Jose  in  1862,  his  father  hav- 
!ng  built  the  Eagle  Brewery  in  that  city  in  the  early  fifties. 
Deceased  came  into  possession  of  the  brewery  when  a 
young  man,  and  through  energy,  and  application  built  and 
enlarged  the  brewery  until  now  it  is  one  of  the  best  estab- 
lishments of  its  kind  on  the  Coast.

Deceased 
was  married  in  San  Francisco  in  1868  to  Miss  Elizabeth 
Bourdette,  and  immediately  after  marriage  returned  to 
San  Jose,  residing  up  to  the  time  of  his  death  in  his  hand- 
some home  on  First  and  San  Carlos  streets.  His  wife,  two 
sons,  Bourdette  and  Rudolph,  and  three  sisters,  Mrs. 
Georgina  S.  Scherrer,  Mrs.  T.  Wallack  and  Mrs.  E.  Del- 
wig  survive  him.  >"" 

Mr.  Hartman  besides  being  a  life  member  of  the  Eagles, 
was  a  member  of  the  Royal  Arch,  Ancient  Order  of  For- 
esters, Native  Sons  of  the  Golden  West,  Red  Men  and  Her- 
mann's Sons. 


Mr.  Otto  Schmeider,  well  known  to  the  trade  through 
his  years  of  connection  with  several  large  liquor  dealers, 
committed  suicide  on  the  3rd  of  this  month.

With  Qermany. 


I  Vineyard  and  Cellar  News  | 

The  California  Wine  Association  is  signing  contracts  in 
the  vicinity  of  Lodi  for  grapes  at  |12  a  ton.  Last  year 
a  higher  price  was  offered  early  in  the  season,  but  was 
later  reduced.  The  feeling  prevails  that  the  contract  will 
raise  this  year  above  |12.  The  co-operative  winery  at  Lodi 
is  watched  with  keen  interest  by  wine-makers,  and  should 
this  plant  prove  the  success  anticipated,  that  section  of  the 
State  will  soon  be  covered  with  similar  plants. 

Grasshoppers  were  a  source  of  considerable  trouble  to 
wine  men  during  the  month,  but  the  use  of  coal  oil  seems 
to  have  stopped  this  pest. 

A  new  pest  has  made  its  appearance  in  the  vicinity  of 
Sacramento.  This  pest  blisters  the  leaves,  weakens  the 
vines  thereby  decreasing  the  eventual  output.  We  have 
heard  no  fresh  reports  from  the  district  affected. 


MR.  ANDREA  SBARBARO,  of  the  Italian-Swiss  Col- 
ony, has  received  information  that  in  the  proposed 
new  commercial  treaty,  Germany  is  likely  to  ask  that  the 
tariff  on  wines  imported  by  the  United  States  from  Ger- 
many be  reduced  to  the  same  rate  as  granted  to  Spain, 
France  and  Italy.  In  view  of  this  fact,  he,  acting  for  the 
Manufacturers  and  Producers  Association  and  the  wine 
men  of  the  State,  wrote  to  Senator  Geo.  C.  Perkins,  sug- 
gesting that  under  the  circumstances  it  would  be  only 
fair  for  Germany  to  admit  American  wines  at  the  same 
rates  now  used  by  Spain,  France  and  Italy.  "While  the 
pofits  derived  by  the  American  producers  would  be  small," 
aid  Mr.  Sbarbaro,  "still  in  years  of  plenty  or  over-produc- 
ion,  it  would  be  a  great  advantage  to  have  an  outlet  for 
|ur  surplus." 

Senator  Perkins  in  answering  said,  "If  we  are  to  con- 
cede anything  to  Germany  it  would  be  a  fair  propositon 
to  demand  that  our  American  wines  be  admitted  to  that 
country  at  the  same  rates  now  prevailing  on  wine  imported 
from  France,  Italy  and  Spain."  Following  up  the  sug- 
gestion of  Senator  Perkins,  a  petition  has  been  sent  to  the 
Wretary  of  State,  Washington,  D.  ^O.y -covering  the  sub- 


The  California  Wine  Association  will  issue  bonds  to  the 
amount  of  |2,000,000  five  per  cent,  convertible  at  par.

It  is  not  at  all  unlikely  that  the 
dividend  rate  will  be  increased  next  year.

Special  Tax — Taking  orders  for  whiskey  in  retail 
quantities. 
A  person  Avho  takes  orders  for  whisky  in  retail  quantities 
and  sends  the  orders  to  an  authorized    retail    liquor 
dealer,  and  collects  the  money  from  the  persons  giving 
the  orders  to  whom  the  retail  liquor  dealer  ships  the 
whiskey,  is  required  to  pay  special  tax  himself  as  a 
retail  liquor  dealer,  if  the  whisky    thus    ordered    is 
charged  to  him  and  the  bills  therefor  are  made  out 
against  him.

Gentlemen  :     Your  letter,  without  date,  has  been  re- 
ceived, relating  to  your  employment  of  an  agent  to  repre- 
sent you  in  a  town  other  than  that  in  which  you  are  carry- 
ing on  business  as  a  liquor  dealer,  and  inquiring  if  this 
agent  "takes  an  order  for  1  gallon  of  whisky,"  and  sends 
the  order  to  you  and  you  till  it  and  ship  the  gallon  of 
whisky  to  the  person  ordering  it,  and  your  "agent  never 
touches  the  Avliisky  but  collects  for  same,"  you  giving  him 
"a  commission  for  taking  orders,"  whether,  "in  a  case  of 
this  kind,"  the  agent  would  be  required  "to  pay  retail 
dealer's  tax." 

Although  the  whisky  on  each  of  the  orders  obtained  by 
this  agent  is  not  sent  to  him  but  shipped  by  you  directly 
to  the  various  persons  giving  such  orders,  nevertheless  if 


you  charge  the  purchase  of  this  whisky  to  him  and  make 
out  your  bills  accordingly  against  him  and  look  to  him  only 
for  the  money,  leaving  it  to  him  to  make  collections  from 
the  persons  receiving  the  whisky  on  the  orders  thus  ob- 
tained by  him,  it  is  held  that  the  whisky  is  sold  by  you  to 
him  and  by  him  to  these  purchasers,  and  that  he  thereby 
involves  himself  in  special-tax  liability  as  a  retail  liquor 
dealer.

Sir:    Your  letter  of  the  29th  ultimo,  in  which  you  re- 
quest that  you  be  furnished  directions  for  making  a  claim 
for  refunding  of  taxes  paid  in  excess  upon  legacies  under 
the  decision  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  in  the  case 
of  Vanderbilt  v.  Eidman,  has  been  received. 

You  are  informed  that  all  claims  for  the  refunding  of 
taxes  paid  in  excess  on  future  beneficial  interests  as  out- 
lined by  the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  should  be  made 
on  the  usual  refunding  blank  (Form  46)  issued  by  the  In- 
ternal-Revenue Office.  The  collector  of  internal  revenue  to 
whom  the  tax  was  paid  will,  upon  application,  furnish 
Form  46,  upon  which  to  make  the  claim  and  necessary  in- 
structions relative  to  the  preparation  and  verification  of 
the  same. 


(T.  D.  26384— G.  A.  6049.)  • 
Gauge  of  whisky  in  bonded  warehouse. 

1.  Imported  whisky  whicli  has  been  entered  in  bond  for 
warehouse  is  properly  assessable  for  duty  under  paragraph 
289,  tariff  act  of  1897,  on  the  quantity  of  the  whisky  as 
ascertained  at  the  time  of  entry  in  bond,  and  not  upon  the 
quantity  as  shown  by  the  gauge  of  the  whisky  at  the  time 
of  the  Avithdrawal  from  bond. 

2.  Any  such  abatement  of  duties  is  prohibited  by  section 
2983,  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  which  was  not 
repealed  by  section  20,  customs  administrative  act,  June 

10,  1890,  as  amended  by  the  act  of  December  15,  1902  (32 
Stat.  L.,  Pt.  I,  p.  753).— Palk  v.  United  States  (reported 
inT.  D.  25976). 

United  States  General  Appraisers,  New  York,  May  18, 
1905. 
In  the  matter  of  protest  149815  of  Philip  Godley  against 

the  assessment  of  duty  by  the  collector  of  customs  at  the 

port  of  Philadelphia. 
Before  Board  3  (Waite,  Somerville,  and  Hay,  General 
Appraisers;   Hay,  G.  A.,  absent). 

Somerville,  General  Apraiser:  This  importation  con- 
sists of  25  barrels  of  whisky  imported  at  the  port  of  Phila- 
delphia and  entered  in  bond  for  warehouse  on  February 

11,  1902.  This  whisky  at  the  time  of  withdrawal  from 
warehouse  in  bond  which  occurred  on  January  31,  1905, 
was  assessed  for  duty  by  the  collector  under  paragraph 
289  of  the  tariff  act  of  1897,  on  the  gauge  of  the  spirits  as 
ascertained  at  the  time  of  entry  in  bond.  The  protest  was 
filed  February  1,  1905,  and  claims  that  the  assessment  was 
erroneously  made  upon  the  quantity  at  the  time  of  the 
original  entry,  and  that  it  should  have  been  made  lawfully 


upon  the  gauge  of  the  whisky  at  the  time  of  withdrawal 
from  bond. 

The  protestants  seem  to  base  their  claim  upon  the  act 
of  December  15,  1902,  which  amended  section  20,  customs 
administrative  act,  June  10,  1890,  which  is  found  in  32 
Statutes  at  Large,  Part  I,  page  753  (T.  D.  24109),  which 
reads  as  follows : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  as- 
sembled. That  section  twenty  of  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act 
to  simplify  the  laws  in  relation  to  the  collection  of  the 
revenues,"  approved  June  tenth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  so  as  to  read 
as  follows : 

"Sec.  20.  That  any  merchandise  deposited  in  any  public 
or  private  bonded  warehouse  may  be  withdrawn  for  con- 
sumption within  three  years  from  the  date  of  original  im- 
portation on  payment  of  the  duties  and  charges  to  which 
it  may  be  subject  by  law  at  the  time  of  such  withdrawal; 
Provided,  That  the  same  rate  of  duty  shall  be  collected 
thereon  as  may  be  imposed  by  law  upon  like  articles  of 
merchandise  imported  at  the  time  of  the  withdrawal :  And 
provided  further,  That  nothing  herein  shall  affect  or  im- 
pair existing  provisions  of  law  in  regard  to  the  disposal 
of  perishable  or  explosive  articles." 

This  law  was  construed  by  the  circuit  court  of  appeals, 
second  circuit,  in  Mosle  v.  Bidwell  (130  Fed.  Rep.,  334;  T. 
D.  25276).  In  that  case  the  importers  contended  that  the 
phrase  "duties  to  which  it  may  be  subject  by  law  at  the 
time  of  such  withdrawal"  should  be  construed  to  mean 
duties  no  greater  nor  different  than  other  like  goods  im- 
ported at  the  time  of  withdrawal  would  be  subject  to. 
The  protest  in  that  case  was  sustained,  the  importation 
there  in  question  being  sugar.  The  language  of  the  opin- 
ion, however,  can  not  be  construed  to  go  further  than  to 
hold  that  the  same  rate  of  duty  should  be  collected  upon 
the  merchandise  as  was  imposed  by  law  on  like  articles 
imported  at  the  time  of  Avithdrawal.  This  view  was  fol- 
lowed by  the  Board  in  In  re  American  Cigar  Company,  G. 
A.  5695  (T.  D.  25353),  which  was  affirmed  on  appeal  by  the 
circuit  court  for  the  southern  district  of  New  York  in 
Falk  V.  United  States  (reported  in  T.  D.  25976),  in  which 
case  it  was  contended  by  the  importers  that  under  the 
tariff  act  of  1897  certain  imported  tobacco,  dutiable  by 
weight,  which  had  been  assessed  for  duty  upon  the  basis  of 
the  wjeight  as  entered  for  warehouse,  was  dutiable  accord- 
ing to  the  weight  at  the  time  of  withdrawal  from  ware- 
house.   It  was  observed  by  the  court  as  follows : 

It' is  obvious  that  section  20,  especially  as  amended,  re- 
fers exclusively  to  rate  rather  than  weight. 

It  was  further  obsei'ved  by  the  court  that  section  2983 
of  the  Revised  Statutes,  which  remains  still  in  force,  was 
applicable  to  the  case.     The  section  reads  as  follows : 

In  no  case  shall  there  be  any  abatement  of  the  duties  or 
allowances  made  for  any  injury,  damage,  deterioration, 
loss  or  leakage  sustained  by  any  merchandise  while  de- 
posited in  any  public  or  private  bonded  Avarehouse. 

The  loss  in  quantity  of  the  whisky  under  consideration 
presumptively  was  attributable  to  leakage  or  other  loss  of 
like  kind,  and  would  clearly  fall  within  the  prohibition  of 
this  statute.  (Note  Louisville  Public  Warehouse  Com- 
pany v.  Collector  of  Customs  49  Fed.  Rep.,  561 ;  1  G.J^.  A., 
371,  affirming  48  Fed.  Rep.,  372.)   - 

The  protest  is  overruled  and  the  decision  of  the  collector 
affirmed.

PACIFIC  WINE  AND  SPIRIT  REVIEW. 


DIvY  WINES : — There  have  beeu  no  developments  of 
particular  moment  during  the  past  month,  the  situa- 
tion in  the  Avine  business  being  normal.  An  excellent  feel- 
ing, which  augurs  well  for  the  future,  seems  to  pervade 
the  market.  There  was  a  heavy  reduction  during  the  past 
thirty  days  of  the  estimates  of  the  magnitude  of  the  coming 
vintage.  The  abnormally  hot  weather  the  latter  part  of 
June  and  the  early  part  of  July  wrought  havoc  among  the 
vines  in  various  sections,  and  there  has  been  considerable 
dropping  and  destruction  by  pests.  The  result  is  that  the 
yield  as  to  dry  wines  will  doubtless  fall  far  below  early 
estimates,  a  fact  that  will  do  much  to  stiffen  prices  that  are 
now  well  established.  In  the  coming  number  of  the  Re- 
view the  usual  full  and  reliable  report  of  vintage  condi- 
tions will  be  published.  The  state  of  the  vineyards  during 
July  were  not  such  as  to  warrant  a  published  statement  of 
the  probable  output. 

Exports  during  the  month  were  of  nominal  volume,  as 
usual  at  this  season,  the  totals  being  531  cases  and  406,282 
gallons,  valued  at  |171,424.  Several  excellent  shipments 
are  under  way  to  Alaskan  ports,  where  the  demand  for  our 
wines  will  be  fully  as  good  as  anticipated  earlier  in  the 
vear. 


SWEETS : — The  conditions  in  the  sweet  wine  vineyards, 
which  indicate  a  marked  reduction  in  the  crop  as  com- 
pared with  those  of  the  last  three  j'ears,  and  the  compara- 
tive tremendous  reduction  in  the  output  of  Avines  in  the 
last  four  months  of  the  past  season,  point  sharply  to  a 
great  improvement  in  the  situation  as  to  sweets.  In  the 
Lodi  section  there  was  a  heavy  loss  by  sunburn,  and  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  San  Joaquin  valley  the  losses  from 
dropping,  etc.,  have  been  large.  At  the  same  time  the  sec- 
ond crop  is  reported  to  be  setting  well.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  raisin  men  will  find  it  necessary  to  pay  more  at- 
tention to  this  part  of  the  crop  than  in  ordinary  years,  as 
it  would  tend  much  to  keep  the  production  of  sweets  from 
going  to  abnormal  figures. 

The  production  of  sweet  wines  during  the  first  four 
months  of  this  year  aggregated  582,389.21  gallons.  Of  this 
quantity  sherry  totalled  338,300,  port  243,931.69  and  an- 
gelica 157.50.  During  the  same  period  in  1904  the  produc- 
tion was  1,454,948.69  gallons,  showing  a  falling  off  in  the 
output  for  this  year  of  nearly  two-thirds.  This  fact  ought 
to  do  something  good  to  the  market.  In  short,  the  situation 
is  all  that  could  be  expected  at  the  present  time. 


BRANDY : — The  market  holds  no  feature  worthy  of  spe- 
cial mention.  There  is  no  change  whatever  in  the 
situation,  and  there  is  no  prospect  of  anything  radical  tak- 
ing place  for  some  time  to  come.  Prices  are,  as  usual,  firm 
and  old  goods  very  scarce.  Exports  by  sea  Avere  of  fair 
volume,  the  totals  being  33  cases  and  1,052  gallons,  of  the 
value  of  |1,962. 

The  production  in  the  two  districts  in  the  month  of  June 
was  4,842.7  gallons.  There  remained  in  bond  in  the  State 
on  July  1,  1905,  1,667,976  tax  gallons. 

During  the  first  six  months  of  1905  the  brandy  product 
totalled  239,634.9,  which  is  slightly  in  excess  of  the  output 
for  the  same  period  of  the  previous  year.  The  figures  for 
the  first  half  of  1904  were  228,668.1  gallons. 


WHISKY : — The  stagnation  in  the  whisky  market,  ; 
which  has  been  quite  marked  in  the  past  three  ' 
months,  shows  the  usual  seasonal  signs  of  improvement, 
and  within  the  next  six  weeks  it  Avill  be  jogging  along  in 
the  good  old  way.  The  country  trade  indicates  a  promis- 
ing, healthy  state,  and  those  in  the  business  who  are  best 
qualified  to  know  do  not  hesitate  to  declare  that  the  com- 
ing Fall  and  Winter  will  be  better  for  the  wine  and  liquor 
trade  than  any  similar  season  in  many  years  past.  Alaska 
is  a  good  customer  these  days,  Nome,  Tanana,  Fairbanks 
and  other  live  camps  more  than  coming  up  to  anticipations. 

Exports  by  sea  were  of  fair  volume  for  the  month,  the 
aggregate  being  1,585  cases  and  2,575  gallons,  valued  at 
$12,907.    Imports  Avere  778  cases  and  200  bbls. 

Exports  of  miscellaneous  Avines  and  liquors  Avere  good, 
the  totals  being  1,614  cases  and  46  packages  bulk,  and  1,437 
gallons  bulk,  valued  at  |10,701. 


T  MPORTATIONS :— While  the  Spring  and  early  Sum- 
1  mer  trade  held  up  Avell  Avith  the  importers,  there  was  a 
marked  falling  off  in  July,  and  the  members  of  the  various 
staffs  Avere  in  a  position  to  think  seriously  of  taking  a  well- 
earned  vacation.  HoAvever,  the  outlook  for  Fall  and  Win- 
ter trade  is  excellent.  The  principal  importations  during 
the  month  Avere :  Wine,  5  casks  105  bbls.  171  cases ;  Avhisky, 
778  cases  200  bbls. ;  brandy,  35  cases ;  champagne,  20  cases ; 
vermouth,  1,010  cases;  liquors,  71  cases  56  pkgs. ;  gin,  352 
cases ;  beer,  60  bulk  pkgs.  550  Iwttled  pkgs. ;  min.  Avater, 
253  cases ;  bitters,  75  cases ;  ginger  ale,  150  bbls. ;  Amer 
Picon,  125  cases;  punch,  25  cases;  aquavit,  75  cases;  ale 
and  stout,  80  cases. 


BEER : — There  is  nothing  new  to  be  said  for  this  line. 
So  far  as  local  conditions  are  concerned,  the  Weather 
Clerk  has  not  been  good  to  the  beer  men,  the  brand  of  tem- 
perature he  has  been  putting  out  for  the  past  three  weeks 
being  better  calculated  for  the  season  of  Tom  and  Jerry. 
At  the  same  time  Aveather  conditions  in  the  country  have 
been  normal.  Reports  from  Alaskan  points  show  that  bot- 
tled beer  is  becoming  more  popular  there  than  before,  sev- 
eral of  the  local  brands  having  gained  a  good  hold  on  the 
public  palate.     This  trade  is  expected  to  have  a  large 

growth. 

Exports  Avere  of  small  volume,  the  aggregate  being  only 
477  packages  bottled  and  20  bulk,  valued  at  $3,328. 


New  York  Wine  flarket. 


WniLE  there  is  not  much  activity  in  the  wine  trade 
at  present,  a  better  feeling  is  manifest  on  all  sides, 
and  the  offers  to  sell  sAveet  Avines  of  last  year's  vin- 
tage at  ridiculously  Ioav  figures  have  almost  entirely  disap- 
peared, or  proved  to  be  for  Avines  Avhich  were  not  fit  to  be 
brought  to  the  market. 

The  1903  vintage  Avines  have  become  very  scarce,  and 
higher  prices  are  being  Avillingly  paid  for  good  qualities. 
Nineteen  hundred  and  tAvo  and  older  wines  are  still  more 
scarce  than  the  1903. 

The  reports  from  California  seem  to  indicate  that  prices 
this  fall  Avill  be  materially  higher  than  last  year. 

Dry  Avines  continue  in  good  demand;  in  many  cases  the 
buyers  cannot  get  their  supply  as  fast  as  they  want,  show- 
ing that  there  is  no  surplus  on  the  market. 

Brandies  are  holding  their  OAvn. — lionforfs,  July  10. 
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Eastern  Visitors  Praise  Pure  California  Wines.    No  Free  Wine  for  Fortification  of  Imitations. 


THAT  the  people  of  the  East  who  come  to  California, 
and  who  have  fairly  good  powers  of  observation,  are 
drawing  comparisons  between  the  wines  that  ordinary 
<lcalers  in  the  Eastern  market  carry,  and  those  they  find 
in  San  Francisco  and  other  California  points,  is  shown 
by  the  remarks  of  George  Runnell,  a  Boston  man  who  re- 
cently made  a  trip  to  the  coast.  To  a  correspondent  of  the 
San  Francisco  Call  at  Washington,  Mr.  Runnell  in  reply 
to  a  question  as  to  whether  they  have  California  wines 
in  Boston,  stated,  "Yes,  we  do.  I  know  something  about 
them  and  I  know  how  to  order.  I  don't  think  a  well  ma- 
tured sauturne  or  a  carefully  selected  claret  of  California 
is  a  fraction  behind  a  French  wine.  The  average  Califor- 
nia wine  is  better.  But  the  trouble  lies  with  the  Eastern 
dealer.  He  imports  from  California  a  mixture  of  pomace 
and  sugar  and  coloring,  and  calls  it  "California  wine." 
To  tell  you  the  truth  for  your  State's  benefit  your  wines 
are  spoken  of  with  small  favor  by  other  than  those  who 
know  how  to  order  them.  Some  of  your  wines  have  a  bad 
name  in  the  East. 

Continuing,  Runnell  said :  "I  don't  think  that  there  is 
half  enough  attention  given  by  your  State  to  vineyards. 
France  owes  nearly  half  her  prosperity  to  her  vineyards 
and  wine  cellars,  but  she  does  not  let  bogus  wines  go  out 
of  her  cellars  if  she  can  possibly  prevent  it." 

The  foregoing  strikes  close  to  the  mark  and  should  be 
constantly  remembered  by  those  who  work  in  the  interest 
of  the  industry  and  whose  hearty  wish  is  to  promote  its 
welfare  and  bring  it  to  that  point  where  it  will  receive 
from  the  world  the  credit  to  which  its  merits  entitle  it. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  within  the  boundaries  of  California 
there  are  combinations  of  soil  and  climate  from  which  can 
he  produced  as  fine  wines  as  can  be  grown  anywhere  in 
the  world.  It  may  require  a  long  time  to  reach  this  de- 
gree of  excellency,  but  such  success  is  certainly  to  be  at- 
tained eventually  if  the  proper  skill  and  intelligence  are 
devoted  to  the  growing  of  our  vines  and  the  making  of 
wines. 

It  goes  to  show  that  there  is  something  radically  Avrong 
in  the  Eastern  market,  when  an  unscrupulous  dealer  can 
do  Inore  harm  with  a  small  quantity  of  wine  which  is 
sophisticated,  and  which  goes  to  the  consumer  as  the  "pure 
product  of  California  vineyards,"  than  a  legitimate  dealer 
who  furnishes  his  patrons  with  a  pure  article,  can  offset 
by  distributing  one  hundred  times  as  much  wine. 

The  salvation  of  the  industry,  and  that  which  will  tend 
eventually  to  bring  it  fully  to  the  fore,  will  be  the  enact- 
ment and  the  strict  enforcement  of  a  national  pure  food 
law,  a  law  that  will  be  administered  the  same  as  that 
under  which  the  Internal  Revenue  Department  of  the 
United  States  is  operated. 

When  the  label  on  a  bottle  honestly  tells  the  public  that 
it  contains  pure,  unadulterated  California  wine,  then  will 
be  the  time  when  a  certain  class  of  our  population  will  be 
enlightened  and  have  no  excuse  for  "drinking  to  the  label." 
In  other  words  they  won't  be  drinking  California  wines 
masquerading  under  French  labels  as  they  commonly  do. 

For  the  good  of  the  industry  we  sincerely  hope  that  day 
is  not  far  distant. 


The  Commissioner  of  International  Revenue  has  issued, 
under  recent  date,  an  order  which  is  of  much  importance  to 
the  producers  of  spurious  and  compound  liquors,  as  well  as 
to  those  who  manufacture  the  genuine  article.  The  Com- 
missioner lays  down  the  rule  that  jiroducers  of  these 
sophisticated  liquors  will  not  be  permitted  to  use  fortified 
sweet  wines  for  the  fortification  of  such  liquors  without 
payment  of  the  regular  $1.10  tax. 

This  will  be  a  matter  of  good  news  to  legitimate  firms, 
by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  maker  of  these  bogus  wines 
will  not  be  able  to  sell  them  at  the  hitherto  prevailing  cut- 
throat prices.  Any  party  violating  this  order  by  the  Com-, 
missioners  will  be  promptly  proceeded  against  by  the 
United  States  District  Attorney. 


Bass'  Ale  Increasing  in  Popularity. 


HENRY  C.  LANGHAAR,  Manager  of  the  New  York 
branch  of  Bass,  Ratcliff  &  Gretton  (Ltd.)  of  Burton- 
on-Trent,  England,  is  in  California  on  business  and  pleas- 
ure bent,  and  will  take  in  Yosemite  before  leaving.  He 
finds  San  Francisco  much  improved  since  his  last  visit,  and 
bespeaks  a  great  future  for  this  gateway  to  the  Orient.  Mr. 
Langhaar  is  much  gratified  with  the  favor  that  Bass'  ale, 
both  in  wood  and  glass,  is  meeting  with  everywhere  in  the 
United  States,  including  the  Pacific  Coast.  There  is  no 
important  town  where  these  ales  cannot  be  found,  and  the 
gentleman  notes  with  further  satisfaction  that  Bass'  pale 
ale  on  draught  is  increasing  rapidly  among  Americans.  A 
few  years  ago  the  consumption  of  this  ale  was  confined 
mostly  to  the  British  islanders ;  now  Americans  are  begin- 
ning to  understand  Avhat  this  beverage  is  on  draught.  They 
no  longer  expect  the  foam  of  steam  beer,  but  a  mild  head, 
and  enjoy  the  fine  nutty  flavor,  the  hops  and  malt  giving  it 
body  and  tonic  qualities. 

Bass'  pale  ale,  Avith  the  well-known  red  triangle  trade 
mark,  is  now  to  be  had  on  draught  in  many  of  the  best  sa- 
loons and  cafes  in  San  Francisco.  It  is  shipped  in  kilder- 
kins and  casks  and  meeting  with  deserved  success. 


It  is  stated  on  good  authority  that  the  Consolidated  Cali- 
fornia Vineyard  Company  has  purchased  the  forty-acre 
tract  of  land  from  M.  P.  Cardoza.  It  contains  about  twenty 
acres  of  vines,  which  has  yielded  an  average  crop  of  sixty 
tons  of  choice  table  wine  grapes.  The  company  will  set  the 
remainder  in  vines  next  spring.  The  purchase  price  is  said 
to  be  |5,000.  M.  Samuels,  the  genial  and  indefatigable 
promoter  of  the  Consolidated  California  Vineyard  Com- 
pany, spent  part  of  this  week  at  the  Mount  Diablo  vineyard 
inspecting  the  improvements  which  have  been  made  and 
are  still  going  on  under  his  orders  and  supervision.  A 
few  more  men  like  Mr.  Samuels  in  this  community  would 
soon  make  of  this  village  an  incorporated  city  to  be  proud 
of. — Clayton  Corr.  Oakland  Enquirer.

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THE  California  Building  is  the  Mecca  of  not  only 
the  Californian  but  also  of  visitors  from  every  other 
of  the  53  States  of  the  Union.  The  broad  plan  of  the 
Lewis  and  Clark  Exposition  permitted  the  State  Build- 
ings to  be  not  merely  club  houses  or  resting  places, 
as  in  St.  Louis,  but  to  contain  complete  exhibits  of 
the  products  and  manufactures  of  the  several  States. 
This  has  given  peculiar  interest  to  the  State  Buildings 
and  particularly  so  to  California,  where  in  one  build- 
ing will  be  found  what  was  scattered  in  St^  Louis 
among  many.  It  is  a  matter  of  pride  to  every  Cali- 
fornian to  note  the  interest  which  is  evinced  in  the 
exhibits  in  the  California  Building,  especially  by 
Easterners.  Particularly  is  this  true  of  the  Wine  and 
General  Liquor  Exhibit,  which  is  very  extensive  and 
the  largest  ever  made  by  California.

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Morgan  Denounces  Proposed  Reciprocity. 


Eagles  Elect  Grand  Officers. 


OAVING  to  the  fact  tliat  persistent  efforts  are  being 
made  to  have  various  commercial  bodies  adopt  reso- 
lutions imlorsin}>:  reciprocity,  President  Percy  T.  Morgan 
of  the  California  ^^'ine  Association  has  entered  into  com- 
munication with  the  secretary  and  manager  of  the  State 
Board  of  Trade,  showing  the  injury  done  to  California  by 
such  movement  in  this  part  of  the  country. 

Mr.  Morgan  liandles  the  subject  in  a  manner  Avhich 
shows  him  to  be  thoroughly  familiar  therewith,  and  he 
very  properly  tells  the  State  Board  of  Trade  that  they 
are  not  sufficiently  representative  of  the  people  of  the 
State  to  speak  for  them  uninstructed,  when  handling  such 
grave  matters.  Reciprocity,  affecting  the  wine  and  fruit 
industries,  avouUI  spell  their  destruction,  and  we  doubt 
very  much  if  the  Board,  as  a  body,  has  the  temerity  to  bring 
upon  themselves  the  wrath  that  would  be  aroused  among 
those  who  would  be  the  sufferers.  So  far  as  California  is 
concerned,  reciprointy  is  a  constant  menace. 

All  we  want  is  protection,  and  that  of  the  robust  sort. 
That  will  mean  assured  prosperity. 


Brewing  and  Distilling  in  Japan. 


UNDER  date  of  May  25,  1905,  United  States  Consul- 
General  W.  R.  Holloway,  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia, 
transmits  a  copy  of  the  following  report  from  the 
Canadian  commercial  agent  at  Yokohama,  Japan : 

Distilling,  as  understood  in  Canada,  is  practically  un- 
known in  Japan.  The  only  distilled  liquor  produced  in 
that  country  is  "shochu,"  distilled  from  rice,  just  as  the 
natural  beverage  "  sake "  is  brewed  from  the  same  ma~ 
terial.  The  production  of  "shochu"  for  1902  amounted 
to  5,161,000  gallons,  but  it  is  rather  difficult  to  ascertain 
the  number  of  the  distillers,  as  the  liquor  is  generally 
manufactured  by  the  "  sake  "  brewers  as  a  side  line.  Dis- 
tilling is  conducted  in  the  old-fashioned  style.  No  dis- 
tillery of  foreign  spirits,  such  as  whisky  and  brandy,  has 
yet  been  started  in  Japan.  In  recent  years  the  manufac- 
ture of  spurious  foreign  spirits  by  the  mixture  of  alcohol 
has  prevailed,  but  owing  to  the  imposition  of  a  heavy 
import  duty  on  alcohol,  the  business  has  undergone  a 
check. 

In  1902  there  were  fifteen  snuill  manufactories  of  alco- 
hol, the  total  output  amounting  to  only  5,888  gallons. 
With  regard  to  "  sake "  brewers,  there  are  more  than 
20,000  in  the  country,  and  the  consumption  of  "  sake," 
from  which  the  Government  derives  a  large  revenue,  does 
not  suffer  diminution,  despite  the  gradual  increase  of  tax. 
The  output  of  "  sake  "  in  1902  was  160,433,258  gallons. 

Until  about  fifteen  years  ago  there  were  only  one  or  two 
beer  breweries  in  Japan,  but  in  1902  the  number  had  in- 
creased to  seven,  with  an  aggregate  paid-up  capital  of 
112,182,000.  The  output  of  beer  in  1902  totaled  3,614,526 
gallons.  The  rapidity  with  which  the  consumption  of  beer 
has  increased  among  the  Japanese  is  really  remarkable. 
At  first  all  the  breweries  were  getting  their  supplies  of 
malt  from  abroad,  Init  at  present  several  breweries  are 
making  malt  from  Japanese  barley. 


THE  Grand  Aerie  of  P^agles  held  their  annual  meeting 
at  Napa  the  latter  part  of  the  month.

5 ;  J.  F.  Heany  of  Oakland  Aerie,  No.  7 ;  J.  W.  Staley  of 
Alameda  Aerie,  and  Karl  Sweeny  of  Sacramento  Aerie, 
No.  9.  After  a  spirited  contest,  Anglum,  Heany  and 
Sweeny  Avere  elected. 

The  following  Grand  Officers  were  elected :  State  Pres- 
ident, J.  W.  Dorsey  of  Bakerfield  Aerie,  No.  93 ;  Vice-Pres- 
ident, Jerome  Bassity  of  San  Francisco  Aerie,  No.  5 ;  State 
Secretary,  Gustavo  l*ohlmann  of  San  Francisco  Aerie,  No. 
5;  State  Treasurer,  B.  B.  Goodcell  of  San  Bernardino 
Aerie,  No.  506;  State  Conductor,  Lee  Grigsby  of  Napa 
Aerie,  No.  161 ;  Inside  Sentinel,  Jerry  Lucy  of  San  Fran- 
cisco Aerie,  No.  5;  Outside  Sentinel,  William  Connor  of 
San  Rafael  Aerie,  No.  256. 

Petaluma  Avas  selected  as  the  next  meeting  place,  the 
date  being  fixed  for  the  fourtli  Tuesday  in  May,  1906.

400,000  gallons  of  Avine  this  summer. 


Home  of  True  Cognac. 


THIS  little  French  toAvn,  Avhich  is  known  all  the  woi'ld 
OA'er  whereA'er  brandy  is  drunk,  is  situated  on  thi- 
banks  of  the  Charente,  not  very  far  distant  from  Angou- 
leme.  It  lies  in  the  midst  of  a  pleasant  undulating  coun- 
try, picturesqiie  and  Avell  Avooded,  with  here  and  there  on 
the  iipper  slopes  great  patches  of  vineyards.  The  toAvn 
itself  is  not  particularly  striking,  Avith  its  broad  roofs 
chequered  Avith  black,  shadoAved  over  by  an  old  gray  churcii 
tower.  There  are  a  few  old  houses  Avith  bulging  fronts  in 
the  narroAV  streets  Avhere  the  Avell-to-do  middle  class  used 
to  live,  and  an  old  palace  of  Francis  I,  now  turned  into 
offices.  To-day  all  the  business  people  live  Avithout  tin; 
town  in  villas  and  chateaux  in  the  pleasant  valleys  amid 


the  hills  to  the  north.  All  round  the  toAvn  are  the  vine- 
yards from  which  the  brandy  is  made.  According  to  the 
district  in  Avhich  the  grapes  are  grown  so  does  the  excel- 
lence of  the  brandy  depend.  The  Grande  Champagne  dis- 
trict lies  in  a  little  half  circle  south  of  the  tOAvn ;  the  Petite 
Champagne  is  a  bigger  half  hoop  round  Grande  Cham- 
pagne. The  Borderis,  or  hill  districts,  are  in  a  triangle 
north  of  the  town,  Avhile  the  good  Bois  and  the  ordinary 
Bois  lie  in  circles  round  the  tAvo  half  hoops  and  the  tri- 
angle. The  reason  why  the  Avine  groAvers  have  named  this 
part  of  the  Charente  country  Champagne  is  because  the 
light  soil  is  Aery  much  like  that  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Kheims  where  champagne  is  made. 


Will  Ask  for  More  Sweeping  Injunction. 


THE  Seattle  Brewing  and  Malting  C'ompany  appeared 
in  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  and  asked  that  the 
papers  in  their  suit  against  the  San  Francisco  I.ial)or  Coun- 
cil to  enjoin  that  body  from  boycotting  its  wares  be  served 
not  onlj^  in  this  city,  but  on  every  labor  body  in  every  tOAvn 
in  the  Northern  District  of  California.  The  representatiAcs 
of  the  company  explain  that  the  boycott  has  threatened  to 
become  so  general  that  it  has  been  <lecided  to  apply  for  an 
injunction  against  all  unions.

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The  Cape  Wine  Industry. 


A  MEETING  of  wine  farmers  held  recently  at  Welling- 
ton discussed  the  depressed  state  of  the  wine  trade 
and  the  coming  vintage.  The  following  resolution  was 
moved  and  duly  carried:  "This  meeting,  as  representing 
the  wine  and  brandy  industry,  and  convened  for  the  pur- 
pose of  discussing  the  critical  situation  of  it,  declares  here- 
by that,  notwithstanding  the  recent  public  utterances  of 
members  of  the  Government,  they  still  consider  an  excise 
of  6  shillings  per  gallon  on  brandy  an  unfair  and  intoler- 
able tax.  They  are  further  of  opinion  that  viticulture  must 
necessarily  go  to  rack  and  ruin,  unless  the  import  duty  on 
over-sea  liquors  be  considerably  increased,  the  railway 
tariff  for  liquor  be  decreased,  and  the  liquor  trade  with 
the  neighboring  colonies  be  put  on  a  basis  in  accord  with 
the  promise  made  by  the  Government  in  1904  to  Parlia- 
ment. For  these  reasons,  and  with  a  view  to  the  dark 
prospect  regarding  the  coming  vintage,  this  meeting  po- 
litely, but  at  the  same  time  seriously  and  urgently,  ap- 
peals to  the  Government  to  make,  as  soon  as  possible,  ef- 
forts to  save  the  wine  farmer  from  a  threatening  disaster 
and  ruin." 


Does  it  pay  for  banks  to  advertise?  Five  years  ago  some 
banks  in  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  began  to  advertise,  and  recently 
they  measured  the  results  by  comparing  their  business 
with  that  of  the  banks  that  did  not  advertise.  In  the  five 
years  the  banks  that  sought  new  business  through  printers' 
ink  gained  38  per  cent  in  assets  and  85  per  cent  in  deposits. 
The  other  banks  gained  27  per  cent  in  assets  and  11  per  cent 
in  deposits.  During  the  last  year  the  former  gained  22 
per  cent  and  the  latter  lost  7  per  cent  in  deposits.  The 
question  whether  it  pays  to  advertise  may  not  be  entirely 
answered  by  such  figures,  but  they  are  calculated  to  pro- 
voke thought.

Adulteration  of  Brandy  in  Great  Britain. 

{From  United  States  Consul  Mahin,  Nottingham,  Eng.) 

THE  British  drug  and  foods  act  prescribes,  among  other 
things,  that  brandy  must  be  formed  of  a  spirit  derived 
from  the  grape,  prosecutions  under  the  act  disclose  a  sur- 
prising indifference  to  this  provision  designed  to  safeguard 
the  public  health.  In  a  London  case  the  presiding  magis- 
trate dismissed  the  complaint  against  a  dealer  accused  of 
selling  adulterated  brandy,  and  charged  the  costs  to  the 
complainant,  with  the  remark  that  "the  purchaser  obtained 
a  liquid  of  the  nature,  substance,  and  quality  asked  for, 
and  if  the  brandy  was  inferior,  so  much  the  worse  for  the 
purchaser."  However,  on  the  same  day  another  London 
magistrate  heavily  fined  a  defendant  for  the  same  offense 
on  practically  identical  evidence. 

The  prosecutions  were  useful  in  disclosing  the  fact  that 
adulteration  is  so  general  that  a  purchaser  probably  rarely 
gets  pure  brandy.  Licensed  liquor  dealers  now  display 
printed  notices  in  their  shops  that  the  brandy  for  sale  is 
not  guaranteed  to  be  solely  extracted  from  the  juice  of  the 
grape.    Brandy  is  habitually  adulterated  with  "silent"  or 


flavoring  alcohol;  sometimes  this  is  almost  the  sole  con- 
stituent, coloring  and  flavoring  matter  made  from  coal  tar 
being  used  to  counterfeit  the  true  grape  spirit. 

Pure  alcohol  can  be  made  by  modern  processes  from 
potatoes,  or  even  sawdust,  since  any  starchy  or  woody  fiber 
can  be  converted  into  a  form  of  sugar  and  fermented.  Such 
spirit  is  worth  in  this  country  about  12  cents  a  gallon,  and 
it  is  this  which  constitutes  from  50  to  75  per  cent  of  the 
liquid  generally  sold  as  brandy  in  Great  Britain.  If  the 
purchaser  wants  simply  alcohol,  he  gets  it,  but  loses  those 
subtle  products  of  the  grape  which  are  supposed  to  have 
medicinal  value,  and  the  presence  of  which  the  food  and 
drugs  act  was  intended  to  insure.  The  cause  of  the  present 
general  adulteration  of  brandy  is  traced  back  to  the  rav- 
ages of  the  phylloxera  in  French  vineyards,  a  generation 
ago,  when  wine  became  very  scarce.  Brandy  was  then, 
almost  of  necessity,'made  from  a  cheap  spirit,  and  the  prac- 
tice has  never  been  discontinued  though  the  necessity  long 
since  vanished. 

The  discordant  views  of  the  London  magistrates  do  not 
augur  well  for  the  movement  to  suppress  adulteration.  To 
the  imbiber  of  brandy  as  a  beverage  this  may  have  no 
great  importance,  but  in  medical  circles  it  is  of  the  highest 
consequence.  Pure  brandy  is  considered  by  eminent  Brit- 
ish "physicians  as  one  of  the  most  potent  agencies  in  saving 
life;  but  if  the  patient  is,  as  he  might  be  nine  times  out  of 
ten,  dosed  with  alcohol  from  wood  or  potatoes  instead  of 
with  the  supposed  wholesome  liquid  distilled  from  the 
grape,  the  result  may  easily  be  fatal.

Seattle  Brewing  Company  Sues  for  Injunction. 

The  Seattle  Brewing  and  Malting  Company  has  filed  a 
suit  in  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  for  an  injunction 
against  Peter  Hansen,  the  San  Francisco  Labor  Council 
and  others  to  prohibit  them  from  interfering  in  its  business 
in  the  handling  of  the  boycotted  Kainier  beer.  A  suit  was 
started  some  time  ago  before  Judge  Murasky  in  the  Su- 
perior Court  of  California,  but  was  withdrawn. 

The  trouble  arose  out  of  the  strike  of  brewery  men  in  the 
Northern  cities,  which  caused  the  local  Council  of  Brewery 
Wagon  Drivers  to  refuse  to  handle  the  beer,  although  it 
was  claimed  that  they  were  perfectly  satisfied  with  the 
existing  arrangements  with  the  local  representatives  of 
the  Seattle  firm.  The  men  decided  to  strike  in  sympathy 
and  the  injunction  is  to  prevent  the  stationing  of  pickets 
and  other  interference.

SAN  FRANCISCO 
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World's  Drink  Bill  is  Large.  Moulds  and  Mouldiness. 


IN  a  discussion  of  the  question  of  intemperance  and  drink 
in  Great  Britain,  the  Transcript  quotes  figures  which 
show  that  for  the  year  1904  Ireland  spent  |16.20  per  head 
on  intoxicants,  of  which  the  major  portion  was  for  beer  and 
porter,  Scotland  |16.29  per  head,  two-thirds  of  which  was 
for  whiskey,  and  England  |21.75  per  head,  the  principal 
drink  being  beer.  Ireland,  which  formerly  led  in  whiskey 
consumption,  has  dropped  to  third  place. 

.  While  the  Transcript  no  doubt  intends  to  be  fair,  it  con- 
cluded its  editorial  in  a  way  that  leaves  a  false  impression. 
It  says :  "The  Irish  people  expend  the  enormous  amount  of 
171,555,150  upon  intoxicants  during  the  year  1904.  True, 
the  English  expended  nearly  one-third  more  and  the  Scotch 
a  fraction  more." 

It  should  have  added  the  words  per  capita,  because  as  a 
matter  of  fact  the  drink  bill  of  England  last  year  was  in 
the  aggregate  more  than  ten  times  that  of  Ireland,  amount- 
ing to  over  seven  hundred  million  dollars. 

While  we  are  discussing  the  question,  we  might  consider 
the  situation  at  home.  In  the  United  States  the  total  num- 
ber of  gallons  of  alcoholic  beverages  consumed  in  1900  was 
1,349,176,033,  an  average  of  17  5-7  gallons  per  head 
for  a  population  of  76,000,000.  The  total  expenditure  for 
that  year  was  |1,555,119,858,  or  over  |23  per  head.  The 
consumption  of  spirits  the  same  year  was  relatively  larger 
in  the  United  States  than  in  Great  Britain. 


QPI]AKING,  recently,  at  the  Koyal  Institution,  on 
^  "  Fungi,"  Professor  Marshall  Ward  said  that  moulds, 
whether  of  things  in  the  earth,  on  old  boots,  decaying 
fruit,  cheese,  or  walls,  were  the  outcome  of  spores  of  life 
which,  in  turn,  as  they  decayed  away,  would  give  other 
forms  of  life.  Some  moulds  would  bear  five  minutes'  boil- 
ing and  withstand  great  cold.  What  was  more,  they  would 
groAV  in  poisons.  In  the  popular  mind,  these  things  grew 
only  where  there  was  no  poison.  On  the  contrary,  tho,\ 
grew  in  strong  sulphate  of  copper,  strychnine,  etc.  No 
doubt,  after  a  good  bath  and  change  into  clean  clothes, 
Ave  went  about  thinking  that  we  were  quite  free  of  moulds. 
Far  from  it.  However  clean  we  were,  we  could  safely 
say  that  every  time  we  rubbed  shoulders  Avith  people  in 
the  street  we  exchanged  a  few  moiilds. 

But  perhaps  the  most  interesting  mould  was  that  Avhicli 
Avas  allowed  to  attack  the  grapes  in  certain  districts  of  the 
Moselle,  Avhere  the  fruit  was  a  rather  sour  kind.  This 
mould  was  there  called  "  the  noble  rot,"  because  it  enabled 
far  better  wine  to  be  made  from  the  grapes  than  would  be 
otherAvise  obtained.  In  fact,  the  tine  and  the  very  fine 
kinds  of  Moselle  AA'ere  made  from  varying  degrees  of 
mouldiness  of  the  fruit  used.

New  Cause  for  Alarm  in  Oregon. 


TRULY  there  is  no  rest  for  the  wicked.  The  Anti- 
Saloon  League  and  prohibitionists,  as  will  be  seen 
in  another  column  of  The  Liberal,  are  now  proposing 
to  launch  a  lot  of  new  legislation  under  the  initiative  next 
June.

While  the  benefits  of  the  initiative  and  the  referendum, 
intelligently  applied,  are  so  plain  that  all  may  see  them, 
they  are  correspondingly  dangerous  when  invoked  to 
satisfy  the  hatred  of  one  body  of  citizens  for  another. 

If  the  initiative  in  Oregon  is  to  be  used  for  no  purpose 
except  to  keep  aflame  the  ancient  hatred  of  the  prohi- 
bitionists for  the  liquor  business,  then  its  reign  will  indeed 
be  short. 

For  years  the  people  have  complained  that  legislatures 
made  too  many  laws.  Biennially  since  the  republic  was 
founded,  the  public  and  the  press  have  cried  to  the  laAv- 
makers  "  Let  well  enough  alone.  Let  us  rather  enforce  the 
laws  we  have,  than  make  new  ones  which  we  know  not  of." 
In  all  seriousness,  would  it  not  be  well  for  Oregon  to  try 
leaving  well  enough  alone  for  a  little  while?  These  pro- 
hibitionists, in  their  attempts  to  disrupt  and  annoy  a  le- 
gitimate industry  which  pays  one-fourth  of  the  revenues 
of  every  city  and  county  in  the  State  of  Oregon,  have 
cost  the  people  thousands  and  thousands  of  dollars  in  elec- 
tion expenses  and  in  litigation. 

In  the  name  of  Heaven,  is  nobody  on  earth  to  be  con- 
sidered except  the  hired  preachers  of  the  Anti-Saloon 
League  imported  from  Ohio,  and  the  fcAV  prohibitionists 
who  are  native  to  Oregon?

Rather  Incongruous. 


THE  meeting  during  the  month  of  our  Prohibition 
friends  at  Napa,  has  more  or  less  significance.  We 
note  that  during  their  convention  they  laid  the  cornerstone 
of  a  new  stone  building  which  is  devoted  to  the  use  of 
organized  Prohibitionists.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  Napa  is 
the  chief  city  of  one  of  California's  famous  wine  centers — 
a  county  which  has  produced  wine  which  has  helped 
to  make  California  famous  as  the  home  of  the  vine. 

When  these  tireless,  persistent,  meddlesome  fanatics,  as 
the  tail  of  the  dog  are  determined  to  wag  the  dog,  go  right 
into  the  stronghold  of  their  enemies  and  erect  a  fort  from 
which  to  bombard  them,  it  is  time  for  those  who  are  re- 
ceiving the  bombardment  to  get  alive,  at  least  to  find  some 
bombproof  to  crawl  into.  In  other  words  we  do  not  see 
liquor  organizations  building  any  temples,  or  castles  from 
which  to  assail  their  unscrupulous  enemies.  The  kind  of 
building  they  need  to  do  is  organization,  and  there  ought

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'American   Bars  a   Failure  in   London. 


A  DISPATCH  from  London  under  recent  date  says 
that  every  attempt  to  maintain  a  high-class  Ameri- 
caii  bar  in  London  has  failed.  The  latest  proof  of 
this  is  furnished  by  the  transference  of  the  Criterion's 
American  bar,  long  the  most  famous  feature  of  that  popu- 
lar Picadilly  resort,  to  another  and  less  conspicuous  part 
of  the  building  where,  dwarfed  in  size  and  shorn  of  its 
former  glory,  it  will  probably  continue  to  make  a  feeble 
struggle  for  existence  a  few  years  longer.  And  this  has 
been  accompanied  by  a  change  hardly  less  significant — 
the  abolition  of  the  distinctly  American  features  of  its 
noted  restaurant. 

It  is  because  in  London  Americans  seem  to  prefer  adher- 
ing to  the  old  adage  which  bifls  them  when  in  Rome  to 
do  as  the  Romans  do.  Taking  the  resident  and  floating 
American  population  together  there  are  enough  of  them  to 
keep  several  American  bars  and  restaurants  going.  But 
they  won't  give  them  enough  of  their  patronage  to  make 
them  pay.  And  though  in  America  the  Englishman,  dis- 
plays all  the  zeal  of  the  convert  in  his  appreciation  of 
American  mixed  drinks  and  bestows  a  more  guarded  ap- 
proval on  American  dishes,  on  his  native  heath  he  seems 
to  regard  it  as  a  patriotic  duty  to  set  himself  sternly 
against  any  innovation  in  the  matter  of  food  and  liquors. 

Americans  here  seem  to  prefer  taking  their  liquid  re- 
freshment in  the  English  fashion  because  of  the  oppor- 
tunities it  aflfords  them  to  dilate  on  the  superior  virtues 
of  the  American  concoctions.  In  speech  at  least  the  Amer- 
ican is  always  loyal  to  the  cocktail  and  is  never  more 
eloquent  in  its  praises  than  when  he  is  consuming  a  Scotcn 
whisky  and  soda  or  making  a  wry  face  over  gin  and 
bitters. 

There  is  no  doubt,  too,  that  the  American  bar  in  London 
has  suffered  grievously  in  reputation  because  of  the  many 
spurious  imitations  of  it  that  have  been  foisted  on  the 
public.  These  display  a  list  of  so-called  American  mixed 
drinks  to  the  number  of  two  score  or  more  and  to  most  of 
wliich  Americans  themselves  are  entire  strangers.  "  Chain 
Lightning,"   "  Stomach  Tickler,"  "  Corpse  Reviver,"  are 


among  the  names  bestowed  upon  them.  And  the  man  who 
is  rash  enough  to  ask  for  one  of  them  gets  something  that 
is  apt  to  make  him  yearn  for  some  internal  fire  extin- 
guisher. Of  course  an  American  who  runs  up  against  that 
sort  of  thing  generally  jumps  to  the  conclusion  that  all 
American  bars  in  London  are  humbugs  and  gives  them  a 
wide  berth.  And  the  Englishman  who  has  never  sampled 
a  genuine  American  drink  thinks  that  they  are  fit  only  for 
men  with  copper-lined  interior  departments. 

A  rather  well  known  American  spending  his  holidays 
here  told  me  that  he  would  give  |25  to  any  one  who  would 
find  a  genuine  American  bartender — one  who  had  been 
born  in  the  United  States  and  had  learned  the  art  of  mix- 
ing drinks  there — now  dispensing  American  drinks  in 
London.  He  said  that  he  had  spent  two  weeks  seeking 
one  in  vain.  He  had  acquired  a  wide  knowledge  of  London 
"  pubs,"  gilded  and  otherwise,  but  had  not  found  any  one 
who  could  even  mix  him  a  Manhattan  cocktail  properly. 

One  reason  for  the  failure  of  the  American  bar — the 
genuine  variety — is  no  doubt  due  to  the  fact  that  such 
places  became  the  natural  resort  of  "  touchers  "  from  the 
other  side — men  Avho  live  by  trading  on  their  nationality 
and  appealing  to  that  patriotism  and  good  nature  which 
when  an  American  is  in  a  foreign  land  reaches  its  most 
expansive  form  under  the  stimulating  influence  of  an 
American  drink.  That  rendered  such  drinks  an  extrava- 
gant luxury  compared  with  which  the  most  costly  of  the 
English  brands  are  dirt  cheap.  At  an  English  bar  the 
American  sojourner  runs  far  less  risk  of  being  importuned 
by  impecunious  compatriots.  There  are  some  English  bars 
where  they  make  a  pretense  of  concocting  a  few  of  the 
best  known  American  drinks,  but  the  art  of  mixing  them 
has  never  been  mastered  by  an  English  barmaid,  even 
when  the  proper  ingredients  are  at  hand. 


Sensible  Talk,  This. 


IF  those  trade  journals  which  have  been  quoting  Brother 
Callen's  attacks  on  the  national  organization  would 
give  up  an  equal  amount  of  space  to  \irgent  appeals  for  the 
trade  to  organize  in  their  respective  sections  much  more 
good  would  be  accomplished.  This  is  no  time  for  men  in 
the  liquor  business  to  be  haggling  over  trifles.  Jealousy 
lias  been  the  bane  of  the  trade  for  a  quarter  of  a  century. 
It  is  time  to  cut  it  out,  both  among  the  papers  and  the 
dealers  themselves. — Win£  and  Spirit  News.

I.  L.  Marks  Sues  for  a  Fortune. 


A  KECENT  dispatch  from  the  famous  mining  camp, 
^*-  Fairbanks,  Alaska,  announces  that  the  war  is  on 
between  I.  L.  Marks,  formerly  of  the  Davy  Crockett,  of  this 
city,  and  the  notorious  "Swiftwater  Bill"  Gates.  In  the 
first  rush  to  Tanana  and  Fairbanks,  Swiftwater  was  grub- 
staked by  Marks,  who  holds  the  proper  documents  to  show 
that  he  is  entitled  to  one-half  interest  in  all  mining  proper- 
ties, their  output,  etc  which  might  come  into  the  possession 
of  Gates.  Marks  went  to  Fairbanks  this  season  and  sought 
a  settlement  with  Gates,  but  was  refused.  He  then  brought 
suit  and  tied  up  $175,000  on  deposit  in  bank,  which  is 
partnership  money;  also  mining  claims  valued  at  more 
than  a  million  dollars,  and  demands  an  accounting  from 
Gates.

Marks  that  his  document  showing  his  agreement  with 
Gates  is  flawless,  so  we  may  expect  at  a  not  far  distant  date 
to  see  the  only  I.  L.  in  the  guise  of  a  young  millionaire.

SAN  JOSE,  July  6. — All  the  slot  machines  in  San  Jose 
and  throughout  the  county,  except  in  a  few  towns  that 
have  not  as  yet  adopted  prohibitive  ordinances,  are  closed. 
The  ordinances  passed  by  the  San  Jose  Common  Coimcil 
and  the  County  Board  of  Supervisors  are  now  in  effect,  and 
in  this  city  alone  212  machines  are  out  of  business.

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Jerome  Decries  Sunday  Closing. 


"Teddy"  Would  Not  Drink. 


WHEN  Theodore  Eoosevelt  went  out  to  the  frontier, 
the  bad  men  of  that  lawless  region  estimated  him 
another  easy  mark  for  them  to  bluff  and  bilk.  One 
aight  in  the  early  eighties  he  had  to  put  up  at  a  border 
town  hotel,  the  bar,  dining-room  and  sitting-room  of  which 
were  all  one.  After  supper  he  remained  seated  at  one  of 
the  tables,  reading.  In  came  a  bad  man  who  was  painting 
the  town  red.  Marching  with  considerable  gusto  up  to  the 
bar,  he  invited  the  house  to  drink.  Everybody  responded 
to  the  summons  but  Eoosevelt. 

"  Who  is  it?  "  the  man  asked  a  friend,  pointing  over  his 
shoulder  at  Roosevelt. 

"  Some  tenderfoot,  just  arrived,"  the  word  was  whis- 
pered. 

The  bad  man  turned  and  shouted  to  the  tenderfoot: 

"  Say,  Mr.  Four-eyes,  I  asked  this  house  to  drink." 

Eoosevelt  was  a  little  incensed  at  this  reference  to  his 
spectacles,  but  kept  his  head,  and  made  no  reply. 

The  man  walked  over  to  him,  pulled  out  his  gun,  and 
explained  that  when  he  asked  a  man  to  drink,  that  man 
had  to  drink. 

"  I  don't  care  for  anything  to  drink,"  said  Eoosevelt. 

"  Now  you  just  order  your  drink,  my  man,  or  there'll 
be  some  trouble." 

"Well,"  said  Eoosevelt,  apparently  submitting  before 
the  threat,  "  I  do  not  care  for  anything,  but  if  I  must " 

Eoosevelt  had  risen  slowlj^,  and  was  now  standing  fully 
erect.  As  he  broke  off  the  sentence,  he  struck  the  big  man 
fairly  on  the  point  of  the  chin.  The  man  tumbled  over  on 
his  back,  and,  before  he  could  recover,  Eoosevelt  had  him 
pinioned  to  the  floor,  his  knees  on  the  man's  biceps.  He 
stripped  him  of  his  pistols  and  his  knives,  and  then  re- 
leased him.  Eising,  he  inquired,  with  mock  politeness, 
"  Now,  my  man,  may  I  insist  that  I  do  not  care  to  drink 
with  you?" — Cassell's  Magazine. 


"OUNDAY  closing  laws  for  saloons  are  ridiculous,"  de- 
O  dared  AVilliam  Travers  Jerome,  the  reform  District 
Attorney  of  New  York  City,  recently,  "A  Sunday  clos- 
ing law,"he  continued,  "merely  represents  the  moral  yearn- 
ings of  rural  communities.  It  is  in  no  sense  the  expression 
of  the  people's  will.  The  idea  may  suit  these  ruralites, 
but  it  does  not  fit  in  cities. 

"  Governor  Folk,  for  instance,  might  send  the  militia 
to  St.  Louis  and  enforce  the  law.  But  he  would  have  to 
keep  the  militia  there  to  enforce  it  permanently.  The  ma- 
jority of  the  people  in  St.  Louis,  or  in  any  other  big  Amer- 
ican city,  do  not  want  Sunday  closing  laws,  and  they  can 
never  be  enforced  so  long  as  the  majority  of  the  people 
of  any  certain  community  do  not  want  them  to  be. 

"  The  Sunday  closing  law  in  New  York  City  has  been  a 
prolific  breeder  of  blackmail.  In  one  police  precinct  there 
are  200  saloons,  from  which  the  captain  of  the  precinct,  if 
he  keeps  his  eyes  closed,  gets  |5  a  month,  which  totals 
|1,000  a  month,  or  $12,000  a  year.  Some  of  them  are  hon- 
est, but  it's  hard  for  a  police  captain  to  be  honest  when  he 
can  get  money  to  allow  evasions  of  a  law  that  not  one  per- 
son in  ten  whom  he  meets  want  enforced."

IF  THE  people  of  this  county  can  show  one  good  result 
of  the  prohibition  law  since  it  went  into  effect  the  first 
of  the  year,  we  will  have  to  own  up  it's  a  good  thing. 
But  there  the  question  arises.  There  is  just  as  much 
liquor,  just  as  many  drunks,  and  the  sneaking  methods 
used  by  some  to  get  their  liquor  are  not  to  be  commended 
by  truthful  and  honest  citizenship.  The  editor  of  the 
Herald  believes  it  is  a  bad  policy  to  try  and  scare  the  devil 
and  put  his  imps  to  blush,  but  that  is  the  way  the  actions 
of  some  of  these  professed  teetotalers  do  it.  This  is  not  so 
bad,  but  bad  enough;  the  worst  feature  of  it  all  is  the 
minors,  boys  in  tender  years  that  get  it  some  way. — Tilla- 
mook Herald.

Colonel  E.  L.  Wagner  is  to 
be  credited  with  the  initiative  in  the  movement,  which  cul- 
minated in  the  meeting  of  a  conference  committee  at  B.  B. 
Hall  on  Jxily  20th.  The  representation  was  as  follows: 
California  Liquor  Dealers'  Association,  Don  R.  Dunbar, 
President;  Frank  Dunn,  H.  A.  Keeler,  P.  M.  McCushin, 
Jesse  E.  Marks,  Herbert  C^hoyinski.

T.  Hurley,  J.  P.  :Mc(5uire,  William  Ping,  J.  :M.  Sullivan, 
J.  Berendsen. 

Knights  of  the  Royal  Arch — E.  L.  Wagner,  Valiant  Com- 
mander; Charles  Mitchell,  Robert  Martin,  David  Becker, 
John  Hoist,  I.  H.  Spiro. 

The  committee  organized  permanently  and  elected  the 
following  officers :  E.  L.  Wagner,  Chairman ;  J.  T.  Hurley, 
Vice-Chairnmn,  H.  A.  Keeler,  Secretary;  H.  I.  Spiro,  As- 
sistant Secretary;  Charles  :Mitchell,  Treasurer. 

It  was  unanimously  decided  to  cond)at  the  proposed  |.500 
annual  liquor  license  at  the  polls,  and  to  use  all  honorable 
means  to  defeat  the  measure,  to  the  end  that  the  license 
may  remain  at  the  present  figure,  |84  per  year.  A  cam- 
paign fund  is  to  be  raised  from  the  various  organizations 
interested  in  the  movement,  to  be  devoted  to  the  fight 
against  high  license.  There  should  be  no  difficulty  in  se- 
curing the  necessary  money  for  this  work.

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E.  W.  Gates,  Presideut  and  Manager  of  the  F.  Cavagnaro 
Company,  this  citj-,  returned  during  the  month  from  a 
short  trip  through  Amador  and  other  mountain  counties  in 
the  interest  of  the  brands  of  his  house.  He  reports  an  unusu- 
ally successful  trip,  his  order  book  showing  that  there  was 
certainly  something  doing  while  he  was  away.  Mr.  Gates 
says  the  new  law  closing  saloons  within  a  certain  distance 
of  State  penal  and  reform  institutions  is  creating  havoc  in 
lone,  which  adjoins  the  Preston  school.  The  retailers  of 
that  place  have  closed  their  saloons  for  two  weeks  until 
August  7th,  in  order  to  make  a  preliminary  test  of  the 
measure.    The  outlook  for  the  liquor  men  is  considered  bad. 


Thomas  Kirkpatrick,  President  of  the  Hotaling  Com- 
pany, reports  business  materially  improving  during  the  lat- 
ter part  of  the  month.  "There  has  been  an  unusual  dull 
period,"  said  Mr.  Kirkpatrick,  "but  the  outlook  is  very  en- 
couraging. For  some  unexplained  reason,  the  country  has 
been  in  better  condition  than  the  city,  and  our  reports  from 
the  most  intelligent  of  our  country  customers  all  point  to 
a  great  improvement  in  trade  at  an  early  date.  It  is  my 
opinion,  based  upon  these  sources  of  information,  that  our 
fall  and  Avinter  trade  will  be  better  than  in  many  years. 
Old  Kirk  is  prospering  and  making  friends  every  day." 
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LOS  ANGELES,  July  21.— Keaders  of  the  local  papers 
have  been  wondering  what  is  behind  the  eccentric  be- 
havior of  the  Police  Commission,  which,  since  the  recent 
wet-or-dry  election,  has  been  doing  strange  things  with  the 
apparent  object  of  trying  to  conciliate  the  prohibition  ele- 
ment and  do  politics  with  the  liquor  party.  The  Commis- 
sioners have  acted  radically  in  several  instances,  especially 
in  the  arbitrary  revocation  of  the  St.  Louis  cafe  license. 
More  recently  they  have  considered  the  revocation  of  the 
Palace  permit  to  sell  liquor,  because,  as  one  of  the  Com- 
missioners said,  women  are  patrons  of  the  place.  Influ- 
ence of  local  breweries  is  seen  in  certain  of  the  Commis- 
sion's acts  and  enough  is  known  to  show  either  the  insin- 
cerity of  the  body  or  its  uncertainty. 


Constantino  Garibaldi,  the  pioneer  wine  man  of  Pasa- 
dena, has  been  receiving  public  attention  recently  by  rea- 
son of  his  wife's  accusations  against  his  sanity. 


Rol  King,  so  well  known  in  the  retail  business,  has  taken 
the  management  of  the  Hollenbeck  bar.  Eol  is  the  closest 
friend  of  Walter  Scott,  the  Death  Valley  miner  who  has 
jumped  into  notoriety  by  his  desire  to  spend  money. 


Local  wine  men  were  much  disappointed  to  learn  that 
the  convention  of  the  American  Wine  Growers'  Association 
at  San  Francisco  had  been  abandoned,  for  they  had  made 
arrangements  to  entertain  visiting  delegates. 


Joseph  Maier,  pioneer  brewer,  of  Maier  &  Zobelein,  died 
July  12  after  an  illness  extending  over  two  years.  In  that 
period  he  had  made  a  trip  to  the  baths  of  Europe  in  search 
of  relief,  but  found  it  not.  Since  his  return  from  abroad  he 
had  been  confined  to  his  room.  A  son,  Fred  Maier,  who  is 
president  of  the  brewing  company,  will  represent  the  fam- 
ily interests  in  the  big  concern. 


As  the  "no-saloon"  ordinance  did  not  carry,  Al  Levy  is 
going  ahead  with  the  construction  of  the  fine  building  for 
his  cafe.  Other  enterprises  that  were  held  in  abeyance 
during  that  campaign  have  received  new  impetus  and  will 
be  carried  through. 


That  Gothenberg  scheme  is  not  yet  dead,  but  it  is  not 
lively  enough  to  cause  much  concern  in  liquor  circles, 
where  a  feeding  is  manifest  that  absolute  appropriation 
can  be  prevented.  It  is  understood  that  stock  subscriptions 
to  the  big  corporation,  which  hopes  to  take  and  hold  a  mo- 
nopoly of  the  retail  liquor  trade,  are  being  solicited  in  busi- 
ness circles.  Meantime  the  Police  Commission  lets  the  im- 
pression go  out  that  a  high  license  is  favored  in  the  event 
of  other  conditions  remaining  unchanged.  On  the  desira- 
bility of  increasing  the  license  tax,  there  is  a  difference  of 
opinion,  even  among  the  liquor  dealers. 


Now,  when  the  Police  Commission  has  a  license  to  issue 
the  body  asks  for  a  "donation"  from  the  successful  bidder, 
as  it  is  found  to  be  illegal  to  accept  a  price  for  the  privi- 
lege. 


The  City  Chemist  has  reported  to  the  Health  Board  and 
the  newspapers  that  he  has  examined  many  samples  of 
"drug  store  whiskey"  and  found  them  all  bad  and  adulter- 
ated. L.  M. 


Los  Angeles  Notes. 
Thomas  Doran,  proprietor  of  the  Budweiser,  was  put  out 
of  business  because  a  bartender  made  a  mistake  in  selling 
a  bottle  of  liquor. 


It  is  proposed  now  to  establish  a  wholesale  liquor  dis- 
trict similar  to  the  zone  in  which  retail  houses  are  per- 
mitted. 


Liquors  Not  Food. 

THE  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania  has  finally  ren- 
dered a  decision  on  the  pure  food  laAV  of  that  State, 
holding  it  to  be  unconstitutional,  as  applied  to  liquors, 
because  of  the  fact  that  the  title  of  the  act  does  not  specify 
liquors,  but  only  covers  the  adulteration  of  food,  and  the 
Court  holds  that  the  words  "food"  and  "drink"  are  not 
synonymous  and  that  liquor  cannot  be  included  in  an  act 
of  this  nature,  under  the  general  term  of  food. 

All  the  more  need  for  a  national  law  that  will  be  what  is 
required.

SEATTLE,  Wash.,  July  22. — A  tremendous  wave  of  re- 
form has  struck  Ballard,  and  struck  it  so  hard  that 
Ballard  bids  fair  to  be  overcome,  submerged  or  something 
of  the  sort,  and  it  is  so  near  home  that  we  are  almost  afraid 
that  Seattle  may  be  hit  with  some  of  the  spray. 

A  few  days  ago  Chief  of  Police  Bennett  and  Councilman 
Ingalls,  old-time  enemies,  chartered  one  of  the  city  drays 
and  went  around  to  the  different  saloons  and  condemned 
about  three  wagon  loads  of  gambling  paraphernalia,  a  por- 
tion of  which  was  publicly  burned  at  a  campfire  meeting 
held  back  of  the  City  Hall. 

Chief  Bennett  has  nearly  #3000  worth  of  slot  machines 
locked  up  in  the  calaboose  and  attachments  served  on  all  of 
the  larger  ones  that  could  not  be  moved  conveniently,  all  of 
which  will  be  destroyed  if  not  redeemed  in  a  short  time. 

The  games  have  been  broken  up,  but  no  arrests  were 
made,  as  no  money  was  found,  and  it  is  impossible  to  con- 
vict a  man  with  only  cards  and  poker  chips  as  evidence. 
One  game  was  raided  in  a  private  residence  of  a  well-known 
Ballard  business  man,  but  as  no  cash  was  in  evidence  no 
arrests  were  made. 

The  Ballard  wave  is  bad,  but  it  is  small  compared  to 
what  is  rolling  up  over  in  Pierce  County,  Tacoma's  coun- 
try. Over  there  Sheriff  Denholm  is  on  the  warpath.  He 
has  started  an  anti-gambling  crusade  for  the  county  which 
promises  to  result  in  a  bitter  feud  between  the  gamblers 
and  himself.  The  Sheriff  has  issued  a  notice  that  all  gam- 
bling and  slot  machines  must  quit  business  in  Pierce  Coun- 
ty outside  of  Tacoma,  and  the  Sheriff  is  quoted  as  saying  in 
no  uncertain  terms  that  after  he  had  finished  with  Pierce 
County  he  would  attend  to  Tacoma.  He  also  expressed 
himself  as  "fatigued"  with  the  whole  business  and  that  if 
the  Tacoma  officials  wouldn't  see  that  the  laws  were  ob- 
served that  he  would  attend  to  the  matter  himself.  The 
Pierce  County  Sheriff  evidently  means  to  give  the  Tacoma 
city  "dads"  some  pointers  in  city  government. 

Old  Seattle  is  jogging  along  much  in  the  same  old  way 
and  always  will.  We  are  told  that  the  town  is  closed,  but 
"we  are  from  ^Missouri"  and  these  waves  that  roll  on  both 
sides  of  us  and  are  called  reform  are  all  right  if  they  don't 
come  too  close. 


The  brewery  strike  and  boycott  is  still  on,  but  it  don't 
seem  to  make  much  difference  in  the  sale  of  Rainier  Beer, 
since  even  the  Seattle  union  men,  who  are  supposed  to  up- 
hold the  boycott,  drink  Rainier  Beer  when  they  can  do  so 
without  detection  and  the  usual  fine.  The  situation  from 
the  Brewery's  point  of  view  is  very  simple  from  the  fact 
that  the  strikers  made  demands  in  the  way  of  wages  and 
hours  that  were  manifestly  unfair  and  then  refused  to  ar- 
bitrate or  do  anything  but  institute  a  boycott.  The  visual 
amount  of  beer  is  being  brewed  by  what  is  considered  very 
competent  brewers  and  the  striking  brewers  have,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  practically  all  left  town  and  the  fight  ia 
being  carried  on  by  friends  and  sympathizers.  It  is  a  one- 
sided affair  that  is  very  hard  for  the  brewery  owners  to 
fight,  and  as  far  as  Rainier  Beer  is  concerned  there  is  no 
reason  why  it  should  be  boycotted  any  more  than  any  other 
beer  in  the  Northwest,  because  they  are  all  interested  in 
the  matter.  The  strikers  understand  that  it  is  impossible 
for  them  to  win  out  locally  and  this  is  the  reason  for  the 
very  strong  fight  that  is  being  made  in  California  and  other 
places  where  Rainier  Beer  is  sold. 


The  Portland  Fair  is  attracting  Eastern  people  and  we 
have  never  had  so  many  tourists,  nor  has  the  Alaska  travel 
been  so  heavy.  The  trip  up  the  coast  is  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  in  the  world  and  is  bound  to  become  more  popular 
every  year.

Liquor  Consumption  in  the   United   Kingdom. 


THE  sum  spent  for  intoxicating  liquors  in  Great  Brit- 
ain and  Ireland  in  the  calendar  year  1904  was  .f817,- 
000,000  in  round  numbers.  This  is  a  decrease  from  the 
total  of  1903.  In  fact,  for  several  years,  the  national 
drink  bill  has  been  decreasing.  The  average  per  capita 
expenditure  for  drink  in  1904  was  |20.59  for  England, 
115.57  for  Scotland,  and  .#15.08  for  Ireland.  In  Belfast, 
with  an  estimated  population  of  358,693,  the  total  expendi- 
ture was  #5,495,000  for  drink.  This  is  almost  equal  to  the 
total  taxable  valuation  of  the  city,  which  for  the  year  end-  =i 
ing  March  30,  1904,  was  $6,129,610.-/8.

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MANUFACTURE  OF  DRY  WINES  IN  HOT  COUNTRIES

[This  bulletin  is  the  outcome  of  a  recent  visit,  made  un- 
der the  auspices  of  the  University,  to  some  of  the  chief 
vine-growing  regions  of  Europe  and  Algeria. 

This  visit  was  undertaken  during  the  months  of  October, 
November  and  December,  1904,  and  its  main  object  was  to 
study  the  many  changes  which  have  been  introduced  in 
recent  years  into  French  methods  of  grape-growing  and 
wine-making.  As  it  was  impossible,  in  the  time  available, 
to  cover  the  whole  of  the  ground  thoroughly,  my  attention 
was  directed  mainly  to  those  subjects  which  seemed  of  most 
immediate  interest  to  the  University  and  to  the  committee 
of  California  grape-growers  who  contributed  part  of  the 
necessary  expenses  of  the  trip. 

In  accordance  with  this  idea,  my  observations  had  to  do 
chiefly  with  the  methods  of  wine-making  peculiarly  adapted 
to  hot  climates,  and  with  the  methods  of  viticultural  and 
cenological  education  in  vogue  in  France.  Other  matters 
of  interest  to  Californian  viticulture  were  given  as  much  at- 
tention as  was  possible  without  interfering  with  these  two 
main  objects. 

The  principal  educational  institutions  visited  were  the 
"Klg.  Lehranstalt  fur  Wein,  Obst  und  Gartenbau"  at  Grei- 
senheim  on  the  Rhine,  the  "Institut  Nationale  Agro- 
nomique"  at  Paris,  the  "Ecole  Nationale  de  Grignon"  near 
Versailles,  the  "Ecole  Nationale  de  Montpellier"  in  the 
south  of  France,  and  the  "Ecole  Pratique  d' Agriculture 
d'Ecully"  near  Lyons."  At  all  of  these,  especial  attention 
is  given  to  instruction  in  viticulture  and  oenology. 

Experiment  stations  and  research  laboratories  devoted 
more  or  less  exclusively  to  the  same  subjects  were  visited 
at  Nancy,  Epernay,  Villefranche,  Nimes,  Montpellier,  Nar- 
bonne,  Perpignan,  Toulouse,  Bordeaux  and  Algiers.  Visits 
were  made  to  the  departmental  professors  of  agriculture  at 
these  centers  and  to  vineyards  and  cellars  in  the  Eheingau, 
Champagne,  Burgundy,  Beaujolais,  Cotes  du  Rhone,  Her- 
ault.  Card,  Narbonnais,  Roussillon,  Medoc  and  Algeria; 
the  greater  part  of  the  time  being  spent  in  the  Midi  and  in 
Algeria.  My  investigation  was  very  much  facilitated  by 
the  great  courtesy  and  assistance  received  everywhere  from 
investigators  and  proprietors.  My  thanks  are  especially 
due,  among  many  others,  to:  Professor  Dr.  Wortmann, 
Director  of  Geisenheim ;  M.  Pierre  Viala,  Inspecteur  Gen- 
eral de  la  Viticulture  at  Paris;  M.  L.  Ravaz,  Professor  of 
Viticulture  at  Montpellier;  and  M.  Roger  Mares,  Depart- 
mental Professor  of  Agricultiire  at  Algiers. 

I  was  much  assisted  in  my  investigations  by  the  advice 
and  encouragement  of  members  of  the  California  Viticul- 
tural Club,  notably  of  Messrs.  Percy  L.  Morgan  and  Frank 
T.  Swett  without  whose  aid  the  scope  of  the  work  would 
have  been  very  limited.] 

INTRODUCTION. 

It  is  a  remarkable  but  well-recognized  fact  that  in  the 
regions  where  the  vine  flourishes  best — that  is,  where  it 
yields  the  maximum  crop  for  the  minimum  labor — the 
greatest  difficulties  are  encountered  in  the  manufacture  of 
sound  dry  wines.  In  a  general  way,  it  may  be  said  that 
nearly  all  the  flue  dry  wines  of  the  world  are  produced  in 
regions  such  as  those  of  the  Gironde,  Burgundy  and  the 


Rhine,  where  the  climate  is  relatively  cool  and  where  the 
vine  does  not  attain  its  fullest  development  either  of  growth 
or  of  crop.  In  the  warmer  and  more  productive  regions,  if 
wines  of  superior  quality  are  made  they  arejisually  sweet 
or  of  sherry  type.  The  dry  wines  of  these  regions  are  of  two  = 
general  types,  («)  thin  wiatery  wines,  such  as  those  of  the 
south  of  France,  whose  main  value  lies  in  their  cheapness, 
and  (6)  heavy,  coarse  wines  valuable  for  blending,  such  as 
those  imported  into  France  in  large  quantities  from  Spain, 
Algeria  and  elsewhere.  The  wines  of  the  latter  type  are 
not  only  defective  in  quality,  but  very  commonly  unsound, 
and  large  quantities,  in-  the  aggregate,  spoil  before  they 
reach  the  hands  of  the  wine  merchant  and  become  a  total 
loss  or  are  made  into  inferior  brandy.  This  loss  would 
be  much  greater  but  for  the  use  of  the  antiseptics  which 
are  freely  employed  wherever  the  practice  is  not  prevented 
by  effective  pure  food  laws.  Before  discussing  the  ques- 
tion as  to  whether  the  wines  of  the  warmer  regions  can  be ' 
improved,  and,  if  so,  what  are  the  most  practical  methods, 
a  clear  understanding  of  the  nature  of  their  defects  and  the 
causes  of  these  defects  is  necessary. 

The  quality  of  a  wine  depends  on  two  groups  of  factors : 
( ,7 )  those  which  have  to  do  with  the  natur?  of  the  raw  . 
material — that  is,  the  character  of  the  grapes;  and  (b) 
those  which  have  to  do  with  the  way  in  which  this  raw- 
material  is  treated — that  is,  the  character  of  the  methods 
of  manufacture.  Each  of  these  groups  of  factors  influences 
the  other  so  that  it  is  often  difficult  to  decide  whether  cer- 
tain (jualities  of  a  wine  are  due  to  the  character  of  the 
grapes,  or  to  the  way  in  which  they  have  been  handled  in 
the  process  of  manufacture.  For  example,  a  wine  is  de- 
ficient in  color:  this  may  be  due  either  to  a  lack  of  coloring 
matter  in  the  grape  or  to  an  imperfect  method  of  mmuifac- 
ture  which  has  failed  to  properly  utilize  the  coloring  mat- 
ter present.  Again,  if  a  wine  is  spoiled  by  bacterial  fer- 
mentation, the  cause  may  lie  in  careless  uncleanly  methods 
of  manufacture,  or  in  a  lack  of  due  acidity  in  the  grapes, 
which  favored  the  growth  of  bacteria.  In  this  way  nearly 
all  the  (}ualities  of  a  wine  are  influenced,  both  by  the  char- 
acter of  the  raw  material  and  by  the  melliod  of  m-mufac- 
ture;  and  a  defect  in  either  may  often  be  neutralized  to  a 
great  extent  by  a  corresponding  change  in  the  other. 

The  relative  importance  of  these  groups  of  factors  is  a 
matter  on  which  the  opinion  of  wine-makers  has  been  great- 
ly modified  during  the  last  ten  or  fifteen  years.  Formerly, 
the  first  group  was  considered  of  overwhelming  import- 
ance and  certain  regions  were  considered  totally  unfit  for 
the  production  of  sound  dry  wine,  on  account  of  the  sup- 
posed unsuitable  nature  of  the  grapes  grown  there.  Yet 
many  of  these  regions  produced  the  finest,  largest,  and  best 
flavore<l  table  and  raisin  grapes.  Now,  while  the  qualities 
desirable  in  an  eating  grape  are  not  the  same  as  those  nec- 
essary for  a  wine-making  grape,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
main  reason  for  the  failure  to  produce;  good  dry  Avines  in 
the  plains  of  Algeria  or  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  does  not 
lie  in  the  qualities,  either  negative  or  positive,  of  the 
grapes,  but  in  the  attempt  to  make  ivines  in  a  hot  climate 
hi/  inrthoih  united  only  to  a  cool  one. 
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It  is  worthy  of  note  that  in  the  regions  that  have  been 
famous  for  the  i)ro(luction  of  fine  wines,  such  as  Medoc, 
Rheingau,  and  Burgundy,  the  finest  and  highest-priced 
wines  are  pi'oduced  on  warm,  dry  hill  slopes,  and  in  years 
when  the  summer  is  exceptionally  warm  and  dry.  This 
is  e<|uivalent  to  saying  that  the  finest  wines  of  these  re- 
gions are  produced  in  situations  where  the  soil  conditions 
approach  most  nearly  to  those  of  California  vineyards, 
and  in  seasons  when  the  weather  during  the  growing  and 
ripening  period  of  the  grape  approaches  most  nearly  to 
the  California  climate.  In  fact,  the  more  nearly  the  chem- 
ical composition  of  the  grapes  of  the  Kliine  and  the 
Gironde  approaches  that  of  California  grapes,  the  higher 
the  quality  of  the  wine  and  the  higher  the  price  it  brings 
in  the  market.  Yet  it  is  perfectly  true  that  it  is  only  ex- 
ceptional and  apparently  accidental  when  our  California 
wines  equal  or  approach  the  quality  of  the  best  wines  of 
the  above  regions. 

If  the  composition  of  the  raw  material  is  approximately 
the  same,  the  quality  of  the  manufactured  material  ought 
not  to  differ  much  unless  the  conditions  of  manufacture  are 
different.  It  is  doubtless  in  the  failure  to  make  these  con- 
ditions identical  or  equivalent  that  the  chief  difficulty  lies. 
The  use  of  the  same  methods  does  not  result  in  realizing 
the  same  conditions  in  a  ho^w climate  as  in  a  cool  one,  and 
whatever  the  summer  temperature  of  the  Gironde  may  be, 
the  temperature  of  the  autumn,  when  wine-making  takes 
place,  is  always  very  much  cooler  than  it  is  here.  Many  of 
the  defects  of  our  wines  Avhich  were  supposed  to  be  due  to 
inherent  faults  of  the  grapes  have  been  shown  to  be  due  to 


bacterial  and  defective  yeast  fermentation,  and  to  be  com- 
pletely under  the  control  of  a  suitable  method  of  wine- 
making.  This  does  not  mean  that  the  locality  where  the 
grapes  are  grown  is  without  influence,  or  that  it  will  ever 
be  possible  to  produce  a  Chateau  Lafitte  or  a  Schloss  Jo- 
hannisberg  in  Herault  or  Tulare.  It  does  mean,  however, 
that  wherever  grapes  mature  a  perfectly  sound  wine  of 
good  quality  can  be  made,  and  that  throughout  the  great 
central  plain  of  California  sound  dry  wines  can  he  pro- 
duced in  unlimited  quantities,  superior  in  quality  to  the 
great  hulk  of  European  wines. 

The  average  sugar-contents  of  the  grapes  of  the  plains 
of  southern  France  will  probably  not  exceed  16  per  cent, 
while  that  of  the  grapes  of  the  San  Joaquin  will  be  ap- 
proximately 20  per  cent.  There  is  a  corresponding  su- 
periority in  other  ingredients  such  as  body  and  tannin; 
in  everything,  in  fact,  except  acidity  and  perhaps  color. 
The  first  of  these  defects  can  be  remedied  legitimately  and 
without  any  great  expense  artificially,  Avhile  the  second 
can  be  minimized  by  proper  methods  of  wine-making  and 
by  a  suitable  choice  of  varieties.  Taking  these  facts  into 
consideration,  then,  16  tons  of  grapes  in  the  San  Joaquin 
Valley  are  about  the  equivalent  for  wine-making  purposes 
of  20  tons  in  the  plains  of  the  Midi.  The  importance  of 
this  is  proved  by  the  many  attempts  being  made  to  in- 
crease the  alcoholicity  of  the  wines  of  Southern  France,* 
and  by  the  fact  that  the  most  effective  method  at  present 
seems  to  be  a  partial  concentration  of  the  grapes,  by  which 
20  per  cent  or  30  per  cent  of  the  water  is  evaporated  before 
they  are  made  into  wine.    This  is  equivalent  to  a  reduction 
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in  volume  of  20  tons  to  16  or  14  tons.  By  this  means, 
from  20  tons  of  grapes  is  made  about  2,400  gallons  of  full- 
bodied  wine,  suitable  for  export  or  blending,  having,  say, 
12  per  cent  of  alcohol,  instead  of  3,200  gallons  of  thin, 
weak  "  vin  ordinaire,"  with  only  9  per  cent  of  alcohol. 
With  a  corresponding  20  tons  of  Fresno  grapes  it  should 
be  possible  to  make,  without  the  expense  of  concentra- 
tion, 3,200  gallons  of  wine  equal  in  quality  to  the  2,400 
made  from  the  same  quantity  of  French  grapes.  That  this 
has  not  been  done,  or  done  only  exceptionally  and  acci- 
dentally, is,  I  believe,  not  the  fault  of  the  grapes,  hut  of  the 
methods  of  manufacture.  Much  of  the  dry  wine  which  it  is 
attempted  to  make  in  the  hot  interior  valleys  of  Califor- 
nia, spoils  before  it  ever  reaches  the  consumer,  or  more 
usually  is  distilled  or  metamorphosed  into  an  inferior 
sweet  wine.  The  dry  wine  at  present  made  in  this  region 
is  to  a  great  extent  of  very  inferior  quality,  deficient  in 
normal  acidity,  tannin,  color,  aroma,  and  showing  various 
defects,  cloudiness,  acetic  and  butyric  acid,  mannite,  etc., 
due  to  bacterial  or  other  improper  fermentations.  This 
state  of  things  is  so  well  recognized  that  most  wine-makers 
of  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  have  ceased  to  attempt  to  make 
dry  wine,  and  turn  all  their  grapes  into  the  sweet  wines 
for  which  the  region  is  so  specially  adapted. 

The  crisis  to  which  the  sweet-wine  market  is  subject  in 
years  of  heavy  production  would  be  modified  if  it  were 
possible  to  turn  a  certain  part  of  the  grape  crop  into  dry 
wine.  Many  of  the  varieties  of  grapes  planted  in  the  great 
valleys  are  moreover  more  suited  to  the  production  of 
dry  wines  than  of  sweet.  If  the  making  of  dry  wine  is  to 
pay,  however,  the  results  must  be  more  under  the  wine- 
maker's  control  and  the  quality  must  be  higher  than  it  has 
been  in  the  past. 

With  regard  to  the  certainty  of  control  it  is  my  firm  be- 
lief that  there  is  no  region  in  the  tvorld  xchere  the  loine- 
maker  can  be  so  sure  of  making  every  year  a  good,  sound, 
dry  wine  of  uniform  quality  as  in  the  great  central  plain 
of  California.  An  opinion  so  opposed  to  the  practical 
results  of  the  past  was  not  arrived  at  without  careful  con- 
sideration, and  is  based  principally  upon  the  methods  and 
tendencies  of  modern  wine-making  in  Algeria  and  south- 
ern P'rance  and  on  the  long  and  careful  tests  conducted  for 
many  years  by  the  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  of 
the  University  of  California  at  the  Fresno,  Tulare,  Ama- 
dor, and  San  Luis  Obispo  sub-stations  and  the  viticultural 
cellar  and  laboratories  at  Berkeley.  To  attain  this  desired 
result,  however,  requires  very  considerable  changes  in  the 
present  methods  of  wine-making,  and  in  the  course  of  this 
report  an  attempt  will  be  made  to  show  the  essential  fea- 
tures of  this  necessary  change. 

The  conditions  upon  which  the  quality  of  wine  depend 
are: 

First — Those  which  affect  the  nature  of  the  raw  ma- 
terial, viz. :  variety  of  grape,  climate,  soil,  methods  of  cul- 
tivation (including  pruning,  fertilizing,  etc.),  vine  dis- 
eases, time  of  gathering. 

Second — Those  which  depend  on  the  methods  of  manu- 
facture. These  methods  may  affect  the  wine  in  a  great 
variety  of  ways.  They  may  modify  its  composition  by 
means  of  the  addition  of  various  substances  which  occur 
naturally  in  the  grape,  such  as  sugar,  water,  tartaric  acid, 
and  tannin,  or  even  of  substances  which  do  not  occur  there 
in  appreciable  quantities  naturally,  such  as  citric  acid  and 


plaster.  They  may  cause  a  more  or  less  perfect  utilization 
of  the  substances  in  the  grape,  and  in  this  way  control  to 
a  great  extent  the  amount  of  color  and  tannin,  and  even 
of  alcohol  and  acid  in  the  resulting  wine. 

It  is  in  the  control  of  the  fermentation,  however,  that  the 
methods  of  manufacture  have  the  most  scope  for  affecting 
the  quality  of  the  wine  for  good  or  ill.  The  character  of 
the  fermentation  depends  on  four  main  factors:  (a)  the 
composition  of  the  grape;  (b)  the  kind  and  number  of 
micro-organisms  (yeasts,  molds,  and  bacteria)  present; 
(c)  the  temperature  of  the  fermenting  mass;  and  {d)  the 
amount  of  aeration. 

In  accordance  with  these  facts,  the  attempts  at  finding 
a  solution  to  the  problem  of  the  manufacture  of  sound, 
dry  wine  of  good  quality  in  hot  climates  have  been  made 
along  different  lines,  which  are  discussed  in  the  remain- 
ing portion  of  this  bulletin.

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The  Powdery  Mildew. 

By  O.  BUTLER  in  the  Cahfornia  ViiictiUurjl  Club  Bulklin  No.  i. 


WHEREVEE  the  viue  is  extensively  grown,  there  the 
powdery  mildew  will  be  found.  It  is  almost  as 
universal  as  the  vine  itself,  and  consequently  its  synonymy 
is  fairly  large.  It  is  known  here  in  California  as  mildeAV, 
in  the  Eastern  States  as  powdery  mildew,  in  France  as  the 
oidium,  or  mildiou  des  grappes,  and  in  Germany  by  the 
name  of  Mehltliau.*  Uncinula  spiralis  was  the  scientific 
name  given  to  this  fungus  by  Berkeley,  who  first  described 
it.  The  disease  is  indigenous  to  the  United  States  east  of 
the  Rocky  Mountains.  It  Avas  first  observed  outside  of  the 
American  continent,  in  England,  at  the  Margate  graperies. 


by  Tucker,  in  1845. 


According  to  M. 


Viala,t  by  1851  all 


the  grape-growing  districts  of  Europe  and  Asia  were  in- 
fested. The  fungous  disease,  which  thus  rapidly  invaded 
the  vine-growing  districts  of  Europe  and  Asia,  Avas  not 
at  first  supposed  to  be  the  same  as  the  Uncinula  spiralis. 
In  fact,  during  some  forty  years,  the  fungus  was  never 
observed  to  produc-e  anything  but  summer  spores  (the 
Uncinula  spiralis  produces  both  summer  sporesf  f  and  Avin- 
ter  spores]  | )  and  the  name  it  had  been  given  by  Berkeley, 
Avho  studied  it  shortly  after  its  appearance  in  the  Mar- 
gate graperies,  Avas  accepted.  Berkeley  called  this  neAV 
vine  disease  Oidium  Tuckeri,  in  honor  of  Tucker,  avIio 
first  discovered  it.  The  identity  of  the  Uncinula  si)iralis 
and  the  Oidium  Tuckeri  was  established  l)v  M.  Viala  during 
his  travels  in  the  United  States  in  1889.  The  Avinter  spores 
of  the  Uncinula  spiralis  have  since  been  found  in  France 
and  probably  in  most  of  the  other  grape-growing  coun- 
tries of  Europe. 

The  history  of  this  disease  has  thus  been  outlined  aming- 
ly  to  give  a  definite  reason  Avhy  Avorks  on  viticulture,  other 
than  those  published  by  American  authors,  speak  of  the 
mildeAV  as  tlie  oidium.  Professors  of  viticulture  very  gener- 
ally call  the  poAvdery  mildew^,  the  California  vine  mildeAV, 
Oidium,  to  distinguish  it  from  the  disease  knoAvn  among 
European  vine-dressers  as  mildcAV,  Avhich  is  a  totally  dif- 
ferent disease.  Riley,  one  of  the  foremost  scientists  of  his 
day,  proposed  to  distinguish  the  two  mildcAvs,  one  from  the 
other,  by  calling  the  mildew  known  to  California  grape- 
groAvers,  Powdery  MildeAv  and  the  other  mildcAv,  a  disease 
quite  general  throughout  the  Eastern  States,  DoAvny  Mil- 
deAV. His  suggestion  has  since  been  accepted  by  the  sci- 
entists and  the  groAvers  Avherever  these  tAvo  diseases  occur 
together.  The  downy  mildeAV  has  not  been  certainly  ob- 
serA'ed  thus  far  in  California,  and  it  is  probable  that  the 
climatic  conditions  preA'ent  its  existence.  The  Uncinula 
spiralis  Avill,  therefore,  in  this  article,  be  referred  to  simply 
as  mildeAV,  agreeably  to  the  ijractice  of  the  growers 
throughout  the  State. 

"The  mildeAV  at  first  appears,"  to  quote  the  AAords  of 
Viala,  "as  a  dull,  thin,  grayish-Avhite  efflorescence;  it  is 
never  granular  nor  lustrous,  and  generally  forms  a  vague 
netAvork  that  may  spread  over  all  the  groAving  parts  of  the 
vine,  shoots,  leaves,  floAvers  and  fruit,  and  it  has  a  charac- 
teristic musty  odor.  After  maturation  it  may  be  recog- 
nized by  the  suffused,  but  not  sunken,  dull,  blackish-broAvn 
spots  that  the  parasite  has  left  upon  the  organs  of  the 
vine."*  Such  is,  briefly,  the  general  appearance  of  the 
mildew;  but  to  leave  no  doubt  in  the  mind  of  the  reader 
as  to  what  it  looks  like,  it  may  be  said  that  it  resembles  in 
externals,  and  even  in  mode  of  action,  the  mildcAv  of  the 


rose,  a  parasite  even  more  universal  than  the  vine  mildew 
itself,  as  every  rose  loA'er  will  testify. 

The  "vague  netAvork"  that  spreads,  as  the  case  may  be, 
over  all  the  parts  of  the  vine,  or  only  over  certain  of  them, 
is  the  mycelium,  of  Avhich,  at  intervals,  suckers  are  sent 
into  the  epidermal  cells  of  the  host.  By  means  of  these 
suckers  the  fungus  appropriates  the  food  the  plant  has 
elaborated  for  its  use.  When  a  vine  is  badly  infested 
Avith  mildeAV  it  is  then  really  living  on  a  scant  supply  of 
food,  and  is  in  more  or  less  a  state  approaching  starvation. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  Avay  in  Avhich  the  mildcAv  damages 
the  vines  is  by  starving  them  into  Aveakly  and  unproductive 
plants;  the  vines  infested  do  not  manufacture  and  put 
aAvay  their  reserves  of  starch,  and  the  folloAving  season 
they  shoAv  evidences  of  poor  nutrition  and,  if  again  in- 
fested, become  still  Aveaker;  in  a  feAv  years  the  mildeAV 
Avould  assuredly  kill  them,  were  it  not  for  a  fact  long  since 
obserA-ed,  that  the  mildcAv,  like  all  fungous  diseases,  is  very 
sensitive  to  climatic  changes. 

Slight  climatic  changes  that  may  even  escape  our  notice 
have  a  great  influence  upon  the  mildcAv.  It  develops 
slowly  at  53.6  degrees  F.  but  more  rapidly  as  the  tempera- 
ture rises.  A  temperature  of  from  77  degrees  to  86  degrees 
F.  appears  to  be  the  most  favorable  for  a  rapid  develop- 
ment of  the  disease.  At  the  tAvo  extremes  of  temperature, 
-11  degrees  to  50  degrees  and  104  degres  F.  growth  prac- 
tically ceases  Hunxidity,  though  essential  to  the  develop- 
nu'ut  of  the  parasite,  is  not  the  important  factor.  As 
Malat  says:  "heat  is  the  first  essential;  humidity,  though 
necessary,  being  of  less  importance.  Thus  on  dry  slopes, 
in  shallow,  sandy,  red  soils  in  Avhich  the  vines,  on  account 
of  the  Avarmth,  spring  rapidly  into  A-egetation,  the  mildcAv 
causes  greater  damage  than  in  the  moist  and  cold  Ioav 
lands."  A  Avarm,  moist  atmosphere,  such  as  one  meets 
Avith  in  hot  houses,  inay  be  said  to  be  the  best  suited  to  the 
development  of  the  mildcAA',  and  such  atmospheric  condi- 
tions in  the  open  could  not  be  called  dry  nor  yet  muggy.  It 
is  after  such  Aveather  as  this  that  it  may  be  observed  to  the 
best  adA'antage  Avhen  mycelium  and  spores  flourish.  The 
vague  netAvork  of  the  tangled  branches  of  tlie  mycelium, 
Avhich  are  colorless  Avhen  seen  singly  under  the  microscope, 
appear  Avhite  Avhen  seen  in  mass.  The  Avhite  efflorescence 
is  nothing  more  than  the  summer  spores  which  singly  arc 
too  small  to  be  seen  Avith  the  naked  eye. 

ToAvard  midsummer,  Avlien  the  vine  has  reached  com- 
plete development,  and  only  the  extremities  of  the  shoots 
and  the  berries  remain  tender  and  their  epidermis  soft 
eiu)ugli  to  be  pierced  by  the  suckers,  Ave  find  that  the  devel- 
opment of  the  mildeAV  is  less  rapid;  Avhen  occurring,  is 
mostly  confined  to  the  fruit.    The  groAvth  that  noAV  api)eaiH 
on  the  older  parts  (fully  developed  leaAcs  and  lignifying 
shoots),  is  more  felt-like  and  grayer  in  appeaiauce;  it  is 
no  longer  efflorescent ;  the  abundant  production  of  summer  \ 
spores  has  ceased.     Beneath  this  felt-like  groAvth  Avhen  it 
is  rubbed  aAvay,  the  suffused,  but  not  sunken,  dull  blackish- 
broAvn  spots,  Avhich  remain  even  after  the  mycelium  has 
been  destroyed  by  the  cold  and  rains  of  Avinter.    ToAvard 
autumn,  after  a  hot  spell,  or  the  first  cold  nights,  ther<i 
appear  frequently,  but  not  invariably,  in  tlie  old  patches 
of  mildeAV,  small,  yelloAV,  round  bodies  visible  to  the  naked  \ 
eye,  Avhich  increase  somcAvhat  in  size  and  Avhen  mature  an;  \ 
black.    These  round  black  bodies  are  called  spores,  or  peri-  i 
thecia.    Under  the  microscope  the  perithecia  are  seen  to  be  I 
pseudo-parenchymous  and    have    attached  to    their    base 
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long  hairs  wliicli  are  curled  at  the  tips.  If  left  to  them- 
selves the  peril  heoia  hreak  open  in  the;  spring  and  a  lot  of 
small,  colorless  sjiores  are  liberated.  These,  under  favor- 
able conditions  germinate  as  soon  as  they  escape  and  repro- 
duce the  familiar  efflorescent  web  of  the  mildew. 

The  action  of  the  mildew  upon  the  vine  and  the  relation 
between  its  growth  on  the  diflfereut  parts  of  the  vine,  and 
the  climates  of  California,  may  thus  be  stated: 

The  mildew  affects  both  the  upper  and  lower  surfaces  of 
the  leaves  indifferently,  during  the  early  spring;  but  when 
the  Aveather  becomes  warmer  and  drier  may  disappear 
from,  or  not  attack  the  upper  surfaces,  and  jet  be  fairly 
severe  on  the  lower.  The  leaves  that  have  reached  a  cer- 
tain development  curl  up  under  the  influence  of  the  fungus, 
gradually  dry  and  fall  off".  The  young  leaves  succumb 
more  rapidly.  The  most  serious  danmge  done  to  the  foli- 
age is  during  the  early  spring  months,  before  the  viius 
have  flowered.  The  summer  months  ai'e,  in  a  number  of 
grape-growing  districts,  unfavorable  to  its  development 
on  the  foliage  and  upper  parts  of  the  canes  Avhich  are  more 
exposed  to  the  direct  rays  of  the  sun,  and  consequently  to 
greater  heat,  which  rapidly  dries  up  the  moisture  deposited 
by  dews  and  fogs,  thus  depriving  the  fungus  of  the  neces- 
sary moisture  for  germination  and  exposing  it,  when 
grown,  to  a  temperature  that  prevents  any  further  de- 
velopment. 

Even  the  foliage  of  the  Carignane,  w^hich  is  remarkably 
sensitive  before  June,  is  quite  resistant  during  the  remain- 
der of  the  season  wherever  fogs  and  cloudy  weather  are  not 
too  prevalent.  But  if  the  upper  two-thirds  of  the  foliage  is, 
after  flowering,  well-nigh  immune  to  the  mildew,  the  lowei- 
third  of  the  canes  and  the  grapes  are  receptive,  and  more 
so  in  healthy,  vigorous  vines;  as  one  would  expect,  the 
grapes,  being  protected  from  the  direct  rays  of  the  sun. 
The  canes  and  grapes  being  well-shaded,  deposits  of  mois- 
ture remain  longer  upon  them  and  the  temperature  of  the 
air  environing  them  rarely  exceeds  the  optimum  (86  de- 
grees F.)  for  the  growth  of  the  fungus.  It  is  not  rare  to 
find  the  lower  jjarts  of  the  canes  and  the  grapes  covei'ed 
with  a  delicate,  grayish-white  meal,  if  the  invasion  of  the 
mildew  is  recent;  or,  if  old,  the  epidermis  of  the  canes 
blackened  and  the  berries  discolored  and  split  if  nearing 
maturity;  or  black  and  drying  up  more  or  less  if  but  recent- 
ly set.  Nor  is  it  rare  to  find  the  canes  and  the  grai)es  in  one 
of  these  stages  of  disease,  and  the  foliage  of  the  vines  show- 
ing no  signs  whatever  of  infection.  It  is  patent,  then,  that 
the  grapes  may  be  seriously  infested  with  mildew,  though 
hidden  beneath  a  luxuriant  and  manteling  foliage. 

The  manner  in  which  the  mildew  affects  the  vines  has 
been  dwelt  upon  at  some  length,  mainly  for  the  purpose 
of  condemning  without  reserve,  many  of  the  methods  of 
sulphuring  vines  which  are  now  in  vogue. 

The  origin  of  the  defective  practices  of  sulphuring  are 
easily  explained.  The  mildew  is  generally  a  xavy  benign 
disease  of  the  vine  in  California,  and  wherever  it  is  van- 
quished by  placing  a  spoonful  of  sulphur  between  every 
four  vines,  or  a  handful  on  the  center  of  the  foliage,  or  on 
the  head  of  the  vine,  it  never  attacks  the  vines  at  all. 
Whenever  the  mildew  is  injurious  we  find  that  either  the 
grower  does  not  know  it  and  is  much  concerned  about  the 
new  disease  in  his  vineyard,  or  he  knows  the  mildew  and 
is  very  much  dissatisfied  with  his  sulphur  which  he  con- 
siders worthless. 

Another  cause  for  the  faulty  sulphuring  so  generally 
practiced,  is  the  idea,  exaggerated  beyond  all  truth,  that 


the  sulphur  fumes  have  an  unlimited  fungicidal  value. 
The  fumes  of  a  handful  of  sulphur  are  supposed  to  per- 
meate the  atmosi)here  sui'rounding  the  vine,  and  destroy 
any  oidiuni  that  may  be  in  it  But  sulphur  evaporates  very 
slowly  at  ordinary  temperatures;  and  though  it  is  true 
that  its  fumes  kill  the  fungus,  they  are  mainly  effective 
at  the  immediate  surface  from  which  they  are  given  off. 
It  therefore  follows  that  sulphur,  to  be  effective,  must  be 
distributed  in  the  very  finest  of  powders,  as  evenly  as  pos- 
sible over  the  growing  parts  of  the  vine.  According  to  M. 
Mares,*  sulphuring  is  only  successful  when  the  following 
conditions  are  realized : 

(1)  "The  sulphuring  must  be  performed  as  soon  as  one 
sees  the  mildew  begin  to  appear  on  the  vine:  one  thus 
prevents  the  parasite  from  obtaining  a  strong  hold  on  the 
grapes  and  the  foliage  of  the  vines,  and  both  impairing  the 
tissues  and  weakening  the  growth." 

(2)  "The  sulphuring  must  be  renewed  every  time  the 
mildew  attacks  the  vine  and  whenever  it  appears." 

(3)  "The  sulphuring  must  be  conscientiously  per- 
formed,  and  none  of  the  affected  parts  of  the  vines  left 
untouched.  When  one  finds  a  shoot  of  the  vine  affected,  they 
may  rest  assured  that  the  germs  of  the  disease  are  upon  the 
others  also;  to  destroy  these  germs  they  must  be  touched 
by  the  grains  of  sulphur."! 

All  vines  are  not  equally  sensitive  to  the  mildew :  some 
are  quite  sensitive,  others  less  so,  and  then  again  others 
not  at  all.

Misleading  Crop  Reports. 


ANEW  YORK  wine  paper,  just  at  hand,  publishes  a 
number  of  reports  upon  the  grape  crop  conditions 
that  will  be  found  misleading  to  the  readers  of  that  journal 
who  may  be  interested  in  the  coming  vintage  in  this  State. 
These  reports  were  gathered  during  the  month  of  June,  be- 
fore the  exceptional  hot  spell,  with  the  succeeding  cool 
weather,  had  done  its  decimating  work  in  the  vineyards. 
These  statements  were  undoubtedly  correct  when  made  by 
the  vineyardists,  but  the  fact  remains  that  when  they 
reached  the  public  they  were  entirely  incorrect. 

Usually  the  Review  issues  a  complete  crop  report  in  July, 
but  owing  to  the  exceptional  climatic  conditions  prevailing 
it  was  found  necessary,  in  order  to  give  accurate  informa- 
tion, to  postpone  the  gathering  of  these  reports  until 
August.  Therefore,  in  the  coming  August  number  Ave  will 
publish  a  complete  and  authentic  review  of  the  crop  situa- 
tion. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  yield  will  be  far  below  the 
June  estimates,  and  it  is  to  the  interest  of  evei'y  vineyard- 
ist  to  carefully  answer  the  list  of  (jueries  that  will  be  sent 
from  this  office  within  the  next  feAV  days. 


A  DISPATCH  received  from  Washington  as  we  go  to 
])ress  says  that  the  German  wine  producers  and  ex- 
porters are  alarmed  over  the  action  of  our  Agricultural  De- 
partment in  drafting  a  new  law  to  prevent  the  adulteration 
of  foodstuffs,  wine,  etc.,  writes  Consul-General  Guenther  of 
Frankfort  to  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor. 
They  are  nmking  strenuous  efforts  to  ward  off  what  they 
call  the  "great  danger  to  their  interests."  The  various  as- 
sociations of  winegrowers  and  the  chambers  of  commerce 
in  Western  Germany  have  memorialized  the  German  Gov- 
ernment to  intervene.  Even  United  States  Consuls  have 
receive*]  printed  circulars  and  letters  protesting  against 
the  application  of  the  law  to  shipments  of  German  wine, 
which  is  claimed  to  be  pure  and  wholesome. 

The  Association  of  Wine  Dealers  of  the  Rhine  and  Main 
regions  fear  that  their  exportation  to  the  United  States 
will  be  injured  or  perhaps  totally  wiped  out  by  the  law. 

The  fears  of  our  friends  across  the  water  may  be  well 
founded,  but  if  that  is  the  case,  and  the  wines  they  ship  to 
the  United  States  are  so  constituted  as  to  come  under  the 
ban  of  the  Federal  law,  then  it  is  incumbent  upon  the  do- 
mestic Avine  producers  to  become  alarmed  lest  the  proposed 
measure  fail  to  become  a  part  of  the  United  States  Revised 
Statutes. 

The  American  Avine  producers  do  not  propose  to  stand 
idly  by  and  see  sucli  a  proper  safeguard  measure  fail,  to  the 
end  that  their  foreign  competitors  may  be  benefitted.  So  it 
may  be  taken  for  granted  that  the  protest  of  the  German 
exporters  Avill  be  Avithont  avail. 


The  many  friends  and  acquaintances  on  this  coast  of 
Tom  Gilmore,  Western  representative  of  Bonforts,  Avill 
read  with  deep  regret  of  the  sudden  death  of  Mr.  Gilmore's 
Avife.

Lodi,  July  13.— Half  the  entire  crop,  both  table  and 
wine  varieties,  has  been  burned  out  by  the  sun  in  northern 
San  Joaquin  County. 


Around  Sonoma  grapes  are  setting  well  in  all  vineyards 
that  are  not  affected  by  disease.  If  the  weather  continues 
favorable  this  Avill  undoubtedly  be  a  record  Aear  for  vine- 
yardists. 


The  Tulare  Ncirs  says  that  Muscat  grapes  have  dropped 
quite  badly,  and  there  will  hardly  be  more  than  half  of  a 
first  crop  of  grapes.  Second  crop  Muscat  grapes  are  set- 
ting heavily,  though. 


H.  Erwin,  a  vineyardist  and  winemaker  of  Pomona,  Fla., 
is  visiting  the  State  and  investigating  its  wine  industry. 
He  is  accompanied  by  his  wife.  At  present  they  are  domi- 
ciled at  the  Palace  Hotel. 


F.  Patronak,  the  well-known  upper  Dry  Creek  (Sonoma 
County)  winemaker,  is  arranging  to  put  in  a  ucav  crusher 
this  year  and  add  considerable  to  his  cooperage.

Redding,  July  5. — The  grape  crop  of  Shasta  County 
has  been  badly  damaged  by  grasshoppers  this  year.  The 
lioppers  eat  all  the  leaves  from  the  vine,  but  do  not  touch 
the  fruit,  and  the  grapes  are  ruined  by  the  sun. 


Grapes  promise  to  produce  an  enormous  crop.  The  vine- 
yardists  who  signed  the  C.  W.  A.  five-year  contracts  last 
fall  are  sure  of  flo  per  ton.  Those  who  did  not  are 
not  so  certain  of  prices,  but  many  of  them  expect  to  get  |15 
or  more.  Some  who  have  less  confidence  in  the  California 
Wine  Association  are  confident  that  the  market  will  open 
at  a  figure  less  than  the  contract  price. — AVindsor  Herald. 


The  Wetmore-Bowen  Company  received  an  additional 
five  dozen  ducks  this  week  to  supplement  the  force  of 
quackers  which  is  decimating  the  grasshopper  crop  in  the 
Cresta  Blanca  vineyard.  Mr.  Wetmore  says  that  there  is 
no  doubt  about  the  efficacy  of  this  means  of  dealing  with 
pests.  Their  numbers  haAC  been  greatly  reduced  already 
and  with  the  reinforcements  just  received  he  has  no  fur- 
ther fears  of  damage  to  the  vines  from  that  source. — Liv- 
ermore  Herald. 


The  California  Fig  Bitters  Co.  report  business  is  mov- 
ing along  nicely  with  them.  The  quality  of  the  Fig  Bitters, 
and  the  excellent  business  methods  employed  to  introduce 
them,  account  for  their  marked  success.  The  demand  for 
the  bitters  is  gaining  steadily  and  the  outlook  is  excellent. 


IT  is  reported  that  in  some  parts  of  the  county  grasshop^ 
pers  are  doing  a  great  deal  of  damage.  It  is  not  a  dif- 
ficult matter  to  destroy  these  pests.  We  are  indebted  to 
Miss  Carrie  Blowers  for  the  following,  known  as  the  uni- 
versity formula :  Dissolve  a  pound  of  arsenic  and  a  pound 
of  sal  soda  in  four  gallons  of  boiling  Avater.  Add  four  gal- 
lons of  molasses  when  dissolved,  also  enough  bran  to  make 
a  thick  moist  dough.  Spread  the  mixture  on  paper  under 
the  vines. — Yolo  Democrat. 


Grasshoppers  Continue  Ravages. 


THE  grasshoppers  are  gradually  moving  down  into  tl 
valley  from  the  foothills  and  as  they  progress  theii 
raid  ceases  to  be  a  joke.  In  addition  to  the  damage  done  in 
th«  Mendenhall  and  other  outlying  vineyards  as  mentioned 
last  week.  *  *  *  The  bran,  molasses  and  arsenic  mix- 
ture seems  to  be  a  failure,  as  the  hoppers  refuse  to  eat  it  as 
long  as  there  is  anything  green  in  sight.  The  Wetmore- 
Bowen  Comjiany  has  turned  a  large  number  of  geese  into 
its  vineyard  in  the  hope  of  keeping  down  the  pests.  Other 
vineyardists  are  talking  of  securing  flocks  of  turkeys. — 
Livermore  Herald.

Decreased  Consumption   of    Alcoholic    Liquors 
in  Great  Britain. 


{F/om  United  Stales  Consul  M akin,  Nottingham,  England.) 

THE  apparent  decrease  in  the  cousumpti(m  of  alcohol  as 
a  beverage  in  this  country  excites  much  interest  and 
speculation.  The  chancellor  of  the  exchequer,  who  bases 
his  calculation  upon  the  receipts  from  taxes  and  customs 
duties  on  alcoholic  liquids,  is  credited  with  the  statement 
tliat  the  consumpticm  of  both  beer  and  spirits  was  less  in 
1904  than  in  any  one  of  the  preceding  fifteen  years,  and 
that  the  decline  has  been  continuous  since  1900.  The 
chancellor  is  specially  interested,  for  the  reason  that  32 
per  cent  of  the  liritish  national  revenue  is  derived  from  the 
taxes  on  alcoholics.  According  to  Board  of  Trade 
statistics,  no  other  country  derives  so  large  a  proportion  of 
its  jjublic  revenues  fi'om  that  source — that  of  the  United 
States  being  given  as  29  per  cent,  Netherlands  19,  Russia, 
Sweden,  Belgium,  and  France  18,  Denmark  15,  Norway 
12,  Austria-Hungary  11,  (Jermany  5,  and  Italy  and  Servia 
2.  The  total  revenue  from  the  tax  on  alcoholics  is,  how- 
ever, about  f  15,000,000  less  per  annum  in  Great  Britain 
than  in  the  United  States,  though  the  per  capita  of  such 
revenue  in  this  country  is  about  .f4  as  against  about  |2 
in  the  United  States. 

The  outlay  for  alcoholic  drinks  in  Great  Britain  is  esti- 
mated at  1820,000,000  for  the  calendar  year  1904,  a  de- 
crease of  about  127,000,000  in  comparison  Avith  1903,  and 
of  about  183,000,000  comparetl  with  1899.  In  (|uantity 
consumed,  beer  declined  21/.  gallons  per  capita  in  1904  as 
compared  with  1903,  and  spirits  from  1.09  gallons  to  0.95 
gallon.  Comparative  statistics  of  alcoholic  beverages  con- 
sumed by  different  countries  are,  however,  misleading, 
unless  the  fact  is  noted  that  British  beer  contains  8  per 
cent  of  proof  spirit,  while  the  continental  lageir  beer 
contains  only  4  per  cent  as  a  rule. 

Some  writers  refer  to  the  apparent  decrease  in  liquor 


drinking  in  this  country  as  "a  wave  of  sobriety."  The 
dull  times  of  the  past  several  years  siiggest  that  this 
phrase  may  be  misleading.  A  statement  that  in  recent 
years  the  dregs  of  emptied  imported  wine  barrels  have 
been  mixed  with  water  and  consumed  offers  another  ex- 
planation for  the  aparent  decrease  in  consumption. 

In  spite  of  the  decrease  shown  by  official  statistics, 
Great  Britain  continues  to  stand  far  above  some  other 
countries  in  per  capita  consumption  of  alcoholic  bever- 
ages. This  is  particularly  notable  in  comparison  with  local 
option  countries.  Great  Britain's  annual  per  capita  con- 
sumption of  proof  sjjirit  is  placed  at  4  gallons,  while  that 
of  the  five  countries  where  local  option  prevails  is  stated 
thus:  United  States,  2.77;  Sweden,  2.89;  Norway,  1.01; 
Canada,  1.32;  New  Zealand,  1.72.  This  is  an  average  of 
less  than  2  gallons  for  these  ccmntries,  while  the  average 
of  European  countries  is  nearly  5  gallons.  Naturally, 
temperance  propagandists  urge  local  option  as  ottVriu}; 
a  means  of  at  least  mitigating  the  admitted  drink  evil  in 
Great  Britain.  But  until  Parliament,  which  controls  all 
liquor  legislation,  manifests  sympathy  Avith  the  movement 
the  propaganda  is  hopeless. 

The  Public  House  Trust  Association,  whose  objects  and 
methods  have  been  described  in  a  report  from  this  con- 
sulate, continues  its  Avork  along  temperance  lines,  though 
hampered  by  lack  of  funds  and  by  lack  of  a  popular  a])pre- 
ciation  of  its  aims  The  trust  noAv  oavus  170  public  houses 
scattered  throughout  the  country,  all  conducted  on  the 
same  lines,  namely,  subordinating  alcoholics  to  other  bev- 
erages and  to  food,  contrary  to  the  usual  public-house 
policy.  Some  of  the  trust  houses  are  paying  dividends, 
though  this  is  a  secondary  consideration.  The  dividends 
are  not  allowed  to  go  beyond  5  per  cent  on  the  invested 
capital.  This  trust  is  fairly  entitled  to  a  share  of  the 
credit  for  the  apparent  declining  use  of  alcoholics  in  Great 
Britain.

Special  tax. 
I'oreign  trading  ships,  engaged  in  business  as  retail  liquor 
dealers  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  are 
subject  to  the  law  requiring  the  payment  of  special  tax 
for  such  business.

Sir  :    In  reply  to  your  ooniniuuication  of  June  22  you  are 
advised  that  a  British  trading  vessel,  operating  between 
Seattle  and  British  ports  and  retailing  liquors  on  board, 
is  held  to  be  liable  to  the  payment  of  the  special  tax  re- 
iiuircd  of  retail  liquor  dealers  if  such  vessel  sells  liquors  at 
retail  while  within  American  Avaters  or  at  an  American 
port. 

The  tax  should  be  demanded  and  collected  of  all  such 
vessels;  .but  before  making  demand  you  should  be  thor- 
oughly satisfied  from  a  sufficiency  of  evidence  that  sales 
are  being  made  Avithin  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United 
States,  which,  of  course,  includes  the  waters  within  the 
3-mile  coast  limit  or  on  the  American  side  of  the  line  of 
boundary  between  this  countrv  and  British  Columbia. 
There  should  be  no  distinction  made  between  American 
and  British  vessels,  provided  always  that  sales  of  liquor  on 
hoard  are  made  within  American  territory.

You  state  that  vou  have  called  the  attention  of 


iiud  other  rectifiers  in  your  district  to  the  regulations  in 
reference  to  the  use  of  sweet  wines  that  have  been  fortified 
ill  the  production  of  imitation,  spurious  and  compound 

li(]Uors,  and  that  — notifies  you  that  the  practice  on 

iheir  part  will  be  discontinued. 

Parties  who  continue  to  use  fortified  sweet  wine  in  the 
l)i'oduction  of  imitation  liquors  should  be  reported  to  the 
I'nited  States  Attorney  in  order  that  proper  proceedings 
may  be  instituted  under  sections  44  and  48  and  of  the  act 
of  October  1,1900,  and  section  3282  of  the  Revised  Stat- 
utes.

A  wantage  of  2V2  per  cent  of  the  capacity  of  barrels  or 
casks  in  which  imported  will  be  allowed  upon  all  liquors 
so  iinjtorted.

Siij :     The  Department  is  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the 


21st  instant,  further  in  regard  to  the  matter  of  the  adop- 
tion of  a  rate  of  allowance  for  wantage  upon  wines  and 
liquors  imported  in  casks  or  barrels. 

The  Department  will  not  acquiesce  in  the  decision  of  the 
United  States  circuit  court  for  the  southern  district  of 
New  York  of  the  5tli  instant  (T.  D.  26488),  holding  that 
duty  should  not  be  assessed  upon  a  greater  quantity  than 
that  shown  by  the  ganger's  return  to  have  actually  arrived 
in  this  country,  and  it  is  therefore  advisable  that  a  uni- 
form practice  should  be  adopted  at  all  of  the  ports  in 
making  allowance  for  the  normal  outage  or  wantage, 
which  is  defined  by  the  Board  of  United  States  General 
Appraisers  in  T.  D.  26086  of  February  21,  1905,  to  be  "  the 
difference  between  the  capacity  of  the  cask  or  bottle  and 
the  quantity  of  wine  or  liquor  which  is  usually  placed  in 
it  according  to  the  custom  of  the  trade,  a  certain  vacancy 
being  allowed  for  the  expansion  of  such  wines  or  liquors." 

As  it  appears  from  the  report  of  the  surveyor  at  your 
port  that  2%  per  cent  of  the  capacity  of  such  casks  or 
barrels  Avould  be  fair  and.  equitable,  and  approximately 
represent  the  amount  of  unfilled  space  in  such  casks  or 
barrels,  the  same  is  hereby  adopted  by  the  Department  as 
the  wantage  or  outage  to  be  allowed  upon  such  importa- 
tions of  wines  or  liquors.

Allowance  on  icines. 

Shaw  v.  United  States. 

U.  S.  Circuit  Court,  Southern  District  of  New  Y''ork. 

June  5,  1905.     Suit  3907. 

1.  Shortage    of    Wines — Allowance — Leakage — Uni- 

form Duties. 
In  a  certain  importation  of  wine  in  barrels  there  was 
a  wantage  in  excess  of  the  normal  outage,  amounting  to 
27  gallons.  The  collector  of  customs  made  no  allowance 
for  this  excess,  in  the  assessment  of  duty,  presuming  it 
to  be  due  to  leakage,  and  based  the  assessment  on  the 
entire  capacity  of  the  barrels,  taking  as  authority  for 
this  action  the  provision  in  paragraph  296,  tariff  act  of 
1897,  that  "  there  shall  be  no  constructive  or  other  allow- 
ance for  breakage,  leakage  or  damage  on  wines."  Held 
that  this  was  in  violation  of  the  provision  in  Article  I, 
section  8,  LTnited  States  Constitution,  that  "  all  duties, 
imposts  and  excises  shall  be  uniform  throughout  the 
United  States." 

2.  Duties^-Subject  Matter — Actual  Importation. 

The  power  to  collect  duties  or  imposts,  which  is  given 
Congress  by  Article  I,  section  8,  United  States  Constitu- 
tion, implies  that  there  must  be  some  article  imported 
into  the  United  States  on  which  such  duty  is  imposed. 
On  application  for  revicAv  of  a  decision  of  the  Board  of 
LTnited  States  General  Appraisers. 
For  decision  below  see  G.  A.  5939  (T.  D.  26086),  which 
affirmed  the  assessnwnt  of  duty  by  the  collector  of  cus- 
toms at  the  port  of  New  York  on  an  importation  by  A.  D. 
Shaw  &  Co. 

Hatch,  Keener  &  Clute  (J.  Stuart  Tompkins  of  coun- 
sel ) ,  for  the  importers. 

Henry  A.  Wise,  Assistant  United  States  Attorney,  for 
the  United  States. 
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TowNSEND^  Circuit  Judge :  Tlie  appellant  shipped  from 
abroad  certain  wines  in  casks  and  barrels  and  certain 
spirits  in  bottles.  When  the  importation  reached  New 
York  there  had  been  a  complete  destruction  of  some  of  the 
goods,  and  as  to  those  the  Board  of  General  Appraisers 
properly  sustained  the  protests  of  the  importer,  and  held 
that  no  duty  was  collectible.  As  to  the  other  cases,  where 
the  spirits  were  contained  in  bottles,  some  of  which  were 
broken,  the  Board  of  General  Appraisers  properly  over- 
ruled the  protests  of  the  importers  and  sustained  the  de- 
cision of  the  collector,  and  held  that  no  relief  could  be 
granted  for  the  broken  bottles.  This  decision  was  correct 
under  the  proviso  of  paragraph  29G  of  the  act  of  1897, 
which  reads  as  follows : 

*  *  •  And  iiroridcd  fiirfJicr,  That  there  shall  be  no 
constructive  or  other  allowance  for  breakage,  leak- 
age or  danmge  on  wines,  liquors,  cordials,  or  distilled 
spirits.     •     ♦     * 

The  only  question  herein  is  as  to  the  correctness  of  the 
decision  of  the  Board  in  affirming  the  action  of  the  col- 
lector in  assessing  duty  not  only  on  the  amount  of  wine 
contained  in  the  casks  or  barrels  as  returned  by  the 
ganger,  but  i)lus  the  Avantage  in  excess  of  normal  outage. 
The  normal  outage  or  wantage  is  defined  by  the  Board 
as — 

The  dif¥erence  between  the  capacity  of  a  cask  or  bottle 
and  the  quantity  of  wine  or  liquor  which  is  usually  placed 
in  it  according  to  the  custom  of  trade,  a  certain  vacancy 
being  allowed  for  the  expansion  of  such  wines  and  liquors. 

The  protest  of  the  importers,  therefore  is  against  the 
action  of  the  collector  in  assessing  duty  upon  the  differ- 
ence between  the  actual  (luantity  contained  in  the  casks 
as  shown  by  return  of  the  gauger  on  arrival  at  the  port 
of  entry  and  the  <iuantity  sliipped  from  the  foreign  port  as 
stated  in  the  invoice.  This  action  of  the  collector  is  de- 
fended by  reason  of  the  proviso  in  paragraph  296,  quoted 
above.  The  collector  held  that  this  difference  in  quantity 
was  produced  by  leakage  and  by  no  other  cause,  basing  this 
conclusion  upon  the  statement  of  the  United  States 
gauger.  This  statement,  as  reported  by  the  collector,  was 
as  follows: 

I  have  to  state  that  the  United  States  gauger,  in  his 


return  attached  to  the  entry,  reports  that  casks  number* 
*  *  *  show  evidence  of  leakage,  since  the  outage  is 
221/4  gallons  above  normal. 

It  is  admitted  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  the  prac- 
tice of  the  Treasury  Department  in  assessing  duties  upon 
similar  importations  has  not  been  uniform,  and  that  under 
provision  in  the  tariff  act  of  1883,  which  provided  that 
there  should  be  no  allowance  for  breakage,  leakage,  etc., 
the  Attorney-General  had  held,  in  view  of  the  decision  of 
the  Supreme  Court  in  Marriott  r.  Brune  (9  How.,  ()19) 
and  other  subsequent  decisions,  that  duty  could  only  be 
assessed  upon  the  quantity  of  imported  merchandise  which 
arrived  in  this  country,  and  that  any  portion  not  arriving, 
though  described  in  the  invoice,  was  not  dutiable.  The 
Board  of  (General  Appraisers,  however,  seeks  to  differenti- 
ate the  question  herein  by  reason  of  the  amendment  to  the 
paragraph  as  above,  so  as  to  provide  that  there  should  lie 
no  constructive  or  other  alknvance.  The  theory  of  the 
Board  is  stated  by  it  as  follows: 

The  words  "  constructive  allowance "  thus  introduced 
into  the  law  would  seem  to  imply  an  allowance  for  a  leak- 
age which  nxay  be  presumed  or  implied,  or  Avhich  would 
exist  in  contemplation  of  law,  rather  than  allowance  for 
an  actual  leakage  established  by  affirmative  proof. 

AVhether  this  change  in  the  phraseology  actually  does 
effect  any  change  in  the  operation  of  the  law  as  applied  to 
the  facts  herein  it  is  unnecessary  to  determine.  The  fun- 
damental question  is  the  constitutional  one  as  to  the  power 
of  Congress  to  collect,  as  alleged  duties  or  imposts,  charges 
on  portions  of  an  importation  which  are  non-existent,  or 
which  do  not  arrive  Avhen  the  rest  of  the  importation 
reaches  the  United  States. 

Article  I,  section  8,  of  the  TTnited  States  Constitution, 
provides  as  follows :  '  > 

Section  8.     The  Congress  shall  ha^e  power: 

1.  To  lay  and  collect  taxes,  duties,  imposts,  and  ex- 
cises; to  i)ay  the  debts  and  provide  for  the  common  de- 
fense and  g(>n('ral  welfare  of  the  TTnited  States;  but  all 
duties,  imposts,  and  excises  shall  be  uniform  throngliout 
the  United  States. 

Duties  or  imjKJsts  are  taxes  levied  on  articles  brought 
into  a  country  (Brown  v.  ^faryland,  12  Wheat.,  119).    The 
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power  to  collect  such  duty  necessarily  implies  that  there 
must  be  some  article  imported  into  the  United  States  on 
which  such  duty  is  imposed.  In  the  case  at  bar,  although 
there  was  a  shortage  of  some  '21  gallons  of  wines  which 
never  reached  this  country,  tlie  appellants  were  required 
to  pay  the  full  duty  tliereon  at  the  tariff  rate. 

I  think  this  imposition  is  not  justified.  It  is  not  only 
an  appropriation  of  moneys  under  the  guise  6f  taxation 
when  the  object  on  which  the  tax  is  levied  does  not  exist, 
but  the  practical  effect  of  such  an  interpretation  would 
be  to  violate  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  that  taxes 
shall  be  uniform  throughout  the  United  States,  and  such 
taxation  in  effect  imposes  uneipial  taxation  on  the  quan- 
tities of  different  shipments  arriving  in  the  United  States 
If  there  were  any  doubt  upon  these  questions  it  Avould 
seem  to  be  removed  by  the  I'ecent  decision  of  the  United 
States  Supreme  Court  in  Lawder  r.  Stone  (187  U.  S.,  281). 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  in  this  case  there  is  no  competent 
evidence  that  the  los-s  arose  from  any  of  the  causes  ex- 
cepted in  the  paragraph  above.  There  is  nothing  in  the 
record  which  furnishes  any  evidence  of  leakage.  In  fact, 
the  collector  by  his  statement  indicates  that  the  sole  evi- 
dence of  leakage  is  in  the  fact  that  tlie  outage  is  above 
normal. 

In  these  circumstances,  I  fail  to  find  any  justification 
for  a  departure  from  the  practical  construction  placed 
upon  the  corresponding  provision  of  the  tariff  act  of  1883 
by  the  Treasury  Department,  customs  officials,  and  the 
Attorney-General  of  the  United  States. 

The  decision  of  the  Board  of  Cieneral  Appraisers  is  re- 
versed.

Distilled  spirits  to  be  deposited  in  casks  or  packages,  each 
of  not  less  capacity  than  10  wine  gallons,  except  when 
intended  for  export,  in  which  case  the  spirits  may  be 
placed  in  metallic  cans  of  not  less  than  5  galbms  wine 
measui'e.

Gextlejiex:  This  office  is  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
the  8th  instant,  recpiesting  that  you  be  advised  whether 
alcohol  to  be  supplied  to  the  Uovtrnment  free  of  tax  may 
be  withdrawn  from  distilleries  in  cans  containing  5  gallon^^ 
each. 

In  reply,  you  are  informed  that  the  law  (sec.  3287,  Rev 
Stat.)  relating  to  the  casking  of  distilled  spirits  to  be  de- 
pf»sited  in  distillery  warehouses  provides  that — 

All   distilled  spirits  shall   be  withdrawn   from   the  re- 
ceiving cisterns  in  casks  or  ])ackages,  each  of  not  less  than  i 
ten  gallons  wine  measure.     «     »     » 

By  the  amendatory  act  of  February  21,  1899,  it  is,  how- 
ever, provided — 

That  upon  application  of  the  distiller,  and  under  such 
regulations  as  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  with] 
the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  nmy  pre- 
scribe, distilled  spirits  may  be  drawn  into  wooden  pack- 
ages, each  containing  two  or  more  metallic  cans,  which 
cans  shall  have  each  a  capacity  of  not  less  than  five  gallons, 
wine  measure,  such  packages  to  be  filled  and  used  only  for 
exportation  from  the  United  States.     *     •     * 

As  the  privilege  of  withdrawing  spirits  in  casks  or  pack- 
ages containing  less  than  ten  wine  gallons  each  is  thus  re- 
stricted by  law  to  spirits  removed  only  for  exportation, 
this  office  does  not  feel  Avarranted  in  authorizing  the  use 
of  such  packages  for  any  other  purpose.

I  New  York  Wine  Market,  i 

THE  reports  from  California  are  to  the  effect  that  so 
far  this  season  has  not  turnetl  out  very  favorably.  The 
frost  on  the  last  day  of  .March  seriously  damaged  the  crop, 
and  the  excessive  hot  spell  of  the  week  from  July  5th  to 
12th  still  further  reduced  it.  In  many  localities  the  grow- 
ers look  for  the  shortest  crop  in  uuiny  years.  The  Muscat 
crop  is  short,  and  there  is  a  smaller  holdover  of  raisins 
than  in  former  years,  and  this  alone  will  probably  stiffen 
on  the  nmrket  for  all  varieties  of  grapes,  and  it  is  almost 
certain  that  wine  grapes  will  be  a  good  deal  higher  in 
price  than  last  year. 

The  demand  here  for  Avines  has  been  quite  fair  for  the 
season  both  in  dry  and  sweet  wines.  The  prices  are  well 
maintained,  which  is  also  the  case  for  brandies. — Bouf(>rt><, 
Aug.  10. 


Jerome  Bassity,  of  1102  ilarket  street,  was  a  delegate 
to  the  National  Grand  Aerie,  held  at  Denver.  The  Cali- 
fornia delegation  worked  manfully  to  secure  the  next 
meeting  for  Wan  Francisco,  but  the  ]Milwauk«'  people  Avere 
too  strong  and  won  by  a  solitary  vote.  ilr.  liassity  re- 
turned via  Portland  and  took  in  the  Fair,  after  an  absenc(,' 
of  one  month. 
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rtarket  Conditions. 

TriE  VINTAGE :— In  the  San  Joaquin  and  Sacramento 
valleys  the  vintage  is  eoniinp;  on  apaee.  Around 
Fresno  there  is  an  unusual  complaint  of  lack  of  grape- 
packers  and  it  is  stated  that  unless  help  is  ohtained  at 
once,  a  large  part  of  the  crop  "will  rot  on  the  vines.'' 
Whether  the  situation  is  as  seriims  as  all  this  remains  to 
be  seen,  but  the  dearth  of  labor  is  so  great  that  the  vine- 
yards and  raisin  packers  have  asked  the  two  railroad 
companies  to  make  special  rates  to  get  the  laborers  into 
the  country.  In  the  South  the  crop  is  rather  backward, 
but  in  all  districts  the  vintage  Avill  be  in  full  swing  within 
the  next  few  days.  Notwithstanding  the  harvesting  season 
is  at  hand  at  this  writing,  we  have  heard  of  no  fixed  prices 
for  grapes  in  any  section,  but  considering  the  evident 
shortness  of  the  crop,  as  shoAvn  in  our  report  elsewhere 
in  this  issue,  they  ought  to  be  at  a  figure  fairly  satisfac- 
tory to  the  producer.  In  Sonoma  County  some  of  the 
growers  take  an  optimistic  view  and  predict  that  the 
smaller  Avineries  having  empty  cellars  will  be  out  to  bid 
in  competition  with  the  big  fellows,  and  thereby  keep 
])rices  up. 


DRY  WINES : — Export  trade  by  sea  during  the  month 
was  far  better  than  in  July,  the  totals  being  420 
cases  and  755,802  gallons,  valued  at  1292,304.  In  the 
matter  of  bulk  Avines  the  figure  is  nearly  double  that  of 
the  preceding  month.  This,  however,  included  a  large 
shipment  to  Ncav  York  via  the  Horn.  Th(>re  is  no  change 
in  the  situation,  save  that  crop  conditions  are  such  as  to 
])oint  to  a  strong  market  with  Avell  sustained  prices  for 
dry  Avines. 

The  yelloAV  fcA'er  epidemic  has  had  the  usual  effect  on 
the  big  bulk  Avine  market,  but  the  shippers  can  only  "grin 
and  bear  it"  as  one  of  the  draAvbacks  in  doing  business 
Avith  the  southern  metropolis. 

The  recent  visit  of  a  delegation  of  Eastern  Avine  men 
for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  co-operation  of  Califor- 
nians  in  obtaining  pure  Avine  legislation  in  Congress,  is 
regarded  as  a  highly  important  steji  for  the  betterment  of 
the  American  Avine  industrv. 


SWEETS: — In  the  SAAcet  Avine  districts  the  making  of 
Avine  is  progressing.  At  the  A'ery  first  it  Avas 
found  that  it  AA'as  impossible  to  follow  out  the  latest  regu- 
lations formulated  by  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Bca'- 
enue,  and  several  of  the  big  Avineries  around  Fresno  closed 
doAvn  indefinitely,  or  until  a  modification  of  the  impos- 
sible ruling  could  be  obtained.  This  came  at  once  and  the 
plants  AA'ere  idle  only  24  hours.  The  outlook  is  encourag- 
ing. What  Avith  losses  by  heat  and  other  causes,  the  dearth 
of  labor  for  gathering  the  grapes  and  the  possibility  that 
the  raisin  men  Avill  need  a  large  proportion  of  the  crop,  it 
is  safe  to  say  that  the  SAAcet  Avine  branch  of  the  industry 
Avill  be'  in  a  much  better  condition  this  Avlnter  than  for  a 
Ituig  time.  The  figures  of  production  for  the  month  of 
August  Avill  not  be  aA'ailable  until  the  September  issue. 


BRANDY : — The  market  is  unchanged.  Thus  far  there 
are  no  announcements  of  contracts,  the  season  being 
rather  early  for  such  business.  The  outlook  is  for  fairly 
good  pi'oduction.  The  output  in  both  districts  during 
July  Avas  6,533.2  tax  gallons.    There  remained  in  bond  in 


the  State  on  July  31,  1905,  1,637,394  tax  gallons.  Of  this 
quantity  1,295,109.7  tax  gallons  Avere  stored  in  ihh  First 
District. 


WHISKY: — The  general  Avhisky  trade  on  the  Coast 
Avas  decidedly  dull,  Avhile  the  export's  by  sea  Avere 
of  unusual  good  Aolume.  August  of  last  year  developed 
the  same  stagnant  conditions  tliat  obtained  during  the 
past  month,  but  no  one  could  giA'e  a  satisfactory  reason 
therefor,  and  the  sanie  can  be  said  of  the  situation  for 
August,  1905.  Some  of  the  trade  begin  to  fear  that  the 
eighth  month  of  the  calendar  Avill  become  a  fixture  a«  the 
dullest  season  of  the  year.  Maybe  it  Avill  be 
or  has  become  so,  but  there  is  no  good  evident 
reason  for  such  a  state  of  affairs.  In  the  latter 
Ijart  of  the  numtli  there  Avas  a  noticeable  improvement 
among  local  retailers  and  the  wholesalers  Avere  able  to  re 
port  business  picking  up.  They  expect  a  fine  fall  and  A^•in- 
ter  trade.  Sea  exports  Avere  large,  the  totals  being  2,907 
cases  and  11,159  gallons,  A-alued  at  |48,566.  This  figure 
is  seldom  exceeded.  Of  this  amount  about  one-half  Aveiit 
to  Alaska.  The  shipments  to  the  North  included  871 
cases  and  6,144  gallons,  of  the  A-alue  of  |23,783.  Jliscella- 
neous  Avines  and  liquors  Avere  339  cases  and  77  gallons, 
valued  at  |5580. 

Imports  aggregated  35  octaves,  2156  cases  iind  25  bar^ 
rels. 


IMPORTATIONS:— Importers,  like  all  other  branches 
i  of  trade,  had  a  quiet  month,  but  there  AA-as  little  com- 
plaint. The' imports  during  the  month  Avere  as  follows: 
75  cases  ale  and  stout,  50  cases  Amer  Picon,  300  cases  bit 
ters,  50  barrels  sake,  1880  cases  fernet,  28  casks,  191  cases, 
14  octaA-es  Avine,  213  cases  05  packages  brandy,  15  cases 
kirscliAvasser,  215  eases  absinthe,  940  cases  A^ermouth,  10 
casks  1501  cases  gin,  505  cases  liquors,  802  cases  mineral 
Avater,  383  cases  beer,  35  octaA'es,215  cases  25  barrels 
whiskA'. 


BEER  : — In  accordance  with  all  lines  of  business,  trade 
has  not  been  up  to  expectations.  Locally  the  consump- 
tion has  been  shy,  but  the  interior  has  made  a  better  show- 
ing. Ex.ports  by  sea  were  of  normal  volume,  the  totals  be- 
ing 1951  packages  bottled  and  281  barrels  bulk,  valued  at 
115,065.

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PACIFIC  WINE  AND  SPIRIT  REVIEW. 
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WILL  WORK   TOGETHER   FOR  AMERICAN   WINES 


THE  discussion  some  time  ago  which  led  several  represen- 
tative wine  men  of  California  to  join  the  American  Wine 
Growers'  Association,  organized  in  the  East  by  wine- 
makers  may  have  been  epoch-making  in  the  history  of 
the  American  wine  industry.  If  it  had  been  predicted  a  com- 
paratively short  time  ao;o  that  a  delegation  of  the  most 
prominent  men  engaged  in  viticulture  east  of  the  Rockies 
would  visit  this  State  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  co-ope- 
ration of  the  Californians  in  the  promotion  of  the  National 
wine  industry,  the  prophet  would  have  been  ridiculed  here 
as  well  as  in  New  York  and  Ohio.  However,  this  thing  has 
transpired  and  during  the  latter  part  of  the  month  a  party  of 
representative  Eastern  wine  men  has  been  in  the  State,  care- 
fully investigating  the  workings  and  products  of  our  great 
industry,  with  a  view  solely  to  obtain  the  co-operation  of  the 
viniculturists  and  viticulturists  of  the  Golden  State  in  se- 
curing national  legislation  in  the  interest  of  pure  wines. 

These  gentlemen  came  upon  the  invitation  of  the  Califor- 
nia Viticultural  Club.  The  delegation  comprised  Edward  R. 
Emerson,  President  of  the  Brotherhood  Wine  Co.,  and  also 
President  of  the  American  Wine  Growers'  Association;  F.  N. 
Randall,  Second  Vice-President  of  the  Chatauqua  Fruit  Co., 
Ripley,  New  York;  Jules  Crance,  manager  of  the  Urbana 
Wine  Co.,  Urbana,  New  York,  and  L.  J.  Vance,  editor  of  the 
American  Wine  Press  and  Secretary  of  the  association  above 
named.  They  first  visited  the  vineyards  and  wineries  of  Los 
Angeles,  and  then  went  to  Fresno,  where  they  were  met  by 
a  committee  from  the  Viticuftural  Club  composed  of  Percy 
T.  Morgan,  President  of  the  California  Wine  Association; 
P.  C.  Rossi,  President  of  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony,  and  Pro- 
fessor E.  H.  Twight,  of  the  University  of  California,  and 
Secretary  of  the  Viticultural  Club.  The  visitors  were  given 
an  opportunity  to  thorouq:hly  inspect  the  great  sweet  wine 
making  plants  cf  that  district,  and  thence  made  a  trip 
through  Sonoma  and  Napa  counties  where  they  were  shown 
our  methods  of  producing  dry  wines. 

During  their  travels  the  members  of  the  party  carefully 
discussed  the  situation  of  the  wine  industry  of  the  East  and 
West,  and  arrived  at  a  definite  conclusion  that  the  time  was 
ripe  for  united  action  for  mutual  benefit.  The  prime  object 
was  to  find  means  by  which  to  induce  Americans  to  use 
American  wines  in  the  manner  in  which  they  are  consumed 
by  the  people  of  other  wine-producing  countries.  This  de- 
sideratum called  first,  for  the  full  confidence  of  the  public 
in  the  purity  of  such  wines  and  second  for  the  widest  possible 
publicity. 

Having  determined  upon  harmony  as  their  future  policy, 
they  decided  upon  the  principal  features  of  a  bill  to  be  in- 
troduced in  Congress  at  its  next  session,  providing  for  the 
recognition  and  protection  of  native  pure  wines  for  home 
consumption  and  export,  and  the  classification  and  definition 
of  the  sophisticated  products.  In  summing  up  the  results 
of  the  conference.  President  Emerson  said: 

"Our  object  in  coming  to  California  was  to  accomplish 
something  of  material  benefit  to  the  legitimate  wine  pro- 
ducers and  merchants  of  the  entire  country.  We  all  recog- 
nize the  fact  that  the  industry  is  making  but  poor  progress, 
and  that  the  right  thing  must  be  done  in  order  to  secure  the 
desired  result.  The  first  and  main  object  to  be  accomplished 
is  the  enactment  of  a  national  pure  wine  law  which  will 
plainly  define  natural  and  artificial  wines,  and  which  will 
impose  upon  the  producers  of  boq:us  wines  a  government 
tax  which  will  be  sufficiently  heavy  to  make  it  impossible 
to  conduct  their  business  profitably.  Such  legislation  has 
been  successful  in  the  case  of  oleomargerine,  and  that  law 
has  bsen  declared  constitutional  by  the  highest  court  of  the 
land.  We  recognize  the  futility  at  the  present  time  of  endeav- 
oring to  obtain  relief  bv  means  of  a  national  pure  food  law, 
because  of  the  powerful  interests  that  are  arrayed  against 
^  such  a  m.easure.  In  short  our  endeavor  will  be  made  to  adopt 
a  line  of  action  that  wiil  not  antagonize  these  interests.    Our 


plan  will  not  arouse  the  opposition  of  either  the  brewers  or 
whisky  distil'ers,  and  we  are  confident  that  our  sole  oppo- 
nents will  be  those  who  make  wine  without  grapes.  They  are 
sufficiently  strong  to  be  entitled  to  our  respect  as  adversaries, 
but  we  believe  they  will  not  have  the  fortitude  to  come  out 
in  the  open  and  fight  a  measure  of  this  kind  which  is  calcu- 
lated solely  to  benefit  the  general  public.  If  they  should  have 
the  temerity  to  do  this,  it  is  almost  a  certainty  that  the  press 
of  the  country  would  drive  them  to  cover.  Therefore  we  be- 
lieve that  when  we  present  to  Congress  a  measure  such  as 
wiil  be  drafted,  asking  for  the  recognition  and  protection  of 
pure  domestic  wines,  and  when  our  law-makers  are  con- 
vinced that  the  movement  is  backed  by  every  legitimate 
wine  man  in  the  United  States,  there  will  be  no  doubt  of  an 
ultimate  success. 

"If  we  can  secure  the  passage  of  a  law  which  defines  a 
pure  wine,  and  not  only  places  an  onerous  tax  upon  the 
maker  and  seller  of  artificial  so-called  'wines,'  but  compels 
him  to  plainly  state  upon  the  label  that  such  wine  is  artificial 
we  will  have  taken  a  big  advance  toward  the  goal  at  which 
we  aim. 

"Having  secured  such  legislation,  the  next  important  step 
will  be  a  general  movement  for  publicity  through  the  trade 
and  general  press.  Of  course  when  this  proposed  measure 
comes  before  Congress,  it  wiil  attract  the  attention  of  the 
newspapers  of  the  entire  country,  and  we  will  get  a  vast 
amount  of  free  advertising  of  a  beneficial  nature.  This, 
however,  must  be  followed  up  by  the  wine  men  with  a  thor- 
ough and  systematic  publicity  and  promotion  to  the  end 
that  the  Am.erican  people  have  their  attention  called  to  the 
fact  that  American  wires  are  not  only  good  and  pure,  but 
wholesome.  When  we  consider  what  the  brewers  have  done 
in  a  comparatively  few  years,  we  have  good  reason  to  feel 
confident  that  success  lies  along  the  lines  we  have  deter- 
mined to  pursue." 

Secretary  Vance,  in  commenting  upon  the  conclusions 
reached  by  the  conference  said  he  considered  that  the  en- 
actment of  the  proposed  law  would  be  "the  opening  of  the 
gateway  to  publicity,"  the  one  great  thing  needed  by  the 
wine  industry  of  America.  He  spoke  for  harmony  and  good 
fellowship  in  the  future  and  agreed  with  the  writer  that  the 
general  success  of  the  wine  men  and  the  trade  press  repre- 
senting them,  could  be  attained  only  through  the  pursuit  of 
such  a  policy.  It  goes  without  saying  that  the  plans  outlined 
in  the  foregoing,  were  heartily  concurred  in  by  the  Califor- 
nians. 

On  the  30th  inst.,  after  the  business  of  the  trip  had  been 
finished  as  far  as  could  be  done  at  this  time,  the  Eastern 
visitors  were  taken  in  hand  by  the  California  Promotion  Com- 
mittee and  given  a  p'easant  outing.  This  included  a  two 
hours'  trip  on  the  bay  on  the  Government  vessel  Golden 
Gate,  and  a  trip  to  the  top  of  Tamalpais  Mountain.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  Eastern  delegation  the  party  included  Professor 
F.  T.  Bioletti,  Charles  Wetmore,  Clarence  Wetmore,  Le  Roy 
Schlessinger,  Theo  Gier,  Professor  E.  H.  Twight,  Percy  T. 
Morgan,  A.  L.  Morrow,  A.  Sbarboro,  P.  C.  Rossi,  Charles 
Bundschu,  A.  C.  Keane,  M.  A.  Eiseman  and  the  editor  of 
the  "Review." 

A  palatab'e  lunch  was  served  on  the  steamer,  washed  down 
with  some  of  California's  best  vintages.  The  mountain  trip 
was  de'ightfu',  and  the  guests  were  unstinted  in  their  ac- 
know!edgmcents  of  the  many  courtesies  shown  them  during 
their  sojourn  in  the  State. 

They  departed  for  their  ho;r.e3  on  the  31st  inst.,  via 
Portland  and  Seattle. 

It  is  of  course  understood  that  the  Pure  Wine  Bill  will  be 
drafted  in  a  preliminary  form  and  then  submitted  to  the  wine 
men  of  each  section  for  their  endorsement  or  amendment, 
thereby  making  it  the  measure  of  the  entire  viticultural  body 
of  the  country. 
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Rainier  Secures   Injunction. 


JriHJE  l)K  HAVEN,  of  tlio  United  States  Distriet 
Ccm-t,  j-i anted  an  injnnctidn  on  the  31st  inst.  to  the 
Seattle  lire\vinf>:  and  .Maltinj-  Co.,  lestraininji  the  unions 
from  hovcottinji  its  itrodivcts  or  cirenlatinji  (h'roiiatory  ad- 
vertisements aj;ainst  tiie  rei)utation  of  the  Seattle  beer. 

The  decision  was  rendered  orally  and  Judj^c  l)e  Haven 
was  evidently,  of  the  opinion,  as  ililton  Eisner  had  ar- 
j^ned.for  the  ])laintitfs,  that,  if  the  unions  were  not  vio- 
latinj^  any  of  the  stipulations  of  the  proposed  injunction 
no  harm  would  be  wrouj^ht  to  the  labor  bodies  in  jirautinj^ 
the  injunction. 

The  case  Avas  aryiu'd  with  much  bitterness  in  the 
Fnited  States  Circuit  Court  last  Wednesday.  The  Brew- 
ing; and  .Maltini;  ('omi)any  clainu'd  that  its  business  had 
been  danui}j:(^  to  the  extent  of  |1 0,000  by  reason  of  the 
])ersistent  boycott  which  liad  been  waj>ed  in  this  city.  It 
was  further  allej«ed  that  the  drivers  employed  by  Johii 
Kapp  &  Son,  Avho  handled  the  boycotted  beer,  were  in- 
timidated and  forced  to  quit  their  jobs.  Altidavits  to  this 
etfect  were  submitted  in  evidence  by  eleven  of  the  drivers. 
It  was  also  asserted  that  substitute  drivers  secured  by 
John  Iiap])  were  assaulted  and  forced  to  join  the  ranks 
of  the  strikers. 


Cresta  Blanca  Not  Sold. 


(\  -I.  \\'etmori',  of  the  Wetmore-Bowen  Wine  Co.,  is 
one  of  the  fortunate  men  in  the  wine  business,  who  has 
no  cause  for  comi)laint  in  this  off  season.  In  checkiujn  u]) 
orders  for  the  current  year  to  date  he  finds  that  busi- 
ness has  increased  '20  per  cent  over  that  of  last  year  dur- 
inj^  the  sanu^  months.  Cresta  Blanca,  makes  new  friends 
all  the  tinu»  and  is  one  of  the  jireatest  of  the  promotei"s  of 
the  fame  of  California's  vintaj^es.  l)urin<j;  the  month  there 
were  persistent  rumors  that  the  business  of  the  Wetmore- 
Bowen  >\'ine  C(;m])any  had  been  taken  over  by  the  Con- 
si;lidat(d  California  A'ineyard  Co.  It  is  understood  that 
there  were  some  serious  uegotiaticms  to  this  end,  but  for 
reasons  not  stated,  the  deal  was  not  consummated. 

It  ji'oes  with(!ut  saving;-  that  the  nuuiy  friends  of  Cresta 
Blanca  will  be  pleased  to  know  that  its  identity  will  be 
])reserv((l.  A\'e  understand  that  it  was  the  intention  of 
the  in(endiii}>-  purchasers  to  j^ive  this  famous  brand  ex- 
ceptional publicity  in  the  way  of  advertising. 


The  Vintage    Outlook  at  Olivina, 

MKS.  JULIUS  PAUL  SMITH,  owner  of  the  Olivina 
Vineyard  in  the  Livermore  Valley,  reports  <  ro))  con- 
ditions not  so  priunising-  as  at  the  same  time  last  year. 
S(niu'  jxirtious  of  the  bij>  vineyard  look  well,  while  others 
show  sij;ns  of  deterioration.  A  portion  of  the  cro]»  was 
blij-hted  by  heat,  which  retarded  the  growth  and  caused 
an  uneven  development.  Averaj^e  (luantity  of  wine  on 
hand;  phylloxera  makin};  slower  proj^ress  than  in  most 
districts.     New  vineyard  about  80  acres. 

Haxkokd:  There  is  considerable  complaint  amonj;  the 
vineyardists  concerning  mildew,  which  is  prevalent 
throughout  the  county.  In  some  cases  the  crop  seems  to 
be  entirely  destroyed,  while  in  othet-s  the  condition  is  so 
serious  that  it  will  not  pay  to  pick  the  crop. 


Confidence  in  the  Wine  Industry. 


THE  stockholders  of  the  California  Wine  Association 
have  voted  to  place  the  finances  of  the  association  on 
a  permanent  basis  by  issuing  20-year  5  per  cent  first  mort- 
gage gold  bonds  to  the  amount  of  .|!2,000,OGO.  This  action 
was  taken  at  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  in  C<mtra  Costa 
County  August  24th.  In  advance  the  Directors  of  the  as- 
siK-iation  applied  for  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  bond 
issue. 


Incorporate  in  Order  to  Satisfy  Revenue  Law5. 


FOB  the  purpose  of  satisfying  the  re(iuirements  of  the 
internal  revenue  laws  regarding  the  distilling  of 
brandy,  the  firms  comprising  the  California  Wine  Asso- 
ciation were  separately  incorporated  yestei'day,  each  with 
a  ca])ital  stock  of  .f2.5,000.  The  purpose  of  the  incorjxu'a- 
tion  was  to  fulfill  the  law,  which  i)rohibits  the  leasing  of 
a  distillery  to  any  firm  unless  it  is  a  regularly  incorporated 
company  or  firm. 

The  firms  which  were  incorporated  and  their  cor])orate 
names  are  Kohler  &  Frohling,  Sunrise  Distilling  C'om- 
pany;  A.  (Juidotti,  Na])a  Brandy  Com])aiiy;  Kohler  &  Van 
Bergen,  Mendota  Distilling  Cctnipany;  B.  Dreyfus  &  Com- 
pany, Eoclielle  Brandy  Company;  C.  Malandrino,  For- 
tuna  Brandy  Comi)any.  Horace  D.  Pillsbury,  B.  C.  Car- 
roll and  Charles  C.  Sullivan  are  named  as  the  directors 
of  each  corporation.

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How  to  Market  California  Wines.

Till']  sciciui'  of  ciilistiiifi;  (lie  iUtcntion  of  coiisunu'i's  lias 
bi'cii  but  iittk'  followid  in  (he  marketing  of  California 
wines. 

It  is  tj-ue  that  a  few  individnals  owning  their  own  vine- 
yards have  from  time  to  time  attempted  to  create  a  demand 
for  their  branded  product  in  original  packages  direct  to 
t!ie  consumer,  but  for  tiie most  part  these  efforts  have  been 
local,  or  when  more  extended,  have  been  doomed  to  failure, 
partly  from  lack  of  continued  effort,  but  principally  from 
the  fact  that  the  source  of  supply  in  an  individiml  vine- 
yard is  too  uncertain  in  (luantity  and  irregular  in  quality 
to  satisfy  any  permanent  demand. 

The  larger  dealers  have  confined  themselves  almost  en- 
tirely to  the  distribution  of  California  wines  in  bulk  to  dis- 
tant jobbers,  who  either  bottle  them  under  brands  known  in 
tiieir  particular  localities — perhaps  with  a  domestic  and 
l)erhaps  with  a  foreign  label — or  sell  them  to  retailers,  who 
[)ursue  a  similar  course. 

\\'ry  few  of  these  secondary  distributers  have  the  cellar 
facilities  to  properly  hold  wines  in  bottles  until  they  attain 
I  lie  ripeness  and  finish  which  is  essential  to  giving  the  sat- 
isfaction to  consumers  attained  by  foreign  wines,  which, 
after  being  carefully  selected  and  matured,  are  bottled 
abroad  under  some  well-known  label  like  those  of  the  great 
bottlers  of  Bordeaux,  Burgundy,  Rhine  and  Moselle  wines. 

The  few  California  houses  which  make  a  specialty  of  bot- 
tling wines  are  too  small  in  influence  and  capital  to  make 
any  great  impression  on  the  consuming  public  in  favor  of 
high-grade  California  wines.  It  is  not  intended,  however, 
to  belittle  their  efforts,  for  they  are  in  the  right  direction, 
and  if  their  facilities  for  acquiring  good  wines  and  storing 
them  in  bottk^  for  the  proper  length  of  time  should  be  ex- 
tended so  that  a  product  uniformly  of  standard  grade  and 
even  (piality  is  assured,  the  reputation  of  California  wines 
cannot  fail  to  be  greatly  benefited. 

Only  a  very  large  house,  however,  with  almost  unlimited 
capital  and  the  selection  from  millions  of  gallons  of  wine, 
on  the  lines  of  the  great  Bordeaux  houses,  can  hope  suc- 
cessfully and  permanently  to  create  a  market  under  a 
brand  which  will  command  the  confidence  of  wine  drinkers, 
whether  in  Maine  or  in  Florida  or  in  New  York  or  Cali- 
fornia. 

The  same  methods  pursued  in  Bordeaux  and  on  the 
Rhine  must  be  followed  in  California.  The  fine  wines  must 
be  bottled  in  the  cellars  in  which  they  have  matured  and 
immense  vaults  must  be  established  for  the  proper  ripen- 
ing of  wines  in  bottles;  then,  through  proper  channels, 
wholesale  and  retail,  these  wines  must  be  marketed  in  the 
original  package,  so  that  the  consumer  can  be  assured  of  a 
standard  of  excellence  under  labels  which  have  everything 
to  Ins?  by  any  variation  in  quality  or  purity.  Then  so- 
called  wines,  which  are  often  blends  of  manufactured  stuff, 
which  never  saw  the  sunny  skies  of  California,  but  which 
are  injuring  our  reputation  by  being  masqiieraded  under 
the  name  of  California  wines,  shcmld  be  driven  from  the 
Eastern  nmrkets  by  the  strong  hand  of  the  law,  which,  if 
properly  directed,  is  especially  severe  on  those  who  practice 


the  misbranding  of  articles,  and  this  should.be  further 
strengthened  by  the  passage  in  Congress  of  a  National 
Pure  Wine  Law  which  would  render  dangerous  interstate 
commerce  in  frauds. 

Another  reason  why  California  wines  are  not  more  high- 
ly regarded  in  the  East  by  connoisseurs  is  that,  however 
carefully  they  may  \h'  aged  and  tended  in  bulk  in  Califor- 
nia, all  responsibility  to  their  originators  practically  cease 
when  they  are  loaded  aboard  the  cars  by  the  great  Califor- 
nia wine  houses. 

How  they  are  handled  thereafter  and  by  whom,  whether 
they  are  put  out  pure  or  adulterated  and  what  prices  are 
asked  for  them  from  consumers,  are  matters  of  complete 
ignorance  to  the  original  handler.  It  is  a  common  expres- 
sion for  an  Easterner  visiting  California  to  exclaim,  "why, 
we  are  never  able  in  the  East  to  obtain  California  wines 
like  those  even  offered,  included  Avith  a  meal,  at  the  res- 
taurants, let  alone  those  which  are  freely  met  with  bottled 
under  brands  locally  well  known  in  California." 

This  condition  of  affairs  must  be  altered  before  Califor- 
nia wanes  in  the  great  consuming  markets  of  the  East  can 
become  fashionable  at  the  best  tables  and  take  the  position 
their  initial  quality  deserves  alongside  the  best  foreign 
vintages. 

Steps  by  influential  and  responsible  concerns  are  now 
being  taken  in  this  direction  and  within  a  year  or  two 
earnest  and  concerted  efforts  Avill  undoubtedly  be  made 
to  place  California  bottled  wines  in  their  true  light  before 
the  American  people. 

The  marketing  of  bulk  wines  for  many  years  continues 
to  be  the  most  important  branch  of  the  California  wine 
business,  for  the  population  which  relies  upon  wine  for  a 
beverage  must  continue  to  receive  it  through  the  hands 
of  convenient  local  distributing  houses  at  a  price  which 
will  encourage  its  greater  consumption  just  as  in  Europe 
the  local  market  is  vastly  more  important  to  the  industry 
than  the  smaller  quantity  of  selected  vintage  which  is  con- 
sumed by  the  wealthy. 

But  attention  must  also  be  paid  to  that  large  class  which 
is  patriotic  enough  to  prefer  domestic  wine  and  willing  to 
pay  an  adequate  price  when,  in  comparison  to  foreign 
wines,  its  quality  has  been  duly  demonstrated. 


Mail  Order  Liquor  Business. 


THERE  is  going  on  a  revohition  in  the  method  of  distil- 
ling whisky,  in  form  of  mail  orders,  which  is  steadily 
increasing  in  nmgnitude  at  a  rapid  rate.  There  is  no  better 
evidence  of  the  wide  establishment  of  this  class  of  business 
than  the  fact  that  at  the  national  convention  of  the  whole- 
sale licpior  dealers  in  Chicago  last  month  thex'e  was  organ- 
ized a  national  mail  order  association  of  whiskey  men, 
which  was  numerously  attended  and  strong  financially. 
The  progress  of  local  option  and  prohibition  has  given  a 
grand  impetus  to  this  form  of  supplying  the  need  of  a  stim- 
ulant to  the  people  of  such  districts  who  are  not  ready  to 
lay  aside  their  thirst  simply  because  a  majority  of  their 
neighbors  decide  to  banish  their  favorite  stimulant.  The  jug 
trade  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  for  example,  has  become  so  im- 
mense that  the  State  Board  of  Railway  Commissioners  for 
Kansas  has  been  obliged  to  establish  a  rate  for  bottles  by 
weight.  It  takes  too  much  time  to  count  them.  Thus  a 
four-quart  bottle  package  is  estimatecl  to  w-eigh  18  pounds 
and  so  ou  for  other  packages, 
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Notes  on  the  California  Vine  Disease.

rpEW  Vitis  vinifcra  varieties  of  grapes  are  able  to  with- 
•*■  stand  the  epidemic  developnunit  of  the  California  Vine 
Disease.  The  hardiest  of  the  European  types  usiuilly  die  of 
the  disease  sooner  or  later,  Avhen  situated  in  the  midst  of  an 
infected  district.  Tlie  exceptions  to  these  statements  are 
few,  and  in  most  cases  are  more  api)arent  than  real,  i.  e., 
a  vine  or  variety  showing  much  hardiness  in  one  situation 
may  clearly  shoAv  its  susceptibility  under  different  circum- 
stances. 

Among  the  whole  list  of  cultivated  grape  varieties  thus 
far  studied  when  subjected  to  the  influence  of  this  disease 
in  its  epidemic  form,  the  Lenoir  grape  is  most  resistant. 
It  is  so  hardy  in  the  face  of  the  malady  that  it  forms,  in 
conjunction  Avith  its  blood  relatives,  a  class  by  itself.  The 
work  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  has 
demonstrated  this  beyond  a  reasonable  doubt.  Vineyards 
eight,  sixteen  and  twenty-three  years  old  of  the  Lenoir 
grape  are  now  bearing  eight  tons  of  fruit  to  the  acre  in 
the  midst  of  the  earliest  infected  district  of  the  State, 
and  where  the  surrounding  vineyards,  •  tens  of  thousands 
of  acres  in  extent,  have  long  since  perished. 

This  hardiness  of  the  Lenoir  has  been  observed  since  the 
first  studies  of  the  disease  by  the  writer,  in  1889,  and  its 
resistance,  then  noticed  in  the  infected  center  of  Southern 
California,  has  since  been  demonstrated  in  the  more  recent- 
ly infected  districts  of  the  Sacramento  and  Santa  Clara 
valleys.  While  other  phases  of  this  difficult  problem  have 
not  been  lost  sight  of,  the  hardiness  of  the  Lenoir  grape 
stands  forth  today  as  the  most  encouraging  fact  secured, 
and  this  fact  has  been  made  and  will  be  continued  as  a 
leading  center  for  the  Department  investigations. 

Hundreds  of  acres  of  grafting  experiments  Avith  Lenoir 
roots  have  been  instituted,  largely  through  the  aid  of  groAV- 
ers,  and  these  experiments  have  shoAvn  that  the  Lenoir 
root  will  materially  prolong  the  life  of  a  tender  top  Aariety, 
though  not  making  such  top  immune.  The  reason  for  the 
lack  of  perfect  immunity  in  the  top  is  evident  from  the  fact 
that  the  California  Vine  Disease  affects  all  parts  of  a  vine, 
not  simply  the  root  system  as  Avith  pliylloxera.  In  graft- 
ing a  tender  top  on  a  Lenoir  root,  tlie  vineyardist  ])rodu(('s, 
approximately,  a  plant  representing  in  resistance  the  sum 
of  the  percentage  of  hardiness  of  the  root  and  top  varieties 
divided  by  tAvo — or  practicallj'  one-half  the  total  j>er(:ent- 
age  of  resistance  of  the  tAvo  varieties  united  in  ihe  ncnv 
plant  as  determined  AA'hen  they  ai'e  groAving  on  tlt-ir  oAvn 
roots.  It  is  hence  apparent  that  the  top  to  be  us<;'d  in  all 
grafting  Avork  looking  to  the  exiending  of  the  lifri  of  tiie 
viae  in  the  presence  of  this  disease  should  be  of  that  va- 
riety having  the  highest  degree  of  resistaufx'  to  the  disease, 
and  Avhich  possesses  the  desired  <|i!aiities  of  fruit  a-xl  yield. 

In  vicAV  of  the  scarcity  of  sm-U  hardy  and  ol  lie]  wise  sat- 
isfactory types,  the  Department  recognized  the  need  for  a 
greater  number  and  Aariety  of  grapes  jwssessing  thi>  re- 
quisite qualities  for  top  graft.  Hence  the  writer  has  been 
hybridizing  and  Avill  continue  to  liybridize  the  Lenoir  Avith 
all  classes  of  Avine,  table  and  other  varieties  and  species  of 
grapes.    The  object  of  this  work  is  to  develop,  by  breeding, 


an  entirely  new  family  of  grape  Aarieties,  each  of  Avhich 
Avill  inherit  hardiness  through  direct  blood  relationship 
Avith  the  Lenoir.  Hundreds  of  these  hybrids  are  uoav  groAV- 
ing  at  tlie  Plant  Improvement  (Jardeus  of  the  Department 
at  Santa  Ana,  California,  and  this  line  of  Avork  is  Iteing 
expanded  as  rapidly  as  time,  means  and  the  maturing  of 
seedling  plants  and  grafts  Avill  permit. 


Consumption  of  Champagne  in  Germany. 


THE  second  volume  <if  the  general  report  (»f  the  chamber 
of  commerce  of  Frankfort  contains  the  correct  figures 
of  the  trade  in  sparkling  Avines  in  (lermany.  For  the  fiscal 
year  1903-4  a  total  of  10,304,(591  bottles  is  given.  The  im- 
ports of  French  champagne  amounted  to  alxmt  1,200,000 
bottles  and  the  exports  of  German  sparkling  Avines  to  about 
1,100,000  bottles.  In  spite  of  the  large  annual  sales  of 
more  than  10,000,000  bottles,  the  stock  on  hand  in  the  A-a- 
rious  champagne  factories  Avas  only  2,141,353  bottles  at 
the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year.  This,  the  rei)ort  says,  is 
not  Avithout  danger  for  the  deA'elo])ment  of  this  industry, 
as  only  Avell-maturcd  champagne  can  be  considered  first 
class  and  healthy.  It  is  also  considered  advisable  that  the 
labels  should  show  the  year  of  filling  the  bottles  and  the 
country  (if  (U'igin  of  the  Aviue  used  for  the  manufacture  of 
the  chanii)ague,  the  sanu'  as  is  done  Avith  still  Avines  either 
by  law  or  usage.  The  German  cham])agne  industry,  con- 
trary to  that  of  I'^rance,  where  the  sales  of  about  30,000,000 
of  bottles  in  1903-4  decreased  to  about  28,000,000  in  1904-5, 
slioAvs  a  groAving  tendeucA'.

Turkish  Preparations  from  Grape  Juice. 


{Front  United  l^tafrs  VouhiiI  Norton,  Harput,  Turkey.) 


II)E?!IRE  to  call  iith'iition  of  Amoriean  <>rapo  fjro^vers  to 
several  Turkish  preparations  from  grape  juice  which 
strike  uie  as  worthy  of  consideration,  possibly  of  imitation. 
lidsdiik. — Freslily  exp.ressed  grape  juice  is  evaporated 
down  to  tlie  consistency  ()f  molasses.  A  considerable 
amount  of  flour  or  starch  is  mingled  with  it  and  the  mix- 
ture is  s])read  in  thin  sheets  upon  cotton  cloth  and  cx- 
jtosed  for  two  days  to  the  sunshine.  After  drying,  these 
ai'(^  then  removed  from  the  cotton  (a  damp  cloth  being  ap- 
1)1  icd  to  the  reverse  side  in  order  to  loosen  the  sheets),  and 

_for  three  months  they  are  preserved  in  tightly  .closed  jars. 

.After  this  period  there  seems  to  be  no  risk  of  decomposi- 
tion in  the  product,  which  resend»les  leather  in  pliability 
and  appearance,  the  color  being  that  of  the  grapes  em- 
|)loy('d  at  the  outset. 

Kesfime. — This  preparation  differs  from  the  preceding  in 
that  coarse  wheat  grits  are  emi>loyed  instead  of  flour  or 
starch,  and  the  resultant  product  is  obtained  in  cakes 
half  aTi  inch  thick,  after  drying  on  metal  plates.  It  is 
less  tough  than  the  basdidc  and  more  savory. 

Sitjiik  (rojik,  in  Anii<niaii). — The  meats  of  walnuts  are 
strung  closely  together  en  pieces  of  stout  twine  a  yard 
long.  These  strings  are  immersed  in  the  mixture  of  gra])e 
molasses  and  flour  described  above,  and  after  receiving  a 
mating  about  one-fourth  of  an  inch  in  thickness  are  with- 
drawn and  hung  up  to  dry. 


The  last  two  are  preserved  for  a  few  months  in  jars,  as 
in  the  case  of  the  basduk. 

These  three  preparations  are  excellent  articles  of  food, 
the  last  two  being  especially  savory.  They  offer  much 
niitriment  in  a  compact  form,  and  are  exceptionally  well 
adapted  for  the  needs  of  the  Oriental  traveler. 

In  these  days  of  "grape  cures,"  when  unfermented  grape 
juice  is  prepared  on  a  large  scale  for  the  use  of  invalids  and 
the  anemic  during  the  mouths  when  fresh  grapes  are  not 
easily  obtained,  it  might  be  well  to  consider  whether  these 
condensed  forms  of  grapc^  juice  might  not  be  advantageous- 
Iv  introduced  into  American  dietaries. 


Personally,  I  have  found  these  grape  preparations  attrac- 
tive and  satisfactory  additions  to  the  somewhat  limited 
list  of  comestibles  available  in  this  region  and  exceeding- 
ly convenient  when  journeying.

Los  Angeles  County. 


Frost,  Sunburn  and  Coulure  Did  a  Gr^at  Deal 
of  Damage  in  Several  Sections. 


HEREWITH  will  be  f<mnd  the  regular  annual  reports 
showing  condition  of  vineyards  and  grapes  in  the 
middle  of  August.  As  will  be  seen,  the  terrific  heat  in  the 
fore  part  of  July,  did  great  damage,  the  loss  in  some  sec- 
tions running  fnmi  30  to  50  per  cent: 

ALAMP2DA  County. 

C.  H.  Wente_,  Livermore:  The  damage  by  hot  weather 
was  about  50  per  cent.  The  yield  will  be  from  10  to  20 
per  cent  less  than  last  year.  About  the  same  stock  on  hand 
in  this  district  as  compared  with  last  year.  Phylloxera  is 
still  progressing.  The  "mysterious"  disease  is  not  so  bad 
as  last  year.    New  planting,  80  acres. 

J.  RouMiGUiERB^  Sunol  Glen:  Conditions  are  good; 
some  damage  done  b#coulure.  The  yield  will  be  about 
two-thirds  that  of  last  year. 

Theo.  Gieu^  Oakland :  In  the  Livefniore  valley  the  white 
varieties  about iwo-thirds  that  of  last  year;  on  the  Napa 
and  St.  Helena  ranches  the  Berger  and  Golden  Chasselas 
are  good;  all  other  varieties  will  yield  about  one-half — a 
very  small  crop.  In  all  three  vineyards  the  frost  damage 
was  from  five  to  ten  per  cent,  while  the  exposed  grapes 
were  considerably  sunburned,  especially  on  the  hillsides. 
The  crop  in  Livermore  Valley  promises  about  two-thirds 
and  in  Napa  and  St.  Helena  about  one-half  that  of  last 
season.  Stocks  in  cellar  about  the  same.  In  Livermore 
valley  phj-lloxera  is  making  considerable  progress.  I  have 
planted  in  Napa  15  and  St.  Helena  50  acres,  all  Rupestri's 
St.  George. 

Contra  Costa  County. 

Prank  T.  Swett^  Martinez:  All  vineyards  are  disap- 
pearing with  phylloxera;  no  frost  damage,  but  in  cool 
places  much  coulure.  Crop  outlook  about  the  same;  stocks 
in  (tellar  about  the  same.  In  this  county  fr(un  500  to  700 
acres  of  new  vineyards  have  been  planted. 

Terry  Vineyard  Co.,  Clayton:  Condition  of  vine- 
yards fairly  good;  no  frost;  some  sunburn;  grasshoppers 
did  some  damage.  Crop  will  be  one-third  reduced.  Cellar 
stocks  about  the  same.  Diseases  are  making  no  progress 
to  my  knowledge.  In  this  section  about  100  acres  of  new 
vines. 

Aliiambra  Vineyard  Co.,  Martinez:  Conditions  good 
to  ordinary;  damages  slight;  crop  lighter  than  last  year, 
especially  Tokay  and  Zinfandel;  cellar  stocks  about  the 
same.  Phylloxera  is  s])i'('adiiig  at  about  the  same  rate. 
No  new  vines. 

Martin  W.  Joost,  Martinez :  Vineyards  are  in  tine  con- 
dition. Hi)t  spell  did  some  damage,  but  crop  is  lighter 
than  last  year.  Very  little  stock  in  cellar.  Phylloxera  at 
present  is  working  slowly.

Jacob  Rudel,  San  Gabriel :  Owing  to  good  rains  lasf 
winter,  vineyards  are  in  good  condition.  The  damage  by 
mildew  has  been  thirty  per  cent;  yield  promises  to  be 
twenty-five  per  cent  less  than  last  year.  Wine  in  cellars 
about  fifty  per  cent  more  than  in  1904.  There  is  some  Ana- 
heim disease  present,  but  to  a  less  extent  than  last  year. 

Charles  Stern  &  Sons,  Inc.  :  Vineyard  conditions  good;, 
no  frost  or  sunburn,  but  cold,  foggy  weather  has  retarded  J 
the  crop  in  some  sections.     In  some  places  the  prospect  is 
as  good  and  in  others  poorer  than  last  year.    I  have  heard 
of  no  progress  being  nmde  by  disease;  no  new  plantings. 

E.  Fleur,  Los  Angeles:  As  far  as  I  can  ascertain  the 
crop  in  Los  Angeles  county  will  be  as  good  as  it  was  last 
year,  and  in  some  places  even  better;  very  small  planting 
of  vines  has  been  done  this  year.  The  mildcAv  did  hurt  in 
some  places.  The  amount  of  sweet  vines  is  about  the  same  I; 
as  it  was  last  year.  f 

Sierra  Madre  Vintage  Co.,  La  Monda :  Vineyard  condi- 
tions average  good;  sunburn  did  slight  damage;  outlook 
about  the  same  as  last  year;  diseases  making  no  progress; 
not  much  planting. 

John  McClure,  Shorb:  Vineyards  are  in  good  condi- 
tion; no  damage  of  any  kind ;  crop  is  ACiy  light,  in  my  vine- 
yard about  one-(iuarter  crop;  not  much  wine  left  in  eel 
lars.     Anaheim  disease  does  not  seem  to  be  doing  mucli 
damage  this  year.    No  planting  in  this  locality  this  season. 

James  Bracken,  Nordhotf :  Vineyard  conditions  fine; 
no  damage  of  any  kind;  vines  have  made  no  wood  on  ac- 
count of  dry  weathci'  last  year.  Croj)  will  be  twenty-five 
per  cent  less;  about  same  amount  of  wine  in  cellar;  no 
disease;  no  new  planting.

John  G.  Ritter,  Palmdale:  Condition  of  vineyards  fair; 
some  damage  by  sunburn;  crop  ])rospects  better  than  last 
year;  not  so  much  wine  in  cellar;  some  mildew;  new  plant- 
ing in  this  section  40  acres. 

Geo.  C.  Kuchkl,  Escondido:  Vines  are  in  good  condi- 
tion; frost  destroyed  about  one-half  the  crop;  yield  will  be 
about  half  that  of  last  year;  stock  of  wine  about  the  same; 
no  diseases;  no  new  planting. 

C.  O.  Rust,  Anaheim:  Vineyard  conditions  fair;  no 
damage  of  any  kind;  crop  will  be  less  than  last  year;  about 
same  quantity  of  wine  in  cellar;  "California"  disease  keeps 
busy. 

A.  York  &  Sons,  Templeton:  The  vines  in  this  section 
have  made  a  vigorous  growth  this  year;  no  damage  by  frost 
or  sunburn  this  year  so  far.

vineyards  near  us  report  alxrat  half  crop.  With  To-Kalon, 
the  yield  will  be  about  the  same  as  last  year,  owing  (o  the 
new  vines  now  in  bearing.  There  is  no  disease  in  re- 
sistant vines.

Crop  is  about  two- 
thirds  of  last  year;  no  wines  in  cellar.  Phylloxera  increas- 
ing.   About  50  acres  new  vines. 

Pierre  Klein,  Cupertino:  Vines  grafted  on  resistant 
stock  are  in  good  condition.  No  damage  by  frost  or  sun- 
burn. Considerable  coulure  owing  to  cold  weather  during

about  the  same.  New  vineyards — San  Martin  300,  Ever- 
green 40  acres. 

John  A.  Corotto,  San  Jose :  Vineyard  conditions  excel- 
lent. No  damage  by  frost ;  heavy  foliage  protected  grapes 
from  sunburn;  some  localities  slightly  damaged.  Pros- 
pects better  than  last  seasini;  wine  i,n  cellar  about  the 
same.  Phylloxera  has  been  somewhat  checked;  no  new 
diseases ;  cannot  give  estimate  as  to  new  vine^'ards. 

P.  F.  Lint,  Los  Gatos:  Conditions  very  good;  no  dam- 
age; ci*op  prospects  same  or  even  better  than  last  year. 
Diseases  are  making  less  progress  than  heretofore.  New 
acreage  about  200. 

P.  Prt'dhomme,  San  .Tose:  Vineyards  looking  well;  some 
damage  by  sunburn;  crop  outlook  about  same  as  last  year; 
no  wines  in  cellar;  very  little  disease  evident;  new  vines 
twenty-five  acres.

Jacoi!  KoiiER,  Ben  Lomond:  Vineyards  are  very  thrifty; 
no  damage  by  frost  or  sunburn;  no  mildew,  however,  has 
shown  uj)  in  the  last  few  weeks.  Crop  will  be  tAvo-thirds 
of  last  year  and  grapes  are  maturing  later;  no  wine  in 
cellar.  No  iihylloxera  or  other  diseases  have  appeared 
here. 

A.  LiLiENCRANZ,  Aptos :  Corfditions  good;  no  damage; 
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prospects  about  the  same;  wine  in  cellar  same;  no  disease; 
new  planting  five  acres. 

Sonoma  County. 

T.  L.  Oru,  Ocoidontal :  Vineyards  are  healthy;  grapes  set 
poorly  and  many  mildewed;  prospects  middling;  very  little 
wine  in  cellar ;  no  diseases  that  I  know  of. 

C.  ScHLAKK,  Occidental:  Vineyards  in  fair  condition; 
some  sunburn;  no  phylloxera  or  other  disease.  No  new 
planting. 

Dkesel  &  Co.,  Sonoma:  Vines  are  backward  owing  to 
cool  summer;  considerable  damage  by  sunburn  during 
spejl  of  hot  days  a  few  weeks  ago.  Prospects  are  not  as 
favorable  as  last  year.  Very  little  wine  remains  in  cel- 
lars in  this  valley.  We  have  our  usual  holdings.  No 
phylloxera.  Some  sporadic  cases  of  California  disease, 
but  not  sufficient  as  yet  to  cause  alarm.

Albert  M.  Gaye,  Sebastopol :  Conditions  good ;  no  dam- 
age of  any  kind;  ])r()spect  about  the  same  as  1004;  cellar 
empty;  new  vineyard  thirty  acres. 

Theoi>()UE  Dehay,  Cloverdale:  I  consider  one-third  loss 
by  heat  a  low  estimate.  Crop  will  be  about  two-thirds 
that  of  last  year.  The  other  more  favorable  report  is  false 
for  Northern  Sonoma;  no  wine  in  cellar.  Diseases  are 
progressing  slowly. 

W.  D.  Sink,  Cloverdale:  Vineyard  conditions  are  noth- 
ing extra.  The  hot  s])ell  reduced  the  crop  one-third.  The 
damage  was  all  by  sunburn.  There  may  be  a  two-third 
crop.  Wine  in  cellar  about  the  same.  No  progress  of 
disease;  vines  seem  to  be  in  fair  condition.

Sacramento,  Cal.,  Aug.  4th,  1905. 

Editor  Wine  and  Spirit  Review  : 

Dear  Sir: — We  have  your  circular  inquiry  about  crop 
conditions  among  the  vineyards  in  our  section  and  rather 
than  fill  in  the  blank  will  answer  in  a  letter. 

The  hot  wave  very  seriously  injured  the  table  varieties 
and  even  yet  some  of  our  vineyardists  claim  to  have  sus- 
tained a  loss  on  Tokays  and  Muscats  of  fifty  per  cent.  The 
wine  varieties  were  not  injured  so  badly  and  yet  in  the 
young  vineyards  where  the  foliage  was  not  heavy,  we  have 
known  the  hot  wave  to  have  ruined  as  high  as  ninety  per 
cent  of  the  crop.  These  instances  are  not  common,  how- 
ever, and  generally  speaking,  there  will  be  plenty  of  grapes 
for  the  wineries.  The  injury  that  has  been  done  affected 
chiefly  the  Eastern  shipping  table  varieties.  There  will 
be  just  as  many  grapes  as  there  were  last  year  for  the 
wine  people  and  there  will  be  early  ripening.  We  expect 
to  do  some  crushing  by  the  middle  of  this  month. 

Phylloxera  has  made  its  ravages  steadily  and  each  year 
finds  the  vineyardists  in  this  locality  taking  out  vines  and 
replanting  on  the  resistant  root.    It  would  be  hard  to  say 


how  many  acres  of  new  vines  had  been  planted,  but  one 
would  not  go  amiss  reporting  that  hundreds  of  acres  were 
planted  during  the  last  Spring.      . 

A  big  supply  of  wine  remains  in  almost  all  of  the 
cellars.  Prices  have  ruled  low  and  unsettled  conditions 
have  prevented  in  a  measure  the  marketing  of  great  bulk; 
therefore  the  wineries  will  all  probably  be  very  conserva- 
tive in  buying  this  year  on  account  of  having  so  large  a 
stock.  The  wine  market  since  last  January  has  been  no- 
toriously dull.

Crop  Avill  be  ninety  per  cent  less  than 
last  year;  about  twenty-five  per  cent  less  wine  in  cellar. 
No  diseases;  no  new  vines. 

Wm.  Palmtag,  Hollister:  Conditions  very  good;  no  daoi- 
age  by  frost  or  sunburn  ;  croj)  will  be  largcn*  than  last  yea*.; 
wine  in  cellar  102,000  gallons.  There  is  no  piiylloxera  er 
other  disease  in  my  vinej  ard.  I  lmx(-  planted  fifteen  acres. 
My  vineyard  is  the  only  one  in  San  Benito  County. 


Table  Grapes. 


GEO.  R.  KATZENSTEIN,  manager  of  the  Earl  Fruit 
Co.,  says:  "The  grape  season  is  prcmiising,  is  all  tliatj 
can  be  said  of  it  at  present.  It  has  certainly  started  off! 
auspiciously  on  Malaga  grapes.  These,  ln)wever,  have  real! 
merit,  being  large,  plump  and  sweet,  as  good  as  were  everj 
nmrketed,  in  my  recollection.  The  black  varieties  willi 
follow,  but  these  are  in  limited  demand  and  tlieir  sale, 
will  be  materially  interfered  with  by  the  yellow  fever  sit-l 
nation,  since  most  of  this  stock  is  usually  marketed  in  the| 
southern  tier  of  States,  the  Eastern  States  not  takingj 
kindly  to  them,  as  they  have  plenty  of  black  grapes  of  their 
own.  Tokays  are  in  fine  feather.  A  few  straggling  ship- 
ments are  going  forward,  but  they  are  lacking  in  that  bril-j 
liant  color  which  gives  them  the  sobriciuet  of  'Flame| 
Tokays'  when  at  their  best.  Personally  I  am  not  favor-' 
able  to  the  shipment  of  grapes  which  are  colorless  and  sour 
Far  better  to  await  maturity  and  secure  instant  suctcss 
from  the  first  shipments.  This  has  been  clearly  proven  in 
the  handling  of  Malagas  along  these  lines  within  the  past 
few  years.  While  there  will  be  a  considerable  movement 
during  the  latter  part  of  August,  Tokays  will  not  be  in  full 
swing  until  September,  and  these  Avill  be  followed  by  Cor 
nichon  and  Emperor  grapes,  shipments  continuing,  as 
announcements  are  sometimes  made,  'weather  permitting,' 
until  the  ides  of  November."

California  Wines  Under  Their  Own  Flag.

THE  great  difficulty  of  ircatiDg  for  the  wines  of  the 
OokU'ii  State  au  ackiiowicdged  recognition  of  super- 
iority may  be  attributed  to  a  considerable  extent  to  the 
fact  that  they  are  not  always  traceable  as  siiiling  under 
their  own  Hag.  We  know,  and  the  statistics  can  easily 
verify  the  fact,  that  millions  of  gallons  are  shipped  an- 
nually to  the  great  trade  centers  of  this  continent,  and  yet 
coniporatively  speaking,  A\'e  don't  meet  California  wines 
in  our  travels  as  frequently  as  the  volume  of  our  shii)nients 
wtmld  warrant.  There  still  exists  an  indefinable  i)rejudiee 
ugaijist  the  use  of  wine  at  the  dinner  table  in  the  United 
States,  and  if  wine  is  used  at  all,  preference  is  given  to 
European  brands.  This  naturally  stimulates  the  desire  on 
tile  part  of  many  of  tlie  distributers  of  California  wines 
to  utiiisce  our  selected  vintages  to  represent  foreign  wines, 
thereby  netting  considerably  higher  financial  returns  than 
the  truthful  and  honest  denomination  of  their  origin  could 
possibly  accomplish.  Many  so-called  c*onnoisseurs  drink 
only  the  label — at  least  their  verdict  is  sericmsly  influenced 
by  high-siiunding  outward  indications.  They  revel  over  a 
bottle  of  Chateau  ]\largaux,  Sauterne  or  Johannisberg 
and  wciuld  often  sadly  fall  by  the  wayside  if  they  knew  the 
true  and  unsophisticated  reality  in  connection  with  the 
product.  As  long  as  the  wine  is  good,  pure  and  healthful, 
no  harm  is  done,  except  to  the  purse  of  the  would-be  con- 
noisseur, and  he  generally  can  afford  to  pay  for  his  ig- 
n<;ranci\  But  on  the  other  hand  in  all  these  instances  tlie 
merit  of  the  well-selected  superior  California  product 
fails  to  obtain  the  credit  to  which  it  wcmld  be  fully  en- 
titled, while  the  cheap  every  day — hand-to-mouth — mini- 
mum wines  (forming  about  eighty  per  cent  of  our  shij)- 
mcnts)  are  best  known  on  account  of  their  cheapness,  and 
the  general  estimation  in  which  they  are  held  goes  hand 
in  h-ind  with  their  monetary  valuation. 

Th(>  main  difficulty  lies  in  tlie  intricate  hardship  con- 
nected with  the  introduction  of  our  vintage  wines  in  bottles 
direct  to  the  consumer.  No  distributer  in  the  trade  cen- 
ters offers  an  inducement  to  the  conscientious  vineyard 
proi)rietor  in  California  to  handle  his  brand  of  wine  in

We  must  strive  to  bring 
our  very  best  wines  at  reasonable,  prices  to  the  great  cen- 
ters of  consunii)tion  in  bottles — in  fact  we  must  utilize  our 
superior  vintages  as  advertising  agents  to  proclaim  that 
there  is  as  much  distinction  in  California  wines  as  there 
is  in  any  other  product;  some  are  not  so  good,  and  they  go 
for  what  they  are;  some  are  better  and  they  art>  recognized; 
but  the  best  must  stand  as  a  type,  in  the  same  sense  as  the 
best  American  woman  represents  the  real  type  of  American 
womanhood.

Suggestive  Figures. 


CONSUL  LIEFELD,  in  a  report  on  the  use  of  alcohol 
in  Cierniaiiy,  submits  some  singularly  sugjiestive 
figures.  For  example,  he  says  the  oonsuini)tion  in  ^lunioh, 
capital  of  Bavaria,  in  185)1  was  109.89  gallons  per  capita 
I)er  annum;  in  Dresden,  capital  of  Saxony,  61.81;  in  1002, 
78.72.  and  49.92  gallons  respectively.  According  to  Ilerr 
Siger,  the  decrea.se  is  due  to  unfavorable  social  conditions 
rather  tlian  to  increased  prices. 

In  this  connection  the  Consul  calls  attention  to  some 
figures  for  heart-disease  "rejects"  from  the  recruiting  of- 
fices of  the  army  and  navy.  Of  these,  2.9  and  1.8,  respec- 
tively, in  1891-1893;  in  1893-1895,  4.3  and  2.8;  in  1895-1897, 
1  and  5;  in  1897-1899,  ll.G  and  5.72;  in  1899-1901,  8.7  and 
5.7;  in  1901-2,  11.7  and  7.92  were  rejected  as  unfit  for  ser- 
vice. This,  some  say,  is  due  to  the  increase  in  the  con- 
sumption of  beer  from  lOy^  gallons  twenty  years  ago  to  an 
average,  for  the  Empire,  now  of  32  gallons  and  3  quarts.

St.  Holena,  Cal.,  Aug.  25. — The  Califoniiu  Viticultural 
Chib  licld  a  tAVo  days'  lucctinji:  at  St.  Helena  during  the 
month,  with  President  John  Swett,  of  ^lartinez,  in  the 
chair.  There  was  a  large  attendance  of  delegates  from  all 
])ai'ts  of  the  State,  including  Santa  Kosa,  Fresno,  Napa, 
Wo:  (Ihiiid,  Stockton,  ilartinez,  B;  rkeliy  and  Santa  Ana. 

The  convention  was  called  to  order  by  President  John 
Swett,  of  :Maitinez,  Secretary  E.  IT.  Twight  of  Berkeley 
being  at  the  Secretary's  desk.  Several  addresses  were 
made  by  delegates  on  the  benefits  of  fertilisation  and  the 
best  melhods  eiM])l()yed.  The  s])eakers  were  Joe  Poeding 
of  Fresno,  B.  liruck  of  St.  Helena,  A.  Schoenwald  of  St. 
Helena,  and  Prof.  E.  H.  Twight  of  Berkeley. 

('.  L.  La  Rue  of  Yountville  gave  a  strong  address  on 
"Bench  (Jrafting  and  Hill  Grafting  of  Vines."  It  was 
followed  by  an  extended  discussion  by  W.  J.  Hickey  of 
AVoodland  and  others.  The  general  sentiment  of  the  meet- 
ing was  that  bench  grafting  gave  the  best  results  through- 
out the  State.  Professor  Pierce  of  Santa  Ana  made  an  in- 
teresting address  on  the  Anaheim  disease  in  this  State, 
which  brought  out  many  valuable  suggestions  for  fight- 
ing it.

IT  will  hv  noted  witli  idcasiirc  tlia<  liciv  and  Ihcrc  the 
internal  revenue  (illieials  are  enforeinj;'  the  law  against 
refilling,  by  salo»)n-kee])ers,  of  bottles  of  whisky  bottled  in 
bond,  as  it  is  a  fraud  easy  of  per])etratiou  by  the  unserupu- 
lous,  and  yvt  fraujiht  with  sericms  injury  to  distillers  of 
the  brands  so  substituted,  and  a  fraud  and  injury  on  the 
consumer. 

A  (•(Uispieuous  instauee  of  the  increased  vij>ilance  of  the 
internal  revenue  officers  in  this  rej^ard  is  that  of  Collector 
McCoach  at  lMiiladeli)hia,  who  recently  sent  out  his  depu- 
ties into  the  saloons  of  that  city  and  seized  dozens  of  <|uart 
bottles  allejjcd  by  their  labels  to  contain  whisky  bottled  in 
bond  by  two  well-known  distillin<>;  firms,  but  instead  con- 
tained only  some  inferior  and  adultei-ated  stuff,  which  it 
is  a  libel  to  difinifv  by  the  name  of  whisjky.  The  lej;itimate 
trade  of  the  two  distillers  is  impaired  to  the  extent  of  the 
substitute  that  is  i)almed  off  on  the  I'.ublic,  but  far  worse' 
than  this  is  the  loss  of  reputation  that  the  substituted 
brands  sulfer  in  public  estimaticm  by  the  assumption  that 
the  do]»e  olfered  under  their  labels  is  the  genuine  product 
of  the  houses  named  on  the  labels. 


The  places  raided  in  lMiiladel])hia  were  not  the  low  dives 
only,  but  also  the  highest  class  buffets,  cafes  and  restaur- 
ants. 

It  is  to  be  ho])ed  that  in  justice  to  all  cimcerned,  the 
Crovernment  will  extend  the  crusade  to  every  city  of  the 
Union  and  keep  at  it  until  the  practice  of  substitution  by 
means  of  refilling  and  false  labels  will  be  slamjx'd  out  by 
being  made  dangerous  and  unprofitable  to  the  scoundrels 
who  have  so  long  fattened  «m  the  nefarious  custom. — 
Criterion.

Says  the  New  York  correspoiulent  of  Mida's  Criterion : 
A  cable  dispatch  to  the  Herald  statinji'  that  tlie  Criterion 
bars  in  London  are  abont  to  be  closed  has  called  for  dis- 
cnssioii  ainonji'  liotcl  keepers  of  this  city  as  to  whether 
the  drinkinj>-  liars  are  holding  their  oAvn  here.  It  is  a 
well-known  fact  that  the  cafe  bnsiness  is  largely  on  the 
increase  in  this  city,  tind  we  presnme  it  ninst  be  so 
thr(nij>;liont  other  cities  of  the  United  States. 

Simeon  Ford,  a  prominent  hotel  keeper  of  this  city,  who 
has  recently  retnrned  from  Europe,  states  that  it  depends 
(^ntir;>ly  n]»on  the  class  of  persons  catered  to  as  to  whether 
they  patronize  the  bar  or  tlie  cafe.  Mr.  Ford  thiiiks  that 
a  man  standing  before  the  bar  has  more  chance  of  getting 
the  genuini*  article,  mixed  ])roperly,  than  the  nmn  who  sits 
in  a  cafe  an<l  has  the  Ayaiter  bring  his  drinks.  Mr.  Ford 
thinks  the  decline  of  the  bars  in  London  is  due  to  the  cus- 
tom <if  having  bar-maids  serve  the  liquors.  Here  are  some 
of  the  opinions  on  the  subject  as  expressed  at  the  well- 
known  hotels :

Hotel  Imperial :  The  old-fashioned  bar  holds  its  own  and 
is  as  popular  as  ever  with  Americans,  especially  with  men 
of  business  who  have  large  interests  and  who  are  in  too 
great  a  hurry  to  go  into  the  restaurant  to  get  a  drink. 

Hotel  jManhattan:  AYhile  the  bar  is  as  popular  as  ever, 
there  is  a  decided  increase  in  cafe  business,  and  you  will 
find  that  the  tendency  of  business  men,  who  wish  to  discuss 
important  affairs  away  from  the  crowd  that  generally 


throngs  the  bar,  is  to  seek  a  table  in  a  quiet  nook,  whef 
they  can  rest,  refresh  themselves  and  <Jo  business  at  tlii 
same  time.

If  all  tlie  breweries  and  distilleries 
and  saloons  were  shut  up,  what  do  the  anti-saloon  bigots 
pr()i)ose  to  substitute  f(U-  the  loss  of  tax  money,  wage 
money,  mechanics'  mcuiey  and  farmei's'  crop  money? — The 
Argus.

On  account  of  tlio  fact  that  tlicro  arc  but  2.000,000  or 
3,000,000  j>allons  of  old  Kentucky  whiskj-  on  tlie  Louis- 
ville market,  it  is  said  that  the  price  will  be  increased  20 
per  cent  in  a  short  time.  There  are  about  9,000,000  gallons 
of  old  stock  in  the  bonded  warehouses,  but  of  this  amount 
from  one-half  to  two-thirds  is  in  the  hands  of  distiller  job- 
bers and  will  never  be  in  the  market.  One-half  of  the  re- 
mainder is  owned  by  large  blending  houses,  who  have  held 
it  since  it  was  made  in  the  years  inclusive  fi'om  1897  to

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The  Man  Behind  the  Bar. 


EVEKY  man  behind  the  bar  should  do  his  utmost  to 
make  a  favorable  impression  on  every  customer  that 
comes  before  him,  and  show  him  clearly  by  his  manner 
that  he  is  entirely  at  his  service. 

It  will  be  found  advisable,  too,  to  cultivate  the  habit 
of  rememberin<t-  what  a  nmn  drinks,  so  that  when  he 
comes  in  ajjain  you  can  be  ready  for  him.  This  may 
seem  like  a  hard  proposition,  but  it  comes  very  easy  after 
a  whik',  and  you  will  be  able  to  do  it  unconsciously.  When 
a  man  enters  tiie  second  time  and  discovers  that  he  and 
his  tastes  have  been  remend>ered,  he  will  be  tickled  to 
death  and  will  be  sure  to  come  back  ajjain,  says  the  New 
England  Liquor  Dealer. 

When  you  are  waitinji;  on  a  customer  who  has  an  idea  of 
what  he  wants,  but,  perhaps,  hesitates  a  little,  let  him 
exercise  his  own  choice  Don't  try  to  change  it  unless  he 
asks  directly  for  your  advice  and  you  feel  that  you  are 
able  to  benefit  him  by  your  superior  knowledge  of  the 
goods.  Never  under  any  circumstances  switch  on  him 
because  the  jobber's  price  on  goods  you  want  him  to  buy 
may  be  a  little  lower. 

xVlways,  if  ])ossible,  give  him  what  he  wants.  When 
lie  gets  that,  he  has  no  chance  to  complain,  provided  the 
goods  are  up  to  the  standard.  If  he  has  bought  at  your 
suggesticm,  and  afterwards  imagines  something  is  wrong 
with  it,  he  will  put  you  down  on  his  black  list  at  once. 

If  a  customer  enters  the  bar  and  asks  for  a  brand  which 
you  don't  handle,  don't  try  to  convey  the  idea  that  you 
haven't  got  it  because  you  don't  think  it  is  good  enough 
for  you  to  have  in  your  stock.  Neither  work  the  "just  as 
good"  rat" ket.  In  the  first  case  you  are  insulting  the  cus- 
tomer by  accusing  him  of  buying  sonu'thing  that  isn't 
worth  selling,  and  in  the  second  he  will  think  you  are 
stringing  him  to  make  a  sale. 

By  insulting  his  judgment  you  send  him  away  mad,  when 
left  to  himself  he  might  have  bought  something.  You  can 
reply  pleasantly  that  you  are  out  of  what  he  wants,  or 


aren't  handling  it  just  now,  and  then  mention  a  number- 
other  brands  which  you  liaAe  got,  that  are  similar  in  q 
ity  to  what  he  has  asked  for.    Don't  volunteer  the  statenr 
that  they  are  just  as  good  or  better,  but  allow  him  to  in: 
as  much.     If  he  asks  you,  then  you  have  a  right  to  expr^^ 
your  opinion. 

It  is  fair  to  assert  that  one  of  the  most  potent  trai 
killers  to  be  considered  by  the  hotel  projjrietors  is  i 
difference  on  the  part  of  bartender  or  clerk.  Frequent 
this  may  not  be  indifference  at  all,  but  merely  a  pos 
assumed  in  order  that  the  attendant  may  show  what  a 
old  and  blase  hand  he  is.  They  say  the  successful  war  co 
respondents  and  newspaper  reporters,  Avhose  names  gro 
familiar  to  the  reading  i)ublic  all  over  the  world,  are  su 
cessful  because  they  have  tiie  faculty  of  becoming  just  s 
enthusiastic  over  every  piece  of  news,  however  unimpol 


I 


tant,  they  report  n(»w,  as  tliey  Mere  when  they  were detaiUp. 
on  their  first  story. 

There  is  no  (juestion  but  what  the  man  behind  the  hi 
has  a  most  diiHlcult  line  of  customers  to  handle,  far  moi 
difficult  in  fact  tiian  does  any  other  man  selling  gooq 
across  a  ccmnter.  Still  you  are  meeting  men  who  are, 
a  rule,  in  a  convivial  state  of  mind,  (piite  willing  for  a  chi 
and  who  can  be  dealt  with  (luite  easily  if  only  a  little  t 
is  used. 

Too  many  bartenders,  when  a  drink  is  or<lere<l,  la 
guidly  reach  for  a  glass  and  bottle  and  shove  them  u 
differently  out  on  the  counter  with  a  sort  of  "You  see,  ol 
chap,  I'm  just  doing  this  to  help  the  boss  abmg  a  little,  yo 
know." 

A  good  many  of  these  chaps,  no  doubt,  would  be  goo( 
sensible,  wide-awake  fellows  if  they  were  given  the  chanc< 
an<l  it's  a  tremendous  i)ity  that  the^v  can't  get  wise  t 
themselves  before  their  employer  gets  wise  himself. 

A  large  part  of  prosperity  or  adversity  is  purely  dut 
public  o})inion,  therefiire,  the  man  who  by  word  or  actio) 
leads  peo])le  to  believe  that  times  with  him  are  hard,  % 
really  the  one  who  is  making  thein  hard  by  encouragiBj 
the  thought  in  the  minds  of  the  ])ublic,  and  is,  therefow 
not  only  injuring  business  men  in  general,  but  himself 
particular. 

Leaving  aside  the  question  of  future  ill-effects  resnlti 
from  this  habit,  there  is  another  feature  that  this  class 
tradesnuMi  fail  to  appreciate;  it  becomes,  or  rather  gro 
on  a  person,  and  they  soon  fall  into  the  Avay  of  comi)lainii 
be  the  trade  good  or  bad. — Wine  (iikJ  Kpirif  ■Ioiiiiki]  it 
lirrircr.^'  Rrrinr,  Toronto,  Caiioda.

EDiTon  Wine  and  Spirit  Rkview:  The  condition  of  the 
local  wine  and  spirit  market  is  best  described  by  the 
term  applied  to  it  recently  by  one  of  the  trade — anemic. 
Truly  there  is  a  lack  of  life  and  enerp;y.  Nothing  doing, 
and  no  one  making  ett'orts  to  start  things  a-humming,  so 
to  speak.  There  is  even  a  lack  of  the  usual  complaining 
as  to  the  dullness — it  is  being  accepted  in  the  light  of  the 
inevitable.  However,  there  is  an  undercurrent  of  hope- 
fulness for  a  distinct  revival  with  the  early  days  of  Sep- 
tember. 

The  figures  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Bureau  for  the  fiscal 
year  of  1905  indicate  a  falling  off  in  withdraAvals  of  dis- 
tilled spirits  of  704,040  gallons,  not  a  very  serious  matter 
it  is  true  but  when  compared  with  the  increase  in  con- 
sumi)tion  of  beer,  which  amounted  to  1,251,407  barrels  of 
thirty-one  gallons  each,  gives  food  for  reflection.  The  fig- 
ures scarcely  bear  out  the  contention  of  the  prohibition- 
ists that  their  \iews  are  gaining  all  over  the  country,  but 
they  do  show  that  ])eople  are  either  economizinng  or  are 
turning  to  lighter  beverages,  for  consumption  of  liquor  is 
not  keeping  up  with  the  increase  in  population. 

Fre(juently  the  wholesale  liquor  trade  has  regarded  with 
envy,  the  unity  of  the  brewing  interests  which  has  re- 
sulted invariably  in  obtaining  for  them  at  various  times, 
consideration  whicli  Die  li(iuor  interest  never  receives. 
Dtmbtless  in  their  own  ranks,  now  and  then,  dif- 
ferences arise,  but  they  keep  them  to  themselves, 
not  airing  them  in  public,  to  the  detriment  of  the 
trade  as  a  whole.  It  is  a  shrewd  move  their 
si)okesman  has  recently  made  at  Washington,  Avhere 
Mr.  E.  A.  Faust,  second  vice-president  of  one  of 
the  great  breweries  said  recently  that  a  big  mistake  had 
been  made  by  the  brewers  in  allowing  public  opinion  to 
associate  their  interest  with  the  makers  of  whisky.  He 
insisted  "there  was  absolutely  iu)thing  in  common 
between  the  two  interests.  On  the  contrary,  they  are 
vitally  and  seriously  opposed."  He  added,  "I  wish  I  could 
prcA-ail  upon  every  one  to  agree  to  local  option  laws  in 
every  State,  to  make  common  cause  Avith  the  temperance 
advocates  in  this  respect,  the  only  condition  being,  that 
when  the  question  of  'wet'  or  'dry'  is  submitted  to  a  county, 
there  shall  be  a  separate  and  distinct  vote  as  betAveen  whis- 
ky and  beer — ^that  is,  that  the  question  should  be  submit- 
ted as  to  Avhether  the  people  Avanted  beer  and  similar  mild 
drinks  continued  <m  sale,  and  AA'hether  they  wanted  the 
really  alcohol  drinks  continued.  I  am  satisfied  that  in 
nearly  CA'ery  local  option  county  in  the  United  States  the 
sale  of  beer  Avould  not  be  forbidden  Av*hile  the  sentiment 
as  to  Avhisky  Avoiild  probably  remain  as  it  noAV  is." 

Tl>ere  is  an  insidious  attempt  to  curry  favor  Avith  the 
temperance  forces  in  this  suggestion  AA'hich  might  work 
great  harm  to  the  liijuor  trade  if  the  brewers  adopted  the 
policy  outlined  by  Mr.  Faust  and  pushed  it  Avith  the 
strength  their  unity  makes  so  formidable  and  Avith  the 
increasing  popularity  of  beer  as  a  beverage,  the  differ- 
ences existing  amongst  the  liquor  men  and  their  lack  of 
unity,  it  might  become  a  serious  matter. 


by  several  of  the  concerns  intel'ested  in  exploiting  them. 
For  the  year  ending  June  30tli,  1905,  the  total  AvithdraAvn 
for  bottling-in-bond  Avas  1,580,190  gallons  against  for  the 
year  ending  June  30th,  1904,  1,089,39()  gallons.  True,  it 
is  <]uite  an  increase  but  the  Avhole  amount  is  not  a  very  se- 
rious matter  and  blending  houses  need  not  Avorry  for  the 
present.  In  Ncav  York  City,  the  little  green  stamp  is  con- 
spicuous by  its  absence  and  few  houses  find  much  success 
in  selling  the  Aarious  brands  they  have  taken  up.  There 
are  several  reasons  Avhy  bottled-in-bond  Avhiskies  haA'e  a 
hard  road  to  traAel  here  in  addition  to  the  fact  that  the 
taste  here  is  for  a  blended  Avhisky  Avhich  Avill  first  have 
to  be  overcome. 


If  all  reports  are  true,  there  Aviil  be  no  dearth  of  rye 
AA'hiskies,  several  ucav  houses  being  under  Avay,  more  prom- 
ised, and  plants  already  in  operation,  being  enlarged. 


Is  it  any  Avonder  those  Louisville  dealers  and  distillers 
do  such  a  tremendous  business?  They  are  "hustlers"  Avifl: 
a  A'engeance.  Although  the  next  meeting  of  the  National 
Wholesale  Dealers'  Association  is  not  to  meet  till  next 
May,  already  the  Louisville  men  haA'e  formed  their 
comniittet^s  and  have  appointed  representative  merchants 
to  them  Avhich  is  a  safe  guarantee  v,f  the  success  of  the 
CViuA'ention  nearlv  a  A'ear  before  the  time  set  for  its  meet- 


Statistics  of  ])r(i(lu(rion  and  Avithdrawals  of  AA'hiskies 
for  the  fiscal  year,  ending  June  30tli,  compared  Avitli  1904 
are  as  follows,  and  would  seem  to  indicate  that  there  Avill 
be  no  dearth  of  goods.  In  considering  them,  it  must  be 
borup  in  mind,  that  considerable  (piantities  are  produced 
by  dealers  avIio  own  their  own  distilleries,  more  particu- 
larly in  the  State  of  Kentucky  who  Avill  probably  dispose 
of  them,  in  bond,  to  the  retail  trade  and  that  consequently, 
the  over-production  talked  about,  is  more  seeming  than 
real.

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Sweet  Wine  Plants  Will  Be  Operated. 


THE  new  r('<5ulati<)ns  f><>v('riiinfi  tlu>  iiiakiiiji  of  sweet 
wines,  issued  by  Coiimiissioiier  Yerkes  recently  have 
been  found  to  be  entirely  impraetieable.  This  is  shown  by 
the  faet  tliat  the  California  Wine  Association  shut  dcwn 
their  ei.nht  wineries  in  the  vicinity  of  Fresno,  rather  than 
take  tlie  chance  of  operatinj>  under  them.  This  occurred 
on  the  26th  inst.  In  the  mean  time  the  department  at 
Washinnton  had  been  inforuu'd  by  the  wine  men  as  to  the 
state  of  alfairs  and  their  response  was  surprisingly  prompt. 

President  .Morgan  of  the  Association  in  summing  up  the 
situation,  said : 

"The  rules  of  the  Internal  Kevenue  I)e])artment  are  very 
strict  regarding  the  making  of  swwt  v.ine  and  impf)ses 
severe  penalties  upon  those  who  violate  them.  This  year's 
rules  were  far  more  rigid  than  we  had  expected  and  really 
wt;rked  a  hardship  u])on  the  wine-makers  of  California. 
Fearing  that  we  would  be  unable  to  strictly  com])ly  with 
the  law  if  we  continued  to  operate  our  sweet  wine  plants 
during  the  season,  which  opened  a  week  ago,  the  association 
decided  to  ch).se  its  wineries.  Hence  the  order  issued  Satur- 
day. 

Meanwhile  we  had  addressed  a  communication  t()  the 
Ignited  Stat<'s  Commissioner  at  ^^'ashington,  tln'ough  Col- 
lector Lynch  of  this  city,  and  we  were  pleasantly  surprised 
on  the  receipt  of  a  long  telegraphic  message  from  the  acting 
Commissioner  at  Washington  yesterday,  in  which  all  the 
ditticultij's  we  had  encountered  were  removed. 

The  Washington  authorities  have  been  extremely  cour- 
teous in  the  matter.  In  fact,  the  acting  Ciunmissioner 
emphatically  states  in  his  message  that  the  authorities  are 
eager  to  foster  in  every  possible  way  California's  wine  in- 
dustry and  their  prompt  action  in  our  case  clearly  sug- 
gests the  interest  they  have  taken  in  our  welfare  immedi- 
ately on  receipt  of  the  message." 


According  to  Mulhall's  Dictionary  of  Statistics,  the 
amount  of  money  annually  expended  on  alcoholic  liquors 
in  the  United  Sti¥tes  is  $325,000,000,  .f  15,000,000  going  for 
wine,  #210,000,000  for  beer,  |5,000,000  for  cider  and  195,- 
000,000  for  spirits.  One  hundred  and  eleven  million  dol- 
lars are  estimated  to  be  paid"  in  faxes.

(if  Los  Anj;cles  leads  to  the  conclusion  that  the  vines  and 
I  heir  fruit  are  in  excellent  conditiiui  and  that  the  pessimis- 
I  ic  allilude  of  the  wine  makers  is  not  well  taken.  New  vine- 
yards, especially  those  of  the  Italian  Company  at  Cuca- 
iiutnga,  are  coininf"'  into  bearing  and  will  produce  heavily. 


Huyers  of  ^raix's  liave  not  entered  into  any  cond)ination 
ihis  season,  saying  they  will  let  prices  take  their  course 
and  will  wait  to  see  how  things  go  at  Fresno.  The  pros- 
pects are  that  the  prices  will  range  about  flO  to  |12  a  ton, 
although  if  a  go-as-you-please  policy  gains  way  there  may 
lie  some  higher  bidding. 


During  the  month  one  of  the  most  imixn'tant  nuitters  to 
claim  the  attention  of  the  trade  was  the  controversy  that 
lias  arisen  in  court  between  the  partners  of  the  Maier  & 
/obelein  lirewery.  (Icorge  Zobelein  is  suing  the  estate  of 
the  late  Joseph  Maier  for  anacccmnting  and  asks  the  court 
to  sell  the  brewery  by  receiver's  sale.  In  his  complaint, 
Mr.  Zobelein  alleges  that  Maier  by  fraudulent  means  ob- 
tained the  control  of  the  brewery  and  that  the  young 
Maiers,  who  are  now  in  official  position  iu  the  corporation, 
are  profligate  to  a  dangerous  point.  The  allegations  are 
sensational  and  caused  much  sur])rise  iu  business  circles. 
Of  ctnirse,  the  sons  of  the  late  "Joe"  ^laier  deny  all  the 
charges  and  come  back  at  Zobelein;  but  the  prospects  for  a 
Icing  and  involved  lawsuit  are  good.  J.  Fred  ^laier  will 
deny  the  allegation  that  in  two  years  he  expended  |3000 
in  having  a  good  time  and  charged  the  amount  up  to  the 
hi-eweiy.  The  case  will  come  up  for  its  first  hearing  Sep- 
t  niber'lUth. 


A(lnl|)li  Jahnke  and  Hi'uiio  Fuderlein,  new  owners  of  the 
Palace  Caf ",  li(;ught  from  Schneider  &  Fieber,  encounter 
I  rouble  at  the  outset  in  their  request  for  a  transfer  of  the 
saloon  lici'ns(>,  jis  certain  interests  antagonistic  to  the  ])Iace 
lia'l  can-ed  the  INdice  Commissioners  to  seem  reluctant. 


liasteru  distilleries  of  well-a<lvertiscd  whiskies  are  iu 
court  in  Los  Angeles  to  sue  certain  California  rectifiers  to 
enjoin  them  from  using  certain  trademarks  to  which  they 
claim  a  ]»ro])rietary  right.  One  dealer  in  San  Diego  is 
charged  with  wrongfully  using  the  trademark  "Hermit- 
age"; three  firms  iu  Los  Angeles  are  asked  to  refrain  from 
the  use  of  the  name  "Old  Crow,"  and  others  are  retpiired 
to  defend  themselves  for  labeling  whiskey  as  ".Melhvood," 
"McBrayer,''  and  other  well-known  trademarks.  In  all 
cases  the  ]»laiutiffs  ask  for  an  injunction  and  monetary 
damages  for  infringement. 


Immediately  after  the  conclusion  of  an  expensive  cam- 
paign they  were  forced  into  to  protect  themselves  from 
total  extinction,  the  retail  licjuor  dealers  are  confronted  by 
the  threat  to  increase  the  saloon  license  to  a  figure  few 
of  them  can  stand.  Strangely  enough  even  in  the  ranks 
of  the  retail  dealers,  are  men  who  favor  high  license,  pre- 
sunmbly  Ifecause  they  could  afford  to  pay  it  if  the  majority 
of  their  competitors  were  put  out  of  business.  It  is  sig- 
nificant that  the  city  assessor  rep>orts  that  the  municipal 
revenues  this  coming  year  will  be  materially  reduced  by 
the  fact  that  several  saloon  men  have  voluntarily  given 
up  their  licenses  as  they  could  not  afford  to  remain  in  bus- 
iness. This  lends  color  to  the  assertion  that  the  retail 
'icpior  dealers  cannot  at  this  time  afford  to  pay  a  higher 
license  tax. 


Charley  Salter,  of  the  Magnolia,  accompanied  by  his 
brother-in-law,  J.  J.  Smiley,  of  Smiley  &  Burgess,  the 
well-known  saloon  men  of  Bakersfield,  went  up  into  the 
Sespe  country  to  hunt  for  bear  and  deer.  They  have  come 
back  safely  and  say  they  found  so  niuch  game  they  couldn't 
bring  it  back  with  them.  Their  bear  and  deer  stories  are 
blood  curdling,  but  they  didn't  bring  home  horns  or  hoofs. 


A  new  and  modern  continuous  still  will  be  installed  at 
the  West  Cirlendale  winery  before  the  ojx'ning  of  the  com- 
ing season.  It  will  have  a  capacity  of  7,000  gallons  and 
will  make  the  establishment  strictly  first-class  in  every 
respect.  Since  Henry  -Baer  became  proprietor  of  the  win 
erv  it  has  been  successful.

LOS  AN(}ELES,  Aug.  28.— A  committee  of  Eastern 
wine  makers  and  dealers,  some  of  them  the  most  prom- 
inent factors  in  that  great  business  in  the  East,  has  ar- 
rived in  Los  Angeles  and  here  will  begin  a  careful  investi- 
gation of  California  metliods  and  products.  The  visitors 
represent  the  Anu'rican  ^Vine  Orowers'  Association  and 
are  the  guests  of  the  local  otflcials  of  that  organization. 
The  committee  is  composed  of  Edward  K.  P^merson,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Assiicialion  and  President  of  the  Brotherhood 
Wine  Company;  E.  N.  Kandall,  President  of  the  Chautau- 
(jua  Wine  Company;  Jules  Crance,  Manager  of  the  Ilr- 
bana  ^^'ine  Comi)any,  and  Lee  J.  Vance,  Secretary  of  the 
Association  and  publisher  of  the  American  Wine  Press  of 
New  York. 

After  leaving  Los  Angeles  the  committee  will  visit  otiier 
Avine  districts,  and  at  San  Erancisco  will  hold  a  conference 
with  the  California  Committee. 

"As  a  result  of  tlie  coming  conference  it  is  believed  that 
broad  plans  will  be  made  to  i>iish  Die  wine  trade  more 
successfully  in  the  future  than  has  been  (b)ne  in  the  past," 
said  Secretary  \'ance.  ''All  that  we  need  is  to  have  in- 
telligent an<l  oi-ganiztd  effort  to  ])ut  the  wine  business 
where  it  belongs  and  where  it  will  be  separated  in  the 
niind  of  the  ])ublic  fi-om  the  beer  and  whisky  business.   . 

"The  nu'mbers  of  the  xVmerican  Wine  Growers'  Associa- 
tion are  all  in  favor  of  ])ure  Avines,  and  they  wcmld  like  to 
see  the  enactment  (if  a  national  pure  wine  law.  Sucli  a  law 
would  insure  the  purity  and  (piality  of  the  wines  offered  to 
the  i)ublic.  Therefore  it  is  proposed  to  urge  a  pure  wine 
bill."

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MANUFACTURE  OF  DRY  WINES  IN  HOT  COUNTRIES

AMELIORATION    OF    THE    CHARACTER    OF    THE 
RAW  MATERIAL. 


VAKIETUIS  OF  GUAPES. 


THE  iiroper  choice  of  varieties  of  gi'apes  to  plant  is  tlie 
first  essential  in  the  prodnction  of  good  dry  Avine  in  any 
climate,  and  is  especially  necessary  in  one  Avhich  is  either 
cooler  or  hotter  than  the  normal  for  the  growth  of  the  vine. 
A  variety  which  gives  excellent  results  in  one  climate  is 
often  quite  useless  in  another.  The  grapes  of  Roussillon 
will  not  ripen  on  the  Rhine,  and  those  of  Burgundy  will 
not  bear  paying  crops  in  Fresno.  The  Cabernet  Sauvignou, 
the  grape  from  which  the  bulk  of  the  Chateau  wines  of  the 
Medoc  is  made,  the  highest-priced  red  wines  made  any- 
where, is  said  to  produce  an  undrinkable  wine  in  Algeria. 

For  this  reasim  nothing  very  certain  can  be  gathered 
regarding  varieties  suitable  for  our  hotter  regions  by  not- 
ing which  are  planted  in  other  countries.  Luckily,  the 
long  and  complete  series  of  variety  tests  which  the  Agricul- 
tural College  at  Berkeley  has  made  during  the  last  twenty 
years  has  solved  this  question  very  satisfactorily  for  most 
parts  of  California,  especially  as  to  what  varieties  are  most 
suitable  for  red  wine.  A  short  summarj-  of  these  restilts 
was  published  in  the  Report  of  the  College  of  Agriculture 
in  1898,*  and  it  is  interesting  to  see  how  far  they  corres- 
pond with  the  experience  and  practice  of  southern  French 
and  more  particularly  of  Algerian  gi'owers. 

In  the  south  of  France  very  few  varieties  are  planted  on 
a  large  scale,  and  the  great  bulk  of  tlie  vineyards  consists 
of  Aramon.  This  is  the  ideal  grape  for  (juantity,  producing 
an  abundance  of  thin  watery  wine  with  good  acidity  and, 
though  deficient  in  alcohol,  color,  body,  and  flavor,  without 
any  i)ositivt'  defects  and  capable  of  imi>r()vement  bj'  blend- 
ing with  suitable  heavy  wines  such  as  those  from  parts  of 
Algeria.  During  the  last  few  years  of  heavy  production 
and  increasing  competition  with  "sugar  wines"  and  with 
similar  but  superior  wines  from  the  rich  plains  of  Algeria, 
the  Aramon  has  been  much  less  ])rofital)le,  and  there  is  a 
tendency  now  to  i)lant  gra])es  yielding  a  less  watery  prod- 
uct. The  principal  of  these  are  the  Grand  Noir  (  a  kind  of 
Bouschet),  the  Petit  Bouschet,  and  the  Garignane.  The 
last  won  hi  be  planted  more  but  for  its  susceptibility  to 
fungous  diseases.  In  higher  and  well-drained  land  the  Ali- 
cante Bouschet,  which  is  recognized  as  the  best  of  the 
Bouschets,  is  ])lanted,  but  on  lower  and  richer  soil  it  is 
found  extremely  difficult  to  defend  it  from  oidium  and 
other  fungous  parasites.  A  few  Mataro,  Mourastel,  and 
('insaut  are  found,  but  not  in  large  quantities.  For  white 
wine  the  Aiamon  is  used  i)riii(ipally,  together  with  the 
lM(|uei)oule  and  the  Terret. 

In  Algeria  at  the  jn-esent  time  hardly  anything  is  planted 
exce])t  the  Carignane  and  Alicante  B(mschet,  which  unite 
there,  better  than  any  other  varieties,  productiveness  with 
fair  (|uality.  Their  suscej/tibility  to  disease  is  more  easily 
controlled  in  the  drier  eliiiiate  of  Algeria,  but  they  stiil 


require  a  certain  amount  of  spraying.  Other  varieties 
grown  there,  to  some  extent,  are  Ciusaut,  Aramon,  Mour- 
astel, and  Grenache  for  red,  and  Farana  for  white  wine. 
These,  especially  the  first  two,  do  not  give  thorough  satis- 
faction, on  account  of  their  lack  of  the  color,  body,  and  al- 
cohol which  constitute  the  main  value  of  Algerian  wines. 
In  the  higher  regions,  especially  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Miliana,  where  the  best  wines  of  the  country  are  produced, 
a  certain  amount  of  IMnot  and  Gamai  vines  are  grown; 
but  these  are  gradually  giving  way  to  the  Carignane,  which 
produces  much  more  abundantly.  Very  little  seems  to 
have  been  done  in  experimenting  Avitli  varieties  other  than 
those  of  France.  The  vines  of  Burgundy  and  the  Medoc  have 
generally  failed  to  give  the  desiretl  results  in  either  quality 
or  quantity,  and  the  varieties  adopted  are  those  among  the 
southern  French  grapes  which  suit  the  conditions  best. 

In  the  report  of  the  Agi-icultural  Experiment  Station  re- 
ferred to  al)ov(>,  the  varieties  recommended  for  the  produc- 
tion of  dry  red  wine  in  the  hotter  i)arts  of  the  San  J(»a(]uin 
Valley  are  Alicante  Bouscliet,f  N'aldepenas,  St.  .Macaire, 
Lagrein,  Refosco,  Barbera ;  and  for  the  foothills  of  the 
Sierra,  Alicante  Bouschet,  Aramon,  and  Serine.  There 
seems  no  occasion  at  present  to  modify  these  recommenda- 
tions, and  it  is  extremely  desirable,  if  dry  leJ  wines  are  to  he 
made  in  those  regions,  that  larger  quantities  of  these  va- 
rieties, especially  of  the  first  two,  should  be  planted  in- 
stead of  so  much  Carignane,  Mataro,  and  Zinfandel,  Avhich 
give  much  inferior  results  there,  so  far  as  i-egards  ([uality, 
without  a  sulficiently  great  compensation  as  regards  (juan- 
tity. For  dry  white  wine,  the  varieties  recommended  were 
Burger,  Folle  blanche,  Aramon,  for  the  valley,  and  i)ossibly 
Clairette  for  the  foothills;  hut  it  is  doubtful  if  at  ]tresent 
it  is  advisable  to  plant  grapes  for  dry  white  wine  in  those 
localities.  That  throughout  the  valley,  dry  red  wines  of 
quality  etpial  at  least  to  those  of  the  plain  of  the  .Aletidja  in 
Algeria  can  be  produced  there  can  be  little  doubt,  if  a  cer- 
tain proportion  of  Valdepenas  or  any  of  the  other  varieties 
recommended  are  grown  to  bring  up  the  color,  acid,  ex- 
tract, and  aroma  of  the  varieties  already  planted,  and  if 
a  system  of  wine-making  is  ado])tcd  which  will  utilize  the 
good  (lualities  of  the  grapes  and  neutrali7X'  the  injuricms 
elfects  of  the  high  temperature  of  the  vintage  season. 

TIME   OF   GATHERING    THE    GUAPES. 

The  stage  of  ripeness  at  which  the  grapes  are  gathered 
has  great  influence  on  the  character  of  the  fermentation 
and  th(>  quality  of  the  resulting  wine.  AVithin  certain 
limits  the  less  mature  the  grape.'*,  the  more  acid  and  the 
less  sugar  they  will  contain,  and  the  easier  and  more  com- 
])lete  w\\\  be  the  fermentation.  For  this  reason  the  prema- 
ture gathering  of  the  crop  has  been  suggested  and  i)rac- 
ticed  as  a  means  of  avoiding  difficult  fernuMitations  in  hot 
regions.  So  far  as  the  avoidance  of  "stuck"  wines  is  con- 
cerned the  method  is  usually  successful ;  but  there  is  loss 
in  both  (luautity  and  (juality,  which  in  many  cases  more 
than  counter- ha  lances  the  gain. 

AVith  regard  to  the  (judlttn  of  the  wine,  it  is  well  known 
that  the  best  wine  can  be  made  only  from  grapes  which 
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havo  I(';i(Ii(m1  the  staj^e  of  iiialurit.y  which  is  known  as 
"winc-niakiiiin'  ripeness."  Hefore  tiiat  sta<>e  is  reached  tlic 
grapes  not  only  coiilain  snlislaiices  wliicii  ^ive  a  disagree- 
abk'  harslmcss  lo  the  wine,  but  have  failed  to  elaborate 
those  otlu'r  substances  to  which  (he  liner  thivors  and 
aromas  of  j;ood  wine  are  due.  To  a  certain  extent,  tliis 
stii'^i'  of  rijx'uess  is  indei»en(h'nt  of  the  (h'j?re(»s  of  su}?ar  or 
acidity  present,  and  can  oidy  a]ii)ro.\iniateIy  be  determined 
by  means  of  the  niustimcler  and  acid  test,  or  other  aiuily- 
tical  means  alone.  Wliile  an  Aramon  in  the  south  of 
France  may  liave  attained  its  optimum  dejiree  of  maturity 
for  wine-makinji  i)urposes  wheu  it  contains  16%  of  sugar, 
a  Mataro  in  tlie  Sacramento  VaUey  may  still  be  far  from 
ripe  cnoujiJi  for  the  same  purposes  when  it  contains  20% 
of  sugar. 

We  cannot,  therefore,  gather  our  grapes  prematurely 
without  some  sacrifice  of  (piality,  and  it  is  only  in  the  ab- 
aeuce  of  better  means  of  controlling  the  fermentation  that 
it  can  be  recommended.  This  loss  of  quality  can  be  mini- 
mized in  many  cases,  however,  wliile  still  retaining  the 
advantages.  If,  instead  of  gathering  all  the  grapes  wlien 
they  are  imperfectly  mature,  we  allow  the  nmin  part  of 
tte  crop  to  reach  "wine-making  ripeness''  and  then  crush 
them  with  a  suitable  i)rnp()rtion  of  very  unripe  grapes  to 
euliance  tlie  acidity,  we  imjtrove  tlie  fermentation  with  less 
detriment  to  the  (pmlity.  The  ripe  grape  contains  those 
substances  necessary  for  the  (piality  of  the  wine,  and  the 
unripe  those  necessary  for  a  ^iiood  fermentation.  This  can 
be  done  only  wheu  the  ripe  and  the  unri[)e  grapes  can  be  ob- 
tainedat  thesanu>  time,  for  it  is  ess;>i!tial  that  they  should  be 


crushed  and  fernn'nted  together.  The  (wo  kinds  of  grapes 
may  be  of  diderent  varieties,  ripening  at  different  epochs, 
or  of  the  same  variety,  from  early  and  late  locations  or 
localities.  One  <^f  (he  best  methods  of  ai)plying  this 
remedy  is  to  use  the  bunches  of  second  crop  on  (lu;  .same 
vines.  When  the  (irst  crop  has  reached  its  optimum  de- 
gree of  ripeness,  the  second  crop  of  most  varieties  is  just 
in  (he  right  condition  to  cornet  the  lack  of  acidity  in  the 
first.  This  practice  is  largely  emjjloyed  in  parts  of  Al- 
geria, and  also  in  Simth  Africa,  with  great  success.  The 
resulting  wines,  while  showing  a  slight  "greenness"  to  the 
palate,  are  much  superior  in  quality  to  those  made  alto- 
gether from  grapes  gathered  prematurely,  while  ferment- 
ing with  etpial  ease  and  completeness. 

With  regard  to  the  loss  in  quantity  some  interesting  con- 
clusions nmy  be  drawn  from  some  recent  French  inves- 
tigations.ff  These  show  an  average  increase  of  volume  in 
grapes  of  2%  i)er  day  during  the  two  or  three  weeks  pre- 
ceding maturity,  and  an  increase  of  .7%  per  day  of  the 
sugar  during  the  same  period.  The  actual  figures  noted 
vary  within  ^ery  wide  liiiits  with  different  varieties  of 
grapes  and  different  localities,  but  the  average  of  all  the 
results  will  doubtless  give  us  an  approximation  to  the 
average  in  practice.  If,  then,  we  gather  the  grapes  before 
they  attain  the  proper  degree  of  nmturity,  we  obtain  a 
smaller  quantity  of  wine  of  a  lower  degree  of  akH)hol. 
This  loss  may  be  considered  as  the  cost  of  the  acid  in  the 
l)artially  ripe  grapes,  to  which  the  better  fermentation  is 
due.  If  we  compare  this  cost  with  that  of  a  sufficient 
amount  of  tartaric  or  citric  acid  to  attain  the  same  result, 
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we  will  fiud  it  iiiucli  higher.  An  example  will  make  this 
clearer.  If  we  have  a  vineyard  where  the  grapes  at  ma- 
turity contain  22^6  of  sngar  and  .4%  of  acidity,  Ave  might, 
by  picking  them  a  week  before  maturity,  have  sufficient 
acidity  to  insure  a  thorough  fermentation.  At  this  time 
(using  the  figures  given  above)  the  grapes  Avould  contain 
about  16.9%  of  sugar  and  .6%  of  acidity,  and  the  quantity 
of  bunches  that  at  maturity  would  weigh  2,000  pounds 
wuuld  at  this  time  weigh  only  1,780  pounds.  The 
cost,  then,  of  the  extra  .2%  of  acidity  that  we  would  obtain 
may  be  reckoned  as  follows: 

220  i)ounds  of  grapes,  at  |15 |1.65 

90  pounds  of  sugar,  at  3  cents 2.70 

Total  cost  of  acidity  per  ton  of  grapes |4.35 

Reckoning  the  price,  of  tartaric  acid  at  25  cents  per 
pound,  the  cost  of  this  .2%  of  acidity  would  be  only  fl; 
and  if  citric  acid  Avere  used,  the  practically  equivalent 
amount  A\ould  cost  even  less.  These  figures  are  merely 
approximate,  and  the  difference  in  cost  may  often  be  less 
than  this;  but  it  is  just  as  likely  to  be  more. 

If,  then,  Ave  consider  the  losses  in  hoth  qiiaUty  and  qitan- 
titj/,  it  is  rarely  if  eA-er  advisable  to  pick  grapes  premature- 
ly for  the  purpose  of  promoting  a  good  fermentation; 
cheaper  and  better  methods  are  usually  available.  The 
principal  exception  is  Avlien  a  second  crop  is  available  in 
the  right  condition  Avhen  the  first  crop  is  being  picked,  es- 
pecially Avhen  this  second  crop  is  of  a  Aariety  Avhich  cannot 
be  depended  on  in  tlie  locality  to  attain  full  ripeness  later. 
Another  point  of  practical  importance  regarding  the 
time  of  gathering  is  Avorthy  of  notice.  In  large  vineyards 
of  one  Aariety  of  grape  or  of  several  ripening  at  about  the 
same  time,  it  is  impossible  to  gather  all  the  grapes  just 
at  the  most  desirable  stage  of  maturity.  For  this  reason  it 
is  usually  necessary  to  commence  gathering  before  the 
grapes  ha\'e  quite  reached  this  stage,  and  to  continue  after 
they  have  passed  it.  In  Algeria  it  is  usual  to  commence 
the  vintage  as  soon  as  the  grapes  are  capable  of  producing 
Avine  of  8%  of  alcohol,  and  before  the  vintage  is  over  they 
are  usually  SAveet  enough  to  produce  Avine  of  12%  to  14% 
of  alcohol.  If  all  the  fermentations  are  cimiplete  a  good 
average  Avine  is  made  by  blending  all  together.  The  high 
acidity  of  the  early-gathered  grapes  supplements  the  Ioav 
acidity  of  the  late-gathered  grapes.  Too  much  acidity  in 
the  must  is  a  much  less  serious  defect  than  too  little,  as 
much  is  deposited  during  fermentation,  and  more  during 
the  first  feAV  Aveeks  folloAving.  The  cause  of  this  is  the 
presence  of  alcohol  and  the  fall  of  temperature,  botli  of 
Avhich  conditions  nuike  the  Avine  less  capable  of  holding  the 
acid  tartrates  in  solution.  For  this  reast>n,  Avhen  the  Avine 
made  toAvard  the  end  of  the  season  is  deficient  in  acid  it  is 
desirable  to  blend  it  \y\ih  tlie  early-made  acid  Avine  as 
soon  as  possible,  before  the  latter  has  dej)()sited  too  much 
of  its  acidity.  Some  wine-makers  in  fact  mix  the  early- 
fermented  wine  Avith  the  over-ripe  grapes  wheu  they  arc 
crushed  or  Avhen  they  have  half  fermented.  This  utilizes 
the  surplus  acidity  m<»st  effectually,  and  at  the  sam(>  time 
aids  fermentation  by  diluting  the  sugar  and  cooling  the 
temgerature  of  the  later  fermentations.  The  method  has 
the  defect,  however',  of  entailing  a  double  handling  of  a 
part  of  the  wine,  and  exposing  a  Avine  which  is  already 
made  and  s(mnd  to  the  risks  of  a  second  fermentation  under 
less  faA'orable  conditions  th*au  tlie  first.

No  phylloxera;  vines  look 
yood.  <  'oulurc  lias  taken  one-third  of  the  crop,  (conditions 
as  compared  with  last  year  are  ])oorer.  80-called  Anaheim 
disease  has  made  little  if  any  i)rogress.  Phyllo.vera  ccm- 
tinues  its  devastations.  About  100  acres  new  vines  mostly 
on  old  vineyards  and  not  on  resistant  stock. 

Fkexch-Americax  Wixe  Co.^  Healdsburg:  Vineyards 
quite  badly  affected  by  phylloxera ;  yield  in  consequence 
will  be  light.  Considerable  damage  done  by  sunburn  in 
July.  Outlook  not  as  good,  but  if  weather  continues  fa- 
vorable until  Novend)er  1st,  cro])  will  compare  favorably 
with  that  of  last  year. 

Wine  in  cellar  about  the  .same.  Phylloxera  getting 
worse,  but  considerable  replanting  of  resistant  stock  is 
being  done. 

Sierua  Vi.sta  Vineyard  Co.,  Minturn :  At  present  vines 
are  looking  well.  While  prospect  is  not  up  to  avei'age  it 
is  better  than  last  year.  Less  wine  than  usual  on  hand. 
No  new  planting;  no  phylloxera. 

F.  L.  liussMAN,  Concord:  Cimditions  prevailing  are 
very  good;  larger  crop  expected;  same  (luantity  of  wine 
on  hand,  phylloxera  decreasing;  new  planting  about  300 
acres. 

']cl.  Sandoz,  Pomona :  Vineyard  prospects  are  better 
than  for  many  years;  heavy  crop  promised  and  it  Avill 
be  earlier  than  last  year.    New  vines  about  500  aci*es. 

C.  S.  Kexxers,  Healdsburg:  Conditions  fair,  no  dam- 
age so  far.  Prospects  about  same  as  last  season;  phyl- 
loxera increasing;  less  ^\•ine  in  cellar;  new  plantings  100 
acres. 

Geo.  West  &  Sox,  Stockton :  Vines  look  line,  no  dam- 
age whatever,  and  cro])  ])romises  better  Ihan  last  year. 
Less  wine  in  cellar;  no  new  diseases;  new  plantings  about 
1000  acres,  mostly  table  grapes. 


From  present  indications,  the  extreme  heat  experienced 
during  the  first  days  of  July  inflicted  a  great  deal  of  in- 
jury in  vineyards  that  were  unprotected  from  the  sun's 
scorching  rays,  some  of  the  grapes  being  literally  cooked 
upon  the  vines,  and  those  that  were  yet  undevelox)ed  did 
not  form  well  as  a  result  of  the  great  heat  endured.  In 
sheltered  places  the  crop  bids  fair  to  be  an  average  one, 
but  in  exposed  vineyards  not  more  than  half  a  crtq)  will 
probably  be  realized. — St.  Helena  Star. 


General  Grape  Crop  Short. 


Hans  Hansen,  superintendent  of  To- Kalon  vineyard,  has 
returned  from  a  trip  as  far  south  as  San  Bernar- 
dino, where  he  went  in  the  interest  of  the  experimental 
stations.  Mr.  Hansen  is  an  experienced  vineyardist  and 
winemaker,  and  his  observations  can  be  relied  xi[)on  as 
accurate  estimates.  He  says  that  in  some  parts  of  the 
State  the  grape  crop  will  not  be  over  fifty  per  cent  of  the 


average,  and  estimates  that  the  average  crop  throughout 
the  State  Avill  be  about  two-thirds.  In  Napa  County  Mr. 
Hansen  thinks  that  not  more  than  ten  per  cent  of  the  grape 
cro])  was  injured. 

As  yet  there  has  been  no  price  set  on  grapes,  but  the; 
figure  named  in  the  Sentinel  several  weeks  ago  seems  to; 
be  about  correct — 118  to  fl'O  a  ton. — St.  Helena  Sentinel.  \ 


Napa  County  Crop  Short. 


THE  grape  crop  in  Napa  County  will  be  short  this  year, 
even  if  nothing  else  ha])pens  to  injure  it  further. 

Up  to  three  weeks  ago  it  was  thought  that  the  cro])  would 
be  not  more  than  ten  per  cent  short,  but  since  then  tkb 
grapes  have  not  developetl  as  they  should,  and  in  the  vall^' 
the  yield  will  run  from  fifty  to  seventy  per  cent  of  aa 
average  crop.  This  will  be  partly  compensated  for  by  £i| 
exceptionally  large  yield  on  Howell  Mountain,  Spri^ 
:Mountain,  and  other  places  wliert>  vinevards  are  on  the 
hill.s. 

Information  gathered  from  the  members  of  the  Viticnl- 
tural  Club,  which  met  last  Friday  in  the  Odd  Fellows' 
Hall,  agree  with  the  estimate  of  two-thirds  of  an  average 
crop  in  the  State  as  given  in  the  ticiitiitd  of  two  weeks  ago, 
— St.  Helena  Sentinel.

(vi'tii  the  exception  of  the  Chanc-he  Xoir  variety  will  not  be 
'ipe  for  three  weeks,  the  winei-y  is  runninii  on  Lodi  orapes, 
hree  carloads  of  which  are  beinj>-  received  daily. — HcraliL 
iivermore. 


Work  is  profiressin}>;  on  the  new  Hallen<!:ren  winery  on 
iipp«'r  Dry  Creek,  and  everything  will  be  in  readiness  when 
he  grapi's  are  gathered.  The  building  is  S0x(>4  feet,  half 
»f  which  will  be  set  aside  for  the  storage  of  l()0,00i>  gallons 
of  wine  in  10,000  galhm  tanks.

The  hot  Avave  alxmt  the  time  of  sulphuring  seriously 
checked  fruit  development  in  many  vineyards.  Leaves  are 
getting  yellow  several  Aveeks  earlier  than  usual.  May 
rains  left  the  ground  wet  and  before  it  became  dry  enough 
the  growth  Avas  so  rank  that  thorcmgh  Avork  could  not  be 
.done  without  serious  injury  to  the  vines. — >S7flr. 


Colonel  Gier  has  made  many  improvements  to  his  Se- 
quoia vineyard  in  Napa  County.  Ilis  men  are  uoav  en- 
gaged in  building  a  new  layer.  A  considerable  addition  to 
the  big  cellar,  a  new  fermenting  house,  noAV  machinery  and 
other  additions. 


Rrun  &  Chaix  have  erected  at  Oakville  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  railroad  from  the  Avinery,  a  large  grape  crusher 
Avhich  will  greatly  facilitate  the  Avork  of  handling  the 
grajtes  at  this  noted  winery.  It  is  so  located  alcmg  a  spur 
track  of  the  railroad  that  grapes  can  be  run  into  the 
crusher  direct  from  the  cars  in  Avhich  they  are  loaded, 
with  the  least  possible  amount  of  handling  and  delay.  Fr<mi 
the  crusher  the  juice  is  i)umped  into  the  vats  of  the  Avinery, 
ready  for  the  A^arious  processes  through  Avhich  it  must  pass. 
This  method  of  handling  the  grapes  Avill  undcmbtedly  be 
a  great  imjjrovement  over  previous  methods,  and  result  in 
a  great  ssiving  of  time  and  labor. — St.  Helena  ^tar. 


There  is  considerable  activity  at  Green  Valley,  and  a 
number  of  buildings  are  under  construction,  among  Avhich 
is  a  large  Avinery  owned  by  T.  L.  Orr  of  Cloverdale.  Mr. 
Orr  has  a  large  force  of  carpenters  at  AVork  and  hopes  to  be 
ready  to  handle  this  year's  vintage. 


Dearth  of  Qrape  Pickers. 


THE  usual  complaint  of  the  scarcity  of  grape  pickers 
comes  from  Fresno.  A  dispatch  from  the  raisin  center 
on  the  20th  inst.  says :  Unless  the  present  scarcity  of  labor 
is  quickly  relicAed  a  great  part  of  the  raisin  grapes  in 
Fresno  County  Avill  rot  on  the  vines.  The  situation  is  so 
grave  that  the  California  liaisin  GroAvers'  Company  to-day 
petitioned  both  the  Southern  Tacitic  and  Santa  Fe  roads 
to  grant  special  fare  of  tAVO-thirds  the  regular  rate  to  Jap- 
anese and  Chinese  laborers  as  an  inducement  for  their  com- 
ing here. 

In  previous  years  there  has  been  always  a  i)lentiful  sup- 
ply of  coolie  labor.  Thousands  of  Chinese  and  Japanese 
have  flocked  here  for  the  gra])e  picking  season,  and  the  vine- 
yard interests  haAe  groAvn  to  depnd  upon  their  coming. 
But  for  some  reason  this  year  the  Grientals  have  failed  to 
come,  and  to  handle  the  crop  with  Avhite  labor  is  out  of  the 
question,  the  available  Avhite  men  not  being  sufficient  to 
]iick  a  fifth  of  the  crop.

That 
California  produces  wines  of  exoeptioijal merit  is  <>;ener- 
ally  conceded,  but  the  fact  that  these  wines  are  not  ac- 
corded the  recojjnition  to  which  they  are  entitled,  is  only 
too  well  known.  At  the  same  time  it  has  been  thorouf^hly 
demonstrated  by  certain  houses,  that  our  best  wines  sold 
in  glass  and  nmintained  at  a  fixed  standard,  enjoy  a  Avide 
and  si'*>^^'ii»  demand,  a  fact  that  is  hif>hly  encoura{;ing  to 
those  who  have  the  future  welfare  of  the  industry  at  heart. 

In  the  interest  of  ])romotion  on  these  lines,  P.  (-.  Kossi, 
President  of  the  Ttalian-Kwiss  colony,  nmde  a  tri])  to  the 
East  recently.  Commentiu};  upon  the  results  thereof,  to 
a  representative  of  the  Review,  Mr.  Rossi  had  the  follow- 
ing to  say: 

"A  strong  and  sustained  effort  must  be  made  to  convince 
the  people  of  the  East  that  we  have  good  wines,  and  that 
it  is  not  necessai'y  for  them  to  consume  these  wines  under 
a  fcu'eign  label.  Old  Barnum,  the  showman,  spoke  the 
truth  when  he  said  that  the  American  people  enjoyed 
being  hum-bugged.  The  foreign  label  is  'it,'  and  conse- 
quently they  generally  fail  to  recognize  any  merits  when 
the  wines  of  California  appear  under  a  home  label.  Many 
Eastern  people  come  to  California,  sample  our  ])roducts 
and  appreciate  them.  After  tasting  <>ur  wines  here  they 
wonder  why  they  cannot  obtain  similar  wines  elsewhere. 
The  answer  is  that  such  goods  almost  invariably  go  to  the 
consumer  as  a  foreign  prfxluct. 


"In  the  case  of  the  Italian-Swiss  colony,  Ave  have  been 
making  great  efforts  to  get  Eastern  people  in  the  trade  to 
handle  our  goods  in  glass.  \Ve,  like  others,  find  ■much 
ditHculty  to  accomplish  tliis  desideratum,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  these  dealers  want  bulk  wines  at  the  lowest  pos- 
sible price,  for  the  purpose  of  doing  their  own  bottling. 

"One  of  the  worst  conditions  tlie  California  Avine  man  i 
has  to  contend  Avith  is  the  fact  that  tlie  majority  of  the  i 
hotel  and  restaurant  people  are  always  ready  to  giAC  away 
coffee,  tea  or  milk,  but  Avhen  they  are  asktnl  for  Avine  th^ 
have  the  courage  to  charge  50  cents  for  a  ])int  of  wine  that 
could  be  sold  for  25  cents  at  a  good  i)rotit.     By  llie  pur- 
suit of  this  policy  they  discourage  the  use  of  Avine.    If  they 
could  be  shoAvn  the  ei'ror  of  their  Avay,  there  Avould  be  a 
far  ditt'erent  story  to  tell.    (Jiven  our  good,  sound,  Califor;   _ 
nia  Avines  under  their  home  label,  at  a  I'easonable  price^M 
the  ])ublic  would  be  attracted  to  tiiem  and  the  consump-   " 
tion  thereof  Avould  grow  rapidly  and  sixm  reach  the  vol- 
ume for  Avhich  the  Avine  uumi  of  this  State  are  striving. 

"Our  ])urpose  in  enlarging  our  i)lant  in  NeAV  York  is 
not  only  to  carry  a  large  stock  of  wine  to  suppl.y  our  trade, 
but  to  be  able  to  botth»  wine  needed  there,  to  be  sold  at 
reasonable  prices.  We  propose  to  carry  out  the  same 
policy  there  that  obtains  on  the  Coast — to  bottle  the  best 
Ave  produce,  thoroughly  uuitured,  and  sell  at  prices  Avhich 
will  meet  the  popular  demand.  Our  sales  of  Avines  in 
glass  on  this  coast  have  increased  50  per  cent  per  year 
for  s(>veral  years  past,  Avhiie  in  the  East  the  increase  has 
been  comparatiA'ely  snmll.  When  Ave  consider  the  fad 
that  the  East  is  Avhere  wine  in  drunk  in  glass,  Ave  can  see 
the  great  jxissibilitics  of  (leveloi)ing  this  liranch  of  the 
trade. 

"We  realize  the  fact  that  it  Avill  require  a  long  campaign 
of  education  in  order  to  teach  the  peop.le  AAhat  to  buy,  and 
where  to  buy,  at  reasonable  prices.  lloAVCAcr,  this  must 
be  done,  to  the  end  that  California's  excellent  wines  be 
giA-en  the  general  r^'cognition  to  Avhich  their  merits  entitle 
them. 

"In  the  line  of  this  promotion  Avork  we  have  leased  for 
15  years  a  location  (m  West  Eleventh  and  Washington 
streets,  TfixllS  feet,  upon  Avhich  Avill  be  erected  a  magniti- 
cent  six-story  and  basement  building,  thoroughly  e(iuippe<l 
in  the  nio.st  modern  style  f<u'  the  bottling  and  storage  of 
California's  best  matured  Avines." 


Reciprocity  Treaties  Viewed  with  Alarm. 


THE  following  resolution,  protesting  against  recipro- 
city treaties,  Avas  adopted  Ity  the  Ixtard  of  directors  of 
the  Manufacturers'  and  Producers'  Association  of  Califor- 
nia at  a  meeting  held  August  17th  :

upon  Congress  not  to  nmke  any  alteration  in  our  tariff",  .so 
that  the  prosperity  of  our  great  country  may  not  be  inter- 
fered with."

HE  numerous  friends  of  J.  F.  Plumel  will  read  with 
sincere  regret  of  liis  unexpected  demise,  in  Paris,  on 
July  11th.  The  announcement  of  his  death  was  not  made 
in  lliis  city  until  the  return  of  his  widow  durincj  the  month. 
Mr.  Plumel  left  this  city  on  his  weddiufj  tour  in  January, 
1904,  and  traveled  extensively  before  he  was  stricken  with 
his  final  illness.  This  occurred  in  the  French  capital,  and 
he  fonjjht  the  fatal  attack  for  three  months  before  he  suc- 
cumbed. 

The  deceased  had  been  prominent  in  the  local  trade  since 
1SS,{,  «hen  he  bonj^ht  the  business  of  Alexander  Levy,  at 
18  Stockton  strwt.  He  had  been  in  the  em])loy  of  Levy 
for  seven  years.  He  conducted  the  business  successfully 
until  April  1,  1903,  when  he  sold  to  L.  Renard,  who  in 
I  urn  iiad  be(>n  in  his  employ  seven  years.  In  January, 
1904,  he  married  the  widow  of  the  late  Alexander  Levy 
and  (lei)artcd  on  his  bridaT  tour,  which  y)roved  to  be  his 
last  journey,  ilr.  Plumel  was  a  man  of  great  moderation 
in  his  habits  and  very  spare  of  his  words.  At  the  same  time 
he  was  exceptionally  well  read  on  all  general  topics  and 
when  he  warmed  to  his  subject  was  a  highly  interesting  and 
instructive  conversationalist.  He  was  generous  to  a  fault 
and  in  his  business  honesty  and  fair  dealing  were  his  watch- 
words.    Hjs  widow  survives  him. 

The  business  he  so  successfully  fostered,  was  removed 
prior  to  his  retirement,  ^mA  marriage,  to  31  Eddy  street, 
wher(>  his  successor,  Mr.  Renard,  has  ably  builded  on  his 
lines.

New  Winery  for  Qilroy. 


GILROY,  Aug.  24. — The  growing  of  grapes  and  their 
conversion  into  wine  is  evidently  destined  to  become 
Gilroy's  greatest  industry.  Already  there  are  three  ^\ine- 
making  institutiims  in  our  city  and  when  the  mammoth 
institution  of  the  California  Wine  Association  now  build- 
ing is  completed  another  will  have  been  added  to  the  list. 
In  the  latter  concern,  which  is  rapidly  nearing  completion, 
one  hundred  and  fifty-one  great  tanks  have  been  placed 
in  position  during  the  past  week.  These  tanks  range  in  size 
from  five  thousand  to  eighteen  thousand  gallons  capacity. 
And  now  comes  the  annoncement  that  another  winery 
is  to  be  erected  in  Gilroy.  G.  D.  Tognaldo  is  the  builder 
and  excavation  has  already  been  commenced.  The  new 
structure  will  be  located  on  Eigleberry  street,  between 
Third  and  Fourth  streets,  and  will  consist  of  a  tAvo-story 
and  basement  about  sixty  by  seventy-five  feet.  Ujjwards 
of  f5,000  will  be  needed  to  complete  the  building,  which 
will  then  be  equipped  with  the  most  modern  machinery. 


INCOMPLETE  figures  giving  the  exports  of  wine  in 
glass  by  rail  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1905, 
show  a  very  gratifying  situation.  In  the  p«'riod  mentioned 
there  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  shipments  over  those 
of  previous  years,  the  difference  indicating  a  decidedly 
healthy  condition  of  this  branch  of  the  industry.

MANY  are  (he  pnuluctions  in  wiikh  California  excels. 
Its  oranfjes  and  lemons  find  favor  thronjihout  the 
United  States  and  other  countries.  Its  fruit  of  diverse 
(inantities  is  furnished  fresh,  dried  or  in  cans,  to  consumers 
all  over  the  world.  In  fact,  California  seems  to  j>r()\v  some 
of  the  products  of  every  land,  and  often  times  in  Rreat 
abundance.  Amonji  all  the  States  of  the  Union,  the  j^rape, 
both  for  raisin  and  wine  purposes,  is  produced  only  in 
California  to  the  same  perfection  as  in  France,  Italy  and 
Spain. 

Already  California  is  not  only  snpplyiuj;  the  people  of 
the  United  States  with  its  delicious  wines,  but  the  people 
of  Eii<,dand,  (Jernmny,  Switzerland,  Beljiium,  and  the  in- 
habitants of  China,  Japan  and  the  Orient  are  purchasiufi 
California  wines,  for  which  they  pay  hijj,her  prices  and 
which  tlu'y  prefer  to  the  wines  of  Europe. 

Nothinji  cheaper  can  be  used  in  makinji  wine  in  Califor- 
nia than  the  pure  juice  of  the  <?rape.  Though  inferior 
j!;(iods  are  dear  at  any  i)rice,  yet  the  statement  is  literally 
true,  for  the  j>:rai)e  in  California  yields  a  larj>e  tonnaf>i' 
per  acre,  and  on  account  of  California's  favorable  climate 
and  the  modern  appliances  used,  it  can  be  turned  into  wine 
at  a  minimum  cost.  AVhilst  the  wines  of  Europe  are  j>en- 
erally  made  in  small  wineries  and  kept  in  diminutive  casks, 
California  contains  the  lar«>est  wineries  in  the  wide  world 
and  the  wines  ari'  here  stored  iu  cooperaf>:e  of  immense 
size. 

While  in  Europe  the  special  varieties  x)f  «>rap<'H  are  only 
produced  in  certain  localities,  it  is  snrprisinji  that  in  many 
parts  of  California  there  may  be  seen  jiTowinj>-  to  perfec- 
tion in  rows,  miles  and  niiles  in  lenj^th  and  side  by  side, 
the  most  diversified  assortment  of  many  of  the  finest  va- 
rieties of  the  Old  World  j>rapes— jirapes  of  the  excellence 
Of  {jenerations,  from  which  come  the  most  noted  viuta}>;es 
of  the  «>arth,  and  which  are  in  Euroi)e  fcmnd  in  re.nious 
often  far  renuived.  Take,  for  instance,  Sonoma  County,  a 
icf^ion  with  which  I  am  ])articularly  familiar,  and,  there- 
fure,  may  net  inappropriately  mention  with  a  view  (»f  illus- 
tiati'ig  Califcrnia's  r;Miiarkable  diversity  as  a  wine-|)rodnc- 
inj;  State.     I  know  that  others  can  jj;ive  the  same  convinc- 
ing  testimony    in   regard    to   other   parts   of   California. 
Among  the  undulating  hills  of  Scnioma  County,  a  beauti- 
ful )■;  gion  strangely  like  Italy,  may  be  seen  in  vast  orchards 
and  reaching  perftction,  the    Chiauti    of    I'lorence,    the 
"  IJa'clo  and  Rarbera  of  Piedmont,  Italy;  the  Ueisliug  and 
l);-ideshcim(r  of  t!'e  Uhiiie;  the  Sauterne,  the  Cabernet  and 
the  Burgundy  grajje  of  France,  and  the  grape  \\  Inch  i)ro- 
ducvs  tlu^  delicious  port,  sherry  and  .Madera  typ.e  in  S])ain 
and  Portugal. 

Thvse  juicy  grajx's  are  turned  into  win(  s  as  delicious  ano 
with  the  same  bianiuet  and  fiavor  as  those  made  in  Europe. 
The  large  scale  on  which  wine  is  made  in  California  is 
one  of  th-^  reasons  for  pure  wine  at  a  minimum  of  cost. 
Kows  of  hundreds  of  wine  tanks  holding  from  twenty-five 
thousand  to  fifty  thousand  gallons  each  are  notiincommon 
in  (\ilif(irnia.  Califcu'nia  boasts  the  largest  wine  cistern  in 
the  wiU'ld.  This  is  the  famous  500,0(10  gallon  wine  tank  in 
Sononui  Ccmnty.  It  is  built  of  s(did  masonry  under  a  hill. 
After  it  was  fir.st  emptied  one  hundred  couples  of  prom- 
inent citizens  dancetl  in  its  capacious  interior  to  the  music 
pf  a  military  band.    The  remarkable  celebration  of  a  ball 


in  a  wine  tank  was  the  most  unique  demonstration  of  the 
great  scale  on  which  Avine-making  is  now  comlucted  in  (Cali- 
fornia. It  is  a  fact  attested  by  all  travelera  that  in  those 
countries  where  wine  is  drunk  nationally  and  wine-drink- 
ing prevails  among  the  people  there  is  little  or  no  druidc- 
enness.  In  Paris,  for  instance,  wine  is  the  workman's 
li(iuid  meat  and  bread.  In  the  humblest  home  in  France, 
where  the  table  is  often  devoid  of  a  single  dish  of  nourish- 
ing food,  a  liter  bottle  of  excellent  red  wine  can  be  found.. 
A  gentleman  who  recently  returned  from  Europe  com- 
mented on  the  fact  that  he  had  seen  hundreds  of  men, 
women  and  children  sipping  their  wine  and  eating  their 
bread  on  benches  in  the  public  parks.  "But  I  saw  no  one 
of  them  intoxicated,''  he  added.  "In  all  the  time  in  Paris 
I  saw  only  one  drunken  mail,  and  he  had  been  drinking 
absinthe.'' 

The  fact  is  that  wine  as  used  by  those  who  habitually! 
drink  it  at  meals  is  not  an  intoxicant. 

Before  beginning  to  take  wine  customarily,  one  should 
have  some  notion  how  to  enjoy  it.  No  wine  should  be  used 
at  breakfast,  but  might  well  be  had  to  accompany  luncheon 
and  the  evening  repast.  At  first,  persons  unaccustomed  to 
using  wine  should  commence  by  mixing  their  claret  with 
xvater — half  and  half.  The  whole  pleasure  of  the  beverage 
is  destroyed  if  one  enii)ties  one's  goblet  at  a  single  swal- 
low; instead,  it  should  be  sipped.  Later,  if  desirable,  the 
water  may  be  diminished  and  the  claret  increased.  It  is 
always  proper,  however,  esi)ecially  for  women  and  chil- 
dren, to  drink  wine  mixed  with  water. 

The  pure  sweet  wines  of  California,  such  as  port,  sherry 
and  angelica,  should  be  used  in  dainty  glasses  before  and 
after  the  repast.  Dry  white  wine  is  generally  used  at  the 
commencement  of  the  meal,  with  oysters  and  fish.  The 
roasts  and  entrees  are  greatly  aided  when  accompanied  by 
claret  or  burgundy.  With  the  dessert,  for  one  who  can 
afford  it,  one  glass  of  sparkling  muscat  or  other  brands  of 
California  champagiU'  will  be  found  very  pleasant  and 
finish  oft"  the  nu-al  with  delightful  satisfaction.

SoMERViLLE_,  General  Appraiser :  The  goods  are  invoiced 
as  4  boxes  "China  wine,"  50  bottles  to  each  box.  The  ap- 
praiser returnt^d  the  merchandise  as  spirituous  beverages 
in  cases  presumably  containing  50  bottles  each.  AVhen  the 
g(!ods  arrived  at  the  port  of  New  York,  case  No.  74  (the  one 
under  consideration)  was  rc^ported  to  be  in  bad  order,  only 
1  bottle  and  some  broken  glass  being  found  therein.  The 
testimony  taken  at  the  hearing  corroborates  this  report, 
tli;^  iniporter  testifying  that  only  1  bottle  in  that  entire 
case  of  50  bottles  arrived,  the  other  49  bottles  having  been 
broken  in  transitu.  The  collector  assessed  duty  upon  the 
entire  50  bottles,  making  no  allowance  for  the  breakage. 
The  importers  contend  that  the  broken  bottles  were  not 
imported  and  that  no  duty  can  be  lawfully  assessed  on 
them,  and  that  the  case  in  question  should  be  treated  as  a 
nonimportation. 

It  is  provided  in  paragraph  296  of  Schedule  H  of  the 
present  tariff  act  of  1897  "that  there  shall  be  no  construc- 
tive or  other  allowance  for  1»reakage,  leakage,  or  damage  on 
wines,  licpnu's,  cordials  or  distilled  spirits."  This  statute 
was  construed  by  the  Board  in  In  re  Montague  &  Sons,  G. 
A.  5939  (T.  1).  2608()),  where  it  was  held,  among  otlier 
things,  tliat  where  li(|Uors  or  wines  are  imported  in  bottles 
packed  as  re<]uired  by  law,  and  a  breakage  of  a  i)ortion  of 
tile  bottles  occurs  in  transitu,  no  deduction  or  allowance 
can  be  made  in  the  assessment  of  duty.  In  other  words,  it 
was  decided  that  tlie  assessment  of  duties,  in  sucli  event, 
is  ])roperly  based  upon  tlie  quantity  of  wine  set  forth  in  the 
invoice.  A  similar  construction  was  placed  upon  an  ana- 
logous paragrapli,  paragrapli  343  of  the  tariff  act  of  1894. 
(hi  re  (Jilmore's  case,  G.  A.  3692— T.  I).  17644.)  The 
Montague  case  was  appealed  to  the  United  States  Circuit 
Court  for  the  Soutiiern  District  of  New  York.

The  case  manifestly  presents  one  of  hardship,  and,  whilej 
the  rule  is  recognized  that  circumstances  of  hardship  niayi 
properly  exert  an  influence  in  giving  a  construction  to  a  I 
statute  when  its  language  is  ambiguous  or  uncertain  and' 
doubtful,  the  contrary  rule  j^revails  where  the  statute  is' 
plain  and  explicit.  (Sutherland  on  Statutory  Construction,! 
sec.  324.)  The  allowance  in  (juestion,  whether  it  be  called 
a  damage  or  shortage,  or  a  nonimportation,  as  to  the  por- 
tiim  of  the  merchandise  not  arriving,  is  i)rohibited  liy  thel 
very  letter  of  the  statute.

HE  Dopartiiiont  of  Agiioulture  lia.s  issued  a  pamplilot 
on  "Some  of  tlie  Uses  of  the  Grape  Vine  and  Its 
Fruits."  It  is  by  Professor  fJeorge  C.  Husmann,  Viticul- 
turist  in  cliarge  of  Vitieultural  Investinjation,  Bureau  of 
Plant  Industry,  and  is  not  only  quite  interesting,  but  in- 
structive. The  work  is  profusely  illustrated.  Tlie  subjects 
treated  include  the  following: 

Introduction;  age  of  grape  vines;  some  large  vines;  grape 
growing  in  its  infancy;  growing  of  grapes  in  graperies  and 
in  pots;  the  grape  industry — wines,  brandy,  vinegar,  grape 
syrup,  unfermented  grape  juice,  the  shipping  of  fresh 
grapes,  raisins;  a  few  household  recipes;  by-products — 
products  made  from  pomace,  products  made  from  skins  and 
seeds,  the  lees  of  wine,  value  of  the  wastes  of  the  grape 
crop. 
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THE  VINTAGE:— Tlie  gathering  of  the  grape  crop  is 
7IOW  in  full  swing,  and  in  most  sections  the  saccharine 
jierccntage  is  extremely  good.  We  have  a  few  reports  of  a 
low  grade  of  sugar.  The  same  remarks  may  be  applied  to' 
([uality,  in  some  sections  the  promise  being  for  excellent 
wines,  and  in  others  for  a  low,  thin  grade.  The  estinmtes 
of  (he  ou(i)ut  in  the  most  i)rodnctive  sections  were  too  high, 
and  as  a  res(dt,  in  several  of  the  prominent  districts,  the 
prices  that  were  quoted  at  the  beginning  of  the  vintage 
have  been  increased  materially.  The  figures  range  from 
|12  to  |2().50,  and  for  the  finer  qualities  still  higher  prices. 
The  cro])  will  undoubtedly  be  shorter  than  was  expected  a 
month  ago,  and  this  will  materially  stiffen  the  values  of 
good  merchantable  wines  of  other  vintages. 


DUX  WINES: — Business  is  of  fairly  good  volume  for 
the  season,  and  the  prospect  is  good  for  a  satisfactory 
fall  and  winter  trade.  The  shortage  in  the  grape  crop  this 
.^ear  tends  only  to  improve  the  position  of  th(>  holder  of 
sound  wines,  and  with  a  reasonable  production  for  next 
year,  the  business  will  advance  to  a  status  such  as  it  has 
never  occui)ied  before. 

Elsewhere;  in  this  issue  will  be  found  the  figures  showing 
Ihe  exports  of  wines  and  brandies  both  by  sea  and  rail, 
dui'iug  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30th,  1905.  While  the 
increase  in  the  exports  of  wines  in  glass  was  nominal,  the 
comiiarative  gain  in  the  shipment  of  bulk  wines  was  3,000,- 
000  gallons.  This  is  by  far  the  record  year  in  that  respect. 
The  exports  of  wines  by  sea  during  tlie  month  were  of  fair 
voluuH',  the  total  being  1,0G3  cases,  654,222  gallons,  of  the 
value  of  |2ir),T38.00. 


SWEETS  : — The  market  is  in  a  state  of  general  improve- 
ment. The  short  grape  production  Avill  largely  re- 
duce the  out])ut  of  sweet  wines,  which  has  been  hea\y 
for  several  years  past.  This  will  tend  to  further  harden 
prices.  There  was  a  sum  11  production  in  August,  the  first 
month  of  the  season,  figures  being  39,080  and  03-100  gal- 
hms. 


BRANDY : — The  market  is  strong  and  inquiries  for  de- 
sirable goods  nvore  numerous  than  ever  before.  There 
are  no  real  old  matured  brandies  in  the  market  in  quan- 
tity, and  it  will  be  some  time  before  such  goods  will  be 
available.  Ncav  brandies  are  of  course  much  higher  than 
they  were  last  year,  owing  to  the  increased  price  of  the 
grapes.  The  shortage  in  the  grape  crop  Avill  undoubtedly 
reduce  the  brandy  production  to  a  very  considerable  ex- 
tent. The  production  in  August  was  merely  nominal,  the 
total  being  2,024  5-10  gallons.  There  Avas  no  production 
in  August  of  last  year.  Exports  by  sea  were  very  small, 
figures  being  81  cases,  153  gallons,  valued  at  |1 ,028.00. 
Inii)or(s  of  brandies  were  larger  than  usual,  total  being 
1,435  cases  and  20  casks. 


WHISKY: — Trade  during  the  month  has  shown  not 
only  a  substantial  but  an  encouraging  improvement. 
This  applies  to  the  trade  outside  of  the  city.  While  the 
country  trade  shows  strength  and  gives  good  promise,  the 
city  has  moved  in  a  very  mystifying  manner.    Local  busi- 


ness has  been  almost  bad  enough  to  be  called  stagnant  dur- 
ing the  summer  months,  but  it  was  said  to  be  due  to  the 
absence  of  so  many  thousands  from  the  city,  who  were  on 
their  summer  outings.  However,  these  thousands  have  re- 
turned to  town,  and  while  there  was  a  noticeable  improve-  ' 
nu'ut  in  trade  in  the  fore  part  of  September,  it  did  not 
continue  through  the  month,  and  at  this  writing  there  is 
good  cause  for  complaint  on  account  of  slack  trade.  There 
are  many  brainy  men  in  the  business  in  San  Francisco, 
but  there  is  not  one  who  can  give  a  lucid  solution  of  this 
peculiar  condition  of  the  trade.  The  far  North  trade  has 
done  well  for  this  city,  and  the  general  determination  of 
the  people  of  the  Alaskan  country  to  boycott  Sound  ports 
.and  deal  directly  with  this  city,  means  much  for  the  wiife 
and  liquor  trade.  It  is  to  be  sincerely  hoped  that  the  wi^e 
and  licjuor  men  will  so  treat  these  cust(miers,  who  coi]|fe 
to  them  voluntarily,  that  they  will  not  find  reason  to  retuili  i 
to  the  dealers  in  the  North.  ] 

Exports  Avere  of  quite  satisfactory  volume,  the  total  he-  f 
ing  2,389  cases,  8,994  gallons,  of  the  value  of  |32,2(il.00. 
Imports  of  whisk}'  were  extremely  heavy  in  the  matter  of 
glass  goods,  the  totals  being  3,230  cases,  4  casks,  27  octaves, 
22  barrels  and  0  hogsheads. 

Exports  of  miscellaneous  wines  and  liquors  were  2,58() 
cases,  212  packages,  2,943  gallons  bulk,  valued  at  .|25,120. 
These  miscellaneous  shipnu'uts  were  largely  to  the  Oi'lent, 
and  show  a  remarkable  increase  over  the  preceding  month,  i 
For  instance,  August  figures  Avere  1,215  cases,  175  pack- 
ages, 743  gallons,  valued  at  $17,676.  While  this  might  be 
coincidental,  it  is  a  A'ery  good  indication  that  the  close  of  < 
the  Russo-Japanese  Avar  will  be  of  great  advantage  to  the 
Avine  and  li(iuor  trade  of  this  country. 


I5IP0RTS  : — There  Avas  no  activity  in  the  importing  trade 
during  September,  except  in  the  receipt  of  goods.  While 
business  movetl  along  in  a  rather  sIoav  AAay,  the  arriAals 
from  other  lands  Avere  so  large  as  to  make  Septend)er,  1905, 
the  record  month.  As  an  illustration,  the  totals  show 
23,045  cases,  162  casks,  82  octaA-es,  761  barrels,  19  hogs- 
heads, 50  kegs.  Details  of  these  imports  are  herewith  given: 
Gin,  3,035  cases,  86  casks,  30  octaves;  Bitters,  2,535  cases; 
Brandy,  1,435  cases,  20  casks;  Cognac,  231  cases,  13  casks, 
10  octaA-es ,  10  barrels;  Stout,  1,195  cases,  530  barrels; 
Wine,  871  cases,  39  casks,  15  octaA'es,  49  barrels,  5  hogs- 
heads ;  Whisky,  3,230  cases,  4  casks,  27  octaves,  22  barrels, 
6  hogsheads;  Rum,  17  cases;  Ale,  474  cases,  8  hogsheads, 
50  kegs;  Vermouth,  5,714  cases;  Mineral  Water,  1,560 
cases,  70  barrels;  Benedictine,  25  cases;  Beer,  538  cases, 
80  barrels;  Ginger  Ale,  500  barrels;  Liqueurs,  835  cases; 
Absinthe,  300  cases;  Champagne,  950  cases. 


BEER : — There  is  no  feature  of  the  beer  market  worthy 
of  particular  mention.  The  season  iu  Avhich  the 
''hard"  liquors  are  siipposed  to  "shine"  is  at  hand,  and 
Avill  be  for  months  to  come.  However,  the  brcAvers  have 
had  a  fairly  good  year,  and  have  no  particular  cause  for 
complaint.  The  export  trade  was  nothing  to  enthuse 
over,  figures  being  1,833  barrels  bottled,  588  barrels  in 
bulk,  valued  at  $17,593.

V  iucs  were  14,l'4U,l.'7l3  gallons,  which  is  in  excess  of  the  shipments  for  the  previous  fiscal  year  by  more  than  :{,(l()0,000 
allous.     Tile  natural  conclusion  of  those  familiar  with  the  export  trade  would  be  that  the  excessive  rail  sliipments 

V  ere  due  to  the  bad  facilities  for  getting  goods  to  New  York  via  Panama,  but  the  figures  showing  the  movements  of 
,  ines  by  sea  do  not  indicate  any  such  exjdauation.  For  instance,  the  exports  by  sea  to  all  ])oints  in  the  fiscal  year 
ndiug  dune  30th,  1!)04,  were  0,804,300  gallons,  while  in  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30th  last,  the  figures  were  0,437,210 
allons.  So  it  is  plain  that  that  twelvemonth  was  an  exceptionally  promising  one  and  if  this  ratio  of  increase  could  be 
Maintained  each  year,  the  wine  industry  of  the  Golden  State  would  soon  torge  to  the  point  in  the  forefront  where  it 
\(>u](]  be  in  the  limelight  instead  of  the  twilight.    However,  it  is  a  sturdy  infant  iu  these  days  and  will  eventually  make 

l)lendid  record. 
The  statistical  situation  as  to  wine  in  glass  both  by  rail  and  sea  shows  no  marked  improvement  over  that  of  the 
anie  time  last  year.

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The  Grafting  Menu  and  Wine  Cards. 

THE  t'xtcnt  to  which  tlie  business  ooiniminity  is  beiii},' 
buncoed  by  the  proprietors  of  cafes,  hotels  and  other 
resorts  is  not  only  surprisin<i,  but  unbearable,  particularly 
to  men  enjiaj^ed  in  the  wine  or  liiiuor  trade  in  whatever 
branch.  Their  i)atr()n  is  not  invited  to  come  into  the 
scheme  for  the  purpose  of  beinj;  benefitted,  because  that  is 
impossible,  but  the  clamps  are  ])ut  on  to  him,  and  if  he 
wants  to  retain  the  patrctnaj^e  of  liis  customer  he  must 
In)ld  up  his  hands  and  allow  the  other  fellow  to  go  through 
his  p(»(  kcts.  Not  only  ai'e  prices  charged  for  space  on  these 
cards  beyond  all  reason,  but  the  jdan  is  worked  so  fre- 
quently that  only  the  houses  who  get  a  large  volume  of 
business  through  their  grafting  customer  can  stand  the 
strain.  AVhere  the  hotel  man,  for  instance,  does  not  care 
to  work  the  plan  himself,  he  "farms"  it  out  and  is  satisfied 
to  give  hold-up  letters  to  some  printing  house  who  will  take 
the  receipts  and  furnish  the  cards  free  to  the  boniface.  The 
methods  are  also  worked  with  souvenirs,  which  are  of 
some  service  as  an  advertisement. 

A  prominent  man  in  the  wine  and  licjuor  trade  in  speak- 
ing of  the  menu  card  nuisance  the  other  day  said :  "AVhen 
one  goes  to  his  meal  and  asks  for  a  menu  card  he  does  not 
want  the  name  of  some  brand  of  cigar,  or  the  virtues  of  a 
certain  malce  of  sausage  thrust  in  his  face.  lie  desires  to 
know  solely  what  there  is  to  eat,  and  it  is  nothiag  less  than 
an  insult  to  impose  these  advertisenunits  upon  him."  In 
commenting  on  the  monumental  nerve  of  some  of 
the  caterers,  he  related  his  recent  experience  in 
wliich  he  had  been  "requested"  to  advertise  his  goods  on 
the  lunch  and  dinner  cards  and  on  the  wine  cards,  the  ex- 
pense to  be  the  modest  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars per  month.  This,  too,  when  the  gross  sale  of  the  goods 
to  be  advertised  in  that  resort  did  not  reacli  that  figure. 

There  is  Jio  <|uestion  that  lliese  grafting  schemes  are  a 
great  detriment  to  legitimate  jtublications  and  the  victims 
would  be  glad  to  have  the  game  sto]»])ed.  However,  it 
would  seem  tliat  about  the  cmiy  possible  way  to  head  oil' 
these  "hold-ups"  is  a  general  agreement  among  the  mer- 
chants and  manufacturers.

THIS  is  pre-ciiiinently  the  age  of  "movements,"  some 
useful,  some  uot  and  some  betwixt  and  between.  One 
of  the  most  recent,  most  interesting  and  most  promising 
is  a  movement  of  food  packers  and  dealers  which  has  for 
its  objects  the  improvement  of  the  food  standards  and  the 
enactment  of  such  legislation  as  may  be  required  to  bring 
the  interstate  traffic  in  food  products  under  proper  regula- 
tion and  secure  uniformity  of  action  in  the  various  states. 
Nobody  liaving  the  slightest  acquaintance  with  the  present 
status  of  the  pure  food  question  can  for  one  instant  doubt 
the  necessity  for  this  movement  of  packers,  manufactur- 
ers and  dealers,  which  has  taken  form  and  substance  under 
the  name  of  the  National  Food  Manufacturers'  Associa- 
tion, incorporated  under  the  Illinois  laws,  with  offices  in 
the  First  National  Bank  Building,  Chicago.

Secretary,  Thos.  E.  Lannen,  Chicago. 

Mr.  O.  L.  Deming,  as  the  late  editor  and  publisher  of 
the  Chicago  Grocer  and  also  the  Canner  and  Dried  Fruit 
Packer,  has  enjoyed  a  long  and  honorable  career  as  a  pub- 
lisher and  trade  journalist,  and  has  had  exceptional  op- 
portunities for  obtaining  a  thorough  understanding  of 
the  pure  food  question.  He  has  abundant  energy  and  a 
reputation  for  doing  things.  AVith  Mr.  Deming  at  the 
helm,  the  future  of  the  Association  seems  assured. 

The  treasurer,  Mr.  Frank  C.  Rex,  represents  the  grocery 
jobbing  firm  of  Austin,  Nicliols  &  Co.,  of  New  York.

Inequality    Between  American  and   Canadian 
Bottled  in   Bond  Goods.

IN  a  recent  interview  reported  in  the  Milwaukee  Sen- 
tinel among  other  things  Mr.  Thaddeus  Walker  of  Walk- 
erville,  Canada,  said: 

Canadian  distillers  have  an  advantage  over  those  in  the 

tates,  as  they  can  bottle  a  product  under  bond  that  is 

under  proof.    This  cannot  be  done  under  the  laws  now  in 


force  in  the  United  States,  and  most  of  the  liquor  sent 
from  the  United  States  to  Canada  has  to  be  diluted  when 
it  reaches  the  consumer,  as  at  proof  it  is  usually  too  strong 
for  the  average  man.  If  the  law  of  the  United  States  would 
allow  (he  distillers  to  bottle  their  goods  under  bond  for 
exportation  at  10  to  15  per  cent  under  proof  it  would 
increase  the  foreign  trade  in  American  whiskies." 

AVe  desire  to  correct  Mr.  Walker  in  his  statement  that 
American  distillers  are  not  allowed  to  bottle  in  bond  for 
export  under  100  per  cent  proof.  The  law  is  that  while 
the  distiller  may  reduce  in  bond  spirits  for  domestic  use 
by  the  addition  of  water  only  to  100  per  cent,  he  may  re- 
duce spirits  for  export  purposes  as  low  down  as  80  per 
cent. 

While  Mr.  Walker  is  incorrect  in  this  particular  he  is 
certainly  right  in  his  statement  that  the  American  dis- 
tiller is  at  a  disadvantage  in  regard  to  the  sale  in  this 
country  of  whiskies  bottled  in  bond.  The  Canadian  dis- 
tiller can  sell  his  whisky  in  this  country  reduced  in  proof, 
while  the  American  is  denied  in  his  own  country  this  priv- 
ilege conceded  to  foreigners. 

At  the  last  convention  of  the  National  W.  L.  D.  A.  of 
America  we  introduced  a  resolution  on  this  subject,  which 
however,  was  not  acted  upon. — Criterion.

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Alcohol   in   Germany— How   Manufactured 
and   Used. 


CONSUL-GENERAL  MASON,  of  Berlin,  Geniiany,  in 
the  annexed  comniuuioation  corrects  some  erro- 
neous impressions  that  have  been  created  in  this  country 
regarding  the  materials  used  in  (lerniany  for  the  manufac- 
ture of  alcohol  for  industrial  purposes.  The  consul- 
general  also  contributes  interesting  facts  regarding  the  use 
of  alcohol  for  motor  and  industrial  purposes.     He  writes : 

From  the  number  of  inquiries  which  have  been  received 
recently  at  this  consulate  and  which  seem  to  have  been  in- 
spired by  press  statements  publislied  in  the  United  States, 
it  is  apparently  believed  there  that  alcohol  for  industrial 
uses  is  manufactured  in  Germany  from  peat,  street  gar- 
bage, and  various  other  nmterials,  and  that  the  use  of  al- 
cohol as  fuel  for  motors,  especially  for  automobiles,  has 
been  recently  begun  and  is  rapidly  increasing  to  vast  pro- 
portions in  this  country. 

In  reply  to  all  these  iuquiries.it  may  be  said  that  alcohol 
is  not  made  on  an  industrial  scale  in  this  country  from 
peat  or  from  garbage  of  any  kind.  Aside  from  the  small 
amount  that  is  produced  for  drinking  and  medicinal  pur- 
poses from  prunes,  grapes,  cherries,  and  other  fruits,  the 
great  sources  of  alcohol  for  industrial  and  other  uses  are 
potatoes,  grain,  and  the  molasses  derived  as  a  secondary 
product  from  the  manufacture  of  beet  sugar.  From  the 
official  statistics  of  the  last  yeai*'s  campaign  (September 
1,  1903,  to  August  31,  1901)  the  following  figures  are  de- 
rived, which  show  the  total  production  of  alcohol  from 
each  of  the  three  materials  during  the  year,  in  hectoliters 
of  26,4139  gallons  each:  Potatoes,  3,015,605;  grain,  692,- 
483;  beet  molasses,  116,211;  total,  3,854,299  hectoliters 
(101,823,470  gallons.) 

AS  A  MOTOR  AGENT. 

In  respect  to  the  use  of  alcohol  for  motor  purposes,  the 
following  are  the  obvious  facts : 

Several  years  ago,  when  the  motor  vehicle  for  military 
and  industrial  purposes  began  to  assume  a  new  and  extra- 
ordinary importance,  the  German  Government  becamie 
impressed  with  the  necessity  of  building  motors  which 
could  be  operated  with  some  liquid  fuel  that  could  be  pro- 
duced in  Germany,  in  the  event  that  through  the  chances 
of  war  or  other  cause  the  supply  of  imported  benzine  and 
other  petroleum  products  should  be  cut  off.  Alcohol 
offered  the  solution  of  this  problem,  and  all  the  influence 
of  the  Government  was  exerted  to  encourage  its  production 
and  its  more  extended  use  for  motor  purposes.  Prizes  were 
offered  for  the  best  alcohol-driven  draft  wagons  for  mili- 
tary and  agricultural  purposes,  and  all  the  great  gas-motor 
builders  gave  great  attention  to  perfecting  engines  spe- 
cially adapted  to  the  use  of  alcohol  as  fuel. 

At  the  same  time  a  powerful  organization  known  as  the 
Centrale  fur  Spiritus-Verwerthung,  with  central  oft'ices  at 
Berlin  and  branches  throughout  the  Empire,  Avas  estab- 
lished, and  began  a  systematic,  persistent  campaign  to 
encourage  and  extend  the  use  of  alcohol  for  various  pur- 
poses. 

Such  is  substantially  the  situation  in  Germany.  The 
manufacture  and  industrial  uses  of  alcohol  were  never  so 


great,  so  important,  and  so  varied  as  now.  This  general 
increase  in  the  campaign  year  1903-4,  compared  with  the 
preceding  year,  was,  according  to  the  annual  report  of 
the  Centrale,  more  than  2,900,000  gallons.  But  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  all  the  leading  German  manufac- 
turers of  gas  engines  and  motor  vehicles  make  alcohol 
motors  that  are  technically  successful,  the  question  of  i)rice 
is  the  controlling  consideration,  and  of  the  whole  3,854,299 
hectoliters  (101,823,470  gallons)  of  spirits  produced  dur- 
ing the  last  campaign  year  only  about  1  per  cent  was  used 
for  motor  purposes.

"Red   Leaf"   Caused   by  Spiders. 


BEKKELEY,  September  19.— The  cause  of  the  mystei* 
ous  "red  leaf"  vine  disease  which  has  attacked  Call 
fornia  vineyards  has  been  learned  from  Dr.  H.  Faes  df 
Switzerland,  a  viticultural  authority  who  has  been  in  cof 
respondence  with  Professor  H.  TA\'ight  of  the  State  Uni- 
v(?rsity. 

Dr.  Faes  discovered  that  the  larvae  of  the  minute,  spidei^ 
like  phytoptes  bore  into  the  leaves  head  downward,  getting 
between  the  layers  of  the  leaf,  causing  it  to  swell  and  there- 
by destroying  the  tissues.  This  promotes  "erinose,"  the 
peculiar  red  condition  of  the  leaf. 

Professor  Twight  will  now  experiment  with  a  solution  of 
one  per  cent  carbolic  spray,  a  three  per  cent  permanganate 
of  potash  or  a  four  per  cent  eysol  solution.  After  spraying, 
should  any  insects  remain  sulphur  Avill  be  employed.

Superintendent  W.  E.  Small  of  the  Hotchkiss  Wineries 
at  Windsor  and  Trenton  states  that  the  wine  shipments 
from  the  Trenton  institution  is  made  at  the  rate  of  four 
cars  a  day.  This  will  empty  the  cellar  in  time  to  receive 
the  new  vintage. 


Leonard  Coates,  who  some  years  ago  conducted  a  nursery 
at  Napa,  and  has  more  recently  been  residing  at  Fresno, 
has  removed  from  that  city  and  has  incorporated  a  nursery 
business  to  be  carried  on  at  Morgan  Hill,  in  upper  Santa 
Clara  Valley.  The  business  is  incorporated  under  the 
name  of  the  Leonard  Coates  Nursery  Company. 


Mention  was  made  last  week  of  a  large  shipment  of  wine 
made  by  James  Concannon  to  New  York.  It  seems  that 
New  York  was  only  the  distributing  point  as  one  portion 
of  the  shipment  went  to  Maine  and  another  was  shipped 
across  the  ocean  to  Ireland. — Livermore  Herald. 


Sales  of  Tokay  grapes  in  the  Eastern  markets  during 
the  week  have  been  excellent  and  growers  in  the  Winters 
section  have  been  realizing  fancy  prices  for  all  shipments 
sold  to  date.  Tokay  grapes  from  other  sections  have  made 
their  appearance  in  Eastern  auction  rooms  and  the  highly 
colored,  well-packed  shipments  from  Winters  have  been 
holding  their  own  with  other  sections.  In  addition  to  this. 
Winters  has  had  about  two  weeks  of  the  Tokay  market 
practically  to  itself,  thus  reaping  the  benefit  of  being  ex- 
tremely early  in  the  production  and  maturing  of  fancy 
grapes. 


The  wineries  in  this  vicinity  are  crushing  grapes,  but 
will  not  be  run  to  their  full  capacity  for  some  days  yet.  The 
crop  is  light,  but  the  quality  is  of  the  best.  Tests  made  as 
to  sugar  show  that  this  season  the  percentage  is  running 
higher  than  usual.  Growers  have  been  offered  from  |16 
to  118.50  per  ton  for  their  product  and  quite  a  number 
have  sold.  At  Healdsburg,  according  to  the  Tribune,  the 
prices  range  from  |18.50  to  |22. — Clover  dale  Reveille. 


It  is  believed  by  many  growers  that  Avhile  the  present 
crop  may  be  under  that  of  last  year,  generally  speaking  the 
grapes  will  be  of  a  good  quality  and  the  prices  will  go 
higher  than  those  quoted.  James  G.  Hood,  when  seen 
one  day  recently,  stated  that  the  question  of  price  seemed 
to  be  still  somewhat  in  the  air.  He  will  operate  the 
Metzger  winery  this  season  as  usual,  and  in  addition  the 
Hood  Brothers  will  also  operate  their  winery  in  Knights 


Valley.  Last  year  this  winery  was  not  operated,  the 
grapes  at  the  place  being  sold  instead.  The  wet  weather 
coming  on  early  caused  so  much  trouble  in  hauling  that 
they  have  decided  not  to  take  chances  on  the  same  thing 
happening  again  this  year. — Santa  Rosa  Press-Democrat. 


The  great  Fountaingrove  vineyard  will  be  increased  by 
about  seventy-five  acres  of  new  vines  this  fall.  They  will 
be  different  varieties  of  wine  grapes. 


One  carload  of  California  grapes  sold  for  $2,700  in  Chi- 
cago a  short  time  ago.  This  is  said  to  be  the  highest  price 
ever  realized  for  a  car  of  deciduous  fruit. 


Mrs.  H.  Zoeller  has  sold  her  vineyard  property  near 
Napa,  consisting  of  nineteen  acres,  to  a  gentleman  from 
San  Francisco  for  |6,550.  C.  W.  Crouch  has  purchased 
the  G.  J.  Conner  place  of  ten  acres. 


Louis  Landsberger  of  San  Francisco,  one  of  the  members 
of  the  Moulton  Hill  Vineyard  Company  of  this  place,  is 
at  Moulton  Hill  this  week.  Mr.  Landsburger  is  looking 
over  the  vineyards  in  this  section,  and  it  is  understood 
that  his  company  will  be  in  the  market  to  buy  grapes  quite 
extensively  this  year. — Clovcrdale  Reveille. 


Editor  Bartholomew  of  the  West  Sonoma  Mountaineer 
tells  of  a  visit  to  T.  L.  Orr's  big  new  winery  in  Green  Val- 
ley which  is  to  have  a  storage  capacity  of  200,000  gallons. 
Two  big  buildings  have  been  finished  and  tanks  and  crush- 
ing apparatus  installed  and  a  third  building  will  be  finished 
in  time  for  the  vintage.  Fairbanks  scales,  ten-ton  capacity, 
have  been  installed,  and  a  gravity  side  track  permits  un- 
loading of  two  wagons  at  the  same  time. 


The  new  fermenting  building,  built  under  the  supervision 
of  Contractor  Louis  Karsberg  at  the  Mount  Diablo  vine- 
yard, has  just  been  completed.  As  soon  as  the  lumber  can 
be  hauled  to  that  vineyard,  Mr.  Karsberg  will  set  a  force 
of  carpenters  to  work,  on  the  lodging  and  boarding  house 
which  will  be  erected  for  the  accommodations  of  the  em- 
ployers. The  boarding  house  will  be  up  to  date  in  every 
particular.  It  will  have  a  large  reading  room,  a  kitchen 
and  dining  room,  24x30  feet,  and  a  room  for  each  man.  A 
janitor  will  be  in  charge  of  the  building. 


The  C.  W.  A.  and  the  Hotchkiss  wineries  began  crushing 
grapes  Monday  afternoon.  The  crop  is  found  to  be  lighter 
than  was  thought  a  few  days  ago.  A  claim  is  advanced  by 
a  few  growers  that  the  hot  weather  of  Monday  and  Tues- 
day damaged  the  crop  considerably.  The  grapes  are  not 
ripening  evenly.  In  many  vineyards  raisins,  ripe  and  green 
grapes  can  be  found  upon  the  same  bunches,  but  the  sugar 
test  is  exceptionally  high,  one  grower  stating  that  samples 
of  his  crop  tested  26  per  cent  sugar,  while  22  per  cent  is 
considered  normal.  Wine-makers  state  that  the  present 
condition  of  the  grapes  will  not  produce  wine  of  the  quality 
that  is  usually  made  in  this  section.  Grape  picking  has 
commenced  pretty  generally  around  Windsor. — Herald, 
September  23d.

PACIFIC  WINE  &  SPIRIT  ItEVIEW:     Vineyards 
are  in  good  liealth,  and  are  much  better  in  appear- 
iiuce  than  for  the  last  two  years. 

The  damage  from  frost  was  severe  and  very  general 
tliroughout  the  county.  The  hot  week  immediately  fol- 
lowing the  Fourth  of  July  did  considerable  damage. 
Thept!  was  a  good  deal  of  coulure  and  some  mildew. 

The  crop  is  undoubtedly  short  of  any  of  the  last  few 
years.  The  IMalaga  crop  is  especially  short.  Muscats 
liave  picked  57  per  cent  of  last  year.  Some  varieties  such 
as  Sultana,  Grenache,  Carignan,  Blaue  Elbe,  are  about 
a  third  of  la.st  year,  and  most  wine  varieties  about  60  per 
cent  of  last  year. 

Less  wine  in  cellar  than  at  this  time  last  year. 

Phylloxera  appears  to  make  but  slow  progress,  and  vine- 
yards seem  to  be  comparatively  free  of  diseases  of  all 
kinds. 

Cannot  speak  accurately  about  acreage  of  new  planta- 
tions, but  believe  it  to  be  less  than  in  previous  years.

Northern  San  Joaquin. 


The  wine  grape  crop  of  Northern  San  Joaquin  will  not 
<()me  within  .seventy-five  per  cent  of  reaching  the  total  of 
last  season,  due  to  the  hot  spell  Avhich  wilted  the  vineyards 
last  July. 

The  grapes  are  also  running  low  in  sugar.  At  this  time 
last  year  wine  grapes  averaged  30  per  cent  in  sugar,  but 
this  year,  according  to  Adolph  Bauer,  local  superintendent 
of  the  West  Wineries,  the  grapes  are  so  low  in  sugar  that 
from  24  to  26  per  cent  is  the  average. 

Sweet  wine  grapes  are  also  poor  on  account  of  the  low 
percentage  of  sugar. 

The  wine  grape  season  is  about  half  through. 

George  West  &  Son.,  Inc.,  announce  elsewhere  in  this 
issue  of  the  Sentinel  that  they  will  pay  cash  for  all  grapes 
delivered  to  them.  Growers  who  have  made  a  settlement 
with  the  firm  on  the  three  payment  plan,  may  return  their 
statements  to  Adolph  Bauer  and  receive  cash. 

This  news  will  be  jvelcomed  by  the  growers,  for  it  means 
that  George  West  &  Son,  who  annually  spend  large  sums 
of  money  in  Northern  San  Joaquin  through  buying  grapes, 
paying  wages  and  maintaining  two  large  industries,  are 
doing  all  in  their  power  to  advance  the  interest  of  the  wine 
grape-growers. 


PRESIDENT  P.  C.  ROSSI  and  Secretary  Andrea  Sbar- 
boro,  of  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony,  spent  Sunday  at 
Asti,  returning  on  the  morning  train  to-day  to  thei;-  busi- 
ness in  San  Francisco.  The  big  winery  at  Asti  has  been 
crushing  for  the  past  ten  days,  and  great  quantities  of 
grapes  are  being  fed  daily  into  the  capacious  presses. 

The  gentlemen  report  that  the  colony  will  have  only 
about  two-thirds  of  a  crop  this  year,  but  the  grapes  axe  of 
splendid  quality. 

Sixteen  to  eighteen  dollars  and  a  half  per  ton  is  being 
paid  for  grapes,  according  to  their  quality,  and  at  these 
prices  the  colony  is  purchasing  a  considerable  qiumtity 
from  residents  of  the  vicinity  of  the  colony. 

The  acreage  of  the  colony  will  be  increased  next  year, 
as  it  has  been  for  many  years  past,  and  the  output  in  a\  ine 
be  correspondingly  increased. — Santa  Rosa  Rcpiihlkan. 


Sonoma  Qrape  Prices  Qo  Up. 


The  Italian-Swiss  Colony  announced  Thursday  they  had 
advanced  the  price  of  grapes.  They  had  been  offering  from 
|!16  to  118.50,  and  purchased  some  at  those  figures.  Thurs- 
day morning  J.  B.  Cooley,  who  has  charge  of  the  company's 
Cloverdale  winery,  announced  that  the  Colony  people 
Avould  pay  $18  to  |20.50,  depending  on  variety.  Most  of 
the  grape  crop  is  already  sold,  many  of  the  growers  selling 
to  the  small  wineries.  Those  who  have  contracts  with  the 
Colony  will  benefit  by  the  raise  in  prices,  as  it  is  under- 
stood the  f  15  guarantee  for  five  years  is  subject  to  a  raise 
should  the  local  market  advance.

AGEYSEKVILLE  grape-grower  has  sold  his  crop  of 
grapes,  amounting  to  something  lilce  sever.ty  Ions, 
for  eighteen  dollars  and  a  half  per  ton.  This  was  au- 
thenticated Friday. 

A  report  Avas  also  current  Friday  that  a  sale  imd  been 
made  in  the  vicinity  of  Healdsburg  at  $23  per  ton.  Both 
grower  and  wine-maker  seem  to  be  waiting  for  some  one 
to  establish  the  ruling  price  and  this  will  have  to  be  done 
pretty  shortly,  as  the  grapes  are  ripening  very  fast  and  all 
the  crushers  will  be  running  this  week.  That  the  price  will 
be  favorable  to  the  grower  seems  to  be  assured. 

A  well-kno!\vn  grape-gro^ver  and  wine-maker  stated 
Thursday  that  in  his  opinion  grapes  would  bring  from 
eighteen  dollars  a  ton  to  twenty;  possibly  not  over  eight- 
een, he  said.  It  is  conceded  that  the  crop  avIU  be  shorter 
than  was  at  first  believed  and  it  is  not  unlikely  that  the 
price  may  ascend. — Sotoyomc  Herald,  September  13. 


Cordelia  Crushing  Grapes. 


The  Cordelia  Winery  at  Cordelia  in  Solano  County  is  re- 
ceiving shipments  of  grapes  and  crushing  of  the  fruit  has 
begun.  In  a  very  short  time  the  grape  picking  will  be 
under  full  sway  all  over  this  district.  The  local  wineries 
are  all  ready  for  the  annual  run  and  expect  a  good  season. 

The  crop  indications  are  for  better  quality  than  last  year, 
although  the  yield  will  probably  be  less.  The  time  is  not 
yet  at  hand  for  fixing  the  price  and  will  not  be  for  three 
weeks  or  more.  The  general  price  last  year  was  .fl2  to  .fl5 
a  ton.  The  growers  are  expecting  a  much  better  price  this 
season. 


Napa  Vintage. 


The  vintage  has  begun  and  by  the  first  of  next  week  will 
be  in  full  blast.  Some  grapes  were  crushed  at  several  cel- 
lars Monday  and  now  the  work  is  fairly  under  way.  Should 
the  warm  weather  continue  the  grapes  will  be  ready  even 
earlier  than  was  expected.  The  prices — flT.SO  to  $20  per 
ton — which  were  announced  in  last  week^a  Star,  seem  to 
prevail,  although  in  some  instances  where  the  hauling  dis- 
tance is  considerable,  an  allowance  for  delivering  to  the 
cellars  is  added,  making  from  -f  19  to  |21.50.  The  crop  will 
be  considerably  lighter  than  last  year. — Star,  September 
22nd.

These  are  the  rates  fixed  by  the  California  Wine  Associa- 
tion, and  will  largely  govern  other  buyers,  although  it  is 
probable  that  for  very  choice  lots  of  grapes  even  more  than 
$20  will  be  paid. — St.  Helena  Star,  September  15. 


Garpes  Shipped  in  Tanks.

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Denaturized  Alcohol. 


TECHNICAL   PURPOSES   FOR   WHICH    EMPLOYED. 

CONSUL-GENERAL  MASON,  of  Berlin,  complying 
with  special  instructions,  furnishes  an  interesting 
report  concerning  the  manufacture  and  use  of  alcohol  for 
fuel  and  other  industrial  purposes  in  Germany.  Consul- 
General  Mason  made  a  report  on  this  subject  in  June  last, 
which  was  printed  in  Daily  Consular  and  Trade  Reports 
of  July  24,  and  in  which  were  included  some  of  the  facts 
stated  in  the  present  report.    The  consul  writes : 

The  oflBcial  statistics  of  last  year's  campaign,  viz :  from 
September  1,  1903,  to  August  31,  1904,  give  the  following 
as  the  total  output  of  alcohol  from  each  of  the  three  prin- 
cipal raw  materials  during  the  year : 

Hectoliters. 

From  potatoes ■ 3,045.605 

From   grains    692,483 

From  beet  molasses 116,211 

Total 3,854,299 

Equal  to  101,823,470  gallons. 

The  spirits  distilled  from  grain  and  molasses  and  the 
small  quantities  made  from  cherries,  grape-must,  plums, 
etc.,  are  used  mainly  for  drinking  and  the  manufacture  of 
medicines,  perfumes,  vinegar,  and  various  other  food  prep- 
arations. The  great  source  of  industrial  alcohol  is  from 
potatoes,  and  it  is  used  for  heating,  lighting,  and  motor 
purposes,  and  for  a  vast  number  of  applications  in  chem- 
ical and  industrial  manufactures.  For  the  reasons  ex- 
plained in  my  previous  report,  the  consunijition  of  alcohol 
in  Germany  as  fuel  for  portable  and  stationary  engines, 
automobiles,  etc.,  has  decreased  rather  than  increased  the 
past  two  years,  and  amounted  during  the  last  campaign 
year  to  not  more  than  951,000  gallons,  or  less  than  1  per 
cent  of  the  whole  alcohol  product  of  the  same  year. 

For  most  industrial  purposes  alcohol  is  used  in  Ger- 
many duty  free,  after  having  been  "denaturized,"  or  ren- 
dered unfit  for  drinking  purposes,  by  admixture,  in  pres- 
ence of  a  government  official,  with  a  prescribed  percent- 
age or  proportion  of  one  or  more  of  several  different  sub- 
stances prescribed  in  the  very  elaborate  statute  which  gov- 
erns that  complicated  subject  in  this  country.  There  are 
two  general  classes  of  potatoes,  gi'ains,  and  other  ma- 
terials. In  Prussia  during  the  past  year  the  wholesale 
price  of  fully  denaturized  spirits  of  90  to  95  per  cent 
strength  has  ranged  from  35  to  50  pfennigs  per  liter,  which 
would  be  from  f8.56  to  #11.90  per  hectoliter  of  20  1-2 
gallons — say  32.3  to  45  cents  per  gallon.  This  was  a  mark- 
ed advance  over  the  prices  of  the  campaign  years  1901-2 
and  1902-3,  when,  by  reason  of  the  enormous  potato  crop 
and  consequent  overproduction  of  spirits  in  1901,  the  open 
market  rate  for  denaturized  alcohol  of  the  grade  used  for 
motor  purposes  declined  to  15  and  17  cents  per  gallon, 
but  has  now  risen  to  from  ZV/2  to  35  cents  per  gallon 
for  the  same  quality.  It  goes  without  saying  that  much  of 
the  alcohol  sold  for  the  prices  of  1901,  1902,  and  1903 
brought  to  the  producer  the  bare  cost  of  manufacture,  or 
even  less,  whereas  the  industry  is  now,  generally  speaking, 
profitable  and  prosperous.  Alcoliol  as  a  fuel  for 
motors  requires  for  the  l)est  results  an  admixture  of 
from  15  to  30  per  cent  of  benzole,  and  at  the  present  cost 
of  denaturized  spirits  is  no  longer  an  economical  motor 
fuel  in  Germany.

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The  War  on  Phylloxera  in  France. 


M  GEORGES  COUANON,  Inspector-General  of  Viti- 
culture (says  the  Revue  des  Vins)  has  made  his 
yearly  report  on  the  situation  as  to  the  phylloxera.  Ac- 
cording to  this  report,  1,273,750  hectares  have  been  re- 
planted with  American  vines,  32,905  hectares  have  been 
put  under  water,  20,790  hectares  have  been  treated  with 
sulphuret  of  carbon,  6,123  hectares  with  suliiho-carbonate 
of  potassium.  To  sum  up,  submersion  and  chemical  treat- 
ments are  no  longer  used  for  more  than  01,000  hectares, 
and  French  vines  have  been  maintained  on  289,310  hec- 
tares, more  than  double  the  acreage  of  the  vineyards  in 
Germany.  By  the  way,  this  official  document  attributes 
to  the  vineyards  in  France  an  acreage  of  1,622,944  hectares. 
Notwithstanding  their  apparent  ijrecision,  the  figures  as 
to  the  acreage  of  the  vineyards  give  rise  to  some  doubt. 
That  is  unfortunately  the  case  also  for  the  official  returns 
of  the  crops,  whether  they  come  from  the  Financial  or  the 
Agricultural  Office.  Hence  the  errors  and  mistakes  made, 
sometimes  by  the  trade,  sometimes  by  the  growers. 


The  phylloxera  has  increased  to  such  an  extent  in  the 
annexed  part  of  Lorraine  that  the  Reichstag  has  just  sus- 
pended the  application  of  the  law  against  the  phylloxera. 
They  are  giving  up  the  defense  in  the  kingdom  and  the 
Duchy  of  Saxony,  Avhich  contain  some  feAV  small  vineyards, 
on  the  one  hand,  and  also  in  twenty  townships  of  the  Metz 
arrondissement,  as  well  as  in  the  township  of  Montdidier 
in  the  Chateau  Salins  arrondissement     A  great  part  of 


Lorraine,  where  the  French  language  is  spoken,  has  thus! 
been  abandoned  to  the  phylloxera.  Furthermore,  accord- 1 
ing  to  the  rule  which  is  practiced  in  Germany,  a  zone  of 
protection  is  instituted  in  the  Thionville  arrondissement 
and  in  some  of  the  neighboring  parts.  The  cultivation  of 
the  vine  is  forbidden  there;  the  existing  vines  are  pulled 
u])  and  severe  measures  are  taken  to  prevent  the  propaga- 
tion or  the  survival  of  the  phylloxeric  colonies.  Beyond 
the  border  of  Lorraine,  the  plantation  of  red  vines  is  for- 
bidden in  the  Prussian  circles  of  Sarrelouis,  Menzig,  Sar- 
n'bruck,  and  Saarbourg.  Some  few  townships  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Sierck  are  not  comprised  in  the  zone  of  protec- 
tion— that  is,  the  growei's  are  allowed  to  keep  their  vines. 
This  is  a  serious  measure;  it  was,  moreover,  expected  it 
would  be  taken  for  a  long  time  back.  The  German  admin- 
istration has  not  succeeded  in  preserving  the  Metz  vine- 
yards against  the  infection  transmitted  by  the  French 
t()wnsliii)s,  where  the  German  system  of  the  destruction 
of  the  contaminated  vines  is  not  practised,  the  destruction 
moreover,  accompanied  by  an  indemnity  for  tlie

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Get  Ready  to  Fight  the  High  License. 


THE  li(iu(ti'  dealers  of  t^au  Fraucisto  sliouUl  make  a 
desperate  effort  to  get  out  of  the  old  rut  of  lettiuji 
"well  euougli  alone,"  which  they  have  followed  since  the 
city  was  founded.  Their  enemies,  the  Anti-Saloon  League, 
are  in  full  action  and  have  been  for  months  preparing  to 
force  upon  tlie  i)0ople  of  San  Francisco  the  question  of 
high  license.  Their  first  effort  failed  by  a  scratch,  but 
when  they  come  to  tlie  front  again  their  proposition  will 
doubtless  be  given  a  place  upon  the  ticket,  and  the  voters 
will  be  accorded  an  opportunity  to  express  themselves 
upon  the  question.  It  is  well  known  that  these  fanatics 
are  fully  e(]uipped  for  the  contest,  not  only  with  strong 
backing  in  the  shape  of  signatures,  but  Avith  plenty  of 
funds  with  which  to  work. 

On  the  surface  there  is  no  indication  that  tlK>  li(|\uir 
men  are  preparing  to  meet  the  onslaught. 

This  situati(ui  only  tends  to  strengthen  the  position  of 
their  adversaries  and  to  lead  those  "on  the  fence"  to  be- 
lieve that  the  trade  are  taking  no  interest  in  the  matter, 
and  that,  as  a  conse(iuence,  the  high  license  people  Avill 
meet  with  little  opposition. 

This  situation  is  all  wrong  and  there  should  be  no  fur- 


ther delay  on  the  part  of  the  organizatioius  repre'seliting 
the  li(]Uor  interests,  in  letting  the  public  know  where  thej 
stand  on  the  i)r()position.  Further  than  this  there  mus 
be  SOUK'  substantial  work  done  immediately  in  the  way  of 
organization  and  campaign  pieparation,  in  order  to 
])repared  to  make  a  successful  tight.  If  there  is  proper 
preparation,  backed  by  the  right  men,  there  should 
victory  for  the  trade,  but  if  matters  are  conducted  in 
haphazard  Avay,  there  will  be  no  result  but  defeat.  Ther 
is  an  element  in  the  business  that  is  taking  no  specia 
interest  in  opi)osition  to  the  movement,  but  they  should 
renuMuber  that  if  the  scheme  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League 
is  carried  thi'ough,  the  proposed  license  Avill  Ix;  of  no  bene- 
fit to  them,  but  will,  on  the  contrarj',  be  a  burden.  It  Avill 
not  materially  reduce  the  number  of  licenses  save  in  the 
case  of  the  very  poorest  class  of  retailers.  The  corner, 
grocerymen  and  the  men  who  conduct  the  minor  places  in 
the  outlying  districts  will  be  the  sufferers. 

Strange  as  it  may  appear  these  are  the  men  Avho  refuse  \ 
to  get  into  the  organization  and  put  up  the  small  amount 
of  annual  diies  reipiired.     AVheu  it  is  too  late  they  will 
realize  their  folly. 

In  conclusion  it  is  idle  to  proceed  on  the  theory  that  the 
enemies  of  the  traffic  would  cease  hostilities  u])on  the  suc- 
cess of  the  present  movement.  Such  success  would  only 
encourage  them  to  start  another  scheme  for  the  further 
increase  of  the  license  fee. 

The  time  for  action  is  now,  and  if  the  trade  will  get 
together  and  make  a  shoulder-to-shoulder  fight  they  can 
administer  a  defeat  to  their  antagonists  that  will  keep 
them  under  cover  for  several  years  to  come.

The   White  Coat   Brigade. 


FEW  have  any  correct  idea  as  to  tlie  importance  of  the 
bar-keeping  business.  A  writer  on  a  Cleveland  paper 
has  been  making  some  observations  on  the  men  who  earn 
their  living  in  this  manner.  He  estimates  that  there  are 
in  the  neighborhood  of  90,000  bartenders  in  America,  and 
that  being  the  case  it  can  readily  be  seen  what  a  large 
army  are  in  this  one  branch  of  l)nsiness  alone. 

WHY    MEN    BECOME    B.\UTENDERS. 

A  good  percentage  of  tlie  wliite  aproned  array  undoubt- 
edly are  men  who  have  turned  to  bartenders  when  no  other 
avenue  of  employment  was  open  to  them;  others  are  lazy 
men,  to  whom  steady  indoor  employment  of  a  light  nature 
is  pleasing,  still  others  are  attracted  to  the  work  merely 
because  the  saloon  is  tlieir  natural  environment.  But 
again  there  are  thousands  of  men  standing  behind  the  bars 
who  are  enterprising  and  energetic  "good  citizens."  They 
tend  bar  because  they  want  to  make  a  good  living  and  tlieir 
skill  as  mixologists  and  drink  dispensers  enables  them  to 
do  it  in  a  saloon.  They  are  neither  "bums"  nor  wrecks. 
They  get  into  the  trade  just  as  a  grocery  clerk  gets  into 
his  trade  and  stick  at  it  for  the  same  reasons. 

HOW   MUCH  THEY   EARN. 

This  class  of  men,  of  Avhom  there  is  a  large  percentage 
in  the  better  bars  of  the  large  cities,  are  certainly  just  as 
well  off  as  the  average  man  with  a  trade.  They  earn  from 
|60  to  $150  per  month,  with  tlie  average  figure  near  f  100. 
Their  work  is  not  hard,  their  hours  not  overlong,  and  with 
care  they  should  be  able  to  save  something  out  of  their  pay. 
The  argument  that  all  these  advantages  are  neutralized 
by  the  fact  that  they  work  in  a  saloon  where  drinking  and 
money  spending  habits  will  come  to  be  to  them  as  second 
nature,  is  entirely  without  ground,  for  these  men,  the  best 
class  of  bartenders,  do  not  drink  any  more  than  does  the 
average  business  or  professional  man.  Many  of  them  do 
not  drink  at  all.  The  percentage  of  them  that  are  exceed- 
ingly temperate  in  their  indiilgenc  in  liquors  is  surpris- 
ingly large.     Few,   if  any  of  them,  are  confirmed   hard 


drinkers.  In  fact,  tlie  drunkard  cannot  find  employment 
as  a  bartender.  The  siiloon-keeper  knows  tliat  the  man 
to  whom  liquor  constantly  holds  forth  temptation,  is  at 
all  times  liable  to  sticcumb  to  the  temptation,  and 
when  he  succumbs  he  is  in  no  condition  to  attend  to  his 
work.  Sobriety  is  the  requirement  par  excellence  of  the 
bartender. 

BARKEEPERS  BY  ACCIDENT. 

The  barkeeper  comes  to  be  a  barkeeper  usually  through 
accident.  Sometimes  it  is  that  he  is  broke  and  out  of  a  job, 
and  sometimes  a  position  offers  itself  through  a  friend. 
Invariably  a  man  starts  his  career  as  a  bartender  in  the 
cheaper  class  of  bars,  sometimes  in  a  small  town,  some- 
times in  the  outlying  sections  of  a  large  city.  Here  the 
requirements  of  the  work  are  few  and  simple.  A  man 
who  knows  how  to  draw  beer,  make  change,  and  shove  a 
bottle  of  whisky  over  a  counter  is  quite  competent  to  go 
to  work  and  make  $00  a  month.  If  to  this  be  added  the 
ability  to  take  the  boisterous  patron  who  has  imbibed  not 
wisely  but  too  well  of  the  firewater  dispensed  in  the  house 
by  the  collar  and  heave  him  dexterously  out  where  his 
loudness  will  not  offend  the  saloon's  patrons,  he  will  be 
still  better  (|ualified  to  act  as  bartender  in  the  poorer  sort 
of  saloon. 

CHANGE   IN    METHODS   DOWN   TOWN. 

As  a  bartender  progresses  in  his  "art"  he  gradually 
works  away  from  his  early  environments.  He  gets  a 
job  in  a  bar  down  town.  Here  he  is  better  paid,  works 
shorter  hours,  and  is  more  of  a  "gentleman"  altogetlier 
than  was  possible  in  his  old  phace.  In  return  for  tiiis 
he  must  be  of  a  better  appearance,  more  polite  and  at- 
tentive in  his  treatment  of  the  bar's  patrons  and  able  to 
mix  drinks  that  tlie  patrons  of  tlie  cheap  saloon  never 
heard  of.  Some  barkeepers  have  a  mixed  drink  which 
is  their  specialty,  and  make  tlie  manufacture  of  this  one 
concoction  their  fad,  and  the  concoction  in  turn  sometimes 
makes  them  famous,  or  notorious,  according  to  its  recep- 
tion at  tlie  hands  of  discriminating  drinkers. 

In  the  best  bars  may  be  found  occasional  living  answers 
as  to  why  some  men  act  as  "barkeeps."  To  see  the  artist 
drink  mixer  at  work  once  is  sufficient  explanation  as  to  why 
he  is  in  the  business.  The  loving  manner  in  which  he  con- 
ducts the  mixing  glass  through  the  shakings,  twistings, 
and  gyrations  that  make  for  excellance  in  the  mixed  drink, 
tells  that  it  is  the  love  of  tlie  artist,  for  he  makes  the  mix- 
ing of  drinks  his  heart's  work,  and  where  the  heart  is  the 
art  is  near  by. 

FEW  EVER  DESERT  THE  BUSINESS. 

But  it  is  only  this  like  for  the  work  and  the  high  pay 
that  prevails  in  the  better  bars  that  the  expert  bartender 
has  to  congratulate  himself  on.  He  works  from  (Mglit  to 
ten  hours  a  day,  standing  most  of  the  time,  and  he  lias 
nothing  to  hope  for  in  the  future.  Still,  these  experts  are 
tlie  men  who  stay  at  the  work  year  after  year.  Their  pay 
is  so  good  and  their  surroundings  so  pleasant  that  they 
are  loath  to  exchange  them  for  less  pay  and  less  pleasant 
surroundings  in  a  line  where  there  is  a  promise  of  a  future. 
As  they  are  always  good,  steady  men,  they  are  seldom  dis- 
charged, and  so  remain  in  the  business  until  they  are  too 
old  tx)  make  a  change. 

In  the  loAver  bar  the  work  is  much  coarser,  the  pay 
poorer,  and  tlie  bartender  (jft<'n  dianges  to  other  occupa- 
tions because  of  these  things.  There  are  plenty  of  examples 
of  bartenders  who  came  to  own  saloons,  and  so  get  rich  and 
powerful.

Mr.  Gus  Fruhman,  for  some  time  past  at  the  New  Wil- 
lard,  Washington,  D.  C,  is  now  on  his  way  to  Cairo,  Egypt, 
where  he  will  open  a  genuine  American  bar  right  next- to 
the  historic  Pyramids.  In  connection  will  be  a  tea  garden 
for  the  special  benefit  of  the  English  tourist.

American  and  Oriental  catering,  he  knows  exactly  what 
he  is  about  in  making  this  move,  and  it's  a  good  bet  that 
he  "wins  out."

The  heresy  of  tlu;  mint  julep  is  gaining  ground  in  the 
effete  East.  A  A\riter  in  the  Pittsburg  Liquor  Dcal^f 
JournaJ.  writing  over  the  name,  "A  Kentucky  Expert"  Id- 
vises  that  the  julep  should  be  prepared  by  bruising  lea' 
of  mint  and  then  soaking  them  in  whisky  after  which 
concoction  is  to  be  mixed  with  syrup  and  then  the  g 
is  to  be  garnished  with  three  sprigs  of  mint. 

Now  this  "expert"  evidently  learned  how  to  make  a 
mint  julep  from  a  Chicago  bartender.  Certainly  he  never 
saw  a  real  Kentucky  julep.  For  the  benefit  of  those  con-, 
cerned.  The  Free  Press  will  tell  hoAV  it  is  done:  F 
there  is  prepared  an  old-fashioned  toddy  with  a  big  lump!" 
of  ice  and  very  little  syrup,  and  then  a  bunch  of  very  fra-' 
grant  mint  is  pushed  gently  down  one  side  of  the  glass, 
and  the  customer  buries  his  nose  in  the  green  leaves  and 
sucks  up  the  beverage  with  his  eyes  shut  or  at  most  half| 
open.  \ 

In  Kentucky  it  is  a  killable  offense  to  bruise  the  mint, 
The  object  is  not  to  flavor  the  Avhisky.  That  is  sacri 
All  that  is  Avanted  is  for  the  odor  of  the  mint  to  offe 
sort  of  accompaniment  to  the  liquid  song  of  the  todfi 
Very  little  sugar  is  allowable,  and  that  only  to  soften  m 
asperity  of  old  age  in  the  liquor.  If  the  poor  heathen  in 
Pittsburg  really  want  to  drink  a  mint  smash,  let  'em  have 
it,  but  don't  spoil  their  chance  of  salvation  by  in<lucing 
them  to  commit  the  blasi)hemy  of  calling  it  a  "mint  julep." 
— Free  Press.

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Texas  Prohibs  Badly  Jolted. 


ADISrATC'H  from  Slicriiiaii,  Toxas,  with  i-cfevt'iice 
to  the  hu-al  option  hiw  in  tliat  State,  will  be  read 
with  much  interest  by  wine  and  liquor  firms  who  ship 
fioods  into  that  territory. 

Uavid  E.  Bryant,  Jud;j;e  of  the  United  States  Circuit 
Court  for  the  Eastern  district  of  Texas,  rendered  a  decision 
perpetuating  the  injunction  recently  granted  on  applica- 
tion of  the  Harvest  King  Distilling  Company  and  restrain- 
ing the  several  express  companies  opei-ating  in  the  State 
of  Texas  from  putting  in  operation  the  act  of  the  last 
Legislature  requiring  express  companies  to  return  to  ship- 
pers all  c.  o.  d.  shipments  of  liquors  not  called  for  within 
seven  days  after  receipt  at  office  of  destination. 

Attorneys  for  several  leading  ii(]uor  concerns  shipping 
goods  into  Texas  filed  applications  similar  to  that  of  the 
Harvest  King  Company  and  all  agreed  to  abide  by  the 
decision  in  the  Harvest  King  Company's  case.  These  cases 
were  filed  in  July  and  restraining  orders  were  granted 
pending  a  hearing  held  here  August  7,  since  which  time 


Judge  Bryant  has  had  the  matter  under  advisement.  He 
declines  to  nieoticm  the  points  on  which  the  decision  is 
based,  but  states  that  he  will  prepare  a  written  opinion 
(hat  will  embody  all  the  points  and  proi)ositions  of  law. 

The  law  which  Judge  Bryant  has  knocked  out  is  one  of 
the  food  laws  passed  at  the  instance  of  the  local  option 
prohibitionists,  intended  to  p.ut  an  espionage  upon  the 
people  who  ordered  licpior  shipped  to  them  in  local  option 
districts.  It  is  a  fool  law  plain  and  simple,  and  Judge 
Bryant's  decision  is  expected  to  be  far  reaching. 


Oregon's  Sunday  Closing  Unpopular. 


PENDJ^ETON,  Oregon,  has  tried  the  Sunday  closing 
scheme  and  found  that  it  is  not  Avhat  its  advocates 
represented  it  to  be  Avhen  the  ordinance  was  placed  before 
the  people.  Kecently  a  number  of  leading  business  men 
appeared  before  the  Council  with  a  largely  signed  petition 
for  the  rei)eal  of  the  law,  and  it  is  understood  that  it 
will  be  promptly  revoked.  The  Avebfoot  state,  which  is 
experimenting  with  one  of  the  most  stringent  and  unfair 
anti-saloon  laws  ever  placed  upon  the  statute  books  of  any 
State  in  this  country,  is  having  a  bad  time  of  it,  and  the 
measure  is  found  to  be  thoroughly  disappointing.  At  the 
rate  which  the  local  option  law  is  being  discredited  in  the 
sections  where  it  has  been  placed  in  operation,  leads  to  the 
belief  that  it  will  be  repealed  at  an  early  date.

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Prohibition  a   Farce   in  Corvallis,  Oregon. 


CORVALLIS  is  watcliing  with  more  or  less  curiosity 
the  operations  of  the  Corvallis  Social  and  Athletic 
Club,  says  the  Leader.  The  main  purpose  of  the  organiza- 
tion is  to  keep  "wet  goods"  within  reach  of  its  membership, 
notwithstanding  the  local  option  law.  Tlie  management 
alleges  it  is  operating  within  the  law.  The  headquarters 
is  the  building  owned  by  Ben  Woldt,  and  many  years 
operated  by  him  as  a  saloon.  All  the  fixtures  and  appli- 
ances inside  are  iu  position  exactly  as  they  were  left  by 
Woldt  when  the  local  option  law  forced  him  out  of  busi- 
ness. 

The  establishment  is  not  in  tiie  character  of  a  "blind 
tiger,"  which  method  has  proven  disastrous  to  those  who 
have  attempted  it  here,  but  is  open  in  its  operations,  claim- 
ing immunity  because  alleged  to  be  within  the  specifica- 
tions of  the  law  in  the  conduct  of  its  business.  The  mem- 
ber pays  $1  for  life  membership,  and  40  cents  per  month 
dues.    Frequent  invoices  of  liquors  and  beer  are  received. 


Members  in  pairs,  trios  or  otherwise  leave  Main  street 
and  walk  a  block  down  Jefferson  to  the  headquarters,  dis- 
appear, and  after  a  time  reappear,  the  proceeding  in  all 
instances  reminding  the  public  of  the  days  when  the  place! 
was  a  real  saloon,  paying  a  city  license,  and  Avith  the  oblig-| 
ing  Mr.  Woldt  inside.  jf 

The  club  is  incorpoi'ated.  Its  president  is  C.  C.  Geer,  ■ 
a  son  of  By  Geer,  ex-state  laud  agent,  and  a  nephew  of 
ex-Goveimor  Geer.  The  vice-president  is  Merwin  Mc-V 
Mames,  a  printer  and  hotel  waiter.  The  secretary  and- 
treasurer  is  Mike  Kline,  three  months  ago  arrived  from  In-- 
diaiia  for  a  second  sojourn  in  Oregon. 

Members  of  the  official  staff:  consulted  a  firm  of  Port- 
land lawyers,  who  told  them  the  plan  could  be  worked,  and 
prepared  for  them  the  articles  of  incoiijoration.  Just  Avhat. 
takes  place  inside  the  establishment  is  not  known  to  out 
siders,  and  a  big  cloth  sign  displayed  at  the  building  says: 
"The  Corvallis  Social  and  Athletic  Club.  jNIembers  ad-J 
niited  only.  Trespassers  handled  according  to  law.'^ 
Each  member  carries  a  key  to  the  place,  250  keys  having 
been  manxifactured  for  the  purpose. 

Up  to  the  present  there  have  been  no  manifestations  of 
the  sporting  or  athletic  ideas,  and  operations,  as  far  as 
have  been  visible  from  the  outside  have  been  confined  solely 
to  the  liquor  business.

THE  following  is  a  summary  of  what  the  retail  liquor 
dealer  can  and  cannot  do  under  the  |25  per  year  li- 
cense : 

Retail  liquor  dealers  are  authorized  to  sell  in  quantities 
less  than  five  (5)  gallon  only,  and  no  reinspection  or  stamp- 
ing of  the  package  of  spirits  so  sold  by  them  is  required. 

The  spirits  which  they  purchase  in  packages  of  five  (5) 
or  more  wine  gallons  must  be  properly  stamped,  marked 
or  branded,  and  remain  in  the  original  casks  or  packages 
until  drawn  off  for  sale  in  retail  packages. 

There  being  no  provision  for  stamping  spirits  on  the 
premises  of  retail  liquor  dealers,  they  are  not  authorized 
to  reduce  the  proof  of  spirits  in  wholesale  quantities  by 
the  addition  of  water  or  otherwise. 

The  retluction  of  spirits  in  the  distiller's  original  pack- 
age to  a  proof  not  less  than  ninety  (90)  per  cent  after  same 
have  left  the  distillery  premises,  as  provided  herein,  must 
be  performed  on  the  premises  of  a  Avholesale  liquor  dealer. 

A  change  of  package  of  spirits  to  prevent  leakage,  or  for 
other  cause,  can  be  made  by  a  retail  liquor  dealer  in  such 
manner  as  to  protect  the  spirits  from  detention  or  seizure 
only  by  transferring  same  to  vessels  containing  less  than 
five  (5)  wine  gallons  each. 

A  retail  liquor  dealer  cannot  legally  sell  several  pack- 
ages of  the  same  kind  of  spirits  at  the  same  time,  each  con- 
taining less  than  five  (5)  wine  gallons,  but  which  contain 
in  the  aggregate  more  than  five  (5)  gallons.

as  may  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  League. 

The  said  convention  will  continue  its  sessions  from  time 
to  time  until  all  business  brought  before  it  has  been  duly 
and  legally  transacted. 

Each  State  Association  duly  affiliated  with  the  National 
League  is  entitled  to  three  delegates  and  three  alternates, 
together  with  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee 
and  National  officers  from  said  State,  as  per  Section  2, 
Article  IV  of  the  Constitution. 

Associations  not  affiliated  with  the  League  are  cordially 
invited  to  send  representatives  and  take  part  in  the  delib- 
eration of  the  convention. 

The  Executive  Committeeman  from  each  State  is  re- 
quested to  present  a  written  report  of  the  work  of  his 
Association  during  the  past  year.

York,  will  be  the  National  headquarters,  and  all  delegates 
are  especially  requested  to  register  at  this  hotel.  Kates:

The  National  Executive  Committee  will  meet  in  the 
parlors  of  Hotel  Victoria  on  Tuesday,  October  17th,  at  7 
p.  m.  for  the  transaction  of  such  business  as  may  come 
before  it.

Show,  to  be  held  at  Madison  Square  Garden,  New  York, 
October  18,  19,  20,  21,  22,  23,  24,  25,  26,  (an  exhibition  of 
great  interest  to  all  engaged  in  the  liquor  trade),  have 
extended  to  the  members  all  the  courtesies  of  the  exhibi- 
tion. 


The  American  Bottlers'  Association  of  the  United  States 
will  hold  its  annual  convention  in  the  same  building  and 
on  the  same  days,  and  a  fraternal  social  gathering  will  be 
one  of  the  features  of  the  convention.

Mr.  Marks  was  quite  enthusiastic  as  to  the  future  of  that 
district,  and  states  that  in  this,  the  first  year,  the  output 
of  gold  exceeds  that  of  the  first  year's  production  of  the 
Klondike.  The  value  of  the  yellow  metal  for  this  year 
was  16,000,000.  He  reports  that  the  liquor  dealers  there 
are  all  doing  a  good  business,  the  tariff  being  twenty-five 
cents  for  straight  drinks  and  cigars  and  fifty  cents  for  leni 
onades,  the  high  price  for  the  latter  being  due  to  the  scarc- 
ity of  limes  and  lemons.  Mr.  Marks  expects  to  return  to 
the  Far  North  during  the  coming  season.

EDITOR  WINE  AND  SPIRIT  REVIEW :— The  antici- 
pated revival  of  business  is  still  in  embryo.  Condi- 
tions continue  most  favorable,  but  the  development  is  slow. 
Confidence  as  to  the  eventual  realization  of  this  promised 
change,  is  strong,  and  while  eager  for  the  time,  there  is 
manifest  a  certain  patience  among  the  trade  which  is  sur- 
prising, after  the  rather  disappointing  returns  of  the  past 
season.  There  is  no  gainsaying  the  fact  that  the  past 
year  has  not  been  a  satisfactory  one  for  the  wine  and  spirit 
trade,  ft)r  while  there  were  no  radically  unfavorable  con- 
ditions, results  were  considerably  below  the  general  stand- 
ard. In  a  glance  over  the  various  trade  journals  for  the 
past  year  one  cannot  help  note  the  unanimity  of  the  various 
writers  as  to  general  dullness  in  the  trade'.  Nor  was  this 
for  one  or  two  months,  but  throughout  the  year,  until  there 
is  almost  a  monotony  in  the  market  reports. 


Eastern  rye  whiskies  are  firm  as  to  i)rices,  though  de- 
mand for  other  than  immediate  wants  is  still  restricted. 
Only  a  few  of  the  distillers  have  announced  their  contract 
prices  for  fall,  1905,  and  spring,  1906.  With  grain  values 
considerably  lower  than  last  season,  it  is  very  probable 
that  some  of  those  distillers,  who  found  it  necessary  to 
advance  their  contract  prices  then,  will  accordingly  favor 
their  customers  with  a  lower  contract  price  for  this  year. 

The  price  of  spirits,  which  has  been  increased  a  couple 
of  times  recently,  is  expected  to  go  still  higher,  as  the  de- 
mand becomes  greater,  especially  if  the  price  of  corn  re- 
mains high. 

The  California  wine  market  continues  featureless.  Con- 
ditions remain  favorable,  but  there  is  no  purchasing  be- 
yond immediate  demands.  With  all  reports  from  the 
Coast  as  to  restricted  grape  yield,  and  necessarily  limited 
wine  production  for  this  season,  there  is  still  manifest  an 
almost  aggravating  apathy  on  the  part  of  the  local  trade. 
This  reduced  production  for  this  season  will  naturally  ad- 
vance the  prices  of  those  goods  which  have  been  carried 
over  from  last  year,  but  facing  such  a  contingency  has 
not  resulted  in  any  increased  activity  in  this  market. 

Contract  prices  for  brandy  to  be  made  this  season  have 
not  been  generally  announced,  although  it  is  an  assured 
fact  that  the  price  will  be  from  Ti/^c  to  10c  per  gallon 
higher  than  last  season. 

It  is  still  an  open  question  what  effect  the  recent  advance 
in  freight  rates  on  wine  shipments  from  California  will 
have  on  the  local  business.  The  rate  has  been  advanced  to 
$1.00  per  hundred.  This  is  the  result,  no  doubt,  of  the 
extraordinary  volume  of  fruit  shipments  which  are  being 
made  at  this  time  from  California,  as  according  to  all  re- 
ports, the  railroads  are  seriously  hampered  by  the  conges- 
tion of  this  at  their  various  terminals.  A  car  of  fruit  is 
more  remunerative  than  one  of  wine,  hence  if  the  wines 
must  need  be  transported  now,  higher  rates  must  be  paid. 


The  Internal  Revenue  Department  has  finally  decided 
upon  a  proper  classification  for  certain  patent  medicines, 
which  has  been  under  consideration  for  a  long  time.  In 
1901  the  Commissioner  decided  that  if  the  preparations 
in  question  were  composed  of  spirits  in  combination  with 
drugs,  herbs,  roots,  etc.,  and  were  offered  as  remedies  for 
diseases  as  stated  in  labels  on  the  bottles,  they  should  be 


regarded  as  medicines  and  that  the  druggists  and  dealers 
Avho  sold  these  compounds  in  good  faith,  as  medicines  only, 
were  not  obliged  to  pay  a  special  tax,  as  liquor  dealers. 
This  decision  has  now  been  revoked  and  after  the  first  of 
December  next,  the  Department  is  notifying  all  druggists 
and  manufacturers  dealing  in  proprietary  medicines  that 
they  will  be  required  to  pay  a  special  tax  as  liquor  dealers, 
and  manufacturers  of  the  so-called  medicines,  must  take 
out  a  license  as  rectifiers  and  liquor  dealers.  It  has  often 
been  said  that  these  medicines  have  found  their  largest 
market  in  prohibition  communities,  and  if  this  be  true  it 
raises  a  very  serious  question  as  to  the  future  health  and 
we]  If  are  of  the  teetotalers.  Cut  off  from  their  favorite 
remedies  they  may  be  driven  to  drink,  a  situation  too 
horrible  to  contemplate  and  one  to  which  they  are  entirely 
unaccustomed,  of  course. 


Several  bartenders  have  been  arrested  by  the  city  po- 
lice for  selling  liquor  after  the  hotel  licenses  of  their 
saloons  have  been  cancelled  by  the  Excise  Department 
acting  under  the  Ambler  law. 

A  case  to  test  the  law  is  now  before  the  Supreme  Court 
of  this  State,  and  in  the  contention  the  defendants  claim, 
that  they  have  not  been  called  upon  to  surrender  their  cer- 
tificates, for  which  they  paid  cash  to  the  State  and  which 
was  given  to  them  for  a  certain  length  of  time,  which  has 
not  expired.  It  was  further  claimetl  that  the  State  had  no 
power  to  revoke  a  license,  except  for  violation  of  the  tenus 
of  the  license.  Because  of  these  seasons,  the  ^lagistrate 
before  whom  the  accused  bartenders  were  tried,  advised 
the  police  not  to  make  any  more  arrests  until  a  decision 
had  been  handed  down  by  the  Supreme  Court.

"The  Family  Liquor  Stores,"  whose  name  is  legion  in 
New  York,  are  not  doing  the  business  that  they  expected, 
and  there  is  a  remarkable  unanimity  of  desire  to  sell  out. 
The  great  trouble  seems  to  be  that  there  are  too  many  of 
them,  some  blocks  having  two  or  three  and  there  is  little 
reason  to  wonder  that  the  volume  of  business  is  small.  It 
is  reported  that  the  Gallagher  stores,  of  which  there  are 
a  large  number  in  this  city,  are  in  the  market  for  sale. 
They  are  popularly  supposed  to  belong  to  the  combine, 
and  a  prominent  house  here  is  said  to  be  debating  the  desir- 
ability of  taking  them  over.  A  stumbling  block  in  the  way 
is  said  to  be  that  a  condition  of  the  sale  is  that  tlie  sup- 
plies shall  be  obtained,  so  largely  as  possible,  from  the 
combine. 


The  members  of  the  American  Wine  Growers'  As.socia- 
tion,  who  have  been  visiting  the  California  vineyards,  have 
returned  to  New  York  duly  enthused  over  conditions  as 
they  found  them  on  the  Coast,  and  charmed  with  the  royal 
reception  tendered  them  by  the  various  representatives  of 
the  wine  trade  in  California.  It  is  truly  gratifying  to  note 
the  change  of  sentiment  which  is  gradually  and  persistently 
gaining  ground  between  what  have  heretofore  been  looked 
upon  as  rival  factors  in  the  American  wine  trade. 


The  Subway  Tavern,  which  started  under  the  auspices 
of  Bishop  Potter  and  the  Doxology  and  an  amount  of  ad- 
vertising, such  as  perhaps  no  other  saloon  ever  received, 
has  gone  the  way  of  all  freaks.  It  failed.  It  is  now  a  simon 
pure  saloon,  and  whilst  it  does  not  boast  of  selling  simon 
pure  goods,  there  is  little  doubt  but  that  the  quality  in  the 
future  will  be  fully  up  to  that  which  was  dispensed  over 
the  bar  in  the  past,     Perh.aps  this  is  a  case  of  too  much 
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idviTtisiug,  ft)!'  it  had  beoouie  one  of  the  sights  of  the  city, 
!ud  habitues,  who  happened  to  be  in  the  Tavern  when  visi- 
ors  railed,  could  scarcely  be  expected  to  derive  much 
•leasnre  from  being  regarded  as  part  of  the  sight.  The 
•Bishop's  Tavern''  lasted  just  one  j'ear  and  then  was 
Uuricd  in  "Potter's  Field.'' 


The  purchase  of  the  Finch  Distillery  by  W.  W.  Johnson 
L*c  Co.,  of  Cincinnati,  is  a  topic  of  much  interest  to  the  trade. 
The  Finch  brand  occupies  a  prominent  position  in  this 
market,  the  distillers  liaviug  created  a  demand  for  it  by  a 
liberal  distribution  of  their  labels  and  in  the  hands  of  so 
cuterprisiug  a  concern  as  the  Cincinnati  house,  Avhich  has 
uow  acquired  the  property,  it  is  expected  to  become  still 
more  important.

An  Outspoken   Preacher. 


BERKELEY  has  a  parson  who  is  not  afraid  to  express 
his  views  on  the  liciuor  problem  and  hypocrisy.  At  a 
iccent  conference  meeting  of  improAement  clubs,  Eev.  Mr. 
Lathrop,  pastor  of  the  Fii-st  Unitarian  Church,  there  ex- 
ploded a  bombshell  that  is  still  being  talked  about.  He  is 
reported  as  follows: 

"If  the  people  of  West  Berkeley  want  saloons  there 
must  be  some  reason  for  it.    We  should  find  out  what  part 


the  salocm  plays  in  the  life  of  the  Wt'st  End.  To  be  frank, 
what  right  have  we  to  eliminate  saloons  from  West  Berk- 
eley when  we  have  the  same  under  a  different  name  in  East 
Berkeley?  The  clubs  in  this  part  of  the  town  act  in  part 
in  the  same  capacity  as  the  saloons  in  West  Berkeley.  It  is 
only  a  matter  of  nann's.  I  am  not  out  of  sympathy  with 
the  meeting,  but  I  suggest  that  a  halt  be  called  so  that  we 
may  get  a  comprehensive  view  of  the  whole  situation. 

"The  clubs  as  drinking  places  are  an  evil,  as  are  the 
saloons.  If  the  evil  of  liquor  drinking  is  to  be  eliminated, 
let  us  eliminate  it  from  tlie  entire  town.  The  saloon  in 
West  Berkeley  is  the  club  of  the  working  man,  and  if  you 
deprive  him  of  that  you  are  taking  something  out  of  his 
life  Avithout  recompense,  apparently.  In  the  East  End 
the  lack  of  saloons  is  compensated  for  by  the  fashionable 
social  clubs,  where  as  much  liquor  as  is  desired  may  be 
maintained."

Northwestern  Brewery  Improvements. 


THE  demand  for  Portland  beer  within  the  past  few 
years  has  so  increased  that  the  capacit.y  of  most  of 
the  breweries  must  necessarily  be  increased.  At  the  Wein- 
liard  brewery.  Thirteenth  and  Burnside  streets,  work  is 
in  progress  on  improvements  which  will  ultimately  mean 
practically  the  doubling  of  the  capacity,  which  is  now 
about  100,000  barrels  annually.  The  Mt.  Hood  Brewing 
Co.,  Avhose  plant  is  at  Sellwood,  has  also  been  obliged  to 
enlarge  and  extend,  and  W.  C.  Kiltz,  president  of  this  com- 
pany, recently  stated  that  the  management  intended  to  add 
a  stockhouse,  new  bottling  plant  and  ice  machinery  Avith- 
in  a  fcAV  months  to  the  Avorks  at  Sellwood,  at  a  cost  of 
about  115,000.  In  the  near  future  extensions  Avill  be  made 
to  the  Star  brewery's  plant,  the  present  capacity  of  Avhich 
is  estimated  at  75,000  barrels  per  annum.

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LOS  ANGELES,  Sept.  20.— Wiue-making  in  the  South 
began  early  in  the  month  and  is  keeping  up  in  a  man- 
ner to  indicate  that  tlie  output  will  be  large.  And  this, 
too,  in  spite  of  the  apparent  fact  that  the  grape  crop  suf- 
fered materially  from  various  causes.  The  summer  has 
been  bad  for  grapes.  The  weather  was  cool  until  late, 
and  then  came  on  a  terrific  heat  for  a  week.  To  the  vine- 
yards that  suffered  from  mildew  because  of  the  long  con- 
tinued coolness  and  fogginess  came  the  further  blight  of 
drying  the  fruit  on  the  vines.  This,  it  is  said,  has  had 
the  effect  of  decreasing  the  amount  of  juice  in  the  grapes 
although  it  has  increased  the  sugar  in  the  fruit  that  stood 
up  under  the  effects. 


Captain  Hocking  of  the  internal  revenue  department 
has  six  gangers  at  work  in  this  district.  With  the  opening 
of  the  sweet  wine  season  there  is  always  a  usual  call  for 
gangers  to  supervise  the  fortifying  of  the  wines,  which  is 
done  by  government  officials,  and  six  men  are  required  at 
the  Avineries  in  Los  Angeles,  Anaheim,  Cucamonga  and 
Brookside.  It  is  estimated  that  1,000,000  gallons  of  wine 
will  be  produced  at  North  Cucamonga  alone  this  year. 


All  the  wineries  could  handle  twice  as  many  grapes  as 
tliey  will  crush  this  season.  On  the  average  not  more  than 
half  a  crop  is  available.  Several  wineries  are  not  making 
any  sweet  wine  at  all,  confining  their  outpiit  to  clarets  and 
material  for  distilling.  Growers  are  getting  from  flO.SO 
ro  |14  a  ton  for  their  grapes. 


Tlie  Artesia  winery,  started  last  year  as  a  co-ox>erative 
concern  by  grape-growers  dissatisfied  with  the  prices 
offered  for  their  crops,  is  running  full  blast  and  will  turn 
out  about  05,000  gallons  of  sweet  wine.  The  owners  are 
satisfied  with  the  prospect. 


As  was  to  have  been  expected,  the  agitation  started  by 
a  few  agitators  against  the  three  principal  cafes  in  Los 
Angeles  with  the  view  of  depriving  them  of  their  right  to 
sell  licjuor  because  of  alleged  violation  of  the  rules  of  the 
I'olice  Commission,  came  to  nothing,  and  the  places  are  do- 
ing business  at  the  old  stand.    This  trouble  was  started  hy 


a  certain  prohibition  agitator  of  Unsavory  record  and  by  a 
few  well  minded,  but  easily  deceived  Avomen,  who  believed 
what  he  told  them  and  was  made  to  see  things  in  a  dis- 
torted light.  The  evidence  of  the  agitator  was  so  palpably 
overcolored  and  untruthful  that  even  the  prohibition  mem- 
bers of  tlie  Police  Commission  that  sat  in  judgment  were 
disgusted  with  his  mendacity.  Meantime  the  Bristol,  Im- 
perial and  Palace  Cafes  are  doing  business  under  the  sur- 
veillance of  the  police  and  the  volunteer  watchmen. 

The  hearing  of  the  charges  against  the  three  places  was 
enlivened  by  the  attorneys  who  cross-examined  J.  Willie 
Phillips,  the  prohibition  editor,  who  is  the  chief  in  this 
agitation,  and  made  him  admit  he  was  arrested  for  being 
drunk  at  Oakland,  while  on  his  way  to  the  prohibition  con- 
vention at  Sacramento,  June  23,  1894.  Phillips  did  not 
like  to  admit  it,  and  thought  the  Mayor  should  pro- 
tect him  from  the  cross-examination;  but  he  had  to  tell. 
And  thereupon  his  testimony  relative  to  the  badness  he 
claimed  to  have  seen  was  discounted  materially. 


This  leads  to  further  reference  to  the  conduct  of  the 
Hotel  Westminster,  which  is  owned  by  Police  Commis- 
sioner Johnson.  It  was  shown  by  an  affidavit  that  the 
rule  of  the  Commission  was  violated  in  this  hotel  Avhen  a 
bellboy  brought  to  guests  drinks  purchased  from  a  neigh- 
boring saloon.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  this  is  not  a 
violation  of  any  ordinance,  but  is  merely  forbidden  by  the 
rules  of  the  Police  Commission,  which  has  arbitrary  power 
in  imposing  restrictions  of  whatever  kind.  Commissioner 
Johnson  explained  the  episode  and  the  Commission 
dropped  the  matter. 


Under  pressure  of  the  chief  owner  of  the  seashore  resort 
town,  Venice,  the  liquor  license  of  the  ship  hotel  and  res- 
taurant, the  Cabrillo,  was  revoked  by  the  trustees  of  Ocean 
Park.  There  seems  to  be  a  feud  between  Abbot  Kinney, 
"the  doge  of  Venice,"  as  he  is  called,  and  Carlos  Mar- 
chetti,  who  has  the  lease  to  the  hotel.  Anyway,  Kinney 
has  won  and  Venice  is  dry.  It  appears  that  Marchetti  has 
incurred  the  ill-will  of  the  people  of  Venice  and  Ocean  Park 
and  the  visitors,  by  overcharging,  so  it  was  easy  to  see  he 
Avas  in  the  wrong  in  the  dispute.

Kobert  M.  Follows,  proprietor  of  a  camp  in  the  San 
Gabriel  Canyon  where  everything  is  "dr^^,"  was  fined  flOO 
because  one  of  his  emploj'es  sold  liquor  to  a  spotter  from 
Pasadena. 


Every  few  days  the  officers  raid  a  "blind  pig"'  or  a  drug 
store  and  the  owners  usually  are  cinched.  In  the  catching  of 
these  illegal  liquor  dealers  all  reputable  saloon  men  who 
pay  a  license  must  have  an  interest.  To  permit  the  sale  of 
liquor  by  men  who  do  not  pay  any  license  and  who  do  so 
much  to  add  discredit  to  the  business  and  prejudice  the 
public  is  an  evident  injusice. 


It  is  the  expressed  determination  of  the  Police  Commis- 
sioners to  refuse  to  grant  licenses  to  saloons  Avhere  games 
of  any  kind  are  maintained.  This  not  only  includes  the 
ordinary  gambling  games  but  also  billiards  and  pool.

CHAMPAGNE  was  known  in  England  as  early  as  the) 
time  of  Henrv  VIII.  but  it  did  not  come  into  general 
use,  according  to  the  London  Times,  before  the  time  of  the 
Kestoration.    Samiiel  Butler  makes  mention  iu  his  "Hudi- 
bras''  of  routed  forces  who: — 

Kecovered  many  a  desperate  campaign 
With  Bordeaux,  Burgundy  and  Champagne. 
Thomas  Shadwell,  in  his  comedy  of  "The  Virtuoso," 
acted  in  1G76,  makes  one  of  his  characters  say:  "It  is  a 
wonder  they  do  not  come  as  the  sparks  do  to  a  play  house, 
full  of  champagne,  venting  very  much  noise  and  very  little 
wit."  The  commerce,  however,  in  champagne  wines  with 
England  was  not  of  any  great  importance  until  a  few 
years  after  the  founding  of  the  firm  of  Moet  &  Chandon. 
The  Moets  established  themselves  in  the  Champagne  at 
a  very  early  date,  for  the  annals  of  Reims  record  that  in 
the  Fourteenth  Century  a  certain  Jehan  Moet  held  a  fief 
at  Attigny,  and  that  in  the  following  century  Jean  and 
Nicholas  Moet  were  Sheriffs  of  the  city.  In  1741  a  descend- 
ant of  the  foregoing  embarked  upon  the  wine  trade.  The 
arcliives  of  the  firm  do  not  contain  any  records  of  sales 
in  England  before  1788,  Avhen  the  Chevalier  Colebrook, 
writing  from  Bath,  requests  that  72  bottles  of  champagne 
may  be  sent  to  his  friend,  the  Hon.  John  Butler,  Moles- 
worth  street,  Dublin,  "who,  if  contented  with  the  wine, 
Avill  become  a  good  customer,  he  being  rich,  keeping  a  good 
house,  and  receiving  many  amateurs  of  Vin  de  Cham- 
pagne." In  the  same  year  a  traveller  was  dispatched  by 
M.  Moet  to  England,  and  some  200  of  his  letters  may  still 
be  seen  at  the  house  in  Epernay. 


On  the  riverside  at  Isleworth  stands  "The  London  Ap- 
prentice," which  is  said  to  be  the  oldest  hostelry  on  the 
banks  of  the  Thames.  Tliis  house  during  the  week  Avill 
pass  into  the  hands  of  the  builders,  who  are  about  to  trans- 
form it  into  a  modern  hotel.  Until  1739  "The  London 
Apprentice,"  which  is  about  500  years  old,  was  kept  open 
all  uiglit  for  the  convenience  of  persons  travelling  up  the 
river.  Henry  VIII,  Charles  II,  Nell  Gwynne,  and  Lady 
Jane  Grey  are  among  the  celebrities  who  have  been  shel- 
tered within  its  Avails.

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Seattle  Strike  Ended. 


SEATTLE,  September  1.3. — After  a  struggle  extending 
over  a  period  of  almost  five  months  the  strike  and 
boj'cott  inaugurated  by  the  Brewers'  Union  against  the 
Western  Washington  Brewers  is  at  an  end.  The  terras  of 
settlement  were  agreed  upon  at  a  conference  yesterday  be- 
tween Secretary  Kempster  of  the  International  Brewers' 
Union,  a  committee  from  the  striking  brewers  and  the  rep- 
resentatives of  the  boycotted  breweries,  of  which  E.  F. 
Sweeney,  manager  of  the  Seattle  Brewing  &  Malting  Co. 
was  the  spokesman. 

The  terms  of  the  settlement  are  in  substance  that  the  boy- 
cott is  declared  off,  the  men  to  return  to  work  as  fast  as 
the  proprietors  are  able  to  make  vacancies,  at  the  same 
scale  of  wages  which  was  in  effect  prior  to  the  walkout  on 
May  1st  last,  and  recognition  of  the  union.

Taylor  Jr.,  who  spends  most  of  his  time  be- 
tween Chicago  and  New  York,  is  one  of  the  greatest  figures 
in  the  fine  whisky  trade  in  the  United  States  and  is  the 
father  of  the  bottled-in-bond  system,  by  Avhich  the  con- 
sumer is  given  the  guaranty  of  the  (lovernment's  "little 
green  stamp"  ever  the  cork  of  every  bottle  of  real  whisky 
that  is  bottled  under  the  supervision  of  the  Kevenue  De- 
partment.— Free  Press. 
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SEATTLE,  WASH.,  Sept.  20.— The  brewer's  strike  lias 
been  called  off,  after  a  conference  held  between  the  in- 
terested parties.  Secretary  Kemper  of  the  International 
Brewers'  Union  and  E.  F.  Sweeney,  representing  the  brew- 
ery owners.  A  three-year  contract  covering  the  terms  of 
the  settlement  as  soon  as  arrangements  can  be  made  for 
settling  affairs  in  San  Francisco,  where  200  men  employed 
in  bottling  beer  sent  by  the  Seattle  Brewing  and  Malting 
Company  in  California,  strucli  out  of  sympathy  with 
the  local  brewers.  By  the  terms  of  the  settlement  the 
strikers  are  not  given  the  raise  in  wages  that  they  de- 
manded but  are  granted  the  "closed  shop,"  which  they 
claim  was  their  main  point  at  issue.  About  300  men  in 
Seattle  went  out  on  the  strike  and  they  will  be  taken  back 
as  places  can  be  provided  for  them. 


The  Seattle  Brewing  and  Malting  Company  are  doing 
much  in  the  way  of  improving  their  plants  at  the  present 
time.  They  are  also  building  new  offices  at  the  George- 
town Brewery  and  a  fine  new  warehouse  in  this  city,  on 
First  avenue  South.

in  the  State.  The  wine  made  is  mainly  of  the  sweet  va- 
rieties. The  Wine  Association  has  eight  cellars  in  Fresno 
county  in  one  of  which  1,000,000  gallons  of  wine  was  stored 
the  past  season.  In  the  bonded  Avarehouse  near  Fresno 
there  are  now  15,000  packages  of  brandy.  The  largest 
cellar  belonging  to  the  Association  is  the  Great  Western 
which  is  surrounded  by  a  vineyard  of  1600  acres  of  wine 
grapes.  An  average  of  500  tons  a  day  is  crushed  in  this 
cellar  during  the  season.  It  is  thoroughly  up-to-date  in  its 
appointments,  including  25  cement  fermenting  sumps  of 
60  tons  each.  The  winery  has  its  own  electric  light  plant 
and  often  runs  day  and  night  during  the  season. — Liver- 
more  Herald.

METHODS  OF  CULTIVATION. 

The  composition  of  the  grapes,  as  well  as  the  amount  of 
the  crop,  can  be  modified  very  considerably  by  the  system 
of  pruning,  tillage,  irrigation,  and  manuring  adopted.  The 
old  idea  that  the  smaller  the  crop  the  higher  the  quality 
of  the  wine  is  by  no  means  always  or  even  genei'ally  true. 
Anything  which  Aveakens  the  vine  beyond  a  certain  limit 
will  decrease  its  bearing  capacity,  and  at  the  same  time 
injure  the  quality  of  the  grapes.  Vines  weakened  by 
disease,  soil  exhaustion,  or  lack  of  soil  moisture  produce 
badly  ripened  grapes,  deficient  in  sugar,  acid,  and  other 
elements  which  are  necessary  for  the  production  of  good 
wine.  This  is  especially  true  of  any  condition  which  pre- 
vents an  abundant  growth  of  healthy  leaves  throughout  the 
season.  When  the  leaves  cease  to  perform  their  functions 
properly  the  grapes  cease  to  develop.  For  this  reason  it 
is  often  possible,  by  appropriate  cultural  methods,  to  in- 
crease the  quantity  of  the  crop,  and  at  the  same  time  to 
ameliorate  its  quality.  Anything  which  increases  the  size 
of  the  bunches  and  berries  without  interfering  with  their 
normal  ripening  usually  improves  their  quality.  This  is 
particularly  true  in  hot  climates,  where  there  is  ordinar- 
ily no  lack  of  sugar  in  the  grapes  or  where  thei'e  is  often 
too  much. 

On  the  other  hand,  anything  which  increases  the  num- 
ber of  bunches  at  the  expense  of  the  proper  development 
of  the  individual  berries  usually  produces  a  deterioration 
in  the  quality;  and  often  the  increase  in  quantity  is  more 
apparent  than  real,  as  small,  badly  developed  grapes  yield 
comparatively  little  wine. 

Pruning. — The  larger  and  more  vigorous  a  vine,  the 
more  grapes  it  is  capable  of  bringing  to  perfection.  The 
more  buds  one  leaves  on  a  vine  in  pruning,  the  more 
bunches  it  is  enabled  to  produce.  Our  pruning  should  be 
so  calculated,  therefore,  as  to  give  the  vine  the  oppor- 
tunity to  produce  as  many  bunches  as  it  can  properly  sup- 
port and  bring  to  the  desired  degree  of  maturity.  A  vine 
pruned  too  long  or  given  too  many  spurs  may  yield  a  large 
number  of  bunches,  but  the  grapes  Avill  be  deficient  in 
juice,  sugar,  acid,  and  all  the  constituents  essential  for 
good  wine.  Increasing  the  amount  of  bearing  wood  on 
a  vine  will  increase  the  crop  only  within  certain  limits. 
To  pass  these  limits  Ave  must  strengthen  the  vine  by  im- 
proved tillage,  irrigation,  and  fertilization.  An  essential 
condition  of  both  good  crops  and  good  wine  is  a  strong 
healthy  vine. 

Irrigation. — It  was  long  believed  that  it  Avas  impossible 
to  make  good  Avine  from  irrigated  vineyards.  But  this  is 
no  more  true  than  the  equally  Avidespread  belief  that  irri- 
gation is  incompatible  with  the  production  of  other  good 
fruit.  Irrigation  properly  applied  is  in  fact  one  of  the 
surest  means  of  insuring  both  the  quantity  and  quality  of 
the  crop,  as  it  gives  the  vine  the  amount  of  water  it  needs 
at  the  time  it  needs  it.  It  frequently  occurs  during  the  lat- 
ter part  of  dry  seasons,  especially  with  late  ripening  A'a- 
rieties  such  as  Mataro,  that  the  grapes  suddenly  cease  to 
develop   either  in   size  or  sugar,   in    spite  of  the  warm 


weather.  This  is  because  the  vegetation  of  the  vine  is 
rested  and  the  leaves  and  roots  fail  to  perform  their  func 
tions  properly.  Grapes  grown  on  a  dry  hillside  may,  unde , 
such  conditions,  fail  to  develop  more  than  16  per  cent  o 
sugar,  Avhile  the  same  variety  in  a  moister  soil  with  thij 
same  Aveather  conditions,  may  reach  20  per  cent.  Unde 
such  conditions  irrigation,  when  practicable,  Avill  reined; 
the  trouble.  Irrigation  may  also  be  used  to  remedij 
the  opposite  conditions,  viz. :  the  development  of  to( 
much  sugar  in  the  grapes.  Many  convincing  tests  oi 
summer  irrigation  of  vines  have  lately  been  madij 
in  Southern  France.  Those  of  A.  Muntz^  are  pari 
ticularly  suggestive  to  Californians,  as  they  Avern 
nmde  in  the  Roussillon,  where  the  climate  resembles  mon 
nearly  that  of  California  than  in  any  other  part  of  France 
In  a  series  of  tAveh'e  tests  made  Avith  Aramon  and  Oar 
ignane  vines,  late  summer  irrigation  increased  the  Avcigli 
of  grapj?s  produced  29  per  cent,  and  the  Aveight  of  suga 
per  acre  20  per  cent.  The  aAcrage  compostion  of  tli( 
■grapes  from  irrigated  and  from  non-irrigated  vines  was  a:; 
follows: 

Sugar.  Acid. 

Irrigated  18.8%         1.11% 

Non-irrigated  19 . 6%  .96% 

The  Avine  made  from  the  irrigated  grapes  contained  1 
per  cent  of  alcohol ;  and  that  from  the  others  11.5  per  cent 
but  otherAvise  the  quality  Avas  identical.  Calculating  tlw 
value  of  the  crop  of  Avine  at  two  francs  per  degree  pe 
hectoliter — the  market  price  at  the  time  of  the  test,  cor 
responding  to  17  1-2  cents  per  gallon  for  Avine  of  11  pe 
cent  alcohol — the  gain  per  acre  due  to  the  irrigation  wa 
|20.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  in  many  cases  the  gain  ii 
California  from  irrigation  properly  applied  Avould  be  prci 
porti(jnately  greater  where  the  grapes  tend  to  jd'oduce  \w> 
much  sugar  and  too  little  acid  for  proper  fermentation.  Ii 
many  vineyards  in  the  irrigated  portions  of  California  un 
doubtedly  as  much  AA'ater  as  the  vines  can  profitably  u 
applied,  and  in  some  cases  more;  but  no  fear  need  be  e: 
tained  that  irrigation  Avill  depreciate  the  quality  of 
wine  if  it  does  not  decrease  the  sugar-contents  of  the  grape 
beloAV  19  per  cent  (about  20.2  per  cent.  Balling. )  There  i 
far  more  danger  that  insufficient  irrigation  in  the  hot  it 
terior  valleys  Avill  result  in  grapes  deficient  in  acid  and  Avit 
excessive  sugar,  giving  unsound  and  inferior  Avines.  | 
The  time  of  irrigation  is  of  equal  importance  Avith  th' 
amount.  It  is  very  important  that  the  vine  should  hav 
sufficient  moisture  available  during  the  period  betwee: 
Avhat  the  French  grape-growers  call  the  "Veraison" — (tit 
time  when  the  grapes,  having  attained  almost  their  fu 
size,  commence  to  color) — and  full  ripeness.  During  thi 
period  there  is  a  migration  toAvard  the  fruit  of  materia 
accumulated  in  various  parts  of  the  vine,  and  great  cliange 
take  place  in  the  composition  of  the  grapes.  GroAvth  r« 
laxes  in  the  leaA'es  and  shoots,  which  become  paler.  It 
a  critical  period  in  the  maturing  of  the  crop,  and  if  tb 
vine  is  not  well  nourished  and  supplied  Avith  Avater  it  is  nc 
able  to  supply  the  energy  necessary  for  the  profoun^ 
chemical  and  physical  changes  taking  place  in  the  fruit 
During  the  latter  part  of  this  period,  which  lasts  for  fqu 
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,,  six  weeks,  it  is  very  important  that  the  vine  should  not 
"ceive  a  clieck  from  lack  of  available  moisture.  It  is  often 
.served  in  France  and  Algeria  that  when  the  autumn  is 
.f  and  dry,  the  development  of  the  grapes  is  arrested  ami 
„.  crop  is  deficient  not  only  in  ciuantity  but  often  in  sugar 
ud  acid.  This  explains  tlie  good  effects  of  late  irriga- 
ou,  which  Muntz  in  Koussillon  (already  quoted)  and 
I  liers  in  southern  France  have  found  so  noticeable. 
Fertilization.— \Yith  regard  to  the  effect  of  fertiliza- 
(.11  on  the  (luality  of  the  grapes,  the  same  line  of  reason- 
m  applies  as  with  irrigation.  A  starved  vine  will  pro- 
u'ce  not  only  few  grapes,  but  inferior  grapes,  and  a  fer- 
ilizer  which  will  increase  the  crop  will  usually  improve 
s  quality ;  and  no  deterioration  of  qxmlity  from  this  source 
(cd  be  feared  so  long  as  the  sugar-content  of  the  grapes 
luiains  sufficiently  high.  Fertilization  of  the  vines  is  car- 
ifd  out  very  thoroughly  and  regularly  in  southern  France, 
ud  the  best  practice  is  considered  to  be  an  annual  treat- 
ucnt.  The  crop  is  very  much  increascMl  by  this  means, 
ft  en  doubled  without  sacrifice  of  quality.^ 
lORE  COMPLETE  UTILIZATION  OF  THE  SUBSTANCES  IN  THE 
y  GRAPES. 

''  Some  of  the  defects  of  the  wines  of  hot  countries  may  be 
iitributed,  not  so  much  to  deficiencies  in  the  grapes,  as  to 
lie  failure  to  properly  utilize  the  materials  present.  The 
Vrmentation  of  red  grapes  with  the  stems  has  been  advo- 
ated  as  a  means  of  increasing  the  body,  acidity,  and  tan- 
lin-contents  of  the  wine.  lo-  the  south  of  France  this 
s  the  common  practice.  The  observetl  good  effect  is  due, 
lowever,  not  to  the  materials  in  the  stems,  but  to  those  in 
the  skins,  which  the  presence  of  the  stems  permits  to  be 
iiore  thoroughly  extracted.  The  good  effects  of  ferment- 
ing with  the  stems,  then,  are  mainly  indirect,  and  may  be 
ilitained  by  any  means  which  promotes  the  extraction  of 
matters  from  the  skins,  such  as  stirring,  long  maceration. 
etc.  On  the  other  hand,  the  direct  effect  of  the  stems  is 
Ml  give  a  harshness  to  the  wine  which  is  imcompatible  Avith 
ih(!  best  quality,  and  the  practice  is  advisable,  therefore, 
iiuly  where  very  common  wines  are  made.  In  Algeria 
t  lie  stems  are  usually  rejected,  and  the  extraction  of  color 
and  tannin  from  the  skins  is  promoted  by  pumping-over 
(luring  the  last  stages  of  fermentation. 

In  Algeria  the  use  of  cooling  machines  to  moderate  the 
lieat  of  fermentation,  while  almost  completely  successful 
in  its  object  of  enabling  the  cellarnian  to  be  sure  of  pro- 
ducing a  sound  dry  wine,  has  brought  a  very  serious  trou- 
ble in  its  train.     The  main  value  of  Algerian  wines,  the 
si)ecial  character  which  made  them  desirable  to  the  wine 
merchants  of  France,  was  their  heavy  body,  high  astrin- 
-ency,  and  deep  color.     These  three  important  qualities 
haveall  been  modified  by  the  cool  fermentations  now  prac- 
I  iced.    Wines  which  are  not  allowed  to  exceed  90°  or  93°  F. 
(luring  fermentation,  though  they  are  usually  sound  and 
dry,  and  free  from  those  defects  and  diseases  which  used 
1  o  characterize  so  many  Algerian  wines,  possess  much  less 
body,  color,  and  tannin  that  the  wines  made  by  the  old 
method.     The  gain,  therefore,  of  greater  certainty  in  re- 
sults and  less  spoiled  wine  is  to  a  great  extent  offset  by 
I  lie  loss  of  much  of  the  character  which  constituted  the 
\  alue  of  the  old  wines  when  they  were  successfully  made. 
!t  is  beginning  to  be  realized  now  that  too  much  emphasis 
has  been  placed  on  the  ill   effects  of  high  temperature 
in  fermenting  red  wine,  and  the  good  effects  of  those  tem- 
1  .eratures  lost  sight  of.    Attempts  have  therefore  been  made 
lately  to  devise  a  system  of  wine-making  which  will  com- 
bine the  good  effects  of  high  temperatures  in  the  complete 


extraction  of  the  grapes,  and  the  good  effects  of  low  tem- 
perature in  the  complete  fermentation  of  the  wine  and  the 
absence  of  injurious  ferments. 

The  most  notable  system  of  this  kind,  and  the  only  one 
in  practical  use  in  Algeria,  is  that  of  M.  Debono,  a  large 
wine-maker  of  Boufarik.  The  results  of  the  method  were 
kindly  shown  at  the  cellar  of  M.  Duroux,  at  Rouiba,  where 
200,000  gallons  of  wine  were  made  by  this  method  last 
year.  The  wine,  as  seen  in  December,  1904,  two  months 
after  the  vintage,  was  clear,  dry  and  sound,  and  superior 
in  color,  body  and  taste  to  that  of  any  other  large  cellar 
tasted  in  Algeria.    The  method  in  brief  is  as  follows : 

1.  The  grapes  are  crushed  and  stemmed  into  amphoras* 
of  11,000  gallons  capacity,  with  strainers  at  the  bottom. 

2.  The  must  is  then  drawn  off.  This  is  done  preferably 
immediately  after  crushing,  but  in  practice  often  after 
fermentation  is  half  over. 

3.  This  must  is  pumped  into  amphoras  of  12,500  gallons 
capacity,  treated  with  sulfite  to  moderate  the  temperature, 
and  allowed  to  ferment  until  all  but  about  2  per  cent  of  the 
sugar  has  disappeared. 

4  As  soon  as  the  must  contains  only  2  per  cent  of  sugar 
it  is  pumped  back  on  to  the  pomace  in  the  original  am- 
phora. 

5  The  pomace  in  this  amphora  has  meanwhile  become 
very  hot— 44°-45°  C.  (111°-113°  F.) 

G.  The  must  is  now  pumped  over  the  hot  pomace  re- 
peatedly until  it  has  extracted  sufficient  color  and  tannin, 
and  is  then  pumped  back  into  the  12,500-gallon  amphoras, 
where  fermentation  is  completed.  Usually  the  wine  is 
quite  dry  by  the  time  it  arrives  in  the  larger  amphoras  tht 

second  time. 

The  time  of  the  operation  from  the  crushing  of  the 
grapes  until  the  wine  is  placed  in  the  final  amphoras  is 
usually  about  four  days.  The  method  requires  constant 
vigilance  day  and  night. 

The  must  should  not  be  allowed  to  become  quite  dry  be- 
fore being  pumped  over  the  pomace,  or  the  wine  will  be 
inferior  in  color  and  quality.  On  the  other  hand,  it  must 
not  be  pumped  over  with  more  than  4  per  cent  of  sugar, 
or  there  is  danger  of  a  hot  fermentation  and  its  accompany- 
ing effects. 

By  this  method  we  get  the  good  effects  of  hot  tempera- 
ture in  the  pomace  vat,  where  it  macerates  the  skins  and 
so  enables  the  must  to  extract  the  color,  body  and  tannin. 
At  the  same  time  Ave  get  the  good  effects  of  low  temperature 
in  the  must  vats,  where  the  w^ine  becomes  dry  and  ac- 
quires the  bouquet  characteristic  of  cool  fermentations. 
The  reason  we  do  not  get  the  bacterial  fermentations  us- 
ually accompanying  hot  fermentations  is  probably  because 
the  great  bulk  of  the  wine  never  becomes  hot,  and  the  yeast 
remains  strong  and  healthy  and  thoroughly  defecates  the 
Avine  before  the  bateria  have  an  opportunity  to  injure  it.  In 
an  ordinary  hot  fermentation  the  Aveakening  of  the  yeast 
has  probably  more  to  do  Avitli  the  growth  of  bacteria  than 
the  favorable  influence  of  high  temperature.  There  is  un- 
doubtedly some  loss  of  alcohol  in  the  pomace  vats,  due  to 
the  very*^  high  temperature,  but  this  is  apparently  more 
than  oft'set  by  the  gain  in  alcohol  in  the  cool  must  vats.  I 
Avas  assured  that  the  Avines  fermented  in  this  Avay  usually 
shoAved  a  higher  degree  of  alcohol  than  those  fermented  in 
the  ordinary  way. 

Effects  of  High  Temperature— The  effects  of  various 
degrees  of  temperature  in  the  process  of  Avine-making  are 
of  two  kinds,  Avhich  should  be  carefully  distinguishe.l. 
There  are  :  (1)  Those  Avhich  are  due  directly  to  the  de- 
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gree  of  temperature  aud  its  immediate  action  on  the  must 
or  wine;  and  (2)  those  which  are  due  indirectly  to  the  de- 
gree of  temperature  through  its  modifying  influence  ou  the 
character  and  kind  of  the  micro-organisms  present.  It  is, 
to  a  great  extent,  to  a  failure  to  properly  recognize  tliis 
distinction  that  so  much  diflference  of  opinion  exists,  as 
to  the  most  favorable  temperature  for  fermentation,  a'ul 
as  to  the  advisability  of  pasteurizing  must  or  wine. 

Under  the  ordinary  conditions  of  wine-making,  the  sec- 
ond of  these  groups  of  effects  is  by  far  the  more  important. 
That  is,  the  great  differences  found  in  wines  fermented  at 
different  temperatures  between  the  extremes  of  20°  C.  (68° 
F.)  and  40°  C.  (104°  F.)  are  due  principally  to  the  differ- 
ences caused  in  the  kinds  and  proportions  of  the  various 
molds,  yeasts,  and  bacteria  present,  and  to  the  different 
physiological  activities  of  these  micro-organisms  at  various 
temperatures.  The  direct  effect  of  much  wider  ranges  of 
temperatures  than  these,  if  not  continued  too  long,  are 
in  fact  extremely  slight,  proportionately,  in  the  case  of 
must  and,  when  evaporation  is  prevented,  of  wine.  Clear 
grape-must  may  be  subjected  to  any  temperature  between 
0  C.  and  80°  C.  (176°  F.)  for  a  short  time  without  any 
very  appreciable  effect  on  its  appearance,  flavor  or  chem- 
ical composition.  The  same  is  true  of  wine,  if  at  th<- 
higher  temperatures  the  heating  is  done  in  sucli  a  way  as 
not  to  cause  evaporation  of  the  alcohol. 

Practically  all  the  ill  efl'ects  of  a  hot  feruicntatiou,  /.  c. 
production  of  volatile  acids  and  mannitc,  failure  to  con- 
vert all  the  sugar  into  alcohol,  disagreeable  flavors,  per- 
sistent cloudiness,  etc.,  are  due,  not  to  the  heat  itself,  but 
to  the  bacteria,  which  multiply  and  flourish  at  hiu^h  temper- 
atures, and  to  the  weakened  yeast,  wiiich  at  these  tempera- 
tures becomes  abnormal  and  acts  u])on  the  must  in  a  wnv 
very  different  from  its  luu-mal  and  healthv  action.    If,  thcii 
we  heat  a  must  to  40°  C.  (104°  F.)  artificially  when 'there 
are  no  bacteria  or  yeasts  present,  none  of  these  undesir- 
able results  follow.    The  taste  common  in  wine  fermented 
at  high  temperature,  often  described  as  a  cooked  taste, 
IS  not,  therefore,  due  to  the  heat  directlv,  but  to  the  ac- 
tion of  bacteria,  or  perhaps  to  the  action  of  abnormal 
yeast.'    A  real  cooked  taste,  that  is,  the  taste  of  carmel- 
ized  sugar,  may  be  given  to  must  by  heating  it  too  high, 
and  this  is  in  fact  done  in  some  processes  of  wine-maki^ng 
where  the  must,  or  part  of  it,  is  concentrated  bv  heating 
m  boilers.     It  has  been  shown  experimentallv,' however 
that  must  may  be  heated  to  80°  C  (176°  F.)  or  even  90° 
C.  (194°  F.)  Avithout  contracting  this  cooked  taste  in  the 
slightest  degree.     Where  this  taste  is  acquired  at  an  ap- 
parently lower  temperature,  it  is  due  to  the  fact  that,  ow- 
ing to  the  method  of  heating  over  a  fire  or  bv  means  of 
superheated  steam  pipes,  some  of  the  must  is  heated  much 
higher  than  90°  C.  and  imparts  a  taste  to  the  whole. 

Another  taste,  undesirable  in  dry  a\  ines,  often  asso- 
ciated' Avith  high  temperatures,  is  that  of  "rancio."  This 
is  the  taste  acquired  by  Avines  upon  exposure  for  a  long 
time  to  the  air.  The  taste  is  desirable  in  ports,  sherries 
and  other  sweet  and  liqueur  wines,  and  manv  processes 
are  used  to  facilitate  and  hasten  its  acquirement  All 
these  processes  aim  at  increasing  the  oxidation  of  the  wine 
either  by  fuller  exposure  to  the  air  or  by  exposure  at 
higher  temperatures.  This  taste  was  at  one  time  accredited 
to  the  action  of  a  fermentative  organism,  but  it  is  now  well 
known  to  be  due  to  simple  direct  oxidation.  :\[ust  or  wine 
steriliz(Hl  and  kept  in  sterilized  vessels  in  contact  with  the 
air  acquires  the  taste  quite  as  (luickiy  as  when  unsterilized. 
The  factors  which  determine  <lie  amount  of  the  taste  and 


the  rapidity  Avitli  which  it  is  acquired,  are  the  temperature 
and  the  exposure  to  the  air.  If  Ave  Avish  to  prevent  the 
acquisition  of  "rancio,"  therefore,  Ave  must  avoid  undue 
aeration  and  high  temperatm-es.  That  exposure  to  hiirh 
temperatures  alone  continued  for  a  short  time  will  not 
cause  a  wine  to  become  "rancio"  is  proved  by  the  pas- 
teurization of  dry  wines  at  160°  F.  out  of  contact  with  the 
air.  It  has  also  been  proved  that  must  mav  be  exposed 
to  the  same  temperature  under  the  same  conditions  with 
e(|ual  impunity.  Moreover,  Professor  Barba,  of  the 
Oenological  Station  at  Nimes,  has  shown  that  must  and 
grapes  can  be  heated  to  70°  C.  (176°  F.)  in  an  open  vat 
for  a  short  time  Avithout  becoming  "rancio."  At  the  Ex- 
periment Cellar  of  the  Agricultural  Department  of  the 
University  of  California  it  has  been  shown  that  grapes 
can  be  heated  gradually  up  to  48°  C.  (118  1-2°  F.)  for 
six  hours  Avithout  any  special  precautions  to  exclude  the 
air,  and  acquire  no  taste  of  caramel  or  rancio.  In  fact 
\\ines  made  from  grapes  heated  in  this  Avay  were  remark- 
able for  their  clean  taste,  freshness  and  bouquet— finalities 
associattxl  AA-ith  cool  fermentations.

INTOXICATING   LIQUORS — PKOIIIBITIXli   THK   SOLICITING^   SALE 
OR  DELIVERY  OF,  IN  LOCAL  OITION  DISTRICTS. 

(H.  B.  543.)  '    CHAPTER  159. 

An  act  to  i)rohibit  the  soliciting  or  receiving  orders  for 
the  sale  or  delivery  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  any  county 
in  this  State,  or  sub-division  thereof,  in  which  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors  have  been  prohibited  by  law;  and  to 
prescribe  a  penalty  therefor. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  legislature  of  the  State 
of  Texas :  That  ff  any  person  in  any  county,  sub-division, 
justice's  i)rccinct,  city  or  town,  in  this  State,  in  which  the 
sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  has  been  prohibited  by  law, 
shall  solicit  or  receive  an  order  therein  for  the  sale  or  de* 
livery  of  any  intoxicating  liquor  in  such  county,  sub- 
division of  a  county,  justice's  precinct,  city  or  town,  he 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be 
punished  by  a  tine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more 
than  three  hundred  dollars,  and  by  confinement  in  the 
county  jail  for  any  period  not  less  than  thirty  days  nor 
more  than  ninety  days. 

Sec.  2.  The  large  number  of  bills  now  before  the  legis- 
lature for  its  consideration,  creates  an  emei'geucy  and  an 
imperative  public  necessity  exists  that  the  rule  requiring 
bills  to  be  read  on  three  several  days  be  suspended ;  and  it 
is  so  enacted.

intoxicating   liquors — REGULATING    SHIPMENT^   TRANSPOR- 
TATION AND  DELIVERY  OF^  IN  LOCAL  OPTION  DISTRICTS. 

(H.  B.  No.  267)  CHAPTER  160. 

An  Act  to  regulate  and  place  certain  restrictions  upon 
the  shipment  and  transportation  of  intoxicating  liquors 
into  any  county,  justice  precinct,  school  district,  city  or 
town,  or  subdivision  of  a  county  -within  this  State,  where 
the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  has  been  prohibited  under 
the  laws  of  this  State;  and  providing  that  where  any  such 
intoxicating  liquor  is  not  called  for  and  taken  away  and 
the  cKarges  thereon,  if  any,  paid  by  the  consignee,  it  shall 
be  started  in  transit  back  to  the  consignor  within  seven 
days  from  the  time  of  its  arrival  at  its  destination;  and 
fixing  penalties  for  the  violation  of  this  Act. 


Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  legislature  of  the  State 
of  Texas :  Each  and  every  person  in  this  State  who  shall 
place  or  have  placed  any  package  or  parcel,  of  whatever 
nature,  containing  any  intoxicating  liipior,  with  any  ex- 
press company,  railroad  company,  or  other  common  car- 
rier, for  shipment  or  transportation  to  any  point  in  any 
county,  justice  precinct,  school  district,  city  or  town  or 
sub-division  of  a  county  witliiu  this  State,  where  the  sale 
of  intoxicating  liiiuois  has  been  prohibited  under  the  laws 
of  this  State,  shall  place  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  such 
package  or  i)arcel  the  names  of  the  consignor  and  con- 
signee and  the  words,  "intoxicating  li(iuor,"  in  plain  let- 
ters. Any  ])erson  who  shall  violate  the  ])rovisions  of  this 
section  of  this  Act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not 
less  than  twenty-ftve  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollara, 
and  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail, 
for  any  term  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  sixty  days. 

Sec.  2.  When  any  express  company,  railroad  company, 
or  other  common  carrier,  within  this  State  shall  receive 
any  package  or  parcel  of  whatsoever  nature,  whether  from 
a  point  within  or  without  this  State,  containing  any  intox- 
icating liquor,  for  transportation  to  any  point  within  any 
county,  justice  precinct,  school  district,  city  or  town,  or 
sub-division  of  a  county,  where  the  sale  of  intoxicating- 
liquors  has  been  prohibited  under  the  laws  of  this  State, 
such  express  comj)any,  railroad  company,  or  other  common 
carrier,  shall  forthwith  transport  such  intoxicating  licpKn- 
to  the  place  of  its  destination,  and  upon  the  arrival  of  same 
at  its  place  of  destination,  there  shall  be  entered  in  a  book 
to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  the  names  of  the  consignor  and 
consignee  and  the  exact  time  of  the  arrival  of  such  package 
or  parcel  at  the  place  of  its  destination.  If  such  package 
or  parcel  be  not  called  for  and  taken  away  by  the  con- 
signee and  all  charges  thereon,  if  any,  paid  by  such  con- 
signee, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  express  company,  rail- 
road company,  or  other  common  carrier,  to  start  such 
package  or  parcel  in  transit  back  to  the  consignor  thereof 
within  seven  days  frcmi  the  time  of  its  arrival  at  the  ])lacc 
of  its  destination,  and  the  consignor  shall  be  liable  to 
such  express  company,  railroad  company,  or  other  common 
carrier  for  the  express  or  freight  charges  in  transporting 
and  returning  same.  Any  express  comjiany,  railroad  com- 
pany, or  other  common  carrier,  violating  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of

thereby  thwarted  and  the  local  option  laws  of  this  State 
iu-e  thereby,  to  a  great  extent,  made  ineffective,  creates  an 
emergency  and  an  imperative  public  necessity  that  the 
constitutional  rule  re<]uiring  bills  to  be  read  on  three  sev- 
eral days  be  suspended,  and  that  this  Act  take  effect  and  be 
enforce<l  from  and  after  its  passage;  and  it  is  so  enacted.

The   Review   Delayed. 


THIS  issue  of  the  Eeview  is  late,  by  reason  of  the  fact 
that  there  was  an  unexpected  delay  in  securing  the 
official  figures  showing  the  export  of  wines  and  brandies 
out  of  tlie  State  during  the  fiscal  year  by  rail.  Elsewhere 
in  this  number  will  be  found  the  figures,  which  are  un- 
usually interesting  in  many  ways. 


Graft  at  the  Portland   Fair. 


A  LATE  dispatch  announces  that  the  California  Com- 
missioners to  the  Lewis  &  Clark  Exposition,  dis- 
covered at  the  last  moment,  that  there  was  the  rankest  kind 
of  a  grafting  scheme  to  be  put  in  operation,  in  connection 
with  the  awards  on  wines,  fruits,  etc.  They  therefore 
promptly  and  properly  withdrew  all  the  exhibits  from  the 
competition.  This  was  the  proper  thing  to  do.  It  appears 
Ihat  it  is  impossible  in  these  days  to  hold  an  exposition  of 
this  kind  that  is  not  operated  from  graft,  wherefore  the 
medals  are  of  little  meritorious  value. 


Change  in  Columbian  Tariff. 


CONSUL-GENERAL  SNYDEK,  of  Cohunbia,  noti- 
fies this  Government  of  a  number  of  changes  in  the 
import  tariff  of  the  Central  American  State.  Those  af- 
fecting the  wine  and  liquor  trade  provide  for  a  duty  of 
20  cents  per  kilogram  on  dry  wines  in  pipes,  barrels  and 
bottles,  and  one  cent  on  nnneral  waters. 


Alleged  "Arsenic"  in  Wine. 


The  Chronicle  of  this  city  has  been  one  of  the  most  oui 
spoken  of  the  metropolitan  papers  regarding  the  sensa- 
tional and  senseless  charges  made  by  the  Board  of  Health 
of  this  city,  regarding  impure  wines  found  in  the  market. 
In  a  very  pertinent  editorial  on  the  subject,  published-on 
the  20th  inst,  it  has  the  following  sensible  remarjis: 

"The  doctors  are  making  a  prodigious  huHabaloo  about 
poisons,  or  very  deleterious  substances  jn  foods,  and  while 
in  some  things,  as  milk,  for  example,  too  much  care  cannot 
be  taken,  yet  for  the  most  part  peoi)le  will  be  quite  as  well 
off  if  they  eat  what  is  set  before  them  and  ask  no  question. 
It  appears  that  in  the  analysis  of  some  215  samples  of  wine 
there  were  found  twenty-three  which  contained  ti'aces  of 
"arsenic."  It  makes  no  difference  if  that  is  the  fact.  It  is 
probable  that  traces  of  arsenic  could  be  found  in  a  midti- 
lude  of  food  products  if  they  were  carefully  analyzed,  and 
it  is  not  pretended  that  the  (juantity  of  arsenic  found  in 
any  sample  is  sufficeint  to  produce  any  effect  on  anybody. 
No  preparation  of  arsenic,  it  is  authoritatively  stated,  is 
used  in  any  of  the  fake  winenmking  processes,  and  as  al 
nmtter  of  fact  the  maximum  amount  of  arsenic  found  by 
our  city  chemist  in  any  sample  of  wine  is  less  than  one- 
fourth  of  the  amount  allowed  by  British  law  to  exist  in 
English  beer. 

How  the  trace  of  arsenic  which  is  occasionally  found  in 
samples  fif  wine  gets  there  is  not  known.  There  may  some- 
limes  be  traces  of  it  in  sulphur,  which  is  used  in  vineyards 
to  prevent  mildew,  and  in  wine  barrels  to  "sweeten"  thenu 
One  way  in  which  it  certainly  does  not  get  in  is  that  al- 
leged by  City  Chemist  Gibbs,  as  follows:  "Arsenical 
sprays  are  used  by  some  grape-growers  in  order  to  kill 
insects  on  the  vine.  At  (»ne  time  Paris  green  and  other  ar- 
senical sprays  were  used  very  extensively  in  this  State, 
but  I  understand  very  few  growers  use  them  now.  They 
should  certainly  be  discouraged,  and  all  the  prominent  jieo- 
ple  are  discouraging  them."  Now  all  that  is  utter  unmiti- 
gated rot,  without  one  word  of  Iruth  in  it.  It  is  safe  to  say 
that  ther(^  was  never  an  arsenical  spray  api)lied  to  a  vine- 
yard in  this  or  any  other  country,  for  the  vine  is  not  seri- 
ously attacked  by  any  chewing  insects,  which  are  the  only 
insects  which  can  be  killed  by  arsenical  sprays.  And  if 
arsenical  sprays  were  used  it  would  not  matter,  for  City 
Chemist  Gibbs,  if  he  knows  anything  whatever  about  the 
matter — which  is  doubtful — knows  that  the  use  of  arsenical 
sprays  where  required  has  been  thoroughly  studied  by  hun- 
dreds of  official  chemists  and  been  found  absolutely  harm- 
less as  us«l.  And  more  than  all  their  use  is  increasing,  by 
"prominent"  people,  and  others.  But  they  are  never  used 
on  grapevines. 


Will  Test  "Mile  Limit"  Law. 


APKOMINENT  firm  of  tills  city  is  imtting  the  new 
"mile-limit"  law  to  a  test  in  the  courts.     In  speaking 
of  the  action  the  attorney  for  the  firm  said : 

"^ye  have  no  desire  to  break  down  the  State  mile-limit 
law,  but  only  to  ascertain  how  far  its  provisions  ajtply. 
The  firm  which  I  represent  doe^  not  sell,  give  away  or  ex- 
pose for  sale  liquor  within  one  mile  of  the  University  of 
California  campus.  Hence  we  do  not  believe  that  Ave  have 
violated  the  law.  The  (juestion  has  arisen  whether  a  fimi 
can  take  orders  and  deliver  liquor  on  such  orders,  and  this 
question  must  be  threshed  out  in  th^" courts."

Deceased  was  a 
hroHier  of  Thomas  Kirk]»atrick,  of  A.  V.  llo(:ilin,<i  &  ('i>., 
Imsbaiid  of  .llaria  Kirk])alrick,  an<l  fatlier  of  Mrs.  WatI 
lliijilies  of  rah.  Alto,  .Mrs.  M.  J.  i.add,  Mrs.  Kdilli  Wilson 
and  Mr.s.  Norman  Hall.

The  Rational  Use  of  Wines  in   Health 
and  Disease.

TWEXTV-EKIHT  ycais  ajio  1  hc<>an  sciionsl.v  t<»  study 
tlu'  iiiHiR'iUT  of  tlu'  wiiic  iudustry  upon  those  (.-oiuitries 
where  it  luul  been  established  for  hundreds  of  years.  1 
wished  to  satisfy  my  own  mind  on  tlie  tiuestion  whetlier  it 
would  be  rij>ht  to  eneouraj>(',  not  only  the  industry  of  pro- 
duction in  the  State  of  California,  but  also  the  popular 
use  of  lijiht  wines  at  tlie  family  table. 

I  made  my  personal  observations  in  many  of  the  prin- 
cipal wine  districts  of  France,  and  in  the  ureat  cities  of 
Paris  and  London.  I  procured  all  the  available  literature 
on  the  subject,  and  consulted  a  number  of  the  most  emi- 
nent physicians  in  both  France  and  England.  The  result 
was  that  I  became  an  enthusiast,  impressed  with  the  idea 
that  the  vine  would  add  jilory  to  our  a.nricnltnral  resources, 
and  that  our  peoi)le  would  be  morally  and  physically  bene- 
fitted by  the  adoption  of  French  customs  in  the  matter  of 
wine  drinkiufi'. 

I  took  up  the  i»ractical  sick-  of  the  subject  by  becoming 
a  i)roducer,  aiming,  specially,  t<»  ap]»roximate  the  high  class 
vintages  of  the  Mcdoc  and  Saut ernes.  As  a  member  of  the 
State  Viticultural  Commission,  1  exerted  all  my  jxiwer  to 
multiply  our  vineyards  and  to  give  instruction  as  to  the 
best  varieties  of  vines  to  be  selected  in  accordance  with 
French  exi)erience.  The  results  of  that  work  are  Mell 
known  to  the  ptiblic.  In  part  it  has  been  successful,  in 
part  very  disapi)ointing. 

Among  numerous  publications  which  I  made  earh  in  the 
campaign  was  an  essay  on  "The  J'hysical  and  .Moral  Influ- 
ence of  the  Vine,"  which  ai)i)eared  in  the  Orcrhnul  Month- 
Ijl :  1  recollect  that  the  concluding  words  were,  "Plant  vines 
and  nmke  a  home;  drink  wine  and  be  a  gentleman." 

The  vines  have  been  largely  planted;  but  the  habit  of 
using  wines,  as  a  common  table  beverage,  has  not  become 
as  popular  as  the  earliest  vine-growers  ])re(licted.  There 
is  something  in  our  social  lite  that  favors  the  irregular 
customs  of  the  bar-room  and  beer  garden,  which  injure 
the  public  morals  and  health,  and  prevent  the  adoption  of 
the  rational  French  custom  of' drinking  only  during  meals. 

The  two  habits  cannot  live  consistently  together.  AVine 
with  meals  is  found  to  be  superfluous  and  even  injurious 
for  those  who  cannot  resist  the  fascinations  of  the  bar- 
room, l-'rom  the  standpoint  of  jjersonal  interest  as  well  as 
moral  conviction,  the  genuine  wine-maker  looks  upon  the 
saloon  and  the  distillery  as  the  enemies  of  the  vineyard 
and  th(>  home.  ]f  the  t(>mperance  advocates  would  strike 
hands  with  the  vine-gioAxers,  some  progress  might  be 
made  towards  rational  habits.  It  seems,  howcAcr,  that  the 
saloon  has  come  to  stay. as  a  characteristic  feature  of  our 
social  life,  and  that  wine-drinking  in  the  home  is  confined 
to  a  very  small  i)ercentage  (tf  our  native  born  ])o]»ulation. 
The  iiulustry  mainly  depends  upon  the  foreign  born  resi- 
dents, who  acipiircd  their  habits  before  coming  among  us. 

These  notorious  facts  explain  the  difticulties  under 
which  our  wine  industry  suiters,  and  accounts  for  the 
nmny  disastrous  failures  among  those  who  undertook  to 
make  wine  at  their  home  vineyards  with  the  greatest  in- 
telligence and  respect  for  the  taste  of  consumers.  With 
few  exceptions,  only  those  who  act  on  the  princi])ie  that 
"wine  is  made  to  sell  but  not  to  drink"  and  who  have 
adoptecl  the  cheapest  instead  of  the  best  methods  of  vini- 


lication  have  i)rospered.  The  demand  for  cheapness  and 
the  difficulties  of  distributing  products  to  the  widely  scat- 
tered few  who  drink  wine  are  the  influences  that  have 
broken  up  the  homes  of  so  many  of  the  best  wine-makers, 
and  concentrated  the  business  in  the  hands  of  a  comi)ara- 
tively  few  proprietors  of  gigantic  wine  factories,  Avhere  the 
home  influence  of  the  wine-maker  is  limited  to  that  of  the 
sjalaried  employe. 

There  are,  however,  a  few  scattered  remnants  of  the  old 
style  that  keep  alive  the  true  spirit  of  viticulture,  and  there 
is  less  tendency  now  t(»wards  ccuicentratiou  in  the  hands  of 
great  corporati(ms,  made  uj)  of  capitalists  most  of  whom 
do  not  drink  their  own  wines,  and  few  of  whom  understand 
how  wines  should  be  made  or  ^xhat  will  please  intelligent 
consumers.  Wo  there  is  some  hope  of  a  revival  of  amateur 
wine-making. 

A  demand  has  been  made  by  great  wine  capitalists  for 
strong  writers  to  start  up  a  lively  campaign  to  i)opularizc 
wine-drinking.  If  a  stranger  should  visit  the  boarding- 
houses  of  the  corporation  wineries,  he  would  be  surprised 
to  find  that  wine  is  excluded  from  their  dining-rooms  in  all 
but  a  few  places.  He  would  be  more  astonished  to  find  out 
that  workmen  at  most  of  the  wineries  drink  no  wine  even 
at  their  homes,  but  are  large  consumers  of  whisky  and 
beer.  Few  of  the  grai)e-growers  who  sell  their  cro])s  to  the 
big  wineries  use  wine  in  their  homes;  but  whisky  and  beer 
saloons  prosper  among  them.  Where  there  are  small 
wineries  at  the  homes  of  resident  vineyard  pro])rietors, 
these  conditions  are  reversed  and  pride  in  fine  vintages  is 
progressing. 

I  have  been  pointing  out  some  of  the  difficulties  that 
stand  in  the  way  of  substituting  wine-drinking  in  the 
lK)arding-house  and  the  home  for  conviviality  in  the  saloon. 
This  article  will  be  read  by  nuiny  physicians.  Cannot 
nuuiy  of  them  exert  a  local  influence  toward  a  change  of  the 
conditions  ^\hich  imi)eril  the  material  prosperity  and 
health  of  our  people?  Keligious  teachers  might  do  a  great 
work  in  this  line,  but  they  must  first  learn  to  se])arate  in 
their  minds  rational  wine-drinking  from  irrational  spirit 
and  beer  drinking,  and  to  assist  in  having  local  ordinances 
which  shall  favor  the  former,  Avhile  restiMcting  the  latter. 

I  was  led  to  write  this  article  by  a  desire  to  interest  the 
readers  of  the  Pacific  Medical  Journal  in  one  phase  of 
the  qiu^stion  of  extending  the  use  of  light  wines,  which  I 
believe  will  not  be  open  to  seri(ms  controversy.  I  refer  to 
the  beneficial  results  that  may  follow  from  a  general  public 
discussion  on  the  influence  that  light  table  Avines,  espe- 
cially claret,  in  connection  with  the  juice  of  lenions  or 
limes,  may  have  in  preventing  the  evil  effects  of  typhoid 
infection  where  such  infection  is  knoAvn  to  be  common ; 
and  particularly  the  curative  properties  of  a  claret  punch, 
which  is  nothing  more  than  a  claret  lemonade,  in  cases  of 
dysenteries,  which  are  of  such  frequent  occurrences  in  dis- 
tricts Avhere  nmlarial  jtoisons  in  food  or  Avater  are  difficult 
to  avoid. 

These  dysenteries  are  undoubtedly  sometimes  of  typhoid 
origin,  ])receding  or  following  attacks  of  fcA-er;  and  sonu^ 
times  no  doubt  are  caused  by  other  bacterial  colonies 
developed  in  the  intestines.  Saline  cathartics,  calomel, 
and  other  medicines  I  haAe  seen  to  be  administered  on  the 
advice  of  physicians,  and  temporarily  successful;  but  in 
the  constant  presence  of  infection,  the  troubles  folloAV  in 
succession   after  the  skilful   medical   treatment. 

The  efficacy  of  the  light  acid  wines  in  preventing  ma- 
larial disease  among  inhabitants  of  marshy  and  other  feve?' 
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strukcii  districts  lias  been  fully  recofiiiized  in  Fiance, 
particularly  in  the  lf>\v  lands  about  the  nioutli  of  tlie  IJlione. 
It  is  not  for  nie  to  write  what  all  physicians  have  known 
with  regard  to  the  special  influence  of  the  tartaric  acid, 
cream  of  tartar,  and  tannin  of  tlie  grape,  and  the  citric 
acid  of  tlie  lemon  and  lime  upon  bacteria,  and  specially  the 
typhoid ;  bnt  I  wish  to  briefly  state  some  special  exper- 
iences of  my  own  while  engaged  during  the  last  live  years 
in  numerous  mining  cami)s. 

During  these  recent  years  I  have  been  where  typhoid 
fever  was  of  such  fre«]uent  occurrence  that  there  seemed  to 
be  no  practical  way  of  avoiding  infection,  especially  if  one 
must  fre(|uently  move  about  and  change  places  for  eating 
and  drinking.  I  have  been  twice  seriously  ill  and  many 
times  seriously  altected  by  the  common  dysenteries.  Once 
after  an  attack  of  typhoid-pneumonia  I  concluded  to  stay 
on  the  "water-wagon."  I  was  working  on  the  tailings  of  a 
quartz  mill  when  a  dysentery  made  me  so  weak  that  I  was 
on  the  point  of  leaving  for  home.  As  an  experiment  I  took 
in  one  evening  two  glasses  of  claret  Avith  lemon  juice,  pre- 
pared with  crushed  ice.  The  cure  was  imiiietliate  and 
permanent  while  I  remained  at  that  place.  I  had  precisely 
a  similar  experience  in  another  mining  country,  and  later 
I  had  the  pleasure  of  advising  a  friend  to  try  the  remedy  at 
a  winery  in  l-'resno  County,  Avhere  the  men  at  the  bosses' 
table  drank  hoiiJcd  hecr.  In  my  frignd's  case  the  experi- 
ence was  the  same. 

Since  I  became  convinced  of  the  value  of  claret  punch, 
I  have  invariably,  Avhile  traveling,  taken  lemons  in  my  grip 
and  secured  such  a  punch  at  least  once  a  day.  At  a 
quartz  mine  in  Tuolumne  County,  isolated  from  all  towns, 
where  all  used  water  from  the  same  source,  the  workmen 
were  continually  complaining  of  dysenteries  and  repeat- 
edly taking  medicine;  yet  there  was  no  trouble  in  the  fami- 
lies of  the  superintendent  and  of  the  nnderground  foreman, 
both  of  whom  regularly  purchased  claret  by  the  barrel, 
bottling  for  their  family  use,  giving  even  the  youngest 
children  a  little  Avine  in  a  glass  of  water  at  meal  time. 
These  families  also  used  lemons  freely. 

The  advice  I  wish  to  give,  based  on  such  positive  proof, 
is: 

Fimt. — For  those  who  habitually  indulge  in  beer  and 
spirits,  to  substitute  for  their  favorite  tipple  a  claret  punch 
at  least  once  a  day. 

!>trci)ii(1. — For  families  which  have  not  bound  themselves 
to  teetotalism,  to  make  lemonade  every  day  for  themselves 
and  their  children,  mixing  with  it  at  the  table  at  least  a  lit- 
tle light  acid  wine. 

Th  ird. — Do  not  expect  good  results  from  strong  fortified 
wines,  such  as  port  and  sherry.     Such  wines  by  reason  of 


strong  alcoholic  strength  deposit  their  cream  of  tartar, 
which  is  only  soluble  in  light  wines  to  any  extent  worth 
mentioning,  and  in  s»ich  wines  there  is  little  tartaric  acid, 
tannin,  cx'eam  of  tartar,  etc. 

Fourth. — To  those  who  object  to  wines  on  principle,  I 
say  earnestly,  always  keep  a  case  of  light  acid  wines,  both 
white  and  claret,  in  the  house,  and  never  be  without  lemons 
<n'  limes.  Do  this  as  a  precaution  against  disease;  treat 
the  wines  as  medicines  to  be  taken  when  symptoms  indicate 
their  usefulness.  Get  both  the  white  and  red  wines, 
because  delicate  stomachs  unused  to  wines  will  sometimes 
refuse  claret. 

Fifth. — Be  careful  to  call  for  the  wines  of  reputable 
producers  so  as  to  avoid  adulterations. 

The  reason  why  the  lightest  wines  are  the  most  hygienic 
is  because  they  generally  have  some  free  tartaric  acid, 
and  retain  in  solution  the  fruit  salts  (cream  of  tartar, 
etc.)  ;  whereas,  on  the  contrary,  when  grape  juice  high  in 
sugar  is  fermented,  the  high  degree  of  alcohol  formed 
causes  the  cream  of  tartar  to  deposit  in  the  tanks  and  casks 
before  the  Avine  is  ready  for  consumption.  Yon  can  add 
water  to  light  acid  wines  and  make  an  agreeable  beverage, 
more  wholesome  than  pure  wine  alone,  but  water  added  to 
high-class  fine  strong  Avines  makes  an  insipid  drink.  The 
popular  demand  in  France  is  for  Avine  "that  Avill  stand 
Avater,"  because  for  ordinary  daily  use  the  people  almost 
iuAariably  pour  Avater  in  their  Avine  at  the  table.  The  vin 
onliiiair,  or  petit  vin,  is  the  Avine  of  the  people  and  the  most 
hygienic. — From  Pacific  Medical  Journal.

The  falls  Avill  be  a  representation  in  min- 
iature of  Niagara,  and  act  as  a  partition  betAAeen  the  main 
divisions  of  the  establishment.  Another  striking  feature 
Avill  be  a  grand  dome  and  arch  OA-er  the  music  stand.  This 
will  be  entirely  of  glass  and  be  double,  so  that  the  space 
betAA'een  may  be  filled  Avith  Avater.  Gold  fish  Avill  be 
placed  in  the  water,  and  then  visitors  may  Avon- 
der  at  the  spectacle  of  fish  swimming  ajiparently  in 
the  air.  The  main  entrance  to  the  cafe  Avill  be  off  Market 
street  Avhile  a  still  more  ample  entrance  Avill  be  on  Annie 
street. 
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INTERNAL  REVENUE  AND  CUSTOMS  RULINGS. 


(T.  D.  918.) 
Wood  alcohol — Stills. 
There  is  no  tax  on  wood  alcohol  undei'  the  internal-revenue 
laws  of  the  United  States.  The  only  distilled  spirits 
conteniijlated  by  those  laws  is  ethyl  alcohol. — There  is 
no  special  tax  under  these  laws  on  stills  for  the  pro- 
duction of  wood  alcohol. 

Treasury  Department^ 
Office  of  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue, 

Washington,  D.  C,  August  20,  1905. 

Sir  :    In  reply  to  the  inquiry  of  — ,  Ashville,  N.  C, 

which  you  referred  to  this  office  on  the  18th  instant,  Avho 
contemplates  entering  the  business  of  distilling  wood  al- 
cohol, and  Avishes  to  be  advised  through  your  office  whether 
any  act  or  process  in  connection  therewith  would  involve 
him  in  liability  under  the  internal-revenue  laws  of  the 
United  States  to  tax  on  this  product,  or  in  special-tax  lia- 
bility for  selling  it,  will  you  please  inform  him  in  the 
negative. 

The  provisions  of  the  second  paragraph  of  section  3244, 
Revised  Statutes,  imposing  special  tax  on  manufacturers 
of  stills  or  worms,  and  also  on  the  stills  and  worms  made, 
and  requiring  that  "any  person  who  manufactures  any 
still  or  worm  to  be  used  in  distilling  shall  be  deemed  a 
manufacturer  of  stills,"  have  from  the  beginning  been 
understood  and  construed  by  this  office  as  referring  to 
stills  for  distilling  the  spirits  defined  by  section  3248,  Re- 
vised Statutes,  as — 

That  substance  known  aas  ethyl  alcohol,  hydrated  oxide 
of  ethji,  or  spirits  of  wine,  which  is  commonly  produced  by 
the  fermentation  of  grain        »        *        * 

Under  the  long-settled  ruling,  all  stills  above  the  ca- 
pacity of  5  gallons  and  capable  of  being  used  for  distilling 
the  spirits  defined  by  section  3248,  Revised  Statutes,  are 
presumed  to  be  intended  for  such  use,  and  the  manufac- 
turer is  required  to  pay  special  tax  thereon,  unless  this 
presumption  is  removed  by  satisfactory  evidence  submit- 
ted in  writing  under  oath  to  the  collector.  When  a  still 
or  distilling  apparatus  is  manufactured  for  the  purpose 
of  producing  wood  naptha    (wood  alcohol),  or  for  the 


purification  of  water,  or  for  any  other  purpose  than  the 
production  of  the  spirits  contemplated  by  the  internal- 
revenue  laws  (ethyl  alcohol,),  and  satisfactory  proof  of 
the  fact  is  furnished  to  the  collector  of  the  district  in 
Avhicli  the  still  is  made,  he  will  permit  it  to  be  removed 
without  payment  of  special  tax. 

But  such  still  and  every  other  still  for  whatever  puri)ose 
intended,  capable  of  being  used  for  distilling  ethyl  alcoliol 
nnist,  immediately  upon  being  set  up,  be  registered  with  tlie 
collector  in  strict  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  section 
3258  Revised  Statutes. 

Under  the  internal-revenue  laws,  as  they  stand,  there  is 
no  tax  on  Avood  alcohol,  and  distillers  thereof  are  not  re- 
quired to  give  bond  under  these  laws  or  comply  a\  itii  any 
of  the  regulations  relating  to  distillation  of  spirits  in  or- 
der to  carry  on  the  business  of  producing  such  alcohol.

Sir:  The  Department  duly  received  your  letter  of  the 
24th  ultimo,  in  which  you  request  to  be  advised  whether 
additional  duties  should  be  assessed  under  section  32  of 
the  act  of  July  24,  1897,  upon  olive  oil  when  advanced 
by  the  appraiser  from  below  to  above  60  cents  per  gallon 
in  value. 

As  the  additional  duty  provided  for  by  said  section  32 
applies  only  to  articles  subject  to  an  ad  valorem  duty  or 
to  a  duty  based  upon  or  regulated  in  any  manner  by  the 
value  thereof,  the  ()uestion  presented  is  whether  olive  oil 
is  subject  to  an  ad  valorem  duty  or  to  a  dutj-  based  upon 
or  regulated  by  value. 
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(Hive  oil  is  subject  to  duty  undcT  the  provisious  of  i>ar- 
agrapli  40  of  the  act  of  1897,  which  reads  as  follows : 

Olive  oil,  uot  specially  provided  for  iu  this  Act,  forty 
oeuts  per  jjallou;  iu  bottles,  jars,  tius,  or  siuiilar  packages, 
fifty  cents  per  gallon. 

The  rates  of  duty  therein  provided  are  specific  rates  in 
no  way  based  upon  or  regulateil  by  value,  and  the  same  are 
the  only  rates  of  duty  upon  olive  oil  provided  for  by  the 
existing  tariff  laws. 

Paragraph  (t2(»  of  said  act,  however,  provides  that  "olivt- 
oil  for  manufacturing  or  mechanical  purposes  fit  only 
for  such  use  and  valued  at  not  more  than  sixty  cents  per 
gallon,"  shall  be  free  of  duty. 

Under  said  paragraphs  40  and  62G  of  the  existing  tariff 
not.  read  Together,  olivt-  oiL  iiiip<irtt-d  <>r  fit  for  uses  other 
than  manufacturing  or  mechanical  purposes,  is  dutiable  re- 
gardless of  value  and  such  oil  imported  or  fit  only  for  such 
iises  is  dutiable  if  value<l  at  more,  and  free  if  valued  at  less, 
than  00  cents  per  gallon. 

Section  32  of  said  act  could  not,  therefore,  by  any  possi- 
bility be  applied  to  olive  oil  imported  or  fit  for  uses  other 
than  manufacturing  or  mechanical  purposes,  for  the  reason 
that  the  same  is  subject  to  the  specific  rates  provided  by 
paragraph  40,  and  under  no  contingency  is  the  same  free, 
or  subject  to  any  other  rate  of  duty.  Nor,  in  Department's 
opinion,  is  .said  .section  32  applicable  to  olive  oil  fit  only 
for  mechanical  or  manufacturing  purposes,  for  the  reason 
that  the  same  is  primarily  dutiable  under  paragraph  40  and 
it  is  not  the  effect  of  paragraph  620  to  render  the  same 
subject  to  other  rates  of  duty,  based  upon  or  regulated  by 
Aalue,  but  merely  to  render  the  same  free  of  duty  if  valued 
at  less  than  60  cents.

French  internal-revenue  taxes  known  as  '•octroi"and  "droit 
de  ville"  not  j^art  of  the  dutiable  value  of  merchandise 
imported  from  France. 

TRK.\stKY  I)i;i'.\UTMi:xT.  August  25,  1905. 

Siu:  The  Department  is  in  receipt  of  two  reports  of 
the  United  States  attorney  for  the  southern  district  of 
New  York,  in  which  he  states  that  the  cases  of  United 
States  vs.  K.  F.  Downing  &  (N>.  (suit  3440)  and  T'nited 
States  vs.  (Jodillot  &  Co.  (suit  3441  )  were  recently  decided 
in  the  United  States  circuit  court  of  appeals  for  the  second 
circuit  adversely  to  the  government. 

The  merchandise  in  suit  consisted  of  certain  brandy  and 
preserved  fruits  imported  from  France.  The  importers 
protestwl,  claiming  that  certain  I'-rench  revenue  taxes, 
known  as  "octroi"  and  "droit  de  ville,""  remitted  on  the 
exportation  of  the  brandy  from  France,  do  not  constitute 
a  ])art  of  the  foreign  nuirket  value  of  the  same,  and  that  the 
action  of  the  appraiser  in  adding  these  items  to  make  mar- 
ket value  was,  therefore,  unwarranted,  which  claim  was 
sustained  by  the  T'nited  States  circuit  of  appeals  for  liic 
second  circuit  in  these  cases,  thereby  affirming  the  decis- 
ion of  the  United  States  circuit  court  below. 

The  Attorney  General  advises  this  Department  that  no 
further  proceedings  will  be  directed  in  these  cases.  You 
are,  therefore,  hereby  authorized  to  forward  the  usual 


certified  statements  for  refund  of  the  duties  exacted  in 
excess  in  settlement  thereof.

THE  VINTAGE  .—The  gathering  of  the  grape  crop 
throughout  the  dry  wine  districts  is  practically  fin- 
ished, and  it  is  safe  to  say  at  this  writing  that  it  is  not 
satisfactory.  In  the  first  place  the  crop  is  short  and  in 
several  sections  the  wine  will  be  thin  and  below  standard, 
owing  to  the  lack  of  sugar  in  the  grapes.  On  the  contrary, 
in  other  districts,  the  sugar  ran  full  high,  and  some  of  the 
finest  wines  ever  produced  in  California  will  result, 
always  providing  there  be  no  accidents  in  the  work 
of  maturing  them.  Throughout  the  entire  grape-growing 
districts,  the  weather  for  vintage  purposes  has  been  ideal, 
the  conditions  having  been  unsurpassed  for  many  years. 
However,  notwithstanding  the  shortage  in  the  yield,  we  do 
not  believe  there  will  be  any  material  advance  in  the 
price  to  the  consumer,  as  the  policy  of  those  who  practically 
control  values,  is  opposed  to  such  action. 


DRY  WINES : — On  the  heels  of  the  vintage,  business  is 
taking  a  very  satisfactory  forward  movement,  all  the 
representative  houses  being  busy  filling  orders.  That  tlu 
improved  market  is  not  due  to  sporadic  conditions,  is 
shown  by  the  fact  the  demand  is  confined  to  no  section', 
the  orders  covering  not  only  domestic  but  foreign  fields* 
It  is  the  general  opinion  among  the  trade  that  the  fall  and 
winter  trade  will  be  of  verj-  healthy  volume.  Jobbers  as  a 
rule  have  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  the  reports  of  s 
short  crop  were  not  exaggerated  and  that  there  is  no  fur- 
ther use  of  buying  from  hand  to  mouth,  so  we  may  look 
confidently  to  a  continuance  of  the  healthy  condition  now 
prevailing  in  this  branch  of  the  business.  Exports  by  sea 
aggregated  441  cases  and  514,935  gallons,  bulk,  valued  at 
f  154,107.  These  are  considerably  below  the  figures  for  the 
same  month  of  last  year.  Keceipts  of  wine  from  interior 
cellars  were  969,250  gallons.    Imports  were  small. 


SWEET  WINES :— Notwithstanding  the  expectations 
of  a  reduced  production  of  sweets  for  the  month  of 
September,  the  output  ran  very  high.  The  yield  in  the  two 
districts  for  the  thirty  days,  aggregated  3,518,199.22.  Dur- 
ing the  same  period  in  1904  the  figures  were  2,846,042, 
making  a  comparative  increase  of  672,157.22  gallons.  The 
output  in  1903  was  2,895,105  gallons;  It  is  evident  that  the 
wine-makers  are  making  every  effort  to  produce  every  gal- 
lon possible,  owing  to  the  known  shortage  of  the  grape 
crop  and  the  danger  of  destructive  rain.  So  it  is  not  prob- 
able that  there  will  be  a  very  abnormal  production  this 
year.  One  thing  is  certain  and -that  is  that  the  quality  will 
doubtless  surpass  that  of  any  previous  vintage. 


BRANDY : — The  market  is  firm,  and  there  is  every  sur- 
face indication  that  it  will  remain  so.  The  experts  in 
the  Internal  Revenue  Department  in  this  city,  predict  that 
there  will  be  a  brandy  production  above  the  average  this 
year,  notwithstanding  the  shortage  in  the  grape  crop.  The 
Special  Agent  of  the  Department  states  that  because  of  the 
fact  that  there  will  be  no  "sherry  material"  produced  this 
season,  owing  to  the  new  regulations  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Internal  Revenue,  the  2,000,000  gallons  of  this  material 


usually  held  over  each  year,  will  be  distilled  into  high  proof 
spirits  and  stored,  to  be  used  in  fortification  of  sweets  next 
year.  The  output  in  the  two  districts  for  September,  do 
not  indicate  any  such  result,  as  the  totals  were  only  25,105 
gallons  as  against  45,824  gallons  in  the  First  District  last 
year,  with  no  production  in  the  Fourth  District  for  the 
same  period.  Exports  were  nominal,  the  figures  being  519 
cases  and  264  gallons,  valued  at  |!l,790.  Imports  were 
350  cases. 


WHISKY : — The  general  market  is  in  excellent  condi- 
tion. Leading  houses  not  only  report  October  busi- 
ness far  better  than  that  of  the  same  month  last  year,  but 
anticipate  an  exceptional  fall  and  winter  trade.  The  red- 
hot  election  and  the  absence  of  October  rains,  naturally  ^j 
tends  to  put  a  check  on  business,  but  at  the  same  time  the  |! 
showing  is  far  better  than  could  have  been  reasonably 
expected.  With  the  political  fight  behind  us,  and  the  re- 
ception of  the  delayed  visit  of  Jupiter  Pluvius,  we  may 
confidently  look  for  an  active  movement  from  November 
on.  The  cheerful  tone  is  not  confined  to  the  wholesalers 
and  jobbers ;  even  the  local  retail  business  has  taken  a  for- 
ward start  and  some  of  the  leading  houses  report 
better  business  than  at  the  same  time  last  year, 
all  of  which  speaks  well  for  the  future.  Exports 
by  sea  for  the  month  were  of  good  volume,  the 
totals  being  1,832  cases  and  4,687  gallons,  valued  at  $20,- 
491.  This  is  nearly  double  the  volume  of  trade  for  the 
same  month  of  1904.  Miscellaneous  exports  were  1,057 
cases,  1  cask,  44  bbls.  and  3,007  gallons,  valued  at  |16,- 
058.  Imports  were  of  fair  quantity,  being  68  cases,  one 
cask  and  367  barrels. 


IMPORTATIONS : — Importers  are  doing  a  seasonal  busi- 
ness and  have  not  had  just  cause  for  complaint  during 
the  year.  The  outlook  in  their  line  is  quite  encouraging. 
Imports  during  September  were  comparatively  light.  The 
figures  were :  Wine,  138  cases,  16  casks  and  11  barrels ; 
Avhisky,  69  cases,  1  cask  and  367  barrels;  brandy,  350 
cases;  liqueurs,  50  cases;  aquavit,  50  cases;  fruit  juices, 
24  cases  2  casks;  bitters,  53  cases;  kimmel,  55  cases; 
punsch,  25  cases ;  beer,  50  barrels ;  mineral  water,  943  cases 
and  24  barrels. 


BEER : — While  the  domestic  trade  was  about  up  to  the 
average,  the  export  brewers  did  quite  well  considering 
the  season,  though  the  volume  was  not  up  to  that  of  last 
year,  at  this  time.  The  figures  were  1,204  packages  bot- 
tled and  523  bulk,  valued  at  |11,675.  Imports  were  only 
50  barrels. 


New  York  Wine  Markets. 


The  market  continues  to  be  firm  since  it  is  pretty  certain 
that  the  vintage  as  well  in  the  Northern  as  in  the  Southern 
part  of  California  is  very  much  behind  that  of  last  year. 

Dry  wines  are  particularly  firm  and  good  sound  sweet 
wines  are  also  commanding  better  prices  than  last  year, 
which  is  not  so  much  the  case  with  the  pale  and  thin  quali- 
ties, although  these  are  also  held  at  firm  prices. 

Brandies  are  also  firm ;  it  is  probable  that  but  little  will 
be  made  this  year. — Bonfort's,  Oct.  10.. 
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Prizes  Galore  for  California  Wines. 


THE  result  of  the  labors  of  the  Committee  on  Awards  for 
wines,  brandies,  olive  oils,  olives,  etc.,  of  the  Lewis 
and  Clark  Exposition  at  Portland,  was  announced  on  the 
13th  inst.  The  list  of  awards  shows  that  the  Golden  State 
was  practically  without  a  competitor  with  respect  to  these 
products.  However,  there  is  no  question  that  the  exhibit 
was  equal  to  any  that  the  State  has  heretofore  made,  and 
this  will  account  for  the  marked  success  in  the  matter  of 
medal  winning. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  in  the  September  issue  of  the 
Review  it  was  announced  that  the  committee  at  the  Port- 
land Fair  had,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Governor  of  Cali- 
fornia, withdrawn  the  exhibit  from  competition  on  the 
ground  that  the  presence  of  "graft"  was  so  evident  that  it 
would  be  not  only  unwise,  but  dangerous,  to  have  anything 
to  do  with  the  Committee  on  Awards.  Nevertheless,  the 
list  of  the  successful  ones  has  been  compiled  and  made  pub- 
lic by  the  committee.  A  glance  at  the  roster  will  show  that 
it  includes  practically  every  exhibitor  of  any  importance. 
This  statement  applies  to  those  only  who  won  gold  medals, 
because  of  the  fact  that  only  two  silver  medals  were  award- 
ed. Of  course,  this  is  highly  flattering  to  California,  and 
with  some  exceptions,  the  judgment  of  the  committee  is  to 
be  commended.  We  publish  herewith,  the  names  of  the 
prize  winners  in  all  classes;'as  a  matter  of  interest  to  all 
the  readers  of  the  Revievv^  :

While  we  are  not  from  Missouri,  we  would  be  greatly 
obliged  to  the  Committee  on  Awards  of  the  aforesaid  expo 
sition,  if  they  would  inform  the  Review  upon  what  grouncl 


they  turned  down  the  Zinfandel  wine,  which  has  done  so 
much  to  make  California  wines  famous,  and  which  for  a 
table  wine  has  few  superiors.  There  is  no  question  as  to, 
the  high  quality  of  the  wine,  and  we  understand  that  the 
samples  were  in  excellent  condition.  How  the  jurors  could 
fail  to  be  convinced  of  the  merits  of  this  wholesome  and 
kindly  favored  product  of  our  vines  is  beyond  our  concep- 
tion. In  all  other  expositions,  not  excepting  those  of  Paris, 
this  wine  has  been  given  its  full  mead  of  praise.  It  re- 
mained for  the  Webfooters  to  undertake  to  give  it  a  black 
eye.  However,  it  will  continue  to  be  what  it  is  today — one 
of  the  most  popular  of  the  lesser  grades  of  table  wines,  here 
or  elsewhere. 


Professor  Husmann  Pleased  With  Results. 


Professor  George  C.  Husmann,  Viticultural  expert  from 
the  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D'.  C,  called 
at  the  office  of  the  Review  the  latter  part  of  the  month. 
He  has  been  visiting  the  experimental  stations  in  the  State, 
and  found  the  important  work  progressing  very  satisfac- 
torily. Upon  his  return  to  Washington  he  will  issue  a  bul- 
letin covering  the  work  done,  which  will  prove  to  be  of  vast 
importance  to  those  contemplating  the  planting  of  new 
vineyards.  This  bulletin  will  be  the  first  practical  result 
of  the  experimental  work  so  far  done,  and  will  be  awaited 
with  great  interest  by  all  concerned. 

Mr.  Husmann  is  not  given  to  making  announcements 
save  when  he  knows  what  he  is  talking  about.  We  under- 
stand he  will  make  known  the  discovery  of  a  resistant  vine 
having  far  better  qualities  than  the  St.  George,  or  others. 

Mr.  Husmann  is  carrying  on  a  work  destined  to  be 
proven  of  great  value  to  the  wine  industry  of  California, 
and  his  earnest  endeavors  to  induce  wine  men  and  growers 
to  visit  the  various  stations  and  see  what  is  being  accom- 
plished, should  be  responded  to  promptly.  By  so  doing, 
those  most  vitally  interested  will  be  strengthening  his 
hands  with  the  Government.

The  Question  of  Pure  Wine  Legislation. 


IN  a  recent  pamphlet  on  "The  Rational  Use  of  Wine  in 
Health  and  Disease,"  by  Charles  A.  Wetmore,  he  gives 
the  following  historical  data  and  opinion  regarding  the 
proposed  pure  wine  legislation  at  Washington : 

"There  will  soon  be  agitated  once  more  various  proposi- 
tions for  securing  national  laws  to  prevent  the  adulteration 
of  wine  and  the  sale  of  spurious  compounds.  This  is  a 
difficult  subject  for  Congress  to  deal  with.  The  Constitu- 
tion reserves  to  each  State  the  regulation  of  commerce 
Avithin  its  borders.  It  grants  to  Congress  the  power  to 
regulate  commerce  between  the  States  and  with  foreign 
countries  and  within  the  Territories. 

An  interstate  pure  food  law  has  been  attempted,  and  will 
no  doubt  be  re-introduced  in  some  form. 

In  1886  the  California  State  Viticultural  Commission 
invited  Avine  makers  from  all  parts  of  the  Union  where 
vines  ai"e  grown  to  meet  in  Washington  to  adopt  measuren 
to  protect  their  industry.  A  National  Viticultural  Associa- 
tion was  formed  and  a  pure  wine  bill  Avas  devised,  with  the 
aid  of  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue.  The  object 
was  to  accomplish  indirectly  what  the  Constitution  forbids 
by  levying  a  small  tax  upon  all  products  sold  as  wine 
which  do  not  conform  to  a  certain  standard  of  purity.  It 
provided  for  affixing  stamps  and  nmrks  which  would  make 
known  to  consumers  the  true  nature  of  such  products. 
This,  it  was  believed,  would  prevent  them  from  being  sold. 
Some  of  the  old  school  democrats  objected  because  such  a 
measure  would  violate  their  cherished  principle — "Tax- 
ation for  revenue  only." 

The  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  after  carefully 
revising  the  bill  so  as  to  make  it  operative  in  case  it  were 
passed,  reported  it  back  to  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee 
with  a  statement  that,  as  amended,  it  would  be  operative 
and  would  accomplish  what  the  wine  makers  Avanted^that 
it  Avould  completely  suppress  the  production  of  artificial 
and  adulterated  Avines,  and  that  it  Avould  therefore  produce 
no  revenue.  As  it  Avas  dearly'  n^t  a  reA'enue  bill  lie  advised 
against  its  passage.  The  bill  Avas  "hung  up"  in  the  com- 
mittee. 

It  has  been  proposed  to  introduce  a  new  bill  on  the  same 
lines.  The  same  objections  will  be  encountered.  If,  hoAV- 
ever,  it  should  pass,  other  objections  may  be  made.  If  the 
bill  produces  no  revenue,  no  officers  Avill  be  appointed  t( 
enforce  its  provisions  and  it  may  become  a  dead  letter.    If, 


lioAveA'er,  some  styles  of  products  may  succeed  in  finding  a 
market,  notwithstanding  the  revenue  stamps,  then  it  may 
be  the  interest  of  the  revenue  officers  to  foster  the  products 
Avhich  produce  revenue. 

In  my  opinion  it  is  a  AAaste  of  energy  to  attempt  to 
protect  pure  wines  by  means  of  a  tax.  The  oleomargarine 
laAV  succeeds  because  the  product  taxed  is  a  legitimate  food 
and  survives  the  stamps.  The  only  course  to  pursue  is  to 
secure  an  interstate  pure  Avine  law  backed  up  by  State 
legislation,  and  at  the  same  time,  if  possible,  a  constitu- 
tional amendment  permitting  Congress  to  regulate  com- 
merce in  food  products  Avithin  the  States.  This  is  a  subject 
that  should  be  agitated  by  physicians  and  be  kept  largely 
under  their  control.  There  is  danger  of  establishing  a  bad 
precedent,  if  the  subject  is  controlled  by  a  single  industry, 
because  injustice  may  sometimes  be  done  by  one  set  of 
producers  to  others  who  are  competitors  and  guilty  of  no 
Avrong  doing." 


Trade   Mark  Protected   in   California. 


THE  Italian  SavIss  Colony,  a  corporation,  recently  com- 
menced suit  against  Hugo  Goldsmith,  doing  business 
in  Los  Angeles  for  infringing  on  the  trade  mark  of  the 
colony,  namely,  keeping  and  offering  for  sale  (under  the 
name  of  Tipo  Chianti)  Avine  contained  in  similar  flasks  to 
those  used  by  the  colony  under  its  trade  mark. 

The  case  Avas  brought  before  the  Hon.  Charles  Monroe, 
Judge  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Los  Angeles  County,  and 
after  due  hearing  the  Judge  gave  judgment  in  favor  of  the 
colony  in  the  folloAving  words: 

"It  is  ordered,  adjudged  and  decreed,  that  tlie  defendant 
be,  and  he  is  hereby,  perpetually  enjoined  from  keeping, 
offering  for  sale  or  selling  any  Avine  under  the  name  of 
'Tipo  Chianti'  contained  in  bottles  encased  in  straw  cas- 
ings similar  to  the  bottles  and  casings  used  by  the  plain- 
tiff." 

It  Avill  thus  be  seen  that  the  nefarious  practice  of  some 
dealers  in  imitating  trade  marks  in  the  State  of  California 
will  not  be  tolerated.  The  public  is,  alas,  too  often  deceived 
by  paying  high  prices  for  articles  of  real  inerit  Avhich  have 
attained  a  world-Avide  reputation  and  receiving  in  lieu 
thereof  poor  imitations  Avhich  are  not  only  a  fraud  on  the 
public  but  frequently  deleterious  to  the  health.  It  was 
high  time  that  such  practices  be  stopped  not  only  in  this 
State,  but  throughout  the  whole  country.

Encouraging  the   Domestic  Wine  Itidustry. 


AS  the  result  of  a  conference  between  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Chemistry  and  Professor  Gayon  and  other 
members  of  the  French  committee  of  ()enolo<>y  and  export- 
ers of  Avines,  held  at  Bordeaux,  August  20,  1905,  the  fol- 
lowing modifications  of  F.  I.  D.  13,  issued  March  1,  1905, 
are  made : 

It  was  learned  from  the  French  expert.  Professor  Gayon, 
who  is  the  principal  advisor  of  the  committee  of  oenology, 
that  steps  have  already  been  taken  to  prevent  the  excessive 
use  of  sulphur  which,  it  is  admitted,  in  years  past  has  been 
practiced  at  times  in  the  preparation  of  French  Avhite 
wines.  The  quantities  of  sulphur  which  are  now  permit- 
ted to  be  burned  are  prescribed  for  each  kind  of  wine  in 
order  to  avoid  excessive  use.  It  is  believed  that  by  these 
new  regulations  the  wines  which  are  prepared  subse- 
quently to  the  issue  of  the  regulations  of  March  1,  referred 
to  above,  namely,  the  wines  of  the  vintage  of  1905  and  of 
subsequent  vintages,  will  not  contain  a  quantity  of  sul- 
phurous acid  in  excess  of  the  amounts  specified  in  the  regu- 
lations of  F.  I.  D.  13.  Wines  prepared  previous  to  these 
regulations,  however,  may  still  contain,  even  in  the  ab- 
sence of  notable  quantities  of  sugar,  more  sulphurous  acid 
than  would  be  permissible  under  the  existing  provisional 
standards. 

With  the  desire  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  French  makers 
and  exporters  who  are  endeavoring  now  to  diminish  the 
quantity  of  sulphurous  acid  in  white  Avines  hereafter  made, 
it  is  deemed  advisable  to  modify  the  provisional  regula- 
tions slightly  to  avoid  as  much  as  possible  any  retroactive 
intent.  It  is  therefore  prescribed,  provisionally,  in  modifi- 
cation of  F.  I.  D.  13,  that  wines  imported  into  the  United 
States  from  France  or  other  countries,  containing  not  to 
exceed  350  milligrams  of  sulphurous  acid,  may  be  admit- 
ted without  respect  to  the  quantity  of  sugar  contained 
therein.  There  will  also  be  permitted  a  tolerance  of  twenty 
milligrams  per  liter  to  cover  the  difference  in  different 
samples  and  the  variations  incident  to  duplicate  analyses. 
This  modification  of  F.  I.  D.  13  will  not  apply  to  the  wines 
of  the  vintage  of  1905  nor  to  succeeding  vintages.  To  wines 
of  these  vintages  the  provisional  standards  provided  in  F. 
I.  D.  13  will  still  apply  until  further  orders.

To  Fight  the  One  and  a  Half  Mile  Law. 


THE  retail  liquor  dealers  of  Yountville,  Napa  County, 
propose  to  test  the  new  law  which  prohibits  the  sale 
of  liquor  Avithin  one  and  a  half  miles  of  a  State  institution, 
the  statute  in  this  case  applying  to  the  Soldiers'  Home. 
Eight  of  the  saloon  men  have  been  arrested  and  released 
on  bonds,  and  will  combine  to  learn  if  the  law  is  valid. 
Theodore  Whitton,  (me  of  the  arrested  men,  has  caused  the 
arrest  of  the  druggist  there,  under  the  same  charge,  and  it 
is  said  the  wine-makers  within  the  prescribed  district  Avill 
be  prosecuted,  notwithstanding  they  are  specially  protected 
under  the  State  Constitution.  This  is  probably  where  the 
law  is  fatally  weak. 


OUR  domestic  wine  growers  in  the  wine  belt  in  Steuben 
and  Chautauqua  Counties  of  this  State  have  for 
years  been  agitating  the  question  of  a  special  license  for 
the  sale  of  light  domestic  wines.  Year  after  year  the  rep- 
resentatives of  these  wine  growers  have  appeared  before 
the  Legislature  in  Albany,  asking  relief  for  their  industry 
by  the  enactment  of  a  statute  giving  them  the  privilege  of 
selling  their  domestic  wines  under  a  nominal  license.  The 
State  Excise  Department  has,  heretofore,  for  reasons  that 
would  seem  to  be  irrefutable,  refused  to  accede  to  these  de- 
mands. Quite  lately,  hoAvever,  the  Legislature  of  Arkan- 
sas has  passed  a  statute  alloAving  native  wines  to  be  sold 
in  that  State,  despite  the  prohibition  laAvs.  This  action 
of  the  Arkansas  Legislature  is  to  be  commended,  for  every 
encouragement  should  be  given  to  the  production  and  con- 
sumption of  pure  American  wines. — Netv  York  Wine  and 
Spirit  Gazette.

World's   Hop  Crop. 

A  TIMELY  report  on  tlie  world's  hop  crop  has  been  fur- 
nished by  Consul  Baldwin  of  Nuremburg.  It  shows 
a  gain  of  600,000  American  hundredweight  over  last  year, 
and  suggests  cheaper  prices  for  the  <*oming  season.  The 
report  follows : 

The  Bavarian  hop  crop  promises  to  be  rich,  both  in 
quantity  and  (juality,  especially  in  the  Spalt  and  Hallertau 
districts,  where  the  yield  this  year  gives  beautiful  hops,  of 
full  size  and  rich  quality. 

Bohemia  will  also  have  an  abundant  crop.  The  Saaz 
district  is  estimated  to  yield  this  year  210,000  American 
hundredweight,  against  110,000  last  year.  The  Auscha 
district  77,000  hundredweight,  against  47,000  last  year.

New  York,  October  19,  1905. 

EDITOR  Wine  and  Spirit  Review : — The  usual  revival  in- 
cidental to  the  opening  of  the  fall  season  has  been 
inaugurated  in  all  branches  of  business,  and  the  wine  and 
spirit  trade  has  received  some  impetus  during  the  month  of 
October.  The  local  wholesalers  are  busy  filling  orders 
from  their  traveling  salesman  and  business  is  reported  as 
fairly  satisfactory. 

California  wines,  particularly  the  dry  wines,  are  strong, 
although  the  demand  is  but  limited.  In  view  of  the  re- 
stricted crop,  as  reported  from  California,  for  this  season, 
making  the  production  necessarily  small,  prices  on  ma- 
tured goods  are  tightening  and  a  material  advance  is  ex- 
pected by  January  1st.  Sweet  wines,  while  weak,  have 
improved  and  the  outlook  for  them  is  more  promising. 

Brandies  are  firm  and  here,  too,  an  advance  of  prices  is 
imminent  on  account  of  the  limited  quantities  which  will 
be  made  this  season. 

The  Eastern  rye  market  continues  in  the  anomalous 
condition  of  showing  great  strongth  without  any  marked 
improvement  in  prices  or  sales  of  any  magnitude  being  re- 
ported. With  prices  on  aged  inspections  at  a  practical 
standstill  for  sometime  past,  there  has  been  no  tendency 
to  undersell  the  market,  or  otherwise  force  sales.  Every- 
body seems  content  to  jog  along  and  await  the  turn,  which 
must  eventually  come.  There  is  assuredly  a  plentitude  of 
money  in  the  trade,  as  no  lots  of  any  importance  are  of- 
fered, as  would  be  expected  under  the  stress  of  an  eight 
per  cent  money  market.  High  money  rates  usually  pre- 
dicate realization,  but  it  has  not  manifestly  so  affected  the 
whisky  trade. 

The  greater  strength  of  the  market  is  shown  in  the 
avidity  with  which  contracts  have  been  placed  for  goods 
to  be  made  in  the  season  of  fall,  1905,  and  spring,  1906.  All 
the  leading  distillers  reported  the  major  portion  of  their 
crops  sold  within  the  first  two  weeks  after  contract  price 
was  announced.  At  no  time  have  the  mail  orders  for  con- 
tract goods  paralleled  those  reported  this  year.  From 
present  indications,  all  the  Eastern  rye  distillers — of  any 
importance — will  have  sold  their  entire  output  before  De- 
cember 1, 1905. 


The  spirit  market  has  been  more  or  less  inactive  for  tlie 
past  feAV  weeks.  The  demand  has  been  limited,  but  the 
price  is  firm,  with  promise  of  an  advance  Avithin  the  next 
fortnight.  Hostilities  between  the  spirit  factions  being 
suspended  for  the  time  being,  prices  are  accordingly 
stronger  and  all  the  spirit  distillers  are  making  money. 


The  Wine  and  Spirits  Show  has  opened  with  a  great 
blaze  of  glory.  The  promoters  of  this  unique  exhibition 
are  to  be  congratulated  upon  their  success.  The  program 
of  events  for  every  day  of  the  "Show"  is  most  interesting 
and  bids  fair  to  make  the  undertaking  an  unqualified  suc- 
cess. From  the  writer's  point  of  view,  the  two  most  in- 
teresting exhibits  are  those  of  the  famous  Cresta  Blanca 
wines  and  the  Brotherhood  Wine  Co.  It  would  certainly 
have  been  more  gratifying  to  have  seen  California  more 


thoroughly  represented,  but  there  was  a  keen  sense  of 
satisfaction  in  the  fact  that  it  was  represented  by  such 
sterling  products  as  those  of  Cresta  Blanca. 

About  7500  liquor  dealers  attended  the  opening  night, 
and  there  was  an  air  of  joyousness  about  Madison  Square 
Garden  from  8  to  11. 

"Green  River,"  the  whisky  without  a  headache,  was  dis- 
pensed in  small  doses  to  the  passing  throng  by  a  young 
woman  draped  in  green. 

"Red  Top  Rye"  will  not  soon  be  forgotten  by  those  who 
carried  away  with  them  the  souvenir  red  tops  handed  out 
at  this  booth. 

"Dewar's  Scotch"  and  "Rosbach  Mineral  Water"  oc- 
cupied the  center  of  the  hall  and  the  booth  was  filled  with 
a  steady  throng  eager  to  register  their  names,  sit  in  the 
seat  that  the  "Immortal  Bobbie"  occupied  in  his  cottage 
at  Ayr  and  touch  the  table  from  a  saloon  in  that  same 
town,  where  the  selfsame  Bobbie  sat  for  many  hours  when 
communing  with  other  "spirits"  than  those  of  poesy.

Kentucky  distillers  and  holders  of  Kentucky  whiskies 
are  considerably  perturbed  over  the  recent  advances  in 
insurance  rates  on  all  whiskies  in  bond  in  that  State.  On 
October  1st  the  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  Board  of  Fire 
Insurance  Underwriters  announced  this  advance  of  .33  1-3 
per  cent  on  all  rates  then  in  force.

Plan  of  the    French   Wine  Trust. 


CONSUL  BARDEL  of  Bamberg,  Germany,  reports 
that  a  wine  trust  of  the  wine  growers  of  Southern 
France  is  to  be  formed,  to  comprise  the  six  important 
wine-growing  districts  of  Herault,  Aude,  Gard,  Pyrenees- 
Orientales,  Bouche-du-Rhone,  and  Var. 

The  growers  participating  in  this  trust  are  to  sign  a 
contract  binding  for  fifty  years.  Each  one  has  to  state 
the  extent  of  his  vineyards,  which  is  not  to  be  increasetl 
without  the  consent  of  the  trust.  The  members  bind  them- 
selves to  state  the  volume  of  their  production  and  to  give 
the  exact  figures  of  how  many  hectoliters  were  pressed  in 
their  establishments,  as  also  how  much  alcohol  their  wine 
contained.  Each  grower  obligates  himself,  under  penalty, 
not  to  blend  wines  nor  to  sell  grapes  or  cider.  He  will  be 
allowed  to  set  aside  a  certain  amount  for  home  use,  but  has 
to  state  the  exact  quantity  set  aside. 

The  trust  will  buy  up  the  whole  harvest  previous  to  Au- 
gust 15  each  year.  The  price  to  be  paid  will  be  1  franc 
(19.3  cents)  for  each  degree  of  alcohol,  to  be  paid  for  in 
quarterly  rates  due  in  December,  February,  April  and 
June.  This  price  may  be  advanced  by  participation  in  the 
annual  profits  of  the  association,  for  every  member  is  to 
get  pro  rata  45  per  cent,  of  the  net  profit,  besides  10  per 
cent,  for  division  among  his  laborers.  The  net  profit  is  to 
be  fixed  after  a  deduction  of  5  per  cent,  for  interest  on  the 
capital  invested,  as  also  of  the  sums  necessary  for  reserve 
and  sinking  fund.  The  spoiled  wines  and  those  not  con- 
taining more  than  8°  of  alcohol  will  be  distilled  by  the 
company.  The  owners  of  such  wines  receive  the  sales  price 
of  the  alcohol  thus  gained  after  deducting  costs.  If  over- 
production is  proved,  the  company  is  to  have  the  right  to 
distill  a  part  of  the  total  output. 

The  capital  for  this  trust  is  to  be  300,000,000  francs 
(157,900,000),  provided  the  wine-growers  participating 
guarantee  the  production  of  20,000,000  hectoliters  (5,283,- 
400  gallons)  per  annum.  One-half  of  this  money  is  to  be 
expended  for  building  cellars  capable  of  holding  7,925,100 
gallons  of  wine.  All  wines  are  to  be  sold  in  sealed  bottles. 
This  plan  has  created  much  enthusiasm  among  the  growers 
in  all  the  districts.  They  are,  however,  somewhat  afraid  of 
the  competition  on  the  part  of  the  growers  outside  of  the 
six  districts  named.  They  intend,  therefore,  in  the  course 
of  time,  to  induce  these  outsiders  to  join  the  trust.

A  Viticultural   Course  at    Berkeley. 


THE  University  of  California  announces  the  annual 
short  course  iu  agriculture,  the  term  beginning  with 
October  18,  1905,  and  ending  l\'bruary  14,  190(5.  The 
course  in  viticulture  covers  the  period  from  January  16th 
to  February  14th  of  next  year.  The  lectures  include 
grape-growing — ten  lectures — by  Assistant  Professor  Bio- 
letti;  there  will  be  ten  lectures  on  wine-making  by  Pro- 
fessor E.  H.  Twight ;  laboratory  Avork  on  fermentation  and 
microby;  Assistant  Professor  Colby  will  deliver  the  lec- 
tures on  wine  analysis  for  the  use  of  cellar  men  and  wine- 
makers. 

These  courses  are  valuable  to  those  looking  for  informa- 
tion of  this  class. 


Song  to  the  Vine. 


THERE  is  an  old  French  song,  written  in  the  seven- 
teenth centurj,  which,  though  ostensibly  in  prais:  of 
-.vater,  is  really  a  eulogy  on  wine,  for  it  points  out  that 
without  water  we  would  have  no  vineyards,  without  vine- 
yards no  grapes,  and  without  grapes,  no  wine.  Hen^  are 
the  first  and  last  stanzas  of  the  bibulous  ballad : 

Rain  blest  doth  nourish 

Earth's  pride,  the  budding  vine; 

Grapes  best  will  nourish 

On  which  the  dewdrops  shine. 

Then  why  should  water  meet  with  scorn, 

Or  why  its  claims  to  praise  resign? 

When  from  that  bounteous  source  is  born 

The  vine!  the  vine!  the  vine! 

But  pure  water  singing 

Dries  full  soon  the  poet's  tongue ; 

So  croAvn  all  by  bringing 

A  draught  drawn  from  the  bung 

Of  yonder  cask,  that  wine  contains 

Of  Loii'e's  good  vintage  or  the  Rhine, 

Queen  of  whose  verdant  margin  reigns 

The  vine!  the  vine!  the  vine! 


United  States  Department  of  Agriculture^ 
Bureau  of  Chemistry^ 

H.  W.  Wiley,  Chief  of  Bureau. 
Food  Inspection  Decisions  27-30. 
(F.  I.  D.  27.) 
Admission  of  Saj-dines  Boiled  in  Peanut  Oil  and  Packed 
in  Olive  Oil. 

As  a  result  of  the  conference  held  between  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Chemistry  and  the  manufacturers  and  pack- 
ers of  sardines  in  Nantes,  Bordeaux,  and  Paris,  it  appears 
that  it  is  a  practice  somewhat  common  among  the  packers^ 
of  sardines  to  boil  the  fish  in  peanut  oil  previous  to  pack 
ing.  It  is  claimed  by  some  manufacturers  that  this  process 
improves  the  quality  of  the  fish  and  also  the  color,  and  is  a 
distinct  advantage  in  the  preparation  of  the  fish  in  pack- 
ing. Subsequent  to  the  boiling  in  peanut  oil  the  fish  are  so 
placed  as  to  secure  a  perfect  drainage  so  that  all  oil  which 
naturally  would  exude  from  the  fish  is  separated  therefrom. 
In  this  condition  they  are  afterwards  packed  in  pure  olive 
oil.  A  small  quantity  of  peanut  oil  remaining  in  the  fish 
diffuses  in  this  way  with  the  olive  oil  to  such  an  extent  that 
the  oil  gives  a  distinct  reaction  for  peanut  oil. 

Pending  further  investigations  of  this  process  and  its 
necessity,  inspectors  at  the  different  laboratories  are  per 
mitted  to  admit  sardines  labeled  "Packed  in  Olive  Oil"  •) 
which  a  small  quantity  of  peanut  oil  is  found,  provided  th 
invoice  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate,  approved  by  x.h 
consul,  to  the  effect  that  the  oil  used  in  packing  the  sar- 
dines Avas  pure  olive  oil,  and  that  previous  to  the  packing 
the  sardines  had  been  treated  in  hot  peanut  oil  as  described 
above.  The  regulations,  F.  I.  I).  5  c  and  F.  I.  1).  11,  are 
therefore  accordingly  modified,  permitting  the  importation 
of  sardines  labeled  "Packed  in  Olive  Oil"  Avhen  the  quan- 
tity of  peanut  oil  therein  is  found  not  to  exceed  5  per  cent, 
as  nearly  as  can  be  determined  with  a  reasonable  toh'ration 
for  difficulties  of  analysis,  and  variation  in  dui»licates 

This  amendment  is  of  a  provisional  nature  and  will  be 
in  force  until  further  investigations  can  be  nmde  and  until 
further  ordered.

The  Value  of  the  Trade  Paper. 


(By  the  Editor  of  Advertising  World,  London.) 

THE  present  moment,  Avlien  manufacturers  are  com- 
pleting their  plans  for  the  coming  winter,  is  an  oppor- 
tune one  to  discuss  the  value  of  the  trade  paper  as  an  ad- 
vertising medium. 

Of  late  years  considerable  debate  has  ranged  round  the 
merits  of  the  journals  devoted  to  the  various  departments 
of  commerce.  Certain  people  have  gone  so  far  as  to  deny 
that  the  trade  paper  could  be  profitably  used  by  the  ad- 
vertising manufacturer,  on  the  ground  that  his  advertise- 
ments to  the  public  were  quite  sufficient,  and  that  the 
retailer  would  only  stock  his  goods  if  these  advertisements 
created  a  demand.  This  argument  is  all  very  well  in  its 
Avay,  but  it  is  not  sufficiently  comprehensive  to  exhaust 
the  facts  of  the  matter.  It  is  put  forward  by  people  who 
are  palpably  taking  a  most  narrow  and  short-sighted  view 
of  the  matter. 

The  trade  paper,  the  successful  one — and  that  is  the 
only  kind  Ave  are  concerned  about — is  a  necessity  to  the 
retailer.  It  is  his  guide  and  philosopher,  and  its  utterances 
are  treated  by  him  with  the  greatest  respect.  To  state  a 
truism,  its  advertisements  are  as  interesting  to  him  as  is 
the  editorial  portion.  Even  granted  that  an  advertiser  has 
his  goods  thoroughly  distributed  and  has  a  large  staff  of 
travelers,  is  it  not  plain  that  this  close  union  between  the 
papers  and  its  readers  can  be  profitably  utilized?  There 
are  a  dozen  and  one  ways  in  which  this  can  be  done.  For 
example,  let  the  advertisements  be  educational,  let  them 
put  the  selling  points  of  the  goods  before  the  retailer.  Use 
the  space  to  impress  upon  the  trade  the  way  in  which  the 
sale  is  being  pushed  and  money  spent  on  advertising. 
Make  the  retailer  feel  that  he  knows  the  house — you  there- 
by establish  a  feeling  from  which  your  travelers  are  going 
to  derive  great  benefit.  An  hour's  consideration  will  shoAV 
hoAv  many  ways  there  are  in  which  the  trade  paper  can 
be  made  to  act  as  a  valuable  agent. 

To  the  manufacturer  putting  a  new  line  on  the  market 
or  opening  up  an  entirelj^  new  business,  the  value  of  the 
trade  paper  is,  or  should  be,  apparent  without  demon- 
stration; but  perhaps  the  most  unanswerable  argument 
in  favor  of  the  trade  paper  is  the  way  in  which  these  jour- 
nals have  steadily  increased  in  prosperity.  Further,  in- 
vestigation shows  that  in  each  trade  the  most  progressive 
and  most  prosperous  houses  are,  and  have  been,  consistent 
advertisers  in  the  papers  devoted  to  their  particular 
trades. 

Of  course,  trade  papers  advertising  shares  with  all  other 
kinds  of  advertising  the  faculty  of  being  made  unprofitable 
if  the  advertiser,  through  carelessness  or  ignorance,  tries 
so  to  do.  There  are  far  too  many  stereotyped  and  utterly 
unimpressive  announcements  in  trade  papers,  and  it  is 
these  firms  who  came  to  the  conclusion  that  their  money 
has  been  spent  in  the  Avrong  channel.  Their  money  has  cer- 
tainly been  Avasted,  but  it  is  due  to  their  OAvn  remissness, 
and  not  necessarily  to  the  paper. — Trade  Press  List.

My  Dear  :Mr.  AVetmore  :  Allow  me  to  thank  you  for  the 
copy  t)f  "National  Tse  of  Wines  in  Health  and  Disease," 
which  you  so  kindly  sent  me.  I  have  read  it  with  great 
interest  and  it  is  a  very  nsefid  addition  to  the  literature  of 
the  wine  propaganda.  1  was  particularly  struck  by  what 
you  say  regarding  the  effects  of  wine  in  warding  off  disease 
in  certain  districts.  I  had  a  most  striking  illustration  of 
this  during  a  six  months'  residence  at  Mna.  Xiuix  Avas  at 
that  time  notorious  for  the  prevalence  of  malaria,  and  in 
that  particular  season  there  were  more  and  severer  cases 
of  malaria  than  the  oldest  inhabitants  could  remember  of 
having  occurred  before.    The  effect  of  A\iue  in  Avarding  off 


malaria,  or  the  etfect  of  other  alcoliolic  stimulants  in  in- 
ducing malaria  was  very  i)lain.  On  the  ranch,  which  em- 
ployed between  300  and  -tOO  men,  the  workingmen  Avere 
arranged  in  gangs.  There  Avas  a  "white  gang,"  consisting 
of  Irishmen,  CJeiuians  and  negroes,  a  Chinese  gang  and  a 
French  gang.  Nearly  all  of  tlu;  men  in  the  "white  gang" 
had  a  more  or  less  severe  case  of  malaria  during  that  sea- 
son, many  of  them  dying.  The  same  Avas  true  of  the  Chi- 
nese gang,  but  in  the  French  gang,  so  far  as  I  learned,  a 
gang  of  sixty  men,  there  AA'as  only  one  case  of  malaria  dur- 
ing the  Avhole  season.  The  only  cause  for  this  that  sug- 
gested itself  to  me  Avas  the  fact  that  the  Frenchmen  drank 
Avine,  but  seldom  or  never  got  drunk,  Avhilst  the  "AA'hite 
gang"  draidv  beer  and  Avhisky.

Dealers  Avho  sell  Aviues  should  instruct  the  consumer  in 
the  ju'ojjer  temperature  at  Avhich  Avines  should  be  drunk. 
AVhite  wines,  lihine  Avine  and  sherry  should  be  serA'ed  mod- 
erately cool.  Champagne  slumld  not  be  alloAved  to  li« 
long  in  the  ice-box,  but  instead  should  be  chilled  quickly 
and  served  at  once,  very  cold.  If  alloAved  to  lie  in  the  re- 
frigerator a  day  or  tAvo  its  flavor  suffers.  Burgundy  and 
all  clarets  should  be  serA'ed  at  a  temperature  of  about  70 
degrees,  and  the  same  temperature  will  agree  Avith  port, 
angelica,  Madeira  and  Tokay.

This  is  natural,  because  His  Honor  has 
often  shown  his  fairness  and  broad-mindeduess  in  handling 
matters  affecting  the  traffic  in  this  city  and  has  had  the 
courage  to  state  publicly  his  friendship  for  the  saloon  man 
who  pajs  his  license  and  Avho  conducts  his  business  prop- 
erly. 

The  trade  proceeds  on  the  proposition  that  with  Mayor 
Schmitz  in  the  executive  office,  they  will  be  sure  of  fair 
treatment,  and  this  we  believe  is  of  more  importance  now 
than  ever  before  because  of  the  sudden  advent  of  their  re- 
lentless enemy — the  Anti-Saloon  League  into  this  territory. 
A  further  reason  for  supporting  Schmitz  is  that  they  have 
no  knowledge  of  the  attitude  of  ]Mr.  Partridge,  the  Fusion 
candidate,  Avith  respect  to  the  licpior  traffic.    So  far  as  we 


know  he  lias  not  declared  himself  in  any  of  his  public 
speeches  except  to  say  that  every  man  who  i);iys  his  license 
to  do  business  in  San  Francisco  will  be  given  every  right 
that  is  coming  to  him  under  the  charter.  This  would  ap- 
pear to  cover  the  ground,  but  it  is  not  satisfactory  to  tlie 
liquor  dealers. 

Mr.  Patridge's  friends  stoutly  maintain  that  he  is  not 
only  not  antagonistic  to  the  traffic,  but  that  he  does  not 
believe  in  making  the  town  "tight",  but  that  on  the  con- 
trary there  should  be  much  liberality  in  dealing  Avith  it, 
especially  in  this  great  cosmopolitan  seaport  city.  How- 
CA'er,  Mr.  Schmitz  is  sure  of  at  least  75  per  cent  of  the  votes 
controlled  by  the  trade,  both  Avholesale  and  retail,  and  it 
behooves  those  Avho  take  the  foregoing  vicAvs  of  the  situa- 
tion to  get  out  and  hustle,  both  for  Schmitz  as  Avell  as  for 
A"otes  to  stop  the  high  license  movement. 

One  of  the  characteristic  places  in  the  market  section  of 
the  city,  Avhere  people  go  to  Avork  at  4  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing, is  the  Market  Cafe  at  530  Merchant  street.  Gouail- 
hardou  &  Rondel,  proprietors,  make  a  specialty  of  not  only 
carrying  the  best  of  Avhiskies,  but  they  pride  tlieinselves 
upon  the  exceptionally  high  quality  of  their  sherries.  The 
handling  of  goods  of  this  class  is  a  ])articular  fad  Avith 
^line  Host  Ivondel,  Avho  believes  that  the  best  sherries  are 
none  too  good  for  his  customers.  To  those  Avho  appreciate 
fine  goods  of  this  kind,  some  of  these  sherries  are  a  rcA'ela- 
tion.  Another  feature  is  Avhat  they  call  "Coffee  Iloyal," 
Avhich  is  Avell  named  "a  mighty  bracer."'  Any  one  who 
has  been  "shot  to  pieces''  and  needs  immediate  relief,  need 
go  no  further  than  Doctor  Eondel,  at  the  ^Faiket  Cafe.

Must  Fight  High   License. 


THE  trade  of  San  Fraucisco  is  face  to  face  witli  the 
question  of  hij>h  license.  As  we  have  heretofore  stated 
in  the  Review,  the  Anti-Saloon  Leajrne  lost  no  time  aftcv 
their  defeat  in  getting  ready  for  another  attack  on  (he 
trade.  This  time  they  have  the  required  number  of  bona- 
fide  signatures,  and  the  proposition  of  high  license  will 
now  be  submitted  to  the  voters  at  the  coming  election.  It 
does  not  follow  that  each  person  who  signed  the  petition  to 
the  Election  Commission,  asking  for  the  submission  of  the 
question,  will  vote  in  favor  of  high  license,  but  it  is  safe 
to  say  that  a  very  high  percentage  of  them  will.  It  must 
be  remembered,  furthermore,  that  the  parties  seeking  sig- 
natures to  the  petition  did  not  get  it  before  all  who  are  in 
favor  of  high  license  in  San  Francisco.  The  latter  fact 
should  be  borne  in  mind  by  the  liquor  interests  when  they 
get  in  battle  array  to  fight  for  their  own  rights.  In  other 
words,  the  contest  is  evidently  to  be  a  close  one,  and  every 
wholesaler  and  retailer  who  favors  the  present  license  fee 
should  be  up  and  doing,  using  all  his  influence  to  the  last 
minute,  before  the  polls  close,  to  .secure  votes  against  the 
I>roposition. 

Another  thing  that  should  be  remembered  is  that  San 
Francisco  is  the  last  of  the  large  cities  to  be  chosen  by  the 
Anti-Saloon  League  as  a  particular  ground  for  supremacy. 
In  the  event  that  they  win  in  this  contest,  they  will  be  here 
to  stay,  and  liquor  dealers  need  not  console  themselves 
Avith  the  fact  that  their  troubles  will  end  even  with  the 
adoption  of  this  proposed  high  license.  On  the  contrary, 
they  will  only  have  begun.  These  people  are  not  only  tire- 
less, but  unscrupulous,  and  will  be  on  the  trail  of  the  liquor 
dealer,  as  merciless  as  an  Apache  Indian  The  conse- 
quences to  be  expected  later,  will  be  early  closing,  Sunday 
closing,  still  higher  license,  and  any  other  old  scheme^to 
harass  the  trade. 

So  it  behooves  all  opposed  to  the  high  license  ordinance 
to  take  off  their  coats  and  go  out  and  fight  it.  So  far  as  any 
class  of  the  trade  being  benefited  through  the  medium  of 


this  |500-a-year  license  tax,  by  the  elimination  of  small 
concerns,  there  is  nothing  in  it.  A  few  of  the  starvlings 
will  go  out  of  business,  but  the  percentage  Avill  be  verv 
small,  and  the  added  tax  will  be  simply  an  extra  burden 
placed  on  the  shoulders  of  the  saloon  men.  Get  your  friends 
to  vote  "NO"  on  the  proposition. 

We  I'eproduce  herewith  the  full   text  of  the  proposed 
ordinance : 

ORDINANCE 

Imposing    a    License    on    Retail    Liquor   Dealers   of  One    Hundred    and 

Twenty-Five    Dollars    ($125)    per    Quarter. 

For  the   Ordinance.    Against  the   Ordinance. 

An  appeal  is  now  being  circulated  by  Charles  A.  Murdock,  presi- 
dent of  the  High  License  Association,  embodying  arguments  in  favor 
of  the  proposition. 

He  says  in  part:  "The  present  annual  retail  liquor  license  in  San 
Francisco  is  $84.  Of  the  fourteen  other  largest  cities  in  the  United 
States  the  next  lowest  is  Milwaukee — $200.  The  highest  is  Boston — 
$2000.  The  average  is  $705.  Our  license,  therefore,  is  less  than  one- 
eighth  of  the  amount  that  general  experience  has  shown  to  be  just  and 
collectable. 

Under  this  ridiculous  license  saloons  flourish  in  a  way  unknown 
elsewhere.  On  the  basis  of  the  census  of  1900,  for  every  10,000  in- 
habitants we  support  92  saloons.  New  Orleans  is  the  dryest,  having 
only  8.  The  average  outside  of  San  Francisco  is  31,  so  that  we  can 
boast  of  almost  three  times  the  number  that  elsewhere,  on  the  average, 
has  been  found  necessary  or  desirable. 

"There  is  an  acknowledged  relation  between  the  output  of  the 
saloons  and  the  intake  of  the  police  courts.  About  90  per  cent  of  the 
cost  of  the  Police  Department  is  attributable  to  too  much  liquor. 
Other  communities  see  to  it  that  the  interest  that  causes  the  expense 
pays  a  fair  proportion  of  its  cost.  San  Francisco  collects  from  retail 
liquor  licenses  29  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  the  Police  Department.  Buf- 
falo, with  its  $750  license,  collects  176  per  cent.  The  average  cf  the 
fourteen  cities  is  80  per  cent.  So  that  San  Francisco  gets  back  a  little 
more  than  a  third  as  much,  proportionately,  as  the  great  Eastern 
cities. 

"That  this  remarkable  record  may  not  be  attributed  to  our  peculiar 
Pacific  Coast  conditions,  we  have  only  to  study  our  sister  cities  on 
the  coast.  Portland,  with  a  $500  license,  collects  168  per  cent  of  the 
cost  of  her  Police  Department.  The  average  of  the  five  principal  coast 
cities  is  145  per  cent.  So  that  San  Francisco  collects  just  or.e-fll'th  as 
much,  proportionately,  as  her  neighbors.

Would  Uplift  the  Traffic. 


Ul'  ill  Wassliiuytoii,  .wliere  it  rains  so  often  and  long  tlia<^ 
the  residents  thereof  are  faoetionsly  dnbbed  as 
"lin-baeks,"  tliey  liave  ideas  regarding  the  proper  conduct 
of  tlie  licjuor  traffic — ideas  tliat  would  fit  avcII  in  any  State 
where  the  regulation  is  lax. 

At  the  annual  convention  held  on  the  17th  and  18th  inst., 
at  Everett,  in  that  State,  the  Liquor  Dealers'  Association 
took  a  positive  and  intelligent  stand  upon  certain  nuitters 
of  grave  import  to  the  retail  licjuor  trade,  whether  they  be 
in  business  there  or  on  the  Atlantic  seaboard.  One  of  the 
most  important  actions  taken  was  the  instruction  of  its 
officers,  by  the  ConTention,  to  drop  from  nuqubership  all 
saloon-keepers  convicted  of  selling  liquor  to  minors.  if)n 
the  heelsOf  this,  the  Convention  voted  to  use  its  strongest 
influence  to  i)revent  the  granting  of  licenses,  from  whatever 
source,  to  men  Avho  are  not  reputable  citizens  originally, 
or  to  men  Avho  persist  in  bi'eaking  the  laws  ])ertaining  to 
the  liijiuir  traffic.

I  X  his  annual  rcpoif.  President  (Jill  „f  the  Li(|U()i'  Dealers" 
1  Association  of  the  State  of  \>'ashin<>ton,  makes  some 
comments  concerning  local  oj)tiou  which  are  not  only  in- 
teresting, but  highly  instructive.  In  the  course  of  his  ad- 
dress, in  which  he  tii'uily  advocated  the  elimination  of  the 
pernicious  element  in  the  liqmir  trade,  he  said  that  "such 
men  are  a  menace  (o  the  entire  interests  of  the  comnnmity 
and  measures  should  he  taken  to  eliminate  them  from  the 
business."  (\)ntinning,  he  said  "the  immediate  danger  con- 
fronting the  li(inor  trade  is  local  opticni,  and  it  will  be  nec- 
essary for  us  to  educate  the  ])ublic  to  the  fact  that  the  un- 
derlying principle  cf  local  option  and  ])rohibition  are  one 
and  the  same,  the  only  difterence  bein<^  as  to  the  scale  on 
which  the  i)lan  is  to  be  tried." 

This  statement  is  borne  out  by  the  i-ecent  ex])eriences 
cf  the  trade  in  Oregon,  and  in  California  we  have  the  same 
serious  ])robleni  before  us,  nanud y,  the  gradual  establish- 
ment of  local  option  in  precincts,  townships  and. counties. 
Thus  far  the  trade  has  not  been  sufticientlv  organized  to 


give  the  Anti-Saloon  J^eaguers  the  proper  check.    However, 

the  oi)p()rtunity  offers  in  San  Francisco  at  this  time  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  voters  of  the  city  will  have  (he 
good  sense  not  to  support  these  people  in  their  efforts,  lest 
within  a  short  time  we  will  have  this  grand  and  popular 
city  of  ours  listed  among  the  "tight"  towns  and  be  jjlaced 
en  a  level  with  such  forlorn  ]>laces  as  Los  Angeles  and 
countless  others  in  the  Kast,  where  ]K'rsonal  liberty  is 
practically  taken  from  the  majority  by  the  minority.

Every  precinct  in  the  city  has  beeu  or- 
ganized, a  chairman  has  been  selected  for  every  assembly 
district,  having  full  charge  of  the  affair,  and  on  election 
day  every  saloon  man,  bartender  and  help  will  be  at  tlie 
booths  doing  their  dutv  in  this  great  struggle.

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Cape  Wine  and   Brandy.  "Incalculable  Harm"  of  Teetotalism. 


A  COLONIAL  correspondent  of  the  Brewers'  Gazette 
furnishes  some  interesting  details  as  to  the  products 
of  Cape  wine  and  brandy.    He  writes : 

"The  Government  wine  farm  at  Groot  Constantia,  some 
twelve  miles  from  Cape  Town,  has  been  established  for 
many  years.  It  is,  however,  for  reasons  I  shall  set  forth, 
but  little  knoAvn  to  the  outside  world.  The  wine  and  brandy 
produced  here  are  excellent,  and  are  a  standing  refutation 
— if  such  were  necessary — of  the  statement  that  Cape  win<! 
is  of  inferior  quality.  The  grapes  grown,  which  consist 
principally  of  Hannepoort  and  Muscatel,  though  other  va- 
rieties are  cultivated,  assume  large  dimensions,  and  are 
full  of  body. 

"The  light  Consiantia  and  Cape  hock  wines,  which  are 
the  most  in  demand  in  South  Africa,  are  produced  from 
the  Hannepoort  grape;  the  Pontac  wine,  which  can  be  pur- 
chased in  the  colony  at  8d.  for  the  inferior  and  Is.  for  i  he 
superior,  and  is  largely  in  demand  in  the  winter  months, 
comes  from  the  dark  fruit.  There  are  only  two  qualities 
of  wine  produced  on  the  Government  estate,  viz. :  first  and 
second ;  the  terms  inferior  and  superior  are  the  Govern- 
ment's coining,  though  their  inferior  is  better  than  the 
superior  of  many  private  growers.  The  Avorkers  in  the 
Government  vineyards  are  convicts. 

"The  farm  does  not  confine  itself  to  producing  wine, 
but  also  supplies  brandy  of  several  varieties.  First  in  this 
list  conies  the  'Three  Star,'  lowest  comes  'Cape'  brandy 
( Cape  smoke ) .  The  latter  can  be  bought  for  9d.  a  bottle, 
the  former  costs  3s.  6d.  Midway  between  these  two  quali- 
ties comes  the  'Dop.'  'Dop'  brandy  is  considered  by  many 
as  superior  to  the  'Three  Star,'  though  the  producers  evi- 
dently think  differently — at  any  rate,  it  is  sold  for  just 
half  the  price. 

"No  liquors  are  allowed  to  leave  the  farm  until  they  ore 
properly  matured.  It  is  to  the  unfortunate  omission  of 
this  necessary  essential  on  the  part  of  many  Cape  pro- 
ducers that  the  stigma  on  the  Cape  wines  is  due.  Cape 
brandies  are  altogether  unknown  in  England,  which  is 
remarkable,  for  'Dop'  brandy  is  a  most  wholesome  Iiqu<^»r. 
and  would  surely  receive  favorable  notice  if  it  were  put  on 
the  home  market.  Outside  the  limit  of  the  Government 
estates  come  the  estates  of  the  private  growers.  These 
cover,  with  intervening  spaces,  the  country  between  Groot 
Constantia  and  tlu'  Paarl." 


DR.  J.  MORTIMER  GRANVILLE,  a  noted  English 
authority,  has  this  to  say  of  total  abstinence :  "I  am 
perfectly  well  aware  that  in  professing  a  strong  belief  that 
abstinence  from  the  use  of  wine  and  beer  is  a  worse  evil 
than  the  occasional  abuse  of  these  intoxicants — I  use  this 
form  of  expression  advisedly — I  am  placing  myself  in  an- 
tagonism to  the  majority  of  medical  writers  on  this  topic ; 
but  I  am  so  thoroughly  convinced  of  the  accuracy  of  my 
view  after  forty  years'  study  and  observation  of  the  sub- 
ject in  its  professional  and  social  aspects,  that  I  should  be 
lacking  in  moral  courage  if  I  hesitated  to  express  myself 
decidedly.  I  sincerely  believe  that  incalculable  harm  has 
been  done  to  the  average  human  organism,  with  its  func 
tions  which  we  are  wont  to  classify  as  mental  and  phys- 
ical, by  the  spread  of  teetotal  views  and  practices."

LUS  ANCJELES,  Oct.  2-'.— Tweuty-flvc  proiniucnt  iiicii 
of  Los  Aiij!;vk's,  advocates  of  tlie  Gotlicnburfj  system 
of  saloon  i'('j;nlatit)ii,  have  joined  together  for  the  purpose 
of  iucorporatinj^  a  coniijanv  whidi  shall  otter  to  take  in 
charge  the  entire  retail  liijuor  business  of  the  city.  For 
this  privilege  the  eonipauy  will  agree  to  pay  into  the  treas- 
ury of  the  city  the  present  revenue  derived  from  the  sale 
of  saloon  licenses — 1180,000 — and  will  close  all  but  sev- 
enty-five of  the  1*00  saloons.  The  twenty-five  men  who  will 
form  the  company  represent  probably  flOO,000,000  at  a 
conservative  estimate.  Following  is  a  complete  list  of 
those  interested:  J.  S.  Slauson,  (•ai)italist;  Homer  Laugh- 
lin,  <a])italist;  T.  E.  (Jiblxm,  railroad  official;  James  C. 
Kays,  banker;  John  li.  Haynes,  i)hysiciau;  Niles  I'ease, 
millionaire;  J.  Koss  Clark,  vice-president  Salt  Lake  Rail- 
road; Charles  Silent,  real  estate  dealer;  Abbot  Kinney 
millionaire;  James  IL  Adams,  bonds  and  investments; 
Robert  Wankowski,  banker;  W.  M.  Garland,  real  estate 
West  Hughes,  physician;  F.  P.  Fay,  president  Fruit  Com 
pauy;  C.  R.  Fox,  capitalist;  Robert  N.  Bulla,  attorney; 
B.  R.  Baumgardt,  publisher;  Francis  B.  Kellogg,  physi- 
cian; A.  W.  Skinner,  banker;  William  F.  Bosbyshell,  mer- 
chant; C.  C.  Wright,  attoriiey;  Charles  M.  Stimsou,  capi- 
talist; George  Arnott,  merchant;  John  M.  Gilbert,  capl 
talist;  William  Mead,  banker. 

The  proposition  the  new  company  will  make  to  the  city 
is  to  purchase  the  furniture  and  fixtures  of  every  saloon  in 
Los  Angeles  at  their  appraised  value,  and  also  to  pay  a 
reasonable  anu)unt  for  the  good  will  of  the  present  pro- 
prietors, paying  for  the  latter  in  annual  iustallments  over 
a  series  of  years  but  out  of  the  profits ;  the  payment  for  the 
good  will  being  regarded  as  a  purely  moral  and  not  a  legal 
obligation. 

After  paying  the  license  tax  to  the  city  the  stockholders 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  dividend  not  exceeding  0  per  cent  on 
the  actual  amount  of  their  investment.  All  the  profits 
above  G  per  cent  per  annum  to  be  paid  into  the  city  treas- 
ury for  the  purpose  of  lessening  taxation. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  mendiers  of  the  company  to 
handle  only  the  purest  liquors  and  to,  so  far  as  possible, 
encourage  the  sale  of  soft  drinks,  and  to  pay  a  bartender  a 
certain  salary,  and  a  commission  on  all  soft  drinks  sold. 


Altiiough  the  new  comi»any  was  formed  several  weeks 
ag(j,  so  far  nothing  of  great  importance  has  been  done  by 
the  members  toward  the  object  for  which  the  organization 
was  formed.  A  meeting  will  be  held  in  the  near  future, 
and  it  is  expected  a  motion  will  then  be  made  to  present 
the  matter  to  the  city  council  and  the  mayor,  and  it  is 
probable  a  special  election  will  be  called  to  give  the  voters 
an  opportunity  to  express  their  opinion  of  the  Gothenburg 
system.  Should  the  matter  be  put  to  the  voters  of  the  city 
it  is  possible  they  might  decide  in  favor  of  the  system. 
Those  at  the  head  of  the  enterprise  are  business  men  in 
whom  the  citizens  at  large  place  great  confidence,  and  who, 
they  say,  would  not  dare  to  make  any  promises  they  would 
not  fulfill.  Of  course,  the  wishes  of  the  men  most  interest- 
ed— the  retailers — will  not  be  considered. 


The  present  outlook  is  discouraging  for  local  wine- 
makers  and  the  short  crop  of  grapes,  which  is  estimated  at 
less  than  one-half  the  usual  vintage,  taken  together  with 
the  obstacles  Avhich  have  been  placed  in  their  way  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  through  the  new  regu- 
lations, has  caused  them  to  feel  anything  but  satisfied. 


One  of  the  firms  which  will  i)rol)ably  lead  the  other  com- 
panies in  this  year's  ])roduct  will  be  the  Italian  Vineyard 
Company,  as  contracts  were  made  by  its  managers  early 
in  the  year  for  the  nmjor  portion  of  the  grape  crop  in  this 
entire  section.  That  concern's  wine  i)roduct  will  approach 
the  million-gallon  mark.  The  company  also  produced  a 
large  (juautity  of  brandy  in  the  three  distilleries. 


LOS  ANGELES  NOTES. 

In  the  suit  brought  by  the  heirs  of  Joseph  Maier  of  the 
Maier  &  Zobelein  Brewing  Company  against  George  Zobe- 
lein,  the  dead  man's  partner,  Judge  Charles  Monroe  hand- 
ed down  a  decision  for  the  plaintiffs  early  this  month. 
Judge  John  S.  Chapman,  who  represented  Zobelein,  ap- 
peared before  Judge  Monroe,  and  voluntarily  asked  that 
his  client's  petition  for  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  for 
the  brewing  company  be  dismissed.  Soon  after  the  death 
of  Joseph  Maier,  last  August,  his  partner,  Zobelein,  ap- 
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pearetl  before  Superior  Judge  Trask  and  applied  for  the 
ai)poiutnieut  of  a  receiAer  for  the  brewiug  couipany.  and 
also  asked  for  au  order  restraining  the  Maier  heirs  from 
disposing  of  anj  of  the  stock  or  funds  of  the  brewing  com- 
pany except  in  the  conduct  of  the  brcAvery,  and  then  only 
by  check  in  the  name  of  the  corporation  signed  by  the 
president  and  secretary.  Tliis  order  was  signed  by  Judge 
Trask  pending  the  hearing  of  the  case.  Judge  Chapman 
explained  to  the  court  that  the  depositions  of  all  the  par- 
ties interested  in  the  suit  had  been  taken  at  the  brewery 
offices.  He  decided  that  after  the  taking  of  the  testimony 
his  client,  Zobelein,  was  willing  to  withdraw  his  applica- 
tion for  the  receivership,  and  also  was  willing  to  ask  for  a 
dismissal  of  the  injunction  restraining  the  payment  of 
money. 


Sensational  charges  were  made  before  the  Police  Com- 
mission at  a  recent  meeting  when  the  matter  of  the  protest 
against  the  granting  of  a  wholesale  licjuor  license  to  J.  H. 
Bestmann,  at  Twelfth  street  and  Central  avenue,  were  tak- 
en up.  The  entire  jieighborhood  had  turned  out  to  protest 
against  granting  the  license  and  a  petition  Avas  presented 
bearing  the  names  of  nearly  every  resident  in  that  vicinity. 
One  of  the  signers  was  A.  Neimyer,  proprietor  of  another 
wholesale  liquor  store,  only  a  block  awaj'.  Bestnumn  con- 
tended that  this  was  proof  that  the  protests  emanated  from 
the  opposition  liquor  interests  and  should  not  be  consid- 
ered. When  Neimyer  Avas  asked  Avhy  he  had  signed  the 
protest  he  said : 

"Well,  I'll  tell  you  Avhy  I  signed  it.  I  had  it  straight 
from  a  prominent  city  official  that  unless  Bestmann  Avas 
refused  I  Avould  lose  my  license,  and  it  Avas  simply  in  pro- 
tection of  my  business." 

''That  means  me,"  spoke  n\)  the  jNIayor,  "for  I  made  sucli 
a  remark,  but  it  Avas  not  until  after  you  had  signed  the 
protest,  so  it  could  not  ha\'e  been  the  cause  of  your  s'gn 
ing." 

Neimyer  insisted  that  he  did  not  refer  to  the  Mayor,  but 
the  latter  Avould  not  haAe  it  so,  and  hence,  this  is  another 
forerunner  for  a  chill  in  the  liquor  business  on  Cen+ral 
avenue. 

Afthe  folloAviug  meeting  of  the  Police  Board  Mr.  Nei- 
myer's  license  was  revoked  by  the  Police  Commissioners, 
headed  by  Mayor  McAleer,  and  this  action  on  the  part  of 
the  Commissioners  has  caused  a  sensation  liere  among  the

liquor  merchants.  Mr.  Neimyer  is  one  of  the  oldest  liquo: 
dealers  in  the  city  and  is  respected  by  all  A\ho  knoAV  him.; 
The  destruction  of  his  business  by  Avhat  is  said  to  be  per-| 
sonal  spit(>  on  the  part  of  the  Mayor,  has  aroused  a  great? 
deal  of  unfaA'orable  comment.  '•

WASHINGTON,  October  10.— Harvey  W.Wiley,  Chief 
of  the  l{ureau  of  Chemistry  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture,  has  returned  from  Europe.  He  has  been  visit- 
ing cannini'-  establishments,  breweries  and  wine  and  spirits 
producing  eslablishments  in  (ireat  JJritain,  Gennany  and 
France  in  the  interest  of  tlie  food  insi)ectiou  service  of  the 
United  States,  with  a  view  of  learning  their  methods  in 
the  use  of  preservatives,  or  coloring  matter,  or  anything 
else  that  may  be  of  sei-vice  in  the  inspection  of  imported 
food  materials. 

"Yes,"  said  Dr.  N\'iley,  "1  had  quite  a  successful  trip, 
and  met  nowliere  with  any  difficulties  in  gaining  admis- 
sion to  the  ditt'erent  establisliments.  reo])le  were  (luite 
pleasant  and,  fully  understanding  my  mission,  tliey  dis- 
played generally  much  readiness  to  show  and  explain  to 
me  everything.  Of  course  I  cannot  give  out  any  details  of 
tlie  results  of  my  trij),  but  they  will  appear  later  in  my  re- 
port to  Secretary  Wilson. 

In  France  I  made  a  careful  examination  of  the  handling 
and  i)acking  of  sardines  and  champignons  and  truffles,  ad 
gained  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  whole  i)rocess.  I  also 
])aid  nnu-h  attention  to  the  treatment  of  peas  and  other 
green  vegetables  in  France  with  copper  for  coloring. 

WINES  OF  FEAN(M<:. 

"I  went  through  the  Gii'onde  and  cognac  districts  of 
France.  France  is  i)roducing  enormous  quantities  of  wine, 
princii)ally  claret,  and  also  ships  large  quantities  of 
brandy.  There  is  a  rigid  government  supervision  of  the 
brandy  industry,  and  French  brandies,  since  this  law  Avent 
into  etfect,  are  generally  pure  when  they  leave  the  bonded 
warehouses. 

'•\Vhat  astonished  me  very  mnch  was  the  remarkable  in- 
crease of  beer  consumption  in  France,  in  spite  of  the  abun- 
dance of  cheap  Avines.  When  I  was  in  Paris  twenty-seven 
years  ago  a  great  many  people  in  the  boulevard  cafes  and 
in  the  tabarets  drank  absinthe,  a  drink  which,  aside  from 
its  strong  alcoholic  properties,  is  very  injurious  to  the 
health.  Now,  the  Parisian  often  drinks  beer,  not  only  of 
domestic  numufacture,  but  also  impcnted  from  Germany, 
and  he  orders  'un  boc'  Avith  a  nonchalance  which  does  not 
in  the  least  betray  any  aversion  to  its  German  origiti. 
Takks  Piack  of  Wine. 

"In  the  northern  provinces  beer  takes  very  frequently 
the  place  of  wine,  and  it  almost  seems  as  if  beer  was  becom- 
ing the  popular  driidv  in  some  ])arts  of  France.  The  re- 
nmrkable  change  in  the  drink  habits  of  the  French  people, 
especially  in  the  abandonment  of  the  vile,  poisonous  ab- 
sinthe, Avill,  nn<iuestionably  i»r<»ve  to  be  of  great  benefit 
to  the  French. 

"In  Scotland  and  Ireland  1  visited  the  great  distilleries 
and  in  England  the  great  breweries.  In  England  some 
brands  of  beer,  ale,  stout,  etc.,  are  made  entirely  of  barley, 
malt  and  hops,  and  others  of  malted  grains  and  sometimes 
brewing  siigars.  The  use  in  part  of  unmalted  cereals  pro- 
duces, it  is  said,  a  beer  of  lighter  color,  which  Americans 
seem  to  affect.  American  brewers  say  that  unmalted 
cereals  produce  a  snmller  (luantity  of  alcohol  in  beer, 
whether  this  is  so  or  not  I  cannot  say.  Have  never  ex- 
amined this  point. 

T.vKK  Wine  on  Rhine. 

''In  the  countries  along  the  Rhine  and  the  Moselle,  wine 


is  consumed  in  large  quantities.  In  Northern  Germany, 
where  the  climate  is  somewhat  rough,  and  especially  in 
Pomerania,  where  there  is  a  very  poor  pea.santry,  there  is 
much  com])laint  of  the  increase  in  the  use  of  spirits,  but 
in  the  middle  and  south  Germany  people  drink  beer  gen- 
erally. 

"The  German  beer  garden  is  a  typical  institution.  Every 
city  has  one  or  more  of  them,  according  to  its  size.  On 
summer  evenings  and  Sunday  afternoons  there  is  generally 
good  concert  music  in  those  gardens,  rendered  by  an  or- 
chestra or  a  military  band.  They  are  visited  by  multitudes 
of  people,  with  very  little  distinction  of  station.  The  peo- 
])le  are  all  neatly  dressed,  sit  at  tables — men,  women  and 
children,  families  usually  grouped  together — and  sip  their 
beer,  listen  to  the  music  and  chat  in  the  intervals. 

"Although  everybody,  regardless  of  sex,  and  almost  re- 
gardless of  age,  drinks  beer,  it  is  used  very  moderately 
and  there  is  an  entire  absence  of  the  treating  habit.  This, 
and  the  presence  of  wcmien  and  children,  exclude  the  pos- 
sibility of  excess,  and  the  whole  is  permeated  by  an  at- 
mosi^here  of  refinement  and  cheerfulness.  If  beer  drink- 
ing is  condemned  by  some  as  an  objectionable  liabit — and 
every  one  has  a  right  to  an  opinion  on  that  subject — it 
mnst  be  admitted,  I  think,  that  the  Germans  practice  it 
in  the  least  objectionable  way." 
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OEATTLE,  AVashiiioton,  Oct.  20.— The  third  annual 
*^  eouveiitiou  of  the  Liquor  Dealers'  Association  of  the 
State  was  held  at  Everett  Octoher  ITth  and  IStli.,  ahout 
one  hundi'ed  members  being  present.  After  the  business 
session  of  the  forenoon  of  the  first  day  the  visitors  were 
taken  about  the  city  in  special  cars  and  out  to  the  new 
brewery  owned  by  B.  Hockstadter,  where  a  luncheon 
was  served  and  speeches  made.  Ma.yor  Headlee  addressed 
the  delegation  on  behalf  of  Everett  and  short  talks  were 
given  by  James  A\'ier,  Ed.  Clayson  and  otliers. 

The  reports  of  comniittees  and  the  election  of  officers 
were  the  most  important  features  of  the  second  and  last 
day  of  the  session.  After  hearing  the  reports  it  was  de- 
cided to  prepare  a  sti'ong  fight  against  the  local  option 
measure  urged  by  the  Airti-Saloon  League.  The  President 
and  (Secretary  were  requested  to  procure  all  possible  data 
on  the  subject  to  be  used  in  a  counter  agitation.  The  of- 
ficers were  instructed  to  di-op  from  membership  all  saloon- 
keepers convicted  of  selling  liipior  to  minors.  The  organ- 
ization voted  to  use  all  its  influence  to  present  the  grant- 
ing of  licenses  by  councils  and  boards  of  commissioners 
to  num  who  are  not  reputable  citizens  or  who  persist  in 
breaking  the  laws.  It  was  declared  to  be  the  intention  of 
the  organization  to  keep  out  of  politics  in  the  future,  to 
indorse  no  candidates  and  to  enter  into  a  political  contest 
only  in  self-defense.  Bellingham  and  Walla  AYalla  were 
both  in  line  as  a  meeting  place  for  the  next  convention,  but 
the  Walla  Walla  delegates  withdrew  their  claim  with 
the  understanding  that  Bellingham  should  next  year  work 
for  them.  The  head  officers  of  the  association  were  all  re- 
elected for  the  coming  year.  In  his  report  President  Gill 
said  in  part : 

"The  past  year  has  been  marked  by  brilliant  success  for 
our  cause  in  this  State.  Witliout  such  an  organization 
as  this  we  certainly  would  have  gone  down'  to  defeat  at 
Olympia  during  the  last  strenuous  session  of  the  legisla- 
ture. It  is  undeniable  that  much  of  the  odium  and  op- 
position to  the  saloon  arises  from  the  conduct  of  a  minority 
of  the  dealers  who  persist  in  violating  the  laws  and 
ordinances  laid  down  for  the  proper  regulation  of  the  bus- 
iness. Such  men  are  a  menace  to  the  entire  interests,  and 
measures  should  be  taken  to  eliminate  them  rom  the  bus- 
iness. The  immediate  danger  confronting  the  licpior  trade 
is  local  option,  and  it  will  be  necessary  for  us  to  educate 
the  public  to  the  fact  that  the  underlying  principle  of 
local  option  and  prohibition  are  one  and  the  same,  the  only 
dift'erence  being  as  to  the  scale  on  which  the  plan  is  to  be 
tried.  The  experience  of  history  proves  that  the  policy  of 
prohibition  is  an  unvarying  failure  for  tlie  very  good  rea- 
son that  it  runs  counter  to  the  principles  of  human  nature, 
nowhere  more  predominant  than  in  the  Anu'rican  charac- 
ter, that  resent  coercion  or  compulsion  of  any  sort." 

Another  very  interesting  address  was  given  by  Mr.  A. 
Gerbel,  Secretary  of  the  Association.  Withal,  the  conven- 
tion was  very  much  of  a  success  and  will  do  much  for  the 
dealers  in  this  part  of  the  Northwest. 


On  October  3rd  the  following  licenses  were  granted  in 
Portland,  Ore. :  Smith  &  Mackeron,  Jessi  &  Reichenback, 
W.  A.  AVright,  L.  Brandt,  Alladio  &  Sargousse,  all  for  sa- 
loons, and  one  for  a  restaurant  Avith  bar  in  connection. 
Aboiit  tlie  same  time  Ku(q>p  &  Noble  opened  a  new  saloon 
at  Condon,  Ore.  On  Oct.  8th  Fred  Longever's  saloon  at 
Pendleton,  Ore.,  was  burned  to  the  ground. 


The  recent  fire  in  Spokane,  where  not  a  saloon  was 
touched  by  flames,  is  in  direct  contrast  to  tlie  fire  in  Nome 
about  the  same  time,  when  fourteen  saloons  and  cafes 
were  entirely  destrojx^d. 


In  the  recent  fire  at  Odessa,  AVash.,  tlie  saloon  of  Gus 
Zabel  Avas  burned  and  a  total  loss  of  f4500  was  reported, 
Avith  insurance  to  the  amount  of  |2000.  The  building  Avill 
be  immediately  rebuilt  and  new  stock  purchased. 


Air.  E.  I).  Johnson  has  been  appointed  receiver  for  the 
saloon  of  Dan  <\  Sta])les  at  Spokane,  and  Avill  conduct  the 
business  till  some  settlement  of  the  affairs  are  made.  A 
chattel  morgage  against  the  Dave  Blake  Company  of  Ta- 
coma  Avas  foreclosed  last  Aveek. 


Koslyn  has  another  ucav  and  first-class  saloon  just  opened 
by  T.  Alance,  an  experienced  and  popular  saloon  man. 


South  Seattle  has  at  last  become  a  part  of  Greater  Seat- 
tle and  loses  all  individuality  as  an  incorporated  toAvn. 
Through  her  saloon  rcA-enues  South  Seattle  has  always 
been  very  prosperous  and  brings  no  bad  debts  or  financial

EFFECTS    OF    HIGH    TBMPERATURES. 

The  following  (able  suiiuuarizes  the  main  effects  of  high 
temperature  in  the  making  of  dry  wine: 

A.  Direct  effects:  — 

(a)  Beneficial: 

1.  Increase  of  color. 

2.  Increase  of  tannin. 

3.  Increase  of  body. 

(b)  Injurious: 

1.  Oxidation. 

2.  Caramelization. 

3.  Loss  of  alcohol. 

4.  Loss  of  bouquet  and  freshness. 

B.  Indirect   effects:  — 

(a)  Beneficial. 
1.  Destruction  of  injurious   ferments    (sterilization) 

in  the  unferinented  must   (artificial  heating.) 

(b)  Injurious: 

1.  Growth  of  injurious  ferments  in  the  fermenting 

must  (hot  fermentation.) 

2.  Abnormal  excretions  of  the  yeast. 
In  order  to  utilize  our  raw  material  to  the  utmost  it  is 

necessary  to  devise  a  system  of  wine-making  which  will 
combine  the  beneficial  effects  of  heat  in  the  extraction  of 
color,  tannin,  and  body  with  those  of  cool  fermentation  in 
producing  bouquet,  freshness,  and  maximum  amount  of 
alcohol.  This  is  what  is  done  to  a  certain  imperfect  ex- 
tent by  the  Debono  method.  If  the  spontaneous  heating 
of  the  pomace  which  occurs  in  that  method  could  be  re- 
placwl  by  an  artificial  heating,  the  method  would  be  more 
nearlj-  perfect  and  more  under  control.  The  experiments 
of  liosenstiehl,  Kuhu,  Mathieu,  and  others  in  sterilization 
of  musts  for  the  purpose  of  using  pure  and  selected  yeasts 
have  shown  that  this  can  be  done.  Their  methods,  how- 
ever, are  rendered  unnecessarily  troublesome  and  expen- 
sive by  attempting  to  effect:  (1)  complete  sterilization, 
and  (2)  complete  absence  of  air.  The  researches  of  Kay- 
ser  and  Barba  show  that  neither  of  these  objects  are  neces- 
sary for  the  ordinary  purposes  of  wine-making,  and  their 
results  have  been  fully  corroborated  by  tests  nutde  at  the 
California  Experiment  Station  at  Berkeley. 

Extraction  of  Color  and  Tannin  hy  Heat. — In  1898  a 
series  of  experiments  was  made  at  Berkeley  to  determine 
to  what  extent  color  and  tannin  could  be  extracted  before 
fermentation  by  dii'ect  heating  of  the  gi'apes.    A  summary 


of  the  results  is  shown  in  th(>  following  table: 

TABLE  I.    Extractiou  of  Cohr  and  Tannin  from  Fresk  Grapes  bv  Heat. 


With  regard  to  the  extraction  of  color,  an  inspection  of 
the  intensity  shows  that  heating  the  grapes  for  two  hours 
and  a  half  at  50°  C.  (122°  F.)  extracted  more  color  than 
an  ordinary  fermentation  at  30°  C.  (86°  F.),  Avhile  heating 
them  for  about  the  same  time  at  60°  C.  (140°  F.)  or  one 
hour  and  a  half  at  70°  C.  (158°  F.)  extracted  about  twice 
as  much.  Still  longer  heating  extracted  still  more  color, 
the  maximum  being  about  three  times  that  of  the  ordinary 
fermentation.  It  may  be  notcxl  at  the  same  time  that  the 
kind  of  color  or  tint  Avas  in  all  cases  better  than  that  of  the 
fermented  wine,  except  Avhere  the  heating  had  been  insuf- 
ficient. Heating  for  one  hour  and  a  half  at  50°  C.  was 
insufficient  to  properly  extract  the  color,  either  as  regards 
tint  or  intensity.  In  all  the  other  cases  the  color  was  not 
only  better  than  that  of  the  fermented  wine,  but  extende<l 
beyond  tlu;  limits  of  the  scale  toward  the  V  E  end,  showing 
that  it  was  better  than  that  of  any  wines  ordinarily  found 
in  Fj'ance  where  the  scale  is  adopted. 

It  has  been  objected  that  the  color  extracted  by  heat  in 
this  manner  is  of  a  different  nature  from  that  extracted  by 
feiMuentation,  and  tliat  most  of  it  would  be  deposited  by 
the  alcohol  formed  during  fermentation.  The  fifth  e\])eri- 
ment,  at  the  bottom  of  the  column,  shOAVs  that,  while  this 
may  be  partly  true,  yet  with  the  addition  of  lO'/j  p(  r  cent, 
of  alcohol  before  the  heating,  twice  as  much  color  was  ex- 
tracted in  31-3  hours  at  65°  C.  (149^  F.)  as  by  fermenta- 
tion, and  tlial  the  tint  was  better. 

In  order  to  test  whether  this  destruction  or  precipitation 
of  color  by  tlie  alcohol  continued  on  further  contact,  the 
tests  summarized  in  the  following  table  were  made. 

A  quantity  of  Lagrein  grapes  from  Tulare  Avere  crushed 
and  heated  to  70°  0.  to  extract  the  color.  The  must  con- 
tained 27.4  per  cent,  of  solid  contents  by  spindle  and  .47 
l)er  cent  of  acid  calculated  as  tartaric.  The  color  of  the 
must  at  the  commencement  of  the  experiment  ( September 
23,  1899)  Avas  YR  85.3.  The  colored  must  Avas  placed  in 
ten  bottles,  holding  125  c.c.  each,  and  A'arious  amounts  i-f 
alcohol  added  to  each.  Tavo  series  were  made,  to.  one  of 
Avhich  AA'as  added  .4  per  cent,  of  tartaric  acid.  The  bottV-s 
Avere  filled  quite  full,  Avell  corkcxl,  and  sterilized  at  00°  C, 
in  order  to  eliminate  as  much  as  possible  the  influence  of 
oxAgen  and  fermentative  organisms.

No.  1  shoAvs  that  the  must  to  Avhicli  no  alcohol  Avas  added 
lost  32  per  cent,  of  its  color  in  six  months,  and  that  Hiis 
loss  AAas  not  prevented  by  the  addition  of  a  considerable 
(luantity  of  tartaric  acid.  The  must  to  AA'hich  Avas  added 
5  per  cent,  of  alcohol  lost  38  per  cent,  of  its  color,  and  that 
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with  10  per  cent,  of  ak-oliol  4(5  per  cent.  The  addition  of 
15  jK'i-  cent,  and  20  per  cent,  of  alcohol  had  no  more  effect 
in  destro.yiu<>-  coloring  matter  than  10  per  cent.,  thonf^h 
there  was  a  slijiht  dej^radation  of  tint.  The  last  column 
shows  that  the  addition  of  tartaric  acid  was  very  effective 
in  connteractiuj;-  the  effect  of  the  alcohol,  as  the  loss  of 
color  due  to  alcohol  where  tartaric  acid  Avas  added  aver- 
agetl  only  Si  per  cent.,  or  very  little  more  than  that  of  the 
pure  must. 

That  heatinj^  the  grapes  is  e(iually  effective  in  extracting 
the  tannin  is  Avell  shown  by  Table  I.  The  tests  indicate 
that,  with  the  grapes  used,  sufficient  tannin  is  extracted 
before  the  maximum  color  extraction  is  reached.  They 
also  indicate  that  there  is  danger  that  too  long  or  too  high 
heating  may  extract  too  much  tannin,  and  that  it  may  be 
impossible  to  get  the  maximum  color  extraction  Avithout 
getting  too  much  tannin.  KowcAer,  test  4a  shows  that 
twice  the  color  may  be  obtained  by  heating  to  70°  C.  (158° 
l'\)  for  an  hour  and  a  half  before  the  tannin-content 
reaches  that  of  an  ordinary  fermentation.  AVith  further 
heating  more  tannin  may  be  obtained,  and  tlie  maximum 
was  not  i-eached  in  any  of  the  tests.  TTndoubtedly,  pro- 
longed heating  would  dissolve  some  of  the  tannin  in  the 
seeds,  so  that  the  astringeucy  could  probably  be  increased 
as  much  as  desired,  even  with  grapes  nonnally  lacking  in 
tannin.  The  presence  of  too  much  tannin  is  much  less 
dangerous  than  too  little,  sin  it  increases  the  keeping  quali- 
ties of  the  wine  and  disappears  gradually  Avith  age  or  can 
be  removed  to  a  great  extent  by  fining.  ^loreover.  Pro- 
fessor Barba  1ms  sliOAvn  that  the  tannin  in  the  must  is  Aery 
rapidly  eliminated  if  the  must  is  kept  without  fermenta- 
tion.* If,  therefore,  it  is  necessary  to  heat  the  grapes  for 
a  long  time  to  extract  the  color,  the  superfluous  tannin 
can  be  diminished  to  any  desircnl  extent  by  delaying  the 
fermentation. 

These  laboratory  ('xi»erinients  demonstrated  the  proba- 
bility that  color  and  tannin  could  be  extracted  by  heat,  the 
red  must  separated  from  the  pomace  and  fermented  in 
the  same  manner  as  Avhite  Avine.  If  this  could  be  done 
Avithout  deterioi'ation  of  (luality  from  scmie  unforeseen 
cause,  a  great  advance  Avould  have  been  made  in  the  cer- 
tainty of  making  good  wine  in  hot  localities.  The  cool  fer- 
mentation of  must  Avithout  the  pomace  is  a  comparatively 
simple  operation. 

■While  these  laboratory  tests  Avere  in  progress,  corre- 
sponding Avine-making  tests  Avere  undertaken  in  the  cellar 
to  throw  light  on  the  feasil)ility  of  the  method  in  actual 
practice. 

About  three-quarters  of  a  ton  of  red  grajjes  Avas  obtained 
from  the  Tulare  Experiment  fc^tation.  These  grapes  Avere 
grown  in  black,  alkaline,  sandy  soil  in  one  of  the  hottest 
regions  of  the  State,  Avhere  all  the  conditions  Avhicli  are 
supposed  to  render  a  hot  region  unsuitable  for  the  produc- 
tion of  dry  Avine  are  at  their  Avorst.  The  grapes  consisted  of 
Lagrein  75  per  cent.,  Malbec  14  per  cent.,  and  Yaldepenas 
11  per  cent.,  and  the  mixture  contained  24.64  per  cent,  of 
fermentable  sugar  and  .34  per  cent,  of  acid  calculated  as 
tartaric.  The  grapes  Avere  therefore  totally  unfitted  for 
the  production  of  dry  red  Avine  by  the  ordinary  methods  of 
Avine-makiiig.  Grapes  Avith  such  high  sugar-content  and 
loAv  acidity  avouUI  fail  to  ferment  dry,  not  only  in  the  San 
Joaquin  Valley  but  in  any  pai"t  of  California,  and,  in  nine 
cases  out  of  ten,  the  tanks  Avould  almost  certainly  "stick" 


in  fermentation,  and  the  wine  spoil  before  it  Avas  three 
months  old.  No  grajK's  more  suitable  to  detect  any  Aveak 
point  in  the  method  could  iiave  been  chosen. 

One-fifdi  of  the  cruslied  and  mixed  grai)es  was  fer- 
nu'uted  in  the  ordinary  way  in  an  oi)en  fermenting  vat. 
More  than  the  usual  care  was  taken,  the  grapes  being  thor- 
oughly stirred  twice  a  day  and  the  vat  kept  coAered.  The 
fermentation  Avas  .cool,  never  exceeding  79°  F.,  and  the 
A\ine  Avas  nearly  dry  at  the  end  of  thirteen  days.

The  other  four-fifths  of  the  cruslied  grapes  Avas  placed 
in  a  snuill  fermentiug-vat,  Avhich  they  about  two-thirds 
filled.  At  the  bottom  of  this  vat  Avas  a  coil  of  half-inch 
block-tin  tubing,  through  Avhich  a  stream  of  Avater  of  a 
temperature  of  80°  (-.  (17(5°  F. )  Avas  run.  The  A^at  Avas 
then  covered  Avith  a  canvas  sheet,  Avhich  Avas  remoA'ed  every 
half  hour  and  the  heating  grapes  thoroughly  stirred.  The 
heating  commenced  at  10  a.  si.,  the  temperature  of  the 
gi'apes  being  18.5°  O.  (65°  F. ),  and  continued  until  4  P.  H., 
Avhen  th(i  temperature  of  the  grapes  had  risen  gradually  to 
48°  C.  (118°  F.).  The  red  must  Avas  then  drawn  off  and 
mixed  Avith  the  must  pressed  from  the  heated  pomace,  and 
placed  in  an  open  Aiut  (see  Fig.  1). 

The  color  of  the  must,  as  it  ran  from  the  heater,  was  1 
A'K — 78,  and  of  that  Avliich  ran  from  the  press  VR — 102. 
The  amount  of  tannin  in  the  mixture  Avas  .262  per  cent. 
The  must  Avas  cooled,  immediately  after  mixing,  to  30°  C. 
i^^'  F.)  by  means  of  a  coil  similar  to  the  heating  coil, 
through  Avhich  Avater  at  20°  C.  (68°  F.)  Avas  run.  It  Avas 
then  divided  into  four  e(iual  lots,  numbered  2717(f ,  27176, 
2717c,  and  2717(/^  each  of  Avhich  Avas  placed  in  a  separate 
keg.  Nos.  2717&  and  2717rf  eacli  receiA'ed  an  addition  of 
tartaric  acid.  Fermentation  A\-as  started  by  the  addition 
of  yeast  and  Avas  finished  in  all  cases  in  twelve  days,  the 
temperature  being  practically  the  same  as  that  of  the  ordi- 
nary fermentation,  neA'er  exceeding  26°  C.  (79°  F.).  As 
soon  as  the  Avines  Avere  dry  they  were  racked  into  clean 
casks,  kept  for  a  few  days  in  the  fermenting-room  at  21°  C. 
(70°  F.),  and  as  soon  as  clear  racked  again  and  put  in  the 
cool  storage  cellar.  Th(^  wine  fermented  in  the  ordinary 
Avay  received  the  same  treatment  after  fermentation.  Some 
of  the  data  obtained  are  shown  in  the  follOAving  table :

The  four  wines  made  from  the  heated  grapes  were  bot- 
tled Avlieii  tliej  Avere  eigliteeu  mouths  ohl,  aud  were  iu 
exceUeut  couditiou.  Tliey  remained  iu  tlie  cellar  four 
years,  wlieu  they  were  opened  aud  tasted.  They  were  all 
perfectly  sound  and  clear.  A  thin,  tightly  adhering  de- 
posit had  been  formed  iu  the  bottles,  proving  by  its  char- 
acter the  perfect  keepiug  qualities  of  the  wine.  The  wines 
were  fresh,  clean  tasting,  and  of  good  color.  The  bou<iiu't 
A\as  remarkably  stroug,  proving  conclusively  that  heat- 
ing the  grapes  to  48°  C.  does  not  diminish  this  quality  in 
the  Avine,  and  even  tending  to  show  that,  on  the  contrary, 
it  increases  it. 

This  series  of  tests  has  clearly  denumstratcd  a  fact  of 
great  importance  to  Avine-makers  of  the  interior  A'alleys, 
viz.:  that  grapes  grown  iu  rich,  sub-irrigated  soil  iu  tlic 
hottest  part  of  the  valley  can,  if  jiroperly  liaudled,  be  used 
for  the  production  of  not  only  a  sound  dry  i-ed  wine,  but 
of  a  Aviuc  of  exceptional  (luality,  superior  iu  every  res])ect 
to  the  hull:  of  the  Aviues  i)roduccd  iu  any  part  of  California 
or  of  Europe.  AVhether  fine  Avines,  ecpial  to  the  best  of 
the  iledoc  and  Burgundy  or  of  the  coast  Aalleys  of  Cali- 
fornia, can  be  produced  there  is  a  nmtter  of  mucli  less  im- 
portance at  present,  and  can  be  left  for  the  future  to 
decide.

Wafer. — One  of  the  most  freijuent  causes  of  difficult 
fermentatiou  aud  spoiled  Avine,  when  the  attempt  is  made 
to  make  dry  Avine  in  a  hot  climate,  is  extreme  sweetness  of 
the  grapes.  Under  the  most  favorable  conditions  it  is  im- 
possible to  cause  the  transformation  into  alcohol  of  more 
than  about  2S  per  cent,  of  sugar  iu  the  must,  and  this  only 
after  a  Aery  long  time.  Under  ordinarily  fav<u'able  con- 
ditions it  is  impracticable  to  ferment  (»ut  more  than  25 
per  cent.,  producing  14.5  per  cent,  of  alcohol.  I'uder  the 
conditions  existing  in  an  ordinary  cellar  iu  a  Avarm  local- 
ity the  limit  is  much. lower,  and  may  be  taken  as  souie- 
Avhere  about  22  per  cent,  of  actual  fermentable  sugai-,  cor- 
responding to  between  22.5  ])er  cent,  and  23  ]>er  cent,  on 
Balling's  saccharometer,  and  capable  of  yielding  a  wine 
containing  13  per  cent,  of  alcohol.  Even  Avith  this  amount 
of  sugar,  most  of  the  fermenting  vats  Avill  "stick"  Avith  2 
to  4  per  cent,  of  unfermented  sugar  in  Avarm  seasons  Avith 
ordinary  methods  of  Avine-making.  (Jrapes  containing 
only  1!)  per  cent,  of  fermentable  sugar  can,  however,  be 
nearly  always  feruiented  dry  Avith  the  ordinary  methods, 
except  iu  very  hot  seasons  or  Avhere  very  large  fei-menting 
vats  are  employed. 

As  about  three-quarters  of  the  Aveight  of  ri])e  grapes 
consists  of  Avater,  the  addition  of  a  little  more  when  there 
is  too  much  sugar  naturally  suggests  itself.  The  ])ro- 
cedure  has  been  and  is  still  fre(|ueutly  used,  but  often  Avitli 
but  indifferent  success.  The  reasons  for  failure  are  two: 
Firstly,  the  dilution  of  the  sugar  entails  at  the  same  time 
the  dilution  of  the  odier  constituents  of  the  must,  notably 
the  acid;  and  secondly,  impure  water  is  often  used,  water 


containing  large  amounts  of  salts  or  of  organic  matter,, 
which  nialci-ially  alters  the  tlavor  of  the  Avine  aud  the  char-j 
acter  of  the  fermentation.     The  dilution  of  the  acid  is  the' 
uu)st  serious  defect,  aud  is  the  more  serious  the  riper  the'; 
grapes,  for  the  more  sugar  there  is  present  usually  the  lessj 
there  is  of  acid.     For  exami»le:  if  we  dilute  a  must  con-^ 
taiuing  24  grams  of  sugar  in  100  c.c.  (about  24.4  per  cent.,  ■ 
Balling)  and  .4  per  cent,  of  acid  to  22i^   (23.2  per  cent.. 
Balling),  by  adding  7  per  cent,  of  Avater  A\e  also  reduce 
the  acid,  Avhich  is  already  too  Ioav,  to  .37  per  cent.    Wher- 
ever dilution  is  practiced,  therefore,  it  is  almost  always 
necessary  to  sui)plement  the  acidity.     Moreover,  the  prac- 
tice can  be  used  successfully  only  Avhere  the  grapes  are 
naturally  high  in  extract  and  coloring  matter.     In  other 
cases  the  Avine  will  be  thin  and  flat.  There  is  a  Avell-founded 
prejudice  against  adding  Avater  to  Avine  either  before  fer 
mentation  or  after.    This  has  its  origin,  to  a  great  extent, 
in  the  fact  that  in  Europe  the  addition  of  Avater  is  dom 
for  ])urposes  of  fraud,  Avith  the  simple  object  of  niakiii!.; 
more  gallons  of  Avine  out  of  a  given  qmiutity  of  gr-apes. 
The  addition  of  Avater  to  the  Aviue  after  the  fermentation 
is  never  admissible  under  any  circumstances,  as  it  can 
ne\-er  improve  the  <iuality  iu  any  Avay,  and  Avill,  in  fact, 
ahvays  injure  it.     There  are,  however,  cases  Avhere  it  ifi 
jiossible,  by  a  limited  amount  of  dilution  before  fei'menta- 
tion,  to  produce  a  gooil,  sound,  dry  Aviue,  Avhere  it  Avould 
be  Aery  difficult  to  do  so  without.     This  ai)plies  ])articu- 
larly  to  California,  Avhere  the  richness  of  the  grapes  iu  all 
constituents  except  acid  is  often  so  great  that  even  after 
the  addition  of  a  certain  amount  of  Avater  to  the  must  the 
resulting  Avine  has  a  highei'  degree  of  alcohol  and  extract 
than  the  bulk  of  Eurcqxan  Aviue.s,  and  could  not  be  recog- 
nized as  Avatered  by  any  "alcohol  and  acid"  or  other  chem- 
ical or  orgauole])tic  test.     HoAvever,  the  ])ractice  is  to  be 
commended  only  under  excei)tional  circumstances,  as  there 
are  almost  always  better  Avays  of  attaining  the  object — 
a  thorcnigh,  clean  fermeutati(m.

SOME  of  the  finest  f^i'ajx's  st'cii  this  year  by  a  representa- 
tive of  Tlie  Sonoma  (V)nuty  Farmer  were  ^rown  in 
Ji'aj)a  County  on  resistant  roots  and  without  fertilizer,  tlie 
roots  evidently  reachinj;  down  into  new  soil  strata  and 
ample  moisture.  N'ines  show  an  e.\cellent  foliaj^e  ni'owth, 
which  i)rol)al)ly  accounts  for  the  ])rotection  from  the  hot 
wave  of  July  and  the  remarkable  freedom  from  jirai)e 
shrivel.  II.  Hansen,  superinl(  ndent  of  To-Kalon  Winer- 
ies of  Oak  (}iove,  states  that  the  suf;ar  content  was  so  hi<>h 
that  he  had  to  make  three  se])arate  fermentations  to  j>et 
the  must  (h)wn  to  tiie  reijuisite  deftree.  They  ran  upwards 
of  2(>  per  cent.  liisniarck  Ilruck  (tf  St.  Helena  reports  sim- 
ilar conditions. 

(JrajM'  shrivd  is  (piite  serious  in  Sononia  Oounty,  lower- 
ing; the  (juantity  of  juice  about  25  per  cent  and  this  in  addi- 
tion to  the  smiillei-  sizes  of  the  bunches  and  the  lesser  num- 
ber tii  the  vine  very  nniterially  shortens  the  cro]).  There 
is,  however,  seme  compensation  to  the  grower  in  the  flat. 
One  iiill  man,  with  over  si.xty  tons  last  year,  said  that 
the  j^rapes  were  so  liadly  shriveled  this  season  that  he  did 
not  expect  to  ])ick  them  at  all.  Resistant  vines  and  fer- 
liiizers  will  undmibtedly  change  these  conditions.  The 
foliajic  is  more  dense  in  the  Hat  this  year,  the  i^rapes  are 
less  alfected  by  shrivel  and  are  well  up  in  su<>ar.  One 
vineyard  that  could  only  .show  11  per  cent  of  sugar  last 
year  and  whc.se  ]>roduct  "fiad  to  be  made  into  brandy  is 
well  up  in  the  twenties  this  year. 

Louis  Kunde,  the  well-known  winemaker  of  (Hen  Ellen, 
has  finished  crushing  white  grajjes  and  will  have  excel- 
lent wine.  He  says  the  average  yield  of  saccharine  in  the 
grapes  was  24  to  2i)  ])er  cent.  .Mr.  Kunde  sold  some  Cab- 
ernets at  f  27  ])er  ton. 

The  yield  is  so  slicn-t  that  there  will  be  no  tremble  alxnit 
cooperage  this  season. 


AV.  H.  Lumsden  is  receiving  choice  Carignan  and  other 
grapes  at  the  De  Turk  Winery  from  above  Cloverdale. 
They  are  by  far  the  best  to  reach  Santa  Kosa  this  season 
and  reipiire  less  culling  (Uit  green  and  otherwise  unfit 
giaiKS.  This,  together  with  scrupulous  cleanliness  in 
wine-making  and  intelligent  supervision  at  every  stage 
insures  a  margin  c.f  i)rofit  in  wine-making.

THE  editor  of  the  American  Brewers'  Review  is  endeav   „ 
oring  to  have  the  brewers  of  the  Ignited  States  eiitei  '■ 
upon  a  campaign  of  publicity,  to  the  end  that  beer  and  tlic  * 
brewer  shall  not  be  classed  with  other  beverages  and  pro 
diicers  thereof.     In  short,  that  beer  shall  be  considered  ii 
a  class  by  itself  and  not  as  being  the  same  as  giu,  whisky, 
bi'and^-,  etc.     Me  advocates  the  dissemination  of  accural t 
information  as  to  the  malt  beverage  and  the  ingredient; 
Avhich  go  to  make  it,  and  believes  that  the  only  way  to  d< 
this  is  by  means  of  publicity,  tlirough  the  ])ublic  press, 
both   dailies  and  periodicals.     The  editor   certainly   has 
some  original   tlumghts  and   has  an   impressive   way   of 
putting  them  before  the  public.     The  following  excerj. 
frem  his  latest  article  will  he  read  with  interest  and  everx 
word  ct  it  could  \\-ell  be  a])plied  by  the  Avine  men  to  then 
own  situation,  for  what  he  says  about  beer  is  eiiually  true 
of  wine.     Such  literature  shimld  be  widely  disseminated: 

Stand  for  beer  as  a  wholesome,  mmrisliing.  refreshiuf, 
bevei-age.  I'reach  temperance,  yes,  true,  real  temperance, 
not  the  intem])erat(»  exaggerations  of  the  fanatical  oppo- 
nents of  the  trade. 

I  know  this  is  no  easy  or  simple  task  that  I  am  urging. 
1  know  well  enough  the  curious  moral  atmosphere  in  Avhich 
we  live  in  this  country,  which  impresses  upon  all  a  feelinj'j 
lliat  by  "taking  a  drink"  one  is  indulging  a  Aveakness  of 
the  flesh  which  the  spirit  should  condemn.  This  ])ru(lish 
DISS  in  regard  to  drink  is  the  rampart  Aviiich  the  Aveakling, 
conscious  of  his  jiassion,  erects  between  himself  and  A'ice. 
or  else  it  is  but  a  sham  to  conceal  actual  vice. 

Let  it  be  understood  that  to  drink  temjierately  is  not  a 
vice,  that  here,  as  elseAA'here,  excess  only  is  vicious.  So  is 
excess  in  eating.  Hut  does  ])ublic  o]>ini(m  recoil  from  the 
nmn  Avho  is  taken  from  the  dining  hall  to  the  hospital  for 
an  operation  for  appendicitis,  Avith  the  horror  Avith  Avhich 
it  shrinks  from  the  drunkard?  Or  is  it  disgusted  Avith 
chronic  gastritis  as  it  is  Avith  alcoholism?  Yet,  infinitely 
more  harm  is  d(me  by  overeating  and  irrational  eating  than 
by  excessive  drinking. 

The  brewer  should  stand  for  temperance  in  drinking  as 
in  other  things.  But,  at  tlie  same  time,  he  should  say 
freely  and  boldly  that  the  temperate  use  of  beer  is  Avhole- 
some  and  useful.  People  should  learn  to  drink  as  openly 
as  they  eat  openly,  looking  upon  one  as  upon  the  other  only 
as  the  gratifying  of  a  normal  and  proper  appetite.  It  is 
n(;t  necessary  to  parade  it  before  others.  We  do  not  like 
to  have  our  meals  spread  for  us  on  a  table  in  the  open  street. 
Yet  that  is  no  sign  Ave  think  eating  Avrong.  Neither  is  it 
necessary  to  make  a  display  of  drinking.  Let  it  be  a  nor- 
mal, natural  thing,  causing  no  more  comment  than  eating 
or  bathing  or  combing  one's  hair. 

Such  a  policy  involves  a  departure  from  the  course  here- 
tofore generally  pursued  by  breAvers.  But  it  is  evident  that 
tlu;  old  policy  Avas  not  successful.  The  neAV  one  here  pro- 
posed looks  promising.    Why  not  try  it?- 

Take  the  public  into  your  confidence!  Enable  the  beer 
drinker  to  understand  that  he  is  right  and  the  prohibition- 
ist wrong.    If  that  can  be  done,  the  fight  is  Avon  forever. 

How  go  about  it?    That  will  be  discussed  another  time. 
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It   Is  A  Calamity. 


Albert  Levy. 


ALHEirr  l.EVV,  fouiKlor  of  the  great  house  of  James 
Levy  &  Bro.  of  Cincinnati,  Oliio,  died  at  liis  residence 
nil  October  !)tli,  as  tiie  result  of  a  stroke  of  paralysis.  Mr. 
lA'vy  left  (Jeriiiany  in  1S48  for  political  reasons,  aiul  com- 
ing to  this  country,  settled  in  Cincinnati,  Avhere,  in  con- 
nection with  his  brother,  he  established  the  firm  aboye  men- 
tioned. They  made  a  spiH-ialty  of  straight  Ayhiskies,  >yhich 
at  tiiat  time  Ayas  something  out  of  the  common,  but  they 
pei-seyered  and  gained  the  foremost  position  which  the 
house  now  occupies.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  there 
are  many  of  the  leading  brands  of  Kentucky  whiskies  that 
owe  their  high  standing  to  the  experience  and  enterprise 
of  .lames  Leyy  &  Bro.  The  deceased  was,  up  to  the  time  of 
his  retii'ement  in  1892,  in  charge  of  the  inside  business  of 
the  house,  and  was  one  of  the  most  successful  floor  sales- 
men in  the  trade.  Mr.  Leyy  was  a  man  of  exceptionally 
kindly  nature,  generosity  being  one  of  his  chifef  traits  of 
character.  lie  was  always  ready  to  heljj  an  honest,  de- 
scrying man  who  sought  assistance  in  time  of  dire  distress, 
and  his  rcAyard  lay  in  the;fact  that  he  was  seldom  deceiyed 
in  choosing  the  subject  of  his  kindness.  He  Ayas  a  most 
loyable  man,  whose  splendid  character  and  all-'round  good 
<|ualities  Ayill  long  be  remend)ered  by  those  who  liad  th(! 
good  fortune  to  be  counted  among  his  friends.  He  died  in 
full  possession  of  his  faculties,  and  was  unusually  well  only 
tiie  night  before  he  died. 


Charles  A.  Keiners,  of  Dry  Creek  ^'alley,  Sonoma 
County,  one  of  the  Ayell-known  residents  and 
])ioneer  wine  makers  of  that  section,  died  in  the  fore 
l)art  of  this  month.  He  was  extensively  engaged  in  yini- 
culture  and  yiticulture  and  took  great  i)ride  in  the  indus- 
try. The  deceased  was  a  native  of  Hanover,  German}'  and 
was  in  his  sixty-ninth  year.  His  death  Avas  due  to  pneu- 
monia.   He  left  an  estate  valued  at  .f  77,000. 


Tom   Qilmore  Now  a  Publisher.

(lilmore  has  had  a  hankering  in  that  direction  for  some 
time  and  think  that  the  ncAV  combination  Avill  be  of  mater- 
ial advantage  to  all  directly  concerned.  (lilmore  is  one  of 
the  original  writers  among  trade  publications  and  is  no 
"slovich"  AA'hen  it  comes  to  gathering  in  the  ever-needed 
adA'crtisement.  Gentlemen,  yon  have  the  assurance  of  our 
esteemed  consideration  and  best  Avishes  for  success  along 
the  lines  that  shall  not  neglect  the  demands  of  domestic 
products. 


Editor  Bohannon  of  the  Toirii  and  Country  Mayuzino 
in  a  recent  editorial  on  the  discovery  in  this  city  of  a 
specific  for  chronic  Bright's  disease  declares  from  personal 
knoAvledge  that  the  curability  of  this  hitherto  deadly  dis- 
ease is  now  an  establi.shed  fact.

And  if  the  question  of  the  curability  of  chronic  Bright's 
disease  Avas  on  trial  before  the  Superior  Court,  hundreds 
of  citizens  of  this  city,  including  capitalists,  professional 
and  business  men  could  go  into  the  Avituess  box  to  sweat 
to  their  recoveries,  and  among  them  Avould  be  the  editor 
of  tliis  i)ub]ication.  Five  years  ago  I  was  belicAed  to  be 
beyond  fruther  hell) — ^  clear  case  of  fully  developed 
Bright's  disease  in  the  chronic  stage.  I  Avas  sent  South  to 
prolong  life.  RecoAcry  seemed  as  impossible  as  a  bolt  oi 
lightning  from  a  cloudless  sky.  The  ncAv  diui'etic  Avaij 
brought  into  the  case.  In  six  months  I  Avas  as  well  as  1 
ever  was  in  my  life.  I  told  several  others.  They  got  the 
same  results. 

It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that  unscrupulous  medicai 
advertisers  liaA'e  brought  almost  universal  discredit  upon 
their  announcements,  fcsr  Avith  the  usual  channels  of  pub- 
licity distrusted  and  the  hands  of  the  medical  profession 
tied  by  etliics,  there  appears  to  be  no  open  channel  through 
Avhich  the  i)eople  of  the  Avhole  country  can  be  at  once  ap- 
l)rised  in  a  convincing  Avay  of  the  profound  results  of  Ful- 
ton's memorable  and  successful  struggle  Avitli  this  disease. 

There  is  one  Avay,  and  that  Avould  be  for  Congress  to 
make  an  appro])riation  and  procure  the  fcu'mula  and  giA'o 
it  to  the  Associated  I'ress  to  be  telegraphed  all  over  the 
United  States.  It  Avould  in  this  way  be  at  once  universally 
aAailable  and  Avcmld  sa\'e  tens  of  thousands  of  Ha'cs  that 
would  otherwi.se  be  sacrificed  before  it  is  generallj'  knoAvn. 
^^'ith  over  (>0,000  deaths  a  year  from  Bright's  disease  in 
the  United  States  alone,  is  it  possible  that  the  saving  Of  a 
majority  of  this  vast  army  can  be  measured  bj-  any  reason- 
able consideration. 

I  understand  that  a  relatiAe  of  Senator  Perkins  by  mar- 
liage.  a  82-degree  ^lason  and  a  prominent  citizen  of  Phila^ 
delphia  Avas  saved  by  the  new  diuretic,  and  am  also  ad- 
vised that  a  relative  of  one  of  Senator  Flint's  A'alued 
friends  has  likcAvise  recovered— in  both  cases  after  the 
finest  itrofessional  services  to  be  had  had  been  exhausted. 
Tills  should  carry  it  directly  home  to  them.  As  one  of  the 
surviAors  of  chronic  Bright's  disease  and  representing 
many  more  whom  I  know  personally,  I  respectfully  pre- 
sent the  matter  to  United  States  Senators  Perkins  and 
Flint  for  their  serious  consideration. 
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'X'HE  ravages  of  plivlloxera  in  the  vineyards  of  this  sec- 
■*  tion  is  becoming  more  marked  each  year  and  it  seems 
to  be  only  a  matter  of  time  nntil  most  of  our  splendid 
vineyards  will  be  destroyed.  So-called  "cures"  have  all 
proven  to  be  Axorse  than  useless,  and  many  of  our  growers 
have  little  faith  in  what  is  called  resistant  vines.  The 
fine  vineyards  of  the  Greeley  ranch  were  among  the  first 
to  be  destroyed,  and  tliey  furnish  an  example  of  the  damage 
this  disease  is  doing  in  this  county.  A  few  years  ago 
'Sir.  (Jreeley  sold  three  hundred  tons  of  grapes.  Since 
that  time  his  crop  has  steadily  declined  in  (piantity,  and 
this  year  he  Avill  sell  about  thirty  tons.  This  is  due  to 
phylloxera  Avholly.  Jlr.  (Jreeley  has  planted  a  small  acre- 
age in  resistant  vines,  but  will  not  go  into  the  industry 
extensively  until  some  sure  reme<ly  is  found  for  vine  dis- 
eases, and  most  of  our  grape  growers  are  feeling  the  same 
way  about  planting  vines.  The  actual  cash  outlay  in 
jdanting  out  vines  is  over  one  hundred  dollars  per  acre. 
Xcthing  is  received  from  the  ground  so  planted  for  two 
or  three  years,  and  added  to  this  is  the  dang<'r  of  disea.se 
and  the  jockeying  that  is  being  done  with  the  market,  so 
it  needs  no  prophet  to  see  that  this  one  industry  is  doomed 
in  S(m(Mna  County. — Windsor  Herald,  Oct.  14. 


JOHN  McNIE,  Avhose  grape  vines  are  suffering  from 
what  be  thought  was  the  Anaheim  disease,  has  ascer- 
tained that  the  trouble  is  of  a  different  character.  He  sub- 
mitted specimens  to  John  Isaac,  of  the  State  Horticul- 
tural Commissioner's  office,  who  declared  the  i)est  to  be 
IMiytoptus  vitis. 

Mr.  Isaac  said  that  the  only  thing  to  do  is  to  treat  the 
vines  with  sulphur.  This  was  the  course  adopted  by  ^Nir. 
3IcNie  and  it  proved  successful.  He  used  OfiO  pounds  of 
powdered  sulphur  on  three  acres,  applying  the  sul])hur 
five  times.  ^Ir.  Isaac  .says  that  when  vines  are  found  to  be 
sutt'ering  in  this  way  sulphur  should  Ix'  ai)plied  liberally 
and  that  the  affected  leaves  and  brush  should  be  burned. 

He  made  an  examination  under  the  micro.scoj)e  and 
fimnd  that  in  this  case  sul])hur  had  done  the  work  of  de- 
struction most  successfully. 

Mr.  McNie  declares  that  this  discovery  of  the  efficacy  of 
the  sulphur  remedy  is  worth  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
dollars  to  vineyardists  of  this  State.  He  finds  that  his 
vines  this  year  are  in  a  bealtbv  conditi(m.  while  last  sea- 
son was  most  disastrous,  the  gra])es  rotting  on  the  vines. — 
Sacramento  Union.

Speclul  tax — Alcoholic  compounds  JabcJcd  as  medicines. 
The  ruliug  in  Circular  073  not  going  into  eft'ect  until  De- 
cember 1,  1905,  there  is  as  yet  no  list  prepared  of  alco- 
holic compounds  coming  within  the  ruling.  On  and 
after  that  date  collectors  will  apply  the  ruling  and  col- 
lect the  special  tax  for  the  sale  of  every  such  compound 
in  regard  to  which  there  is  no  reasonable  doubt.  In 
cases  of  doubt,  they  Avill  send  in  samples  for  analysis. — 
The  statute  does  not  establish  the  quantity  of  alcohol 
that  a  medicine  may  contain.

Sir  :  Your  letter  of  the  19th  instant  has  been  received, 
inclosing  one  of  a  great  many  letters  Avhich  you  say  jou 
are  receiving  asking  for  a  list  of  proprietary  medicines  af- 
fected by  the  recent  ruling  of  this  office. 

As  will  be  seen  upon  a  careful  reading  of  the  ruling  in 
Circular  G73,  it  does  not  go  into  effect  in  the  case  of  any 
druggist  or  merchant  dealing  in  proprietary  medicines 
who  now  holds  in  stock  alcoholic  compounds  labeled  as 
medicines  until  December  1,  1905. 

On  and  after  that  date  every  collector  of  internal  reve- 
nue Avill  proceed  to  the  collection  of  special  tax  for  the 
sale  of  any  of  these  compounds  which  lie  finds  comes  with- 
in the  ruling.  In  case  of  doubt,  he  will  obtain  in  tiie  open 
market  samples  of  the  compound  and  transmit  them  to  this 
office  for  analysis.  There  is,  of  course,  no  list  of  these 
compounds  as  yet  prepared  here. 

The  quantity  of  alcohol  which  any  medicine  may  contain 
is  not  determined  by  any  provision  of  the  law  or  regula- 
tions.

The  distillation  of  sjjirits,  even  for  the  producer's  own  use 
only,  is  not  permitted  under  the  internal-revenue  laws  of 
the  United  States  until  he  first  gives  bond  as  a  distiller 
for  payment  of  the  tax  on  the  spirits  produced  by  him 
and  complies  with  all  other  requirements  of  these  laws 
on  this  subject.

Sir:    Your  letter  of  the  9th  instant  has  been  received, 
iu(]uiring:     "Has  a  umn  a  right  to  make  brandy  for  his 
own  use  without  revenue?" 

He  has  not,  without  first  giving  bond  as  a  distiller  and 
complying  with  all  the  requii*ements  of  the  internal 
revenue  laws  of  the  United  States  relating  to  the  distilla- 
tion of  spirits. 

Under  these  laws  the  tax  of  fl.lO  per  gallon  attaches 
immediately  upon  their  production  to  all  spirits  distilled 
anywhere  within  the  United  States,  aiid  it  matters  not  for 
what  purpose  the  spirits  are  distilled — whether  for  the 


producer's  own  use  or  for  any  other  purpose,  or  even  for 
no  purpose.

Special  tax  is  required  to  be  paid  under  the  internal- 
revenue  laws  of  the  United  States  for  the  sale  of  distille<l 
spirits,  or  other  alcoholic  liquor  imported  into  this 
country,  even  when  the  liquor  is  sold  in  the  original 
l)ackage.

Sir  :     In  reply  to  the  special-tax  question  under  the  in- 
ternal-revenue laws  of  the  United  States  which  you  submi* 
in  3'our  letter  of  the  8tli  instant,  you  are  hereby  advised 
that  the  fact  that  a  person  imports  distilled  spirits,  wines, 
or  malt  liquor  into  a  State  and  sells  the  licpior  in  the  "orig- 
inal package,"  as  you  suggest,  does  not  relieve  him  from 
si)e(ial-tax  liability  as  a  licpior  dealer  under  these  laws 
on  account  of  such  sales.    He  must  make  the  sworn  return 
to  the  collector  and   procure    the    necessary  special-tax 
stamp  to  cover  such  sales  anywhere  within  the  United 
States.

The  fact  that  these  comixiunds  durini;'  the  existence  ol 
the  statute  imposinjj  tax  on  i)roprie(ar_\'  medicines  were 
without  the  necessity  of  investijiatiim  into  their  medicinal 
character  by  the  terms  of  the  law  ma<le  subject  to  that  tax, 
because  thty  were  held  out  to  the  piddic  as  nu'dicines, 
does  not  afford  <irouud  for  relievinj'  the  manufacturers 
from  special  tax  as  rectifiers  and  li(|Uor  dealers,  or  dealer;, 
therein  from  special  tax  as  li(|uor  dealers  under  the  pro- 
visitms  of  section  3244,  Kevised  Statutes,  and  anu'ndnu'Uts. 
It  is  held  that  the  statute  refjuires  the  exaction  of  this-- 
sjx'cial  tax  from  the  manufacturer  of  ev<'ry  comi)ound  com- 
jxised  of  distilled  si)irits,  liven  though  druji's  are  declared 
to  have  been  added  thereto,  when  their  presence  is  not 
discoverable  by  chemical  analysis  or  it  is  found  that  the 
(luautity  of  dni,ns  in  the  i)reparalion  is  so  snuill  as  to  have 
no  appreciable  effect  on  the  alcoholic  liquor  of  which  the 
(■om])ound  is  mainly  or  larjicly  composed. 

The  same  rulinj;  applies  to  every  alcoholic  ctunpouno 
labeled  as  a  remedy  for  diseases  and  containing-,  in  addi- 
tion to  distilled  spirits,  only  substances  or  ingredients 
which,  however  large  their  (|uautity,  are  not  of  a  charac- 
ter to  impart  any  medicinal  quality  to  the  com])()und;  but 
where  substances  undoubtedly  medicinal  in  their  charac 
ter  are  cond)ined  with  whisky  or  other  alcoholic  lupior,  and 
are  used  in  sufficient  (piantity  to  give  a  medicinal  quality 
to  the  licpior  other  than  that  which  it  may  inherently  pos 
sess,  such  compound  is,  of  coiirse,  not  to  be  included  in 
this  ruling. 

The  (piestion,  in  each  case,  arising  under  the  terms  of 
this  circular  will  be  determined  by  this  office,  not  nierel.^ 
upon  examination  of  the  formula  submitted  by  the  manu 
facturer  of  the  compound,  but  upon  result  of  the  analjsif- 
made  in  the  chemical  laboratory  here  of  samples  obtaineo 


in  the  open  market  and  sent  in  by  the  local  internal-reve 
nue  officers  and  agents. 

The  ruling  as  to  these  compounds  in  the  fourth  para- 
grajdi  of  Circular  No.  (508  (Tkk.v.siuy  I)kcisu)ns,  1!K)1,  vol. 
4,  p.  210),  "that  if  they  are  composed  of  spirits  in  ccunbi- 
nation  with  drugs,  herbs,  roots,  etc.,  and  are  held  out  as 
remedies  for  di.seases  stated  in  labels  on  the  bottles,  they 
are  to  be  regarded  as  nu'dicines  until  the  facts  ascertained, 
as  to  the  ])uri)ose  for  which  they  are  usually  sold  or  used, 
show  them  to  be  beverages,  and  until  such  facts  are  ob- 
tained druggists  and  merchants  who  sell  tliese  compounds 
in  good  faith  as  me<licines  only  are  not  to  be  called  on  to 
])ay  special  tax  as  li(nu)r  dealers  on  account  of  such  sales," 
is  hereby  revoked. 

lint  in  order  that  no  injustice  nuiy  be  done  to  these  drug' 
gists  and  nu'rchants  who,  without  holding  special-tax 
stami)s  as  licpior  dealers,  now  have  in  stock  these  com- 
])ounds  for  sale  as  nuHlicines,  this  circular  will  not  be  put 
into  effect  until  ])ecend>er  1,  1!)05. 

Collectors  will,  however,  immediatel.y  upon  the  receipt 
of  this  circular  send  out  notice  to  all  druggists  and  mer- 
chants dealing  in  ])r()])rietarv  medicines  in  their  districts- 
who  do  not  hold  the  rcMpiisite  special-tax  stamp  as  li(|uor 
dealers,  that  on  and  after  December  1,  1905,  they  will  be

U.  S.  District  Court,  District  of  Hawaii.  Honolulu,  Sept.  6,  1905.  Nos. 
21  and   22   (suits  1613  and  1612.) 

1.  Leakage  of  Spirits — Sake. — The  proviso  in  paragraph  296,  tariff 
act  of  1897,  prohibiting  allowance  for  "leakage  *  *  *  on 
wines,  liquors,  cordials  or  distilled  spirits"  does  not  include 
sake,  which  is  not  one  of  the  articles  there  enumerated. 

2  Same — Empty  Containers. — When  liquids  subject  to  duty  are 
shipped  for  importation  into  the  United  States,  but  leak  out  of 
their  containers,  leaving  them  empty  on  arrival,  no  duty  should 
be  assessed  thereon  unless  they  are  within  the  description  of 
the  proviso  in  paragraph  296,  tariff  act  of  1897,  forbidding  al- 
lowance for  leakage,   etc.,   on   distilled   spirits,   etc.

DoLK,  District  JuiUjv:  Appeal  by  tlie  Collector  of  Cus- 
toms for  the  collection  district  of  Hawaii  aiul  for  the  po]'t 
of  Honolulu  from  a  decision  of  the  Koard  of  General  A])- 
praisers,  which  Ixjard  reviewed  and  reversed  the  decision 
of  the  appellant  pi'eviously  nmde  as  to  the  classification 
and  as  to  the  rate  of  duty  chargeable  upon  the  former  con- 
tents of  certain  tubs  for  sake  from  -which  the  contents  had 
entirely  leaked  out.     It  was  understood  between  counsel 

that  these  two  cases  should  be  considered  together. 

The  said  merchandise  was  classified  and  assessed  for  duty  as  a 
still  wine  containing  more  than  14  per  cent,  absolute  alcohol,  under 
and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  paragraph  296  of  the  tariff  act  of 
July  24,  1897,  and  the  duty  was  assessed  and  collected  thereon  at  the 
rate  of  fifty  cents  per  gallon;  and  also  under  the  proviso  contained 
in  said  paragraph  296  of  said  tariff  act,  providing  "that  there  shall 
be  no  constructive  or  other  allowance  for  breakage,  leakage  or  dam- 
age on  wines,  liquors,  cordials  or  distilled  spirits." — Petition  of  the 
Collector  on  appeal. 

The  importer  ap])ealed  from  this  classification  and  rate 
of  duty  to  the  Board  of  General  App.raisers  on  the 
grounds: 

First,  that  sake  is  a  beer  or  similar  thereto,  or  a  malt  liquor  or 
similar  thereto,  and  is  without  the  terms  of  said  prohibition  con- 
tained in  said  paragraph  296;  second,  that  sake  is  not  a  still 
wine  or  otherwise;  third,  that  sake  is  not  a  liquor  within  the 
meaning  of  said  proviso  of  said  paragraph  296,  because  the  term 
"liquor"  when  used  in  a  special  sense  does  not  include  beer  or  malt 
liquors;  fourth,  that  sake  is  not  a  cordial;  fifth,  that  sake  is  not  a 
distilled  spirit. 

The  Board  of  General  Apjji'aisers  reversed  the  classifi- 
cation and  rate  of  duty  fixed  by  the  collector,  and  decided 
that  sake  Avas  not  within  the  proviso  of  paragraph  296, 
above  quoted,  m)t  being  a  wine,  liipior,  cordial  or  distilled 
spirit,  under  the  authority  of  llollender  vs.  Magoiu'  (149 
U.  S.,  586)  and  Sarlls  vh.  United  States  (152"iJ.,  570). 
The  first  of  these  two  cases  distinctlv  rules  that  the  word 


"liquor"  in  this  proviso  means  distilled  spirits,  or,  as  the 
court  said : 

It  may  be  laid  down  as  a  general  proposition  that  where  the  term 
"liquors"  is  used  in  a  special  sense  spirituous  and  distilled  beverages 
are  intended,  in  contradistinction  to  fermented  ones;  that  the  use 
of  the  four  words  in  the  proviso,  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  ar- 
ranged and  in  the  place  in  which  the  proviso  is  found  in  the  sched- 
ule, indicates  that  "liquors"  is  used  in  a  special  rather  than  in  a 
general  sense;  and  the  conjunction  of  the  words  "liquors"  and  "cor- 
dials," as  found  in  another  paragraph  and  as  interpreted  by  the  past 
history  of  that  particular  part  of  the  tariff  legislation,  shows  that 
"liqueurs"    was    intended    by   "liquors"   in    this    clause. 

Tiiis  court  is  bound  by  the  authority  of  Hollender  vs. 
;Magoue  ( .supra),  and  accordingly  finds  that  the  proviso 
referred  to  does  not  apply  to  sake. 

The  d(  cision  of  the  Board  of  Appraisers  referred  to  the 
Hackfeld  case,  G.  A.  5334  (T.  I).  24410),  which  decided 
that  sake,  by  similitude,  should  be  assessed  as  a  still  wine 
under  said  i)aragraph  296,  the  provision  for  such  action 
being  in  Section  7  of  the  said  tariff  act.  This  decision  was 
made  May  26,  1904.  Gn  the  day  before,  to  Avit,  on  May 
25,  1904,  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  S(mthern'  District  of 
New  York  filed  a  decision  in  the  case  of  Nishimiya  vft. 
T'nited  States,  which  Avas  an  appeal  by  importers  from  a 
decision  of  the  Board  of  General  xVppraisers.     This  coiiii 

held  that: 

Sake  is  not  sufllciently  similar  to  still  wine  to  warrant  its  assess- 
ment for  duty  under  paragraph  296  of  the  act;  and  because  of  the  high 
percentage  of  alcohol  therein,  the  absence  of  effervescence,  and  its 
quality,  taste  and  use,  as  aforesaid,  it  does  not  seem  to  be  suffi- 
ciently like  beer  or  ale  to  permit  of  Its  inclusion  under  paragraph  297. 
The  conclusion  reached  is  that  it  is  so  radically  different  from  the 
articles  covered  by  both  of  said  paragraphs  that  it  should  have  been 
classified  for  duty  as  a  non-enumerated  manufactured  article  under 
Section  6  of  said  act.     131  Fed.  Rep.,  650,  651;   T.  D.  25386.) 

This  ruling  rather  strengthens  the  decision  of  the  Board 
of  General  Appraisers,  sake  being  a  fermented  article  but 
not  a  Avine  nor  a  cordial.  This  being  the  case,  there  is  no 
statute  to  interfere  Avith  the  common-sense  vicAV  that,  the 
tubs  in  question  having  arriA'ed  Avithin  the  United  States 
empty,  there  Avas  no  merchandise  to  classify  or  upon  AA^hich 
any  duty  could  be  charged. 

The  decision  of  the  Board  of  General  Appraisers  is 
therefore  affirmed.

SACKA:MENT0,  O.t.  20.— The  new  bieweiy  of  tlie 
Sacramento  Brewinjj;  Co.  (Frank  Kulistaller.  Jr.),  Mill 
be  completed  at  an  early  date.  The  plant  is  huilt  entirely 
fireproof  of  brick  and  iron,  with  reinforced  concrete  archc, 
and  asphalt  floors,  as  Avell  as  concrete  roofs,  which  will 
rednce  the  danjrer  of  fire  to  a  minimnni.  In  many  cases 
the  roof  is  not  taken  into  consideration,  and  ri<>ht  here  is 
the  cause  of  many  disastrous  fires. 

The  brewhouse,  located  at  the  corner,  is  i'(|uip})ed  with  a 
250-barrel  copper  kettle,  mash  tub,  ric-e  tank,  water  tanks, 
etc.  The  malt  and  rice  is  delivered  into  a  hopper  and 
elevated  into  four  larj>e.  steel  stora}>:e  bins,  each  Imviufj,  a 
capacity  of  2500  bushels.  The  malt  mill,  as  well  as  reel, 
are  built  of  iron  and  of  the  non-e.\i)losive  tyi)e.  The  w<u't, 
when  leaving;-  the  kettle,  runs  down  into  the  hopjack, 
from  where  it  is  ])um])ed  ov<'r  a  dcmble  Baudch)t  cooler  lo- 
cated in  the  tower,  and  then  the  beer  runs  by  f^ravity  into 
the  settlinjj  tubs,  which  ai'e  located  in  the  stockhouse  abov 
the  driveway.  Only  one  pump  is  thus  recpiired,  and  all  the 
machinery,  as  Avell  as  pum])s,  are  electrically  driven  Ity 
separate  motors.  ^\.  larj^c  electric  platform  elevator  is 
provided  f<n'  hol(linj>  hops,  etc. 

On  the  left  of  the  brewheuse  is  a  laruc  enjiine  room  in 
which  is  located  a  (io-ton  ice  machine  and  a  40  K.  W.  <;en- 
erator,  A\hicli  supplies  all  the  necessary  power  for  nu)tors 
and  light.  The  boiler  house  adjoininsi-  is  e(iui])ped  with 
two  horizontal  tubular  boilers  of  150  h<)rse])ower  each  and 
arranj>ed  Avith  oil  burners,  therefore  doiufj;  away  with  coal 
hoppers  and  the  room  can  be  kept  nice  and  clean.  On  the 
second  and  third  floors  above  the  en<;ine  room  is  located 
the  hop  and  general  storage  and  the  coudensors  for  the  ice 
machine. 

On  the  right  hand  side  of  the  driveway  is  a  large  rack- 
ing ro<nn  with  a  chip  cellar  adjoining^  each  tank  holding 
one  brew.  On  the  second  floor  are  located  the  stocktubs 
<tf  250  barrels"  capacity  each,  and  on  the  third  floor  ai'c 
the  fermenter.s,  with  a  capacity  of  125  barrels  each.  In 
connecticm  with  the  racking  room  is  a  large  washhouse 
with  a  Wchock  keg  Avashing  machi-ne  and  rinser,  hoop  driv- 
er, etc.,  all  driven  by  motor.  The  cellars  will  be  insulated 
with  impregnated  sheet  cork  furnished  by  the  Armstrong 
<\nk("o. 

Mr.  Iiuhstaller  has  for  many  years  operated  <me  of  the 
oldest  and  most  celebrated  steam  beer  brcAveries  on  tlu- 
I'aciflc  Coast,  but  recognizing  the  fact  that  lager  beer  is 
becoming  more  and  more  p(!i)ular,  he  decided  to  build  a 
new  brewery  of  the  latest  and  most  modern  ty])e.  The 
l)lant  was  designed  by  Hichard  (Jries.ser,  brewery  architect, 
of  Chicago.  The  new  plant  will  have  a  cai)acity  of  S0,000 
barrels  annuallv.
